Allom, Charles Edwin,— p. 4— Lieutenant Allom 
was the second son of Thomas Allom, Esq’^., of Balham 
EGU, Surrey. 

Blair, Charles Devaynes,— jp. SS.— Major Blair 
was left in command at Gandamak when General 
Pollock made his advance on Kabul in August 1842. 

Box, Thomas,— p, 38 , — Captain Box married, at I 
Karnal, on the 17*^ January 1843, Miss Julia Prances 
Victoria Bang. This lady died at Subathu on the 
28^^*^ July 1844, aged 28 years. 

Byrne, John,— jj. Lieutenant-Col, Byrne was 

a son of Sergeant Wale Byrne, of the Bengal Artillery. 
The exact date of his birth is not recorded, but he was 
baptised at Cawnpore on the 4*^ February 1787, 

Chamberlain, Charles Francis Falcon,— 
jp, S7 , — ^As a cadet in the Bombay Infantry, this officer 
arrived at Bombay on the 8^^ June 1846. 

Frushard, James,— p, 116 . — In the course of Sir 
Charles Napier’s campaign against the mountain and 
desert tribes of northern Sindh, 1844-45, this officer, in 
command of the 2®^^ Bengal European Bagiment (now 
the 2*^^ Battalion, Eoyal Munster Fusiliers), took part 
in the reduction of Trakki, the principal stronghold of 
the enemy. 

Hailes, Martin Hunter,— jp. Jf^.— Captain Hailes’ 
youngest daughter, Sophia^ became the wife of Colonel 
Henry Lang&y, formerly of the 8*^ Hussars. She 
was bom at Meerut on the 9**^ February 1848, and 
died at Rugby, Warwickshire, on the 26^'^i June 1912. 
Colonel Langt^ himself died in London on the 27th 
October following. 

Orchard, Joseph, -p. S63,-Prior to entering the 
§mm ii the East India Company, this officer, then

bearing the name of 3fonep% White Jcjfery, was for some 
time a midshipman in the Royal Navy. It is stated 
that he was present in the great battle of Trafalgar, 
on the 21st October 1805, but nothing authoritative in 
confirmation of this statement has been traced. 

Penny cuick, John,— 274.— Colonel Pennycuick’s 
Second daughter, Sax^, was married, at OTCulla, 
Bombay, on the 1^ January 1846, to Metcalf Larkin, 
Esq'., of the Bombay Civil Service. 

Skinner, James,— 312.— Marian, the first wife 
of the late General Henry Milne, of iJie Bengal In- 
fantry, was the niece^ not the daughter, of Colonel James 
Skinner. She was the daughter of Major Robert 
Sk^er, who was himself long connected with. “ Skinner’s 
Horse ” and died in 1821 Tmen holding the appoint- 
ment of Second-in-Command. 

Talt, James Salisbury,— jp. 334.--Thisoffioerwas 
educated at the Parental Academic Institution, Calcutta, 
afterwards better known as the Doveton College. 

Todd, Elliott D’Arcy,— jp, 344. — In 1836, while on 
service in Persia, Captain Todd m^e a tour through 
the province of Massanderan, a narrative of which was 
afterwards published in the United, Service Magazine in 
August and September 1849* 

Van Cortlandt, Henry Charles,— jp. 357.-— In a 
letter dated the February 1849, the Secretary to 
the Government of India conveyed to General Van 
Cortlandt, through the Resident at Lahore, an expres- 
sion of the thanks of the Governor-General, Lord 
Dalhousie, “ for his conduct in connexion with the force 
under Major Edwardes, and for the galtotry and 
firmness he evinced throughout the operatioi^B in the 
Multan District and Derajat.”

Of Military Officers and- others whose names appear in the 

Inscriptions in Part I. 


Adams, Sir John Withington, 

Major-General ('1763— 1837 >— at Sahatha, No. 
412.— Born on the 17th Febniary 1764. — ^Entered 
the Bengal Array in 1780. Arrived in India in 
April 1781, and early in the following month was 
posted to the 1st Bnropean Regiment, to which, 
on promotion to the rank of Lientenant, he was re- 
posted in June 1781. In August 1781 he was removed 
to the 27^*^ Regiment of Sepoys, in which, however, he 
became a supernumerary in 1784 in consequence of the 
reductions which followed on the re-establishment of 
peace with Tippu Sultan and the Mahratta powers. 
He remained in this position Until the 28^*^ March 1786, 
when he was posted to the Battalion of the 10*^^ 
Regiment of Sepoys. On the re-organisation of May 
1786 taking place he was posted to the IQi^^ Battalion 
of Sepoys, which was then formed by the amalgamation 
of the two battalions of the 10^*^ Regiment. He was 
serving with the 10'='^ Battalion at Fatehgarh in 1794 
when it was called out for the operations against the Ro- 
hillas, and he was present with it in the sanguinary 
battle of Bltaura (26*^^ October) and throughout the 
campaign of that year in Rohilkhand. In 1796, when 
the army was reorganised and the double battalion 
system reverted to, he was retained in his old corps, 
which was now designated the I®* Battalion 10^^ N, I., 
and with it he proceeded in 1798 to Haidarabad, in the 
Deccan, whence it was called out early in the follow- 
ing year on the occasion of the last war with Tippu 
Sultan, He was present with it throughout that 
campaign, including the action of MdlaveUi and the 
jsiege and capture of Seringapatam, as well as in the 
campaign of 1799-1800 against the notorious free- 
booter Ddn^a Wagh, in the course of which he took 
part in the capture of Ohengherri, Honelli, Harihar 
and Shikdrpdr, and in numerous other engagements. 
He returned to Bengal with his battalion at the end 
of 1800, and served with it at Cawnpore and Lucknow 
until the end of 1804, when he was promoted to the 
rank of Major and posted to the 2^ Battalion 10^^ 
N. I-, with which the rest of his regimental service 
was passed, and in command of which he served dur- 
ing Lake’s last campaign against Holkar, 1805-06, and 
with the force assembled under General St. Leger 
in the neighbourhood of Ludhiana, in the early part 
of 1809, as a demonstration against Ranjit Singh 
and the Sikhs. On promotion to the rank of Lieute- 
nant-Colonel, he was re-posted, September 1810, to 
ih© 2^ Battalion 10^*^ N. I. In November 1810 he 
was appointed to the command of a field force des- 
patched from Hinsi into BhattidnS, for the purpose 
reducing that district to order; in this he was en* 
iarely successful, having captured the forts of IPateh- 
abadand Rfaiia and mought the predatory Bhattis to 
complete submission within two mouths. In June 1813 
he was specially selected for the command of the Bew4h 
J'iddS'orce, which he joined on the northern bank 
^ the Tons© River m July* After v^rieus' movements, 


he attacked and took by storm the fort of Bntauri 
(4th December), following up the exploit by reducing 
several other strong forts in the Rewah territory, and 
thus bringing about a complete settlement of the 
country, for which he received the special thanks of the 
Governor- General in Council. In 1814-15 he com- 
manded the escort of the Governor- General and Oom- 
mander-in-Ohief during His Excellency’s tour in the 
Upper Provinces, having been specially selected for this 
duly by Lord Moira on account of his services in 
Rew4h. In the summer of 1815 he was appointed to 
the command of the troops in the newly-conquered 
province of Kamaon, and about the same time, on the 
Order of the Bath being opened to the Company’s 
officers, he was selected for the dignity of a 0. B. In 
November 1816 he was appointed, once more by special 
selection, to the command of the troops at Niigptir, 
styled at different times the Nagptir Force, the Nag- 
pnr Subsidiary Force, and the Narbadda Field Force, 
which he held for upwards of eight years. During 
the greater part of the succeeding year he was almost 
incessantly engaged in a series of operations against 
the Pinddri hordes that at that time infested Central 
India, many bands of whom were intercepted, cut 
off, and destroyed by the troops under his command. 
When, in November 1817, measures were taken by the 
Marqnis of Hastings to snrround and extirpate these 
pestilent marauders, and to coerce the Mahratta States 
by whom they were supported, the Nagptir Force 
became, for the time, the Fifth Division of the Army 
of the Deccan, and at the head of ii during the en- 
suing , campaign (known as the Mahratta-Pindari War 
of 1817-18), Lieutenant-Colonel Adams rendered the 
most distinguished service in the pursuit, dispersal and 
destruction of the Pindiris and in the operations 
directed against their Mahratta protectors, his most 
eminent services being the defeat of the Peishwa, Baji 
Bao, at the battle of Seoni on the 17^^ April 1818, 
the storm and capture of Chanda on the 19^^ of the 
following month, and, subsequently, the successful ope- 
rations in the M ihddeo Hills, in the autumn of 1818, 
against the Gonds, who had taken up the cause of 
Appa Sahib, the ex-Rajah of Berar. In March 1820 
he was removed from the 2^ Battalion 10^*^ to tibe 
2nd Battalion 8*^^ N. I., and in the following Septem- 
ber to the 2*^ Battalion 20th N. I., and having been 
promoted to the rank of regimental Colonel in the fol- 
, lowing year, he was posted to the Regiment of 
Native Infantry in August 1821, In September 1823 
he was removed, as Colonel, to the newly raised 32®^ 
Regiment of Native Infant^, and on the reorganisa- 
tion of the Army taking place in the following ye^. 
he vras posted (IB^ June 1824) to the 16‘*^ N. I. (late 
, the 2*^ Battalion lO*'^ his oldbatbaKon). In October 
of the same yeiar the temporary rank of BtigadieiN- 
General was speciaUy <x>nferred upon him, and he held 
it for eighteen months. la January 1825 he was tiana- 
' fe^d&m the eomanaud of the Ndgpiir Subsidiary 
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Torce to tliat of the Sirhind Prontier, and in the 
following July he was removed from the 16*^ N. I. 
and appointed Colonel of the Extra N. L, a new 
< 5 orps which afterwards became the 72“^ N. I. In 
December 1825 he was appointed to the command of 
-the 3^ Infantry Brigade oi the Army assembled for the 
reduction of Bharatpur, and though suffering at the 
fpTTiA from severe illness, he joined immediately, and 
took a distinguished part in the siege and capture of 
that fortress, which was carried 1^ storm on the 18*^^ 
January 1826. In June 1826 he was appointed to the 
command of the Eastern Frontier, but being on sick 
leave at the ti m he did not take up the appointment, 
and in the following October he was appomted to the 
command of the Agra aud Muttra Frontier, from 
which he was taken in May 1828 and appomted to 
the command of the Sirhind Division of the Army, 
with the rank of Brigadier- General, In June 1828 
he was re-appointed Colonel of his old regiment, the 
16^*^ N. I. In July 1830 he was promoted to the rank 
of Major-General, and he was created a K. 0. B, in 
September 1831, In May 1834 he relinquished the 
command of the Sirhind Division on the completion 
of his term, and bis retirement was marked by the 
publication of a special Government General Order 
commenting in terms of high eulogium on bis dis- 
tinguished services to the State, and concluding in 
these words “ He will ever be resided as one of Siose 
who have been most conspicuous in the Indian Service 
and have conferced additional honour on that noble 
Army, whose heroic exploits and zealous devotion have 
added a splen^d empire to the dominions of their 
country.” After relinquishing his command Sir John 
Adams resided principjJly at Simla and Sabathu, On 
tbe 10^^ Mardb. 1837 he was gazetted, in London, a 
Enight Grand Cross of the Order of the Bath, but 
he had already passed away, having died at Sahathu 
on the preceding day, aged over seventy-three years. 

Adamsj Robert Roy, Major (1821—1866),— 
Grave at Peshawar^ No^ 948 : tablet at Ahhottabad^ 
Jjfo. 921.— Entered the Bengal Army in 1840. Arrived 
in India in January 1841, and on the 5*^ March 
following was posted to the 12*^ N. I,, which he 
joined at Segowlie on the 16*^ May. In the spring 
of 1842 he marched with the regiment to Luclmow. 

In Hovember 1843 he was appointed to act as Interpreter 
to Hfc M/s 50*^ Foot, with which cojpps he served in the 
Gwalior Campaign of 1843-44 and was present at the 
loattle of Paniar (bronze star). In February 1844 he 
was appointed Adjutant of the 6^ Infantry, Gwalior 
Contingent, with which he served, at Gwalior, until the 
end of December 1845, when he proceeded to rejoin his 
ewn regiment, ihe 12*^ K, 1., then forxoing of the | 
Army of the Sutlej; he was not, however, in time to 
telce part in any of the operations in which the regi- 
ment was employed. On the termination cf the war 
he proceeded to Lali^ur and there joined the 2^ In- 
fan^, Gwalior Contingent, to the Adjutancy of which 
he had been transferred on the 3D^ December {^ceding. 
3h the spring of 1848 he accompanied this regiment to 
* Gwalior, and from May 1848 to October 1849 he officiat- 
ed as Second-in- Command of the Corps. In October 
1849 he was appointed Second-in-Command of the Corps 
e£ Guides, bdb he held this appointment only until 
Hay 1850, when he went home on furlough. On his 
letam to India in 1853 he rejoined the 12^ hT. L at 
Hultan. In April of the same year he was appointed 
Interpietex and Quarter Master of the regiment, and 
fcoDi about the same time to October 1853 he officiated, 
in addition to his other duties, as Depy. Asst. Quarter- 
Haste-General at Multan. In November 1853, conse- 
quent on his havmg attained the rank & Captain, he 
vacated the, appointment of Inteipeeter and Quute 
Haste. Ih te spring of 1854 he aecompanied the left 
wing o£ the x^gunent to Jhansi, and ,£^ Maxdi to 
'^Sc^ptembexoftha^ he officiated as Adjutant of tiie 
wing, Ihtimmohmlast mentioned he was appomted 
* anBxteAsst. ConumBsioner m tiie. Sanger andSTar- 
haddaTemtories^andhe^xeii^^ in dvu mnplqy, in 


that appointment, until April 1855, when he was appoint- 
ed Brigade-Major (afterwards styled “ Staff Officer ”) 
to the Punjab Irregular Force. As Brigade-Major he 
served in the expdition against the Bubia Khel 
Drakzais in September 1855, when the villages of 
Sangar and Nasin, on the Samana Range, were taken 
and destroyed ; and as Staff Officer he took part in the 
expedition to Miranzai and Kuram in October, Novem- 
ber and December 1856. He held the appointment 
of Staff Officer to the Punjab Irregular Force until 
Janna^ 1857, when he was selected for civil em- 
ploy in the Punjab and appointed Asst. Commis- 
sioner of Gurdaspur. In this appointment ho had 
the good fortune, in July 1857, to be of eminent 
service to General Nicholson and the Punjab Moveable 
Column in the bnsiness of intercqjting and destroying 
the Sialkot mutineers ; he was attached to the column 
from the 11*^ to the 21®^ of that month, and was present 
with it in both the actions at Trimmu Ghfit, in the second 
of which, ending in the annihilation of the mutineers, 
he commanded a detachment of Punjab Infantry 
(Medal). He afterwards raised and organised the Gur- 
^sjjur Levy, declared to have been one of the most 
efficient bodies formed in the Punjab in 1857. In 
January 1859 he was advanced to the position of 
Deputy Commissioner and posted to Qujerat, whence he 
was transferred to Hazara in the summer of 1860, and 
to Shahpnr in the following October. In February 1861 
he was admitted into the Bengal Staff Corps. In 1862 
he was re-appointed to Hazara, and in April 1863 he 
went home on furlough. He returned to India at the 
end of November 1864, and was appointed Depy. 
Oommr. of Peshawar, at which place he soon afterwards 
met his death at the hands of an assassin. He had 
been to the dispensary in the city on the aftomoon of 
Sunday, the 16^^*^ January 1865, to take the deposition of 
a dying man, and was returning to his house in canton- 
ments, when a fanatic, who had been sitting by the 
roadside, snatched the sword of one of his orderlies out 
of its scabbard and inflicted on him a severe wound on 
the back, from the effects of which he died on the 22nd; 

Note. — Major Adams was the father of the prosoni Major- 
General Rohert BoUew Adams, C.B., V.C., of the Indian Army. 

Addington, The Eon'ble Hiley Robert, Lieute- 
nant (1830—1857 ), — Tablet at Lelhi^No. 158.— The 
fourth son of the 2^ Viscount Sxdmouth. Bom on the 
4^^ April 1830. Entered the Bengal Army in 1848. 
Arrived in India in October of the same year, and in the 
following month was sent up to Benares to do duty with 
the 48^ N. 1. In February 1849 he was posted to the 
74^ N. I.: he joined that regiment at Mhow, in Hslwa, 
and afterwards served with it at Dacca, Barrackporey 
and Cawnpore. Early in 1857 he accompi^d the corps 
from Cawnpore to Delhi^ arriving there towards the end 
of March, and he was with it when it mutinied at that 
place on the 11^ May. He succeeded in getting away, 
but was murdered in a GHijar village on the 18**^, whfle 
endeavouring to make hia way to Meerut. 

Agnew, Patrick Alexander Vans (1822— 1848K— 
Grave and inscrijption at Multan^ Nos» 850 and 851.— 
He was the second son of L* .-Col. Patrick Vans Agnew, 
G.B., of the Madras Army, of Bambarroch and Sheuchan, 
Co. Wigton, and a DirectX of the E. 1. Company. ^ He 
was born on the 21*^ April 1822, and educated at B^ey- 
buxy. He came out to India in the Bengal Civil Sw- 
vice in 1841. He was assistant to the Superintendent 
of the Cis-Sntlej States and was present at the battle of 
Soboraon. He was afterwards on political du^ connected 
with Eariimir, and then assistant to the British Besident 
at Lahore. Early in 1848 he and Ideutonant Anderson 
were sent to relieve Diwan Mulraj of his Govemori^p 
of Multan, and arrived there on April 18i>^ 1848. Cm 
the 19^, as the British officers, accompanied Mulriti, 
were visiting tiie fort, Agnew was attacked by a singia 
soldier and knocked off his horse ; a scuffle ensoed ; 
Mnlzaj rode off ; the officers were set on and wounded, 
and were with difficulty carried into the Idgah. On the* 
next day the mob burst in and murdered fhemu 
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Stchison, Sir Charies Umpherston, K.C.S.l. 
(1832—1896). — Talilet at Lahore^ 'No, 642.— He was 
•&e son of Mr. Hiigb. AitoHson of Edinburgh, born liay 
20,1832. He passed in the first competitive examina- 
tion for the I. 0. S„ and arrived in India in 1856. He 
narrowly escaped losing his life in the massacre at 
Hissar in the followmg year. He was Foreign Secre- 
iaiy, 1868—78, and strongly opposed the measures which 
led to the second Afghan War. He was Chief Commis- 
sioner of Burma 1878—80, and Lieutenant- Governor of 
the Punjab 1882 — 87. He was President of the Public 
Service Commission of 1887-88. He compiled the first 
edition of the collection of Treaties, Engagements, and 
Swmuds known by his name, and also wrote The Native 
States of India and Lord Lawrence in the Rulers of 
India series. He died at Oxford, Feb, 18, 1896. 

Aldridge Edward, Riding-Master (1801 —1844!) 
OravB at Amhdla, No, 200. — Came out to India in 1822 
as a trooper in the 16^*^ Light Dragoons (Lancers), with 
which he served at the siege and capture of Bharat- 
pur in 1825-26, Having attained the rank of corporal, 
he was discharged from the 16*’]^ l^ancers and enlisted 
into the service of the East India Company on the 1®* 
January 1832, and from the same date he was promoted 
to the rank of sergeant and appointed Sergeant-Major 
of the 4*^*^ Bengal Light Cavadry, which, at a later 
period, was organised and equipped as a lancer regi- 
ment. With this corps he served in the demonstration 
against Jodhpur in 1834-35, and in the advance on 
Jaipur in the autumn of the latter year. On the 11*^ 
October 1838 he was promoted from Sergeant-Major 
to be Biding Master of the regiment. In 1843 he ac- 
companied the corps on service against Gwalior, and 
was present with it at the battle of Maharajpur (Bronze 
Star). On the conclusion of the campaign he marched 
•with the regiment to Ambila, where he died on the 25<i^ 
March 1844. 

Aldridge, Robert Barttelot, Oaptain (1835— • 
1863). -^Qrave at Nowshera, No, 998.— The second son 
of Bobert Aldridge, Esq., of S^ Leonard’s Forest, Co. 
Sussex. Through his mother, who was of the ducal 
house of Albans, he was descended from King Charles 
the Second and Kell Gwynn, and also from the great 
duke of Marlborongh. Born on the 14^=*^ December 
1835. Entered H. M.*s service on the 6^*^ June 1854 as 
an Ensign in the 71®* Foot (the Highland Light In- 
fantry), and joined that regiment at Corfu before the 
end of the year. Early in 1855 he accompanied the 
corps to the Crimea, and, having been promoted to the 
rank of Lieutenant on the 9*J^ February 1855, he served 
there at the siege aud redaction of Sevastopol (Medal 
and Clasp). On the termination of the Bussian War 
and the withdrawal of the British forces from the 
Crimea, he proceeded with the regiment to Malta, and 
when it emhBupked for India in January 1858, he was 
ordered home for duty with the dep6t, which was then 
quartered at Stirling. In the summer of 1858 he came 
out to India and joined the regiment at GwaKor. In 
the spring of 1860 he went home on leave, on the termi- 
nation of which, in October 1861, he was appointed to 
do duty at the regimental dep6t. On the 3® Kovember 
1862 he was promoted to the rank of Captain. He 
returned to India in the autumn of 1863, and joined 
the regiment on service in the Ambela Pass. He sub- 
sequently took part in all the Ambela operations up to 
the 19***^ November, when he was killed in the course 
of a desultory fire kept up ihe tribesmen on a picquet 
which had been placed hi position to protect the water- 
supply. 

Alexander^ George, Lieutenant (c. 1835— 
1863). — Ghra/oe at Mardan, No^ 1006.— Entered the 
Bengal Army iu 1852. Arrived in India in July of the 
ggwA year, and was sent up to Benares to do duly with the 
1&^ N. I. In 4ke following November he was appoint- 
ed to do duiy with the 6^ N. I., which was sSbao at 
Benares, and on the 17*^ of the same month he was 



in May 1857, when the Mutiny of the Bengal Army 
broke out. He subsequently took part in some of the 
marches of Nicholson’s Moveable Column <to which 
the 35**^ was for a time attached), ap to the 25^ June, 
when Nicholson discovered that the regiment was dis- 
affected, and promptly disarmed it at Phillanr. At the 
end of July 1857 he was sent down to do duty with the 
Nasiri Battalion, which was then employed against the 
rebels in the Saharanpur District, and in the following 
October he was appointed to acfc as Adjntant of the 
battalion and as Station Staff Officer at Saharanpur. 
In June 1858 his services were placed at the disposal of 
the Gov*, of the N.-W. Provinces, hy which he was 
appointed District Adjutant of Police at Muzafarnagar, 
but he soon afterwards returned to the Nasiri Battalion, 
and was appointed Adjutant of the corps on the 
August. In February 1861 he was admi-tted into the 
Bengal Staff Corps. The Nasiri Battalion was disbanded 
in 1861, and his appointment in the corps having thus 
terminated, he was appointed in December to do duty 
with the 2^ Battalion of the Rifle Brigade. With this 
corps he remained until August 1862, when he was 
appointed to the 418** N. I. as a doing-dnty officer. In 
October 1862 he was transferred, in the same capacity, 
to the 23^ (Punjab) N. I, (Pioneers), and with this 
regiment the rest of his service was passed. In 186S 
he was employed with the corps in making and repair- 
ing roads in the Simla hills, and in the autumn of the 
same year he accompanied it on service to the Ambela 
Pass. He was present witb it in the closing operations 
of that campaign, including the actions of the 15^ and 
16*^^ December, in the latter of which he lost his Kfe, 
having fallen under the swordp of the ghdisis in their 
last desperate charge near the village of Ambela. 

Alexander, John Staples, First- Lieutenant 
(1820— 1843).— at Delhi, No. 65.— The second 
son of the Bevd. Bobert Alexander, and grandson of 
Dr. Nathaniel Alexander, Bishop of Meath, and of the 
* Eight Hon'ble John Staples, P.O., M.P. Descended 
from a common ancestor with the Earl of Oaledom 
Bora at Hillsborough, County Down, on the 2^ 
March, 1820. Entered the Bengal Army in 1837, but 
did not arrive in India until October 1839. In the same 
months he was ordered up to Delhi to do duty with the 
Sappers and Miners, and he served with various com- 
panies of that corps until the exid of 1841, when he 
accompanied the Company on service to Afghanis- 
tan. He served throughout (Seneral Pollock’s cam- 
paign, from the forcing of the Khaibar Pass in April 
1842 to the re-occupation of Kabul in ttie following 
September, and subsequently in various operationa 
during the return march to Peshawar (Medal), In 
March 1843 his services were placed at the disposal of 
the Superintending Engineer, N.-W. P., but he never 
took up employment under that officer, and in the 
following May he was re-appointed to the Sappers and 
Miners and dneected to remain with the head-quartera 
of that corps at Delhi. He died at that place on *(116 
Ist July 1848. 

Note. — the inscription on his tomh this oiElcer is errone- 
ously stated to have died on the July 1813 . 

Alexander, Robert Waller, Limtenant (o. 1885— 
1857).— at Delhi, No, 94.— Son of the Rev^, 
Bobe^ Alexander, and great grandson of Sir Bobert 
Waller, Ba/rt, Entered the Bengal Army in 1K2. 
Arrived in India in Decexuher of the same year, and was 
sent up to Benares to do duty with the 42^ N. I. In 
March 1853 he was posted to the 3^ N. I., which he 
joined at Jhelnm, hnd with which he proceeded to 
PhiUaur at the end of 1854. He was still serving at 
that place when the Mutiny broke out^ and in June 
1857 he was sent down to Delhi on escort duty with 
ordnance stores for the besieging force. While he 
was in camp before Delhi the rebels, on the evening of 
the 19‘‘^ June, m^e a desperate attack on the' rear of 
•the British position, and goiiig into actian wiih 'filto 
troops, as a volunteer, he unfortunately fell under the 
fire of the enemy. 
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Allom, Charles Edwin, Second-Lieutenant 
(1827 — ^1849).— at Peshawar, No» 984.-— Entered 
iilie Bombay Army in 1846- Arrived in India in Octo- 
ber o£ the same year, and in the following month was 
-sent to Ahmadnagar to do duty with the head-q[nairters 
of the 3^ Battalion, Bombay Foot Artillery. In 1847 
he was posted to the 3^ Company 2*^ Battalion, bnt 
towards the end of the same year he was removed to the 
1®* Company 4^^ Battalion, then at Shikarpur, in 
Upper Sindh. In the autumn of 1848 he proceeded 
with this company on service to the Punjab, and was 
present witibi it at the siege and capture of Multan. 
He was shortly afterwards transferred to the 2^ Com- 
pany 1®** Battalion (now the 15*^ Field Batte^, Boyal 
Artillery), with which was No. 7 Bombay Light Field 
Battery, and with it he was present at the battle of 
Gujerat and in the pursuit of the Sikhs and Afghans to 
the Khaibar (Medal and two Clasps). After the termi- 
nation of the campaign he was retained with his battery 
at Peshawar, and he died at that place on the 23^ 
November 1849. 

Anderson, Alexander, C.LE. (c. 1860— -WOS).— 
Orave at Lahore, No. 62:1 —He entered the Punjab 
Commission in 1872 : was Commissioner of Jullundur 
for four years from October 1898, and of Lahore from 
October 1902 to early in 1906, when he was appointed 
to officiate as Financial Commissioner. He died on 19^*^ 
April 1906. 

Anderson, Alexander John, Gaptain (182&— 
lS68).*^G'raveat Ltichnow : tablet at Kohat, No. 1043.— 
Bom on the 7^^ October, 1826. Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1846. Aiiuvedin India in January 1816, and 
in the following March was posted to the 38*^^^ N. L, 
which he joined at Ambdla on its return from the Army 
of the Sutlej. He subsequently served with the regi- 
ment at Lahore, Lucknow, Barrackpore, Dacca, Sylhet 
and Oawnpore, From January to May 1864 he offi- 
ciated as Adjutant of the corps. In January 1860 he 
went home on furlough, but returned to India in Octo- 
ber 1867, having been ordered out in consequence of the 
Mutiny of the Bengal Army. After doing duty for a 
brief period with the recruit depOt at Barrackpore, 
he was ordered up to Cawnporo in November 1857. 
In February 1868 he was appointed to do duty with the 
2^ Punjab Infantry, with which he proceeded in the 
following month to the siege of Lucknow. He was 
employed with his regiment in the operations under 
Sir •lames Outram on the left bank of ihe Odmti, and 
was killed in the hghting which took place there on the 
9^1^ March 1868. 

Anderson, John, Oaptai'n (1808— 1849).— 
on the battlefield of Qujerat, No. 768 : tablet at Sialkot, 
No. 727. — Entered the Bengal Army in 1824. Ar- 
rived in India in July 1826, and in tbe follow- 
ing month was posted to the 1®* Company 5^*^ Battalion, 
Foot Artillery, at Dum-Dum. Li December 1826 he 
was removed to the 1®* Company 3*^ Battalion at Cawn- 
pore, and in August 1827 to the 2^ Troop 2^ Brigade, 
Horse Artillery, at Meerut. On promotion to the rank 
of First-Lieutenant he was posted, October 1828, to the 

Troop 1®^ Brigade at Oawnpore, from which, in 
July 1829, he was transferred to tiie 4**^ Troop 2^ Bri- 
gade at Meerut. With this troop he proceeded to 
Ludhiana in October 1830, and returned to Meerut in 
November 1836, and he continued serving with it until 
September 1838, when he was transferred, a second 
time, to the 2^ Troop 2^ Brigade. With this troop 
(now the 52*^ Field Battery, l^yal Artillery) he joined 
• the Army of the Indus, and. before the end of the year 
he proceeded with it on service to Afghanistan. In 
FebrcMai^ 1839 he w^ appointed Adjutant and Quaarter 
Master cf the 1®® Brigade of Horse Artillery, but re- 
, mainingattadiedto1he2<^ Troop 2^ Brigade, he was 
^ present^with it at the capture of Ghazni (Medsd) and 
- iheocmpationofKabiil. In October 1839, at Kabul, 
his services were placed at the disposal of the Envoy at 


the Court of Shah Shuja-ul-Mulk, with a view to his 
being employed under Lieutenant- Colonel Wade, 
Political Officer, and he accordingly accompanied that 
officer in his march down the passes to Poshawar, and 
thence to Ludhiana. Early in 1840 he took up, at 
Kamal, the appointment of Adjutant and Quarter 
Master to the Brigade of Horse Aiiilleiy, to which 
that of Adjutant of the Sirhind Division of Artillery 
was soon afterwards added. In 1841-42 ho held for 
some time the additional charge of No. 7 Light Field 
Battery. In October 1842 ho was appointed Brigade- 
Major to the Artillery of the Army of Keserve, at 
Ferozepore, and held that position until the Army was 
broken up in January 1843, when he returned to 
Karnal (acting during the march as Staff Officer to a 
considerable detachment, principally couqiosod of 
ar^lexy) and resumed the ariillory staff appointments 
which he had previously held. On pioiuotion to the 
rank of Captain ho was posted, 25‘i‘ Deconihor 1843, to 
the2'i Company 1®<> Battalion, Foot Artillery, which had 
been detailed to form part of the Reserve of the Army of 
(Walior ; he hastened to join, but was not in time to 
take part in the operations. In February 1 844 ho went 
home on furlough, and was absent from India until 
November 1845. Immediately on landing ho proceeded 
towards Agra to join the 3‘^ Company !*•*• Battalion, 
to which ho had been transferred in tho previous July ; 
the company had, however, in tho meantime, been 
ordered to Ambdia, and when, in JaTiuary 1846, he 
reached Delhi on his way t'> that stetion, his services 
being required with tho siego-toin proceeding (o join 
tho Army of the Sutlej, ho was directed to niartsh with 
it, doing duty with a dotaelmiont of artillcr^r (tho 
and 4tii Companies of tho 3 * Battalion) whidi accom- 
panied. Proceeding ^vitl^ tho siege-train he joined tho 
Amy of the Sutlej in time for the final conflict, and in 
command of tho 4'‘‘^ Company 3*^ Battalion (now tho 
36*1^ Field Battery, Royal Artillery) ho was pronent at 
tho battle of Sobraon (Modal). On tho termination of 
tho campaign ho joined his own compatiy, tho 3'* of the 
1®^ Hattalion, an<l was marching with it to Ludhiana, 
when, at the end of March 1846, he was transferred to 
the 1®** Company 1®^‘ Battalion and tho command of 
No. 10 Light Field Batteiy at Agiti. In tho following 
October he was removed to tlxo Troop 3^* Brigade, 
Horso Ai*tillery, which ho joined at Meerut, and with 
which, in January 3847, he marched to Fijrozcjtoro. Ixx 
command of this troop ho served througliout the Punj- 
ab Campaign of 1848-49, and was present at the first 
siege of Multan, tho action of Suraj-Khund, the second 
siege and capture of Multan, and the battle of GhiJoin.t, 
in which last he was killed,, 21®i* February 1849. “ No 
officer who fell that day was more generally lamontei’^ 

Anderson, John CummingrC.S 1., Ideutmant-* 
Colonel (1825-1870).- Grave at Smla, No 309.— En- 
tered the Madras Army in 1842 as a Second-Lieutenant 
of Engineers, but did not come out to India until 1844. 
He served with various companies of the Madras Sap- 
pers and Miners from 1844 to 1847f latterly at Aden, 
where he was subsequently, 1847-48, employed under 
the Executive Engineer. In 1849 he was placsed at the 
disposal of the Supreme Government for employment in 
the Punjab, in which Province he served as an Executive 
Engineer until 1856. Lx May 1856 he was transferred 
to Oudh, where he served as Superintendent of Irrisfation 
Works until the outbreak of the Mutiny. He was 
present at and took part in the defence of ■fixe Residency 
at Lucknow, from the 30^ June to the 20*^ November 
1867, and held the post of Garxison Engineer from the 
14^^* August (Medal and Clasp). In Januaiy 1888 he 
went home on furlough. After his return from Europe 
in 1860, he served for many years in the Public Works 
Dept. _ of his own Presidency, — as Executive Engineer, 
Superintending Engineer, and Consulting Engineer for 
Railways, — and under Ihe Govt, of Bengal, as Chief 
Engineer for Irrigation Works and Joint Secretary to 
Govt, in the PubKo Works Dept, Finally, in MarcR 
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1869, he was appointed OflSoiating Inspector- General o£ 
Irrigation Works and Ofig. Depy. Secretar ;7 to the 
Goirt. of India in the Irrigation Branch, Pablic Works 
Dept., and it was while he was holding this appoint- 
ment that he died at Simla on the 12^*^ October 1870. 

Anderson, William Andrew, Lieutenant (1820— 
1848).— Grave and inscription at Multan^ Nos, 850 
and 851.— Bom on the 15*^^ July 1820.— Entered 
Ihe Bombay Army in 1837. Arrived in India in the 
following year, and was posted to the 1®^ Bombay 
European Regiment. In 1839 he was sent to join 
a detachment of the corps stationed at Karrack, an 
island in the Persian Gulf, which had been occupied 
by the British, in consequence of the conduct of 
the Persian Government in attacking Herat. He was 
afterwards appointed acting Pield Engineer and, later, 
Executive Engineer at Kan*ack, in which post he conti- 
nued until the return of the detachment to Bombay 
in Pebmary 1842. In March 1842 he was appointed 
acting Depy. Asst. Quarter-Master- General of the 
Northern Division, and he remained in that appoint- 
ment until August 1843, when his services were placed 
at the disposal of the Govt, of India for civil employ 
in Sindh. In the following December he went home 
on furlongh, and was absent from India for more 
than three years. He rejoined the 1®* Bombay European 
Regiment (now styled “Fusiliers’") early in 1847, 
but did not remain long with the corps, having in the 
summer of the same year been appointed an Assistant 
to the Resident at Lahore, While holding this ap- 
pointment, in April 1848, ho was detached to Mdltan, 
with Mr. P. A. Vans Agnew, to receive the resignation 
of the Dewan MiiMj, Governor of the Province, and 
instal his successor. Two days after their arrival these 
officers were attacked by some of Mulrdj s followers and 
desparately wounded, and on the day following, the 
20’=^ April 1848, the Idgah, to which they had been 
carried by the new Governor’s people, was entered by a 
crowd of fanatical savages, and both were barbarously 
cut to pieces. This foul and treacherous murder led to 
the war which ended in the annexation of the 
Punjab, 

Anderson, William Henry, Second-Lieutenant 
(1828 — 1849,)— Grave at Multan, No, 862. — Entered 
the Bombay Army in 1845. Arrived in India in Nov- 
ember of the same year, and was sent up to Maligaum, 
to do duty with the Artillery at that station. In the 
following month he was posted to the^ 1®' Company 
2^ Battalion, Bombay Foot Artillery, with which he 
served at Karachi and at Kolapur until 1848, when he 
was appointed acting Interpreter and Quarter Master 
to the 3^ Battalion of Altillery at Ahmaduagar. 
Towards the end of the year he was attached to the 
2^ Company 1®^ Battalion (now the 15^^ Field Battery, 
l^yal Artillery), which was proceeding on service as 
part of the Bombay Division of the Army of the Punjab. 
Shortly afterwards he was regularly posted to the 1®^ 
Company 4^*^ Battalion, but he continued serving with 
the 2^ Company 1®* Battalion, and was present with 
it at the siege and capture of Multan, the battle of 
Gujerat, and the pursuit of the routed Sikhs and 
Afghans to Peshawar (Medal and two Clasps). He 
subsequently returned to Multan, where he died of 
bmn fever on the 22*^^ June 1849. 

Andrew, William Aller,— (Grave at Lahore, 
m, 615 ). 

See Andrews, William^ 

Andrews, Charles, Mayor(178'6— 1842),— Grave a^ 
LadUcma, No. 674,— Entered the Bengal Army in 
J804, and was to have proceeded^ to India in the fol- 
lowing year, but the ship in which he had embarked 
(ii[e Jawe, Duchess of Gordon) having been detained and 
eventually held back until the following season, he did 
not arrive in India until May 1806. On the 269- of the 


succeeding month he was posted to the 1®* BattaJioa 
5‘*^ N. I., then stationed at Midnapore, but on the 
July he exchanged into the 2^ Battalion 21®* N. I,, 
and proceediug to the Upper Provinces he joined that 
corps at Aligarh. In December 1806 another change 
in his position took place, and he was transferred to the 
2^ Battalion 24*^ N. I., which he joined at Agra. In 
December’ 1807 he served with the battalion at the siege 
and reduction of Ganauri. Thereafter he served with 
the corps for nearly sixteen years, at Delhi (including 
the suppression of the emeute there in 1809), Saharan- 
pur, Oawnpore (officiated as Adjutant from January to 
March 1813), Lucknow, Ajaigarh, Kalinjar, Bareilly 
and Almora. In September 1823 he was transferred 
to the 1®‘ Battalion 32^ N. I-, on the formation of that 
corps, and on the re-organisation of the Army taking 
place in May 18*24, he was posted to the 64**" N. I., 
on the rolls of which regiment he remained for more 
than fifteen years. From February to July 1828 he 
held the temporary command of the Agra Provincial 
Battalion, and from November 1832 to January 183S 
he officiated as Superintendent and Paymaster of 
Invalids at Benares, Dinapore and Monghyr. In 
August 1836 he was appointed a Depy. Asst. Adjt.- 
Genl. on the establishment, and in the following month 
he was posted to the Meerut Division. In June 1837 
he was transferred in the same capacity to the Saugor 
Division, and he continued holding the appointment untO 
October 1839. when he was promoted to the rank of 
Major and removed from the 64^*^ N. I. to the newly- 
formed 2^ European Regiment (now the 2^ Battalion 
of the Royal Munster Fusiliers), which he joined at 
Hazaribagh. In October 1840 he was appointed to the 
command of the 2*^ Light Infantry Battalion at Meerut, 
and in March 1842 he proceeded with this corps to 
Ludhiana. At that place he died on the 15‘^‘ August, 
1842. 

Andrews, Francis, Oaptain{c, 1825— 1857).— Gmve 
at Qhazluddin-nagcbr, on the Eiiidan Elver: tablet a^ 
Delhi, No. 162. — Entered H, M,’s Service on the 
27*^^ May 1842, as an Ensign in the 48*^ Foot. ^ Served 
with that regiment at Gibraltar and in Jamaica, and 
on the 19*^ December 1845 was promoted to the rank 
of Lieutenant. On the 23*^ March 1847 he exchanged 
into the 60**^ Rifles, and having been posted to the 1®* 
Battalion he came out to India and joined it at Karachi 
early in 1848, In the autumn of the same year he 
accompanied the battalion to the Punjab and served 
with it throughout the remainder of the campaign of 
1848-49, including the siege and capture of Mdltdn, 
the battle of Giijerat, the pursuit of the Sikh Army, 
and the expulsion of the Afghans beyond the Khaibar 
Pass (Me(3al and two Clasps). In December 1849 he 
served with a detachment of the battalion in the oxpe* 
dition against the SwEi villages in the Sam Baizai dis- 
trict of the Yiisafz'ji, and was present at the capture 
and destruction of Sanghao, Pali, ZiirmandtU and Sher- 
Khana, He subsequently served with the battalion at 
Peshawar, Kasauli and Jullnndur, and towards the end 
of 1852 went home, vid Karachi and Bombay, in com- 
mand of a body of invalids. On the 23^ March 1865 
he was promoted to the rank of Captain- He returned 
to India early in 1856, and rejoined the battalion at 
Meerut, at which place he was present with it when 
the Mutiny broke out on the 10*^ May 1857. To- 
wards the end of the same month be accompanied the 
battalion in the movement towards Delhi under Briga- 
dier Wilson, and fell in the first engagement with the 
rebels, at Ghdzitiddm-nagar, on the Hiudan, on the 
30^^ May, having been blown up by the explosion of % 
tumbril while gallantly leading on his company to the 
attack of the enemy’s position. 

Andrews, William, Sub-Oonduotor (1798—187^) 
Grave at Lahore, No. 615.— Bom at Plymouth, Devon** 
shire, about the year 1798, and * was by oocupMiion a 
labourer,^ Enlisted in March 1813 in the Royal .Wag 
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gon Train, with which he serred during the winter 
^mpaign of 1813-14 in the Netherlands, and was 
present in the operations before Antwerp and after- 
wards in the abortive attempt to take Bergen-of-Zoom 
by a coujp^de-mam» He subsequently served under the 
Unke of Wellington in the campaign of 1815 in Bel- 
gium, but he was not at the battle of Waterloo. From 
1815 to 1817 he served with the Army of Occupation 
in France. Having served in the Royal Waggon 
!£rain for four years and four months, and attained the 
rank of corporal, he was discharged on the disbandment 
of that corps in July 1817. On the March 1820 he 
enlisted, in London, for the Bengal Artillery, and 
arrived at Fort William on the IP' October following ; 
and having been posted to the 4* Company 1®* Battalion, 
Foot Artillery (now the 22*^ Field Battery, Royal Ar- 
tillery), he served with it, in the rank of bombardier, 
at the siege and capture of Bharatpur in 1825-26, for 
which he afterwards received the India War Medal with 
one clasp. In 1838 39, being then a Stafi-Sergeant in 
the 2*^ Battalion of Artillery, he served with the Army 
of the Indus as a buUock-sergeant, and was present at 
the capture of Ghazni (Medal). He returned to Hin- 
dustan at the end of 1839, but in 1841 he again pro- 
ceeded on service to Afghanistan, this time as a sta^- 
Sergeant with the 3^ Company Battalion, and after 
passing the winter of 1841-42 at Quetta, he reached 
Kandahar in the spring of 1842. In May 1842 he was 
appointed Sergeant-Major of the Artillery in Lower 
j^ghanistan, and in that capacity, in the following 
August, he accompanied the force under the comxnand 
of General Nott in its movement to the north, in the 
course of which ho was present at the re-capture of 
Ohazni and the re-occupation of Kabul (Medal), as well 
as in several minor actions. He was bergeant-Major 
cfthe 2^ Battalion of Artillery from 1842 to July 
1845, when he was appointed to the Commissariat 
Department as cattle-sergeant at Ambala, and in that 
department he served m the^ latter part of the Sutlej 
campaiCT of 1845-46, inclusive of tne battle of Sobraon 
(Medal). In March 1856 he was promoted to the 
rank of Sub-Conductor, and in that rank he was pension- 
ed on the 2* July 1858. In November 1874 ho peti- 
tioned for an increase to his pension, which, in consider- 
ation of his mst good services and his great age, was 
Banctioned in June 1876. He latterly resided at Lahore, 
where he died on the 7*^ July 1877, in the eightieth year 
of his age. 

NorE.«-Iir the inscription on the tomb of this warrant officer, at 
' Lahore, his name is given as William Aller Andrew s this 'may 
have been his tme name, hnt from first to last he appears hi the 
offioial record as WiUiam Andrews only. There is no warrant

In October 1894 he accompained this- 
battalion to Wana as part of the escort of the Waziri- 
Afghan Boundary Commission, and he was piesent with 
it when, on the 3^ November, the camp of the Com- 
mission, near the Inzar Kotal, was suddenly attacked, 
before daybreak, by a body of throe thousand Waziris, 
On this occasion he received a dangerous gun-shot 
wound through the chest, from the effects of which he 
died at Dera Ismail Khan on the 30^^' of the same 
month, only one day before the completion of his 
thirtieth year. 


Anson, The Hon'ble George, General (1797— 
1857)*— Grave in Kensal Green Oemefery^ Kerning* 
toTi.— The second son of the 1®* Viscount Anson and 
younger brother of the 1®* Earl of Lichfield. Bom 
at Shugborough, Co. Stafford, on the 13‘*' October 
1797. Entered H. M/s. Service on the 8^^ January 
1814 as an Ensign in the 3^*^ Foot Guards (now the 
Scots Guards), and having been posted to the 2«<i Bat- 
talion of that regiment, ho joined it in tiho Netherlands 
in the spring of 1816. He was present with the bat- 
talion at the battle of Waterloo, but was not actually 
engaged in the conflict, having been on guard in 
the village of Waterloo throu^out the engagement. 
He was afterwards present at the surrender of Paris, 
andietumcd home with the battalion in 1816. On 
the 20*^ January 1820 he was promoted to tib© rank of 
Lieutenant and Captain, and on the l®^ April 1824 to 
that of Major in the 7^*^ Dragoon Guards. On the 
May 1826 he was promoted^ to the lank of Lieute- 
nant-Colonel, unattached, and Vent on half pay, and 
on the 28^^ June 1888 he was advanced to the rank of 
Colonel in the Army. On the Duke of WeUmgton 
becoming Commander‘*m-Chief of the Army in 1842, 
he was selected for the appointment of Aid-de-Oamp 
to His Grace, and to this the appointment of Clerk of 
the Ordnance was added in July 1846 : the former he* 
vacated on attaining the rank of Major-General on 
the November 1861, but he continued holding thO' 
latter until Februaiy 1852, La August 1863 he was 
appointed to the staff of the Army iu the East Ladi^ 
and haring arrived at Calcutta towards the end of the 
following October, he was posted to the command of 
the Meerut Division on 15^^ of the succeeding 
month. Onthe 20t*‘ June 1854 he was granted the 
local rank of Lieutenant-General on being nominated 
Commandei^in-Chief « at Madras: he took up that 
command in September A854, and held until the end of 
the following year. On the 20^ November 1866 he 
was promoted to the local rank of Geneocal on being 
selected for the appe^tment of Coznmander-in-ChiS 
in Iadia> an office which he entered upon in January 
1856. On the 8th December 1856 he was appointed 
Colonel of the 55^ Foot. He was at Simla when the 
Mutiny of the Bengal Army began in May 1867, but 
hurried down immediately to Ambala to collect and 
oxgewe a force to move on and recover Delhi from the 
mutineers. He began his movement during the last 
days of the month, but did not get beyond at 

which place he succumbed to an attads; of cholera 
on the 27^^ May 1857. Eis remains were removed to> 
England in i860, and re-interred in Blmsal Green 
Cemetery.

Entered the 
Bengal Arm; in 1829. AniTed in India in Febnuaj 
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1830, bat baing a suparnamerary lie was not posrfced 
.for nearly three years, and in the meantime he did 
general daty with the Artillery, at first at Dam-Dam 
and afterwards at Allahabad. At the end of ITovember 
1833 he was posted to the 4'^ Company 3*^ Battalion, 
Eoot Artillery, at Cawnpore. In February 1835 he 
■was appointed acting Adjutant and Quarter Master of 
the 3^*^ Batfcaliou. In the following August he was 
removed to the 1st Company 3^ Battalion, but continued 
acting as Adjutant and Quarter Master until the end 
of the following year. On promotion to the rank of 
First-Lieutenant he was reposted (July 1838) to the 
1st Company 3^<^ Battalion, bat in the following Sep- 
tember he was removed to the 2^ Troop 1st Brigade, 
Horse Artillery, then at Mhow, with which the rest of 
lis service was passed. He subsequently served with 
this troop at Muttra and Karnal, with the Army of 
Beserye at Firozpur (184!243), and at Ambila. In 
April 1845 he proceeded on sick leave to Landour. 
Thence he proceeded on an e?:cursion to Ohini, in the 
district of Kanawar, Bashahr, where he died on the Dt 
July 1845. 

Armstrong, Archibald, Lieutenant (1823 — 
1850) — Grave at Peshawar i JVb. 932 .—Born in September 
1823. Entered H. M. ’s Service on the 20^^^ November 
1841, as an Ensign in the 41®^ Foot. The regiment being 
then on service in Baluchistan and due to return home 
on the conclusion of the Afghan War, he was retained 
at dep5t, and did not join the corps until it arrived 
in England in July 1843. On he 23^ July 1844 he 
exchanged into the 61st: Foot, which he joined at Cork, 
and with which he proceeded to India in the following 
yeatr. Iiandin^ at Galcatta in October 1845, he accom- 
panied the regiment to Cawnpore- On the 22“^ Decem- 
ber following he was provisionally promoted, by the 
Commander-in-Chief in India, to the rank of Lieutenant 
in the 62*^ Foot, in the room of one of the oflSlcers 
killed at the battle of Firozshahr, but he never joined 
ihat regiment, the promotion not having been confirmed 
at Home and he having been advanced to the same 
rank in his own regiment with effect from the 7^ De- 
cember 1845, Towards the end of 1846 he accompanied 
the regiment from Cawnpore ■to Ambila, and thence, 
early in 1848, to Jullundur, and in the autumn of the 
latter year he took part in some of the operations 
against rebels in the Jullundur and adjacent Doabs. 
He subsequently, with his regiment, joined the Army of 
the Punjab, and served with it throughout the cam- 
, paign of 1M8-49, including the passage of the Oheudb, 
theactLonofSadulapdr, the battles of Chilianwila and 
43hpijerat, and the pursuit to the Ehaibar Pass (Medal 
and two Dlasps). On the germination of the war the 
61»* was stationed at Pes&bwar, and this officer died 
there on the 24**» October 1850. 

Armstrong, David, Gomet (1791-^1816).— 

-at JMhdam, No. 666.— Entered the Bengal Army in 
18^. Arrived in India in 1809, but being a super- 
numieraiy he was not posted to a regiment for more than 
two years, and in the meantime he diddu^ with the 

ijfative Cavalry at Sdltinpdr, Banares. In January 
1812 he was posted to the 2*^ Native Cavalry, which he 
jmnedat Ludhiana, then the furthest station on our 
nortti-weBtern frontier. He continued serving at that 
place until his death, which took place there on the 

April, 1816. 

(Armstrong, George Andrew, Ensign (1825-- 
1845). •^Orave omi tablet at ^erozepore^ Nos. 442 and 
472.— Entered &0 Bengal Army in 1843. Arrived in 
ip July of same year, and proceeded f oscthwith

Arnolds William Delafield, late Lieutenant 
(1828—1859). — Grave at Gibraltar ; tablet at Bharam* 
sala, No. 616.— A younger son of the R»ev^. Thomas 
Arnold, D.D., Head Master of B;Ughy School from 
1828 to 1842. Bom at Laleham, near Staines, Go. 
Middlesex, on the 7^** April 1828. Educated at Bugby 
and Christ Church, Oxford. Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1848. Arrived in India in April of the same 
year, and was sent up to Dinapore to do duty -with the 
39^^ N. I. In the foUowing December he was posted 
to the 58^^ N. 1., and having joined that regiment at 
Ferozepore, he served with it in the Reserve Division 
at Jagraon, daring the Punjab Campaign of 1848-49. 
On the termination of the war he accompanied the 
regiment to Lahore, whence, in March 1850, he pro- 
ceeded with it to Hoshikrpur. In April 1851 his 
services were placed at the disposal of the Foreign 
Dept, for civil employment in the Punjab, and in -the 
same month he was appointed Asst. Commissioner 
of Amritsar. He continued in that appointment until 
August 1852, when he proceeded on leave to Bombay, 
and in the following December he went home on fur- 
lough. He returned to India in November 1855, and 
on the 7^*^ of the following month he resigned his com- 
mission in the military service. Early in 1856 he was 
appointed Director of Public Instruction in the Poujab, 
and he held that appointment until he left India early 
in 1859. He died, on his way home, at San Roque, 
near Gibraltar, on the 9^^ April 1859. 

Note.— M r. Arnold married at Lahore, on the Sr*^ April 1850, 
Frances Anne, daughter of Major-Gteneral John Anthony Hodgson, 
of .the Bengal Army fea) : she was born at Patehgarh on. 
the 30* May 1824, and died at Kangra on the 24* March 1858. 
He was the author of Oa^field or Felloioship in, t%o Fast, and 
of various essays on social and Indian subjects. His brother 
Mathew Arnold wrote A Southern Night in memory of him, and 
alludes to him in Stanzas fi'om Carnao. 

Atkinson, Jamos S-, Gaptain (1809—1847).— 
Grave at Ambala, No. 213.— Entered H. M ’s Serrioa 
on the 30"’^ September 1830, as an Ensign in tbe 77* 
Foot, mth. which he served in Jamaica from 1831 to 1834. 
On 3* Fehmary 1837 he was promoted to the rank 
of T.;«n faiTiftTit. in the 39* Foot, whioh he joined at 
Bangalore, in the Madras Presidency, the same year. 
He afterwards served with the regiment at BeUary and 
Kamt^. In February 184.2 he was appranted acting 
Quarter 'M'ftatw of the corps, and he held the appmat- 
loent for nearly two years. He accompanied thd 
regiment to Agra in 1842, and later in the same year 
served with it in the Army of Reserve at Feroa^ore, 
returning with it to Agra in March 1843. b the 
fcdlowiag winter he served witih the regiment in the 
Gwalior Oampi^ and was present at the battle of 
Maharajpiir, in which he was serwely wounded (Bronze 
Star). In October 1844 he went on leave, prooaedbjj in 
December to Mnssooria; and having in the following 
February been ordered to do duty at the Itandour De< 
Tj&t. he did not lejmn the regiment, then at Dinapore, 
nearly the end of 1845.

Horttumlbfflv 
dand: Bdrhoiiihe 12* April 1829. Ihite(ed'IU'M.*a 
Seir^oe on Ihe 22^ October 1847, asm Bntdli^-'kiciljbef 
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89*^^ I’oot. He joined that regiment at Ashton -nnder- 
Lyne, and afterwards served with it in Ireland. On 
the 17*=^ January 1851 he was promoted to the rank 
of Lieutenant. When the regiment embarked for 
Gibraltar in April 1854 he was left with the depot at 
Waterford, and on the 4*^*^ August following he was 
advanced to the rank of Captain. He continued serv- 
ing with the depot until 1857, when he joined the 
regiment in the Cape Colony, South Africa, whither 
it had proceeded alter the withdrawal of the British 
forces from the Crimea. In August of the same year 
he embarked with the corps for India, arrived at 
Bombay in the following month and proceeded with it 
to Ahmedabad, whence he was detached, with the right 
wing, to Deesa. In November he was sent to Mount 
Abd in command of a detachment, and he remained in 
command of the sanitarium there until October 1858. 
On the 13*^^ October 1858 he was promoted to tho rank 
of Major. Daring t be winter of 1858-59 he was em- 
ployed in various o perations against flying bodies of 
rebels in Guzerat and Rajputana, and on one occasion, 
in February 1859, he commanded a small column de- 
tached from NeemCuch to cover Mandisor from a threaten- 
ed attack. He subsequently accompanied the light 
wing to Agra, whence he -^as afterwards detached, in 
command of three companies, to Goona. Early in 1861 
he accompanied the regiment from tho Gwalior Dis* 
trict to Amhala, at which place ho died, only six: weeks 
after his arrival, on the 22^ April, 1861. 

Aubert. Frederic, Lioutenant (1821—1847).— 
Gntoe at Delhi^ No. 82. — A son of Lieutenant-Colonel 
Jeremiah Aubert, Bengal Infantry. Born in 1821. — 
Entered the Bengal Aimy in 1839. Arrived in 
India in June of the same year, and was directed to do 
duty with the 58*^^ N. I. at Barrackporo. In the follow- 
ing December he was ordered up to Benares to do duiy 
with the 9*>‘^N I, and in the same month ho was 
posted to the N. I. He joined this regiment at 
Neemuch early in 1840, and towards the end of the 
same year accompanied it to Ferozepoi'e, whence, at tho 
end of November 1841, ho marched with it for Pesha- 
war. Ho served with it throughout Brigadier Wild’s 
operations at the mouth of tho Khaibar Pass, includ- 
ing the actions of the 23‘^ and 24^^^ January 1842, 
and subsequently, under General Pollock, at tho forcing 
of the pass on the 5^*^ April (Medal). On tho return 
of the Army from Afghanistan he aocompaniocl his 
regiment to Lucknow, whence he proceeded with it 
to Delhi in November^ 1845, and to Ludhiana in Janu- 
ary 1846, taking part in the latter portion of the Sutlej 
campaign, including the battle of Aliwal (Modal). On 
the conclusion of the campaign he marched with tho 
regiment to Jullundur, but at the end of the year he 
returned with it to Delhi, at which place he died on 
the 25*^ January 1847i 

Auchinleck, William Lowry, Brigadier^ General 
(1840— 1891),— Grave and tablet at Amhala^ Nos. 263 
md 269. — The second son of Daniel Eooles Auchinleck, 
Esq*., of Crevenagh, Co. Tyrone, Born on the 3^ Decem- 
Ito 1840.— Entered H. M Service on the 29*^ December 
1857, as an Ensign in the 53‘^ Foot. He camo out and 
joined that regiment in Oudh in the summer of 1858, 
and served with it in the final campaign against the 
rebels in Oudh and on the Nepal Frontier, including 
the action of Tfilsipfir and various minor afiEairs (Medal). 
On the 30*^ December 1859 he was promoted to the 
rank of Lieutenant, and in the following year he went 
home with the regiment. On the 12**^ July 1864 he 
attained the rank of Captaia. After six years’ service 
in the United Kingdom he accompanied tibe regiment 
to Canada in September 1866, and served there for more 
than three years. From Mardito 1868 he held 
the appointment of Tofwn Major at London, Canada 
West, and from June 1868 to Jnne 1869 he was Adjut- 
the School p£ Instruction for Tolunteers at 
•Quebec^- In Decekbes 1869 he proceeded with the 


regiment to Barbadoes, W. I., whence ho went home 
to the dep5t in the following June. At the end of 1873, 
he rejoined the regiment at Bermuda, but in April 
1874 be again went home on being appointed Adjutant 
of the 6^^ Royal Lancashire Militia, an appointment 
which he held until January 1877, when he lojoined the 
53*^ in Ireland. He was promoted to Brovot-Major on the 

October 1877, and to the regimental rank of Major 
on the 19**^ December following, and on the Febru- 
ary 1878 he exchanged into tho 63‘^ Foot, which 
he joined at Mian Mir in the summer. He commanded 
this regiment in the campaign of 1879-80 in Southern 
Afghanistan (Medal), and, having attained the rank of 
Lieutenant-Colonel on tho 18'^^ March 1880, ho command- 
ed it also in the expedition to and oam])aign in Egypt 
in 1882 (Medal and Bronze Stnr), and ho took it home 
at tho end of the same year. On tho 18^*' hfaroh 1884 
he attained the rank of Colonel in tho Army, Ho 
continued in command of tho corps (wJiioh had be- 
come the 1®*^ Battalion of the IMauchostor Roginxent in 
1881) until tho 18*^*' March 1885, when ho was j>laccd on 
half-pay. In the following December ho was appoint- 
ed to the command of tho 35^*^ Regiinonial District, 
which ho hold until November 1888. Tn Di'cember 1888 
he was appointed a Brigatlior-Gonoral on tho Staif 
in Bengal, and in tho following month he W'as ])ostcd 
to the command of the Presidency Distried. While 
holding this command tho dos])atc]i from Chittagong of 
punitive expeditions against tho Lusliai trikes, in 

1889 and again in 1890, fell to a considovablc extent 
under his control and dmeotioii, and in tlus ion nor 
case, in the s]>riiig of 1889, ho on one occi\.sion “ 1 ) 1 * 01 'Coded, 
on a visit of inspection and observation, to t.ho lioad- 
quarters of tho expeditionary forcte at llcnnagi ri. Ho 
retained tho command of the Presidimcy District until 
October 1890, when ho was traimforred to that of 
tho Sirhind District. In November and December 

1890 ho commanded an infantry division at tJto Aitoefc 
Camp of Exorcise, On the conclusion of the mammxvros 
he joined his command at Aiubcla, wlicro bo died on 
tho February 1891. 

Austen, George Powell, 

Grave at Amhala, N(f. in Ireland in 38 IX. 

Entered the Bengal Army in 1827. Arrived in India 
in February 1829, and in the following month was 
sent up to Mirzapore to do duty with tho 30‘*‘ N. L 
In Juno 1829 ho was posted to tbo 18*^^ N. I. as a 
supernumerary Ensign, and ho joined that regiment in tho 
fortress of Bliar.dpur, where it was then in gamiSon. 
He was brought on tho offootivo strength of the regi- 
ment in Septombor, and in tho following November 
accompanied tho cor^js to Jii>bulporo. From September 
1832 to February 1834 ho was on lea'vo in Now South 
Wales, On his return ho rojoinod iJio reg;imont at 
Betdl, whence he accompanied it to Benares in 1836. 
He was in Europe on sick leave from March 1839 
to October 1841, and during the five succeeding years 
he served with his regment at Barrackpore, Allah* 
abad, Lucknow and Nasirabad. In January 1846 ho 
was uomina'ted Adjutant of tho 3^ Infantry Levy, but 
the termination of the Sikh War rendered tho formf^ 
tion of this qorps unnecessary, and ho rejoined his tor- 
ment at Nasirabad. In the following year ho proceeded 
■with the corps to Hoshiarpdr and thence to Lahore, 
and bein^ in garrison at the latter place during tho 
second Sikh War ho received tho Punjab Medal. In 
April 1849 he accompanied the regiment to Ferozepore, 
and it was still serving at that station when he died 
at Ambala on the 24*^ May 1853. 

Aytoun, John Marriot, Lieutenant (c. 1888— 
I860).— GPj-ave atBangmala Kach, Waziristan ; tablet at 
Kohat, No, 1043. — Entered H. M.’s Service on the 
^nuary 1855, as an Ensign in tho 94**^ Foot, He joined 
the regiment at Chathcun, and in the following September 
^compamed it to Gibraltar, where it did garrison 
du^ until the return of the British troops. from the 
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Crimea, returning to England in June 1856. On the 
31®* July 1857 he was promoted to the rank of Lieu- 
tenant. ^ In the following December he embarked with 
the regiment for India, and landing at Karachi in Janu- 
ary 1858, he proceeded with it thence to Peshawar. From 
December 1858 to June 1859 he officiated as Adjutant 
of the regiment. In March 1860 his services were 
placed at the disposal of the Officer Commanding the 
Punjab Irregular Force, for employment in the Mdhsiid 
Wazin Expedition, and having been attached to the 
2* Punjab Infantry, he accompanied that corps into the 
Waziri hills in April. He was present with it at the 
surprise of Shingi-Kot and in the movement into the 
Shahtir Valley, and was killed, shot through the head, at 
the storming of the Barari Tangi, on the 4*^ May 1860. 
His remains were carried to the camp at Bangiwala 
Kaoh, three miles beyond the defile on the route to 
Kaniguram, and there interred. — “ Late in the evening 
the body of Lieutenant Aytoun was committed to the 
grave. A spot was carefully selected which would be 
almost certain to escape observation, and by the light 
of the moon he was laid in his last resting place ; and 
few soldiers sleep in a wilder spot.” 

Baddeley, Clinton, Lieutenant (1827--1852).— 
€h*ave at JJielum, No. 769. — Son of Major-General 
William Clinton Baddeley, C. B., Bengal Infantry 
(ijf. V .), — Bom at Sea in 1827.— Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1845. Arrived in India in May 1846, and 
proceeding to Lahore, there joined the 47^*^ N, I., to 
which, in anticipaticju of his arrival, he had been 
posted on the 22^ April. Towards the end of 1847 he 
accompanied the regiment to Etawah, whence, in April 
1849, he marched with it to Cawnpore. From April 
to October 1861 he officiated as Interpreter and Quarter 
Master of his regiment. Towards the end of the year 
he marched with the 47*^ to Jhelum, and while serving 
at that place in April 1852 he was appointed acting 
Adjutant of the regiment. He died at Jholum on the 
lltlx of the succeeding month. 

Baddeley, William Clinton, C.B„ Major- 
General (1784— 1842),— a>t Karnal, No. 181.— 
Entered the Bengal Army in the year 1800. Arriv- 
ed in India in August 1801, and in the following 
October was appointed to do duty with the l^* Batta- 
lion 1®<= N. I., at Midnapore. In April 1802 he was 
posted to the 1®® Battalion N. I., with which he 
served, at Barrackpore and Midnapore, for two‘yeai*s- 
and-a-half. In December 1804, on the 24^^ Regiment 
being formed, he was transferred to it, and in January 
1805 he was posted to the 2^^ Battalion of that corps. 
With this battalion (the late 48*^^ N. I.) he served at 
Gohad and in the Jumna Doab in 1806, and at the 
reduction of Ganauri in 1807. In November 1807 he 
was appointed to do duty with the Bengal Pioneers, 
and he continued attached to that corps for more than 
five years, during which period he was twice employed 
on active service in the field ; first, during the operations 
of 1808*09 in Bundelkhand, in which he commanded 
a detachment of the Pioneers at the reduction of 
Hirapur, the action of Rajaoli, and the siege and reduc- 
tion of Ajaigarh, and, secondly, in the expedition to Java 
in 1811, in which he commanded the detachment 
(four companies) of Bengal Pioneers employed on that 
service, and took part in the siege and storm of the 
fortified lines of Oomelis on the 26‘^ August, which 
.secured the conquest of the island. He reiumed to 
Bengal with the detachment in December 1811, but 
proceeding immediatly on leave for eight months, he 
did not rejoin the corps until August 1812. He continu- 
ed serving with the Pioneers until September 1813, 
when he was appointed Fort Adjutant at Monghyr. In 
November 1814, consequent on the outbreak of the 
Gurkha War, he asked to be allowed to rejoin the Corps 
of Pioneers temporarily : this was conceded, and he was 
directed to join the detachment serving with the 
division of the Army under Major-General Marley on. 


the Saran frontier. While serving there in the follow- 
ing month he was appointed by Genei'al Marley to do 
duty with the Ohamparan Light Infantry, and he 
continued with this corps until the termination of the 
campaign, when he rejoined his appointment at Monghyr. 
On his promotion to the rank of Captain taking place 
he was removed, March 1815, from the 2^ to the 1®* 
Battalion of the 24*^*^, but in the following November 
he was moved back to the rolls of the 2*^ Battalion. 
On the renewal of the Gurkha War, he again volun- 
teered his services for the field, and was appointed, 
January 1816, to do duty with detachments of the 1®® 
and 2^ Rohilla Cavalry serving with the force under 
the command of Colonel Gregory ; he was not, however, 
actively engaged in the short campaign which followed, 
and in April 1816 he returned to Ms post at Monghyr- 
He held this appointment until October 1816, when he 
was nominated to that of Second-in- Command of the 
2^ Rohilla Cavalry, with wMoh corps he took part in 
the siege and capture of Hathras in February aud March 
1817. In May 1817 he was appointed to raise and 
command a regiment of irregular horse, which was 
afterwards designated the 3"^ Rohilla Cavalry ; at the 
head of this corps he served in the Marhatta-Pindari 
War of 1817-18, including Sir Dyson MaisbalTs cam- 
paign in the Saugor and Narbadda Territories, aind the 
arduous operations against the adherents of Apa Sahib, 
the ex-Rajah of Berar, in the valley of the Tapti. The 
3^ Rohilla Cavalry having been transferred to the 
Oudh service in September 1819, he was appointed, in 
the following November, to the Barrack Department, as 
Executive Officer in the Burdwan Division, but he held 
this appointment only until January 1820, when he was 
appointed to the command of the Dromedary Corps. 
In February 1820 he was removed from the rolls of 
2*^ to those of the 1®* Battalion 24^^ N, I. He held 
the command of the Dromedary Corps until it was 
disbanded in August 1821, when he was appointed 
Commandant of the 2^^ Ooips of Skinner’s Horse (the 
present 3^ Indian Cavalry), which then received the 
designation of “Baddeley's Frontier Horse,” and 
became the 4^^ Local Horse two years later. On being 
promoted to the rank of Major he was re-posted, April 
1823, to the 1®* Battalion 24^1^ N. I., but in the follow- 
ing (October he was moved back to the 2*^ Battalion, 
and on the reorganisation of the Army taking place in 
May 1824 he was posted to the 47 N. I. Having been 
further advanced to the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, he 
was posted in June 1824 to the 9*^^ N. I., and vacated 
the command of the 4^*^ Local Horse. In July 1824 he 
was directed to do duty with the 29*^ N. 1. at Neemuch, 
and in the following November he was regularly posted 
to that corps. In ^ptember 1825 he was removed to 
the 67*=^ N, I., which was then serving in Arakan, but 
before he could take measures to join, he was removed, 
October 1825, to the 31®* N. I. He joined this corps 
at DelM, and during the following cold season com- 
manded it at the siege, assault and capture of Bhamt- 
pur, for which he was afterwards created a Companion 
of the Order of the Bath. In February 1826 he was 
removed to the 16*^^ N. I, at Barrackpore, and in 
January 1827 he went home on furlough. During Mg 
absence from India he was removed, April 1828, to the 
43^ N. I., but before he could join that corps, on his 
return, he was removed, July 1828, to the 41®* N. I. 
In the following September he was removed to 63^ N. 
I., which he joined at Bareilly, but in Januaj^y 1829 he 
was re-transferred to the 41®* N. I, at Neemuch, and in 
October 1832 he was reihoved to the 38**^ N, I. at 
Benares. In May 1833 he was appointed a Brigadier 
in the Nizam’s Army with the command of the 
Aurangabad Division, which he held for upwards o£‘ 
three years-and-a-half : during this period he was 
removed, in July 1833, from the 38**^ to the 16***^ N. I,, 
and, having been promoted to the rank of Colonel, he was 
osted, in September 1833, to the 15**‘ N. I., from wHch 
e was transferred, in June 1835, to the Colonelcy of the 
74*^ Ni L In January 1837 he vacated his commend m 
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the Nizam’s Amy, and being in bad liealth, and having 
attained the rank of Major-General in *^une 1838, he 
was not again employed. He was on leave at the Cape 
from May 1837 to December 1838, at Singapore 
from June to December 1840, and again at the Cape 
from Febmary 1841 to June 1842. In November 
1842 he was granted permission to reside at Simla, and 
he was on his way thither, from Calcutta, when he 
died at Karndl on the 19*^^ December 1842. 

BagfshaWs Fredarick John Salmon, 

(1826—1857). — 0^'ave at No, 537.— Bom at 

Foleshill, near Ooventiy, Co. Warwick, on the 16‘^ 
August 1826.— Entered the Beng’al Army in 1844. 
Arrived in India in December of the same year, and in 
the following month was sent up to Luclmow, to do 
duty with the 44*^ N. I. In February 1845 he was 
posted to the 36*^ N. I., and joined it on the march 
from Dinapore to Delhi. In NovembeK-he accompanied 
the regiment to Ambala, and in January 1846 he 
inarched with it to Ludhiana, upon which place the 
Sikhs were then advancing in force. This movement 
brought him into the field to share in the latter part of 
the Sutlej campaign, and he was present with the 
regiment at the battle of Aliwal, in which he was wound- 
ed (Medal). In the succeeding years he accompanied 
the corps to Ambala, Hoshiarpnr and Lahore, and he 
served with it throughout the Punjab Campaign of 
1848-49, including the action of Ramnagar, the passage 
of the Ohenab, the action of Sadulapnr, and the battles 
of Ohilianwala (in which he was again wounded) and 
Gujerat (Medal and two Clasps). In March 1849, hav- 
ing already officiated in the appointment for two months, 
ho was appointed Interpreter and Quarter-Master of the 
regiment. In March 1855 he wont home on furlough, 
relinguishing the appointment of Interpreter and Quarter- 
Master. In Januaiy 1857, shortly after his return to 
India, he was appointed acting Adjutant of the corps, 
which he had rejoined at Cawnpore, and in the follow- 
ing month the permanent appointment was conferred 
upon him. In the spiing of 1857 ho accompanied the 
corps from Cawnpore to Jullundur, arriving at the 
latter place at the end of March, and ho was present 
with it when it mutinied th|re on the 7th of June. On 
that ooeasion he received a dangerous wound, from the 
effects of which he died five days later,— 12th June 
1857. 

Bagshaw, Robert Morris, Oaptain (1769— 
1807),— Grave at Karnal, No, 168.— Bora on the 
September 1769.— Was appointed a Cadet in India on 
the 22^ June 1781, when he was under twelve years of 
age, and was attached for duty to the l^* European 
S<egiment in Fort William. He was promoted to the 
rank of Ensign on the 5th July 1782 and to that of 
Lieutenant on the 3^ January 1785, and continued 
serving in the I®** ^ European Regiment until 1786, 
when, on a reduction and reorganisation of ihe Army 
taking place, he was relegated to half-pay until a va- 
cancy should occur and a place be found for him. He 
was subsequently brought on full pay as a Lieutenant in 
the ID^ Battalion of Sepoys, with which he served 
for^^veral years. In February 1794,' when with his 
battiJion at Barraokporo, he was appointed to do duty 
temporarily with the 2^ Sepoy Battalion, which had 
been ^ailecLtd form part of a force ordered to proceed 
to Chittagong to guard the frontier on that side against 
a threatened incursion of the Burmese. He subse- 
quently rejoined his own corps, and in December 1794 
was ordered to Frihce of Wales Island (Penang) for duty 
with the troops stationed there, and while serving at 
' that place in July 1795 he was transferred from the 
IV^ ^poy Battalion to the newly formed Marine 
Battalion. ^ In the following November the appoint- 
ment of Adjutant to ijie troops at Prince of Wales 
ifeland was cozened upon him, and on the reorganisa- 
tion of the -^iny taking place in June 1796, he was re- 
posted to the Mhririe Battalion, with which he cemtmued 
fiervmguntil the end bf 1798. In November 1798, on 


the 17^^ Regiment being formed, he was transferred to 
it from the Marine Battalion, and in January 1799 ha 
was posted to the 2^ Battalion of the new corps. In 
March 1799 he was directed to do duty temporarily 
with the 2 d Battalion 12^^ N. I., at Ban*aokpore, and in 
the following May, when a wing of this battalion was 
ordered to Midnapore, he was directed to proceed with 
it as acting Adjutant. Towards the end of the year 
he joined his own corps, the 2^ Battalion 17*^^^ N, I., 
at Dinapore, and in December 1799 he accompanied it 
to Berhampore. On promotion to the rank of Captain 
he was re-posted, February 1801, to the 2^ Battalion of 
the 17^^ with which he proceeded the same year to 
Eashanganj, and at the end of 1802 to Cawnpore. Dur- 
ing the earlier months of the succeeding year he was 
employed in command of a detachment of tho battalion 
in the latter part of what was termed “ the Mud War ” 
the I’eduction of the mud forts held by recalci- 
trant zemindars in the Jumna Doab), and was engaged 
at Kachatira and Tattia. After the submission of the 
latter place, in March 1803, he rejoined his battalion 
at Cawnpore, whence, on the outbreak of the Mahratta 
War in August 1803, he was detached in command 
of four companies of the corps which had been 
detailed to form part of the Army with which General 
Lake was mqying up towards Delhi. In command of 
these four companies ho took part in that notable 
exploit, the storming of tho fort of Aligarh, in which 
he was wounded, and in the decisive battle of Patpar- 
ganj, usually but incorx'ectly, called “the battle of 
Delhi.” Subsequently, when the ^ Army moved on 
against Agra, he was left at Delhi with his detachment, 
as part of the ganison, and in October 1804 he took 
part in the memorable defence of that place against 
Jaswant Rdo Holkdr. In 1805 he was with the 2^ 
Battalion 17‘*^ in the field in the country l^yond the 
Jumna to the south-west of Delhi, and during the 
winter of 1805-06 ho served with it, in tho main Army 
under Lord Lake, in the final campaign against Holkdr, 
including the pursuit of that Chief over tho Sutloj and 
into the heart of the Punjab, On tho submission of 
Holkar lie returned with the Army, and was posted with 
his battalion at Panipat, whence in April 1806 ho accom- 
panied it to Karnal. At that place he died on tho 20^^ 
February 1807, 

Bailey, Arthur Wellesley, Lieutenant (1867— 
1801),— Tablet at Noivshera, No, 99C.~Bornontho 30th 
August 1867.— Entered H. M.^s Service on the July 
18^8, as a Lieutenant in tho Timaru Rifles, ■ New 
Zealand Local Military Forces. On tho IG^^ April 
1890 he was brought into the regular forces as a Second- 
Lieutenant in the 2^ Battalion, Middlesex Regiment 
(the 77^^ Foot), which he joined at Mhow, in tho 
Bombay Presidency, in the following October. In 
Febraary 1892 he accompanied the battalion to Quetta, 
and on the 17th of the same month he was promoted to 
the rank of Lieutenant. On the 2^ June 1892 he was 
appointed an Offg. Wing Officer in the 38^^ (Dogra) 
Re^. of Bengal Infantry, on probation for the 
Indian Staff Corps, into which he was subsequently 
admitted with effect from that date. On the 1st 
August 1894 he was appointed a Wing Officer. He was 
shortly afterwards appointed Offg. Quarter-Master of 
the regiment, and in rae winter of 1894-95 ho seiwod 
with it in that capacity in tho Waziristan Expedition 
(India Medal and Clasp). The corps having been 
retained in Waziristan after tho conclusion of the 
operations, he was sent in March 1895 to take charge 
of the regimental dep6t, and this charge ho held until 
the following December, when, with the dep6t, he 
rejoined the regiment at Newshera. In the f ollowmg 
year he was appointed Offg. Adjutant of the regimen^ 
and this appointment he held until his death. In July 
1897, consequent on the outbreak in Swat and the 
attack on the Malakand position, he accompanied his 
regiment on service and took part in the reKef of 
Malakand. la the following September he proceeded 
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with the regiment on the expedition into Bajaur, and 
after taking part in varioas movements and skirmishes, 
he fell in the night attack on the British camp at 
Markhanai, on the 15*^^ September 1897. 

Bailey, Brook, Ga'ptain a808 -1849). -Grave and 
tablet at Multan^ Nos. 858 and 882. —Entered the 
Bombay Army in 1826. Arrived in India in Febmary 
1828. and served with various companies of the 
Bombay Artillery, in various parts of that Presidency, 
until 1839, when he was sent to Aden He served 
at that place with the 4^^ Company 2^ Batfcalion 
until near the end of 1841, and as Adjutant and 
Quarter Master of the Artillery there from 1841 to the 
middle of 1843. In 1843-44 he served with the 6^^ 
Company of Qolandaz at Baroda, and from October 
1844 to August 1846 with the 4^^ Company 1 Batta- 
lion in Sindh. On his retuim from furlough in 184 ^ 
he was for some time in command of the 2^ Battalion 
of Artillery at Bombay. He was afterwards appointed 
to the 4 ^ Company 2^^ Battalion (now the 55^" Field 
Battery Royal Artillery), which (forming part of the 
Bombay Division of the Army of the Punjab) he com- 
manded at the second siege of Multan in 1848-49. In the 
course of that siege, on the 27*^ December 1848, he was 
very severely wounded, his left arm having been carried 
away by a cannon-shot; and he died in consequence on 
the 8*^ of the following month. 

Baird, John McDonald, Oaptain ri866— 1895).— 
Chave at Ofdtral, No. 1117 : tablet at Lahore, No. 637.— 
Born on the 12^=^ March 1866. —Entered H. M.’s Service 
(from the Royal Mily. College. Sandhurst) on the 6‘^ 
February 1884 as a Lieutenant in the 2*^ Battalion of the 
Royal Sussex Regiment (the 107^^ Foot), from which he 
was removed to the 1®* Battalion of the Derbyshire Regi- 
ment (the 45^11 Foot) on the 7*'*' May following. In 
July 1884 he was transferred to the 2^ Battalion of the 
regiment (the 95^*^ Foot), which he joined at Lucknow 
at the end of the year. In December 1885 he was ap- 
pointed Interpreter of the battalion, and held the 
situation for about two years. In 1888 he was 
employed for some time in the Intelligence Department 
in Burma (India Medal and Clasp), and afterwards in 
the Intelligence Branch of the Quarter -Master- Gen- 
eral’s Dept, in Simla. On the 28*^ September 
1888 he was appointed an Officiating Wing Officer in 
the 40^*^ Bengal Infantry, on probation for the StafE 
Corps, into which he was subsequently admitted with 
e&cb from that date. With this corps, and also as an 
Intelligence Officer, he was employed in the Hazara 
campaign of October and November 1388, iuolnsive of 
the operations on the Black Mountain f Clasp added 
to his India Medal). In December 1888 he was ap- 
pointed a Wing Officer in the 44*^ Ben^l Infantry, 
and he again served in Burma for a short time in 1889. 
In September 1889 he was transferred, as Wing Officer, 
to Bengal Infantry at Sialkot, and 

in the following year he officiated for some time as 
Adjutant of the regiment. In August 1890 he was 
appointed Quarter Master of the 24^^ , but he left the 
appointment temporarily in Februa:^ 1891, on being 
appointed to officiate as a Wing Officer in the 32^ 
Bengal Infantry (Pioneers), with which cor^s he served 
in the Hazara (Black Mountain) campaign of that 
year (Clasp added to India Medal). He afterwards 
reverted to his appointment in the 24^*1 B, I., and con- 
tinued in it until the autumn of 1891, when he was se- 
lected for special duty with the Kashmir Imperial 
Service Troops in Qil^t. Attached to the 1®*= Kaduuir 
Rifles, he served throughout the brief Hamra-Nagar 
campaign of December 1891, and was present at the 
storm and captore of the fort of Nilt, and in the 
advance on Nagar, for which a fourth clasp was added 
to his India Medal* On his return from leave in 
Enr^e at the end of 1893, he again joined the Kash- 
mir Luperial Service Troops, and he was at Chitral 
with the 4^^ Kashmir Rifles when the outbreak of 


March 1895 took place, On the 3'^ of that month 
in an action near Chitral Fort, he fell mortally wound- 
ed, and would have been hacked to pieces on the spot 
but for the gallant endeavours of Surgeon-Captain 
Whitchurch, of the Indian Medical Service, who brought 
him in, and whose devoted conduct was afterwards re- 
warded with the grant of the Victoria Cross. He died 
in Chitral Fort on the following morning,— the 4^^ 
March 1895. 

Baker, Sir Thomas Durand, K.OB, Lieu- 
tenant- General (1837 — 1893).— at Simla, No» 
399.— Son of the Revd. John Durand Baker, M A., Vicar 
of Bishop’s Tawton, near Barnstaple, Co. Devon. Born 
on the 23*^ March 1837. — Entered H. M.’s Service on 
the 18‘^ August 1854 as an Ensign in the 18*^^ Foot (the 
Royal Irish Regiment) Joined the corps at Chatham, 
and in the following December embarked with it for 
the Crimea, where he landed at the end of the month. 
On the 12*^ January 1855 he was promoted to the 
rank of Lieutenant. He served with the regiment at 
the siege and capture of Sevastopol, and on one occasion 
was reported to have greatly distinguished himself 
(Medal and Clasp, and Sardinian and Turkish Medals). 
On the conclusion of the war in 3.856 he returned 
home with the regiment, and served with it at the 
Cuiragh of Kildare until November 1857, when he em- 
barked with it for India, Landing at Bombay in 
December, he marched with the regiment to Poona, 
whence in the spring of 1858 he was sent with a 
detachment to Jalna. Later in the year he "rejoined 
the head quarters of the regiment and proceeded with 
it on field service against rebels in Central India, and 
in the course of this service he was for some time em- 
ployed in the pursuit of Tantia Topi. In the spring 
of 1859 he went home, and at the Curragh joined the 
newly-formed 2^ Battalion of the 18^^ , into which he 
had been promoted as Captain on the 26 October pre- 
ceding He continued serving in the United Kingdom for 
nearly four years, in the course of which he passed the 
final examination of the Staff College, and, in January 
1862, was re-transferred to the 1®*^ Battalion of the 
regiment. In April 1863 he was again transferred to 
the 2^ Battalion, with which he embarked for New 
Zealand, where he was soon afterwards engaged in 
the Maori war, which had then been going on for 
about three years. In March 1864 he was appointed 
Depy. As-^t. Adj^-Genl. in New Zealand, and in that 
capacity he served throughout the campaigns of 1864- 
65-66, taking an active part in the operations in the 
Waikato and Wanganui districts, the action of Rangia- 
whia, and the attack and capture of Orakau (Medal; 
and promoted to Brevet-Major from the 21®^ March 
1866). He continued serving in his staff appointment 
until April 1866 ; he was then nominated Asst. Adj^.- 
Gen^ in New Zealand, and held that position until 
May 1867, when he was appointed Depy. Asst. Adjt.- 
Genl in New Zealand and Australia, a post which 
he held until April 1870. Having then rejoined his 
batfcalion, he returned home with it in December 1870, 
and served with it at Devonport until October 1871. 
From October 1871 to June 1872 he served as ^de-de- 
Camp to Major-General Carey, Commanding the 
Northern District On the death of the Major-General 
he rejoined his battaKon at Aldershot, and served with it 
there and at Gosport until October 1873, when he was 
appointed Ass*. Adj^ and Quarter-Master Qerf. of the 
Ashanti ExpedltLonaiy Force, and sailed for the Gold 
Coast. On the 12*^ November 1873 he was promoted 
to the regimental rank of Major, and was posted to the 
1®^ BatWion of the 18‘** , but continuing on ser- 
vice in his staff appointment until March 1874, he served 
throughout the Ashanti campaign and was present 
at the action of Essaman, the relief of Abrakxampa, the 
batfcles of Amoafol andOrdahsu, and the captoe of 
Coomassie (Medal and Clasp ,* promoted Brevet-Ideuie- 
nent-Colonel, and created a Companion of the Order of 
the Bath). In May 1874, shortly after his retom 
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liome from the Gold Coast, he was appointed Depy. 
Asst. Quarter Master-General at the Horse Guards ; this 
appointment he held until November 1875, when he was 
appointed Asst. Adjt -General at the Horse Guards, a 
post which be retained for nearly three years. On the 
21®^ April 1877 the appointment of Aide-de-Camp 
to the Queen was conferred upon him, and he became 
a Colonel in the Army from that date. He conti- 
nued in his appointment at the Horse Guards until 
October 1878, when, having accepted the post of 
Military Secretary to the Viceroy (Lord Lytton), he 
came out to India and assumed the office, which he held 
from November 1878 to September 1879. He was then, 
on the renewal of the Afghan War, appointed Briga- 
dier-General Commanding the Second Infantry Brigade 
of the Field Force under the command of Sir Fre- 
derick Roberts, and with it he served throughout the 
campaigns of 1879-80 in Afghanistan, including the 
action of Charasia* the occupation of Habul, the action of 
Beni Hissar, the storming of the Asmai Heights, and 
various other actions at and around Habul, the ex- 
peditions into Maidan and Eohistan, the march from 
Kabul to Kandahar, and the battle of Mazra,— usually 
styled the battle of Kandahar,” though it was fought 
mny miles from the place (Medal and three Clasps, 
bronze decoration, and created a Knight Commander 
of the Order of the Bath). He returned to India 
on the termination of the war, but he had scarcely got 
t^ck when, early in 1881, he was, in consequence of 
the outbreak of the Boer war, despatched to Natal, 
where he was, in March, appointed to the command of 
a brigade, with the rank of Brigadier General in 
Natal and the Transvaal, On the l®t July 1881 he was 
promoted to the regimental rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, 
and was re-posted to the 1^* Battalion , then in 
India, but he continued serving in Natal until the end 
of September, when, having jbieen placed on half -pay 

T he returned home. In 

AprU 1882 he was appointed Depy. Quarter-Master- 
Gen . in Ireland, and in the following September Depy. 
Adj‘.-Genl in the same country, and he held the latter 
post until October 1884, when he was appointed Ad- 
jutant-General in India, with the local rank of Maior- 
General. He served as Adjutant- Genei*al (part of the 
time in Burma during the operations of 1886-87) until 
February 1887, when, having attained the rank of 
Major-General on the 1®* September preceding, he was 
appointed to the Divisional StafE of the Army and 
posted to the command of the Allahabad Division. In 
the following year he was transferred to the Rawal 
Pindi Division (afterwards styled the Eawal Pindi Dis- 
trict), the command of which he held until September 
1890, ■when he went home for the purpose of taking up 
the appointment of Quarter-Master- General to the 
Forces, He entered upon the duties of this office, with 
the temporary official rank of Lieutenant- General, on the 
1®* October 1890, and retained the appointment until his 
death, w^ich took place at Pan, in the South of France, 
on the 19^*^ February 1893. 

Balders, William Henry, Lieutenant (1803^ 
lS^8).--Ora^eatDelhi No. 64.*-BnterediiheBengal Army 
in 1824, Arrived in India in September 1825, and was 
directed to do duty with the 20th jq-. ^t Barrackpore. 
In March 1826 he was posted to the 43^ N, I., at Saugor* 
but he did not join that corps, and in the following 
month he was transferred, at his own request, to the 
He joined this regiment at Barrackpore, and 
during the same year proceeded with it to Gorakhpur, 
whence, in Febrn^ 1827, he went home on furlough. 
On his return in 1830 he rejoiaed the regiment at 
Saugcr, whence he accompanied it to Mhow in 1832, and 
to Delhi in 1836. In May 1837 he was appointed to 
act as Ad]Utant rf the regiment, an appointment in 
which he was confirmed in the following December. 
He died at Delhi on the 30‘*» June, 1838. 

Baldwin, George, (c. 1792— 1845).— ft-ave 
and tablet at F&rozepore^ Nos, 442 and 479#— Entered H. 


M.’s Seiwiee on the 2^ June 1808, as an Ensign in the 36**^^ 
Foot, with the 1®^ Battalion of which he served, in tho 
following year, in the expedition to Walcheren and at 
the siege of Flushing. On the 4^*1 April 1811 he ex- 
changed into the 3*^ Ceylon Begiment, as Second-Lieu- 
tenant, and he served in that corps for three years-and- 
a-half On the 9**^ November 1814 he was promoted 
to Lieutenant in the 14**^ Foot, and having been posted 
to the 3** Battalion of that regiment, he served with 
it in Belgium and France during the campaign of 
1815, and was present with it at the battle of Waterloo 
(Medal), the storm and capture of Cambray, and the 
surrender of Paris. At the end of the year he returned 
home with the battalion, and on its being disbanded 
at Deal in February 1816, he was transfeiTed to the 
2^ Battalion of the re^ment, with which he served 
at Malta and in the Ionian Islands until the autumn 
of 1817. On this battalion bring re called to England 
and disbanded at the end of that year he was placed on 
half-pay, and he remained in that position for nearly 
three years. On tht3 19^*^ October 1820 he exchanged 
to full pay in the 75^*^ Foot, from which, on the 
March 1822. he exchanged into the 3l«*. He joined 
this regiment in Ireland, and ser^^ed with it there until 
July 1824, when it was brought over to England pre- 
paratory to proceeding to the East Indies. In Feb- 
ruary 1825, with the right wing of the regiment, he 
embarked for Bengal on board Qie Hon’ble Company's 
ship Kent, and a few days later became involved in 
one of the most melancholy maritimo calamities of the 
time,— the burning of that vessel, which took firo on 
the 1®** March during a gale in the Bay of Biscay, 
and was totally lost, the troops on board being rescued 
almost by a miracle, but not ■^thont tho heavy loss 
of nearly eighty lives. On this occasion he recoived 
a serious injury from an iron spike running into his 
thigh, and in consequence of the delay occasioned by 
these misfortunes he did not arrive in India until June 
1826, He joined the regiment at Dinaporo in ^ August 
1826, and at the end of the year proceeded with it to 
Meerut, whence in January 1831 ho marched with it. 
toKamal. In October 1831 ho proceeded with the 
3 regiment to Rupar, on the occasion of the meeting 
between the Governor-General (Lord William Ben- 
tinok) and the Ruler of the Punjab, Maharaja Ranjit 
Singh ; he returned to Karnal in the following month, 
and continued serving there for^ more than four years. 
On the 14^^ June 1833 he attained tho rank of Cap- 
tain. In 1836 he accompanied tho regiment to Dina- 
pore, in 1838 to Ghazipnr, and in 1840 to Agra. In 
1842 he proceeded with the reriment on service to 
Afghanistan, and was present witii it throughout the 
campaign of that year under General Pollock, includ- 
ing the actions ox Mazina, Jagdalak and Tezin, tho 
occupation of Kabul, and the several actions in the 
passes daring the return march to Peshawar (Medal, 
and promoted Brevet-Major, from the 23^ December 
1842). On the return of the Army from Afghanistan 
he accompanied the regiment to Ambala, whence in 
May 1843 he proceeded with it on service against 
Kaithal. He subsequently rotated with tho corps 
to Ambala, and accompanied it to Ferozeporein Nov^ 
ember, eventually returning to Ambala in May 1844, 

On the 8**^ October 1844 he attained tho regimental 
rank of Major, During the latter part of this jme be 
was employed in superintending the volunteering of 
the 40^ Foot at Meerut, and having accompanied the 
Volunteers of that regiment to Cawnpore, •whei'O he was 
for some time in command of various ^ detaciments 
.of Her Majesty's regiments, he did not rejoin his own 
Corps, at Ambala, until February 1845. On the out- 
break of the first Sikh War and the^ foriaation of the 
Amy of the Sutlej, he accompanied his regiment in the 
forward movement to the frontier, and took ]part in the 
engagement at Mudki and, three &ys later, in the san- 
guinaxy battle of Firozshahr, in which last he recoived a 
mortal wound, from the effects of which he died at 
j'erozepore on the 30^^ December lo45.

Baldwin, John, Lieutenant (1825— 1854).— 
at Feshawar, No. 967.— Entered H. M.'s Service on tKe 
29^^ December 1843, as an Ensign in tte 22^ Eoot. 
Came out to India in the spring of 1844, and joined 
the regiment at Poona. Towards the end of the year he 
accompanied the corps on service to the Southern 
Mahratta country. In May 1845 he returned with 
the regiment to Poona, and in the following year he 
accompanied it to Bombay. On the 22^ May 1846 he 
was promoted to the raidc of Lieutenant, and in the 
following November he marched back to Poona with 
the regiment. In the autumn of 1847 he went home 
on leave. On his return towards the end of 1849, he 
rejoined the regiment at Bombay, and accompanied it | 
to the Bengal Presidency by way of Karachi, reaching 
Dagshai with it in April 1850. At the end of 1851 
he marched with the regiment to Rawal Pindi, but in 
the summer of 1852 he was sent back to Dagshai on 
duty, and he was for some time attached to the 98^^ 
Foot at that station. He returned to his regiment at 
Rawal Pindi before the end of the year, and in October 
1853 he proceeded with six companies of the corps from 
that place to Peshawar. At the end of the following 
month he served with these companies in the expedi- 
tion against the Jowaki Af ridis of the Bori Valley. 
He died at Peshawar on the 2^ January 1854. 

Balfour, Arthur Lowry, Captain and Brevet 
Major (1809 — 1850) — Ghave at Amritsary No. 694 ; 
tablet at Jullundur, No. 549. — The fourth son of 
Blayney Balfour, Esq’^., of Townley HaU, near Dro- 
gheda, Oo. Louth, and grandson of the 1®* Earl of 
Enniskillen. Bom on the 3^' December 1809. — En- 
tered H. M.'s Service on the 6*^^ August 1829 as an 
Ensign in the 72^ Foot (the Albany ffighlandera), 
which he joined at Cape Town, South Africa. On the 
29^^ March 1833 he was promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant, and he afterwards served throughout the 
Kaffir War of 1834-35, at first with the regiment and 
subsequently on the staff of the Quarter-Master- Gen- 
eral’s Department and as Aide-de-Oamp to Colonel 
(afterwards Sir Harry) Smith. On the 31®*^ May 1839 
he was promoted to the rank of Captain. He returned 
home with the regiment in June 1840, and after serv- 
ing with it in England and Reland for more than four 
years, accompanied it to Gibraltar in November 1844. 
On the 21®* April 1846 he was transferred to the 32^ 
Foot, with which in the following month he em- 
barked for India, and landing at Calcutta in August, 
he soon afterwards proceeded with the regiment to the 
Upper Provinces, reaching Meerut in February 1847, 
Thence in February 1848 he accompanied the corps to 
Ambala, and in May he went on with it to Ferozepore, 
In the following August he proceeded with it on ser- 
vice to Multan, and served with it at the first siege of 
that place up to the September, when he was 
very severely Wounded in the assault of one of the 
outworks. In October 1848 he was appointed Brigade- 
Major to the Second Brigade of Infantry, and in that 
.capacity he served at the second siege and capture of 
Multan, the surrender of Chiniot, and the battle of 
Gujerat (Medal and two Clasps, and promoted to the rank 
of Major by brevet). On the conclusion of the war 
he returned to Multan, where he remained on duty, 
as a Prize Agent, until January 1850, He then 
joined and took command of two companies of the re- 
^giment in garrison at Port Govindgarh, Amritsar, and 
in the following month he was appointed to the com- 
mand of that post. He was still in command of Fort 
Govindgarh when he died there on the 13*^ July 
1860. 

Balfour, John, Swrgeon (1776 — 1819).— ffrave at 
Ludhiana^No. 567— Entered the Bengal Army (Me- 
dical Department) in 1796. Arrived in inffia in Sep- 
-tember 1797, and in the following month was appointed 
to do duty in the General Hospital at the Presidency. 
He was afterwards sent up to the hospital at Dinapore, 
"imd in November 1798 ho was appointed to the 1®* 


B attalion, 7*^ N. I., as Assistant Surgeon, and ordered 
up to Chunar to join, having medical charge of a de- 
t^hment of drarfcs and recruits for the 27*^ Light 
Dragoons during the journey. He continued serving 
with the 1®* Batt^ 7** until January 1806, when he 
was appointed to the civil medical charge of HdghK. 
Having in November 1808 been promoted to full Sur- 
geon, with effect from the preceding February, he 
was, on the 2^ March 1809, posted to the 5‘* Native 
Cavalry, at Mutfcra ; from which, a few months later^ 
he was transferred to the 18**" Regiment of Native In- 
fantry, at Cawnpore. In August 1810 he was removed 
to the 16**^ Regiment at Muttra, and in February 1814 
to the 3^ Regiment at Meerut. La the following Sep- 
tember, however, he was re-transferred to the 
Regiment, and du*ected to proceed to Delhi and assume 
medical charge of the Battalion. In January 1815 
he was appointed Field Surgeon to the Division under 
the command of Colonel Oohterlony, then operating 
against the Gurkhas in the north-western hills, and 
was directed to join with all practicable expedition : 
in this capacity he served until the end of the com- 
paign. After the termination of the war he rejoined 
the 2^ Battalion 16**", and during the next four years 
served with it at Delhi, Rew^ri and Ludhiana ; and at 
the last-mentioned place he died on the 20®^ May 
1819. 

Bamf ieldi Daniels Major (1805—1849 ). — Grave at 
OMUanwalay No. 752. — Entered the Bengal Army 
in 1821. Arrived in India on the 1®*^ August 1822, 
and was appointed to do duty with the 2^ Battalion, 
10'^ N. I. at Berhampore. In the following October 
he was posted to the 2*^ Battalion, N. I., at Bhopal- 
piir, but in September 1823 he was removed to the 
1st Battalion, 28‘^ N. I., at Mhow, and in the geners^ 
reorganisation of the following year he was posted ta 
the 56*^^ N. I., then at Delhi, whence he accompanied, 
it to N'asirabad, and afterwards to Lnoknow. During 
this period he twice officiated at Interpreter and Quarter- 
Master of the regiment, and once as Adjutant, Lx 
June 1827 he was appointed Interpreter and Quarter- 
Master, and he held the appointment until December 
1832, In October 1833 he went home on furlough and 
was absent from India until December 1836. On his re- 
turn he rejoined his regiment at Bankiira, and during 
1837 he twice officiated as Interpreter and Qnarteiv 
Master. Li December 1837 he was appointed acting 
Interpreter and Quarter-Master to the 19**^ N. I., with 
which corps he served in this capacity until June 1839. 
From April 1840 to March 1841 he officiated as Depy., 
Judge Advocate- General of the Dinapore and Benares 
Divisions, On the formation, in February 1842, of the 
second battalion of volunteers for service in China, he 
was appointed to it, embarked for that country in the 
following month, and took part in the capture^ o£ 
Ohin-Kiang-foo in July, and the investment of Nankmg 
in August (Medal). At the end of September 1842 
he was placed in charge of the Commissattat and Pay 
Departments of the China Expeditionary Force at 
Hong-Kong, and in April 1843 he was appointed Mi- 
litary Magistrate at Ohnsan, where he remained on 
duty until April 1845. He then returned to Bengal and 
rejoined the 56th N. I. at Agra, and having attained the 
rank of Major, he soon after wards succeeded to the tem- 
porary command of the regiment. In 1847 he accom- 
panied the regiment to Hi.jipur and in 1848 to Ludhiana^ 
and he commanded it in the Punjab Campaign of 1848-49, 
including the passage of the Ohenab, the action of Sadd- 
lapdr, and the battle of Ohilidnwdla, which brought his 
career to a close ; he fell mortally wounded while gal- 
lantly leading on his regiment to the attack of the Si3s^ 
position, and having been carried off the field, he died m 
camp the same night, IS* January 1849. 

Banister, Charles Athol Harry, Lieutenant 
(1845— 1869),— (Jrave at Kohat ; tablet at Eohatj^ 
No> 1042.— The eldest son of Surgeon- General Geor^ 
Banister, Bengal Medical Service, Bom in India in 
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1845.— Entered H. Sefcvice (feom the Eoyal 
Mily. College) on the Eebn^ry 1864 as a Comet 
intliel9‘^ Hussars, joined that regiment at Meerut 
in the course of the same ye^, and served with it there 
until 1868. On the January 1868 he was appoint- 
ed Offg. Second Squadron Subaltern in the 4<>*i Punjab 
Cavalry, on probation for the Bengal Staff Corps, into 
which he was subsequently admitted with effect from 
that date, and he was, at a later period, made perma- 
nent in the appointment with effect from the 10^^ of 
the same month. He joined the regiment at Bannu, 
and for several months, in 1868-69, he officiated as 
Third Squardron Officer. In March 1869 he accom- 
panied the regiment from Bannu to Kohat, and in the 
following May he was appointed to officiate as Adjut- 
ant. He died at Kohat on the 14*^^ October 1869. 

Bannerman, Charles Bromhead, Lieutenant 
(1835— 1857).— at Lelhi, No, 162.— The third 
son of Patrick Wilson Bannerman, Esqr., of Elmsfleld, 
Co. Aberdeen, -descended directly, in the fourth 
g^eration, from Sir Alexander Bannerman, Bart, 
P), of Blsick, Ca Kincardine,— and grandson of 
Sir William Johnston, Bart, (VII), of that ilk. 
Bom in 1835. — Entered the Bombay Army in 1852. 
Arrived in lu-dia in June of the same year, and was 
appointed to do duty with the 3*^ Bombay N. I. at 
Poona. He served with that regiment until November 
1863, when he was ordered to do duty with the 19*h 
Bomtey N. L, which was on its way to the same station, 
but before it arrived he was posted, 15*^ November, to 
the 1st Bombay N. I. (Grenadiers), and joined that corps 
at Baroda. He continued serving with the Grenadiers 
imtil February 1867, when he was appointed acting 
Adjutant of the 1^^ Baluch Battalion, which he joined 
at Hyderabad, Sindh, and in the following June he was 
appointed to officiate as Quarter-Master of the same 
corps. In consequence of the mutiny of the Bengal 
A^mythe Baluch Battalion was moved up into the 
Punjab, and eventually sent down to Delhi, as escort 
to the siege-train intended for the reduction of that 
place: this officer accompanied the corps in these 
movements, and four days after the siege-train had been 
brought safely into the camp of the besieging force, 
lie unfortunately fell under the fire of the enemy,— 8^^ 
September 1857. 

barber, James, Senior Surgeon (1802— 1$69).— 
GraveatLahore^No. 613.— Bom at Thoraey, Co- Cam- 
bridge, in April 1802.— This gentleman, a Sur^on by 
profession, having come out to India on his OMm 
account, was (after being examined and declared 
qualified by the Medical Board) appointed, on the Peb- 

xuary 1826, to do duty temporarily as an Assistant- 
Surgeon on the Bengal Establishment. After a Aort 
farm of service in the General Hospital at the Presidency, 
he was ordered in April 1826 to proceed to Chittagong 
and do duty in the Field Hospital of tbe South-Eastern 
Division, out the order was cancelled a week later, 
and in the following month he was ordered up to 
Cawnpore, whence he was sent into Bundelkhand, and in 
^ply 1825 appointed to the medical charge of tho de- 
iachznent of troops at Lohirg&on. In the autumn he 
'Was ordered teck to Cawnpore, whence in November 
he proceeded in medical charge of the 1®* Brigade, Horse 
Artillery, to Bhaxatpnr. At that place in December 
he was appointed to the medical charge of the 1®* Troop 
2*^ Brigade, Horse Artillery, and in January 1826 to 
that of H. M.’s 16^^ Lancers, and with these corps he 
served at the siege and capture of ihe fortress. The 
day after the fall of Bharatpor he was appointed to do 

S with H. M,’s 14*** Foot, with which he remained 
the end of Jnne 1826, when he proceeded on leave 
to Galcuita. lu October he was appointed to the 
medical charge of the Station Hospifal at Barrackpore, 
ttod, in following December he was appointed to do 
<&tymthth6 60***N. I. at the same station. In January 
1827 h0 was regularly appointed to Ihe BexigcJ Medical 


Service by the Court of Directors, and on advice of thfa 
being received in Bengal, in June, he was formally 
admitted, with rank as an Assistant-Surgeon, from tho 
3d February preceding. At the ^nd of July 1827 
be was sent to the Upper Provinces in medical charge 
of a detachment, and in January 1828 was directed to 
join and do duty with the 1®* Brigade, Horse Artillery, 
at Oa'wnpore. In the following July he was appointed 
to the medical charge of the Bhagalpur Hill Hangers, 
from which he was removed in November 1828 to 
the 7*** N. I. at Mirzapur, bxit he shortly afterwards 
went on leave, and in January 1829 he went home on 
furlough. On his return to India he was appointed, 
July 1831, to the medical charge of a portion of the 
Artillery at Dum Dum, from which he was trans- 
ferred in June 1833 to the Civil Surgeoncy of Azimgarh. 
He reverted to military duty in February 1834, and in 
the following month was appointed to the 12*** N. I. at 
Allahabad, but he did hut little duty with that corps, 
having in the same month been appointed to offioiafa 
as Assistant Garrison Surgeon at Ohunar, and in June 
as Civil Surgeon of Shalmbad. After a few months* 
duty in the latter post he went back to the officiating 
appointment at Chunar, in which he was confirmed in 
February 1836. In the succeeding year he officiated 
for some months as Garrison Sni'geon, and for some 
time in 1838 as Medical Officer in charge of the 8*** 
Light Cavalry at Stiltanpiir, Benares. In September 
1839 he was removed to the 40*** N* I. at Dinapore, 
which he subsequently accompanied to Segowlie and to 
Cawnpore, and with which he served during the cam- 
paign of 1842-43 against insurgents in Bundelkhand, go- 
ing eventually into cantonments at Saugor m the la^er 
year. On receiving promotion to the rank of Surgeon 
he was re-posted, October 1843, to ^ the 40*** N, I,, j&om 
which (after officiating as Civil Surgeon of Saugor 
for some months in 1844-46) he was removed, in July 
1845, to the 61®* N. I. at Meerut. At this place the 
additional medical charge of the 68**^ N. I. was impos- 
ed upon him in Aug. 1845, and retained by him until 
November. In January 1846, in consequence of the 
Sikh invasion, tho 51®* was moved up to Ambala, and 
this officer accompanied the corps to that place, and| 
early in th,e following month, he moved with it to- 
wards the Sutlej, but the Sikhs had been driven across 
tho river before the corps reached Bassidn. In April 
1846 he accompanied the regiment to Ferozepore, at 
which place in the following September he was removed 
to the 14*** N. I., and then during tho next three 
months he was moved in rapid snooossion back 
to the 51®* N. L, to the 4*** N.I., and to the 71®* 
N. I. In February 1847 he was transferred to the 12**» 
N. I., which he accompanied in January 1850 to Mdlt&:i, 
at which place he' also held, the additional medical 
clarge of the 41®* N. L for many months. In Decem- 
ber 1850 he was removed to the 4*** Battalion of 
Artillery, which he joined at Peshawar, at which' place 
he held the additional charge of the Peshawar Division 
of Artillery from October 1851 to December 1853, 
when he accompanied the head-quarters of the 4*** 
Battalion to Lahore. In July 1857 he was appointed 
to officiate as Superintending Surgeon of the Sialkot 
Circle, but he heldHhis appointment nominally only for 
a week. From March to August 1858 he officiated as 
Superintending Snrgeon of the Lahore Circle, after 
which he continued attached to the 4*** Battalion of 
Artillery until his death, which oooured at Lahore on 
the 15*i» September 1869. 

Barker, Edward Oliver, Limtenmt (1824— • 
1851). — Gfra/oe at Lahyre^ No* 609.— The fourth son 
of Baohard Barker, Esqr., of Oroboy and Dunboyne^ 
Co. Meath. Bom on the 30* December 1824.— En- 
tered H, M.^s Service on the 31«* December 1842, as an 
Ensign in the 58*** Foot. Joined that regiment at 
Chatham, and served with it there tmiil May 1844^ 
when he embarked with it for service an iha Austro^ 
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^ liau colonies He served witi. it in the New Zealand 
war of 1846-47, and took part in the captare o£ 
Te Rauparaha and other Maori chiefs, in the actions 
in the Horikiwi Valley and at Wanganui, and in most 
of the operations in the soaihem provinces. On the 
IS^^ August 1848 he was promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant in the 96'^ Toot, then serving in New- 
South Wales, with whic^he proceeded to India in the 
following spring, landing at Calcutta in April 184&. 
He shortly afterwards accompanied the regiment to 
Ghazipur, whence he proceeded wiih it to Oawnpore 
in the winter of 1849-50, Early in 1851 he marched 
with it to Lahore, and at that place he died on the 
12*^ December 1851. 

Barker, George Robert, Z.O.B., Lieutenant- 
Colonel and Brevet-Colonel (1816— 1861 ).— at 
Simla^ No. 865. — ^Bom on the 9**^February 1815. — Entered 
H. M.’s Seivice on the 21®<^ Jnne 1834 as a Second-Lieute- 
nant in the Royal Artillery, and was posted to the 6^^ 
Battalion. He was promoted to the rank of Eirst- 
Lieutenant on the 10^“ January' 1837, and to that of 
Second-Captain on the 21®^ May 1845, and during 
these years he served successively in the 1®^, 2*^ and 
Battalions. In July 1846 he was appointed Adjut- 
ant of the 3^ Battalion, and he held this post until he 
became a full Captain in 1849. From 1849 to 1854 
he hdd the command of the 6**^ Company Battalion, 
In the latter year he was transferred to a company in 
ttie 11'*^ Battalion, and embarked for service with the 
Eastern Aimy. With tha,t Army he served throughout 
the campaign of 1864-66 in the Crimea, including the 
battles of the Ahna and Balaklava, the expedition to 
Kertoh (in command of the Royal Artillery), and the 
siege and capture of Sevastopol, during the latter 
part of which he was in command of the batteries of 
the left attack. (Medal and three Clasps j promoted to the 
rank of Major by brevet ; created a Companion of the 
Order of the Bath and a Knight of the Legion of 
Honour ; and granted the Fourth Class of the Order of 
the Medjidieh aud the Turkish Medal). On the 1®* 
June 1855, while still on service before Sevastopol, he 
attained the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, and was soon 
afterwards posted to the 4*** Battalion ; and on the 2** 
November following he was advanced to the rank of Colo- 
nel by brevet. On the evacuation of the Crimea taking 
place in 1856, he returned home, and served in the United 
Kingdom until the summer of 1857, when, in con- 
sequence of the mutiny and rebellion, he was ordered 
out to India ; about the same time he was transferred 
to the Horse Artillery. He landed at Calcutta in 
September, but having been detained there on duty, he 
was unable to join the head-quarters of the Commander- 
in-Ohief, in the field, until the 21®^ December, Immedi- 
ately on joining he was appointed, with the rank of 
Brigadier, to the command of the Artillery of the force 
wder the personal command of Sir Colin Campbell, and 
m that position he soon afterwards took part in the 
advance towards Farrakhahad, and in the action of the 
Kali Naddi. In the arrangements for the recovery of 
Lucknow from the rebels, he was appointed, February 
1868, Brigadier Commanding the Siege Artillery, and 
in that capacity he served throughout the siege and 
capture of the place in the following month. On the 
fall of Lucknow he was appointed, 21®’= March, Brigadier 
Commanding the Artillery of the Lucknow Field Force, 
but on the 29^** of tke month a change was made and 
he was appointed Brigadier Commanding the Artillery 
of the Force to be retted at Lucknow ; he accordingly 
^mained at that place, and during the next four months 
he three times succeeded to the command of the entire 
garrison. Luring the final operations in Oudh, in the 
autumn of 1858, he was appointed to the command of 
a field column, at the head of which he defeated the 
rebels at Jamo and captured the strong fort of Birwa, 
besides rendering other important services, for which 
he received the Indian Mutiny Medal with a Clasp 
f pr the ohaptur© of Lucknow, and was created (16® 


May 1859) a Knight Commander of the Order of the 
Bath. Early in 1859 he was appointed to the command 
of all the Royal Artillery in the Bengal Presidency, and 
with his station at first at Calcutta and^ latterly at th© 
head-quarters of the Commander-in- Chief in Ind^, he 
held appointment until his death. He died at 
Simla on the 27® July 1861. 

Barnard, Sir Henry William, K,G.B„ Major- 
General (1799 —1857) Grave and inscription ^ at 
Delhi, Nos, 97 and 98.— -Son of the Revd. William 
Barnard, LL.B., of Water Stratford, Bucks, and nephew 
of General Sir Ani?ew Francis Barnard, K.C.B., and 
of General Sir Moore Disney, K.O.B., who w^ of 
the Disneys of Church Town, Co. Waterford. Bom 
at Westbury, Oxfordshire, in 1799. Educated at 
Winchester. — Entered H, M.’s Service on the 9* June 
1814 as an Ensign in the 1®*^ Foot (3uards, now styled 
the Grenadier Guards, and was posted to the 1®‘ Batta- 
lion, which he joined on its return from the south of 
France in the following August. In the following year, 
subsequent to the battle of Waterloo, he was transferred 
to the 3^ Battalion, then in France with the Army of 
Occupation, and he was for some time on the staff of 
Colonel Sir Andrew Barnard, K.C.B., Commandant of 
Paris, He afterwards served with the 3*^ Battalion m 
France until the termination of the occupation, and in 
1819-20, after his return to England, he served as Aide* 
de- Camp to Major-General Sir Andrew Barnard, Com- 
manding the Northern District. On the 15® August 1822 
he was promoted to the rank of Captain in a line regi- 
ment, and on the 29® of the same month exchanged hack 
to the Grenadier (^ards as a Lieutenant and Captain. 
Tn 1824 he proceeded to the West Indies as Aide- de- Camp 
to Sir John Keane, but was invalided home in the fol- 
lowing year after an attack of yellow fever. On the 17® 
May 1831 he was promoted to the rank of Captain and 
Lieutenant- Colonel, and having subsequently been 
transferred to the 2^ Battalion of the regiment, he ac- 
companied that corps to Canada in 1838 ; he^ was^ therer 
employed in various movements in connection with tha 
suppi’ession of the rebellion, and subsequently served 
there Tmtil October 1842, when the battalion returned 
home. He was shortly afterwards removed to the 3^ 
Battaliou of the regiment, aud ou the 9^^ November 1846 
he was promoted to the rank of Colonel by brevet. In 
February 1847 he was appointed Asst. Adjutant- General 
in the Northern and Midland District, Manchester, and re- 
remained in that post for five years, exchanging to half- 
pay on the 1®’' June 1849. In February 1852 he was ap- 
pointed Colonel on the Staff Commanding the Monmouth 
and South Wales District, Oaermarthen, and continued 
in that position until his promotion to the rank of Major- 
General on the 20® June 1854. In January 1865 he was 
sent to the Crimea to command a brigade of the Army 
before Sevastopol, and on the 1®* of the following month 
he was appointed to the command of the First Brigade 
of the Third Division. In May 1855 he was appointed 
to the temporary command of the Fourth Division, but 
he soon afterwards reverted to the command of the 
First Brigade, Third Division, and led it in the unsuc- 
cessful attack of the 18® June. At the end of thelatten 
month he succeeded to th.e command of the Second 
Division, hut a few days later, on the 5® July, he was 
appointed by General Simpson, Lord Raglan’s successor, 
to be his Chief of the Sta:^ and at the end of the same 
month the local rank of Lieutenant- General was confer- 
red upon him. In this position he continued until the 
fall of Sevastopol was accomplished (Medal aud (Hasp ; 
O.B. ; Commander of Legion of Honour). On the ap^ 
pointment of Sir William Oodrington to the chief com- 
mand taking place, he ceased to be Chief of the Staff, 
and was appointed to the command of the Second 
Division, which he held until the evacuation of the 
Crimea in 1856. On the 3^ May 1856, in reception' 
of his services during the war, he was advanced to th 
degree rf a Knight Ooiniaandor of the Order of the Bath 
On the withdrawal of the British Army from the 
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he was appointed to the command of the troops at Corfu, 
but he was sent home soonafter wards and appointed to the 
command of the Division at Shorncliffe and Dover*. In 
November 1856, he was appointed to the staff in Bengal, 
and left for India accordingly in the following Febrn^y, 
and having on arrival at Calcutta, in March, been appoint- 
ed to the command of the Sirhind Division, he joined it 
at Ambala in the following month. Within five weeks 
(during which he had an anxious time on account of the 
^saffection of the native troops at Amhala) occurred the 
outbreskks at Meerut and Delhi, and the necessity of 
moving a force upon the latter place : on the 21®^ May 
he was appointed to the command of the Moveable 
Column with which the Commander-in- Chief, General 
Anson, was advancing on Delhi, but the death of the latter 
at on the left the entire command with him, 

and that he exercised it with energy and judgment is 
universally acknowledged. Moving forward, on the 8^^ 
June he routed the mutineers at Bacfli-ki- Serai and seized 
the B/idge overlooking Delhi to the north and north-west, 
and there awaiting the reinforcements which would 
enable him to subdue the rebellious city, he maintained 
his position, notwithstanding the many strenuous efforts 
of the enemy to dislodge him, until the July, when 
he succumbed to an attack of cholera, he having then 
been in India only three months-and-^-half. 

Barnett, Oliver, CJB , Deputy-Surgeon General 
fl830 — 1885 ). — Tablet in Ghrist Church, Simla, No, 
393.— Born on the 30'*^ November 1830.— Entered H. M.’s 
Service on the November 1854 as an acting Staff 
Assistant- Surgeon, and was made permanent in that rank 
on the 29^*^ •lune 1855. Soon affcor his appointment he 
was detailed for duty with the Eastern Army, hut he 
did not proceed to the Crimea, and until the end of the 
war he was employed in iho hospitals at Malta and 
Scutari. In October 1856 he was appointed to the 6*^ 
(Inniskilling) Dragoons, with which he proceeded to 
India in October 1858, and with which ho served at 
various stations in the IJombay Presidency until early in 
1863, when he wont homo on furlough. In Apnl 1864 
he was removed to the staff and posted to Notloy. In the 
following June ho was appointed to the 12^'^ Lancers, 
from which, in December 1865, he exchanged to the 
Hussars : with the latter corps he proceeded to India in 
the autumn of 1866, and s('rved with it at Mhow until 
the following summer. On the 8*^ Juno 1867 he was 
promoted to the rank of Staff Surgeon, and having been 
posted to the Bombay Presidency, be was appointed in 
the following August to the medical charge of the 
Karachi Depot, from which he was detached at iho end 
to the following year to Aden, for tho temporary medical 
charge of the 82 ‘ Foot. In February 1869 ho was ap- 
pointed Surgeon to the Viceroy and (iovornor- General, the 
Earl of Mayo, on whose staff he remained until that 
lamented nobleman was assassinated at Port Blair, in tho 
Andaman Islands, on the February 1872. He was 
then appointed Surgeon to the two acting Viceroys in 
succession, Sir John Straohey and Lord Napier of 
Merchistoun, and on the arrival of Lord Northbrook, in 
ilay 1872, he was appointed to the same of&oe on the 
staff of His Lordship and retained it for nearly four years. 
On, the 1 ^ August 1873 he attained tho rank of Surgeon- 
Major, In April 1876 he was appointed Offg, Surgeon 
to the succeeding Viceroy, Lord Lytton, was made per- 
manent in the ofl&ce in the following September, and 
held it until His Lordship resigned the Viceroyalty in 
June 1880, when he returned home. On the 21®^ July 
1880 he was promoted to the rank of Brigade- Surgeon, 
and having been posted at first to Warley and afterwards 
to Colchester, he continued serving at the latter place 
until July 1882, whew he was ordered on service to 
Egypt, Thi^nghont the campaign in that country he 
served as Principal Medical Officer at Ismailia, and re- 
ceived the Medal, the Khedive’s Bronze Star, and the Third 
Class of the Order of the Medjidieh. He returned home 
ih March 1883 and was posted to the Woolwich District, 
he' remained until the following October, when, 
lia^g been advanced to the rank of Deputy-Surgeon- 


General on the 1 of that month, he was removed to Cork. 
In November 1884 he was transferred to Poiismonth, 
whence he was sent, in February 1886, on service to the 
Eastern Soudan, as Principal Medical Officer of the force 
under the command of Sir Gerald Graham, He served 
throughout the operations of that force at and around 
Snakin, and returned home in the summer, when he was 
appointed Principal Medical Officer of the Woolwich Dis- 
trict; but his health had been completely shattered by the 
climate of the Soudan and the hardships of the campaign, 
and, soon after his return, he died at Eastbourne, Sussex, 
on tho 24**^ fluly 1885. 

Barr, Marcus, O.J5., Major and Drevet Lieutenant- 
Colonel (1801— 1846).— Grave KasauU, hut insoriptwn 
not found : see note to No. 444. — ^Entered H. M.’s Service 
on the -^4^^ February 1825 as an Ensign in the 3“^ Regi- 
ment of Foot (The Buffs), and was promoted to the rant 
of Lieutenant on the 8*^ April 1826. He joined the regi- 
ment in New South Wales, accompanied it thence to 
Bengal in 1827, and served with it for several years at 
Bhagalpdr. On the 11^*^ Juno 1830 he was promoted to 
the rank of Captain. During the succeeding years ho 
served with tlie Buffs at Fort William, Berhampore, 
Ghazipur and Meerut, and with the Ai*iny of the Indus 
at Forozepore. Prom January 1841 to April 1^2 
ho soiwed as Offg. Asst. Adjt.-GenL, H. M.’s Troops, 
at Army Hoad- Quarters, and in November 1842, after 
again officiating for a month, the permanent appoint- 
ment was conferred upon him. On the 25^*^ August 1843 
he was promoted to tho rank of Major, and on iho 15**^ 
Doconibor following ho exchanged into tho 29^^' Foot. As 
Asst. Adjt.- GotiL, H. M.’s Troops, ho served in the Gwalior 
campaign of 1843-44, and was presout at the battle of 
Mnhdr.ij])dr (Bronze Star, and promoted to Liontenant- 
Oolonol by brevot). In Docembor 181-5, on tho outlbrcak 
of tho first Sikh war (the Adjutant- General, Sir Harry 
Smith, having been appointed to tho command of a Divi- 
sion of the Army of the Sutlej), ho was nominated to 
officiate as Adjutant- General, H. M.’s Forces in India, and 
in that capacity he served until tho conclusion of the 
campaign. He was present at the battles of Mddld, 
Firozshahr and Sobraon, in tho last of which ho -was 
dangerously wounded, his loft arm having boon Rhattcred 
by a musket-ball, aud from tho consoquencos of this in- 
jury ho died at Kasaiili, when on his way to Simla*, on 
tho 26^*' March 1846. (For his services during iho Sutlej 
campaign he was nominated a Companion of tho Order of 
the Bath, but Ixis death took place before the notification 
appeared in the Gazette.) 

Barrett, John, lAeutenant-Qcneral (1810 — 1880).— 
Grave at Itwival Dindi, No, 788. — ^Bom at Woolwich, Co* 
Kent, in 1810.— Entered the Bengal Army in 1825. 
AxTivod in India in March ,1827, and was sent up to 
Benares to do duty with the 62*^ N, I, In the follow- 
ing May he was posted to the 54*^** N. I., and he joined 
that regiment at Rangpur, in Assam, whence in May 
1828 he accompanied it to Jamalpur, and in February 
1830 to Benares. In August 1832 he was transfeired 
to the rolls of the 45*^^ N, I., but he continued doing 
duty with the 54**1 until the following November, and 
did not join the 45**^ , then at Muttra, until January 1833. 
Towards the end of 1836 he accompanied his regiment 
to SitSpnr, in Oudh, and he continued serving with it 
there until Au^st 1887, when he was transferred to the 
25**» N. I, ; he joined this regiment at Mirzapur, and in 
January 1838 marched with it to Saugor. On the for- 
mation of the 2^ European Regiment in October 1839, 
he was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant and removed 
to that corps, which he joined at Hazaribagh in January 
1840, and with which he proceeded to Ghazipur in the 
following November, to Oawupore in March 1842, and 
to Ferozepore, for the Army oi Reserve, in the autumn 
of the same year. In December 1842 he was transferred 
to the 37**^ N. L, andearlyin the following year he joined 
that corpus at Fatehgarh and marched with it to Alkdi* 
abad* During the succeeding years he served with the 
37**^ at Nasirahad, Jullundur, Lahore, Jullundur (a 
second time), Jhelum, Berhampore and Barxackpore» 
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la tlie spring of 1856 he prcxseeded mih tih.e regiment 
from Barracipore to Benares, and he was with it at the 
latter station when it mutinied in July 1857. From this 
period until March 1860 he was employed at Benares on 
duty with the feithful remnants of the 50^^ N. I. and 
of other regiments which had mutinied, part of the time 
as acting Adjutant of these details. During the next ten 
or eleven years he did general duty at various stations,^ 
Meerut, 1860-62 ; Mian Mir, from July to November 1862 ; 
Eoortee, 1862-69 ; Peshawar, 1869-70 ; and Rawal Pindi, 
1870-71. He was promoted to Major- General in Decem- 
ber 1871, and to Lieutenant-General in May 1878, and 
in April 1880 he was removed to the Retired List. He 
continued residing at Rawal Pindi after his promotion to 
Major-General, and he died at that place on the 16*^ 
December 1880. 

Barrow, Seymour Duncan, Major and Brevet 
liieutenant-Oolonel (1845— 1886),— at sea : 
tablet at Sialkot^ No, 732.— Bom at Norfolk Island (in 
the Pacific Ocean, between New Zealand and New 
Caledonia) on the 15^*^ Augnst 1845.— Entered H. M.’s 
loian Military Forces, Bengal, on the 4^^ January 1862, 
as a Comet of Cavalry. Arrived in Tndifl. in February 
1862, and in the following April was appointed to do 
duty with the 2^ Dragoon Guards at Lucbiow. On the 
30*^ July 1862 he was posted, as a Cornet, to the lO^-^ 
Hussars, with which corps he served, at Lucknow, 
Meerut and Benares, for nearly six years-and-a-half. 
On the 11^^ January 1869 he was appointed OfEg. First 
Squadron Subaltern in the 13*^ Bengal Cavalry, on 
probation for the Staff Corps, into which he was sub- 
sequently admitted with effect from that date. He 
joined that regiment at Lucknow, and served with it 
until the following October, when he was removed to the 
10*^ Bengal Lancers, then at Sialkot, as Second Squadron 
Subaltern. During the succeeding six years-and-a-haJf 
(part of which time, from January 1872 to November 
1873, he was on furlough in Europe), he three times 
officiated as Squadron Officer and twice as Adjutant 
(ohce for six months in 1871, and, again, for twenty 
months, from June 1874 to February 1876). In April 
1876 he was advanced to the position of First Squadron 
Subaltern (subsequently styled Squadron Officer ”). 
In October and November 1876 and again from Decem- 
ber' 1876 to March 1877 he officiated as Depy. Asst. 
Quarter-Master- Geul, of the Sirhind Division, and he 
was acting Aide-dfi-Camp to General Sir James Brind, 
Oommanfing the Division, for some time in the spring 
of 1878. In April 1878 he was appointed Brigade- Major 
to the Cavalry of the Malta Expeditionary Force, and 
accompanying that force to the Mediterranean, he served 
with it at Malta and at the occupation of Cyprus. 
After his return to India, he was appointed, November 
1878, to officiate as Second in-Command of his regiment, 
and during the succeeding year he several times officiated 
asaSqua&on Commander, and once again as Second- 
in-Oommand. In March 1870, war with Afghanistan 
then goiM on, he accompanied his regiment on service 
on the !Bb.aibar line, where he was employed until the 
termination of the first phase of the war, and was pre- 
sent at the action of Kam Dakka. On the renewal of the' 
war in September 1879 he again accompanied the regi- 
ment into the field, and shared in much harassing service 
in the country beyond Jalalabad, especially in connection 
^with the operations associated with Brigadier- General 
Gough’s advance to the relief of Sherpiir, Kabul, in the 
^course of which he was present at the action of Jagdalak 
in December 1879. He returned to Peshawar with the 
rej^ment in February 1880, and in the following May 
was advanced to the position of Squadron Commander^ 
In June 1880 he was appointed an Asst. Road Com- 
mandant on the Khaibar line of communication, and 
soon aflierwards he became Aide-de-Oamp to Major- 
General Hills, Commanding the Third Division of the 
Northern Afghanistan Field Force. This todk him up 
■ to Kabul, and his ^rvices having, while there, been tem- 
porarily lent to Brigadier- Genem Palliser, he was pm- 


sent, as Orderly^ Officer, in the brilliant cavalry action of 
Patkao Shana, in which he was severely wounded. For 
his services iu the Afghan campaigns he received a 
Medal and Clasp, and was promoted to the rank of Major 
by brevet. He rejoined his regiment at the end of 
August 1880, and during the following year twice 
officiated as Second-in- Command, once for three months, 
and again for four-and-a-haH. In March 1882 he was 
again appointed to officiate as Second-in-Command, and he 
continued so to officiate until the following August, when 
he was appointed Brigade-Major to the Second Cavalry 
Brigade of the Egypt Expeditionary Force, in that 
capacity he served in the Egyptian campaign of 1882, 
and was present at the action of Kassassin and the battle 
of Tel-el-Kebir Medal and Clasp ; promoted to Lieuten** 
ant-Colonel by brevet; and received two Egyptian de** 
corations). In November and December 1882, after hia 
return to India, he once more officiated as Second-in*" 
Command, and in March 1884 he was appointed Second-* 
in- Command permanently. In November of the same 
year he was appointed Offg. Commandant, and in that 
position served with the regiment in the Zhob expedition. 
He continued officiating as Commandant until November 
1886, when he obtained leave to go home. He did not, 
however, live to reach England, having died at sea on 
the 12*^ December 1886. 

Barstow, John Anderson, Major-General (1196^ 
1863). — Grave and tablet at Jf^rree, Nos, 819 and 836,— 
Bom at Ispwich, Co. Suffolk, in 1796.— Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1811. Arrived in India in August 
1812, and was sent up to Berhampore to do duty with 
the 2^ Battalion, 9^^ N. 1., and upon that corps leaving 
the station in January 1813 he was directed to remain 
there and do duty^ with the 2^ Battalion, N. I. Ha 
continued with this corps until October 1813, when he 
was attached for duty to the Rangpur Local BattaHon. 
On the 10*=^ October 1814 he was posted to the 2^ 
Battalion, 18^^ N. I., then at Barrackpore, but he con- 
tinued attached to the Rangpur Battalion at Titalya, 
and with that corps served throughout the Nepal war 
of 1814-16, taking part in all the operations on the 
Morang border under Major Latter. He joined the 2® 
Battalion IS*^^ at Berhampore in 1818, and in October of 
the same year he was appointed Interpreter and Quarter- 
Master of the corps; this appointment he held until 
May 1824, during which period he served with tha 
battalion at Berhampore, Saugor and Nagpur, and twicoi 
officiated as Adjutant. On the reorganisation of the 
Army taking place in May 1824, he was posted to the 
36^^ N. L, and in the following month he was appointedL 
Adjutant of that regiment j he was, however, directed ta 
continue doing^ duty with the 37*^ N. I. (late 2^ Batta- 
lion IS***^) until farther orders, and eventually in May 
1825 he was formally transferred to that regiment, of 
which, in the succeeding mouth, he was appointed Ad- 
jutant. 'With the 37*^ he served at the siege and captura 
of Bharatpur in 1825-26 (Medal). On the terminationr 
of the operations he proceeded with the regiment to 
Bareilly, whence he accompanied it to Eamal, early in 
1829, and at this station, in May 1831, he vacated the 
Adjutancy of the regiment in consequence of his pro- 
motion to the rank of Captain. At the end of the 
following year he accompanied the regiment to Neemuch, 
and in the spring of 1836 he proceeded with it to Agra, 
whence in the autumn of 1838 it was called out to join 
the Army of the Indus. At the end of that year he 
proceeded with it on service to Afghanistan, and on the 
4jtii May 1^39, in an action with marauders in the Boto 
Pass, he received a severe gun-shot wound in the hij>, 
and would have been hacked to death by the savage 
enemy as he lay hdpless on Ihe ground but for the 
gallant manner in which Havildar Lachman Singh mi 
some sepoys closed round him and brought him^bfl. 
Later in the year he marched through AfghaiiliiBtaa; 
with the regiment, to the command of which heirticbe^- 
ed on Colonel Herring being killed at H^dm>Kh6l hot 
September 1839. He subsequently commanded the le^ 



ssieB-t at Jalalabad and in tlie operations against the | 
Ktaibar tribes in Foyember 1S39, In January 1840 he 
5 Petamed to Hindustan, sick, and after spending the year 
at Simla, he went home on furlough m Februaiy 1841. 

He returned to India in December 1844, reioined the 
87^ at Allahabad, and marched with it to Kasixabad, at 
which place, in April 1847, he sncceecled to the command 
of the regiment, which he retained for more than two 
years-and-a-half. At the end of 1847 he marched with 
tho regiment to Jullundur, whence in May 1848 he pro- 
ceeded with it to Lahore, at which place he was in 

f arrison with it throughout the Punjab Campaign of 
848-49. In May 1849 he returned with the regiment 
to Jullundur, and at the end of the year he accompanied 
it to Jhelum, where he served with it for eighteen months. 
Ob attaining the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, he was 
posted. May 1851, to the 70^^ H. I., but being on leave at 
the time he never joined that regiment, and in the follow- 
ing October he was removed to the 4*^^ I. He joined 
tk© coips at Rawal Pindi, and served ■with it until June 
1852, when he was transferred to the 57^^ N. I., at Mian 
Mir. Finally in April 1854 he was transferred to the 
K. I., which he joined at Jhelum, of which station 
ie was for a considerable time in command. In April 
1856 he proceeded with the regiment to Bawal Pindi, 
and he was with it there at the outbreak of tho mutinies 
in 1857, when, being found to be disalfected, the corps 
was disarmed. He continued in command of the 
Until 1860, when the regiment was disbanded, and he 
subsequently resided, unemployed, in the Bawal Pmdi 
District until his death. He attained the rank of Major- 
Heneral in October 1862, and died at Murreo on tho 
June 1863,

No. 1024. — ^Bom on the 30*^ May 18G1.— Entered 
H. M^s. Seivice on the 3D* August 1878, as a Second- 
Lieutenant in the Hampshire Artillery Militia, in which 
corps he was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant on tho 
26*^ April 1880. On the April 1881 he was brought 
into the regular forces and appointed a Second- Lieuten- 
ant in the 99*^ Foot, in which corps on the I®* July ISSl^ 
when it became the 2^^ Battalion of the Wiltshire Re- 
giment, he was advanced to the rank of Lieutenant. In 
August 1881 he joined tho battalion at Capo Town, 
South Afiica, and in January 1882 he proceeded with it 
to Bengal, where he served with it for more than three 
years, at Bawal Pindi, in the Murree Hills, and at 
Nowshera. On the April 1885 he was appointed an 
OFg. Wing Officer in the Corps of Guides, on probation 
for the Bengal Staff Corps, into which he was altcrwards 
admitted with effect from that date. In October 1 886 
he was appointed a Wing Officer, and towards the end 
of the succeeding year he was appointed to the Cavalry 
of the Guides as a Squadron Officer, From July 1889 to 
February 1890 he officiated as a Squadron Commander, 
and ho was Offg. Adjutant of tho Cavalry of tlio Corps- 
from February to August IS'.IO, when tlio permanent 
appointment of Adjutant of Cavalry was confori'od upon 
him. In the spring of 1891 ho served in the Hazara 
campaign as Orderly Officer to Brigadier- General 
A. G. Hammond, Commanding the Right Coliinm, and 
was present in all tho operations of tliat column on tho 
Black Mountain, including tho affairs of Darbanai and 
Sarmal, in which ho temporarily commanded the 
Khaibar Hifios (India Modal and Clasp). He af( or wards 
resumed his appointment of Adjutant, and hold it until 
June 1892, when he was appointed Commandant and 
District Superintendent of Police at PoH Blair and tho 
Nicobars. This post he contmuod holding until January 
1895. He tlien rejoined tho Gnidos Cavalry as Scpiadron 
Officer, and in the following April he acuom])fLim'd the 
corps on the Chiiral Relief Exi>editiou, tliroughout 
which ho soiwod, taking pait in tho actions of Malakand 
and Khar, tlie passage of the Swat and Panjkora Rivers, 
and the action of Mamugai (New India Modal and 
Clasp). From May 1895 to September 1896 ho officiat- 
ed as a Squadron Oommaudor. In October 1896 lie was 
appointed an Assistant to the Political Ofllcor m the 
Khaibar. In March 1S97 he was advanced roghnontally 
to the posiiiion of Squadion Commander, but he continu- 
ed in political employ, and in the following July ho was 
appointed Offg. Commandant of tho Khaibar Bifios in 
addition to his otlior duties. As Commandant of the 
Khaibar Bifies and Political Officer with the Peshawar 
Column of the Tirah Expeditionary Force, ho was active- 
ly employed during part of the Frontier camj^algn of 
1897-98, including operations in tho Lower Bata 
Valley and in the highlands of Baxar (two clasps added 
to new India Medal), In 1898 he was appoiniod Com- 
mandant of the Khaibar JRffies, end held the post until 
nearly the end of 1900. Early in 1901 he rejoined the 
Corps of Guides, and from February to December he 
held the appointment of Commandant of Cavahy. In 
December 1901 he was appointed Offg. Commandant of 
the Corps of Gnides, and he retained this position until 
his death, which, the result of an accident at polo, 
occurred at Mardan on the 28*^ October 1902. 


Note. — In the inscription on his grave and on the tablet in St. 
Alban’s Church, Mardan, the date of death is stated to have been the' 
October 1902, but all official records are tmaaiinons in naming 
tho 28th as the date of this officer’s death. 

Harwell, Arthur Ross, Captain (1866—1898).— 
Grave at FesJiawar^ No. 961, — The only son of Captain 
Wm. Blunt Barwell, Bengal Staff Corps (retired). Bom 
at Morar, Gwalior, on the 30*b July 1866.— Entered H. 
M.*s Service (from the Royb>l Mily. Collie) on the 25*b 
August 1886 as a Lieutenant in the 2^ Battalion of tih© 
Manchester Eegimeut \,the 96**^ Foot), which he joined 
at Agra before the end of the year. On the 30*^ Jauu* 
aiy 1888 he was appointed Offg. Wing Officer in tho 
Infantry of the Deou Irregufer Force, on probation for 
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the Bengal Staff Corps, into whict he was afterwards 
adznitted with effect from that date. He remained with 
this corps (twice officiating as Adjutant) until Mardi 
1890, when he was appointed Offg. Adjutant of the 
Malwa Bhil Corps, with which he served for nine 
months. Early in February 1891 he reverted to the 
PeoH Infantry, of which corps he was Offg. Wing 
Officer and Adjutant from April to October. In Decem- 
ber 1891 he was appointed a Wing Officer in the 9**^ 
Bengal Infan^ (now the 1®* Battalion, 9^^ Guriha 
Sides), in which corps he officiated as Quarter-Master 
from March 1892 to October 1893, and as Adjutant 
from July 1895 to Mhy 1896. In Ihe latter month the 
appointment oE Adjutant was conferred upon him,^ and 
he held it until August 1897, when he vacated it on 
promotion to the rank of Captain. In the same month 
he accompanied the regiment to Bawal Pindi, on its be- 
ing detailed, in connection with the war on the IS’orth- 
Westem Frontier, to form part of the Third Reserve 
Brigade; and in October he pnoeeeded with it to 
Peshawar on its being detailed for the Peshawar 
Column of the Tirah Expeditionary Force. He served 
with it in the advance into the Lower Bara Val- 
ley in December 1897, and afterwards in the operations 
undertaken for the re-opening of the K!haibar Early 
in 1898 he was temporarily attached to the 1®^ Battalion, 
3 d Gurkha Rifles, and whole with that corps at Bar- 
kai, in the Lower Bara Valley, he was, on the morning 
of the 24* Febraary, suddenly shot dead by his servant, 
the weapon turned against him being his own revolver. 
The shooting was at first supposed to be due to accident, 
but investigation showed it to be a deliberate murder, 
and the perpetrator of the crime, having been duly- 
tried aud convicted, was hanged on the 28* of the same 
.oppnth. 

Barwell, Edward William, lAmtemnt (1829— 
1857).- (rravc at Sissarz tablet at the same place, 
No. 1.‘— Son of Charles Richard Barwell, Esqr., of the 
Bengal Civil Service. Bora at Alipur, Calcutta, on the 
5th Febru^ 1829.— Entered the Bengal Army in 
1845. Arrived in India in December of the same year, 
and was sent up to Dinapore to do duty with fche 1st N. I. 
In March 1^6 he was appointed to do duty with the 
24* R. I. at Ludhiana, and in April with the 73^ N. L, 
bat in the same month he was finally posted to the 13* 
N. I., and joined that regiment at Oawnpore. In the 
autumn of 1848, on the outbreak of disturbances in the 
Punjab, he accompanied the regiment to Lahore, and 
served wiih it in the Punjab campaign of 1848-49, in- 
cluding the passage of the Chexrib aud the battle of 
Gfijerat (Medal and Clasp). On the terminaticm of the 
war he accompanied the regiment to Bawal Pindi, and 
marched with it ^ence to Delhi early in 1850, and 
during the winter cf 1861-52 he officiated for a short 
time as Adjutant, In June 1852 he was appointed to 
do duty with the Arakan Local Battalion ; he joined it 
in July> and for some time held command of a detach- 
rnentat Akyib, In November of the same year he was 
jaipointed acting Adjutant of the Kamdon Battalion, of 
which carps he became acting gecond-in-Oommand^ in 
January 1863. In April 1854 he was appointed Adjut- 
ant cff the Hari^na Light Infantry Battalion, with 
which he served/until August 1855, when he proceeded 
and joined his own regiment, temporarily, for service 
against the Santheds, in Bengal. He served throughout 
Ihe operations against these insurgents, and in -&e 
jprxQg of 1856 rejomed the Hariana Lt. Iiot at Hansi. 
Heuafterwards for many months commanded the detaoh- 
xnenAof the battalion at SSssar, and perished in the 
mutLoj aiilhat place on the 29* May 1857. 

In the inscription at' Hissar ^ offceris name is given 
« C.'W. BABWjHi/’ which is iiicorre<^. 

Battltid, William* CR., Major-Qenend (1786— 
' 1851). iahum, 608,*^Bam m Pjembardke- 

South ia^bocarly part of the .year. 1786. 
.Iteterodtho Bengal Jkmj m 1804. Arrived in India 


in September of the same year, and was soon afterwards 
appointed to do duty with the 6* Company 2^ Batta- 
lion. Foot Aridlleiy. On the 1®* August 1805 he was 
posted to the 6* Company 2^ Battalion, and on the 1** 
December following he was nominated to act as Adjut- 
ant to the 3<^ Battalion, but this arrangement was 
superseded on the 10* by his appointment to act as Ad- 
jutant to the I®^ Battalion at the Presidency. He con- 
tinued acting in this appointment until January 1807, 
when he was appointed acting Quarter-Master to the 
2^ Battalion. On the 16* February 1807 he was 
removed to the 2^ Company 1®^ Battalion, with which 
in the following year he was employed in some minor 
operations in the Jamna Doab. In November 1808 he 
was transferred to the 5* Company 3*^ Battalion, and 
from that, on the 19* March 1809, to the 6* Company 
of the same battalion (now the 34* Field Batory, 
Royal Artillery), which he joined at Allahabad. In the 
following November he was ordered up to Oawnpore in 
charge of the 4* Company 1®^ Battalion, which had 
been detailed to man the battering train then in course 
of preparation at that station for service inBundel- 
khand, and with this company and detachments of his 
own he went through much harassing service in that 
province in 1809-10. With his own company (the 6* 
of the 3^ Battalion) he also served at the reduckon of 
various forts held by refractory zamindars, in Oudh, 
in 1810-11, and again in Bundelkhand in the early 
months of 1812, including the siege and reduction of the 
rock-fortress of Kalinjar. Towards the end of 1812 be 
proceeded with his company to Agra, whence, in 1814, 
he accompanied it to l^rnal. In November 18IA bn 
the arrangements for the conduct of the Gurkha War, he 
was nominated to the command of the Artillery of the 
Second Division of the Field Army ; he did not, how- 
ever, join that force until the battering tmin was called 
for, after the repulse of the first attack on Kalanga, in 
the Debra Dun, and having then, with a portion of his 
company and the train, joined the Division, he was pre- 
sent, in command of all the Foot Artillery, at the second 
attempt on Kalanga and at the eventual reduction of 
that fort ; he afterwards succeeded to the command of 
the whole of the Artillery with the force employed in 
that part of the theatre of operations, and took part in 
the occupation of Nahan, and in the attack on and 
subsequent siege of Jaithak. In 1815-16 he was em- 

? loyed in Kamaon. StiU in command of the 6* 
lompany 3^ Battalion, he served at the siege and cap- 
ture of Hathras in February and March 1817. Lot 
1817-18 he served with the Centre Division of the Grand 
Army in the Mahiratta-Findari war, at first (Octo'ter tn 
December 1817) as Brigade-Major of the Artillery of 
the Division, and atterwards (from December 1817 to 
the conclusion of the campaign) with the 6* Oarapany, 
3^ Battalion, which had been sdected to man an 
perimental twelve-pounder field battery, to the command 
of which he had been nominated. He continued' m 
command of this battery (at Oawnpore and afterw^ds 
at the Presidency) until March 1821, when he 
home on furlough. On his return to India in May 18^5, 
having in the interval attained the rank of Major, he 
joined the 3^ Battalion of Foot Az^ill^, to wmch he 
then stood posted, but in the following ^y he was re- 
moved to the 5* Battalion, and from tbai^ in Noveml^, 
tothe4*BattaHon,incommandpf whii^ he served/at 
the siege and capture of Bhara^ur in 1825-26. ter 
his services on this occasion he was promoted to ^e 
rank of Lieutenant-Oolonel by brevet, and many years 
afterwards, cm the institution of the India War Medal, 
he was awarded that decoration, with clasps for Nej^ 
and Bharatpur. la March 1826 he was appointed 
Depy. Principal Oommissary of Ordnance^ an appomt- 
ment which he held for nearly riiae years, during two oE 
which (December 1829 to Decemb^ he ofEm^d 
as^ Principal Commissary., ^ In January 1835 he" "was 
apppinted Principal Commiss^ of Ordnance^ which 
^ppiutment he held for more llim three ye ars, inc^* 
mve of the period from March to December 
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whioh he officiated as a Member of the Military Board. 
In rehmaary 1838 he relinqmshed his appointment in 
the Ordnance Department, and went home on furlough. 
In the course of the same year he was appointed a Com- 
panion of the Order of the Bath, and in November 1841 
he was promoted to the rank of Major-General by brevet. 
In the following month he returned to India and, eai*ly 
in January 1842, was appointed a temporary Brigadier 
and posted to Barrackpore ; for a short time he was also 
in command of the Presidency Division. In Pebruaiy 
1842 he was transferred to the command of Ferozepore, 
and in the following June he was nominated to the com- 
mand of the Second Division of the Army of Reserve. 
In September 1842 he was appointed a Brigadier on the 
establishment, hut continued in command of the 
Second Division until it was broken up in Januaiy 
1843, shortly after which he went home on fur- 
lough, and was absent from India for nearly seven years. 
During this period he received (6*^ July 1843) sub- 
stantive promotion to the rank of Lieutenant- Colonel 
Commandant (3^ Battalion), and afterwards of Colonel 
Commandant from the same date, and in November 1846 
he was removed from the Colonelcy of the 3^ Battalion 
to that of the 8^^. He returned to India in November 
1849, and in the following April was appointed Briga- 
dier Commanding at Barrackpore, whence he was re- 
moved to Ambala in November 1850. In January 1851 
he was appointed to the Divisional Staiffi of the Army 
and posted to the Punjab Division, which, three months 
later, was divided into two commands, of which he 
retained that lying to the oast of the Jhelum and styled 
“ the Cis- Jhelum Division.'’ He was in command of 
this Division, with his hoad-quartors at Lahore, when 
be died at that place on the 21st July 1851, 

Battye, Frederick Drummond, lAeutenani- 
Colonel (1847 — 1895),— (Jrave arid tablet at Mardan, 
Nos. 1010 and 1018. — ^The tenth and youngest son of 
George Wynyard Battye, Esqr,, of the Bengal Civil 
Service (a cadet of the Battyes of Holmfirth in the 
West Riding of Torkshire), and brother to Lieutenant 
Quintin Hemry Battye, Major Logh Richmond Battye, 
and Major Wigram Battye. Ho was one of ton brothers 
who all adopted the military profession, and of whom 
’ the second and the three youngest fell in battle. Bom 
at Ohapra, in Bihar, on the 27 May 1847.—- Entered 
H. M.’s Service (from the Royal Mily. College) on the 
IV^ January 1867 as an Ensign in the 35^ Foot. He 
joined that regiment at Multan in the following April, 
and went home with it in January 1868. In May 1868 
he was transferred to the 62d Foot, which he joined at 
Cork, and with which he returned to India in February 
1869. On the 2^ December 1869 he was appointed 
Second Wing Subaltern in the 6**^^ Punjab Infantry, on 
probation for the Bengal Staff Corps, into which he was 
subsequently admitted with effect from that date. In 
May 1870 he was transferred to the Corps of Guides as 
‘an Offg. Squadron Subaltern, and in August 1871 he 
was made permanent in that appointment. He officiat- 
ed as Second Squadron Officer from October 1873 to 
March 1876^ when he was appointed to officiate as Ad- 
mtant. In August 1876 he was appointed Quarter- 
of the corps, but (having intermediately become 
•a Wing Officer under the reorganisation of January 
1877) he continued officiating as Adjutant until Nov- 
ember 1877, when the permanent appointoent of Adjut- 
ant was conf^d upon him. in 1877-78 he served 
with the Guides Infantry in the expeffition against 
the JowaH Afridis (India Medal and Clasp), and in 
March 1878 he took part in the surprise of the 
village of Skakot, and in the retaliatory raid made on 
ite Uttoan Khel villages of Buta, Nasir, and Bang- 
miaiia. On the outbr^ of the Afghan War in Nov- 
ember 1878, he accompanied the corps on service and 
took part in the operations resulting in the capture of 
Ali Maqid and in various movements on the 
'lineun'til the oonolxision of peace in May 1879. On 
wut in the following September, he 


again proceeded on service on the Khaibar line and 
served (part of the time as Offg. Wing Commander) 
throughout the campaign of 1879-80 in Northern Af- 
ghanistan, taking part in the movement on Kabul, in 
the operations at and around that place (severely wound- 
ed in the storming of the Asmai heights), and in the 
action of Chihildakteran (Medal and two Clasps), 
From July 1880 to April 1882 he officiated as a Squadron 
Commander, and from April 1883 to February 1884 as a 
Wing Commander. In February 1884 he was appointed 
Wing Commander permanently. He again officiated as a 
Squadron Commander from November 1885 to January 
1886, when he was appointed to officiate as Command- 
ant of the Cavalry of the Corps. In July 1886 ho was 
appointed a Squadron Oommandor permanently, but he 
continued officiating as Commandant of Cavalry until 
February 1887, when he was appointed Offg. Second- 
in- Command of the Infantry of the Corps. This posi- 
tion he held until the following October, when ho was 
appointed Second-in*0oramand of the Cavjilry, la 
Febmary 1889 he wont homo on leave, on the expiry 
of which, in February 1890, ho proceeded to Russia for 
the purpose of studying tho language. On his return 
to India in February 1891 ho was ai)pomtod Sccond-in- 
Oommand of tho Infantiy of tho Guidos, and in tho 
following month ho was appointed to ofEciato as Com- 
mandant of the Corps, at the head of which lie served 
throughout the Hazara campaign of 1891 (Clasp added 
to India Medal). He continued officiating as Com- 
mandant until tho end of 1891, and ho again officiated 
in the same appointment from December 1892 to April 
1894, when ho proceeded tc Simla on six montlis’ 
leave. In March 1895 ho was again appointotl CJfg. 
Commandant of tho Guidos, and in that (lapacity, in tho 
following month, ho proooodod with tho coiq)S on sorvico 
in tho Ohitral Relief Expedition. This was Jiis last 
campaign, for having taken part in tho storming of tho 
Malakand Pass, the passage of tho Swat Jtivor, and 
the passage of the Panjkora, he was unfortanatoly 
Idlled on tho 13*^ April 1895 in an action on tho right 
(or Bajaur) bank of tho latter. 

Note.— T he circumstancos a» follow : — " On <hn 11th 
Sir Kohert Tjow, with tho Socoiul Prif,wh‘, roaolw'd Un‘ Taojkora 
river at Sado forry, and on the following day Iho Gnidog 
Infantry were 3 )afl»od ovor to tho right bank by a l)ridg« which 
had heou thrown across the slr(*ani : this hridgo was, howovor, 
carried away early on the morning of tho lJUh h.y a sudden 
rising of tlio river, and tho GuidoB wore thu» iw>hit<'<l, with 
a deep and rax>id stream niuniug hotwt'ou thorn and tho r(*Ht of tlw 
force. Tho roghnont had by some mistake moved up the Ushiri 
river into liajaur ; hero it was heavily attacked by tlio mmy and, 
as tho loss of the bridge prevouted its being immediately ndtiforcwl, 
it was ordered to fall back on tho Panjkora, where it would be 
under the protection of tho guns on the left bank. The retire- 
mout was carried out with groat skill, but several e^astialtios 
occurred, and, amongst others, liioutcnant-Colonol Battye, Com- 
manding tho Guidos Infeintry, was unfortunately killed.” 

Battye, Legh Richmond, Major (1845—1888).— 
Crave and tablet at Abbottabad^ Nos, 913 and 925.— 
The uintii son of George Wynyard Battye, Esqr*, of 
the Bengal Civil Service, and an older brother of 
Lieutenant-Colonel Frederick Drummond Battye. Bom 
at Ohapra, in Bihar, on tho 29^*^ June 1845.-— Entered 
E* M/s Service (from tho Royal Mily, College) on 
the 5*^ September 1862, as an Ensign in .1“* 
Battalion, 15*^*» Foot. In the following November ho 
was tranirferred to the 35 ^b poot, which ho joined at 
Fyiz^abad, in Oudh, in the spring of 1863, and with 
which he served for three years. On the 24^** Juno 
1866 he was attached to the 2^ Gurkha Regiment, on 
probation for the Bengal Staff Corps, into which ho was 
afterwards admitted with effect from that date. At 
the end of August 1866 he was appointed Second 
Doing-Duty Officer in the 5^^ Gurkha Regiment, and 
he was advanced to the position of First Doing-Ditty 
Officer on the 24^^ of the succeeding month. In October 
186? he was removed to civil employ in Oudh, and he 
served in that province, as an Asst. Commissioner, 
until Augosi 1869. He &en reverted to mOita]^ dniyi 
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sndwas attached to the 38*=*^ N. I. until November, 
when be was appointed Offg. First Wing Subaltern 
in bis former corps, tbe 5*^ Gurkba Kegiment. In 
February 1870 be was appointed Second Wing Subal- 
tern, and during tbe same year be ofiSoiated for some 
montbs as Quarter-Master of tbe regiment. From July 
to October 1870 be officiated as StafE Officer of tbe 
Punjab Frontier Force. During tbe next three years 
be twice officiated as Quarter- Master of tbe regiment and 
once as Adjutant, for periods covering several montbs. 
In November 1873 be was a second time appointed to 
officiate as Adjutant, and be contmned officiating 
until May 1876. Towards tbe end of that year be was 
again appointed 0%. Adjutant, and be held tbe ap- 
pointment for two years. In January 1877 under the 
new organisation then introduced be became a Wing 
Officer in tbe regiment, with effect from tbe 5*^ Sep- 
tember 1874, tbe date on which be attained tbe rank of 
Captain. In 1877-78 be served mtb the regiment in 
the campaign against tbe Jowaki Afridis (In£a Medal 
and Clasp). In November 1878 be went borne on fur- 
lough aud be was absent from India until earlv in 1881. 
On bis return be was appointed, March 1881, to be 
Offg. Depy. Asst. Adjt,-Genl. for Musketry at 
Abbottabadj be held the situation until the follow- 
ing October, and be again officiated in tbe same 
appointment from November 1882 to June 1883. In 
September 1885 be was appointed a Wing Com- 
mander in the regiment, and in November 1886 be 
was further advanced to the appointment of Second-in- 
Command. This situation be continued bolding until 
Ms death, which took place in tbe following circum- 
stances. In June 1888 be proceeded from Abbottabad 
to TJgbi for tbe purpose of inspecting a portion of tbe 
regiment stationed there, and on tbe 18^^ of that month, 
accompanied by Captain H. B. Urmston, of tbe 6**^ 
Punjab Infantry, and a small detachment of bis own 
regiment, be ascended tbe^ Black Mountain, with tbe 
ojcjeot of making a reconnaissance and of inspecting tbe 
'water-supply. Though they kept well within tbe 
British boundary line, be and bis detachment were sud- 
deffiy attacked, somewhere in tbe vicinity of tbe Obitta- 
bat reak, by a gathering of some of the Black Moun- 
tain tribesmen, and in the conflict which ensued both 
be and Captain Urmston were brought to tbe ground 
and barbarously backed to death. This outrage was 
tbe immediate cause of tbe punitive Black Mountain 
Expedition of 1888. 

Battye, Qu intin tienry, Lieutenaiii (1832—1857).— 
Grave anH inscrijpiion at Delhi : Nos, 91 and 162 : tablets 
at Marian and Kohat^ Noss 1017 and 1043 —Tbe second 
son of George Wynyard Battye, Esqr., of tbe Bengal 
Civil Service, and brother to Major Wigram Battye 
(killed at Fatebabad in 1879), Major Legb Eiobmond 
Battye (killed on the Black Mountain, Hazara, 
in 1888), and Dieut.-Oolonel Frederick Drummond 
Battye (killed in tbe Chitral Expedition in 1895). He 
was one of ten brothers who all embraced a military life, 
and of whom four fell in action. Bom at Bashnagarb, 
in Bengal, on tbe 28^*^ April 1832.— Entered tbe Bengal 
Army in 1848, Being already in India when admitted 
into tbe service, be was appointed in January 1849 to 
do duty with the 27^^ N. I. at Barrackpore. In tbe 
following June be was posted to tbe 56*^ N. I., which 
lie joined at Lahore, and with which be proceeded, early 
in 1850, to Ambala. During tbe winter of 1851-62 he 
officiated as Adjutant of tbe left wing of tbe regiment, on 
escort dutywitb tbe Governor- General. In July 1852 
he was appointed to do duty with tbe Arakan Battalion 
at Sandoway, but he did not join that corps until near 
tiie end of tbe year, and be was subsequently, for a 
riiort period, in civil employ in officiating charge of 
the treasury and district of Sandoway. In May 1853 
he was appointed Offg. Adjutant of the Arakan Batta- 
lion, but resigned tbe office in less than a month. In 
July 1853 be accompanied the battalion to Bangoon, 
imd thence to Prome, and towards tbe end of the year 


he was employed in tbe operations against tbe insur- 
gent Chief Moung-Goung-Gyee, tbe closing event of 
tbe second Burmese war (India Medal). In December 
1854 be was appointed Aide-de-Camp to the Hon'ble 
John Enssell Colvin, Lieutenant-Governor of tbe North- 
Western Provinces, on whose personal staff be continu- 
ed until December 1855, when be was appointed to 
officiate as Adjutant of tbe Corps of Guides, but with- 
in a few days, on the 18^*^ of the same month, ho was 
appointed Offg. Commandant of the Cavalry of the 
Corps. In February 1856 he was appointed Adjutant 
of the Guides, but was directed to continue officiating 
as Commandant of Cavalry, and did so until the 17^*^ 
May following, when he was made permanent in ihe 
appointment. From November 1856 to February 1857 
he was Offg. Second-in-Oommand of tbe corps. He 
then officiated for a month as Commandant, but on 
Captain Daly joining, in March, be reverted to tbe ap- 
pointment of Offg. Second-ia-Command, and still 
occupied that position when tbe mutiny broke out in 
tbe^ following May. He accompanied tbe Guides in 
their wonderful march from Mardan to Delhi, 580 
miles in tweniy-two days during tbe hottest season of 
tbe year, and reaching tbe camp of tbe besieging army 
on the morning of the 9*^ June, be gallantly led bis 
men into action tbe same afternoon, and fell mortally 
wounded (shot through tbe abdomen) in a disperate 
band-to-band combat with tbe mutineers. He died in 
camp on tbe following day, deeply regretted by tbe 
whole corps. 

Lord Roberts, in bis Forty-one Years in India, bag 
remarked of him :— ** He was tbe brightest and cheeriest 
of companions, and although only a subaltern of eight 
years' service, be was a great loss. * * * Proud 

of bis regiment and beloved ly bis men, who, grand 
fellows themselves, were captivated by bis many soldier- 
ly qualities, be bad every prospect before him of a 
splenffid career, but be was destined to fall in bis 
first fight. He was curiously foud of quotations, and 
tbe laS words be uttered were ^ Dulce et deGorun est 
pro patria mori . ' 

BattyOs Richmond Moffat, Lieutenant (1869— « 
1897 ).— at Fa/ra Ghimr, Kuram Valley, No, 1099.— 
Tbe eldest son of Major Legb Richmond Battye, Bengal 
Staff Corps, and grandson of Major-General A. K. Moffat, 
Bengal Infaaatry, Bom on tbe 26*>*> September 1869.— 
Entered H. M 's Service (from tbe Royal Mily. College) 
on tbe 27*^ November 1889 as a Second-Lieutenant in 
the 2*^ Battalion, Lincolnshire Regiment (tbe Foot), 

which be joined at Cawnpore before tbe end of tbe year. 
On tbe 10*^ March 1892 he was appointed an Offg. 
Squadron Officer in tbe 6^^ Bengal Cavalry, on pro* 
bation for tbe Indian Staff Corps, into which be was 
afterwards admitted with effect from that date. In April 
1894 be was appointed a Squadron Officer. In 1895 
be officiated for some time as a Squadron Cotomander, and 
from December 1895 to August 1896 be was Offg. Ad- 
jutant of tbe regiment. In tbe early part of 1897 he was 
employed on famine relief duty in Bengal In Septem* 
ber 1897 be was appointed to officiate temporarily as a 
Squadron Officer in tbe Bengal Cavalry (Lancers), 
with which he served for a diort time in Knram dur- 
ing tbe Frontier War of that jrear. He rejoined his 
own regiment on its being dotted to form part of tbe 
Kuram Column of the TirSi Expeditionary Force, and 
served with tbe dismounted portion of tbe corps form* 
ing part of tbe Kuram Column engaged, in co-opera* 
tion with tbe main colonm of tbe Tixab Force, in the 
invasion of the Ohamkani country.

of Goorgo Wynyard Bat^o, Esqr.^ of ihe Bengal 
Civil Service, and brother to Lieutenant Colonel Frede- 
rick Drummond Batlye, Major Legh Eichmond Battye, 
and Lieutenant Quintin Henry Baitye. Bom in Lon- 
don on the 13* May 1842.— Entered the Bengal Army 
in 1859. Arrived in India in Pebmary of the same 
year, and in the following month was posted to the 6* 
European Infantry. In September he proceeded to the 
Upper Provinces on duty with a body of recruits, and 
in the succeeding monthihe joined his regiment at Hazari- 
bagh. He served with the 6* untd the corps was 
disbaadWin 1861, and he was then appointed. May 
1861, to do duty with the 18* (Kamdon) N. I., which 
<sorps in the following October became the 8*^ Gurkha 
Begiment. In May 1863 he was appointed a Doing- 
Duty Officer in the 3*^ Gurkhas, but two days later he 
was transferr^ in the same capacity, to the Corps of 
Guides. In the following October he accompanied the 
Guides on service, and took part with them in all , the 
operations of the Ambela campaign up to the 6* 
November, when he was severely wounded and disabled 
(India Medal and Clasp). In May 1864 he was ap- 
^inted Junior Wing Officer, and in November 18fe 
app<^tment of Adjutant was conferred upoa him. 
Shortly after this, in January 1866, he was employed 
with the Guides in an expedition against certam 
Baiizai villages, several of which were taken and de- 
.strc^ed! In tiie following September he was admitted 
into the Bengal Staff Ccn^s. He vacated the Adjutancy 
of the Guides in February 1871, in conseqLueuce of 
his promotion to the rank of Captain, and he thereafter 
lemained on the roUs of the corps as an attached officer, 
until June 1872, when he was appointed to officiate as 
a Wing Officer. In May 1873 he was appointed Offg. 
Commandant of the Oavaliy of the Corps. In the 
following month the permanani appointment of Wing 
Subaltern was conferred upon him^ but he continued 
officiating as Commandant of Cavalry until October, 
from which date to January 1874 he officiated as a Wing 
Officer. From August to October 1874 he officiated as 
Quarter-Master, and in February 1876 he was appointed 
to officiate as Adjutant of the corps. In December 
1875 and January 1876 he was employed temporarily 
on Ihe staff of the Identenant-Govemor of the Punjab, 
m oonneotion with the visit to India of H.. B. H. the 
Prince of Wales (now King Edward the Seventh). 
In January 1876 he was again appoiated Adjutant of the 
Corps of Guides, and in -^e fcpo:yring March he was 
once more appointed to offimaie as Oommandant of 
Cavalry. Under the reog^atipn of January 1877 he 
became a Squadron Officer in the Cavalry of , the Corps. 
He vacated the Adjutancy in November 1877^ but con- 
tinued officiating as Qommandaut of Cavalry .until 
March 1878, and in that capacity he (K)mxi^ded the 
troops employed in the surprise of the Utman Ehel 
village of Sapri iu February 1878, and subsequently, in 
the followmg month, took part in the surorise of the 
Bacdzai village of Skakot^ and in the expedition against 
the Utman Ehel villages of Bdcha, Nasir, and Bang- 
In March 1878, he was appointed a Wing 
Officer m the Infantry of the Guides, and in that posi- 
tion he served in the early part of the Afghan War, 
•jnelnding the advance into the Ehaibar region and the 
4Be&ahtidu AU Masjid.^ In December 1878 he was 
ajipointied an Offg. Wing Commander, and at the 
same time he was once more appointed to officiate as 
■Commandant of Cavahy. In January and February 
1879, in command of a detachment of the Guides 
-Cavalry, he served 5n the second expedition to the Bazar 
Valley.^ He afterwards commanded a detachment in the 
expeditiou^ into the Lughmau Valley, and, in command 
oftbe Guides Cavalry, took part in the advance to 
IPa^habad, beyond Jaklabad, at the end of March. 
VHs wasL, his last service, for, in the brilliant action of 
Fatehaba^'Cm the 2^ April 1^79, while gallantly charg- 
ing the enemy at the head of his corps, he was diot 
through the chesty and almost instaiitLy expired. 


Bayly, Alexander Ross, Oohnel (1831—1902).— 
Grave at Bawal Pindi^ No, 795.— The only son o£ 
Lieutenant-Colonel Wiffiaan Bayly, of the b* Fool^ 
a native of Drogheda, in Ireland,^ who enlisted into 
that regiment in 1807, and received a commissidu 
after thirty-two years’ service. Bom at Halifax, in 
Nova Scotia, in 1831. — Entered H. M,’s Service on the 
2^ April 1^7, as an Ensign in the 85* Foot, which 
he joined soon afterwards at Birr, in Ireland. On the 
15* August 1848 he was transferred to the 8* Foot 
in which his father then held the rank of OaptainJ 
and, proceeding to India, he joined that regiment at 
Karachi towards the end of the following year. In 
December 1850 he accompanied the regiment to Disa, 
andd, uring the following year he served for some 
months with the 64* Foot, at Kai^achi, in the capacity 
of Inljerpreter. ‘ On the 6* May 1863 he was promoted 
to the raiik of Lieutenant, In the' winter of 1858-54i 
he accompanied the regiment to Agra, and he served 
wiih it there until August 1854, when he was ap- 

g )inted an Assistant under the Chief Engineer of the 
unjab, and was posted to the Civil Engineer’s Dept, 
as an Asst. Civil Engineer on the Lahore and Peshawar 
road. In the following year he was absorbed into the 
Dept, of Public Works in the Punjab, and in October 
1856 he was appointed a First Class Asst. Engineer in 
ihat Dept In June 1857, on the outbreak of the 
mutiny, he rejoined his regiment, accompanied it to 
Delhi, and served throughout the siege and capture 
of that , place, including the repulse of the sorties of 
the 9*, 14*, 18* and July, the action of the 12* 
August, the storming of the city on the 14* Septem- 
ber,— on which occasion he was very prominently engaged 
and greatly distinguished himself,— and the six d^a^ 
street fighting which followed. After the fall of DeM 
he accompanied the re^ment in Greathed’s purlsumg 
column, and was present at the action of Bulandshahr, 
thea&irof Aligarh, the actions of Agra and Dil- 
khhsha, the rehef of Lucknow under Sir Colin Camp- 
bell, the battle of Oawnpore, and the action of Khuda- 
ganj (Medal and two Clasps). He afterwards re- 
ined his a]^pointment in the Department of Publio 
Works, and in that Department the rest of his service 
V9as passed. On the 14* May 1868 he was promoted 
to the rank of Captain and posted to the newly-raised 
Battalion of the 8*, but he continued serving in 
the Public Wcuks' Department in India, and on the 
3P* January 1860 he exchanged into the 88* Foot 
in order that he might remain on the Indian Establish- 
ment. In February 1861 he was admitted into the 
Bengal Staff Corps, in which he eventually attained 
the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel. As Asst. Engineer, 
and afterwards as , Executive Engineer, he oontinuodl 
serving in the Public Works Dept, until the 
April 1877, when he retired from the service, with the 
honorary rank of Colonel. He died at i^wil Pindi 
on the 1®^ January 1902. 

Beale, Walter Yonge, JKewfewottt (1821— 1846).— 
Tablet at Ferozeporef No, 444.— The third son of Thomas 
Beale, Baqr., of Heath House, Co. Salop. Bom on the 
19* December 1821.— Entered H. M.’s Service on the 
5* October 1838, as an Ensign in the 68* Foot, with 
which regiment he served for upwards of three yearn 
in Jamaica and Canada. On tfie 8* April 1842 he 
■was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant in the 10* 
Foot, which he joined at Fort William, Calcutta,’ ia 
the spring of 1843. In the winter of 1844-*^ he 
accompanied the regiment to the Upper Provinces, and 
during the latter year was stationed with it at Meerut 

In December 1846, on the breaking out of the first 
Sikh war, he marched* wi-th the regiment to join the 
Army of the Sutlej, and was present with it in the 
great battle of Sobraon, in which he fell, whilst* 
gallantiy moving forward to the 'assault of the sttVi* 
toteries.

Bean, Charles (1834— 1867).— Peshawar, 
Jffo, 974. — He was^ a member of an equestrian circus 
company perioming at Peshawar, and imprudently 
aosepted the mTitation of one MuhLammad Assuu IQiftn 
(wIlo gave himself out' as a general in the Afghan 
Army) to accompany him to ^hul, with a view of 
makmg arrangements for taking the whole troup to 
perform there. Mr; Bean without disclosing his inten- 
tion to any one started under Muhammad Azim Khan^s 
escort, who, on reaching the border, left the regular 
path and took the party up a ravine to a lonely spot. 
Heie Muhammand Azim Khan drew his pistol, and 
exclaiming that he had sworn to take the life of an 
Englishman, £red at Mr. Bean, shattering his left thigh. 
As he fell, Azim Khan’s two attendants hacked him 
with their swords and shot at him, and the party 
then decamped with Mr. Bean’s horses and properiy, 
leaving him for dead. One of his servants gave word 
io the nearest British village, and he was brought in and 
after two months’ suffering died of his injuries. Azim 
Khan was by the Amir’s orders placed in irons and all 
his property confiscated, his fan^y connections saving 
him from a severer punishment. The stolen horses and 
property were restored. 

Bean. Richard, Apothecary (1816 — 1849).— 
at Peshawar^ No, 983. — Admitted into the Ben^ 
Subordinate Medical Dept, as an Hospital Apprentice 
on the 15^^ January 1829, when under thirteen 
years of age. Having served in the hospital at Oawn- 
pope for nearly eight years, he was attached ^ H. M.^s 
16^^ Lancers in December 1836, and remained with 
ihat regiment until November 1888. He was then, 
as Asst. Apothecary, posted to the Troop 2^ 
Brigade, Horse Artillery, with which he proceeded on 
service to Afghanistan earli^ in 1842.^ At Jalalabad, 
in May 1842, he was appointed Acting Steward in 
the hospital of H. M.’s 13**^ Light Infantry, with which 
corps he served during the remainder of the Kabul 
campaign (Medal). He continued with the 13‘*» until 
the au^mn of 1843, when he was posted to H. M.’s 50^^ 
Foot as Acting Apothecary, but while on his way to 
join that regiment he was attached to H. M.’s 40^^ Foot, 
with which he was present at .the battle of Maharajpur 
(Bronze Star). He served with the 40**» until it emterk- 
bA. for England in 1845, and he was then (having 
been promoted to the rank of Apothecary in November 
1844) nominated for ^uty with the camp pf the 
Governor- General ; and having accompanied Btis 
Excellency’s cam^ into the field, he served throughout 
the Sutlej campaign, including the battles of Mddki, 
Eirozshahr and Sobraon (Me&l and 'two Cl^ps). In 
February 1846 he was appointed to do duty with 
H. 3Mt/s 62^ Foot, from which, in the following May, 
he was transferred to H. M.’s 21®* Foot On the 
departure of the 21®* for England -in Fehroarjr 1848 
he was appointed to do duty in the General Hospital at 
Calcutta, but towards the end of .the year .he was 
ord^d up to the Punjab, and in April X849 he was 
attached H. M/s 98th Foot at Lahore. Li the fol- 
lowing month his services were placed at the disposal 
of the Foreign Department, and he was appointed 
Medical OfiScer of the 1®* Punjab Infantry, but he had 
served with this -corps for only a few months when he 
■died at Peshawar on tiie 5**^ October 1849. 

Beatson, Douglas Charles Turing, Lieufmant 
(1821— 1846).-^(?rat?e at Perozepore^ No. 477, — The 
»fifthson of Major- GenI, Alexander Beatson, of the 
Madras Army, sometime Governor of St. Helena, and 
^ndson of Bobert Beatson, Esqr., laird of Kilrie, 

« Co. Fife, Bom in August 182 jL.— E ntered tiie Bengal 
Army in 1839. Arrived in India in September of Sie 
sameyear, andwassentup toBarraokpore to do duty 
with the 88*^* N. I. In January 1840 he was posted to 
4h6 14ti» N. I,, joined it at Fatehgarh, and during the 
same year accompaided it to Agra. In the winter of 
184041 he marched with the regiment to Nasirabad, 
bsxA while serving there in April 1843 he was appointed 


Offg. Interpreter and Quarter-Master, a post which he 
held for nine months. In ^hig capacity he served 
with the regiment in the Gwalior campaign of 1848!? 
44, and was present at the battle of Maharajpnr 
(Bronze Star). On the termination of the campafgu 
he mawied with tiie regiment to Fcrozepore, arriving 
there in April 1844, and in the following October he 
was appointed Acting Interpreter and Qaarter-Master 
to the 1®* European Light Infantry, which he joined 
atSubathn* On the outbreak of the first Sikh war, 
in Dec^ber 1845, he marched to the front with 
regiment, joined the Army of the Sutlej on the 19ti» of 
that month, the day after the battle of MudH, and on 
the 21®* was present with it in the sanguinary battle 
of Firozshahr, in which he was sever^y wounded by 
a musket-diot in the abdomen. On the 8*^ February 
1846 he was nominated Acting Adjutant of the Nasiri 
Battalion, hut did not immediately join that corps, and 
on the 10*^^, though not quite recovered -from his 
wound, he again went into action with the 1®* European 
Light Infantcy at Sobraon, and was again severely 
wounded ; he was sent into Fesrozepore, and was not 
at first supposed to be in any great danger, but tetanus 
supervene^ and he died in the hospital at that place 
six days after the battle, the 16*^ February 1846. 

Beatson, George Stewart, MJ)., O.B., Surgeon- 
General (1814 — 1874). — Qra/oe at Simla, No. 377.— 
Born on iie 6^^ May 1814. Entered H.- M.’s Service 
on the 13*^^ July 1838, as an Assistant-Surgeon. He 
was at first gazetted to the 71®* Foot (the High* . 
land Light Infantry), but this appointment was after- 
wards cancelled, and he was re-gazetted (from the 
original date> as a Staff Assistant- Surgeon to ^e 
Forces, in 1839 he was sent out to Oeylon, where, as 
Stafi Assistant-Surgeon and Staff Surgeon of the Second 
Class (to which rank he was promoted on the 28*^- Augast 
1846) he served for eleven years. On the 31®* January 
1851 he exch^anged into the 51®* Foot, and having 
soon afterwaords joined that regiment at Fort St. 
George, Madras, he in the following year accompanied 
it on the expedition to Burma. , He was present, on 
board the steam-frigate Feroze, ia< the ^lon with 
and destruction of the Burmese stockades near Rangoon, 
and in the three days’operatious on shore at that place, 
culminating in the capture ly storm of the Shwe- 
dagon Pagoda ; aud he afterwards took part in 
defence of Prome and in the repulse of the ni^t, 
attack on that place (Medal and Clasp). Early in 
1854 he retumed with the regiment to Madras, and 
thence accopapanied it home, landing at Gravpcend in 
the following August. On the 8**^ . December 1854 he, 
was promoted to the rank of Staff Sxii;gecin e£ the first 
class aud having been detailed , for di^. witix, the 
Eastern Army he proceeded to Scutaj;i, cm 
and served in the hospital there ‘uhifl the tejcapmffon 
of the campaign in the Crimea. He xetmued home in 
the summerl^ 1856, and falling soon afterwards under 
the. reductions whidh followed Hie iemihatioh, *e£r, f he 
war with Russia, he was i^aced, Octob^* 1856^ oi^ 
half -pay.

Staff rSm^geon of .the first 
dass was converted into th^t r of , Surgeon-Major, and 
on the 31st DecemW he prph^ted to the rank 
of Depy. Inspector-General of ^ Hospitals, and iposfect 
to Corfu. He served in the Ionian Islands until Jime 
1860, when he was appointed Depy,, Inspector-Geu&hl 
of H. M.’s Hospitals m the Madras Presidency, a post 
which he oocnpied until May 1863. On the 1®*^ of that 
month he was advanced to the rank of Ihspeciior- 
General of Hospitals, transferred to Bengal, and 
appointed to “ The Charge of lihe Medical Department 
of H, ji.’s Britidi Forces in India.” On the 13*^ March 
1866 he was appointed Honorary Physician to Her 
Majesty Queen Yictoria. Having completed his tour 
of^serrioe inLiidiaheweDt h 1868, and 
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iiook up the appointment of Inspector- General of 
Hospitals at Ketley, and in the following year he was 
nonomated a Companion of the Order of the Bath. 
He oontimied at Netley until January 1872, when, 
having been again appointed Inspector-General of 
Hospitals and Principal Medical 0£5.cer of H. M.’s British 
Torces in India, he returned to Bengal, arriving at 
Calcutta in March. In March 1873, on a reorganisa- 
tion of the Medical Dept, taking place, he received 
the designation of Surgeon- General of H. M.’s British 
Poioes in India, and he continued in the discharge of 
the duties of thig appointment until his death, which 
occurred at his residence, “ Knollswood,” in Chota 
Simla, on the 7th June 1874. 


Beatty, Alexander, Idmtemnt and Brevet Gaptain 
(o. 1798 -1834 .) — Grave at Karnal, see No.l%, — Entered 
H. M.’s Service on the 27^ April 1815, as an Ensign in the 
44th Foot, and having been posted to the I®* Battalion 
of that regiment, he joined it soon afterwards in Ireland, 
on its return from the disastrous hfew Orleans expedition. 
On th 25*1^ March 1816 he was placed on half -pay in 
consequence of the reductions following the termi- 
nation of the wars of the French Revolution. On the 
4 September 1823 he exchanged to full pay in the 
15th Poot, which he joined in Ireland. On the 26*^ 
January 1825 he was promoted to the rank of Lieuten- 
ant in the 31®* Foot, with which he proceeded diortly 
afterwards to India, landing at Calcutta in June. He 
subsequently served with the regiment at Berhampore, 
Fort William, Dinapore, Meerut and Kamal. On the 
27^*^ April 1830, on completing fifteen years’ service, 
he was granted brevet rank as Captain in India. In 
1831 he accompanied the regiment to Rdpar, on the 
Sutlej, on the occasion of the meeting there of the 
Governor- General, Lord William Bentinck, and the 
Ruler of the Punjab, Maharaja Ranjit Singh. He 
afterwards returned with the regiment to Kamdl, 
where he died on the 27*^ May 1834. 

Kots. — ^This officer’s name was mis-spelt “ Beattie ” in some 
of the non-official Army hists published in India, and appears 
to have been similarly mis-spelt in the reg;i3ter from which his 
name was taken for the purposes of this work. 


Beddy, The Bevd, Henry (1792— 1876).— Grave 
et Simla, No, 335.~Boni in the parish of St. Bride’s, 
Dublin, on the 18^^ December 1792. A saddler by 
trade, he enlisted into the East India Company’s ser- 
Tice, at Dublin, on the 12**^ November 1810, and ar- 
rived at Fort William, Bengal, in the H. B. I, C.’s ship 
Castle Eden, on the 26**^ August 1811. Having been 
allotted to the Foot Artillery, he served in the 2** Bat- 
talion for nearly fourteen years, rising first to the posi- 
tion of Quarter-Master-Sergeaut, and afterwards to that 
of Sergeant-Major. On the 1®* July 1826 he was pro- 
moted from Sergeant-Major of the 2^ Battalion of 
ArtiD^ to the rank of Sub-C<mductor in the Ordnance 
Ooxnmissariat Department, and a few days later he was 
posted to the Expense Magazine at Dum-Dum. In 
June 1826 he was posted to the Arsenal of Fort 
William, but in the following August he was removed 
thence to the Cuttack Magazine. In September 1827 
^ was brought back to ihe Arsenal of Fort William, 
in which he served for the remainder of his military 
career, which he brought to a termination Iw resigning 
his Sub-Conductor’s warrant on the December 
1881* Thereafter he became a Minister of the Baptist 
sect, and resided for many years at Patna. He moved

Beley, Charles Harold Hepworth, D.aS'.O., 
Oaptain (1855— 1888).— ft'ave and tablet at Abbott* 
ahad, Nos. 915 and 926. — Son of the Revd. C. A. B. 
Beley, of Chrishall, near Clavering, Co. Essex. Born at 
Birminghan on the 27*^^ July 1855.— Entered H. M.’s 
Service on the 28*=’^ February 1874 as a Sub- Lieutenant 
in the 1®^ Battalion, 1®^ Foot (The Royal Soots), and 
was afterwards promoted to the raoik of LieuWant 
from the same date. In the following December he 
was transferred to the 2^ Battalion of the regiment, 
which he joined at Mian Mir in March 1875. On the 
l®t November 1876 he was appointed Offg. Wing Subal- 
tern in the 25**^ (Punjab) N. L, on probation for the 
, Bengal Staff Corps, into which he was subsequently 
admitted with effect from that date. In January 1877, 
under the organisation then introduced, his appointment 
became that of Offg. Wing Officer. In December 1877 
he was appointed a Wing Ofllcer permanently, and in 
that and the succeeding year ho officiated for some 
months as Adjutant of the regiment. From April to 
October 1878 he was Offg. Aide-de-Oamp to General Sir 
James Brind, K.O.B., Commanding the Sirhind Divi- 
sion. He then rejoined his regiment and, proceeding 
with it on service to Southern Afghatiistan, was present 
with it in the action of Saif-u-din, and at the occupation 
of Kandahar. In August 1879, having already officiat- 
ed in the situation for a month, he was appointed 
Quarter-Master of the regiment. On the renewal of the 
war in Afghanistan, in the autumn of 1879, he served 
with his regiment in all Sir Donald Stewart’s opera- 
tions, iacluding the march from Kandahar to Kabul, 
the battle of Ahmad Khel, and the action of Arzu ; and 
he afterwards took part in Sir Frederick Robert’s march 
from Kabul to Kandahar, and in the battle of Mazra, 
near the latter place, on the 1®* September 1880 (Medal 
and two Clasps, and Bronze Star). On the termination 
of the war he returned to India with his regiment, and 
in November 1880 he went home and joined the Staff 
College at Sandhurst ; and having passed successfully 
through the usual course, he returned to India in 
January 1883. EDe continued in his appointment of 
Quarter-Master until October 1883, when that of Adjut- 
ant of the regiment was conferred upon him, but this 
he was able to retain only until February 1885, wheu he 
was obliged to vacate it on attaining the rank of Cap- 
tain. In June 1885 he was aj^inted to ofiSciate as a 
Depy. Asst. Quarter-Master- Qenl. in the Intelligence 
Branch at Army Head-Quarters, and having been made 
permanent in the appointment in October, he, in the 
following year, accompanied Army Head- Quarters to 
Burma, where he served with it until the beginning of 

1887. He had previously been nominated Dy. j^st, 
Qr.-Mr.-Genl. at Lahore, but had not taken upthe* 
appointment, and he was now, on his return from 
Burma, in March 1887, transferred in the same capacity 
to the Punjab Frontier Force. In July 1887 he was 
appointed a Companion of the Distinguished Service 
•Order (D. S. 0.), and during this and the following 
yeaTjhe twice oflteiated as an Asst. Qr.-Mr.-Genl. On 
the formation (ff the Hazara Field Force, in September 

1888, he was appointed Depy* Asst. Qr.-Mr.-Gex]l« of 
the ^ond Brigade, and on the 4*^ October he aocom- 
panied the advance of the Fonrth (or River) Column. 
In the coarse of this movement tim advance of the 
coltusn enoonntexed a strong gathering of Black Monn* 


tain tribesmen and Hindnstani fanatics at tbe bamlet 
of To^ara^ near the village of Kotkai, and in the action 
which ensnecT'this'gallaaat .and accomplished officer fell 
mortally wounded in a rush made by a body of ghazis 
on the advancing British line. He sucotunbed to his 
ininries some hours later, at Kotkai. 

Bent, Hugh, Lieutenant'- Colonel and Brevet Colonel 
(c, 1826 — 1875) . — Grave at Bawal Pindi^ No, 784. — ^The 
fourth son of Colonel William Henry Bent, Koyal Artil- 
lery (who was a cadet of the Bents of Wexham Lodge, 
Co. Bucks) by Charlotte, his wife, daughter of Lieuten- 
ant-General Samuel Rimmington, Royal Artillery. 
—Entered H. M.’s Service on the 19* December 1844 as 
a Second-Lieutenant in the Royal Artillery, in which 
corps he was promoted to the rank of First-Lieutenant 
on the 1®* April 1846, and to that of Second— Captain on 
the 22^ July 1853. During these years he served in 
succession in the 9*, 10*, 1®* , 3^ , 8* and 6* Battalions 
of the Royal Artillery, and was employed in various 
parts of the United Kingdom and of the colonies. In 
October 1854 he was appointed an Adjutant of Artillery, 
with effect from the 24* March preceding, but he did 
not hold this position long, having early in 1855 been 
transferred to the Supernumerary List and attached to 
the Irregular Cavalry (the Bashi-Bazouks) under 
Major-General Beatson, in Turkey: later in the year 
(June 1855) he was granted the local rank of Major in 
Turkey, while employed on that service. He was 
afterwards employed as Brigade-Major to the OsmanH 
Horse Artillery, for services with which he was subse- 
quently rewarded, by the Sultan of Turkey, with the 
Fourth Class of the Order of the Medjiieh. He at- 
tained the rank of Captain on the 23^ February 1856, and 
having returned home on the termination of the Russian 
war, he was, on the 14* June 1856, removed from the 
Supernumerary List to the effective establishment, and 
appointed to the command of the 4* Company 7* Bat- 
talion, Royal Artillery. From this, in the course of the 
same year, he was transferred to the 1®* Company 3^ 
Batfcalipn, the command of which he retained until 
1860, when he was again placed on the Supernumerary 
last. In May 1865 he was restored to the effective 
establishment, and, in the following month, appointed 
to the command of a battery of the 5* Brigade. On 
the 6* September 1865 he was promoted to the rank 
of Major by brevet, and on the 6* July 1867 he at- 
tained the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, in consequence 
. of which he vacated his battery command, and was 
posted to the 8* Brigade ; and the head-quarters of 
that brigade being then in the Bengal Presidency, he 
proceeded to India at the end of the year. From 1867 
to the spring of 1869 he did duty with the Artillery at 
Morar ; &om that time to the autumn of 1871 he was 
shnilarly employed at Lucknow; and he was then 
transferred to Rawal Pindi. On the 6* July 1872 he 
was promoted to the rank of Colonel by brevet. Early 
' in 1873 he was appointed to the command of the Artil- 
lery of the Rawal Pindi Division, but did not retain it 
long, having in the month of April been appointed to 
the command of the Kasauli Convalescent Depot. On 
the termination of this duty, in October 1873, he was 
appointed to the command of the Royal ArbiUery at 
Agra, which he retained until the summer of 1875. He 
was then trani^ened to Rawal Pmdi, to command the 
Boyal ArtiUexy of that Division, and at that place he 
died on the 28* October 1876. 

Berkeley, Leopold Oliver Fitzhardinge ( ?— 
^Momment at Montgomery, No< 593,— He was 
an Extra Assistant Conmissioner in the Montgomery 
» (iffien the Gugera) Dis^ct, at the time of the mutiny. 
. Therewasageneralrismgof the Ravi tribes, and Mr. 
.. Berkeley played an active part in holding them in check 
* while reinfmceznents were coming from Lahore. .On 
September 18* ha was sent lo Kaurishah in or^ to 
je-open conimnnications with Mnliaa, and to assist 
Bterappa» On the 21*^ with a body of 60 horse he dis* 


persed a large gathering of the enemy, and on the next 
day, as he was marching along the Ravi, going towards 
Muhammadpur, he was suddenly attacked in a river- 
side jungle near Kaurishah and cut off, his home, it is 
said, getting into a quicksand, and was killed after a 
gallant single-handed resistance. There is a difference 
of a day in the date given in this account and that men* 
tioned on his monument. 

Note. — Captain Elphinstone’s official r epoit cn the opeiationa 
ag^nst the G-ugera rebels distinctly names the 22<1 Sept^ber as 
the date of Mr. Berkeley's 'death. According to the same report 
Mr. Berkeley had with him at the time, besides the forty horsemen 
originally placed under his command^ one hundred men of the 
Police Battalion and one hundred of the Sikh Irregolar 
Cavalry; of this force upwards of eighty were killed with hun. — 
P. 

Bernards Williams Lieutenant (c. 1824—1845).— 
Grave and tablet at Ferosepore, Nos. 442 and 479.—* 
Entered H. M.*s Service on the 4* March 1842, as an 
Ensign in the 31®^ Foot. Arrived in India at the end of 
May 1842, and, after doing duty for some time with a 
detachment of recruits at Berhampore, proceeded with it 
to the Upper Provinces, and in the antnmn joined the 
regimental depot at Meerut, the corps itself being at that 
time on service in Afghanistan. On the return of the 
regiment from service he joined it at Ambala in January 
1843, and in the following May he accompanied it to 
Khaital, where disturbances had taken place. On the 
8* November 1843 he was promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant, and towards the end of the same month 
he proceeded with the regiment to Ferozepore, the tem- 
porary reinforcement of which post had become neces- 
sary on account of the anarchy which then prevailed 
in the Punjab. In May 1844 he returned vnth the 
corps to AmWa, where he continued serving with it 
for more than eighteen months. In March 1845 he 
was appointed acting Interpreter to the regiment, and 
in the following September the appointment of Adjutant 
was conferred upon him. On the outbreak of the jfirst 
Sikh war he marched with the regiment towards the 
Sutlej, and was present with it at the battles of Mudki 
and Firozshahr, in the latfcer of which he was killed, 
21®^ December 1846. 

Bernier, Augustine, Major (1769— 1801).— 
stone at Eansi, No. 4.— Major Bernier (whose name 
is found spelt Bunnear and Bernier by contemporary 
writers) was a French adventurer who began his service 
under Begum Samru, and was one of the witnesses 
to her marriage with Le Yassoult in 1793- Later on, he 
commanded a battation in PenWs Third Brigade, 
under Louis Bourquien, and accompanied the latter 
in his expedition against George Thomas in 1801. 
SHnneris memoirs describe him as a brave and capable 
soldier, and say that he saved Bourquien from defeat- 
at Georgegarh. The memoirs go on to say that he 
was killed at the attack on Thomas’ outwork at the 
BIssar gate ; this is opposed to the inscripticm which 
makes mm killed in the grand assault, ]^t Skumeria 
statement is so circumstantial as to make it probable 
that the inscription, as so often, is wrong. ^ The 
tombstone was discovered some years ago in a village 
and was recently erected in the cemetery at Hansi. 

Best, Abel Dottin William, Captain (c. 1819— 
1846).— Tablet at Ferozepore, No, 442.— Entered H. M/fl 
Service (from the Royal Mily. College) on the 21*- 
April 1837, as an Ensign in the 80* Fo^. He joined 
that regiment in New South Wales in the following 
/year and, having been promoted to the rank of Ideu-*' 

' tenant on the 4* October 1839, and to that of Captain 
.on the 2^ July 1841, he continued serving with it in 
the Anstraliaa colonies until the autumn of 184A^ 
when he embarked with it for Bengal. The voyaga 
was an uufottnnate • one, for the Briton^ the vesm 
^ in which he and a portion of the regiment were;ein« 
barl^ was wreok^ on the Lesser Andaman ixt 
Novenlber, and all that escaped droymixig were dete^ 
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there for fifty-one days, snSering severe privations, 
until rescued and conveyed to Calcutta in the Ayrshire^ 
in January 1845. He then accompanied the regiment 
to Asia, arriving tliere at the end of March, and in 
the following October he -proceeded with it to Ambala, 
at which station he was serving when the first Sil^ 
war broke out. "With his regiment he ^ took part in 
the forward movement towards the Sutlej, and he was 
present ,with it at the battles of MudH and Firoz- 
shahr, in the latter -of which he fell, 21®* December 
1845. 

^Birch, 'George, Lieutenant (1823— 1855).— Grace at 
JDalhi, ito. ‘86.— Bom at Stanton, Wiltshire, on the 
June 1823.— Entered the Bengal Army in 
1841. Arrived in India in July 1842 and was order^ 
-up *to Bareilly to join and do duty with the 4*** DepSt 
-Battalion, the 60^*^ N. I., to which he had, m anticipa- 
tion of his arrival, been posted in the preceding May, 
being then on service in Aighaniatan. In -March 1843 
be joined the 60**^ at Ferozepore,^ and he subsequently 
accompanied the corps to Eamal, to Benares, and to 
Barxaokpore. In April 1846 he was appointed Inter- 
preter and Quarter-Master ,of the regiment. At the 
end of 1847 he proceeded with the regiment to Mirza- 
piir, and thence in the autunm of 1848 to Ferozepore ; 
and he was with it in the Beserve Force assembled 
at Jagraon during the Punjab campaign ,of 1848-49. 
On the termination of the war ha proceeded with 
the regiment to Ferozepore, and thence to Wazir- 
abad. At this place he foU seriously ill and was com- 
pelled to proceed to the hills, but he rejoined his 
segiment at Banda in December 1850, and served with 
it aere until the beginning of 1852, when he went on 
leave to the Cape and the Australian colonies. He 
netumed from New South Wales in February 1864, 
rejoined his regiment at Banda, and in the autumn of 
the year marched with it for Ambila, where it 
arrived at the end of December, On the 15*^ January 
1866 he -brought his car^r to a close, having, in a 
temporary fit of insanity, committed e^iiei^e at 
Delhi. 

Birch, Henry Holwell, Major (1837—- 1878).— 
Grave at Feshxwary No, 977.— Son of Major (Brevet 
lient.-Col.) Frederick William Birch, 41®* Bengal 
N. 1 . 5 nephew of Lieutenant-General Sir Bichard James 
Holwell Bireh, K,0.B., Bengal Army; and great- 
grandson of John . Zephaniah Holwell, one of the 
sorvivorsof the Black Hole tragedy, and sometime 
Governor of Bengal. Bom at Calcutta on the 2^ Sep- 
tember 1837.— Was with his father, then commanding 
the 41®* N. I., when that ofiEicer was killed in the 
mn^jiny of his regiment, at Sitap(jm, on the 1®* June 
1857. He escaped to Lucknow, arriving^ there on the 
4*^, and during the preparation of defensive measures 
against the rebels he was specially employed as an 
acting Commissariat OfiOlcerin the garrison of Fort 
Machl-bbawan. The disaster at Ohinhat, however, 
necessitsfited the abandonment of that post on the night 
of the 1®* July, and thereafter he served as a voluntwr 
throughout the defence of the Lucknow Residency, 
until; the place was relieved and the garrison with- 
drawn by Sir Colin Camphell in November 1857. He 
" was then attached, as an Asst. Field Engineer, to the 
Oudh Field Force, left in occupation of the Alambagh 
rmjda^v gir James Outram, and served throughout the 

- defence of that position dming the winter of 1857-58 ; 
and b-^ subsequently took part, in the same capacity, 

^ge and capture of Lucknow in March 1858 
(Pedel and two Clasps). Lol consideration of his ser- 
vioes and of those of his family, he was, in Api^ 1858,

he was posted to the cadre of the late 52^ N. I., but 
thifl was afterwards cancelled, and in Jannai'y 1859 
he was posted to the cadre of the late 27*^ N. I., with 
effect from the date of his original posting to the 52*^ , 
He continued serving with the 4**^ European Regt. 
until October 1859, when he was appointed to act as 
Interpreter to H. M.’s 63^ Foot, to which corps he 
remained attached until February 1860. On the 1®* of 
that month he was appointed to do duty with the 19th 
Punjab Infantry, then proceeding on service to China. 
He accompanied the regiment on this service and 
served with it throughout the campaign of 1860 in 
•North China (Medal), returning to iindia with it early 
'in 1861, towards the end of which year the 19th 
Punjab Infantry became the 27*^ (Punjab) N, J, 
‘In 1861-62 he three times officiated as Adjutant 
of the regiment, the last time for ten months, and in 
October 1862 the permanent appointment of Adjutant 
was corfferred upon him ; this he held for more than 
twelve years. In January 1866 he served with the 
regiment in the expedition against the Baizai villages 
on the Peshawar border. In August 1866 he was 
admitted into the Bengal Staff Corps. Prom April 
1870 to February 1871 he officiated as Wing Officer ; 
from Feteuary to April 1871 he was acting Second-in- 
Command ; and from April to November 1871 he again 
officiated as Wing Officer. In 1871-72 he seivod with 
the regiment in the Lushai Expedition, and took part 
in all the operations of the Right (or Chittagong) 
Column (India Medal and Clasp). From December 
1872 to December 1874 he again officiated as Wing 
Officer, and afterwards for a brief period as Seoond-in- 
Command of the i-egiment. At the end of December 
1874 he was appointed Wing Officer ; in Juno 1876, 
after officiating in the appointment for five months, 
he became Seoond-in-Oommand ; and from February to 
July 1877, he officiated as Commandant of the corps. 
In 1877-78 he served with the regiment (for a short 
time in command) in the expedition against 
Jowaki Afridis, taking part in the capturo of the 
heights above Bori and in the cai>tare and degtmetiou 
of the fortified posts in the Bori Valley (Clasp to 
India Medal). In November 1878, on the outbreak of 
the Afghan War, he was appointed Offg. Comman&nt 
of the regiment, the permanent Commandant having 
been appointed to the command of a brigade, and when 
the advance into the Khaibar took place on the 21*<* 
of that month, he led his regiment forward to tho 
attack of the foi*t of Ali Masjid. This, the first en- 
gagement of the war, was to him also the last, for 
having, in the course of the attack, exposed himself 
in giving aid to another officer who had been wounded, 
he fell under the fire of the enemy and expired in a 
few minutes. 

Bishop, John Cuming, Id&tutenant (c. 1825— 1846)* 
Grave at Ferozejpore : inscription not fomd, see 
No, 441.— Entered H, M.’s Service on the 30^ Septem- 
ber 1842, as an Ensign in the 50^ Foot. Joined the 
regiment at Oawnpore in the autumn of the following 
year, and in 1843-44^served with it in the Gwalior cam- 
paign, including the battle of Panifc (Bronze Star). 
At the end of 1844 he accompanied the regiment from 
Oawnpore to Ltidhiand, and on the 17*^ January 1845 ha 
was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant. On the break-t 
ing out of the first Sikh war he proceeded with the ^0**^ 
to join the Army of the Sutlej, and with it was presonfi 
at the battle of Mtidki on the 18**^ December 1845. 
On this occasion he received a severe wound, from the 
efects of which he died at Ferozepore- on the 6**® 
February 1846. 

Bishop, St, George Meadows, Llmtonan^ 
(1841— 1868).— Grc&ufi at Peshawar, No, 946.— Son of 
G^rsl George William Bishop, Bengal Infantry- and! 
grandson of Lioutonant'‘Colonel , Samuel Pidding 
Bjiibpp, Bengal .Ja&atay, ( 2* «■). “d of Limtetumt.

L, which he pined at Sitapnr, in Ondh, early in 
the following year. In January 1860 he was appointed 
to do duty with the 8»^^ Irregular Cavahy, and joined 
■that regiment at Sitapur. In June 1861 he was 
appointed acting Adjutant of the recent, which had 
now become the 6*^** Bengal Cavaby, but a few weeks 
later, in July, his services were placed at the disposal 
of the Foreign Dept., and he was appointed acting 
Cantonment Joint Magistrate at Sitapur. In this 
position he remained until January 1862, when he was 
appointed a Doing-Duty OfiBicer in the 6^^ Bengal 
Cavalry. He rejoined the regiment at Peshawar, and 
was again appointed 0%. Adjutant, and in March and 
April 1862 he officiated as Seoond-in-Command of the 
regiment. During the remaiiung months of this year 
he twice again officiated as Adjutant. In December 1863 
he was stationed at Shabkadar, on the Peshawar 
Frontier, in commaud of a troop of his regiment, and 
on the 5^^ of that month he was killed in action there 
while gallantly charging a body of five hundred Moh- 
mands, Bajanris, and o&er tribesmen, who had raided 
into Briti^ territory. 

Plying, iMuUntani^Oolonel 
(1782— 1833).— Grace at San$t\ No. 9.— Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1798. Arrived in India in November 
1800, and in the following month was appointed to do 

19*1* NT. i., at BwliampoM. 
On the 16“ April 1801 he was posted to the 1®^^ Batta- 
lion 6*11 N. I., and joined it at Midnapur. In the 
same year he was engaged with the battalion in the 

K ressicm of disturbances on the southern borders 
e province of Cuttack. He afterwards served 
with the battalion at Berhampore and Benares* and 
again in Cuttack from 1806 .to 1808. lu the latter 
y^r he accompanied the battalion to the Upper Pto- 
vinoes, where he served with it for several years at 
Mainpun, Delhi, Karnal and Meerut. In September 
1814, being then at Meerut, he proceeded on leave to 
Calcutta for six months, and in consequence missed 
sharing in all the operations against the Gurkhas in 
ih .0 Dehra Dun in 1814-15, except the latter part of the 
siege of Jaithak. After the Gprkha War he served 
with the corps at Aligarh and Delhi, and. in 1817-18 
he was employed with it, in the Reserve Division of the 
Grand Army, throughout the Mahratta-Pindari war 
From Apil 1818 to December 1819 he was on leave at 
DeM, and from the latter date to the end of April 1820 
he did duty at that place, at first w^th the 2^ Battalion 
2 ^ , and afterwards with the 1»* Battalion 26*^ N. L 
imtil his own corps should arrive at Gurgaon from 
Rajputana. In February 1821 he was appointed to the 
temporary command of the Saharanpur ftovincial 
Battalion, which he held for some months, and in Octo- 
ber of the same year he was appointed to the offioiatino' 
command of the Delhi Palace Guards: this he held 
until the following spring. He then rejoined his batta- 
Kon, with which he served (part of the time in ootn- 
jnand) at Fatehgarh, Hagpur and Benares, On the 
reopgauisation of May 1824 taking place his‘ battalion 
became the Regiment of Native Infantry, and 
be was retained with it in the rank of Major, which he 
bad attained in the preceding yoar. In May 1825 he 
was appointed to raise and command the 3^ Extra 
Regiment of S'.

at Dinapore. In August 1829 he was removed to the 
27th N, I. at Benares, and with this corps he soon after- 
wards proceeded to ©arrawara, in foe Saugor and

he marched with foe regiment to Hansi, and at that 
place he died on the 26**^ September 1833. 

Bishop, William Louis Mosheim, Oaptain 
(1828— 1857).— Gra«Je and tablet at Sialkot, Nos, 708 
and 729. — Entered foe Bengal Army in 1838. Arrived 
in India in June of the same year, and was sent np to 
Barrackpore to do duty with the 57*^ N. 1. On foe 1®* 
September following he was posted to the 46*^ N, L, 
and having joined that regiment at Jubbulpore, he 
accompani^ it to Delhi in the following year, to 
Benares at the end of 1841, and to Barrackpore in 
February 1843. From February to August 1844 he 
was acting Interpreter and Quarter-Master o£ the 71®* 
N, L, and from August to December 1844 of the 8**^ 
N. I.j both at Barrackpore. In December 1844 he was 
appointed acting Interpreter and Quarter-Master of his 
OTO regiment, which he rejoined at Berhampore, and 
with which he shortly afterwards marched for 
Lucknow, In February 1845 he was made permanent 
in foe appointment of Interpreter land Quarter-Master, 
which he held thereafter for nearly fi7e years. *Ia the 
autumn of 1846 he marched with the regiment from 
Lucknow to JuUundur, whence in October 1847 he 
proceeded with it to Lahore. On foe outbreak of the 
second Sikh war he accompanied his regiment into the 
field, and served with it throughout the Punjab cam- 
paign of 1848-49, including the action of Riamnagar, 
foe passage of the Ohenab, the action of Sadulapur, and 
foe battles of Ohilianwala and Gujerat (Medal and two 
Clasps) . On foe conclusion of the campaign he marched 
with the regiment to Ludhiana, arriving there in April 
1849. In foe following December he proceeded on 
leave to Bombay, and in March 1850 he went home on 
furlough, haviug previously vacated the appointment of 
Interpreter and Quarter-Master. He returned to India 
in December 1852, and rejoined his regiment at Meerut, 
at which station, during the period from December 
1854 to September 1855, he twice officiated as Brigade- 
Major, In the .winter of 1865-66 he moved with the 
regiment to Sialkot, where in foe spring of 1856, £o 
acted for some time as Interpreter to H. M.^s 52^ Foot. 
In May 1857 he was appointed officiating Brigade- 
Major at Sialkot, and he was still holding the appoint- 
ment when, on the 9*^ July, the native troops at that 
station broke out in open mutiny. He endeavoured to 
escape into foe old Sikh fort there, with his wife, Ibut 
was intercepted by some mutineers of the 9*^ Light 
Cavalry, and cruelly put to death. 

Black, Charles, Idmtenmt (1809—1838),— 
Qrave at Irodhiana, No. 573.— ^Bniered the Bengal Army 
in 1825. Arrived in India in May IS26, and in foe same 
month was posted to the 17**» BT. I, ; that corps being, 
however, at Bhopalpur, in Malwa, and about to move 
in course of relief, he was allowed to defer jbining it 
until foe autumn, and in the meantime he was directed 
to do duty with the 4^ Extra N. I. at Mteapur, He 
eventually joined the 17**^ on its arrival at Delhi in 
November 1826, and he afterwards accompanied it to 
Fatehgarh in Norvember 1829, and to Nasirafod, towards 
foe end of 1832. In foe autiiihn of ^ 1835 he accom- 
panied the regiment to Jaipur, in Bajputana, the dis- 
« orders in that State, caused by flagrant misgovemment, 
having necessitated the movement of a British fofoe 
I on the capital. He afterwards proceeded with .foe 
I regiment to Ludhiana, arriving there on the I®*. Janu- 
ary 1836, aud he continued serving at that station until 
his death, which took.place there on the 1®* November 
1838. 

Black, Samuel, ONXt Inentenant-General 
(1828— 1893).— "Tatted at Lahore, No^ 640,— Born at 
Ely, near Sheffield, Toikshiee, oh the 7*^^ March 1828.

In the latter month he 
was appointed to the temporary charge of the office of 
the ’Executive Bngineerj Midnapur-Kalinijol Division, 
and in June 1853 he was appointed Adjutant of his 
regiment, but he never took up this appointment, though 
Ite was nominally holding it for the succeeding eighteen 
months. In July 1853 he was appointed Officiating 
Assistant Executive Officer, Midnapur-Kalmijol Divi- 
rion ; ten months later, in May 1854, he was appointed 
to th^ temporary charge of that Division as 0%. 
Executive Officer, and he continued officiating therein 
until January 1857, when he was aj^pointed Staff Officer 
of the Punjab Irregular Porce. Being at Lahore in the 
following September his services were utilized in • the 
suppression of the insurrection in the Gugera distiict, 
and he was frequently engaged with the rebels, parti- 
cularly at the action of Gishkauxi (in which the 
principal leader of the insurgents was killed), the action 
of Harappa, and the relief of Chichawatni (Medad). 
He held the appointment of Staff Officer of the Punjab 
Irregular Porce until September 1859, when he was re- 
appointed to the Public Works Dept* as Execu- 
tive Engineer, Lahore Division, in which office he re- 
mained for more than two years-and-a-halE. In Peb- 
ruary 1861 he was admitted into the Bengal Staff 
Corps. In April 1862 he was appointed Secretary to 
the Government of the Punjab in the Military Depart- 
ment, a post which he continued holding for over 
twenty years, until January 1883, when he vacated it 

* on succeeding to the OolonePs allowance. In recognition 
of his services in this position he was, in May 1881, 
appointed a Oompanion of the Order of the Star of 
India. Ho went home towards the end of 1883, but 
returned to India in April 1885, and in February 1886 
lie was promoted to the rank of Major-General. In the 
following year he was appointed Governor of the 
Aitchifion College, for the sons of Punjab Chiefs, an 
office which he retained for upwards of five years. In 
December 1889 he was transferred to the Unemploy- 
ed Supernumerary List, and on the 17**^ August 1890 
he attained the rank of Lieutenant-General. He left

. Blagrave, John William Barweli, Oa^tain 
(1824— 1857).— Grave at Saugor : tablet in 8t James* 
jO)ywro\ J)elh% No. 168.— A younger son of Charles 
Georgp Blagrave, Bsqr., of the Bengal Civil Service, 
who was a cadet of the Blagraves of Galoot Park, Oo. 
Berks.— Entered the Bengal Army in 1841. Arrived 
in India in August of the same year, and in the follow-^ 
ing month was posted to the 74*^ N. I. He joined that 
regiment at Lafflddna, and in the spring of 1843 
marched with it to Nowgong in Bundelkhand. In 
March 1845 he was appomted Interpreter and Quarter- 
Master of the regimen^ and he afterwards served with

On his return to- 
India in January 1854 he rejoined ' ther 74tti -N. I, 
Oawnpore, but in the following August, his services 
having been placed at the disposal nf the Govt, of 
the N. W. Provinces, he reverted to survey duty, 
and was appomted to the charge of a new party which 
had been organized for employment in the districts 
of the Saugor and Narbadda Territories. He continued 
in this employment, with his head-quarters at Saugor, 
until the outbreak of the mutinies, when, with other 
Europeans in the district, he retired into the Saugor 
forfc : this was held against the mutineers and insur- 
gents until relieved by Sir Hugh Rose in the following 
February, but Captain Blagrave did not live to see 
the end, having died in the fort on the 6^^ October 
1857. • 

Blair, Arthur Kennedy, Captain (1868— 
1900 '. — Tablet at Eawal PiwcZi.— Son of General 
Charles Renny Blair, Bombay Infantry, grandson of 
Captain Edward Macleod Blair, 6^*^ Bengal Light 
Cavalry, who fell in the retreat from Kabul in January 
1842, and gi*eat- grandson of Lieutenant-General James 
Kennedy, C.B., Bengal Cavalry. Bom on the 1«‘ March 
1868. — Entered H. M.*s Ser\T[ce (from the Koyal 
Mily. College) on the 24* April 1889 as a Second- 
Lieutenant in the 2^ Battalion, Bast Lancashiie Hegi- 
ment (the 59* Foot.), which he joined in Ireland. In 
February 1890 he was transferred to the I*’! Battalion 
of the regiment (the 30* Foot), and joined it at Sitapur, 
in Oudh, in the following April. On the 8* July 1891 
he was appointed an Offg. Wing Officer in the 4* 
Bengal Lifantry, on probation for the Indian Staff 
Corps, into which he was subsequently admitted with 
effect from that date, In the following month ho was 
transferred, in the same position, to the 36* Bengal 
Infantry (Sikhs), in which corps, during the succeeding 
six years, he twice officiated as Quarter-Master and 
once as Adjutant, In July 1897 he was appointed a 
Wing Officer, and at the same time became Quarter- 
Master of the regiment. He was with the 36* on the 
Samana Range when the Frontier outbreak of 1897 took 
place, and was actively engaged in the operations which 
ensued on the A&idis and Urakzais making their com- 
bined attack on the posts on the range, particularly in 
the defence of Gulistan, in a reconnaissance near which 
place on tiie 27*August he was dangerously wounded 
with a shot through the lungs. Though still suffering 
from his wound he went forward with his regiment on 
the inauguration of the Tirah Expedition, but his health 
was too seriously impaired to admit of his then entering 
on a foe^ campaign, and after a few days had elapsed 
he had to turn back and go home on furlough (India 
Medal and three Clasps). He returned to India in 
October 1898, and having rejoined his regiment at 
Eawal Findi, he officiated^ as Adjutant during the 
greater pari of the succeeding year. Towards the end 
of 1899 he was detached to the Bombay Presidency on 
ffimine relief duty, and while thus employed he died 
at Mayni, in the Satara district, on the 29th July 
1900. 

Blair, Charles Devaynes, 03., Lieutenant* 
Colonel (1806—- 1860),— ffmoe at Simla, No* 363.— En- 
tered the Bengal Army in 1821. Arrived in India in Mot 
1822, and in the following month was posted to the 3* 
Light Oaval]^, which he joined at Nasirabad. In 1824 
he accompanied the regiment to Muttra,, and served 
with it there until May 1825, when he .Was transferred 
to the 2* Extra light Cavalry, a new corps, then being 
formed, which was shortl;;^ afterwards designated the 
lO^b i^glt Oa/oalry* He joined this regiment at Meem^ 
and in the winter of 1825-26 served with it at the mege 
and capture of Bharatpur (h^^ Ontheconoludonof 
the operations he returned with the regiment to Meerut^ 
andhe served with it there until August 1828^ whm 
he was appomted acting I^^ Quairter*^Ma8ter 

tolto 8^” in^tChbvalxy^ which he jmned atEansal^ and 
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yfiih wMciL, towards the end of the year, he marched 
to Nasirabad. In May 1829 he was appointed Inter- 
preter and Qaarter-Master of his own regiment, but 
having been detained for a further period with the 
8^^, he did not re|pin the then at Mhow, until the 
following July. In December 1831, having been 
promoted to the rank of Captain, he vacated the ap- 
pointment of Interpreter and Quarter-Master. Early 
in 1832 he marched with his regiment to Kama!, in the 
autumn of 1834 to Muttra, and at the end of J839 to 
Nasirabad. Towards the end of 18 tO he accompanied 
the regiment to Ferozepore, whence in January 1842 he 
inarched with it on service to Afghanistan He com- 
znanded the regiment throughout the campaign of 1842 
under General Pollock, but having been left at Ganda- 
mak when the advance on Kabul was made in August, 
he had but a small share in the final operations (Medal ; 
and created a Companion of the Order of the Bath). 
On the return of the regiment from Afghanistan he 
proceeded with it to Meerut, whence in November 
1843 he marched with it to join the Army of Ex- 
ercise, afterwards styled the Army of Gwalior, with 
which he served throughout the Gwalior campaign, 
including the battle of Mabarajpur (Bronze Star). On 
the termination of the campaign he returned with the 
regiment to Meerut, and soon afterwards, May 1844, 
proceeded on leave to the hills. In the following March 
he went on leave to New South Wales and Sonth Africa, 
and was absent from India for more than two years. 
On his return in May 1847 he rejoined his regiment 
at Mhow, and having early in 1848 accompanied it to 
Kartarpur, in the Jullundur Doab, he served with it 
there throughout the Punjab campaign of 1848-49. 
On promotion to the rank of Lieutenant- Colonel he was 
re-posted, May 1849, to the 10*^ Light Cavalry, of 
which he remained in command until March 1851, 
when he was removed to the 7*^^ Light Cavalry, at 
Peshawar. In February 1852 he was transferred to the 
8*=^ Light Cavalry, which he joined at Ferozepore. In 
the following May he proceeded on leave to Simla and 
Kasauli, and never rejoined, having on the 20*'*^ Octo- 
ber 185^ been transferred to the Invalid Establishment. 
He thereafter resided at Simla, at which place he died 
on the 27*^ September 1860, 


Blair, Edward Maoleod, Oaiptain (1803 — 
1842 ). — Grave unknown : tablet in 8L James^ OhwroJi 
Tower, Karnal, No^ 194. — Son of General Sir Robert 
Blair, K.0.B,, of the Bengal Infantry. Bom at Sheko- 
abad on the 13‘*^ May 1803. — Entered the Bengal Army 
in 1819. Arrived in India in October 1820, and at the 
end of the following month was sent up to Muttra to 
do duty with the Light Cavalry. In January 1821 
he was posted to the 5^^ Light Cavalry at Nasirabad, 
and in the autumn of the same year he served with 
that regiment in the Haridti Field Force and was 
present in the action of Mangrol, near Kotah. At the 
end of the year he accompanied the regiment to Muttra, 
thence in 1824 to Sult^npdr, Benares, and in 1825 to 
Kaitha, in Bundelkhand. He o£S.ciated as Interpreter 
aad Quarter-Master of the regiment for more than a 
month in May and June 1825 : he was then appointed 
to officiate as Brigade-Major to the troops in Bundel- 
khand, and in July the appointment of Interpreter and 
Quarter-Master of his regiment was conferred upon 
1^, but he continued officiating in the former appoint- 
ment until August 1826, in which month he also 
resigned the latter. Towards the end of the same 
year he marched with the regiment to Neemuch, and 
he afterwards served with it at Muttra, Kamnl and 
Cawnpore, finally accompanying it toKam»l in De- 
cember 1838. During the winter of 1839-40 he accom- 
panied the regiment on escort duty with the Governor- 
General. Towards the end of 1840 he marched with 
the regiment for Afghanistan, and after serving with 
it for some time at Jalalabad and Kabul, was employed 
with it during the summer of 1841 in suppressing an 
ineurrectionaiy movement in the Ghil«ai country, in 


the neighbourhood of Ghazni, He was with two squad- 
rons of the corps at Kabul in November 1841, when 
the general insurrection broke out, and was actively 
engaged in the severe conflicts which then took place 
at and around the Afghan capital. Eventually 
when a retreat to Jalalabad was decided on, he accom- 
panied the remains of the two squadrons in a move- 
ment which was never destined to succeed, and, after 
six days of conflict amidst snow and ice and in circum- 
stances of hardship almost without a parallel, he fell in 
the sanguinary contest in the Jagds^k Pass on the 
12'*» January 1842. 

Notb. —Captiia Blair’s widow (who was a daughter of Lieu- 
tenant-deueral James Kennedy, C.B, of the Bengal Cavalry) 
could never be convinced of her hnsband’s death, and cherishing 
the belief that he was living in captivity in Afghanistan ana 
would one day return, she took up her residence in India to await 
his re-appearance. She lived many years in Cawnpore, and, with 
two of her daughters^ perished there during the terrible events of 
June and July 1857. 

Blair, Walter Creighton, Senond- Lieutenant 
(1867 —1889 ^ . — Tablet at Lahore, No, 637. — Born on the 
25’^*^ July 1867.— Entered H. M.’s. Service ou the 5^*^ 
February 1887, as a Second-Lieutenant in the Suffolk 
Regiment, and having been posted to the 2^ Battalion of 
thao corps, he joined it at the Curragh, in Ireland. In 
January 1888 he came out to India as a candidate for 
the Staff Corps, and on the 28"^ of that month he was 
appointed an Offg. Wing Officer in the 24^'^ Bengal In- 
fantry, on probation. He joined that regiment at 
Sialkot, and served with it there until the following 
September, when he proceeded wioh it on service, and 
during the two succeeding months he served with it in 
the Hazara campaign, including the operations on the 
Black Mountain (India Medal and Clasp). On the 
termination of the campaign he returned to Sialkot 
with the regiment, arriving there on the 24'^ Decem- 
ber, On the 31®‘ May 1889 he was appointed a Wing 
Officer in the regiment, with which he continued serving 
until his death. He died at Sialkot on the 27‘*» August 
1889. 

‘ Blake, Erroll, First-Lieutenant (1803 — 1827).-^ 
Grave at Karnal, No, 175.— The third sou of Henry 
James Blake, Esqr., Colonel of the Galway Militia, 
who was himself the third son of Joseph Blake, Esqr., 
of Ardfry, Co. Galway, and whose eldest son, the 
brother of this officer, succeeded, iu 1816, as the 3*^ Lord 
Wallscouri. Born on the 8^^ November 1803.—- En- 
tered the Bengal Army in 1820. Arrived in India in 
March 1822, and in the following month was posted to 
the 8^ Company 3^ Battalion, Foot Artillery (now 
the 54‘^ Field Battery, Royal Artillery), then at Dum- 
Dum. In February 1823 he was removed to the 
Company 2^ Battalion, and in February 1824 to the 
7*=*^ Company 3d Battalion. On promotion to the rank 
of First-Lieutenant he was posted, August 1824, to the 
8^^ Company 3^^ BattaHou, the company in which 
he began his service in 1822. This company, which 
shortly afterwards became the 4^^ of the 5th Battalion, 
was then on field service in Lower Burma, and, joining 
at Rangoon, he was present with it there during the 
operations of December 1824, and at the capture of 
Kokien in the same month. A few days after the 
latter event he was appointed to act as Adjutant and 
Quarter-Master of the detachment of Bengal Artillery 
with the forces in Burma, an appointment which he 
held until April 1825, when he was appointed to do 
duty with the l^* Troop of Horse Artillery ; to this 
troop he was formally posted in the following June. 
In the succeeding month he was posted to the 2*^ Troop 
2^ Brigade, Horse* Artillery (then known as the “ Rocket 
Troop,” now the b2^ Field Battery, Royal Artillei’y), 
a detachment of which formed part of the force under 
Sir Archibald Campbell in Burma. With these two 
tioops he served thronghbut the remainder of the war, 
was engaged on many occasions, and was specially 
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distinguislied for good service in command oi the 
rocket detaicliment at the storm and capture of 
Melloon. He returned to Calcutta with his detachment 
in April 1826, and in the following June was despatch- 
ed to the Upper Provinces to join the head-quai*ters of 
the 2^^ Troop 2^ Brigade, at Meerut, acting, during the 
long journey from the Presidency, as Adjutant and 
Quarter-Master of a large detachment of drafts. Shortly 
after reaching Meerut in December he^ was appointed 
Adjutant to the Sirhind Division of Artillery at Karnal, 
and he was at the same time transferred from the Horse 
Artillery to the 4*'*' Company 1®^ Battalion, Foot Ar- 
tillery (the present 22*^ Field Battery, Royal^ Artil- 
lery). He continued serving in this staff appointment 
until his death, which took place at Karndl on the 
3^ September 1827. 

Blake, Richard Peter, Oaptain (c. 1842—1875). — 
Grave at Simla : tablet at Kohat, No, 1042. — Son of 
P. Blake, Bsqr., of Holly Park, Co. Galway.—Bntered 
H. M.’s Indian Military Forces, Madras, in 1859. 
Amved in India the same year, and was appointed to 
do duty with the 44^^ Foot. In August 1859 he was 

posted to the Madras N. I., but this posting was 

afterwards cancelled, and he was |)laced on the General 
List of Infantry Officers. He continued attached to the 
44 th. Poot until the spring of 1860, when he was 

appointed to do duty with the 51*** Madras N. I., at 

Mangalore, but he soon afterwards went home on fur- 
lough, and was absent from India until the summer of 
1863. From 1863 to 1865 he did duty with the 2*^ 
Madras N. I, He then did duty for a short time with 
the 21®* Madras N. I. at Vellore, but in November 1865 
he was moved back to the 2*^ as Offg. Quarter- Master, 
in which position he remained for nearly four months. 
In February 1860 he was appointed Second Doing-Duty 
Officer (afterwards styled Second Squadron Subaltern) 
in the 4**^ Punjab Cavalry, and he continued in that 
appointment (occasionally officiating in higher ones) 
until February 1868, when he became First Squadi’on 
Subaltern. In February 1869 he served, as Orderly Officer 
to Colonel Keyes, in the expedition against the Bizoti 
Urakzais, resulting in the capture and destruction of 
Gara. From 1809 to 1871 he officiated as Station Staff 
Officer at Kohat, in addition to the duties of his regi- 
mental appointment. In S^tomber 1871 he was advanced 
to the position of Third Squadron Officer, and (twice 
officiating as Seoond-hi- Command of the regiment) he 
continued in that appointment until his death. In 1875 
he proceeded to Simla on leave, and at that place, on 
the 7*^ July, he fell a victim to the cholera which was 
then epidemic in the station. 

Blane, George Rodney, Gajptain (1791— 1821).~ 
Grave at Ludhiana, No, 568.— The second son of Sir 
Gilbert Blane, Bart,, M.D., of BlaneiBLeld, Co. Ayr, 
Physician in Ordinary to King George the Third. 
Born in 1791.— Entered the Bengal Army in 1806 as a 
Cadet of Artillery or Engineers. Arrived in India in 
March 1808, and on the 23*1 of that month was admit- 
ted and promcyfced provisionally to the rank of Lieutenant- 
Fireworker in the Artillery ; on the 28**^ he was ap- 
pointed provisionally an Ensign of Engineers, but his 
exacst status being still undetermined, he was directed 
to do duty with the Artillery in Fort William until 
further orders, and for this purpose he was posted to 
the 4*^ Company 2** Baltalion. Later on, however, he 
was formally admitted into the Corps of Engineers, and 
granted rank as Ensign therein from the 15*^ June 
1807. He continued doing duty in the Chief Engineer’s 
Office at the Presidency until November 1809, when he 
was appointed Asst.- Surveyor under the officer nominated 
to make a survey of the province of (Attack. He was 
employed on this duty until August 1810, when h^ was 
appointed to complete the public works then in progress 
at Diamond Harbour and Mayapur. Early in the 
following month he was appointed acting Adjutant of 
Engineers, and he continued officiating in this post, at 
the Presitency, for more than three years, carrying on' 


the duties in addition to those of the sevei'al surveys 
with which he was from time to time entnisted. Thus, 
in March 1811 he was appointed to survey Saugor Island 
and to lay down the channels which surround it ; in 
December 1811 he was nominated to survey the countiy 
forming the Company s fi'ontier along the river Cham- 
bal, but before the end of the month it was found that 
he could not be spared from the Presidency, and the 
nomination was recalled ; in March 1812 he was ap- 
pointed to survey the line of countiy from the village 
of Chirakol to Diamond Harbour, through which it had 
been proposed that a new road should be constructed ; 
and, finally, in October 1813, he was directed to snrv^ 
the shores of the islands situated to the eastward of 
^augor. On the completion of this duty, in the spring 
of 1814, he was transferred to the station of Ludhiana. 
In September 1814, on the breaking out of war with 
Nepal, he was ordered to proceed to Meerut and place 
himself under the orders of Major-General Gillespie, 
Commanding the Second Division of the Field Al*my, 
fpr service with the force to be sent, under that officer’s 
command, into the Debra Ddn, and on the field force 
being formally organised he was appointed Surveyor 
and Asst. Field Engineer with it. He accompanied the 
force when it moved into the Dun towards the end of 
October 1814, and was prominently engaged in the first 
attack on the fort; of Kalanga, or Nalapani, near Debra, 
in which General Gillespie was killed. On this occasion 
he was severely wounded and disabled, and though he 
remained in the field and was present at the eventual 
reduction of Kalanga and in the subsequent operations 
round Nahan, ho was unable to take any very active 
part in the remainder of tho campaign. On the termi- 
nation of the first phase of the war, in May 1815, ho 
was ordered back to Ludhiana, wlioro ho continued 
solving until 1817. From 1817 to 1819 ho was em- 
ployed as Superintendent of Works at tho fori of Hansi. 
Ho was then sent back to Ludhiana as Executive 
Officer and Superintendent of Buildings, to which 
appointment that of Superintendent of Canals in tho 
Delhi Territory and adjoining districts was added in May 
1820. In the exorcise of the varied functions of these 
appointments ho continued until his death, which took 
place at Ludhiana on the May 1821. 

Bligh, John Thomas, Oaptain ( 0 , 1813—1847).— 
Grave at KasauU, No, 280.— Entered K. M.’s Service 
on the 28*^ September 1830, as an Ensign in the 94 '^ 
Foot. Ho joined that regiment at Gibx*altar, and in 
. 1832 accompanied it to Malta. On the January 
1833 be exchanged into the 63«* Foot ; joined it at Co- 
lombo, in Ceylon, the same year, and afterwards served 
with it at Tnnoomalee and Kandy. On the 6 **^ February 
1836 he was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant. In 
the autumn of 1839 he embarked with the regiment 
for England, and having landed with it at Southampton 
in March 1840, he served with it in various parts of 
the United Kingdom for five years. On the 2*^ Decem- 
ber 1842 he attained the rank of Captain. In July 
1845 he embarked with the regiment for Bengal, and 
having landed at Calcutta in the following October, he 
remained there untilDeoember, afterwards proceeding to 
Oawnpore by water, and there, in March 1846, rejoining 
the regiment, which had moved up by land* In the 
autumn of the same year he accompanied the regiment 
to Ambala. In the following year he wont up to 
Kasauli, where he died on the 21®* October 1847. 


Bliss, Charles Earnest, Lieutenant (1866— 
1895 ). — Grave at Lrosh, OMt^al, No, 1115.-^Son of Sir 
Henry William Bliss, K,0.I.B., of the Indian Civil Ser- 
vice, sometime Member of Council, Madras; and grandson 
of Rear-Admiral Sir Thomas Fellowes, Kt. & C.B., 
Royal Navy. Bom on the 2 1 »* December 1866 —Entered 
H. M.’s Service (from the Rcml Mily. College) on the 
14^^ September 1887, as a Second-Lieutenant in the 
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but being detained by illness he did not come out and join 
his batisalion, then at Mdlt^n, until the summer of the 
following year. On the 8*^ May 1889 he was promoted 
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to the rant of Lieutenant. On the October follow- 
ing he was appointed an Offg. Wing Officer in the 20‘J» 
Bengal Infantry on probation for the Bengal StafE Corps, 
into which he was afterwards admitted with effect from 
that date. He joined that regiment at Eawal Pindi 
and served with it until the May 1891, when he was 
' transferred temporarily to the Sikh Infantry, with 
which he served in the Hazdra campaign of that year, 
including the operations on the Black Mountain (India 
Medal and Clasp). On the conclusion of the campaign 
he rejoined the 20=*^ B, I., from which, in April 
1892, he was transferred, as Offg. Wing Officer, to the 
2*^ Battalion, 3^ Gurkha Rifles, at Almora. In the 
following July he was appointed a Wing Officer in the 
1®* Battalion of the same regiment, as Quarter-Master 
of which he officiated for several months in 1893-94 
and again in 1895. In April 1895 he was appointed, 
temporarily, an Offg. Wing Officer in the 2^ Battalion 
of the regiment, with which he served in the Reserve 
Brigade of the Chitral Belief Force (New India Medal 
and Clasp). On the termination of the operations 
he remained with the battalion in Chitral, and he died 
at Drosh on the 15*^^ December 1895. 

. Blomfield, Charles Robert, Lieutenant (1825— 
1848) • — Ch'ave at Ludhiana^ No, 583.— Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1843. Arrived in India in May 1844, 
and in the following month was sent up to Benares to do 
duty with the 45^*^ N. I. In August 1844 he was 
posted to the I., which he joined at Agra. 

Towards the end of 1846 he marched with the regi- 
ment to Hurpur, in the Jullundur Doab, whence he 
proceeded with it to Hajipur in April 1847 . Early in 
the following year he accompanied the corps to Ludhi- 
ana, and at that place he died on the 15^^ May 1848. 

BoileaUs Neil Edmonstone, Major-General (1827 
—1895 ). — Grave at Murree,No, 832. — ^Bornat Gorey, 
Co. Galway, on the 8^^ April 1827. — 'Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1843, Arrived in India in December 
of tlie same year, and was sent up to Berhampore to do 
duty with the N. I. In March 1844 he was posted 
to the 27^^ I, He joined that regiment at Morad- 
abad, and having accompanied it to Ferozepore in Novem- 
ber 1845, he served with it in the Sutlej campaign of 
1845-46, inclusive of the defence of Ferozepore against 
the Sikhs (Medal). With his regiment he accompanied 
the Army to Lahore after the battle of Sobraon, and he 
was stationed at that place until December 1846, when 
he returned with the regiment to Ferozepore. In the 
winter of 1847-48 he accompanied the regiment to 
Barrackpore, and while serving there in May 1849 he 
was appointed acting Interpreter and Quarter- Master ; 
this situation he held for fifteen months. Early in 
1850 he proceeded with the regiment to Benares. In 
April 1851 he was appointed to do duty with the Arakau 
Battaliop; with this corps he took part iu the Burmese 
war of 1852-53 (Medal), and he continued serving 
with it until April 1853, when he went home on fur- 
lough. He returned to India in March 1856, and rejoin- 
ed the 27 N. I. at Peshawar, where, in the following • 
November, he was appointed to officiate temporarily as 
Interpreter and Quarter-Master to the 5^^ Light Cavalry. 
In March 1857 he was appointed Interpreter and Quar- 
ter-Master to his own regiment, and in the following 
May he was nominated acting Interpreter to H. M.’s 
*70^^ Foot in addition. A few days later he was put in 
orders to act as Adjutant and Quarter-Master of the 
Sialkot Musketry Depot, but the crisis at Peshawar, 
culminating in the disarming of the disaffected native 
troops, inoluffiBg his owq regiment, prevented his 
taking up this appointment, and in the following month 
he was directed to do duty with the 5'*^ Punjab Infantry. 
In August 1857 he was appointed Seoond-in- Command 
of the Punjab Infantry, then in course of formation 
at Kohat, and with this corps he remained until the 
following 0.5tober, officiating the whole time as Oom- 
Doandant. In June 1858 he was appointed Offg Depy. 


Judge Advocate- General at Peshawar, and he coritmued 
in that position until December 1859, when he was 
brought on the establishment as a Depy. Judge Advo- 
cate-General and posted to the Peshawar Division. In 
February 1861 he was admitted into the Bengal Staff 
Corps. He continued serving as a Deputy Judge Ad- 
vocate-General (Peshawar, Jhelum and Rawad Piudi 
Divisions) until the 31^*^ Deomber 1874, when being 
then a Lieutenant- Colonel and Brevet- Colonel in the 
Staff Corps, he retired from the service, with the hono- 
rary rank of Major-General. He died at Murree on the 
22'A December 1895. 

Bolton, John Campbell, Bnsign (1793—1852).— 
^ave at Amhala^ No. 224.— Bom in Islay, Argyllshire, 
in February 1798. — ^The earlier services of this officer 
were rendered iu the Russian Army. In March 1812 
he was taken from the Cadet Corps at St. Petersburg 
and appointed a Cadet Sergeant in the Courland Chas- 
seur Guards, which he joined at Wilna in May. The 
invasion of Russia by Napoleou took place soon afterwards, 
and he was actively engaged in the operations which 
followed, including the battles of Yaloutma and Boro- 
dino. In November 1812 he was promoted to the rank 
of Cornet in the 1®** Regiment of Cossacks of the Guard 
with which he served during the campaign of 1813 in 
Germany, including the battles of Lutzen, Bautzen, 
Dresden and Leipzio, in connection with which last he 
was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant in October 
1813. With the same corps he was subsequently present 
with the Imperial Head-Quarters, at the passage of the 
Rhine, and throughout the operations iu North-Eastern 
France to the capitulation of Paris in March 1814 
(received a Cross for the battle of Leipzic, and a Medal 
for the campaign in France) . On the return of Napoleon 
from Elba in the spring of 1815, he served with his 
regiment in the Russian Army which took part in the 
second invasion of France, and on the termination of the 
war he obtained leave from the Emperor Alexander and 
returned to England. On the 4^ October 1816, at 
Weymouth, he enlisted into the 23*^ Light Dragoons, 
and he served with that regiment until it was disbanded 
in November 1817 ; he was then transferred to the 
7 ch Hussars, with which he served iu France until 1818, 
when, on the breaking up of the Army of Occupation^ 

I he was discharged from the service. In 1819 he re- 
joined the Russian Army in his former rank of Lieute- 
I nant, and in 1820-21 he served with the Army of Ob- 
servation on the Pruth. He returned with his regi- 
ment to St. Petersburg in 1822, and in June of that 
year retired from the Russian service, with permission 
to retain his rank. On the 3^ October 1822 he en- 
I listed into the 16^*^ Light Dragoons (Lancers), with a< 
detachment of which regiment he arrived at Calcutta 
iu July 1823. In 1825-26 he served with the 16'>^ at 
the siege and capture of Bharatpur (Medal). In Nov- 
ember 1827 he was transferred to the service of the 
East India Company, and appointed Quarter-Master 
Sergeant of the 2*^ Light Cavalry ; in April 1831 he 
was appointed Sergeant-Major of the same regiment, 
and on the 11**^ July 1833 he was farther advanced to 
warrant rank and made Kiding-Master of the corps. 
Li 1838 he accompanied the 2^ Light Cavalry on the 
expedition to Afghanistan, and was present at the 
capture of Ghazni iu July of the succeeding year 
(Medal). In the autumn of 1840 he served with two* 
squadrons of the regiment in Sir Robert Sale’s cam- 
paign in the Rohistan of Kabul, and was present in the 
actions of Tutamdarra, Jdlgarh, B ibd-Khdshgarh (in- 
cluding the night attack on the British camp), Kar- 
darra and Parwa^flarra In this last affair (in which 
the two squadrons grossly misbehaved) he was em- 
ployed as a staff officer in oouveying orders to the troops 
in various parts of the field, and when thb rout of the 
' cavalry took place he had the good fortune to save the 
life of Captain Peusonby, for which that officer after- 
wards presented him with a handsome sword. On the 
return of the 2^ Light Oavahy to Hindustan and the 
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disbandineni of the corps inconsequence of the misconduct 
of the two squadrons at Parwandarra, he was appointed, 
March 1841, to do duty with the Light Cavalry, 
and joined that corps accordingly at Cawnpore. In the 
following August he was appointed Riding Master to 
the 3^ Brigade of Horse Artillery, hut he^ continued 
doing duty with the 8®** Light Cavalry until January 
1842, when he was appointed to the 11*^*^ Light Cavalry, 
a now corps raised at that time to replace the disbanded 
2 ^ . In 1843 he served with the 11**^ in the Gwalior 
Campaign, and was present at the battle of Pani«r 
(bronze star). On the 4***^ June 1847 he was promoted 
to the rank of Ensign on the Veteran Establishment, 
and in 1848-49 he served with the 11*** in the Punjab 
Campaign, including the siege and capture of Mdltan 
(medal and clasp). He continued serving with the 
11*** Light Cavalry (which became the 2** in 1850) 
until his death, which took place at Ambala on the 
8**» December 1852. 

Nors.'-Thia acGount of Mr. Bolton’s adventures prior to his 
enlistment into the 16th Lancers in 1822 is baaed on a letter written 
by him to an officer in India in 184i2. No means exist of verifying 
the statements made. Without going to the length of casing 
doubts on their absolute correctness, it may be remarked that they 
contain inconsistencies which would have been better for a little 
explanation. It b significant that when be enlisted into the IG^b 
Lancers he described himself (not as a Lieutenant in the Russian 
Imperial Guard, or as an ex-dragoon in the British service, but) 
as a labourer, 

Bolton, Samuel, C.R., lieutenant Colonel and 
Br^'oet- Colonel (c. 1791— 1846).— GVaue at Ferozepore, 
No, 479. — ^Entered ^ H. M ’^Service on the 5**^ February 
1807, as an Ensign in the SI®* Foot, and having 
been posted to the 2 <* Battalion of that regiment he 
joined it in Guernsey. He afterwards proceeded with 
the battalion to Ireland, and in the autumn of 180 H 
he embarked with it for Portugal ; and having landed at 
Lisbon in November, he took pai-t in various movements 
until the following spring. On the 6*** April, 1809, he 
was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant, There^ter 
he served with the battalion throughout the Peninsular 
War, having been present and taken part in the battles 
of Talavera, Busaco and Albuhera (in which he was 
wounded), the action of Arroyo-dos-Molinos (in which 
a division of the French Army was surprised and all 
but annihilated), the battles or Vittoria, the Pyrenees 
and the Nive, the combat of Garris, the battle of Orthes, 
the action of Aire, and, finally, the battle of Toulouse, 
in the last seven of which he served as Adjutant of the 
battalion, having been appointed to that situation on 
the 27‘** May 1813. On the termination of the war he 
returned home with the corps, and the battalion having 
been disbanded in October 1814, he was transferred to 
the 1®* Battalion of the regiment, which he joined at 
Messina, in Sicily, in May 1815, and with which he 
afterwards proceeded to Naples, Genoa and Malta. 
Me retnraed home with the 31®* in 1818, and on the 
24*** October 1822 was promoted to the rank of Cap- 
tain. In 1825 he accompanied the regiment to India. 
On the 14*** June 1883 he was promoted to the rank of 
Major, and on the 24*** November 1835 he attained that 
of lieutenant-Oolonol. Early in March 1842, in com- 
mand of the regiment, he proceeded on service to 
Afghanii^tan, and at Jalalab>^d on the 5**^ May joined 
the Army under General Pollock, under whom he conti- 
ntted serving unlil the end of the war, in which he had 
a distinguiahed share, having been present in the actions 
of Mazina, Jagdalak (horse shot under him) and Tezin, 
the re-occupation of Kabul, and various actions during 
the return march through the passes between Kabtd 
and Pei^dwar. For his services during the campaign 
he received a medal, was appointed an Aide-de-Oamp to 
5 . M. the Queen with the rank of Colonel in the Army 
(5J3* December 1842), and was further created a Com- 
gmicrn of ihe^ Order of the Bath, After his return 
xrQiu Afghanistan he commanded the regiment at 
AmbMa, when^, May 1843, he proceeded on service 
to Khfatal, TO the Ji^^nal district disturb- 


ances had taken place and a small British detachment 
very severely handled. He was subsequently in com- 
mand of the regiment at Ferozepore and Amb^ila until 
December 1845, when, on the outbreak of the first Sikh 
War, lie was appointed to command, with the rank of 
Brigadier, the First Brigade of Infantry of the Army of 
the Sutlej At the head of this brigade he moved, with * 
the Army, towards the Sutlej, to meet the Sikh invasion, 
but in the first engagement of the campaign, at Mtidki 
on the 18‘** December, he received a mortal wound, from 
the effects of which he died at Ferozepore on the 4*** 
January 1846. 

Bolton, Thomas William, Captain (1804—1846). 
^ Crave at Ferozepore, No. 472 — Entered the Bengal 
Anny in 1821. Arrived in India in September 1822, 
and in the following month was ordered up to Dinapors 
to do duty with the 2^ Battalion, 23a N. I. ; a few days 
later, however, he was posted to the 2^ Battalion, 19**® 
N. I , and he therefore went on and joined that corps 
at Jaunpur. In September 1823 he was removed to the 
2« Battalion, 16*** N. L, which he joined on its arrival 
at Muttra in the following November, and he was re- 
tained with this corps when, in the geneial reorganisa- * 
tion of May 1824, it became the 33^ N. 1. In July 1825 
he was again moved, this time to the 2^ Extra N, I, 
at Cawnpore, and from this corps, in the following Oc- 
tober, he exchanged into the 2** N. I. ^ He joined this 
regiment at Sultanpiir, Oudh, whence, in 1826, he ao*^ 
compained it to Kaita in Bundolkhand. In November 
1826 he went home on furlough. On his return in 
November 1829 he rejoined his regiment at Barrack- 
poic, whence in November 1830 ho proceeded with it to 
Dinapore. In July 1831 he was appointed Adjutant of 
the regiment. Early in 1834 he accompanied the corps 
to Saugor, at which station, in May 1835, he relin- 
quished the Adjutancy in consequence of his promotion 

the rank of Captain. Towards the end of 1886 he 
marched with the regiment to Lucknow, and in January 
1838 he again went home on furlough. Ho returned 
to India in January 1841, but his regiment being then 
on service in Afghanistan, he was ordered, March 1841, 
to do duty with the 19*** N. I. at Kainal, until an oppor- 
tunity should offer of joining his own corps. This did 
not occur until the spring of 1842, when he went up^ to 
Kandahar with the force under the command of Major- 
General England, having been present en route in the 
action of Haikalzai. In May 1842 be accompanied his 
regiment to the relief of Kalat-i-Ghilzai, and in the fol- 
lowing August he marched northwards with the force 
under General Nott, and was present with it in the 
action of Goaine, the re-capture of Ghazni, the actions 
of Beni Badam and Maidan, the re-occupation of Kabul, 
and several actions in the passes between Kabul and 
PeshSwar during the return march to Hindustan (med- 
al). On the breaking up of the Army at Ferozepore 
he marched with the regiment to Agra, arriving there 
in March 1843. Towards the end of the game year he 
again accompanied his regiment into the field and served 
with it in the Gwalior Campaign, including the battle 
of Maharajpur (bronze star). On the conclusion of the 
’campaign he returned with the regiment to Agra, 
whence, in November 1845, he accompanied it to Am- 
bala, on escort duty with the Governor-General, Sir 
Henry Hardinge. In the following month, on the out- 
break of the first Sikh War, he marched with his tegi* 
mont to the front, and served with it in the first phase 
of the Sutlej Campaign ; he was present with it at the 
battle of Mudki on the 18*** December, and was severely 
wounded, but, undeteroed sufferings he continued at 
his duty with his regiment, and again went into action 
with it at Firozshahr on the here he was again 
severely wounded, and, fromtixe combined effects 
these injuries, he died at Ferozepore on the 7*** January 
1846.

(1819— *1856)*-— (Jrare at Lahore Cantonment, No* 666.—** 

Tifl aon ef Sis Jdm Fewtoa Booglisy, Sort, (H), 
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of Aqualate, Co. Stafford. Bom on the December 
1819. - Entered H. M.*s Service on tbe 30**^ July 1836 
as an Ensign in the 81®^ Foot. He joined that regi- 
ment at Gibraltar, and at the end of 1839 accompanied 
it to Barhadoes. On the 12^^ June 1840 he was pro- 
moted to the rank of Lieutenant. He afterwards served 
with the regiment at Trinidad and Antigua and other 
places in the West Indies until June 184)3, when he 
proceeded with it to Canada, where^he served with it for 
four years. On the 5*^ April 1847* he was promoted to 
the rank of Captain. In the autumn of the same year 
he returned home with the regiment, and during the 
next six years he served with it in various parts of the 
United Kingdom. In July 1863 he embarked with 
the corps for Bengal, and landing at Calcutta in Octo- 
ber, he proceeded with it to the Tipper Provinces, arriv- 
ing at Meerut in March 1854. On the 16*^*^ June 1855 
he was promoted to the rank of Major, and towards 
the end of the same year he accompanied the regiment 
to Mian Mir, Lahore. He continued serving with the 
81®^^ at that place until early in April 1856, when he 
left en voute to the hills on sick leave ; be did not, how- 
ever, get any further than Amritsar, where he died on 
the 8^*^ of that month. His remains were earned back 
to Mian Mir, and there interred with military honours. 

Boulnois, Arthur, Second-Lieutenant (1828 — 
1852).— Crraue in Fort MioJini^ No. 1025 ; tablet in 8t. 
John^s Church, Peshawar, No. 981. — Son of William 
Boulnois, Esq.. Born at Sudbury, Co. Suffolk, on the 
3^ October 1828.— Entered the Bengal Army in 1848. 
Arrived in India in June 1850, and in the same month 
was sent up to Ludhidna to do duty with the Corps of 
Sappers and Pioneers. In Hovemher 1850 he was at- 
tached to the 2d Company of Pioneers (afterwards the 
gth Company of the Sappers and Miners), which was 
then “ on command ” at Simla, employed on the Hin- 
dustan and Thibet “Road. On the reorganisation of the 
corps taking place in March 1851 he was posted to the 
command of the 2^ Company of Sappers and Miners at 
Peshawar. In the following May he was appointed to 
superintend the construction of a pontoon-bridge across 
the Kabul river, and towards the end of Octote 1851 
he was employed, in command of his company, in the 
operations conducted by Sir Colin Campbell (afterwards 
Lord Clyde) against the Michni Mohmands. In Nov- 
ember 1851 he was appointed to act as an Asst. Exe- 
cutive Engineer in the Public Works Department for 
the purpose of superintending the construction of a fort 
near the site of the Dabb villages, which had been de- 
stroyed on account of the misconduct of their Mohmand 
inhabitants : this was the present Miohni fort, the con- 
struction of which was carried out under the protection 
of the field force commanded by Sir Colin Campbell, in 
the face of the opposition of the neighbouring Moh- 
mand tribes. On the completion of the fort at the end 
of December he was left in it with his company, as 
part of the garrison, but he lost his life a short time 
after, for, having ridden out in company with other 
ofi&cers of the garrison, he was shot dead by some Moh- 
mands concealed in a tower which he had iucautionsly 
approached,— 15^*^ January 1852. EEis hody was recover- 
ed, and interred in one of the bastions of Fort Michni. 

Bourke, Theophilus John, Lieutenant (1814 - 
Grave at Ambala, No, 199. Entered H. M.^s 
Seivice on the 10^*^ May 1835 as an Ensign in the 31** 
Foot. He joined the regimental depot at Chatham, and 
continued serving with it'Until the end of 1837, when 
he proceeded to India and joined the regiment at Dina- 
pore. In November 1838 he marched with the regi- 
ment to Ghazipur, where he served with it for two 
.years. On the 26^^ September 1839 he was promoted 
m the rank of Lieutenant. In October 1840 he marched 
with the 31®^ for Agra, arriving there at the end of the 
following month. In January 1842 he proceeded with 
the regiment to Ferozepore, en route to Afghanistan on 
service, and marching across the Punjab he with it 
joined the force under Genial Pollock at Jal^ab&d on 


the May. Thereafter he served witH the corps 
throughout the campaign of 1842, and was present in 
both the actions at Mazina, but he was unfortunately 
precluded from sharing in the important operations 
resulting in the re-occupation of Kabul, he having', 
when the final advance on that place was made in 
August, been ordered to remain behind at Jalalabad 
in charge of the sick and convalescents of the regiment 
(medal) . On the return of the Army from Afghanistan 
he accompanied the 31 ■’i to Ambala, arriving there to- 
wards the end of January 1843. In May he accom- 
panied the corps to Kaithal, on service, but returned 
soon afterwards to Ambala. When the regiment pro- 
ceeded to Ferozepore in November, he was left* b^nd 
at Ambda, at which place he died on the 19t^ Decem- 
ber 1843. 

Bowring, John Bellasis, Captain (1872—1904).—' 
Grave and tablet at Lera Ismail Khan, Nos» 1086 and 
1089. — The fourth son of Lewin Bentham Bowring, 
Esq., C.8.I., sometime Private Secretary to Lord Can- 
ning when Viceroy and Governor- General of India, and 
afterwards Chief Commissioner of Coorg and Mysore ; 
and grandson of Sir John Bowring, Kt., formerly Gov- 
ernor of Hong-Kong. Born on the 10* November 
1872.— Entered H. M.^s Service ^from the Royal Mily. 
College) on the 28*^ January 1893 as a Second- Lieut- 
enant on the Unattached List of Candidates for the In- 
dian Staff Corps. On arrival in India he was attached, 
13*=*^ April 1893, to the 1®* Battalion, Devonshire Regi- 
ment (the 11*^ Foot'), at R*awal Pindi, with which he 
served for one year, on the expiry of which, 13*^ April 
1894, he was admitted into the Indian Staff Corps. 
In the same month he was appointed an Offg. Wing 
Officer in the 2^ Punjab Infantry. He joined that re-* 
giment at Edwardesabad, and in the winter of 1894-95 
served with it in the Waziristan Expedition, under* 
taken for the purpose of punishing the Mahsud Waziris 
for their unprovoked attack on the camp of the Bound- 
ary Commission in Wana in November 1894 (India 
medal and clasp). On the conclusion of the operations 
he accompanied the regiment to the Tochi Valley, where 
he served with it until March 1896 : he then returned 
with it to Edwardesabad, whence in January 1897 he 
marched with it to Abbottabad. Early in 1897 he was 
appointed Offg. Quarter Master of the regiment. In 
July 1897 he waS appointed temporarily an * Offg. Wing 
Officer in the 1st Sikh Infantry, and with that Corps he 
served for a brief period during the operations in the 
Tochi Valley ; but in September he rejoined the 2*^ 
Punjab Infantry, with which he took part in the opera- 
tions on the Samana Range, including the relief of 
Gulistan, and subsequently in the Tirah Campaign, in- 
cluding the hotly-opposed march down the Bara Valley 
(India medal and three clasps). After the ter- 
mination of the War he served with his regiment 
in the Kohat-Knram Force until October 1898, when 
he was transferred to civil employ in the Punjab 
and appointed Asst. Commissioner of Jnllundnr. 
He afterwards served in the same position at Kohat, 
Dhannsala and Dera Ismail Khan until November 
1901, when he was removed to civil employ in the 
North-West Frontier Province. In March 1902 he 
went home on leave. On his return, a year later, he 
was appointed Asst. Commissioner at Thai, in the 
Kohat District, and not long afterwards he was ap- 
pointed Offg. Political Agent in Wana. He was hold- 
ing the last-mentioned appointment when he was assas- 
sinated by a fanatic, at 8arwekai, on the 20fcii September 
1904. 

Box, Thomas, Captain (1806— 1845).— at 
Ferozepore, No. 442. — Entered the Bengal Army in 
1822. Arrived in India in May 1823, and was sent up 
to Dinapore to do duty with a detachment of the Eurp- 
.pean Regiment stationed thei^. In the following Octo- 
ber he was posted to the 2^ Battalion, 18*^ N. L, then at 
Nagpur, but was directed to continue doing duty with 
ihe detachment of the European Regiment at Dinapore 
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ttniH fartlier orders. On the reorganisation of the 
Army taking place in May 1824 lie was posted to the 
(late 2d Battalion 18^^), in which corps he 
was adyanced to the rank of Lieutenant on the 18^^ 
August following ; but in the succeeding October he 
exchanged from the 87**^ into the corps with a detach- 
ment of which he had hitherto been doing duty, and 
which now bore the designation of the 1®^ European 
Begiment. He joined this regiment at Grhazipur early in 
](825, and later in the same year he marched with it to 
Cawnpore and thence to Agra. Early in January 
1826 he proceeded with the regiment to join the Army 
before Bharatpur, and he was present with it at the 
aiege and storming of that fortress. After the fall of 
Bharatpur he marched hack to Agra with the regiment, 
airiying there on the 15^*^ March, and he was still sery- 
ing with it there when in 1829 the corps again became 
ihs European Begiment, the 2d European Regiment 
haying been absorbed into it. Early in 1882 he accom- 
panied the regiment to Dinapore ; towards the end of 
1835 he moved hack with it to Agra, and he eerved 
with it there until it marched for Ferozepore, in the 
autumn of 1838, to join the Army of the Indus. 
Marching from Eerozepore in Decemher 1838, he ao* 
companied the regiment to Afghanistan, where he 
fieryed with it throughout the campaigns of 1839-40, 
including the storm and capture of Ghazni (medal), the 
ecoupation of Kabul, the attack on Pashdt f in which he 
commanded the only company of the regiment that was 
ooga^d), and the capture of the Kajja- Forts, in the 
Waziri Vallejr, near Jalalabad. He returned from 
Afghanistan with the regiment (which was now styled 
iBt Buropean Light Infantry) early in 1841, and 
serred with it at Karnal until the autumn, of 1842, 
when he marched with it to join the Army of Reserve 
at Ferozepore^ On the breaking up of that Army he 
accompanied the corps to Subathu, arriving there* at 
the end of March 1843. In the following November he 
proceeded with it to Ludhiana, and afterwards to Fe- 
rozepore, returning with it to Subathu at the end of 
April 1844. At this station he continued serving with 
it until December 1845, when, on the outbreak of the 
first Sikh War, the regiment was ordered down in baste 
to join the Army of the Sutlej. With the regiment he 
joined the forces under the Conunander-in-Chief on the 
19*^ December, the day after the battle of Mudki, and 
on the 21^^ he was with it in the sanguinary battle of 
Fixozshahr, hi which he was one of the first to fall, 
having been shot through the head as ho gallantly led 
forward his men to the assault of the Sikh entrench- 
ments. 

Kors — IjieuteiLaiLt.poloiiel Innes in Ms account o£ the Royal 
Munster Fusiliers (a real history of which has yet to be written)

Boydiji Gardner! Oaptain (c.3787— 1829)."-Oraue 
at Karml : m No. 196. — ^Entered the Bengal Army in 

1803. Arrived in India on the last day of November 

1804, and on ihe 14^*^ April 1806 was posted to the 1®* 
Battalion 2d N. X. On the 22^ .luue following he was 
removed to the l^t Battalion 25**^ N. I., which he joined 
at Agra, and with which he served at the siege of Gohad 
in February 1806. In the course of the saine year he 
marched with the battalion to ARahabad, whence he 
accompanied it to Dacca and Chittagong in 1808, and 
to Barraokpore in 1810. In August 1810 he was ap- 
pointed to the Battalion of Bengal Yolunteers, form- 
ed for the purposes of the expeditiou directed against 
the French isMds in the Indiim Ocean, and with it he 

-tfook part in the descent on and conquest of the Ide of 


Prance (Mauritius) in the November and December fol- 
lowing (medal). On his return to India in 1811 he 
rejoined the !•* Battalion 25^*^ at Barrackpore, whence 
he marched with it to Midnapore in 1812, and to Cut- 
tack in 1813. From December 1813 to March 1814 he 
officiated as Ad 3 utant of the battalion, and in the latter 
year he took part in operations against insurgents in the 
Khdrda District. At the end of the year he marched 
with the corps for Bareilly, but before it reached that 
place he was appointed, January 1815, acting Adjutant 
of the 1®' Battalion 30''^ N. I. (now styled “ the 8‘h itaj, 
puts ’*), — a new corps then in course of formation and 
organisation at Dinapore. He rejoined his own battalion 
later in the year, accompanied it to Mainpiiri in 1816, 
and served with it at the siege and capture of Hathras 
in 1817, and, in the Right Division of the (»rand Army, 
in the Mahratta-Pindari Campaign of 1817-18, in the 
course of which he officiated for some tiuie as Adjutant 
to a detached wing of the battalion. On the conclusion 
of the operations h^e marched with the corps to Meerut, 
and thence towards the end of 1819 to Ludhiana. On 
attaining the rank of Captain he was re-posted, January 
1821, to the 1®*^ Battalion of the with which at the 
end of the same year he proceeded to Nasirabad, and, 
early in 1824, to Agra. On the reorganisation of May 
1824 taking place he was posted to the 50*^** N. I. (late 
Battalion of the 25^^), which he joined at Nasirabad 
in November, marching to that place with a wing of the 
IQth N. I., to which he had been temporarily attached 
for duty. In January and February 1825 he officiated 
as Brigade-Major to the Rajputana Field Force. In 
18^6 he marched with his regiment to Allahabad, at 
which place he officiated as Fort Adjutant fi-onj. Octot 
ber 1827 to April 1828. In December 1828, just as the 
regiment was about to majL‘ch fbr Gorakhpux*, he obtain*^ 
ed leave to proceed to the hills north of Debra on, 
znedieal certificate, but his health was greatly broken 
eoad he got no further than Karnal, at which place ha 
died on the 12^^ March 1829.

Bracken, John, Oaptain (1804— 1850).-— ffrav® 
at Simla, No. 325. — Entered the Bengal Army in 1821, 
Arrived in India in February 1823, and in the following 
month was posted to the 2^ Battalion 22 ^ N, L, at 
Nagpur, but there being some difficulty in his getting 
to that place at the time, he was permitted to do duty 
temporarily with the 1®* Battalion of the 19‘b 
Benares. ^ In September 1823 he was transferred to the 
2^ Battalion N. I., which he joined at Mhow, and 
with which he shortly afterwards marched to Neemuoh. 
In May 1824, on the general reorganisation of the 
Army taking place, he was finally posted to the 
N. I. (late 2^ Battalion 14^^^ ). In 1&26 he pro- 
ceeded with the regiment to Shahjahanpur, and towards 
the end of the same year he went home on furlough, 
Ou his return to Into in September 1828 he was grant- 
ed leave to remain at the Presidency for six months, and 
while there, in March 1829 he was appointed Offg. 
Secretary to the Board of Superintendence for improv- 
ing the Breed of Cattle : this appointment he held until 
the following August, and having then again gone on 
leave he did not rejoin his regiment (which was at 
Meerut at the time) until January 1830. In April 
1830 he was appointed acting Adjutant of the regiment, 
hut in the following June he was compelled by ill-health 
to proceed ou leave to the hills, and he was there until 
the end of November. From the beginning of Fehraaiy 
to the end of September 1881 he was on duty at the 
Landour Convalescent Dep8t ; he then went on lea# 
to Calcutta, and at the end of December proceeded coa 
sick leave to South Africa. He came hack in January 
1833, but wasagainonleaveuntil Aprfi, whenhe wee 
pmnitted to join and do duty with the 7#^ N. L ai 
Hivsapixr ; eventuallf he rejoined hie owb reginaaatat 
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Jubbulpore ip, June* He was still, However, in a bad 
state oi Health, and in September 1833 He went Home 
on furlongH. He retomed to India in August 1^36, 
and rejoined his regiment at Banda. In May 1838 He 
was again obliged to go Home on furlough, but He was 
back again, with His Health at last fully restored, in 
November 1839, and Having rejoined His regiment at 
Banda, He proceeded with it to Lucknow in the spring 
of 1840. In October and November 1840 He officiated 
as Brigade-Major in OudH. At the end of 1841 He 
accompanied the regiment to Barrackpore. In Novem- 
ber 1842 He was appointed Brigade-Major at that 
station, and He Held the post until November 1843, 
when He was obliged to vacate it on His regiment leaving 
Barrackpore for Jamalpur, While at BisHnatH in 
March 1814, in command of two companies defcacHed 
from Jamalpur, He was appointed Commandant of the 
2^ Assam Sebundy Corps, wHicb He joined at DibrugarH, 
but ihat corps Having been disbanded in the autumn. 
His services were replaced at the disposal of the Com- 
mandeivin-CHief in October, and he rejoined His regi- 
ment at Jamalpur in January 1845. From that place 
He accompanied the regiment to BerHampore, but left it 
soon after His arrival iHere, in consequence of His Having 
bean selected for stafiE employment. On the last day 
of Februa^ 1846 He was appointed a Brigade-Major on 
the establishment, and in the following month He was 
po^ed to the OudH District. In November 1845 
He was transferred in the same position to Barrackpore, 
bat not Having been relieved immediately at Lucknow, 
He did not join His new appointment until the latter 
end of December, la January 1846 He was appointed 
tjp act as^ Depy. Asst. Adjutant- General of the Presi- 
&ncy Division, and in the following May to officiate 
as Asst. Adjutant- General ; the latter post He continued 
holding until May 1847, when He reverted to His 
appointment of Brigade-Major at Barrackpore. In 
August 1847 He was appointed a Depy. Asst. Adjutant- 
General on the estabUsHment, and was posted to the 
Saugor Division. In January 1848 He was transferred 
in the same capacity to the Presidency Division, and in 
the following October He was appointed to officiate as 
Second Assistant Adjutant- General of the Army, and 
was placed in charge of the Adjt.- General’s Office at 
the Presidency. In Februajy 1849 He was appointed 
an Asst. Adjt.-Genl, of Division and posted to the 
Presidency Command, but He continued, by order, 
to officiate as Second Asst. Adjutant- General of the 
Army until the following April, when. He was made 
peTirmanent in that appointment. In May 1850 He 
was appointed First Asst, Adjt.-Genl. of the Army 
and was, at the same time, nominated to officiate as 
Depy. Adjt.-Genl. To enter upon the duties of 
latter appointment He proceeded and joined Army 
Bead-Quarters at Simla, and at that place, after He Had 
Held the post for little more than six monihs, he died 
m the 10^^ November 1850. 

BradshSLW, James Hill, Lieutenant (o. 1837 — 
1 857 )*-— at Delhi ; tablets at Delhi and SiaVkot^ 
Nos, 162 cmd 730.— Entered H. M.’s Service on the 
29^ February 1856 as an Ensign in the 52^ Foot (the 
Oxfordshire Light Infantry), and was promoted to the 
rank of Lieutenant on the 11th July following. He 
came out to India towards the end of the year, and in 
Pehru^ 1867 joined the regiment at camp Pipli, 
while it was on the march from Lucknow to Sialkot, 
at which station it arrived on the 14*^ of the following 
jpontH. On the outbreak of the Mutiny in May 1857 
He marched with the re^ment from SialHot to join the 
Punjab Moveable Column under Brigadier- General 
Nicholson, and with that column He took part in vari- 
moyements and operations in the Punjab, including 
iHo actions at Trimmu GHEt, on the Bavi, in which the 
jpntineers from Sialkot were routed and practically 
anuihilaied. He afterwards accompanied the Moveable 
Colunm to Delhi, served at the siege from the Au- 
after taking part in ths storming of the 


Kashmir Gate, was killed inside the city in a gallant 
attempt to rush one of the enemy^s gnus, — 14*^ Septem- 
ber 1857. 

Brasfer- Creagh, George Percy, Gajptain 
(1864 — 1900 ), — Tablet at Rawal Findi, No. 807. — The 
eldest son of John Brasier-Creagh, Esqr., formerly of 
the Royal Navy, and grandson of George W. Brasier- 
Creagh, Esqr , of Creagh Castle, Co. Cork, descended 
from the Brasiers of Ballyellis and the CreagHs of 
Ballyandrew, both in the same county. Born on the 
4*^ September 1864.— Entered H. M.’s Service on the 
22^ October 1881 as a Lieutenant in the 9*=*^ Battalion 
of^ the King’s Royal Rifle Corps (the North Cork 
Militia), from which He was appointed a Lieutenant in 
the 1«^ Battalion, East Surrey Kegiment (the 31®^^ Foot) 
on the 14^** May 1884 He joined that corps at Gib- 
raltar, and thence accompanied it to India in January 
1885. On the 30**^ March 1886 He was appointed an 
Offg, Squadron Officer in the 3^ Bengal Cavalry on 
probation for the Bengal Staff Corps, into which He was 
subsequently admitted with effect from that date In 
September 1886 He was transferred, in the same position, 
to the 9^*^ Bengal Cavalry (Lancers), and in April 1888 
He was appointed a Squadron Officer in that regiment. 
He was afterwards, for five years, on the personal staff 
of the Viceroy (Lord Lansdowne), as extra Aide-de- 
Camp from .lanuary to December 1899, and as Aide-de- 
Camp from December 1889 to January 1894, but dur- 
ing this period He was twice employed on field service,— 
in the second Miranzai Expedition, 1891, includiug 
most of the engagements on the Samana Range (India 
medal and olasp), and in the bazai Expedition of I892i 
on both occasions as Orderly Officer to the General 
Commanding, Sir William Lockhart. In February 
1894 He rejoined His regiment at ^ Rawal Pindi, and in 
t3xe following month He wis appointed Adjutant, — a post 
which He Held for fourteen months. In 1896, with 
a detached squadron of the regiment, He served in 
the Chitral Relief Expedition (India medal and 
clasp). In October of same year He attained the 
position of Squadron Commander. On the outbreak of 
the Frontier War in 1897 He was for some time attached 
to the Cavalry of the Corps of Guides as an Offg. 
Squadron Commander, and He served with that coi^s 
in the Malakand Field Force, including the action of 
Lundakai, in Upper Swat. He rejoined His own regi- 
ment fthen forming part of the Peshawar Oolximn of 
the Tirah Field Force), early in October, and there- 
after He served in various operations in connection with 
the Tirah Expedition, including the affair near Mama- 
nai, in the Bara Valley (in which His squadron became 
entangled in the Hilis and sustained some loss), and 
that in the Eajurai plain (clasp added to 
medal). In 1899 he was employed for some time as an 
Attache at the head-quarters of the Punjab Command. 
Early in the following year he proceeded to South 
Africa on special service, and was there placed 
in command of an irregular corps styled “Roberts’ 
Light Horse.^’ At the Head of this corps ho was mor- 
tally wounded on the 23^ April 1900 in an action 
fought at Leeuw Kop, near Kareefontein, about fifteen 
miles to the soiith-east of Bloemfontein, in Orangia, 
and He died in consequence, at Eirstelaagte, on the 
27*^ of the same month. 

Brenchley, John^IAmtenmt (c. 1825—1845).-— 
Oranje at Ferozejpore^ No, ^479.— Entered H. M.’s Ser- 
vice (from the Royal Military College, Sandhurst) 
on the 24**^ February 1843 as an Ensign in the 31®** 
Foot. Arrived in Ludia in October 1848, and joined 
the 31®* at Ferozepore in January 1844. In the follow- 
ing April He moved with the corps to AmbMa, and on 
the 8**^ October 3844 He was promoted to the jfenk of 
Lieutenant. On the Sikhs crossing the Sutlej in De- 
cember 1846, He moved forward with his regiment to 
meet the invaders, but His first fight was also His last 
for in the battle of Mudki on the 18*^ of that month He 
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received a mortal wound, of whicli lie died in camp the 
same night. 

Brickdale, John Fortescue, Lieutenant (1823 
—1846). — Grave at Amhdla, 211.-The third and 
youngest son of John Fortescue Briohdale, Esqr., of 
Birchamp House, Co. Gloucester. Born in October 
1823. — Entered H. M.*s Service (from the Royal MUi- 
Tiary College) on the 8®^ February 1841 as an 
Ensign in the 61®* Foot. He joined that regiment at 
Woolwich, and afterwards served with it in various 
parts of England and Ireland. On the 20*^ August 
i 842 he was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant, and 
on the 23*^ August 1844 he was appointed Adjutant. 
Be arrived in India with the regiment in October 1845, 
and shortly afterwards proceeded with it to Cawnpore, 
whence, in the autumn of the following year, he accom- 
panied it to Anibala, He died at that place on the 
13 December 1846, in consequence of injuries received 
in a fall from his horse. 

Brind, Frederick, O.B., Lieutenant-^Golonel and 
Brevet-Oolonel ( 1801— 1857).— 6/m’e at Hialkot, No, 
706. — Bom at Putney, Co. Surrey, in 1801. — ^Entered 
the Bengal Army iu 1819 as a Cadet of Artillery. 
Sailed from England on the 26*^ September 1820 in the 
H. E. 1. 0. S. Brilliant, which vessel was wrecked on 
the 26*^^ February following off Narsipur, Rajamandii. 
Arrived at FoH William in March 1821, and was posted 
in the same month to the 6*^ Company 3^ Battalion, 
Foot Artillery, at Dum-Dum, with which he r. .maiued 
until May 1822. He was then removed to the Com- 
pany 3^^ Battalion at the same station, -with which ho I 
continued serving there until the following year. In 
1823'* 24, during the period of the Burmese incursions 
into Assam, Oachar and Chittagong, ho was employed 
on the eastern and south-eastern frontiers with de- 
tachments of golandaz, but tho climate of those regions 
Mooted him so injuriously that ho had to return to tho 
Pi’esidency at the end of January 1824, and was after- 
wards obliged, in the following June, to go home on 
furlough. He returned to India in Marcli 1828, and 
having in that month, after various nominal transfers 
and removals, been posted to the 3^^ Company Batta- 
lion, he proceeded to the Upper Pro\ h ices and joined 
that company at Kaimal in the autumn. In June 1830 
. he was removed to the 3^ Company 2^ Battalion, wliich 
he joined on its anival at Kamal in the following Nov- 
mber. In September 1831 he was transfeirred to the 
Horse Artillery, and after doing duty for two months 
with the 3^ Brigade at Meerut, he was posted in Nov- 
ember 1831 to the 1®' Troop, 2^ Brigade, at Karnal. 

In August 1832 he was transferred to the 4*^ Troop, 

3^ Brigade, at Meerut, and in January 1833 to the 4*^ 
Troop, 2^ Brigade, at Ludhiana. With this troop, in 
1836, he was employed for some time on service in the 
Jhind district. In November 1836 he was removed to 
the 1®* Troop, 3^ Brigade, and in the following Feb- 

he was appointed A^jiitant and Quarter Master 
m the 3^ Brigade, — an a]r)pomtment which he held, at 
’'Karnal and Cawnpore, until his promotion to the rank 
of Captain in April 1838. After his promotion he was 
appointed, May 1838, to the command of the 1®* Com- 
pany Battelion, Foot Artillery, at Dum-Dum, and 
m the follomng year he officiated for some time as 
Depy. Principal Commissary of Ordnance. In De- 
^mber 1839 ne was removed to the 1®* Company 1®* 
Battalion at Dum-Dum, and in April 1840 he was re- 
appointed to the Horse Artillery and posted to the 1®* 
xTOop, 3^ Brigade (now “ L ” Battery, Royal Horse 
. Artillery, which he jeiued at Dum-Dum, and the 
command of which he held for nearly eight years. lo 
^e Bering of 1842 he proceeded with this troop to 
vawnpore, and at the close of the following year he 
commanded it in the Gwalior Campaign, including the 
Paniar (bronze star, and promoted to the rank 
of Major by brov^). On the conolasion of the campaign 
hejfetumed with the troop to Cawnpore, whence, in the 


spring of 1845, he proceeded with it to Ambala, On 
the outbreak of the first Sikh War he went to the front 
with his troop and commanded it throughout the Sutlej 
Campaign of 1845-46, inclusive of the bittles of Mudl^ 
Fii’ozshahr and Sobraon (medal and two clasps, and 
promoted to Lieutenant-Colonel by brevet^. On the 
termination of the war he returned with the troop to 
Amhdla, and remained in command of it there until 
January 1848, when he vacated on promotion to the 
regimental rank of Major. He was then posted to the 
2d Brigade of Horse Artillery, the head-quarters of 
which he joined at Ambala, and on the outbreak of the 
second Sikh War he proceeded with it on service and 
commanded it throughout the Punjab Campaign of 
1848-49, including the action of Ramnagar, the passage 
of the Ohenab, and the battles of Chilianwala and GuJ- 
rat (medal and two clasps, and created a Companion of 
the Order of the Bath). On the close of the operations 
he returned to Ambala witb the 2d Brigade, and soon 
afterwards proceeded on leave for six months. In Not- 
ember 1849 he was removed to the 1®* Battalion of Foot 
Artillery at Agra ; in August 1851 to the 6*^ Battalion, 
which he joined on its amval at Agi*a iu the following 
Ivovember ; and in September 1853 back to the 1®* Bat- 
talion, which he joined at Jullundur. In Juno 1854 he 
was promoted to the rank of Colonel by brevet, and ho 
afterwards for somo time commanded tho station pf 
Jullundur. On promotion to the regimental rank of 
Lieutenant-Colonel, he was re-posted, January 1855, to 
the !«' Battalion, and was again for somo time in cor^i- 
mand at Jullundur. In March 1856 ho was appointed 
a Brigadier on the establishment, and was posted to 
Smlkot, Ho was commanding at Sialkot when the mu- 
tiny of the Native troops thore took place on tho 9!’*'^ 
tiuly 1857, and he was one of the first victims of 
the outbreak ; he was endeavouring to make his way to 
the old Sikh fort when ho was intercei)tod at his own 
gate by a paxtiy of troopers of the 9^*^ Light Cavalry, 
one of whom inflicted on him a mortal wound, of which 
he died, in the fort, on the following moiming. 

Briscofe, Edward Villiers, lAeufenani (c, 1832-— 
18''»7).— ftwo and tablet at Delhi, No. 162,—- Entered S. 
M ’s Service on the 18th September 1849 as an Ensign in 
the 6th Foot, the Reserve Battalion of which he joined at 
Fermoy. On the 1®* February 3850 he was transferred 
to the 75**^ Foot, and landing at Calcutta in October, he 
joined that regiment at A mbala in the sjuing of 1861. 
At the end of the following year ho accompanied the 
left wing of tho corps to Agra, and thence early in 1854 
to Peshawar. On the 8*^ July 1864 he was promoted 
to the rank of Lieutenant. In October 1865 he proceed-^ 
ed with the regiment to Rawal Pindi, and early in 1857 
to Kasauli. He was on leave in Kashmir when the Mu- 
tiny broke out in May 1867, but ho subsequently rejoined 
the regiment, and was jiresent with it at the siege and 
storm of Delhi. In the fighting which took place inside 
of the city after the breaches had been stormed and an 
entrance effected, he also had a share, and in this part of 
the operations he lost his life, having been killed on the 
18**^ September in an unavailing attempt to capture the 
Lahore Gate. He was the last officer who fell at the 
siege and capture of Delhi. 

Broadfoot, George, O.B., O'aptain and Brevet-^ ^ 
Major (1807 — 1846 ). — Grave and tablet at I^erozepore^ 
Nos, 442 and 466, — The eldest son of the Revd. Wil« 
liam Broadfoot. Bom at Kirkwall, in the Orkney 
Islands, in 1807 .—Entered the Madras Army in 1825. 
Arrived in India early in 1826, and was posted to the 
Madras N* I,, with which he continned serving 
until 1883. He then went home on ftirlough and was 
absent from India for five years, during the last o£ 
which he served as Orderly Officer at Addiscombe. 
On returning to India he was appointed, February 1838, 
to the Madras Commissariat Dept., in which he served 
for nearly two years and a-half, and into which he was 
the means of introducing many useful and much-neieded 
reforms. In JFane 1840 he was appointed in raise and 
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org&tiise a co^s of Sappers and Miners Tto be composed 
cf Hindustanis, Gurkhas, Afghans and Hazaras) for the 
eervice of Shah Shuja-nl-Mulk, whom we had, in the 
preceding year, placed on the throne of Kabul. Hay- 
ing enlisted the necessary number of Hindustanis and 
Gurkhas and partially Gained them, he proceeded to- 
wards EAbuI in the spring of 1841, escorting with his 
men an immense kajila composed of the wives and fa- 
milies of Shah Shuja and Shah Zaman, and their at- 
tendants, the whole of which, in spite of numerous dif- 
ficulties, he brought safely to Kabul towards the end of 
June 1841. On arriyal at Kabul he took over a number 
of Afghans and Hazaras who had been enlisted for the 
Shah’s Sappers by his brother, Lieutenant Wm. Broad- 
foot, of the Bengal European Eegiment, and setting to 
work strenuously to complete, organise, and train the 
corps, he soon brought it into a state of ef&ciency. In 
the following October, on the insurrection in Northern 
Afghanistan breaking out, he was detached from Kabul 
with a hundred of his men, to accompany a force which 
had been detailed to open the passes between that place 
and Jalalabad and he was present throughout the 
operations which ensued, including the night-attack at 
Butkhak, the actions in the Khurd Kabul Pass and in 
the Tezin Valley, the forcing of the Jagdalak Pass, and 
the occupation of Jalalabad. As Garrison Engineer (to 
which post he was appointed by Sir Bobert Sale on the 
19*^ November) and Commandant of the Sappers, he rend- 
ered the most distinguished service throughout the defence 
of JaUlabad, until severely wounded in the soHie of the 
March 1842. Still in command of the Sappers, 
now a considerably augmented corps, he took a promi- 
nent part in the movement on Kabul, under General 
Pollock, in the autumn of the same year and was pre- 
sent in the actions of Mamu Khel, Jagdalak, Tezin and 
Haft Kotal, the re-occupation of Kabul, and the capture 
and destruction of Istalif (medals foi JalAldbad and 
Kabul, brevet of Major, and created a Companion of the 
Order of the Bath). Having returned with the army to 
India, he was, in April 1843, in recognition of his ser- 
vices, appointed Commissioner of the Tenasserim Pro- 
vinces, from which appointment he was removed, in 
November 1844, to the more important one of Agent 
to the Governor- General for the North-West Frontier, — a 
post of great responsibility in view of the then distract- 
ed condition of tie Punjab and of the ever-impending 
danger of an invasion of the British territories hy the 
Sikhs. When that invasion actually took place in 
December 1846, and the British Army advanced to 
meet the Sikhs, he attended the Governor-General (Sir 
Henry Hardinge) in the field, and was with him at the 
battle of Mudfi. On the day succeeding the engage- 
ment Sir Henry volunteered his services as Second-in- 
Command of the Army, and appointed Major Broadfoot 
an acting Aide-de-Camp on his personal staff. In this 
capaciiy he accompanied Sir Henry in the assault of the 
Sikh entrenchments at Firozshahr on the 21®* Decem- 
ber ; at a very early stage of the advance he received a 
shot in the thigh as he rode at Sir Henry’s side, and 
was thrown from bis horse, but he remounted immedi- 
ately and, though urged by Sir Henry to leave the field, 
he continued his advance, cheering on the troops (the 
Ponrth and Fifth Brigades of the Second and Third 
Divisions, respectively) at the head of which Sir Henry 
had placed himself ; thus gallantly moving forward he 
made his way into the entrenchments, and there fell 
dead, shot through the arm and heart. His body was 
carried into Ferozepore on Cbxistmas-day, and there 
interred with military honours. 

Major Broadfoot was the last of three brothers who 
all fell in the service of their couni^. Of the careers 
dE the other two,— Lieutenant William Broadfoot of the 
I ®* Bengal European Eegiment, and Second-Lientenant 
James Sutherland BroacSoot, of the Bengal Engineers, 
.-r-the following brief sketches are appended 

William Broadfoot was bom at Kirkwall in 1810, 
imd entered the Bepgal Army as ^ Cadet of Infantry 


1826, He arrived in India in September 1827, and in 
the following month proceeded to the Upper I^ovinces 
to join the 1®^ Eurcipeaaa Regiment (then at Agra), to 
wMch, in anticipation of hia arrival, he had been posted, 
as an Ensign, on the 19*^ June preceding. Early in 
1832 he accompanied the regiment to Dinapore, whence, 
in June 1833 he went home on furlough. He returned 
to India in December 1836 and rejoined his regiment 
(which was now styled the European Regiment) at 
Agra, to which station it had returned at the end of 
1835. In July 1837 he was appointed ^ Offg. Adjutant 
of the regiment, — an appointment in which he was made 
permanent at the end of the following December. In 
August 1838 he proceeded on sick leave to Mussoorie, 
but he returned to the regiment on its being warned for 
service beyond to North-West Frontier, and with it joined 
the Army of the Indus, at Ferozepore, in November. In 
the following month he marched with the regiment for 
Afghanistan, and he served with it continuously unl^ 
the 31s* May 1839, when, at Kandahar, his services 
were placed at the disposal of Sir William Macnaughten 
for employment in the military service of Shah Shuj'a- 
ul-Mulk, and he was appointed Second-in- Command of 
the 4*^ (Gurkha) Regiment of Infantry of Shah Shuja’s 
Army. In that position he took part in the advance on 
Ghazni, and was with the Gurkhas in the repulse of 
the attack on the Shah’s camp near that place on the 
night of the 22*^ July. On the morning of the 23^ he 
rejoined the European Regiment for the occasion, and 
with it took part in the storm and capture of Ghazni, in 
which he was wounded, and for which he was after- 
wards awarded the Ghazni medal. In the following 
month, during the movement on Kabul, having rejoined 
the Gurkhas, he proceeded with the party detached 
from Shekahad under the charge of Captain Ontram for 
the purpose of pursuing and capturing the Amir Dost 
Muhammad Khan, and he was present throughout that 
pursuit, which was persevered in as far as Bamian, but 
after all proved finitless in consequence of the treachery 
of the Kakar Chief Haji Khan, who had been sent with 
the party as a guide. On the pursuit being abandoned 
as hopleless, he returned with the party, and on the 18*^ 
August rejoined the Gurkha Regiment at Kabul. On 
the 9**» of the following month he marched with the 
Gurkhas from that place on an expedition to Bamian, 
and he was present with the corps in all the movements 
and operations that took place in 1839-40, in the regions 
of the Hindu Kush, against the Wall of Khulum and 
other adherents of Dost Muhammad Khan, taking part 
in the expedition to Saighan, the relief of Sar-i-Sang, 
and the expeditions to Bajgah and the Fauladi Valley. 
In the summer of 1840 he was employed at Bamian in 
raising a body of Hazara Pioneers, of which class he 
got together about thirty men, whom he took to Kabul 
in October and, in the following year, made over, with 
some Afghans enlisted for the same purpose, to Capiaizi 
George Broadfoot, by whom they were incorporated in 
the corps of Sappers under his command. Towards the 
end of 1840 he was taken into political employ, and on 
Sir Alexander Bnrnes becoming Resident, he was ap- 
pointed Offg. Political Assistant Resident at Kabul. He 
continued serving under Sir Alexander until the out- 
break of the 2^ November 1841 took place at Kabul, when 
he and Sir Alexander were both killed. He is said to have 
made a desperate resistance when attacked by the in- 
surgents, and to have killed six of his assailants before 
he was himself shot down. 

James Sutherland Broadfoot was bom at Kirk- 
wall in 1816. He entered the Bengal Army in 
1835, with rank as Second-Lieutenant of Engineers 
from the 12*^» June of that year, the date on which he 
passed his final examination at Addiscombe ; he was, 
however, supernumerary to the establishment, and did 
not come on the effective strength of the Corps of Bn- , 
gineers until more than four years had elapsed. He 
arrived in India in December 1836, in company with his 
brother, Lieutenant Wm. Broadfoot, of the European , 
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Begiment, who was then returning from furlough in 
Europe. On the 10**^ of the same month he was order- 
ed to proceed to Delhi and there do duty with the Sap- 
pers and Miners ; he joined that corps accordingly early 
in 1837, and was attached to the Company. In the 
autumn of 1838 he was removed to the 2^ Company, 
which was under orders for service beyond the North- 
West Frontier, and with it he joined the Army of the 
Indus at Ferozepore in November. In Decsember 1838 
he marched with the Army en route to Afghanistan, by 
way of Sindh and Baluchistan, and he served in that 
country with his company of Sappers throughout the 
campaign of 1839, taking part in the capture of 
Ghazni (medal) and the occupation of Kabul. Shortly 
after the occupation of ii^abul he accompanied 
Captain Outram in an expedition to the Ghilzai coun- 
try lying between that place and Ghazni, and until 
the middle of October he was actively engaged 
under that officer, in conjunction with a force under 
the command of Major McLaren, in the destruction of 
forts, the dispersal of gangs of robbers and marauders, 
and generally in the settlement of the whole of the tract 
of country referred to, of which, taking advantage of the 
opportumty, htf made an extensive survey. In the 
course of these operations he was frequently engaged in 
fikirmishes with insurgents and others, and particularly 
in the a^air in a glen in the Indran range, near Kilugu, 
■on the 22*^ September, in which he hold the temporary 
command of a detachment of Skinner’s Horse, and was 
prominently concerned in the severe defeat then in- 
nicted on the principal gang of the banditti that infest-* 
ed that region. On the conclusion of the operations in 
the Ghilzai country he undertook the rather hazardous 
adventure of accompanying, in disguise, a party of 
iohani traders in a journey from Ghazni to Dora 
Ismail Khan thi'ough the Gomal, or Gulori, Pass, of 
which he made a very close esaminatioa. Having on 
the departure of his company of Sappers (which retixi'n- 
ed to India with Sir John Keane in October 1839) been 
appointed a Field Engineer with the British^ troops 
reinaining in Afghanistan, he continued serving in that 
country, and was employed in various ways at Kabul 
and in the vioinity of that place. In September 1840 
he accompanied Brigadier Dennie to the Bamian Valley, 
in which our a&drs had arrived at a state to cause con- 
Biderable anxiety, consequent on the approach of Host 
Muhammad Khan, the ex- Amir, who, determined to 
make an elfort to recover the throne of Kabul, was ad- 
vancing at the head of a powerful Usbe^ liishharj ^nd 
he was present, in attendance on the Brigadier, in the 
'decisive action fought near Bamian on the of that 
month, in which Dost Muhammad and his TJsbeg host 
were completely routed and driven out of the valley. He 
afterwariia accompanied Brigadier Dennie’s force in its 
Advance to Saighan, and, the Wali of Khulum and 
other adherents of the ex- Amir having tendered their 
eubmission, he returned with the Brigadier jjo Kabul in 
October. From that place, almost immediately after- 
wards, he proceeded with Dr. Lord ;,who had been 
Political Agent at Bamian) to join the force under Sir 
Bobert Sale operating in the Kohistan of Kabul against 
Dost Muhammad Khan, who had made his way 
thither after his repulse at Bamian, and had raised the 
whole distriot. With that force he was present when 
it advanced on the 2*^ November 1840 to drive Dost 
Muhammad from his position on the heights of Par- 
wfadarra; happening to be with the cavalry (two 
squadrons of the 2^ Beng^ Light Cavalry) when they 
were ordered to attack a body of the enemy who had 
descended into the plain under Dost Muhammad him- 
self, he rode forward in the (Aarge with Dr, Lord and 
iho Brirish officers of the regiment, and there, with 
Dr« l4(^ unhappily fell under the sabres of the enemy ; 
with one i^itary exception (Havildar-Major Bha- 
Singh), the Native officers and men hung back, 
WTing. British ' officers to diarge the Afghan host 
mhe and 'unsn;i^ported, with the lamentable result that 
€£ lbs fen (induding the Med^ Officer^ the 


Veteriiiary-Surgeon, the Riding Master and a Havildar- 
Major) who thus gallantly plunged amongst the' 
enemy, three officers were lolled and two desperately 
wounded. 

IforE — As a punishment for the misconduct of these two squad- 
rons the 2^ Light Cavalry were disbanded, the Native officers and 
men of the two squadrons being turned out of the service with every 
mark of ignominy. The excuse these men offered for their misbe- 
haviour was that the sabres with which they were armed were of 
bad quality, and that they had no confidence in Ihflxn In a general 
way their misconduct had been attributed to cowardice and to 
cowardice alone, though it would appear that the truth of the 
^gation is to some extent open to question. It is probable that 
individually these men were as brave as any in the Bengal Army, 
for in after years considerable numbers of them found their way 
back into the service, in various regiments, and an exceptionally 
large proportion of these proved themselves to be soldiers of dis- 
tinguished gallantry. Thirteen of them who were in the Guides 
were reckoned amongst the bravest, even in that gallant corps; 
and it is related that a jemadar who fell before Delhi in 1857, after 
a display of the most daring gallantry, was discovered afterwards 
to have been one of the runaways of Parwandajrjra. — P. 

Brockman, James, Lieutenant (c, 1818—1845).— 
Orave unknown —See note to No, 441,— Entered H. M/s 
Service on the 22*^ November 1830 as an Ensign in the 49*^ 
Foot. Arrived in India in October 1 837, and joined the re- 
giment at Hazirfbagh. On the July 1839 be was pro- 
moted to the rank of Lieutenant. On the 49‘^ being sent 
on service to Obina in 1840, be was retained in India for 
service with tbe regimental depot at Berbampore, and in 
June 1841 be was transferred to tbe 60^^ Foot, whiob be 
joined on its return from Moulmein in April 1842. He 
subsequently proceeded with the i*egim0nt to Cawnporo, 
and in 1843-44 served with itintlio Gwalior Campaign, 
including tbe battle of Panidr (bronze star). On tbe 
conclusion of tbe campaign he returned with the regiment 
to Oawnpore, where he was left with tbe sick when tbe 
corps marched for Ludbidna in October 1844. In Jan-» 
uary 1846 be loft Oawnpore in command of tbo sick 
and convalescents of tbe regiment, and in tbe foUow- 
ingmontb rejoined tbe coiqis at Ludbidna. He was 
at this station with bis regiment when the first Sikh 
War broke out, and on the 14^^ December 3845 be 
marched with it en route to Basian, to join tbe Army of 
tbo Sutlej. From Badiwal, however, be was permit- 
ted to return to Ludhidna,to secure bis baggage, which 
bad been loft behind, and be was never again seen by any 
one belonging to tbe regiment. Long afterwards it 
was ascertained that when endeavouring to overtake 
tbo regiment, then one march ahead, be was intercepted 
and killed by a party of tbe enemy near tbe fort of Wadni, 
on or about tbe 17**^ December 1845. 

Brooke, Arthur Montagu, Second^Ideutenant 
(1873— 1896),— Grave at Oi^erat.— The second sou of 
Aa’thur Basil Brooke, Bsqr., formerly of the Royal Navy, 
and grandson of Sir Arthur Brinsley Brooke, Bor (II), 
of Colebrooke, Co. Fermanagh. Born on tbe October 
1873.— Entered H. M.*8 Service (from tbe Royal Mily. 
College) on tbe 10**^ October 1894 as a Second-Lieuten- 
ant in tbe King's Own Scottish Borderers (tbe 25*** Foot), 
and having been posted to tbe 2 Battalion, he came out 
to India in the spring of 1895 and joined the corps at 
Rawal Pindi. Shortly afterwards be was sent up to 
oWat, where be died on tbe 30*^** May 1895. 

Brookes, Robert, Ideutenant-Oolonel (c, 1792— 
1849),— MbwMwen# ow OhiUdmodla lattle^fieli, No. 762.— • 
EnteredH.M.’sServioeinl809asanEnsi^i in the South 
Gloucester Militia, from which be was transferred to the 
Regular Forces and appoiuted an Ensign in the 9*** Foot on 
the 16*=** May 18X1. Having been posted to tbe 1** Battalion 
of this regiment be joined it in Portugal in tbe following 
July, and thereafter served with it in tbe Peninsula until tbe 
end of tbe war, taking part with it in tbe siege of Badajofl, 
tbe battle of Salamanca, tbe ocoupation of Madrid, tbe cover* 
ing of tbe siege of Burgos, tbe retiraai from that place, tbeao* 
tion of Villa Muriel, the retirement into Portugal, tbe ad- 
vance thence into Spain in tbe spring of 1813, the aotion 
^ Osma, battle of Yittoria (imortly after 
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Aagust, 1813, lie was promoted to tlie rank of Lientenantl , 
ike siege of San Sebastian (as an acting Engineer), inclnd- 
ing the capture of the Island of Santa Clara (wounded) and 
the final storm and capture of the fortress, the passage of 
the Bidassoa and the storming of the heights of Croix de 
Bouquets (wounded), the battles of the Nivelle and the 
Nive (wounded for the third time), and the blockade of 
Bayonne, for all which he was afterwards awarded the 
War Medal with five clasps. On the termination of the 
Peninsular War he accompanied his battalion to North 
America, we being then at war with the Government and 
people of the United States, and he served with it in 
Canada until June 1815, when, peace having been conclud- 
ed with the Americans some months previously, the 9*=** 
was recalled to Europe in consequence of the return of 
Buonaparte from Elba and the renewal of the war. He 
was too late for the Waterloo Campaign, but, with his 
regiment, he joined the Army of Occupation in Prance 
Sn September 1816, and served with it there until April 
1817, when, having been placed on half-pay on the 26^ 
of the preceding month, he returnedjto England. On the 
2‘* October following he was brought back on full pay, 
rejoined the regiment in Prance, and served thereuntil 
October 1818, when, the Army of Occupation being with- 
drawn, he returned home. Prom 1819 to 1825 he served 
with the regiment in the West Indies. On the 27^*^ 
August 18 2 5 he was promoted to the rank of Captain, un- 
attached. On the 30‘^ August 1826, he exchanged tjaok 
to full pay in the 69^*^ Poot, then recently returned from 
India, with which he served in the United Kingdom for 
five years. On the 3^ May 1831 he was promoted to the 
rank of Major. Prom 1831 to 1838 he served with the 
69^*^ in the West India islands and in Demeraraj and from 
1839 to 1842 in North America (New Brunswick). Re- 
turning home with the regiment in September 1842, he 
served with it in the United Kingdom until the 27^“ April 
1846, when he was gazetted to an unattached Lieutenant- 
Colonelcy. On the following day he exchanged into the 
24v Poot, with which on the 8^^ of the succeeding month 
he embarked for Bengal, and landing at Calcutta at the 
end of September, he accompanied the regiment to Agra. 
Infthe spring of 1848 he went home on leave for a brief 
period, returned in November, and at once pushed on from 
ilaloutta to join his regiment, then forming part of the 
Army of the Punjab. He joined in camp at Heldn, be- 
yond the Chenab, on the 16^^ December, and on the 13^^ 
of the following month, while gallantly leading on the 
24^** in the sanguinary battle of Chilidnwala, this grand 
old Peninsular veteran fell amongst the Sikh guns at the 
moment that they were carried in the first rushing 
charge of his regiment. 


Noth. — ^Daring his brief ran home Colonel Brookes was 
married at Hove, Brighton, on the 24 Jane 1848, to Mary 
Jane, the eldest daughter of Arthur Burdett, Esq., , of 
IMlymany, Co. Kildare, and Ballywalter, Co. Tipperary. Mrs, 
Brookes accompanied her husband to ludia, aud returned home 
in 1849, after bis death. She died on the 29'^ July 1895, 
having survived him more than forty-six years. 

Broome, John HovfSird$ Lieutenant- Ooloml and 
Brevet- Colonel (1842 — 1887 ). — Grave at Bannu, No. 
1065.— -The second son of Major-General Arthur Broome, 
C.S.I., Royal (Bengal) Artillery, and grandson of Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel Robert Kent, Bengal Infantry (g. c.). 
Bom in Port William, Calcutta, on the 30th Octo- 
ber 1842.— Entered H. M.’b. In^an Military Forces, 
Bengal, in 1860. Arrived in India in November of 
the same year, and in the following month was di- 
rected to do duty with the 6**^ Poot at Barraokpore. 
He continued with that regiment until January 1862, 
when he was appointed to do duty with the 43*^ Foot, 
and he remained attached to this corps, at the same 
Btation, for eight mouths. In September 1862 he was 
appointed to do duty with the 25*=*^^ (Punjab) N. I., which 
was also at Barrackpore, and in this regiment he obtained 
the appointment of Doing-Duty Ofdoer in May 1863. 
In the following July he was removed, in the same 
• capacity, to the 40^^ N, I., and from that corps, in Octo- 
. liar 1863, to the 2*^ Punjab^ Oavahy, which be joined at 


Rajanpur. In June 1864 he was appointed Third 
Squadron Officer in this regiment, with which, early in 
1866, he marched to Dera Ghazi Khan, and in November 
1868 (having thrice officiated in the appointment) he 
became Second Squadron Officer. In Pebmary 1869 he ac- 
companied the regiment to Dera Ismail Khan, from which 
station he went home on furlough in March 1871. On 
his return to India in December 1872 he rejoined the 
regiment at Edwardesabad (Bannn), whence in Pebmary 
1875 he marched with it to Kohat. In the winter of 
1875-76 he accompanied the corps to the Camp of Exer- 
cise at Delhi, returning to Kohat in the spring of 
1876. In Jane 1876 he was appointed to officiate as 
Second^in-Oommand of the regiment. Under the changes 
of organisation introduced in January 1877 he 
became a Squadron Commander, but he continued 
officiating as Second-in- Command until the end of that 
year. ^ In the autumn of 1877 he was employed in the 
operations against the Jowaki Afridis (India medal and 
clasp). In December 1877 he was appointed to officiate 
as Commandant of the regiment, and in January 1878 
he marched with the corps to Rajanpur. He continu- 
ed officiating as Commandant until June 1878, when he 
was displaced by the arrival of a senior officer : he was 
then appointed to officiate as Second-in- Command, and 
held that appointment for five months. In October 1878 
he proceeded with the regiment to Quetta, to join the 
forces assembling for service in Southern Afghanistan. 
In the following month he reverted to his permanent ap- 
pointment of Squadron Commander, and in that position 
he served with the regiment throughout the campaigns 
of 1878 79-80 in Afghanistan, including the action of 
Takat-i-pul or Saif-u-din, the occupation of Kandahar,, 
the expedition to Girishk, the action of Shahjui (severe- 
ly wounded and his horse killed under him), the battle 
of Ahmad Khel (again wounded), aud the actions of Arzu 
and Patkao Shaua (medal and clasp, and promoted to 
Lieutenant- Colonel by brevet). On returning from Af- 
ghanistan (vid the fiZhaibar) he proceeded with the re- 
giment to Dera Ghazi Khan, arriving there in October 
1880, and in January 1881 (having again officiated in 
the appointment for four months) he was appointed 
Second-in-Oommand of the regiment. In 1883 he ac- 
companied the regiment to Dera Ismail Khan, whence 
in March 1884 he went home on furlough. He returned 
at the end of 1885, but in February 1886 he was again 
obliged to go home, and he was absent until January 
1887, when he rejoined the regiment at Edwardesabad, 
At that place he died on the August following. 

Broughamv Henry, Cornet (1813— 1839).— Orave 
at Karnal. See No. 196.— The eldest son of John 
Waugh Brougham, Esqr., and nephev of the 1®* Lord 
Brougham and Vaux. Bom on the 7'^ February 1813.— 
Entered the Bengal Army in 1831. Arrived ia India 
in December 1832, hut being a supernumerary he was not 
posted to a regiment for several years. In January 
1833 he was ordered up to Benares to do duty with the 
3*^ Light Cavalry ; at his own request this was altered 
to duty with the 10*^** Light Cavalry at Kamal, but 
having been permitted to remain with the former until 
the setting-in of the rainy season, he eventually did not 
join the latter at all. In November 1834 he was ordered 
to join and do duty with the 8^^ Light Cavalry on its 
arrival at Sultanpur, Benares. In December 1835 he 
was brought on the effective strength of the Bengal 
Cavalry, and in June 1886 he was formally posted to 
the 4th Light Oavaby, which he joined at Kamal. In 
the cold season of 1838-39 he accompanied the regiment 
on escort dnty with the Governor -General, Lord Atick- 
land, on the occasion of His Lordship proceeding to the 
camp of the Army of the Indus, at Ferozepore, for the pur- 
pose of meeting the Maharaja Ranjit Singh. He suh- 
quently returned with the regbnmt to Kamal, where he 
&ed on the 10^*^ October 1839. 

Nom.— In the register from which this officer's name has 
been taken, his rank and the date oi his dtath are both er* 
roneously i^ted* 
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Brown, James Andrew, Major (1858—1903). — 
Cfrave at Adbottahad, No. 917.— Bom on the 224 Jnly 
IPSS.— Entered H.M.’a Service (from the Eoyal Mily. 
College) on the 224 January 1879 as a Second-Lieut- 
enant in the 64* Eoot. In the following April he was 
tiknsferred to the 78* Foot (Seaforth ffighlanders), 
wliicli he joined soon afterwaids at Poona, at which 
place he was left when the corps proceeded to Southern 
towards the end of 1880* In the follow- 
ing year he went home sick, and on^ the 1®* July 1881 
he was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant. He re- 
joined his regiment at Lucknow in the summer of 
1882, and on the 218* February 1883 he was appointed 
an OfEg. Wing OfSicer in the 4*^^ Sikh Infantry, on pro- 
bation for the Bengal Staff Corps, into which he was 
Bubse<juently admitted with effect from that date. In 
November 1883 he was appointed a Wing Officer. At 
the same time he was nominated to officiate as Quarter 
Master of the regiment, and he continued so officiating 
until January 1885, when the permanent appointment 
was conferred upon him. In November 1886 he was 
appointed to officiate as a Wing Commander, and he 
continued in that appointment until May 1887, when 
he was transferred to the 37 (Dogra) Bengal Infantry 
as Wing Officer and Adjutant. In April 1889 he went 
home on leave, on the expiry of which he visited 
Bussia for the purpose of studying the language. He 
returned to India towards the end of 18iy0, and on 
rejoining the regiment, then at Sialkot, he was appointed 
to officiate as a Wing Commander, hut he held this 
situation for only a short time. In the following year 
he accompanied his regiment on service, and was present 
with it throughout the Hazara (Black Mountain) Cam- 
paign (India medal and clasp'. From September 
1891 to March 1893 he again officiated as a Wing Com- 
mander, and for a third time from October 1893 to April 
1894, when he was appointed Wing Commander per- 
manently. From April to October 1894 he officiated* 
as Second-in-Oommand of the regiment. In the succeed- 
ing year he again proceeded with the corps on service 
in the Chitral Belief Expedition, and was present 
with it at the storming of the Malakand Pass and at 
the action of Khar (India medal and clasp). From 
January to December 1896 he officiated as Seoond-in- 
Command of the 38*^ (Dogra) B. 1. He then reverted 
to the 37*^, of which he was appointed Offg. Second-in- 
Gommand in March 1897, and in the same year he serv- 
ed with it in the war on the North-West Frontier, 
taking part in the expedition into the Mohmand country 
(olasp added to India medal). He continued offi- 
ciating as Second-in- Command until March 1898, 
when he went home on furlough. Betoming to India 
in March 1899 he resumed his permanent appointment 
of* Wing Commander, but in the following month he 
was again appointed to officiate as Second-in-Command, 
and he remained in that position until April 1900, when 
he was made permanent in the appointment. This post 
he retained uninterruptedly uuti May 1903, when he 
was appointed Commandant of the 22^ Madras Infantry, 
which had then recently been reconstituted as a Punjabi 
regiment ; at the same time, in virtue of his appoint- 
ment of Commandant, the temporary rank of Lieutenant- 
Colonel was conferred upon Mm, Subsequent to his 
appointment he continued in the Punjab, recruiting Sikhs 
and Punjabi Mahomedans for his new regiment, which 
some time after his decease received the designation 
of “ the 82^ Punjabis/’and he was thus occupied 
when death overtook him. He succumbed to an attack 
of cholera at Haripor, in Hazara, on the 19*1* July 1903. 

Brown©, Birni©, Ideuienant^Oolonel and Brevet- 
‘ Qohnel (1796 — 18 ^), — Grave ai PesJidnvarf No, 940.— 
The second son of Birnie BrownC, Esqr. ; grandson of John 
Cresawell, Esqr , of Cresswell, Oo. Northumberland ; and 
oousm to the Bight Hon’ble Sir Cresswell Cresswell, 
Xt., the eminent Judge. Bom in Scotland in 1796 — 
^Eni^ed' the Bengal Army in 1815 as a Cadet of Artil- 
bry. ■ Arrived in India in August 1816, but, being 
(supemumeraxy to the establishment, he was not posted 


to a company for more than two years, and in the mean* 
time, in June 1818, he was sent to Prince of Wales 
Island (Penang), to do duty with the detachment of 
artilley there, Li November 1818 he was posted to the 

Company 1®* Battalion, Foot Artillery, and in January 
1820 he was removed to the 7**^ Company 3^ Battalion, 
but he continued doing duty at Penang, and never joined 
either of these companies. In June 1821 he was trans- 
ferred to the 6th Company 2d Battalion, and on his 
retain to Bengal in the autumn of 1822 he joined this 
company at Dum-Dum. Shortly afterwards, however, 
in November 1822, he was appointed to the Revenue 
Survey Department, and thereafter did no regimental 
duly for nearly nineteen years. In September 1824 he 
was taken temporarily from his Bevenue Survey work 
and appointed to a special department of surveyors 
organised for the purposes of the projected expedition to 
Arakan, and at the same time he was appointed to do 
duty with the supplementary Hugh companies of 
Pioneers In the discharge of the duties thus devolv- 
ing upon him he served throughout the campaign of 
1825 in Arakan, ending in the conquest of that exten- 
sive province (medal) In July 1825 he was transferred 
to the Department of the Surveyor- General for so long 
as the war with the Buler of Burma should last, and 
in December 1826 he was re-transferred to the Revenue 
Survey Department, in which he continued serving until 
September 1841, when, having completed the survey on 
which he had been engaged since 1822 (that of the 
Moradabad district), his services were replaced at the 
disposal of the Commander-in- Chief and he joined, at 
Oawnpore, the 2*^ Company 4*^ Battalion, to which, after a 
multitude of changes, removals, postings and re-postings, 
he then belonged. In March 1842 he was directed to take 
temporary command of the 3^* Company 6*^ Battalion, at 
the same station, and, after three more removals, he was 
re-posted to the 2^ Company 4*^ Battalion in August 
1843. In the following December he was appointed to 
take charge of the 1®* Company 4*^ Battalion and No. 17 
Light Field Battery, in command of which he served in 
the Gwalior Campaign and was present at the battle of 
Maharajpur (bronze star, and promoted to the rank If 
Major by brevet). In January 1844 he was formally 
posted to the 1®* Company 4*** Battalion, with which ho 
served until the following October, when he was trans- 
ferred (for the third time) to the 2^ Company of the 
same battalion. Two months later, however, he was 
re-appointed to the 1®* Company 4**^ Battalion, and the 
command of No. 17 Light Field Battery, with which 
he remained until July 1845, when, on attaining the 
regimental rank of Major, he was posted to the 8*^ 
Battalion, and appointed to the command of the Airtil- 
lery at Sangor, On the withdrawal of t!^ Bengal 
Artillery from that place in April 1846 he joined the 
head-quarters of the 8*** Battalion at Oawnpore, and in 
the following August he was appointed to the command 
of the Artillery Division at Ferozepore. This command 
he held until August 1847, when he was relieved and 
assumed command of the 8**^ Battalion. On attaining 
tbe rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, in the following Decem- 
ber, be was re-posted to the 8*^ Battalion, the command 
of which he held until March 1853, w'hen he was trans- 
ferred to that of the 4**^ at Peshawar. In the following 
September he was removed to the 2^ Battalion, the 
command of which he assumed on the arrival of its 
head-quarters at Peshdwar in November. In June 
1855 he was re-transferred to the 8*^ Battalion, but 
before he could be relieved by his successor in the 
command of the 2^ , he died at Peshawar on 4ihe 30*^ 
October 1865. 

Brown©, Jam©s Frederick, Captain (1865— 
,1897).— Grace and memorial at Batta Khel, Tochi 
Valley^ Nos, 1103 and 1108. Born on the 14**^ 
May 1865,— Entered H. M.’s Service (from the 
Boyal Mily. Academy, Woolwich) on the 9th Decent 
her 1884 'as a Lieutenant in the Royal Artillery, 
ai|id;was posted to “ J. ” Battery Brigade, Royal Field 
Artillery, then ute^^pn^ ix^ Duljl^n. Bairly jn 1887 he 



T7as transferred to No. 9 Battery 1st Brigade, Eastern 
Division, Eoyal Garrison Artillery, and proceeding to 
India soon afterwards, he joined that battery at Eerozepore. 
In January 1888i he was appointed Offg. Third Subal- 
tern in No. 1 (Kohat) Motmtain Battery, Punjab Eroh- 
tier Force, which he joined at Edwardesabad, and in the 
autumn of the same year, temporarily attached to No* 4 
(Hazara) Mountain Battery, he served in the Hazara 
Campaign, including the operations on the Black 
Mountain (India medal and clasp). Early in 1889 he 
was made permanent as a Subaltern in the Kohat 
Mountain Battery, which he accompanied to Dera 
Ismail Khan in December, and with which, in the 
following year, he served in the operations undertaken 
against the Sheranis in connection with the Zhob Valley 
Expedition, Ih January and Eebruary 1891, again 
temporarily attached to the Hazara Mountain Battery, 
he served in the first Miranzai Expedition. Eejoining 
his own battery, he accompanied it the same year to 
Abbottabad, and in the autumn of 1892 he served with 
it in the futile Isazai expedition. At the end of the 
latter year he was detailed to command a section of the 
battery detached for service in the Lushai Hills, and in 
the autumn of 1893 he was in command of a section 
detached to Ghilas. In December 1893 he marched 
with his battery to Dera Ismail Khan, and while serv- 
ing there he was promoted, 1®* April 1894, to the rank 
of Captain, and in consequence vacated his appointment 
as a Subaltern in the Kohat Mountain Battery. Haviag 
teen posted to the 21®* Field Battery, Eoyal Artillery, 
he joined it at Bangalore, at which place he served for 
two years, during the last eight months of which, np 
to May 1896, he was acting Adjutant of the Eoyal 
Artille. y at that station. In that month he was appoiut- 
Od Officiating Commandant of No. 6 (Bombay) Moun- 
tain Battery, and having joined it at Dera Ismail Khan, 
he early in the following year accompanied it into the 
Tochi valley. On the 10^*^ June 1897, with two guns 
of the battery, forming part of the escort of Mr. Gee, 
Political Officer, he proceeded to Maizar, in the Tochi 
Valley : there the escort was suddenly and treacher- 
ously attacked by a considerable gathering of Darwesh 
Khel Waziris, and in the desperate conflict which 
ensued, he received a shot through the right arm, 
which, severing the artery, speedily proved fatal. 
He was carried ofl the field hy some of his men as they 
retired before the oveiwhelming numbers of the enemy, 
but he died, near the village of Sher&ni, in less than 
tibiree hours after he received the wound. His remains 
wdre interred at Datta KheL 

Browne, John Hugh, Lieutenant (c, 1829—1857).— 
Jnscrijption at Delhi, No. 162.— Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1846. Arrived in India in February 1847, and 
'syas sent up to Dinapore to do duty with the 48*^ N. I. 
Ih the following October he was posted to the 33^ N. I. 
He joined tiiat corps at Neemuch, and afterwards accom- 
panied it to Benares in 1850, to Barrackpore in 1852, 
to Delhi in 1855, and to Hoshiarpnr at the end of 1866. 
He was with it at Hoshiarpnr when the Mutinies broke 
out in May 1857, and marched with it from that 
station when it was detailed to form part of the Punjab 
Moveable Column; General Nicholson, however, dis- 
trusted the loyalty of the regiment and disarmed it at 
Fhillaur on the 25th June, and on the 2d of the follow- 
ing month this officer was directed to join the Kumaon 
Battalion on its arrival at that place, en route to Delhi, 
and to do duty with it until further orders. He joined 
the battalion accordingly, as it passed through Fhillaur, 
and marched with it, escorting treasure and heavy guns, 
to Delhi, where he arrived on the 1®* of August. Five 
days later, on the 6*** August 1857, he fell in repelling 
an attack by the Neemuch and Nasirabad mutineers on 
ihe right of our position.

Browne, Sir Samuel James, O.O.B,^ K,0.8J., 
Y.G,y Gewera? (1824 — 1901).— Grave in England, • tablet 
in the Gathedral, Xa^ore,JVb. 646.— Son of Surgeon John 
Browne, Bengal Medical Service, sometime Member of 
the Meical Board at the Presidency. Born at Barrack- 
pore on the 3^ October 1824.— Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1840. Arrived in India in May 1841, and pro- 
ceeded to Delhi to join the 46*^ N.I„ to which, in anticip- 
ation of his arrival, he had been posted on the 1 of the 
preceding month. He afterwards accompanied the 
regiment to Benares, to Barrackpore, to Berhampore, and 
to Lucknow, and in January 1846 he was appointed 
Adjutant of the corps. At the end of 1846 he proceed- 
ed with the regiment to Jullundur, and thence to Lahore 
in October 1847. As Adjutant he served with the 
regiment throughout the Punjab Campaign of 1848 49, 
and was present at the action of Eamnagar, the passage 
of the Chen^b, the action of Saddlapnr, and the battles 
of Chilianwala and Gujrat (medal and two clasps). 
On the conclusion of the campaign he marched with the 
regiment to Ludhiana, and in May 1849, on the format 
tionof the Punjab Irregular Force, he was appointed 
Second-in-Oommand of the 2d Punjab Cavalry. On the 
last day of the month he was removed, in the same 
capacity, to the 1 Punjab Cavalry, but this arrange- 
ment was soon afterwards altered, and on the '^5^^ June 
he was re-appointed Second-in- Command of the 2d 
Punjab Cavalry, which corps was raised by him at 
Lahore, and with it he shortly afterwards proceeded 
to Eawal Pindi. In March 1860 he accompanied the 
regiment to Tdsafzai, where it was employed for the 
succeeding twelve months; in the following September 
he was appointed to officiate as Commandant, and in 
January 1851 the appointment of Oomman^nt was 
conferred upon him. In the spring of 1851 he marched 
with the regiment to Bannu, and at the end of the 
following year he was employed with a part of it in an 
expedition against the Umarzai Waziris. In the winter 
of 1853-54 he accompanied the regiment to Dera 
Ghazi Khan ; in March 1857 he commanded a strong 
detachment of it in the Bozdar Expedition (India 
medal and clasp) ; at the end of the same month he 
^marched with the colics to Kohat, whence he aftexv 
wards proceeded with it to Peshdwar and Hoti Mardan. 
In July and August 1857 he commanded portions of the 
regiment in the expeditions against the village of 
Narinji, on the Y5safzai border, held by the Khddd 
Khels, aided hy a large gathering of Hindustani fanatics, 
who were severely punished and their stronghold 
entirely destroyed. In January 1858, in command of 
the regiment, he marched down the country and joined 
the army under the Commander-in- Chief, with which 
he served at the siege and capture of Lucknow in 
March 1858, Subsequently he took part in the action 
of K6rsi, the attack on the fort of Euiya, the action of 
Ali^nj, and the battle of Bareilly ; he commanded a 
small detached force in operations at Shahjahaapur, and, 
later, another in the Pilibhit district, at the head of 
which he attacked and routed a strong body of the 
enemy at Sirpfira ; m this last ^ir he was desperately 
wounded and lost his left arm in a hand-to-hand conflict 
with the rebel gunners, evincing on the occasion such 
heroic gallautiy as won for him the award of the 
Victoria Cross. For his services during these opera* 
tions he received, besides the decoration rf the Victoria 
Cross, the Indian Mutiny medal with one clasp, pro- 
motion to Major and afterwards to Lieutenant-Colonel 
by brevet, and the Companionship of the Order of the 
Bath. In consequence of the severity of his wounds he 
went home on furlough in January 1869. He returned 
to India at the end of the following year, and rejoined 
the 2*^ Punjab CayaJiy at Kohat, at which place and at 
Rajanpur he continued serving with the corps dxning 
the next three years. In February ISBlhewasadiuiS 
ted into the B^gal Staff Corps. In December 1863 he 
was appointed 0%. Oonmiandant of the Corps of 
(^es, and having beto cohfirmied in that appointment 



in Febraary 1865, he continued holding it nntil Feb- 
ruaiy 1869, -v^hen he was appointed Offg. ‘‘'oininand- 
ant of the Centi*al India Horse and Offg. Political 
Agent in Western Malwa. He, however, held this 
position only until the following May, when he was 
appointed to the Brigade Staff of the Army and posted 
to the command of the Peshawax District, with the rank 
of Brigadier- General. In February 1870 he attained 
the rank of Major-General and would, under rule, have 
vacated his command, but he was specially allowed to 
retain it for another year. In April 1871 he went 
home on furlough, and he was absent from India until 
April 1875, when he returned for the purpose of taking 
up the appointment of President of the Stud Commis- 
sion, to which he was formally gazetted in the following 
month. During the winter of 1875-76 he was attached, 
on special duty, to the staff of H. R. H. the Piinoe of 
Wales (now His Gracious Majesty King. Edward the 
Seventh), who was then making a tour of India, an^ 
for the services he rendered in this position he was, in 
March 1876, raised to the degree of a Knight Com- 
mander of the Order of the Star of India, At the end 
of the same month he was appointed Director of Army 
Remount Operations, which he held for two years. In 
October 1877 he was promoted to the rank of Lieut- 
enant-General, In April 1878 he was appointed tempo- 
rarily to the Divisional Staff of the Army and posted 
to the command of the Lahore Division : this appoint- 
ment he held until the following August, when he was 
•appointed, temporarily, to be Military Member of the 
Govemor-Generars Council. In November 1878, on 
the outbreak of the Afghan War, he was nominated to 
the command of the First Division of the Peshawar 
Valley Field Force, at the head of which he pushed 
into the Khaibar, captured Ali Masjid, and advanced 
to Jalalabad and Gandamak, returning to the Biitish 
provinces in June 1879, after the conclusion of the 
treaty of peace at the last mentioned place (medal and 
clasp, and advanced to the degree of a Knight Com- 
mander of the Order of the Bath), In June 1879 he 
was appointed to the temporary command of the Sirhind 
Division, but he went home in the following September, 
und never again returned to India. In September 1884 
he was rernoved to the Unemployed Supernumerary List ; 
in December 1888 he was advanced to the rank of 
General ; and in May 1891 he was created a Knight 
Grand Cross of the Order of the Bath, He died at 
Ryde, in the Isle of Wight, on the 14^^ March 1901. 

Browne, William Seton, Ideuienant (1866— 
1893 ). — Grave at Pardchinar, Kwram Valley, No, 1098 
—Bom in London on the January 1866. — ^Entered 
H. M.*s Service (from the Royal Mily. College ■ on the 
50* January 1886 as a Lieutenant in the 2^^ Battalion 
of the Loyal North Lancashire Regiment (the 81®* 
Foot), but in the following month he was transferred 
to the 1®* Battalion ("the 47**^ Foot), which he joined 
at Quetta, in Baluchistan, in April. He served in 
the Quetta District until the autumn of 1886, when 
he accompanied the battalion to Mhow, and in the 
following year he served for some time, with a detach- 
ment, in the fortress of Asirgarh. On the 4‘^ July, 1887, 
he was appointed an Offg. Wing Officer in the 6* Punjab 
Ii&ntry on probation for the Bengal Staff Corps, into 
wiiich he was afterwards admitted with effect from that 
date, and he joined the regiment at Dera Ismail Khan, 
In August 1^88 he was appointed a Wing Officer, and 
during that and the succeeffing year he officiated three 
times as Quarter Mas’iier and twice as Adjutant of the 
regiment. In March 1890 he went home on leave for 
a year, on the expiration of which he rejoined the 
regiment at Bdwardesabad. In April 1891 he was 
attached temporarily, as an ,Oflg. Wing Officer, to the 
3^ Sikh Infantry, with whibh corps he served in the 
second Miranzai Expedition of that year, including the 
operations on the Sanaana Range (India medal and 
olasp). He rejoined Lis own regiment towards the 
ondof May 1891, but in the following July he was 
again taken for service with another regiment andi as 


an Offg. Wing Officer (once acting as Quarter Master 
and twice as Adjutant) he was attached to the 4* Sikh 
Infantry, in Hazara, until December 1891, He 
then rejoined the 6**^ P. L, and in the followiug year 
officiated for some time as Quarter Master, In 
November 1892 he accompanied the corps to Kohat, 
and in the same month he was appointed to officiate as 
Adjutant, In April 1893 he marched with the regiment 
to the Kuram Valley, and in the following July the 
permanent appointment of Adjutant was coifferred upon 
him, with effect from the 30* November preceding. 

He died in camp at Malana, in the Kuram Valley, on 
the 20* July 1893. 

Browne-CIayton, William Clayton, Second^ 
Lieutenant (1873—1897 ;, — Grave at Malakandy 
No, 1113. — The second son of William Clayton Browne- 
Olayton. Esqr., of Browne’s Hill, Co. Carlow. Born on 
the 29* July 1873. — Entered Her Majesty’s Service^ on 
the 5* May 1894 as a Lieutenant in the 3^ Battalion, 
Eoyal Dublin Fusiliers (the Kildare Militia), from which 
he was appointed a Second-Lieutenant in the 1®** Batta- 
lion, Royal West Kent Regiment (the 50* Foot), on the 
29* May 1895. He joined the battalion at Meerut in the 
course of the same year, and early in 1897 accompanied 
it to Peshawar. In August 1897 he proceeded with it 
on service with the Malakand Field Force, _ and was 
present with, it at the action of Landakdf, in Upper 
Swat, and during the operations of September in Bajaur. 

In the course of these operations he took part in 
several skirmishes, and eventually fell in storming the 
enemy’s position in the villages of Gat and Agrah on 
the 30* September 1897. 

Browning, Arthur Robertson, Major (I860-- 
1901 ). — Tablet at Kohat, No, 1054. — Son of Colin 
Arrott Robertson Browning, Esqr., O.I.B., some time 
Director-General of Education in the Central Provin- 
ces. Bom on the 12* February 1860. — Entered H. 
M.’s Service 'from the Royal Mily, College) on the 13* 
August 1879 as a Second-Lieutenant in the 29* Foot, 
which afterwards became the 1®* Battalion^ of the 
Worcestershire Regiment. He joined the regiment at 
Mhow the same year, and in 1881 served for some time 
as Station Staff Officer at Indore ; and from 1881 to 1883 
he held the appointment of Interpreter to the corps. On 
the 16*^ February 1883 he was appointed an Offg. Wing 
Officer in the 4* Punjab Infantry on probation for the 
Bengal Staff Corps, into which he was afterwards ad- 
mitted with effect from that date. He joined the 
regiment at Dera Ismail Khan, and in the following 
September he was appointed a Wing Officer permanently. 

In November and December 1883 he accompanied a 
wing of the regiment on the reconnoitring expedition to 
the Takht-i-Suliman ; at the end of the latter month he 
proceeded with the regiment to Dera Ghazi Khan ; and 
on arrival there was appointed Offg. Quarter Master, — a 
post which he continued holding for thirteen months. 

In October and November 1884 he served with the regi- 
ment in the Zhob Valley Expedition and was present 
in the action of Daulatzai On the conclusion of the 
operations he returned to Dera Ghazi Khan, and in 
February 1885 he was appointed Quarter Master of the 
regiment. In the following monli he went home on ' 
leave. On returning to India in March 1886 he resum- 
ed his appointment of Quarter Master* which he con-- 
tinned holding until he was appointed Adjutant in the 
following September. In February 1888 he accompanied 
the regiment from Dera Ghazi Khan to Kohat, and in 
the autumn of the same year he served with it in the 
Hazara Campaign, taking part in all tiie operations on 
the Black Mountain, including tixe action of Kotkai 
(India medal and clasp). He afterwards proceeded 
with the regiment to the Rawal Pindi Camp of Exercise 
and return^ with it to Kohat in December. In Octo- 
ber 1889 he was mth the corps at the surprise of the 
Jowaki village of Shindand. In August 1890 he 
vacated the Adjutancy and reverted to the position of 
Wing Officer, but in January 1891 he was appointed 
OfEg. Wing Commander, and retained the post for two 
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months, in the course of which he served with the 
raiment in the first Miranzai Expedition. On the con- 
clusion of these operations he marched with the regiment 
to Edwardesabad, arriving there on the 18'’^ March, and 
at that station during the next two years and nine 
months he officiated four times as Wing Commander and 
once as Second-in-Command of the regiment. From 
April to July 1893 he served with the regiment at 
Jandola, and at the end of the year he marched with it 
feom Edwardesabad to Dera Ismail Khan. From 
January 1894 to February 1895 he held the jpro tern. 
substantive appointment of Wing Commander and Se- 
cond-in-Oommand, and in this position he seiwed with 
the regiment throughout the Waziristan Expedition of 
1894-95 (clasp added to India medal). In February 
1895 he was again appointed to officiate as Second-in- 
Gommand, and, returning to Dera Ismail Khan on the 
termination of the Waziristan Campaign, he served 
there in that position until the end of November, when 
he went home on leave. On his return to India, in 
December 1896, he rejoined the regiment at Wana, in 
Waziristan, and was re-appointed Offg. Second-in-Oom- 
mand ; this appointment he held until January 1898. 
In March 1898 he accompanied the regiment from Wana 
to Edwardesabad, and thence in the following May to 
Kohat. From July to November 1898 he once more 
officiated as Second-in-Command. In December 1898 
he went home on leave, and in September 1899, during 
his absence, the permanent appointment of Seoond-in- 
Command was conferred upon him. On his return in 
December 1899 he rejoined the regiment at Kohat, to 
which place it had just returned feorn Parachinar in the 
Kuram Valley, and from January to September 1900 he 
officiated as Commandant of the corps. In the 
autumn of 1900 he accompanied the regiment on service 
to China on the occasion of the “ Boxer ” troubles, and 
on the 20^^^ April 1901 he was killed in action with a 
body of Chinese insurgents at Tai-Tao-Ying, near Fnn- 
jng, in Northern China. 

Bruce, George Hamilton Wyndham, , 

Cornet , —

Bruoe, Ideutenant-Golonel (1792 — 1845).— 

Crraoe at Ferozepore, No. 468.— Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1807 as a Cadet of Infantry. Arrived in India 
in November 1808, and was sent in the usual course to 
the Cadet College atBarasat. On the August 1809 he 
was posted to the 2*^ Batfaaliou 12^^ N. I., and in the follow- 
ing November he was struck off the rolls of the Cadet 
College and directed to proceed and join his battalion. 
Hie joined accordingly at Diuapore, and accompanied 
it to Barrackpore in 1810, and to Tara Mirzapur in 1813. 
On promotion to the rank of Lieutenant he was re-post- 
ed, 1®* December 1814, to the 2*^ Battalion 3 2^*1, with 
which he served in the field in the first campaign of 
the Nepal War, 1814-15, in the force under the command 
of Major- G-eneral J. Sullivan Wood. On the conclusion 
of the campaign he accompanied the battalion to 
Benares, but towards the end of the year, on the renewal 
of the war, he again proceeded with it on service in the 
army under the command of Sir David Oohterlony, 
aud took part in the ascent of the Chirria-ghatl Pass and 
the battle of Makwanpur, in which his battalion greatly 
distinguished itself and suffered severe loss. On the 
termination of the war in 1816 he proceeded with the 
battalion to Agra, whence he accompauied it, early in 
1817, to the siege and capture of BLathras, On the fall 
of that fortress he returned with the battalion to Agra, 
aud he afterwards served with it, in the Right Division 
of the Grand Army, under Major-General Donkin, 
Huoughout the Mahratta-Pindari Campaign of 1817- 
18. In the latter year he proceeded with the batta- 
lion to Muttra, and iu the autumn he served with it in 
tiie operations against the Bhattis of Hariana. During 
ike next six years he served with the battalion at 
Kuttra, Almora, Etawa, and Garrawara. On the 
loorgauisation of the army taking place in May 1824 
he was promoted to the rank of Captain and posted 


to the ‘N. L with the light, company of whicK 
he joined the Light Infantry Battalion and wit&t 
It served, at first on the Eastern Frontier, and after- 
wards in the campaign of 1824-25 in Arakan, whiclk 
resulted in the conquesfc of that province. On the 1*^ 
Light Infantry Battalion being broken up at the end. 
of 1825, he joined the 12*^*^ N. I. at Ludhiana, whence 
he proceeded with it to Nasirabad at the end of 
1827. From March to September 1830 he officiated a» 
Depy. Judge Advocate- General of the Rajput ana Field 
Force. At the end of 1830 he marched with the regi- 
ment fro n N’asirabad to Lucknow, whence he accom- 
panied it to^ Allahabad in November 1833, and to 
Barrackpore in the winter of 1836-37. In April 183^ 
he returned home on furlough, after more than thmty 
years’ service in India. On his return to India in Octo- 
ber 1840 he rejoined his regiment at Benares, and hav- 
ing on the 12®^ of that month been appointed to tbo 
command of the I®*' Light Infantry Battalion, the forma- 
tion of which was then ordered, he went on and joined 
it at Meerut. In November 1841 he proceeded with 
this battalion to Ferozepore, and he served with it there 
in the Army of Reserve in the cold season of 1842-43.. 
In January 1843 he marched with the battalion for 
Allahabad, on arrival at which place it was broken up, 
and he rejoined his own regiment at Lucknow at the 
end of March. On attaining the rank of Lieutenant- 
Colonel he was re-posted, August 1843, to the 12^ 
N. I , and from November 1843 to March 1844 he 
was, as senior officer, in temporary command of sdl 
the troops in Oudh. In the autumn of 1844 he pro- 
ceeded with the regiment from Lucknow to Ferozepor^ 
arriving at the latter place in December, and he was still 
serving at that place, in command of the regiment, 
when the first Sikh Wax broke out in December 1845. 
On the 21®*^ of that month he, at the head of his regi- 
ment, marched out with the * Division under Sir John. 
Littler to join the Army of the Sutlej, under the com- 
mand of Sir Hugh Gough, in the attack on the en-' 
ti’enched position of the Sikhs at Firozshahr, and in iho 
sanguinary battle which ensued, the same afternoon, 
whilst gallantly leading on his regiment, received & 
very severe wound (necessitating the amputation of aiL 
arm), from the effects of which he died, at Ferozepore- 
on the 31®*** 

Bruere, John Robert James, Lieutenant (1832— 
1856 ). — Grave at Lahore Gantomienf, No. 670. — Son o£ 
Captain John Elphiastone Bruere, 13^*1 N. I., and grand- 
son of Major-General Sir Robert H. Sale, 

H. M.’s Service. Bom at Bareilly in 1832. — Entered 
the Bengal Army in 18 i9. Arrived in India in April 
of the same year, and was sent up to Benares to di{> 
duty with the 65 '*^ N. I. In September 1849 he waft 
posted to the 49’^’^ N. I., which he joined at Nakodar. 
In the following November he proceeded with the regi- 
ment to Phillaur, and in November 1854 he accompanied 
it to Mian Mir. In April 1856 he was appointed Offg; 
Quarter Master of the i-egiment, and he held that 
appointment until his death. He died at Mian Mu' ont 
the 10*^** October 1856. 

Buckley, John, V. 0., Lieutenant (1812— 1876)* 
— Tablet at Delhi, No. 165. Bom at Matham, 
Cheshire, in 1812. -Enlisted at Manchester, for the. 
East India Oom^pany’s Artillery, on the 28^*^ */auuaiy 
1832. Arrived in India on the 1®<* November following, 
and having been posted to the 4*^^ Company 5*>'» Battalion^ 
Bengal Foot Artillery (now the 64*-^ Field Battaryj^. 
Royal Artillery), he served with it for more than sev€QX 
years, and attained the rank of Corporal In May 
1840 he was brought into the Ordnance Dept, as sa 
laboratory 'man in the Chunar Magazine, and was pro- 
moted to the rank of Sergeant. Having acted for soma 
time, in 1842, as Magazine Sergeant, he was appointed 
in July 1844 to be Park Sergeant in the Arsenal of 
Fort William, whence he was transferred to the Allah- 
abad Magazine in November 1845 in the capacity of 
Carpenter-Sergeant. In November 1849 he was ap- 
pointed '^mouxer«Sergeant in the Arsenal of Fori 
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■Wiffiam, but i^emained there less than a year, haring in 
October 1850 been transferred in the same capacity to 
ihe Oawnpore Magazine. In November 1853 he was 
appointed to act as a Sub-Conductor of OMnance; in 
J^ril 1854 he became an extra OfPg. Sdb-Condu^oir, 
and in the following September he was removed to the 
Allahabad Magazine for dniy. In December 1855 he 
was promoted to the ranh of acting Sub-CondnctoTj and 
in the following month was re-posted to the Allahabad 
Magazine. On the 1®* May 1856 he was promoted^ to 
full Conductor of Ordnance, and in the following 
Au^st he was appointed a permanent Conductor in the 
Delhi ifagazine. He was at Delhi when the Mutiny 
Ijrohe ont, and was one of the devoted nine ” who, 
on the 11**^ May 1857 defended the Magazine with such 
heroic gallantry against thousands of raatmeeis and 
arebels and eventually blew it up rather than it should 
fell into the hands of the enemy. Though sererelj 
wounded in the conflicti he succeeded in effecting his 
escape from the rtiiUs of th^ Magazine, swam the Jumna, 
and made his way to Meerut. For his gallant conduct 
on this occasion he was afterwards advanced to the rank 
o£ Depy. Asst, Conmussary of Ordnance, and was 
awarded the decoration of the Victoria Cross. Be- 
fore the end of the motith he accompanied the force 
imder the command of Brigadier Wilson in its move- 
vnent on Delhi, was present with it in the actions of the 
30’^*^ and 81®* May on the EBndan, and, after joining 
*Le main force under Sir Heu^ Barnard, he took part 
in the action of Badli-ki-Sarai on the 8^^ June, and in 
iiie siege of Delhi np to the month of August, when he 
was sent back to Meeriit (medal and clasp). Towards 
•flie end of that month he was appointed Provost Marshal 
at Meerut, and continued serving at that place until 
Tebraary 1858, when he was granted leave to proceed 
to Calcutta, lit May 1858 he went home, and he was 
absent from India for eighteen months, during which 
period he was advanced to commissioned rank and 
appointed (18**> October 1858) a Lieutenant on the 
Establishment. On his return to India, Decem- 
ber 1859, he was posted to Lucknow, at which place he 
continued serving until the 1®* October 1861, when he 
■retired on the pension of his rank, with an additional 
annuity of £50. He subsequently returned to England, 
and died there on the 14**^ July 1876, the last survivor 
the defenders of the Delhi Magazine. 

Bullef, Henry Georjge, lAmtenant-Oolonel ani 
^1818"— 1867). at DBlhij No» 
128.— 'Entered H. M/s Service on the 26**^ June 1835 
as an Ensign in the 94'^ Foot. He joined that regi- 
anent at Fermoy, and served with it in Ireland for 
three years. On the 8**^ June 1838 he was promoted 
to the rank of Lieutenant, and in the same year he em- 
Iwffked with the regiment for service in Ceylon ; in the 
spring of 1839, however, the corps was ti’ansferred to 
and during the next five years he served with it 
at Bombay, at Cannanore, and at Trichinopoly. On the 
June 1844 he was promoted to the rank of Captain, 
in April 1845 he accompanied the left wing of the regi- 
ment to Moulmein, and thencq in January 1846 to 
Calcutta. In the spring of 1847 he returned with the 
wing to the Madras Presidency, and thereafter served 
the regiment at Fort St. George, at Cannanore, and 
«gahi at Fort St. George, until early in 1864, when hb 
iSiuxned Wth it to England. On the 1®* July 1854 he 
•wt® advanced to the rank of Major. After serving with 
ike regimeht at Chatham and Windsor for more than a 
jbar, he proceeded with it to Gibraltar in September 
1855, but on the withdrawal of the British troops from 
ihe Crimea he accompaiiied it back to 'Aie United King- 
in June 1856, and wais stationed with it at the 
Cuiragh. On the 18^^ September 1857 he was pwlni^ 
-to the rank of Lienfenanb-Oolonel. In the fmlowtiig 
December he accompanied the 94^^' to India, and, landing 
Karachi in January 1858, he proceeded with the corps 
to Hhwal Piudi, and thence, the same year, to Peshawar. 
Me afterwards served with the corps at ]!|pwshera, 


Mmn Mir and Jnllundur, and on the 18^** September 
1862 he was promoted to the rank of Colonel by brevfek 
In STovemher 1863 he again proceeded with the regi- 
ment to Mian Mir, whence he accompanied it to Kas- 
anli in 1864 and to Amb&la in 1865. He was about to 
return home with the regiment when he died at Delhi on 
the 25*^ September 1867. 

Bunny, Arthur Cautley, Lieuienant^Oolonel 
(1852 — 1897). — Grave and memorial at Datta Khel^ 
Tochi Valley, Nos. 1102 and 1108 ; tablet at Bannn, 
No. 1076.— The eldest son of Major-General Arthur 
Bunny, C.B., Eoyal (Bengal) Artillery, who was 
a cadet of the family of Bunny of Speen Hill, 
Co. Berks. Bom at Hoshiarpur on the SO^ii June, 1852. 
—Entered H M.'s Service (from the Eoyal Mily. 
College) on the 30^ December 1871 as a Sub-Lieutenant 
in the 107^^ Foot, and was afterwards promoted to the 
rank of Lieutenant from the same date. He joined the 
regiment at Dnm-Dnm early in 1872, and at the end of 
the year accompanied it to Secunderabad in the Deccan. 
On the 25^*^ September 1874 he was appointed Offg. 
Second Wing Subaltern in the 34*^ N. I., on probation 
for the Bengal Staff Corps, into which he was subse- 
quently admitted with effect fi’om that date. He joined 
that regiment at Morar, accompanied it to Allahabad in 
the following November, and continued serving with it 
there until May 1875, when he was transferred, in the 
same position, to the 4^^ Punjab Infantry, at Hohat, in 
which regiment, for some time in 1876-76, be officiated 
as Quarter Master. In February 1876 he was appoint- 
ed Second Wing Subaltern in the 1®^ Sikh Infantry, 
Which was also at Kohat, and during the same year he 
officiated for some time as Adjutant. Under the amend- 
ed organisation introduced in January 1877 he became 
a Wing Officer in the regiment, and in November of the 
same year he was appointed Quarter Master. In 1877-78 
he served with the regiment in the campaign against 
the Jowaki Afridis (India medal and clasp). In March 
1878, by an exchange of appointments with another offi- 
cer, he became Adjutant of the regiment. In 1878-79 
he served with the regiment on the Khaibar line during 
the first phase of the Afghan War, and took part in an 
expedition into the Lughman Valley (medal). On the 
termination of the campaign he retuimed with the regi- 
ment to Kohat, and experienced much harassing service 
on that part of the border during the second phase of 
the Afghan War. At the end of 1880 he accompanied 
the regiment 'to Abbottabad, but in the spring of the 
following year he was again out with it on field service, 
and served with it throughout the Mahsud Waziri 
Expedition, not returning to Abbottabad until June 1881. 
In the autumn of 1883 he proceeded with the regiment 
to Dora Ismail Khan. In January 1884, having attain- 
ed the rank of Captain, he vacated the Adjutancy of the 
regiment, and reverted to the position of a Wing Officer, 
carrying on, however, during that and the succeeding 
year, the duties of Station Staff Officer. In October 
1885 he was appointed Offg. Wing Commander, and he 
held the appointment until February 1886, when he 
proceeded on leave, eventually going home on furlough 
in the following April. In April 1887, during his ab- 
sence, he was advanced to the appointment of Wing 
Commander permanently. He returned to India towards 
the end of 1887, and having rejoined the regiment at 
Kohat, he was appointed Offg. Second-in-Oommand,— an 
appointment Which he held for about nine months. At 
the end ci 1889 he marched with the regiment to Dera 
Ghazi Khan. In March 1890 he was again appointed 
to officiate as Second-in-Command of the regiment, and 
he continued officiating until the following October, when 
the appointment was conferred upon him permanently*. 
During the last months of the same year he served 
with, a wing of the regiment in the operations against 
the Kidarzai SherSnis, undertaken in connection wift 
the Zhob Valley Expe^tion. From June to November 
1891 he officiated as Commandant of the regiment. In 
Apnl 1893 he went home on leave, and was absent finmi 
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ladia for a year. On his return in Apiil 1894 lie re- 
joined tlie regiment at Edwardesabad, and in the follow- 
ing month he was appointed Commandant of the corps. 
In the winter of 1894-95 he commanded the regiment 
thronghont the Waziristan Expedition (clasp added to 
India medal). In Angnst 1895 he again went home 
on leave, and in the following November the temporary 
rank of Lieutenant-Colonel was granted to him as a 
Major holding the appointment of Commandant of a regi- 
ment. He returned to India in August 1896, and 
rejoined his regiment in the Tochi Valley, in which he 
continued serving with it until the occurrence of the 
events which brought his career to a close. In June 
1897, in command of a small escort, he accompanied 
the local Political Officer on a visit to the Maizar group 
of villages, in the Tochi Valley, twelve miles from 
Datta Khel. Here, during the afternoon of the lO^i^ of 
that month, the escort was suddenly and treacherously 
assailed by an overwhelming horde of Mada Khel 
Waziris, and compelled to retire. At the very outset 
of the attack this officer was shot through the abdomen, 
but notwithstanding that he was mortally wounded and 
was momentarily sinking, he calmly and heroically con- 
tinued giving his orders and conducting the retirement 
until consciousness left him. He died at or neai Sherdni 
about an hour and-a-half after he received the fatal 
shot. 


Burgess, Francis Jaques, Lieutenant (c. 1825— 
lS^^),^Tahlet in St. Jamei? Ghurch^ Delhi, No. 158. 
—Entered the Bengal Army in 1842. Arrived in India 
in August of that year, and was sent up to Benares to do 
duty with the N. I, In September 1842 he was 
posted to the 74^*^ N. I., which he joined at Ludhiana, 
and with which he served in the Army of Reserve at 
Perozepore in the cold season of 1842-43. In the spring 
of 1843 he accompanied the regiment to Nowgong in 
Bundelkhand, at the end of 1845 to Hoshangabad, and in 
June 1846 to Mhow. In June 1847 he was appointed to 
the Public Works Dept, and detailed to survey a line of 
road from Mhow to Saugor, but in the following Septem- 
ber he was transferred to the Surveyor- General’s Dept., 
posted to the Revenue Survey of the N.-W. Provinces, 
and appointed Asst. Surveyor at Ajmer. He after- 
wards I'served as an Asst. Surveyor at Delhi and in 
Rohilkhand until the end of 1861, and as Surveyor in 
Rohilkhand until 1853, when he was transferred, in the 
same capacity, to the Bundelkhand Division. He was 
at Jhdnsi when the Mutiny broke out in June 1857, and 
took part in the unavailing attempt to defend the fort at 
that place against the mutineers and rebels urged on by 
the notorious Rani of Jhansi ; and he was one of those 
who, on the inevitable surrender taking place, perished 
ip the atrocious massacre at the Jokan BIgh,— 8^^ June 
1857. 


Burgess, Frank, Corpora? (1835— 1857).— -TaS- 
let at Delhi, No. 164. Bom in Edinburgh in 1835 — • 
Enlisted at Glasgow on the November 1854, for 
the Bengal Sappers and Miners, and landed in India on 
the 29^*^ November 1856. He joined the Corps of 
Sappers and Miners at Roorkee, and was serving there 
when the Mutiny broke out. He accompanied the Sap- 
pers to Meerut in May 1857, and (two-thirds of the corps 
having mutinied at that place) he afterwards served with 
the faithful remnant at the siege and storming of Delhi. 
On the morning of the storm, the 14*^^ September 1857, 
he was one of tiie three British non-commissioned offi- 
cers selected to accompany the explosion parW on the 
desperate duty of blowing in the Kashmir Gate, and 
it was he who, on Lieutenant Salkeld falling mortally 
wounded, actually performed the duty of exploding the 
powder which, at the cost of several valuable lives, had 
been lodged against the gate : this was done with signal 
gallantry under a murderous fire from the^ rebels inside 
the gateway, but the glorious deed cost this brave non- 
commissioned officer his life, for he had scarcely per- 
formed his dangerous duty when he fell dead under the 
fire of the ensoiy- 


Note. — It is to be noted that the real name of this 
gallant young soldier was Joshua Burgess Grierson. 
“ Frank Burgess ” was the assumed name under which 
he enlisted. 

Burnett, Charles James Francis, Ga^tain and 
Brevet- Major (c. 1805—1846 ). — Grave at Ferozejpore, No. 
481.— Entered the Bengal Army in 1821. Amvedin 
India in July 1822, and in the following mouth was 
sent up to Allahabad to do duty with the 2*^ Battalion 
27^^ N. I., to which corps he was formally posted in 
October. In September 1823 he was transferred to the 
1®* Battalion 9^^ N. I., and in the following month to 
the 2^ Battalion of the same regiment, which he joined 
at Lucknow. On the reorganisation of the Army tak- 
ing place in May 1824, he was posted to the 8*^^ N. I. 
(late 1®** Battalion ), and joined it at Betul, hut in 
March 1825 he was obliged to leave the place on account 
of ill-health, and after remaining at Calcutta for some 
months he embarked for Penang in August. He' re- 
turned to Bengal in August 1826, proceeded in the 
following month to the Upper Provinces, and after 
doing duty for six weeks with the 59^*^ N. I. at Banda, 
rejoined his own regiment on its aiTival at that station 
on the 30^^ December. In March 1829 he proceeded on 
leave to New South Wales and Mauritius, and was 
absent from India until the end of May 1831. On his 
return he was allowed to remain at the Presidency for 
some months, and eventually he did not rejoin his regi- 
ment, then at Delhi, until April 1832. In the following 
October he proceeded with the regiment to Hansi, for 
temporary duty, and thence marched with it tg Kaimal 
in February 1833. From April to June 1833 he officiat- 
ed as Adjutant of the regiment. In the autumn of 1834 
he marched with the to join a force assembling at 
Ajmer for service against Jodhpur, and on afifears there 
being settled, he accompanied the corps to Nasirabad, 
arriving there in Novemte. From December 1834 to 
February 1835 and again from April to December 1836 
he officiated as Adjutant of the regiment. In December 
1836 he was appointed Adjutant of the Merwara Local 
Battalion, with which ho served for nearly three years, 
and during this period, in the autumn of 1839, he acted for 
some time as detachment staff officer to the Merwara Bat- 
talion and the Jodhpur Legion combined, on the occasion 
of another demonstration against Jodhpur. In October 
1839 he was transferred from the 8^^ H. I, to the 2^ 
European Regiment (now the 2^ Battalion of the Royal 
Munster Fusiliers) on the first formation of that corps, 
and in the following month he resigned the Adjutancy 
of the Merwara Battalion. Early in the following 
January he proceeded on leave to Calcutta, and after 
remaining there for some months, embarked for New 
South Wales in August 1840, on leave for two years. 
He returned to Bengal in September 1842, and proceed- 
ing to the Upper Provinces joined the 2^ Burdpean 
Regiment on its way to Ferozepore for the Army of 
Reserve. While at Ferozepore in December 1842 he- 
was appointed Second -in-Command of the Hariana Light 
Infantry Battalion, and joined that corps at Hiasi. la 
October 1843 he accompanied the batteJion to Kamal, 
and at that station he soon afterwards, owing to the 
absence of the permanent Commandant, fell into the 
command of the corps, which he held it for ne^ly eleven 
months, during which period he, for a short time in De- 
cemW 1843, was in command of the station as senior 
officer present. In September 1844 he was appointed a 
Brigade-Major on the establishment, and on the of 
the succeeding month he was posted to Ferozepore, at 
which station he was still serving in that capacity, when 
the first Sikh War broke out in December 1846. On the 
formation of the Army of the Sutlej, IS^ December, 
he was nominated Brigade-Major of the Seventh Bri- 
gade which formed part of the Fourth (or Ferozepore) 
Divisiou under Sir John Litfcler, but at the same time 
Sir John, at Ferozepore, appointed him acting Depy. 
Asst. Adjt.-Genl. of the Division, and in this capacity, 
on the morning of the 21®* December, he marched out 
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with the Ferozepore force to join the main Army under 
Sir Hugh Gough in the assault o£ the Sikh entrench- 
ments at Firozshahr. In the sanguinary battle which 
ensued, the same afternoon, he was prominently engaged, 
and received a wound which, though at first considered 
slight, afterwards assumed a very serious character. In 
January 1846, on the re-organisation of the Army of 
the Sutlej taking place, he was appointed Brigade-Major 
of the Eighth Brigade of Infantry, and in that capacity 
he continued serving until the termination of the cam- 
paign in the following month. In February 1846’ he 
was appointed a Depy, Asst. Adjutant- General on the 
establishment and was posted to the Saugor Division, 
but he was now seriously ill from the efEects of his wound, 
and, incapable of travelHng to take up his appointment, 
he continued lingering at Ferozepore until his death, 
which took place there on the April 1846. 

Burnett, John Hamilton, Lieutenmi and Brevet- 
Oaptam (c. 1810—1846). Tablet at Ferozepore^ No. 
442. The fourth son of James Burnett, Esqr^, of Barns*, 
Co. Peebles, “ Chief of his Name,*’ and a younger brother 
of Captain Robert Lee Burnett, 64^^^ N. I.— Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1827. Arrived in India in October 
1828, and in the following month was ordered up to 
Jamalpur to do duty with the 54^^^ N. I. In March 1829^ 
he was posted to the 16^^ N. I., which he joined at 
Saugor in the following November, having in the inter- 
val continued, by order, doing duty with the 54^^ . In 
December 1832 he marched with the 16*^^ to Mhow, at 
which station, in April and May 1835, he officiated as 
Interpreter and Quarter Master of the 44'>^ N. I, In the 
winter of 1835-36 he accompanied his regiment to Delhi, 
and while serving there, he officiated as Adjutant of the 
corps from March to May 1836. In the latter month 
he was appointed Adjutant of the Jodhpur Legion, with 
which he served for more than two years. He resigned 
this appointment in August 1838 and rejoined his own 
regiment at Delhi, and in the following month he was 
appointed Interpreter and Quarter Master of the corps, 
a situation which he held for nearly seven years. He 
soon afterwards accompanied the regiment to Ferozepore, 
and in the following December he proceeded with it on 
service to Afghanistan, in which country he served 
throughout the campaigns of 1839-40-41-42. In 1839 he 
took part in the occupation of Kandahar and the storm 
and capture of Ghazni (medal), and hia regiment having 
been left in occupation of that fortress when the Army 
moved on to Kabul, he further took part, in the months 
of September and October, in the operations against 
msurgents and marauders in the Ghilzai country, and 
was preset in the action of the 22^ September in the 
Indpdn HiBs^ near Killtigii, in which the principal body 
of ihe Ghilzai banditti was surprised, routed and almost 
annihilated by a detachment under the command of Major 
McLaren,^ In June 1841, on the regiment being relieved 
at Ghazni and detailed for service in the field, he was 
appointed Staff Officer of a detachment under the com- 
mand of Colonel Chambers, 5*^*^ Light Cavalry, operating 
against insurgents in the Ghazni district, and was pre- 
sent with it in an action near Kardtd on the S*'' August. 
On the conclusion of these operations he proceeded with 
%e regment to Kandahar, and was about to return with 
it to Hindustan when the general insurrection of Nov- 
ember 1841 took place. On the 4^^ of that month he 
was appointed Brigade Quarter Master to the brigade 
imder The command of Colonel McLaren, which was 
then despatched northwards for the purpose of aiding 
the gamson of Kabul ; but heavy falls of snow having 
ma^ the movement impradticable beyond a certain point, 
the brigade was obliged to return to Kandahar. There- 
after throughout the winter and during the spring and 
summer of 184^}fe was continuously employed with his 
j^giment in the*, force under the command of General 
Nott, and tocif part in various actions at and around 
Kandahar, in the* expedition to the Kojalc Range, and 
in the relief of Kalat-i- Ghilzai. He aubseq^uently accom- 
pamed his regiment when General Nott began his 


movement northwards in August, and was present ai 
the action of Goaine, at the defeat of the Afghans before 
Ghazni and the recapture of that place, at the affairs 
of Beni Badam and Maidan, at the re-occupation of 
Kabul, and in various actions in the passes between 
Kabul and Peshawar during the return march to India 
(medal). On the breaking up of the Army at Feroze- 
pore in January 1843, he went on leave for a short time, 
and then rejoined his regiment at Btawah ; but towards 
the end of the year he was again called into the field 
with it, for the Gwalior Campaign, and having on the 
11^^ December been appointed Brigade Quarter Master 
to the 3*1 Brigade of Infantry, he was present in that 
capacity at the battle of Maharajpur (bronze star).. 
He afterwards returned with the regiment to Etawah, 
where he held the appointment of Station Staff Officer 
from February 1844 to July 1845. In the latter month 
he also resigned the appointment of Interpreter and 
Quarter Master of the regiment. In October 1846 he- 
was appointed acting Adjutant to the left wing of the 
regiment detached to Mainpuri, on arrival at which place 
he was also* appointed Station Staff Officer there. He 
soon afterwards marched with tiie regiment to Ambala^ 
to which station it had been called up on account of the 
threatening aspect of affairs in the Ph.njab. On the 
breaking out of the first Sikh War and the formation 
of the Army of the Sutlej in December 1845, he was. 
appointed Brigade-Major to the Fourth Brigade of In- 
fantiy, and with it was present at the battles of Mudki 
and Firozshahr, in the latter of which he fell whilst 
gallantly moving forward to the assault of the Sikh 
entrenchments,— 21st! December 1846. 

Note. — It will be noticed that ia the inscription on the tablet 
at Ferozepore this officer is incorrectly named Bennett.'' 

Burnett, Robert Lee, Captain (1805—1843). — 
Crave at Ferozepore, No. 457.— The second son of James 
Burnett, Esqr., of Bams, Co. Peebles, ‘‘ Chief of his 
Name,” Born in 1805. — Entered the Bengal Army in 
1820. Arrived in India in August 1821, and in the 
following month was sent up to Ghazipur to do duty 
with the European Regiment. In November 1821 ho 
was posted to the 2^ Battalion 8^** N. I., which he join- 
ed at Hansi in March 1822. In September 1823 ho was 
removed to the 27*'*^ N. I., and on his promotion to the* 
rank of Lieutenant being notified soon afterwards, ho was 
posted to the 2*^ Battalion of that regiment, and joined 
it at Allahabad. On the re-organisation of the Army 
taking place in May 1824 he was finally posted to ther 
64*^ N. I. (late 2^ Battalion 27'=^), with which corps 
he served in Assam during the latter paii of the first 
Burmese War, and was afterwards stationed at Rangpur^ 
From November 1826 to January 1827 he officiated as 
Interpreter and Quarter Master of the regiment, with 
which in the spring of 1828 he proceeded to Jamalpur. 
From July 1828 to January 1830 he offioMted as Adjutant. 
Early in 1830 he accompanied the regiment to Benares, 
ab which station from June to August 1830 he officiated 
as Interpreter and Quarter Master, and from July to 
October 1831 as Adjutant of the corps. In 1881-82, ai^ 
acting Adjutant to a detactment of four eompanies o£ 
the regiment, and afterwards to a mixed detachment 
under the command of Captain Maltby, 2^ N, I., he ser- 
ved throughout the campaign against the insurgent 
Kols of Chota Nagpur. On rejoining the regiment at 
Benares he was appointed, July lfS2, to ofiBciate as 
Adjutant, and he continued so officiating until the follow- 
ing September, when the permanent appointment was 
conferred upon him. In the spring of 1838 he proceeded 
with the regimjent to Nasirabad, whence at the end of 
1835 he accompanied it to Meerut. In September 1838, 
in consequence of his promotion to the rank of Captain, 
he vacated the situation of Adjutant, and towards the 
end of the same year he accompanied the co:^b on 
duty to DoM, whence, in March 1839, he procee^ 
with it to Kamal. He continued serving with the regi-

toent at ttat station nntil October 1840, wben, the corps 
having been detailed for service in Afghanistan, he 
jnarohed with it to Ferozepore, and thence proceeded 
with it across the Punjab to Jalalabad, arriving there 
in January 1841. At that place for some months he 
officiated as Brigade-Major to the Third Brigade. In 
June 1841 he accompanied the regiment to Kabul, 
whence in the autumn of the same year he proceeded to 
Ghazni, and being there when the general insurrection 
took place in November, he became involved in the 
misfortunes of the unhappy garrison of that place. He 
took an active part in the defence of the fortress through- 
out the winter of 1841-42 until he receive^ on the 7^^ 
March, a dangerous gun-shot wound, which destroyed 
the sight of one eye and left him completely disabled, and 
when the place finally surrendered to the Afghans on 
the 10^^ of that month, he became a prisoner of war 
and remained for upwards of six months in the hands of 
the enemy, suffering the most severe hardships and pri- 
vations, His release having been effected on the occupa- 
tion of Kabul by General Pollock in September 1842, 
and his own regiment having been destroyed in the 
retreat from that place in the preceding January, he was 
attached to the 16^^ N. I. (his brother’s regiment) for 
the return march to Hindustan, in the course of which, 
in the action of the 18^^ October on the heights above 
the Jagdalak Pass, he was again severely wounded. He 
reached Ferozepore about the middle of December, but 
his wounds proved too much for a constitution enfeebled 
by privations whilst a captive in the hands of the 
Afghans, and, in little more than six weeks after his 
arrival, he expired at that place on the 29^^ January 

1843. 

Burrowes, Cosby, Captain (1825— 1857).— flraue 
at Delhi, No. 113.— The eldest son of Lieutenant 
Cosby Burrowes, of the 45*^ N. I., who was a cadet of 
the family of Burrowes of Stradone House, Co. Cavan. 
Bom at Dinapore on the 20^^ December 1825. 
—Entered the Bengal Army in 1842. Arrived in India 
in November of the same year, and was sent to Midna- 
pore to do duty with the 17*^*^ N. I. In June 1843 he 
was posted to the 54^^ N. I., joined that regiment at 
Cawnpore, and afterwards proceeded with it to Delhi in 

1844, and to Ferozepore in 1845. He served with the 
corps in the Sutlej Campaign of 1845-46, and took part 
in the defence of the Ferozepore cantonment and the 
tettle of Firozshahr (medal), subsequently returning 
to Ferozepore with the regiment, and in the succeeding 
years accompanying it to Lahore, Agra and Barrack- 
pore. In November 1851 he was appointed acting 
Interpreter and Quarter Master of the regiment, and 
held this situation for four months. Early in 1852 he 
proceeded with the regiment to Aligarh, and in the 
foUowing October he was appointed acting Adjutant to 
the left wing, detached to Moradabad. In April 1853 
he was nominated for the appointment of acting Inter- 
preter and Quarter Master to the N. I,, but ho 
was unable at the time to take up the office, and the 
appointment was soon afterwards cancelled. In May 
1853 he returned to Aligarh with the letft wing of the 
regiment, and served there until October, when he was 
appointed acting Adjutant of the right wing, detaohted 
to Mainpuri. He rejoined at Aligarh in April 1854, 
and in January 1855, after holding the acting appoint- 
ment for three weeks, he was appointed Adjutant of the 
regiment. He resigned this appointment in May 1865, 
but in the following January he was appointed acting 
Adjutant, and Continued officiating in the office for 
eleven months, when his promotion to the rank of 
Captain caused him to vacate it. In April 1856 he 
marched with the regiment to Delhi, and he was with 
it there on the 11^^ May 1857, when the general mutiny 
of the garrison took place. While vainly endeavouring 
to get the men of the 64^^ to act against ihe mutineers 
who had come in from Meerut, he and many other 
officers of the regiment were cut down or shot, inside 
of the Kashmir Gate, by the rebel troopers of the 3*^ 
Light Cavalry, 


Burton, John, Ensign (1840— 1859).'— ffruwe at 
Lahore Oantonment, No. 675.— Entered fi[. M.’s Service 
on the 27th September 1856 as an Ensign in the 51®^ 
Foot, which he joined at the Cnrragh Camp, in Ireland. 
He afterwards served with it in Dublin, and in October 
1857 he embarked with it for Bombay, arriving there 
in the following January. In February 1858 he pro- 
ceeded with the regiment to Karachi, and at the end 
of the year he accompanied it to Mian Mir. He died 
at that place on the 4^^ January 1859. 

Butler, Edward Charles, Majjor and BraveU 
Lieutenant- Colonel (1818 — 1868), — Grave at Feshawar^ 
No. 975. — Entered H. M,*s Service on the 13*'*^ January 
1837 as an Ensign in the 36*^^^ Foot, which he joined the- 
same year at Barbadoes. At the end of 1838 he 
accompanied the regiment to North America, where he 
served with it, in Nova Scotia and New Brunswick,, for 
nearly three years-and-a>half. On the 5^*^ March 1841 
he was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant, In May 
1842 he returned home with the regiment, with which 
he served in Ireland and England for nearly five years. 
On the 23*^ August 1844 he was advanced to the rank 
of Captain. Early in 1847 he proceeded with the- 
regiment to the Ionian Islands, whence in the spring of 
1851 he accompanied it to the West Indies. On the 
23*^ September 1856 he was promoted to the rank of 
Major by brevet. After more than six years’ service in 
the West Indies he returned home with the regiment^ 
from Jamaica, in July 1857, and thereafter served with 
it in various parts of the TJnited Kingdom for another 
period of six years. On the 19^^ March 1861 he attain- 
ed the regimental rank of Major. In the autumn of 
1863 he accompanied the regiment to India, and landing 
at Calcutta on the 30^^ November, he served with it, 
during the next four years and-a-half, at Benares, 
Lucknow, Shahjahanpur, Ambala, and Peshawar. On 
the 17^^ March 1868 he was promoted to- the rank of 
Lieutenant-Colonel by brevet. Four months after reach- 
ing Peshawar with liis regiment, he died at that place 
on the 21®^ May 1868. 

Butler, John, Ideutenant^General (1804—1872).— 
Grave at No, 372.— Born at Tenby, Co. 

Pembroke, South Wales, in 1804. — Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1820. Arrived in India in June 1821, and in 
the following month was sent up to Ghazipur to do duty 
with the European Regiment. On the 26^^ October he 
was posted to the 2^^ Battalion 13^^ N. I., which he 
joined at Chittagong in March 1822. In September 
1823 he was transferred to the Battalion N. I.,, 
then serving at Nagpur, but he was retained at Chitta- 
gong, with the 2^ Battalion 13^^, nntil the following 
year, and in April 1824 he was appointed Offg. Brigade- 
Major at that station, — an appointment which ,he conti-i 
nued holding for some time. On the reorganisation of 
the Army taking place in May 1824 he was pasted to 
the 3^ N. I. (late 1®^ Battalion which he joined 
before the end of the year at Benares. In J uly 1825 he 
was appointed Adjutant of the regiment. In the 
autumn of 1825 he .accompanied the corps to Lucknow, 
whence he proceeded vith it to Ludhiana at the end ,o£ 
1827, and thence to Nasirabad in November 1830! In 
December 1832 he was appointed to officiate as Brigade- 
Major to the troops in Rajputana, and he continued 
officiating in that situation until September 1834, when 
he was appointed Brigade-Major to the Third Infantry 
Brigade of the Rajwara Field Force, assembled at Ajmer 
for the purpose of coercing the Raja of Jodhpur ; the Raja, 
having, however, submitted as soon as the force was 
assembled, this appointment ceased almost as soon as it 
began, and he remained on in his acting appointmefit 
of Brigade-Major to the troops in Rajputana until April 
1835, when he proceeded to Mainpjiri and there, at the 
end (ff the following month, rejoined his regiment and 
resumed the post of Adjutant. In January 1837, 
having been promoted to the rank of Captain, he vacated 
the Adjutancy of the regiment. In the autumn of the 
same year ho proceeded to the Presidency on leave, on 



th© expiration of whioli, in Jannary 1838, he rejoined 
liis regiment at Barrackpore. At this station, from May 
to November 1840, he officiated as Agent for Family 
Money and Pay Master of Native Pensioners.^ In the 
winter of 1840-41 he accompanied the regiment to 
Mirzapnr. In March 1841 he was appointed to officiate 
as a Bepy. Asst, Adjutant- General on ^ the establish- 
ment, and was posted to the Saugor Division, He was 
made permanent in the appointment in the following 
June, and continued holding it until September 1843, 
when he was appointed an Asst, Adjt.-Genl, of Division 
and re-posted to Saugor, In this situation he remained 
until November 1845, when he was gi*anted peimission 
to rejoin his regiment, vacating his appointment on the 
Divisional Staff. He rejoined the 3^ N. I. at Banda, 
and, having about the same time attained the rank of 
Major, he assumed command of the corps. Early in 
1846 he marched with the regiment to Allahabad, 
whence, towards the end of the following year, he 
accompanied it to Hoshiarpur, arriving there in Janaary 
1848. In May 1848 he moved with the corps to Jullun- 
dar. He snbsec[Tiently commanded the regiment 
thronghout the operations of 1848-49 in the Jnllundur 
Doab and across the Beas, and was present at the cap- 
ture of the forts of Rangal-Nagal and Kalalwala, and 
he commanded the main column in the assault and 
forcing of the heights of Dalla (medal). He afterwards, 
in 1849, commanded a detachment employed in dis- 
arming the Sikh population of the Bari Doab, In 
May 1849 he returned with the regiment to Hoshiarpur, 
and in the winter of 1849-50 he proceeded with it to 
Jhelum. On attaining the rank of Lieut.- Colonel he was 
re-posted, November 1851, to the 3*^ N. I,, and conti- 
nued in command. In December 1852 he proceeded 
with the regiment on service to Hazara,* and having on 
the 19t*» of that month been placed in command of a 
detachment or column, he served throughout the opera- 
tions of Colonel Mackeson against the Hasanzais of the 
Black Mountain in 1852-53. He afterwards returned 
with the regiment to Jhelum, at which station he was 
for a short time in command in 1854 Towards the 
end of 1854 he accompanied the regiment to Phillaur, 
and he was in command of it there when it mutinied 
and marched off to Delki in June 1867. From that 
time to the end of November 1858 he was on leave in 
Simla, and during thie period he was transferred to the 
European Regiment in September 1858, and removed 
fyom that corps to the cadre of the late ll^ii N. I. in 
October. On the expiration of his leave he was direct- 
ed to do duty at Ambala. In January 1859 he was 
directed to assume comn^nd of the Ambala Brigade, 
but after holding this command for some timo he 
reverted to ^neral duty, and continued in that position 
until he attained the Colonel’s allowance in November 
1861. In January 1862 he received permission to reside 
in the Sirhind Division, and he then became a perma- 
nent resident of Simla. In April 1863 he was promotod 
to the rank of Major-General, and in December 1871 ha 
attained that of Lieuteno>nt- General. He died at Simla 
on the 30^*^ 1872, 

Butson, Strange GouleJ, Oa^pfain (o. 1852— 
1879 ).— at Lahore^ No. 633,-— Son qf the Very 
Revd, 0. H. Gould Butson, Dean of Hilmacduagh.-— 
Entered H. M/s Service on the 27^=*! July 1870, as a (fornet 
in the 9^*^ Lancers, which he joined at Aldershot. On the 
38^^ October 1871 he was prompted to the rank of Lieute- 
nant, A^ter serving with the regiment tqr some time at 
York and Colchester, he embarked with it for India in 
January 1875, and landing at Bombay in February, he 
ppoooeded with the corps tq Sialkot, where he arrived on 
the March. On the February 1878 ‘ he attained 
the rank of Captain. On the outbreak of the war with 
.^ghanistan towards the end of 1878, he accompanied 
Ks regiment pn service with the Second Division of 
the Peshawar Valley Field Force, but in the spring of 
1879 he was detached to Eohat with a squadron of the 
porpsy wHqI^ wae ^ifterwards moved tip into the Euram 
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j Valley, and retained there after the conclnsion of peasce 

I in May. On the renewal of the war in September 1879, 
he accompanied this squadron in the movement on 
Kabul under Sir Frederick Roberts, and as Orderly 
Officer to Brigadier- General Massy, Commanding the 
Cavalry Brigade, he was present at the action of 
Charasiah and the occupation of Sherpur Cantonment, • 
Kabul. In the subsequent operations at and around 
Kabul in the last month of the year he commanded a 
squadron of the regiment, and after rendering excellent 
service on several occasions, fell at last, shot through 
the breast, while gallantly charging a numerically 
superior body of the enemy near Siah-Sang on the 13^ 
December 1879. 

Byrne, John, O.B., Lieutenant- Colonel (1786— 
1851).— Grave at Simla, No. 326.— Entered H. M.’a 
Service on the 1st October 1808, having on that date 
been appointed by the Oommander-in- Chief in India to 
be an Ensign in the 65^*^ Foot, then stationed at Surat, 
in the Bombay Presidency. He does not appear to have 
ever joined that regiment, and on the 1®<= April 1809 he 
was transfen*ed to the 22^ Foot at Berhampore, in 
Bengal. In September 1810 he embarked with his 
regiment on the expedition against the Mauritius, and he 
was present at the reduction of that island in the follow- 
ing December. He subsequently served there, and in 
the neighbouring island of Bourbon, until July 1819, 
when he embarked with the regiment for England, and 
having landed at Gosport in December, he served with 
the corps at Northampton and afterwards in Ireland 
for two years. On the 19^^ April 1821 he was promoted 
to the rank of Captain, and in the following December 
he was placed on half-pay. On the 29*^ January 1824 
he was brought back on fidl pay as a Captain in the 
20^^ Foot, wmoh he joined at Bombay in the course of 
the year, and on the 26‘‘‘^ January 1825 he exchanged 
into the 31®* Foot. He joined this corps at Berhampore 
in the summer of the same year, soon after its arrival 
from Europe, served with it afterwards in Port William 
and at Dinapore, and in the winter of 1826-27 accom- 
panied it to Meerut. In January 1830 he was appointed 
an Aide-de-Oamp to the Oommander-in- Chief, General 
the Earl of Dalhousie, and he continued holding that 
post until January 1832, when His Lordship resigned 
and went home. Thereafter he was Aide-do-Carap to 
three successive Governors- General, — to Lord William 
Bentinck from January 1832 to March 1836, to Siv 
Charles Metcalfe from March 1835 to March 1836, and 
to Lord Auckland from March 1836 to August 1837. 
During this last period he was promoted, 26**^ February 
1836, to the brevet rank of Major, and ho also officiated 
for several months as Asst. Adjt.-Genl. ofH. M/g 
Troops in India. In August 1837 ho was appointed 
permanently to the post of Asst. Adjt.-Genl. of H. M.’a 
Troops. In the following year he was detailed to 
accompany Sir Heniy Fane on the expedition to 
Afghanistan, and he aotnally joined the Army of the 
IndufiTfor that purpose, but the arrangement was after- 
wards cancelled. In July 1840 he was appointed Offg. 
Quarter Master General of H, M.’s Troops in India, and 
he, continued in that position until March 1842, 

. when he was relieved by the retuim of the permanent 
incumbent from Europe, and reverted to his substantive 
.appointment of Asst. Adjt.-Genl. This appointment he 
resigned in November 1842, but before the end of tite 
month he was appointed an extra Aide-do-Carap to the 
Governor- General, Lord Bllenborough. In February 
1843 he was appointed an Aide-de-Oamp to His Lord- 
ship, and he held the appointment until the end of May, 
when, having been promoted to the regimeittal rank cf 
Major on the d**** of that month, he vacated the post and 
joined his regiment at Ambila. Towards the end of the 
year he accompanied the regiment to Ferozepore. In 
the spring qf 1844 he proceeded on leave to Landour,, 
and in the following August he was appointed to the 
command of the Convalescent Dep5t at that place, but 
towards the end of October he resigned the command 
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and lejo^d his regimen^ in which he had now attained 
the rank of Identenant- Colonel (8th October 1844). 
He eontinned serving with the regiment (which had 
returned to Ambala) until December 1845, when, on the 
outbreak of the first Sikh war, he proceeded in com- 
mand of it on service towards the Sutlej, but in the first 
engagement of the campaign, at MudM on the 18^^ 
December, he was so severely wounded that he was 
unable to take' any farther part in the operations 
(Medal, and created a Companion of the Order of the 
Bath). On the 31®^ going home after the war, he ex- 
chEHiged, 15**^ April 1846, into the Foot, which he 
joined at Ambala in October, and with which he imme- 
diately afterwards proceeded to Ferozepore. In Feb- 
ruary 1848 he marched with the regiment to Lahore, 
at which place he renxained with it, in garrison, up to 
the Febmaiy 1849, when, in command of six com- 
panies of the corps, he marched towards Bamnagar, to 
take part in the operations of the Army of the Punjab. 
On the 14^*^ he was detached from Bamnagar to Wazir- 
abad in command of a small force, with which, crossing 
the river on the 20^^, he held the fords of the Ohenab 
during the operations of the succeeding day, inclndiag 
the battle of Gujerat (Medal and clasp). On the day 
after the battle he was appointed, with the rank of 
Brigadier, to the command of the Third Infantry 
Brigade of the force sent, under the command of 
Walter Gilbert, in pursuit of the Sikhs, but this 
appointment was cancelled on the 27**^ in consequence 
of an officer senior to himself joining the force, and he 
reverted to the command of his regiment, with which, on 
the termination of the campaign, he was stationed at 
Rawal Pindi. He shortly afterwards proceeded on leave 
to Simla, and never rejoined, his leave having been 
extended up to the spring of 1851, when he quitted 
the service. He retired from the service by the sale of 
his commission on the 8*^^ May 1851, and died at Simla 
on the 21®^ July following. 

Bythesea, George Charles Glossop, Ideute- 
nant (1819— 1845).— Tu&Zei at Ferozepore, No. 442.— 
The eldest son of the Bevd. George Bythesea, M. A., 
Rector of Freshford, Oo. Somerset (of the family now 
known as the Bytheseas of The ffill, Co. Somerset), 
and elder bromer of the late Bear-Admiral John 
Bythesea, V.O., Boyal Havy, sometime Consulting 
Naval Officer to the Government of India. Bom on the 
29’^ May 1819.— Entered H. M.’s Service on the 19*^ 
February 1841 as an Ensign in the 80* Foot, which he 
joined in New South Wales in the following year. On 
the 28* July 1843 he was promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant. In August 1844 he embarked with the 
regiment at Sydney, landed with it at Calcutta on the 
16* November, and proceeding with it to the Upper 
Provinces, reached Agra at the end of March 1845. In 
October 1845 he accompanied the corps to Ambala. On 
the outbreak of the first Sikh war he accompanied his 
regiment to the front, and was present with it at the 
battles of Mudki and Firozshahr. In the latter 
sangninary engagement he escaped unscathed in the 
first day’s fighting, but on the renewal of the conflict 
on the following morning, he fell under tha artillery 
fixe of the enemy,— 22^ December 1845. 

Caddell, Walter, Captain (1808 — 1847 ). — Grave 
at RosMarpjw, No. 522. — Entered the Bengal Army in 
1826. Arrived in India in June 1827, and in the same 
month was posted to the 36* N. I., which he joined at 
Snltan^UTi in Ondh. In Janua:^ 1829 he accompanied 
the regiment to Aligarh, whence in tihe winter of 1831-32 
he marched with it to Mhow in MaJwa. In the cold 
season of 1834-35 he was employed with the regiment 
in the field on the occasion of the demonstration against 
Jodl^pnr and of the operations undertaken for the pur- 
pose of xeducmg the district of Shekhawat to order, ou 
the conclusion of which he marched with the regiment 
to Agra, arriving there in April 1835. In DeoemW 
}835 his services were 4t, the disposal d the 


Resident at Hyderabad, and in the following January 
he was appointed to the Nizam’s Army, with the 2*^ 
Regiment of Infantry of which he served until October 
1843. He then went home on furlough, and was absent 
from India until October 1846. On his return he re- 
joined the 36* N. I. at Hoshiarpur, at which place he 
died on the 22^ June 1847. 

Caldwell, George’ Ross, Lieutenant (1828-*- 
1859 ). — Grave at SialJcot, No. 718. — Served for several 
years in the ranks of the 1®^ Boyal Dragoons, in which he 
rose to the rank of sergeant. On the 6* February 1855 
he was promoted to the rank of Qnarter-Master of 
Brigade in the Land Transport Corps, then formed for 
service in the Crimea, and he was subsequently grant^ 
the rank of Lieutenant from the same date. With this 
corps he served at the siege of Sevastopal in 1855 
(Medal and clasp). On the 20* Febrnaiy 1857 he was 
transferred to the Military Train, and from that corps, 
on the 18* September following, tjo the 7* Dragoon 
Guards, which he joined at Canterbury, and with which, 
in the succeeding month, he embarked for India. Land- 
ing at Karachi in January 1858, he accompanied the 
regiment to Sialkot, at which station lie continued serv- 
ing with it until his death. He died at Sialkot on the 
11* December 1859. 

Caley, Henry Francis, Major-General (1792— 
1866 ).— and tablet at Rawal Pindi, Nos» 781 and 
802.— Bom at Doncaster, Co. York, on tbe 15* May 
1792. — ^Entered the Bengal Army in 1806. Arrived in 
India in October 1807, and in the usual course was sent 
to the Cadet College at Barasat. On the 26* December 
1807 he was posted to the 1®^ Regiment of Native In- 
fantry, but he was retained at Barasat until the 1®^ 
December 1808, when he was struck off and sent to join 
the 1®^ Battalion of his regiment at Tara Mirzapnr. In 
the following year he accompanied the 1®^ Battalion 1®® 
N. I. to Bareilly ; in 1810 he marched with it to Delhi, 
and in 1811 to Muttra. On being promoted to the rank 
of Lieutenant he was posted, 16* April 1814, to the 2'^ 
Battalion of the regiment, but on the 24* of the follow- 
ing month he was re-transferred to the Battalion, 
with which he continued serving at Muttra until De- 
cember of the same year, when, with the two flank 
companies of the battalion, he proceeded to Meerut and 
joined the 1®'^ Grrenadier Battalion, then being formed 
at that station. With this battalion, about the middle 
of April 1815, he proceeded by forced marches to join 
the tioops operating in the Kamaon TTins under Colonel 
Jasper Nicolls, and reaching Almora on the day after 
the fall of that place, he accompanied the corps when 
it was pushed on in pnrsnit of a body of the enemy, 
until the latter retired across the Kotila at Jhulagh^t 
(India Medal with Nepal clasp). He afterwards for a 
short time eommanded Colonel Nicoll’s personal escort 
in Kamaon. In May 1816 he was transferred to the 
2*^ Battalion 1»^ N. I and appointed Adjutant thereof, 
and having joined that corps at Ludhiana, on its return 
from field service in the West^ Himalayas under Sir 
David Ochterlony, h^ marched with it, in .the following 
year, to Fatehgarh. In February and March 1817 he 
served with the battalion at the siege and capture q£ 
Haihras, on the conclusion of which he returned with 
the corps to Fatehgarh, but in the autumn of the same 
year he was again called into the fidd, on the occasion of 
the formation of the Grand Army, and with his battalion 
he thereafter served throughout the Mahratta-I^dari 
war of 1817—19, including the operations in the Saugqr 
District, the surrender of Dhamoni, the siege and cap- 
ture of Mandala, and the siege and capture of the 
celebrated fortress ^ of Asirgarh. Di January 1819 he 
was appointed to act as Interpeter and Quarter-Mast^ 
of the ^ttalion, in addition to his other duties, and he 
Continued acting in this position for nearly i[iree years, 
In the meantime, on tiie tenninaiion of the war, he had 
accompanied the battalion to Partabgarh, in Oudh and 
thence, towards the end of 1821, to Neemnch. In May 



3824, liayingaiitained the ran^ of Captain, he vacated 
the Adjutancy of the battalion, which he had held for 
nine years, and, the reorganisation of the Army taking 
place at the same time, he was posted to the N. I. 
(late 2^ Battalion 1*0? which, during the same 
year, he was actively employed in the field against the 
Bhils. Early in 1825 he marched with the regiment to 
Ludhiana, whence he accompanied it to Sultanpur, in 
Oudh, at the end of 1828 ; and during the succeeing 
years he served with it, in succession, at Saugor, Ber- 
hampore and GorsJdipnr. While serving at Gorakhpur 
in October 1839 he was appointed to the command of 
the 1st Pepot Battalion at Jaunpur, but in October 
1840 this corps was broken up and he reverted to 
his regiment, with which, in the spring of 1841, he 
proceeded to Bareilly. From the spring of 1842 to the 
summer of 1844 he was in command of the regiment, 
and when in the spring of the later year the corps 
mutinously refused to proceed to Sindh, he incurred the 
censure of the Commander-ni' Chief, Sir Hugh Gough, 
for having, without authority, granted discharge to 
nearly two hundred men, including the ring-leaders of 
the mutiny, of whom it had been Sir Hugh’s intention 
to have made an example (G. 0. C. C., 30*^ March 
1844). Eventually the regiment went on to Sukkur 
under his command, arriving there in May 1844, and in 
the following month, on attaining the rank of Lieutenant- 
Colonel, he was re-posted to the corps. In July 1844, 
however, he was removed to the 64**^ N. I., which was 
also at Sukkur, and of this regiment he held the com- 
mand for more than ten years, accompanying it to Cawn- 
pore in 1845 and thence, at the of the same year, to 
Barraokpore, and afterwards to Aliahabad in the spring 
of 1848, to Agra at the end of 1860, to Meerut in July 
1 852, and finally to Lahore in the succeeding November. 
For a short time in the early part of 1854 he was com- 
manding at the last-mentioned station. In September 
1864 he was appointed a Brigadier on the establishment 
and was posted to the Sind-Sagar District, Eawal Pindi, 
the command of which he held for nearly two years. 
In the same month he was transferred from the 64*^ to 
the rolls of the 74^*^ N. I., and from that corps, in Janu- 
ary 1855, to the 50^*^ N. I. On attaining the rank of 
regimental Colonel he was posted, February 1855, to the 
i; Europeau Bengal Fusiliers, from which he was re- 
moved, in the following Hovember, to his former corps, 
'the 64^^ I., and he remained Colonel of this regiment 

in the course of the mutinies of 1857, it was blotted 
out of the list of the Army of Bengal. In July 1856, 
onptomotiou to the rank of Major-General, he relin- 
quished the comnaand of the Sind-Sagar District, and 
he was never afterwards re-employed. In August 1856 
he received permission to reside at Eawal Kndi, and he 
remained there until his death. He died at Eawal Pindi 
on the 21®^ December 1866, 

Campbell, Arthur Wellington, Oaptain (0,1816— 
1846).— near Badliowal, — see note on page 6i of 
Part I.— Pon of Lieutenant-General Sir Colin Campbell, 
K.O.B., Governor and Commander-in- Chief in Ceylon! 
— Entered H.M.’s Service on the l 5 th March 1833 as an 
Ensign in the 14^*^ Foot, which he joined in Ireland. 
He was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant on the 
35^ December 1835, and having served with the regi- 
ment in the West Indies and in Canada, and op his 
father’s personal staff in Ceylon, he was promoted to 
the rank of Captain on the 28‘^ January 1842. He 
was Asst. Military Secretary to Sir Colin Campbell, 
in Ceylon, when the first Sikh war broke out, and 
being eager to ‘‘see service,*’ he obtained the ueces- 
' sary permission and proceeded to Oalcntfca, whence he 
hurried up express to join the Army of the Sutlej. At 
' Jagraon, ou the night of the 20*^ January, he joined the 
detached force under the command of Sir Harry Smith 
and on the following maming, while acting as Aide-de.- 
Gamp to Sir Harry, he was killed hj a cannon shot in the 
affair with 'the Sikh Army under Sirdar Eanjdr Singh 
atBadhowtt. His body was found two or three ds^s 
later, and he was buried where he fell, on the field. ^ 


Campbell, Colin Frederick, Major and Brevet^ 
Colonel (1824—1868). — Grave at Simla, No. 366.-^ 
Entered H. M.’s Service on the 1®* May 1840 as an Ensiga 
in the 46*^ Foot, which (after serving for some time with 
the depot in Jersey) he joined at Gibraltar in the 
following year. In February 1842 he accompanied the 
TOgiment to Barbadoes, at which place and at others 
in the West Indies he served with it until February 
1845. He then accompanied the corps to Halifax, iqt 
Nova Scotia, whence, in the following July, he pro- 
ceeded with it to Montreal, at which place, and at 
others in Canada, he served for two years and«a-half. 
In October 1847 he again went to Nova Scotia with 
the regiment, and in May 1848 he returned home with' 
it. He continued serving with the corps in the United 
Kingdom, principally in the north of England and in 
Ireland, until October 1854, when he embarked with 
it to join the British Army in the Crimea, Arriving 
there in November, a few days after the battle of In- 
kerman, he served throughout the siege of Sevastopol, 
during a part of which he was employed as an Assist^ 
ant Engineer, and in the course of these operations 
he was wounded in the trenches on the 28‘*» July 1855. 
(Medal and clasp; promoted to the rank of Lieutenant- 
Colonel by brevet ; created a Knight of the Legion of, 
Honour ; and granted the Fifth Class of the Order of 
the Medjidieh). On the withdrawal of the British 
forces from the Crimea he accompanied the regiment 
to the Ionian Islands, where he semd with it until the 
autumn of 1858. The corps was then ordered to India, 
and in October he landed with it at Karachi, whence he 
accompanied it to Multan, and afterwards, in the spring 
of 1860, to Jnllundur. In the autumn of 1861 he 
proceeded with the regiment to Cawnpore, of which 
station he temporarily held the command in the early 
part of 1863. In April 1863 he went home on leave. 
He returned to India in December 1864, rejoined the 
regiment at Shahjahanpur, and in March 1865 accom- 
panied it to Lucknow. In March 1867 he was appoint- 
ed to the command of the Kasanli Convalescent Dq)5t, 
and he was retained in that appointment when his 
regiment was transferred to the Bombay Presidency 
in 1868. In July 1868 he was appointed temporarily 
to the command of the Sirhind Division, and held it 
for two months. He died while on short leave at 
Simla on the 14**^ September 1868. 


Campbell, John Charles, Captain (1809-— 
1843).— Gmve at Suhathu, Ho. 419.— Bom on the 12^ 
April 1809.— Entered H. M.’s Service on the May 
1^8 as an Ensign in the 45*^* Foot. Joined that re- 
giment at Monlmein before the end of the year, and 
served with it there for more than three years. On 
the Janua^ 1830 he was promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant. In 1832 he went home on leave and was 
absent from India until 1835, when he rejoined the 
regiment at Secunderabad. He returned home with 
the regiment towards the end of 1837, and on arrival 
^ere, in March 1838, proceeded with it to Oanterbnrv. 
On the 4th May 1838 he was promoted to the raidk 
of Captain, unattached, and placed on half-pay. On. 
the of the following month he exchanged back 
mto the 46«», and on the 1®^ June, 1839 he exchanged 
foomthat regiment into theQti^Fooi He arrived in 
In^ at i^e end of January 1840, and after doing: 
toiy at Ohinsnxa for five months, proceeded to the 
Upper Provinces and joined his regiment at Agra in 
the anton of the same year. In Hovemher 1840 he 
proceeded with the regiment to Meerut, and thence, in 
December 1841, to Feroaiepoxe. In January 1842 he 
acjcompamed It m service to Af ghanistan, and he after- 
wards served with it throughout the campaign of 1842 
.mthat country, under General Pollock. On the re- 
turn of the regiment from Afghanistan he proceeded 
on leave te Mussoorie for a few months, rejoimngthe 
■re^nmnt in oainpat Mubarakpur (between Ambala 
and l^lka)^ in February '1843, and accompanying it 
to Subathu in Ayxfl. Towards the end 6* ihaV moW 
he proceeded on siek leave to Simla, but rettiming to 
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SubatliTi three months later, on being detailed to go 
home on duty with invalids^ he died there on the ^18^^ 
August 1843. 

Campbell, John Forbes, Major (1823—1869).— 
Ghave at Attach^ — see note after No, 848.— Entered 
the Bengsd Army in 1843. Arrived in India in June of 
the same year, and in the following month was‘ sent up 
to Benares to do duty with the 47*^ N. L In November 
1843 he was posted to the 2“^ European Regiment, 
which he joined at Ambala, and with which in the 
following spring he proceeded to Meerut, and in the 
winter of 1844-45 to Sukkur, in Sindh, In the latter 
year he served in Sir Charles Napier's campaign 
against the border tribes of Sindh, an arduous and 
t^ng service, and in the autumn he accompanied the 
regiment to Karachi. Early in 1846, with the regi- 
ment, he moved up towards the Punjab with the Sindh 
Field Force, but_ the defeat of the Sikhs at Sobraou 
rendered the services o£ this force unnecessary, and on 
. the conclusion of the war he accompanied the regiment 
to Siibathu, where, with the exception of a temporary ’ 
move into the Jullundur District at the end of 1^6, he 
served with il; until the autumn of 1848, On the out- 
toak of the second Sikh war he proceeded with his regi- 
ment on service, and was present with it throughout the 
Punjab campaign of 1848-49, including the action of 
Ramnagar, the passage of the Chenib, the battles of 
OhiHanwala and Gdjerit, and the subsequent pursuit 
of the Sikhs and Afghans (Medal and two clasps). 
On the conclusion of the war he proceeded with the 
regiment to Lahore, and afterwards accompanied it 
to Agra in 1850, and to Fort William towards the 
end of 1852. In the summer of 1853 he proceeded 
with three companies to Moulmein, whence in Novem- 
ber he joined the rest of the regiment at Prome, in 
Pegu, and took part in some of the closing movements 
of the second Burmese war (India Medal and clasp). 
In March 1855 he accompanied the corps to Moulmein, 
and in the spring of 1856 to Subathu. On the regi- 
ment proceeding to _ Ambala in November 1856 he re- 
mained at Subathu in charge of the dep6t, and having 
about this time been promoted to the rank of Captain, 
he succeeded to the temporary command o£ the slation, 
.and held it until the return of the regiment in the 
spring of 1857. On the outbreak of the Mutiny he 
procqpded with the regiment on service and was present 
at the action of Badli-ki-Sarai (as orderly officer to 
Brigadier Graves) and throughout the siege, assault 
(as orderly officer to Brigadier Longfield) and capture 
of Delhi (Medal and clasp). Towards the end of the 
year he j^etumed to Subathu for duty, but he rejoined 
,the regiment at Delhi in the autumn of 1858, and in 
the spring of 1859 he* officiated for six weeks as 
Brigade-Major at that station. In the following year 
he accompanied the regiment to Roorkee, at which sta- 
tion he ofGloiated as Cantonment Magistrate and 
Treasury Officer from August to November 1860. He 
then went on leave to Mnssoorie, and remained there 
until November 1862, when he was appointed to do 
“general dnty’* at Shahjabanpdr. He was acting 
Station Staff Officer at that place from February 1863 
to May 1864, when he was appointed Station Staff 
Officer at the Naini Tal Convalescent Dep6t ; this post 
he held for two years and-a-half. In September 1866 
he was admitted into the Bengal Staff Corps. In De- 
cember 1866 he was directed to do “ general dnty at 
Dehra, whence he was ordered to proceed to A^a in 
.Angnst 1868, but this transfer was cancelled in the 
following month, and in October he was appointed 
Commandant of Fort Attock. He died at that place 
,on the 30’’^ January 1869. 

CampbelU John Wemyss, Lieutenant (1834 — 
18^0), -^Tablet at Lahore^ No, 685 : grave at Asniy — see 
note to No, 896. — ^The only son of Colonel (Honorary 
Major-General) Charles Oamphell, Bengal Infantry, 
formerly of the 42® N. I., and grandson of John 
' Campbell, Esq., (if Kinloch, . Go. Perth, and of James 


Wemyss, Esq., of the Bengal Civil Service, who was 
himself a grandson, paternally, of the 5^^ Earl of 
Wemyss, and, maternally, of the 16^ Earl of Suther- 
land. Bom at Hawalbagh, Kamao^ on the 6^^ April 
1834. — ^Entered the Bengal Army in 1852. Arrived 
in India in September of the same year, and in the 
following month was ordered np to Rawal Pindi to do 
dnty with the regiment of Kalat-i-Ghilzai. In March 
1853 he was posted to the 49*^ N. I., bat before the 
end of the month he was removed, at his own request, to 
the 51®** N. I., and he joined that regiment at Jullundur 
soon afterwards. At the end of the year he accompanied 
the corps to Rawal Pindi, and thence in October 1855 
to Peshawar. In July 1856 he was appointed to the 
charge of the 1®^ Company of the Sappers and Miners, 
but retained it for only a few weeks. On the 16*^ 
October he was ordered to do dnty with the 3®- Punjab 
Infantry, and three days later he was appointed Offg. 
Adjutant of that corps, with which, during the closing 
months of the year, he served in the expedition to Miran- 
z4i and Knram. In December he was appointed to do 
dnty with the 4‘^’^ Punjab Cavalry, which also formed 
part of the expeditionary force, and he remained with 
it until the end of the month. He then rejoined the 
51®^ at Peshawar, and he was with that corps when 
it was disarmed in May 1857, and afterwards when it 
mutinied and was destroyed in the following August. 
In September 1857 he was appointed to do duty with 
the 5^*^ Punjab Police Battalion in the Jhelum Division, 
and he continued with it until the 15^*^ of the following 
month, when he was appointed Offg. Captain of Police 
in the same division. He held this appointment until 
July 1859, when he was appointed Acting Adjutant of 
Cnreton’s Mdltani Regiment of Cavalry. He joined 
that corps at Peshawar, and continued officiating as 
Adjutant until December, when on a reorganisation of 
the regiment taking place, he was appointed Doing- 
Duty Officer with it. In March 1860 he was appoint- 
ed Second-in* Command of the corps, and in the lolbw- 
ing month he marched with it for Asni, in the Derajat. 
On the way thither he was detached in command of a 
squadron, at the head of which he took part in the 
Mahsiid-Waziii expedition On the termii^tion of 
the operations, in May, he proceeded and joined the 
head-quarters of the regiment at Asni, and in June he 
was appointed to officiate as Commandant of the regi- 
ment. He was still officiating in this appointment 
when he died at Asni on the 12^*^ September 1860. 

Campbell, Kenneth Donald John, Lieutenant 
(1831 — 1856). — Grave at Shahpur, No 849: tablet 
at Jullundur, No. 554- — Son of Major Kenneth Camp- 
bell, 45*^*^ Bengal N. I. Bom at Neemuoh on the 
27*^*^ June 1831.— Entered the BengaJ Army in 1850. ■ 
Arrived in India in November of tbe same year, 
and was sent up to Benares to do duty with the 
27fch IN’. 1. In the following month he was posted 
to the 29’^’^ N. I., which he joined at Peshawar early 
in 1851. In March and Ajjril 1852 he served with the 
29^^ in the operations against the Ranizais and the 
Mohmands. Early in 1853 he accompanied the regi-’ 
ment to Jnllundnr, and while serving at that station 
in 1856 he officiated for a short time as Interpreter and 
Quarter-Master. In June 1866 he was appointed to 
do duty with the 6**^ Punjab Infantry at Bannu, but 
on his way to that place he died at Shahpnr on the 
12* July 1856. 

Campbell, William Frederick, Lieutenant and 
JBrevet'Oaptain (1808— 1640).— 'Growfi. at Lslhi, No,, 
70,— Entered the Bengad Army in 1823. Arrived in 
India, in October 1824, and at the end of the same 
month was sent up tp Dinapore to ..do duty with the 
2® European Regiment. In Mar<^ 1825 ke was posted 
to the 5Q* N. I., then at Nasirabad,.and in the .folbw- 
ing July he was transferred to the 64* N. at the 
same statiop, but being unable to proceed thither at 
that season of the year, he was permitted to de» duty 
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with the 21®^ N* I, at Agia tmfil the cold wea- 
ther should have set in. In the following year he 
accompanied the 64t^^ to Agra* and at the end ot 1328 
he proceeded with the regiment- to Dacca. In the 
autumn of 1829 he officiated for a short time as Inter- 
preter and Quarter-Master to the regiment, and he 
again officiated in that post from December 1829 to the 
.end of May 1830. After a year’s leave to the Neil- 
gherries, he went home on furlough in January 1882, and 
was absent from until December 1834. He then 
rejoined his regiment at Saugor, and in December 1835 
he was appointed Interpreter and Quarter-Master. He 
accompanied the corps to Aligarh early in 1838, and in 
the following October he proceeded with it to Delhi. 
He died at Delhi on the 29‘^ August 1840. 

Canora, Colonel ( — -1848).— Afowtmewt at Sari- 

No, 928. — Colonel Canora (styled also “ Oanara’^ 
and “ Oonora was a Commandant of Artilleiy in the 
Sikh service, in which he is said to have been employed 
for many years. His origin is wrapped in obscurity. 
Sir James Abbott said he was an American, and Sir 
Frederick Currie that he was “ a European or an Ameri- 
ean ” while Sir George St. Patrick Lawrence had it 
that he was “ formerly a trumpeter in our cavalry,” — 
which last, if true, would indicate that Canora was a 
Eurasian. In 1848 he was in command of a body of 
artillery stationed at Haripur. The governor, Chattar 
Singh, was well known to be hostile to British influence 
in the Punjab, and was suspected of instigating a gene- 
ral revolt of the Sikh army. On the pretence that 
Oanora’s gnns were in danger he ordered him to move 
them out of the town and bring them into the fort of 
Hai'kishangarh, his own head-quarters. Canora sus- 
pecting treachery, refused to do so without the sanction 
of Sir James Al)bott, then British Commissioner in 
Hazara. What followed is related in a letter of Abbott’s 
to Colonel Gardner, preserved in the latter’s life by 
Major Hugh Pearse, 

“ Canora replied that the guns had been posted 
by me, and begged permission to refer to me previous 
to altering their position ; and immediately despatched 
a letter to me, asking what he was to do. 

“ The Sardar sent a company of infantry to §torm 
his guns. Canora ordered his m&a to load them with 
double charges of grape, and to fixe. The men, over- 
awed, refused. He seized and applied the port-fire ; 
the guns bomt priming— they had not been loaded. 
Canora stood at bay, pistol in hand, An armed , servant 
of the Sardar crept behind him and shot him through 
the backj then, cutting oS his head, carried it to 
Chattar Singh and received from him a reward of 
sfilOO. . , 

The Eesident, Sir Frederick Currie, declared that 
it served him right ; but I pronounced it murder, and 
the Govemor-Genei^ and his Connell backed my ver- 
dict. 

“ I raised a rude monument to Oanora’s memory, 
with an inscription, on the spot where he fell, A small 
pension was aUotted to his family.” 

Carew, Richard Hugh, D,Sf,0., Colonel, Boyal 
Arihf MeMcal Corps (1841 — 1902 .) — Oram at Srinagar, 
Kmhmir,*No, IISQ.— Bom on the 10^^ August 1841.— 
Entered H, il.’a Service on the 12*^* September 1865 ap 
a Staff Asdatant-Surgeon, with raii from the 31** 
March preceding. After serving a short time at Ports- 
pi^th, he was sent ^^t jbo “the Bombay Presidency in 
^nuaiy 1866, and was . employed for some months in 
modioal charge of a detadiment at KhancUla. In 
October 1866 he iraB attached to the 26f‘‘ Toot at 
BelMTufl, and served with tbat regiment for eight 
^umths. InMajr 1867 he was appointed te the 
loot, which he joined , at Poona in Jniy, and having 
aoeompanied it on service to Abyesmia in the antnmm 
lie tfas fii|WBpi4 i^maphoa1| the campaign of 


1867-68 in that oonnity, ineinding the eaptoier of 
Magdiila (Ifedal^f. On the termination of the operatimui 
he accomjpanied 45*’^ to the Madras Presidency, and 
served witibi it at Port St. George and at Thayet-myo in 
Burma. On the reorganisation of the Medical Depart- 
ment taking place in April 1873, he became a full 
Surgeon and was removed from the rolls of the 45*^ but 
he continued attached to the regiment until the autumn, 
when he went home on leave. In January 1874 he was 
removed from the establishment of the Madras Presi- 
dency, and served at various places in the United King- 
dom until July 1876, when he was sent out to the Fiji 
Islands. On the March 1877 he was advanced to 
the rank of Surgeon-Major. He returned home from Fiji 
in February 1878, aud served in the United Kingdom 
until September 1879, when he^ was sent out to Bengal. 
On arrival in In^ in October he was ordered up to 
Benares, where (in medical charge of B — 3^ Brigade 
and G— 1®* Brigade, Royal Artillery, and afterwards of 
the Station Hospital) he served for four years and-a- 
half . In the spring of 1884 he was appointed to the 
charge of the Station Hospital at Darjeeling, from 
which, a year later, he was romoved to that of the 
Station Hospital at Calcutta. In November 1885 he 
was ordered home, and he served in Ireland until 
February 1887, when he was again sent out to Bengal, 
and, on arrival in March, appointed to the charge of the 
Station Hospital at Nowshera, In February 1888 he 
Was appointed to the Sikkim Field Force as Senior 
Me(hcal OjBficer, and served throughout the operations 
against the Tibetan intruders, including the decisive 
action in the Jelap Pass (India Medal and clasp, and 
appointed a Companion of the Distinguished Service 
Order)^ He continued serving in SS:lcim until the 
end of 1889, when he was transferred to Rawal Kndi. 
On the l®c August 1891 he was promoted to the rank 
of Brigade-Surgeon-Lieutenant-Oolonel, and he was 
soon afterwards appointed to the charge of the Station 
Hospital at Midn Mir. In February 1893 he went 
home, and having been posted to Colchester, he served 
there for nearly three years. On the 7**^ December 
1895 he was promoted to the rank of Colonel in the 
Royal Army Medical Corps, and in the following month 
he was removed to Edinburgh as Principal Medical 
Officer of the Scottish District. Here he remained until 
November 1896, when he was once more sent to India 
and appointed Principal Medical Officer of the Rawal 
Kndi District. On the outbreak of the frontier war 
in June 1897 he was appointed Principal Medical 
Officer of the Tochi Field Force, and served throughout 
the operations in tho Tochi Valley (India Medal and 
clasp). He returned to hfe appointment at Rawal 
Pindi early in 1898, and continued serving there until 
ho retired from the service on the 10^*^ August 1901, 
A^er his retirement he went up to Kashmir, and he 
died at Si^gar on the 24^^ September 1902. 

Carey, Octavius, JKewfewani (1820-1846).— (Jraw 
at MMU ! see note on No. 441. — A son of Major-General 
Sir Octavius Carey, K.O.H., H. M.’s Service,— a cadet 
of the well known Querns^ family, the Careys of 
Rozel. Bom on the 14**^ November 1820. Educated 
at Rugby in D^ Arnold’s time.— Entered H. M.’8 Ser- 
vice on the 3*^ March 1843 as an Ensign in the 29**^ 
Foot, and having arrived in India in October, he joined 
his regiment at Ghazipur in the following month. In 
the winter of 1844-46 he accompanied the regiment to 
Meerut, whence (having been promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant on the 4th April 1846) he moved with it to 
Kasauli in the following November. Towards the end 
of the year he “ sent in his papers ” to retire from the 
service, and had even (4**^ December) been provisionally 
gazetted out in India, when the first Sikh war Irroii^ 
out« Hearing that the 29^ had been ordered on servtee, 
he immediately wrote to the proper authOTties witt- 
dsawing his application to retire, and hurried up to the 
front to rejoin, the regiment. On joining the Army 

^ Sutlej^ then ;tno wg f opv^ard ^ meet enemy, 
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te found that the 29^** had not yet arrived from Ea- 
sanli ; he therefore attached himself to the 50^^, and 
with the grenadiers of that regiment went into action at 
MudM on thel8 December 1845. In the course of the 
engagement he fell severely wounded, and while lying 
helpless on the field was found and hacked to pieces 
by a party of the enemy. Two days after the battle his 
mutilated remains were found and recognised by his 
old Rugby school-fellow, Ensign Hodson of the 2*^ 
N. I. (afterwards the well-known “Hodson of Hudson’s 
Horse”), who had them removed to camp and in- 
terred. 

Carmichael, Andrew BIsfr, Sergeant a827— 
1857). Tablet at Delhi, No, 164. — Born in Dublin in 
1827 -Enlisted at Dublin on the 10^^ September 1847, 
for the Bengal Sappers and Miners. Arrived in India 
on the 14^^ October 1849. and joined the head-quarters 
of the corps at Ludhiana. In October 1861, having 
then attained the rank of Eirst Corporal, he was 
selected as a probationary student in the Second De- 
partment of the Civil Engineering College at Roorkee, 
which he joined in the following January ; and having 
passed the prescribed examination, he was appointed, 
January 1853, an Asst. Overseer in the Dept, 
rf Public Works, and was posted to the Ambala Divi- 
sion. In December 1853 he was transferred, to the 
Mian Mfr Division of Public Works. In July 1854 he 
was permitted to resign his appointment in the Public 
Works Department, and was remanded to his corps, 
which, after doing duty for some months with a de- 
tachment employed under the Garrison Engineer at 
Lahore, he rejoined at Meerut in the autumn. He 
•ontinued serving with the Sappers and Miners until 
1857, when, having attained the rank of Sergeant, he, 
en the outbreak of the Mutiny, accompanied the corps 
from Roorkee to Meerut, and the faithful remnant 
thence to Delhi. With these remains of the corps he 
served throughout the siege of Delhi, and was promi- 
nently engaged in the storming of the place on the 
morning of the 14^^ September 1857. On that memo- 
rable occasion he was one of the three British non- 
commissioned officers selected to form part of the ex- 
plosion party on the desperate enterprise of blowing in 
the Kashmir Gate, the particular duty allotted to him 
being that of cari^ing one of the bags of powder and 
lodging it against the gate. This he performed 
wiih the most undaunted bravery under a hail of fire 
from the enemy within the gateway, but he had scarcely 
placed the powder bagan the required position, when a 
ballet found him, and he fell dead. 

Carr, Frederick Schomherg, Lieutenant^ Colonel 
(1845 — 1890).— at Mawal Findi, No, 789 : 
tablet at Kohat, No. 1048.— Son of Andrew Morton 
Carr, Esq*, barrister-at-law, by Emily Caroline 
Portesoue, his wife, the fourth daughter of Major- 
General Lord Robert Kerr, K.H., and grand- 
daughter of the 5*^^ Marquess of Lothian. Bom 
in London on the 8^^ April 1845. — ^Entex^d H. M’s. 
Indian Military Forces, Bengal, in 1861. Arrived in 
India in November 1861, and in the following month 
was appointed to do duty with the 104*^ Foot (Bengal 
Fusiliers). He served with that corps until September 
1863, when h#* was appointed to officiate as a Doing- 
Duty Officer in the 10^ N. 1. In October 1864 he was 
appointed to officiate in the same capacity in the 9^^ 
N. I., but he never joined that regiment, and re- 
maining on with the 10^^ he was appointed to 
officiate as a Wing Officer in that corps in January 
1865. In January 1866 he was appointed Second Do- 
ing^Duty Officer (afterwards styled Second Squadron 
Subaltern) iu the 6^^ Punjab Cavalry, and on^ the rolls 
tof that corps he remained for the rest of his service^ 
He was Second Squadron Subaltern (twice officiating 
as Squadron Officer) from January 1866 to September 
1867 5 First Squadron Subaltern (several times offiaat- 
ing as Squadron Officer and once as Adjutant) from 
September 1867 to March 1870; Adjutant (twice 
officxaiingas Second-iu- Command) from March 1870 


to August 1875 ; and Squadron Officer (once officiating 
as Squadron Commander) from Angnst 1876 to Jann- 
ary 1878. In December 1877 and Janu^ 1878 h© 
served in the campaign against the Jowaki Afridis, at 
first as orderly officer to Brigadier- General Keyes, and 
afterwards in command of a detachment of the 5^*^ 
Punjab Cavalry, and was present in the affairs of Jamd 
and Ghariba (India Me^l and clasp). In January 
1878 he was appointed a Squadron Commander in his 
regiment. In November of the same year he was ap- 
pointed Depy. Asst. Quarter Master General to 
the Kuram Valley Column, and with it served through- 
out the first phase of the Afghan War, 1878-79, includ- 
ing the forcing of the Peiwar Kotal and the engage- 
ment at Matun, in the Khost Valley, He rejoined his 
regiment in the summer of 1879, and, on the renewal 
of the war, in September, proceeded with it on service 
throngh the Knram Valley to Kabul, taking part 
in the action of Charasia, and in the severe fighting 
round Kabul in December 1879 (promoted to Major 
by brevet, and awarded the Afghan Medal with three 
clasps, for the Peiwar Kotal, Charasia, and Kabul). 
He returned with his regiment to India in March 1880, 
and afterwards served with it at varions posts and 
stations on the frontier, twice officiating as Second-in- 
Oommand. In 1884 he was in command of a detached 
squadron at Sibi, in Baldchistan, and with it took part 
in the Zhob Valley expedition of that year. In March. 
1889 he was appointed Second-in- Command of the regi- 
ment, and he held that position until his death, which 
occurred at Rawal Pindi on the 29^^ March 1890. 

Carter, Henry, Major (1794 — 1844).— Grave at 
Delhi, No. 76. — Entered the Bengal Army in 1808. 
Arrived in India in October 1809, and in the usual 
course was sent to the Cadet College at Barasat. In May 
1810 he was posted to the 2^ Battalion N. f., but he 
continued at Barasat until the following October, when 
he was sent to the Upper Provinces to join his battalion 
at Allahabad. At the end of 1812 he accompanied the 
battalion to Lucknow, and in 1814 he proceeded with 
it to Karnal ; whence at the end of the year he marched 
with it to join the force under Colonel Oohterlony 
operating against the Gurkhas in the North-Western 
Hills ; and he was present with it throughout the re^^ 
mainder of the campaign, including the action of Dibfi- 
M-tibba and the reduction, after severe fighting, 
of Malaon. On the conclusion of the operations he re- 
turned with the battalion to Kamal, at which place 
he continued serving with it until September 1817, when 
he was appointed Barrack Master at Muttra. In the 
following year he officiated for a short period as Bri- 
gade-Major at that station, in addition to his other 
duties as Barrack Master. In June 1819 he was ap- 
pointed Barrack Master of the Saugor District, and in 
the following cold season he held for some time the 
temporary charge of the office of the Deputy Qr, 
Mr . Genl. and of the Guide and Intelligence De- 
partment of the Saugor Division. In November 1821 
he was removed, as Barrack Master, from the Saugor 
to the Rohilkhand Division, but being then on leave, 
and having afterwards been obliged to proceed to the 
Cape Colony on account of his health, he never joined 
this appointment, and in June 1823, soon after his 
retnm to India, he was transftoed from Rohilkhand 
and appointed Barrack Master of the Ghazipi'ir Division, 

In May 1824, on the reorganisation of the army taking . 
place, he was posted to the 10^^^ N. I. (late 2 ^ Batta- 
lion of the 7***), and in the following August, on the 
Department of Public Works being created out of the 
old Barrack and Building Department, he was appoint- 
ed executive officer of the Ghazipur Division of Public - 
Works. In July 1825 he was removed, as senior ' 
Lieutenant, to the newly f otmed Extra Regiment, 

whi(i afterwards, in 1828, became the 73^ N. L la . 
1831 he was removed from the Ghazipur to tiie Bundel- 
khand Division of Public Works, and in February of 
the following year he went home m fnrlbugh. On hig 
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jrtura to India in March 1836 lie joined the 73^ at 
Barrackpore, but he did not remain long with the 
regiment, for in the following October he was appointed 
OfEg. Agent for Family Money and Paymaster of 
Kative Pensioners at Barrackpore ; in this appointoent 
lie was confirmed in January 1837, and he continued 
holding it until January 1842, when he proceeded on 
leave to the Cape Colony and New South Wales. Re- 
tuming to India in November 1843, he rejoined the 
N. I. at Delhi, at which place he died on the 29^*^ 
May 1844. 

Carter, John William, Lieutenant^Oolonel and 
Srevet-Oolonel (1816—1867). — Grave at Murree, 

No. 820. — Bom at Cork, Ireland, on the 24^*^ July 1815. 
—Entered the Bengal Army in 1836. Arrived in India 
in July of the same year, and in the following month 
was sent up to Barrackpore to do duty with the 43^ 
N. I. In September he was posted to the 16^^ N. L, 
which he joined at Mhow in Malwa, and with which he 
proceeded to Delhi early in 1836. In the autumn of 
1838 he proceeded with the regiment to Ferozepore, and 
accompanying it thence on service to Afghanistan with 
the Aimy of the Indus, he was present with it through- 
out the campaigns in that country from 1839 to 1842, 
including the occupation of Kandahar, the expedition 
to Girishk on the Helmand, the storm and capture of 
Ghazni (Medal), the action in the Indran Range, near 
KiUugu, the operations around Kandahar in 1842, 
the actions of Kali-Shak, K!anji-Kak, Panjwai, Tillu- 
Khan and Baba-Wali, the relief of Kalat-i-Ghilzai, 
th©^ action of Goaine, the re-oaptnre of Ghazni, the 
actions of Beni-Badam and Maidan, the re-occupation 
of Kabnl, and various engagements in the passes 
between Kabul and Peshdwar during the return march 
to Hindustan (Medal). In December 1842 he was 
transferred to the 54*^^ N. I., on that regiment being re- 
formed after its destructiou during the disastrous 
retreat from Kabul, and he joined it at Cawnpor© early 
in 1843. In February 1844 he was appointed Adjutant 
of the Regiment of Infantry of the Gwalior Contin- 
gent, which he joined at Gwalior before the end of the 
month. On the outbreak of the first Sikh war in 
December 1845 he was re-called to his regiment, the 
54^ N. I., and rejoined it at Ferozepore early in 184C 
,Jmth© was too late for the only action in which the 
’co:^s was engaged, and his share in the Sutlej Cam- 
paign was limited to doing garrison duty in Ferozepore 
until the end of the war. On the termination of the 
operations he returned to his appointment in the 6th jjj, 
fontry, Gwalior Contingent, with which, st the end of 
1846, he proceeded from Gwalior to Mahona In 
Aprd 1847 he was appointed Offg. Second-in- OomnaancL 
and he held that position until January 1848, when he 
reverted to the Adjutancy. In the spring of 1848 he 
probed with the regiment to Lalitpnr, In March 
io4iS he went on leave to South Africa and New 
South Wales, and was absent from India for twentv 
mon^s. On his return in November 1850 he reioined 
the 5“ Infantry at LaKtpur, and in January 1851 he

The 6*^ Infantry subsequently muti- 
nied, but he e:Sected his escape and made his way to 
the North-Western Provinces, where, after a brief 
period of leave in Mnssoorie, he soon came into active 
employment against the rebels and mutineers. From 
January to April 1858 he served as District Staff Officer 
to the Saharanpur and Muzaff^agar Field Force.' 
In April 1858 he was appointed to the Commissariat 
charge of the Roorkee Field Force under Sir John 
Jones, and served throughout the subsequent campaign 
in Rohilkhand, including the actions of Bhagaula and 
Nagina, the relief of Moradabad, the action of the 
Dojora, the capture of Bareilly, the actions at Shah- 
jahanpur and the relief of that place, the action cf 
Banai and the destruction of Mohamdi (Medal). In 
June 1858 he was appointed Commandant of the Rohil-». 
khand Divisional Militaiy Police Battalion, and he 
continued in that employment until the end of March 
1861. In April 1861 he was appointed Depy. In- 
spector-General of Police, Rohilkhand Division, and 
he held that situation until the end of 1862, when he 
went home on furlough. In June of this year he was 
admitted into the Bengal Staff Coi'ps and promoted 
to the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel in it, but in the 
following year (July 1863) both the admission and the 
promotion were cancelled, and he reverted to his 
former position as an officer of the Bengal Infantry: 
He returned to India in March 1866, and was directed 
to do general duty at Meerut, but in the following month 
he was appointed Offg. Commandant of the 24*1^

Arrived in India in 
May, and was directed to do duty with the 67*^*^ N. I. at 
Benares. In August 1866 he was posted to the 37^*^ 
N, I. at the same station, but in the following December 
he was removed to the 67***^ N. L, with which he 
proceeded te Agra early in 1857. He was at that place 
when the Mutiny broke out, and his own regiment 
having been disarmed, he, on the Neemuch mutineers 
approaching Agra, went out as a Volunteer with the 
force under Brigafier Polwhele, and was with it in the 
battle of Sassia, or Shahganj, on the 5^^ July (Medal). 
Prom June 1858 to August 1860 he was attached to 
Meade’s Horse, and was engaged in various operations 
against rebels and mutineers in the Gwalior District 
and in Bundelkhand, In April 1861 he was appointed 
to do duty with the I®* Mahratta Horse, and for some 
time was in command of a squadron at Orai. In the 
following Juno he was directed to do duty with the 
16**^ Bengal Cavalry, and in October with the 18*^ 
Bengal Cavaby, and he remained attached to this 
regiment until Angnst 1862, previous to which, in 
February 1862, he had been admitted into the Bengal 
Staffi Corps with effect from the 18* February 1861. 
From August 1862 to August 1865 he was in civil 
employ as an Asst. Commissioner in Oudh. He then 
reverted to military duty, and in September 1865 
he was directed to do duty with the 9* I , with 
which corps he served in the Bhutan Campaign of 
1865-66 (Lidia Medal and clasp). In May 1S66, he 
was removed to the 29* N. I. as Second Doing-Dnty 
Officer (afterwards styled Second Wing Subaltern), and 
he was appointed Quarter-Master of the regiment in 
March 1867 ; ibis appointment he held until June 1868, 
when he was compelled to relinquish it on being 
promoted to the rank of Captain. From August 1868 
to January 1869 he was Station Staff Officer at Jhansi. 
He was then appointed a Sub- Assistant Commissary.- 
Genl. in the Army Commissariat Dept., and in that 
Dept as Sub. and Depy. Asst. Commy.-Genl., the 
rest of his service was passed. As a Sub- Asst- Commy.- 
GenL, he served with the Chittagong Column in the 
Lushai Expedition of 1871-72 (Clasp added to India 
Medal), and as an Officiating Depy. Asst. Commy.- 
Genl. with the Kandahar Force during the first phase 
of the Afghan War, 1878-79 (Medal). In December 
1879 he went home on sick leave for two yeai's, and 
a few months after his return to India he died at 
Murree,— 16* September 1882. 

Cassidy, Christopher Clemons, Stirgeon- 
Captain (1864 — 1897 ). — Grave and memorial at Dafta 
KJiel in the Tochi Valley^ Nos. 1105 and 1108 : 
i^ahlet at Bannu, No. 1076.— Bom on th^ 23^ Sep- 
tember 1864. — Entered the Indian Medical Service, 
Bengal, in the rank of Surgeon, on the 31®* January 
1891. Arrived in India in the spring of the same 
year, and in May was ordered up to Silchar to 
officiate in medical charge of the 18* Bengal Infantry. 
He was subsequently sent up to Rawal Pini, where he 
T?ras appointed, November 1891, to the offg, medical 
charge of the 19^*** Bengal Infantry, He accompanied 
that regiment to Fort Sandeman, and served with it 
there until August 1892, when he was removed to the 
offg. medical charge of the 17* Bengal Cavalry at 
Loralai. He servSi with the 17* at that place until 
June 1893, when he was appointed Offg. Civil Surgeon 
of Nadia, in Bengal, whence he was removed, in 
August, in the same position, to Darbhanga, In June 
1894 he was appointed to do general duty at the 
Presidency, and lato in the same year he was appointed 
Offg. Civil Surgeon of Pumea. He remained in that 
situation until March 1396, when he was ^pointed 
t6 the offg. medical charge of the I®* Sikh Infantry, 
then serving in the Tochi Valley, where he joined it. 
In July of the same year he was appointed Medical 
Officer of the regiment, and in that position the rest 
of his service was passed. He was with the escort of 
the Political Officer, Tochi Valley, when on the lOih 


June 1897, at the Maizar villages, it was treacherously 
attacked by a gathering of Mada Khel Waziris, and 
in the conflict which ensued he was dangerously wound- 
ed by a shot in the knee, from the effects of which he 
died at Datta Khel on the 22^ of the same mouth. 

Cathcarts John Edwin, M.D., Assistant- Surgeon 
(1829—1854 ). — Grave and tMet at Kohaty Nos. 1030 
and 1042.— The youngest son of Elias Cathcarfc, Esq., 
of Auohendrane, Co. Ayr. Born in 1829.— Entered the 
Bengal Medical Service as an Assistant- Surgeon in 
1850. Arrived in India in November of that year, and, 
after a few days* duty at the General Hospital, was 
sent up to Ohinsura to do duty with a detachment of 
recruits there. With this detachment, in medical 
charge, he started for the Upper Provinces in December, 
and having been ordered on to Lahore, he was, on 
arrival, in April 1851, appointed to do duty with the 
Foot Artillery at that place. From May to September 
1851 he held medical charge of the 5* N. I. He was 
then appointed to the medical charge of the 65* N. I., 
hut within a few weeks he was ordered to rejoin the 
Foot Artillery, with the medical care of the 65* N. I. 
as an additional charge. In October he was appointed 
to the medical charge of the 3^ Company 2^ Battalion, 
Foot Artillery, at Anarkalli. and in the following 
month he was removed to that of the N. I. at Mian 
Mir. In September 1852 he was removed to the 
5* N. I., and during the ensuing twelve months he 
twice held medical charge of the 67* N. I. in addition. 
In November 1853 he was sent up to Peshawar iu 
medical charge of two troops of Horse Artillery. In 
the same month he was appointed to the medical charge 
of the 4* Punjab Cavalry, and after delivering over 
his charge at Peshawar in December, he proceeded and 
joined that regiment at Kohat. On the 1®* Jannaiy 
1854 be was appointed Civil Assistant- Surgeon of the 
Kohat District, and he died at Kohat on the 1st April 
following. 

Cavagnarl, Sir Pierre Louis Napoleon, K.G.B., 
G.S.L^ Major (1841 — 1879 ). — Memorial at Mardan and 
tablet at Kohat, Nos. 1001 and 1046. — The eldest son of 
]\[ajor Adolph Cavagnari, of the French service, by Caro- 
line, second daughtei* of Hugh Lyons-Moutgomery, Esq., 
of Belhavel, Co. Leitrim, Ireland. Born at Stenay, in 
the Department of the Meuse, France, on the 4th July 
1841. Educated at Christ’s Hospital (The Blue Coat 
School).— Entered the Bengal Army in 1868. Arrived 
in India iu July of that year, and in the following 
month was sent up the country to do duty with the 
European Bengrd Fusiliers. He joined this regiment 
at Lucknow, and served with it iu the final campaign 
against the rebels and mutineers in Oudh, including the 
action of Sdadatganj and some minor affairs in the 
Dariahad district (Medal) . In October 1858 he was post- 
ed to the cadre of the late 67* N. I., but in the follow- 
ing December, at his own request, he was transferred to 
the regiment with which he was then doing duty, the 
l»t European Bengal Fusiliers. On the termination of 
the operations in Oudh, iu 1859, he accompanied the 
regiment to Dagshai, whence he pi’oceeded with it to 
Multan in 1860, and to Rawal Pindi in 1861. In July 
1861 his services were placed at the disposal of the 
Punjab Government, and on the 10* of that month 
(from which date he was afterwards admitted into the 
Bengal Staff Corps) he was appointed Asst. Commis- 
sioner of Gugera, whence, in the following year, he was 
transferred, in the same capacity, to Dera Ismail Khan. 
In March 1866 he was appointed Asst. Commissioner 
of Kohat, and later in the same year the officiating 
appointment of Deputy Commissioner at the same place 
was conferred upon him ; he occupied this post for the 
next four years, and during this period he took part in 
the repulse of the Bizoti Orakzai raid on Kohat in 
March 1868, in the expedition against the Bizoti village 
of Gara in February 1869, and in the expedition to 
Thai; against the Kiabul Khel Wazdiis, in the following 



Apiil. In January 1871 he went tome on farlong-h for 
two years. On his return to India in Jannary 1873 he 
resumed his former appointment of Asst. Commissioner 
of Kohat, hut he was soon afterwards re-appointed Offg. 
Pepy. Commr., and in that position he accompanied the 
expedition against the Waziri clans on the Kohat bor- 
der in March and April 1874. In November 1875 he 
was confirmed in the appointment of Pepy. Commr. of 
Kohat, in which he had been officiating for so many 
years, and in .’anuary 1877, in recognition of his ex- 
cellent services on the K ohat frontier, he was nominated 
a Companion of the Order of the Star of India. In 
April 1877 he was appointed Pepy, Commissioner of 
Peshawar. In the following August he was engaged 
in the expedition against the Gaddia Khel Afridis, and 
in Pecember 1877 and January 1878 he took part in 
the operations against the Jowaki Afridis. In February 
and March 1878 he was employed, as Political Officer, 
in the operations against the XJtman Khels, including 
the expedition against Sapri, and in the latter month 
he also took part, in the same capacity, in the expedi- 
tion against the Ranizai village of Skakot. In August 
1878 he was placed on special duty to accompany the 
Mission under Sir Neville Chamberlain to Kabul, and 
to him was then particularly entrusted the conduct of 
the intercourse of the Mission with ^abul and with the 
Afridi tribes tbrough whose territory it must necessarily 
pass. On war being declared, in consequence of the 
repulse of the Mission at Ali Masjid and of the refusal 
of the Amir to render either reparation or apology 
for the insult, he was appointed a Political Officer 
with the Peshawar Valley Field Force under Sir S. J. 
Bx’owne. and accompanying it in its advance he was pre- 
sent at the reduction of Ali Masjid and in the subsequent 
advance to Jalalabad. After the occupation of Jalalabad 
he was entrusted with the conduct of relations between 
the Government of India and the Afghan Chiefs and 
tribes with whom we were then brought into contact, 
and when the new Amir Muhammad Yakdb Khan, 
made overtures for the re-establishment of peace, he 
was invested with full powers to represent the Govern- 
ment of India in the negotiations which followed. He 
conducted those negotiations with signal ability, and 
the treaty of Grandamak, which resulted from thorn, 
was signed by bim on behalf of the Government of India 
May 1879). For his eminent services on this 
occasion, and throughout the campaign, he was nomi- 
nated a Knight Commander of the Order of the Bath 
in the Civil Division. In the following month he was 
appointed Envoy and Resident at KaW, the reception 
of such an officer, with a suitable escort, having been 
provided for in the treaty. After a conference with 
the Viceroy at Simla, he proceeded, by way of the 
Kuram Valley, to take up his post, and, accompanied 
by his escort (25 ’cavalry and 50 infautiy of the Corps 
of Guides), Lieutenant Hamilton, V.O, (commanding 
the escort). Surgeon Kelly, and Mr. Jenkyns, of the 
Civil Seivice, he arrived at Kabul on the 24th July. 
There on the 3'^ September following an outbreak 
occurred, and the British Residency was attacked in 
overwhelming^ numbers by mutinous Afghan soldiers 
and the fanatical rabble of the city. Appeal was made 
to the Amir for protection, but made in vain, and 
noth'ng remained to the Envoy and his party Itet to 
sell their lives^ as dearly as possible ; after a prolonged 
and gallant resistance they were overpowered by num- 
bers aud all killed with the exception of six men of the 
Escort. 

Cavell, Henry, AsButant-Swgeory (C. 1797 — 1827).— 
at Ruhatln, No. 406. —Entered the Bengal Army, 
in the Medical Department, in 3 820. Arrived in Indlia 
m November 1821, and after a few days in the General 
Hospital, was appointed to perform the medical duties 
of the civil station of Dinajplir. In Noveipher 1822 he 
w^^renlovea in the same capacity to the civil fetation 
"^here he remained until August 
1823. when he was appoinfed Second Garrison Asst.- 
DttTg^u m Fort 'William. In the following October 


he beoauie First Garrison, Asst.-Surgeou, and he coB'' 
tinned in that post until January 1824, when he was 
appointed to perform the medical duties of the civil 
station of Kumarkhali, in the district of Nadia. At 
the end of the following May he was ordered to Birbhdm 
as Civil Asst. Surgeon, but this arrangement was soon 
afterwards cancelled, and in July he was appointed Offg. 
Garrison Asst.- Surgeon in Fori William. In April 

1825 the appointment of Depy. Apothecary to the East 
India Company was conferred upon him. In April 

1826 he was appointed to the medical charge of the 
►^tindarhand Commission, and he held this charge until 
January 1827, when he was appointed Surgeon to the 
Governor- General (Lord Amherst). He proceeded at 
once to the Upper Provinces and joined His Lordship, 
who was then on tour. Subsequently be accompanied 
Lord Amherst to Simla and the neighbouring hills, 
and he died at Sabathu on the 21*‘ June 1827. 

Cavendish, The Hon’ble Henry, Necowd-XiWe* 
nant (1875—1897 ). — Grave and tablet at Uavsal Vindi^ 
Nos. 792 and 804. — The eldest son of the 4**' Lord 
Waterpark, of Waterpark, Co. Cork. Born on the 
March 1875. — Entered H. M.*s Service on the 6**^ March 
1894 as a Second-Lieutenant in the 9*^ Battalion, Rifle 
Brigade (The Royal Tower Hamlets Militia). On the 

December 1895 he was transferred to the regular 
forces ^ and appointed a Second- Lieutenant in the 
Battalion of the Rifle Brigade. He came out to India 
and joined ids battalion at Rawal Pindi in the spring' 
of 1896; and in July 1897, on the outbreak of the 
Frontier War, he' proceeded with it on service to the 
Toohi Valley. His health having broken down during 
the operations, he was sent to Rawal Pindi, where he 
died on the 22*^ October 1897. 

Cha!mer9| Robert, Lientenant*Golonel (1792—* 
1840).— (Traps at Simla, No. 302, -Entered the Ben- 
gal Army in 1806. Arrived in India in July 1807, and 
in the usual course was sent to the Cadet College at 
Barasat. On the 30^i* November following he was ap- 
pointedto the 2^* Regiment of N^ative Infantry, In 
March 1808 he passed out of Barasat and was posted 
to the 2<i Battalion of his regiment, which he joined 
at Barrackpore. At the end of the same year he 
proceeded with the battalion to Cuttack, whence ho 
accompanied it to Dinapore towards the close of 1810, 
and to Kaita, in Bundelkhand, in the winter of 1811-12. 
The hattelion had, however, scarcely arrived in Bundol- 
khand, in January 1812, when it was ordered on service 
against Kalinjar, and he was present with it at the 
siege and reduction of that fortress. On promolion to' 
the rank of Lieutenant he was re-posted, August 1813, 
to the 2' Ba^aliou 2^^ N. I,, with which, during the 
Bucce^ing winter, he served in the campaign in Rewa, 
includmg the storm and capture of the fort of Butauri. 
^ July 1814 he was appointed to do duty with the 
Rangpur Local Battalion, which he joined at Titalyah, 
with which he was employed on the Nepal frontier' 
durag the campaign of 1814-16 against the Gurl^as*- 
In 1815 he revert^ to his own battalion, the 2^* of the 
2 , and rejoined it at Partabgarh, in Oudh, at which 
place he ^^ed with it until the following yoar, when 
he proceeded with it to Agra. During the Mahratta- 
Pmdan war of 1817-18 he served with a wing of the 
^tialiouat Dholpur, on the Ohambal, the detachment 
naving been |>laGed there to pievent Findari bands from 
crossing the river, and on the conclusion of the campaign 
he accompanied the battalion to Rewari. He afterwards 
i^rved with the corps, for brief periods, at Delhi and 
Kar^I, ^d in December 1819 he went home on fur- 
lough. On his return he rejoined the battalion at 
Luo^ow in December 1822 ; on the February fol-t 
lowing he ms appointed to officiate as Adintaat, and 
on t^e 13‘h M&j m Interpreter and Quarter Masteo;* in 
additipn i in the latte* appointment he acted until the 
August, and he continued officiating in the former until 
■vchen he was transferred to the* 
1 Battauon of the regiment and appeintod Adjatsmt* 
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thereof. He joined this corps at Banda, and early in 
1824 accompanied it to Almora. On the reorganisation 
o£ the army taking place in May 1824 he was posted to 
the 22d N. I. (late 2*^ Battalion 2d ), and on the 17*^ of 
the sncceeding month he was appointed Adjutant, but 
haying received permission to remain with the 5*** N. I. 
(late 1®* Battalion 2**) at Almora until the end of Ocsto- 
ber, he did not join the 22”*^ (still at Lucknow) until 
BToyember 1824. He shortly afterwards accompanied 
the regiment to the Eastern frontier, on service against 
the Burmese, and was employed there, on the Sylhet 
andKaehar borders, during the greater part of the 
succeeding year. In July 1826, consequent on his pro- 
motion to the rank of Captain, he vacated the Adjutancy 
of the regiment. In November 1825 he proceeded with 
the 22*^ to Berhampore, thence in the spring ^ of 
1826 to Midnapore, in the winter of 1828-29 to Kaita, 
and in October 1831 to Lucknow. Towards the end of 
1834 he marched with the regiment to Meerut, and im- 
mediately afterwards proceeded, in command of the 
corps, on service to Rajputana, on the occasion of the 
demonstration against Jodhpur and of the reduction of 
the district of Shekhawat to order. In March 1835, 
while still in the field, his health having broken down* 
he went on six months’ leave to Oawnpore, and at the 
end of August he proceeded to Europe on furlough. 
During his absence he was promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant-Colonel and, in November 1836, posted to 
the 62‘i N. I., from which corps he was removed to the 
13^^ N. I. in November 1837, and to the 67^*^ N. I. in 
the following month. He returned to India in Deoem- 
ber 1837, but shortly afterwards went on leave for ten 
months, during which he was removed to the European 
Regiment in May 1838, and to the 54^ N. I. in the 
following October. He joined the 54**^ at Meerut on 
the expiry of his leave in November 1838, and accom- 
panied that regiment to Delhi at the end of the year, 
and to Karnal in March 1839. In March 1840 he was 
transferred to the 38*^ N. I., which he joined at Eeroze- 
pore and commanded for five months. In August 1840 
he proceeded on sick leave to Simla, and while he was 
there he was transferred to the 27*^*^ N. I. in September, 
and to the 20^^ N. I. in October. He died at Simla on 
the 7**^ November 1840. 

Chalmers^ William Gordon, Oaptain (1835 •— 
1868). — ^ave at Kasaul% No. 290,— The third son of 
Charles Chalmers, Esq., of Monkshill, Co. Aberdeen. 
Bom on the 30^ April 1835.— -Entered the Bengal Army 
in 1854. Arrived in India in May of the same year, 
^r\({ was sent up to Benares to do duty with the 50®^ N. 
I. lu the followiag October he was posted to the SI®* 
N. L, which he joined at Rawal Pindi, and with which, 
in October 1855, he marched to Peshawar. In October 
1856 he was appointed to do duty temporarily with the 
3* Punjab Infantry, and having joined that regiment at 
Kohat, he served with it in the expedition to Miranzai 
Kuxam during the last months of the year, and was 
present at the surprise of Torawari, tbe Alsatia of the 
miscellaneous scoundrelism of the part of that frontier. 
In December, before the close of the operations, he was 
transferred to the 1®^ Punjab Infantry for duly, but the 
arrangement was only a temporary one, and on the ter- 
mination of the expedition he rejoined the 51®* at Pesha- 
war. He was with the 61®* at that place when the 
mutunes broke out, and the regiment having been 
deprived of its arms, he was appointed on the 25*^ May 
to do duty with the 3^ Punjab Infantry at Kohat. He 
was subsequently sent to Bawal Pindi for duty with a 
new corps then being formed at that place, and in July 
he was present at the disarming there of the 58*^ N. L 
and of two companies of the 14**^ N. I., part of which 
mutinied aiid were destroyed. In August 1857 he was 
appointed Adjutant of the 19*^ Punjab Infantry (the 
new corps mentioned above,— -now the 27**^ Indian Inf an- 
with which he marched to JuUundur in April 
].858. In May 1858 he was appointed an Asst. Gom^ 
^sioner in the-Funjab, and was posted to Dera Ismail 
and in the following September he was attached 


to a column employed in the pursuit of the Multan 
mutineers (the 62*^ and 69**^ N, I.) in the Gugera Dis- 
trict. He was afterwards appointed Asst. Commis- 
sioner of Kohat, and held the appointment until April 
1859, when his services were replaced at the disposal of 
the Commander-in- Chief for military duty. In June 
1859 he was appointed to do duty with the 33^ N. I. at 
Peshawar, and he remained with that corps until the 
following December, when he was ordered to Lucknow 
to do duty with the 15*^ Punjab Infantry (now the 23^ 
Indian Mantry). In March 1860 he was appointed 
Quarter- Master of the 15*^, and in the same month he 
proceeded with it to Calcutta and embarked -with it on 
the expedition to China. As Quarter- Master and after- 
wards as acting Adjutant (to which post he was appoint- 
ed on the 27*^ August) he served with the regiment 
throughout the campaign of 1860 in North China, and 
was present at the occupation of Peh-tang, the action 
of Sin-ho, the capture of Tang-ku and of the Taku 
Ports, the actions of Chang-Kia-Wang and Tung- Chau, 
and the surrender of Pekin (Medal and two clasps). 
He returned to India with the regiment in February 
1861, and proceeded with it to Jullundur, ai-riving there 
in May. In October 1861 he was made permanent in 
the appointment of Adjutant, in which he had hitherto 
been ofElciating, and towards the end of the same month 
he was appointed Ofig. Second-in-Command, a position 
.which he continued holding until February 1862. In 
April 1862 he was admitted into the Bengal Staff Corps, 
with effect from the 18*^ February 1861. In June 1862 
he accompanied the regiment to Simla, where it was 
employed for six months on road-making duties, during 
which period he officiated as Second-in- Commaud for a 
month in August and September and as Commandant 
for another month in September and October, in the 
month last mentioned he was again appointed Offg. 
Second-in-Command, and he remained in that situation 
until April 1863, when he became Offg. Commandant. 
In the meantime he had again accompanied the regiment 
from Jullundur to Simla, where it was employed as 
before from March to August 1863. Towards ^e end 
of the latter month he marched down to the plaius with 
the corps, and having escorted the Viceroy’s camp to 
Amritsar, he proceeded with the regiment to Mian Mir. 
In the following November, having reverted to the posi- 
tion of Offg. Second-in-Command, he accompanied the 
regiment to Tnsafzai on service, and he was present 
with it throughout the closing operations of the Ambela 
Campaign, including the capture of Lalu, the expulsion 
of the enemy from the Conical Hill, and the severe 
action at the mouth of the Buner Pass, in which last, 
he succeeded to the command of the regiment on Colonel 
Ohamberlam falling severely wonnded. On the conclu- 
sion of the campaign he accompanied the regiment to 
Peshawar, arriving there early in January 1864. In 
the course of the same month, on a revision of regi- 
mental appointments taking place, he was appointed a 
Wing Officer in the regiment, with which he cdutmued" 
serving at Peshawar until November 1864, when the 
appointment of Offg. Second-in-Command of the 29**^ 
(Punjab) N. I. was conferred upon him. He joined the 
29**^ at Hamirpnr, and in December accompanied it to- 
Barrackpore, but ill-health did not admit of his remain*^ 
ing long witti this regiment, and in March 1865 he was 
obliged to go home on furlough on medical certificate. 
He returned to India in March 1868, and in June was 
appointed an Offg; Wing Officer in the 41®* N, I,, sta- 
tioned at Agra, but two months later he was compelled 
by ill-health to proceed to the hills, and then the end 
came. He died at Kasanli, while on his way to Simla, 
on the 21®* August 1868. 

Chamberlain, Charles Francis Falcon, O.B., 
Major and Brevet-Lieufenant^Oolonel (1826—1870).— 
Grave and tablet at Ambala, Nos, 251 md 268.«— Thd^ 
seventh and youngest son of &Heiiry Chamberlain* 

(I), and brother of Field-Marshal Sir Neville Bowles 
Chamberlain, G.C^B., Q.C.B.!., som6iime[Commander-iii- 
Chief at Madras* Bom on the 11*^ October' 1826««^Eii« 
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teredtlie Bombay Axuclj in 1846. Landodat Bombay in 
Jtine of that year, and was sent to Poona to do duty with 
the 29ti» Bom. N. L In August 1846 he was posted to the 
Bom. N. I. at Nasik, but before the end of the year 
he was transferred to the and joined that regiment 
at Ahmedabad. In the following year he proceeded 
with the corps to Bombay, and in October 1848 he 
accompanied it to Karachi. In May 1849, on the for- 
mation of the Punjab Irregular Force, he was appointed 
Adjutant of the 5^*^ Punjab Cavalry, which he joined at 
Miiltan, and with which he afterwards served on the 
Dera Ismail Khan frontier until March 1851, when, his 
health failing, he went home on furlough, vacating his 
appointment. On his return to India in the spring of 
1853 he rejoined the 26^^ Bom. N. I. at Ahmadnagar, 
accompanied the corps to Sattara in 1855, and served as 
Line Adjutant at that place for some months in 1856- 
67. Early in 1857 he proceeded with his regiment on 
service to Persia, and was present with it throughout 
the latter part of the campaign in that country, includ- 
ing the forced march to BorazjiSn, the battle of Kushab, 
and the capture of Mohamra (India Medal and clasp). 
In Fehruaiy 1857 his services were placed at the dis- 
posal of Sir James Outram for further special employ- 
ment in Persia. He returned to Bombay on leave in the 
following June, and was appointed to the command of 
the regimental depot at Poona, and subsequently, on the 
return of the regiment from Persia, he accompanied it 
to Dhdlia, During the early part of 1858 he was em- 
ployed in operations against insurgent Bhils in the 
Deccan, and was wounded in the action of Mandawa. 
In March 1858 he was appointed Brigade-Major to the 
brigade of Sindh Irregular Horse, but in the following 
May his services were placed at the disposal of the Gov- 
ernment of India, by whom, in July, he was appointed 
a Divisional Commandant of Police in Oudh. At the 
head of his police corps he served throughout the final 
canipaign of 1858-59 in Oudh, taking part in the actions 
df Belimpur, Sandila, Jamo, Pdrwa or Moriir Man, 
Simri, Bira, and Daundia-Khera or Baksai* Ghat, be- 
sides many minor ajBEairs, and repeatedly distinguishing 
himselE (Medal, and promoted to Brelet-Major imme- 
diately on attaining the rank of Captain, which he did 
■on being admitted into the Bombay Staff Corps in Feb- 
ataiy 1861). He continued serving with the Oudh 
Police until January 1862, when he was appointed Com- 
mandant of the 23^ (Punjab) Regt. of Bengal N. I. 
(Pioneers). He joined this regiment at JuBundnr, and 
served with it, at that place and in the hiHs in the 
Vicinily of Simla, until September, when he was ap- 
pointed Offg. Commandant of the 15**^ Bengal Cavalry. 
With this corps he served at Mian Mir and Jhansi until 
November 1863, when he rejoined the 23^ and proceeded 
with it on service to the Ambela Pass. He commanded 
the regiment throughout the remainder of the Ambela 
Oampmgn and took a prominent part in the closing 
op^ations on the 15*^ and 16**^ December, including the 
assault and capture of Conical Hill, the pursuit to LUu, 
atid the severe action at the mouth of the Bdner Pass> in 
which last he was wounded (clas^ added to India Medal)* 
On the conclusion of the campaign he proceeded with 
Ms regiment to Peshawar, at which place and at Oherafc 
(for three months) he served with it until October 1867, 
Bfe'theh^oceeded with the corps to Calcutta and em- 
barked with it for Abyssinia, where he commanded it 
throughout the campaign of 1868, including the action 
of Arogi and the capture of Magdala (Medal, promoted 
to Lieutenant-Colonel by Brevet, and nominated a Com- 
panion of the Order of the Bath). Returning to India 
with the regiment in June 1868, he proceeded with it 
to Amritsar, and thence, in August, in consequence of 
the disturbances in Hazara, to Rawal Pindi. In 1869- 
70 -he was employed with the regiment (principally in 
ro^^making) in the Agror Valley, at Hariptu, at 
Altettabad, and at other places in Hazara. He died at 
Ambela on fee October 1870, whilst on leave. 

Thamas Hardy, LUrntmant- 


(1822—1879 ). — Tablet at Amhala^ No. 268. — The sixth 
son of Sir Henry Chamberlain, Bart. (I), and a 
younger brother of Field-Marshal Sir Neville Bowles 
Chamberlain, G.O.B., G.O.SX Bom at Rio-de- Janeiro, 
Brazil (where his father was Consul-General 
and Charge d' Affaires) on the IS**' September 1822, — 
Entered the Bengal Army im 1842. Arrived in India 
in October of the same year, and proceeded to Agra, 
where he joined the 9**^ N. I., to which he had teen 
posted a few days before his arrival in the country. 
During the next three years he accompanied his regi- 
ment in succession to Ferozepore, Sukkur, Ludhiana 
and Lucknow. At the end of December 1845 he 
marched with the regiment from Lucknow to join the 
Army of the Sutlej, but he had only got as far as 
Bassian when the battle of Sobraon brought the war 
to a conclusion. He subsequently accompanied the 
regiment into the Jullundur Doab, as part of the force 
detailed to take possession of that tract of country, 
but was soon afterwards sent down the country to 
Benares. In February 1^48 he was appointed Adjut- 
ant of the 8^^ Irregular Cavalry, at Gorakhpur, and 
from March 1848 to January 1849 he was acting Seoond- 
in-Command as well. In August 1849 he exchanged 
appointments with another officer and became Adjutant 
of the 1®* Oudh Local Infantry, then at Sultanpur, but 
being on leave at the time he did not join this regiment 
until December. In November 1850 he marched with 
the corps to Sftapdr. In April 1851 his services were 
placed at the disposal of the Foreign Department for 
civil employ, and he was appointed an Assistant to the 
General Superintendent of Operations for the Suppres- 
sion of Thuggee and Daooity; this appointment he 
took up at Meemt towards the end of the following 
month. In November 1853 he was transfeiTed to the 

European Regiment, on its formation, but he con- 
tinued serving in fee Thuggee Department until April 
1857, when he went home on furlough. On hia return 
to India he was re-appointed, March 1859, to the Thug- 
gee Dept . and posted to Lucknow. In February 
1861 he was admitted into the Bengal Staff Corps. He 
continued serving in the Thuggee Dept, until June 
1863, when he was appointed City Magistrate of 
Lucknow. In April 1845 he again went homo on fur- 
lough, and was absent from India until December 
1866 : he then reverted to his appointment of Oity 
Magistrate of Lucknow, and continued holding it until 
February 1870. In .that month the appointment of 
Cantonment Magistrate and Judge of the Small Cause 
Court at RanJkhet was conferred upon him, and this 
office he continued holding for seven years and a half. 
La March 1878 he retired from the service with the 
honorary rank of Major-General, and soon afer wards 
returned home. He died at laleworth, near Brentford, 
Middlesex, on the 16*^ October 1879, 

Chancellor, Alexander, Captain (1827— 
1857).— Grawe at Kasanli, No. 286.— The fourth son of 
Alexander Chancellor, Efeq., of Shieldhill, Oo. Lanark, 
sometime Captain in fee 38*** Foot, — an old Peninsular 
warrior who was wounded at Talavera,— by Helen 
Hwaoilton, his wife^. daughter of Hugh Robertson, Esq., 
Clerk to the Signet. [Bora on fee 29**> March 1827.— 
Entered H. Semoe on the 20*** October ISAS' as 
an Bnsigu' in fee 2?*^ Foot. Joined feat regiment in 
Snath Africa* in the following year, and served wife it 
on; fee frentieie of the Gape Colony until January 1618, 
letur^g' home wife it in the following' Aprd^ Oir 
tte I^** August 1848, he was proraated: ttt fe® rank 
of Lieutenant. Dtcring that and fee succeednig years 
served wife fee regiment* at Giasgow, Stirling- Bel- 
fast and Dublin, and' on the 20*** IPidSruaacy 1662 he* was* 
adva^. fe fee wmfc of Oatrt^. Onfee 12^** Hbvexn- 
ber 1652^ he exchanged into fee Foot, and prooeeffing 
to India he joined that regiment at Wazirabad iu" the 
summer of 1853. On the 14^*» November following- 
te’ekehanged^mfofee' 79®*'Poot, but on theLexchange* 
b^'eoofi»edl^ Office effect was given ta 

lieufy foenu tlm-fi^^Jainiary X854, about which tune ha 
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joined tlie regiment at Pesliawar, In October 1855 he 
accompanied the 75^^ to Bawal Pindi, and in the spring 
of 1857 he proceeded with it to Kasanli. On the muti- 
nies breaking out in May 1857| he marched down to Am- 
bala'with the regiment, and subsequently accompanied 
it in the movement on Delhi. On the 8^^ June he was 
present with it in the action of Badli-ki-Serai and at 
the seizure of the Delhi Ridge. Thereafter he served 
with it throughout the siege of Delhi up to the 
September, the day before the storming of the city, 
when he fell dangerously wounded. After the fall of 
Delhi he was removed to Kasanli, where he died of 
his wounds on the October 1867. 

Chapman, Henry Howard, Lieutenant and Adju^ 
tant (1838 — 1863). — Ghrave and memorial at Mardan 
Nos. 1005 and 1006 : tablet at Raiual Pindi, No, 801.-- 
The eldest sonof Hem'y Chapman, Esq., of Walthamstow, 
Co. Essex, descended from the Chapmans of Whitby, 
Co. York, and the Chapmans of MHton Ernest Hall, 
Co. Bedford. Bom on the 25^*^ January 1838.— Entered 
the Bengal Army in 1856. Arrived in India in Nov- 
ember of the same year, and was sent np to Benares to 
do duty with the 37'*^ N. I. In January 1857 he was 
posted to the 19 N. I., but he did not join tlmt corps, 
and in the following month he was removed, at his 
own request, to the 37^^ N. I. He was with that regi- 
ment at Benares when, on the 4^^ June 1867, an at- 
tempt was made to disarm it, and in the wild firing- 
that ensued (the attempt having resulted in a most 
deplorable fiasco') he received a dangerous wound, 
which shortly afterwards (26^*^ August 1857) neces- 
sitated his going home on furlough. He returned to 
Ihdiai in September 1858, and within a few days of his 
arrival was sent up to Raniganj to do duty with cavalry 
recruits proceeding thence to tho Upper Provinces. 
In the course of the same month he was transferred 
from the rolls of the 37^^^ to those of the 67^*^ N. I., 
with efEect from the 30<=^ April preceding. Towards 
i^ie of end of October he was directed to do duty with a 
regiment of Sikh infantry at Partabgarh, but just about 
the same time he was removed from the 67*=^ N. I. to 
the 6^^ European Regiment, and he proceeded forthwith 
and joined the latter corps at Hazaribagh. In August 
1859 he was sent home on duty with discharged 
soldiers. Ou his return, April 1860, he rejoined the 6^^ 
European Regiment, and continued serving with it 
until September 1861, when he was appointed to act 
aS' Instructor of Musketry to a provisional regiment of 
infantry composed of men from the 6^^ European Regi- 
ment, who, on that corps being broken up, had volun- 
teered for general service. On the 30*^^ July 18^2 he 
was transferred to the 101®^ Eoot (Royal Bengal Fusi- 
liers), and having joined that regiment at Multan, he 
was, on the 23’^'* August, appointed Adjutant. He sub- 
.sequeutly marched with the regiment to Rawal Pindi, 
whence, in October 1863, he accompanied it to Abbott- 
abad, and afterwards to^ Swabi^ for service with the 
Yusafzai^Field Force, with which he moved up into 
the hills by way of the Arabela Pass and served 
throughout the operations which ensued, up to the 
November. On that day, in one of the maaay des^. 
perate attacks made by the tribesmen on the left of the 
British position, he received a mortal wound ; know- 
ing that he was dying,, he yet had no thought for him- 
eeS, but knelt down by: Oa^tain Smith, of, the 71^^ 
l^hlanders, who had also been shot, and he^ dressh' 
ing^his wounds ; while he was thus engaged eaaamy 
zha^ a desperate rush and for a mmmvt gained ;^s- 
s^sion of the ground^ and both,' ofioers failimg into; 
tiheir hands, these sa^ges hacked them to 
imtikting their bodieain a mam» revolting to be 
^cribed.

Arrived in India in August 1856, and, after doing du^ 
in the General Hospital for three weeks, was ordered 
to the Upper Provinces to do duty in the Gawnpora 
Circle; but he had scarcely reached Cawnpore, in. 
September, when he was sent down to Allahabad to 
give medical aid to the 11^*^ N. I. at that station. H© 
remained with that regiment until January 1867, when 
he was appointed to do duty with the left wing of th© 
l®t European Bengal Fusiliers, proceeding from Oawn- 
pore to Ambala. He eventually accompanied this regi- 
ment to Dagshai, but he was later on directed to da 
duty with the 2"*! European Bengal Fusiliers at Suha- 
thu, and ou the outbreak of the Mutiny he accom- 
panied that corps on service with the Delhi Field Force. 
He was present with 2** Fusiliers at the battle o£ 
Badli-ki-Serai and throughout the siege of Delhi until 
the capture of the place in September, but his health, 
broke down under the hardships of the campaign, and 
he died at Meerut on the 2^ November 1857. 


Chester, Charles, Major and Brevet-Golonel (1803— 
1857) . — Grave and tablet at Delhi, Nos. 88 and 162.— 
The second son of Sir Robert Chester, Kt., of Busk 
Hall, Co. Herts, representative of the Chesters of Cock-'- 
enhatch and Royston, Cos. Cambridge and Herts. Bom 
at Hintlesham, near Ispwich, Co. Suffolk, on the 19^^ 
August 1803. —Entered the Bengal Army in 1820* 
Arrived in India in May 1821, and in the following 
month was sent np to Ghdzipdr to do duty with the 
Bengal European !^giment. In the following October 
he was posted to the 2^ Battalion 4^^ N. I., which h© 
joined at Sddtanpdr, in Oudh. On his promotion to th© 
rank of Lieutenant taking place, he was re-posted, Sep- 
tember 1823, to the 2^ Battn. 4'*» N. L, and in the sam© 
month he was appointed to do duty with a detachment 
of the 1®^ Battn. 20*=^ N. I,, at Singapore, In Novembei*' 
1823 he was removed to the rolls of the 1®^ Battn. 4^ 
N* I , and on the reorganisation of the army taking place 
in May 1824 he was finally posted to the 23*^ N. 1. (lat© 
2^ Battn. 4*^^). He continued serving with the detach-^ 
xnent of the 25^^ N. I. (late 1®* Battn. 20^^) at Singapor© 
until May 1825, when he returned to Calcutta and was 
appointed a supernumerary Sub- Asst. Commissary- Gene- 
ral ; he, however, remained in this position for only £b 
very short time, having early in June 1825 been brought 
ou the effective strength of the Commissariat Dept, ss a 
Sab-Asst. Corny.- Genl. Having served in this capacity* 
at the Presidency for a fewmonths he was sent to Arakan, 
and was employed there until the termination of the first 
Burmese War (Medal). In July 1826 he was appointei 
Assistant to Mr. Oraufurd, Envoy to the Court of Avu* 
with whose Mission he was employed until its return 
from Ava to Rangoon in Januarry 1827. He returned ta 
Calcutta towards the end of Fetuuary, and in the follow- 
ing April went home on furlough. Ou his return ta 
India in the autumn of 1830 he rejoined the 23*^ N. I. at 
Lddhiana, whence he marched with it to Karii41 in Nor- 
vemher 1831. In January 1833 he was appointed acting 
Adjutant of the regiment, a situation in which h© 
was confirmed in the following April. In the succeed- 
ing October he resigned the Adjutancy cm being appoint- 
ed t© attend and condnct to Calcutta a ^depuiatlon fromt 
Maharaja Ranjit Singh to the Right Hon’ble th© 
QoTernor-Generail : on this duty he was employed untiR 
March 1835, when he reigned the chaige of the Lahose© 
Mission, eventually rejom^ his regiment at Neemuck 
m th© following October. After spending ten monijhs m 
on sick ieav6, he went home onfurloughin 
ary 1837, and ws^s. absent from India, untu Naveiioh^ 
l@39^. On hds xe^totn he rejoined his raiment ei Agr^ 
and served with it there until iheend ofDecendmr 1840^ 
when he was appointed Bri^de-Major in the Eastoi^ 
Premia District. In this capacity he served at 
until March 1842, when the appointment was aboli^ed 
and he .rejoined his regiment at Jemilpfir. In AuguEEt 
18,^ he was appointed Ofig. Bepy. Judge Advocate-^

S 1845 he was appointed Offg; Deny. Asst. Ad^- 
Genl. of the Saugor Dmsion. In 

■pointed a Depy. Asst, Adjutant- General on the establish 
Wand waVie-posted to the Saugor Division, whento 
Ifi was removed to the Oawnpore 
1847 3h January 1848 he was appomted an Asrt Ad]t.- 
General and was re-posted to the Oawnpore l^viaon, 
to which he continued serving until October 1848, when 
he was transferred to the Sirhind DiTOion and appoint- 
ed Asst. Adji-Genl. of the Second (Gilbert’s) Division 
of the Army of the Punjab. In thm position he se^ed 
during the earlier part of the Punjab Campaign of 1^8- 
49 indtiding the passage of the Ohenab and the battle of 
Chilianwala, in which last he nearly lost his life in a 
gallant but fruitless attempt to save that of Major Ekins 
(g, V.), Immediately after the battle he was appointed to 
officiate as Asst. Adjt.-Genl. of the Army, and a foiinight 
later he was appointed Second Asst. Adjt.-Genl. at 
Army Head- Quarters, with effect from the date of the 
tattle. In this capacity he served during the remainder 
of ■&e campaign, including the battle of Gdjerat 
(Medal and two clasps, and promoted to the rank of 
Ideutenant-Oolonel by brevet. In April 1849 he was 
nominated Eirst Asst. Adji-Genl. of the Army, and in 
•ihe following December he was appointed to the charge 
of the Adjutant- General’s office at the Presidency, In 
February 1860 he was granted leave for two years to 
visit the Cape Colony, New South Wales and Egypt, 
jand in the succeeding May he was appointed Depy. Adjt.- 
Genl. of the Army. He returned, before his leave expir- 
ed, in November 1850, accompanied the new Command- 
er-in-Chief, Sir William Gomm, to the Upper Provinces 
in December, and thereafter served at Army Head-Quar- 
ters until January 1855, when he went home on sick 
leave. He returned and rejoined his appointment in 
March 1856, and in the following May the important 
appointment of Adjutant- General of the Army was con- 
ferred upon him. He was with Army Head- Quarters at 
Simla when the Mutiny broke out in May 1857, accom- 
T«nied the Oommander-m- Chief, General Anson, to Am- 
bala^ and thence onward towards Delhi, and on the Gen- 
eral’s death at Kamdl, he went on with the Delhi Eield 
Eorce under Sir Henry Barnard. On the morning of 
iihe 8**^ June 1857 he advanced with the Force to the at- 
tack of the enemy’s position at BadH-ki-Serai, five or six 
miles from Delhi, and at the very commencement of the 
engagement, struck down by a cannon-shot, almost the 
first that was fired, he fell mortally wounded and expir- 
ed in a few minutes. The loss of this brave and experi- 
enced officer, at the very opening of the campaign, has 
l)een justly described as “ a grave and lanoentable mis- 
fiwtnne.” 

‘ Chichesters Augustus John Bruce Macdonald 
Dav^soHf Ideutenmt (1S19 — 1902 ). — Grave ai Lahore 
Gmtofment, No, 665. — The third and youngest son of 
lord Adolphus J. S. 0. Chichester, and grandson of the 
fetteth Marquess of Donegall. Bom on the 7^^ September 
1878>^lntered H. M/s ^rvice on the 14th March 1900 
as a Seooud-Ideatenaut in the Londonderry Militia Ar- 
tillery. On the 5**^ May following he was transferred to 
the regular forces as a Second-Lieutenant in the Boyal 
Horse and Field Artillery, and was shortly afterwards 
poi^ to the 46^*i Field Battery, with which he was re- 
tained on being promoted to the rank of Lieutenant on 
the 23rd August 1901. He came out to India and jomed 
the battery at Mian Mir in November 1901, and died at 
that place cm the llth June 1902^ when he had been little 
more than six months m the country. 

^rlstian, Herbert William, Oa^tadn (1867— 
the village of Panghev, Kasb^j, 


No. 1137.— The fifth son of George Christian, Esq., of 
Brighton Wood, Alresford, Hants. Bom on the 15t*» April 
1867 .— Entered H.Ms.’ Service on the July 1887 as 
a Second-Lieutenant in t^e 3^ Battalion of the King’s 
Royal Rifle Corps (the 60^^ Foot), but in the following 
September he was transferred to the 2^ Battalion of the 
remment, which he joined at Shorncliffe. In 1888 he 
proceeded with the battalion to Ireland, and he served 
tiiere for three years. On the January 1890 he was 
promoted to the rank of Lieutenant and was i*e-posted to 
ae 2*1 Battalion. In November 1891 he accompanied the 
battalion to Gibraltar, and in January 1895 to Malta, 

On the 9^^ January 1895 he was promoted to the rank of 
Captain, and was transfeiTed to the 1®* Battalion of the 
corps, which he joined in India in time to take part, 
with it, in the Chitral Relief Expedition (India Medal 
and clasp). On the withdrawal of the troops employed 
on this service he accompanied the battalion to JuUun- 
dur. In the spring of the following year he ^ went to 
Kashmir on leave, and he died at Sdrd Kagal, in Kash- 
mir Territory, on the 21®i^ May 1896. 

Christie, Daniel, lAeiitenant (1824— 1849).— TaZ)- 
lets at J'ullundiir^ Nos. 541 aoid 547.— Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1841. Arrived in India in July of the same year, 
and three days after landing was ordered up to Sultan- 
pur, Benares, to do duty wiSi the 6^^ Light Cavalry, but 
his health having broken down, he was obliged to return 
home in the following December. In January 1842 he 
was posted to the 7^^ Light Cavalry. He returned to 
India, by way of Bombay, in January 1845, and ^on 
afterwards joined his regiment at Shikarpur, in Sind* 

In the early part of 1846 he served with the regiment 
in the Sind Field Force, which was to have moved 
northwards to take part in the first Sikh War, but the 
battle of Sobraon having brought the contest to an^ end, 
it was broken up, and he proceeded with the regiment 
to Multra, arriving there in May 1846. On the 1«* of 
the succeeding month he was appointed an Offg. Assist- 
ant in the Remount Depot at Muttra, with which he 
moved to Kamal in October and served there until 
the end of the year, when he rejoined his^ regiment at 
Muttra. In November 1847 he accompanied the corps 
to Jullundur, and when the second Sikh War broke out 
in the following year he served with it in varions opera- 
tions in the Jullundur, Bari and Rechna Doabs. In 
January 1849 he served as a volunteer in the jSnal opera- 
tions against the insurgent Ram Singh, and was killed 
in the storming of the heights of Dalla on the 16^** of 
that month. 

Christie, Edward, Oajptain and Nrevet^Major 
(0. 1807 1849) .—TaJZet at Jullrndm^ No. 644 .* 
meat on OMUamoala hattUfield, No. 752.— Enteoped 
the Bengal Army in 1826. Arrived in India in 
June 1827, and after doing duty for a short ^ time 
with the 4^^ Company 5^** Battalion, Foot Artillery, 
at Dum-Dum, he was posted, in the following August, 
to the 3** Troop 2^ Brigade, Horse Artillery, at the same 
station. In December 1828 he was removed to the 1*^ 
Troop 2^ Brigade, which he joined at Kamal in the 
following year. In March 1831 he was removed to the 
2*^ Troop Brigade, which he joined at Meerut, ^d 
with which he marched to Mhow in 1832* On being 
promoted to the rank of First Lieutenant he was re-post- 
ed, October 1834, to the same troop, with which, to- 
wards the end of the year, he took part in the demon- 
stration against Jodhpur.’ From March to December 
1835 he did duty at me Landour Convalesoent Depdt, 
and he afterwards remained at that place on leave until 
December 1836. In October 1837 he was removed fo 
the 2<* Troop 1®* Brigade, Horse' ArtiUetry, which hie 
joined at Mhow, and with which in the succeeding yeark 
he served at Meerut, Muttra, Kamal, Delhi and Ambfila. 
In January 1843 he was sent from Ambila to Ludhiana 
to do duty with the 1®* Troop 2*^ Brigade, with which 
he remained until the following June, whenhewae 



appointed Adjutant of the Artillery at Ludhiana : this 
appointment he held until July 1845. In that month, 
liaving been promoted to the rank of Captain, he was 
removed to the 1®* Company 5tb Battalion, Foot Artillery, 
at Oawnpore, but in the following September he was 
transferred to the 2^ Company 1®^ Battalion and the 
command of No. 14 Light Field Battery, with which 
he proceeded from Agra to Nasirabad. On the 29*^ De- 
cember following he was removed to the 4^^ Company 
6^^ Battalion and the command of No. 19 Light Field 
Battery, then with the Army of the Sutlej ; he hurried 
up from Nasirabad, but before he could join he was 
appointed, 1®^ January 1846, Depy. Asst. Adjt.-Genl. 
of Artillery with the Field Army, and in this capacity 
he was present at the battlo of Sobraon (Medal, and 
promoted to the rank of Major by brevet) . On the ter- 
mination of the campaign he took command of No. 19 
Light Field Battery and the company which manned 
it and proceeded to Jullundur, where he served for 
more than a year. In August 1847 he was removed to 
the command of his old troop of Horse Artillery, the 
3*^ of the 2^ Brigade, which he joined at Amb^la, and 
with which he served for the rest of his life. On the 
outbreak of the second Sikh War the troop was detailed 
to form part of the Army of the Punjab, and he ^ com- 
manded it at the passage of the Chenab, the action of 
Saddlapur and the battle of Ohilianwala. On this last 
occasion his guns were ridden through by a body of our 
cavalry in retreat and by the Sikh horse in pursuit, and 
in the melee he was cut down and speared and so dis- 
perately wounded that he survived only two days. He 
died in camp at Ohilianwala on the 16^** January 1849, 
and, at the earnest request of his men, his remains were 
interred with those of his troop who had fallen on the 
Bame occasion. 

Christopher, Wilmot, Lieutenant (1814— '1848).— 
Grave at Multan : see No, 883.— The fifth and youngest 
son of Thomas Christopher, Esq., of Camberwell, Co. 
Surrey, who was a cadet of the Christophers of 
Norton, Co. Durham. Born on the 24*^ December 
1814.— Entered the Indian Navy in 1828. Arrived at 
Bombay on the 1®* January 1829, and was appointed a 
Midshipman. In the following September he was ap- 
pointed to the H. B. I. O.’s ship Benares, and in the 
following month he sailed in that vessel for the Eed 
Sea, on surveying duly. From October 1829 to April 
1831, and again from September 1831 to May 1834, 
he was actively employed in the survey of the south- 
ern of the Bed Sea, from Jiddah to the Straits 
of Babelmandeb, and during the latter period, in 
1833, he also took part in an expedition to Berbera, to 
exact reparation for outrages on British vessels. From 
November 1834 to June 1835 he was employed,^ in the 
Benares, on the survey of the Maldive Archipelago, 
and on the departure of that vessel for Bombay he 
volunteered and remained on one of the islands for the 
purpose of acquiring further information ; the climate, 
however, was against him, and in September dangerous 
ifiltiAflfl compelled him to withdraw to Colombo. From 
the latter end of 1835 to September 1836 he was 
again employed, in the same vessel, in the renewed 
survey of the Maldives, and from September 1836 to 
April 1838 he was engaged in the survey of the Chagos 
Archipelago and in that of Talk’s Straits and the Gfulf 
of Manaar. On the 1®** July 1839 he was promoted 
to the rank of Lieutenant. He subsequently com- 
manded the Oonstance, a small schooner, and the Tigris, 
a ten-gun brig, and on the latter vessel he was em- 
ployed in 1843 on survey duty and exploration on the 
north-east coast of Africa. In November 1844 he 
proceeded on leave to Ceylon, and on bis return to 
duty, early in 1846, he was appointed Assistant Super- 
intendent of the Indus flotilla, with which the rest of 
his service was passed. In 1847 he made experimental 
voyages in the Meeome steam tender, tip the Sutlej to 
Ferozepore, and up the Chenab as high as Jalalpur, 
jahove Wazirabad. lu the following year, after the 


rebellion of Mulraj, he joined the irregnlar forces, 
under Lieutenant Edwardes, operating against Multan, 
and when General Whish arrived and began a regular 
siege, he took part, in the capacity of guide to one of 
the assaulting columns, in the attack made on the 
outworks of the fortress on the 9th September. On 
this occasion he received a dangerous wound, one o£ 
his ankles having been shattered ly a musket shot.. 

It became necessary to amputate the Kmb, but mortifi- 
cation set in, and after a month’s intense suffering he 
succumbed to his wound on the 8^*^ October 1848. 

Clark, Charles, Ca'^tain (c. 1808— 1846).— at 
Sabathto, No, 421.— Entered the Bengal Army in 1825, 
Arrived in India in June 1826, and in the following 
month was ordered up to Dinapore to do duty with the 
6^^ Extra N. I. In September 1826 he was posted to 
the 1®^ Extra N. I., wMch he joined at Neemnoh. Lt 
March 1827 he exchanged into the 1®^ European Re^- 
ment, and having joined it at Agra, he proceeded with 
it to Dinapore in the spring of 1832. Towards the 
end of 1835 he went back to Agra with the regimen^ 
and at that place, in January 1837, he was appointei 
Adjutant of the corps. In the following July, being 
in bad health, he proceeded on leave to Calcutta, and 
thence, in January 1838, went home on furlough, vacat- 
ing the Adjutancy. He returned to India in December 
1840, and the regiment being then on service in Afghan- 
istan, he joined the dep6t at Cawnpore, On the return, 
of the regiment from Aighanistan, he rejoined it at 
in March 1841. In the autumn of 1842 he 
accompanied the regiment (which was now styled “ the 
D* European Light Infantry to Ferozepore, where 
he served with it in the Army of Reserve, on the break- 
ing up of which he marched with the corps to Sabathu, 
arriving there at the end of March 1843. ia the 
following November he accompanied the regiment to 
Ludhiana, and afterwards, at the beginning of 1844, 
to Ferozepore, whence he returned with it to Sabathnt 
in April 1844. On the outbreak of the first Sikh War, 
in December 1845, he marched down to the plains with 
the regiment and joined the Army of the Sutlej ; and 
on the 21®* of that month he went into action with ths 
corps afc the battle of Ffrozshahr.

Clark, John Dalrymple, Lieutenant and Brevet^ 
Captain (1839— 1870).— OmiJe at Simla, No, 368.— 
The eldest son of Major-General John Clark, K.H., 
Colonel of the 59*=^ Foot, who served in the Waterloo 
campaign with the 54*^ Foot ; and grandson of Lieut- 
enant-General Sir John Dabymple, Bart, (T), of North 
Berwick, Co. Haddington. Bom in Jersey in Septeinbeor 
1839.— Entered the Madras Army in 1856. Arrived 
in India towards the end of that year, and in January 
1857 was diceafced to do duty with the 3^ Light Oavaliy 
at Bangalore. On the 30*^ of the same month he was 
posted to the Light Cavalry, at Eamptee, but ho 
never joined that regiment, and on the 27*^ March ho 
was transferred to the 3^ Light Cavalry, the corps to 
which he was then attached. In April 1857 he pro- 
ceeded with the regiment to Arcot, but returned with 
it to Bangalore in September. In February 1858, with 
ihe third squadron of the regiment, he took part in the 
suppression of the insurrection at Shorapur, and in the 
following July he accompanied the right wing to Bel- 
lary. In September 1860 he was promoted to the rank 
of Lieutenant and transferred to the cadre of the 
Light Cavalry (disbanded in 1857), but he continued 
doing duty with the 3^ at BeUary untB early ia 
1863, when he was appointed to do duty under the 
orders of the Officer Commanding the Hyd^abad Sub- 
sidiary Force. Early in 1864 he was again appoin^ 
to do duty with the 8^ Light Gavalxyi and jcnnii^ 
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-that regiment at Kamptee, he officiated as Adintent 
from June 1866 to June 1867. In the autumn of 1867 
he was appointed to the Transport Coiys formed for 
service with the expedition to Abyssinia, and with it 
he served in the campaign of 1868 in that country 
(Medal). During his absence in Abyssinia he was 
nominated to do duty with the 2^ Light Oavaliy at 
Behary, and early in 1869 he was placed in charge of 
the office of the Director of the Abyssinian Land Trans- 
port Train at Poona. Towards the end of December 
1869 he was appointed Offg. Adjutant of the 1st Light 
Cavalry at Kamptee. On the 27**^ May 1870 he was 
appointed an acting Aide-de-Camp to the Commander- 
in-Ohief (Lord Napier of Magdala), with effect from 
the23d of the preceding month, but he had scarcely 
entered on the duties of his appointment when he died 
at Simla on the 14*^^ June 1870.

Clarke, George Herbert, Gajptain (c, 1809— 
1845).— Tablet at Ferozejpore, No, 442. — Entered H. 
M.’s Service on the 8*=*^ April 1826 aEf an Ensign ill the 
-45^^ Foot, and in the course of the year joined that 
regiment at Rangoon, which we were then holding, 
pending the carrying out, by the Government of Ava, 
of the conditions on which peace had been concluded 
vriih them at Tandahu. In the following year he 
accompanied the regiment to Monlmein, vrhere it re- 
mained for the long period of five years. On the 7^^ 
June 1827 he was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant, 
In 1832 he proceeded with the regiment to Masulipatam, 
and thence in the succeeding year to Secunderabad. 
Oh the 4*^ September 1835 he attained the rank of Oap- 
fiaih, and on the 22^ August 1836 hd exchanged into 
the 62^ Foot; then at Monlmein, where he joined it.

Medical Dept. Arrived in India at the end of 
September 1880, and, after a^ period of service in the 
General Hospital at the Presidency, was appointed to 
do duty with the 9**^ N. I., then moving down to 
Gorakhpur from the Khaibar. He was soon afterwards 
sent off to Kandahar, at which place and in Southern 
Afghanistan generally he did duty until July 1881, 
when he was appointed Offg. Meffical Officer of i^e- 
3^ N. 1. at Chaman. In the following year he ac- 
companied this regiment from the Quetta District to 
Nowgong, and while serving at the latter place in May 
1882 he was appointed to the additional medical charge 
of the Bundelkhand Political Agency. In March 1883 
he was relieved of the offg. medical charge of the 
3^ N. I., though he still continued attached to the 
corps, but he retained charge of the Political Agency 
until the following August, when he was attached to 
the 27**^ N. I. at Morar, Gwalior. In October 1883 
he was appointed Offg.

Civil Surgeon of Chindwara, but before the end of the 
year he was transferred from this post, and appointed 
Resident Medical Officer at the Eden Hospital in 
Calcutta. In October 1885 he was appointed Offg. 
Second Resident Surgeon in the Picesidency General 
Hospital, and was confirmed in the appointment in 
March 1886. In March 1890 he was advanced to the 
position of First Resident Burgeon, and held the post 
until the spring of 1892, when he was appointed Civil 
Stirgeon of Nadia. In May 1892 he wenl home on 
leave, and was absent from India until May 1894, but 
shortly after resuming his appointment at Nadia he 
was appointed Offg. Professor of Surgery in the Lahore 
Medical College, and moved up to the Punjab. He 
held this aj^pointment until the end of 1895, and after* 
wards, during the next two years, officiated as Civil 
Surgeon, in succession, of Kainal, Dalhousie (twice), 
and Gurdaspur (twice).

No* 620.— Entered th6 Bengal Civil Service in 1870t 
Arrived in India in December of the same year, 
and having been allotted to the Punjab, he was appointed 
Asst. Commr. of Gujrat, subsequently serving as Asst. 
Oommr. Judicial Asst* and Depy. Commr, in various 
ffistricts and stations. He was Deputy Commissionor 
of Delhi from October 1887 to November 189|1 ; Com- 
znisSioner of the Delhi Division for four years from 
December 1894; and Commissioner of the Lahore 
Division from March 1900 until his death on of the 
March 10, 1902. 

Clarke, Robert Nathaniel, Lieutenant (o* 1823— 
1846 ). — Orave at Ferosse^oref No. 474.— Entered H. M/s 
Service on the 31^ January 1840 as an Ensign in the 
4^^ Foot. Joined that regiment at Malta, and early 
in 1841 accompanied it to the West Indies. On tbe 
November 1841 he was promoted to the rank 
Lieutentant. He served with the 47tb at Barbadoes, Dem* 
erara, BerHce and Antigua until December 1843, when 
be returned Home with the regimeni, landing at Ports* 
mohth in January 1844. On the 26™ Ainil 1844 he ex*-- 
chsmged into the 94^^ Foot, then serving in Madrasj^ but. 
he never joined this com, and on the 26^ Jnly followxng 
he was tnmsferxed to the 53^ Foot. He joined this veg^ 
msSbt at Kahcbefiter, and in August proceeded witii it to* 
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Liverpool, and there embarked with it for Ben^l. 
Landing at Calcutta at the end of December, he"* pro- 
ceeded with the corps to the Tipper Provinces, and 
arrived at Cawnpore in March 1845. In November

Clay* Stanley, Oajptain (1868 — 1905).— (?rave at 
jyharaTmala^ No. 515.— The second son of Lieutenant- 
Colonel (Hony. Major-General) Charles Henry Clay, 
of the Bombay Stafi Corps. Bom at Deoli on the 18*^ 
July 1868. — Entered H. M.’s Service (from the Royal 
Mily. College) on the August 1888 as a Second- 
Lieutenant in the l^t Battalion, rorkshire Light Infantry 
(the 51®*^ Foot). In the following October he was trans- 
ferred to the 2^ Battalion of the same ivgiment (the 
105^^ Foot), which he joined at Quetta, in Baluchistan, 
before the end of the year. On the .January 1890 he 
was‘ appointed an Offg. Wing Officer in the 43'^ Bengal 
Infantry, on probation for the! Bengal Staff Corps, into 
which he was subsequentty admitted with effect from that 
He joined that regiment at Shillong, in Assam, 
moved with it to Kohima in December 1890, and in the 
of 1891 strved with it in the expedition to 
Manipur (Lidia Medal and clasp). The regiment hav- 
ing b^ retained at Manipur on the conclusion of the 
expedition, he continued servi^ witti it there for nearly 
thxee years. In December 1892 he was appointed a 
Wing Officer, and he was afterwards appointed Quarter- 
Master of the regiment with effect from the same date. 
At the end of January 1894 he went home on leave, and 
was absent from India until January 1895, when he 
rejoined the regiment at Kohima. Let April 1890 he 
was appointed an Offg. Wing Commander and detailed 
to command three detached companies of the regiment 
at Manipur, and in the course of thesame year he was em- 
ployed in some minor operattons against the Lushais. 
From July lS96 to July 1897 he offmiatid aa Secofid-in- 
Command of the regiment, and from July 189? to June 
1898 as a Wing Commander, mtainkg'the (kumuand of 
the.Mamptir detadiment duiing the whole of these 
periods. In the year last mentioned he accompanied two 
oompames of the regiment detached from Kohima to 
©ilgit, on the extreme N.-W. Frontier, and he served 
with them there for more than two years. In August 
1899> having attained the rank of Captain, he vacated 
^0 appointment of Quarter-Master, and in the following 
year he became a Double^Oompany Commander. From 
Aitg'hst to December 1900 ho seived as a Staff Captain 
in ihe Intelligence Branch of the Quarter-Master^ 
Gteierars Dept., at Simla. He]theu rejoined his regiment 
at ShiUong, and served with "it there until December 
1901, when he was attached, as a temporary measure, to 
the 1*^ Battalion, 2^ Gurkha Rifles, in the capacity of 
Offg. Double-Company Commander. With this corps 
he served in the Mahsud-Wasdri blockade operations of 
1901-02 (India Medal and dasp). He rejoined the 
43«i Bengal Infantry at Shillong in April 1902, and 
in June 1903 he went home on leave.

Clayton, William Clayton Browne, Second^ 
Lieutenant. See Brown-CIayton, 

Cleland, Robert Stewart, Ideutenani-Ooloml 
(1840— 1880).— at Murree, No. 824; tablet at 
Lahore, No. 633.— The third son of Samuel Jackson 
Oleland, Esq., of ^ Stormont Castle, Co, Down, Ireland, 
by Ehzabeih, his wife, daughter of James Joyce, 
Esq., of Thornhill. Boiu on the 17^^' .lime 1840.— 
Entered H. M.’s Service on the 7‘^ July 1857 
as a Comet in the 7*^^ Diagoon Guards .Foined 
the regiment at Sheffield, and in October 1 857 embarked 
with it for India. Lanfing at Karachi in January 1858, 
he accompanied the reginient to Sialkot, where (having 
attained the rank of Lieutenant on the 8^^ April 1859) 
he served with it until near the end of the following year. 
He was then detached on duty to Karachi, whence in the 
autumn of 1860 he went home on duty with invalids. 
On the November I860 he exchanged into the 9**^ 
Light Dragoons (the Queen’s Royal Lancers), which he 
joined at Aldershot, and with which he served in various 
parts of England and Ireland for sixteen years. On the 
9*^ August 1864 he was promoted to the rank of Cap- 
tain. On the regiment embarking for India in January 
1875 he was left at home, iu command of the depot at 
Canterbury, where he remained until the end of the 
succeeding year. In December 1876 he proceeded to 
India and joined the regiment at Sialkot, where he 
served with it for neatly two years. On the October 
1877 he was promoted to the rank of Major by brevet, 
and on the 16^^ February 1878 he attained ihtt of re- 
gimental Major. On the outbreak of war with Ifghanis- 
ian in the autumn of 1878 he accompanied hiw regiment 
into the field with the Second Division of the Peshawar 
Valley Field Force, and he commanded it throughout 
the first phase of the war, 1878-79, during which he 
was employed for some time on the E^haibar line. On 
the termination of the campaign he returned to Sialkot 
with the regiment (except one squadron, detached 
the Kuram Valley), and, soon after his arrival at hi» 
station, on the 27**^ »Iune J 879, he was promoted to the 
rank of Lieutenant-Colonel. On the renewal of the war 
in September 1879 he proceeded with the remaining two 
squa^ns of the regiment to join the force which had 
penetrated to Kabul under the command of Sir Frederick 
RobertSr and he reached that place on ths 4^*^ November. 
In the following month, when the Afghan up-rising 
took place, he was engaged in the operations at and 
around Kabul, and in the actiou of Kila Kazi, on the 
IV^ December, he received a dangerous wound, while 
heading a gallant charge against overwhelming nnmbera^ 
Oftheenimy. Theseverity of his wound eventually neces- 
sitated his removal to India, and after lingering for 
nearly eight months, he died at Murree on the 7^^ 
August 1880 r 

Clifford, Robert, Lieutenant {c. 1836 — 1863.)-— 
Qrave at Feshawar, No- 943 ; tablet at Koliat, No. 104k— 
Entered the Bengal Army in 1863. Arnved in 
India in February 1854, and, proceeding to Jul- 
lundur, there joined the 29**^ N. I, to which, in 
antioipatiou of his arrival, he had been posted in the 
prece&g month. In* March 1857 he accompanied the 
regiment to Moradabad, and he was with it there when 
it mutinied in the following June. With the other 
officers of the corps he escaped to Naini Tal, where, in 
July, he was appointed to do du^ with the 1®^ Extra 
Gurkha Regiment, then being raised and organised at 
Petoragarh, With this corps he served for fifteen months 
(part of the time, from March to October 1858, as acting 
Second-in-Oommand), and with it he took part in the 
defence of the Kamaon Hills against the RohiUdhand 
rebels in 1857-58. In September 1858 he was removed 
from the cadre of the 29* to that of the 74* N. L, the 
transfer having effect from the 30^^ April preceding. 
In October 1858 he was a]^poinied to do duty with the 
2^ Punjab Oavahy ; he joiimd the coips at Pilibhit^ and 
wzlih it took part in the RdiaQmand campaign of 1858-59^ 
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mduding tlie action of Sissia Ghat, on the Sarda 
(Medal). On the conclusion of the operations he return- 
ed with the regiment to Pilihhit, and afterwards pro- 
ceeded with it to Bareilly, whence, in the autumn^ of 
1869, he accompanied it on its return to the Punjab, 
arriving at Kohat on the 26^^ November. During the 
winter of 1859-60 he served with a portion of the re^i* 
ment in the expedition against the Kabul ]^el Waziris 
In April 1860 he was appointed acting Adjutant of the 
Isfc Punjab Cavalry, which he joined at Peshawar ; he 
held thifl position for three months, and was then, July 

1860, appointed acting Second-in- Command, a situation 
which he retained until the following October, when 
the permanent appointment of Adjutant was conferred 
upon him. In 1861 he proceeded with the regiment to 
Eajanpur. In January 1862 he was admitted into the 
Bengal Staff Corps, with effect from the 18<^^ February 

1861, and in the same year he accompanied the regiment 
to Dera Ghazi Khan. He continued serving with 
the 1st Punjab Cavalry until the antnmn of 1863, 
when, on the Tusafzai Expedition being undertaken, he 
volunteered his services with the 3*^ Punjab Infantry. 
He accompanied that regiment to the Amhela Pass, and 
fell in the severe fighting which took place there on the 
26t^ October 1863. 

Codd, John Edward, Gajptain (c. 1808—1845). — 
Tablet at Ferozepore, No. 442.— Entered H. M.*s Ser- 
vice on the 21st July 1826 as an Unattached Ensign on 
half -pay. In 1827 he was brought on full pay in the 
69tii Poot, and, on the 27‘i*» April of the same year, he 
was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant, Unattaebad, on 
half pay. On the 12^^ February 1830 he was brought 
onfall pay in the 44*** Foot, and arriving in India in June 
1831 he, in the course of the same year, joined that regi- 
ment at Cawnpore, whence in the winter of 1833-34 he 
accompanied it to Chinsura. On the 28*** March 1834 he 
was appointed Adjutant of the regiment, with which in 
January 1835 he proceeded to Fort William. Early in 
1837 he accompanied the 44*** to Ghazipur, and on the 
30*** June of the same year he was transferred to the 3^ 
Light Dragoons He joined this regiment early in 
1838, shortly after its arrival in Lidia, and marched 
withit to Cawnpore, whence in March 1839 he accom- 
panied it to Meerut. At the end of the year he returned 
with the regiment to Cawnpore, and in February 1840 
he went home on leave. He returned to India in Octo- 
ber 1843, and proceeding to the Upper Provinces on duty 
with a detachment of recruits (at first as Interpreter, 
%nd afterwards in command), he rejoined his regiment at 
Amhala in the spring of 1844. On the breaking out of 
the first Sikh war he accompanied his regiment into the 
field, and was present with it at the battles of MudM 
and Firozshalm, in the latter of which he feU, 21^* Decem- 
ber 1845, haviag attained the rank of Captain only two 
days before in consequence of the death of Major Herries 
at the battle of MudM.

Codrington, Robert, Oaptain and Brevet-IdeU" 
ienmi-Oolonel (c, 1803-— 1847).— at sea, Indian 
Obem : fee note to No, 441.-— Entered the Bengal Army 
in 1820. Arrived in India in November 1821, and was 
directed to do duty with the !■* Battalion 20* N. I., at 
Barraokpore. In April 1822 he was posted to the 2^ 
Battalion 1», but a few days later he was removed 
in the 2** Batfcaliaaat' 20**;, and from that, in September 
1828, to the 1^* Battahoai 25***. On the reorganisation 
of the army taking place in May 1824, he was finally 
posted to the 49*** I. Up to this time he had con- 
tmued serving with the Battalion 20*** (the late 
40***) N. I., with three' companies of which he had been 
detached into the province of OMttagong, as part of a 
field detachment assembled there fo!r the purpose of 
le^lliag the izicorsions of the Bormese, and with 
thiB detadmexdi he became invcAved in the terrible dis- 
aBtai at lUxttd on ilEe 17*** May 1824, when the whole 


force was overwhelmed and practically annihilated by 
a Burmese army under the command of the celebrated 
Maha Bandiila : he was one of the only three o£6cers 
who escaped from the field, and the only one who es- 
caped unwounded. Having made his way to Chitta- 
gong, he was there, in August 1824, appointed an 
Assistant Engineer in connection with the measures 
taken for the defence of the place. He continued in 
that employment until February 1826, when he was 
appointed Adjutant of a supplementary corps of Pio- 
neers then being organized at Chittagong, and with this 
corps he served throughout the campaign of 1825 in 
Arakan, resulting in that extensive province being 
added to the British Empire in India, In August 1825 
he was appointed Brigade-Major to the Light Brigade 
then serving in Arakan, and at different times in that 
and the succeeding year he officiated as Dy. Asst. Qr.- 
Mr.-Genl. and as Depy. Judge Advocate- Genl. to the 
forces employed there, styled “ the South-Eastern Divi- 
sion In February 1820 he was appointed Adjutant 
of his regiment, the 41)'**, then also in Arakan, and he 
continued holding the appointment until October 1829, 
when he was displaced on attaining the rank of Captain. 
In April 1836 he was appointed an Officiating Depy, 
Asst. Qr.-Mr.-Geal. for survey duty in Central India. 
In April 1837 he became a Depy. Asst. Qr.-Mr.-Genl. 
on the establishment, and during the next five years he 
was employed in surveying in the Jubbulpore and Saugor 
districts; in charge of the Governor- General’s Camp 
(from October 1837 to February 1840) ; in the Sirhind 
Division (February 1840 to November 1841) ; and in 
surveying the country between Karnal and Ferozepore. 
In January 1842 he was advanced to the position of 
Asst. Qr.-Mr.-Genl., and in the following month he was 
appointed Asst. Qr.-Mr.-Genl. to the force proceeding 
on service to Afghanistan under Major-General Pollock. 
With that force he served throughout the campaign 
of 1842 in Afghanistan, and was present at the forcing 
of the BIhaibar Pass, in the actions of Mirnd-Khel, 
Jagdalak, Tezin and Haft Kotal, and at the re-occupation 
of Kabul, for which he received a medal and was pro- 
moted to the rank of Major by brevet. After his 
return from Afghanistan he was appointed, early in 
1843, Asst. Qr.-Mr.-Genl. of the Sirhind Division, and 
was employed for a considerable time on survey duty in 
the hills near Sdhathti. He subsequently returned to 
the head-quarters of the Division at AmMla, and on 
the formation of the Army of the Sutlej, in December 
1845, he was appointed Asst. Qr.-Mr.-Genl. of the Second 
Division of Infantry, He accompanied the Army in its 
forward movement towards the Sutlej, hut was so 
severely wounded in the first engagement of the cam- 
paign (MfidM, 18*** December) that he was unable to 
take any further part in the operations (Medal, and 
promoted to the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel by brevet). 
In consequence of his wounds he was on leave for the 
greater part of 1846, and eventually, in December 1846, 
he proceeded on leave to the Cape Colony, South Africa. 
He did not, however, live to reach his destination, 
having died at sea, on board the ship Wdleshy, on the 
22** January 1847, 

Collis, Hector Charles Bartholomew, FnHgn 
(c. 1829*— 1849 ). — Monument on the GMUanwala battle* 
field, No, 752,— Son of Captain (Brevet Lieut,- Colonel) 
Charles OoUis, half -pay, 84*** Foot, who, as a Cjrotain 
in the 2** Battalion 24*** Foot, was severely wounded at 
the battle of Talavera and was afterwards taken pri- 
sonar by the French in the hospital at that place.— -En* 
ferod H. M.’s Service on the 7*** April 1846 as an 
Bnsi^ m his father’s old regiment, the 24*** Foot. 
Joined the corps at Cork, and m the following Maj 
embarked with it for He landed at Calcutta 

.at the end of September, and preceded thence with* 
regiment to Agra, where he arrived in the following 
March, la Octoher 1848, when, on ihe outbreak of the 
second Sikh war, the 24*** marched to join ihe Army of 
thePonjat^he was left behind with the depSt, bat 
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haTing been subsequently ordered up to the Punjab he 
joined the regiment at Helan on the 8'^ December, a 
few days after the passage of the Chenab and the action 
of Sadulai)nr. On the 13^*^ of the following month 
he went into action at Ohilianwala carrying the regi- 
mental colour, and was killed in the gallant charge of 
the corps on the enemy’s position, having fallen under 
a shower of grape when wi^in a few yards of the Sikh 
guns. 

Colydaff Thomas David* Major and Iwnorary 
lAeutenant^Oolonel (1805 — 1875).— ffraue at Simla^ 
No. 380. — An illegitimate son of the last Earl of Port- 
more. Bom at Halliford, Oo- Middlesex, in 1805. — En- 
tered the Bengal Army in 1822. Arrived in India in 
October 1823, and in the following month was ordered 
up to Kaita, in Bundelkhand, to do duty with the 6^^ 
Light Cavalry. In January 1824 he was posted to the 
7^*^ Light Cavalry, then at Neemuch, but having been 
directed to continue doing duty with the 6^^ until the 
termination of the rainy reason, he did not join his regi- 
ment until the following October. At the end of &o 
same year he marched wi& the regiment to Nasirabad, 
in the spring of 1826 to Eamal, at the close of 1828 
to Eaita, and in December 1831 to Mhow. In the 
autumn of 1834 he served with the regiment in the 
force assembled for the coercion of the B.aja of Jodhpur, 
part of which was afterwards employed in reducing the 
district of Shekhawat to order. On the conclusion of 
these operations he proceeded with the regiment to 
Oawnpore, arriving there in Pebruary 1835. Early in 
1839 he marched with the regiment to Meerut, and m 
March 1842 he accompanied it to Eamal, whence, in 
the autumn of the same year, he proceeded with it to 
Eerozepore and joined the Army of Reserve, On the 
breaking up of that Army in January 1843 he proceed- 
ed with the regiment to Ludhiana, and in the spring 
of the following year he accompanied it to Sind, where 
he served with it, principally at Shikarpur, for more 
than eighteen months. Early in 1846, with the regi- 
ment, he joined the Sind Pield Force, formed for the 
purpose of co-operating with the Army of the Sutlej in 
the first Sikh war, but the battle of Sobraon having 
brought the war to an end, the force was broken up, 
and he marched with the regiment to Muttra, arriving 
there in May 1846. In November 1847 he accompanied 
the regiment to Jullundur, and during the Punjab cam- 
paign of 1848-49 he served with it in Brigadier 
Wheeler’s operations against ‘insurgents and others in 
the Jullundur and Bari Doabs (Medal). On the termi- 
nation of the war he returned to Jullundur with the 
corps, and in December 1849 he accompanied it to 
Peshawar. He retired from the service on the 20^*^ 
December 1851, in the rank of Major, but was subse- 
quently granted the honorary rank of Lieutenant- 
Colonel. After his retirement he resided in and about 
Simla, where he was a very extensive house proprietor. 
He died at Dukhani, near ‘'Simla, on the 8^^ August 
1875. 

Coney, Philip George, Oaptain(^c. 1834 — 1858).— 
Grave at Lahore Cantonment^ No. 674.— The second son 
of John Jeaue Coney, Esq., of Braywick Grove, Co. 
Berks. — ^Entered H. M.’s Service (from the Royal Mily. 
College) on the 9^*^ July 1852 as an Ensign in the 
2^ Battalion 1*^ Foot. Joined that corps at Cork, and 
in February 1853 proceeded with it to Corfu. On the 
, 3 d March 1854 he was promoted to the rank of Lieuten- 
ant in the 7^*^ Foot (the Royal Fusiliers), Went home 
and joined the regiment at Manchester, and in the 
following month proceeded with it on the expedition to 
Turkey. In September 1854 he accompanied the 
Eusiliecs to the Crimea, and was present with the corps 
at the battle of the Alma, in which he was so severely 
wounded that it became necessary to invalid him to 
England, and eventually precluded his taking any 
further part in the war (Medal and clasp). On the 
June 1855 he was promoted to the rank of Captain. 
•On the retuni homo of iho regiment, on tho termination 


of the war, he served with it at Aldershot until July* 
1857, when, in consequence of the mutiny of the Bengal 
Army, he embarked with it for India. Landing with 
the corps at Earachi m November 1857, he afterwards 
proceeded with it to Mian Mir, where he died on the 
30^^ April 1858. 

Congreve, George John, Major-General 

(1808— 1861 ).— at Simla, No. 354.— The third 
son of Richard Congreve, Esq., of Congreve, Co. Staf- 
ford, and Burton Hall, Co. Chester. Born in 1808.— • 
Entered H. M.’s Service on the 8**^ April 1825 as an 
Ensign in the 29^*^ Foot, and was promoted to the rank 
of Lieutenant on the 12^** January 1826. Lx the lattexr 
year he embarked with the regiment for the Mauritius, 
where he served with it for nearly twelve years. On 
the 12^** June 1828 he was promoted to the rank o£ 
Captain. He returned home with the regiment in 
March 1838, and during the next four years he served 
with it at Plymouth, Weedon, Woolwich, Edinburgh, 
Glasgow and Belfast. He was advanced to the rank of 
Major by brevet on the 23*^ November 1841, and to 
that of regimental Major on the 8^** April 1842. In the 
course of the latter month he embarked with the regi- 
ment for Bengal, and arriving at Calcutta towards tho 
end of the following July, he proceeded, after a short 
halt at ^ Ohinsnra, to the Upper Provinces, and arrived 
at Ghazipnr on the 22*^ December. Lx the autumn of 
1844 he marched with the regiment to Meerut, 
arriving at that place in December, and in Novem- 
ber 1845 he proceeded with it to Easauli. Scarcely 
had the regiment -reached that place, however, when 
it was called down again in consequence of tho 
outbreak of the first Sikh war, and proceeding in com- 
mand of it (the Lieutenant- Colonel being in command 
of a brigade) he joined the Army of the Sutlej on the 
19* December, and on the 21®* led the regiment in the 
sanguinary battle of Firozshahr, on which occasion he 
was so severely wounded that he was unable to take any 
further part in the campaign (Medal, and created a 
Companion of the Order of the Bath). On the 11*** 
Pebraary 1846 he was promoted to the rank of Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel, in consequence of the fall of Colonel Taylor 
(q. V.) at the battle of Sobraon. On the termination of 
the war he returned with the regiment to Easauli, ar- 
riving there in April 1846. He continued with thecorps 
at that place until September 1848, when he accompanied 
it to Ferozepore, and the regiment having shortly after- 
wards been included in the Army of the Punjab, he 
commanded it tbronghont the Punjab campaign of 
I 1848-49, including the passage of the Oheuab and tho 
battles of Ohilianwala and Gujerat (Medal and two 
clasps). On the day after the battle of Gujerat he was 
appointed Brigadier Commanding the First Brigade of 
the Force sent under the command of Sir Walter Gilbert 
in pursuit of the Sikhs, but the appointment, having 
been made by mistake, was cancelled five days later, and 
he resumed command of his regiment, with which, on 
the termination of the operations, he proceeded to 
Wazdrabad, arriving there on the 22** April. In March 
1850 he proceeded with the regiment to Meerut, and 
in April 1852 he accompanied it to Dinapore. On tho 
20*** June 1854 he was promoted to the rank of Colonel 
by brevet, and on the 28*** November following he was 
appointed Quartei-Master-General of Her Majesty’s 
Forces in Lx^a. He held this appointment continuously 
imtR January 1857, when he was appointed Acting 
Adjutant-General of Her Majesty’s Forces in India In 
this capacity, on the outbreak of the mutiny, he accom- 
panied tho Commander-in-Ghief to Axnbala, and after- 
wards moved forward with the Field Force under the 
command of Six Henry Barnard, with which he was 
present at tho action of Badli-ki-Serai, the seizure of 
the Delhi Ridge, and the siege of Delhi up to the end 
of JtQy 1867, when having, after the death of Sir 
Hezuyr Barnard and the withdrawal of Major-Genl. Reed, 
been passed over for the command of the Delhi Field 
Force, he left the force and retomed to Simla i and 
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laving about tlie same time vacated tie appointment of 
Acting Adjutant- General, lie there resumed the duties 
of Quarter-Master-General of H. M.*s Forces. During 
the irinter of 1857-58 he joined the head-quarters of the 
Commander-in-Chief in the field, but his health failing, 
le proceeded on leave to Simla. Towards the end of 
1869 ho was placed on half-pay of his regimental com- 
mission, In the following year he again officiated for a 
Irief period as Adjutant- General of H. M/s Forces in 
India, but he afterwards resumed the appointment of 
Quarter-Master-General, which he continued holding 
until his death. On the 20'*" July 1860 he was promot- 
ned to the rank of Major-General. He died at Simla on 
the 29‘b April 1861. 

Connell, Thomas John Barlow, Oajpfain (c.l83S— - 
1859), — Ckave at Multan : see No. 881, — Entered H. M.’s 
Bervice on the 23^*^ November 1852 as an Ensign in 
the 3^ West India Regiment. He joined that corps 
an Jamaica, and served with it there for eighteen months. 
On the 2#^ March 1854 he was promoted to the rank 
of Lieutenant. On the 8^*^ September 1854 he was trans- 
ferred to the 46‘^ Foot, which he joined at Windsor, 
-In October he embarked with the regiment for the 
Crimea, landed there a few days after the battle of Inker- 
man, and served throughout the siege and capture of 
Bevastopol (Medal and clasp). On the withdrawal of 
the British troops from the Crimea in the summer of 
1856 he accompanied the regiment to Corfu, wh^re he 
‘ nerved for about two years. On the SI*** August 1858 
Jie was advanced to the rank of Captain. In September 
- 1858 he embarked with the regiment for Inffia, and 
landed at Karachi in the following month. He was 
left at that place temporarily when the regiment was 
moved up into the Punjab, but he subsequently rejoined 
iho corps at Multan, at which place he ffied on the 5^^ 
June 1859. 


Connolly, Christopher, Lieutenant (1798— 
T857). — Grave at Ambala, No. 238,— Born in the parish 
of Lusk, Dublin, on the 24^^ December 1798,— Enlisted 
5a Dublin on the 2^ January 1816 for the East India 
Company’s Artillery, and arrived at Fort William on 
ihe 13^'' September following. Having attained the 
icank of Sergeant-Major in the 1** Brigade of Horse 
Artillery, he was appointed Apting Riding-Master of the 
Brigade on the 13^^ August 1841, and was confixmed 
in the post on the 22<i January 1842. Early in 1845 
lie aocompanied the brigade to Ferozepore, and with it 
took partin the Sutlej campaign of 184546, including 
the battles of Firozshahr and Sohraon (Medal and 
clasp). lu March 1^6 he was transferred, as Riding- 
Alaster, to the 2^ Brigade of Horse Artillery, which he 
Joined at Ambala, and with it he afterwards served 
in tbe Punjab campaign of 1848-49, including the 
passage of the Chenab and the battles of Ohilianwala 
nhd Gnjerat (Medal and two clasps). On the Janu- 
’ wry 1850, in consideration of his long, meritorious and 
" |;allant services, ” he was advanced to commissioned 
iahk as a Lieutenant on the Veteran Establishment. 
"He' continued serving as Riding-Master of the 3^ Bri- 
l^e until February 1853, when, on the recommenda- 
iion of {he Oommander-in-Chief, he was relieved of his 
duties and permitted to reside and dra.w his aUpwances 
at Ambala. 'He continued residing at Ambala until his 
death, which took place there on the 20*^ May 1857. 


Cook, John, F’.C., Captain and Lirevet-Maj 
^843 — 1879).— Tablet at Alil^ottahad, Ah. 924.— Bom 
KdLohurgh on the 28^ August 1843.— Entered H. M 
Indian IpLit^ Forces, &ngal, in 1860. Arrived 
India in April 1861, and was appointed to do duty wi 
ijie 4‘*^ European Infantry at Lucknow. This corps w 
krokeu up in thepourse of the year, and in Fehr 
1862 he was ^ehed, for dqiy, to the 107‘*» Ftx 
^ fqhQwing Kovemb^ hp w 


appointed to do duty with the 3*^ Sikh Infantry, which 
he joined at Gonda, in Oudh. In January 1863 he 
marched with the regiment for the Punjab, but the 
corps, having been employed on escort duty with the 
camp of the Oommander-in-Chief, did not reach its des- 
tination, Mian Mir, until the 1®* May. In the follow- 
ing September he proceeded with the regiment to 
Rawal Pindi, whence he afterwards moved up with it to 
the frontier, and joining the Ynsafzai Fiold Force 
early in December, he served with the corps in the con- 
cluding operations of the Ambela campaign, inclusive 
of the actions of Lain and Ambela, in which he greatly 
distinguished himself by his gallant conduct (India 
Medal and clasp). On the 26^** December he was ap- 
pointed Baggage-Master of the Second Brigade, and 
held the appointment until the Field Force was broken 
up on the termination of the campaign. He accompanied 
his regiment to Deoband in January 1864, to Haripnr 
in February, and to Abbottabad in May, and in the 
following October he marched with it to Kohat. In 
November 1864 he was a^Dpointed Adjutant of the regi- 
ment, having already officiated in the appointment for 
nearly three months. In March 1867 he was admitted 
into the Bengal Staff Corps. In the following October 
he marched with the regiment to Peshawar, and in 
August 1868 he accompanied it to Abbottabad, whence 
in September he proceeded with it on service, and was 
present with it throughout the Hazara campaign, in- 
cluding the operations on the Black Mountain (clasp 
added to India Medal). On the conclusion of the cam- 
paign ho marched with the regiment to Dera Ghazi 
Khan, whence early in 1872 he accompanied it to Dera 
Ismail Khan. Towards the end of 1872 he officiated 
for some time as a Wing Officer, and in December of 
ihe same year, on attaining the rank of Captain, he 
vacated the Adjutancy of the regiment. In January 
1873 he was again appointed to officiate as a Wing 
Officer, and during the two succeeding months he offi- 
ciated as Second-in-Command. At the end of March 
1873 he was transferred, as a Wing Officer, to the 
Gurkha Regiment, and joining that corps at Abbottabad, 
he officiated, from November 1873 to April 1874, as 
Second-in Command. In 1876-76 ho was employed as a 
Brigade-Major at the Camp of Exercise at Delhi. In 
January 1877, under the organization then introduced, 
he became a Wing Commander in tho rogiment. In 
the following April ho went homo on furlough and was 
absent from India until July 1878. On the outbreak 
of the Afghan War in November 1878 ho accompanied 
his regiment on service to the Kuram Valley, took part 
in the reconnaissance of the 28^^ of that month, and was 
prominently engaged in the storming of the Peiwar 
Kotal on tho 2*^ December, on which occasion he 
was slightly wounded, and having displayed tho most 
distinguished gallantly in charging the enemy and in 
saving the life of Major Galbraith in a hand-to-hand 
encounter with a party of Afghans, he was awarded 
the distinction of the Victoria Cross. He was after- 
wards in the advance to the Shutargardan and in the 
action in the Sapari or Mangiar Pass, and took part in 
various movements in the Kuram Valley. In March 
1879 he was a]jpointed Offg. Second-in-Oommand of the 
regiment, and in the following May, on the conclusion 
of peace, he proceeded with tho regiment to Ali Khel. 
On the renewal of the war in Septemter 1879 he accom- 
panied the regiment in Sir Frederick Robert’s foiward 
movement, and took part in the action of Charasiah 
and the occupation of Kabul. In the subsequent severe 
fighting at and around Kabul, in December 1879, he was 
again prominently engaged ; on tho 11th of that month 
he was slightly wounded in an action at Kila-i-Khafa 
Jan, in the Ghardeh Valley ; and on tho following *3ay 
he fell dangerously wounded in the storming of the 
Takht-i-Shah Heights. Hopes were at first entSfftftfiled 
that he^ would recover, but he survived his injuries only 
one week, dying in the Sherpur Caatwunenk Kabul pa 
ibp 19^^ December 1879* 
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Cookson, Gsorg'e JameSi I^ienani and Brevet- 
Captain (1836— 1838).— TaJiei at Karnal, No. 190.— 
^tered tie Bengal Amy in 1821. Arrived in Tndi a 
in January 1823, and in tie same montl was posted to 
tie 8<ii Company 2d Battalion, Foot Artillery, at Dnm- 
Dmn. In September 1824 le -was removed to tie 4* 
Company 1« Battalion, and in December to the 3d Com- 
pany 3“ Battalion at Benares, which he joined in the 
lollowing March. With this company (which in July 
1825 became the S'* Company 4'** Battalion, and is now 
•the 6* Mountain Battery, Rcyal ArtiUeiy) he served at 
the siege and capture of Bharatpur in 1825-26. In 
February 1826, just after the capture of Bharatpur, he 
was removed to the 4* Company l«‘ Battalion (not the 
same company as that mentioned above), with which 
he served at Kamal until March 1828, when he was 
transferred to the 2d Company 1“ Battalion at Nasirabad. 
In August 1830 he was removed to the 4* Company 
2d Battalion, with which be served at Meerut and 
Xamal, and afterwards in the demonstration against 
Jodhpur in the autumn of 1834. On the termination of 
these operations ho returned with the company to TTaTOftl, 
at which place, in August 1835, ha was appointed acting 
Adjutant of the left wing of the 2d Battalion ; this appomt- 
naent he held untQ May 1836, when ill-health compelled 
iiimto proceed on leave to Simla. In November 1837 he 
vm appointed Adjutant of the left wing of the 2d Batta- 
lion, at Kamal, and in the following month the acting ap- 
l^tment of Adjutant of the Sirhind Division of Ar- 
lallery was conferred upon him, but he resigned this 
within a fortnight, and reverted to the Adjutancy of 
iihe left wing of fee 2d Battalion, which he retained 
until his death. He died at EbamaL of small-pox, on 
the 20th February 1838. 

Chamler, Lieutenant- Oolonel 
([180D— 1857),'— at FeshaujaTf No. 972.— Bom on 
the 21** December 1809.— Entered the Bengal Army 
in 1825. Arrived in India m June 1826, and in the 
following month was sent up to Benares to do duty with 
“tlie 49**^ N. I. In tko following September be was 
posted to the N. I, at Lucknow, but be did not join 
that regiment, and in October be was remoTed, at bis 
own req.nest, to tbe regiment with which be was 
iben doing duty, tbe 49^*^ N. I, At tbe end of tbe same 
year bo marched with tbe *49^^ to Mirzapur, whence, in 
December 1828, bo proceeded with it to Lucknow. At 
ibe end of March 1831 be was appointed OfEg. Inter- 
peter and Quarter-Master of tbe corps, and lie held that 
appointment for a year, in tbe course of which, in tbe 
antniip of 1831, be accompanied tbe regiment to 
Iflidbiana. In January 1835 the permanent appoint- 
' 3 n«nt of Interpreter and Quarter-Master was conferred 
upon him, and at tbe end of tbe same year be marched 
uritb tbe regiment to Neemucb. In tbe antnmn of 
1839 be served with the regiment intbeMarwar Meld 
X'orce, on tbe occasion of tbe demonstration against 
JTodbporc, on tbe conclusion of which business be return- 
ed witb tbe regiment to Neemucb and tbence marcbed 
with it to Oawnpore, arriving there in March 1840. In 
ibe winter of 1841-42 be proceeded with tbe corps 
iio Dacca, whence, early in 1845, be accompanied it to 
Benares. In March 1845, on attaining tbe rank of Cap- 
tain, be vacated t]^ appointment of Interpreter and 
^Quarter-Master, which be bad held for more than ten 
years, but be continued officiating in tbe situation until 
tbe end of tbe succeeding month. Early in 1847 be 
jMSCompanied tbe^ regiment from Benares to Eerozepore, 
and be was serving with it at tbe latter place when 
iite Multan outbreak, which led to the second Sikh war, 
took place. In July 1848 be was detached to Easur to 
xeceike charge of Darbar cattle for tbe use of tbe siege 
train detailed for service against Multan, and before the 
rad of tbe montii be proceeded with bis regiment to 
take part in tbe operations to be entered upon for tbe 
xednciion of that place, but shortly before arrivmg 
there, on tbe 22*^ August, he was appointed by Major- 
General Wbish to offioiate in tibf Ooxanuisariat Depart^ 


ment as a Sub- Asst. Commy.- General, and in this posi- 
tion, to which be was formally gazetted towards tbe 
end of tbe following 2^ovember, be served throughout 
tbe Punjab campaign of 1848-49, including both siege* 
of Multan, tbe capture of that place, and tbe battle of 
Gujarat (Medal and two clasp*). On the termination of 
the campaign be rejoined bis regiment, with which be 
marched to Nakodar in April 1849, and tbence to 
Pbillaur in tbe following November. In April 1851 
be went home on furlough. Returning to India in 
October 1853, be rejoined tbe regiment at Phillaur, 
whence, in November J854, be accompanied it to hCan 
Mir. On attaining tbe rank of Lieutenant- Colonel be 
was posted, July 1856, to the 51®‘ N. I., and be soon 
afterwards took over command of that regiment at 
Peshawar. He was in command of tbe 61®* when, be- 
ing found to be disaffected, it was disarmed at Peshawar 
in May 1857, and subsequently, when, on tho 28*^ 
August, it broke out into open mutiny and made for 
tbe Kbaibar, be took an active part in tbe measures 
adopted for the pursuit and destruction of tbe mutineers. 
His exertions, however, proved fatal to himself, for a 
terrific beat prevailed at tbe time, and in tbe conrse of 
tbe day's operations be was struck down by coitp-de« 
soleil and expired almost immediately. 

Cooper, Lewis Ernest, Lieutenant* Colonel 
(1861“^1906) .-^Tahlei at Kohat^ No* 1059.— Bom on tbe 
2*^ April 1861.— Entered H. M.'s Service (from tbe 
Royal Mily, College) on tbe 13*** Augnst 1879 as a 
Secoud-Lientenaut intbe 75*** Foot. In tbe following 
month be was transferred to tbe 40*** Foot, and proceed- 
' ing to India be joined that regiment at Dum-Dum 
early in 1880. On tbe 24^** September 1882 be was 
appointed an Ofig. Wing Officer in tbe 4*** Punjab In- 
fantry on probation for tbe Bengal Staff Corps, into 
which be was subsequently admitted with effect from 
that date. He joined this regiment at Dera Taniail 
Khan, and served with it thereuntil January 1883, 
when be was transferred, in tbe same position, to tbe 
5*^ Punjab Infantry, at the same itation. Soon after 
joining be wa« appointed to officiate as Quarter-Master 
of tbe re^ment, and towards tbe end of tbe year be 
accompanie*d tbe corps on tbe expedition to tbe Takbt-i- 
Suleiman, returning to Dera Ismail Khan on tbe con- 
clnsion of tbe affair. In January 1884 be was appoint-^ 
ed a Wing Officer of tbe regiment, with which at tbe 
end of the year be marcbed to Bannu, He continued 
officiating as Quarter-Master until February 1885, when 
that appointment was conferred upon him permanently. 
From April 1886 to October 1887 be officiated as Adjut- 
ant of tbe regiment. He then went borne on furlough 
and having afterwards proceeded to Russia for tbe pur- 
pose of studying the language, ' be was absent from 
India until tbe spring of 1890. On bis return ha re- 
joined tbe re^ment at Kobat, and was appointed, May 
1890, to officiate as a Wing Commander, an appoint- 
ment which be retained until the following September 
about which time, having attained the rank of Captain* 
be vacated the situation of Quarter-Master. Early in 
tbe following year be accompanied the regiment on 
service and was present with it throughout tbe first 
^ Miranzai Expedition, on tbe Conclusion of which be 
marcbed with tbe regiment to Dera Ismail Khan, 
arriving there on tbe 23** March. In 1892 be again 
officiated for some time as a Wing Commander, and in 
1892-93 be officiated for several months as a^Wing 0om- 
. mander in tbe Infantry of tbe Corps of Guides, at Mar- 
dan. In March 1893 be went home on leave for eight 
months, arid on bis return in November be rejoined his 
own regimerit at Dera Ismail Ehan, and was appointed 
an Offg. Wing Commander. In' Jannary 1 894 he march- 
ed with tbe^ regiment to Eobat, and during this aud 
the succeeding year (in the course of which he accom^ 
panied tbe regiment to tbe^ Samana Range in April 
1894, and moved back wiib it to ' Eobat. in November 
1895) be twice more officiated as a Wing Commander 
and once ae Second-in-Obnunand. tc March 1896 ha 
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-TOS appointed a Wing Commander in the 2d Punjab 
Infantry, and joining that corps at Edwardesabad, be 
officiated for some time as Second in- Command, In 
August 1896 he again went home on leave, and was 
absent from India until April 1897. ^ Eejoining his 
regiment at Abbottabad, he proceeded with it to Kohat 
cn the outbreak of the frontier disturbances in the 
following summer, and he afterwards served with it 
throughout the Frontier War of 1897-98, in the course 
of which he was present at the action in the Uhlan Pass, 
in the operations on the Samana Range, ^ including the 
relief of Qulistan, in the operations in the Ruram 
Valley, and in the latter part of the Tirah Expedition, 
including the operations in the Bara Valley (India 
Medal and two clasps). After the war he served with 
the regiment in the Kohat-Kuram Eorce for three 
jearB, in the course of which he officiated as Seoond- 
in-Oommandfrom May 1898 to October 1899, and again 
from February 1900 to February 1901, when, under the 
organisation introduced in 1900, he fell into the posi- 
tion of a “ Double-Company Commander.” In May 
1901 he went home on furlough, and iu the following 
Jtdy he was appointed Second-in-Oommand of the 
Punjab Infantry, which, on his return to India in March 
1902, he joined at Dera Ismail Khan. On joining he 
was appointed Offg. Commandant of the regiment, 
and he held that position until February 1903, when 
he was appointed Commandant of the A**' Punjab 
Infantry. This corps (which in the same year became 
ihe 57^^^ Indian Infantry, under the designation of “ the 
57 th Wilde’s Rifles ”) he joined at Kohat, and at the 
©nd of the year he marched with it to Malakand. In 
IS’ovember 1904 he went home on sick leave, and on the 
Sfh February 1905 he died at Reading, in Berkshire. 

Corby n, Frederick, Senior Surgeon (1792—1853).— 
Galilei at Simla, No» 390.— Bom in May 1792.— 
Entered the Bengal Army, in the Medical Department, 
in 1813. Arrived in India iu July 1814, and was 
appointed to do duty in the General Hospital at the 
Ecesidency. In September 1'814 he was sent up to 
Barraokpore to do duty with a wing of the 1 ®^ Battalion 
18*^ N. I., proceeding thence to Berhampore, on arrival 
at which station he was appointed to do duty with a 
detachment of the Bengal European Regiment quartered 
there. In October 1814 he was appointed to do duty 
with the 2^ Battalion 25*** N. I., then proceeding on 
service against the Gurkhas as part of the Division 
under the command of Major- (^neral Marley. He 
joined the battalion at Dinapore, and moved up with it 
io Lautau on the Nepal frontier, and having been 
temporarily attached, by General Marley, to me left 
wing of the 2^ Battalion 22^ N. I., stationed at the 
cuipost of Samanpur, it was his fortune to be present 
in the disastrous action there on the 1®* January 1815, 
when the Gurkhas attacked the post in overwhelming 
numbers and almost annihilated the detachment holding 
it. He continued serving on the Nepal frontier until 
the termination of the campaign, when he proceeded 
with the 2 ^ Battalion of the 2h^ to Bhagwanpur ; but 
cnihe renewal of the war, early in 1816, he again 
moved forward with it in the force under the command 
«£ Sir David Ochterlony, and took part in the passage of 
the Ghirriaghati and in the decisive battle of Makwan- 
por, or Sikarkhatri, which brought about the complete 
flabinission of the Nepal darhar. On the conclusion of 
the war he proceeded with the battalion to Ramnagar, 
whence, in November 1816, he accompanied it to 
Cawnpore. In February and March 1817, being tempo- 
rarily attached to the 1®* Battalion of the 25**^, he 
served under Sir Dyson Marshall at the siege and 
capture of Hathras. On the formation of the Grand 
> Armj in 1817 he accompanied the 2^ Battalion of the 
25**^ to the rendezvous at Sikandra, but early in October 
ke was taken from the battsdion, appointed Medical 
. Btore-keeper with the Army in the Field, and attached 
' fo the Oentre Division, to the medical charge of the 
staff of which ho was nominated in the succeed^ 


month. He was present with the Centre Division 
throughout all its movements under the Marquess of 
Hastings, until March 1818, when with the medical 
stores under his charge, he was transferred to the 
Left Division of the Grand Army, under Sir Dyson 
Marshall. Proceeding with a detachment under 
Brigadier- General Watson, he joined the Left Division 
in Bundelkhand, and was present ^ with it at the 
reduction of the fortress of Dhamoni, and afterwards; 
with a portion of it, styled the Saugor Field Force, at 
the redaction of GaiTakota and the siege and capture 
of Asirgarh. He continued serving with the Saugor 
Field Force until August 1820, when he was posted to 
the 1®* Battn. 21®* N. I., at Banda ; with this corps he 
shortly afterwards proceeded and joined the Narbadda 
Field Force at Hoshangabad, and in the following year 
he accompanied it to Nagpur* In December 1822 he 
proceeded to the Presidency in medical charge of three 
companies of Artillery, and on the completion of this 
duty he was, at the end of February 1823, appointed 
Civil Asst. Surgeon of Allahabad: this post he 
continued holding until May 1826, when, having been 
promoted to the rank of Surgeon, he reverted to military 
duty and was posted to the 50*^ N. I. (late 2^ Battn, 
25**^), He joined this regiment at Allahabad and 
served with it until the following September, when he 
was appointed to officiate as Garrison Surgeon at the 
same station. Towards the end of the same month he 
was removed to the 69**^ N. I, at Partabgarh, in Oudh, 
with which corps he shortly afterwards proceeded to 
Barraokpore. In December 1826 he was removed to the 
68 **^ N. I., which he joined at Sandoway, in Arakan, and 
with this corps he served until the end of October 1827, 
when he was transferred to the 65**^ N, I. at Barraokpore* 
In the autumn of the following year he had the tempo- 
rary medical charge of the 47*^ N. I., at the same 
station, in addition to his other duties. In October 
1828 he was transferred to the 38**^ N. I., which he 
joined on its arrival at Barraokpore in the following 
January, and he thereafter served with it at that 
station for two years and-a-half . Iu July 1831 he was 
appointed Oflg. Garrison Surgeon of Fort William. 
In the following October he was removed from the 
38**^ to the 53^ N. I., but he continued officiating as 
Garrison Surgeon of Fort William until March 1832, 
when he was made permanent in the post ; this appoint- 
ment he continued holding, without a break, for nearly 
eleven years aud-a-half. In July 1843 he was appoint- 
ed to officiate as Superintending Surgeon of the Smhind 
Division, and he remained in that position until 
March 1844 : he then reverted to the post of Garrison 
Surgeon of Fort William, and continued therein until 
April 1845, when he was appointed Oflg. Superintend- 
ing Surgeon of the Western Circle at Neemuch. In 
March 1846 he was appointed Superintending Surgeon 
of the Punjab Division, and iuthat position he took part 
in the movement of the force under the command of 
Sir John Littler towards Jammu, on the occasion of 
the rebellion of Shaik Imam-ud-Din, in October 1848, 
In the same position he was present at Lahore through- 
out the Punjab campaign of 1848-49. On the Punjab 
Division being divided, in April 1851, into the Gis- 
Jhelum and Trans- Jhelum Divisions, he was appointed 
Superintending Surgeon of the former, with his head- 
quarters at JuUundur, Under a further re-arrange- 
ment he became Superintending Surgeon of the Punjab 
Division in March 1852, and on this being again divided 
into the Lahore and Peshawar Divisions, in July 1852, 
he remained Superintending Surgeon of the former. 
In this position he continued until his death, which took 
place at Simla on the 7th October 1853, 

Cormick, Edward, Oaptain and Paymaster 
(1786— •1848),— -Grave at Awhala, No» 216,“-*Entered 
H, M,^fl Service on the 4<^ December 1806 as a Comet 
in the 20*^ Light Dragoons, and was promoted to 
the rank of Lieutenant on the 25**^ September 1807, 
In 1808, with a portion of tho regiment, he proceeded 





on service to Foxtagal, in tlie expeditionaiTj fore® 
nncler the commaad of Sir Arthur Wellealey ; w&s 
present lat the battle of Biolica, andprozniuently engaged 
in that of Vimiera (War Medal and two clasps). He 
returned home with the detachment in 1809, and sub- 
sequently, with another detachment of the regiment, 
proceed^ to Sicily, whence he went on service to the 
east coast of Spain and took part in all the operations 
there from September 1812 to September 1813, inolud- 
ing the battle of Castalla. He was promoted to the 
rajnk of Captain on the 23^ September 1813, and there- 
served continuously with the regiment tmtil it 
■Was disbanded in Ireland in December 1818, when he 
was placed on half-pay. In January 1828 he was 
brought back on full pay as Paymaster of the 4**^ Light 
Dragoons, which he joined at Kirkee, near Poona, in 
the caurse of the same year. After more than five years’ 
Service with the 4‘^ he was appointed Paymaster of 
the 3^ Light Dragoons in August 1833, and, returning 
home, he joined that regiment at Ipswich In hTovem- 
ber 1837 he arrived in Bengal with the 3^ Light 
Dragoons, and served with that regiment at Oawnpore, 
Meemt and Karnal until January 1842. He then pro- 
ceeded with it on service to Afghanistan, and was pre- 
sent with it throughout the campaign of that year under 
General Pollock {Medal for Kabul). On returning to 
the British provinces he was stationed at Karnil until 
October 1843, when he proceeded with the regiment to 
the newly-formed cantonment of Ambala. On ^ the 
outbreak of the first Sikh war he again accompanied 
the regiment on -service, and was present with it 
throughout the Sutlej campaign of 1845-46, inoluditrg 
the battles of Mfidfci, Pirozshahr and Sobraon (Medal 
and two clasps), CHi the conclusion of the war he 
returned -with the regiment to Ambila, arriving there 
m April 1846, and he continued serving with it at 'that 
station until his death, which took place there on the 
19**^ May 1848. 

Cosserats John Peloquln, Lieuienani and Brevet^ 
{}aptain (c. 1826 — ^1858)*-— at Kohat, No. 1043,— 
lEhitered the ’Madras Army in 1842. Arrived in India 
in the summer of that year, and was appointed to do 
duty with the 36*^ Madras IST, I, at Palaveram. In 
October 1842 he Was posted to the 34**^ Madras' N. 1. 
'(the Chicacole Light Inrantry) and joined that corps at 
Mercara, in Ooorg. He affcerwardfs served with the 
regiment at Mangalore and Vellore, and in November 
1848 he accompanied it to Bengal, whither it was sent to 
do garrison duty during the second Sikh war. He was 
stationed with it at Dacca until the spring of 1850, 
when he proceeded with it to Moulmein. He went 
home'cm ^ve in September 1850, and was absent from 
llndia until the summer of 1853, when he rejoined the 
regiment at Vizagapatam. In the following year he 
accompanied the corps to Secunderabad, and in June 
,1-854 he was appointed Adjutant. He held this 

S ointment until February 1866, when he was appoint- 
Dfig. Second-in-Oommand of the 6*^ Regiment of 
Infantry, Hyderabad Contingent, at Lingasugur, and in 
^he fcllowiiig mouih he was Appointed touct '^as Adjtrt- 
yaat of the corps e.s well, and also to perform the duties 
bf ' Station Staff Officer. Within two monihs of hiS 
appointment, however, his services -were placed at the 
disposal of the Government of India, and in April 1866 
,he was appointed acting Second-ih-Gommand ofthel*^ 
*{Gtenadier) Regt. of Infantry, Gwalior Contigent; 
in tbis appointment he was confirmed in May 1856, 
and he held it until June 1857, when the regiment 
loroed tn , the general mutiny which th^ took place at 
HwaEpr.' t^Tith other officto he succeeded in effecting 
bsoape to Agra, and having been attadhed to the 
^eops there, he took part in various movements and 
"^rations against mutm^ and rebels injhe -nciniiy, 
including the aoti^ of Shah'gani, or BaiseSa,', oh the*^^ 
^lyj a^dth6 'de(nmTeengag^ehiTn& the Mhowand 
mutinous W the Agra .parade-grouzid 


on the October. Four days later, his services were, 
by an Agra Garrison Order, placed at the disposal of 
Colonel Greathed, commanding the Moveable Colraan 
from Delhi by which the action of the lOtJi had mabUy 
been fought, and that officer directed him to do duty 
with a squadron of the 1®* Punjab Cavalry, which 
formed a part of the force. He accompanied this 
squadron in the onward movements of the column, aud 
was present with it in the action of Kanauj, at the 
relief of Lucknow by Sir Colin Campbell, and in tihe 
subsequent operations at Oawnporo ending in the totaj 
defeat of the mutinied Gwalior Contingent. On the 30* 
November a Foreign Department notification replaced 
his services temporarily at the disposal of the Madras 
Government for regimental duty, but he continued 
serving in the field with the squadron of the 1*^ Punjab 
Cavalry, and in February 1858 he was present with 
it at the capture of Mitinganj in Oudh- Shortly after 
this event he succeeded to the command of the 
squadron, and he commanded it throughout -the opera- 
tions of March 1858, resulting in the expulsion of the 
rebels and mutineers from Lucknow, earning the 
special commendation of Sir James Hope Grani^ 
commanding the Cavalry, who mentioned him as “a 
most excellent officer.” The 6ay after the fall of 
Lucknow he accompanied a force which pursued a body 
of rebels to Kursi, on the Fyzabad road, and in the 
sharp action which took place there on the 23*^ March 
he fell desperately wounded whilst gallantly charging 
the enemy at the head of his men. He was carried back 
to Lucknow, where, after lingering for nearly three 
weeks, he died of his wounds on the 10* April 1858. 

Ooucher, Frederick, Lieutenant (1803—1859). 
^Qrave at Multan : see No. 881.— Entered H. M.?e 
Service on the 22^ June 1855 as an Ensign in the 46* 
Foot. Joined the depot at Winchester, and did not 
proceed to the Crimea, where the regiment was then 
serving, until after the fall of SevastopoL On the 
terminsation of the war he accompanied the corps to 
Corfu, where he served for two years. On the 222 June 
1858 he was prom'oted to the rank of Lieutenant. In 
September 1858 he eiUbarked with the regiment for 
India, and landed at Karachi in the following month. 
In the spring of 1859 he accompanied the regiment to 
Mtdtan, where he died on the 19* August 1859. 

Coulter, John, Surgeon (1795 — ^1835).— (Jrave at 
Sul)CithUf No. 411. — Entered the Bengal Army, in the 
Medical Department, in 1817. Ariived in India in 
September 1818, and was appointed to do duty in the 
General Hospital at the Presidency. In the followhig^ 
December he was appointed Offg. Civil ^ A^. 
Surgeon of Burdwan ; he was confirmed in the appohrfr-* 
ment in May 1819, and held it, without a break, nnt^ 
July 1830, when he vacated it on his promotion to the- 
tank of Surgeon being notified. He then went on leave 
for some months, and in November 1830 was posted te 
the 8^ Brigade of Horse Artillery, which he joined at 
Meemt on the expiry of his leave in March 1831. He 
served at Meemt, where he held the additional charge 
6f a company of foot artillery, until the beginning of 
1833, when he accompanied the head*quarters of the' 

Brigade to Kamal, In April 1835 he went on leave 
to Simla and the neighbouring hills, and while there 
he *waa removed, ^y 1836, to^ the 42'^ N. I., .at 
Delhi, but be never joined this regiment, having died^at 
Subathu on the 28* of the same month. * ■' 

CoAfentiy, Fr^srick, Oajptain (1820— 1846)i-^« 
Qrdve at KasauU, No. ^?7.^Th6 eldest son of Frederfok* 
Coventry, Esq., c grandson of Sir Hmiry Halfo3?d~, Bart^ 
smd great^ptodson bf the sit&i Eifl of Ooventry,?

Service on the 1*^ 1839 as an Ensign in tba

BeibiSt. Onihe 26* October 1841 he was p»»nic^ *tb

ttie rank of laeaienant. In April 1842 he embarked 
with the regiment for Bengal, and landing at Calcniia 
towards the end of the following Julj, he accompanied 
the coi^s to Chinsnrah, and thence to Ghazipnr, where 
he arrived with it in December, In the autumn of 
1843 he went home on leave, and was absent from 
bdia for two years. On his reinxn he rejoined his regi* 
jhent in the field during the Sutlej campaign, and was 
present with it at the battle of Sobraon on the 10^^ 
Pehruary 1846 (Medal). On the 27^*^ of the following 
month he was promoM to the rank of Captain, On 
the termination of the campaign he proceeded with the 
zegiment to Kasauli, at which place he died, of liver 
complaint, on the 29^^ July 1846. 


Cowan, Thomas, Surgeon (c. 1817—1858).— 
Tablet at Peshawar , No» 982.— Entered H. M.’s Service 
on the 17*^ September 1841 as a Staff Assistant Surgeon 
to the Forces, and on the 5**^ of the following month 
was trai^ferred to the 1*^ Battalion 60^^ Bifies. He 
joined this corps at Bolton, in Lancashire, and after- 
wards served with it at Manchester, Dublin, Newbridge 
and^ Fermoy. In July 1845 he embarked with it for 
India, landed at Bombay in October, and proceeded with 
it to Karachi in February 1846. Towards the end of 
1847 he went home on furlough, and while there, in 
Maroh 1849, he exchanged into the 17*** Foot, with 
which he served for more than three years and-a-half 
at Chatham, Castlebar, Galway and Dublin. On the 
5th November 1852 he was promoted to the rank of 
Staff Surgeon, but he did not remain long in that posi- 
tion, for on the 18**^ February 1853 he was appointed 
Surgeon to his late regiment, the 17‘*» Foot, and rejoin- 
ed that corps in Dublin. On the 27*^ May following he 
exchanged into the 52^ Foot, which he joined at Cork, 
and with which at the end of June he embarked for 
India. He landed at Calcutta in October 1853, and in 
the succeeding years accompanied the regiment to 
Amhdla, Subamu, Meerut, Lucknow (as part of the 
Oudh Field Force on the occasion of the annexation rf 
that kingdom), and Sialkot, In Pebmaiy 1857 he 
went home on leave, and on the 17‘^ July following 
heexchanged to the 94*** Foot. He joined this regiment 
at the Ourragh, and served with it there and in Dublin 
nntfi December 1857, when he embarked with it for 
India. He lauded with the corps at Earadbd in January 
1858, and soon afterwards moved up with it to the 
Punjab, reaching Rawal Pindi at the end of April. At 
that place he died on the 7^^ November 1858. 


Cpwper, Alexander, Zieuienant-Oolonel (c. 1826— 
1868).— at Smla^ No. 364,— Entered the Bombay 
jijmymlS^. Arrived in Icdia in December 1846, and 
did duty at Poona until the end of the following year, 
from which time to November 1848 he served in the 
Department of Public Works as Second Assistant to 
the Superintendent of Roads and Tanks. He was then 
pointed Executive Engineer at Shikarpur, in Upper 
Smd, and served in that appointment (for some 
months, in the early part of 1849, under the orders of 
the Officer Oommanfing the Multan Field Force) until 
July 1850, from which date to May 1856 he was Asst. 

Superintendent of the Revenue Survey in the 
Southern Mahxatta <^untxy. During the next eight^n 
mouths he was Superintendent of Revenue Surveys in 
Xhandesh, and thereafter he held for three nrionths the 
eppointmeut of Superintending Engineer in the Railway 
Department. From February 1857 to September 1859 
he was Superintendeut of Revenue Surveys in Guzerat. 
In November 1859 he was appointed Commandant of 
the Corps of Bombay Sappers and Miners, and he held 
this ai^intmont until April 1862, when he went home 
en furlough. About the same time the aiimlg^tnati on 
^ Indian and the Royal Engmeers was elBBected, 
to becaiM an officer of the Royal Engineers. 
Shortly alter his return to India, , he was appointed. 
Angusi 1864, to the Department of Public WorkiM 
in ohazge of tto Mhow (Malwa) 
Dmaum of tto Bombay- Agra Road, and to continued in 
ihtopontumutilitoendof IS^whento waatnaS 


ferred to Oudh and appointed to the Third Oudh Road 
Division, Partabgarh. Having served in this appoint- 
ment for more than a year, he proceeded on leave to 
Simla, and at that place he died on the 16^^ June 1868. 

CoXf Robert, Lieutenant (c. 1824— 1849).— Grave 
on the battlefield of Oujerat^ No, 762 ; tablets at Sialkot 
and Oujrdmodla^ Nosm 727 and 736. — ^Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1841. Arrived in India in January 1842, and 
in the following month was sent up to Benares to do duty 
with the 61** N. 1. In March 1842 he was posted to the 
5^^ N. I., and that regiment having, in the preced- 
ing January, been destroyed in the retreat from Kabul, ha 
was directed to join and do duty with the 2(*Infaaitry 
Levy at Jauupur, In the following month, however, he 
was transferred to the 8^^ N. 1., and, proceeding 
to Cuttack, he joined the regiment at that place. Early 
in 1844 he proceeded with the regiment to Barrackpore, 
whence in the spring of 1845 he accompanied it to 
Agra, and in the autumn of 1846 to Phillaur. In 
February 1847 he was appointed to officiate in the 
Dept, of Public Works as acting Executive 
Officer at Phillaur, and he continued in that employ- 
ment until October 1848, when he was permitted to 
vacate the appointment temporarily for the purpose of 
rejoining his regiment, then on field service at Multan, 
Rejoining his regiment accordingly, he served with it 
at the siege and capture of Multan, and afterwards at 
the battle of Gujerat, in which he fell, 21»' February 
1849. 

Craigie, Arthur Wellesley, Lieutenant (1833— 
1857).— Grave DeZAi, No. 123- tablet at Kohat^ 
No. 1043.— The youngest son of George Clark Craigie^ 
Esc]^., of Dunbamie, Co. Perth. Bom at Dunbamie, on 
the 7*^ October 1833.— Entered the Bengal Army in 
1853. Arrived in India in February 1854, and imme- 
diately proceeded to Meerut and joined the 36*^ N. L, to 
which corps he had, in anticipation of his arrival, been 
posted in the previous September. In. January 1856 ho 
accompanied ihe^ regiment to Gawnpoxe, whence he 
marched with it in the following October tn route to 
Jnllundur, arriving there (having escorted the Com- 
mander-in-Chief 8^ camp from Meerut) in March 1857. 
He was present with the regiment on the 7^1^ June fol- 
lowing when it mutinied and made off to Delhi, and on 
the 21*^ of the same month he was directed, by a Sta- 
tion Order, to do duty with ihe 9**^ Irregular Cavabj. 
On the 6^ July he was appointed, by the Ibovincial Com- 
mauder-in-Chief, to do duty with the Corps of Guides, 
then with the force before Delhi, and joining soon after- 
wards, ho served with the Cavalry of the corps throughout 
the remain&r of the siege and at the capture of the place, 
besides taking part in various operations in the sur- 
rounding country. At the end of October he was 
ap^ntedto do duty with the 15^^ Punjab Infantry 
(Pioneers), then being raised and organized at Lahore, 
mt hefo:^ the order reached him he bad gone on 
service with a colninn under the command of Colonel 
Gerrard, des^tched from Delhi to intercept the revolted 
Jodhpur Legion, who were making them way to the 
north-east from Marwar. The mutineers were met

Jnly 1855 he attained the rank of Captain, and in the 
following December he moved with the corps to JaUnndnx. 
He died at Kangra, of fever, on the April 1856. 

Crawford. Andrew Richard. LieuUmnt (1820— 
I8S0).-*(?rave ai Budhi^Pind^ No* 526.— -Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1842. Arrived in India in November 
•of the same year, and was sent up to Benares to do duty 
with the 45^^ N. I. la June 1843 he was posted to the 
18^ N. I., and joined that regiment at Ferozepore. He 
afterwards served with the corps at Bareilly and at 
Nagode, and with the Reserve Force at Jagraon during 
the Punjab campaign of 1843-49. In April 1849 he 
accompanied the regiment to Lahore, and in April 1850 
he marched with it to Budhi-Pind, in the Jnllnndar 
Doab, at which place he died on the 7^^ of the succeed- 
ing month.

Crawley. Richard. Lieutenant (°,1821— 1846).— 
Grave at Ferozepore : see No. 444. — Entered H. M.’a 
Service on the 19^^ July 1839 as au Ensign in the 
West India Regiment, then stationed at Demerara, hat 
before he could join this corps he was transferred, 17*^ 
September, to the Foot at Gibraltar. He accom- 
panied the 81*^ from Gibraltar to the West Indies early 
m 1840, and serred at Barbadoes, Trinidad and Antigua 
until the autumn of 1842. On the October 1842 
he was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant in the 3^ 
Foot (the Buffs), then serving in India, but being on 
leave at the time he did not proceed to join that regi- 
ment, and on the 26^^ July 1844 he was transferred to 
the 80^^ Foot. He came out to India in March 1845, 
and joined the 80^*^ at Agra, whence in the following 
November he accompanied the corps to Ambala. On 
the outbreak of the first Sikh war he accompanied hia 
regiment into the field and served with it &roughout 
the Satlej campaign of 1845-46, including the battles 
•ef Mddld, Firozshahr and Sobraon, in the last of which 
he was very severely wounded.

Croker, Richard Aubin, Oaptain (1824—1856).— 
Crave at Pes7iawa/r, No. 969.— Entered M. H.’s Service 
nn the 13^^ February 1842 as an Ensign in the 57^^ Foot, 
whn^ he joined at Fort St. George, Madras, in the 
eonrse of the same year. On the 5*^ October 1344 he 
was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant. In April 
1845 he accompanied the right wing of the regiment to 
Axni, and in the following December he proceeded with 
it to Poonamallee. Early in April 1846, he went home 
wi& the regiment, and disembarking at Gravesend, he 
marched with it to Chatham at the end of September. 
On arrival in England he learnt that on the 3^ April 
pceceding he had been transferred to the 24*^ Foot. He 
accordingly joined the depot of that regiment at Chat- 
ham, and he served with it there until the summer of 
the following year, when he embarked for Bengal. 
ymnding at Gslcmtta in October 1847 he proceeded to 
the Upper Provinces and joined the 24^^ at Agra. In 
Oeiiober 1848 be marched with the regiment to Feroza- 
at which place, in the following month, it was 
ed to forsi part of the Army of the Punjab, and 
he thereafter served with it throughout the Punjab 
campaign of 1848-49, including the passage of the 
Gbenab^ the action <d! Sadolapur, and the battles of 
(Siiliainmla (in which he was severely wounded) and 
Qnjerat (Medal and. two clasps).

Croly, George Alfred. Lieutenant (1822— 1845).-» 
Tahlot at Ferozepore, No. 442.— Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1841. Arrived in India in October of the 
year, and on the 13^ November was ordered up to Dina- 
pore to do duty with the 32^ N. 1. On the 24^b ^h» 

same month he was posted to the63^N. L at Faieh« 
garh, and on 29^^ of December he was permitiied to 
exchange into the 26*^ N. I, then at Ferozepoiou 
That regiment having proceeded on service to Afghan* 
istan early in January 1842, before he was able to join 
it, he was detained at Ferozepore until March, when^ 
having been directed to do duty with the 6tb N. L, he 
accompanied that corps on its proceeding to join the 
army under General Pollock, and he eventually joined 
the 26^^ at Jalalabad in May. Thereafter he served

Crommelln, John Dethlck, Lieutenani and 3r&* 
vet-Oaptain (c. 1795— 1830).— (?faw at Karnal : see 
No. 196.— Entered the Bengal ^ Army in 1812 as a 
Cadet of Artillery. Arrived in Inma in November 
1813, and in the following June was posted to the 1**^ 
Company 3^ Battalion, Foot Artillery, at Dum-Dum* 
He served with this company until 1816, when he was 
transferred to the 4^^ Company 2^ Battalion at Gawu* 
pore. In February and March 1817 he was present 
with the company at the siege and capture of 
Hathras, and he also served with it in the Mahratto* 
Pinclari campaign of 1817-18, taking part in the leduo* 
tion of the forts of Dhamoni, Mandala and Garrakotar 
In November 1818 he was removed to the 2^ Company 
l*^Batt£dion at Dum-Dnm, but within a fortnight 
this was altered into a transfer to the 5^^ Company of 
the same battalion, then .serving with the Narbadda

He 
joined that regiment at Ferozepore, and in January 
1891 his officiating appointment was made permanent. 
In the spring of 1891 he accompanied the regiment to 
Nowgong, in Bundelkhand, and in the following 
November he went homo on leave for one year. From 
November 1892 to January 1893 he was temporarily 
attached to the 1®^^ Battalion of the 3^ Gurkha Regi- 
ment at Almora. He was then appointed Aide-de-Camp 
to his father, Six 0. H. T. Crosthwaite, K.O.SJ., 
lieutenant- Gjovernor of the North-West Provinces 
and Oudh, and he remained in that position until the 
following November, when he entered upon civil 
■employ in the Punjab as Asst. Commissioner of Feroze- 
pore. In that province, as Asst. Commissioner and 
Depy. Commissioner, the rest of his service was passed. 
In 1899 he was appointed settlement officer at Dera 
Ismail Khan, and was just about completing the 
settlement of that district, when he died there on the 
gth May 1905. 

Crow, Williams Officiathig 8uh~Gonductor (1821— 
1857) .■^Tablet at Delhi, No. 165.— Born at Tourden, Co. 
Berwick, Scotland, in the year 1821.— Enlisted at Ber- 
wick on the 2^ October 1841 for the Bengal Artillery. 
Airived in India on the 13^^ June 1842, and having been 
posted to the 4^*» Company 2^ Battalion, Foot Artillery 
(now ihe Field Battery, Royal Artillery), he at- 
taiued the rank of Sergeant therein. In June 1849 he was 
appointed to the Ordnance Department as a laboratory- 
man in the Expense Magazine at Dom-Dum, and during 
the earlier monihs of 1852 he officiated for some time as 
Magazine Sergeant. In June ^ 1852 he was appointed 
Magazine Sergeant in the Delhi Magazine, and in Janu- 
ary 1854 he was appointed to act as a Sub-Conductor. 
He was appointed an Offg. Sub- Conductor in March 1854, 
and he still held this position when the Mutiny broke out. 
He was one of The Devoted Nine who, on the 
May 1857, so gallantly and so resolutely defended the 
Delhi Magazine against an overwhelming host of muti- 
neers and rebels, and, when further defence became im- 
possible, blew it up, rather than let it fall intact into the 
hands of the enemy ; and he was one of the five who 
perished in the explosion. (In recognition of his gallant 
conduct ou this occasion he was, before the fact of his 
death had been ascertained with certainty, promoted to 
ihe rank of Conductor in the Ordnance Dept.) 

Crowe, Henry, Ideutemnt (1852— 1879).— 

'at Lawrencepur, No. 844. — Entered H. M.’s. Service on 
the 24* April 1869 as an Ensign in the 67* Foot. He 
joined that regiment at Portsmouth, and afterwards served 
with it at Al^rshot, Dover, and other places. On the 
81®*= October 1871 he was promoted to the rank of 
lieutenant. In November 1872 he embarked for India, 
lauded at Rangoon in the following month, and after- 
wards served with the right wing of the regiment at 
Tonghoo. He went home sick at the end of 1876, and 
on the expiry of his leave, early in 1878, he joined the 
regimental depot at Winchester. He returned to India 
early in 1879, in consequence of the 67* having been 
ordered np from Bangalore to the Punjab to join the 
Reserve Division of the forces employed in the Afghan 
War, but he had scarcely rejoined the regiment when he 
died at Lawrencepur on the 27* February 1879. 

Crozler, William, Id&wtenant (c. 1835—1867).— 
Tablet at Delhi, No. 162.— Entered H. M.^s. Service on 
file 16* April 1852 &b an Ensign in the 4* Foot, On 
the 30^ of the same month he was transferred to the 
76* Foot, and having arrived in India in the following 
October, he joined that regiment at Ambala early in 
3853. During the winter of 1853-54 he accompanied 
the regiment to Peshawar, whence he proceeded with it 
to Rawal Findi in October 1855, and to Kasanli early in 
1867. On the outbires^ of the Mutiny he m^ched with 


the regiment to Amhala, and thence onwards toward! 
Delhi. On the 2^ June 1857 he attained the rank o£ 
Lieutenant. On the 8* of the same month he was pre- 
sent with the regiment at the action of Badli-ki-Saxai 
and the seizure of the Ridge at Delhi. Thereafter be- 
took part in the siege of Delhi until the 18* July, on 
which day he fell in action in repelling an attack, by the 
mutineers from Jhansi, on the right flank of the Britisk 
position, near the Sabzi-Mandi. 

Cruickshank, Hugh Alexander, Lieutenant 
(1871 — 1897), — Chraoe and Memorial at Datta-Khel^ 
Toclii Valley, Nos. 1104 and 1108. — Nephew of 
Alexander Walmesley Cruickshank, Esq., C.S.I., of 
the Indian Civil Service, and grandson of Major 
J. J. Farquharson Cruickshank, Bombay Engineers. 
Born on the 20* June 1871. — Entered H. M.’s Ser- 
vice (from the Royal Mily. Academy, Woolwich) on 
the 25* July 1890, as a Second-Lieutenant in the RoyaL 
Artillery, and having hep posted to the 26* Field Bat- 
tery, he came out to India and joined it at Ahmadnagar^ 
in the Bombay Presidency, in January 1891. On the 25* 
July 1893 he was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant. At 
the end of the same year he accompanied the battery 
toKamptee, and served with it there until December 
1895, when he was appointed an Offg. Subaltern in No. G 
(Bombay) Mountain Battery. He joined that battery at 
Dera Ismail Khan in the following month, and in January 
1897 proceeded with it into the Tochi VsJley. On the 
10***^ June 1897 he accompanied two guns of the battery 
which formed part of the escort of the Political Officer 
on the occasion of his visit to the Maizar villages, and in 
the fight which ensued on the escort being suddenly and 
treacherously attacked a gathering of Mada EheL 
Waziiis, he unfortanately lost his life. He was shot 
down at a very early stage of the affair, hut rising again, 
dpperately wounded as he was, he continued fighting 
his guns with the most heroic gallantry, until a second 
shot laid him dead. 

Cruickshank, William, M.D., Deputy Inspect 
tor^General of Hospitals (c, 1804— 1858).— at 
Simla, No. 350.— Entered H. M,’s Service on the 22** 
November 1827 as an Hospital Assistant to the Forces, 
and was promoted to Staff Assistant-Surgeon on the 6^**' 
November 1829. On the 26* October 1830 he was ap- 
pointed Asst.-Surgeon to the 79*** Highlanders, which ha 
joined in Canada, and with that corps he continued serv- 
ing until it returned home in Octohex 1836. In the fol- 
lowing December he was removed to the Staff, but ha 
remained in that position for less than three months, 
having on the 3*^ March 1837 been appointed Asst.-Sur- 
geon to the 93*^ Highlanders. He joined that corns atr 
Newry, in Ireland, and served with it there and at Del- 
fast until January 1838, when, on the departare of tha 
regiment for Canada, he was left with the dep6t af^ 
Armagh. He subsequently joined the 93*=^ in Canada, 
and served with it there until 1843. On the 6* Janu- 
ary 1843 he was promoted to the rank of Surgeon int 
the 71®‘ Foot (the Highland Light Infantry), with, 
which he served in Canada for several months. On tha- 
12* May 1843 he exchanged into the 52*^ Foot, and 
joining that regiment at Fredericton, in New Bruns- 
wick, he served with it there, in Nova Scotia, and m 
Canada, until it returned home in August 1847. Hd 
continued serving with the 62^ in the north of England, 
and in Ireland, until May 1853, when he exchanged into 
the 17* Foot with Surgeon Thomas Cowan (gr. v.), and 
having' joined that regiment in Dublin, he served with 
there tor about ten months* On the 28* March 1854 ha 
was appointed a Staff Surgeon of the first class and de-* 
tafled for duty with the forces proceeding on service ta 
Turkey, and having been appointed to the medical 
charge of the Second Division of the Army, he servedL 
with it in Bulgaria in 1854, and throughout the cam- 
paign of 1864-65 in the Crimea, including the battles o£ 
the Alma, BalaMava and Inkerman, the siege of Sevasto- 
ml, and fiie repulse of the Russian sortie of the 
October 1854. On the 1®*= February 1865 he was ad; 
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‘Canoed to tlie raiil: of Depy. Inspector- General of 
Hospitals, and lie contmned serving mtli the Eastern 
Army in that capacity until the termination of the war 
(Medal and four clasps ; the Fourth Class of the Order 
of the Medjidieh ; and his services mentioned in terms of 
high commendation by Lord Baglan). On the with- 
drawal of the British forces from the East in 1856 he 
returned home and was posted to the Curragh Camp, 
where he served until the autumn of the following year, 
when, in consequence of the outbreak of the mutiny, he 
was ordered out to India. He landed at Calcutta on the 
29*^^ December 1857, and was soon afterwards sent up 
ixy Cawnpore as Depy. Inspector- General of H, M.’s 
Hospitals. He was subsequently moved up to Ambala, 
whence, being in bad health, he proceeded on leave to 
Simla. At that place he died on the 5*^ November 1858. 

Cruikshank, Edward George Gerard, Lieu^ 
tenant (1829—1849).— Orave at Simla, No. 321.— Son 
of James Oruikshank, Esqr., of Langley Pai'k, Co. 
Angus, by the Lady Anne Letitia, his wife, second 
daughter of the seventh Earl of Northesk. Bom in 
1829.— Entered the Bengal Army in 1845, Arrived in 
India in December of the same year, and was sent up to 
Dinapore to do duty with the 1®^ N. I. In March 1846 
he was directed to do duty with the 24^*^ N. I. at Ludhi- 
ana, and in the following month he was posted to the 
50'^ N. I., which he joined at Aligarh. In the succeed- 
ing October he proceeded on leave to the Presidency, and 
in December he went home on furlough on pnvate 
affairs for one year, without pay. Eeturning to India in 
December 1847 he rejoined his regiment at Lahore, at 
which place he was in garrison with the corps throughout 
4he Punjab Campaign of 1848-49. In April 1849 he 
proceeded to Simla on leave on private affairs, and he 
died at that place on the 23‘i of the following month. 

Cublttf Thomas, Lieutenant (1824 — 1848,— Grave 
and tablet at Multan, Nos, 855 and 883.— Born in March 
1824.— Entered the Bengal Army in 1842. Arrived in 
Tndifl, towards the end of May 1843, and on the 2^ of 
ihe succeeding month was ordered up to Mirzapur to do 
duty with the 58*^ N. I. Before he could join that re- 
giment, however, he was permanently posted, 14‘^ June, 
to the 49* N. I., and he joined that corps at Dacca soon 
afterwards* In the winter of 1844-45 he proceeded with 
the regiment to Benares, and early in 1847 he marched 
with it to Ferozepore. Towards the end of July 1848 
lie accompanied the regiment on service to Multan, and 
Ilo took part in the first siege operations directed against 
that place in the beginning of September ; his career, 
liowever, came to an end at an early stage of the affair, 
lie ha^g been killed on the 12* of that month in the 
assault of one of the enemy’s posts under the walls of 
, ihe fortress. 

Cuming, Walter, Lieutenant (1823—1852),— 
Ofave at Wassiralad, No, 741.— Entered H, M/s Service 
an the 20* May 1842 as an Ensign in the 35* Foot, and 
liaving joined that regiment in, the Mauritius, he served 
witii it there until the spring of 1846. On the April 
1846 he was promoted io the rank of Lieutenant in the 
24* Foot, and proceeding to India he joined that corps at 
AgHk in the following year. Be was absent on sick leave 
3aitEe4ilb wW the regiment left Agra in October 1848 
io Army of the Punjab, and, on account of the 

staiecff luB.hwth, he continued absent until the 16* 
February foUowing, when he rejoined the corps in camp 
3iear ChiHanwala.. He then segwed with it during the 
remainder of the Fuii|ieA) ^mpaign, and was present at 
&0 battle of Gujerat (Medal and clasp). On the tOrmi- . 
mtion.<j the war he accompanied the regiment to 
Trazhpa}3a^ whence, in October 1850, in the capacity cff . 
aetiiig Adjutant, he accompanied a wing of tbe corps ip 
Siilkot* Ha shortly afterwards retained to Wazhaba^

Cunningham, Joseph Davey, Captain (1812— 
1851).— Grave at Ambala, No, 222. — Son of Allan Cun- 
ningham, the Scottish poet. Born on the 9* Juno 
1812.— Entered the Bengal Army in 1830 as a Cadet 
of Engineers. Arrived in India in June 1832, and was 
sent up to Delhi to do duty with the Sappers and Miners, 
but he had scarcely joined, when, December 1832, ho 
was appointed to assist in a survey of the country lying 
between RajmahO, on the Ganges, and the village of 
Mirzapur, on the Hughly, for the purpose of ascertain- 
ing the practicability of excavating a canal along that 
line. He was employed on this duty until October 1836, 
from which date to the end of October 1837 he was 
engaged in superintending the building of the Miirshid- 
abad Palace. On the 1®*= November 1837 he was ap- 
pointed Assistant to the Political Agent at Ludhidna, and 
towards the end of the following year he was detached 
to Peshawar on duty with Major (afterwards Colo- 
nel Sir Claude M.) Wade, who was in charge of the 
force (mostly irregulars) detailed to conduct tho Shah- 
zada Taimdr to Kabnl by way of Jalaldbad, in connec- 
tion with the British expedition despatched to Afghanis- 
tan for the purpose of restoring Shah Shuja-dl-Mulk to 
the throne of that country. He was present, in atten- 
dance on the Shahzada, at the forcing of the Khdibar 
Pass and the reduction of Ali Masjid in July 1839, and 
in the subsequent progress to Kabul ; and returning 
thence with Major Wade, he resumed his political ap- 
pointment at Ludhiana before the end of the year. In 
March 1840 he was appointed Assistant to the Govemor- 
General’s Agent for the affairs of the Punjab and the 
North-Western Frontier, and he continued in the per- 
formance of the duties of that appointment for nearly 
three years, in the course of which, in January 1842, he 
was employed on a mission to Konawar and Bashahar, 
in the Himalayas. In Januai'y 1843 he was sent to 
Lahore as Private Secretary to the Envoy to Maha- 
rajah Sher Singh, on the occasion of a mission being 
despatched to the Ruler of the Punjab to thank him 
for the assistance afforded by him to the Govem- 
menii of India during the war in Afghanistan. After 
his return he was appointed, September 1843, Second 
Assistant to the Governor- General’s Agent for the 
North-Western Frontier, and in January 1846 he be- 
came Assistant to the Governor- General’s Agent for 
the Foreign Relations of the North-Western Frontier 
and Affairs connected with the Punjab. In this capa- 
city he was with tho Army of the Sutlej during the 
latter part of the campaign of 1845-46, and was present 
at the action of Badhowal and at the battles of Aliwal 
and Sobraon (Medal and one clasp). In March 1846 he 
was appointed Political Agent at Bhopal, where he 
remained for nearly three years and-a-half. During 
&is period he published a Eistory of the Sikhs, which 
in the end proved the ruin of his political career, for in 
July 1849 (Foreign Department notification No. 246, 
dated the 11* of that month) he was publicly removed 
from his appointment and replaced at the msposal of 
the Commander-in-Ghief for having made, in his late 
work upon the Sikhs, unauthorised use of official docu- 
ments entrusted to his charge as a public officer.” He 
was directed to join the corps of Sappers and Pioneers 
at Llidhiani, but having proceeded on leave when re- 
lieved of his political duties ou the 15* August, he did 
not actually join the corps Until the following Decem- 
ber, Lx January 1850 he was appointed to the PuUxe 
Works Dept*» and was employed in examiniiig airil 
^ortin^ on the dams of the G^gar and other streams 
in the Cis-Sntlej States. He died in camp near Ambala 
on the' 28* Fehraaxy 1851. 

Cureton, Augustus John, Lieuimaiii (c. 1829-^ 
18i9).^Monumnt on the 0Mimwala hattleJMd 
No, 752.-— The youngest son of Brigadiec-Genecal Oliasv 
Bobi Oureton, 0.B,— Entered Service ontlie^- 

M^h 1847^^8 a CorUet in the 14* Light Dragoons. 
AiriTed in lnffila m Deeembev 1847, and joined his 
xej^meaf all Andeiia in the spiihg of the toUewfng year 
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On the 27*^ July 1848 he was promoted to the rank of 
Iiientenant. On the outhreak of the second Sikh 
War he accompanied his regiment on service, and 
■was present with it at the action of Kamnagar (in 
which his father was killed), the passage of the Ohenab, 
and the battle of Chilianwala, in the last of which he 
iiimself fell, — January 1849. 

Cureton, Charles Robert, 0.B , Colonel (1789— 
lS4i8).-~ Grave and tablet at Eamnagar, Nos, 749 
and 747.— This officer’s career was an extraordinary 
one, and might in some respects be described as 
TOmantic. He was bom in 1789 : a gentleman by birth 
and education, he was appointed an Ensign in the 
Shropshire Militia on the 21®^ April 1806, and shortly 
afterwards was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant. 
Being, it is related, “of somewhat prodigal habits,” 
lie became embarrassed in his circumstances, and his 
friends being either unable or unwilling to extricate 
bim from his difficulties, he suddenly resigned his 
commission and disappeared. He shortly afterwards 
obtained a commission in another militia regiment, 
which happened to be quartered in a sea-port town, 
but his financial difficulties pursuing him thither, he 
again disappeared and made his way to London, by 
sea, in the ffisguise of a sailor, and from the circum- 
stance of his having abandoned his uniform on the 
beach it was long supposed that he had been drowned 
whilst bathing. On his arrival in London he chanced 
to meet a recruiting party, and on the impulse of the 
moment he enlisted into the 14**^ Light Dragoons under 
the name of Charles Roberts. In 1809 he joined 
that regiment in the Peninsula, and during tho suceed- 
ing four years he was present in almost every engage- 
ment in which that distinguished old corps took part, 
including the battle of Talavera, the actions of Villa 
de Puerco and of the Coa, near Almeida, the battle of 
Busaco, the retreat to the lines of Torres Vedras 
(severely wounded in crossing the Mondego, near 
Coimbra), the second advance info Spain, the actions 
of Bedinha, Casal Nova, Foz d’Aronce, and Sabugal, 
the battle of Puentes d’Onor (severely wounded, — 
sabre-cut on the head and skull fractured), the siege 
And capture of Badajos, the action of the Guarena, 
the battle of Salamanca, the occupation of Madrid, 
and the battles of Vittoria, the Pyrenees, the Hivelle 
and the Nive. In the meantime his superior intelli- 
gence and education, his undeviating good conduct, 
and his distinguished gallantry in action had brought 
bim promotiou to the rank of Sergeant, and having, 
in that capacity, been sent to the head-quarters of the 
Army on a duty of importance, he was there recognised by 
an officer on Lord Wellington’s staff, who had known 
bim as a Lieutenant in the Shropshire Militia. Hay- 
ing been brought under the notice of Lord Wellington, 
be was appointed Sergeant of the post at the head- 
quarters of the Army and was recommended for a 
commission, and this being conceded to him, on the 
24*^ February 1814 Sergeant Charles Eoberts, of the 
14**^ Light Dragoons, b^me Ensign Charles Robert 
Cnreton, of the 1®* Battalion 40*^ Foot. With the 
latter corps he served during the remainder of the 
campaign in the south of France, including the batQa 
of Orthes, the action of Tarbes, and the battle of 
Toulouse, which brought the- war to a conclusion. 
For his services during these campaigns he was subse- 
quently awarded the war medal with eleven clasps. 
On the termination of the^ war he accompanied the 
corps to Ireland, and when it afterwards proceeded on 
service to Horth America he was left behind at the 
dc^^. On the 20^^ October 1814 he exchanged into 
&e' 20^^ Light Dragoons, which be joined in Sicily, 
and in that corps, on the 27^^ Jtme 1816, he was promot- 
ed to the rank of Znentonant and appointed Adjutant. 
On'&e disbandment of the 20^^ in ISlo he was* placed 
on half -pay, but almost immediately afterwards,' on 
■the 7^^ January 1819, he exchanged to full pay as 
liieutenast and Adjutant in the 16^^ Light Dzagoona 
He joined thin regimeul at Qoniaeli and 


dnnng the next three years he served with it in various 
parts of Ireland and England. In June 1822 be 
resigned the appointment of Adjutant, and in the 
same month he embarked with the regiment for Bengal, 
and having landed at Calcutta in the sncceedisg De- 
cember, he proceeded with the corps to Cawnpore, arriv- 
ing there in April 1823. On the 12th Hovember 1825 
he attained the rank of Captain, and in the winter 
of 1825-26 he served with the regiment at the siege 
and capture of Bharatpur. On the termination of 
the operations he accompanied the regiment to Meerut, 
whence in the winter of 1831-32 he marched with it 
to Cawnpore. On the 6^^ December 1833 he was pro- 
moted to the rank of Major. In January 1837 hepro- 
ceeded with the regiment to Meerut, and in the follow- 
ing March and April he commanded the escort of Sir 
Henry Fane, the Oommander-in-Chief, on the occasion 
of His Excellency’s visit to Maharaja Ranjit Singb 
at Lahore. On the formation of the Army of the 
Indus in the autumn of 1838 he was appointed Asst. 
Adjt.-General of Cavalry, and in that capacity he 
proceeded on service to Afghanistan; he led the 
advance through the Bolan Pass, was afterwards 
present at the occupation of Kandahar and at the 
storm and capture of Ghazni (Medal, and promoted 
Lieutenant-Colonel by brevet, 23'^ July 1839), and 
in the following month he commanded the cavalry 
of the advance, which seized t!ie whole of Dost Muham- 
mad Khan’s guns at Argandi and led the way to tho 
occupation of Kabul. On the 20‘*^ August he succeeded 
to command of the regiment, which be retained 
until, on a portion of the Army of the Indus being 
withdrawn to the British pi*ovinoes, it arrived at 
Ferozepore in January 1840. In the following month 
he ariuyed with the regiment at Meernt, and in April 
he again succeeded to the command of the corps, which 
he retained until he was appointed, in October 1842, 
to command, with the temporary rank of Brigadier, 
the First Brigade of Cavalry of the Army of Reserve 
at Ferozepore. On the breaking up of that Aamy, in 
January 1843, he resumed command of the regiment 
and returned with it to Meerut, In the autumn of 
the same year he was again called into the field, and 
haying been appointed Brigadier Commanding the 
Third Brigade of Cavalry of the Army of Gwalior, 
he served with it in the Gwalior Campaign and 
was present at the battle of Maharajpur (bronze 
star, and created a Companion of the Order of the 
Bath). On the termination of the campaign he 
went home on leave for two years, but he was back 
in India in August 1845, and rejoining the regiment 
at Meerut he shortly afterwards assumed command. 
On the outbreak of the first Sikbt War he p3X)oeeded 
to the front with his re^menl^, and having on the !•* 
January 1846 been appointed Brigadier Commanding 
the Third Brigade of Cavalry, he served thronghout 
the remainder of the Sutlej Campaign, including the 
action of Badhowal and the battles of Aliwal and 
Sobraon, in the two former of which he commanded the 
whole of the cavalry in the field (Medal and clasp, 
and appointed .^de-de-Camp to the Queen with the 
rank of Colonel in the Army from the 3'* April 1846)* 
On the 23^ May 1846 he was appointed Adjutant- 
General of Her Majesty’s ■ Forces in India, and in the 
following year he was placed on haU-pay of his regi- 
mental commission, by which measure a connection of 
more than twenty-eight ^ears with the 16^^ Lancers waa 
severed. He continued m the performance of the duties 
of Adjutant-General until October 18^, when, on 
the outbreak of the second SiWi War, he was appoint- 
ed to the -command of the Cavalry Division of the 
Army of the Tonjab, Trith the temporary rank of 
Brigadier-General. He joined his cemmand before the 
mid -of the month, and in November moved up to &e 
Chenab with the rest of the Army, but on the 22^ 
of that month, near Bamnajgar, to the lasting regret 
of the whole Army^befell in the first engagement of 
the c«Dpsdgn| hsTing been diet deid in a luxa ' 
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fleaTOur to stop tbe fatal charge made by Colonel 
HaTclock and the 14^*^ Light Dragoons on the Sikh 
infantiy coni*eal©d in a dry channel of the river, 
li was remarked as a cnrions circumstance that Briga- 
dier-General Cnreton terminated his career in a 
soldier's death in the presence of the very regiment 
in which, more than forty years before, he had enlist- 
ed as a private soldier. 

Note.— T his ofBcer had three sons in the service. One, after 
a career of some distinction, died in 1892, being then a Lieutenant- 
-General and Colonel of the 7th Dragoon Guards. The second, 
Tfho was A. D.-C. to his father at Eamnagar, and greatly dis- 
tingnished himself in the mutiny campaigns as the leader of 
Cureton’s Multaui Horse (now styled the 15tl> Lancers^ was an 
<sfficer of the Beng;al Army, and died a General and a K. C. B., 

5n July 1891. The third, who was a Lieutenant in the 14*^ Light 
Dragoons, was hilled in the battle of Chilianwala, less than two 
gr^ OT ^t-bs after the death of his father at Bamnagar. 

Curtis-Hayward, Frederick Thomas, Ensign 
(1809— 1831 ).— at Karnal : see No. 196. — The 
second son of the Revd. John Adey Curtis, Rector of 
Bitton, Co. Gloucester, who, on his mamage with 
Albinia Prances, the eldest daughter of William Hay- 
ward, Esqr., and eventually heiress of the Haywards 
of Quedgeley, Co. Gloucester, took her name in addi- 
tion to and after his own. Bom on the Octo- 
Iber 1809.— Entered the Bengal Army in 1827. Arriv- 
od India in September 1828, and in the following Nov- 
©mber was sent up to Benares to do duty with the 
43*^ N. I. In March 1829 he was posted to ^ the 73’^^ 
ISf. I. at Jubbulpore, but he never joined this corps, 
and in the following month he was transferred to the 
g7thjf, L, then stationed at Karnal. He, however, 
continued doing duty with the 43*^^ until the end of 
June, and having afterwards received permission to 
remain at Fatehgarh for fonr months, he did not join I 
the 37^^ until January 1830. Being a supernumerary ' 
5n this regiment he was, in October 1831, transferred | 
to fill a vacancy in the 66*^ N. I., in Arakan, but in 
the following month a change was made, and he was 
removed from the 66^^ to the 29*^ N. I. On this being 
notified he was directed to proceed to Meerut and join, 
but before he could do so he died, while still with the 
37**^ at Karnal, on the 20*^ November 1831. 

HoTB.—In the register or other record from which this officer’s 
Esaxne has been tato, the name itself is incorrectly rendered as 
Hayward” only, and the regiment to which he belonged is 
xtisnamed. 

Custi George Frederick, Ensign (1825—1847).—* 
Tablet at Jullrndm^ No^ 543, — The third son oS. the 
Hon'ble William Cust and grandson of the Lord 
Erownlow. Bom on the August 1825.— Entered 
the Bengal Army in 1845. Arrived in India in August 
of the same year, and was appointed to do duty with 
flie 35**^ N. I. at Allahabad, but in the following Octo- 
ber he was, at his own request, sent on to Ferozepore 
to do duty with the 54*^ N. I. He was with this 
jegiment when the first Sikh War broke out, and 
accompanying it into the field, he was present with it 
at the battle of Firozshahr (Medal). In February 
1846 he was appointed to do duty with the 44*^ N. I., 
which was also stationed at Ferozepore, and in the 
following month he was finally posted to the 51®* N, I., 
which he joined at Ferozepore, on its arrival from 
Meerut^ in April 1846. In January 1847 he marched 
with the 51®* to LsJiore, where he £ed on the 8*^ June 
foRowxng.

Dade, John, Lieutenant (1809— 1830).— Gratae at 
SubathUj No. 407<— Extteted the Bengal Army in 1819. 
Arrived in India in June 1820, and was sent up to Dina- 
pore to do duty with the Bengal European Biegiment. In 
the following October he was directed to do duty with 
the 1®* Battalion 26*^ N. I., at Delhi, but a few days 
later this was altered to duty with the 2"^ Battalion 
1^* K. I , and he joined that corps at Partabgarh, in 
Oadh.^ In January 1821 he was posted to the 2®d 
BattaSem 28^^ N. I., which he joined at Sitapur, and 


with it, towards the end of the year, he marched 
to Delhi, In March 1824 he proceeded on leave to 
the Cape Colony, South Africa, and he was absent 
from India for two years. On the reorgaaiisation of 
the Army taking place in May 1824 he was posted to 
the 56**» N. I. (late 2“^, Battalion 28*^), and when he 
returned from South Africa in April 1826 he joined 
that regiment at Nasirabad. Towards the end of 
1827 he accompanied the corps to Lucknow. In 
February 1830 he proceeded on leave to Simla, and he 
resided thei-e and in the neighbouring hills until his 
death, which occurred at Subathu on the 30*^ October 
1830. 

Dalgleish, Andrew (1853— 1888).— (?ra^;e Leh, 
No. 1138.— Traded for many years in Kashmir and Yar- 
kand, and took Kashgar service with the Central 
Asian Trading Company, founded at Palampur in 1867. 
In 1883 he received a free passport from the Chinese to 
enter Chinese Turkistan, and in 1885, as Turkish Inter- 
preter, he accompanied Mr. Arthur Douglas Carey 
throughout his travels in Chinese Turkistan and along 
the frontier of Tibet, his map of those regions receiving 
the special acknowledgments of the Royal Geographical 
Society. On the 8*^ April 1888, while he was on his 
way to Yarkand, he was treacherously murdered by a 
Kakar Pathan, near the Kara Korum Pass. 

Dalrymple, John, Surgeon (c. 1796—1844)— 
Grave at Ambala, No. 205 — Entered the Bengal Army 
(Medical Dept.) in 1820. Airived in India in August 
1821, and in the following month was sent up to Oawn- 
pore for duty in the hospital at that place. In Febru- 
ary 1823 he was appointed to the medical charge of 
the left wing of the 2“^ Battalion N. I,, at Delhi, 
with which corps (which became the 1S**» N. I. in May 
1824) he served for eighteen months. In August 1824 
he was appointed to the medical charge of the 1»* 
Grenadier Battalion, with which he served on the 
Chittagong frontier and in Arakan during the Burmese 
War of 1824-26. In August 1826 he was posted to 
the 52^ N. I., with which he served, at Nasirabad, 
until October 1827, when he was removed to the 
Merwara Local Battalion. With this corps he served 
until December 1829, when he went home on furlough. 
On his return to India he was posted, November 1832, 
to the 20**» N. I., with which he served at Sitapur and 
Delhi, On being promoted to the rank of Surgeon, 
he was re-posted, March 1834, to the 20^^ N. I., with 
which corps he continued serving until August 1835, 
when he was removed to the 9^^ Light Cavalry. He 
joined this regiment^ at Karnal, and in the following 
November accompanied it to Nasirabad, whence it was 
called out in December to form part of a force whick 
it was found necessary to despatch to Jaipur, to repress 
threatened disiurbances. He returned with the regi- 
ment to Nasirabad m June 1836, but in the following 
December he again proceeded to Jaipdr in medical 
charge of a portion of the regiment, and at that place 
he also had, for two months, the additional medic^ 
charge of the Artillery of the force assembled there. 
In September 1839, on the occasion of the demonstra- 
tion against Jodhpiir, he was temporarily appointed 
to the medical charge of the 7*^ N. I., which he heldl 
until the termination of that service in the following 
December. He then rejoined the 9th Light Cavalry 
and proceeded with that corps to Muttra, whence he 
accompanied it to Karnal in November 1840, and to 
Ferozepore in the spring of 1842. At this place he was 
appointed, in March ^ 1842, to the additional medical 
charge of the 1®* Light Infantry Battalion, which he 
held for several months. At the end of 1842 he accom- 
panied the 9**» Light Cavalry to Sindh, where he served 
(part of the time as acting Superintending Surgeon o£ 
me Forces) throughout the campaign of 1843 under 
Sir C^les Napier, and was present at the battles o£ 
Miani and Hydexal^d (Medal). After the termination 
of the operations he was stationed with the regiment 
at Hyderabad until October 1843, when he went ok 
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leave to Simla. On the expiration of his leave ap- position lie served with the corps in the espeditiaa 

proaching, he proceeded to rejoin his regiment, then agaiast the Mahsud Waziris in the spring of 1881,

Daniel, Ludford Harvey, Oaptain and Brevet- 
Major (1825 — 1859 ). — Grave at Kasauli^ No. 287.— 
Entered H. M.’s Service on the 9*“^ Jnne 1846 as an 
Ensign in the 38*^*^ Foot, which he joined in Jamaica in 
the following year. In May 1848 he accompanied the 
corps to Halifax, Nova Scotia, and on the 27^^ April 
1849 he was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant. In 
August 1851 he returned home with the regiment, and 
>during the succeeding years he served with it at 
Manchester, Portsmouth, the Chobham Camp of 
Exercise, and Chatham. On the lS‘h October 1853 he 
attained the rank of Captain. When the regiment 

E ooeeded on service to Turkey in April 1854 he was 
It behind at the depot, but he joined the corps in the 
Crimea in the following year and served with it at the 
siege and capture of Sevastopol, including the assault of 
ihe 18**^ June, in which he was severely wounded 
(Medal and clasp. Fifth Class of the Order of the 
Medjidieh, and promoted to the rank of Major by brevet 
on the 2*^^ November 1855). On the return of the 
regiment from the Crimea in July 1856 he accompanied 
it to Aldershot, and afterwards to Dublin and the 
Corragh. In July 1857 he embarked with the corps 
ior Bengal, and landing at Calcutta in the following 
Dotober, he proceeded with it to the Upper Provinces 
and served with it in the campaign of 1857^58 in Oudh, 
including the capture of Mianganj, the siege and 
capture of Lucknow, and the affairs cff Bari and Nagar 
(Medal and clasp). On the termination of the cam* 
paign he was stationed with the regiment at Lucknow, 
whence in March 1859 he was sent up to Hasauli, to 
do duty with the Convalescent Depot there. He died 
at E^asauli on the 8^^ October following. 

Danlell, Averell, Major (1851 — 1893 ). — Grave at 
Chilas^ No. 1144 ; tablet at Koliat, No. 1050.— Bom in 
-London, on the 9^*^ February 1851.— Entered H. M.*s 
Service (from the Royal Mily. College) on the 23^ 
September 1871 as an Ensign in the 1st Batalion 21®^ 
.Foot, and was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant ou 
"the 28^*^ of the succeeding month. He arrived in Indin 
and joined the battalion at Bangalore at the end of 
.December 1871, and thence accompanied it to Fort St. 
George in February 1873. In January 1874 he went 
home on sick leave, and on his return in March 1875 
he rejoined the batt^on at Rangoon. In December 
1875 he accompanied a portion of the corps to Fort 
Blair, in the Andamans, at which place he held the 
appointment of Station StafE Officer from July 1876 
to July 1877. He then rejoined the battalion at 
Rangoon, whence, at the end of the year, he proceeded 
,with it to Secunderabad. On the 28*^^ December 1877 
•he was appointed an OfEg. Wing, Officer in the 2°^ 
i Punjab Infantry on probation for the Bengal StafE 
.Corps, into which he was afterwards admitted with 
v^ffect from that date. He joined that regiment at 
-Dera Ismail Khan in February 1878, and in the follow- 
ing month was appointed to officiate as Quarter Master. 
This situation he held until nearly the end of the 
-succeeding October, when he was transferred as Offg. 
-Wing Officer to the 4**^ Punjab Infantry, and having 
.joined that regiment at Edwardesabad in November, he 
was employed with it from January to April 1879 on 
field service on the Waziri border. Li April 1879 he was 
appointed a Wing Officer permanently. He afterwards 
. served with the corps in the Afghan Campaign of 1879, 
and took part in various movements in theKuram 
-Valley and in the Chamkani and Zaimukt expeditions 
(Medal), on the conclusion of which he returned with 
the regiment to Edwardesabad. In December 1879 
he was appointed Quaiter Master of the regimmt, and 
< in November 1880 he became Offg. Adjutant, in which 


May 1881, and in the following December (up to 
which time he continued officiating as Adjutant) h© 
marched with it to Dera Ismail Khan. Reverting to 
the appointment of Quarter Master, he served with the 
regiment until March 1882, when he went home oa 
furlough. In January 1883 he rejoined the regiment 
at Dera Ismail Khan, and in the following September, 
haring attained the rank of Captain, he vacated the 
appointment of Quarter Master. In November and 
December 1883 he served with the regiment in the 
expedition to the Takht-i-Snliman, in the course of 
which he led the skirmishers at the forcing of the 
Paizai Kotal. On the termination of this expedition 
he marched with the regiment to Dera Ghazi Khan^ 
arriving there towards the end of December. In the 
autumn of 1884 he served with the regiment in the 
Zhob Valley Expedition, returning to Dera Ghazi EZhan 
in December. In December 1885, for about four weeks, 
and again from April to November 1886 he officiated 
as a Wing Commander, and during the last three 
months of this year he was in command of a portion 
of the regiment detached to Port Mnnro. lu January 
1887 he was again appointed Offg. Wing Commander, 
and continued in that position until the end of the 
'following month, when he was appointed Offg. Second- 
in- Command of the 3^ Sikh Infantry at Abbottabad. 
He served there with this regiment until January 1888, 
when he was appointed a permanent Wing Commandeir 
In the 1®** Punjab Infantry, but having at the same 
time been nominated to officiate as Second*in-Gonimand 
of the 6^^ Punjab Infantry, he joined the latter regiment 
at Dera Ismail Khan, and served with it there for 
eight months. In September 1888 he was appointed 
Brigade-Major to the second column of the Hazara^ 
Field Force, with which he served throughout the 
operations of October and November on the Black 
Mountain (India Medal and clasp). On the conclusicai 
of the campaign he joined the P. I. at Bdwardes- 
abad, and in January 1889 he went home on leave. He 
rejoined the regiment in March 1890, and was then, 
appointed to officiate as Second in- Command, in which 
capacity he accompanied it to the Camp of Exercise at 
Attiock in November, marched with it to Kohat in 
December, and served with it in the first Miranzai 
Expedition from January to March 189L In April 
1891 he was again appointed Offg. Second-iu- Command, 
and in that position he served with the regiment 
throughout the second Miranzai Expedition, including 
the operations on the Samana Range (clasp to India 
Medal). He returned to Kohat with the regiment in 
June 1891 and served with it there as a Wing Com* 
mander, until September, when he was appointed Ofl^. 
Second-in-Command of the Corps of Guides. This 
officiating appointment terminating in Decembw, 
he was then appointed a Wing Commander in the 
corps, with which he continued serving at Mardaa 
unm December 1892, when he reverted to Ms perma- 
nent appointment in the Punjab Infantry, then serv- 
ing with the Kuram Force. He was shortly afterwards 
sent np to Gilgit, having been specially selected for the 
position of Second-in-Oommand to Colonel Durand, 
Commanding the Troops in that Agency. In March 
1893 he was in command of the post and fort of Ohilaa^ 
on the Gilgit frontier, and of the line of cammunicatioa 
to Bunji, when, on the 5<^ of that month, a lashhar c£ 
Chilasis and Kohistanis came down upon the place, and 
in the severe fighting which ensued he was unfortunately 
killed, having fallen, shot through the head and the 
heart, in a daring attempt to storm a village from 
which the tribesmen wore keeping up a hot fire on the 
fori. 

Danlell, Charles Astell, Lieutenant (1832— 
}S&i)r^Qrave at Lahore OantonTnentyNo. 658.— EntexeJ. 
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-tie Bengal Armj in 1849, Arrived in India in Decem- 
ber of the same year, and was sent up to Oawnpore to do 
duty with the 1®* Light Cavalry, then en route to that 
place from Peshawar ; in February 1850, however, he 
was directed to go on to Ambala, and there join and do 
duty with the 11*^ Light Cavalry. In March 1850 he 
was posted to the 8*^ Light Cavalry, and he joined that 
regiment at Ferozepore. In November 1853 he accom- 
panied the corps to Mian Mir, and he died at that place 
(by his own hand) on the November 1855. 

Darling, Patrick, Zieutenmi (1829 — 1854).— 
Ch-ave at S') inagar ^ Kashmir, No. 1121.'— Born in Scot- 
land, in April 1829. — Entered the Bengal Army in 
1849. Arrived in India in May 1850, and was sent up 
to Benares to do duty with the IG^ti N. I. (Grenadiers). 
In the following July he was posted to the 2#^ N. I., 
which be joined at Gorakhpur. In February 1854 he 
marched thence with the regiment eno^outeio Wazir- 
abad, where he arrived at the end of April, In the 
foUowing July he proceeded to Kashmir on leave for 
three months, but he had not been away from his 
legiment many weeks when he died at Srinagar on the 
29*^ August 1854. 

Dashwood, Francis, Captain (1804—1845). — 
at MudJd ; tablet at Ferozepore, No, 441.— 
The third and youngest son of Vice-Admiral Sir 
Charles Dashwood, K.C,B., Royal Navy, who was 
a cadet of the Dashwoods of Vellow Wood, Co. 
Somerset, and grandson of the 26^^ Lord Kingsale.— 
Entered the Bengal Army in 1822. Arrived in 
India in March 1824, and in the following month 
was posted to the Company 2^ Battalion,^ Foot 
Artillery (now the 35*^ Field Battery, Royal Artillery). 
In January 1825 he was transferred to the Horse 
Artillery and posted to the 3^ Troop, from which he 
was removed, in the following July, to the 1 Troop 
2^ Brigade. In December 1825, on the formation of 
the Army detailed for the reduction of Bharatpur, 
lie was appointed Aide-de-Camp to Brigadier Macleod, 
C.B., Commanding thb Artillery, and in that capacity 
was present at the siege and capture of the fortress 
in 1825-26. In May 1826 he was removed to the 2^ 
Troop 2^ Brigade, and in March 1827 he was ap- 
pointed Adjutant and Quarter-Master of the 2*^ Bri- 
gade of Horse Artillery, an appointment which he 
Ixeld for tiie succeeding eight years. In March 1835 
lie was appointed Asst, Secretary to the Militaiy 
Board, having already acted in the appointment for 
more than thirteen months, and he continued in this 
mtuation until February 1840, when he went home on 
furlough. He returned to India in November 1842, 
and at Dum-Dum joined the Company Batta- 
Kon, Fort Artillery, to which he then stood posted. 
In March 1848 he was removed to the 2^ Company 
Battalion, and from that, in the following Novem- 
ber, to the 1*<J Troop Brigade, Horse Artillery (now 
F ” Battery, Royal Horse Artille:^), which he joined 
at Ambala, and with which, in April 1844, he marched 
to Ludhiana. In command of this troop, on the outbreak 
rf the first Sikh War, he joined the Army under the 
command of Sir Hugh Gough, but iu the first engage- 
ment of the campaign, at Mfidki on the 18^^ Deoem^r 
1845, he received a mortal wound, from the effects of 
which he died at that place on the 22^ of the same 
month. 

Notb. — C aptain (then Lieutenant) Daibwood married, at Cal- 
cutta, on the January 1836, Jaue, daughter of Major George 
Skyring, of the Boyal Artillery. 

, Davidson, G€orgoHenry,iiew#ewawt(c.I815— 

, 1843).— -Gvctt?® at Simla, No, 308.-— Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1831. Arrived in India in February 1833, 
and was sent up to Dinaporo to do duty with the 2^ 
N. I. On that regiment leaving the station he was 
permitted, December 1833, to join and do duty with 
the 63^ N. I., at Malahi. In February 1834 he was 
posted to the 16^^ N. I. at Mhow, bat being on leave 


at the time he did not proceed to join, and in the fol- 
lowing month he was removed, at his own request, to 
the 72^ N. I., which he joined forthwith at Berham- 
pore. In the spring of 1835 he accompanied the regi- 
ment to Saugor, and towards the end of 1837 he 
marched with it to Mhow. In the winter of 1838-39, 
while on the way from Mhow to Allahabad, he served 
with the regiment at the reduction of the fort of 
Jhansi. In January 1839 he was appointed Adjutant 
of the regiment, and he retained that situation until his 
death. He anived at Allahabad with the regiment 
in March 1839, and served with it there until October 
1841, when he marched with it, on escort duty with the 
Commander-in- Chief, vtd Agra, to Delhi, whence, on 
being relieved of this duty, towards the end of Decem- 
ber, he pi'oceeded with the corps to Meerut. In the 
autumn of 1842 he accompanied the regiment to Feroze- 
pore, where he served with it in the Army of Reserve, 
on the breaking up of which he proceeded with tibe 
corps to Karnal, arriving there towards the end of 
March 1843. In August 1843 he proceeded on sick 
leave to Simla, and at that place he died on the 17**^ 
October following. 

Davidson, Gordon Hugh, Lieutenant (1826— 
1846) .—See Note to No. 444. — ^Entered the Bengal Army 
in 1843. Arrived in India on the 6*^ August of the same 
year, and on the 20*^ was ordered up to Dinapore to do 
duty with the 36*^ N. I. On the 23^ January following, 
he was posted to the 1st European Light Infantry, and 
having joined that corps at Lddhiana, he moved with 
it to Ferozepore at the end of March 1844, and to 
Subathu in the course of the succeeding month. On 
the outbreak of the first Sikh War he accompanied the 
regiment to the front, and with it took part in the bat- 
tles of Ferozshahr and Sobraon, in ttie latter of which 
he fell mortally wounded; and having been removed 
from the field, he died of his wounds, in the camp of 
the Army of the Sutlej, on the following day,— the 11*^ 
February 1846. 

Davidson, John Paton, Captain (1835—1863).--^ 
Grave at Mardan, No. 1004 ; tablets at Abbottabaif 
Mardan, and Kohat, Nos. 919, 1006 and 1048.*-* 
Entered the Bengal Army in 1851. Arrived in 
India in December of the same year, and was sent 
up to Barrackpore to do duty with the 42^ N. L In 
May 1852 he was posted to the 4**^ N. I., which he 
joined at Rawal Pindi, and with it, in October 1863, 
he proceeded to Peshawar. In August 1854, as a 
volunteer with the Ist Sikh Infantry, he served in the 
expedition against tibie Michni Mohmands, and was 
present at the capture and destruction of the village 
of Shah Mansur fehel. In March 1855 he served with 
his own re^ment in the expedition against the Bassi 
Khel section of the Aka Khel Afridis. At the end of 
the same year he accompanied the regiment to Nurpur, 
and he was serving there with the right wing of the 
corps when the mutinies broke^ out in May 1857. The 
regiment having, as a precautionary measure, b^ dis- 
armed in July, he was soon afterwards sent down to 
join the force before Delhi, and on the 27^*^ of that 
month he was directed, by a Field Force Order, to 
join and do duty with the l^t Punjab Infantry. 
With this corps he served at the action of Najafgarh, 
and throughout the remainder of the siege of Delhi, 
including the assault and capture of the place and the 
six days' fighting within the city (Medal and clasp). 
In October 1857 he was appointed Adjutant of the 
regiment, and about the same time he accompanied a 
portion of the corps, forming part of Biigadfier Showers^' 
moveable column, on an expedition into the disaffected 
country lying to the west of Delhi, where he was 
actively engaged against insurgents for several weeks. 
With the detachment, he r^oined the head-quarters 
of the regment a6 Meerut iu February 1868, and pro* 
oeedingwith the corps shortly afterwards to join the 
Eoork^ Field Force, he served with it throughout the 
campaign, of 1858 in RohUkhand, and was present at 
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the actions of Bhaganla and Nagina, the occupation of 
Moradabad and the capture of Bareilly, Shortly after 
the last- mentioned event he Tvas placed, temporarily, in 
command of Shahzada Sultan Jan’s iroop of Pathan 
Horse, -with which he subsequently served in the 
advance on and occupation of Mahomdi. He afterwards 
rejoined the 1®* P. I., and towards the end of the year 
he returned to the Punjab with the regiment, of which, 
in December, he was appointed acting Second-in Com- 
mand. Arriving at Kohat towards the end of January 
1859, he served there with the corps until the following 
December, when he again accompanied it into the field, 
and thereafter served with it throughout the expedition 
against the Kabul Khel Waziris, returning to Kohat 
on the conclusion of the operations. In May 1861, he 
was made permanent in the appointment of Second-in- 
Oommand, ' and in the following October he was 
admitted into the Bengal Staff Corps with effect from 
the 18^^ February preceding. In March 1863 he 
proceeded with the regiment to Abbottabad, and in the 
following October he accompanied it on service to the 
Ambela Pass ; there, on the 13<=^ of the following month, 
he feu in a desperate confiict with the tribesmen, whilst 
heroicaUy defending the “ Crag picquet ** position 
against overwhelming numbers. It is recorded/that the 
heroism he displayed on this occasion “elicited the 
admiration of one of the principal Chiefs of the Buner 
tribe.” 

Davidson, John Stewart, Oajptain (1809— 
1848 ). — Grave at Delhi, No. 60. Bom on Uae 27*^^ 
August 1809, — ^Entered the Bengal Army in 1828. 
Arrived in India in November 1829, and at the end of 
the foUowing month was sent up to Dinaporetodo 
duly wi*^ the 68*^ N. I, Being a supernumerary, he 
remained unposted to a regiment for more than three 
years, and in the interval he continued doing duty with 
the 68^ until February 1832, with the 2^ N. I., at 
Dinapore, from February to October 1832, and wiih the 
N. I., at Barrackpore, from October 1832 to July 
1833. In March 1833 he was fonnaUy posted to the 
72^ N, I., which he joined at Berhampore in the fol- 
lowing July, and with that corps he marched to Sangor 
in 1835. Kcom Fehroaxy to September 1835 he offici- 
ated as Interpreter and Quarter-Master of the regiment, 
and in October and November of the same year he 
officiated in a similar capacity with the 64^ N. I. In 
November 1835 he was appointed Interpreter and 
Quarter-Master of his own regiment, and this post he 
held for upwards of nine years. At the end of 1837 
he accompanied the 72^ to Mhow, and in tlm cold 
season of 1838-39 he served with it in th# force 
assembled for the reduction of the fort of Jhansi. He 
subsequently sep?ed with the regiment at Allahabad 
and Meerut, and in the Army of Reserve at Ferozepore 
in the winter of 1842-43. On the breaking up of this 
Army he accompanied the regiment to Kamal, and 
afterwards, in October 1843, to Delhi, In February 
1^5, in consequence of Lis promotion to the rank of 
Captain, he vacated the appointment of Interpreter land 
Quarter-Master, though he continued carrying on the 
duties until the following month. He shortly after- 
wards proceeded on leave to Simla, and on the ID*^ 
April 1846 he was transferred to the invalid establish- 
ment. He conianned residing et Simla until February 
1^8, when he was anointed to do duty with the 
Europeai^ Invalid and t^tersn Companies at Chnnar, 
and he was on his way down to that place when he died 
in the ddk bungalow at Delhi on the 25*^ March 1848. 

Davidson, John Tierney, JEnsign (e, 1839 — • 
1857 ). — Tallets at Delhi, Lahore and Kohat, Nos. 162, 
682 and 1043. — ^Entered the Bengal Army in 1856. 
Arrived in India in February 1857, and on the 24*^ of 
the same month was posted to the 26*^ N. I., which he 
joined at Mian Mir. He was present with his regiment 
on the historic occasion when the native troops at Mian 
Mir were disarmed (13^^ May 1857), and also on that 
when (30*^ July) the regiment itself broke out in open 


mutiny and murdered its commanding officer, Major 
Spencer, — an outburst which terminated in its own 
absolute annihilation. On the 17*^ August he was 
ordered to proceed to Delhi and place himself under 
the orders of Brigadier- General Wilson, commanding 
the besieging force, and on arriving there, on the 27^^^, 
he was directed to do duty with the 2^ Punjab In- 
fantry. He served with this regiment throughout the 
remainder of the siege, and eventually fell at the assault 
of the Kashmir breach on the morning of the 14*^ 
September, — ^little more than seven months from the 
date of his first landing in the country. 

Davies, Charles Hugh, Captain (1864—1899).— 
Grave at Cliilas . — Son of Major-General Sir WiUiam 
George Davies, K.O.S.I., sometime Financial Commis- 
sioner in the Punjab. Born on the 15*^ May 1864. — • 
Entered H. M.’s Service (from the Royal Military 
College) on the 29^^ August 1885 as a Lieutenant 
in the Cheshire Regiment, and having been posted to 
the 2*^ Battalion of that corps, he proceeded to India 
and joined it at Ambala before the end of the year. 
On the 21®^ June 1887 he was appointed an Offg. 
Wing Officer in the 1®*^ Battalion 5^^ Gurkha Regi- 
ment, on probation for the Bengal Staff Corps, into 
which he was subsequently admitted with effect from 
that date. He joined the battalion at Abbottabad, 
and in the following year served with it in the 
Hazara Campaign, including the operations on the 
Black Mountain (India Medal and clasp). On the 
conclusion of the operations he returned with the 
battalion to Abbottabad, and in August 1889 he was 
appointed a Wing Officer. In the following year he 
officiated for a short time as Quarter-Master of the 
battalion. In March 1891 he went home on leave, and 
was absent from India until December 1892, He then 
rejoined the battalion at Abbottabad, and during the 
next three years he officiated twice as Wing Com- 
mander, twice as Quarter-Master, and four times as 
Adjutant, and while officiating as Adjutant for the 
third time he served with the battalion in the Waziiis- 
tan Expedition of 1894-95 (cla^ to India Medal). 
In August 1895 he was selected for special dnfy in 
Gdlgit^ and he continued serving in those parts until 
his death. He died at Ohilas on the 15<^^ December 
1899, 

Davies, Samuel Hugh James, Lieutenant-Colo- 
nel and Brevet-Colonel (1819 — 1869 ). — Tadet at Ea- 
wal Bindi, No, 838. — ^The eldest son of Surgeon Samuel 
Davies, Bengal Medical Service, and brother of Major- 
General Sir William George Davies, K O.S.I. Born 
at Brompton, Middlesex, in 1819. — ^Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1836. Arrived in India in November of the 
same year, and was sent up to Dinapore to do duty 
with the 51®* N. I. He was posted to that regiment in 
March 1837, and he accompanied it to Barrackpore in 
the spring of 1839, and thence to Benares towards the 
end of 1841. In October 1842 he marched with the 
regiment en route to Damoh, and having, in Jannarj 
1843, been appointed acting^ Interpreter and Qnarfcer- 
Master (an appointment which he held for nearly four- 
teen months), he served with the corps in that capacity 
during the suppression of the insurrection in Bundel- 
khand. He afterwards accompanied the regiment ta 
Narsingpnr, Jubbnlpore and Jhansi, and during the 
winter of 1843-44 he served with it in the Gwalior 
Campaign and was present at the battle of Paniar 
(Bronze Star). On the conclusion of the campaign he 
marched wiih the regiment to Meerut, and at that 
station in March 1844 he was appointed acting Inter- 
preter and Quarter-Master of the 63^ N. I. Thia 
appointment he held until the following December, 
when he rejoined his own regiment, at the same station. 
In February 1845 he was appointed Adjutant of his 
regiment, and he held that situation for nearly eight 
years. Early in 1846, during the first Sikh War, he 
moved np towards the Sutlej with the regiment, but he 
was not in time to take part in the operations^ and in 
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April 1846 lie accompanied the 61®* to Ferozepore. In 
Jannaiy 1847 he proceeded with the regiment to Lahore, 
and in March 1848 he returned with it to Ferozepore. 
Thence in the following July he accompanied the corps 
on service to Multan, and thereafter he served^ with it 
throughout the Punjab Campaign of 1848-49, including 
the first siege of Multan, the second siege and capture 
of the place, and the battle of Gujerat (Medal and two 
cla^s). On the conclusion of the campaign he accom- 
panied the regiment to Jullundur, arriving there in 
April 1849. In November 1852, having attained the 
regimental rank of Captain, he vacated the Adjutancy 
of the corps. In the winter of 1853-54 he marched 
with the regiment to Eawal Pindi, at which station he 
continued serving with it, in the performance of ordi- 
nary regimental duty, until June 1854, when he was 
appointed Officiating Brigade-Major of the Sind Sagar 
District. He held this situation until October 1854, 
when he was appointed to the Department of Public 
Works, in which the rest of his service was passed. 
In February 1861 he was admitted into the Bengal 
Staff Corps. From the date of his appointment to the 
D^t, of Public Works up to the autumn of 1867 
he was employed almost entirely at Bawal Hndi and 
Murree, at first as Assistant Engineer and afterwards 
as Executive Engineer. He was then transferred to 
Ambala, and later he served for a brief period as Assist- 
ant to the Chief Engineer and Assistant Secretary to 
the Government of the Punjab, P. W. Department. 
In November 1867 he was transferred to Bengal as 
Offg. Supdg. Engineer of the Assam Circle, to which 
was added the post of Offg. Secretary to the Chief 
Commissioner of Assam. In December 1868 he was 
appointed Supdg. Engineer of the Assam Circle and 
Offg. Secretary to the Chief Commissioner, and he con- 
tinued in those appointments until his death, which 
took place at Shillong on the 22"^ June 1869. 

Davis, Charles Farquhar, Oaptain (1820 — 
Grave at Wasirahad^ — see No, 746-A; tablet at 
Sialhotf No, 728. — ^Born in November 1820.— Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1839. Arrived in India in December of 
the same year, and in the following month was sent up 
to Barrackpore to do duty with the 58**^ N. I. On the 
23*^ January 1840 he was posted to the 24*^ N. I,, 
and he joined that regiment at Saugor in the fol- 
lowing March. In February 1842 he proceeded with 
the re^ment to Jublralpore, and in the winter of 
1842-43 he served with it in the suppression of the 
insurrection in Bundelkhand and the Saugor and Nar- 
badda Territories. He returned to Saugor with the 
regiment in November 1843, and in the spring of 3844 
he proceeded with it to Nasirabad. Early in 1845 
he marched with the regiment to Ambala, and on the 
outbreak of the first Sikh War he accompanied the 
corps into the field and served with it in the Sutlej 
Campaign of 1845-46, including the battles of MudM 
and Firozshahr, the action of Budhowal, and the battle 
of Aliwal (Medal and two clasps) . On the termina- 
tion of the campaign he marched with the regiment 
to Jullundur. In the autumn of 1846 he accompanied 
the regiment on service towards Kashmir, in conse- 
quence of the rebellion of Shaik Imam-ud-din, and 
while on this expedition he served for some as 
Staff Officer to a detachment under the command of 
Colonel Thompson, 59*^ N. I. In November 1846 he 
i^tumed with the regiment to Jullundur, whence, early 
in 1847, he accompanied it to Lucknow. In March 
1849 ^ he proceeded with the regiment to Gorakhpur, 
and in the following July, he went on leave to Singa- 
pore. He rejoined the regiment at Gorakhpur in Janu- 
ary 1850, and in the spring of 1864 he marched with 
It to Wazirahad. At that place he died on the 
January 1865. 

*1 Gerald Clement, Lieutenant (1867— 

1893).— Grave at Astor, Gilgit, No, 1145.— The fifth 
and youngest son of the Rev^* Charles Henry Davison, 
M A., Rector of Harlington, Go. Middlesex, and nephew 


of the Right Hon’ble John Robert Davison, Q.O,, of 
UnderriYer, Co. Kent, and Carlton, Co. Durham, Judge 
Advocate- General, and M. P. for Durham, Bom in 
London on the 25*^ January 1867. — ^Entered H. M,’s 
Service on the 2^ October 1886 as a Lieutenant in the 
3^ Batthon of the Royal Irish Fusiliers (the Armagh 
Militia). Transferred to the regular forces on the 10*^ 
November 1888 as a Second- Lieutenant in the 2^ Bat- 
talion Leinster Regiment (the 109*^ Foot), which ho 
joined at Shorncliffe. On the 23^ July 1890 he was 
promoted to the rank of Lieutenant, and having been 
posted to the 1®* Battalion of the regiment (the 100*^ 
Foot), he came out to India and joined that corps at 
Agra. On the 12*^ January 1892 he was appointed 
an Offg. Wing Officer in the 10*^ Bengal Infantry, on 
probation for the Indian Staff Corps, into which he 
was subsequently admitted with effect from that date. 
He joined the 10*^ at Lucknow, and in December 1892 
he accompanied the regiment to Barrackpore. In the 
earlier part of the following year he officiated for a 
short time as Quarter-Master of the corps. In the 
succeeding spring he went on leave to Kashmir, and 
within a few weeks, on the 22^ May 1893, he died at 
Astor. 

Dawkins, Charles Digby, Lieutenant and Brevet* 
Captain (1800 — 1846). — Grave at Anibala : see No^ 
441. — The fifth Ison of Henry Dawkins, Esqr., M.P* 
for Aldborough (of the family of Dawkins of Over 
N^orton, Co. Oxford), and grandson of General Sir 
Heny Clinton, K.B., Commander-in- Chief in North 
Aiherica during the Revolutionary War (of the family 
now represented by the Duke of Newcastle). Born in 
1800.— Entered the Bengal Army in 1820. Arrived in 
India in November 1821, and in the same month was 
appointed to do duty 'W’ith the 1®* Light Cavalry at 
Stiltanptir, Benares. In April 1822 he was posted to 
the 2^ Light Cavaby, which he joined at Kaiia, 
in Bundelkhand. Xu the following August he was ap- 
pointed to do duty with Baddel^’s Horse (whimi 
aftewards became the 4*^ Irregular (Savalry), of which 
corps he was appointed Adjutant in June 1824 ; this 
appointment was, however, cancelled at his own requesi 
in the succeeding August, and he rejoined the 2^ Light 
Cavalry. In September 1825 he was appointed Adjut-> 
ant of the Governor- GeneraFs Body-Ghiard, and in the 
following November he proceeded to Burma and joined 
the portion of the corps then serving in the field there 
under Sir Archibald Campbell. He served in Burma 
until the conclusion of the war, and returned to Cal- 
cutta fjm June 1826. In March 1827 he was ^pointed 
Brigao^lSifojor to the Mewlr Field Force at Neemuoh, 
and he held the appointment until February 1834, when 
he was placed in temporary command of the Governor- 
GeneraVs Body-Guard. He was appointed permanent 
Commandant of the Body-Guard in April 1834, and 
served with that corps continuously until the autumn 
of 1838, when he rejoined his own regiment, temijorarily, 
in order that he might accom^ny it on field service with 
the Army of the Indus. With the 2^ Light Oaval^ 
he served throughout the campaign of 1838-39 in 
Afghanistan, and was present at the capture of Ghazni 
(Medal) and the occupation of Kabul. He returned to 
Hindustan at the end of 1839, and resumed the post of 
Commandant of the Body-Guard, which he held con- 
tinuously for the remaining years of his military 
career. In January 1842 he was removed to, the rolls 
of the Light Cavalry, a new corps then formed 
to replace the 2* Light Cavalry, which had been dis- 
banded in consequence of the misbehaviour of a portion 
of it in Afghanistan. This transfer did not, howevw, 
in any way affect his position in the Body-Guard, in 
command of which he, in 1843, accompanied Lord 
.Bllenborough into the field in iihe Gwalior Campaign, 
and was present at the battle of M&harajpur (Brom^ 
Star). Similarly, in December 1845, he accom|)anied Sir 
Henry Hardinge into the field on the occasion of tibe 
movement towards the Sutlej to repel the Sikh inra- 
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sion, and was present, on the 18*^ o£ that month, at the 
battle of Mddki, in which he was so sererely wounded 
that he was unable to take any further part in the 
campaign, From the effects of the wounds he received 
on this occasion he never entirely recovered, and on the 
20^^ June following he died at Ambala. 

Dawson, Edward Steer Kennet, Major (c. 1832— 
1868).— (rraue at Simla, No. 365. —Entered the Bom- 
bay Army in 1849. Arrived in India in March ,1850, 
and in the following October was posted to the 27^^ 
N. I., which he joined at Poona. In April 1854 he ac- 
companied the regiment to Kolhapur, and at that station, 
from August to November 1856, he officiated as Adjutant 
of the corps. He was with the regiment at Kolhapur 
in July and August 1857, when the mutinous outbreak 
occurred which led to the disbandment of the corps in 
the following year. In January 1858 he went home on 
furlough, and in the following June, during his absence 
from India, he was transferred to the 31®* N. I., a new 
corps which was then raised to replace the disbanded 
27*^. He returned to India towards the end of 1860, 
and joined the 31®* N. I. at Deesa, and on that corps 
being broken up in the following year he was appointed 
to do duty with the 11**^ N. 1,, at the same station. 
He remained attached to this corps until the end of 
July 1862, when he was posted as senior Captain to 
H. M.^s 106*^ Foot (Bombay Light Infantry), which 
was then formed out of the 2^ Bombay European Regi- 
ment. Having joined this regiment at Neemuoh, he 
accompanied it to Nasirabad in January 1864, and from 
that station he went home on sick leave early in 1865. 
He returned to India in the summer of 1867, and re- 
joined his regiment at Mian Mir, whence in April 1868 
he accompanied it to Ambala. He shortly afterwards 
proceeded on leave to Simla, at which place he died on 
the 10*^ September 1868. 

Dawson, Reginald Harry, Captain (1862— 
1S92) •^Tablet at Kohat, No. 1051.— Born on the 21®* 
January 1862. — Entered H. M/s Service (from the 
Royal Mily. College) on the 22^ January 1881 as a 
Second-Lieutenant in the 63^ Foot, and was promoted 
to the rank of Lieutenant on the 1®* Jnly following, 
when the Army was xe-organised and the 63^ became 
the 1®* Battalion of the Manchester Regiment. He 
•ame out to India in the spring of 1881 and joined the 
regimental depot at Jullundur, the regiment itseH being 
then at Kandahar, in Southern Afgha^tan. He after- 
wards joined the regiment at Multan, on its return from 
Kandahar, and in August 1882 he accompanied it on 
the expedition to Egypt, where he served with it during 
the di.ort campaign of lhat year (Medal and Khedive’s 
Star). On the conclusion of the operations he wenli 
borne with the battalion, but, having volunteered for the 
Indian service, he returned to India early in 1883, and 
on the 8*^ February he was appointed an Offg. Wing 
Officer in the 23^ Madras N. I., on probation for the 
Madras Staff Corps, into which he was afterwards 
admitted with effect from the 3^ March 1883. He 
joined the regiment at Hoshanagabad, and in the fol- 
lowing June he Vas appointed Station Staff Officer 
there. In August 1884 he was transferred, as Offg, 
Wing Officer, to the 1®* Punjab Infantry, and having 
joined that regiment at Kohat, he served with it there 
and at Dera Ismail Khan until January 1887, when he 
was appointed a Wing Officer in the 3^ Sikh Infantry, 
and at the same time nominated an Asst. Commandant 
in the Burma Mily. Police. Proceeding to Burma, he 
took part, with the Mily. Police, in various minor 
«fperations against dacoits and insurgents (India Medal 
and two clasps) until June 1888, when, his health fail-^ 
ing, he was obliged to go home on leave. Returning to 
India towards the end of the following year, he joined 
the 3^ Sikh Infantry at Abbottabad, and in March 
1890 he accompanied the corps to Kohat. From March 
1890 to August 1891 he officiated as Quarter Master of 
the regiment, and during this period he served with it 
in bo@i the Mixamsai Expeditions of 1891, including 


the operations on the Samana Range (clasp to India 
Medal). Li August 1891 he was made permanent ia 
the appointment of Quarter Master. In January 189tt 
he was appointed a Wing Officer in the newly fonme2 
Hong- Kong Regiment, and in the course of the sam4 
month he proceeded to China and joined that corpse 
He had not, however, served with it many months whep, 
his career came to an untimely end, he having been lost 
at sea in the wreck of the S. S, Bokhara off the Pesca- 
dores, or Fisher’s Islands, in the Fokien Channel, on the 
10*^ October 1892. 

Day, Edward William, Second-Lieutenant (1830 
— 1849 ), — Grave at Gujeraf, No. 759; tablet at 
Sialhot No. 727. — ^Born on the 1®* August 1830.— 
Entered the Bengal Army in 1846. Arrived in 
India in July 1847, and in the following November 
was posted to the 3*^ Company 2^ Battalion, Foot 
Artillery, which he joined at Dum-Dum. In Janu- 
ary 1848 he was transferred to the 1®* Company 1®* 
Battalion (now the 21®* Field Battery, Royal Artil- 
lery), and, proceeding to the Upper Provinces, he joined 
it at Lahore. In July 184S he was appointed to do 
duty with the 6*^ Company 7*^ Battalion, proceed- 
ing from Lahore to Ferozepore, and with that company 
he went on service with the force under the command 
of Major-General Whish, and was present at the first 
siege of Multan, and afterwards at the second siege 
and the capture of the place. After the fall of Multan 
he procee^d with the company to join the main Army 
under the command of Lord Gough, and on arrival, 
on the 18*^ February, he rejoined his own company, the 
1®* of the 1®* Battalion, to which No. 10 Light Field 
Battery was attached. With this battery, attached to 
Brigaier- General Campbell’s Division, he went into 
action at Gujerat on the 21®* of the same month, and 
was killed by a cannon-shot while advancing to the 
attack of the Sikh position. 

Dayrell, Charles Lionel, Lieutenant (1835— 
1867). — Ora'oe at Kasauli, No. 288. — The second son 
of the Rev^ Thomas Dayrell, of Shudy Camps Park, 
Co. Cambridge, and Rector of Long Marston, Co. York, 
Born on the 8*^ Januaiy 1836.— Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1854. Arrived in India in April 1855, and 
having, in the preceding month, been posted, in antici- 
pation of his arrival, to the 60*^ N. I., he proceeded to 
Ambala and joined that regiment there. He was serv- 
ing with the regiment at that place when the Mutiny 
broke out in May 1857, and the corps having been 
detailed to form part of the force moving on Delhi, he, 
with it, accompanied that force as far as Karnal. From 
Kamal, however, the course of the regiment was de- 
flected to Rohtak, the continued presence with the 
army of a semi-mutinous and untrustworthy corps 
being considered undesirable, and he marched with it 
to that place accordingly. He was with the corps 
when it mutinied at Rohtak on the 10*^ June, but, with 
the other officers, he succeeded iu effecting his escape to 
the British^ camp before Delhi, where shortly after his 
arrival, he was directed to do duty with H. M.’s 75**> 
Foot. With this regiment he served at the siege of 
Delhi until the 10*^ September, when, his health having 
broken down, he was compelled to proceed to the hills 
hn leave. On his way to Simla his illness detained him 
at Kasauli, and he died at that place on the 9*^ October 
1857. 

Deane-Freeman, Matthew, Lieutenant (1822 
—1846 ). — Buried at sea : see No. 442. — The fourth son 
of Joseph Deane- Freeeman, Esqr,, of Castle Cor, Co* 
Cork, by Elizabeth, only daughter of Robert McCarthy,. 
Esq[r,, of Oarrignavar, iu the same county. Bom 
in 1822. — ^Entered H. M.’s Service on the 6**^ November 
1840, as an Ensign in the 80*^ Foot. He joined that 
regiment in New Sputh Wales, where he served with 
it for nearly three years. On the 18*^ March 1843 he 
was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant. In 1844 he 
safled with the regiment for Bengal, but the transport in 
which he had embarked^ the Briton^ was wrecked^ 
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IfwalDer 1844, on the Lesser Andaman, and^ he, with 
the rest of the detachment, remained on that island for 
fiftj-one days, suffering severe privations, and he did 
not reach Calcutta until January 1845. He afterwards 
proceeded with the regiment to Agra, and thence in 
October 1845 to Ambala, and he was serving at the latter 
place when the first Sikh War broke out. He accom** 
panied the regiment in the forward movement of the 
Army of the Sutlej, and was present with it in the 
battles of Mudki and Firozshahr, in the latter of which 
he was badly wounded. The severity of his wounds 
necessitated his being sent home, but he did not live 
to reach England, having died at sea on the 8*^ October 
1846. 

Debrett, John Edward,— Oapiaiw (1789— 
1835). — Qrave at Simla^ No. 297.— Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1806 as a Cadet of Artillery. Arrived in 
India in November 1807, and on the 16*^ of the follow- 
ing month was posted to the 1®* Company 2^ Battalion, 
Foot Artillery, which he joined at Dum-Dum. In 
January 1809, on his promotion to the rank of Lieu- 
tenant being notified, he was posted to the 6*^ Company 
2^ Battalion, at the same station. In the autumn of 
1810 he was sent to Prince of Wales’ Island (Penang) 
to command the detachment of Artillery there, and 
he was employed on that duty until 1812, when he 
letumed to Dum-Dum. In November 1813 he was 
transferred to the 5*^ Company Battalion, which 
was also at Dum-Dum, and in the following year he 
was sent to command the detachment of Artillery at 
the post of Hishanganj, in the district of Purnea. 
On the outbreak of the war with Nepal, in the autumn 
of 1814, this detachment was included in the force 
employed in guarding the frontier from the Kosi River 
eastward to the Brahmaputra, and he served with 
that force in all its operations until December, when 
he fell ill and it became necessary to send him down 
to Berhampore. On recovering his healih, in February 
1815, he rejoined his company, which was then with the 
Division under the command of Major General J. 
8. Wood on the Gorakhpur frontier, and he served 
with it there until the termination of the campaign. 
On the renewal of the war he, with his company, 
joined the force under the command of Sir David 
Ochterlony, and served with it in the final operations 
Tesulting in the complete ^ submission of the Gurkhas. 
On the cessation of hostilities he proceeded with his 
company to Benares ; thence in 1816 he marched with 
it and joined the Narbadda Field Force ; and in 1817- 
18-19 ho served with in the Mahratta-Pindari War, 
taking part in the siege and captoxe of Chanda in 1818 
and of Asirgarh in 1819, besides various other opera- 
tions. Having been 're-posted to the 5^^ Company 
2^ Battalion in the reorganisation of November 1818, 
lie, after the fall of Asirgarh, proceeded with it to 
Agra, and having been again re-posted to it on his 
promotion to the rank of Captain in May 1820, he 
accompimied it in the summer of the same year to 
Dum-Dum. In December 1821 he went home on 
foriough, and was absent from India until the end of 
October 1824, when he returned and rejoined the com- 
^pany at Dum-Dum. On the re-organisation of the 
Ai^Olery taking place in July 1825 he was posted to 
the 4*^ Company 5*^ Battalion, which, however, he did<i| 
not join until its return from service in Ava in the 
•ttcoeeding year. In the autumn of 1826 he held, for 
a short time, the charge of the Expense Magazine and 
laboratory School at Dum-Dum. In July 1827 he 
was transferred to the 12^^ Company 6^^ Battalion (re- 
named the 4*^ Company 7*^ Battalion, the same year), 
and joining it at Dum-Dum ho served with it there 
until December 1828, when he was transferred to the 

Comply 6*^ Battalion at Neemnch ; before he 
could join it, however, he was removed, January 1829, 
to the 3^ Company 3^ Battalion, which he joined at 
ABa h a b ad, and with it he shortly afterwards marched 
to Agra. In January 1830 he was transferred to the 
Company 1** Battdion at Nasirabad,. and in the 


following June to the 1** Company 2^ Battalion, which 
he joined at Nasirabad, on its arrival from Cawnpore, on 
the 16*^ November. In December 1832 he was ap- 
pointed Offg. Agent for Army Clothing at Patehgarh, 
but he did not take up the appoin tment until the 
1 st February following. In December 1833 he was 
removed to the rolls of the 4^^ C ompany 2^ Battalion. 
He continued officiating as Agent for Army Clothing 
until February 1835, when he vacated it on the return 
of the permanent incumbent, and in the course of the 
same month he was posted to the 1®* Company 
3^ Battalion, at Cawnpore ; he, however, never joined 
this company, for, proceeding about the same time to 
Simla on sick leave, he died at that place on the 10*^ 
May 1835. 

Notb.— C aptain Debrett married, at Chittagong on the Slsft 
October 1825, Martha, the youngest daughter of John Burrnp, 
E»qr., of Brighton, Sussex. 

Decluzeau, William, Captain (c, 1787—1826).— 
Grave at Karnal^ No. 174. — Entered the Bengal Army- 
in 1803. Arrived in India in December 1804, and on 
the 14*^ April 1805 was posted to the 2^ Battalion 
N. I. He subsequently served with this battalion at 
Berham))ore, Etawah, Aligarh, and Delhi and tiewari, 
and in 1812 he accompanied it to Kamal, From this 
station the battalion was called out on the outbreak of 
the Gurkha War in the autumn of 1814, and he served 
with it throughout the operations of the force under the 
command of Colonel Ochterlony in the North-Western 
Hills bordering on the Sutlej, including the reduction 
of Nalagarh and Taragarh, the action of Dibo-ka-Tiha, 
the reduction of the Ramgarh forts, and various other 
affairs, culminating in the capture, after severe fighting, 
of Malaon, and the surrender of the Gurkha Army of 
the West. On the termination of the campaign he 
marched with his battalion to Etawah, where he served 
for three years. On being promoted to the rank of 
Captain- Lieutensmt he was re-posted, September 1818, 
to the 2^ Battalion 3^ N. I. In the same month he 
was appointed to the 1®* Battalion of Volunteers for 
Ceylon, with which he served during the suppression 
of the insurrection in that island in 1818-19. During 
his absence on this sarvio© the rank of Captain- 
Lieutenant was abolished, and he became in con- 
sequence a supernumerary Captain in the 3^ N. I, On 
his return from Ceylon with the Volunteers, and 
the disbandment of the corps, he^ was directed, March 
1820, to proceed to Saugor and join his old battalion^ 
the 2^ of the 3^ N. I. : he joined accordingly in 
June 1820, and in the autumn of 1821 he marched with 
the corps from Saugor to Agra. On the reorganisation 
of the Army taking place in May 1824 he was posted 
to the 6*1^ N. I. (late BattaHon of the 3^ ), which 
he joined at Lucknow at the end of the year, on 
its return from Asirgarh, in the Deccan. In 1825 he 
accompanied his new regiment to Agra, whence, at the 
end of the year, he proceeded with it on service wifli 
the Army under the command of Lord Combermere^ 
and took part iu the siege and storming of Bharatpur, 
1825-26. It is related of him that on the day of the 
storm (18*^^ January 1826) he was on the sick list 
and so ill that he was unable to walk; but his spirit 
was such that nothing could keep him from his post, 
and when his regiment advanced to the assault, he 
actually had himself .carried up the breach by twO' 
sepoys of his company. Shortly after the fall ei 
Bharatpur he obtained leave to proceed to Subathu and 
the neighbouring hills for the purpose of recruiting his 
health. On the expiry of this leave in October he 
rejoined his regiment at Kamal, at which place he 
died seven weeks later, on the 21®* November 1826.

deFacieu, Vloomte Jean Louis Alexis 
Colonel ( ?— X843)- — Grave at Ferotsepore^ No* 4584 -— 
The Vicomte J^an I 40 mj 9 Alexis de Facieu was the eon of 
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Francois Joseph de Facieu de Pepegron, Officier des 
Gardes da Corps, and of !Marie Thlrese Delattre de 
Neaveme, and was a descendant of Jean Jacques de 
Faciea, Ecayer et Oapitoal of Toulouse in 1769. He 
was a Colonel of a regiment of Cuirassiers in France, 
came out to India with his family about 1830, and took 
service in the Sikh Army as Colonel in the Cavalry. He 
died at Ferozepore on the 4^^ December 1843, and was 
given a military funeral by the British troops stationed 
there. His widow, Adeline Victoire Tossine de Faoieu, 
me Willay du Fresnel, died at Calcutta many years later. 
The Vicomte’s son, Henri Joseph de Facieu, was em- 
ployed in the Sikh Army^ under his father, and on the 
death of the latter is ^ said to have been promoted by 
General Ventura to his place. He left the Punjab in 
1844 and was at Allahabad during the Mutiny. He was 
later Wployed by Kings Mindoon Min and Thibaw as 
a General of Cavalry, and on the annexation of Upper 
Burma retired to Eangoon, where he died in 1893, leaving 
a son Charles de Facieu. The deFacieus are mentioned 
in the memoirs of Alexander Gardner under the name of 
De Fasheye. 

Delafosse, Henry, (c. 1702 -1845)— 

Grave at Ferozejpore, No. 461. — Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1810 as a Cadet of Artillery, and arrived in 
India in October of the same year. On the 3'^ February 
1812 he was posted to the 7^*^ Company Battalion, 
Foot Artillery (now the 36**^ Field Batte^^, Royal 
Artillery), which he joined in Java, and with which 
he served there and in the Eastern Islands generally 
for the three years, having been present with detach- 
ments of the company in the expeditions to Palimbang, 
in Sumatra, in 1812, to Sambas, in Borneo, in 1813, 
and to Boni, in Celebes, in 1814. He returned to 
Bengal with the company in the spring of 1815, and 
in the following year he was transferred to the 6*=^ 
Company 3^^ Battalion (now the 34*^ Field Batteiy, 
Boysd Artillery), which he joined at Oawnpore, and with 
it he served at the siege and capture of Hathras 
in 1817 and, in the Centre Division of the Grand Army, 
in the Mahratta Pindari Campaign of 1817-18. In 
May 1818 he was removed to the 6*^ Troop of Horse 
Artillery, which he joined at Agra. In 1820 he accom- 
panied the troop to Hoshangabad, and he served with 
there until towards the end of October in the same 
Tear when he was appointed Adjutant and Quarter 
Master of the Artillery of the Harbadda Field Force 
(subsequently styled the Nagpur Subsidiary Force, and 
later the Nagpur Division). In December 1820 he was 
removed to the rolls of the 6**^ Company 3*^ Battalion ; 
in August 1824 to those of the 7*^ Company 4*^ Batta- 
lion • and in September 1824 to tbose of the 4*^ Com- 
pany 2^4 Battalion ; but continuing in Lis stafE appoint- 
ment he never joined any of these. In January 1825 
he was posted to the 4tii Company 8^^ Battalion, and, 
reverting then to regimental duty, he joined it at Dum- 
Dum. On the reorgamsation of the Artillery taking 
place in the following July he was posted to the Com- 

5^^ Battalion, at Dum-Dum, and in the sucoeed- 
mg November he was appointed OfiEg. Brigade-Major 
of Artillery at that station ; this appointment he held 
until Ax^ 1826, and in the following June he went 
home on furlough. During his absence in Europe he 
was removed to the rolls of the 10*^ Company 6^^ Batta- 
lion, in September 1826, and to those of the 2^ Troop 
3*^ Brigade, Horse Artillery, in the succeeding Decem- 
ber and on his promotion to the rank of Captain being 
notified, he was posted, October 1827, to the 4**^ Company 
5tii Battalion. He returned to India in October 1828, 
and joined the last-mentioned company at Dum-Dum, 
but m the following Deoemher he was transferred to 
the 3^ Company 4*^ Battalion, at the same statLon. 3h 
May 1829 he was sent to the Upper Provinces in com- 
mand of a detadiment of Artillery drafts, and in the July 
following he was transferred to the I®* Company 6*^^ 
Battalion, of which he took command at Oawnpore, In 
Auffusb 1830 he was removed to the command of the 
li^ompany Battalion, with No. 9 Light Field 


Battery attached, wuicn he joined on its arrival ai 
Cawnpore in February 1831 and commanded until 
February 1835, when he was moved back to the Is* 
Company 6*^ Battalion, at the same station. In March 
1835 he proceeded with this company to Lucknow, 
at which place he served with it until the following 
November, when he was appointed to the command of 
the 3>^«i Troop 1®* Brigade, Horse Artillery (now the 
58*^ Field Battery, Eoyal Artillery). He joined this 
troop at Meerut, and proceeded with it to Muttra in 
December 1837, and to Kamal in November 1840. In 
November 1841 he proceeded on six months’ leave to 
Calcutta, but the troop having been ordered on service 
early in 1842, he hurried back, rejoined it at Ferozepore, 
and with it on the 13^^ March crossed the Sutlej en 
route to join the force under General Pollock at 
Peshawar. Having joined the General at Jalalabad in 
May 1842, he was appointed to the command of the 
whole of the Artillery of the force, and moving for- 
ward in August, he was present in the engagements 
at Mamu-Khel, Jagdalak, Tezin and Haft Kotal, at 
the re-occupation of Kabul, aud afterwards in vari- 
ous affairs during the return march to Peshawar 
(Medal, and created a Companion of the Order of the 
Bath). Shortly after his return from Afghanistan, 
January 1843, he was promoted to the rank of Major 
and was posted to the 2°<i Battalion of Foot Artillery, 
the head-quarters of which he joined at Karnal and, 
in the following November, accompanied to Ambala. 
In January 1844 he was transferred to the 3^^ Battalion, 
and joined its head-quarters at Dum-Dum. In October 

1844 he was appointed Principal Commissary of 
Ordnance, with the additional designation of “ Inspec- 
tor,” the new regulation then introduced making him the 
Inspector of all the magazines in the Bengal Presidency^ 
with his head-quarters at Allahabad. At the end of the 
same month he was transferred to the rolls of the 
Brigade of Horse Artillery, and he was re-posted to the 
same brigade when the general reorgaaiisation of July 

1845 took place. In the spring of 1845 he proceeded 
on departmental duty to Ferozepore, whence he after- 
wards went on to Bahawalpur ; and he was on his 
return from that place when he died in camp near 
Lakki-H-Dera, five marches from Ferozepore, on the 
3 rd October 1845. 

Note.— Major Delafosse was the father of the late MaJor-GFen- 
eral Henry George Delafosse, C.B., (born at Lncknow, 24!th April 
1835 ; died in Jersey, 9th I*ehniary 1904)), who, as a Lieutenant 
in the 53rd N. I., was one of the four survivors of the atrocious 
xnassacre at Sati-Chaura Ghdt, Cawnpore, on. the 27th June 
1857. 

Delamaln, John Weston, Oajptain (1827— 
1867 ). — Grave and inscription at Delhi, Nos. 90 onA 
162. — Son of Colonel John Delamain, O.B., Beng^ In- 
fantry. Bom at Agra on the 9**^ July 1827.^ — Entered the 
Bengal Ajrmy in 1^5. Arrived in- India in January 1846, 
and in the following March was posted to the 56*^ N. I., 
which he joined at Agra. Towards the end of the 
same year he accompanied the regiment to the Punjab, 
and served with it at Nurpur, Hajipur, Urmar Tanda, 
and other places in the Jullundur Doab, and in February 
1848 he proceeded with it to Ludbiana. In the autumn 
of 1848 he accompanied the regiment into the field with 
the Army of the Punjab, and was present with it at the 
passage of the Chenab, the action of Saddlapur and 
the battle of Ohilianwala, in the last of which he was 
dangerously wounded and obliged to undergo the ampu* 
tation of his left arm (Medal and clasp). In consequence 
of the severity of his wounds he was compelled to pro- 
ceed on leave to Simla, where he remained from Febru- 
ary 1849 to October 1850. He was then appointed to 
do duty with the Regiment of Kalat-i-Ghilzai at 
Fatehgarh, but in January 1851 this arrangement was 
cancelled at his own request, and he rejoined the 66*^ 
N. I. at Ambala. In July 1851 he was appointed Offg.. 
Adjutant of the regiment, and having been confirmed 
m the appointment at the end of the same month, he 
continu^ holding it for nearly five years. In tiie 



winter of 1854-56 lie accompanied the regiment to 
Barrackpore, whence it was called out in the summer 
of 1855 to aid in the suppression of the Santhal insur- 
rection, and he was present with it throughout the 
harassing operations which ensued, and which did not 
terminate entirely until the spring of the following 
year. In March 1856 he vacated the Adjutancy of 
the regiment in consequence of his promotion to the 
rank of Captain, but he continued acting in the appoint- 
ment until the month of May. He served with the 
56*^ in the Santhai districts until the end of 1856, when 
the corps was ordered up to Cawnpore, at which place 
he arrived with it in February 1857. In the following 
April he was nominated Offg. Brigade-Major at Cawn- 
pore, but he was then proceeding on leave, on urgent 
private afEairs, to Ambala and Simla, and did not take 
up the appointment. On the outbreak of the Mutiny 
he cancelled the remainder of his leave and accompanied 
the Delhi Field Force in its forward movement from 
Ambala, but he unfortunately fell in the first engagement 
with the mutineers and rebels, having, while acting as 
Orderly Officer to Brigadier Wilson, been killed in the 
action at Badli-ki- Serai on the 8*^ June 1857. 

de Lautour, Gideon Colquhounj Lieutenant 
(c. 1842— 1867).— (?ra^je at Bera Ismail Khan^ 

No, 1079.— Entered H. M.’s Indian Military Forces, 
Bengal, in 1860, as a Cadet of Infantry. Arrived 
in Inffia in February of the same year, and was 
cent up soon afterwards to Benares, to do duty with the 
77*^ Foot, with which he served there, and afterwards 
at Hazaribagh, until the end of 1861, when he was 
appointed to do duty with the 35*^ N. I., at Jhansi. 

At the end of December 1862 his services were placed 
at the disposal of the Govt, of Bengal, and in 
the following month he was appointed an Extra Assist- 
ant Commissioner in Manbhum. In May 1863 his 
services were replaced at the disposal of the Oommander- 
in-Ohief, and in the following month he was appointed 
to do duty with the 31®^ N. I, at Barrackpore. In July 
1863 he was appointed a paid Doing-Duty Officer in 
the 4*^ Punjab Infantry, and he joined that corps at 
Bannu. At the end of the same month he was nomi- 
nated a paid Doing-Duty Officer in the 43*^ N. I., but 
this was afterwards cancelled, and he remained with 
the 4 ^tp, I.J in which corps he was re-appointed a 
Doing-Duly Officer when the new organisation, as 
regards officers, was introduced into the Punjab 
Frontier Force in February 1864. In May 1864 he 
was appointed Quarter Master of the regiment, and 
in Februsoy 1865 he was appointed Officiating Ad- 
jutant, a position which he retained for ten 
months. In March 1865 ho accompanied the regi- 
ment to Kohat, and while serving there in the following 
September he was admitted into the Bengal Staff | 
Corps with effect frona June 1863. In February 1866 * 

he accompanied the regiment to Dera Ismail Khan, and « 
in the following July he was again appointed to officiate 
as Adjutant, This post he held until his death, which 
oocnired at Dera Ismail Elhan on the 14^^ August 
1867. 

Dely, William Alexander, Captain (1810— 
1857). — Grave at Belhi^ No. 112.— On the 6*^ Novem- 
l)er 1827 this officer was nominated in India to an 
Ensigncy in the 48^^ Foot, but on the appointment being 
confirmed by the War Office, the date of his commission 
was altered to the July 1828. He joined the regi- 
ment at Trichinopoly, and in the same year accompanied 
it to Bells^y. In 1829 he was appointed Aide-de-Oamp 
to Brigadier- General Blastings Fraser, and held that 
position until 1831, when he rejoined his regiment and 
afterwards accompanied it to Oannanore. In 1832 he 
was again appointed Aide-de-Camp to Major-General 
Fraser, and retained the post until the following year, 
when (having been promoted to the rank of Lieutenant 
dh the 21®* April 1883) he again ice joined the 48*^, 
with which, in ] 834, he served throughout the arduous 
campaign in Goorg. At the end of that year he went 


home with the regiment and was placed on half-payr 
On the 8*^ May 1835 he was brought back on full pay 
as Lieutenant in the 54*^ Foot, and returning to India 
he joined that regiment at Trichinopoly, and served with 
it there for three years. On the 28*^ December 1838 
he was transferred to the 21®* Foot, which he joined at 
Calcutta on its arrival from Australia in May 1839, and 
with that corps he served at various stations in the 
Bengal and Madras Presidencies for nearly nine 
years. On the 1®* August 1843 he was granted the 
brevet rank of Captain in India. On the 22^^ October 
1847 he was promoted to the rank of Captain in the 
61®* Foot, but intimation of this promotion not having 
been received in time, he accompanied the 21®* from 
Cawnpore to Calcutta to embark for Europe, and he did 
not actually join the 61®* until February 1848, when 
it was en route from Ambala to Jnllundur. He served 
with the 61®* in the field during the suppression of the 
disturbances in the Jullundnr Doab in the autumn of 
1848, and afterwards throughout the Punjab Campaign 
of 1848-49, including the passage of the Ohenab, the 
action of Sadulapur, the battles of Ohilianwala and 
Gujerat, and the pursuit of the Sikhs and Afghans to 
the Khaibar Pass (Medal and two clasps). After the 
termination of the war he was stationed with the 61®* 
at Peshawar, and in December 1849 he accompanied 
a detachment of the corps on the expedition into the 
Ynsaf zai country, in the course of which he took part 
in the capture and destruction of the insurgent villages 
of Sagao, Pali, Znrmandai and Sherkhana. In 1852 
he marched with the regiment to KasanH, in 1853 to 
Subathu, and towards the end of 1853 to Wazirabad- 
He was on duty at the Landour Convalescent Depot 
throughout the greater part of 1856, at the end of which 
he rejoined his regiment at Ferozepore. ^ He was on 
sick leave at Landour when the mutinies broke out 
in May 1857, but during the first days of July he 
joined the wing of his regiment then with the force 
before Delhi, and served with it during the siege and 
capture of that place and in the action of Najafgarh, 
On the termination of the siege he obtained leave 
to return to the hills, but before he could leave Delhi a 
fetal attack of cholera brought his career to a sudden 
end on the 1®* October 1857. 

de Morel, Alphonse Charles, Ensign (1827— 
1849). — 'Grave ani inscription on the battlefield of 
Ohilianwala^ Nos. 755 and 752. — Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1846. Arrived in India in December of the 
same year, and was sent np to Dinapore to do duty 
with the 57*^ N. I. In July 1847 he was posted to 
the 30*^ N. I., and he joined that regiment at Delhi. 
He was on leave at Calcutta from April to October 
1848, but on the regiment being warned for service 
and moved up to the Sutlej, he rejoined it, and served 
with it in the Punjab Campaign of 1848-49, including 
the passage of the Chenab and the battle of Chilianwala, 
in the lafter of which he feU, whilst in the act of spik- 
ing one of the enemy’s guns, — 13*^ Januaiy 1849. 

Note.— T his officer’s age Is mis-stated in the inscription on his 
grave (No. 755). 

Denniss, George Gladwin, Ueutenant-^Oolonel 
(1792— 1866). ’—Grave at Kasauli, No. 283,— 
The eldest son of Lieutenant-Colonel George Denniss 
of H. M.'s 43^ Foot. Born in 1792.— Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1808 as a Cadet of Artillery. 
Arrived in India in March 1809, and was posted 
shortly afterwards to the 3^ Company 2^ Battalion, 
Foot Artillery, which he joined at Dum-Dum, On 
die 22* July 1810 he was transferred to the 6*^ Com- 
pany 3* Battalion, which he joined at Allahabad, and 
with it he marched to Agra in 1812. On promo- 
tion to the rank of Lieutenant he was posted, June 
1814, to the 3* Company 3* Battalion, with which, 
towards the end of the same year, he left Allahabad 
en route to Dum-Dum, The Gurkha War having just 
then broken out, the company was halted at Benares, 
whence, in January 1816, he accompanied it to the 
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front, and lie served with it for some time in tlie field 
in the Division under the command of ^^lajor- General 
J. S. Wood; he was not, however, a tivoly 6ny;<igod in 
any of the operations, and on the teriniuaimn of the 
campaign he proceeded with the company to Chunar. 
On the renewal of the war edvly in the following year 
he again proceeded on service with his company, in 
the force commanded by Sir David Ochterlony, but, as 
before, the company took no actual part in the operations 
which ensued, and in the spring of 1816 it proceeded 
to its original destination, Dum-Dum. In November 
1818 he was transferred to the 6^^ Company 1®*^ Bat- 
talion, and accompanied it from Dum-Dum to Agra, bat 
he had scarcely arrived at that place when, in Feb- 
ruary 1819, he was removed to the 8^^ Company 4*^ 
Battalion, and ordered to join it at once at Lucknow, 
With this company, in 1819-20, he served at the 
reduction of several petty forts in Oudh. He proceeded 
with the company to Bareilly in 1820, and on its being 
■ordered to Ludhiana, he was removed, August 1822, to 
ihs 1®* Company 4*^^ Battalion, which he joined on its 
arrival at Bareilly. In January 1824 he went home on 
furlough, and during his absence from India he was 
removed, February 1824, to the 2^ Company 1®* 
Battalion; August 1824, to the 13*=^ Company 4*^ 
Battalion; and July 1825, to the 2*^ Company 6*^ 
Battalion. He returned to India in October 1826, and 
joined and took command of the last-mentioned com- 
pany at Duin-Dam; but in January 1827 he was 
■transferred to the 1®* Company 5*^ Battalion, at 
same station. He remained with this company until 
June 1828, when he was sent to the Upper Provinces 
in command of a detachment of artillerymen, and in 
the following month he was transferred to the 2^ Com- 
pany 4**^ Battalion, then at Saugor; this company he 
never joined, for on arrival at Cawnpore, with his 
detachment, at the end of September, he was appointed 
to do duty with the 2^ Battalion at that station, and 
at the end of the following month he was removed to 
the 2^ Company 2^ Battalion, which he joined at Oawn- 
pore, and with this, in November 1830, he proceeded 
to Meerut. He served there with the company until 
January- 1832, when he was transferred to the 3*^ Troop 
gd Brigade, Horse Artillery. He joined the troop at 
Dum-Dum, and in the winter of 1832-33 proceeded 
with to Meerut. From that station he went on 
flick leave to Mussoorie in April 1834, and he was con- 
tinuously absent until October 1836 ; ho then rejoined 
the troop at Cawnpore, whence, towards the end of 
1837, he accompanied it to Meerut. In September 
1838 he was removed to the 2^ Troop 3^ Brigade, but 
he did not join it, and in Febimary 1839 he went home 
on furlough. In the following May he was transferred 
to the rolls of the 3^ Company 4*^ Battalion, Foot 
Artillery, and in October to those of the 1®* Troop 3^ 
Brigade, Horse Artillery ; and on his promotion to the 
rank of Major being notified he was posted, February 
1840, to the 3^ Brigade, from which he was removed 
in February 1841 to the 3^ Battalion, and in the follow- 
ing month to the 6^*^ Battalion. He returned to India 
in August 1842, and joined the head-quarters 
of the 6*^ Battalion at Cawnpote. lii November 1843 
he was nominated to the command of the Artillery at 
Sukkar, in Sindh, but a fortnight later he' was directed 
to remain with the head-quarters of the 6*^ Ba-fctalion 
until further orders, and in December he accompanied 
the battalion into the field for the Gwalior Campaign, 

> and was present, in command of it, at the battle of 
Makarajpur (Bronze Star). In January 1844 ho was 
transferred to the 2^ Battalion, which, on the Army 
of Gwalior being broken up, he joined at Ambala. On 
attaining the rank of Lieutenant- Colonel he was posted, 
August 1844, to the 2^ Battalion, and hO' was re-posted 
to that battalion when the genersJ re-organisation of the 
Artillery took place in July 1845, but in the following 
month he was teansferred to the 4*^ Battalion, and was 
specially directed to remain and take command' of 
iwo companies thereof then at Ambala, instead of pro- 


ceeding to join the head-quaners of the battalion at 
Cawnpore. On ihc outbreak of the first Sikh War, in 
December in* 18 15, the head-quarters and another com- 
pany of the battalion having arrived at Ambala in the 
interval, he proceeded in command to join the Army oi 
the Sutlej, and on joining, on the 20'^, he was immedi- 
ately appointed Brigadier Commanding the Foo6 
Artillery. In that capacity he served throughout the 
romai nder of the C‘j,-!npaigu and was present and pro- 
minently engaged in the battles of Firozshahr and 
Sobraon (Medal and clasp, and created a Companion of 
the Order of the Bath) . On the termination of the war, 
in March 1846, he proceeded to Simla and Kasauli on 
sick leave, which was afterwards extended into the 
following year, and on the 3*^ July 1847, being ne 
longer capable of carrying on the active duties of his 
profession, he was transferred to the Invalid Establish- 
ment. In the following September he received per^ 
mission to reside at Simla or Kasauli. In Deaember 

1853, contemplating a visit to Europe, he proceeded 
to Calcutta on preparatory leave, but he afterwards 
changed his mind and returned to Kasauli in June 

1854. At that place, or in the vicinity, he continued 
residing until his death. He died at Kalka, at the foot 
of the hills, near Kasauli, on the 13*^ January 1856. 

d 0 Rh6-Philip3, Williarti, Assistdnt-Jvtdge-Ai* 
vooate-Qeneral (1807— 1874 ).— at Simla, 
No. 376. — The fifth and youngest son of Thomas 
Philipe, Esqr., titular Seigneur de Rh^, who was the re- 
presentative of an ancient Huguenot family of Aunis 
and Poitou, which took refuge in Scotland during the re* 
ligious persecutions which followed the Revocation of the 
Edict of Nantes in 1685, and which, during the succeed- 
ing century, migrated to Devonshire and afterwards to 
Berkshire, and eventually settled in London. Through, 
his mother he was nearly related to the family of Pox 
(the Lords Holland and the Earls of Hchester) and 
through his grandmother to the Mordaunts (Earls of 
Peterborough and ^ Monmouth) and to the ducal House 
of Gordon. Bom in London on'the 15*^ October 1807.—* 
Having served pme time as a Midshipman in the Royal 
Navy, he was induced to abandon the sea and begin 
reading for the bar. Before he could be “called,” 
however, a family^ quarrel led to a complete change in 
his plans ; labouring under a deep sense of injury, he 
determined to leave England, and under the impulse o£ 
the moment, he drove down to Westminster and, on the 
23^ June 1825, enlisted into the service of the East 
Indm Company. One of a body of three hundred 
recruits, he sailed from England on the 18**^ Januair 
1826 in the H. E. I. C.^s ship Thames (the officer cqia» 
man(ling the troops oa board being a son of the notori- 
ous Benedict Arnold, of malodorous memory in the 
American Revolutionary War), and landed at Fort 
William on the 16*^ May following. Having been 
selected for the Horse Artillery, he was sent up to 
Meerut, where, on the 3^ November 1826, he was posted 
to the 2*^ Troo]^ 3^ Brigade ( now the 57*^ Field Battery, 
Royal Artillery), with which he served for five years. 
In October 1831 on the recommendation of Colonel 
(afterwards Field-Marshal Sir George) Pollock, moved 
thereto 1^ his brother (afterwards Sir David Pollock; 
Chief Justice of Bombay), who was a friend of the 
family, he was appointed an Assistant in the Office of 
J udge-Advocate- (Jeneral, iu which he soon made his mark 
and being a man of superior ability and education au^ 
to a certain extent, a trained lawyer, he speedily won 
advancement, becoming, in December 1837, the head of 
the office,—^ position which he held for nearly 'twenfw- 
one years. Finally, in September 1858, he was 
appointed Assistant- Judge- Advocate-General of the 
Bengal Army, the appointment having been specially 
created for him as a mark of appreciation of the eminent 
services rendered by him in the Department to which he 
belonged. In these several positions, during a period of 
overforiy years, he accompanied the Oommander-in- 
Chief iu all his moYementa up and down and across the 
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country, from Calcutta to tlis Eniail)ar, and from the 
-wilds of Bundelkhand to the slopes of the Himalayas; 
-was frequently, especially in later years, left in charge 
of the Department at Army Head- Quarters; and was 
present with Army Head-Quarters, and often under 
fce, in four campaigns— in the Gwalior ( ampaign of 
1843-44, including the battle of Maharajpr; in 
"the Sutlej Campaign of 1845-46, including the 
battles of Mudki, JFirozshahr and Sobraon ; in the 
Punjab Campaign of 1848-49, including the 

operations at Ramnagar, the passage of the Ohenab, 
and the battles of OhHianwala and Gujerat ; and, 
^lly, in the campaign in Oudh in 1858, including 
"the siege and capture of Lucknow. During this last 
campaign he suffered so much in health that in the 
summer of 1858 he was obliged to take leave for two 
months and-a-half and make a voyage to sea, this being 
all the leave he had, except casual leave for a few days 
at a time, in a long service of more than forty-seven 
years, during which he had worked with unremitting 
energy and, departmentally, with conspicuous ability, 
winning the unreserved commendation of almost every 
Commander-in- Chief from Sir Jasper Hicolls to Lord 
ITapier of Magdala, and of almost every Governor- 
General and Viceroy, from Lord Metcalfe to Lord 
Lawrence. He retired from the service, at the age of 
axty-five, on the 8*^ October 1872,— the Nestor of the 
Judge- Advocate-General’s Department and of the Army 
Head-Quarters Staff,— and he died at Simla on the 
March 1874* / 

He was a prolific writer in the periodical press, 
and from 1834 to 1836 he was the coadjutor of Joachim 
Hayward Stocqueler (another ex-artilleryman) in the 
production of the India JTnitPd Service JouTiial^ 
in the pages of which many of his tales and sketches 
appeared, sudi as the Tales of an Invalid, Slaetche's of 
tn^Eills, Bamlles i/n the Lower Himalayas, Barrack 
Sketches, The First Two Years of a 8oldier*8> Life, 
Monuments and Monumental Inscriptions, Ac., besides 
'which he was a frequent conirihutor to the Oriental 
Magazine, the Orient Fearl, and many other now for- 
gotten publications, as well as to the newspapers 
of the. tipper Provinces (under the once well-known 
pseudonym of W hitb Subket ”) .

' ?91.— The third son of Oholmeley .Chw-les William, 
Bering, Esq., of Ayot St. Lawr^c^, Heris^ and' g!cand« 
aou of Sir Edward Dering, jBar>. (VlI),,of Surrejadfen- 
Bering, Kent, ’and of ', Sic William Walter • Tea, J5ar^, 
of Pyrland’ Hall, , Co. Somerset.,; Born on the 
August 18481 — Entered H, M.’s Service (from the 
Eoyal Mily. College) on’ the 8*^ January 1868 as an 
J3n»gn in the Battalion 25*^ Root (now styled ** The j 
Sin^sOwn Scottish Borderers”), which he joined at ' 
Glasgow, and v^th which, during the next three years, 
h6 served at Aldershot, Portsmouth and the Gosport 
Idris. On the 28*^ Juqe 1871 he was promoted to the 
itok of Lieutenant. In December 1871' he accom- 
janiedithe battalion to Ireland, where he served with it 
’(atBirr,the OurraghjKinsaleandButtevant) for near- 
ly four years. On the 14*^ April 1875 he was appointed 
Adjutant of the battalion, and in the foUqwing October 
lie embarked with the corps for India. Landing at 
,B<mibay in November he proceeded with the corps to 
IVzabad, "where he served with it until the end of 
1877, when, having been detailed for duty at the 
legimental dep&f, he resigned the Adjutancy and went 
home. On the 8^ Pebruary 1879 he was promoted to 
Gie rank, of Captain,' and having then been posted to 
“She 2*^ Battalion of the 1^*^, he joined it at Plymouth ;

to "Sie rfthk of Major on the 15*^ December 


1885. In February 1886 he proceeded with the 
battalion to Gibraltar, but he returned home with it in 
June, and served with it at Aldershot until the follow- 
ing September, when he was appointed Adjutant of 
the 2^ Volunteer Battalion of the Royal Fusiliers, 
an appointment which he held until September 1891. 
In November 1891 he was posted, as Major to the 1®* 
Battalion of the King’s Own Scottish Borderers, 
and joining that corps at Devonport, he served with it 
there until August 1892, when he was transferred to 
2^ Battalion, then in India. Having joined it at 
Mian Miv at the end of September, he served with this 
battalion there, and at Dalhousie and Rawal Pindi, 
until March 1 894, when he went home on six months’ 
leave. On the 10^^ September 1894 he was promoted 
to the rank of Lieutenant- Colonel, and was re-posted to 
the 2^ Battalion of the regiment, which, on the expiry 
of his leave, in that month, he rejoined at Kuldana, 
in the Murree Hills ; and he continued in command of 
this corps until his death. Early in November 1894 
he marched hack to Rawal Hndiwith the battalion, 
and at that place he died on the 2^ of the following 
month. 

Dick, James Abercromby, Captain (c. 1824-^ 
1859).— at Multan, --^see No, 881 j tablet at 8ial* 
Jcoi, No, 730.— -Entered H. M.’s Service on the 1®* Juno 
1841 as an Ensign in the 58*^ Foot, but he was trans- 
ferred the same day to the 43*^ Foot (Light Infantry), 
which he joined in Canada before the end of the year. 
In July 1845 he accompanied the regiment from 
Montreal to Halifax, in Nova Scotia, and on the 24*^ 
October following he was promoted to the rank of 
lieutenant. In April 1846 he returned home with tho 
regiment, with which he served at Dover, Portsmonth 
and Newport’ until March 1848, and afterwards in 
Ireland (Templemore^ Kilkenny, Dublin and Clonirlel) 
for three years-and-a-half. On the ^8^^ February 
1851 he was promoted to the rank of Captain, andih the 
following October te accompanied the regiment to 
South Africa, where he served with it in the Kaffir 
^ar from December l86l to June 1862. ,(M^dd)« 
On the 23^ November 1852 he exchanged tb half-pay 
of the Rifle Brigade, and he remained unemployed tmjbil 
March 1854, when he proceeded to India ih the 
‘ capacity of Aide-de-Camp tp Lord Harris, Governor of 
Madras. Oh the 7*^ July 1854 he exchanged to fbll 
pay in the 77*^ Foot, but he did not join that regi- 
rueit (then in’ Turkey), and on^ the Ofetober- 

' following he e^j^changed from it into the *62^ Foot 
(Ijii^t Infantry) He continued on the personal Sttff 
of Lord Harris’ for ne^ly two years, and did hot join the 
‘ ' 52® ’ (-ihen at Lucknow) uptil the spring.ot 1866: ' In 
to vdhter of 1856:57 he niarched •with the regimeht 
'’tq' Sialtot. In April 1857 he proceeded 
td to hills, and was unatie' to rejbin the regiment tuitil 
the autumn, when the operations against the mutiheera 
' and rebels at Delhi (in which the corps’ took pari) had 
terminated. In October 1857 he proceeded with the* 
rfej^mentto Julluhdur, and in March’ 1858 he returned 
' •Wfth it to Sialkot. At that station he continued serv- 
ing with the regiment until the summer of the follow- 
ing year, when, being in a bad^ state of health, he was 
granted leave to go home. He did hot, however, live to 
' embark, for, on' his way down to Bombay, he, died at 
'Multan on the 22® September 1859. 

Dick, Sir Robert Henry, 

General (1786-1846).-^ Grave and tablet at Ferozepore, 
Nos, 476 and 444. — The eldest son of 'Surgeon 

William Dick, of the* Bengal Medical Setrvice, and 
afterwards of Tullymet, Fer&shire. Bom at Calcutta 
on the 29^^ July 1 786, and baptised in the Chapel of the 
Old Fort on the 6*^ AugUstfoUbwing.— Entered H. M. 
Service on the 22® NbVemhbr 1800 es an Ensita in 
the Foot (now the 1®* Battalion, Gordon High- 
landers). Being at th^ time in ' the ccimiry with his 
father, who 'was then a Presidency Surgeon at Calcutta, 
his appointment wds ut first made directly by, and 
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announced in tlie General Orders of, tlie Oommander-in- 
Ckief in India, General Sir AJured Clarke, K.B. On 
the June 1802 he was promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant in the 62‘i Foot, then at Home. On the 
20tii December 1803 he was transferred to the 9“^ 
Battalion of Reserve, and from that on the 6^^ January 
1804 to the 42-^ Foot (The Royal Highlanders) . On the 
17tii April 1804 he was promoted to the rank of Captain 
in the 2^ Battalion 78*^^ Foot (Ross-shire Highlanders), 
with which in the following year he proceeded to 
Gibraltar, and thence, in May 1806, to Messina, in 
Sicily, Towards the end of the following month he 
accompanied the battalion on Sir John Stuart’s 
expedition to the mainland of Italy, and was present 
with it throughout the campaign in Calabria, including 
the landing at and action near St. Euphemia, the battle 
of Maida (in which he was wounded), and the siege 
and capture of Ootrone. At the end of August 1806 
he returned with the battalion to Sicily, and in March 
1807 he embarked with it on the expetoion to Egypt 
under Major- Genl. A. Mackenzie Fraser ; landing there 
on the 17*^ of that month, he took part in the capture 
of Alexandria, and in the attack on Rosetta, in which 
last he was so severely wounded that he was obliged 
to return to Sicily and eventually to England. On the 
24 th April 1808 he was promoted to the rank of Major 
on half -pay of Bradshaw’s Levy, a recruiting corps, 
from which on the 14*^ Jnly following he exchanged 
into the 42^ Royal BSghlanders. In June 1809 he 
embarked for the Peninsula with the 2^ Battalion of 
the 42^ , and landing at Lisbon in July, he served in 
.Portugal and Spain for three years-aud-a-half, in 
' 'the course of the first two of whifeh he commanded a 
battalion of light companies at the battle of Busaco, 

. during the retreat to the lines of Torres Vedras, in the 
finbsequent advance into Spain, including the action of 
'Foz d’Aronee, in wHoh he was wounded, and at 
the battle of Fuentes d'Onor. In January 1812 he 
commauded the 2^ Battalion of the 42^ at the siege 
and capture of Cindad Rodrigo, and he also commanded 
. it in covering the siege of Badajos in the following 
: .March and April, Shortly after the Ml of Badajos 
the 24 Battalion of the 42^ was ordered home, bnt 
having effected a transfer to the Is* Battalion (just 
arrived in Spain) he continued on service in' the 
Peninsula. He commanded' a battalion 6i light 
. companies at the battle of Salamanca and iii the j 
subsequent advance bh and occupation' of .Madrid, bht ® 
.'he sh<^ly.hftexwar&B rejoined his owh cfotpS, the ' 
Battalion of the 42^ and' wa» in Command of it ' in 
. the advance towards the north of Spainythe storming of 
‘ Fort St., Midhael^'the abortive siege of Bu^os, and me - 
anbseqnem retreartltQth^ frontiers of Poiiug^^^ On the 
, 8^. Oot6bet:iai2, in recognition of his services during ‘the 
campaignof that year,' he was promoted to th’e 'bre'vet 
‘rank of Lieutenant-Colonel. In Jahtiary‘1818 he went 
, home on short leave, intending to return ik time for 
wtheuext campaign, but while at home he was trans- 
ferred to the Batt^dnof.fhe'42i' 2ihd‘'detsdiied in 
^ ‘Scotland, and his Penihsolar' services were thus brought 
to an untimely end. . For these teirvieeS and as Having 
comnoLanded a battalion in the battles’ ' "of Busab^ 
Fuentes d’Onor and Salamanca, he received the gold' war 
medal with two clasps. . The 2<i Battalion of the 42^ 
having been disbanded after the peace of 1814, he was 
transferred back to the 1 Battalion, which he joined 
at Cork, in Ireland, and with it, in the spring of 
. 1815, on the return of Hapoleon from Elba, he pro- 
ceeded on service to Belgium. He was present with 
the 42^ in the sanguinary battle of Qnatre Bras on the 
16*^ June, and, on the fall' of his Colonel, Sir Robert 
. Maoara, succeeded to the command of the regimeht in 
the heat of the engs^gement; but’tdiiletiilO'brittle was 
yet raging he was himself so sevdrely wOunded ti^at he 
was unable to take any farther in the campaign, 
and he thus lo3t the honour of commanding the 42^ in 
the tremendous conflict at Waterloo' two days later. 
Consequent on the death of Sir Robert 'Macara he 
became Ideutenant-Colonel of the ' regiment, his 


commission being dated the 13^^ June 1815, in com- 
memoration of the greau battle ; and in recognition of 
his services dunng the campaign he received the 
Waterloo Medal, and was created a Oompanion of the 
Order of the Bath. Subsequent to the termination of 
the campaign he held command of the 42^^ Highlanders 
(in France, in the United Kingdom, and at Gibraltar) 
for more than thirteen years, and daring this period 
he was, on being appointed Aide-de-Camp to the King, 
promoted to the rank of Colonel in the Army from the 
27«^ May 1825. In November 1828 he exchanged from 
the 42^ Highlanders to half-pay unattached. On the 
21st September 1831 the honour of Knighthood was 
conferred upon him by the King, and in the following 
year he was appointed a Knight Companion of the 
Royal Hanoverian Guelphic Order. He remained on 
the half-pay unattached list until the 10*^ January 1837, 
when he was promoted to the rank of Major- General. 
In July 1838 he was appointed^ a Knight Commander 
of the Order of the Bath. In the same year he was 
nominated to the staff of the Army in Madras, and 
having arrived in India in the following December, he 
was appointed to the command of the Centre Division 
of the Madras Army. In January 1841, in consequence 
of the death of Sir Samuel Ford Whittingharc, he, as 
the next senior divisional commander, succeeded to 
the chief command in Madras under the designation of 
Provincial Commander-in Chief, and he held that posi- 
tion for more than eighteen months. On the arrival 
at|Madras of the Marquess of Tweeddale, as Governor 
and , Oominander-in-Ohief, he was transferred, 30*^ 
September 1842, to the staff in Beng^, and appointed 
to the command of the Meerut Division. In October 
1843 he was epeoiany appointed to^ the command of 
the whole of the troops in the Sirhind and Meerut 
Divisions, with his head-quarters at Ferozepore, and he 
was thus placed in a position of great impoitahce apd 
of peculiar responsibility, in view of the anarchy which 
at that time prevailed in the Punjab, and of the mutihbua 
spirit evinced by the native troops passingthrough fibe 
command undsr orders for garrison duty in Sindh. 

, His measures for dealing 'with tHe''misconduct of these 
. troops did not, however, meet ivith the approval of tiie 
. ‘ Governor- General, Lord Ellenborough, who, on the 8*^^ 

^ March 1844, summarily removed him to the Cdmihand 
of the Ecesidency Divroion. This command he never 
joined, he having proceeded on leav6 pentog a reply- to* 
an appeal to the Horse Guards, involving his lesigna- 
tioH rf his position on the staff of the Army in India. 
In October of the same year (Lord Ellenborough having- 
in the meantime- been recalled, and Sir Kobert’s. 
' resignation not baVihg been accepted at the Horse 
Guards), he', was hppoiated to the command of the 
Cawnpore Division. On, the 10*^ ‘ June 1845 “ the 
Colonelcy ofthe 73^^ Foot was conferred iipcm h^. 
He continued in command of the Oawnporsf Diviiiion 
until December 1845, when,' on ’.the outbreak 6f'’'the 

• first Sikh War, he was directed to proceed without 
delay and join , the Army of the' 'Sutlej. ’ Ou the Is* 

^ Jtouary;1846 he was appointed to* the e<Cminand' of 
' IJhiyd , Division Of that 'Army, vacant in ootese‘qiieiice*^of 
the fall of „,Si 3 » John MoCaskill at the battle of Mudki, 
and he assumed command of, it on arrhral'in caxhp' a'few 
days later. ' On the 10*^1 February 1846' he led the 
Third Division ih the assault of the Sikh position ‘at 
Sobraon, and towards the close of the engagement, after 
the Sikh entrenchments had been forced and most ' "of 
the batteries carried, whilst heroically cheering on "'liis 
men, he was struck in the side by a grape sh(^ and fell 
'inortally wounddd.’ He was carried off the field, and 

* expired in his tent at six o’clock in the evening of the 
same day, seven hours after receiving his wound. 

Kote I.— The year of this officer’s birth is mis-stated in the 
inscription on his tomb. The Baptismal Begister deposited in 
St. John’s Chnrch, Calcutta, shows that he was baptised on the 
6th Aixgnst 1786. 

' STote II.— In the notes on the tablet to this officer’s memory in 
Stv George’s Cathedral, Madras (see Inscriptions on Tombs or 
WroMmenU in Mad^^as, pe^e'18), it is stated that ** for his gaiUan* 
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try at "Waterloo, Dick was made Lieutenant-Colonel of tl\e 42^ Higli- 
landers, and liis appointment was ordered to date from the day of 
the battle’\ This is altogether incorrect, for he was not present at 
the battle of Waterloo, nor was he made Lieutenant-Colonel of 
the 42d “ for his gallantry having been badly wounded at the 
battle of Quatre Bras, he was carried to the rear, and when 
Waterloo was fought he was lying ill in bed at Brussels ; and he ' 
succeeded to the Lieutenant-Colonelcy of the 42d m quite ordinary 
course, in consequence of the fall of his Commanding Officer, 
Colonel Sir Robert Macara, K.C B. The error regarding Water- 
loo appears also on tlie Ferozepore monument. 

Dicken, William Stephens, Depy, Inspector‘ 
General of Hospitals (1804 —1861),- Grave at Sialhot, 
JV’o. 719.— Entered the Bengal Army, in the Medical 
Dept,, in 1828. Arrived in India in November 1829, 
and in the following month was appointed to do duty 
with H. M.*s 16‘^ Foot in Fort William. Dniing the 
period from April to June 1830 he was twice ordered np 
•to Cawnpore, but was unable to go on account of illness, 
and eventually in July 1830 he was obliged to proceed 
to Europe on furlough. During his absence from India, 
in 1833, he was posted in succession to the 54^^, the 35^^ 
and the 1 N. I., and he stood posted to the last when 
he returned to Bengal in December 1833; he did not, 
however, join that corps, then at Fatehgarh, and on the 
3*^ of the following month he was appointed Civil Sur- 
geon of Balasore. In August 1834 he was appointed 
Civil Surgeon of Cuttack, but in the following month 
tiiis appointment was cancelled at his own request, and 
he remained at Balasore, where he continued serving for 
the next twelve years. In November 1841 he was a]^- 
pointed Asst. Salt Agent at Balasore, in addition to his 
duties as Civil Snrgeon, and he continued holding both 
appointments until September 1846, when, having at- 
tained the rank of Surgeon in the preceding March, his 
fiervices were replaced at the disposal of the Oommander- 
in-Chief, and he was posted to the 61 ® N, I. at 
Eerozepore. Before he could join, however, he was 
transferred, October 1846, to the 14^^ N. I., and in 
the following month to the 61®* N. I., which he joined 
on its arrival at Barrackpore in January 1847, He 
continued with this regiment until June 1848, when 
he was appointed Offg. Civil Surgeon of Patna. In 
July 1848 he was transferred to the 23^ N, I., but he 
continued officiating as Civil Surgeon of Patna until 
June 1849, when he was made permanent in the ap- 
pointment with efiect from the 20* November preceding. 
In tMs post (to which the appointments of Post Master, 
Eegistrar of Deeds- and Marriage Registrar were after- 
wards added) he continued untU November 1867, when 
his services were, at his own request, replaced at the dis- 
posal of the Commander-in- Chief, In the following 
month he was appointed to do duty with the Gurkha 

a s lent by the Nepal Darbar to aid in the suppression 
3 mutiny and rebellion, and with them he was pre- 
sent at the re-capture of Gorakhpur. lu February 1858 
he was appointed senior Field Surgeon with the Gurkha 
Army^ under the Maharaja Jang Bahadur, and in that 
capacity he took part iu the siege and capture of 
Lucknow (Medal and clasp). On the return of the 
Gurkha troops to Nepal he was appointed, June 1858, 
to the medical charge of the faithful remnant of the 
60* N. L at Benares. In July 1858 he was appointed 
a Superintending Surgeon, and in the following month 
he was posted to the Sialkot Circle. In this appoint- 
ment (the designation of which was changed in 1860 to 
“Depy. Inspector- Genl of Hospitals”) he continued 
until his death, which occurred at Sialkot on the 14* 
December 1861. 

iN'oTS.-— Doctor Dickea was married at Plymouth, iu May 1833, 

' to Catherine Lamb, the youngest daughter of Captain Joseph Lamb 
Popham, K.N„ and niece of Rear-Admiral Sir Home Riggs 
Popham, K.C B., who wore cadets of the Pophama of Littlecote, 
Co, "Wilts. His eldest daughter, Catherine Henrietta, was married, 
atBankipur, on the 25* October 1855, to Lord Henry Dlick 
Browne, Bengal Civil Service, and became Marchioness of Sligo in 
1903. 

Dickins, Thomas Eden, First- Lieutenant flSSl— 
^57).< — Grave <md tablet at JDelhij Nos, 101 and 162.— 
Boipi on the 11* November 1831.— Entered the Bengal 


Army in 1850. Arrived in India in Juno 1851, and in the 
following DecQmb9r was posted to the 4* Company 3<* 
Battalion, Foot Ariillery, v/hich he joined at Ferozepore 
in the spring of 1852. In November 1853 he marched 
with the company to Multan, and in March and April 
1854 he officiated as Adjutant of the Multan Division of 
Artillery. In 1855 he joined the Thomason College at 
Roorkee, and he continued studying there until the 
autumn of the following year. On being promoted to 
the rank of First- Lieutenant he was re-posted, October 
1856, to the 4* Company 3d Battalion, and in the same 
month, his services having previously been placed at 
the disposal of the Government of N.-W. Provinces, 
he was appointed to officiate as Depy Superintendent 
of the Roorkee Workshops. He was still in this situa- 
tion when the Mutinies broke out, but he was shortly 
afterwards ordered down to Delhi, where he served at the 
siege until the 20* July : on that date he was dangerous- 
ly wounded in the head whilst serving in the batteries, 
and he died in consequence a week later, — 27* July 1857- 
Dickson William, Lieutenant- Colonel (1779— 

1828).y-ffmue at Karnaly No> 176.— Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1799 as a Cadet of Infantry. Arrived in India 
in January 1801, and in the following April was trans- 
ferred to the Cavalry branch of the service, with rank 
as Cornet from the 12* of that month. On the 7* May 
following he was posted to the 6* Native Cavalry, which 
he joined at Cawnpore iu the succeeding October, In 
October 1802 he accompanied the regiment to the 
Cavalry Camp of Exercise at Kanauj, the first ever held 
in India, whence he marched with it in the following 
December to join the force before the fort of Sasni. Ha 
served with it at the siege and reduction of that place, 
as well as at that of the fort of Bijaigarh. On the 
fall of Bijaigarh he proceeded with the regiment against 
the fort of Kachaura, at the investment of which, 8*^ 
March 1803, he was severely wounded. He aftewards ac- 
companied the force to Thettia, on the surrender of which 
place he marched with his regiment to the cantonment 
of Chandausi. On the outbreak of the Mahratta W“ap in 
the autumn of 1803, he proceeded with his regiment to 
join the Army under Lord Lake, but he was unfortunate- 
ly not in time for the battle of Patparganj and the 
occupation of Delhi ; he was, however, present with it 
in the subsequent movement on Agra, at the siege and 
surrender of that place, and in the great battle of 
Laswari, in which he commanded the galloper guns at- 
tached to the regiment, greatly distinguished himself, 

I and was again wounded. He continued in the field 
with Lord Lake’s Army, taking part in all its movements, 
until it was broken up at Agra iu June 1804, when he 
returned with the regiment to Chaudausi ; but the corps 
had scarcely reached its destination when it was again 
called into the field, in consequence of the disaster which 
had befallen Colonel Monson’s detachment and the ad- 
vance of Holkar towards the Company’s territories. He 
accompanied the 6* N. 0. to Agra, and served with it dur- 
ing the greater part of the ensuing campaign, including 
the relief of Delhi and of Shamli, the pursuit of Holkar, 
the rout of that chieftain at the battle of Farakhabad and 
his expulsion from the Doab, the siege and capture oE 
Dig, and the siege of Bharatpur up to the 6* February 
1805, ou which date, being greatly broken in health, he 
proceeded on leave to Calcutta. In May 1806 he went 
home on furlough, and he was absent from In^a during 
the next three years and-a-half . He returned in October 
1808, but did not immediately rejoin his regiment, then 
at Meerut, and in February 1809 he was appointed As- 
sistant to the Superintendent of the Pusa Stud. He 
continued in this employment until July 1811, when he 
rejoined his regiment at Partabgarh, in Oudh. He after- 
wards served with the corps at Benares from 1812 to 
,1814i, and in Bundelkhand from 1814 to 1816, In 
January 1816 he was appointed Suh-Assistant ^ Superin*- 
teudent of tho Pusa Stud, a post which he retained until 
November 1819, when ill-health compelled him to pro- 
ceed on leave to sea and to the Cape Colony, After an 
absence of two years and-a-haJf he rejoined his regiment 



at Wxow mMay 1822, from whicli place lie accompany 
ed iir to Kaita, in Sundelkhand, at the end of 1S23. In 
September 1824* he was suspended from the service pend* 
ing the orders of the Court of Directors, for having 
submitted two intemperate and insubordinate memorials 
relative to the supposed injurious effect, on himself and 
other officers of the Cavalry, of the re'Organisaticn 
carried out in the precediug hlay, under which he had 
Ibecome a supernumerary. In the following December he 
was allowed to go home on furlough, and during his 
absence, though he was still under suspension, he was 
brought bach on the' established strength of the Cavalry, 
and on an increase to that branch of the service taking 
place in May 1S25, he was promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant- Colonel, and, in the following July, posted 
to the 7^*^ Light Cavalry. Having expressed regret and 
contrition, and it being judged that ho “ fell into en*or 
more from want of judgment than from a spirit of insub- 
ordination,” the Court of Directors authorised the remo- 
val of the suspension under which he had been placed, and 
he- was accordingly restored to the service without pre- 
judice to his rank in December 1825. He returned to 
India in October 1826, and on the 4**^ of the succeeding 
month he was transferred from the 7‘^ to the 10*^ Light 
Cavalry, which he joined at Meerut'. In June 1827 he 
was re-transferred to the 7^^ Light Cavalry, and 
joined that regiment at Karnal. He died at that place 
on the July 1828. 

DllkeSs William Charles, Lieutenant (c. 1825—^ 
1849 ).— at Peshmvar : see No,^ 932.— Entered 
H. M Service on th0'27‘^ May 1842 as an Ensign in' 
the 3^ Foot (The Buffs), and in the follo’vving July pro-, 
ceeded to India for the purpose of joining that regiment. 
Before he arrived, however, he was transfriTed, 25^^ Octo-% 
ber 1842, to the 21st Foot, as a Second- Lieutenant, and 
on arriving at Calcutta, in November 1842, he proceeded

— Grave at Mtirree^ No. 814.— *Son of Joseph 
Alexander Dorin, Esqr., of the Bengal Civil. Service, 
sometiipae Member of the Supreme , Council. Bom at 
Calcutta on the 26*^ September 1824.— Entered th© 
Bengal Army in 1841. Arrived in India in April of 
the same year, and at Etawah joined the.H*^ N. L, . f© 
whiph, in anticipation of his arrival? he had been posted, 
on the 1®* of that .month. In the following October , h© 
was fransf erred, at his own request, to the 17**^ N. L, 
a]^ haviug joined that regiment at Meerut, . he aocom?- 
pauied it to ‘Dinapore at the end of ^theyear,.and.th6nca. 
toMidnaporeinPetober 1842. In the following De- 
cember, 'pn the re-formation of the 27*^^ N. I., after it©, 
di^sters in Afghanistan, he was transferred to that 
regiment, joined it at Meerut shortly afterwards, and in 
June 1843 proceeded with it to Movadabad. At th© 
end of February 1845 he was appointed to the Com- 
missariat Department as a Sub-Asst. Commissary- 
General, and having been posted to Agra, he served at.

Dougal, Thomas Ballard, Zimtenant (1832— 
1863).— 6?rai;e at Nowsliera^ No. 997.— The yoimger 
son of John Dougal, Esqr., of Ratho, Mid-Lothian, and 
Crlenfemess, Co. Moray. Born on the25*^ July 1832.— 
Intered the Bengal Army in 1852, and arrived in India 
on the 19*^ December of the same year. ^ On the 17*^ 
of the preceding month he had, in anticipation of his 
arrival, been posted to the 47*^ U. I., then at Jhelum ; 
Jie, however, never joined this regiment, for, desiring 
a transfer, he obtained leave to remain at Calcutta until 
liifl application could receive attention, and in January 
1853 he was removed, at his own request, to the 33^^ N, 
I,, which, in the following month, he joined at Barrack- 
pore. In the winter of 1854-55 he accompanied the 
regiment to Delhi, where he served with it until the 
end of the succeeding September. He then obtained 
leave to proceed to Calcutta preparatory to applying 
for furlough to Europe ou urgent private affairs, but 
liaving learnt on arrival at the Presidency that his 
friends had obtained for him a commission in the Royal 
Service and that he had, on the 14th September pre- 
ceding, been appointed an Ensign in the 79*^ Eoot (the 
Cameron Highlanders), he forthwith (8*^ November 
1855) resigned the service of the East India Company 
and went home. On arrival he joined the depot of the 
at Aberdeen, and served with it there until 
the return of the regiment from the Crimea in the sum- 
aner of 1856. He subsequently served with the coips 
at Canterbury, Shomeliffe and Dublin, and in August 
1857 he embarked with it for Bengal. Landing at 
Calcutta in November, he soon afterwards accompanied 
the regiment to the Upper Provinces, where he served 
with it throughout the campaign of 1858-59 against 
the rebels and mutineers, including the siege and capture 
cf Lucknow, the attack on Ruiya, the action of Aliganj, 
the battle of Bareilly, the relief of Shahjahanpur, the 
capture of Mahomdi, the storming of Rampur Kasaia, 
and the final operations beyond the Ghagra (Medal and 
ctesp). On the conclusion of the campaign he accom- 
panied the regiment to Mian Mir, and, while serving 
»t that station, he waH"prcmotedtthheTran]r^f Lieut- 
enant on the 9*^ September 1859. In January 1861 he 
proceeded with the regiment to Perozepore, whence in 
Ihe spring of 1862 he marched with it to Nowshera, 
snd in November of tbe same year to Peshawar. On 
the expedition against the Hindustani fanatics of Sxtana 
amd tbeir alUes being undertaken in October 1863, he 
Tolunteered Ms services, and on the 1®* November he 
was attached to the 71®^ Eoot (the Highland Li^ht In- 
fentry), with which he served during the operations in 
4he Ambela Pass up to the 6*^ of that month. On that 
day he was, with a detachment under the command of 
Major Harding, employed in covering the working 
parties engaged in constructing a road towards the 
Tillage of Ambela, and here, late in the afternoon after 
a day ci ceaseless confiict, he fell in resisting a. 
^rious attack made by the tribesmen on the working 
parties and the detachment. 

Douglas, Adam, Zieutemnt (1788—1812).— 
(irave at Karml, No, 170.— Entered the Bengal Army 
in 1803. Arrived in India in December 1804, and was 
granted rank as Ensign from the 17^^ September pre- 
ceding, and as Lieutenant from the 21®^ of the same 
month. Ou the 14^^ Apdl 1805 he was posted to the 
Battalion N. I., with which he served at Oawn- 
pore from 1805 to 1807, at Agra from 1807 to 1809, 
and at Delhi and Rewari from 1809 to 1811. In 1811 
lie ptooeeded with the battalion to Ramal, and he died 
nit that place on the 7^^ August 1812. 

Dbu^aSk Archibald Philip, Oapfatn (1832—1863). 
Oravb at KasauU^ No* 289.— Entered H. M.’s Service on 
tti 12*^ April 18S0 as an Ensign in the 16^^ Foot, 
that reghfiyent in the Ionian Islands, and served

it to Jamaica. On the 14*^ September 1852 he was pro- 
moted to the rank of Lieutenant. At the end of 1854. 
he accompanied the regiment to Nova Scotia, and while 
serving there, on the 9^*^ February 1855, he was appoint- 
ed Adjutant of^the corps. In July 1855, he proceeded, 
with the regiment to Canada, and there in March 1867 
he resigned the Adjutancy. In the following June he 
returned home with the regiment, with which he 
served in Dublin until December, and afterwards at 
the Curragh until the spring of the following year. On 
a second battalion being added to the regiment, he was 
promoted, 26^^ February 1858, to the rank of Captain 
and posted to it, and he served with this battalion at 
Armagh and afterwards at Newry until the end of the 
year. On the 17*^ December lfci68 he exchanged into 
the 4*^ Light Dragoons, with which he served at 
Birmingham, Manchester and Dublin. On the 18^*^ 
December 1860 he exchangjed into the 7*^*^ Dragoon 
Guards, and proceeding to India he joined that regiment 
at Sialkot early in lb61. Towards the end of the fol- 
lowing year he accompanied the corps to Ambala. In 
the spring of 1863 he went up to Kasauli on leave, and 
he died at that place on the 5*^ September following, 

Douglas, Charles, Major (1800— 1847)— Grawe 
at Amhala, No. 212.— The eldest son of General Sir 
Howard Douglas, JBart* (HI), G.O.B., G.O.M.G.,, 
Colonel of the 15*^ Foot, and grandson of Captain Sir 
Charles Dougjlas, Bart. (I), Royal Navy, who was 
created a baronet for his eminent services in forcing 
the passage of the St. Lawrence and relieving Quebec 
in 1776, and who was afterwards Rodney's Flag-Captain 
in the great battle with the Count de Grasse, off 
Dominica, in the West Indies, on the 12^*^ April 1782* 
Bom in 1800.— Entered H. M.'s Seiwice on the 19*^ May 
1814 as an Ensign (afterwards Ensign and Lieutenant) in 
the 1®* Battalion Foot Guards (now the Scots Guards), 
With this corps he served in various parts of the 
United Kingdom until September lb23, when he was 
appointed Aide-de-Camy to the Commander of the* 
Forces in North America. On the 16^^ June 1825 ho 
was' promoted to the rank of Lieutenant and Captain, 
and posted to the 2^^ Battalion of the 3^ Foot Guards, 
but he was afterwards re-transferred to the Batta- 
lion, which he rejoined in London, in May 1831, on Ms 
retnm from North America, where, during a period of 
nearly eight years, he had seiwed as Aide-de Oamp to 
three successive Commanders of the Forces,— the Earl of 
Dalhonsie, Sir James Kempt, and Lord Aylmer, On 
the 12*^ July 1831 he exchanged, as a Captain, into 
the 9*^ Foot, which he joined at Limerick, and with 
which he afterwards served at Fermoy and Cork. In 
Janui^ 1883 he sailed mth the regiment for the 
Mauritius ; he arrived there in the following April, and 
continued serving there for nearly two years and-a-half • 
Towards the end of 1835 he accompanied the regiment 
to Bengal, and landing at Calcutta in November, he* 

S peeded with the corps to Chinsura in January 1836. 

th 28*^ June 1838 he was promoted to the rank of 
Major by brevet, and at the end of that year he accom-* 
panied the re^ment to Hazaribagh. In August 1839 
he was appointed Brigade-Major to H. M.^s Troops, 
Fort William, a situation wMch he retained for morO' 
than six years, vacating it only in consequence of his- 
promotion, on the 19^ December 1845, to the regimental 
rank of Major. His regiment was then in the field with- 
the Army of the Sutlej, but, having been detained at the 
Fresidency to settle his accounts, he was unable to reach' 
the scene of operations in time to take any part in 
the campaign. On the termination of the war heac*- 
companied the regiment to Meerut, and thence, at the end ^ 
of 1846, he proceeded with it to IWnapore. The 9^ 
having been ordered to return home, he exchanged, on: 
the January 1847, into the 61*^ Foot whmh he.* 
joined soon afterwards at Ambalai and at that place he ' 
died on the 30*^ July feUo’irizijg.

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Douglas, Charles Robert George, lAeutenant 
Md Brevet Ga^tain (e, 1824*-*1857).— See Nos* 149 and 
157.— ‘Entered the Bengal Army in 1841. Arrived in 
India in September of same year, and in the follow- 
ing month was sent np to Dinapore to do duty with 
the 32* N. L In November 1841 he was posted to 
the N. I., and having joined that regiment at 
Barrackpore, he in May and June 1842 officiated as 
Adjutant. In September 1842 he was transferred to 
the 32* N, I., which he joined at Dinapore, and with 
it he proceeded to Jubbulpore in 1844, and to 
Keemnch in the following year. Prom September 1846 
to March 1847 he acted as Interpreter to the 14*^^ Light 
Dragoons at Ambala. He then went on leave to Simla, 
and in August 1847 he was appointed acting Inter- 
preter to the 2* European Regiment at Subathu. In 
the following October he was appointed Interpreter and 
Quarter Master to his own regiment, which he then 
rejoined at Lahore. In Pebruary 1848 he resigned this 
appointment and went home on furlough, and he was 
absent from India until December 1850. In January 
1851, his own regiment being then in the Punjab, he was 
appointed Offg. Interpreter and Quarter Master to the 
54 th I. at Barractpore, which appointment he held 
until near the end of the following month. Prom 
Pebruary 1851 to the end of the following November he 
officiated as Second Asst. Mily. Auditor- General. He 
then rejoined his regiment at Wazirabad, but towards 
the end of Pebruary 1852 his services were placed at the 
disposal of the Govt, of the N,-W. Provinces, by whom 
in the following month he was appointed Commandant 
of the Delhi Palace Guards and Asst. Agent to the 
Lieutenant-Governor at Delhi. Except that he was 
absent on leave from April to October 1856, he con- 
tinued in this appointment until the outbreak of the 
Mutiny on the 11*^ May 1857, when he perished in the 
massacre which took place within the Palace. 

Note.— C aptain (then Lieutenant) Douglas married;, on the 
13th August 1850, Louisa, the only daughter of Sir George Best 
Bohinson, Barf, {II), of Batts House, Co. Somerset.— This lady 
married, secondly, on the January 1863, the Eevd. John 
f rideaus; Lightfoot> D* D., Bector of E:&eter College, O^cford. 

Douglas, James Mainwaring, Maior (1840— 
JBSl%-^Graveat KasauU,No, 293.— Born at Lankbeare 
House, Tallaton, near Ottery St. Mary, Co. Devon, on 
the 8^*» February 1840.— Entered H. M.’s Service on the 
22®* June 1859 as a Lieutenant in the Royal Artil- 
lery. Having been posted shortly afterwards to No. 7 
Battery, 11**^ Brigade, he came out to India and joined 
it at Peshawar in the spring of 1860. Early in 1862 he 
accompanied the battery to Amritsar, whence at the end 
of the year he proceeded with it (its designation altered 
to ** D Battery, ll^*^ Brigade) to Bareilly. In Septem- 
ber 1864 he went home on leave, and on his returh to 
India in the autumn of 1866 he rejoined the battery at 
Agia. lu the following year he was appointed Adjutant 
of the Royal Artillery at Agm, and he held the appoint- 
ment until he went home with his battery at the end of 
the year. He continued serving with D — 11*^,— at first 
at Shomclifie and afterwards at Woolwich,— until Peb- 
ruary 1871, when he was transferred to “ H ” Battery, 
« B Brigade, Royal Horse Artillery, stationed at 
Birmingham. On the 2®* December 1871 he was 
promoted to the rank of Captain and posted to No. 4 
Company, 6*^^ Brigade, at Aden, but on the 1« April 
following he was transferred to the 7^ Brigade and 
appointed Adjutant thereof. In this situation he served, 
at Portsmouth and afterwards at Halifax, until April 
1877, when he was transferred to “ B ” Battery, 
Brigade, then in India, and immediately afterwards to 
a iSbtteiy of the 3>^* Brigade serving in Ireland. In 
August 1877 he was removed to thd Horse , Artillery, 
and having been posted to "I'' Battery, **A” i^rig^de, he 
proceeded to India and joinedit atRawal Pmffim.the 
spring of 1878. In October of the same year he pro- 
ceeded with the battery to Peshawar, where he remained 

it diinpg the wliele oi tiic first phase of the 


Afghan War, moving with it to Nowshera in May 1879. 
On the 15* July 1879 he was promoted to the rank of 
Major, and having been posted soon afterwards to No. II 
Battei^, 9* Brigade, he joined it at Landi Kotal in 
September. In command of this, equipped as a 
Mountain Battery, he served throughout the second 
phase of the Afghan War in 1879*80, at first on the 
Rhaibar line and afterwards in the more important 
operations necessitated by the disaster at Maiwand, 
including the celebrated march from Kabul to Kanda- 
har, the reconnaissance of the 31®* August, and the 
battle of Mazra (Kandahar) on the 1®* September 1880 
(Medal and clasp, and bronze decoration) . He subsequent- 
ly commanded the battery in the punitive expedition 
against the Marris in October and November 1880. 
Immediately after the termination of these operations 
he was sent up, with his battery, to Jntogh, where he 
died two montiis later, ou the 12* Pebruary 1881. 

Down, Cecil Paton, Captain (1867—1902),— 
Grave and tablet at Nos, 1070 and 1078.— 

Son of the Revd. Charles John Down, of Corffe, near 
Barnstaple, Co. Devon. Born at Hemington, near 
Prome, Co. Somerset, on the 2®* September 1867. —En- 
tered H. M.’s Service (from the Royal Mily. College) on 
the 22®* August 1888 as a Second-Lieutenant in the 2®* 
Battalion Wiltshire Regiment (the 99* Foot), which 
he joined at Ambala early in the following November, 
and with which he proceeded to Subathn in March 1889, 
and to Mian Mir in the succeeding November. On the 
1®* April 1890 he was promoted to the rank of Lieut- 
enant, and from July to November following he was on 
duly at^ Dalhousie. In April 1891, on the second 
Miranzai Expedition being undertaken, he was appointed 
to the stafi of the Expeditionary Force as an Asst. 
Superintendent of Army Signalling, and in that capacity 
he served throughout the campaign, including ih© 
operations on the Samana Range (^India Medal and 
clasp). He rejoined his battalion at Mian Mir in June, 
and continued serving with it there for nearly two years. 
On the 1®* April 1892 he was appointed an Offg. Wing 
Officer in the 1®* Punjab Infentiy, on probation for the 
Indian Staff Corps, into which he was subsequently 
admitted with effect from that date. He joined the 
regiment at Kohat, and subsequently accompanied it to 
the Kuram Valley in October 1892. In May 1893 he 
was appointed a Wing Officer permanently, and in the 
same month he proceeded with the regiment to Abbott- 
abad. In December 1893 he was selected for civil em- 
ployment and appointed an Asst. Commissioner in the 
Punjab, and during the succeeding five years he served as 
such at Sialkot, Dalhousie, Lahore, Jhelum, Mardan and 
Peshawar, at which last he also officiated for some time 
as Depy. Commissioner. During this period he had the 
good fortune to take part, in a civil capaciiy, in some of 
the minor operations of the Frontier War of 1897-98, 
he having been the Civil Officer with the force placed 
at Rustam during the operations in Upper Swat in 
August 1897, and the Asst, Political Officer with the 
troops employed in the operations in Buner in January 
189o (India Medal of 1895, with dagp). In Janua^ - 
1899 he went home on furlough. On his leturn to India 
in the summer of 1900 he was appointed Offg. Depy. 
Commissioner in Hazara, but later in the same year 
he was transferred, as Political Officer, to the TocH 
Valley. In November 1901 he was transferred to the 
new North-West Frontier Province, and in 1901-02 lie 
was employed as a Civil and Political Officer with the 
troops engaged in the Mahsud Waziri blockade and in 
the operations connected therewith. lii the course of 
these operations he was, on the 6* Janua^ 1902, mort- 
ally wounded at Jalak or Tutia Khd, m the ShaUn ~ 
Vwqr, Waziristan, and he died in consequenoe on the 
following day»

Demerara. In June 1842 he was transferred- to the, 

Igth Foot, which he joined at Portsmouth, and with that 
corps he afterwards served at Manchester an^ in Ireland, 
until October 1843, when he was appointed a StafE" 
Assistant- Surgeon. He remained' on the staff for seven 
y^ars and-a-half, during a considerable portion of which 
period he was, employed at Hong- Kong. After his. 
return 'home in 1848 he served at Southsea Qastle and 
Portsmouth until promoted to the rank of Surgeon in . 
the 13^^ Light Infantry on the 4*^ April 1851. He 
joined the 13^^ at Winchester, and in May 1851 embarked 
with it for Gibraitai-, where he served with it for moi*e . 
than two years and-a-half. On the 2^^ December 1863 
lie exchanged into the 30^^ Foot, which was also then at 
Gibraltar, and in the following year he accompanied the 
corps on service to Turkey and thence to ,the Crimea, 
where he was present with it at the battles of the Alma* . 
and Inkerman, and at the siege and capture of Sevastopol , 
(Medal and three clasps, and Fifth Class of the Order of 
Medjidieh). On the withdrawal of the British troops 
from the. Crimea he returned with the 30*^ to Gibraltar, 
and on the 11*^ July 1856 he exchanged to the Staff, As 
a StafE Surgeon he"served at Birr, in Ireland, until the - 
autumn of 1858, when he was sent out to In^a. Sub- 
sequently, on the 18^^ January 1859, he was appointed ' 
Surgeon to the 70*^ Foot, and, having landed at Karachi, 
he was. on his way to j’oin in the north-western part ■ 
of the Punjab, when he died, within a day’s journey of 
Multan, on the 14^^ February 1869. 

DowSOHi Ralph, Oaptain (c, 1818—1851). — Tabht . 
at 1042.— Entered the Bengal Army in 1834. 

Arrived in India in February 1835, and at the end of . 
the same month was posted to the 5*^ N, I., which ho 
joined at Saugor, Li December 1835 he proceeded with-; 
the regiment to Sikrol, Benares, and thence in the 
autumn of 1838 he accompanied it to Ferozepore, whither i

(M edal). In, Jnly J842 he was appointed acfcmg Adjut-* ' 
ant of Ferris’s Jazelchi corps, which had epme up t6*'» 
Jalalabad with the relieving force under General Pollock, 
and, he' served: with it in- the ej^editiwi’ ' against ' the 
aa«Lwaris,ibduaiiig both thb aotidns'it Mazma, and ih ■; . 
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course of which he was present at the actions of Teziit 
and Haft Kotal and at the re-ocoupation of Kabul 
(Medal). He returned from Afghanistan, with the 
Army under the command of General Pollock, in’ 
December 1842, and early in 1843 he rejoined the 5^^ 
N. L, then being reorganised (at Jaunpur) after its 
disasters in the retreat from Kabul in January 1842- 
He had, however, served with his regiment for less than 
a year when, in February 1844, he was appointed Second- 
in- Command of the 4*^ Regiment of Infantry of the 
Gwalior Contingent, then in course of formation. He 
served with this corps, at Parsa and afterwards at Sipri, 
until February 1846, when he was appointed Second-in- 
Command of the 10'^ Irregular Cavalry, then being 
raised and organised at Delhi. In the spring of the . 
same year he proceeded with this corps to the Jullundur^ 
Doab, and after serving with it for some time ati 
Mokerian, he accompanied it to Ferozepore in Novembei^ 
1846. He shortly afterwards becamo acting Command- - 
ant of the corps, a position which he continued holding 
until January 1848, and during this period, in Septem- 
ber 1847, the number of the rogiment was altered and it 
became the 11*^ Irregular Cavalry. In July 1848 he 
accompanied the regiment on seiwlce with the Multau 
Field Force, and thereafter he served with it throughout 
the Punjab Campaign of 1848-49, including tho first 
siege of Multan, tho action of Surajkhund, the second 
siege of Multan, terminating in the capture of the 
place, the battle of Gujerat, and the pursuit of the Sikhs 
to Rawal Pindi (Medal and two clasps). On the con- 
clusion of the campaign he accompanied the regiment 
to Hansi, but ho had scarcely arrived ihero when, in 
May, 1849, on the formation of the Punjab LTogular 
Force, ho was appointed Commandant of the 4^i* Punjab 
Caxaliy. This corps he raised and organised, and he 
contitiued in command of it, latterly at Dera Ghazi 
Khan, until August 1850, when he was granted leave to 
proceed to Bombay, preparatory to applying for furlough 
to Europe, He, however, never got* any further than 
Bombay, where he died on the 26^^ February 1851. ■ 

Doyne, ' Charles Armstrong, Lieutenant 
(1826— 1857).— at Ambala, No. 239. -The fifth 
son of the l^v^ . John Doyne, of Old Leighlin, Co. 
Carlow (who was a cadet of the Dojmes of Wells, Co. 
We.xford), by Ellen, his wife, daughter of Thomas 
Armstrong, Esq., of Farney Castle, Co.- Tipperary. 
Bom at Old Leighlin, Co. Carlow, on tho 18^’^ Febru- 
ary' 1826. —Entered the Bengal Army iu 1843. Arrived 
in'India in July of the same year, anid at once proceeded 
to Ferozepore and. joined the N. I., to which, 
in^antioipation of his arrival, he had been posted on 
the of the preceding month* In 1844 he marched 
with the regiment to Karnal, whence he accompanied 
it to Benares in 1845, to Barraokpororiu 1846, and to 
Mirzapur in the winter of 1847-48. On the ' outbreak 
of jthe second Sikh War he moved up with tho 
regiment to Ferozepore, and he was with ii while it 
formed part of tho Reserve Force at Jagraon during 
the Punjab Campaign of 184849. In 1849 he accom- 
panied the regiment to Wazirabad, whence, in the 
following year, he proceeded with it to Oawnpore and 
afterwards to Banda. In July 1853 he went home on 
furlough, and he was absent from India until Octobe&p 
1855f On the day after his arrival ho was appointed 
to do duty with a body of recruits at Dum-Dum,' and 
having been detained there a month and .then sent up 
to, Allahabad on duty with these -recruits,! he, was 
unable to rejoin his regiment, at Ambala^ until early 
in 1856. Bfe was afterwards for i some time, in 'the 
winter of 1856- 57,. attached to the Ambala depdt for 
musketry instruction. He was with his regime 
when the. mutinies broke out.^iri. 1857y >^bnt! was 
behind, sick, when the corps inarched tf rota Ambala 0!nL 
thei22<^Mayi 'Hddied ah Arnbala on the 18^^ SxHM^ 
1857 .. '

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condition, it was not considered expedient to keep it witli the 
force, and accordingly, on the 27*^ May, it was detached from 
Karnal to Rohtak, where it mutinied on the June. The 
British officers of the corps all fortunately escaped. 

Doyne, Philip Kavanagh, Lieuienmt-Colonel 
(1848—1900). — Tablets at Amhala and Rawal Findij 
i^oa. 272 and 808.— The eldest son of Richard Doyne, 
Esq., of Hermitage, Co. Dublin (who was a cadet 
of the Doynes of Wells, Co. Wexford), by Susanna, 
his wife daughter of Thomas Kavanagh, Esq., of 
Borris, Co. Carlow. Born on the 11*^ April 1848.-— 
Entered H. M.*s Service (from the Royal Mily. College) 
on the 14*^ March 1868 as an Ensign in the 38*^^ Foot, 
which he joined at Sialkot early in 1869. At the end of 
the same year he accompanied the regiment to Peshawar, 
and on the 16*^ March 1870 he was promoted to the rank 
of Lieutenant. In January 1871 he went home on 
leave, and the regiment returning home the same year, 
he rejoined it at Dover in January 1872. On the 
16*^ December 1874 he exchanged into the 13*^ Hussars, 
which he joined at Lucknow early in 1875, but in the 
following August he was again obliged to return home on 
aiccount of the state of his health. He rejoined at Luck- 
now in the succeeding year, and served there with his 
regiment until early in 1880, when he was sent home for 
a. tour of duty at the depot. On the 9*^ February 1882 
he was advanced to the rank of Captain. In the autumn 
of the same year he rejoined his regiment at Muttra, and, 
he served with it there until November 1884, when 
he accompanied it to Bombay and embarked with it for 
Natal. He returned home with the regiment in 
November 1886, and served with it at Norwich, 
Colchester and Manchester. On the 3^ August 1887, 
he was promoted to the rank of Major in the 4*^ 
Dragoon Guards, which he joined in Dublin. On the 
7tii March 1892 he was promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant-Colonel, and in September 1894 he embarked 
ior India in command of the regiment. Having landed 
in the following month, he proceeded with the regiment 
to Rawal Pindi, and he served with it there until, having 
completed the prescribed period in command, he was 
placed on half-pay on the 7*^ March 1896. On the 17**^ 
June following he retired from the service, and exactly 
four years later, on the 17*^ June 1900, he died at Simla. 

Note. — ^This officer’s age is incorrectly stated in the tablet 
in St. Paul’a Church, Ambda : it was 52, not 49. 

Drummond, James, Major (1808—1852). — 
Grave at Simla, No. 328. — Born at Earlston, Co. 
Dumfries, in October 1808. — Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1825. Arrived in India in May 1826, and was 
sent up to Mirzapur, to do duty with the 4*^ Extra 
N. I. On the 26*^ September following he was posted 
-to the 19*^ N. I., then stationed at Nasirabad, but 
having shortly afterwards proceeded on leave to 
Calcutta, and been subsequently directed, on the expiry 
of his leave in March 1827, to join and do duly with 
the 49*^ N. L at Mirzapur until the middle of the 
following September, he 6&d not join his own .regiment 
at Nasirabad until November 1827. In the winter of 
1828-29 he accompanied the regiment to Bareilly. He 
subsequently served with it at Hansi from 1830 to 
1832, and in the cold season of 1832-33 he proceeded 
with it to Barrackpore. In February 1834 he was 
appointed acting adjutant to a wing of the regiment 
detached from Barrackpore to Benares on escort duty, 
and he held the appointment until the return of the wing 
to regimental head-quarters in the summer. In N ovem- 
ber 1835 he proceeded with the regiment to Cuttack, 
and he served with it there until December 1836, when 
he was appointed to superintend the drilling of a local 
company of irregulars ; he was subsequently appointed 
to the command of this, the Khurda Paik Company, 
and was in actual command until the end of February 
-1838, when he proceeded on sickle^vetotheffimalayas. 
He was still on leave in March 1839, when he was 
appointed Second-in-Cominand of the Kamaon Local 
Battalion, but he immediately joined the corps at 


Lohdghat, and he continued serving with it there until 
March 1842, when he was ordered to proceed to Feroze- 
pore and rejoin his own regiment, which was then 
under orders for Sindh. He accompanied the 19^^ to 
Sukkur and served with it there until the following* 
October, when, his health failing, he was sent back to 
Ferozepore. In March 1843, as the regiment was 
returning from Sindh, he was permitted to rejoin the 
Kamaon Battalion, and having done so, he officiated aa 
Commandant from April to October following, Li 
December 1846, he accompanied the battalion from. 
Lohughat to Almora. In November 1847 he was 
advanced to the position of Commandant, which he held 
for nearly four years. In December 1850 he proceeded 
with the head-quarters and the right wing of the batta-* 
lion to Dehi’a, where he continued serving until Septem- 
ber 1851, when he resigned the appointment of Command- 
ant and went on leave for three months. He rejoined 
the 19^^ N. I. at Budhi-pind in January 1352, and hft 
held command of the regiment until the 7*^ April follow- 
ing, when extreme ill-health compelled him to proceed 
on leave to Simla, at which place he died on the 26^^ 
of the same month. 

Drummond, John Gavip, O.B. LCeutena^iU 
Colonel (1788 — 1851). — Grave at Jlielum, No, 76S.— 
Bom in Edinburgh in 1788. — Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1807. Arrived in India in November 1808, 
and in the usual course was sent to the Cadet College 
at Barasat. Having passed out in July 1809, he was 
directed on the 26*^ of that month to do duty with 
tho 1®* Battalion 8*^ N. I., at Barrackpore. On the 1®^ 
of the following month he was posted to the 2*^ Battalioa 
3^ N. I., then stationed at Aligarh, but having been di- 
rected to remain wtth the 1®* Battalion until further 
order's, he continued serving with that corps for twenty- 
one months. In July 1810, ou the 1®^ Battalion 8*^ being 
ordered to Balasore, he was directed to join his proper 
corps, but this order was afterwards rescinded and he 
accompanied the battalion to that place, and served with 
it there until the end of April 1811. He then pi-oceeded 
to the Upper Provinces and joined the 2^ Battalioa 
3^ N. I. at Rewari, from which place he inarched with 
it to Delhi in 1812, and thence to Kamal early in 1813^ 
On his promotion to the rank of Lieutenant being 
notified he was reposted, January 1813, to th© 
2^ Battalion 3<i, with which, on the Gurkha War 
breaking out in the autumn of the following year, 
he proceeded on service in the Division under the 
command of Colonel (afterwards Sir David) Ochter- 
lony. Towards the end of November 1814 he ’-^vas 
appointed to officiate as Interpreter and Quarter-Master 
to the battalion and, at the same time, to act as Staff 
Officer to the Reserve of Ochterlony's Division, and m 
■ this position he served throughout the campaign c£ 
1814-15 in the North-Western Himalayas, taking past 
in the capture of Nalagarh and Ramgarh and at the 
reduction, after severe fighting, of Malaon, which led 
to the surrender of Amar Sing Thapa and the whole- o£ 
the Gurkha forces from the Sutlej to the Jumna. On 
the conclusion of the war he proceeded with the battalipn. 
to Etawa,*and while serving therein March 1816 he was 
mad© permanent in the appointment of Interpreter and 
Quarter- Master, which he subsequently held for six yeans 
and-a-half. In 1818 he accompanied the battalion to 
" Banda, whence he proceeded with it to Saugor in 1819, 

' and to Agra in 1 821 . In September 1 822 he was appoint- 
-fid to officiate in the Quairter- Master General’s Depart* 
ment, and he was employed during the next- e^htcsea 
months in the survey and construction of a roadT frouL 
Mirzapur to Saugor. In April 1823 he was appointed a 
■Depy. Asst. Qr. Mr. Genl. of the third class, and in the 
‘"spring of the following year he becauie Superintendenii 
pf Roads in Central India. In May 1824 he was ap- 
pointed a Depy. Asst. Qr. Mr. Genl. of the second class, 
and in the same month, on the re-organisation of the 
'Army taHng place, he was posted to the 6^ N. L Lr 
•the summer of the same year, the first Burmese War 
being then in progress, he was transferred to ftfk 
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CHttagong frontier, and in the spring of 1825 he 
served as a Depj. Asst. Quarter-Master Genl. with the 
•force (afterwards styled the South-Eastern Division) 
tinder the command of Brigadier- General Morrison, 
which defeated the Burmese on the Padha Hills, at 
Mahati, and, finally, on the heights overlooking the town 
of A miran, and accomplished the conquest of the 
extensive province of the same name. (For these and 
earlier services he afterwards received the India War 
Medal with clasps for Nepal and Ava). Towards the 
end of 1825 he returned from Arakan on sick leave, on 
the expiration of which he was posted, as Depy, 
Asst. Qr. Mr. Genl., to Cawnpore ; but he was shortly 
afterwards transferred from that station and appointed 
to superintend the construction of roads in the Jubbul- 
pore and Saugor districts, and in September 1826 he was 
appointed to the general control and superintendence of 
loads in the Saugor and Narbadda Territories. In 
January 1829 he was advanced to the position of a 
Depy. Asst. Qr. Mr. Genl. of the first class and 
appointed Superintendent of Beads in Central India, 
and he continued iu this position until the end of 1831, 
when he was appointed Superintendent of Beads in the 
Jumna Doab, his superintendence being limited 
subsequently to the road between Allahabad and Delhi, 
and extended afterwards, in 1834, to roads in both 
Central India and in the Doab. In April 183V he was 
promoted to Second Asst. Qr, Mr, Genl., and he con- 
tinued iu that position until April 1838, when his 
services were placed at the disposal of the Governor- 
General and he was appointed to survey a line of road 
from Agra to Bombay, vacating his appointment in the 
•Q-oartei -Master GeneraPs Department. In the survey and 
construction of this road he was employed until Novem- 
ber 1840, when he proceeded on leave to the Lower 
Provinces, eventually going home on furlough in May 
184J. He returned to India in November 1842, and in 
January 1843 he was appointed Depy. Quarter Master 
General of the Army and posted to Cawnpore. Thence, 
towards the end of the year, he was called np to the 
head-quarters of the Army, with which he served in 
the Gwalior Campaign and was present at the battle of 
Maharajpur (Bronze Star, promoted to Lieutenant- 
Colonel by brevet, and nominated a Companion of the 
Order of the Bath). On the conclusion of the cam- 
paign he was posted as Depy. Qr. Mr. Genl, to Meerut, 
and he proceeded to that station in the spring of 1844. 
On Hs promotion to the rank of regimental Lieutenfmt- 
Colonel being notified, he was posted, March 1844, to 
the 61^^ N*L,butin the following December he was 
xemoved to the rolls of the 42^ , In December 1845, 
f»n the outbreak of the first Sikh War, he proceeded to 
the front with the Meerut force, and, as Depy. Qr. Mr, 
Genl., he served in the latter part of the Sutlej Cam- 
paign, including the battle of Sobraon (Medal), On 
the termination of the war he returned to Meerut, at 
which place and afterwards in the North-Western 
Pcdvinces generally, he was employed on various 
departmental duties for upwards of two years. 
Dm^g this period he was transferred to the 43^^ N. I. 
in March 1846, to the 24*i» N. 1. towards the end of 
the same month, to the N, L in January 1847, to 
ihe 73^^ in the following month, and finally to the 
N. I. in May 1847, but, continuing in the discharge 
•of the duties of his staff appointment, he never joined 
amy of these regiments, ^ Tn July 1848, on the forma- 
tion of the Multan Field Force, he was attached to it 
as Depy. Quarter-Master General, and in that capaci^ 
he served tihroughout the Punjab Campaign of 1848-49, 
including the first siege of Multan, the second siege and 
capture of the place, and the battle of Qu jerat (Medd 
and two clasps). After the tennination of the cam- 
paign he was retained at Army Head-Quarters, and 
continued in the discharge of the ordinary duties off his 
appcontmient until the December 1849, when he was 
aaominated to ofihsiate as Quarter-Master General of the 
Jknny, In this appointmetat he was made permanent 
. jfn the 8th Febniaxy 1850, but he held it for less t^ 


two years. In 1851 he proceeded, as usual, on tour 
with the Commander-in- Chief (Sir William Qomm), 
and he died in His Excellency’s camp at Khaiian, in 
the Jhelum district, on the 11*^ December following. 

Drysdale, James St. Clair, Ensign (c. 1842— 
1862). — Grave at Jalomi, No. 992. — Entered H. M.’s 
Service on the 9^^ March 1860 as an Ensign in the 
Foot (the Sutherland Highlanders), and joined the 
depot of that regiment at Aberdeen, Came out to India 
at the end of 1861, joined the corps at Bawal Pindi, and 
early in 1862 proceeded with it to Peshawar. He 
accompanied the regiment when, in October 1862, it 
moved into camp on account of a severe outbreak of 
cholera, and he died of that disease on the 23'^ of the 
same month, between Armur and JaJozai, in the 
Peshawar District. 

Dubignon de Talbot, Robert Walter (1809— 
1867). — Ghrave at Ludhiana^ No. 5S9, Bom in France 
in 1809.— We first hear of this gentleman as Captain 
Commandant of the Begum Samru’s Body Guard in 
1834-35. From that service he was introduced by 
General Ventura (whose sistei'-in-law he had married) 
into that of the Maharaja Banjit Singh, but nothing is ■ 
known as to when and under what circumstances he 
quitted the Sifeh service. He died at Ludhiana in 1867. 

2Tote!.— M. Dubignon de Talbot married at Sardbana, on the 
2d January 1835, Miss Helen Moses, sister in-law of General 
Ventura (g. v ). This lady died at Ludhiana on the 4th October 
1850^ and lies buried there (see No. 585) near her sister, Madame 
Ventura. 

Duff! H i Adam, Lientenant-Oolonel (1788-1838).—-* 
Grave at Bahawalpury No. 898. — ^Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1804. Arrived in India in April 1806, and on 
the 1®* February 1807 was posted to the 7t^ Native 
Cavalry, which he^ joined at Ghazipur. In November 
1807 he accompanied the regiment to Partabgarh, and 
in the following^ year he served with it in some minor 
operations against various refractory and 

petty chiefs in Oudh. At the end of 1808 he pro- 
ceeded with the regiment to Muttra, and thence, almost 
immediately on arrival, iu January 1809, to Glurgaon. 
In the latter year, and again in 1810, he was employed 
with the regiment in the suppression of disturbances 
in Hariana, whence, in November 1810, after much 
harassing service, he accompanied the corps to Ludhi- 
ana. At the end of 1812 ho marched with the regiment 
toMeemt, whence, on the outbreak of the war with 
Nepal in the autumn of 1814, he accompanied a portion 
of the corps which had been detailed to form part of 
the Field Division under the command of Major-General 
Gillespie, and with it he took part in the operations in 
the Dehra Dun, including the blodaside of Kalanga. 
With this detachment he rejoined the regiment at Meerut 
early in 1815, and he shortly afteoewards accompanied 
the corps to Muttra. Early in 1817 he proceeded with 
the regiment on service, and was present with it at tha 
siege and reduction of Hathras. He returned to Muttra 
with^ the corps on the conclusion of these operations, 
but in the autumn of the same year he was, on tha 
formation of the Grand Army, again called out with 
it, and he thereafter served with it throughout tha 
Mahratta— Pindari War of 1817-18, taking part in many 
arduous operations, including the reduction of Dhamom, 
the capture of Mandala, the re-occupation of Moltai, 
the actions of Harda and Burdai, in the Baitnl valliBy, 
and the operations in the Mahadeo Hills against Apa 
Sahib, the ex-Bajah of Nagpur, and his Gond and 
Arab adherents. On the termination of these operations 
he was stationed with the regiment at Hoshangabad, 
on the Narbadda, whence in May 1819 he went on leave 
to Meerut. He rejoined at Eaita in March 1820, and 
early in 1821 he marched with the regiment to Kami* 
In the course of the succeeding ten years, he ac- 
cotapanied the corps to Neenxuch at the end of 
1822, to Nasirabad in October 1824, to Earned in ^ 
spring of 1826, to Eaita iu Dec6mb^l828,andto Mhovr 
. in December 1831. In January 1833 he went on leaw 
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io Bombay, and itence to Singapore and China, and 
was absent from India for a year. During his absence 
he attained the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, and was 
at first, in June 1833, re-posted to the 7^*^ Light 
Cavalry, but in the following December he was trans- 
ferred to the 2^ Light Cavalry, and, returning from 
China, he joined and took command of this corps at 
hTeemuoh in the spring of 1834. In the autumn of the 
same year he commanded the regiment on the occasion 
of the demonstration against Jodhpur, returning after- 
wards to Neemuch, whence, in the winter of 1335-36, 
he marched with the corps to Meerut. In the autumn 
of 1838 he proceeded with the regiment to Ferozepore, 
and thence marched in command of it with the Army 
of the Indus, on the expedition to Afghanistan. His 
share in that movement was, however, very small, for 
he died in camp near Bahawalpur, on the Sutlej, on 
the December 1838, being the first officer who 
died with the Army of the Indus after it marched from 
Ferozepore, 

Note.— Lieutenant-Colonel (then Lieutenant) Dnffinwas married 
at Muttra, on the lOfch August 1815, to Mary Anne, eldest daughter 
of Colonel Gregory Hickman, of the Bengal Infantry. Several 
of his sons followed him into the Bengal Army. 

Duffin, Robert, Golonel (1821—1874 ). — Grave ai 
Simla, No, 378. — Son of Lieutenant- Colonel Adam 
Duffin, of the Bengal Cavalry. Bom in camp at 
Shikarpur, Bulandshahr District, on the 19*^^ February 
1821. — Entered the Bengal Army in 1841. Was al- 
iieady in the county when nominated to a Cadetship ; 
was formally admitted into the service in India on ihe 
2^ February 1842 ; and on the 14*** of the same month 
was ordered up to Barrackpore to do duty with the 
66^ N. I. In June 1842 he was posted to the 68^*^ N. I., 
which he joined at Mirzapur. In the autumn of 1843 
he marched with the regiment en route to Saugor ; 
before it could reach its destination, however, the corps 
was detailed to form part of the left wing of the Army 
of Gwalior, and he was present with it at the battle of 
Paniar (Bronze Star). On the conclusion of the cam- 
paign he proceeded with the regiment to Jubbulpore, 
arriving there^ in April 1844, and from that station 
he marched with it to Mhow in the spring of 1846. 
On the formation of the Army of the Punjab, in the 
antnnm of 1848, the regiment was ordered up to 
Ferozepore, and he accompanied it to that station, 
arriving there early in December, and throughout the 
campaign of 1848-49 he served with the corps in the 
Eeserve Force assembled at Jagraon. In April 1849 
he accompanied the regiment to Lahore, whence he 
proceeded with it to Hoshiarpur in March 1860, to 
Jhelum in hTovember 1853, and to Rawal Pindi in April 
1856. He was with the corps when it was disarmed, at 
Rawal Pindi in July 1857, and he continued serving with 
it there nntil May 1859, when, having been rearmed, 
the regiment was moved up to Peshawar. In the autumn 
of the same year he went on leave, and in January 1860 
he poceeded to Europe on furlough. He returned to 
Indkin Januaiy 1861 and rejoined his regiment at 
Peshawar, bat the corps was soon afterwards dislranded, 
and on the June following he was directed to do 

general duty at that station. In the succeeding 
August he was appointed to do duty with the (the 
late 33^ ) N. I., which was also at Peshawar, and in 
the winter of 1861-62 he accompanied that regiment 
to Ambala. Soon afterwards, in May 1862, having 
been promoted to the rank Lieutenant-Colonel, he 
was Erected to do “ general duty ” at that station. In 
this position, varied by^ leave to Simla during the 
summer months, he contmueduntil January 1874, when 
he succeeded to the Oolonel’s allowance. Thereafter he 
was permitted io reside at Ambala. He died at 
Simla (where he Vas residing temporarily) on the 7**^ 
Hovember 1874, from injuries sustained in a &U from 
his horse.

Dunlop, John, Lieutenant-Colonel (c. 1790-1840),-* 
Grave at Simla, No, 301.— Entered the Bengal Anny 
in 1807. Arrived in India in November 1808, and in 
the usual course was sent io the Cadet College at 
Barasat. On the 1st August 1809 he was posted to 
the 1st Battalion 4t^ N. I., then stationed at Etawa. 
Having been discharged from Barasat in October 1809, 
he was, in the following month, sent to the Upper 
Provinces, and he eventually joined his battalion at 
Benares early in 1810. At the end of 1812 he accom- 
panied the corps to Fatehgarh, and he served with it 
there until October 1813, when he was appointed to 
do duty with the Mirzapur Local Battalion. He 
continued with this corps until the end of May 181^ 
when, being in bad health, he proceeded to the Presi- 
dency, and thence on prolonged leave to sea, re- 
maining absent from India until the spring of 1817, 
Having been re-posted to the Is* Battalion 4**^ on pro- 
motion to the rank of Lieutenant, he rejoined that 
corps at Almora, whence, at the end of the year, 
he accompanied it to Bareilly. In September 1818 he 
was appointed to the 1®^ Battalion of Volunteers form- 
ed for service in Ceylon, where an outbreak had taken 
place, and having embarked with it in October, he 
served with the corps in that iblaud until January 
1820, employed on various desultory services against 
the rebels. He returned to Bengal in February 1820, 
and the volunteer battalion having been broken up 
in March, he went on leave for a brief period, pre- 
paratory to rejoining the 1®* Battalion 4*^ at Muttra, 
On the 30*^ March, however, h^ was transferred 
to the 2'i Battalion 4*^, and on the expiration of 
his leave, in June, he proceeded to the Upper Prov- 
inces (on duty with a body of newly-appointed offi- 
cers), and joined the corps at Allahabad whence at 
the end of the year he accompanied it to Sultanpnr, 
in Oudh. At the end of January 1821 he was appoint- 
ed Adjutant of the 1®* Battalion 4*^ , which he joined 
forthwith at Muttra, and with it in the following 
year he marched to Jubbulpore. In the geuerS 
reorganisation of May 1824 he was promoted to the 
rank of Captain and posted to the 23^ N. I. (late 2^ 
Battalion 4*^), but in the following September he was 
directed to continue doing duty with the 7**^ N.L (late 1®^ 
Battalion 4^^) nntil further orders, and about the same 
time, on the formation of the Battalion of Grenadiers, 
he was appointed to it, with the Grenadier Company 
of the 2Z^ N. I. With this corps he served at Chitta- 
gong and in Arakan during the first Burmese War, 
occupying at one time, from December 1825 to March 
1826, the position of Offg. Fort Adjutant at Arakan. la 
April 1826 he returned to Bengal with the 1®* Grenadier 
Battalion and accompanied it to Diaapore, where it was 
broken up. He then rejoined his own regiment, the 23<i 
N. I., at Almora, and served with there outil Jane 1828, 
when he proceeded on leave to Calcutta. In August 
1828 he went home on furlough, and he was al^nt 
^m India for nearly four years. On hisxctnm 
in June 1832 he was sent to ihe Upper Fri>vinGes hi 
charge of a detachment of recruits, and he rejoined 
his regiment at Brumal in the auinmru In November 
1834 he accompanied the corps on sernce io Eajpuiana, 
on the occasion of the demonstration ag^st the 
refractory Baja of Jodhpur, upon whose sal^ssion he 
proceeded with the regiment io Neemuch. In Novexn- 
berl837he marched with the corps to Agr% from 
vfhich station he proceeded on sick leave to Simla is 
April 1840 ; and he died at that place on the July 
following.

Dunlop, Robert, Ensign (c. 1824 — 1843).— GVaw 
at SuhatJm, No* 418. — Entered the Bengal Army in 1840. 
Acxived in India in Fefarusury 1841, and in the follow- 
ing numtk iiraa sent up to Ghazipox to do duty with 
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Jhe 2^ European Regiment. On the Is* April following 
he was posted to the 50^^ N I., then stationed at Saugor, 
hut he never joined that regiment, and on the 5*^ of 
ATay he was transferred to the 1®^ European Light 
Infantry. He joined this regiment at Kamal, and in 
4 he autumn of 1842 he accompanied it to Perozepore, 
at which place^t formed part of the Army of Reserve. 
On the breaking up of the Army he proceeded with the 
regiment to Subathu, arrivinsr there at the end of 
March 1843, and at that place he died on the 31®* July 
following. 

Dunne, James, Oajptam (c. 1812—1845 ). — Tablet 
at T^erozepore, No. 442.— Entered H. M.’s Service on the 
27*^ April 1829 as an Ensign in the 44*^ Poot. He 
proceeded to India before the end of t^e year and 
joined the regiment at Cawnpore, and on the 17*^ 
November 1832 he was promoted to the rank of Lieut- 
enant. Lithe winter of 1833-34 he proceeded with 
the regiment to Chinsura, whence in January 1835 he 
accompanied it to Port William. On the 8 *^ May 1835 
he was transferred to the 9*^ Poot, joined the regiment 
at Calcutta on its arrival from the Mauritius in the 
following November, and proceeded with it to Chinsura 
in January 1836, In December 1838 he accompanied 
the regimeiH to Hazaribagh, whence he proceeded with 
it to Agra in the spring of 1840, and to Meerut in the 
succeeding Octoher. When the regiment left Meerut for 
Perozepore in December 1841, to Afghanistan 

on service, he was left at Meerut in command of the 
regimental depot, and he remained in command until 
the corps returned to the British provinces, when he 
rejoined it and accompanied it to Subathu in April 
1843. On the 19^^ August 1843 he was promoted to 
the rank of Captain. In March 1844 he moved with 
the regiment to Kasauli, whence in November 1845 he 
marched with it to Ambala. On the outbreak of the 
jfirst Sikh War he accompanied the regiment into the 
field in the Army of the Sutlej, and was present with 
it in the battles of Mudld and Phozshahr, in the latter 
of which he fell,— 21 s* December 1846. 

Dunning, William, Lieutenant and Adjutant 
(c. 1815. — 1846). —Grave at Kasauli ; monument at 
Ferozepore, No» 474, — Having served many years 
in the ranks of the Poot and^ attained the 
rank of Sergeant-Major, he was appointed Adjutant 
of the regiment, with the rank of Ensign, on the 26*^ 
July 1844. In the following month he embarked with 
the regiment for Bengal, landed at Calcutta on the 30*^ 
December, and in January 1845 proceeded with the 
corps to Chiasura. In the spring of the same year he 
marched with the regiment to Cawnpore, whence he 
proceeded with it to Agra in October, and to Delhi in 
December. In January 1846 he proceeded vnth the 
^rps to join the Army of the Sutlej, and a junction 
having been efieoted with the force under the command 
of Sir Harry Smith, at Jagraon, on the 21®*, he was 
present with the corps in the action of Badhowal and 
Hie battle of Aliwal, and later, af tier joining the main 
body of the Aimy, in the battle of Sobraon, in which 
last, 10*^ February 1846, he was very severely wounded, 
the 11*^ February, consecLuent on a casualty in the 
T^tHo, he was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant. 
tin the following month he was despatched, with^ other 
wounded officers and men, to the hills, hut he did not 
live to reach his destination, having died of his wounds 
at KAlka on the April 1846. His remains were 
carried up to Kasauli and there interred. 

Durand, Sir Honey: Warion, KO.S.r., O.B., 
Itfajor General (1812— X871).— G^rave at Lera Ismail 
Klmn, No, 1090 ; tablet at Tank, No. 1093.— Son of 
Colonel the Hon^hle Henry Percy, O.B., formerly of the 
7 tiVx j’oot (the Royal Fusiliers) and the 14*ii Light 
.Pr^igooTiB, who was Aide-de-Camp to Sir John Moore at 
and to Hio Duke of Wellington at Waterloo, 
ii^ speciolty ' deputed by the Duke tp carry 
des^tehes; grandson of the first 


Earl of Beverley, and great-grandson of the first 
(Smithson) Duke of Northumberland. Bom on the 
0 th November 1812. — Entered the Bengal Army in 1828 
Sailed for India in October 1829 in the H. E. I, 0.*s. 
ship Lady Holland, but that vessel having been 
wrecked on Dassen Island, near Table Bay, on the 
13*^ February following, he proceeded, after a detention 
of three weeks at Cape Town, in the Moira, and even- 
tually reached Fort William on the 22^^ May. On the 
19*^ of the following month he was ordered to pro- 
ceed to the upper country and place himself under 
the orders of the Superintending Engineer, N.-W. 
Provinces, under whom he served, at Meerut and 
Landour, until February 1832. ^ He was then em- 
ployed under Major Colvin, Superintendent of Canals 
in the Delhi Territoiy, until J Line 1834, when he was 
appointed Assistant Superintendent of Ferozo Shah’s 
Canal, In June 1837 his services were placed at 
the disposal of the Government of the N.-VV. Prov- 
inces for the purpose of reporting on the drainage 
of the Najafgarh Jhil, in the Delhi Temtory, and ho 
was so employed until September 1838, when ho 
was placed under the orders of the Commander-in- 
Ohief and appointed Asst. Surveyor with the force 
then being organised for service beyond the North- 
Western Frontier,— the Army of the Indus. He was 
employed with that army throughout the campaign, 
of 1838-89 in Afghanistan, including the occupation 
of Kandahar, the expedition to Girishk, 4 ih 0 storm, 
and captui*e of Ghazni (Medal), and the occupation 
of Kabul. At the capture of Ghazni his sei*vioes 
were of a specially distinguished character, he having 
headed the explosion party and fired the train which 
blew in the Kabul Gate of the fortress, through which 
an entrance was effected by our troops. On the 23<^ 
August his services were placed by Sir John Koane, 
Commanding the Forces in Aghanistan, at the disposal 
of the Envoy and Minister at the Court of H. M. 
Shah Shuja-ul-Mulk, but a strong difference of opinion 
having arisen between the Envoy and himself as to 
where and how the British troops to be retained at 
Kabul sbould be housed, he decided on declining the 
employment offered to him, and on the 6 *^ October ho 
was pemiitted, at his own request, to I’esumo his duties 
as a surveyor with the Army of the Indus. He re- 
turned to Hindustan with Sir John Keane early in 
1840, and after a brief interval spent on leave, he was 
appointed in October 1840 to the charge of “ the Survey 
and Executive ’’ of the Rohilkhand Canale. In Febru- 
ary 1841 he went home on furlough, and was absent 
from India until the end of February 1842, when ho 
came out with Lord Bllenborough iu the capacity o£ 
Aide-de-Camp; from the date of landing, however, ho 
was appointed Private Secretary fco His Lordship, lie 
thereafter accompanied Lord Ellenborough in all his 
movements, was with him in the Army of Reseiwo 
at Ferozepore in 1842-43, and in the Gwalior Campaign 
of 1843-44, including the battle of Maharajpur (Bronze 
Star), and he remained in this position until His Lord- 
ship was recalled and loft India in June 1844. On. 
Lord Ellonhorough’s departure he was appointed Pri- 
vate Secretary to His Lordship's temporary successor, 
and remained in the post until the arrival of Six‘ Hemy 
Hardinge towards the end of July. In September 1S4A 
he was appointed to succeed Major Broadfoot as Com- 
missioner of the Tenasserim Provinces, and he held that 
important post until the end of 1846, when, in conse- 
quence of a disagreement with the President iu Council, 
he was arbitrarily removed from his appointment and 
recalled to Bengal. In January 1847 he went home cm 
furlough, and was absent from India until early in 
December 1848. Immediately on his return he received 
orders to proceed express to Ferozepore and join the 
- Army of the Punjab. He joined that Army beyond the 
Chenab on the January 1849, and, in attendance cm 

I the Dommander-in-Ohief, was present at the hatUe* of 
-Chliianwala, and afterwards, attached to the Third 
Division under Brigadier- General Campbell, at that of 
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Gujerat (Medal and two clasps, and promoted to the rank 
of Major by brevet). Towards the end of March 1849 
his services were placed at the disposal of the Foreign 
Department, and on the last day of May he was ap- 
pointed 0 %. Assistant to the Governor- General’s 
Agent for the Affairs of Sindhia’s Dominions ; and he con- 
tinued in this sitaation until the end of the following Oc- 
tober, when he was appointed Political Agent at Bhopal 
in succession to Captain J. D. Cunningham (g.'w.). In 
September 1851 he was appointed to officiate tempo- 
rarily as Resident at the Court of the Raja of Nagpur, 
and remained in that post for two months. In Novem- 
ber 1851 he resumed the duties of his appointment at 
Bhopal, and he continued in that situation until Decem- 
ber 1853, when he went home on furlough. He re* 
turned to India in January 1856, and on the 1®* April 
following his services were placed at the disposal of the 
Dept« of Public Works, in which he was appoint- 
ed, from that date, to be Superintending Engineer, First 
CSrole, N.-W. Provinces, but to officiate for a 
time as Superintending Engineer, First Circle, Lower 
Provinces ; and on certain changes and transfers being 
made in the Department in the following October, he 
was re-appointed to officiate in the latter appointment. 
In March 1857 his services were placed temporarily at 
the disposal of the Foreign Department, by which he 
was appointed Offg. Commissioner in Nimar, and 
to ivke charge of the Central India Agency at Indore. 
He took up the appointment of acting Agent to the 
Governor- General at Indore on the 5th April, and was 
still holding it when, on the Is^^ July, the wave of disturb- 
ance caused by the revolt of the Bengal Army reached 
that place and resulted in Holkar's troops breaking out 
in open mutiny and, in conjunction with the rabble of 
the*city, attacking the Residency. He defended the 
Residency as long as it was tenable and then retreated to 
Sehore, whence^ he proceeded to Hoshangabad, and 
afterwards to Asirgarh. At the last-mentioned place 
he met and joined a column under the command of 
Brigadier Stuart, which was moving up against the 
Central India rebels, and with it he marched to Mhow, 
near Indore. Subsequently, as Political Officer, he 
accompanied Brigadier StuarPs force into the field, and 
was present with it in various operations against muti- 
neers and rebels, including the siege and capture of 
Dhar and the actions of Mandisor, Gnraria, &c. (Medal 
and clasp 5 promoted to the rank of Colonel by brevet ; 
and created a Companion of the Order of the Bath). In 
December 1857, on the return of the permanent in- 
cumbent from Europe, his appointment as Acting Agent 
to the Governor-General for Central India came to an 
end 5 he went down to Bombay, and thence proceeded 
by sea to Calcutta, where he arrived in January 1858 ; 
but he remained unemployed until near the end of 
April, when he was ordered to join the Governor- 
General at Allahabad. On arrival there he was placed 
on special duty in connection with the re-organisation 
of the Indian Armies, an important matter which at 
that time occupied the attention of the Government, 
and he was thus employed until the middle of Septem- 
ber, when he was ordered to proceed to the Presidency 
and thence to England, for the purpose of conferring 
witti the Home authorities on the question of the re-con- 
struction of the Indian Annies, and of giving evidence 
before a Commission that was to be assembled to 
consider that matter. He went home accordingly to- 
wards the end of September, and having completed the 
duty entrusted to him, he was, in January 1859, 
granted furlough in Europe for three years and appoint- 
ed a Member of the Secretary of State’s Council. 
This appointment he held until June, 1861, when he 
rerigned it and returned to India. On his arrival, in 
August, he was appointed Offg. Secretary to the Govt, 
of India in the Foreigii Dept., and having been con- 
jSimed in that appointment in March 1862, he held it 
for more than three years. In January 1865 a good- 
service pension was conferred upon him. In April 
1865 he was appointed a temporary ordinary Member 
^ tibie Oouncil of the GoToraor-Generali vraa confirmed 


in that appointment (Military Member of Council) on. 
the 27^^ J uly following, and held it for nearly fivo 
years, in the course of which he was created a Knight 
Commander of the Order of the Star of India in. 
February 1867, and promoted to the rank of Major- 
General on the of the following month. Ou the 
1^ June 1870 he was advanced to the high office of 
Lieutenant-Governor of the Punjab, but he held it for 
only the short period of seven months. On the 31®* 
December, while on tour on the frontier, he met with 
a fatal accident while entering, on an elephant, a 
gateway in the town of Tank, in the Dera Ismail Khaa 
district : the gateway being too low to admit of a 
howdahed elephant passing through, the howdah iu 
which Sir Henry was seated collided with the lintel, 
and he was thrown to the ground with great violence, 
and sustained such severe injuries that he died on the 
following day, — the 1 ®^ January 1871. 

KTote. — Sir Henry Durand married, first, at Meerut on the 
2Stli March, 1S43, A.une, daughter of Major-G-eneral Sir John. 
McCaskill, K.C.B , of H. M.’s Service. This lady died at Mhow in 
September 1857. — He married, soeoudlv, iu 1859, Emily AugustsB^ 
the youngest daughter of C. B. Alluatt“ Esqr., of Shrewsbury, Bar- 
risfcer-at-Law, and widow of the Revd. Henry Stedman Polehamp- 
ton, M.A., of the Bengal Ecclesiastical Establishment (died in the 
Lucknow^ Residency during the siege, 20tb July 1857). Lady 
Durand died at Grriudelwald, in the Bernese Oberland, Switzerland. 
in March 1905. 

Durnford, Herbert, Bnngn (c. 1838-1857).— 
Grave at Ludhiana, No. 588 ; tablet at Jullundur^ Na^ 
556.— -Entered the Bengal Army in 1856. Arrived iu 
India on the February 1857, and on the 24*^'^ of the 
same month wa^ posted to the 61®* N. I., which he joined 
at JnHundur. He was present with the regiment wheu 
the native troops at that station mutinied on the 7 *^ 
June 1857, and on that occasion, while defending the 
bells of arms of his company against the mutineeri^ 
he received a severe wound, from the effects of whichi 
and of fever, he died at Ludhiana on the 8 *^^ August 
following. 

Dyas, Joseph Henry, Ideutemnt-Golonel (1824— 
1868 ). — Grave at Delhi, No. 129. — Son of Captaiu 
Joseph Dyas, half-pay 2 d Ceylon Regi., and formerly 
of the 51®* Foot, with which he served in the Penin- 
sula and at Waterloo. Bom on the 7*^ April 1824.-— 
Educated at Dungannon College and at Addiscombe.-— 
Entered the Bengal Army in 1843, but did not arrive 
in India until November 1845. Shortly after his arrival 
he was ordered up to Meerut, to do duty with the 
Sappers and Miners; the corps had, however, been 
moved up to join the Army of the Sutlej ; and he went 
on and joined it there a few days before the conclusion 
of the campaign,— -too late, however, for the battle 
of Sobraon, Shortly after joining he was nominated 
to the command of the 5*^^ Company of the coiys, with 
which he proceeded to Phillaur and afterwards to Kot 
Kangra, at the reduction of which he was present. At 
the end of the year he was posted to the 10 **^ Com- 
pany at Kangra. In January 1847 he was appointed 
Offg. First Assistant to the Superintendent of Canals 
west of the Jumna, and having been made permanent 
in that appointment in the following December, he 
held it until December 1849, In that month his ser^ 
vices were placed at the disposal of the Foreign Dept, 
for employment under the Civil Enmeer in the Punjah^ 
and he was appointed Executive Engineer of the Rari 
Doab Canals, with his head-quarters at Malikpur. lii 

1853 he became Superintendent of the Bari Dosdi 
Canals, with his head-quarters at Madh(mur. In May 

1854 he was appointed Director of Canals in the 
Punjab, and this appointment he held (for a short 
time under the altered designation of Superinten- 
dent of Canals) for more than five years. During 
this period the Mutiny took place, and it was hie 
fortune to be present at Trimmu Ghat, on the 
Eavi, on the occasion of the defeat of the Sialkot 
mutineers by Nicholson in July 1857 (Medal). In 
July 1859 he went home on furlough, and he was 

wtU immj 1861 * Intho 
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fcllowing his return he was re-appointed Director of 
Canals, and he held this post until September 1864, 
when he was appointed Superintendent- General of

Eagar, Francis Russeil, Major (c. 1787 — 1832). — 
Grave atKarnal,see No. 196.— The third son of Roheiij 
Eagar, Bsq’^* of Lystry, who was a cadet of a once weU- 
known Irish family, the Eagars of Kerry.— Entered 
H. M.’s Service in Pehmary 1804, as an Ensign in the 
Eoot. Promoted to the rank of Lieutenant on the 
19*11 September 1804, and was posted to the 2^ Battalion 
of the 31®* on its being formed at Chester. He snhse- 
Quently seiwed with the battalion at W mchester, 
Guernsey, Limerick and Dublin, and on the 15*^ Janu- 
ary 180? he was advanced to the rank of Captain. 
Towards the end of 1808 he embarked with the batta- 
lion for Portugal, and was present with it in most of 
tlie actions and sieges in which it was engaged during 
the Peninsular War, — ^the battle of Talavera, the sieges 
of Olivenza and Badajos, the battle of Albuhera, the 
action of Arroyo-dos-Molinos, the capture of the 
Almaraz forts, the battles of Vittoria, the Pyrenees, 
the Nivelle, and the Nive, the action of Garris, the 
hattle of Orthes, the action of Aire, and the battle of 
Toulouse. On the conclusion of the war he went home 
-with the battalion to Ireland, whence it was moved, in 
September 18l4 to Portsmouth, and there disbanded in 
the following month. On this measure being carried 
cut he was transferred to the 1®* (the only remaining) 
Battalion of the 31®* , which he joined at Messina, in 
Sicily, in May 1815, and with which he served in the 
same month on the expedition to Naples. In the 
foBowing year he accompanied the 31®* to Malta, and 
in July I8l8 he returned home with the regiment, with 
which he subsequently served in various parts of ihe 
United 'Kingdom for seven years. On the 19*^ July 
1821 he was promoted to the rank of Major by brevet, 
and on the 2^ June 1825 he -was further advanced to 
-the rank of regimental Major. In June 1825 he em- 
l)arked with a portion of the regiment for Bengal, and 
landing at Port William in November, he proceeded 
with the corps shortly afterwards to Dinapore. In the 
winter of 1826-27 he marched with the regiment to 
Meerut, and in January 1831 he accompanied it to 
Kamal. In the following October he proceeded with 
"the regiment to Rupar, on the occasion of the meeting 
laetween Lord William Beutinok, the Governor-General, 
and Ranjit ^ Singh, the Ruler of the Punjab. He 
xetarned with- the regiment to Kamal in November 
iSSi; and having succeeded to the command in the 
spring of 1832, he continued holding it until his death, 
which occurred at Kamal on the 21®* December 1832. 

IJoTE.— In the register or other document from which tliis 
officer’s name has been taken the date of his death is incorrectly 
stated^ and the name itself is mis-spelt. 


when the reorganisation of the Army reduced him to 
the position of a supernumerary on half pay. On the 
5 *ii February 1790 he was brought on to the strength 
of the 2^ European Battalion. On the 1®* June 1790 
he was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant ; on the 12*'J^ 
of the same month he was posted to the 5*^ Enropean 
Battalion ; and on the 16*^ he was transferred to the 
29*^ Battalion of Sepoys. With this corps he served 
upwards of two years, and he was then transferred to 
the 3^ European Battalion, from which he was removed^ 
on the 16*^ Ajjril 1793, to the 35*^ Battalion of Sepoys. 
He served with this battalion, at Benares and after- 
wards at Cawnpore, until June 1796, when, on the 
general reorganisation of the Army taking place, 
it was broken up and he was posted to the 2^ Bat- 
talion 6*^ N. I. (late 2B^ Battalion of Sepoys) at 
Cawnpore. In Eebruary 1798 he accompanied his 
battalion to Lucknow, to which place it was moved in 
coimection with the deposition of Wazir Ali, the spurious 
Nawab-Wazir of Oudh, afterwards so notorious as the 
contriver and instigator of the Benares massacre of 
1799. In October 1798 he accompanied the battaHon 
to Patehgarh ; in the following January he was trans- 
ferred to the 2^ Battalion 1®* N. I., from which, 
in March 1799, he exchanged into the 2^ Batta- 
lion 3‘^ N. I. With this battalion he served, during 
the next six years, in various parts of the Bengal 
Presidency, ranging from Patehgarh on the north-west 
to Chittagong in the south-east and Cuttack in the 
south-west, and saw much service against rebellious 
mnindars and petty chiefs, but he never had the good 
fortune to take part in any extensive operations, the 
most important of which, at this period, Lord Lake’s 
campaigns, he missed in consequence of his battalion 
being employed at the time in the Lower Provinces. In 
1806 he accompanied the battalion from Berhampore to 
Etawah, in 1808 from Etawah to Aligarh, and in 1810 
from Aligarh to Delhi and Rewari. He died at Delhi 
on the 29*^ June 1811. 


Eatwell, Augustus Coverdale, Lieutenant (1822 
— 1845 ). — ^Tablet at Nerozepore, No. 442. — ^Bom on the 
10*^ October 1822. — ^Entered the Bengal Army in 1840. 
Arrived in India on the 5*^ January 1841, and on the 
9*^ of the same month was posted to the 26*^ N. I., 
which he joined at Eerozepore. Early in Januaiy 1842, 
he crossed the Sutlej with the regiment and accom- 
panied it on service to Afghanistan, in which country 
he served throughout the campaign of that year under 
General Pollock, taking part in the forcing of the 
Khaibar Pass, the advance to Jalalabad, the actions of 
Mamu-Khel, Jagdalak, Tezin and Haft Kotal, the re- 
occupation of Kabul, the capture and destruction of 
Istalif, and various actions in the passes between Kabul 
andPediawar during the withdravTal of the British 
forces to Hindustan (Medal), On returning from 
Afghanistan he proceeded with the regiment to Ludhi- 
ana, arriving tiiere in January 1843, At the end 
of June 1845 he was appointed acting Interpretor 
and Quarter Master to the 6*^ Light Cavalry, at the 
same station, and he held that appointment until 
middle of the following October, when he rejoined 
his own regiment. On the outbreak of the first Sikh- 
War he accompanied his regiment, with the Ludhiana 
brigade, to join the Army of the Sutlej under Sir Hugh 
Gough, and he was present with it in the battles of 
Mu&i and Pirozsnahr, in the latter of which, on the 
21®* December 1845, he was killed. 


Eagle, George, Captain and Br&oet^Major (1764 —

Edwardes, Henry John, Lieutenant (1818— 
1848). — Oo'ove at Ferozepore, No» 486.— The eldest son 
of the Revd. Benjamin Edwardes ; grandson of the 
^yd . Sir John Thomas Oholmondeley Edwardes, JDa/rt . . 
(VTII), of Shrewsbury ; and brother to Major-General 
Sir. Herbert B^jamin Edwardes, K.O.B., K,0,S.I^ of 
th« Bengal Army. ^ Born on the 28*^^ August 1818.-^ 
Entered. ihe..B@Dg^l Axmy in 1837, Axdved in Indni 
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in May 183S, and on the 2^ of the folio-wing month was 
sent np to Barrackpore to do duty with the 15*^ N. I. 
On the September following he was posted to the 
50^^ N. I., which he pined at Mirzapnr. In October 
1840 he was transferred, at his own request, to the 15^^ 
N. I., which he joined about the middle of the following 
February, when the corps was en route from Chittagong 
to Dinapore, and he arrived with it at the latter station 
early in April 1841. In the succeeding cold season he 
marched with the regiment for Delhi, but he was taken 
in on the way and left behind at Fatehpur, and was 
■nnable to rejoin the regiment, at Delhi, until the middle 
of March 1842. In April 1843 he accompanied the 
regiment to Khaital, where a serious outbreak had 
taken place, and he remained there with the corps until 
the following October, when he marched with it for 
Ferozepore, arriving there on the 24^^ November. On 
the regiment being ordered to Sindh in the autumn of 

1845, he was appointed, 17*^ October, to the command 
of the recruit dep6t of the corps at Aligarh, and he held 
this command until the regiment returned from Sindh 
in the spring of 1846, when he rejoined it at Jullundnr, 
In November 1846 he was appointed Offg. Fort Adju- 
tant at Chunar, and he held this appointment until 
April 1847, when he was appointed an Of£g. Sub-Assist- 
ant in the Stud Department at Buxar, in which situa- 
tion he remained for eighteen months. In October 
1848, on the formation of the Army of the Punjab, he 
was directed to rejoin his regiment, which was under 
orders for service, and he rejoined it accordingly, at 
Ferozepore, early in the following month. There, how- 
ever, a lamentable accident terminated a promising 
career : he was riding down to camp the night before 
■the regiment left Ferozepore for the front, when his 
horse stumbled over the Park Train ropes, came down 
with him, and threw him heavily ; he was immediately 
picked up by a sepoy, but never spoke again, his skull 
having been fractured, as was supposed, by a kick from 
the struggling horse, and he expired early on the follow- 
ing morning, — ^the 15^^ November 1848.

Edwards, Benjamin, Sergeant (1825 — 1857),— 
Tablet at Delhi, No, 165, — ^Bom at Kamal in 1825. 
As the son of a soldier, he was brought up in 
the Lower Orphan School at Calcutta, from wMch 
he was taken on the 1®* May 1837 for the purpose 
of being trained for the Grovemor-GeneraPs Band, 
He was enlisted into the band at Fort William on 
the 3^ February 1844, and served in it until he was 
discharged on the 1®* December 1848. On the 4*^ 
Jannaa?y 1849 he re-enlisted at Dum-Dum for the 
Bengal Artillery, and having subsequently been posted 
to the 2^ Company 4*^ Battalion (now the 4^^ Mountain 
Battery, Royal Artillery), he rose therein to the rank of 
Corporal. On the 24*^ February 1855 he was appointed 
a Laboratory-man in the Delhi Magazine, and he was 
subsequently advanced to the rark: of Sergeant in the 
Ordnance Dept. He was still serving in the Delhi 
Magazine when the Mutiny broke out, and he was one 
of The Devoted Nine who, when the Magazine 
was ^ assailed by an overwhelming host of rebels and 
mutineers, on the May 1857, defended it with 
heroic gallantry for four hours, and eventually blew it 
up rather than let it fall intact into the hands of the 
enemy ; and he was one of the five who perished on that 
memorable occasion. 

Edwards, Ernest Andrew, Lieutenant (1830 — 
1857 ). — Grave at Delhi, Nos. 113 and 114. — The 
eldest son of R. V. Edwards, Esq’^* , of Clifton, near 
Bristol. Bom in 1830. — Entered the Bengal Army in 

1846. Arrived in India in June of the same year, and 
was sent up to Benares to do duty with the 9*^1 N. I.

Arrived in India towards the 
end of November of the same year, and in January 
1846 was sent np, with all unposted comets and ensigns 
then in the country, to join the Army of the Sutlej.

in the Punjab, and of various detachments. In April 
1849 he returned to his civil duties at Meerut, and 
in the following year the additional duties of Civil Sur- 
geon of Mozafamagar were imposed upon him. He 
continued in this position until February 1854, when, 
living been promoted to the rank of Surgeon, he re- 
verted to military duty, and was posted to the 4*^ N. I., 
at Peshawar. In the following June he was trans- 
ferred to the 15*1^ N. I., also at Peshawar, and at the 
same time he was placed in medical charge of the 
2^ Company of Sappers and Miners. Towards the end 
of the same month, his health having failed, he proceed- 
ed on leave to Muiree, where he died on the 3^ October 
1854. 

Elgin and Kincardine, James Bruce, Eighth 
Earl of (1811 — 1863). — Grave at Dharmsala^ No. 510. — 
Bom in London on the 20*^ July 1811 ; educated at Eton 
and Christ Church, Oxford; aud became a Fellow of 
Merton College in 1835. He succeeded his father in the 
Scottish peerage in 1841, was Governor of Jamaica from 
March 1842 to August 1846, and Governor-General of 
Canada from September 1846 to September 1854 ; and in 
recognition of his services in the latter appointment he 
was created (November 1849) a peer of the United Bong- 
dom by the title of Baron Elgin. In 1857 he was des- 

S .tched to China as H. M.'s High Commissioner and 
inister Plenipotentiary, and on his way thither he, 
at the request of Lord Canning, diverted the troops 
intended for service in that country to Bengal, to aid 
in the suppression of the Indian Mutiny. In June 
1858 he negotiated and concluded the Tien-Tsin Treaty 
with China. He was Postmaster-General in Lord 
Palmerston’s Government in 1859, and in 1860 he again 
went to China (in the same capacity as before) to secure 
the ratification of the Tien-Tsin Treaty. On the 16*^ 
October, after the surrender of Pekin, he caused the 
Summer Palace (Tuen-Ming-Tuen) to be destroyed, as 
a punishment for the murder of several Englishmen 
and Sikhs treacherously taken prisoners by the Chinese. 
Having in January 1862 been appointed Viceroy and 
Governor- General of India, he arrived in the country 
and took up the Government in the following March. 
In the autumn of the succeeding year he proceeded on a 
tourto the Upper Provinces, in the course of which, 
on. the 20*J» November 1863, he died at Dharmsala of 
a heart afEection, brought on by over-exertion. 

Eliott, John, Oajpiam and Brevet-Major (c. 1795 — 
1837). — Grave at SMa, No. 300. — ^Entered H. M.’s 
Service on the 25^^ August 1812, as a comet in the 8*^ 
light Dragoons, and being in India at the time, he 
joined that regiment at Cawnpore, and afterwards, 
towards the end of the year, proceeded with it to 
Meerut. ^ Early in 1817 he, accompanied the regiment 
4 >n service against Hathras; and was present at the 


siege and capture of the place, returning afterwards 
to Meerut. On the 15^^ April 1817, he was pro- 
moted to the rank of Lieutenant. In October of the 
same year, on the formation of the Grand Army, he 
was appointed Brigade-Major to the Second Brigade of 
Cavahy, forming part of the Eight Division, under the 
command of Major-General Donkin, and with it he 
served throughout the Mahratta-Pindari War of 
1817-18. Ou the conclusiou of the campaign he return- 
ed with the regiment to Meerut, and he continued 
serving with it there until 1820, when he went home 
on leave. On the 8*^ July 1820 he was promoted to the 
rank of Captain on half pay of the 21®^ Light Dragoons. 
He returned to India in 1822, in a qudsi-sta^ situation, 
and for sixteen months after Ms arrival he was attached 
to the office of the Commander-in-CMef. In April 
1824, on Lieutenant-Colonel Tidy proceeding on service 
with the expedition to Eangoon, he was appointed acting 
Asst. Adjt.-Genl. of H. M.’s Troops in Bengal, and 
in the following year he was brought on full pay as 
Captain in the 4*^ Light Dragoons, with effect from 
the 1st 1824. As acting Asst. Adjt.-Genl. he 
accompanied the Commander-in-CMef, Lord Comber- 
mere, to the Upper Provinces, in the autumn of 1825, 
and in this staff situation he served throughout the 
siege and capture of Bharatpur in the winter of 1825-26. 
In 1826 he was made permanent in the appointment of 
Asst. Adjt.-Genl., and he continued in that situation for 
eleven years. In February 1835 he went on sick leave to 
the Cape Colony, South Africa. On Ms return, in Janu- 
ary 1837 (on the 10*^ of which month he was promoted 
to the rank of Major by brevet), he proceeded to Simla 
and rejoined Ms appointment ; but he had not been there 
long when he again fell ilL and he died at that place on 
the 5tii July 1837. 

Elkington, Samuel Bucknall, Lieutenant (1836 — 
1857). — Gh'ave and tablet at LelM, Nos, 112 and 162. — 
Entered H. M.’s Service on the 30*^ November 1856 as 
an Ensign in the 61®* Foot, and soon afterwards joined 
the regimental depot at Chatham. He came ont to India 
in the autumn of 1856, but having been detained on 
duty at Karach^ he did not join the regiment, then at 
Ferozepore, until the spring of 1867. He was at that 
place when the mutiny broke out, and went through 
much harassing service there, repressing disturbances and 
disarming disaffected native froops. He subsequently 
proceeded with the regiment to Delhi, and took part in 
the siege. On the 25*^ August he marched out with 
a wing of the regiment, forming part of a column under 
the command of General Nicholson, to attack the Nee- 
much mutineers at Najafgarh, and in the sharp action 
wMch took place near that village he was very dan- 
gerously wounded. He was carried back to the British 
camp before Delhi on the 26*^ and on the following 
day he attained the rank of Lieutenant in succession to 
Lieutenant Gabbett (q . «?.), who had succumbed to a 
wound received in action on the same occasion. His 
own wounds eventually proved mortal, for, after linger- 
ing for nearly a fortnight, he died in camp before Delhi 
on the 7*^ September 1857. 

Elies, Sir William Kidston, K. C. B., Lieutenant- 
General (1837 — 1896). — Tablet at Simla, No. 401. — 
Son of Maloplm Jamies on Elies, Esq’^-, of Bournemouth, 
Hants. Bom on the 5*^ May 1837. — ^Entered H. M.’s 
Service (from the Eoyal Military^ College, Sandhurst) 
on the 6*^ June 1854 as an Ensign in the 38*^ Foot. 
The regiment being then in Turkey, he joined the dep6t 
atWalmer, where he served with it until the autumn. 
In November 1854 he joined the regiment in the Crimea, 
and thereafter he (having been promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant on the 2^ February 1865) served with it 
throughout the siege and capture of Sevastopol, includ- 
ing the assault of the June 1855 (Medal and clasp, 
Turkish Medal, and created a Knight of the Legion of 
Honour hy the Emperor of the French). He returned 
home with the regiment in July 1856, and during the 
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sncceeding twelve montlis lie served witL it at Aldershot, 
Dizblifl and the Curragh. In May 1857 he was ap- 
pointed Instructor of Musketry to the regiment. In 
the following August he embarked with the corps for 
Bengal, landed at Calcutta in the following month, and 
soon afterwards proceeded with it to the Upper I¥o- 
vinces, where he served with it during the campaign 
of 1857-58 against the rebels and mutineers, including 
the defeat of the Gwalior Contingent at Cawnpore, the 
capture of Miangan], the siege and capture of Luck- 
now, and the affairs of Bari and Nagar (Medal and 
clasp). On the 13*^ July 1858 he was promoted to the 
rank of Captain. On the termination of the campaign 
he was stationed with the regiment at Lucknow, whence 
he accompanied it to B»ae-Bareli in 1859. In January 
1860 he vacated the appointment of Instructor of 
Musketry, and in the following April he proceeded on 
leave to Roorkee, where he went through a course of 
instruction at the Civil Engineering College. In the 
following November he rejoined his regiment at Rae- 
Bareli, whence, in March 1861, he accompanied it to 
Binapoi’e. In the same year he went home and joined 
the Staff College at Sandhurst, and having completed 
a course of instruction there, and afterwards gone 
through the artillery course at Woolwich, he was, on 
his return to India in January 1864, attached to the 
2^ Dragoon Guards at Benares, and in the following 
Ajjril to the 19*^ Hussars at Meerut, for the purpose of 
going through a course of instruction in the duties of 
Sie cavalry branch of the Service. In September 1864 
he was appointed an Offg. Depy. Asst. Adjt. Genl. at 
Army Head-Quarters, and he continued in that position 
until the 1®^ December 1866, when he was made perma- 
nent in the appointment. On the outbreak of distur- 
bances in Hazara in the autumn of 1868 he was 
permitted to rejoin his regiment temporarily, the corps 
having been ordered on service, but he was subsequently 
attached, as Depy. Asst. Adjt. Genl., to the head- 
quarters of the force employed in the field, and in that 
capacity he served throughout the operations on the 
Black Mountain in October (India Medal and clasp), 
returning to his appointment at Army Head- Quarters 
on the conclusion of the campaign. On the 7*'^ May 
1870 he w^as promoted to the rank of Major, in, 
the following J uly he vacated his appointment at Army 
Head-Quarters and rejoined his regiment at Peshawar, 
whence, in January 1871, he went home on leave. The 
regiment having returned home in the following winter, 
he, on the expiration of his leave, rejoined it at Dover 
in April 1872, and. at that place, and at Aldershot, he 
served with it until April 1875, when he was attached 
to the Intelligance Branch at the Horse Guards. In 
April 1876 he was appointed a Depy. Asst. Qr.-Mr. 
Genl. in the Intelligence Branch at the Horse Guards, 
a situation which he retained for eighteen months. On 
the 29^'^ September 1877 he was promoted to the rank 
of Lieutenant-Colonel, and, vacating his appointment 
at the Horse Guards, he rejoined and assumed command 
of his regiment in Dublin. He continued in command 
until J uly 1878, when he was appointed Asst. Adjt.- 
General at the Horse Guards and placed on half -pay of 
his regimental commission. This appointment he held 
for the usual term of five years, during which period 
ha was appointed, August 1879, a Companion of the 
Order oi the Bath in the Civil Division, and, on the 
22^ June 1881, an Aide-de-Oamp to the Queen, with 
the rank of Colonel in the Army. On completion of 
his term of servico at the Horse Guards he was nomi- 
nated to the command of a Jbrigado in the Madras Presi- 
^noy, ai^, proceeding toInSla, he was appointed, in 
October 1888, to the oPmmand of the Nagpur Force, 
with the rank of Brigadier-General. With his head- 
quarters at Kamptee, he held this command irn-MT 
August 1885, when he was appointed Adjutant- General 
of the Madras Arm^r, and in this capacity he served in 
Burma for a short time, dumg the operations of 1886- 
87 (Clasp to India Medal, and nominated a Companion 
Order of the Bath in the Military Division). On 


the 15*^Febmary 1887 he was appointed Adjutant- 
General in India, with the local rank of Major-Genergdl, 
and having, on the 1®^ April 1890, been promoted to 
the rank of Major-General in the Army, he was, on the 
15<5^ October following, a;^oiTited to the command of a 
First Glass District in Bengal, and posted to Rawal 
Pindi. In the spring of 1891 he commanded the Hazara 
Field Force, 'and conducted the operations against the 
tribes of the Black Mountain to a successful conclusion 
(Clasp to India Medal, and created a Knight Com- 
mander of the Order of the Bath). On the termination 
of the campaign he resumed the command of the 
Rawal Pindi District and (except when on leave in 
Europe from February to October 1892) he continued 
in command until the 1®^ April 1895, when he was, 
under the new system then introduced, appointed to 
the command of the forces in Bengal, with the local 
rank of Lieutenant-General. This command he con- 
tinued to exercise until the 5*^ August 1896, when he 
died of cholera at Naini Tal. 

Note.— S ir William Elies married, in 1863, Eleanor Noble, 
daughter of George Warre, Esqr. 

Ellis, Henry, Cornet (n. 1825—1845). — Tablet at 
Ferosepore, No. 442. — ^Entered H. M.’s Service on the 
1st November 1842 as a Comet in the 3*^ Light Dra- 
goons. Arrived in India in the spring of 1843, and 
joined the regiment at Kamal, whence lie proceeded 
with it to Ambala in November of the same year. On 
the outbreak of the first Sikh War he accompanied the 
regiment into the field with the Army of the Sutlej, 
and was present with it in the battles of Mndki and 
Ferozshahr, in the latter of which he fell, — 21®^ Decem- 
ber 1845. 

Elsegood, Frederick James, Lieutenant (1819 — 
1844).— Grave at Amhala, No. 202. — ^Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1839. Arrived in India in Majr of the 
same year, and was sent up to Batrackpore to do duty 
with the N. I. Later in the same year he accom- 
panied that regiment to Benares, arriving there on 
the 9*^ October, and on the 5*^^ December following he 
was posted to the 25*^ N. I., then en route from 
Saugor to BaiTackpore, but he never joined this regi- 
ment, and in January 1840, he was transferred, at 
his own request, to the 41®* N. I. ; and having joined 
that corps at Benares, he, in the following Novembex", 
proceeded with it to Gorakhpur, In October 1841, he 
was appointed to do duty with the 2^ Assam Sebnndy 
Coips, and joined it at Rangagora, but he remained 
with this corps only a short time, his services having 
been replaced at the disposal of the Oommander-in- 
Chief in April 1842, for employment with his own 
regiment. On rejoining the 41®* at Goraklipur, in May 
1^2, he was appointed acting Interpreter and Quarfcer- 
Master to the corps, and in the following September he 
was made permanent in that appointment. Early in 
1844 he accompanied the regiment to Ambala, arriving 
there on the 14*^ March, and at that place he died on 
the 5*^ July following. 

Note.— I n the inscription on his tombstone this officer is 
erroneously stated to havo belonged to the N. I. 

Erskine, George Keith, Captain (1809—1849). — 
Orme at Multan, No. 857. — ^The fourth son of David 
Erskine, Esq^^- , of Oardross, Co. Stirliag, and grandson of 
^ the 11*^ Lord Blphinstone. Bom on the 19*5 February^ 
1809. — Entered the Bombay Army in 1825. Arrived in 
India in 1826, and was posted to the 1®* Bombay Light 
Cavahy, in which he attained the rank of Lieutenant 
on the 80^^ December 1832. He was subsequently 
appointed Seoond-in-Oonunand of the Poona Auxiliary 
Horse, stationed at Sirur, with which corps, in the 
autuixm of 1838, he proceeded on service to Afghanis* 
tan. On the 1®* Novembw of that year was promoted 
to the rank of Captain in his own regiment^ the!®* 
li^hi .Obiinlryj but’ he continued in his eppointmiemt 
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in tlie Poona Horse, witli wBicli He was present, in 
July 1839, at tHe siege and capture o£ Ghazni (Medal). 
During the subsequent advance on Kabul, he was 
detached, from Shekabad on the August, with the 
fecial force sent, under the command of Captain 
(afterwards Sir James) Outram, in pursuit of the Amir 
Dost Muhammad Khan, who was chased as far as 
Damian, whence, the Amir having got clear off, the 
force returned, and rejoined the head-quarters of the 
Army at Kabul on the About the same time he 
was appointed Commandant of the Poona Auxiliary 
Horse, and during the march back to Sindh of the 
Bombay Division of the Army of the Indus, he com- 
manded the regiment throughout Captain Outram’s 
operations (October and November 1839) against the 
Ghilzais and the Kakars, and took part in the capture 
and destruction of Elila Abdul Rahiman Khan and 
Maruf . In the following spring he returned -with the 
head-quarters of the regiment to Sirur, at which place 
he commanded the corps for eight years, excepting only 
the period from November 1842 to November 1843, 
during which he was on sick leave in the Neilgherries. 
Towards the end of 1848, on the 1®* Light Cavalry 
being detailed to form part of the Bombay Division of 
the Army of the Punjab, he rejoined the regiment at 
Deesa, accompanied it in its movement northwards from 
Sindh, and served with it at the siege of Multan, up 
to the 12*^ January 1849, on which date he died in the 
tsamp of the besieging army. 

EvanSs Edward* Ensign (c. 1830 — IShO). -^Orave at 
Ambala^ No. 274. — ^Entered the Bengal Army in 1847. 
Arrived in India in May of the same year, and was 
sent up to Dinapore to do duty with the 57*^ N. I. 
In December 1847 he was posted to the 45*^ N. I., 
which he joined at Ambala early in 1848. In the 
autumn of the same year he marched with the regiment 
to Perozepore, and he subsequently served with it in 
the Punjab campaign of 1848-49, including the passage 
of the Ohenab and the battles of Chilianw^a and 
Gujerat (Medal and two clasp^). On the termination 
of the campaign he returned with the regiment to 
Ambala, whence he proceeded on sick leave to Simla. 
He rejoined the 45*^ at Ambala in October 1849, but 
his state of health was such that in December he was 
obliged to ask for leave to proceed to the Presidency 
preparatory to going home ; the leave was granted from 
the 24^^ December and the grant of furlough was 
notified on the 2^ of the succeeding month, but he was 
too ill to move from Ambala, and he died at that place 
•on the 4*^ January 1850. 

Evans, Ernest Riddle, Major (1851— -1891).— 
TMet at Alibottahad. — ^Bom on the 19*^ October 
1851.— Entered H. M.’s Service on the 28*^ Pebruary 
1874 as a Sub-Lieutenant in the'lst Battalion, 23^ Foot 
. (the Royal Welsh Fusiliers), and was afteiwards pro- 
moted to the rank of Lieutenant from the same date. 
He joined the battalion at Aldershot, and during the 
succeeding five years he served with it at that place 
•and at Cork, Dublin, Enniskillen and Woolwich. In 
Maj 1879 he proceeded on special service to South 
Africa, where he served as a signalling officer in the 
latter part of the Zulu War, and as Superintendent of 
the MHitaxy Telegraph in the operations against the 
insurgent chief Sekukuni (MeM and clasp). He 
returned home in the summer of 1880, rejoined the 
battalion at Woolwich, and almost immediately after- 
wardSy in August, embarked with it for India. Landing 
at Bombay in September, he accompanied the battalion 
to Jubbulpore, whence, early in 1881, he marched with 
it to Ohakrata. On the 24**1 December 1881 he attained 
the rank of Captain. In the cold season of 1882-83 he 
accompanied the corps to Dum-Dum, whence, soon 
after his arrival,, in January 1883, he went home for 
duty at the regimental depot in North Wales. On 
-^mpletion of his tour of dnty, in January 1885, he 
Jojined the Staff College at Sandhurst, where he remained 


for twenty -one months. On the 9**^ December 1885 he- 
was promoted to the rank of Major, and having been 
re-posted to the 1®* Battalion of the Royal Welsh Fua- 
liers, he returned to India in October 1886 and rejoined 
the corps, then on service in Burma, where he served 
with it during the latter part of the campaign of 1S86- 
87, including the expedition to Wuntho and the affai-r 
of Mawln (India Medal and clasp) . He returned to 
Bengal with the battalion in March 1887, and accom- 
panied it to Lucknow, whence, in the autumn of 1890, 
he proceeded with it to Peshawar. In the spring of 
1891 he accompanied the battalion on service against 
the tribes of the Black Mountain in Hazara, and in the 
course of the operations he died at Palosi, on the right 
bank of the Indus, on the 5*^ April 1891. 

Evans, Jaimes, Lieutenant (1822 — ^1846). — Qrav& 
at LelMj No. 80. — ^Entered the Bengal Army in 1840* 
Arrived in India in May 1841, and at once proceeded to 
Benares and joined the 67**^ N. I., to which, in anticipa- 
tion of his arrival, he had been posted on the 1®* April 
preceding. In December 1841 he marched with his 
regiment to Allahabad, and thence in the autumn of 
the succeeding year to Banda, where he served with it 
for three years. In the autumn of 1845 he accom- 
panied the 67**^ to Allahabad, but the Sikh iavasion 
having then taken place the regiment was ordered to 
continue its movement to Delhi, and he accompanied it 
thither, arriving there on the last day of January 1846. 
He continued serving with the regiment at Delhi until 
his death, which occurred at that place on the 8**^ Sep- 
tember 1846. 

Evans* John* Ensign (1814 — 1856). — Grave at 
Lahore Gantonment^ No. 669. — ^Hkving served for many 
years in the ranks of the 81®* Foot, and attained the 
position of Sergeant-Major therein, John Evans was 
recommended for an Bnsigncy, to fill the vacancy 
caused by the death of Ensign R. W. O^Dell (q. 

The recommendation was accepted, and on the 31®^ 
October 1856 he was gazetted Ensign in the 81®^ , with 
effect from that date. The appointment was, however, 
void, Sergeant-Major Evans having then been dead for 
nearly six weeks. He' died at Mian Mir on the 18*^ 
September 1856, — one of the victims of the cholera 
epidemic which at that time more than decimated the 
regiment.

Facieu, Jean Louis Alexis de,— (See de 
Facieu). 

Fagan* Robert Charles Henry Baines, Cap- 
tain (1823 — 1857). — Grave ani tablet at LelM^ Nd^ 
162. — The fourth son of Major-General Christopher 
Sullivan Fagan, G.B., Bengal Infantry, who was a cadet 
of the Fagans of Feltrim, Co. Dublin, and of the Fagans 
of Kiltallagh, Co. Kerry. Bom at Fatehgarh, on the- 
14**1 May 1823. -Entered the Bengal Army in 1840, as 
a Cadet of Artillery. Arrived in India in January 
1841, and in the following August was posted to the 
5**1 Company 7**i Battalion, Foot Artillery, at Dim- 
Dum, from which he was removed, in June 1842, to the 
5**1 Company 4**i Battalion at Oawnpore. In the follow- 
ing month he proceeded to the Upper Provinces as 
acfeg Adjutant and acting Detachment Staff to a large 
body of drafts and recruits, and on arrival at Cawnpore 
joined the company to which he stood posted, and fe 
which he was re-posted in the following November, on 
his promotion to the rank of First- Lieutenant beings 
notified. In January 1848 he was transferred to the 
2<^ Company 7**i Battalion, at Almora, and from thal^ * 
in October 1844, to the 4**i Company of the same 
battalion at Bareilly. In Januajy 1845 he was re- 
moved to the 1®* Company 6**i Battalion, at Jubbtsl- 
pore. On the corps being reorganised in July 1845- 
he was posted to the 1®* Company 5**i Battalion, , 
C^wnpore, but in the following mon& he was diceeted. 
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"■io contimie m cliarge of liis former company (wMch had 
now become the 1st of the Battalion) at Jubbulpore 
-until furiher orders, and in consequence he did not join 
■file 1st of the 5tii until December, In the same month, 
Portly after joining, he was appointed Adjutant and 
Quarter-Master to the left wing of the 5*^ Battalion at 
Cawnpore, and he continued in that appointment until 
^arly in 1847, when he accompanied the 1st of the 5t^i 
io Lahore. With this company he sep'ed as part of 
ihe garrison of Lahore during the Punjab campaign of 
1848-49 (Medal). In September 1850 he was trans- 
ferred to the 3d Company 4*^ Battalion, which he joined 
in the following November on its arrival at Lahore 
from Ambala. In August 1851 he was removed to the 
l®t Company 2^ Battalion, which, on the departure of 
the 3d Company 4tii Battalion for Peshawar, he joined 
■at Mian Mir in November. In January 1852 he ms 
appointed temporarily to the Department of the Civil 
Eii^neer in the Punjab, as Superintendent of Civil 
Buildings at Lahore. On attaining the rank of Cap- 
tain, he was posted, October 1853, to the 1®* Company 
-4*^ Battalion, but he continued in the appointment of 
Supdt* of Civil Bnildings nntil October 1854, when he 
was appointed Offg. Executive Ofldcer at Dalhousie, in 
which appointment he was absorbed into the Dep** of 
Public Works in the following year. In November 
J856 he was appointed Executive Officer at Jullundur, 
Anri ie was still serving in that appointment when the 
outbreak of the mutinies at Meerut and Delhi, in May 
18S7, called him into the field. On the of that 
month he was directed to proceed immediately to Ambala 
there place himself under the orders of Major 
Langhton, and on the 23d he was appointed an Asst. 
JKeld Engineer with the Delhi Field Force. He joined 
the Force in this capacity, but on the 6*^ June, in 
the course of the advance on Delhi, he was placed 
at the disposal of Major Kaye for service with the 
aiege-train, and reverted to his proper position as an 
officer of artillery. He was present with the Force at 
the action of Badli-ki-Serai and throughout the greater 
of the siege of Delhi, and repeatedly distinguished 
elf, especially in the repulse of the attack on the 
xight rear of our position on the 9*^ July. On the 12^^ 
September, two days before the termination of the 
aiege and the storming of the city, he was unfortunately 
killed in No. 4 Breaching Battery whilst gallantly 
directing the fire of the battery on the Kashmir Gate 
and bastion, and he fell lamented by the whole Force, 
It was recorded of him that his career during the whole 
period that the Force had been before Delhi “was 
marked by unceasing energy and conspicuous devotion 
io his profession,” and that he “had gained for himself 
Ihe respect of officers and men in every branch of the 
Force.” 

35ro3DE.— Captain (then Lieutenant) Fagan married, at Cawnpore, 
on the 8th Jti5^ 1846, Sarah Humphrey, the eldest daughter of 
Surgeon Thomas Wm. Burt, H. P., Bengal Medical Service. She 
was horn at Warehom, Dorsetshire, in 1825. 


Faithful!, George Charles Norris, Lieutenant 
(1881 — 1857 ). — Grave at Ambala, No, 240. — ^Entered 
H. M.’s Service on ihe 14*^ March 1851 as an Ensign 
in the 66*^ Foot, and the regiment being then at 
Gibraltar, he joined ihe dep6t in the Isle of Wight. On 
the Ifith September following he was tra^f erred to the 
ygth Foot, a-nd joined the regimental dep6t at 'Chatham. 
In ihe summer of the following year he embarked for 
India, and having landed at Calcutta in October 1852, 
hfo joined the 75*^ at Ambala in Februairy 1853. In 
ihe winter of 1853-54 he accompanied the regiment to 
Beditf^var, and in Ocstober 1855 he marched with it thence 
to Eawal Pindi. Early in 1857 he proceeded with the 
€GEps to Kftpft-TLli, and on the 15^^ May following he 
ivas promoted to ihe rank of Lieutenant. On ihe 
onihreak of the mutiny he marched with ihe regiment 
to Ambala> and ^ence accompanied it in ihe movement 
mDelM; was present with it in i^ action of Badh-ki* 
fies^and at the siege and capture of Delhi; and 


was wounded in the action of the 14*^» July before that 
place. He was afterwards invalided to Ambala, where 
he died on the 31®^ October 1857. 

Faithful!, Henry Jacob Young, First-Ideutenani 
(1823 — 1846). — Grave and tablet at Ferozejpore, No, 
444. — Son of Lieutenant-Colonel Eichard Coventry 
Faithfull, Bengal Infantry. Bom at Cuttack on the 
8*^ October 1823. — Entered the Bengal Army in 1841 
as a Cadet of Artillery. Arrived in India in June 1842 
and in the following December was posted to the 6*1^ 
Company 5*^ Battalion, Foot Artillery, which he joined 
at Benares. In January 1845 he was transferred to 
the Company 2^^ Battalion at Dum-Dum, but 
before he could join it he was removed, February 1845,. 
to the 2^ Company 4th Battalion at Cawnpore. On 
the Corps of Artillery being reorganised in July 1845,, 
he was promoted to ihe raiik of First-Lieutenant, and' 

? osted to the 1®* Troop 2^ Brigade, Horse Artillery 
now “ K ” Battery, Eoyal Horse Artillery), which, he 
joined at Meerut. On the outbreak of the first Sikh 
War he accompanied the troop to the front and with 
it joined the Army of the Sntlej in January 1846. By 
some unexplained accident he was not present with the 
troop at the battle of Aliwal, in which it was promi- 
nently engaged, but he was with it in the final engage- 
ment at Sobraon, in which he unfortunately lost his 
life, having fallen by a cannon-shot in the preliminary 
bombardment of the Silch entrenchments, — 10th Febru- 
ary 1846. 

Note I.— Stubbs, in his History of the JBenyal Artillery, 
Volume III, p. 15S, Asserts that Lieutenant Faithfull vras present 
at Aliwal, but the statement is disproved by the Medal Boll of the 
troop. 

Note II.— Lieutenant Faithfull, married, at Calcutta, on the 1st 
July 1844, Louisa Sophia, daughter of Archer Wilson, Hsqr., of 
Bamkalla Factory, Ohaprali. 

Farquhar, Trevor Graham, Comet (1826— 
1846). — Grave at Ludhiana : see No, 443. — ^The third 
and youngest son of Sir Thomas Harvie Farquhar, 
Bart. (ID, of London and Gxennard Lodge, Eoehamp- 
ton, Co. Surrey, and afterwards of Polesden Lacey, 
near Dorking, in the same county. Bom on the 5*“ 
Au^st 1826. — ^Entered the Bengal Army in 1844. 
Arrived in India in May 1844, and in the following 
August was directed to proceed to Muttra and do duty 
with the 6*^ Light Cavalry. On the 6*^ Novemlter 
1845 he was posted to the 1®* Light Oava^, at Muttra, 
and eai’ly in January 1846 he accompanied that regi- 
ment on service towards the Sutlej. He was present 
with it in the battle of Aliwal, 28*^ January 1846, in 
which he was mortally wounded ; and he died in conse- 
quence at Ludhiana on the 31®*. 

Farrington, Henry Wortham, Major (1798— 
1851) — 0-rave at Ambala No, 221. — ^Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1818. Arrived in India in May 1819, and in 
the following July was sent up to Dmapore to do 
duty with the Bengal European Eegiment. In the 
succeeding October he was directed to do duty with the 
2d Battalion 14*^ N. I., and having joined that corps at 
Dinapore, he accompained it to CJawnpore in January 
1820. In June 1820 he was posted to the 2^ Battalion 
1®* N, I., which he joined at Partabgarb, in Dudh, and 
witb that corps, at the end of 1821, he marched to Nee- 
much. On the Army being re-organised in May 1824 he . 
was finally posted to the 2^ N.j I. (late 1®* Batta. Ist. 
N. I.), and having joined this regiment at Sultanpur, xn 
Oudh, he afterwards accompanied it to Kaita, in 
Bundelkhand, in 1826, and to Barrackpore in the winter 
of 1827-28. From Ilecember 1827 to March 1829 
he officiated as Interpreter and Quarter-Master of the 
co^s. Early in 1830 he proceeded with the regiment to - 
Dinapore, whence he marched with it to Saugor early 
in 1834, and to Lucknow at the end of 1836. In the 
autumn of 1838, the regiment having been detailed to 
fota part of the Army of the Indue, he proceeded with- 
it to Kamal; and thence to Feroze^re^ arriving at ihe 
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latter place and joining the Army on the 27^^ November ; 
the corps, however, was eventually not required to ac- 
company the Army, and having been ordei’ed to remain at 
Ferozepore, he continued serving with it there until 
Februaiy 1840, when he marched with it for Kabul. 
Proceeding across the Punjab and through the passes, 
lie arrived there in the following May, and thereafter he 
served with the regiment throughout the campaigns of 
1840-4142 in Afghanistan. In the summer of 1840 
he served with the corps in the expedition into the 
Ohilzai country. In the winter of 1840-41 he com- 
manded a field detachment on service in the district of 
Zamindawar, and on the 3^ January he had the good 
fortune to infiict a severe defeat on the insurgents un- 
der Sardar Ahtar Khan at Landinawa. After the 
general outbreak of November 1841 he served with the 
regiment throughout the operations at and around 
Kandahar, under General Nott, and afterwards in the 
movement to the north, in the course of which he was 
present at the action of Goaine, the re-captnre of 
Ghazni, the actions of Beni Badam and Maidan, the 
re-occnpation of Kabul, and various actions in the passes 
between Kabul and Peshawar during the withdrawal of 
crar forces from Afghanistan (Medal). A few days 
after his arrival at Perozepore he proceeded on leave to 
Subathu and the North-Western Hills, and he never 
rejoined his regiment, having, a few weeks later, been 
transferred to the Invalid Establishment with effect from 
the 1®* January 1843. In March 1843 he received per- 
mission to reside at Simla, and at that place, wilJi a 
change to Ambala in the winter months, the remainder 
of his life was passed. He died at Amljala on the 24*^ 
February 1851. 

Note.— Major (then Captain) Parriiigtoii, married, first, at 
Pinapore, on tbe IStli July 1831, Hannab, daughter of— Insbaw, 
and widow of Mr. John Jones, Indigo Planter, of Mehndi Ghat, 
near Cawnpore. This lady, who was born at Halifax, Co. York, 
on the 80th January 1797, died at Dinapore on the 23^ August 
1831, only five weeks after her second marriage. — Major Farrin^on 
married, secondly, at Calcutta, on the 21st December 1833^ 
Frances, widow of John Turner, Esqr, solicitor, of the Supreme 
Court. She died at Subathu on the 16th February 1858. 


Fellowes, Halford, Lieutev-mt-Golonel (1833 — 
1879 ). — Tablet at No. 774. — Son of Eear- 

Admiral Sir Thomas Eellowes, K^., C.B., Eoyal Navy. 
Bom at “ The Leigh ”near Great Bradford, Co. Wilts, 
on the 16*^1 October 1833.— Entered the Bengal Army in 
1851. Arrived in India in June of the same year, and 
was sent up to Benares to do duty with the 16*^ N. I. 
On the 24*^ of the succeeding month he was posted to the 
Slst l.^ and having joined that regiment at JuUun- 
dur, he served with it there for three years, subsequently 
accompanying the corps to Barrackpore in the cold season 
of 1854-55. He was acting Adjutant of the regiment 
from July 1855 to April 185<5, and during the whole of 
this period he was actively employed in the field against 
the insurgent Santhals. On the conclusion of the oper- 
ations against these people he returned with the regi- 
ment to Barrackpore, and he continued serving with it 
there until November 1856, when the corps left for 
Saugor and he went on leave. He rejoined at Saugor 
in Eebruary 1857, and was soon afterwards sent with a 
detachment to Nagode, where he served as Station Staff 
Officer for a short time in March. In May 1857 he was 
appointed acting Adjutant of the regiment, and on the 
Slat July following he was made permanent in the ap- 
pointment, which he held for nearly six years. As 
Adjutant he served with the regiment (which was one 
of the few that remained faithful) throughout the 
Mutiny campaigns of 1857-58-59 in the Saugor 
District and Central India, and was present at the de- 
fence of the fort of Saugor, the actions of Jalimpur and 
Daulalpur, the capture of the forts of Shahgarh and 
Patna, and the pursuit of Tantia Topi (Medal and clasp). 
In February 1859 he was appointed to act as Quarter- 
Master of the regimeni^ ia addition to his duties as Ad- 
jutant. He shortly afterwards accompanied the regiment 


to Kalpi, at which station, from April to July, he serv* 
ed, in addition, as Station Staff Officer. He subsequent- 
ly proceeded with the regiment to Shahjahanpnr, aniv- 
ing there towards the end of August 1859, and at that 
station he continued acting as Quarter-Master, in 
addition to his other duties, until November 1860. In 
February 1861 he was admitted into the Bengal Staff 
Coips. In November 1862 be was again appointed to 
officiate as Quarter-Master of the regiment (which had 
now become the 2*^^ N. I.), in addition to his duties as 
Adjutant. In the following month his services were 
placed at the disposal of the Government of Bengal, but 
this was cancelled soon afterwards, and continuing in 
his regimental appointments, he accompanied the corps to 
Multan in the winter of 1862-63. (5n attaining the 

rank of Captain in January 1863 he vacated the Ad« 
jutancy of the regiment, but he continued officiating in 
that appointment, as well as in that of Quarter-Master 
until the middle of the following April, when he be- 
came Offg. Commandant of the corps. This command 
he held until November, when he fell into the position of 
an officer doing duty with the regiment. In January 
1864 the appointment of Wing Officer was conferred upon 
him, and on the 30*^ of the same month he was appoint- 
ed to officiate as Second-in-Command. In the following 
March he left Mnltan with the regiment, for Lucknow 
but while still en rotite, in April, he was appointed 
Second-in-Command of the 15*11 N. I (Sikhs), and 
proceeding to Doranda, he joined that regiment there! 
In Janua]^ 1865 he was appointed a Brigade-Major on 
the establishment and was posted to Allahabad, at which 
station, in the autumn of 1866, he officiated for a short 
time as Asst. Adjt.-Genl. In December 1866 he 
was transferred, as Bngade-Major, to Ambala, and he 
served there for nearly a year. On the organisation of 
the expedition to Abyssinia, in the autumn of 1867 he 
was appointed Brigade-Major of the Bengal Brigade 
and in this capacity he served throughout the campaigil 
in that country from the beginning of Februaiy to 
end of May 1868 (Medal). On the termination of the 
war he went home on furlough and was absent jErom 
India until December 1869, when, on his I'etum, he was 
posted, as Brigade-Major, to Jnbhnlpore ; but* he re- 
mained at that station for little more than a month hav- 
ing, in January 1870, been appointed Offg. Second-in- 
Command of the 14*k N. I. (Sikhs), which he pined 
soon afterwards at Jullundnr. In January 1871 on 
the return to duty of the permanent incumbent he 
vacated this appointment, and he afterwards did general 
duty at Jullundur, until May 1871, when he went 
home on leave. On his return to India in November 
he was again directed to do general duty at Jullundur 
hut this was for only a few days, for on the 17*k of that 
month he was appointed an Offg. Wing. Officer in the 
23^ N. I. (Pioneers), and he immediately proceeded and 
joined that regiment at Eawal Pindi. On the let of the 
lollowing month, on joining, he was appointed Offff 
Second-in-Command, and he remained in toat positiS 
until June 1872, when he was made permanent in the 
appointment. He accompanied the regiment to the 
Hassan Abdal Camp of Exercise at the end of the year 


1873 and to Mian Mir in October 1876, and he was

Subsequently on the 
Second Division being broken up and a part of the troops 
sent back to India by the Thal-Chotiali route, he pro- 
ceeded in command of the regiment in the Second Co- 
lumn. He did not, however, live to reach India, having 
died, of dysentery, in camp in the Han Pass, near 
Barkhan, on the 911i April 1879. 

Note.— liieuteuant-Colonel (then Ensign) Ecllowes, niarried, at 
Mussocrlc, ou the October 1833, Isabella Harriet, the eldest 
daughter of Lieutenant-Colonel John Orant Gerrard, Bengal. In- 
fantry. 

Ferguson, Robert, Lieutenant (1825 — 1849). — 
Tablet at JulUntUr, No. 550.— Bom on the 18*^ January 
1825.— Entered the Bengal Army in 1842. Arrived in 
India on the 29^^ June 1843, and having, in anticipation 
of his arrival, been posted, on the 14*^ of that month, to 
the 4*^^ N. I., he proceeded to Bareilly and joined that 
regiment there. In the spring of 1844 he accompanied 
the regiment to Sukkur, in Sindh, where he served with 
it for nearly two years. On the formation of the Sindh 
Pield Eorce, which was organised for the purpose of 
making a diversion in favour of the Army of the Sutlej 
during the first Sikh War, he accompanied the regiment 
on that service, but the battle of Sobraon having brought 
-the war to an end, the force was broken up, and he 
marched with the corps to Delhi, arriving there towards 
the end of April 1846. In the autumn of 1848 he ac- 
companied the regiment to Ludhiana, and on the 14^^^ 
November he was appointed to act as Adjutant to the 
left wing, temporarily detached to Nakodar, whence he 
marched with it in December and rejoined the hcad-qnar- 
ters of the regiment at Jullundnr. He subsequently 
served with the regiment, in the force under the com- 
mand of Brigadier Wheeler, throughout the operations in 
the Jullundur and Bari Doahs, during the Punjab 
Campaign of 1848-49, and took part in a sharp affair 
with the rebels under Ram Singh near the heights of 
Dalla. On the termination of the campaign he accom- 
panied the regiment to Jullundur, at which station he 
died on the 15**^ September 1849. 

- Fergusson, Joslas Dupre, Lieutenant (1815 — 
1844). — Grave at Suhathu, No, 416. — -Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1829 as a Cadet of Infantry. Being 
already in the counbry, he was formally admitted into 
the service in India on the 10^^ December 1830, but, 
being supernumerary to the esfaablishment, he remained a 
cadet for two years and-a-half, and continued unposted 
for nearly three. A few days* after his admission into 
the service he was ordered uptoDiuapore to do duty with 
the 2^ N. I., but early in January 1831 this arrange- 
ment was altered, and he was directed to do duty instead 
. with the 38^ . N. I. at Oawnpore. On the 33’^ leaving 
,Oawnpor0 in the following October, he was appointed to 
, do duty with the 10<=^ N. I., until the arrival at that 
„ station of the 60*^ and that regiment marching in at 
^the end of the same month, he joined it, and he continu- 
^ed^doing duty with it for nearly two years. He was 
granted rank as Ensign on the 21sii June 1833 (subso- 
' queutly antedated to tha 19^1^ July 1880), and in the 
Sufioeeding October he was posted to the 36*^ N. I, He 
joined that regiment at hfliow, and in the wifiter of 
.1834-35 he served with it in the field iu Rajputana on 
the occasion of tlTe demonstration against Jo<Ripur and 
of the operations subsequently undertaken for the re- 
.Storation of order in the district of Shekhawat. On the 
, conclusion of this campaign he accompanied the corps to 
jLgra, arriving there in April 1835, and in the cold season 
pf lo37-38 he proceeded with the regiment to Jamal- 
pur, in Eastern Bengal. In November 1838 he was nomi- 
nate acting Interpreter and Quarter-Master to the regi- 
ment, but he had held this post less than a month when, 
.e®t the December, he was appointed an Asst. 

Spirv^pr in the Oawnpore district. He conti- 
until Octobei: 18402 when he 


was appointed Adjutant of the Bhopal Contingent, and 
having joined that body at Sehore, he continued serving 
with it there until February 1843. He was then appoiut- 
ed a Depy. Commissioner of the Second Class in the 
Sangor Division, was posted to Damoh, and appointed 
to the command of the 2*^ Battalion of Military Police 
at that station. In October 1844 he proceeded on sick 
leave to the hills, and he died at Snhathu on the 27^^ 
December following. 

Fergusson, William Tierney, Ensian (c. 1820— 
1838). — Grave at Karnal : see No. 196. — Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1837. Was already in India when 
nominated, and was formally admitted on the 24^^^ July 
1837, with rank from the March preceding. In the 
following December he was posted to the 27*^1^ N. I., 
which he joined at Karnal ; and he died at that place on 
th.e August 1838. 

Note —In the register from which this offioer^s name lias heen 
taken {see No. 19G), the date of death is wrongly stated, and the 
name itself is mis-spelt. 

Ferris, Joseph, Captain and Lrevet-Major (1807— 
1853). — Grave at Dharmsala, A^o. 508.— Born at Pen- 
zance, Co. Cornwall, on the 3^^ May 1807. — ^Entered 
the Bengal Army in 1823. Arrived in India in April 
1825, and was sent up to Berhampore to do duty with the 
28*^' N. I. In the following July he was posted to the 
20^^^ N. I., which he joined at Barrackpore. In October 
1827 he proceeded to the Upper Provinces on leave, on 
the expiration of which he rejoined the regiment at 
Kaita in February 1828. In the winter of 1830-31 he 
marobed witli the regiment to Sitapur, whence ho pro- 
ceeded with it to Delhi in the spring of 1834, and to 
Ludhiana in November 1836. In May 1838, ho was 
appointed to the command of a detachment which liad 
been detailed to form the escort of amission to the Maha- 
raja Ranjit Singh, and he continued ou this duty until 
the return of the mission from Lahore in the following 
July. In November 1838, on the regiment being detail- 
ed to form part of the Army of the Indus, he marched 
with it to Ferozopore, but the force under orders to 
proceed to Afghanistan having been reduced by two 
brigades, in one of which the 20^^' N. I. was included, 
ho returned to Ludhiana with the corps in January 
1839. In the following month he was detached in com- 
mand of two companies of the regiment, which had 
been detailed to escort guns and treasure, to Peshawar, 
and eventually to form part of the escort of Major (after- 
wards Sh* Claude) ‘Wadoiu his movement on Kabul with 
the Shahzada Timur. While the forces (mostly irregu- 
lar levies) destined to advance on Kabul fx*om this point 
were assembling at Peshawar, he was employed in 
forming and organizing several other iiTCgular corps 
to aid in the movement through the Khai])ar, the princi- 
pal one of which was a body of border Pathans (320 
strong) armed with the jasail (a long matchlock, 
usually, but improperly, called a “rifle*’). At the 
head of this corps (which in the latter part of the 
Afghan War won high distinction under the designation 
of “ Ferris’ Jazailchis ”) and of the detachment of the 
20*^ N. I. he took a distinguished part in ilie forcing of 
the Khaihar Pass and the reduction of AJi Masjid in 
July 1839. On the conclusion of these operations, when 
r the greater part of the force moved on towards Kabul, 
he was left at Ali Masjid in command of ihe ganison, 
which consisted of the grenadier company of the 20*^ and 
the Jazailchi Corps. In this position he remained 
(repulsing several Afridi attacks on his post) untfl 
October 1839, when, his services having in the preced- 
ing month been placed at the disposal of the Bi^voy and 
Minister at tbe Court of Shah Shuja-^ul-Mulk, he was 
appointed Commandant of the Corps of Jazailchis, the 
strength of which was considerably augmented, and the 
head-quarters of which were removed, in 1840, to P es h* 
bolak, in the Shinmri cotmt^^ InPehruary 1841 he 
led the Jazailchis throughout the operations againsfc 
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tlie Sangn Kliel Sliinwaris, in tlie Narian Valley, in 
wliioli t£e corps was prominently engaged, highly dis- 
tinguished itself, and suffered considerable loss. In the 
following November, immediately after the outbreak at 
Kabul, he was attacked at Peshbolak by a combination 
of all the neighbouring tribes, and having only 250 of 
his men with him at the time, the greater part of 
the corps having been detached to Gandamak, he was 
obliged to take up a position in an old rained fort in the 
neighbourhood. This he defended with great gallantry, 
against unceasing attacks, from the to the night 
of the 16^^ , when, having lost nearly one-fifth of his 
men, the failure of ammunition left him no alternative 
hut to evacuate the post and reach, if possible, a place 
of safety, the difi&oulties of the situation being greatly 
aggravated by the circumstance that there were ladies 
(his wife and her sister) in the garrison. After a 
sharp conflict, and with much loss, he succeeded, during 
the darkness of the night, in cutting his way through 
the enemy with the remains of the garrison, and nest 
morning he made his way to Girdi Kas, where the 
friendly aid of Torabaz Khan, the Mohmand Chief of 
Lalpura, was/eceived, and by the assistance of this Chief 
he eventually reached Lalpura with his party, whence 
the whole were conducted by the Tartara route to Pe- 
shawar, arriving there on the 21®* . During the suc- 
ceeding months he was busily engaged at Peshawar in 
recruiting, reforming and refittmg his gallant little 
corps, and when General Pollock advanced to the relief 
of Jalalabad in April 1842, he took, with his Jazailohis 
(now 400 strong), a prominent part in the forcing of the 
Khaibar Pass, the General, in his despatches, making 
special mention of ‘‘ Captain Perris, Commanding the 
Jazailchis, whose conduct excited the delight and ad- 
miration of all who beheld them.” He subsequently 
moved forward with General Pollock to Jalalabad, and 
here he was joined by the remains of the detachment 
formerly at Gandamak, which had taken a gallant 
part in the defence of the former place. In J uly 1842, 
with the whole of the Jazailchi Corps, he took part in 
the Shinwari Expedition, and was present in both the 
actions at Mazina, and when General Pollock moved 
forward in August, he and his Jazailohis accom- 
panied the Army and took part in the actions of Tezin 
and Haft Kotal, and in the re-occupation of Kabul. On 
the conclusion of the operations he returned with General 
Pollock’s force to Peshawar (at whicL place the greater 
part of the Jazailohis were paid up aim discharged), and 
thence accompanied it to Perozepore, from which place, in 
January 1843, he proceeded on leave for six months. 
Por his eminent services during the war he was promot- 
ed to the rank of Major by brevet and was created a Com- 
panion of -^e Order of the Bath, and in common with 
the rest of General Pollock’s force he received the medal 
for Kabul. On the expiration of his leave he rejoined 
the 20*^ N. I. at Nasirabad, and he served with it there 
until September 1843, when he was appointed Command- 
ant of the Bundelkhand Military Police, consisting of 
two battalions, stationed at Banda, of a combined strength 
of 2,800 men, in which some remains of the Jazailchi 
Corps had been incorporated. This appointment he held 
until August 1847, when, the Bundelkhand Military 
Police having been disbanded under orders issued in ihe 
preceding April, he obtained leave to remain at Banda 
■until his regiment, en route from Barraokpore, should 
arrive at Allahabad. Before tbis event happened, how- 
ever, he was, on the 8*^ January 1848, appointed 
. Commandant of the 2^ Sikh Local Infantry, and he 
joined that corps at Kot Kangra early in the following 
month. During the second Sikh War, 1848-40, he was 
actively employed against the insurgents under Bam 
'Singh, both in the Jullundur Doab and in the country 
heyondJfce Beas, and on the 26*^^ November he took part 
in the defeat and dispersion of a body of the rebels at 
Dinanagar (Medal). On the termination of these operar' 
lions he returned with the re^ment to ECangra, whence, 
in May 1849, he moved with it to .Dharmsala^ where a 
^oautonment was then first formed. At tbis statiou 


he continued in command of the regiment until his 
death, which took place there on the 14^- Ausrusfc 
1853. 

Note.— J klajor (tliau Lieutennit) Ferri? was mirrle.l, sA Calcutta 
on the 23^11 3Iarch 1826^ to Georgiaui nilitikla, daughter of William 
Blanchard, Eaqr., an Indigo Planter of the Dacca District. One of 
hep sisters was the wife of Colonel Stephen Williams, 56-hN^I,, 
and perished at Cawnpore in 1857- 

Field, John Frederick, Captain (c. 1809— 1845).— ^ 
Tablet at Ferosepore, No, 442.— Entered H. M.’s Service 
on the 28'^^ June 1827 as a Second- Lieutenant in the 
Ceylon Rifle Regiment, in which corps he ate lined the 
rank of First-Lieutenant on the 21®* February 1834. 
After nearly eight years’ service in Ceylon he was trans- 
ferred, on the May 1835, to the 9*^ Foot, which 
he joined at Fort William, on its arrival there from the 
Mauritius, in the following November. In January 
1836 he accompanied the regiment to Ohinsura, and 
thence, in December 1833, to Hazaribagh. In the spring 
of 1840 he proceeded with the corps to Agra, whence 
he marched with it to Meerut towards the end of the 
same year, and to Farozepore in December 1341. In 
January 1842 he aocompauiei the regiment on service 
to Afghanistan, where he served (as acting Adjutant 
from July 1842 to January 1843) throughout the oam- 
paiga of 1842 under Major-General Pollock, including 
the forcing of the Khaibar Pass, the advance to Jalal- 
abad, the actions of Mama Khel, Jagdalak, Tezin and 
Haft Kotal, the re-occupation of Kabul, the capture 
and destruction of Istalif, and various affairs in the 
passes during the return march from Kabul to Peshawar 
(Medal) . On the breaking up of the Army at Perozepore, 
he proceeded with the regiment to Subathu, arriving 
there in April 1843, and while serving there, on the 14*^=^ 
February 1844, he was promoted to the rank of Captain. 
In March 1844 he moved with the regiment to Kasauli, 
whence he marched with it to Ambala towards the end 
of November 1845. On the outbreak of the first Sikh 
War in the following month he accompanied the regi- 
ment to the front with the Army of the Sutlej, and was 
present with it in the battles of MudH and Firozshahr, 
in the latter of which he fell whilst gallantly leading on 
his company to the assault of the Sikh entrenchments,--* 
21®* December 1845. 

Fisher, Henry SootiVinoent, Lieutenant-OolorieZ 
(1833 — 1876).— 6?>*aue at Simla, No, 381. — The second 
son of Captain John Fisher, 23^ Bengal N. I., who fell 
at the head of the Sirmoor Battalion at the battle of 
Sobraon. Born at Dehra Dun on the 3*1 November 
1833.— Entered the Bengal Army in 1850. Arrived in 
India in November of tbe same year, and was sent up tp 
Benares to do duty -with the 33^ N. I. Towards the 
end of the succeeding month he was posted to the 30*i^ 
N. I., which he joined at Aligarh, and with that corps, at 
the end of the following year he proceeded to Bar- 
raokpore, On the regiment being sent to Eastern Bengal 
at the end of 1852 he obtained three months’ leave to 
remain at the Presidency, but he rejoined the corps at 
Jamalpur in February 1853, and in the cold season o£ 
1853-54 he accompanied it to Agra. In January 1856 
he was appointed Adjutant of the regiment. In Febru- 
ary 1857 he was appointed Adjutant of the ll*ii Irregur 
lar Oavaby, but he never joined that corps, for, being at 
the time en route to Nasirabad with his regiment, he met 
with an accident on the line of march (his horse falling 
with and rolling over him) which necessitated the am-r 
putation of his left leg, and this misfortune compelled 
him to proceed on leave to the hills (vacating his appoint- 
ment of Adjutant of the 30*t from ihe 1®* May), and 
eventually, in March lS58, to go home on furlbugh. He 
returned to India in October 1858, and in* the following 
month, his services having been placed at the disposal of 
the Foreign Dept., he was appointed a Supernu- 
merary Asst. Commissioner, of the Third Class, is 
Oadh. Snmg tihe next fe^ moniihs b.e was atfiaclied, aft 
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•a Political Officer, to a field colnmii under tlie command 
of Colonel M. Gr. Dennis, 60*^ Rifles, wliich was employed 
in clearing the Khaiiigarh district of rebels, but he was 
subsequently posted to Hardui, at which station he 
serTcd for more than a year. In Pebmary 1861 he was 
admitted into the Bengal Staff Corps. He afterwards 
jserred, as Asst. Commr., at Mahomdi, and at Tarious 
other stations in Oudh, until May 1869, when he went 
home on furlough. On his return to India in the spring 
of 1870 he was posted, as Asst. Commr., to^ Pyzabad, 
hut he afterwards served at various other stations, end- 
ing with Sitapnr, until June 1874, when he proceeded on 
leave in India for two years. In August 1876 he vacated 
his appointment in the Oudh Commission, and in the fol- 
lowing month, his services having been replaced at the 
disposal of the Commander-in-Chief, he was posted to 
Meemt for general duty. In Pebruary 1876 he was 
transferred to Roorkee. Later in the year he proceeded 
on leave to Simla, where he died on the 22^ August 
1876. 

Fisher, Hugh George, Ensign (1836 — 1865). — 
Grave at Ambala, 232. — A younger son of Captain 

John Pisher, 23^ Bengal N. I., who fell at the battle of 
Sobraon in 1846, when in command of the Siimoor 
Rattalion. Bom at Behra in December 1836. — Entered 
dhe Bengal Army in 1864. Being already in India 
when he was admitted into the service, he was sent to 
Agra, in Pebruary 1856, to do duty with the 30*^ N. I., 
in which one of his elder brothers was then serving. 
Jn the following month he was regularly posted to that 
xegiment, but in the succeeding June he was transferred, 
at his own request, to the 60**^ N. I. He joined that 
coips at Ambala, and he died at that place on the 
ITovember 1866. 

Fisher, Johr, Oa^fam (1802^1846).— Tablet 
at EerozeporG, No, 444. — Son of the Revd. Henry 
Pisher, M.A,, Chaplain on the Bengal Establishment, 
and formerly of Kirk Hammerton, near Knares- 
horough, Co. Tork. Born at Kirk Hammerton on the 
12^b Jxily 1802.— Arrived in India with his father in 
March 1815. On the 1st March 1817 he was appointed 
Sr Cornet in H. M’s 24*^ Light Dragoons, then station- 
ed at Cawnpore, but in the following year, upon being 
appointed a Cadet of Infantry in the Bengal Army with 
leffect from the date on which he should attain the age of 
sixteen years, he resigned his commission in H. M.’s 
Service. He was formally admitted into the service in 
India on the 17^^ December 1818, and four days later 
was directed to do duty with the 1®* Battalion 7*^ N. I., 
at Agra. In July 1819 he was transferred, for duty, 
io the 1®* Battalion 25 ‘b jj. Meerut, and in the 

following December to the 1®* Battalion 27^^, at the same 
station, and he continued seiving with this corps until 
March 1820, when he was regularly posted to the 1®* 
Battalion^ 4*b N. at Muttra. In 1821 he accompanied 
Ids battalion to Saugor, and in 1822 to Jubbulpore, and 
he continued serving with it there until January 1824, 
when he was appointed Adjutant of the Sirmoor Bat- 
ialion of Gurkhas (now the 1®^ Battalion of the 2^ 
'Gurkha Rifles), which he joined at Debra, and with 
"^hich the rest of his service was passed. On the re- 
organisation of tbe Army taking place in May 1824 he 
was posted to the 23id K I. (late 2^ Battalion 4*^), but 
Being continuously with the Gurkha battalion, he never 
joined this regiment. He was ordered to join it on its 
being detailed to form part of the force assembled for 
the siege of Bharatpur in November 1826, but the order 
■TOS afteiwards cancelled, and he was selected to join 
Army under Lord Combermere in command of a 
^detachment of two hundred men of the Sirmoor Batta- 
lion. At the head of this detachment he was actively 
engaged throughout the siege of Bharatpur, and took a 
prominent part in the storming of the fortress on the 
January 1826. On the termination of the 
oipmtito'he retamed to Debra with the detachment, 
June 1827 he tms appointed Secojid-in-Conunand 


of the battalion, a situation which was afterwards 
combined with that of Asst. Political Officer in 
Debra Dun. He continued serving with the corps at 
Debra until January 1842, when he proceeded with it to 
Bareilly, where disturbances were expected. He returned 
with it to Debra in April, and in the following October 
marched with it for Eerozepore to join the Army of 
Reserve, with which he served until it was broken up 
on the return from Afghanistan of the British forces 
under the command of General Pollock. On the 2^ 
January 1843 he was appointed Commandant of the Sir- 
moor Battalion. He returned with the corps to Debra 
in Pebruary 1843, but in the autumn he was detached 
with one wing to Khaital, and in March 1844, with 
the whole of the battalion, to Hardwar, whence he 
returned to Debra in April. On the ontbreak of the 
first Sikh War he proceeded with his battalion to Ambala, 
whence he marched with it to Ludhiana in January 
1846, and took pait in the defence of that place against 
the Sikhs ; and having joined the force under the com- 
mand of Sir Harry Smith, he commanded the battalion 
at the battle of Aliwal. A foitniglit later, on the 10*^ 
Fehrnaiy 1846, he commanded the corps in the sangnin- 
aiy battle of Sobraon, and fell under a shower of grape 
whilst gallantly leading on his Gurkhas to the assault 
of the Sikh entrenchments, “ respected and lamented by 
the whole Army.” 

Note.— C aptain Fisher married, at Saharaupur, on the 4th 
June 1S2S, Lacy, the third daughter of the Revd. John Vincent, 
Bengal Chaplain. Several of his sous served in the Bengal Army 
(see Nos. 232 and 381), His eldest daughter, Laviuia Lucy, was 
the wife of tlie late General Sir Charles Eeid, G. C. K, uha 
commanded the Sirmoor Battalion at the siege of Delhi in. 
1857. 

Fisher, William, lAeutenant (1822 — 1845 ). — Grave 
at Mudhi ; tablet at Eerozepoo'e, .No. 441.— -Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1837. Arrived in India in February 
1838, and in the following month was ordered up to 
SiUtdnpur, Benares, to do duty with the 8*^ Light 
Cavahy. In February 1839 he was posted to tbe lO^h 
Light Cavalry, which he joined at Muttra, and with that 
corps he served in the campaign of 1842 in Afghanis- 
tan, under Major-General Pollock (Medal). In De- 
cember 1843 he was appointed to do duty with that 
Governor-Gcneiur^ Body-Guard, and he served with that 

H s in tlie Gwalior Campaign, including the battle of 
drajpur (Bronze Star). In January 1844 ho 
was permanently attached to the Body-Guai’d as an 
additional subaltern officer, and in March 1845, having 
already officiated in the post for two months, he 
was appointed Adjutant of the coiq)S. He accompanied tho 
Body-Guard into the field with the Amy of tho 
Sutlej in December 1845, and on the 18*^ of that month 
he was killed in action at the battle of Mudki, whilst 
gallantly charging the Sikh cavalry. 

Fisher, William Pemberton, Oaptwln (c, 1834— 
1865 ),' — Grave at If Entered the Bengal Army 
in 1851. AiTived in India in November of the same 
year, and was ordered up to Benares to join and do duty 
with the N. I., but on the 26*^^ of the same month, 
before he could join the he was posted to the 
3d N. I. He joined that regiment at Jhelum, and in 
the winter of 1852-63 he served with it in tho operations 
conducted by Colonel Mackeson against the tribes of 
the Black Mountain, Hazara. Towards the end of 1854 
he accompanied the regiment to Phillaur, where he 
served with it until the end of December 1865, when 
he was appointed to officiate as Adjutant of the 2^ Punj- 
ab Infantry. He joined that corps ^t Kohat,fand in 
March 1856 he was made permanent in the appointment 
of Adjutant. During that year he twice officiated aa 
Second-in-Command of the regiment, the second time 
for several months, and he was holding this position 
when, in October 1856, he accompanied the corps on the 
expedition into Upper kCranzai (during which he WW 
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present at tlie surprise of Torawari) and ia tlie subse- 
quent movenent into tbe Eurrana Valley. He returned 
io Kokat witb tke regiment in Heoember, and there in 
January 1857 lie again officiated for a sliort time in the 
same position. In February 1857 be accoonan'ed the 
regiment to Dera Gbazi Kban, and in the following 
month be served witb it in tbe expedition to tbe Bozdar 
Hills, greatly distinguisb ^ng bimself in tbe forcing of 
tbe Kban-band defile on tbe 7'-^ March. On tbe con- 
clusion of these operations be returned witb tbe regi- 
ment to Dera Gbazi Khan, whence, on tbe outbreak of 
tbe mutiny in May, be marched w.tb tbe regiment to 
Multan, and there, on tbe 10*^ June, took pait in tbe 
dramatic disarming of tbe 62 1 and 69*^ IT. I. On the 
12^^ July be marched from Multan witb tbe regiment 
«n route to Delhi, and, arriving there on tbe 14*^ August, 
be thereafter took part in tbe remaining operations of 
the siege, including tbe action of Najafgarb and tbe 
assault and capture of tbe city itself. On tbe fall of 
Delhi be accompanied bis regiment in tbe pursuing 
column under Colonel Greatbed, and was present with 
it at tbe actions of Bulandsbabr, Aligarh and Agra, 
and, after ioining tbe main army under the Oommander- 
in-Obief, in tbe brilliant operations resulting in tbe final 
relief of Lucknow, in tbe course of which, on tbe 16*^ 
November, be was appointed acting Second-in-Command 
of tbe regiment, consequent on tbe permanent incum- 
bent, Lieutenant Frankland (q. u.'), having fa^^en at tbe 
storming of tbe Sikandarbagb. He was afterwards pre- 
sent at tbe battle of Oawnpore, tbe action of Kbodaganj, 
tbe siege and capture of Lucknow in Marcb 1858, tbe 
movement into ftobilkband (in tbe course of wbiob, on 
tbe April, be was made permanent in tbe appoint- 
ment of Second-in-Command), and the battle and capture 
of Bareilly, besides numerous minor affairs (Medal and 
three clasps). After tbe fall of Bareilly be accom- 
panied tbe regiment on its return to tbe Puniab, and hav- 
ing arrived at Ferozepore on tbe 10^^ June, be was, in 
tbe following month, appointed acting Station Interpre- 
ter there, ia addition to bis other duties. On tbe 3^* 
September following, on tbe formation of tbe 4 Euro- 
pean Regiment, be was transferred to tbe rolls of that 
corps, which, however, be never joined. On tbe 15^^ of 
tbe same month be was appointed* Offg. Commandant of 
the 2^ Punjab Infantry, and in tbe following month be 
marched witb tbe regiment from Ferozepore and pro- 
ceeded to Bannu, He remained in officiating command 
of tbe regiment until January 1859, when be reverted 
to tbe position of Seoond-m-Oommand. In May 1859 the 
appointment of acting Commandant of tbe Punjab 
Infantry was conferred upon him, and be joined that 
regiment at Dera Ismail Eban. In tbe winter of 
185'9-60 be .commanded this corps in tbe expedition 
against the Eabul Ebel "Waziris, returning to Dera 
Ismail Khan on tbe termination of tbe operations. In 
March 1860, on some changes taking place, be was dis- 
placed from tbe appointment of Offg. Commandant of 
the 6^^ P. I., but be was immediately afterwari^ re- 
appointed to tbe post, and in April and May 1860 be 
commanded tbe regiment throughout tbeMabsud Wazin 
Expedition, including tbe forcing of tbe Barari Pass, in 
Wbiob be led the advance of tbe left column of assault. 
On the conclusion of tbe expedition be returned to Dera 
Ismail Khan witb tbe regiment, tbe officiating command 
of wbiob be retained until tbe following December, when 
be reverted to bis permanent appointment of 8eoond-in- 
Oommand of tbe 2^ Punjab Infantry : be did not, how- 
ever, rejoin that regiment, and in March 1861 ^ be was 
permitted to resign tbe appointment. This was in conse- 
quence of bis having got into trouble through a neglect 
of duty while Offg. Commandant of tbe 6*^ Punjab In- 
fantry, tbe affair culminating, eighteen months later, in 
bis being* subjected to a reprimaud by tbe sentence of a 
General Court Martial (G. 0. 0. 0., dated tbe 27^^ Sep- 
tember 1862). He was then relegated to general duty 
at Multan, in which be continued until August 1863, 
when be was appointed a paid Doing-Duty Officer in the 
N. I. (Sikhs) at -Lucknow ; in the following month, 


however, he transferred, in tbe same position, to the 
19*^^ N. I. at Agra, but be does not appear to have over 
joined this regiment, and in February 1864 be waS 
again directed to do general duty at Miitan. In tbe 
following May be was appointed Quarter Master of the 
5*^ N. I. at Dacca, but be never joined tbe regiment, 
and very shortly afterwards be received tbe appointment 
of Station Interpreter at Multan, in which be continued 
until bis death. He died at Multan on tbe 8*^ July 
1865. 

Fitzgerald, John, Corporal (1820 — 1849). — Crave 
on the battle-field of Gujerat, No. 764. — ^Born in Dubliu 
about November 1820. — A coppersmith by trade.— En- 
listed at Manchester on tbe 22^ July 1843, and arrived 
in India, per ship Queen, on tbe 10^^ January 1844. 
Served, as a gunner, witb tbe 2^ Troop 2^ Brigade, 
Bengal Horse Artillery (now tbe b2^ Field Battery, 
Royal Artillery), in tbe Sutlej Campaign, 1846, and was 
present at tbe battle of Sobraon (Medal). Also, in the 
rank of Corporal, in tbe Punjab Campaign of 1848-49, 
including tbe passage of tbe Cbenab, and tbe battles of 
Cbilianw.da and Gujerat, in tbe latter of which he was 
killed, — 2l8t February 1849. 


FitzGerald, John Forster, Captain (c. 1820— 
1848). — Monument at Ramnaqar, No. 747. — The eldest 
son of Field-Marshal Sir John Forster FitzGerald, 
G.O.B., Colonel of tbe 18^^ (Royal Irish) Regiment^ 
who was of tbe FitzGeralds of Oarrigoran and New- 
market-on-Fergus, Co. Clare. — Entered H. M.^s Ser- 
vice (from tbe Royal Mily. College) on tbe 24^*’ March 
1837 as a Cornet in tbe 4^^ Light Dragoons, wbiob he 
joined at Eirkee, in tbe Bombay Presidency, early ia 
the succeeding year. In November 1838 be proceeded 
witb two squadrons of tbe regiment to Sindh and there, 
joined tbe Army of tbe Indus, witb which (having 
attained tbe rank of Lieutenant on tbe 31st May 1839) 
be served throughout tbe campaign of 1838-39 in 
Afghanistan, including tbe capture of Ghazni (Medal) 
and tbe occupation of Eabul, On tbe conclusion of 
tbe campaign be returned witb tbe two squadrons to 
tbe Bombay Presidency, reaching Eirkee in March 
1840, shortly after which he was appointed Aide-de- 
Oamp to bis father, Major-Genl. Sir John F. Fitz- 
Gerald, E.O.B., then Commanding tbe Poona Division 
of tbe Army, On tbe 30tb April 1841 be was trans- 
ferred to tbe 14^^ Light Dragoons, which arrived at 
Eirkee, from England, in tbe following September; 
be did not, however, join tbe regiment until near the 
end of tbe year, when bis staff appointment ceased 
on bis father’s departure for Europe. He oontinned 
serving witb tbe 14^^ at Eirkee until October 1844^ 
when be accompanied two squadrons of tbe regiment 
on service against insurgents in tbe Southern Mabratta 
country ; be was there acstively employed for several 
months, and at tbe end of November and the beginning 
of December be took part in tbe capture of tbe strong 
hill-forts of Paualla and Pawangarb. He returned to 
Eirkee witb tbe two squadrons in March 1846, and in 
tbe following cold season be accompanied tbe regiment 
to tbe Bengal Presidency, arriving at Ambala in April 
1846. In September 1847 he was appointed to officiate 
as Quarter-Master of tbe regiment, and be retained, 
that post for more than seven months. In February 
1848 be marched witb tbe regiment to Ferozepore, and 
while serving there, on the 25*^ 1848, he was 

promoted to tbe rank of Captain. In August 1848 he 
proceeded witb tbe regiment to Lahore, whence, on the 
outbreak of tbe second Sikh War, in tbe autumn, he 
accompanied it into tbe field. In tbe first engagement 
of tbe campaign, however, at Raninagar— on tbe 22»4 
November,— be received severe and dangerous wounds 
in charging tbe Sikh infantry in' tbe sands of the 
Chenab, and he died in consequence four days lat®*,-- 
tbe 26 ^ 1 ^‘November 1848. 
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FitiGeraW, John Richard Sherlock, tieut^ 
(c, 1827— 1857).— raWet at Delhi, No. 162.— 
lihitered H. M.’s Service on tlie 29*^ Marcli 1844i 
as an Ensign ia the 39*^ Foot, and landing at 
Calcutta in the following Novemher, he joined that 
regiment at Dioapbre in February 1845. On the 11*^ 
February 1846 he was promoted to the rant of Lieut- 
enant in the 62^ Foot, but on his way up to join at 
Ferozepore, he was detained at Allahabad on duty with 
areoruits, did not join the . regiment until it passed 
ih]|;ough Allahabad, en route to Calcutta to embark for 
England, in the spring of 1847- He went lome with 
the regiment, and soon after his arriyal there in July 
1847, being supernumerary to the home establishment, 
he was placed on half -pay. On the 11*^ February 1848 
he was brought back on full pay as Lieutenant in the 
73*^ Foot, and joined the regimental dep6t at Birr, 
in Ixeland, the corps being then in South Africa. On 
the 3^ April 1849 he was transferred to the 75*^ Foot, 
anS, joining at Cork, he embarked with it for Bengal 
in ihe following month. He arrived at Calcutta in 
August, and soon afterwards proceeded with the regi- 
ment to the Upper Provinces, reaching Ambala towards 
the end of December. While stationed at Ambala he 
officiated as Quarter-Master of the regiment for about 
xiiae months in 1850-51, and for a considerable time as 
Interpreter in 1852-53. In 1853 he was appointed 
Intei^reter permanently. In the winter of 1853-54 he 
marched with the regiment to Peshawar, and thence 
to Eawal Pindi in Ociober 1855. Early in 1867 he 
accompanied the 75*^ to Kasauli, and he was with it 
there when the mutiny broke out. He marched down 
to Ambala with it in May 1867, and taking part in the 
subsequent advance, he was present at the action of 
Badli-ki-Serai (in which he was wounded) and through- 
out the subsequent siege of Delhi until the morning 
of the 14<=^ September, when he was killed whilst gal- 
lantly advancing to the assault of the Kashmir breach 
with the column under the command of General Nichol- 
son. 

Fitzgerald, Robert Gerald. Lieutenant (o. 1845-— 
1872 ). — ^Tablet at Kohai, No. 1042. — ^Entered H. M.’s 
Service (from the Royal Milita^ Academy, W'oolwich) 
on ihe 19*^ July 1864 as a Lieutenant in the Royal 
ArtiReiy, and served with a Dep6t Brigade at Woolwich 
until June 1865, when he was posted to No. 2 Battery, 
24*^ Brigade, Proceeding to India towards the end 
of the year, he joined this battery at Mian Mir, and he 
continued serving with it until November 1866, when 
ie was transferred to “ F ” Batteir, 19*^ Brigade, at the 
same station. In August 1868 he was appointed to 
do duty temporarily with the Peshawar Mountain 
Battery, and having joined it at Oghi, in the Agror 
Valley, he served with it throughout the ensuing 
Hazara Campaign, including the operations on the 
Black Mountain (India Medal and clasp). On the 
.termination of the campaign he rejoined F — 19^ 
Brigade at Mian Mir, and continued serving with it 
there until March 1869, when he was appointed OfPg. 
^Second Subaltern of the Peshawar Mountain Battery. 
,He joined this battery at Kohat, and in the following 
mouth he accompanied it on an expedition into Miran- 
asad. In January 1870 he was appointed OfFg. Subal- 
tern of No. 1 Light Field Battery, P. F. F., with 
which he served at Kohat until the following May, 
when he was appointed Offg. Subaltern of No. 3 Light 
Field Battery at Dera Ismail Khan. In October 1870 
he was appointed Second Subaltern of the Peshawar 
Mountain Battery, and having joined it at Kohat, he 
was immediately appointed to officiate as First SubaL 
tern. About the same time he was transferred from 
the rolls of the 19 ^ to those of the 24^^ Brigade, Royal 
ArtQlezy, He contlnned officiating as First Subaltern 
. uutU June 1871, when he reverted to his permanent 
, appointment of Second Subaltern, but eaxly iu the 
;• teQpwxng Octeber ^ appoiutment of First 

was conftmA iipoa hiin, and he sherUy 


afterwards accompanied the battery to Calcutta sad 
thence on service to the Eastern Frontier, where he 
served with it throughout the Lushai Expedition of 
1871-72. On the termination of the campaign he 
returned to the Punjab with the battery, arriving at 
Abbottabad in June 1872. He died at Haripnr, in 
Hazara, on the 27th November following, when pro- 
ceeding with the battery to join the Camp of Exercise at 
Hasan Abdal. 


FitzGerald, Thomas Otho, Lieutenant (1849— 
1878 ). — Grave at Peshau*ar, No. 978. — ^The fifth son 
of John Frannceis Eyre FitzGerald, Esqr. (The Knight 
of Glin), of Glin Castle, Co. Limerick, by Clara Anne- 
his wife, the only daughter of Gerald Blennerhasset, 
Esq*., of Riddlestown, in the same county. Bom at 
Glin Castle on the 23^ February 1849. — Entered H. 
M.’s Service (from the Royal Mily. College)i on the 
10*^ November 1869 as an Ensign in the 1®^ Battalion 
19*’^ Foot. In the following month he was transferred' 
to the 2^ Battalion of the regiment, which he joined 
at Fort William, Calcutta, in February 1870. On the 
28*^ October 1871 he was promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant, and in the following month he accompanied 
the battalion to Allahabad. On the 21®* July 1874 he 
was appointed Offg. Second Wing Subaltern in the 
20th (Punjab) N. I. on probation for the Bengal Staff 
Corps, into which he was subsequently admitted with 
effect from that date. He joined this regiment at 
Delhi, and in the sju’ing of the succeeding year accom- 
panied it to Peshawar. In June 1875 he was appointed 
Second Wing Subaltern in the 27**^ (Punjab) N. I., 
which he joined at Nowshera, and during that and the 
succeeding year he thrice officiated as First Wing 
Subaltern. Under the amended organisation introduced 
in January 1877 he became a Wing Officer in the regi- 
ment. In August 1877, having twice that year 
officiated in the appointment, the second time for several 
months, he was appointed Quarter-Master of the regi- 
ment, and in that capacity he served with it in the 
campaign of 1877-78 against the Jowaki Afridis (India 
Medal and clasp). On the conclusion of the campaign, 
in February 1878, he returned with the regiment to 
Nowshera, and on the 31®* August following he was 
appointed to officiate as Adjutant. He held this situa- 
tion for only a very brief period, but on the 31®* Oc- 
tober he was again appointed to officiate in the sama 
post, and as Offg. Adjutant, on the outbreak of war 
with Afghanistan in the following month, he accom- 
panied the regiment on service in the First Division 
of the Peshawar Valley Field Force, On the 21** 
November he was engaged with the regiment in the 
attack on Ali Masjid, in the Khaibar Pass, and in this, 
,the first engagement of the campaign, he unfortunately 
lost his life, having been shot dead in a gallant attempt 
to bring off, under a deadly fire, his Commanding 
Officer, Major H. H, Birch (g. v.), who had faUm 
mortally wounded, 


, FitzGerald, Urmston FItz Otho, Lieutenant 
(1864 — 1886),— (?rot?e at Oherat, No. 994.— The second 
son of Desmond John Edmund FitzGerald, Esqr. (The 
Knight of Glin), of Glin Castle, Co. Limerick, and 
nephew to Lieutenant Thomas Otho FitzGerald (^. v.)* 
Bom at Glin Castle on the 29th June 1864.— Entered 
H. M.’s Service on the 22^ March 1884 as a Lieutenant 
in the 5*^ Battalion of the Royal Munster FusiKera 
(&e Royal Limerick Oouniy Militia). On the 25**» 
November 1885 he was traneieired to the regular forcea 
and appointed a Lieutenant in the 2^ Bat^ion Boyad 
Irish Fusiliers (the 89*^ Foot). In January 1886 ho 
was transferred to the Battalion of the regiment 
(the 87**^ Foot), which he joined at Nowshera in the 
course of the spring. In the summer of the year 
he proceeded to Ghe|»ti at which place ha died on the 
26*® July 1886, ^ 
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Fogarty. George Taylor Cornelius, Surgeon 
(ISM — ISSi ). — Grave at Amhala, No, 228. — ^Bom 
at Tipperary, Ireland, in 1814. — Entered the Bengal 
Army (Medical Department) in 1840. Arrived 
in India in July of the same year, and early in 
the following month was ordered np to Benares for 
duty. In September he was sent on to Ghazipur to 
do duty with H. M.’s 31®^ Foot, which corps he later 
on accompanied to Agra. At that place, in December, 
lie was appointed to the medical charge of the 14*^ 
I., with which in the following month he marched 
to Nasirabad. In February 1841 he was ordered to 
Kotah, where he was placed in acting medical charge 
of the Political Agency and of the Kotah Contingent- 
Jn November 1842 he was appointed to the medical 
charge of the Kotah Contingent, which he held until 
May 1844, when his services were replaced at the 
‘disposal of the Commander-in-Chief, and in June 1844 
lie was posted to the permanent medical charge of the 
70*^^ N. I., with which corps (which he joined at 
Neemuch) the rest of his service was almost entirely 
passed. In November 1844 he was detached to Khair- 
wara, for the medical duties of that post, and on 
rejoining the 70*^ , in February 1845, he received the 
additional medical charge at first of one company and 
^afterwards of the whole of the Artillery at ISeemuch, 
which he held continuously until January 1847, when 
the 70*^ quitted that station for Armar-Tanda 
in the Jullundur Doab. At Armar-Tanda the addi- 
tional medical charge of the Artillery was again im- 
posed upon him in March 1847, and he held it until the 
70*^ marched for Ludhiana in January 1848. At 
Ludhiana during that year he several times held tem- 

K ry additional charges, including that of the 56*^ 
, twice. On the outbreak of the second Sikh War 
lie accompanied the 70*^ into the field and held medi- 


cal charge of it thronghout the Punjab Campaign of 
1848-49, including the action of Ramnagar, the passage 
cf the Chenab, the battles of Chilianwala and G-njerat, 
•and. the pursuit of the Sikhs and Afghans to the 
Khaibar (Medal and two clasps). After the war he 
cerved with the 70*^ at Rawal Pindi, Peshawar (where 
during some months in 1849-60 he held the additional 
medical charge of the 31^^ N. I. and the 13*^ Irregular 
Cavalry) and Ambala. From May to November 1850 
he officiated as Medical Store-keeper at Ambala. In 
June 1851 he was nominated for the meihcal charge 
cfthe Buxar and Karantadhi Stud Depots, but he 
never joined the appointment, and having formally 
resigned it, he was directed in August 1861 to resume 
the medical charge of the 70*^ N. I., his appointment 
to which was afterwards made permanent from that 
•date. In October 1851 he was ^tached to Peshawar 
in medical dharge of the 1-®* Company 4fch Battalion, 
Foot Artillery, and in September and October 1852 he 
officiated as Civil Surgeon of Ambala. On promotion 
to the rank of Surgeon he was reposted, January 1854, 
to the 70**“^ N. I., with which he continued serving until 
his de£^. He died at Ambala on the 3^ September 
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Forbes. Charles, Surgeon (1817 — 1864). 

p^Qrcme at Bawal Ptndi^ No^ 778.-— Entered the Bengal 
Army, in the Medical Dept., in 1841. Arrived 
in In^ in July of tbe same year, and was appointed 
to do duly in the General Hospital at the Presidency. 
In September he was directed to do duly with H. M.’s 
■;50tii Foot, in Fort WiUiam, and in the followmg month 
he embarked with that regiment for Monlmein, where 
he served with it for six months. On hie return, in 
April 1842, he was appointed to do duty with the 
ArtiUeryat Dum-Dum. In the following month he 
was ordered to do dutjr with H. M.*s 62^ Foot in Fort 
William, but being ill at the time he» was unable to 
and .the appointment was cancelled. In July he 
was sent to we Upper Provinces in medical charge of 
f eopoits laud drafts, mi on arxiving at Eamal in the 


following February, he was appointed temporarily to 
the meihcal charge of the staff at that station. In 
March 1843 he was appointed to the medical charge of 
the Panipat Jail Hospital, but before the end of the 
month he was ordered to Ferozepore in medical charge 
of the 1®* Company 2^ Battalion, Foot Artillery, with 
which he eventually went* on to Sukkur, in Sindh, 
arriving there on the 19^^ May, and receiving, two days 
later, the additional charge of the 3*^ Company 2^ Bat- 
talion. At Sukkur his health broke down, and in 
October 1843 he was obliged to proceed to Karachi on 
leave ; he afterwards proceeded to Simla, but deriving 
no benefit from the climate, he went home on furlough 
in May 1845 and was absent from India for four years 
and-a-half. On his return, in December 1849, he was 
at first ordered to proceed to the Upper Provinces in 
medical charge of a detachment of recruits, but this 
arrangement was presently cancelled, and he was ordered 
to do duty with the Battalion of Artilleiy at Dum- 
Dum. In Jauuaiy 1850 he was again ordered to the 
Upper Provinces in charge of recruits, and in the same 
month he was formally posted to the 65*^ N. I., then 
about to march from Benares en route to Lahore. On 
arrival at Meerut, in April, he was ordered to continue 
doing duty with the Artillery recruits ; but a few days 
later he was directed to take medical charge of the 
Troop 3*^ Brigade, Horse Artillery, with which it 
was intended that he should be retained until the fol- 
lowing October, but in August, his services being 
urgently needed with his own regiment, he was directed 
to proceed at once and join it, and he joined the 65**^ 
at Lahore accordingly on the 9*^ September. Before 
the end of the month, however, he was obliged to pro- 
ceed to Simla on sick leave, and while he was there, on 
the 1®^ November, he was transferred to the 66*3^ 
(Gurkha) N. I., then under orders to march from 
Jntogh (near Simla) to Peshawar, at which place he 
arrived with the regiment in February 1851. Towards 
the end of the year he held for some time the additional 
medical charge of the Company 1®* Battalion, Foot 
Artillery. With his own regiment he served in the 
operations against the Mohmands in 1851-52 ; in the 
first Ranizai Expedition in March 1852 ; in the Utman 
Khel Expedition in May 1852, including the capture 
and destruction of Nawadan and Prangarh ; and in the 
second Ranizai Expedition in May 1852, including the 
capture and destruction of Skakot. In November 1853 
he held for some weeks the additional medical charge 
of the 1®* and 2^ Companies of the 4*^ Battalion of 
Foot Artilleiy, to the former of which the Mountain 
Train Battery was attached, and of the 2^ Company 
of Sappers and Miners, and with these and -^e 66*^ ho 
served in the expedition against the JowaH Airidis of 
Bori. In January 1854 he marched with the 66*^ to 
Bawal Pindi, at which place, in the foUowiag month, 
he received the additional char|;e of the Civil Jail 
Hospital. He died at Rawal Pmdi on the 21®*^ Augnrt 


Ford, Mathew William (1788— 1841 ).— Motmi- 
ment at Simla^ No, 303. — ^Entered H. M.'s Service in 
Fehraary 1804 as an Ensign in -the 8^ West 
Regiment, and on the 24*^ August followmg was pro- 
moted to the rank of Lieutenant in the 70**^ Foot, which 
he joined at Antigua in the Wert Indies. He after- 
wards served with tiie regiment in others of the West 
India islands, and he attained the rank of Captain on 
the 23*^ April 1812. He returned home with the re^- 
ment in the spring of 1812, and on the 2^ July foUcm- 
ing he exchanged info the 7^^^ Foot (the Royal Fusiliers), 
with the 2^ Battalion of which he served (in the island 
of Jersey, and at Portsmouth and Dover) until it was 
disbanded on the 24^=*^ December 1816. He was then 
transferred to the I®** Battalion of regiment, which 
he joined at Paris, and with it he served in 13ie 
Army of Oocapation in Viaaae until Octolm TT. 

aftewncda ewrad witb it in Ireland and 
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the spring of 1822, wlien he exchanged into the 1 st Foot 
(the Royal Scots), with the 1 Battalion of which he 
served for a few months in Ireland. On the 14^*^ 
November 1822 he exchanged to half -pay of the late 
24 th Light Dragoons, and he remained in that position 
until the 15^^ May 1823, when he was appointed Pay- 
master of the 16“! Foot. He joined that regiment at 
Kandy, in Ceylon, the same year, and he afterwards 
served with it at Colombo and Point de Galle until 
December 1828, when he embarked with it for Bengal. 
Landing at Fort William in January 1829, he served 
there with the corps until March 1831, when he accom- 
panied it to Ohinsura, whence, in the winter of 
1833-34, he proceeded with it to Cawnpore. At that 
station he served with the regiment for upwards of two 
years, and there, in August 1836, he was cashiered by 
the sentence of a General Court Martial (G. 0. C. C., 
dated the 18‘^ August 1836). After thus losing his 
commission in the British Service, he made his way 
across the Sutlej to Lahore, and entered the service of 
the Maharaja Ranjit Singh, who, about 1838, gave him 
the command of a regiment of infantry, with the rank 
of Colonel, and it is recorded that his regiment was one 
of those which lined the streets of Lahore, in June 1839, 
on the occasion of the Maharaja’s funeral obsequies. 
Towards the end of 1840 his regiment appears to have 
been stationed in the north-western part of the 
Punjab, and he there fell a victim to the disorders of 
the time, for, a mutiny having broken out in the corps, 
he was so cruelly ill-treated by the ruffians he com 
manded that he survived his injuries but a short time, 
dying at Peshawar on the 17‘^ March 1841. 

Forrest, George, F. 0., Oaptain (1800— '1859). — 
Grave at J)ehra; tablet at Delhi, No, 165. — Bom in the 
parish of St. Michael’s, Dublin, in the year 1800.— En- 
listed in Dublin, for the East India Company’s Service, 
qn the 12'*^ August 1818. Arrived at Fort William, 
Bengal, on the 28^*^ June 1819, and having been allotted 
to the Artillery branch of the service, he was posted to 
Company Battalion, which he joined a,t Agra in 
the following year. On the 10 ^** December 1822, when 
serving as a gunner in that company at Dum-Dum, he 
was transferred to the Unattached List (then styled the 
‘‘Town-Major’s List”), promoted to the rank of 
Sergeant, and appointed Quarter-Maater-Sergeant of the 
2*^ Battiilion N. I., a corps which became the 20^^* 
N. I. in the re-organisation of May 1824, He joined 
the battalion at Sikrora, in Oudh, and served with it for 
two years and-a-half. On the 1®' July 1825 he was 
appointed a. Sub-Conductor of Ordnance, and posted to 
the Agra Magazine. In April 1834 he was appointed 
an Acting Conductor, and exchanged from the Agra 
Magazine to the Arsenal in Fort William. On the 28‘^ 
of the succeeding month he was promoted to the rank of 
Conductor of Ordnance, and towards the end of June was 
posted to the Expense Magazine at Dum-Dum, hut in 
August he exchanged back to the Fort William Arsenal, 
and he continued serving there until March 1835, when 
he was removed to the Agra Magazine. In Februam 
1836 £e was removed from the Agra to the Ajmm 
Ifogazine, but in Janua^ 1837 he was re-transferred 
ter Agra, though, having been, by a subsequent order, 
direct to continue doing duty at Ajmir, he did not 
join 'the Agra Magazine until the following summer. 
In Feburary 1840 he was again transferred to the Ajmir 
Magazine, and he served there until January 1845, when 
he was appointed a permanent Conductor in the magazine 
at Agra. From December 1848 to Feburary 1850 he 
officiated as a Depy. Asfit. Commissary of Ord- 
nance at Agra. On the September 1850 he wa$ 
advanced to the rank of Depy. Asst. Com- 
missary, and in the following December he was post- 
ed to .the Phillaur Magazine, of which for several 
mpnthe,he held charge ; and he was again appointed to 
; this magazine in November 

On toe 22* Februaiy 1853 he vrw promoted" to 
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the rant of Asst. Commissary of Ordnance, and, in the 
following April, he was transferred from the Phillanr & 
to the Ag^^S' Magazine. On the 15'*' July 1853, in con* 
sideration of his length of service and of his excellent 
character, he was advanced to con^ssioned rank as a 
Lieutenant on the Veteran Establishment. In Novem* 
her 1854 he was transferred^ from the Agra to the 
Eerozepore Magazine, and in July 1856 from the 
Eerozepore to the Delhi Magazine, but having, in 
August, been directed to continue doing duty at Eeroze- 
pore until relieved, he did not join his appointment at 
Delhi until near the end of the year. He was at Delhi 
when the outbreak of the mutiny occurred, and he was 
one of the Devoted Nine who, on the lit** May 1857, 
so gallantly and so resolutely defended the magazine for 
four hours against an overwhelming host of rebels and 
mutineers, and eventually blew it up rather than it 
should fall intact into the hands of the enemy. Though 
severely wouuded in the course of the defence, ha 
succeeded, after the explosion of the_ magazine, in es. 
caping to the Kashmir Gate of the city, and afterwards, 
with his wife and three daughters, in making his way 
across country to the village of Arjunpnr, whence they 
were brought oB, on the IS'**, by a rescue party from 
Meerut. lu oousideration of the eminent gallantry he 
had displayed on this occasion, he was promoted to the 
rank of Captain on the Veteran Establishment with effect 
from the 11* May 1857, and was aftemvards granted the 
Indian Mntiny Medal and the Victoria. Cross. When, 
he had to some extent recovered from his wounds he was 
appointed to do duty in the Meerut Eiold Magazine, and 
TOs BO employed until Septomber 1858, when he pro- 
ceeded, on sick leave, for a year, to Mussoorie. In 
November 1858 he was re-yosted to the Delhi Magazine,, 
but he never rejoined. His broken health necessitated 
further extensions of leave, and Jio continued on leave 
until his death, which took place at Dehra on the 3"*- 
November 1859. 

Forsyth, Sir Thomas Douglas, C.B., K.C.S.I. 
( 1827 -— 1886 ).— ToIZp# / omerZy at Palampur, No, 520.— 
Son of Thomas Eorsyth, merchant, of Live:mool. 
Bom on the 7* October 1827, and educated at Sher- 
borne, Biugby, and Haileybury.— Entered the Bengal 
Civil Service in 1848. Arrived in India in March of 
the same year, and was soon afterwards despatched to 
the Upper Provinces, whei-e he was appointed Assist- 
ant to the Magistrate and Collector of Saharanpurl 
At the end of March 1849 he was appointed Asst. 
Commissioner of Pak Patton, whence, in the following 
November, he was removed, as Joint Magistiute and 
Depy Collector, to Simla. He was soon afterwaids 
tra^erred, as Asst. Commr., to Kangra, where ho 
continued serving until January 1855, when he went 
home on leave. Soon after his return to India, in the 
following December, he was appointed to ofiSoiate ap 
Depy. Commr. of Rawal Pindi. At the end of April 
1857 he was appointed a Depy. Commr. permanently, 
andwaspostedtoAmbala, where he rendered very dis- 
tinguished service in the days following the first out- 
break of the Mutiny, not only in preserving order in 
the. district, but ia collecting caariage and supplies for 
the Delhi Eield Eorce. After the fall of Delhi he 
was sent down to that place, and ho was employed 
there for several months as one of the Commissionera 
appointed to enquire into the oiroumstanoes of the 
outbreak, and to try and punish persons concerned' ia 
the mntmy and • rebellion. In April 1868, he was 
appointed Secretary to the Chief Commissioner of 
Oudh, and ia the foUowiag June he was nominated a 
Commissioner to enquire into olaima for compensation 
for losses sustained during the mutinies^ In Eehruary 
I860 he was appointed Ofig. 'Commr. of the Lahorie 
Division ; in the following May, in recognition of his 
services during the mntimeS, he was created a Com- , 
paninti of the Order of the Bath ; and towards the end 
of the Buooeeding July, he was nominated Offg. Commr- 
of Multan. In March 1861 he was appointed Commr. 
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af the Lahore Division, in whioli situation he continued 
aintil February 1863, when he was nominated OJSg. 
Secretary to the Govt, of the Punjab ^ before the end 
of the year, however, he reverted to the Commissioner- 
ship of the Lahore Division, and he continued in that 
post until the end of April 1864, when he went home 
on furlough. In March 1865, during his absence in 
Europe, he was nominated Oommr. of the J-ullundur 
Division, a post which he joined on his return to India 
in the foUowing December; and it was during his 
tenure of this appointment that he- founded a s^tion 
and instituted a fair at Palampur in the Kangra 
Valley. In November 1867 he was appointed Addi- 
tional Financial Oommr, of the Punjab, but in the 
succeeding April he was re-appointed Oommr. of the 
Jullundur Division, a post which he continued holding 
for nearly three years, though he was in fact absent 
from it from the summer of 1869, having been deputed 
then on a diplomatic mission to the Russian Government 
(from whom he obtained an acknowledgment that 
certain disputed territories belonged to Afghanistan), 
and afterwards, in the suceeeifing year, on special 
duty to Yarkand. On the conclusion of this duty he 
went home on leave. On his return to India in Nov- 
ember 1871 he was appointed to officiate as Oommr. 
of the Ambala Division, and he was in that position 
when the Kuka outbreak of February 1872 took 
place ; having, however, not only supported the ener- 
getic if somewhat drastic measures adopted by Mr, 
Lambert Oowan for the suppression of the outbreak, 
bat himself sentenced a number of the insurgents to 
be blown from guns, he was, in the following May, 
removed from the Punjab to Oudh, and appointed 
Oommr, of the Fyzabad Division. Tlaia appointment 
he, however, never joined, for having gone on leave in 
May 1872, he was, early in the succeeding year, placed 
on special duty aud sent on a mission to Kashgar, on 
employment with which he continued until towards 
the close of 1874, when ho returned to India and 
was appointed an Additional Member of the Oouncil 
of the Governor-General for making laws and^ regula- 
tions. About the same time he was nominated a 
Xnight Commander of the Order of the Star of India. 
In July 1875 he was again selected for special duty 
and despatched as Envoy to Burma, from the^ ruler 
of which country he secured an agreement relative to 
the mdependence of ihe Earenni States. He continued 
on this duty until early in the following year, when 
he went home on furlough, on the expiration of which, 
on the 1®* January 1878, he resigned the service. He 
died at Eastbourne, Sussex, after a brief illness^ on 
the 17^^ December 1886.

a , In 1847 he accompanied Lis regiment to Bellary, 
at the end of 1850 to Quilon. In September 3,851 
he ms appointed Adjutant and Interpreter of the 7*^ 
Kegiment of Infantry, Nizam's Army (afterwards 
designated the 5*1* Infantry, Hyderabad Oontmgent), 
'which he joined at Ellichpur, and with which, in ihe 
foffiowing December, he proceeded to Aurangabad. In 
January 1854 he was appointed Second-in-Oommand of 
£1^ co^s. In the following May he was appointed 
tSecoud-in-Ooinma&d of the C^^Infantiy, Ey&rabad 


Contingent, which he joined at Lingasugur; in July 
he was appointed acting Adjutant, in addition ; and in 
August he was appointed acting Commandant. He 
continued acting in command until February 1856 
when the appointment of Second-in-Oommand of the 2^ 
Punjab Infantry was conferred upon him. He joined 
this regiment at Kohat, and from August to December 
he officiated as Commandant, daring which period he 
served with it in the expedition to Upper Mi^nzai and 
the Kuram Valley, and at the surprise of Torawari 
the Alsatia of that part of the frontier. Early in 1857 
he accompanied the regiment to Dera Ghazi Khan, and 
in March of that year he served with it in the Bozdar 
Expedition, including the forcing of the Khan-Band 
defile. In May 1857, on the outbreak of the mutinies; 
he marched with the regiment to Multan, where he toS 
part in the dramatic disarming of the 62* and 69**^ 
N. I. onthelP^ June. A month later he marched 
with the regiment for Delhi, and arriving there on the 
14*^ August, he took part in the remainder of the 
operations, including the action of Najafgarh and tSe 
storming of the Kashmir breach on the morniniy of the 
14*** September, on which occasion he was "severelv 
wounded. Though still suffering from his wounds after 
the expulsion of the rebels from Delhi he accompanied 
the regiment with Colonel Greathed’s pursuing colnmn, 
and was present wi& it at the actions of Bulandshal^ 
Aligarh and Agra, in the march to Oawnpore, and in the 
operations for the relief of Lucknow under Sir Colin. 
Campbell. In the course of the operations lastmention- 
ed he unfortunately lost his life, having been killed at 
the storming of the Sikandrabagh on the 16‘** November 
1857* 

Fraser, George, Oaptazn (1830^1862). rave 
at Dagshat No. 439.— Entered H. M.'s Service on the 
6**^ July 1849 as an Ensign in the 42d Foot (the Royal 
Highland Regiment), which he joined in the Bermudas 
He afterwards served with the regiment for a year at 
Halifax, Nova Scotia, and returned home with it in 
June 1852. Having served with the corps at Stirlina- 
Windsor and Weedon, he accompanied it to the' Camp 
of Exercise at Ohobham, in Surrey, in June 1853 and 
on the camp being broken up, he proceeded with the 
regiment to Gosport, and afterwards to Portsmouth. 
On the 13*** January 1854 he was promoted to the rank 
of Lieutenant. On the regiment embarking' for 
Turkey in the spring of 1854 he was left behind with 
the depot, with which he remained at Stirling until the 
end of the Russian War. On the 6*** April 1855 he was 
advanced to the rank of Captain. On tbe return of the 
42** from the Crimea he rejoined the regiment at Dover 
and served with it there until August 1857, when ia 
consequence of the mutiny of the Bengal Army,^ he 
sailed with it for India. Landing with it at Calcutta 
in October, he proceeded to the Upper Ifrovinces, and 
served with it in the oampai^ of 1857-58 again^ the 
mutineers and rebels, including the actions of Kho^ 
ganj and Shamshabad, the siege and capture of Luck- 


the tentumtion of the oampaiga he served vvith thv 42<i 
at Moradahad and Bareilly until July I860, wlen he 
went home on leave. He returned to in yaartiaiT 
1862, and rejoined his regiment at Daghai, at wMofc 
place he died on the 27‘'‘ June following. 

Fraser, iHanry Charles, Ensign (183f'-I8501.-- 
Gram at Dagshai, No. 437.— Entered H. IT.’s Service 
(from the Eoyal Stay. College, Sandhurst) on the 224 
Decembac 18^, as . an Ensign in the 52^ Foot. Ha 
joined Hie regment at Bombay in the Fpxing of 1849 
and after serving with it for adiorttme at TTM^Tii 
aeeompaaied it on its transfer to the Fbngal Bresidenim 
in November 1849. He was for a considerable fa-Tn. 
encamped wth the carps at lihharikpnr, between 
Aiobala and SallEa, pending' the eompletisa (>£ !£&» 
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iHiiacks ai Dagshai, to wiich pla^ it ^ been ^ered. 
He arrived with the regiment at Dagsnai on the iio'" 
April 1850, and he died there on the 2^^ June following. 

Fraser, Simon, Cajptain (c. 1792—1845 ). — Grave at 
JPeroze:pore,see No. 442.— Entered H. M.’s Service on 
the 7^^ March 1810 as an Ensign in the 8^^ West India 
Heeiment, in which corps he was promoted to the rank of 
lieWant on the 17*^^ July 1811. Having served for 
nearly six years in the West Indies, he was placed on 
lialf-pay on the disbandment of his regiment m 1816, 
but on the 19* December of the same year he was 
brought on full pay in the 4* West India Kegiment, from 
which he exchanged to half-pay of the 16* Foot on the 
January 1818. He remained on half-pay for the long 
period of nearly twenty-one years, that is, until the 28* 
August 1838, when he was once more brought on full 
pay in the 80* Foot. He joined that regiment in New 
South Wales in 1839, and five years later accompanied 
it to Bengal, landing at Calcutta in November 1844. 
Towards the end of the following month he was granted 
the local rank of Captain in India, with effect from the 
7* March 1825. In Janua^ 1845 he was de^atched 
to Agra by the river route, in charge of the sick and 
families of the regiment, and he rejoined the corps at 
‘that place at the end of the succeeding April. In 
November 1845 he accompanied the regiment to 
Ambala. On the outbreak of the first Sikh War in the 
succeeding month he proceeded with it to the front in 
the Army of the Sutlej, and was present with it m the 
battles of Mudki and Firozshahr, a casualty^ in the 
latter giving hiTn the regimental rank of Captain from 
the 22^ December 1845. He was, however, himself 
mortally wounded in the same sanguinary engage- 
ment, and he died in consequence at Ferozepore on the 
24*. 

Fraser, Simon (1803— 1 857).— JPabZejJ at Bells 
No, 149.-*Son of Lieutenant-Colonel Charles Fraser, 
Bengal Oavaliy. Bom at Calcutta (where his father 
was then serving as Aide-de-Camp to the Governor- 
General, the Marquess Wellesley) on the 16* August 
1803 .— Entered the Bengal Civil Service in April 1821. 
Arrived in India in the following October, and in Sep- 
tember 1822 was appointed Assistant to the Persian 
Secretary to the Government, in addition to which, in 
'ihe succeeding year he was appointed Offg. Secretaiy 
to the Presidency Records Committee,— a post in which 
‘ be continued ofElciating for six years. In March 1824 
be was appointed Depy. Secretary to Government in the 
Persian Department, and in 1826-27 he for some time 
ield charge of the Persian Office. In October 1830 he 
was appointed a Supernumerary Assistant in the Terri- 
torial Dept., and in the following year he became an 
Offg. Asst, to the Resident at Delhi. In May 1832 the' 
•*a»ppointment of Principal Magistrate and Collector of 
■ibe Northern Division of the Delhi Territory was con- 
iSsixed upon him, and he continued in that post until 
October 1835, when he was appointed Offg. Civil and 
■'St^sions Judge and Offg. Agent to the Governor- 
Gemeraliu Bundelkhand, in both of which apjpoint- 
mei'tts he was made permanent in February 1836. In 
ibis ‘position he continued until April 1843, when he 
becanw Civil and Sessions Judge of Maiujpuri, In 
March 1844 he went home on furlough. On his return 

Ittdii; in November 1846 he was appointed OSg. Civil 
and SessSous Judge of BareiUy, and having been made 
peimaneni^ in that,, appointment in January 1848, he 
iK>ntmued Siolding it for four years. In January 1862 
be was appV^^ted Off^.^ Commissioner of the Meerut 
Division, ia Which position he remained until 'November 
1853, when be was appointed Commissioner of the 
Delhi Division and Agent to the Gevemor-Qeneral 
'fhere. He was 'StiR holding that appointment when, on 
ite morning of 11**^ May 1857, the Meerut muti- 
iKers arrived at D^lhi : hunymg off to the Palace, he 
ari^vour^ to prC^vent the mutmeers entering the 
fibooting one nnodcst tiken, 


from one of the police guards : the attempt was, how 
ever, fruitless, and he was compelled to retire within 
the Palace. There, at the foot of the stairs leading to 
the upper apartments, while endeavouring to bring the 
troops back to a sense of their duty, he w^as suddenly 
cut down by one of the hangers-on of the Palace, a 
lapidary by trade, and falling to the ground was im- 
mediately set upon and hacked to death by the frenzied 
mob. 

Fraser, Wiiliam, Bocal Major (1784 — 1835),—. 
Grave and tallet at Belli, Nos, 139 and 146. — The 
second son of Edward Satchwell Fraser, Esq^- , of Mo- 
niack and Reelick, Co. Inverness, and a younger brother 
of James Baillie Fraser, author of Travels in Khorassan, 
Mesopotamia and Kourdistan, Military Memoir of 
Colonel James SJcinner, The Kassillash, The Persian 
Adventiwer, and other works. Born on the 6* Septem- 
ber 1784.— Nominated to the Bengal Civil Service in 
1799, and appointed a Writer with rank from the 13* 
October 1800. Arrived in India in February 1802, and 
in the usual course joined the College of Fort William, 
where he remaiued until 1805. On the 1*®* June 1806 
he was appointed Assistant to the Seci’etary to the 
Resident at Delhi (Colonel Ochterlony), and in 1808 
he became Second Assistant to the Resident (Mr. A. 
Seton). In October 1808 he was appointed Second 
Assistant to the Envoy to tlie King of Kabul, the 
Hon’ble Mountstuart Elphinstone, with whom he pro- 
ceeded, by way of Bikanir, Bahawalpur, Multan and 
Lcia, to Dera Ismail Khan. During a halt at this 
place he took advantage of the opportunity to ascend 
the Takht-i-Suliman, and he was probably the first 
European to make tlie ascent. Proceeding onwards 
from Dera Ismail Khan, and marching by way of 
Kohat, he reached Peshawar with the Mission on the 
26* February 1809. At this place the Mission was 
met by Shah Shuja-ul-MuIk, witn whom a treaty was 
negotiated. Accompanying the Mission on its return, 
he left Peshawar on the 14* June, and travelling hy 
way of Atfcock, Rawal Pindi and Amritsar he reached 
Ludhiana on the 29* August, and Delhi early in Oc- 
tober 1809. He then resumed his place on the Resi- 
dency Staff, and in the following year he was advanced 
to the position of First Assistant to the Resident. He 
remained in that situation until October 1814, when, 
on the commencement of the war with Nepal, he was 
deputed on a political mission to Hardwar, for the 
purpose of communicating with the inhabitants of the 
mountainous tracts lying to the north of the valleys of 
Dehra and Kiarda, with a view to the interruption of 
the communications of the Western Gurkha Amy with 
Nepal, and also for the collection of information 
required to enable the Governor-General to come to a 
decision regarding the ultimate disposal of Garhwal: 
he was also required to proceed with the troops to be 
employed in the occupatipn of the Dehra Dun and of 
the capital of Garhwal, for the purpose of taking up 
the settlement and civil administration of any tracts 
that might be conquered, and of aiding Major-General 
Gillespie, Commanding the troops, in any communica- 
tions he might hold with the chiefs and inhabitants 
of the country which was to be the scene of operations. 
He reached Hardwar on the 16* October, and so ably 
carried out (in less than a week) the instructions he 
had received regarding the collection of informatictti 
relating to Garhwal and Kamaon, as to elicit the cordial 
and, indeed, almost enthusiastic acknowledgments of 
Lord Moira. He subsequently joined the force under 
the command of General Gillespie in the Dehra Dun, 
and was present with tibat ofiScer in the assault of the 
fort of Kabnga on the 31* October, on which occasion 
.the General was killed, and he himself' was severely 
wounded in the throat with an arrow. This wound 
disabled him for a time, but on recovering he jedned 
Major-General Martindell, the successor of General 
GilleiEpie, smd served wi*^ his Division, as pohtical 
officer, during the imbsequent operatioi^^ including tho 



OoGXLpatioxL of Nahaji and iilie siege of Jaitlialr. In May 
ISIS, prior to^ tile surrender of Jaithak, lie entered 
upon tke busmess of the settlement of Garbwal, and 
of the restoration of the hill Rajahs and Chiefs who 
had been dispossessed by the Gurkhas, and in the dis- 
charge of the duties entrusted to him in this connection, 
he visited Garhwal, and afterwards, accompanied by his 
brother,^ made an fextended tour of the principal places 
in the hills, in the course of which many hitherto un- 
known tracts were explored. It was about this time, 
1815, that his close connection with Skinner’s Horse 
began : he had long been on terms of warm friendship 
■with the Commandant of that corps, detachments of 
which had been in attendance on him on many occasions, 
in Dehra Dun, Garhwal, and elsewhere, and he was 
now gratified by the appointment of Second-in-Command 
or Assistant Commandant ; later on, on the 12*^ Nov- 
ember 1817, he was granted the local rank of Major, 
but owing to the demands of his civil and political 
appointments, he only occasionally joined and did duty 
with the corps. The settlement of Garhwal being com- 
pleted, he was appointed Depy. Superintendent of the 
Delhi Territory in October 1820. In July 1821 he was 
appointed Second Member of the Board of Commis- 
sioners in the Ceded and Conquered Provinces, the 
designation of his appointment being changed in 1823 
ix> that of Second Member of the Board of Revenue in 
the Western Provinces. In December 1825 he accom- 
panied Skinner’s Horse on service against Bharatpur, 
and in command of a portion of the corps he was promi- 
nently engaged and slightly wounded in the first action 
under the walls of that place, on the occasion of the 
Jhil Band being seized (10^^ December) : he subsequently 
served throughout the siege, and his services were acknow- 
ledged in terms of high commendation by Lord Com- 
bermere. In Pebruary 1826, shortly after the capture 
of Bharatpur, he was removed from 1®* Local Horse 
rSkinner’s original corps) to the 8*^ Local Horse 
(Skinner’s junior corps), but on the 8*^ being disbanded 
in 1829, he was re-transferred to the 1®* Local Horse, 
on the rolls of which his name remained until his death. 
On the l®t March 1829 he was appointed Commissioner 
of Revenue and Circuit for the Delhi Territory, and in 
January 1830 he was appointed to the charge of the 
Delhi Residency. On the 16*^ April 1832 he was 
appointed Commissioner in the Delhi Territory^ and 
Agent to the Governor-General at Delhi, and ‘this ap- 
pointment he held until his untimely death. On the 
evening of the 22^^ March 1835, when riding home 

* attended only by a single orderly, he was fired at and 
diot dead at his own gate by a miscreant named Karim 
Elhan, who (instigated to this dastardly outrage by a 
still greater scoundrel, Shamshudin Khan, Nawab of 
Krozpur, in the Delhi Territory) had been dogging his 
victim’s foot-steps for many months, seeking for an 
opportunity of committing this abominable crime. 
The murderer at first effected his escape, but was 
even-tually arrested, tried, convicted, and hanged. The 
Nawah, too, was arrested and tried, and his gmdt being 

“ clearly proved, he also was hanged as a common male- 
feotor, “an s,cb of retributive justice,” as Hayman 
Wilson remarks, unprecedented in the annals of Bri- 
“ iodi Indian judica-frure.” 

Note.—To the memory of William Fraser his friend Colonel 
Skinner erected a monument of marble, which was almost 
- entirely destroyed during the outbreak of 1857 (see 2fo, 146). 

Free, John, Ideutemnf-Oolonel (1806 — 1856).— r- 
Ch-ave and tablet at Ferozejpore, Nos, 499 and 447. — 
Bom in London in 1806. — ^Entered the Bengal Army 
in 1824. Arrived in India in October 1825, and was 
' sent up to Meerut to do duty with the 2^ Exiia Light 
Cavahy, a recently formed corps which shortly after- 
wards received the designation of “the 10*^ Light 
Cavalry.” With this regiment he proceeded on service 
at the end of the year, and he was present with it at 

* -file siege and capture of Bharaipur in the cold season of 
1825-26 (Medal). On the tenmnation of the siege he 
marched back to Meerut with the regimeni^ to which 


ns 

(now styled the lO**' Light Cavaliy) h© w-as regularly 
posted in March 1826. In the spring of 1829 he march- 
ed with the corps to Mhow, ■whence, in the ■win'ter of 
1831-32, he proceeded with it to Kamal- For a short 
time during the winter of 1832-33 he commanded a 
troop of the regiment on escort duty with the Com- 
mander-in-Chief when His Excellency visited Gwalior. 
He rejoined the regiment at Kamal in January 1S33, 
and in October 1834 he accompanied it to Mut'tra. 
Erom that station he proceeded on leave to Mussoorie 
in June 1839, and, without rejoining the regiment, he 
eventually went home on furlough in February 1840. 
He returned to India towards the end of October 1S42, 
and, proceeding to Ferozepore, he there, in December, 
rejoined his regiment on its return from service in Af- 
ghanistan. In February 1843 he proceeded -with the 
regiment to Meerut, whence, towards the end of the 
year, he accompanied it on service in the Gwalior Cam- 
paign, and was present with it at the battle of Maha- 
rajpur (Bronze Star) . He returned to Meerut with the 
regiment in February 1844, and in the autumn of 'the 
same year he accompanied it to Nowgong. He sub- 
sequently served with the corps at hlhow from the end 
of 1846 to the beginning of 1848, and at Kartarpur, in 
the Jullundur Doab, from February 1848 to October 
1852. During this latter period, in March 1851, he, as 
Major, succeeded to "the command of the regiment, 
which he thereafter continued holding until his death. 
In November 1852 he marched with the regiment to 
Peshawar, and while serving there in June 1853 he 
was, on attaining the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, re- 
posted to the regiment. In December 1855 he accom- 
panied the regiment to Ferozepore, and at that place he 
died on the 3^^ May 1856. 

Note.— L ieutenant-Colonel (then Lieutenant) Free married, at 
Poona, on the IStli October 1829, Matilda, da^hter of Bicharda 
Hutt, Esqr., of Appley, Isle of Wight. She was born at Bishop’s 
Staford, Co, Hants, in 1807. 

Freeman, Matthew Deane,— (1822— 
1846).— jSee Deane-Free man, Matthew. 

French, Thomas Valpy D. D, (1825 — 1891).— 
Tablet at Lahore, No, 639.— Son of the Rev. Peter 
French, Bom on the 1®^ January 1825.— Educated 
at Rugby and at University College, Oxford, where he 
was elected to a Fellowship. — On proceeding to India in 
1851 he became Principal of St. John’s College, Agra, 
and in 1861 he started Reynell Taylor’s Mission in the 
Derajat. After an interval, from 1865-69, during which 
he was Vicar of St. Paul’s, Cheltenham, he returned 
to India and founded the Divinity School at L^ore. 
He was Vicar of Erith, 1874-75, and Rector of St. 
Bbhe, Oxford, 1875-77, and on the creation of the 
Bishopric of Lahore he was nominated hy the Crown 
to be tiie first occupant of that See. He was Bishop 
of Lahore from 1877 to 1887, when he resign^ and 
went as a missionary to Muscat) and at ■that place he 
iedon the 14i^ May 1891. 

Frere, Rlqhard Edward, Limtenmt^ (1817— 
1842). — Qrcwe and tablet at Bawal Nos, 777 

and 798.— The sixth son of Edward Frere, Esq®*, of 
Olydach, Co, Brecon (who was of the Freres of 
Roydon Hall, Co. Norfolk), and a younger brother 
of Sir Bartle Frere, sometime Governor of Bombay, 
and of the Cape Colony, South Africa. Bom on 
' ■the 28*^ February 1817.— Entered H. M.’s Service 
on the 22'^ July 1836 as an Ensign in the 13*^1 

Foot (the Somersetehire Light Iiifantflpy), and proceed- 
ing to Tndiyt at the end of the y^ear, he join^ ■that 
regiment at Kamal in the spring of 1837. In the 
autumn of 1838 he marched with the regiment “to 
Ferozepore, whence, in December, he accompanied it on 
service to Afghanistan ■with the Army of the Indus. 
' On the 14*^ June 1839 he was promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant. He served with the regiment throughout 
the campaigns in Afghanistan &om 1839 to 1842, and 



■was present at the occupation of Kandahar, the storm 
and capture of Ghazni (Medal), the occupation of 
Kabul, the capture of Tutamdarra, the assault of 
Julgarh, the night a&ir at Babukushgarh, the de- 
struction of Kardarra, the action of Parwandarra, the 
forcing of the Khurd Kabul Pass, the action of Tezin 
(in which he was slightly wounded), the forcing of the 
Jagdalak Pass, the reduction of the fort of Mamu Khel, 
the occupation and defence of Jalalabad, the final action 
before that place (Medal), the actions of Jagdalak, 
Tezin and Haft Kotal, and tbe re-occupation of Kabul 
(Mefel), During the return march to the British 
provinces, on the termination of the war, he sank under 
the fatigues and hardships of four years* campaigning, 
and died at Bawal Pindi on the 18*=^ November 1842. 

Frushard, James, Lieutenant^Oolonel and BreveU 
Colonel (1788—1847 ). — Grave at Amhala, No. 214. — 
Entered the Bengal Army in 1804. Arrived in India 
in April 1806, and in the usual course was sent to the 
Oadet College at Barasat. On the 1®^ February 1807 
he was posted to the 19*^ Regiment of Native Infantry, 
bnt a few days later certain re-adjustments of rank 
made a change in hisjposition, and he was transferred 
to the 1®* Regiment on the 10*^ of the same month, and 
posted to the 2^ Battalion thereof on the 15*^. He 
passed out of Barasat in June 1807, and he soon after- 
wards^ proceeded to the Tipper Provinces and joined the 
battalion at Kaita, in Bundelkhand, in which province, 
during the succeeding years, he was frequently employ- 
ed a^inst insurgents and marauders, and, with his 
battalion, took part in the reduction of Hirapnr, the 
storming of the fortified heights of Rajaoli, and the 
siege and capture of Ajaigarh. On the conclusion of 
the last-mentioned affair, in the spring of 1809, he pro- 
ceeded with the battalion to Meerut, whence he accom- 
panied it to Delhi and Rewari at the beginning of 1811, 
and to Lndhiip, early in 1813. On the outbreak of the 
Gurkha War in the autumn of 1814 he accompanied the 
ibattalion on service in the force under the command of 
Colonel (afterwards Major-General Sir David) Oohter- 
loiiy, and was present with it in the earlier operations 
of ihe campaign, including the capture of Nalagarh, 
Taragajrh and Nehr, On the 26*^ December he was 
appointed Adjutant of a Grenadier Battalion formed 
from iibe grenadier companies of the several regiments 
composmg the force, and with this corps (Subsequently 
designated the 5*^ ^nadier Battalion) he served 
throughout the remainder of the campaign, including 
the operations against Ram^h and the reduction, after 
severe fighting, of Malafin. On the termination of the 
csampaign in May 1815, and the consequent breaking 
np of the Grenadier Battalion, he proceeded to Benares 
and jomed the 2^ Battalion 29*^ N. I., to which, on the 
formation of that corps, he had been transferred on the 
18*^ March preceding, with effect from the 16*^ Decem- 
ber 1814. At the end of 1815 he proceeded with the 
tettalion to Oawnpore, and he afterwards accompanied 
it to Meerut in 1816, "to Aligarh in the autumn of 1817, 
and to Rewari in June 1818. Shortly after arriving 
at Rewari he accompanied the battalion on an expedi- 
*■ tton, under Colonel Arnold, into Bhattiana and the 
Bik^ir deseri, in the course of which he was present 
aliho reduction of several forts and strongholds. On 
the tmnination of these operations he returned ■with ■the 
battalion to Rewari, whence he marched with it to 
. Juudhiana in 1819, and to Nasirahad at the end of 1821. 
In July 1822 he^ was appointed an Extra Assistant 
to the Resident in Malwa and Rajputana, and he con- 
tmued m that situaticm for more that? three years, 
excepting only a brief period (from January to May

immediately afterwards appointed Depy. Asst. Qr.-Mr. 
Genl. of the Cavalry Division of the Army assembling 
for the siege of Bharatpnr. He served in that capacity 
throughout the siege, and on the place being captured 
in January 1826 be was appointed Port Adjutant. In 
the following month -the designation of his appointment 
was altered, and he became Brigade-Major to the troops 
detailed to garrison the fortress, bnt the appointment 
was abolished a few months later, and he rejoined the 
58^^ at Agra. In May 1828 he was appointed Brigade- 
Major to the Rajputana Field Force, and he held that 
situation until September 1831, when, having vacated 
it on promotion to the rank of Major, he rejoined and as- 
sumed command of the 58*^ at Almora. As Major he 
remained in command of the regiment for more than 
four years, accompanying it -fco Sultanpur, in Oudh, 
in the winter of 1831-32, and to Jamalpur, in Eastern 
Bengal, in that of 1834-35, and having, on promotion 
to the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, been re-posted to 
the regiment in November 1835, he continued in com- 
mand of it for anpther period of more than four years, 
in the course of which, in March 1838, he proceeded 
with the regiment to Barrackpore. In January 1840 
he was transferred to the 2^ European Regiment (now 
the 2^ Battalion of the Royal Munster Fusiliers), then 
in course of formation at Hazaribagh, where he joined 
it and took command. In the following November he 
marched -with the regiment to Ghazipur, whence he 
proceeded with it to Oawnpore in March 1842. In the 
autumn of the same year he accompanied the regiment 
to Ferozepore for the Army of Reserve, in which, in 
October 1842, ho was nominated to the command of a 
brigade, bnt eventually, owing to changes in the consti- 
tution of the force, this appointment did not take 
effect, and he remained in command of the regiment^ 
with which, on the breaking up of the Army, he pro- 
ceeded to Meerut, arriving there towards the end of 
February 1843. In the following November ho marched 
with the corps to Ambala, where he succeeded to the 
command of the station, but in April 1844 he returned 
to Meerut with the regiment, and he continued in com- 
mand of it there until the following October, when he 
marched with it for Sukkur, in Sindh. Arriving at 
that place in January 1845, he shortly afterwards pro- 
ceeded with it on service, and he thereafter commanded 
the corps throughout Sir Charles Napier’s campaign 
against the Jakranis, the Ddmkis, the Btirdis, and 
oSiers of the mouniain and desert tribes of tipper 
Sindh. On the "termination of the campaign he reirnni" 
ed with the regiment to Sukkur, whence, in the follo'W 
ing summer, he proceeded with it to Karachi. In 
November 1845 he returned "with the regiment to 
Sukkur, and on the formation of the Sindh Field Force, 
in February 1846, he "was appointed to the comniand 
of the First Infantry Brigade, with the rank of Brigar- 
dier. It was intended that this force should move up 
to •the Punjab, to take a part in the first Sikh War, 
thenbeingfoughtout on the banks of the Sutlej, but 
the battle of Sobraon and the collapse of the Sikh po-wer 
rendered the movement unnecessary, and the force 
having been broken up he proceeded ■with the regiment 
to Sabathu, arriving there on the 20^^ April. In the 
autumn of the same year he accompanied the regiment 
to JuUundur, where, on arrival in November, he suc- 
ceeded to the command of the station. Towards the end 
of December he was appointed, with the temporary rank 
of Brigadier, to the command of all the troops in the 
. Governor-General’s Camp, and he continued holding 
this command until February 1847, when, on account 
of ill-health, he was obliged to leave the camp at Patiala 
and proceed to Sabathu. In the following month ho 
resumed command of his regiment on its return to 
Sabathu, and he at the same time succeeded to the 
command of the station. He continued in command g£ 
the regiment unifl the following October, when he was 
fe^usferred to the 1®* European Bengal Fusiliers, and 
having assumed command of that corps at Sabathu^ 



Tie, on the 20*^ of the same month, marched thence -with 
it en route to Oawnpore. He had, however, scarcely 
reached Ambala, on his way down, when he was tahen 
seriously ill, and he died at that place on the 11^^ Nov- 
ember 1847. 


Fulford, Cecil John Russell Oa;ptain (1845 — 
1882). — Grave and tablet at Peshawar, Nos. 954 and 
986. — The eldest son of Admiral John Fulford, Eoyal 
Navy, who was a cadet of the Fulfords of Great Fulford, 
Co. Devon, — an ancient family dating back to the days 
of the Crusades. Born at St. Leonards-on-Sea, Co. 
Sussex, on the 8^^ April 1845. — Entered H. M.’s Service 
(from the Eoyal Mily. Academy, Woolwich) on the 
18*^ July 1865, as a Lieutenant in the Eoyal Artillery. 
Having been posted to a battery of the 6*^ Brigade, he 
served with it in the United Kingdom until January 
1867, when he was removed to the 10^^ Brigade. In 
the following month, however, he was transferred to 
“ G ” Battery 16*^ Brigade, and proceeding to India in 
the following October, he pined it in November at Jnb- 
bulpore, at which station he continued serving with it 
for nearly three years. On the 13*^ September 1870 
he was appointed Second Wing Subaltern in the 26*^ 
(Punjab) N. I. on probation for the Bengal StafE Corps, 
into which he was subsequently admitted with ejffiect 
from that date. Having joined that regiment at Ambala, 
he was advanced, in March 1871, to the position of 
First Wing Subaltern, and during the succeeding five 
years (in the course of which he accompanied the regi- 
ment to Peshawar in November 1871, to Mian Mir in 
November 1874, and to the Camp of Exercise at Delhi 
in the winter of 1875-76) he officiated twice as Wing 
Officer, twice as Adjutant, and six times as Quarter- 
Master of the regiment. In February 1876 he went 
home on furlough. On the 1®* April following, during 
his absence from India, he was appointed Quarter- 
Master of the regiment, and in January 1877, under 
the new organisation then introduced, he became 
a Wing Officer. Eetuming to India in January 1878, 
he rejoined the regiment at Mian Mir and took up 
the appointment of Quai’fcer-Master. In the follow- 
ing November he accompanied the re^menton ser- 
vice with the Southern Afghanistan Field Force, and 
for some time in the following month he officiated 
as Brigade-Major to the Second Brigade of Infantry 
at Quetta. Having served with the regiment through- 
out the campaign of 1878-79 in Southern Afghanis- 
tan (Medal), he returned with it to the Punjab in 
tJlie spring of the latter year, reaching Sialkot on the 
7th April, and he immediately afterwards went home 
(vacating the appointment of Quarter-Master) and join- 
ed the StafE College at Sandhurst. On passing the 
College he returned to India early iu 1881 and rejoined 
his regiment at Jhelum, where, on the March foUow- 
ing, he was appointed to officiate as Quarter-Master of 
the corps, and further, on the 11*^ of the same month, 
as a Wing Commander in addition. Towards the end 
of April he marched with the corps to Kohat, where it 
was posted during the continuance of the expedition 
against the Mahsud Waziris, and he returned with it 
to Jhelum at the end of May. He continued officiating 
as Quarter-Master and Wing Commander until the 
beginning of July 1881, when he was appointed 0%. 
Depy. Asst. Quarter Master General at the head-quar- 
ters of the Bohilkhand District, and there in the following 
S^tember he was appointed to officiate as Depy. Asst. 
Adjt. GenJ., in addition. In the spring of 1882 he was 
transferred, as 0%. Depy. Asst. Quarter Master General, 
to the Peshay?ar District, and he was confirmed in that 
appointment on th6‘20*^ April. There, however, his career 
was brought to a sudden and untimely end. On the 
20^^ AprE, in the eveimg, whileT he was walking along 
the road by the slirine in front of the mission-house, in 
the cantonment oE Pediawar, a fanatical Pathan crept 
up behind him and ^ot him in the back with a pistol 
l9aded with a bullet and about a dozen sings; he was 


noi^ at first, supposed to be mortally wounded, but affcea?- 
liugering for a fortnight he succumbed to his injuries 
on the 4*^ May 1882. 

Note I. — ^The miscreant who murdered Captain Fulford was, with- 
in a few minutes of bis committing the crime, sbot and 
bayonnetted by a sepoy of the 35tb N”. I. , while attaching Colonel 
Eoweroft and a soldier of the Cheshire Eegiment with & 
knife. 


Note II. — Captain (then Lieutenant) Fulford, married, in 1870, 
Miss Julia Carbould Warren. His only son, a Seeond-Lieutenanfe 
in the 2d Battalion, Middlesex Kegimenij, died at Quetta on the 
19th November 1892. 


Fuller, Abraham, Captain (1800— 1831).-— ffrare 
at Gawnpore ; tablet at 'Ddhi, No. 160. — ^Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1817. Arrived in India in August 
1818, and in the following month was directed to do duly 
with the Bengal European Eegiment in Fort William. In 
March 1819 he was posted to the Dt Battalion 16^b x,, 

which he joined at Dacca. Towards the end of the 
same year he accompanied the battalion to Dinapore, 
whence in 1820 he marched with it to Central India and 
joined the Narbadda Field Force. In 1821 he proceeded 
with the battalion to Nagpnr, andhe continued serv- 
ing with it there until July 1823, when he was appointed 
to do duty with the Eangpur Light Infantry Battalion. 
Having joined this corps at Jamalpur, he, in the following 
year, was actively engaged with it in the operations 
against the Burmese on the Sylhefc frontier, and was pre- 
sent at the actions of Bikrampur, the Bhartika Pass, and 
Dndhpatli. On the reorganisation of the Army tak^g 
place in May 1824 he was posted to the 33^ N. I. (late 
2^ Battalion 16*^). His health having broken down 
from exposure during the operations, he proceeded on 
leave in August 1824, and in the following December he 
went home on furlough. He returned to India in May 
1826, and joined the 33^ at Nasirabad. Early in 1829 
he marched with the regiment to Cawnpore, at which, 
place he died on the 21®<‘ March 1831. 

Note.— Captain Fuller married, at Calcutta, on the 1 st August 
1823, Anna Amelia, daughter of Paul Kellner, Esqr., Head 
of Lower Orphan School at that place, and "formerly a 
Lieutenant in the Wirfcemberg Eegiment.^' She survived "her 
husband twenty-six years, and perished in the massacre at 
Delhi on the lltli May 1857. Her sister, tlie first wife of Colonel 
Henry Forster, C. B., of the Bhekhawati Battalion, was killed oa 
the same occasion. 


Fuller, Abraham Richard, Captain and local 
Major (1828 — 1867). — Tablet at Delhi, No. 160 j 
grave at Ba/ival Pindi, No. 782. — Son of Captain 
Abraham Fuller, of the 33^ N. I. (q. v.). BornT 
at Cawnpore on the 12th November 1828. — ^Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1845 as a Cadet of Artillery. ‘ Arrived in 
T-ndin. in July 1845, and in the following November was 
posted to the 4th Company 3^ Battalion, Foot Artillery. 
He joined this company at Oawnpore, and in the spring 
of 1846 marched with it to Ferozepore. In April 1846 
he was removed to the 6th Company 7th Battation, at 
Delhi, and, on being promoted to the rank of First- 
lieutenant, he was re-posted to that company in March 
1849. In the cold season of 1849-50 he marched with 
the company to Jhelum. In June 1852 he was trans- 
ferred to the 8th Battalion and appointed Interpreter 
and Quarter- Master to it, and having joined it at Cawn- 
pore, he continued holding the appointment until Octo- 
ber 1853, during which period he twice officiated, in 
addition, as Adjutant of the battalion and twice as 
Officer to the Artillery Division at Cawnpore. In Octo- 
ber 1853 his services were placed at the disposal of the 
Govt, of the N.-W. Ftovinces, and in the following 
month he was appointed an Asst. Surveyor in the 
Bundelkhand and Saugor Divisions, and having thus 
vacated his appointment on the Artillery staf^ he wa& 



•-mow tonglit on the rolls of the 1®^ Company 8*^ Batte- 
lion. He continued in this employment nntil March 
1855, when he was ^pointed an Inspector in the^ De- 
partment of Public Instruction in the N.-W. Provinces 
and posted to the Agra Circle, and being at Agra at 
the time of the mutiny, in 1857, he served as a volun- 
teer with No. 21 Light Pield Battery (2^^ Co. 5*^ Bn., 
P. A.), in the action of Shahganj, or Sassia, on the 6*^^ 
July, and afterwards in the action at Agra on the 10*^ 
October (Medal). Towards the end of October 1857 
lie was transferred from the Agra to the Meerut Circle, 
but having been directed to remain at the former place 
tittHI his services could he dispensed with by tho military 
authorities, he did not take up his appointment at 
Meerut until Pebruarj 1858, On his promotion to 
the rank of Second-Captain taking place he was posted, 
September 1858, to the rolls of the Company 8*=^ 
Battalion. He continued in the position of Inspector 
until January 1860, when he was appointed Director 
of Public Instruction in the Punjab, and in this post tho 
remainder of his service was passed. In 1861, on the 
Eoyal and the Indian Armies being amalgamated, ho 
was transferred to the Eoyal Artillery and posted to tho 
24*^ Brigade, from which he was removed in 1863, to 
ihe 25^^ Brigade. In June 1865 the local rank of 
Major was conferred upon him. He lost his life 
iihrongh an unfortunate accident, having, on tho 20^^ 
August 1867, been swept away and drowned in a 
mountain torrent (the Bangaril Nullah) when on his 
way from Eawal Pindi to Mnrree. 

Fullerton, James Alexander, G. E, Ideul- 
enant- Colonel (1800 — 1850.) — Grave at Srinagar^ Kash'- 
No. 1119. — ^Entered H- M.’s Service on the 
August 1822 as a Cornet in the Light Dragoons 
(Lancers), and was promoted to tho rank of Lieut- 
enant on tho 30*^ December 1824, to Captain on tho 19**^^ 
September 1826, to Brevet-Major on tho 23‘^ Novem- 
ber 1841, and to regimental Major on tho 28*^^^ Jannaiy 
1842. During those twentjr years his service had boon 
confined entirely to the United Kingdom, and had in- 
cluded two tours of duty in Ireland and two in Scotland. 
In May 1842 he cmb'irkod with the regiment for Ben- 
gal, and landing at Calcutta in August and proceeding 
soon afterwards to tho Upper Provinces, ho reached 
Cawnpore witii it early in the following year. Towards 
ihe end of 1843, in command of two sq^uadrons of tho 
legbnent, he joined the left wing of the Army of Gwa- 
lior, and was present with it at the battlo o£ Panniar 
(Bronze Star). On tho conclusion of tlxe campaign ho 
Tetnmed with the two squadrons to Cawnpore, and on 
iihe 25*^ April 1845 he was promoted to the rank of 
liientenant-Oolonel by brevet. In November 1845 he 
moved up to Meerut with the regiment ; in tho follow- 
ing month he accompanied it when it marched to join 
the Army of the Sutlej ; and he commanded it at tho 
battle of Sobraon (Medal) . On tho breaking up of tho 
Army of the Sutlej ho proceeded in command of tho 
regiment to Ambala, and thence to Meerut, and ho con- 
imued in command until tho end of 1846, when ho wont 
cm leave to Calcutta and Madras, and thence homo. Ho 
Toturned to India in January 1849, and immediately 
burried up to join his regiment, then with the Army of 
€ie Punjab beyond the Ohenab, and having joined on tho 
Peterusa^r, he commanded tho regiment at tho battlo 
of Gujerat (Medal and clasp, and created a Companion 
of the Order of the Bath). On the conclusion of the 
war Be preceded with the regiment to Waaiirabad, 
whence early in the following year he went on leave to 
Kashmir.^ On the March 1850 ho attained the 
3Rahk of Lieiitexiant-Coldnel, but did not long survive 
Ms promotion. He died at ESmu, in Kashmir, on the 
28^*1 April 1860, of disease of the heart, aggravated by 
"over^exertion in crossing a mountain pass.” 

Furlongo, WiIlio.Tn Ja.inGS 5 AT. 2?., AssistoMt^Swr- 
;go» (1820— 1849) w — Grave at Sa/rohOf Wasiralad, 
JSro. 745,— Bom m April 1820. — ^Entered H. M/s Sei> 
on the April 1846 as an Assistant^Surgeoa in 


the 24*l» Poot, which he joined at Cork. In the follow- 
ing month he embarked with the regiment for Bengal, 
and landing at Port William in September, he pro- 
ceeded with the corps to the Upper Provinces, reaching 
Agra in March 1847. Early in October 1848 he march- 
ed with the regiment for Perozepore, where, in the 
following month, it joined the Army of the Punjab, 
and he thereafter rerved with it thronghout the Punjab 
Campaign of 1848-49, including the passage of the 
Chenab, the action of Sadulapur, and the battles of 
Ohilianwala and Gujerat (Medal and two clasps). After 
the termination of the war he accompanied the regiment 
to Wazii'ahad, and he died at that place on the 12*^ 
December 1849.

Gabbett, Thomas, Lieutenant (1830—1857).— 
Grave and table b at Delhi, Nos. 112 and 102. — Tho 
eldest son of John Gabbett, Esq’^., of Shopporton, Co. 
Clare, a cadet of the Gabbetts of Cahcrlino, Co. Lime- 
rick, and Bometimo Captain in the 88^^^ Poot. Born in 
1830. — ^Entered H. M.’s Service on the 26^^' May 1848 
as an Ensign in the 61®^ Poot, and for a shoi’t time serv- 
ed with "tho depot of that regiment at Chatliam- 
He arrived in India in December 1848 and immediately 
proceeded to johi his regiment, then with tho Army of 
the Punjab beyond ihoOhonab, andhaving joined on the 
28^'*' January 1849, ho served with it during the slioif; ro- 
maindcr of tlio Punjab Campaign, including tho battle 
of Gujerat and the pursuit of tlio Sikhs and Afghans to 
tho Khaibor (ModnJ and clasp). After tho tcnriina- 
nation of tho wnr lio served with tho regiment at 
Peshawar, and on tho October 1849 lie was pro- 
moted to tho rank of Lientcuant. l^arly hi 1852 ho 
accompanied tho rogiraent to Kasauli, ojii at tho end 
of tho following year lio marched with it to Wazb'iibadl. 
At tho end of 1856 ho puoccoded with tho regiTnont to 
Perozepore, at whioli place ho was serving when ilio 
mutinies broke ont in May 1857. In tho following 
month ho accompanied tho right wing of tho regimont 
to Delhi, and, from tho 1®* July, ho was actively engag- 
ed in tho operations before that place, taking jiart in 
tho rcpulao of sovc‘ral sorties from the cily. On tho 
morning of tho 25*^' August ho marched out with a 
force under OeiU'raJ Nicholson to drive off a body of 
rebels who Inid made their way into tho rear of tho 
British posithm for tho purpose of attacking the siogo 
train on its way downi. Tho enemy woro tmcounicrcd 
near tho village of Najafgaadi, and in tho action which 
ensued this ofiicor, wliilst gallantly leading on his 
comiiany, foil mortally wounded with a bayonet thrust 
through his chost. Ho died next moniing, — tho 26*^» 
August 1857. 

Gahan, Robert Beresford, 

(c. 1813 — 1845 ), — Grave and inscription ab Feroznimre^ 
Nos. 464 and 479. — Entered H. Wh. Service on tho 
17^^i Juno 1836 as fin Assistant-Surgeon to tho Porces, 
and, after seiwing for a short time in tho United King- 
dom, was sent to tho Mauritius, whore ho was employed 
on the Staff for four yeai’s. Ho returned homo at the 
end of 1840, and on tho 8^^ Juno 1841 he was posted to 
iho 9th Pool, then serving in tho Bengal Presidency, 
He landed at Calcutta early in January 1842, hut his 
rogimont being tlion beyond tho Sutlej, on route to 
Afghanistan on sorvico, he was detained at tho Presiden- 
cy, and on tho 12^^ of that montli ho was detailed to do 
duty with the 62<} Poot in Pori William. Towards tho 
end of the following March ho was appointed to tho 
medical charge of a detachment procoeding from Chin- 
sura to Berhampore, and on amval at tho latter place 
he was retained there in charge of various detach- 
ments of H. M.’s troops. In the following July he 
was appointed to tho medical ohargo of detachments 
proceeding, by river, from Berhampore to the Upper 
Provinces, and on arrival at Cawnpore, in Noveuaberi 
he was appointed to do duty with the infantry de^ 
pdts and detachments of H. M/s Service at that place ^ a 
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iew days later, however, he was sent on to Meerut, at 
which place, towards the end of the same month, he 
was appointed to the medical charge of the depots of 
H. M/s troops located there. In Pehrnary 1843 he was 
appointed to the medical charge of the depot of his own 
legiment on the march to join the head-quarters of 
the corps, which had now returned from Afghanistan, 
and the junction having been effected at Mubarikpur, 
he accompanied the regiment to Subathu in April. 
He continued serving there with his regiment until 
February 1844, when he was appointed to do duty with 
the 3^ Light Dragoons at Ambala, and there in the 
following month he was appointed to the additional 
medical charge of the 31®* Foot. He was subsequently 
sent up to Kasauli in medical charge of a detachment of 
the 3^ Light Dragoons, and at that place in September 
1844 he received the additional charge of a detachment 
of Artillery. Towards tho end of the year he rejoined his 
own regiment at Kasauli, at which station, in August 
1845, he was appointed to the temporary medical charge 
of the Station Staff, tho public establishments, and the 
native hospital. Towards the end of September 1845 
he was appointed to the medical charge of the 31®* Foot, 
which he joined at Ambala. On the outbreak of the first 
Sikh War he accompanied the 31®* into the field, but 
in tho very first engagement of the campaign, at 
Mudki on the 18*^^ December, he fell mortally wound- 
ed whilst gallantly carrying on his professional duties 
under fire, and he died in consequence eleven days later, 
at Ferozepore, on the 29*i» December 1845. 

Gale, John Littledale, Lieiitenant-'Golonel (1783 — 
1832 ) at Simla, No, 296. — Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1803. Arrived in India in December 1804, 
and on the 14*t April 1805 was posted to the 2^ Bat- 
talion 12*t N. I., which he was directed to join without 
delay. He joined accordingly at Fatehgarh, whence, in 
September 1805, he accompanied tho battalion to Sita- 
pnr, in Oudh. In February 1808 he proceeded with 
the battalion to Lucknow, and thence in the follow- 
ing month to Partabgarh, and in 1808-09 he served with 
tho battalion at the reduction of Badri, Samanpur, 
Gurali, Patharsarai, and various other strong forts 
hold by refractoiy aamindars in that part of Oudh. 
In October 1809 he proceeded on leave to the Presiden- 
cy. Ho I'o joined his battalion at Dinapore in February 
1810, and at that station, in the following October, he 
was appointed to the “distinct command” of a large 
number of gentlemon-cadets who were at that time 
doing duty with tho corps. In April 1811 he pro- 
ceeded with tho battalion to Barrackporc, and in January 
1812 he was appointed to the temporary command 
of tho Pumoali Provincial Battalion. Ho rejoined the 
2*1 Battalion 12*^ at the Presidency a few months later, 
and contitiucd serving with it there until May 1813, 
when he was appointed to tho permanent command of 
tho Purnoak Pxuvinoial Battalion, which he thereafter 
held for eleven years. On attaining the rank of Cap- 
tain, in April ISIG, ho was re-posted to the 2^ Ba.ttalion 
of the 12**1. On the i^e-organisation of May 1824 ^tak- 
ing place ho was promoted to the rank of Major and 
posted to tho 1®* N. I. (late 2‘^ Battalion 12*^), and his 
promotion having necessitated his relinquishing the 
command of the Pumeah Provincial Battalion, he 
shortly afterwards proceeded on leave to tho Presidency, 
whence he went home on furlough iu November 1824. 
He returned to India in October 1827 and joined the 
1®* N. I. at Mutfcra, but ho did not remain long with 
that corps, having, on his protnotion to the rank of 
Lieutenant-Colonel being notified, been posted, May 1828, 
to the 42^ N. I., which he joined at Oawnpore. On 
the 24*^ September following he was transferred to the 
37**1 jj, which he joined at Kamal, on its arrival 
from Bareilly, in January 1829. He continued in com- 
mand of this regiment at Kamal until Aprp. 1832, when 
he proceeded on sick leave to Simla, at which place he 
died on tibe 3^ of the succeeding month.

Galloway, Arthur (1822 — 1857 ). — Inscription at 
Simla, No, 341 . — A younger son of Major-General Sir 
Archibald Galloway, K.O.B., Bengal Infantry, some- 
time Chairman of the Court of Directors. Born at Isha- 
pur, near Calcutta, on the 15**^ January 1822. — ^Entered 
the Bengal Civil Service in December 1843. Arrived 
in India in April 1844, and in July 1845 was appointed 
an Assistant under the Commissioner of tho Meerut 
Division. In January 1847 he was appointed an Assist- 
ant under the Commissioner of the Delhi Division, 
and he continued in that position until January 1850, 
when he went home on furlough. He returned to India 
in November 1864, and on the 6**' January 1855 was 
appointed an Asst, to the Magistrate and Collector 
of Delhi. On the 1®* August following he was invested 
with tlie powers of a Joint Magistrate and Depy. Col- 
lector, and in this position he continued until his 
death. He perished in the massacre at Delhi on the 11**^ 
May 1857. 

Galloway, Stewart Campbell Coffin, Lieut- 
enant (1825 — 1850 ). — Grate at Wa:ilrahad Ab. 740. — 
Entered H. M’s. Service (from the Boyal Mily. College) 
on the 28*** May 1842 as an Ensign in tho 10**^ Foot. 
Proceeding to India, he ]oined the regiment in Foii 
William, Calcutta, towards the end of the year, and 
he continued serving with it there (for a riiiort time, 
in November and December 1843, as actmg Adjutant) 
until February 1844, when, as acting Adjutant and 
Quarter-Master, he accompanied the right wiing to 
Chinsura. On the 25**^ June 1844 lie was promoted to 
the rank of Lieutenant. In the following November 
(his acting appointment then ceasing) he marched with 
the whole of the regiment en route to Moorut, whore ho 
arrived with the corps towards the end of February 
1845. On the 27**' of the succeeding month he was 
appointed Adjutant of the regiment. On tho outbreak 
of the first Sikh War ho accompanied the regiment 
to the front, and having joined tho Ai*my of tlio Sutlej 
early in January 184G, he was present with it, in the 
following month, in the great battle of Sobraon (Medal). 
On the termination of the campaign he returned wiih 
tho regiment to Meerut, aniving there in April, and 
in the following August he resigned the appointment of 
Adjutant, In November 184G ho accomranied tho 
regiment to Ferozepore, and theiico to Lahore hi Janu- 
ary 1847. In July 1848 he proceeded wilh Llio regi- 
ment on service against Multan, and he ilioroaftcr 
served with the corps throughout tho Punjali Campaign 
of 1848-49, and was ]»resent at the first sioge oL* Multan, 
the action of Surajkhund, the second siogo and cap- 
ture of the fortress, and tho battle of Gujerat (Medal 
and two clasps),^ On the conclusion of the war ho was 
appointed, March 1849, to do duty at the Convalfeseent 
Depot at Landoiir, and for a shoit time he officiated as 
Station Staff Officer at that jilace. He remained at 
Landour until the spring of the following year, when he 
rejoined the regiment at Wazirabad, and was appointed, 
April 1850, to officiate as Adjutant. He was still acting 
in the appointment when he died at Wazirabad on the 
14**' July 1850. 

Gambler, Charles Henry FitzRoy, Lieutenant 
(1835 — ^1857 ). — Grave at Delhi, JVb. 110; inscriptions at 
Delhi, Nos. 148 and 162, and at Kasauli, No. 284. — ^En- 
tered the Bengal Army in 1854. Arrived in India 
in February of the same year, and was sent up to* 
Berhampore to do duty with the 7**^ N. I. In the fol- 
lowing August he was posted to the 38**' N. I., which 
he joined at Cawnpore. In February 1856 he acoom- 

S inied the regiment to Lucknow, in the Oudh Field 
orce, on the occasion of the deposition of the King and 
the annexation of Oudh, and in the following month 
he proceeded with the corps to Gonda, where he served 
with it until the succeeding autumn. In June 1856 he 
was appointed Adjutant of the regiment. In October 
1856 he marched from Gonda with the regiment 
route to Delhi, but having been taken ill on the ITay 
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he TOS left behind at Fyzabad ; he, howeTer, recovered 
in time to overtake the corps and march into Delhi 
with it on the 28*^ November. He was present with 
the regii lent when it mutinied at Delhi on the 11*^ 
May 1857, but succeeded, with some other officers, in 
effecting his escape to the village of Arjunpur, whence 
the party was rescued on the 18*^ by a detachment from 
Meerut, and escorted to that place. He afteiwards served 
at the siege of Delhi, attached to the 2^ European 
Bengal Fusiliers, and fell mortally wounded at the 
assault of the breach in the Water Bastion on the 14*^ 
September. He died of his wounds on the 19*^. 

Gambler, Claude Frederick, Lieutemnt-Golonel 
(1852— 1898).— Grave at Dera Ghazi Khan, No, 892. — 
Bom at Boulogne-sur-mer, in France, on May 1852. — 
Entered H. M.’s Service (from the Royal Mily. Col- 
lege) on the 30*^^ December 1871 as a Sub-Lieutenant 
in the 1®* Battalion 21®* Foot, and was afterwards pro- 
moted to the rank of Lieutenant from the same date. 
He arrived in India in April 1872 and joined the 
battalion at Bangalore, whence lie proceeded with it to 
Fort St. George in tho following December, and to Ran- 
goon in March 1875. On the 9*^^ October 1875 he was 
appointed Offg. Second Squadron Subaltern in the 5*^ 
Punjab Cavalry, on probation for the Bengal Staff Corps, 
into which he was subsequently admitted with effect from 
that dafe. He joined the regiment at Edwardesabad, 
and in December 1876 was advanced to tho position of 
Offg. First Squadron Sulialtem. la January 1877, 
under the new* organisation then inti'oilucorj, he became 
an Offg. Squadron Officer. At ihe ond of the following 
December ho marched with the regiment to Koliat, 
and he subsequently, in January 1878, in tho capacity of 
Orderly Officer fco Biigadier-Genoral Kciyos, served in 
the concluding operations of tho expedition against 
the Jowaki Afridis, including* ilie forcing of tho Naia- 
Khula defilo (India Modal and clasp). On tho 18*^ 
of the same month lie became a Squadron Officer per- 
manently, and at tho end of ilie snceeoding May he 
was appointed Adjutant of the regiTnent. On the 
breaking out of the Afghan War, at the close of 

1878, he accompanied a wing of the regiment into 
the Kuram Valloy, and ho snbsoqucntly s<irved with it 
in the expedition into Khost and in the affair of 
Matun. He returned with the wing to Kohat in July 

1879, but on the ronewal of tho war in September, ho 
again marched into the Kuram Valloy with the regi- 
ment, and taking part in the subsequent advance, was 
present with it in the affair's on and near the Shutar- 
gardan Pass, tho action of Oharasiah, and the operations 
at and ar'ound Kabul in December, in which last, on the 
occasion of tho final rout of tho Afghans, ho was severe- 
ly wounded (Medal and two clasps) , On tho withdraw- 
al of the regiment from Afghanistan in March 1880, he 
proceeded with it to Edwardesabad, whence in the fol- 
lowing November he went home on furlough. He 
returned to India in April 1882, and having rejoined the 
regiment at Rajanimr, he officiated for a short time as a 
Squadron Commander. Subsequently, in ihe following 
September, ho was appointed Station Staff Officer. In 
November 1883 he accompanied tho regiment to Dera 
Ghazi Klian, and at the end of the succeeding mionth, 
having been pi'omoted to the rank of Captain, he vacat- 
ed tho Adjutancy of the corps. In May 1884 he was 
appointed an Off^.Squadiun &mmandoi' in the Punj- 
ab Cavalry, and in that capacity he served with the 
corps, at Dora Ismail Khan, until Septemboi* 1885, 
when, having been appointed a Squadron Commander in 
his own regiment, he rejoined the 5*^ at Dera Ghazi Khan. 
In November 1886 he accompauiod his regiment to 
Dera Ismaii Klhan. In December 1888 he went home 
on a yearns furlough, on the expiration of which he 
proceeded to Russia for the pxu^bg of studying Uxo 
language* ^ He returned to India in Foferuary 1891 and 
peyoined his regiment at Kohaf^ and in ihe following 
April and May be served in the second Miranzai Expedi* 
-ti^ of that year as Brigade-Major to the Third Column^ 


taking part in all the operations on the Samana Range 
(clasp added to India Medal ; promoted to the rank of 
Major by brevet). Towards the end of 1891 he again 
went home, and from January 1892 to December 1894i 
he served there as a Staff Captain in the Intelligence 
Branch at the Horse Guards. He returned to India at 
the end of December 1894, and rejoining the regiment at 
Rajanpur, took up the appointment of Second-in-Oom- 
mand, to which lie had been gazetted on the 28*^' of that 
month with effect from the October preceding. 
From April to December 1895 lie officiated as Com- 
mandant of the regiment, and in the latter month lie 
marched with the corps to Dora Ghazi Klian. From 
July to November 1896 he again officiated as Com- 
mandant. In Juno 1897 ho was appointed Command- 
ant permanently, and ho continued holding tliat position 
until his death. Ho died at Dora Ghazi Klian ou the 
25*1^ April 1898. 

Gamble, John Henry, (18 M— 1879). — 

Go^ave at Landi Kotal, No, 1097. — Son of C!iarle« 
Gamble, Esq., of Pincbiirst, Toronto, Canada. — Entered 
H. M.'s Service (from tiie Royal Mily. College) on 
the 8*^ July 1862 as an Ensign in tho 1®* Battalion' 17*** 
Foot, which lie joined at Quebec. On tin*. baLtalion 
being sent home he was transfoiTod, July 1865,^.0 tho 
2*^ Battalion 17*^^, which ho joined at Halifax, Nova 
Scotia, and on tho 11*^' Soptemlu'v following he 
was promoted to the rank of Lioiitc'nant. {n Juno 
1866 ho accompanied tho batlalLou to T’oronto, jind ho 
served 'vvith it there and at otluT phices in Canada until 
May 1868, when ho roturned wil.h it to tho United 
Kingdom. During th<^ next eight years ho siTved with 
the battalion in XreJaTid, in dorsoy, in various parts of 
England, and again in Trehi.nd. Ou ilie corps embark- 
ing for India in October 1870 ho was l(‘rt at tho regi- 
mental depot, but ho ]>rocemU»(l to India in the anturim 
of lihe succeeding year, towards tin' end of whieli ho 
joined the battalion }i.t Mliow. About tho same timo 
ho was proTn(»t<‘d to th(* rank of (^iptain with effect 
from tho 2-1*^ Nuvornbov 1877, and having then been 
iiunsforrod iio the 1®* Battalion 17*’‘,h<^ joined that oorjiK 
at Rawal Pindi in January 1878. Fn the following 
April ho proceeded with the batlalion to Kiildaua. On 
the breaking out of tho Afghan War, in tlio autumn of 
1878, he accompanied tln^ liatiialion hito tho tield in tho 
Peshaw'ar Valley Field h\»r(!c, smkI took })art in the op- 
erations resulting in tho capture of Ali Masjid, 
in tho two expeditions to ihe Razor Valle.y, and in 
the actions of Deh Sarak and Fatohabad. On the 
termination of tho campaign his bathiliou was de- 
tailed to form part of tho force rotainetd tcmpomrily 
on the Khaibar line, and while soiwing with it at Ijandi 
Kotal he fell a victim to cliolora on tho 14**^ Jnlv 
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Gd.rb6tt, Hub6rt, TAo^tenant^Golonol and Stevei-^ 
Colonel (1804 — 1858 ). — Crave at Simla, No. 347.—- 
Bom at Horeford in 1804.— Tilnlerod tho Bengal Army 
in 1819 as a Cadet of Artillery. Arrivod in India in 
October 1819, and toward?! tlie end of tho same month 
was posted to tho G<''» Company INI' Battalion, H'ooii 
Artaiory, wMcb lie joinod at Dum-T)nm. In Jnnw 
1820 lie was removed to Hio Company !>"■ Battalion, 
and, having joined it at Dum-Dum, he mneoedod with 
it, latorin the same year, to Camipore. With this 
^pany (ncm the Field Battery, Royal Artillery) 
ho ■vras employed in operations against insurgents iji 
Bnndelkhana in 1821. At the end of August 1822 he 
was transferred to tho 4‘J> Company S'* Battalion, which, 
he jemed at Cawnpore, and on his promotion totha 
rank of First-LieutouaTit taking place* ho was rcmovedl* 
l^vember 1822, to the Company Battalion at 
In January 1824 ho was transferred toth* 
Horse Artulery and posted to ihe 2^ Troop, at the same 
^tion, whence at the end of ilic ytjar he xnarchfd wi& 
it to Meerut.^ On the reorganisation of the ArifUerir 
taking pMce in the following year, he was posted, July 
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1826, to tlie 1st Troop 2^ Brigade (late 2^ Troop), but 
in the following September he was removed to the 4^^^ 
Troop 2^ Brigade, which he joined at Meerat, and 
with that troop, in the following December, he proceeded 
on service against Bharatpur ; and having been appointed 
soon afterwards to officiate as Adjutant of the 2^^ 
Brigade, he served in that capacity throughout the 
siege and capture of the place (Medal and clasp). 
In February 1826 he was transferred to the Is* Troop 
3d Brigade, which he joined at Meerut. From August 
to December 1826 he was acting Adjutant and Quarter- 
Master of the 3^ Brigade, at Meerut, and from January 
to March 1827 he officiated in the same capacity in the 
2^ Brigade, at the same station. In the spring of 1827 
he proceeded with his troop to Kamal, whence in the 
autumn of the same year he marched with it to Nasir- 
abad, and in March 1828 to Meerut. From May to 
September 1828 he officiated as Adjutant to the 
Brigade and to the Meerut Division of Artillery. He 
then proceeded on leave to the hills and afterwards to 
Calcutta, whence he went home on furlough in January 
1829. He returned to India in December 1831, and in 
the following month was despatched to the Upper Prov- 
inces in command of a detachment of Artillery drafts ; 
a few days later, however, he was relieved of this duty, 
and proceeding onwards he rejoined the 1»* Troop 
Brigade at Meerut early in March 1832. In February 
1833 he proceeded with the troop to Karnal, and at 
that station, in September 1835, he was appointed 
acting Adjutant and Quarter-Master of the Brigade, 
a post in which he was made permanent on the 1®* 
January following. On promotion to the rank of 
Captain he was posted, June 1836, ' to the 6*^ Company 
6*^ Battalion, Foot Artillery, which he joined at Oawn- 
pore in the following November, having been detained 
in the interval at Kamal for duty with a detachment of 
the 2<i Battalion at that station. In November 1837 
he was transferred to the 4<-^ Company 2'^ Battalion, at 
Kamal, but being at that time on sick leave at Simla, 
he did not join it until February 1838. In command 
of this company he proceeded to Forozepore in Nov- 
ember 1888 and joined the Army of the Indus, and 
accompanying it on service to Afghanistan, he served in 
that country dunng the campaign of 1838-39 ; but 
having been left with his company at Kandahar when 
the Army moved forward from that place in June 1839, 
he had no share in the important operations which 
followed. On the 22''^ October following he was trans- 
ferred to the command of the 4*^ Troop 3*^ Brigade, 
Horse Artillery, which also formed part of the Axmj 
of the Indus, and travelling up alone from Kandahar, 
he joined the troop at Bamian, a hundred miles to the 
north-west of Kabul, in March 1840 ; and being the 
senior officer on the spot he assumed command of tine 
whole of the troops in the Bamian Valley, and held it 
for six months. A few days after his arrival in the 
valley he attacked and captured the fort of Fauladi, 
six miles from Bamian, and after the battle of Bamian, 
in the following September, he was employed in the 
pursuit of Dost Muhammad Khan over the Hindu 
feush. In October 1840 he returned with the troop 
to Kabul, and thence accompanied it back to the British 
Provinces, arriving at Ferozepore early in February 
1841, and at Meerut on the 19*^ March. In the fol- 
lowing November he accompanied the troop to Ambala, 
and “Sience in March 1844 to Ludhiana. On the re- 
organization of the Artillery taking place in July 1845, 
he was re-appointed to the command of the 4*^ Troop 
Brigade, and on the outbreak of the first Sikh War 
in the following December he accompanied it into the 
field with the Army of the Sutlej, and commanded it 
in the battles of Mudki and Ferozshahr (Medal and 
clasp, and promoted to the rank of Major by brevet). 
On the termination of the war he marched with the 
troop to Meerut, arriving there in April 1846. On 
attaining the regimental rank of Major he vacated the 
command of the troop and was posted, October 1846, 
to the Brigade, the head-qjuarters cf which he 


joined at Meerut. In the following April he was trans- 
ferred to the 1®^ Brigade, and joined the head-quarters 
at Ludhiana, and he continued serving there until 
February 1848, when he was appointed to the command 
of the Artillery at Lahore, and proceeded to that station- 
On the 4"^ August following he was appointed to the 
command of the Artillery of the force proceeding on 
service to Multan, and he thereafter served throughout 
the Punjab Campaign of 1848-49, including the first 
siege of Multan, the second siege and capture of the 
place, and the battle of Gujerat, at which last he 
commanded the Artillery attached to General Whish’s 
Division (Medal and two clasps, and promoted to Lieut- 
enant-Colonel by brevet). On the termination of the 
war he was re-appointed, April 1849, to the command 
of the Artillery at Lahore, and he held that command 
until the end of the succeeding October, when he pro- 
ceeded to Meerut and joined the head-quarters of the 
3fi Brigade, to which he had been removed in the 
preceding August. Towards the end of November 
1849 he was moved back to the 1®^= Brigade, the head- 
quarters of which he joined at Ludhiana, and in Nov- 
ember 1850 he was appointed to the command of the 
whole of the Artillery at that station ; this command, 
however, he held for only a very brief period, having, 
towards the end of the following month, been ordered 
to rejoin the head-quarters of his brigade, which had 
in the meantime been transferred to Meerut. On pro- 
motion to the regimental rank of Lieutenant-Colonel 
he was posted, March 1851, to the 7*^^ Battalion, Foot 
Artillery, the command of which he assumed at Meerut^ 
and with the head-quarters of that battalion he proceeded 
to Sialkot at the end of 1852. For a short time during 
the summer of 1855 he was in temporary command 
of that station. Towards the end of June 1855 he 
was transferred to the 6^^ Battalion, the command o£ 
which he took over at Agra, and while serving there, 
in January 1856, he succeeded temporarily to the com- 
mand of the Agra and Muttra District. At the end of 
the same year he accompanied the hoad-quarters of the 
batf.alion to Ferozepore, and he was serving at that 
station when the mutiny burst out in May 1857. To- 
wards the’ end of the following month he was ordered 
to join the Delhi Field Force, and having arrived 
in camp on the 5^^ July, he was on the 17^^ of the 
same month appointed Brigadier Commanding the 
Artillery. He continued in active employment at the 
siege of Delhi until the 8^^ August, when he was 
wounded in passing from one battery to another, “ and 
though the wound was little more than a graze, of 
which he took no notice at first, it became afterwards a 
most virulent sore, which compelled him to take to his 
bed, and subsequently to leave the camp.*^ On the 
30^^ September, after the fall of Delhi, he proceeded 
on six months’ leave to Simla, and from the combined 
efFeots of his wound and of a fever which supervened,, 
he died at that place on the 14*^^ January 1858, 

Gardiner, Alexander, Oaptain (1794—1848). — 
Tablet at Jullundur^ No, 546. — ^Entered H. M.’s Service 
(from the Royal Mily. College) on the 15**^ July 1813, 
as an Ensign in the 97^^^ Foot. Served in America for 
a short time during the war with the United States, 
1814-16. Promote to the rank of Lieutenant on the 
20*^^ July 1815, and continued serving with the regi- 
ment (which became the 96^^ in 1816) until the 25t*i 
December 1818, when it was disbanded and he was 
placed on half-pay. On the 19*^ October 1826 he was 
brought back on full pay in the 32^ Foot, and having 
joined that regiment at Halifax, he served with it in 
various parts of the United Kingdom until June 1830, 
when he embarked with it for service in Canada. On 
the 19*^^ January 1839 he was promoted to the rank of 
Captain. He returned home with the regiment from 
Canada in September 1841, and served with it in the 
United Kingdom until May 1846, when he embarked 
with it for Bengal. Having landed at Calcutta in the 
following September, he proceeded with the regiment to 
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Ifeernt, whence in February 1848 he accompanied it 
to Ambala. On the outbreak at Multan taking place 
in April of the same year, the 32<^ was ordered to 
Ferozepore, and he marched with it for that place, 
which, however, he did not live to reach ; the weather 
was unusually sultry, and he died in camp, on the 
23^ May 1848, of heat apoplexy, when within four 
marches of his destination. 

Note. — In the inscription on the tablet in St James* Church, 
Jullunclur, the date of this officer's death is erroneously given as 
the 23d May 1849. 

Gardner, Henry ffarrington. Lieutenant (1827 — 
Grave at Jhelim, No. 770. — The fifth and 
youngest son of General the Hon’ble W. H. Gardner, of 
the Eoyal Artillery, and grandson of the first Lord 
Gardner. Born in Malta on the 15^^ May 1827. — En- 
tei*ed the Bengal Army in 1844. Arrived in India in 
January 1845, and in the following month was sent up 
to Dinapore to do duty with the I®* N. I. In the suc- 
ceeding March he was posted to the 8*^ N. I., which he 
joined at Agiu. In the autumn of 1846 he marched’ 
with the regiment to Phillaur, whence, in December 
1847, he proceeded with it to Lahore. In July 1848 
he accompanied tlie regiment on the expedition against 
Multan, and thereafter he served with it throughout 
the Punjab Campaign of 1848-49, and was present at 
the first siege of Multan (including the attack on the 
Dharmsala), the action of Surajkhund, the siege and 
capture of Multan, and the battle of Giijorat (^Medal 
and two clasps). In February 1849, immediately after 
the battle of Gujerat, lie was appointed temponirily to 
the command of the Company of I^ioneors, with 
which, on the termination of the campaign, be ]iro- 
ceeded to Jholuni, and having passed a satisfactory 
examination in field engineering, he was confimied in 
tlie command in the following June. In the summer of 
1850 he proceeded with the comj)a.ny to Sohawn., two 
marches from Jlielum on the route to lifi/Wal Pindi, 
'ysrhere it was employed on the construction of the x‘oad, 
and he continued 'wdth it there as long as ho roniahied in 
command. In April 1851 his seivL(tes wore pLicJod at 
the disposal of the Civil Engineer of the Punjab Ciivle, 
for employment on the Peshawar road, and lio was 
then appointed Executive Ofiicer in charge of the second 
division of that road, with his head-quarters at Kharian, 
one march from Jhelum on the route to Gujtu'at. He 
continued in that employment until the summer of 1854, 
when, his health having failed, he wont on leave for six 
months. He had just retumed to his post when he died 
at Jhelum on the IC*^ January 1865. 

Gardner, Herbert Calthorpe, Oaf tain (182S-- 
1857 ). — Grave at Kamuh\ No. 284, — Tho fourth son 
of General the Hon’ble W. H. Gardner, of tlie B.oyal 
Artilleiy, and grandson of the first Lord Gat*dner. 
Bom on the August 1822.— Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1840. Arrived in India in Docomher of the 
same year, and in Januaiy 1841 was posted to the 
38*^ Sr. I. That regiment being Uien at Quetta, 
en route to Afghanistan, he was, towards the end 
of the same month, sent up to Ludhiana to do duty 
with the 74*^' N. I., until an opportunity should offer 
for joining his own corps. He eventually joined the 
at Kandahar in the spring of 1842, and served 
-with, it in the catnpai^ of that year under General 
Sfott, including the action of Qoaine, the action before 
and re-oapture of Ghazni, the actions of Beni Badam 
and Maidan, the re-()ocuj)ation of Kabul, and various 
actions in the passes between Kabul and Peshawar 
during the return 'toaroh to tho British jwpovincos 
(Medal). ^ On the return of the Ajmy from Kabul he 
aocompanied the regiment to Meerut, arriving there 
early in February 1843, and he continued serving with 
it at that place until January 1845, when he accqm- 
panied the corps, on escort duty witli the Commander-in- 
CSbief, to Hardwar, . eventually returning wi& it tq 


Meerut in April. In October 1845 he proceeded with 
the regiment to Moradabad, whence on the outbreak of 
the first Sikh War, he marched with it to join the 
Army of the Sutlej, but the corps was not in time to 
take any part in the operations, and on the termination 
of the war he accompanied it to Ambala, arriving there 
in April 1846. In the cold season of 1846-47 he pro- 
ceeded with the regiment to Lahore, and in that of 
1847-48 he marched with it to Lucknow, at which 
station he officiated as Adjutant of the corps from Feb- 
ruary to April 1848. In September 1849 he was again 
appointed acting Adjutant and, having accompanied 
the regiment to Barrackporo in May 1850, ho continued 
officiating in the appointment until tho summer of that 
year. At the end of August 1860 iie was a third time 
appointed to officiate as Adjutant, but on this occasion 
it was for only a very short time. At tho end of the 
succeeding December, he proceeded on leave to Calcutta, 
and in January 1851 he went home on furlough. On 
his return to India in December 1853 ho proceeded 
to Cawnpore to await the anival of his regiment, then 
en rotite from Sylhet, and tlicro in tho following month 
he received charge of the recruit depot of tho corps. 
At the end of February 1854 ho was appointed Adjut- 
ant of the regiment, but, having attain (ul the rnnk of 
Captain, ho vacated tho post in i.lui follo-wntig month. 
He rejoined tho 38**'' on the arrival of tho riigiinent at 
Cawnpore on tho 17**^ April, and <m the same day he 
was appoinfcod acting Adjutant of tlio coi*I)H, and though 
tho appointment was inoant to Ix' only a tempt u'aiy one, 
he actually continued holding it for more thu,u two 
years. In February 185G lu» accotupaiiietl tho regi- 
ment to Lucknow with tht^ Oudh Kitdd Force, on the 
occasion of tho deposition of t1ie King and the annexa- 
tion of Oiidh, and at tho enti of tho folhwng month 
he proceeded with tho corps to (londu». fn tho autumn 
of 1850 he moved with tho vtigiTrit^ni to Delhi, again 
officiating as Adjutant for about thrt^o wixdts dui’ing the 
march. He was with the 3S^1‘ when it mntini<ri at 
Delhi in May 1857, but ho «necc<xled in oscajung to 
Kanial, and thciujo to Arnbahii, ihiuigh not without 
exporienoing considersiblo liurdsldp. Soon after his 
aiTivalat Ambala lie was dotacbed, in command of 
two conipauios of the N. f,, to Kupar, to guard that 
place and pnwuvo ordoj* in ilio districi, and ho there 
rendered excel lent servici‘ in cii'tuimstance.s of groat 
diflicuKy, tlio dotachnieut h(*. emnmandod hoing in a 
mutinous condiiion and vi]>o for an outbroak. He 
romained at Uupar until iht* d<'tji(-liTnent was recalled 
to Ambala, ami ho subw^quontly proceeded on sick 
leave to Kasauli, where', on tho 5*'^ Juno, he was 
appointod Shitiuii StalT Officer; but Ids health was com- 
pletely broken by hardships n-tul (i.^posure, and he died 
at Kasauli on the 28 J uno 1857, 

Nom— Captain 'tlu*n Licutriianf) (lardaw, married, on the 
25th April 1859, Ku)in» Kli/aheth, tho eldest daughter of J. 
Preaeotl, Mhqr,, of < )xfur<l jSquare, London. 

Garrett, James HIggInaon, Nnngn (o. 1811— 
183C ). — Grave at Simla, No, 299. — Enteired tho Bengal 
Army in 1828. Amvoil in India in September 1829, and 
in the following November was ordenri to proceed to 
Muttra, and there join and do duty with the 69*1^ N. I. 
Being a .sujjornunioniry, he remained attached to the 
69^^ at Muttra as an unposted Cadet for more than 
tliree years. On tho 21«t Hoptomber 1832, he wa» 
brought on the effective establishment as an Ensign, 
and on the 23^ Decomber following he was posted to 
the 30*Ji N. I., which he joined at Almora in March 
1833. In Novemlxir 1834 he was appointed acting 
Adjutant of the Kumaon Battalion at the same station. 
Early in January 1836 ho received pemission to pico- 
ceed towards Arakan in anticipation of an appointment 
in the local battalion there, but his destination was soon 
afterwards changed, and on the 16^^ of the same month 
he was appointed to do duty with the Assam JjoobI 
^ttalion, then at Bishnath ; before, however, he could 
at a stariem so remote, his destination waa ageim 
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altered, and on the Febmaryj, his seryices having 
been placed at the disposal of the Q-ovemor of Agra, he 
was appointed an Assistant to the Govemor-Generars 
Agent in the Sangor and Narbadda Territories. He 
had, however, scarcely taken up the duties of this post 
when he was, on the 4^*^ May, appointed a Sub-Asst. 
Commissary-General and posted to Cawnpore. Here 
he continued serving until July 1836, when he pro- 
ceeded on sick leave to Simla, and at that place he died 
on the 4*^ September following. 

Garstin, Edward Sutherland, Captain (1823 — 
1858 ). — Grave at Simla, No. 349. — ^The eldest son of 
Captain Henry Garstin, 10^^ Light Cavalry. Bom 
at Mhow, in Malwa, on the 12^^ September 1823. — 
Entered the Bengal Army in 1840. Arrived in India 
in November of the same year, and on the 30*^ of 
that month was sent up to Barrackpore to do 
duty with the 18^^ N. I. In January 1841 he was 
posted to the 5*^ N. I., but that regiment being 
then en route to Afghanistan, he was sent up to 
Ludhiana to do duty with the 53^ N. I. He continued 
serving with this regiment until November 1841, when 
he was attached to the 64*^ N. I,, to proceed with that 
corps to Afghanistan and afterwards to join his own 
regiment at Kabul. Marching across the Punjab with 
the 64th, he was present with that corps in the advance 
to and occupation of Ali Masjid, in the Khaibar Pass, 
in January 1842, and in the subsequent withdrawal 
from that place to Jamrud, a perilous movement in 
which the 64*^ sustained heavy loss. He subsequently 
took part, with the same regiment, in the forcing of the 
Khaibar Pass and in the advance to Jalalabad, at which 
place and on the line of communications (part of 
the time attached to a body of irregulars in Fort Ali 
Masjid) he served during the remainder of the 
operations of General Pollock’s force (Medal). On 
the return of the Army from Afghanistan he pro- 
ceeded, early in 1843, to Jaunpnr, and there joined 
the 5*^ N. I., then being re-formed after the disasters 
it had experienced in the retreat from Kabul in 
January 1842, In the autumn of 1844 he accom- 
panied the regiment to Dacca, and there in Febru- 
ary 1845 he was appointed acting Adjutant of the 
regiment ; and having, in the following April, been made 
permanent in the appointment, he continued holding it 
for nearly nine years. In the winter of 1846-4? he 
proceeded with the regiment to Dinapore, whence, in the 
spring of 1850, he accompanied it to Lahore, at which 
station, in December 1852, he officiated for a short 
time as Brigade-Major. In December 1853, consequent 
on his promotion to the rank of Captain, he vacated 
the Adjutancy of the regiment, but in the following 
month he was directed to continue acting in the appoint- 
ment, and he continued officiating accordingly until 
June 1854. In the following September and October 
he again officiated in the appointment for over a month. 
In November 1854 he was appointed Staff Officer to the 
detachment (including his own regiment) which formed 
the escort of the Commander-in-Ohief, on tour, and in 
this capacity he accompanied the escort from Lahore to 
Peshawar, and thence to Ambala ; at which place, where 
the regiment was to be stationed, he arrived in February 
1855. He was with the corps at Ambala when the 
mutinies broke out in May 1857, and on the 19*^ of that 
month he was detached to Jagadhri in command of two 
companies of the regiment. With these companies he 
continued serviug in the Saharanpur District and at and 
about Jagadhri until the 12^^ July, when the detach- 
ment, on being ordered to return to Ambala, mutinied 
•and went off to Delhi, and he returned to cantonments 
with only twenty loyal soldiers. On the 1®* August 
following he was appointed Oommandant of the 13*^ 
Punjab Infantry, which he formed and organised at 
Amhala, and which he commanded for ten months. In 
the following year he proceeded on sick leave to Simla^ 
where he died on the June 1858. 

Garstin, Henry Murray, Major and Brevet^ 
Xdeutenmf-Oolojftd (18§2 — 1867 ). — Grave at Murree^ 


No. 822. — Son of Captain Henry Garstin, of the 10^^ 
Bengal Light Cavalry. Bom at Meerut on the 17*^^ 
November 1826.— Entered the Bengal Army in 1842. 
Arrived in India at the end of May 1 843, and on the 
2^ of the following month was sent np to Barrackpore 
to do duty with the 68*^ N. 1. Oh the same day, how- 
ever, he was regularly posted to the 36*^ N. I., and ho 
went on and joined that regiment at Dmapore. In the 
spring of 1845 he proceeded with the regiment to Delhi, 
whence in the following November he marched with it 
to Ambala. In January 1846, in consequence of the 
Sikh invasion, he moved with the regiment to Ludhiana, 
and on the 28^^ of that month he was present with it at 
the battle of Aliwal (Medal). On the termination of 
tbe Sutlej Campaign he proceeded with the regiment to 
Jullundnr, whence in the following March he accom- 
panied it to the foot of the hills on escort duty with the 
Governor- General, eventually returning to Ambala in 
April 1846. In the following November he marched 
with the regiment to Hoshiarpur, and in the succeeding 
month he officiated for a short time as Adjutant to the 
right wing, temporarily detached to Eeh-ki-Pattan. 
In February 1848 he proceeded ' with the regiment to 
Lahore, and on the outbreak of the second Sikh War he 
accompanied it on service, and was present with it 
thronghont the Punjab Campaign of 1848-49, including 
the action of Eamnagar, the passage of the Chenab, the 
action of Sadulapnr (in which he was severely wounded), 
the battle of Chilianwala (on the day after which he 
was appointed acting Adjutant), and the battle of 
Gujerat (Medal and two clasps). In April 1849 he was 
again appointed to officiate as Adjutant. The regiment 
having, on the termination of the war, been ordered 
to Moradabad, he accompanied it to that station, arriv- 
ing there early in May 1849, and in the succeeding 
month the permanent appointment of Adjutant was 
conferred upon him. In October 1852 he proceeded 
with the regiment to Meerut, whence he accompanied 
it to Cawnpore in January 1856. Towards the close of 
the same year he marched with the regiment to Meerut, 
where the crops (destined for Jullundnr) was detained 
on escort duty with the Commander-in-OHef . In Janu- 
ary 1857, consequent on his promotion to the rank of 
Captain, he vacated the Adjutancy of the regiment, 
and on the 4*^ March following he was appointed Offg, 
Depy. Asst. Quarter-Master- Genl. of the Meerut 
Division. On the outbreak of the mutiny in May 1857 
he was attached to Army Head-Quarters as a Dopy. 
Asst. Qr.-Mr.-Genl,, and moving forward with the 
Delhi Field Force, he was, in that capacity, present 
at the action of Badli-ki-Serai, at the seizure of the 
Eidge, throughout the siege and capture of Delhi, 
and subsequently in the operations in the Gurgaon and 
Eewari districts (Medal and clasp, and promoted to 
the rank of Major by brevet). In November 1857 
he was re-appointed Oifg. Depy. Asst. Qr.-jSIr.-Geni. 
of the Meerut Division, and the head-quarters of the 
division being then established at Delhi, he continued 
serving at that place until towards the end of Febru- 
ary 1858[, when he was appointed Oommandant of 
the Arakan Battalion. He joined this corps at Akyab 
in April 1858, and continued in command of it until 
April 1861, when he was appointed Oommandant of the 
1®^ Assam Light Infantry (styled shortly afterwards 
the 46*^, and later in the same year, the 42^ Bengal 
N. I.), which he jpined at Dibrugarh. In the following 
August he was admitted into the Bengal Staff Corps, 
with effect from the 18**^ February preceding. He 
held command of the 42^ N. I. until April 1865, when 
he went home on furlough. He returned to India in 
December 1866, and in the following month he vacated 
the command of iihe 42<i , and was appointed Offg. Asst, 
Adjt.-Genl. of the Peshawar Division. After a few 
months’ service at Peshawar he proceeded to Murree on 
leave, and at that place he died on the 27*^ July 1867,

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Noth II — Lientenant-Colonel (then Lieutenant-.) Garatin, 
married, at Moradabad, on the ICtli December 1850, Louisa Jane 
S. the second daughter of Cai^tain William Cossart Carleton, 
86tb N. I., who was of the Carletons of Clare, Co., Tipperary. 
She was horn at Mhow on the 28th September 1832. 

Gee, Herbert Walter, Indian Civil Service (c.l867 
—1901). — ^'ave and tablet at Bera Ismail Khan, Nos, 
1085 and 1088. — ^Entered the Indian Cit-iI Service 1887, 
and from 1894 onwards was employed as Deputy Commis- 
sioner of Dera. Ismail Khan, with the exception of four 
months on special duty at Wano, and eighteen months 
(from April 1896 to October 1897) during which he 
officiated as Political Agent at the same place.^ In Juno 
1897, while he was marching up the Tochi Valley, 
his escort, under the command of Lieutenant- Colonel 
Bunny «.) was treacherously attacked at the Maizar 
villages, and sustained heavy loss, almost all the British 
officers having been shot down at the beginning of 
the affair; on that occasion, and especially during 
the retirement of the escort, he was greatly distin- 
guished for his exertions, and the^ presence of mind 
which he displayed and the assistance which he 
rendered were largely instrumental in saving the 
remains of the detachment. He dibd at Dera Ismail 
on the 4*^ February 1901. 

Gerard, James Gilbert, Surgeon (1793 — 1835). — 
ai Subathu, No, 410. — Son of the Revd. Gilbert 
Gerard, D.D., Professor of Divinity in King’s College, 
Aberdeen, and anthor of The Institutes of Bibhml Cri- 
ticism^ who was of the Gerards of Roolisoles, Co. Lanark; 
nephew of Lieutenant-Colonol John Gerard, Adjntnnt- 
General of the Army in Lord Lake’s campaigns, 1803- 
06 ; and brother to Captain Alexander Cerjird, the Hima- 
layan explorer, and to Captain Patrick Gerard ( 7 . v,). 
Bom about March 1793. — Entered the Bengal Army, in 
tlio Meioal Department, in 1813. Aitivod in India in 
November 1814, and on the of the following month 
was ordered to proceed express to Meerut ; imTnodiatoIy 
on arrival there he ordered to Saharanpur, and on 
the January 1815 ho was directod to oontinuo his 
joumoy and join tlie force under the command of Colo- 
nel Ochterlony, then o]K‘rating against the Gmidias in 
.the North-Westeim Hills, above Ruj)ar, Wilh that 
force he served (part of the time with the Light 
Battalion, and afterwards on the ^'talT) throughout 
the operations of the spiing of 1815, resulting in 
the reduction of Malaun. Shortly after that event, 
on the formation of Qnrkha corps in our own 
service taking place, ho was appointcjd to the me- 
dical charge of the 1 *** Nasin Battalion (now the 
Battalion, 1®* Gurkha Rifles), with which, at first at 
l&laun and afterwards at Sabathu, he continued serving 
for more than eleven years. On promotion to the rank 
of Surgeon he was re-apyointed, May 1826, to tho 1®* 
Nasiri Battalion, with which he continued serving until 
the following September, when he was removed to the 
3 ^ N. I. at Lucknow. At tho end of the succeeding 
December, however, he was re-transforred to the 1®' 
Nasiri Battalion, with which he served for a space of 
five years, interrupted only by leave from June to De- 
cember 1828 and again from June to Deceml)er 1829, 
during which periods he accompanied his brother Alex- 
ander on journeys of exploration in the Himalayas. In 
December 1831 he was permitted to accompany Liout- 
' tenant (affcerwards Sir Alexander) Bumes on a journey 
which the latter was, with the sanction of the Govern- 
ment, about to undertake to Kabul and Turkistan. 
Starting from Ludhiana in January 1832, he went with 
Bumes to Peshawar; thence by way of Jalalabad to 
Kabul; and afterwards, through Bamian, Khulum and 
Balkh, to Bokhara, which place the travellers reached 
on the. 27*1^ June. He afterwards accompanied Bumes 
, ’ Oins to Persia, and eventually, at the end of 

fiepteml^ 1882, parted company with him at Mashad, 
in order to return to India by way of Herat. He was, 
however^ long detained by illness both at Mashad and at 
'Ife^at^auddidnot^rejoinbi^ until 


about April 1834. He continued serving with the 
Nasiri Battalion at that place until his death, which 
occurred about a year later, on the 31®** March 1835.

Gerard, Patrick, Captain (1794 — 1818). — Grave 
at Simla, No, 319. — Son of the Revd. Gilbert Gerard, 
D.D., Professor of Divinity at King’s College, Aber- 
deen, who was of the Gerards of Rochsolos, Co. Lanark; 
nephew to Lieutenant- Colonel John Gerard, Bengal 
Infantry, Adjutant- General of the Army in Lord Lake’s 
campaigns, 1803-06 ; and brother to Captain Alexander 
Gerard, the Himalayan explorei’, and to Siii'geon James 
Gilbert Gerard (g. v.). Bom on the June 1794.— 
Entered the Bengal Army in 1809. Aiiived in India 
in February 1811, and in the usual course was sent to 
the Cadet College at Barasat, where he remained until 
near the end of the following August, when, having 
passed his examination, and tho College having 
been abolished, he was oidered up to Ludhiana to do 
duty with the 1 ®* Battalion 13*^ N. I., in which corps 
his older brother Alexander was then serving. Towards 
the end of 1812 he was posted to the BatUlion 8 *-*^ N. 

I. , which he joined at Berhamporo, and with that corps, 
at the end of 1813, he proceerded to Benai'os. On the 
outbreak of tlio Nepal War in the autumn of 1814, he 
accompanied a portion of the battalion into tbo field in 
the division under tho conmiand of Major- Genera.)' 

J. S. Wood, and served with it in tlio campaign of 
1814-11). In the H})riTig of 1815, consequent on his 
promotion to tho rank of Liouteiiant with effect from 
tho ])ro(‘i}dirig December, he was iinnsferrcHl to the 1®^ 
Battalion 8 **^ N. E., which lie joined at ll.i.mn:i.g;ir, in the 
Gorakhpur district, and with this corps, on tlie renewal of 
tho No})al War, ho served, in the force under the com- 
mand of Sir David Ochterlony, throughout the cam- 
paign of 1816-16. On the termination of tho war ho 
jirocoeihd with his battalion to Partabgaxh, in Oudh, 
and while serving with it there in 1817 he was appointed 
to do duty with tho l®^' Nasiri Battalion (Gurkhas) ; 
andliaving joined at Subatliu, ho continued serving there 
with this corps for ten years. From October 1820 to 
April 1821 ho officiated as Adjutant of‘tho battalion. On 
the general i-coiganisai-IoiL of tlio Army taking place in 
May 182 1 ho was po.stctl to tlio N. I. (lato 1®^ Batta- 
lion 8 **'), but lio contiimod sexwing with tho l®t Nasiri 
Battalion, and from August 1825 to January 1826 he 
again officiatod as Adjutant of that corps. About the 
same time ho was ordered to rejoin las own regiment, 
then at Bareilly, but having produced a oortiiicato of 
“ his health homg impaired by residency on the plains,*' 
ho was directed, towards tho end of January 182G, to 
rojoin tho Nariri Battalion. In So])tembcr 1827, how- 
ever, the Government biving decided to I’educe tho 
number of officers serving with local and irregular 
corps, ho was ordered to rejoin tho 9^^ N. I., and ho did 
so at Sikrora, in Oudh, tfiwards tho end of tho following 
month. In February 1828 ho was a^in apjiointed to 
do duty with the Nasiri Battalion, and having re- 
joined it at Subatliu, he continued serving with it there, 
and on detachment at Kotgdrrti (or Gdrdkot, commonly 
mis-stylod Kotgarh), until February 1832, when, 
having again been directed to rejoin his own regiment, 
and being unable, on account of the state of his health, 
to reside on the plains of India during tho hot season, 
he obtained leave to remain ai Sixnla and Kotgdrd unial 
the end of September, and in the interval, on tho 6 **^ 
August 1832, he was transferred to the Invalid Estab- 
lishment, permission being accorded to him afterwards,

Gibb, Johnf Ensign (1812 — 1833). — Grave atHansi, 
So. 8. — ^Bom on the 27th June 1812. — ^ArriTed in India 
in September 1828, but having embarked before he was 
of the prescribed age of sixteen years, his formal admis- 
fiion into the service in India was delayed until the 
following December. In January 1829 he was ordered 
up to Cawnporo to do duty with the 44^^^ N, I., and he 
served with that corps until the following June, when 
he was posted to the 43^ N. I. He joined this regiment 
at Benares, whence in January 1831 he marched with 
it, on escort duty with the Oommander-in-Chief, 
m route to B^amal, arriving there on the 3^ March. 
In the autaaoin of the same year he again accompanied 
the regiment on escort duty with the Commander-in- 
CShief from Kamal to Cawnpore, whence in December 
he proceeded with the regiment to Sikrora, in Oudh. 
In January 1833 he was transferred to the 27*^ N. I., 
and having joined that regiment at Hansi, he died at 
that place on the 21°^ August following. 

Gibbes, Philip Osborne, Lieutenant (1826 — 
185m , — Chave at Multan^ No. 865. — ^The eldest son of 
Sir &muel Osborne Gibbes, Bart. (ID, of Spring Head, 
BarlMbdoes, W. I., and of Paikley, Co. Oxford. Bom 
on the 24*^ August 1826. — Entered the Bengal Army 
in 1845. Arrived in India in March 1846, and was 
cent up to Benares to do duty with the 21«* N, I. On 
the 1®^ May following he was posted to the 41®* N. I., 
which he joined at Nnrpur, in the Jnllnndur Doab. 
In the winter of 1846-47 he proceeded with the regi- 
ment to Nasirahad, and in the autnmn of 1848 he 
accompanied it to Delhi. Towards the end of the fol- 
lowing year he marched with the regiment to Multan, 
and he died at that place on the 21®* August 1850. 

Gibbings, Arthur, Oaptain (1823— 1857).— -In- 
scription at Kasauli, No. 284. — The sixth and youngest 
son of the Eev^- Thomas Gibbings, Treasurer of 
Oloyne, who was a cadet of the family of Gibbings of 
Gibbings Grove, Co. Cork. Born in Ireland in 1823.— 
Entered the Bengal Army in 1841, and on the 1®* April 
of that year he was, in anticipation of his arrival, post- 
ed to 38*^ N. I. He did not, however, arrive in India 
until the last day of the succeeding month, and his 
regiment being then on service in Afghanistan, he was,' 
on the 14**^ June, ordered to proceed to Ferozepore and 
there do duly with the 64*^^ N. I., until an opportunity 
^ould offer of joining his own corps. He eventually 
joined the 38*^ at Kandahar in the spring of 1842, and 
jbe subsequently served with it in the campaign of 
^diat year under General Nott, including the action of 
Goaine, the re-capture of Ghazni, the actions of Beni 
Badam and Maidan, the re-occupation of Kabul, and 
various actions in the passes between Kabul and Pesha- 
war during the return march to the British provinces 
(Medal). On the breaking up of the Army at ^ Feroze- 
pore in January 1843 he accompanied the regiment to 
Meerut, arriving there in February, and he continued 
serving with it there until April 1845, when he was 
appointed Offg, Adjutant of the 3^ Irregular Cavalry, 
He joined that re^ment at Ferozepore, and held the 
appointment uniS the following September, when he 
was nominated Offg. Adjutant of the 1®* Oudh Local 
Infantry at Sultanpur, but he did not remain long with 
ibis corps, having in January 1846 been appointed to 
the permanent post of Adjutant of the 3^ Irre^lar 
Oavaliy, then serving with the Army of the Sutlej : ho 
immediately hurried to the front to join, but he wm 
after all unable to get up in time to take any part in 
the closing operations of the jSrst Sikh War. On the 
breaking up of the Army he accompanied the regiment 
to Ferozepore, arriving there at the end of March 1846. 
From May to November 1846 he ofGlciated as Second-in- 
Command of the corps, and in December of the same 


year he marched with the regiment to Saharanpur^ at 
which station in the following year he again officiated 
as Second-in-Command for a period of six months. Im 
the summer of 1847 he proceeded with the corps to* 
hTasirahad, whence in the autumn of the succeeding 
year he marched with it to Ferozepore, and he, there- 
after, served with it throughout the Punjab Campaign, 
of 1848-49, including the passage of the Chenab, the 
action of Sadnlapur (in which he was wounded), the 
battles of Chilianwala and Qujerat, and the pursuit of 
the Sikhs to the Jhelum (Medal and two clasps). At. 
the end of March 1849, soon after the termination of 
the war, he was appointed Second-in-Command of the 
1®* Irregular Cavalry, which he joined at Neemuoh, 
and with that corps, during the winter of 1849-50, he 
proceeded to Lahore. From June to November 1850- 
he officiated as Commandant of the regiment, and from 
March to November 1851 he officiated as Adjutant in 
addition to his duties as Second-in-Oommand. In Nov- 
ember 1852 he accompanied the corps to Peshawar, and 
during the winter of 1852-53 he was in command of 
a portion of the regiment detached to Shabkadar. 
Early in 1854 he proceeded on sick leave to Simla, but 
having failed to recover his health there, he went home 
on furlough in April 1855. In the following October,, 
during his absence in Europe, he was removed, as 
Second-in:Cominand, to the 15*^ Irregular Cavalry,, 
and on returning to India at the end of June 1856, he 
proceeded to Sitapur, in Oudh, and took command of 
the left wing of that regiment there. In the succeeding 
November and December he officiated for a short time 
as Commandant. In the following spring, with the 
wing under his command, he joined the head-quarters 
of the regiment at Sultopur, and he perished ihere^ 
in the mutiny of the corps, on the 9**^ June 1857. 

Gibbons, Thomas Robinson, Lieutenant (c,1831-^ 
1867) . — Tablet at SialJcot, No. 730. — ^Entered H. M.'s 
Service on the 5th May 1848 as an Ensign in the 18*J» 
Foot (the Eoyal Irish Regiment), and having arrived in 
in the succeeding December, he proceeded to the 
IJbper Provinces and joined that corps at Ambala in the 
spnng of 1849. In January 1850 he accompanied the 
regiment to Meerut, and in the winter of 1850-51 he 
proceeded with it to Fort William. In April 1852 he 
accompanied the regiment on service to Burma, and h& 
thereafter served with it throughout the war in that 
country, including the capture of Rangoon and Prome, 
and the operations resulting in the right bank of the 
Irrawaddy being cleared of the enemy (India Medal and 
clasp). On the 12*^ October 1852 he was promoted to 
the rank of Lieutenant. On the 27*^ May 1863 he was 
transferred to the 52^ Foot, but he continued serving 
in Burma until the following September, when he pro- 
ceeded to Calcutta, and there, early in October, joined 
tho 52^ on its arrival from Europe. He shortly after- 
wards accompanied the regiment to the Upper Prov- 
inces, arriving at Amhala in February 1854. In the 
following April he proceeded on leave, but he rejoined 
the regiment at Sabafiin in October, and in March 1856 
he accompanied it to Meerut. From that place, in the 
autumn, he proceeded on leave to Calcutta, whence at 
the end of the year he went home on furlough. On 
the outbreak of the mutiny he returned to India, 
arriving at Calcut|ia in September 1857, and proceeding 
shortly afterwards to rejoin his regiment in the Upper 
Provinces, he i*eached Cawnpore towards the end of 
November. As the attack of the Gwalior rebels on that 
place was then impending, he was detained there and 
attached to the 64^ Foot, with which corps he took part 
in the severe fighting which ensuet^ until the 28** of 
that month, when, with Colonel Wilson and ihree other 
officers of the regiment, he fell in a daring charge on 
the enemy's guns. 

Gilbert, Francis McDonaldiXwii^enawf (1825 — 
1849). — Grave at Ambala, No. 218. — ^The second son of 
Commander Edmund William Gilbert, B,N#, a cade

of the Gilberts of tbe Priory, Co. Cornwall, _ and nepHew 
of Major-General Sir Walter Ealeigli Gilbert, Bart^ 
G.C*B., Bengal Army. (Tbe family are lineally de- 
scended from Sir Hnmplirey Gilbert, the celebrated 
navigator of the time of Queen Elizabeth, who was the 
half-brother of the still more celebrated Sir Walter 
Baleigh.) Bom in 1825. — ^Entered the Bengal Army 
in 1841, Arrived in India in November of the same 
year, and soon afterwards proceeded to the Upper Prov- 
inces, with a view of ultimately joining, in Afghanis- 
tan, the regiment (the 2^ N, I.) to which, in antioipa- 
tion of his arrival, he had been posted in the preceding 
September ; the setting-in of the hot weather, however, 
prevented his prosecuting his journey, and in April 
1842 he was directed to remain at Aligarh and do duty 
with the Depot Battalion, to which a company of his 
regiment was attached. He eventually joined the 2^ 
N. I. at Agra in March 1843, after the return of the 
corps from Afghanistan. In the following winter he 
accompanied the regiment on service with the Army of 
Gwalior, and was present with it at the battle of Maha- 
rajpur (Bronze Star). After the conclusion of the 
campaign he returned with the regiment to Agra, 
whence towards \he end of 1845 he proceeded with it, 
on escort duty with the Qovernor-Generars camp, to 
Ambala. A few days after reaching that place the first 
Sihh War broke out, and be accompanied his regiment 
into the field with the Army of the Sutlej, and was 
present with it in the battles of Mudki and Pirozshahr : 
ihree days after the latter engagement he was appointed 
acting Aide-de-Camp to his uncle, Major-General W. E. 
Gilbert, Commanding the Eirst Division, and in that 
position he served throughout the remainder of the 
: Sutlej Oampai^, including the battle of Sobraou, in 
whicb be was slightly wounded (Medal and two clasps)* 
In March 1846 he was appointed Adjutant of the 
Eegiment of Cavalijr of the Gwalior Contingent, with 
which he served at Sipri and Gwalior until March 1847, 
when he was appointed Adjutant of the 4^^^ Infantry of 
the Frontier Brigade (afterwards styled the 4*^ Si^ 
Infantry), at Ludliiana. He continued in this appoint- 
ment until June 1848, when he vacated it and proceeded 
on leave. He rejoined his own regiment at Ambala in 
the following October, and continued serving witb it 
until his death, which occurred at that place on tho 18^ii 
July 1849 in circumstances of a rather tragic nature, 
he having been accidently killed while assisting in 

.extinguishing a fire in, the lines of the regiment.

Giles, James Peter, Bnsign (1819---1848).— 
Grave at Lahore^ No. 699.-— Entered the Bengal Army 

in 1842. Arrived in India in August of the same year 

and was sent up to AUababad to do duty with the 18*1^ 
N. I. In the following month he was posted to the 20**^ 
N. I., with which he served at Nasirabad until Novem^ 
her 1843, when he was removed, at his own ieq[uest, to 
the 19*^ N, I. He joined this regiment at Bareilly in 
February 1844, but he remained with it for only four 
months, having, in the following June^ been removed, 

. a^in at his own request, to the 73<i N. I., which he 
joined at Delhi. In September 1844 he proceeded on 
leavetoOalcutta, whence, at the end of the following 
Decen^r, he went home on furlough. He returned to 
India in March 1847, and proceeded to the Upper Prov- 
inces to rejoin his regiment, but having been taken ill 
at Allahabad in June, he was detained there for seven 
months, and did not join his regiment, then at Lahore, 
until February 1848. In the following summer he took 
art, with has regiment, in some movements against 
ands of insurgents in the neighbourhood of that place. 
He died at Lahore on the September 1848. 

ClUesple, John, Idmtenant-Oolonel (1833— 1877).~ 
Ofave at Bera Ohassi Khany No. 888; ‘tablet at Kohat 
No. 1042s— Bom at Ardaohy, near Fort Augustus, Co. 
Inverness, on the 24‘^ March 1883.— Entered the Ben- 
gal Army in 1861. Arrived in India in March of the 


same year, and was sent up to Dinapore to do duty 
with the 26*^^ N. I. In the following J uly he was posted 
to the 61®^ N. I., and having joined that regiment at 
Lucknow, he accompanied it to Jullundur in Mawdht 
1855. In the following December he was detailed to do 
duty with the Oonvalscent Dep5t at Landour, at which* 
place he remained until October 1856, when he was ap- 
pointed acting Adjutant of the 3^ Punjab Infantry. 
On arrival at Kohat, to join that regiment, on the 5 ^h' 
November, he found that it was with a Field Force in 
Miranzai, and, proceeding onwards, he was, on arrival 
at the head-quarters of the force on the 7*^, appointed 
to do duty, temporarily, with the 5*^ Punjab Infantry, 
with which corps he served throughout the remainder 
of the Miranzai and Kuram Expeditions in November 
and December 1866. On the termination of the opera-, 
tions he took up the appointment of acting Adjutant 
of the 3^^ Punjab Infantiy, with which he then marched 
back to Kohat. In March 1857 he was confirmed in 
the appointment of Adjutant, which he thereafter held 
for a period of fourteen montlis. In July 1857 he took 
part, with his regiment, in the disarming, at Kohat, of 
three companies pf the 58^^ N. I. In May 1858 he was 
appointed Adjutant of the 4*^ Punjab Cavalry, which 
he joined at Asni in July. In the following month he 
was appointed 0£Eg. Second-in-Command, and, having" 
been re-appointed in June 1859, he continued in that 
position until February 1860, when he was appointed 
acting Second-iu-Oommand of the 5*^ Punjab Cavalry, . 
the left "vring of which he joined and took command of at 
Dera Ismail Khan. In the succeeding month, on the 
occasion of the Waziri raid on Tank, he, with a squad- 
ron of his regiment, made a forced march of fifty miles 
(from Dera Ismail Khan to Tank) in twelve hours, to 
repel the enemy, hut reached his destination only to find 
that the Waziris had already been driven o£E. He sub- 
sequently remained in command of the whole of the 
troops at Tank until the assembly there, in Apia! 1860, 
of the expeditionary force under the command of Bri- 
gadier-General Chamberlain, shortly after which, on 
the 24*^^ of the same month, he was appointed Second- 
in-Command of the regiment. Thronghont tho ensuing 
summer he commanded the troops employed in the 
Qomal Valley in connection with the blockade of the 
Waziris, and during this period he was repeatedly in 
action against marauders, and on several occasions re- 
took the plunder that raiders were carrying off. In 
November 1860 he was removed to the appointment of 
Seoond-in-Oommand of^ the 1®* Punjab Cavalry, and 
having joined that regiment at Peshawar, he accom- 
panied it in the following year to Eajanpur. In Janu^ 
ary 1862 he was admitted into the Bengal Staff Corps 
with effect from the 18tii February preceding, and about 
the same time he proceeded with the regiment to Dera 
Ghazi Elan, at which place he served with it until Juna 
1863, when he went home, vacating his appointment., 
He returned to India in January 1866, and on tho 15*^ 
of the same month was appointed to do duty with tiia 
18*^^ Bengal Cavalry, which he joined at Bawal Pmdi, 
and with which he remained until the middle of 
April, when he was appointed Offg. Second ^nadroa 
Officer in the 2*^ Punjab Oavahy at Dera Qhari Khan. 
Towards the end of May 1866 he was appomted Third 
Squadrtm Officer in the 4*^^ Punjab Cavalry, and having 
joined that regiment at Bannu, he was appointed in the 
following September tooffiomte as Second Squadron 
Officer, and in April 1867 as Second-in-Oommand. In 
September 1867 he was appointed to officiate as Secmid-^ 
in-Oommand of the 8*^ Punjab Cavalry, at Kohat. In 
January 1868 he was advanced to the position of Second 
Squadron Officer in his own regiment, but he oontinuedi 
serving with the 3*^ Punjab Cavalry, in (X)minand ’of 
which, on the 11^ March, he took part in the repulse of 
the raid made by the Bizoti Urskzais on Kohat. To« 
wards the end of the same month he was appomted Offg« 
Second-m-Cenmnand of the 2"^ Punjab Cawalijf^, with 
which he served at Dera Ghari Khan until February 
1869, when he waa appointed Offg, Seoond-in-Qcmimand 
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his own regiment (the 4*^ P. C.), and ^joining it at 
Banim, he, in the following montii, accompanied it to 
Kohat. In April 1869 he served with the regiment on 
an expedition into Miranzai, returning with it after- 
wards to Kohat, at which place, from April to October 

1870, he ofSciated as Commatifent of the corps. He 
continued officiating as Second-in-Oommand until March 

1871, when he reverted to Squadron Commander, but in 
the following September the permanent appointment of 
Second-in-Command was conferred upon him, and from 
tiie same date he was appointed to officiate as Command- 
ant. In December 1871 he proceeded with the regi- 
ment to Eajanpur, to the command of which station he 
then succeeded. He continued officiating as Command- 
ant of the regiment until December 1872, when he 
wont home on furlough. On his return to India, in 
December 1875, he rejoined the 4^^ Punjab Cavalry at 
Dera Ghazi £[han, and resumed his appointment of 
Second-in-Oommand, in which he continned serving 
until his death, at that place, on the 7*^ February 
1877. 

Gillies, William Adam Beaver, Lieutenant 
( 1839 — 1863 ). — Grave at Mardan and tablet at Kohat^ 
Nos. 1002, 1006 and 1043. — ^The only son of R. M. 
Gillies, Esqr., of Ecton, Co. Northampton. Born on the 
6*^^ May 1839.— Entered the Bengal Army in 1857 as 
a Cadet of Artillery. Arrived in India in December 
of the same year, and in June 1858 was posted to the 
8^ Company 6*^ Battalion, Foot Artillery, which he 
joined at Peshawar. In the following November he was 
appointed to do duty with a detachment of No. 1 
Light Field Battery, which, with detachments from 
the other Light Field Batteries of the Panjab Irregular 
Force, was sent on service to Hindustan ; with this de- 
tachment he proceeded to Kalpi in February 1859, and 
during that year he was employed with it on service 
against bodies of insurgents in Bundelkhand. He con- 
tinued with the detachment until the spring of 1860, 
when he was ordered back to the Punjab and appointed 
to do duty with the Hazara Mountain Train Battery at 
Abbottabad. In August 1860 he was appointed an 
extra Doing-Duty Officer with No. 1 Light Field Battery, 
Punjab Irregular Force, which he joined in the same 
month at Kohat. In 1862 he was for a short time in 
temporary command of No. 4 (Garrison) Battery at the 
same station. On the amalgamation of the In&an with 
the Royal Artillery taking place, in;1861, he w^ at first 
posted to the 25th Brig;ade, but he was shortly after- 
wards transferred to the rolls of “H'' Battery 16^^ Bri- 
gade, Royal Artillery. Towards the end of the same 
year he was aj)pomted Doing-Duiy Officer with the 
Hazara Mountain Treim Battery at Abbottabad, and 
with this corps tfaf rest of his service was passed. In 
October 1863 he accompanied the battery on service 
against the Hindustani fanatics and their allies, and 
took part in the movement through the Ambela Pass 
and in the occupation of a position on the further side, 
but at very opening of the campaign, in the very 
first fight that took place, he unfortunately felt, — 2SS^ 
October 1863. 

iroM.—Lieateiiaat Gillies married, at Calcutta on the 22nd 
Febniaxy 1862, Jane Lilias Hudson, the youngest daughter of 
George GBlies, Esqr., of Boston, Lincolnshire. 

Qlllon, Lieuienani (1826 — ^1849).-— Taftfet 

at Multan, No. 882. — ^The second son of William Down© 
ffillon, of WaUhouse, Co. Linlithgow, and Hurst- 
monceaux, Oo. Sussex. Bjorn on the 1®^ January 1826.— 
Entered the Btehgal Army in 1843. Arrived in India 
at the end of June of the same year, and early in the 
following month was sent up to Allahabad to do duty 
with the 37*^ N. I. In November 1843 he was posted 
tb the 72*^ N. I., which he joined at Delhi. In Novem- 
ber 1846 he accompanied the regiment to Kangra, 
whence, in April 1848, he proceeded with it to Feroze- 
poreu Being on sick leave at the iimey he did not ac* 


company his regiment on service to Multan in July 
1848, but he joined it there on the 1st October, and he 
thereafter served with it at the second siege of the fort- 
ress, up to the 27*^ December, when he was dangerously 
wounded in the assault of the suburbs. His wounds 
were not at fimt supposed to be mortal, but after linger- 
ing for more than three weeks he succumbed to them, 
in camp before Multan, on the 20‘^ January 1849. 

Granville, George Julius* Lieutenant (1832— • 
1857 ). — Tablet at Delhi, No. 148. — ^The third son of 
Francis Glanville, Esqr., of Catohfrench, near Liskeard, 
Oo. Cornwall, by Amabel, his wife, daughter of the 
Right Hon’ble Reginald Pole-Carew, of East Antony, 
in the same county. Bom in 1832. — Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1852. Arrived in India in Api^ of the same 
year, and was sent up to Benares to do duty with the 
16*^ N. 1. On the departure of that regiment from Be- 
nares he was directed, 1®* November, to remain there and 
do duty with the 27*^ N. I. On the 17*^ of the same 
month he was posted to the 2“^ European Regiment (Fu- 
siliers), which he joined in Fort William. In November 
1853 he embarked with the regiment for Burma, and 
served for some months at Prome, but his health having 
failed, he proceeded in February 1854 on leave to Calcutta, 
and thence home on furlough in the following April* 
Wliile he on leave at home he was selected, March 
1855, for special service in the Turkish Contingent, with 
the local rank of Lieutenant in Turkey, and he continued 
in that employment until the Contingent was disbanded 
in 1856. His furlough having been twice extended, he- 
did not get back to Calontta, on his return, tintil the 
15^^^ May 1857, and the upper country being* then in 
a state of disorder, consequent on the onthreaks at 
Meerut and Delhi, he was placed in a position of much 
difficulty with regard to rejoining* his regiment, m the 
Sirhind Division. Within a few days of his arrival, 
however, his services were tL*fcilised in connection with 
the despatch of troops to the Upper - Provinces, and he 
was sent up in command of a party of fifteen men of 
the 1®* Madras Fusiliers, travellmg by dd^-ghari irom 
Raniganj. With this little detachment he reached 
Benares on the 30*^ May, and Cawnpore on the night of' 
the 1®^ June, and, detained therej he Became involved 
in all the misfortunes of the unhappy garrison of that 
place. He served in the defence of Sir Hugh Wheeler’s 
entrenchment, but a few days after the commencement 
of the siege he fell dangerously wounded while in com- 
mand of a post which is described as “ the- key of the- 
position.” He survived to go down to the boats after 
the capitulation, but perished in the atrocious massacre 
which then took place at theSati Ohaura Qh&L — ^27**^ 
June 1857.

Goad* George Purcbas, Lieutenant (1&14--1848).. 
’^Orave at Jullundwr^ No. 52S— Bater^ the Bjengal 
Army in 1836'. Arrived in India at the end of May of 
the same year, and in the following month was sent up 
to B'arrackpore to do duty with the 9^ N. I. In the‘ 
'Succeeding September he was posted to the 66.*h H". I. 
(then at BettS^ and under orders for Hoshangabad), but 
hedoesnot appear to have ever joined this regiment,, 
and in the following December he* was remove^ at his. 
own request, to. the 1®*N. I. He joined this corps at 
Saugor in March 1837, and in September* 1838 ho was. 
appointed Interprets and Quarter-Master, but, being 
on leave at the rime, he did not take- np the appointment 
until the beetling of the following* December. To**, 
wards the end of 1840 he marched with the regiment to» 
Agra, whence, in the winter of 1841-42, he accompanied 
it to Barraokpore. At the end of 1843 he proceeded 
with the regiment to Berhampore^ and thence,, in April 



1844, to Dinapore, at '?7liioli siaiion he was, in May 
1846, appointed to the temporary charge of the com- 
inissariat duties of the Dinapore Division. In the 
cold season of 1846-47 he accompanied the corps to 
Meerut, whence, in November 1847, he proceeded with 
it to Jullundur, and, in May 1848, to Lahore, At this 
place his health broke down, and, having obtained the 
necessary leave, he started for Simla. He did not live, 
however, to get any further than Jullundur, at which 
place he died on the 14*^ July 1848. 

Note.— L ieutenant (then Ensign) Goad» married, first, at 
Calcutta on the IStli October 1838, Frances, the third and 
youngest daughter of Captain Edward Toussaint, of the E. I. 
Company’s Maritime Service. This lady died at Berhampore on 
the 13th March 1844, aged 21. He married, secondly, at Dinapore 
on the iTtli October following, Cecilia Catherine, the second 
daughter of the Eevd. Benjamin Heath Drury. 

Goad, Samuel Boileau, Major Q806— 1876).— 
Oroi'ce at Simian No> 333. — Son by his marriage with 
Miss Maria Jane Boitean of Samuel Thomas Goad, 
Esq., Bengal Civil Service, sometime a Puisne Judge 
of the Court of Sadr Diwani and Nizamat Adalat 
at Calcutta. Bom at Calcutta in 1806. — ^Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1825. Arrived in India in Pebruary 
1826, and was sent up to Sultanpur, Benares, to do 
duty with the 1®* Light Cavalry, to which corps he was 
regularly posted on the 24*^ May following. He accom- 
panied the regiment to Muttra at the end of 1827, and 
in the autumn of 1831 he marched with it to Nasir- 
abad. At this station, in July 1832, he was tried by a 
General Court-Martial for having “ fabricated and cir- 
culated malicious and false reports ” concerning his 
Commanding Officer : he was acquitted by the Court, 
but. the Oommander-in-Chief declined to confirm the 
verdict, which -was, in His Excellency's opinion, contrary 
to the weight of the evidence. In the winter of 1832-33 
he marched with the regiment to Meerut. Here in 
March and April 1833, he was again tried before a 
General Court-Martial for ^‘conduct highly insubordi- 
nate and mutinously disrespectful to His Excellency 
the Commander-in-Ohief,” and further for conduct 
highly insubordinate and wilfully disrespectful to his 
immediate Commanding Officer,*' and having been found 
guilty of the first charge, he was sentenced to be sus- 
pended from rank and pay for one year from the 18‘*» 
April 1833. After the expiration of this period of 
suspension, being at Calcutta on leave, he was, in June 
1834, sent up thence, by river, on duty with a detach- 
ment of Artillery drafts, and he did not rejoin his regi- 
ment, at Meerut, until the succeeding autumn. In 
October 1835 he proceeded on five months* leave to the 
Presidency, and there (in Port William), in the follow- 
ing December, he was a third time tried before a 
General Court-Martial, for having “ upon frivolous and 
unjust pretences refused to make adequate reparation” 
to another^ officer with whom he had been concerned in a 
personal dispute, carried on in the columns of a Meerut 
newspaper. He was acquitted of tbe charge, and on the 
expiration of his leave, in March 1836, he rejoined his 
regiment at Neemuch. Early in the following year he 
proceeded on leave to Bombay, whence, in March 1837 
he went home on furlough. He returned to India in 
November 1839, and rejoined bis regiment at Neemuch 
whence he accompanied it to Muttra in March 1840, and 
to Kamal in the succeeding November. In June i841 
he was appointed Adjutant to a detachment (a wing 
of infantiy and a squadron of cavalry) proceeding 
on duty to Perozepore, but he subsequently returned to 
Kamal, whence, at the end of December, he ma.rohed 
with the regiment to Perozepore, and thence, in Pebru- 
aiy 1842, proceeded with it on service to Afghanisten. 
Thereafter he served with it throughout the campaign 
of 1842 in that country, under General Pollock, includ- 
ing the operations resulting in the forcing of the 
Khaibar ^ss, the advance to Jalalabad, the actions of 
3 agdalak, T^zin and Haft Koial, and tbe re-occupation 
of Kabul (Medal). In the action of Tezin (13tii gep- 
tomber 1842) he specially distinguished himself in the 


cavalry Aarge which formed a prominent feature of 
the afEair, having on that occasion captured a standard 
the hearer of which fell by his hand. He returned 
with the Army to Perozepore in December 1842, and at 
the end of January 1843 he was appointed a Snb* 
Assistant in the Stud|Pepartment at Hapar, from 
which place he was removed to Buxar in the following 
July. In J uly 1844 he resigned his appointment in the 
Stud Department, and, towards the end of August, he 
rejoined his regiment at Muttra, In December 1846 
on the outbreak of the first Sikh War, he accompanied 
his regiment to the front, and having arrived ai 
Ludhiana in January 1846, he was present with the 
corps at the battle of Aliwal (Medal). On the termi- 
nation of the war he proceeded with the regiment to 
Nakodar, whence, in June, he went on leave to Simla. 
He rejoined the corps at Ambala in November 1846 
but in April 1847 he again proceeded on leave to Sih/ 
and he continued absent until September 1848, when, 
on the regiment proceeding on service, he rejoined it at 
Ambala, and accompanied it to Feirozepore. Thereafter 
he served with it throughout the Punjab Campaign of 
1848-49, and was present with it at the passage of the 
Chenab, the battles of Chilianwala and Gujerat, and the 
pursuit of the Sikhs and Afghans to Peshawar (Medal 
and two clasps). In April 1849 he proceeded on l^ye 
to Simla, and there on the 16**^ November following he 
retired from the service. In November 1864 ^ the 
honorary rank of Major was conferred upon him. 
After his retirement he settled down at Simla, where he 
became a very consideraMe landed proprietor ; and there 
on the 13th December 1876, he terminated a rather 
stormy and tempestuous life by committing suicide. 

Godby, Robert Ffarmerle, Captain (1831~ 
1862 ). — Tablet in Lahore Cantonment^ No* 686,— A. 
younger son of Lieutenant-General Christopher Godby 
Bengal Infantry. Bowi in Hampshire hi 
1881.— Entered the Bengal Army in 1849. Arrived in 
India in April of the same year, and in the fdUoirine 
month vras sent np to Barraokpore to do dntv mth iha 
35*>» N. I. In September 1849 he was posW to the 
13*^ N. I. at Bawal Pindi, hat he did not join 
regiment, and in the succeeding month he was trans- 
ferred, at his own request, to the SSH* N. I., with whidi 
he remained at Barraokpore. In the spring of the 
following year he aocomiamed the regiment to 
Lucknow, and he served with it there until Heoemher 
1853, when he was appointed acting Adjutant and 
Seoond-in-Oommand of the Oudh Local In&ntrr 
which he joined at Sitapur. In Eehrnaiy 1854 to 
reverted to Ms own regiment, was appointed acting 
Adjutant, and shortly afterwards accompanied the oorm 
to Sialkot, arriving there at the aad of April, fn 
February 1855 he was appointed acting Quarter-Master 
of the recent in addition to his other duties, and he 
coutiaued in that position untQ the following October 
when the permanent appointment of Adjutant wae 
conferred upon him. He conianued serving with the 
35*J» at Sialkot until the outbreak of the mutinieg in 

May 1857, when the corps was detailed to form part of 

the Punjab Moveable Oolumn, and he accompanied it in 
various moveinents, under Brigadior-Geneiaf NiohoW 
until the 25*“ June, when the regiment, having h-fi t 
found to be disaffected, was disarmed at PhiHaw, In 
the following month he was appointed to a new corps 
formed tom the Kangra and Amritsar Police Batto- 
hons, and in command of four companies of it com- 
prising ihe AmritsM j^on, he accompanied Nidiol- 
Bons oolumn to Delhi, arriving there on the 14*“ 
August. On the 20* of the same month he was 
appointed Secand-in-Oommand of the ooros. which was 
now designated the 7‘* Pur^ab Infantry. A &w davs 
later he was sent with his forar companies to Mee rut 
where they were joined by ..the four oompaniestom 
^ngra, andatthe endoftibemoathhe waa detaobed. 
with three hundred men, into the Hapar distrioLto 
repress disorders. In October he was seat to 
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command of a wing of the regiment, and in the follow- 
ing month, the wing having been detailed to form part 
of a field force under the command of Colonel Gerrard, 
lie proceeded with it on service to the west and south- 
west of that place, and took part in tlie severe action 
of Namaul in November. With this wing he subse- 
quently joined the column under the command of 
Colonel Seaton, and was present with it in the actions 
of Gangari, Patiali and Mainpnri, and at the occupation 
of Patehgarh. In January 1858 he was appointed to 
act as Commandant of the regiment, then holding the 
post of Miran-ki- Serai, and he remained in this position 
until the following month, when he was appointed 
to do duty with the 1®* Sikh Irregular Cavalry. He 
joined that corps at Alambagh soon afterwards and 
(having been appointed Adjutant in May 1858, and 
been further advanced to the position of Second-in- 
Command in the following September) he served ^ with 
it throughout the campaign of 1858-59 in Oudh, inclu- 
sive of the siege and capture of Lucknow (wounded), 
and the actions of Bari, Sirsi, Nasiratganj, Hassanganj, 
Mianganj, Morar Man, Simri, Bira, Dhundhiakhera, 
andBharatpur (Medal and clasp). On the conclusion 
of these operations he was stationed with the regiment at 
Nawabganj, and afterwards at Gouda, until the end of 
May 1859, when he was appointed acting Commandant 
of the 2'^^^ Eegiment of Hodson*s Horse. This regiment 
being then at Gonda, he joined it at once, but within a 
week, on the 4*^^ June, he was appointed acting Com- 
mandant of the 3^ Eegiment of Hodson’s Horse, also at 
Gonda, and he continued with this corps until the follow- 
ing August. He then reverted to the command of the 
2®<i Eegiment of Hodson’s Horse, with which he served 
on the Ondh-Nepal frontier during the succeeding De- 
cember and January. In February 1860 he reverted^ to 
the appointment of Second-in-Coimnand of the 1®* Sikh 
Irregular Cavalry, and having rejoined that corps at 
Lucknow, he shortly afterwards accompanied it on 
service to China. Landing at Peh-tang on the 1®* 
August, he thereafter served with regiment throughout 
the campaign of 1860 in North China, and was present 
with it at the action of Sinho, the reduction of the Taku 
Ports, the actions of Ohang-tsia-wang and Pali-chau, 
and the occupation of Pekin (Medal and two clasps). 
He returned to Calcutta with the regiment in January 

1861, and proceeding with it to the Punjab, arrived at 
Sialkot towards the end of May. In the following 
August he was nominated Offg. Commandant of the 
45*^ (afterwards numbered the 41®*) N, I., but within 
three weeks the appointment was cancelled at his own 
request, and he remained with his former corps, which 
had now become the 11**" Bengal Cavalry. In October 
1861 he accompanied the regiment to Peshawar, and in 
the same month he was admitted into the Bengal Staff 
Corps, with effect from the 18*^ Pebruary preceding. 
In Pebruary 1862 he was appointed Offg. Commandant 
of the 15*^ Bengal Cavalry (Cureton’s Multani Horse), 
and with this corps, which he joined at Mian Mir, the 
brief remainder of his service was passed. He died at 

Mir, of spasmodic cholera, on the 7*^ September 

1862. 

Godwin, Sir Henry Thomas, Major- 

General (1784 — 1853 ). — Grave and tablet at Simla, 
Nos. 336 <md 391. — ^Entered H.M.*s Service on the 
30*^ October 1799 as an Ensign in the 1®* Battalion 
Qth Foot, which he joined soon afterwards at Norwich, 
In the autunm of '^e following year he accompanied 
the corps on the expedition to Perrol, on the north- 
w’estem coast of Spain, and he afterwards proceeded 
with it on the expedition to Cadiz, which proved 
abortive, it having been deemed inexpedient to land on 
account of an epidemic fever which was then ravaging 
the city. He subsequently accompanied the corps to 
Lisbon, whence he went home with it in January 1801, 
and during the next two years and-a-half he served 
with it in Jersey, and at Portsmouth, Bexhill and 


Plymouth. On the 19*^^ August 1803 he was_ promoted 
to the rank of Lieutenant, aud in the following month 
he accompanied the corps to Ireland, where he served 
with it (at Kilkenny, Dublin, and the Curragh) for 
more than two years. On the 7*^ September 1804 he 
was appointed Adjutant of the battalion. In November 
1805 he embarked with the corps on the abortive 
expedition to Hanover, on returning from which, in 
Pebruary 1806, he proceeded with the battalion to 
Shomcliffe, whence he accompanied it to Permoy, in 
Ireland, in January 1807. On the 28*^ March 1808 
he was promoted to the rank of Captain, vacating the 
Adjutancy, and having soon afterwards been transferred 
to the 2^^ Battalion of the 9*^*, he proceeded to Portugal 
and joined that corps in Belem Castle in the following 
September. He subsequently took part in various 
movements and operations in that country up to J une 
1809, and was present at the passage of the Douro and 
in the pursuit of the French Army to the frontiers of 
Portugal. In July 1809 he accompanied the battalion 
to Gibraltar. In April 1810 he commanded the light 
company of the corps in the first defence of Tarifa, 
and later in the same year he served, as a volunteer, 
on the expedition to Malaga and in the abortive 
attempt on Pucngirola. In Pebruary 1811, in com- 
mand of the flank companies of the battalion, ho joined 
the force under the command of General Graham 
(afterwards Lord Lynedoch), and with it was present 
at the battle of Barrosa, in which he was severely 
wounded (War Medal with one clasj)). He afterwards 
returned with his detachment to Gibraltar, and, with 
an interval of leave on account of his wounds, ho 
served at that place until the spring of 1813, when he 
returned home with the battalion, and was stationed at 
Canterbury. On the 26*^^ May 1814 he was promoted 
to the rank of Major in the 5**^ West India Regiment, 
and on the 30*^ November 1815 he exchanged froiji 
that regiment into the 41®* Poot, in which corps he wats 
promoted to the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel on the 26*^ 
July 1821. In the following year he proceeded, in 
command of the regiment, to India, and landing at 
Madras, served with the corps in Port St. George until 
the spring of 1824, when he accompanied it on the 
expedition to Burma. Thereafter he served throughout 
the operations in that country from 1824 to 1826, at 
first in command of his regiment, but latterly in. 
command of a brigade, and took part in the capture of 
Rangoon and in the operations in the vicinity of that 
place up to the month of October 1824, including the 
storming of the Kemendine stockades, and subsequently 
in the expedition to and capture of Martaban (in 
command), the capture of Thantabain (in command), 
the operations around Pi’ome (including the storming of 
the Burman position at Simbike, in which he led the 
advance) , and the storm and capture of Melloon, besides 
many other affairs of smaller importance. For his 
eminent services during this war he was, in December 
1826, nominated a Companion of the Order of the Bath, 
and at a subsequent period he received the decoration 
granted for these operations (the India War Medal with 
clasp for “Ava^O* On the conclusion of peace in 
1826 he returned with the 41®* to Madras, and on the 
1®* January 1827 he exchanged into the 87*^ Poot, 
then about to embark for Europe from Bengal. This 
‘ exchange having been confirmed by the War Office 
(with effect from the 6*^ April 1827), he went home and 
joined the 87*^ and, on the corps being placed on the 
reduced British esiablishment; ne was transferred to the 
half -pay list from the 25*^ June 1827. Thereafter, 
excepting that he held for some time the post of 
Gentleman ITsher to H. R. H. the Prince Consort, and 
served on one occasion as a Member of a Oonunxttee 
appointed to enquire into and report on the subject 
of Military Prisons and Pnnidiments, he remained 
unemployed for nearly tweniy-four years, in the course 
of which he was promoted to the rank of Colonel on the 
10*^ January 1837, and to that of Major-General on the 
9*^ November 18^. In May 1851 he was noxninated. 
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to the Divisional Stafi in Bengal, in succession to Sir 
Dudley St. Leger Hill (q- v.), and the appointment was 
notified in India in ihe following month, but he did not 
proceed to his destination until the autumn, nor did 
he land at Calcutta until the D* November. On arrival 
ho was ordered to the Upper Provinces, and on the 
12th December he was appointed to the command of the 
Sirhind Division of the Army, which, however, he 
retained for little more than three months. In March 
1852, on the breaking out of the second Burmese War, 
he was appointed to the command of the Burma Bxpedi- 
tionaiy Force, and in connection with this he was, 
in the following month, transferred, nominally, to the 
command of the Presidency Division. Proceeding with 
the Expeditionary Force, he was employed for sixteen 
months in Burma, and commanded the forces through- 
out the operations resulting in the conquest of the 
province of Pegu, in which were included the capture 
of the fortified towns and cities of Martaban, Eangoon, 
Bassein, Prome, and Pegu. During this period, also, 
he wasretransfeired, nominally, to the command of the 
Sirhind Division in July 1852, and, in the same way, 
appointed to the command of the Meerut Division in 
Jmae 1853, and again removed to that of the Sirhind 
Division in the following August. His command in 
Burma terminated in August 1853, when he returned 
to Calcutta. He shortly afterwards proceeded to Simla, 
grievously broken in health, and there, at Barnes Court 
(where ho was the guest of the Commander-in-Ohief, 
Sir William Gomm), he died on the 26tii October 1853. 
(On the December following, intelligence of his death 
not having then reached Xiondon, he was appointed 
Colonel of the 20^^ Foot with effect from the 26^^ 
October preceding, and he was at the same time, in 
recognition of his services in Burma, gazetted a Knight 
Commander of the Order of the Bath.} 

It is, to be noted that at tlic time of his death this officer 
could he correctly described only as MajofQeneralJSenry (Godwin, 
C,B, He yeas not gazetted K. C, B. until the 9th December 1863, 
more than six weeks after his death, and there is no authority, 
either in Gazette or Army List, for the second Christian name 
assigned to him, 

Gordon* Arthur, Ensign (ISZ2 — 1856j.— ai 
Lahore Oantonment, No, 659. — ^Bom at Bideford, De- 
vonshire, in July 1832.— Entered the Bengal Aimy in 
1850. Arrivel in India in February 1861, and was sent 
up to Dinapore to do duty with the 14*^ N. I. In 
May 1851 he was posted to the 49*^ N. I., which he 
joined at PhiUaur, and with which, in November 
1854, he proceeded to Mian Mir. He died at that 
place on the 30^^ March 1856. 

Gordon, Charles, Captain — Tablets 

at Delhij Nos, 150 and 15S. — ^A younger son of Gordon 
ofHalmyre, Co. Peebles. Bom in 1816. —Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1835. Arrived m India in March 
1836^ and was sent up to Dacca to do duty with the 
60*1^ N. I., in which his elder brother was then serving. 
In the following June he was appointed to do duty with 
the N. I:, at Barracfcpore, but before the end of Ihe 
anoB^ he was regularly posted to the ?4*k ]S[, i.^ and 
pr66eedmg to .the Upper Provinces, he joiaed that 
regiment at Bareilly. In the win^r of 1837-38 he 
regiment to Nasirabad, and towards 
the end oil 4to'following year he accompanied it, in the 
MaTwar FfeM Fo^/on service against Jodhpur. Aft^r 
doing garijifloi?. du% m that forte for some time, he 
propeeded on to Bombay in January 1840, and 
th^e went^ home on furlough in th^ following March. 
He .r^rn^ to India in October 1842, landing at 
Cahn^, and soon afterwards proceeded to the Upper 
ProWd^ ie refein Ms regimentj with which he marched 
inteNowgong,Bundelkhand,'' in March 1843. In the 
following Nitvembm? he was appointed Adjutant of the 
oavilxy ^ &a Bundelkhand Legion, and in March 1844 
IvIsB nominaidd Adjutant of the Infantry of the same 
hnt he held this appointinent only until the end 


of the following May, when his services were, at his own 
request, replaced at the disposal of the Commander- in- 
Chief, and he rejoined the 74**^ N. I. at Nowgong. 
In November 1845, on his regiment marching for 
Hoshangabad, he went on leave to Mussoorie, whence he 
was recalled at the end of January 1846 to take up the 
appointment of Adjutant of the 7*^ Depot Battalion at 
Mainpuri. This battalion was, however, broken up in 
the following March, when, his regiment being at Mhow, 
in Malwa, he was accorded permission to do duly with 
the 50<i^ N. I., at Aligarh, until November. He rejoined 
the 74^^ at Mhow in December 1846, and served with it 
there until early in 1850, when he marched with it to 
Dacca, in Eastern Bengal. In May 1852 he accompani- 
ed the regiment to Barrackpore, whence in the spring 
of 1853 he proceeded with it to Oawnpore. In January 
1854 he went home on furlough, and while there, in 
February 1855, his services were placed, by the Court 
of Directors, at the disposal of H. M.’s Government 
for employment on the Bosphorus, and until the end of 
the Russian War he served as a Staff Officer under Lord 
William Paulet, Commandant at Scutari. He returned 
to India in January 1857 and rejoined his regiment at 
Oawnpore, whence he soon afterwards proceeded with it 
to Delhi, arriving there on the 25^^ March. He was with 
the regiment at Delhi when the mutiny broke out on 
the 11^*^ May 1857, and moved into the city with a 
portion of the corps when the hopeless attempt to repel 
the mutineers from Meerut was made, and he was one 
of the officers shot down at the Kashmir Gate by the 
mutineers of the 38th N. I., whilst he was vainly en- 
deavouring to keep his own men to their duty. 

Gordon, the Revd. George Maxwell, 3LA, 
(1839 — 1880 ). — Grave at Kandahar, No^ 1146.—- The 
younger son of Captain James Edward Gordon, Boyal 
Navy, sometime Member of Parliam,ent for Dundalk, 
^ Barbara, the sixth daughter of Samuel Smi^, 
Esqr., of Woodhall Park, Co. Herts. Bom on the 
August 1839. Educated, privately, at Fordington, 
near Dorchester, and at Trinity College, Cambridge, 
where he graduated in 1861. Ordained in 1862 by Sie 
Bishop of Winchester, and became Junior Curate of 
Boddington, Surrey, where ho was associated with the 
Revd. Thomas Valpy French (q, v,), afterwards Bishop 
of Lahore. He remained at Beddington until 1864, when 
he went on a tour tln-ough Palestine and Egypt, on his 
return from which, in the following year, he was ap- 
pointed Curate of St. Thomas, Portman Square. In 
August 1866 he offered his services to the Church 
Missionary Society, and these being accepted, he was 
sent out, in the autumn, to the Madras Presidency, but 
before he had been there a year severe illness necessitated 
a voyage to the Australian colonies. He returned to 
Madras at the end of 1867, and worked as a missionaiy 
in various parts of that Presidency until the autumn of 
1870, and during this period he was offered the Bisiiop- 
rick of Rockhampton, in Australia, which, however, he 
declined. In the autumn of 1870 he went home, by way 
of Hong-Kong and San Francisco, but his stay there 
was a very brief one, and in the autumn of 1871 ho left 
England for the purpose of joining the Revd. T, V, 
French at Lahore. Having taken the route through 
Persia, — ^by way of Tabriz, Teheran and Ispahan, — ^Ii© was 
greatly delayed by the terrible famine whic]i tlicn pre- 
vailed, and which he and other missionaries did much to 
alleviate. In the autumn of 1872 he made his way to 
Baghdad, whence, after having visited the ruins of Baby- 
lon and of the Tower of Babel, he proceeded down the 
Tigris to Bussora, and thence to Bombay, where he arrived 
in November. He shortly afterwards proceeded to 
Lahore and joined the Revd, T. V. French, with whom 
he was associated for some time in the management of 
the Divinity School there. Subsequently, with his head- 
quarters at Pind Dadan Khan, he was engaged 
1878 in missiona^ work in the Jhelum and adjacent 
districts, sometimes extending his ministrations t6 
Multan; and to Dera Ghazi Khan and the country to 



iihe west of the Indus acquiring, from these joumey- 
ings to and fro, and from His manner o£ conducting 
them, always on foot, the title of the Pilgrim Missionary of 
the Punjab. In the autumn of 1878, being desirous of ex- 
tending his missionary work into Afghanistan, he offered 
his services as an honorary chaplain to the forces pro- 
ceeding to that country, and the offer having been ac- 
cepted, he accompanied Major-Q-eneral Biddulph’s Divi- 
sion from Rajanpur, by the Bhugti-Dera route, to Dadar, 
and thence by the Bolan and Quetta, to Kandahar. On 
the reduction of the forces in Southern Afghanistan 
talnTig place in the spring of 1879, he returned to 
Multan with the column under the command of Major- 
General Biddulph, and proceeding thence to Dera Ghazi 
TThan in April, he resumed his missionary work amongst 
the Baluchis, and further extended it into the Khetran 
country, lying farther west. In January 1880 he ac- 
companied Bishop French on a journey to Quetta and 
thence to Kandahar, and having remained at the 
latter place when the Bishop returned to the 
Punjab in March, he was there throughout the sub- 
sequent troubles and disturbances caused by the advance 
of Ayub 'K’hflm from Herat and the defeat of Brigadier- 
General Burrows at Maiwand. During the subsequent 
siege of Kandahar he rendered much useful service in 
the hospitals, and on the occasion of the sortie directed 
against the village of Deh Khwaja, on the morning of the 
16*^ August 1880, he went out fearlessly, under a hot 
fire, to help in bringing in the wounded. This brought 
his own career to an end, for while thus engaged he was 
struck by a bullet, which passed through and shattered 
his wrist and then penetrated his side. He was carried 
back into Kandahar, and there, eight hours later, in the 
afternoon of the same day, he succumbed to his injuries. 

Note.— The date of birth entered above is that given in the 
Memoir by the Bevd, Ariiur Lewis, but, in view of the fact 
that Goruoa’s elder brother, Colonel Edward Smith Gordon, 
of the Royal Artillery, was born on the 14jth December 1838, 
it seems to be of doubtful correctness. 

Gordon, James Gordon D\xff, Lieutenant (1823— 
1848). — Grave at Lahore, No. 598. — ^The fourth son of 
Adam Gordon, Esqr., of Arradoul and Caimfield, Co. 
Banff, the then Chief of the Gordons of Caimfield. 
Born at Caimfield, Bathven, Co. Banff, in 1823. — En- 
tered the Bengal Army in 1842. Arrived in India in 
November of the same year, and soon afterwards pro- 
ceeded to the Upper Provinces for the purpose of joining 
the 50th N. I., to which, in anticipation of his arrival, 
he had been posted on the 18*^ of the preceding month. 
He joined that regiment at Saugor early in 1843, and in 
the succeeding cold season served with it in the Gwalior 
Campaign, taking part in the battle of Paniar (bronze 
star). On the termination of the campaign he accom- 
panied the corps to Aligarh, arriving there inMarchl844. 
Towards the end of January 1846 he was appointed 
Adjutant of the 18^^ Dep5t Battalion at Ambala, but the 
termination of the Sikh War in the following month 
caused the formation of the battalion to be discontinued, 
and he rejoined his regiment at Aligarh. In November 
1846 he accompanied Sie regiment to Jnllundur, whence, 
in October 1847, he marched with it to Lahore. At that 
place he died on the 22^ May 1848. 

Gordon, John, Major (c. 1810—1848). — Grave and 
tablet Multan, Nos, 856 and 882. — The eldest son of 
James Gordon, Esq-., by Margaret, his wife, the only 
daughter of Robert &ldane, Esq., of Airthrey, Co. 
Stirliug,— Entered H. M.’s Service on the 14^*^ 
June 1827 as an Ensign in the 35*^ Foot, with 
which he seawed for four years in the West Indies. 
On the 6*^ April 1631 he was promoted tn the 
rai^k of Lieutenant, and in April 1832 he returned home 
with bis regiment from Barbadoes. On the 5*^ April 
1833 he attained the rank of Captain. He served with 
ike regiment in various parts of England and Ireland 
until February 1837, when he accompatiied the corps 
to the Mauritius, and in that idand he served with it 
for nearly six years. On the 15*^ December 1840 he was 


promoted to the rank of Major, and on the 24*^^ February 
1843 he exchanged into the 17*b Foot, a detached wing 
of which he joined at Ahmadnagar, in the Bombay 
Presidency, in the course of the same year. In the 
following year he succeeded to the command of this wing, 
and he held it until the whole of the regiment was assem- 
bled at Bombay in December 1846. Early in the following 
month he accompanied the regiment to Karachi, whence 
he moved up with it to Sukkur, and thence, in the Sindh 
Field Force, to Bhawalpur, but the first Sikh war hav- 
ing been brought to an end by the battle of Sobraon, ihe 
Field Force was broken up, and in tbe autumn he return- 
ed with the regiment to Karachi. On the 17*^ being 
ordered home, he exchanged, 30*’'^ January 1847, into the 
1®* Battalion 60**^ Rifl^es, which he joined soon afterwards 
at Karachi. In the autumn of the following year, on the 
outbreak of the second Sikh war, he accompanied his batta- 
lions on service to tbe Punjab, and served with it at the 
second siege of Multan, up to the 27*^ December 1848, 
when he fell in the severe fighting which attended the 
storm and capture of the suburbs of the place. 

Gordon, John, Major (1850— 1887).— Grawa at 
Oherat.—Borp. on the 5*^ November 1850.— Entered 
H. M.’s Service on the 29*^ January 1869 as an Ensign 
in the 2^^ Battalion 9*^ Foot. In the following month 
he was transferred to the 89*^ Foot, which he joined 
at Athlone, and with which he afterwards served at 
Permoy and Limerick until the autumn of 1870, when 
he embarked with the corps for service in the Madras 
Presidency. Landing at Oannanore in November 1870, 
he served there with the re^ment for two years, in the 
course of which, on the 28*“ October 1871, he was pro- 
moted to the rank of Lieutenant. In November 1872 
he accompanied the regiment to Bangalore, whence he 
proceeded with it to Fort St. George in February 1875. 
In the foDowing April he was nominated for duty at 
the Wellington Convalescent Dep5t, at which he served 
for the next eight months. In December 1876 he was 
appointed an Extra Aido-de-Camp to the Goveimor of 
Madras (His Grace the Duke of Buckingham and 
Chandos), in which situation he continued until the 
1 st ]\j 3 ;ay 1877 ^ when he was appointed an Aide-de-Oamp 
on His Grace’s Personal Staff, On the 9*^ September 
1880 he was promoted to the rank of Captain. ‘ He 
continued in his appointment of Aide-de-Oarnp until 
the Duke left India in December 1880, and then, after 
officiating for three weeks as Military Secretary, he 
was, on the 11*^ January 1881, appointed an Aidc-de- 
Camp on the staff of His Grace’s successor, the Right 
Hon’ble W. P. Adam. Ho held this appointment until 
Mr. Adam’s death in the following May, when he was 
appointed Aide-de-Camp to the succeeding Governor, 
the Hon’ble Willliara Hudleston, on whose staff he re- 
mained until the following November. He then became 
temporary Aide-de-Oamp to the Oommander-in-Ohief of 
the Madras Ax*my, Lieutenant-General Sir F. S. 
Roberts, Ba/t% G.O.B., on whose staff he remained 
until June 1882, when he proceeded to Belgaum, and 
there rejoined his regiment, which, in the preceding 
year, had become the_2“^ Battalion of the Royal Irish 
Fusiliers. He continued serving with the battalion at 
Belgaum until January 1884, when he left with it for 
the United Kingdom ; when passing Aden, however, 
the battalion received orders to proceed to Suakin, and 
he thereafter served with it throughout the campaign 
of 1884 in the Eastern Soudan, taking part in the action 
of El Teb, the relief of Tokar, the action of Tamai, and 
the expedition to Tamanieb, in which last he com- 
manded the battalion (Medal and clasp, Khedive’s 
bronze star, and promoted to the rank of 'IJajor by 
brevet from the 21®* May 1884). On the conclusion 
of the campaign he went home with the battalion, with 
which he served at Portsmouth until August 1885. 

On the 12*^ of that month he was promoted to the 
regimental rank of Major, and having been posted to 
the 1®* Battalion of the Royal Irish Fusiliers (the 87* 
Foot), he proceeded to India and joined that corps at 
Rawal Pindi before the end of the year. In April 
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1886 he ms appointed a Depy, Asst. Qr. Mr. Genl., 
and TOS posted to the Meerut Division, m which he 
served until March 1887. He was then appointed to 
officiate as an Asst. Qr. Mr. Genl., and was posted 
to the Peshawar District, in which he continued serving 
until his death. He died at Cherat on the June 
1887. 

Gordon, Leonard, 2Ia]or (1854 — 1896). — Grave 
and tablet at Batual PtV.ah'.— Born on the 13*^ Novem- 
ber 1854.— Entered H. M.’s Service on the 3^^^ Pebruaiy 
1875 as a Sub-Lieutenant in the Royal South Lincoln 
Militia. On the 13^^ May 1876 he was transferred to 
the 1®* Devonshire Militia, in which corps, in tlie ^ fol- 
lowing August, he was promoted to the rank of Lieut- 
enant, with effect from the date of his original appoint- 
ment as Sub-Lieutenant. On the 6*^ September 1876 
he was appointed to the regular forces as a Lieutenant 
in the 1®* Battalion 25*^ Poot, and proceeding to India 
in the spring of 1877, he joined that corps at Pyzabad. 
In September 1877 he was detailed for famine-relief 
duly m the Madras Presidency, and he continued in 
that employment, in the North Arcot District, until 
April 1878. He rejoined his battalion at Pyzabiid in 
the following August, and in the autumn of the same 
year he accompanied it to Peshawar, where, on the out- 
break of the Afghan War, the corps was detailed to 
form part of the Second Division of the Peshawar 
Valley Pield Force. In this Division he served with 
the battalion throughout the Afghan Campaign of 
1878-79, and with it he took part in the second expedition 
to the Bazar Valley (Medal). On the conclusion of 
the campaign he returned with the battalion to Pesha- 
war, but on the renewal of the war in September 1879 
he again proceeded with it on service, in the Khaibar 
Line Force, and took part with it in various movements 
until the following November, when, his health having 
failed, he was sent back to Peshawar. In December 
1879 he went home on sick leave, on the expiration of 
which he was sent to join the regimental depot, where 
he remained until near the end of the following year. 
Having in November 1880 been appointed Asst. In- 
structor of Musketry to his battalion, he returned to 
India and rejoihed the corps at Peshawar, whence, in 
. May 1881, he proceeded with it to Oherat. In January 
1882 he was appointed Instructor of Musketry to the 
battalion, with which he shortly afterwards proceeded 
to Dagshai, arriving there towards the end of March. 
Towards the end of the year he accompanied the bat- 
talion to Ambala, but he returned with it to Dagshai 
in March 1883, about which time, on the appointment 
being abolished, he vacated the post of Instructor of 
Mu^etry. From 1884 to 1886 he served as Extra 
Aide-de-Oamp to two successive Viceroys, — ^to Lord 
Ripon from September to December 1884, and to Lord 
Dufferin from December 1884 to March 1886, — ^and 
during this period he was promoted, 23^ September 
1885, to the rank of Captain. In April 1886 he was 
appointed Aide-de-Oamp to Lord Dufferin, and he 
served in that capacity until the end of September 
1887, after which, from November 1887 to November 
1892, he served as Aide-de-Oamp to the Lieutenant- 
Governor of the North-Western Provinces. On the 
termination of his staff employment, in November 1892, 
he was appointed to do du^ with the Battalion of 
the King^s Own Scottish Borderers (late 2“^ Battalion 
25^^ Foot) at Mian Mir, pending the receipt of orders 
from the Horse Qnards as to his disposal. In February 
1898 he was posted to the 1®* Battalion of the regiment, 
then in England, but he remained attached to the 2^^ 
BatiaHon at Mian Mir until April 1893, when he was 
formally transferred to it, and when the greater part of 
^the battibhon was sent up to Dalhonsic for the hot 
'weather, he reiimmed at ibuanMi^ in command of the 
detachment left there. In February 1894 he accom- 
panied the battelion to Bawal Pindi ; thence to Kuldana 
in! the following May ; and back to Rawsl Pindi in 
November. On the December 1894, he "was pro- 


moted to the rank of Major, and having been re-posted 
then to the 2^ Battalion, he accompanied it, in th 
spring of 1895, on the Chitral Relief Expedition. In 
September 1895, he returned with the battalion to 
Rawal Pindi, and he died at that place on the 5^^ Feb- 
ruary 1896. 

Gordon, William David, Oajptain (1856—1897). 
— Grave at Faracldnar, Kuram Valley, No, 1100 ; 
tablet at Raivalpindi, No, 806.— Born at Jubbulpur on 
the 19*^ September 1856.— Entered H. M’s. Service on 
the 11^^ May 1874 as a Sub- Lieutenant in tho 3 t<i Royal 
Guernsey Militia, and was promoted in February 1876 
, to the rank of Lieutenant in the Guemscy Militia 
Artillery, with effect from the former date. On the 
11*^ September 1876 he was transferred to the regular 
forces as a Sub-Lieutenaut in the 2^ Battalion 17*^' 
Foot, and he was afterwards advanced to the rank of 
Lieutenant from the same date. He joined this batta- 
lion at Templemore, embarked with it for India in 
October, and landing at Bombay in November 1876, 
accompanied the corps to Mhow. Early in tho follow- 
ing year he was sent on detachment to Indore, and 
there in April 1878 he was appointed acting Station 
Staff Officer, a post which he held for several months. 
In the autumn of the same year he accompanied the 
battalion to Nasirabad, and in April 1879 he was 
appointed an Offg. Wing Officer in the ll^^'^ N. I. on 
iwobation for tho Bengal Staff Corps, but this appoint- 
ment was cancelled in tho following month. On the 
16*^^ May 1879 ho was appointed an Offg. Wing 
Officer in the 3‘^ Sikh Infantry, on probation, as before, 
and from this date he was subsequently admitted into 
the Bengal Staff Corps. Ho joined tho 3^^ Sikh In- 
fantry at Edwardesabad, and continued serving with 
it there until Hcptoinber 1879, when, on tho renewal of 
the Afghan War, he accompanied it on service to tho 
Kuram Valley, and thereafter served with it through- 
out the campaign of 1879-80, including the actions on 
the Shutargardan, the affair on the Surkh Kotal, the 
action in the Ohardeh Valley, tho operations at and 
aronnd Kabul, tho defence of Shorpur, the march from 
Kabul to Kandahar, tho battle of Mazra, near tho latter 
place, and the expedition against tho Marri clans 
(Medal and two clasps, and bronze star). On tho con- 
clusion of the war he marched with the corps to Dora 
Ghazi Khan, arriving there in November 1880, and in 
the spring of 1881 he for some months commanded 
a detachment of the regiment at Rajanpur. In May 
1881 he was appointed Offg. Quarter Master of tho 
corgs, and towards the end of tho year he was 
again detached to command a poi-tion of tho 
regiment as Rajanpur. In July 1882 he was appointed 
a Wing Officer permanently. Ho continued officiating 
as Quarter Master until near the end of 1882 ; in April 
1888 he was again appointed to officiate in the samo 
post, and he continued holding it until tho end of 
January 1884. In February 1884 he accompanied the 
regiment to Kohat. In the folio wing May he was again 
appointed to officiate as Quarter Master, and ho 
continued officiating until the succeeding Docombor, 
when he was made permanent in tho post. In January 
1885 he went home on sick leave, and being unable to 
return within the prescribed period, ho was placed on 
half-pay in December 1886. He did not, however, 
remain long in that position, for, retuiming to India 
in the spring of 1887, he was, on the re-formation o£ tho 
86*^ Bengal Infantry as a Sikh corps, in Juno of that 
year, appointed Wing Officer and Quarter Master of tho 
regiment. He joined the 36*^ at Jallundur, and from 
April to November 1888 and again from April 1889 to 
January 1890 he officiated as a Wing (Jommander. 
In March 1890 he was appointed an Offg. Wing 
Commander in the 37*^ Ben^ Infantry (Dogras), which 
he joined at Sialkoi, and from July 1890 to March 1891 
he officiated as Seoond-in-Oommand of that corps, with 
which he served in the Hazara Canroaign of the latter 
year (India Medal and dasp). He returned with tibio 
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37*^ to Sialkot in June 1891, shortly after which he 
proceeded and pined the dep6t of the 36^^ at dnlliindnr, 
the corps itself being then in Assam. In the antamn 
he rejoined the 36*^^ at Shillong, whence he proceeded 
■with it to Delhi at the end of the year. From Febrnary 
1892 to March 1894 he four times officiated as Wing 
Commander and twice as Second-in- Command of the 
regiment. In April 1894 he went home on furlough, 
and in the following Noyember, during his absence in 
Europe, he was advanced permanently to the position of 
Wing Ooi^ander. He returned to India in April 1895, 
'and rejoined his regiment at Peshawar, at which 
station, from August to December 1896, he again 
officiated as Second-in- Command. At the end of that 
year he accompanied the regiment to Kohat, and thence 
to the Samana Range, whence he was sent, in command 
of a detachment, to Parachinar, in the Kuram Yalley ; 
and at that place he died on the 5^=^^ July 1897, 


Gordon, William Fraser Forbes, Lieutenant^ 
Colonel (1837 — 1880). Grave at Amhala, No, 257. — 
Bom on the SOfch June 1837.— Entered H. M.’s Service 
on the ist May 1855 as an Ensign in the 20th Foot, 
and joined the depot of that regiment (which was 
then in the Crimea) at Parkhurst, in the Isle of Wight. 
On the 7*^^ September 1855 he was promoted to the 
rank of Lieutenant. He joined the regiment on its 
return from the Crimea in July 1856, and served with 
it at Portsmouth and Aldershot until August 1857, 
when he embarked with it for Bengal, whither it was 
sent in consequence of the mutiny of the Bengal 
Native Army. Landing at Calcutta in November, he 
accompanied the regiment to the Upper Provinces, and 
with -the selected marksmen of the corps, attached to 
the Jaunpur Field Force, was present in the actions of 
Chanda, Amirpur and Sultanpur, and in the attack on 
the fort of Dhaurdha. On the Field Force joining the 
main army under Sir Colin Campbell, he served with 
his regiment at tho siege and capture of Lucknow, and 
he afterwards took pai’t in other operations in Oq-dh, 
includino* tho aCtah’S of IMianganj and Charda, and the 
reduction of the fort of Masjidia (Medal and clasp). 
On the 24*-^^ Decem})Gr 1858 he was promoted to the 
rank of Captain. After tho termination of the opera- 
tions ho served with the regiment at Gonda, Gorakhpur 
(whero ho officiafcorl as Station Stafi Officer for many 
months in 1861-62), and Benares, until 1863, when he 
went home on sick loavo- On the expiry of this leave 
he was attached to tho regimental depOt, and did not 
rejoin the regiment until the spring of 1867, when it 
returned home and was stationed at Devonport. In 

September 1868 he was transferred to the 2^^ Battalion 

of the 20'“^ with which he served in South Africa and 
Mauritius until January 1872, when he returned homo 
with the battalion and proceeded with itlso Ireland.. On 
the 5*^ July 1872 he was promoted to the rank of Major 
by brevet. In October 1872 he was retransferred to the 
1st Battalion of the 20^^, which he joined at Newry. 
On the 24^^ January 1873 he became a regimental Major, 
and was posted to the 2^^^ Battalion at Buttevant, but 
on the 26ttt of the following month he exchanged into the 
63^ Foot, and proceeding to India shortly afterwards, he 
joined that regiment at Hazaribagh. At^ the end of 
1873 he accompanied tho regiment to Jhansi, and from 
that time to June 1875 he was in command of a detach- 
ment of the corps quartered in Fortress Gwalior. From 
JtLnel875 to January 1876 he was in command of the 
reodment at Jhansi. Ho then went home for ton months, 
anl on his return, rejoined the regiment at Mian Mir 
in Januaiw 1877, from which time to the following July 
he was in command. In Novem^r 1878 he accom- 
panied to 63^^ to Ambala, and from that month he 
again fell into the command of the corps. On the 
6^ August 1879 he was promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant-Colonel, and he co^nned in cominand of 
the regiment until his death. He died at BareiUy on 
the 17tii March 1880. 

Gorman, Michael, JUdiny Master (1782— 1831).— 
Grave at Nat^f^al^'^see No^ 196i''^Bom m Ireland in 


1782. — ^Enlisted into the service of the East India 
Company about the year 1800, and served for some years 
in the ranks of the Horse Artillery in Bengal. He was 
subsequently appointed Sergeant of the “ galloper guns’^ 
attached to the Native Cavalry, with which corps 
he served at the siege and capture of Hathras in 1817. 
In March 1817 he was appointed to act as Garrison 
Sergeant-Major at Agra, hut he remained in that 
situation only until the following June, when he was 
appointed Sergeant-Major of the 3^^ Native Cavalry. 
In 'December 1817 he was appointed an Assistant 
Riding Master, and remained attached to the regiment, 
with which he served in the Marhatta-Pindari Cam- 
paign of 1817-18. He continued with the until 
November 1820, when he was appointed Riding Master 
of the Light Cavalry, and having joined this regi- 
ment at Kaita, he served with it in the succeeding 
years at Mhow, Neemuoh, Mnttra and Karnal. He 
died at Karnal on the 12th April 1831.

Gott, WilHam Charles, General (1821 — 1890).—. 
Grave at Ainhala, No 262. — Born in Brecknockshire, 
South Wales, in 1821. — -Entered the Bengal Army in 1842, 
Arrived in India in April of the same year, and was 
sent np to Berhamporo to do duty with the 21'*^ N, I. 
In the following August ho was posted to tho N. 
I., which he joined at Lucknow. Towards tho end of 
1843, he accompanied his regiment on service with tho 
Army of Gwalior, and was present with it at tho 
battle of Maharajpnr (bronze star). On the conclusion 
of the campaigu he marched with the regimout to 
Agra, whence he accompanied it to Nurpur in November 
1846, to Hajipur in April 1847, and to Ludhiana in 
February 1848. On the outbreak of the second Sikh 
War ho r.peD'’'ipauiorl tho regiment into the field and 
served with it in tho Punjab Campaign of 1848-49, 
including the passage of tho Clionab, the action of 
Sadulapur, and tho ..at'tjo of Chilian wala, in which last 
ho was soveroly wounded (Medal and clasp). After tho 
war he proceeded with the regiment to Lahore, and in 
the spring of 1850 ho marched with it to Ambala, at 
which place he officiated as Dopy, Pay Master of the 
Sirhind Circle fi-om February 185 £ to April 1855. He 
then rejoined his regimout at Barrackpore, wlience ho 
soon afterwards proceeded with it on seryico against 
the Santhal iusurgonts. He was actively engaged in 
these operations until 1 December 1855, when he went 
on leave to Mussoorie. On tho expiry of this loavo, in 
April 1856, he was appointed to do duty with the 
Laudour Convalescent Depot, with which he continued 
serving until the end of the following November. He 
thou again wont on leave, to Kanawar and the noigh- 
bonring hills, and did not roturn to duty until October 
1858, when, lais regiment having disappeared during the 
Mutinies, he was appointed to do duty at Ambala. He 
remained at that station until July 1862, and he after- 
wards did general duty at Mian Mir from Juljr 1862 to 
April 1863, and again at Ambala from April 1863 to 
August 1871, whea he succeeded to the Colonel’s 
allowance. He thereafter resided in India, principally 
at Simla, until July 1878, when he went home on 
furlough, and was away until May 1879. On the 
1st July 1881 he was transferred to the Unemployed 
Supernumerary List. In November 1881 he was 
promoted to the rank of Major-General, and in May 
1886 to that of Lieutenant-General. He attained the 
rank of full General in August 1890, and he died at 
Ambala on the 8*^ November following. 


Gough, Thomas, Fay Master and Honorary Cap- 
tain (c. 1813 — 1865).— -{Jraue at Attach , — Was Sergeant- 
Major of the ‘‘ Corps of Military Labourers ” at 
Barbadoes when, on the 14*^ August 1846, he was 
promoted to commissioned rank as Quarter-Master of 
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the 2®^ Battalion of the Rifle Brigade* He joined that 
corps at Montreal, in Canada, and served with it there, 
and at Toronto and Kingston, until June 1852, when he 
letumed with it to England, and was stationed with it 
at Canterbury. In the following year he proceeded 
Tpith the battalion to the Chobham Camp of Exercise, 
and thence to Portsmouth, at which place he served 
•^th it until February 1854, when he embarked with 
it for Turkey. In the following September he accom- 
panied the corps to the Crimea, where he served with it 
throughout the campaign of 1854-55, including the 
battles of the Alma and of Inkerman, and the siege of 
Sevastopol up to the 4**^ July 1855, when he left for 
England (Medal and three clasps). On the 14^^^ Sep- 
tember 1855 he was appointed Paymaster of the newly 
formed Battalion of the Rifle Brigade, which he 
joined at Aldershot. ^ In the summer of 1857, on the 
occasion of the mutiny and rebellion in India, he 
embarked with the battalion for Bengal, and landing at 
Calcutta in November, he shortly afterwards proceeded 
to the Upper Provinces, where he served with the corps 
in the campaign of 1857-58, inclusive of the battle of 
Cawnpore, the siege and capture of Lucknow, and the 
action of Nawabganj (Medal and clasp). On the con- 
clusion of these operations he served with the battalion 
at Lucknow and afterwards at Gouda, whence, early in 
1859, he accompanied it to Agra. On the 14^^ Septem- 
ber 1860 he was granted the honorary rank of Captain. 
In the spring of 1861 he marched with the battalion to 
Bareilly, and in January 1863 he proceeded with it to 
Agra, whence in the spring he went home on leave. On 
his return, during the succeeding cold season, he rejoined 
the battalion at Peshawar, whence at the end of Decem- 
ber 1864 he proceeded with it to Nowshora. He was 
unfortunately drowned while crossing the Indus near 
Attock on the 29*^ July 1865. 


Gough, William Robert, Veterinary^Swrgeon 
(1826—- <1854). — Grave at Sialhot, No. 716.-^Bom at 
Wem, Co. Salop, iu 1825.— -Entered the Bengal Army, 
in the Veterinary Department, in 1848. Arrived in 
India on the 6^^ September 1848, and was granted ranlc 
as a Veterinary-Surgeon from that date. On the 
of the same month he was appointed Veterinary-Surgeon 
to the 4*^ Light Cavalry (Lancers'), which he joined at 
Cawnpore, and with that regiment he passed all his 
service, occasionally afiording veterinary aid to other 
corps and detachments. He accompanied the regiment 
toWazirabad in the spring of 1850, and to Sialkot 
in January 1851 ; and he died at the latter place on 
the July 1854. 


Gowan, Ross Dunlop, Second-Lieutenant (1830— 
1862).— flVa-ye at Ferozepore, JSfo. 491.— The fourth son 
of Lieutenant-General 0. E. Gowan, C.B., Bengal 
Artillery. Born at Cawnpore on the 7^^ December 
1830.— Entered the Bengal Army in 1851 as a Cadet of 
Artillery. Arrived in India in September of the same 
year, and, after doing duty for some time with the 
5<i^ Pompany 9^^ Battalion, Foot Artillery, at Dum- 
Dum, was posted, 11^ June 1852, to the 4^^^ Company 
3^ Battalion. He joined this company at Ferozepore, 
and at that place he died on the 1st September follow- 
ing.

the first siege of that place, in August and September* 
He subsequently served with it in the action of Suraj- 
khund, and at the second siege of Multan, and having 
taken part in the reduction of the suburbs and the 
city, he fell dangerously wounded, on the 17*^ January 
1849,^ in one of the breaching batteries directed against 
the citadel. He died of his wounds on the 4^1^ of the 
succeeding month. 

Graham, James, M.D., Senior Surgeon (r„ 1796— 
1857) at SialJcot, Vo. 709. — Entered the Bengal 

Army, in the Medical Dept., in 1819, and was granted 
rank as Assistant- Surgeon from the 9*^^ January 1820, 
the date ^ on which he sailed for India. Arrived at 
Calcutta in the following August, and was directed to 
do duty in the General Hospital. In October 1820 ho 
was appointed to the medical charge of tho Artillery 
at Karnal, and, having proceeded at once and joined, he 
continued serving there until May 1821, when ho was 
posted to the corps of Sappers and Minors at Cawnpore. 
With a portion of this coi^ps, employed in tho construc- 
tion of roads, he served the same year on tho South- 
Western Frontier. In July 1822 ho was removed to the 
2^^ Battalion 14^^ N. I., with which he served at Mhow 
until March 1824, when ho was appointed Civil Asst.- 
Surgeon at Mohidpur. He held this post until June 
1831, when, having been promoted to the rank of Sur- 
geon, he reverted to military duty. In tho following 
October ho was posted to tho 42‘^ N* I., with which he 
served at Noemnch and afterwards at Delhi until 
March 1835, when ho was appointed to officiate as Civil 
Surgeon of Delhi. Two months later, in ^Vlay 1835, he 
was^ posted to tho 3^^ Brigade of Horso Ariillciy, and 
having joined at Knmal, ho, in the autumn of 1837, 
accompanied tho hoad-quartors of tho brigade to Cawn- 
poro. At this station, during the succeeding six years, 
ho held, at different times, the additional medical charge 
of tho 5*^^ Battalion of Foot Artillery, of tho Oavali'y 
Dop6t, and of the 4**‘ Infantry Levy. In November 
1843 ho was appointed to the additional medical charge 
of the 1st Company of Sappers and Miners, and two 
weeks later to that of tho staff of tho loft wing of the 
Army of Gwalior, mth which, as Staff and Senior Sur- 
geon, he served in tho Gwalior Campaign and was pro- 
sent at tho batilo of Paniar (bronze star). On tho 
conclusion of tlio campaign he rejoined tho hoad- 
quartors of tho 3'^ Brigado of Horso Artillery at 
Cawnpore, at wliich station ho continued serving until 
tho spring of 1845, when ho accompanied tho brigade to 
Ferozepore. Hei*c, in the f ollowing October, ho was ap- 
pointed to the additional medical charge of tho 5*^‘ Troop 
1«* Brigade, Horse Artillery, On tho outbreak of the first 
Sikh War in December 1845, ho accompanied Sir John 
Littler’s Division to join tho main army, and with it 
ho was present at tho sanguinary batilo of Firozshahr. 
On tho 27‘’^ of the same month ho was apjiointod Super- 
intendent of the Depot Hospital established at Fcvozo]>oro 
for the sick and wounded of tho Army of tlio Sntlej. 
He remained oontinuonsly in that situation until tho 
first woolc of February 1846, whon ho loft it tomj)orariIy 
to accompany tho 3'^ Brigade of Horso Artillery into 
tho field of Sobraon, and ho was present witli it in that 
great battle (Medal and clasp). Ho thru resumed 
charge of the Depot Hospital, and continuod fiorving 
with it until near tho end of March, wdien ho rojoinod 
tho 3'^Biigado and accompanied it to Moorut. In 
August 1847 ho was romovod to tho 11^*» N. T., and in 
the following month ho wont homo on furlough, dur- 
ing his absence in Europe ho was transfoiTcd in suc- 
cesBion to tho 22<^ N. I. and tho Battalion of Artillery^ 

but his posting to tho latter was cancelled •within a 
month, and in Soptomher 1850, shortly after his return 
te India, ho was posted to tho l6^^^ N, I., which he 
joined at Bonaros. In January 1851 ho was teansferrod 
to tho 2lst N. 1., but a few days latoi’ ho proceeded on 
leave to Calcutta preparatory to again going homo on 
he never joined this regiment, nor yet the 
22^ N. L, to which he was removed before tho end of 
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the montli. He went borne on fnrlongb. in Marcb. 1851, 
and was absent from India until Marcb 1853. In the 
preceding month, February 1853, he had been trans- 
ferred from the 22^ N. I. to the 7*^ but he did not join 
the latter corps, and a few days after his return he was 
remoyed to the 44*^ N. I., which he joined at Dinapore. 
On the 27^^ of the same month, March 1853, he was 
^pointed to officiate temporarily as Superintending 
Surgeon of the Dinapore Division ; in the following 
May he was appointed to officiate as a Superintending 
Surgeon and was posted to the Dinapore Circle, and he 
continued in this position until the 26*^ August follow- 
ing, when he was appointed a Superintending Surgeon 
on the establishment. In January 1854 he was trans- 
ferred from the Dinapore to the Trans-Ravi Circle, 
Sialkot. He was still serving at Sialkot when the 
Mutiny took place there on the 9^^ July 1857, and 
while endeavouring to escape to the fort he was inter- 
cepted and murdered (shot dead) by some troopers of 
the 9*^ Light Cavalry. 

Graham, John Colin, Jf.D., Asst.-Surgeon (1819 
—1857). — Grave at Sialhot^ No. 712. — A younger son 
of Major-General John Graham, Bengal Infantry, by 
his first wife, Margaret, daughter of Superintending 
Surgeon Adam Freer, M.D. Born at Bhagalpur on 
the 24^^ November 1819.— Entered the Bengal Army, 
in the Medical Dept., in 1844. Arrived in India in 
May of tho same year, and in the following month was 
appointed to do duty with the left wing of the 1^* Bat- 
talion of Foot Artillery at Dum-Dum. Early in the 
following September he was ordered up to Ambala, 
whence in December he was detached to Subathu to do 
duty with the European Light Infantry. He re- 
mained with that corps until April 1845, when he was 
ordered down to Ambala to do duty with the 45^1^ N. I. 
In the following month ho was appointed to do duty in 
the hospital of the Brigade of Horse Artillery, but 
within a fortnight he was ordered to Khaifcal to take 
medical charge of that post. He subsequently returned 
to Ambala, and in October 1845 he was appomted to the 
medical charge, as far as Meerut, of a detachment of 
European invalids proceeding to Calcutta. On arrival 
at Meerut he was directed to do duty in that command, 
and was appointed, November 1845, to the medical 
charge of the 68*^ N. I. In the following month, how- 
ever, he was obliged to proceed on sick leave to Mus- 
soorie, where he remained until October 1846. Having 
been posted, in August 1846, to the 49*^ N. L at 
Benares, on the expiry of his leave he proceeded and 
joined that regiment, with which, early in 1847, he 
marched to Ferozepore. At this station, in the follow- 
ing June, the additional medical charge of the 68^^ N. I. 
was imposed upon him, and he continued holding it 
until tho left, in course of relief, iu March 1848. 
On a force being organised to proceed against Multan in 
July 1848, be was appointed Medical Store-keeper with 
it, and in that capacity he was present at the first siege of 
Multan, the action of Surajkund, the second siege 
and capture of Multan, the march to the northwards to 
join the main army under Lord Gough, the battle of 
Guierat, and (as Medical Store-keeper with tho force 
under Sir Walter Gilbert) in the pursuit of the 
Sikhs and Afghans to Peshawar (Medal and two 
clasps). He continued with that force (styled the 
Peshawar Field Force) until May 1849, when he 
went on leave to Simla. In the following October he 
rejoined the 49^^ N. I. at Nakoda, and in the succeeding 
month he accompanied the regiment to Phiilaur, where, 
on arrival, he received the additional medical charge of 
the sick of the 23^ N. I. In May 1850 he was appoint- 
ed 0%. Medical Store-keeper at Ferozepore, and the 
Medical Depot having been removed from that place to 
Sialkot in 1853, he went with it, and was appointed 
Medical Store-keeper at the latter station in May of the 
same year. In that and the succeeding years he held, 
from time to time, several additional medical charges of 
a temporary nature, including the StafE in 1853 and 


again in 1854, the 9*^ Light Cavalry in 1855-66, and 
the 46^^ N. I. in June 1857. He was still holding tho 
appointment of Medical Store-keeper at Sialkot when 
the Mutiny broke out there on the 9*^ July 1857, and 
on that occasion his career came to an untimely end, ho 
having been intercepted and killed by a party of muti- 
neers whilst endeavouring to escape into the fort. 

Graham, Stuart Frederick, Lieutenant- Golonel 
and Brevet- Colonel (1823 — 1878).— at Multan^ 
No. 873. — The fifth son of Sir Robert Graham, Bart, 
(Till), of Esk, Co. Cumberland. Born at Newington, 
Surrey, on the 12^^ November 1823.- -Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1840. Was already in India when 
admitted into the service, and was directed, December 
1840, to do duty with the 70^^ N. I. at Gorakhpur, but 
before he could join that regiment he was permanently 
posted, .lanuary 1841, to the 6*^ N. I., which he joined 
at Bareilly. In January 1842 he proceeded with the 
regiment to Kamal, and in the following month to 
Ferozepore, whence, in March, he accompanied it on 
service to Afghanistan. Thereafter he served with it, 
on the line of communication between Peshawar and 
Jalalabad, throughout the campaign of 1842 under 
General Pollock (Medal ) . On the return of the Army 
from Afghanistan he proceeded with his regiment to 
Ludhiana, arriving there in January 1843, and from 
July to December of that year he officiated as Inter- 
preter and Quarter Master to the 7*^^ Light Cavalry at 
the same station. He then proceeded on sick leave to 
Simla, and remained there until November 1844, when 
he was appointed acting Interpreter and Quarter Master 
to the 3*1 Light Cavalry, and having joined that regi- 
ment at Ferozepore, he accompanied it to Meerut in 
Mai’ch 1845. In the following June he vacated his 
acting appointment in the 3^ Liglit Cavalry, and rejoin- 
ed the 6^^ N. I. at Shahjahanpur. Towards the close of 
December 1845, consequent on the outbreak of the first 
Sikh War, he marched with his regiment to join the 
Army of the Sutlej. At tho end of January 1846 h© 
was appointed Adjutant of the 9^^ Dop6t Battalion, to 
be formed at Aligarh, but as the 6^^ was then rapidly 
approaching the scene of operations on the Sutlej, he 
immediately resigned ♦the appointment, and continuing 
with his regiment he accompanied it in the movement 
made on Lahore after the battle of Sobraon. After the 
termination of the war he continued serving with his 
regiment at Lahore until June 1846, when ho w-is ap- 
pointed acting Interpreter and Quax'ter Master to the 
27*1' N. I. at the same station, but having in the follow- 
ing October been appointed to officiate in tho satne ap-* 
pointment in his own regiment, ho then rejoined tho latter, 
with which, in January 1847, he proceeded to Ludliiana. 
In March 1847 he was made permanent in tho appoint 
ment of Interpreter and Quarter Master, which ho tliere- 
after held for six years and-a-half . In the autumn of the 
same year he accompanied the regiment to Nasirabad, 
and there from Novembor 1848 to April 18 f 9 lie offi- 
ciated as an Asst. Genl. Superintendent for the Sup- 
pression of Thaggi in^ Rajputana. Early in 1^50 he 
proceeded with the regiment to Agra, at wlvcli station 
he was employed from June 1851 to the spiing of 1853 
as 0%. Sub-Asst. Commy. Genl. and Ofi'g. Joint Can- 
tonment Magistrate. In the summer of ho ac- 

companied his regiment to Cawnpore, and at 1h it 'Xation 
from the following August up to September l'v.3 h.o 
officiated as Sub-Asst, Oommyw Genl. In Se,)t naber 
1853 ho was appointed an Asst. Commissio]\er ' hi tho 
Punjab, and in civil employ in that province tho vest of 
his service was passed. In September 185S lio was 
transferred from the rolls of the late 6*i' N. T. i..> those 
of the 5*1' European Regiment, and in Fobimnrjt 1861 
he was admitted into the Bengal Staff Corps. Fiving 
served as Asst. Oommr. and as Depy. in 

various parts of the Punjab during a period of nearly 
thirteen years, he was appointed, in July 18tUi to bo 
Offg. Commissioner of the Derajat Division, wheuro he 
was removed in May 1871, in the same capacity, to the 



Maltaa Diyision. 1872 he ^ appom^ 

Commissioner and Superintendent of the Multo Dm- 
sioiL and he continued in that appomtment unid M^ch 
IStI, - when he went home on furlough. On Ins return 
to India in 1875 he was appointed Cor^aoner 
Superintendent of the Hussar DiTiswn, hut before the 
end of the year he was transferred _ back to his tommr 
appointment in the Multan Division, and m^e he 
continued serving until his death. He died at Multan 
on the 20*^ September 1878. 

Noth.— C olonel (then Lieutenant! Graham married at A^, on 
the 22d Fehmary 1849, Francos Elizabeth Bannatyno, dwgh^ ot 
Superintending Surgeon Bannatyiie William Macleod, M. B., ® 
Medical Service (?. This lady was born at sea, on board the 
ship Thomas Q-remille, in 1828, and died m x881. 

Grant, Alexander, Assistant-Smtjeon (1832— 
1856). — Grave at Lahore Oantonment^ No. 668.— Entered 
H M ’s Setvice as an acting Assistant- Surgeon on tTie 
Hospital StafE on tlie 9*^ Marcli 1855. On the 28*^ 
December following lie was appointed Asst. Surgeon to 
the 70*^ Foot, with rank from the date of his original 
acting appointment on the Hospital Staiffi Came out in 
India in the spring and pined the 70*^ at Ferozepore in 
the summer of 1856. Soon after his amval he was 
appointed to do duty with the 81fi* Foot at Mian Mir, 
Lahore, and he died at that place on the 29^^ August 
1856. 


Grant, Andrew, Captain (c. 1806 — 1847). — Grave 
ut Simla, No. 314.— Entered the Bengal Army in 1823. 
Arrived in India in June 1824 and was ordered up to 
Dinapore to do duty with the 2^ European Eogiment, 
but this was countermanded early in the following 
month, when he was directed to procood to Banackpore 
and do duty there with the 26i^^ N. I. In August 1824 
he was posted to the 1^* European Kegimoiit, but that 
coips being then in the remote station of Nagpur, ho 
was directed a few days later to join and do du-ty with 
the European Eegimeit at "Dinaporo, and he con- 
tinued attached to that corps until the following Decem- 
ber, when he proceeded on leave to Calcutta, and thenco, 
in January 1825, to the Mauritius. He I’oturaed to 
Bengal towards the end of January 1826, and in the 
succeeding spring joined the 1®*^ European Eegiment at 
Agra. In November 1826 he exchanged into the 36*^ 
N. I., but having, three weeks later, ])oen sent down to 
Chunar and thence to Calcutta in charge of European 
invalids and time-expired men, he was unable to join 
this regiment, at Sultanpur, in Oudh, until the spring 
■of 1827. From October 1828 to Januarjr 1829 he ojfiS.- 
ciated as Adjutant of the left wing during the move- 
ment of the regiment to Aligarh. In December 1831 
he was appointed acting Interpreter and Quarter Master 
to the 4*^N. T-, and proceeded to join that regiment at 
Snltanpnr, Oudh, but the arrangement shortly after- 
wards fell through, and he rejoined his own regiment at 
Mhow in January 1832. In Februaiy 1834 ho was 
appointed acting Interpreter and Quarter Master to the 
16^^ N. I., at the same station, but he resigned this post 
in the following October and rejoined his own regiment 
on the latter being ordered on service, and during the 
succeeding months he accompanied it in the demonstra- 
tion against Jodhpur and in the subsequent movements 
made with the object of restormg order in the district of 
Shekhawat. On the conclusion of these operations he 
marched with the regiment to Agra, arriving there in 
April 1835. In the same month he was appointed 
acting Interpreter and Quarter Master to the 10*^' Light 
Cavalry, with which he served at Multan until January 
1836 ; he then rejoined his own regiment at Agra, but 
m the following June he was appointed acting Inter- 
preter and Quarter Master to the 37 N. I. at the 
gstme station, and he continued serving with that regi- 
ment there until the follo^rag November. In March 
1837 he was appointed ^ acting Interpreter and Quarter 
■ Master to his own regimen^’ and he held the situation 
uhtikthe succeeding November when (being then en 
irotete, with the reg^ent, to Jamalpur, in Eastern 
he 'Wfbs appointed Adjutant and Quarter Master 


of European Invalids at Chunar. In October 1839, on 
the formation of the new 2^ European Regiment, he was 
transferred to that corps, but he continned in his ap- 
pointment at Chunar, at which place he twice (in the . 
autumn of 1841 and again in the spring of 1842) held 
temporary charge of the magazine. In the autumn of 
1^2 he joined the 2^ European Regiment, temporarily, 
and accompanied it to Ferozepore, where he served with 
it in the Army of Beserve. On that Army being broken 
up in January 1843 he proceeded on leave to Simla, and 
he did not rejoin his appointment at Chunar nntil near 
the end of the following December. In September 1844 
le vacated that appointment, consequent on his promo- 
tion to the rank of Captain, and he then proceeded to 
Meerut and rejoined the 2*^^ European Regiment, with 
which in the winter of 1844-45 he marched to Sukkur 
in Sindh. In the spring of 1846 he served with a pro- 
tion of the regiment in Sir Charles Napier’s campaign 
against the Bhugtis, Jakranis, and others of the Moun- 
tain and Desert Tribes of Sindh, and on the corps being 
sent to Karachi in the summer, he was retained in 
command of a company at Snkkur. He rejoined the 
regiment on its return from Karachi in November 1845, 
and in the following January he accompanied it into the 
field in the Sindh Field Force, which was intended to 
move northwards to the Punjab and take part in the 
first Sikh War. Early in February, however, he was 
sent back to Sukkur to take command of tho I'ogimental 
depot there, and the Sindh Field Force having been 
broken up shortly aftorw^ards, he accompanied tlio corps 
to Subathu, whero he arrived with it in April. In 
Juno 1846 ho procoodocl on sick leave to Simla, and he 
continued residing at that place until his death. Ho 
died at Simla on •tiie 2^^ Juno 1847. 


Grant, Andpw, Captain and Pay ]i! aster (1805— 
1857). — Gmva at Feroseporo, No, 505!— Having' served 
for nearly twenty years in tho ranks of tho 61®^ Foot, 
this officer was promoted from Quartor-Mastci^-SorgGant 
to Ensign in the regiment on the 2^ June 1843. On 
the 23^^ August 1844 ho was advanced to tho rank of 
Lieutenant, and in July 1845 he embarked with the 
regiment for Bengal. Landing at Fort William in tho 
following October, he soon afterwards accompanied the 
regiment to the Upper Provinces, and with it arrived at 
Cawnporo in Fok'uary 1840. In tho following Novem- 
ber he accompaniod tho corps to Ambala, whence ho 
proceeded with it to Jullundm* in February 1848. 
When the regiment took tho field in the autumn of the 
samo yeai*, on the outbreak of tho socond Sikh War, he 
was loft in commaxid of tho depot at Jullundur, and ho 
romaiuod at that place throughout the Punjab Cam- 
paign of 1848-49. Ho rejoined the regiment at 
Peshawar towards the end of 1849, and served with it 
there until early in 1852, when he accompanied it to 
Kasauli, and was, iimuediatoly on arrival ilioro in 
March, detached with the loft wing to Subathu. As 
acting Adjutant to the loft wing ho served at that place 
until early in 1853, when he was appointed acting Pay 
Master of tho regiment and joined the head-quarters of 
the corps at Kasauli. On the 15*^ March 1853 ho was 
promoted to tho rank of Captain, and on tho 25*^ Nov- 
ember following he was made permanent in the appoint- 
ment of Pay Master. Towards tho end of the same year 
he accompanied tho regiment to Wazirabad, and in De- 
cember 1856 ho marched with it to Ferozepore. He 
was present with tho regiment at Ferozopoxe when the 
native, troops mutinied there in May 1857, and at a 
later period he accompanied tiie corps to Delhi and 
^ was present with it throughout the siege and capture of 
the place. Shortly after the fall of Delhi he inturnod, 
much broken in health, to Ferozepore, and ho died at 
that place on the 28*^ November 1867. 

Grant, Arthur James (1869— 1900).— (?raw at 
Bamu, No, 1059. — Joined the Punjab Uommissionia 
August 1888, and in 1896 became Political Agent at 
Wano. He was. appointed Deputy Commissioner of 
Bannu in January 1900, and he died at that pl^e on 
the 37*^ July following. 
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Grant, George, Surgeon (1812— 1865).— Grave at 
Ferozepore, No* 497.— Bom in Inyemess-sliire early in 
1812.— Entered tte Bengal Army, in the Medical 
Dept., in 1840. Arrived in India in October of the 
same year, and was sent, in the usual conrse, to do dnty 
in the Presidency General Hospital, but before the end 
of the month he was ordered up to Chinsura to do duty 
there with a body of recruits of H. M.’s Service. 
On duty with these recruits he was despatched to 
the Upper Provinces in the following month, and he 
continued with them until March 1841, when, on arrival 
at Agra, he was directed to ]pm and do duty with the 
31®* Foot. ^ In the following November he was appointed 
to the medical charge of the 5*^ Battalion of Artillery, 
at the same station, and towards the end of the year he 
accompanied the head-quarters and the 4*^ Company of 
the battalion to Nasirabad. In June 1842 he was de- 
tached temporarily to attend the Maharana of Udaipur 
on his march towards the Ganges, but he afterwards 
resumed his charge at Nasirabad, and when the head- 
quarters of the Battalion left that place in the spring 
of 1843, he continued there in medical charge of the 
4**^ Company. In May 1843 he was detached for a 
short time to A^meT to assume medical charge of that 
station, and in the following December he was directed 
to take over the medical charge of the 20^^ N. I. and of 
a detachment of the Merwara Local Battalion, both 
then at Nasirabad. In March 1844 he was directed to 
proceed to Cawnpore in medical charge of the 20*^ N. I., 
and, arriving there with that corps on the 17*1^ April* 
he continued serving with it (taking up from time to 
time various other temporary additional charges to 
which he was appointed) until near the end of October 
1846, when, being then en route to Barraokpore with 
the regiment, he was appointed to the temporary medi- 
cal charge of the 22^ N. I. ; with this corps he returned 
to the Upper Provinces, arriving at Patehgarh 
early in March 1846. hi the following December he 
was regularly posted to the 22*1, and he continued 
serving with it at Patehgarh (taking up many tempo- 
rary additional charges) until the autumn of 1848, 
when he marched with it to Ferozepore. He afterwards 
served with the regiment throughout the Punjab Cam- 
paign of 1848-49, in the course of which he was at one 
time, in November 1848, appointed to the temporary 
additional charge of the Staff of the Third Division of the 
Army of the Punjab, and at another, in January 1849, 
to that of various details at Ramnagar, at which place 
his regiment was then posted Medal. On the termina- 
tion of the war he was sent with his regiment to Eawal 
Pindi, at which station he was appointed, in May 1849, 
to the medical charge of the staff. In the winter of 
1849-50 he marched with the regiment to Ferozepore, 
and there, from July to November 1852, he held the 
temporary additional charge of the 18*^^ N.I., and after- 
wards, for a short time, of the Ferozepore Division of 
Artillery. On promotion to the rank of Surgeon he 
was re-posted, June 1854, to the 22^ N. I,, but iu tbe 
following October, the regiment being under orders to 
march to Delhi, he was transferred, at his own request, 
to the 67**^ N. I. He joined this regiment at Ferozepore 
early in November, and he continued serving with it 
there until his death. He died at Ferozepore on the 
19*5^ April 1855. 

Grant, Hugh, Lieutenant^ Colonel (] 822— 1871).— 
Grave at Simla^ No. 371. — The fourth son, of James 
MTi:^y Grant, Esq., of Glenmoriston, Co. Inverness, and 
•Moy, Co. Moray, Born on the 9*^ hrarch 1822. — ^Entered 
the Bengal Amy in 1843. Arrived in In^ in Nov- 
ember of the same year, and in the following month 
Was^ sent up to Benares to do ddty with the 45*^ N. I. 
In April 1844 he was posted to the 74*^ N. I., which he 
joined at Nowgong, in Bundelkhand. Towards the end 
of 1846 he marched with the regiment to Hoshangahad, 
on the Narbadda, and in tbe summer of the succeeding 
year he accompe^nied it td- Mhow, in Malwa, Early in 
December 1847 he was appointed acting Interpreter and 


Quarter Master of the regimen!^ and having been .con- 
toned in Ihe post before the end of the month, ha 
continued holding it for nearly five years. In the 
spring of 1860 he accompanied the regiment to Dacca, 
in Eastern Bengal, and his health having failed there, 
he proceeded, in the summer of 1851, on six months' 
leave to Ma^as and Ceylon. Having rejoined at 
Dacca, he accompanied the regiment to Barraokpore ia 
May 1852, and in the following November he resigned 
the appointment of Interpreter nnd Quarter Master ; 
he was, however, re-appointed to act in December, and 
he continued officiating in the post for more than four 
months. In the spring of 1853 he accompanied the 
regiment to Cawnpore, where he served with it until 
the summer of the following -year, when he went on 
leave to Calcutta, and thence home on furlough ia 
September 1854. He returned to India at tbe begin- 
ning of February 1857, and iu the course of the same 
month was sent up to Benares, by water, on duty with 
a body of European recruits. He eventually rejoined 
his regiment at Delhi, and was with it there when the 
Mutiny took place ou the 11*^ May, but had the good 
fortune to effect his escape to Kamal, and thence to 
Ambala. On the advance of the Delld Field Force he 
was attached to H. M.^s 75*^ Foot as acting Interpreter, 
and he was present with that regitoient at the action of 
Badli-ki-Serai and at the siege of Delhi up to the 10*^ 
July, when he was appointed to do duty with the 4*^ 
Sikh Infantry. On the 17*^ of the same month he was 
appointed Adjutant of the Kamaon Battalion, but he 
continued serving with the 4*^ Sikh Infantry until the 
1st August, when he joined the Kamaon Battalion on 
its arrival in camp, and with this corps he served 
throughout the remainder of the siege of Delhi and at 
the storm and capture of the place in September. At 
the end of that monbb he vacated the Adjutancy of the 
Kamaon Battalion, but he continued doing duty with 
the corps, and in October and November 1857 was ism- 
ployed with it in the operations in the Rewari, Jhajjar 
and Gurgaon Districts, afterwards returning with it to 
Delhi, whence in the autumn of 1858 he proceeded with 
it to Oudh and, later, served with it in the final cam- 
paign of 1858-59 on the Nepal Frontier, including the 
action of Sitka-Gbat, on the Rapti, and the affair on 
the Kauriala River (Medal, with clasp for the siege and 
capture of Delhi) . On the termination of the campaign 
he accompanied the battalion to Alraora, where he ar-* 
rived in July 1859, and from the autumn of that year 
to November 1860 he was in command of the detach- 
ment at Petoragarh. He was then sent to do duty at 
Allahabad, where, in May 1861, he was appointed 
Station Interpreter. In the following September he 
was transferred to Bareilly, and towards the end of 
December be was appointed Station Interpreter at that 
place. In April 1862 he was’ appointed to do dnty 
with the 2^ N. I., and having joined that regiment at 
Shahjahanpnr, he oontinned serving with it until the 
following November, when he was appointed Station 
Interpreter at Fatdxgarh. He held that appointment 
until the summer of 1866, and afterwards did general 
duty at the same station for three years and-a-half. 
In September 1866 he was admitted into the Bengal 
Staff Corps. In January 1869 he, Wjas ordered to 
Peshawar for general duty, but this was countermanded 
before tbe end of the month,, and he was sent to Morar, 
Gwalior, instead. In July 1869 he was appointed 
Asst. Cantonment Magistrate at Morar, and he held 
this situation until February 1870, when he reverted 
to general duly. In March 1871 he was transferred 
from Morar to Ambala for general duty, and he was 
shortly afterwards granted leave for six months to pro- 
ceed to Almora and Mussoorie on his private affairs 
He, however, ^proceeded to Simla, when he died on the 
5*^ June following.** 

Grant, Robert Innes,, Lieufenant (1833—1859).— 
Cfrave at Tulsijpur, Oudh^Nepal Frontier,; tablet at 
Kohatf No, 1048.— The second son rf Sir RoWrt iTitiap t 
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Grant, Bari. (IX), of Dalvey, Co. Elgin, and younger 
Irother of ' Sir Alexander Gfxant, Bart. (X), Principal 
and Vice-Chancellor of the University of Edinburgh, 
and sometime Director of Public Instruction in the 
Bombay Piresidency. Born in 1833. — ^Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1854. Arrived in India in March of 
the same year, and was sent up to Benares to do duty 
■with the 50**^ N. I. Li the following August he was 
posted to the 64*^ N. I., which he joined at Lahore, and 
with that corps, towards the end of the following year, he 
marched up to Peshawar. He served with the 64*^ at 
Peshawar until May 1867, when, in consequence of its 
disadSected condition, the regiment was deprived of its 
arms. On the 25^^ of the same month he was appointed 
to do duty with the 6**^ Punjab Infantry at Kohat, and 
on the 29*^ ho was appointed Offg. Adjutant of that 
regiment. In the following August he was appointed 
Offg. Adjutant of the Sihh Infantry at Dera Ghazi 
Xhan, and early in September he became Station StafiE 
Officer at that place. In November 1857 he vacated 
&ese appointments, but he continued attached to the 
regiment, and accompanied it when it marched for 
Hindustan, on service, in January 1868. Joining; with 
the regiment, a field force assembled atBoorkee, he 
served with it throu^out the subsequent campaign in 
BohiUdiand, and wis present in the skirmish at Najib- 
alffikd, the action of Nagina, the ocoupation of Morad^ 
abad, the capture of Bareilly, the action of Barnai, and 
the capture of Mahomdi. In May 1868 he was again 
appointed to officiate as Adjutant, and having been 
made permanent in the appointment in the following 
July, he continued holding it until his death. In Sep- 
tember 1858 he was transferred from the cadre of the 
64*^^ to that of the 22^ N. I., with effect from the 30*^ 
April preceding. As Adjutant of the Is* Sikh Infantry 
he served in the final canmaign in Oudh, iaclading the 
capture of Amethi and Shankargarh, the passage of 
the Ghagra, the action of Machligaon, and the advance 
to Pipra Ghat on the Rapti, and towards the end of 
December 1858 he was appointed Staff Officer of the 
detached force left at this place. In January 1859 he 
was appointed to officiate as Second-in- Command of the 
regiment, in addition to his duties as Adjutaut, and 
this appointment, too, he retained until the end. On 
the 30th March 1859 he moved out with the regiment 
from Tuisipur, on the Oudh-Nepal Frontier, to meet a 
large force of rebels and mutineers whose approach 
bad . been reported ; the enemy were encountered on the 
fobowing morning near the Jarwa Pass, and a severe 
action ensued, in the course of which this gallant 
young officer lost his life, he having &llen under the 
fire of the rebels whilst bravely leading on his men to 
the attack. 

Grant, Robert Joynt Gordon, Swrgeon (1804— 
1856 ). — Grave at Amhala, No. 233. — ^Entered H. M’s, 
Service on the 7**^ September 1826 as an Hospital 
Assistant for general service. On the 14*1^ February 
1828 he was appointed a Staff Assistant- Surgeon to 
the Forces, and on the 18*^ December following he was 
posted in that rank to the 22^ Foot. He joined that 
regiment in Jamaica, and (except when on leave 
in 1832-33) served with it there until 1887, and 
afterwards in Ireland from April 1837 to December 
• 1840. On the 15*^ December 1840 he reverted to 
the Staff; and on the 2^ Jitiy 1841 be was promoted 
to the rank of Staff Surgeon. On the Is* April 
1842 he was appointed Surgeon to the 10*5» Foot, 
joined that regiment at Winchester, and in th© course 
of the same month embarked with it for Bengal. 
Having landed at Calcutta in August 1842, he served 
wiib the regiment in Fort Wflliam until November 
1844, when he proceeded with it to the Upper Prov- 
inces, arriving at Meerut’ in February 1845. In 
December 1846 he marched with the regiment to join 
the Army of the Sutlej, and in the following February 
" < be waa present mth it at the hsttie of Sobraon (Medal) . 
. Char ibe tg rm inaM<i T i o£ the campaign be returned with 


the regiment to Meerut, and on the 7*^^ August 1846 
he was transferred to the 16**^ Lancers, from which on 
the 29*^1 December following he exchanged into the 
9*^ Lancers. He joined this regiment at IVfeerut in the 
spring of 1847, and served with it there until the 
autumn of the following year, when, on the outbreaks 
of the second Sikh War, he proceeded with it on service 
to the Punjab. He was present with the regiment 
thionghout the Punjab Campaign of 1848-49, including 
the passage of the Ohenab at Ramnagar, and the battles 
of Chilianwala and Gujerat (Medal and two clasps). 
On the conclusion of the campaign he marched with 
the regiment to Wazirabad, whence, early in 1851, he 
accompanied it to Ambala, at which place he continued 
serving with it until his death. He died at Ambala on 
the 15*^ February 1856. 

Note. — ^Surgeon (then Asst.- Surgeon) Grant married at Bath, m 
July 1832, Mary, relict of the Revd. H. Towton, Rector* of 
Vere, In the island of Jamaica. 

Grant, Sweton, Cajptain (1819— 1849).— GVaue at 
Lahore^ No. 606. — 'The eldest son of Major-(ieneral 
Duncan Grant, Royal Artillery, Born at Dover on the 
10*ii October 1819. — Entered H. M.’s Service on the 
15*^ May 1840 as an Ensign in the 76*^ Foot, which he 
joined at Bermuda.^ Towards the end of the following 
year he accompanied his regiment to Halifax, in Nova 
Scotia, whence he returned home with it in October 
1842. Ho subsequently served with the corps at 
Fermoy, Plymouth and Devonport until January 1844, 
when, having ou the 19*^ of that month been promoted 
to the rank of Lieutenant in the 57*^^ Foot, he joined 
the depot of that regiment at Chatham. In the follow- 
ing summer he proceeded to Madras, and landing on 
the !»* September, he joined the 57*^ at Fort St. Geoige, 
whence, in A)pril 1845, he accompanied the left wing to 
Arcot. In the following December he proceeded with 
the wing to Poonamalee, and the regiment being 
concentrated there, he was appointed acting Adjutant 
in February 1846. On the 3 d April 1846 he was 
transferred to the 24*^ Foot, on that corps being aug- 
mented for service in India, but before intelligence of 
this transfer could reach him he had, 16**^ April, sailed 
for England with the 57*^*. On arrival in England, at 
the ond of September 1846, he joined the depot of the 
24*i» at Chatham, and be continued serving with it 
there until tlio summer of the following year, when he 
proceeded to India to join the head-quarters of the 
z'egiment. Landing at Oalciiita in November 1847 he 
shortly afterwards proceeded to the Upper Provinces, 
and, early in 1848, joined the 24*^^ at Agra. In 
October 1848 he marched with the regiment to Feroze- 
pore, and the corps having, in the following month, 
been included in the Army of the Punjab, he thereafter 
served throughout the Punjab Campaign of 1848-49,—. 
with the 24*^ at the passage of tho Ohonab and tho 
action of Sadulapur; as Orderly Officer to Brigadier- 
General Campbell (afterwards Lord Clyde) at the battle 
of Chilianwala ; and as a Captain in the 24*^ (promoted 
14*ii January 1849) at the battle of Gujerat. On the 
conclusion of the campaign he proceeded with the 
regiment to Wazirabad, whence in the autumn he 
proceeded on leave. He died at Lahore on the 19**^ 
October 1849. 

Grantham, Francis, Oajpsfam (1820—1861)*— 
Grave at Peshawar, No. 938.— Son of Henry Grantham, 
Esq., of Soawby, Co. Lincoln. Bom in October 1820.— 
Entered H. M.’s Service on the 26**^ April 1839 as an 
Ensign in the 98«i Foot. He joined that re^ment at Hull, 
and in the summer of the same year proceeded with it to 
Newcastle-on-Tyne. On tho m April 1841 ho was 
promoted to the rank of Lieutenant. In June 1841 he 
accompanied the regiment to Ireland and served with 
xt at Naas and Dublin until November, when ha 
TOoceedod with it to Plymouth. At that place, in 
December 1841, ho embarked with the regiment for 
service in China, and in tlio following summer he 
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served witihi it in the expedition to the Tang-tze-Kiang, 
and was present at the storm and captnre of Chin- 
Kiang-Poo and at the landing before Nanking (Medal). 
After the termination of the Tsrar he continued serving 
inth the regiment in China, at fb^st at Hong-Kong and 
afterwards at Ohnsan, and on the^ 10*^ July 1846 he 
was promoted to the rank of Captain. About the same 
time the regiment embarked for Bengal, and he tos 
sent home for a tour of service at the regimental depot. 
On the conclusion of this duty he proceeded to India, 
and landing at Calcutta in December 1847, he proceeded 
to the Upper Provinces and rejoined his regiment, then 
en route from Dinapore to Meerut, at which place he 
arrived with it in March 1848. In tbe following June 
he accompanied the coi^s to Ambala, at which place he 
continued serving with it until February 1849, when 
he proceeded with a wing of the regiment to Lahore, 
and having crossed the Sutlej prior to the termination 
of the second Sikh War, he received the medal granted 
for the Punjab Campaign of 1848-49. In December 
1849 he accompanied the regiment to Peshawar, at 
which place he continued serving with it until his death, 
which took place there on the 15*^ March 1851, in 
consequence of wounds ireceived in an encounter with a 
party of frontier fanatics. He was riding, with a lady, 
on the Michni road, not far from the Artillery quarter- 
guard, when he and his companion were attacked by 
a gang of five Pathans. The lady was suffered to 
escape, but their horses were carried off, and he himself 
was left on the ground so grievously wounded that 
he died in the course of a few days. (This appears to 
have been the first of the long roll of assassinations by 
Pathan fanatics in Peshawar.) 

Gray, James Coutts Crawford, Major ("1801-— 
1852 ). — Grave at Ferozej^ore, No. 489. — Son of Charles 
Gray, Esq., of Carae, Co. Forfar, Scotland. Bom at Oarse 
in J801. — Entered the Bengal Army in 1822. Arrived 
in India in August 1823, and at the end of the following 
month was ordered up to Benares to do duty into the 
1 st Battalion 29*^ N. I. ; before he could join that 
corps, however, he was posted, 20^^ October, to the 2“^ 
Battalion 6^^^ N. I,, and, proceeding onwards, he joined 
it at Gurgaon before the end of the year. On the 
reorganisation of the Army taking place in May 1824 
he was posted to the 18^^ N. I. (late 2“^ Battalion 
with which he continued serving at Gurgaon until the 
Ducoeeding July, when, on the formation of flank 
battalions for service in the Burmese War, he was 
appointed (with the grenadier company of his regi- 
ment) to the 1 Grenadier Battalion, organised at 
Cawnpore. On the 1®* September following he was 
appointed acting Adjutant of this battalion, and having 
been made permanent in this appointment on the 24*^^ 
November, he accompanied the battalion on service and 
was employed with it at Chittagong and in Arakan 
during the campaign of 1824-25 against the Burmese 
(India Medal and clasp). He returned with the batta- 
lion to Bengal in April 1826, and the corps having 
been broken up at Dinapore in May and the succeeding 
months, he, after an interval of leave at Buxar, rejoined 
the 18*^ N. I. at Bharatpur in November. In January 
1827 he marched with the regiment to Agra, whence 
in the following July he proceeded on sick leave to 
Calcutta, and Ihence, in November, tq New South 
Wales. He returned to India in (Dctober 1829, and 
rejoined his regiment at Jubbulpore, whence towards 
the end of 1832 he marched with it to BetuL Early 
in 1836 he accompanied the corps to Sikrol, Benares, 
whence he proceeded on leave ^ to the Presidency in 
April, and thence home on farlough in August 1836. 
Betuming to Bengal in November 1889 he rejoined his 
regiment at Barraokpore, ■ from which station he pro- 
ceeded with it to Allahabad in the winter of 1841-42, 
In May 1843 he officiated for some time as Fort 
Adjutant at Allahabad. Towards the end of the year 
he accompanied the regiment to Lucknow, for tem- 
porary duty at that place, and in Janaary 1844 he 


marched thence with the corps en route to Nasirabad, 
arriving at the latter place in March. At the end of 
January 1846 he was nominated to the command of 
tbe 7^^ Depot Battalion, to be^xaised at Maiupuri, but 
early in we following March the formation of this 
corps was countermanded, and he rejoined his regi- 
ment at Nasirabad. In October 1846 he proceeded on 
leave to Calcutta, whence, in February 1847, he again 
went home on furlough* Returning to India in May 1849, 
he rejoined the 18**i N. I. at Ferozepore, and having 
attained the rank of Major in the preceding year, he 
was in command of the regiment at that station from 
November 1849 to the time of his death. He died at 
Ferozepore on the 13*^^ April 1852. 

Note.— Major (then Captain) Gray married, at Garden fleach, 
Calcntta, on the 17th March 1841, Jessie, the youngest daughter 
ot* William Smith, Esq., of Ayr, N. B. This lady died at iNTasirabadi 
onthe22d June 1846. ' 

Graydon, Alexander, M.D,, Assistant^Su/rgeon 
(1817 — 1845). — Tablet at Ferozejpore, No, 441. — ^Entered 
H. M.’s Service on the 15^h]jjay 1835 as an Assistant- 
Surgeon to the Forces. On the 27th November follow- 
ing he was transferred to the 60th Foot, which he joined 
in New South Wales iu 1836. In January 1841, con- 
sequent on the transfer of the regiment to the Indian 
Establishment, he sailed with it from Sydney, and he 
landed with it at Calcutta in the following April. He 
was soon afterwards despatched to China for duty with 
the 26th Foot, theu on service in that country, and he 
served there with that corps, taking part in some of 
the operations in which it was engaged, until Novem- 
ber 1841, when he was sent ba(i to India in medical 
charge of invalids. He arrived at Calcutta at the 
end of December, and, his regiment being then at 
Moulmein, he was appointed, January 1842, to the 
medical charge of the detachments of H. M.'s troops at 
Ohinsura ; this charge he retained until the following 
April, when he rejoined the 50*^ on its arrival at that 
place. In Jnly 1842 he embarked with the regiment^ at 
Chinsura, and proceeded with it, by boat, to Cawnpore, 
where he arrived with it in November, and he was left 
at that place, in charge of the invalids and sick, when, 
in November 1843, the regiment proceeded on service 
to Gwalior. In November 1844, while in Jfcogresg 
with the regiment from Cawnpore to Ludhiana, he was 
appointed to the medical charge of the 31st Foot, and 
having joined that corps at Ambala, he continued 
serving with it until October 1845, when he was com- 
pelled to proceed on sick leave to Simla. On the 23<^ 
November, being still on sick leave, he resigned th© 
medical charge of the 31®* Foot, and at the end of the 
month he rejoined the 50*^ at Ludhiana. On the out- 
break of the first Sikh War he accompanied his regiment 
into the field with the Army of the Sutlej, , but he 
unfortunately lost his life in the very first engage- 
ment of the campaign. At Mudki, on the 18tii Decem- 
ber 1845, he fell mortally wounded while devotedly 
discharging his professional duties on the field of battle, 
and he succumbed to his injuries in the course of the 
succeeding night, 

Greathed, Hervey Harris (1817— 1857). 
at JDelM, No. 120. — The second son of Edward Great- 
bed, Esq., of Uddens, Co. Dorset, by Mary Elizabeth, 
his wife, the only daughter of Sir Richard Carr 
Glyu, Biwt. (I), of Gaunts, Co. Dorset, and brother 
of Lieut.- General Sir Edward Harris Greathed, K.C.B., 
H. M-'s Service, and of Major-General William Wilher- 
force Harris (Sreathed, O.B., Royal (Bengal) Engineers. 
Bom in 1817. — ^Entered the Bengal Civil Service in 1835. 
Arrived in India in October 1886, and in the following 
July was appointed^ an Assistant under the Com^ 
missioner of the Rohilkhand Division, at Bareilly. In 
July 1838 he was appointed an Assistant to the Political 
Agent at Ambala. In June 1840 he became Assistant 
to th6 Agent to the Governor- General for the Affaii’s 
of the Punjab, and while holding this appointment ho,

in0ctoberl842, in the capacity of Secretary of Lega- 
tion, accompanied Sir George Clerk, Envoy to the Maha- 
taia Sher Singh, to Lahore. In April 1843 he proceed- 
ed to Khaital on political duty, and having been 
there, when the outbreak took place on the 10th of that 
anonth, he became involved in the disaster which bef el 
the detachment under the command of Captain 
Whistler, 72^ N.I., and was compelled to retreat 
to Eamal. In November 1843, he was appointed 
Political Agent at Jaipur, and in January 1844 
Political Agent at Jodhpur, and in this appoint- 
jnent he continued until March 1848, when he 
went home on furlough. He retamed to India in 
February 1851, and in the following October he was 
appointed acting Joint Magistrate and Depy. Collector 
of Bijnaur; this post he held until March 1852, when 
he TOS appointed Magistrate and Collector of Oawnpore. 

Iq November 1853 he was appointed to officiate as 
Civil and Sessions Judge of Jaunpur, and in July 1854 
he became Civil and Sessions Judge of Benares.^ In 
September 1854 he was appointed 0%. Ooi^issioner 
of the Meerut Division, and in that appointment he 
was confirmed in May 1855. He was still holding the 
appointment when the Mutiny^ broke out in 1857, and 
on the formation of the Delhi Field Force he joined it 
in the edacity of Agent to the Lieutenant-Governor 
of the N.-W. Provinces; and he, thereafter, served 
with it throughout the siege of Delhi up to the 19^^^ 
September 1857 (the day before the mutineers and 
rebels were finally expelled from the city), when he 
unfortunately died of cholera, 

Note.— Mr. Glreatlied aiarried, in 1844, Eliza Frances, daughter 
of Thomas Jacob Tamer, Esq., of the Bengal Civil Service. 

Greathedj Robert Harris (1823— 1851).— ffra^?e 
and tablet at Simla, Nos. 327 and 388. — The fourth son 
of Edward Greathed, Esq., of TJddens, Dorsetshire, 
and brother of Hervey Harris Qxeathed (g. v.) 
Born on the 11th November 1823.— Entered the Bengal 
Civil Service m 1845. Arrived in Inffia the same year, | 
and in October was appointed an Assistant under the 
Commissioner of the Meerut Division, In December 
1846 he was appointed an Assistant under the Dopy. 
Commi^oner of the Cis-Sutlej Territories, and he 
lemauxift in that em]doyment until January 1850, when 
he was appointed a Settlement Officer in the Rechna 
Doib. He died at'Sitnla on the 17*^ August 1851.

Qreayes* Robert Thurstan, Lieuknani (1870— 
1897).— (Srflve at MalaJcand, No. 1110, — ^Born on the 
2^ June 1870. — ^Entered H. M.’s Service (from the 
Eoyal Mily. College) on the IS^h May 1891 as a Second- 
Lieutenant in the Battalion Lancashire Fusiliers 
(the 20 ^ Foot), which he joined at Belfast. On the 
5tii October 1892 he was promoted to the rank of Lieut- 
enant. In May 1893 he proceeded with the battalion to 
ihe Ourragh. In February J 894 he was transferred to 
the 2^ Battalion of the Lancashire Fusiliers, and pro- 
ceeding to India he joined that corps at Quetta in the 
following month. ' In August 1895 he went home on 
leave, and was absent until May 1896, when he I’eturned 
to India and rejoined the battalion at Quetta. Having, 
in August 1897, been permitted to join the Walakand 
Field Force as Special Correspondent of the Times of 
IndiCf he, in that capacity, accompanied the Force on 
the expedition to Upper Swat, and on the 17*^ of that 
month was present in the action of Landakai. In the 
pursuit which followed the action ho, however, unfor- 
tunately lost his life, for, having liddeu forward with 
Bpme (^cers and men of the Guides Cavalry, he and 
tee party came suddenly under a hot fire from a body 
pf tee enemy posted on the hills, and having been struck 
by a bullet in the body he fell from his horse ; the 
enemy’s swordsmen immediately rushed upon him, 
^d would inevitably have hacked him to pieces on 
' tee spot, had they not been instantly charged, with the 
.gieatest galJantEy^ by Colonel Adams, Lieutenant 
llaotfeaa. Lord KmoastLe (now the Eaxi iS, Dunmore) 


and a few men -of the Guides, who would probably hav& 
succeeded in bringing him ofi, had he not been again 
shot through tee body and killed as Lord Fincastle was 
in the act of raising him and replacing him on his 
horse. Lieutenant MacLean, who was likewise helping 
him, fell mortally wounded almost at the same mo- 
ment. 

Green, Eric Henry Ernest, lAeutemnt (1871— 
1900 ). — Grave at Peshawar, No. 965. — The fourth son 
of the Eevd. Alfred John Morgan Green, M.A, Bom 
at St. Davids, Co. Pembroke, on the 5*^ March 1871. — 
Entered H.M.’s Service (from the Royal Mily. Academy, 
Woolwich) on the 25*^ July 1890 as a Second-Lieut- 
enant in the Royal Engineers. After two years’ service 
at Chatham, he came out to India in September 1892, 
and in tee following month was appointed to do duty 
in the Mily. Works Dept. In the succeeding April 
he was appointed an Asst. Engineer, and on the 22*^ 
July 1893 he was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant. 

In August 1893 he was transferred from the Mily. 
Works Dept, to the Bengal Sappers and Miners, the 
head-quarters of which he joined at Roorkee, and on 
the 1®^ of the following month he was appointed Quarter 
Master of that corps, a post which he continued holding 
until March 1895^ He subsequently served with the 
depot company of the corps, and in 1897 he took 
part, with a telegraph section, in the opeiutions of the 
Tochi Valley Expedition (India Medal and clasp). In 
September 1898 he was posted to tho 1®^ Company of the 
Corps, then in the Khaibar, and ho continued with it 
until tee spring of the following year, when ho was 
removed to the 6^^*^ Company, which had relieved the 
1®* in tho Khaibar Force. Later, in 1899, he was 
moved back to the 1®* Company, then at Peshawar, and 
with this company he continued serving until his death. 
He was assassinated by a Patban fanatic at Fort 
Shabkadar, on the Peshawar border, on tho 25*^ March 
1900. 

Greene, Robert Thomas, Captain (c, 1788— 
1835).—- Grai;e at Karnal : see No. 196.— Entered H. 
M.’s Service on the March 1806 as an Ensign in the 
1 53<i Foot, and having been posted to the 2^ Battalion 

of that regiment, ho joined it in Dublin. In 1808 ho 
was transferred to the 1®* Battalion, and proceeding to 
India the same year, he joined it at Cawupore. On the 
18*^^ October 1808 he was promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant. In tee winter of 1800-10 he was with the 
battalion on field service in Bundolkhand, and in 
January and February 1812 he served with five com- 
panies of the corps at the siege and assault of 
Kalinjar, in tee same province. At the end of 1812 
he marched with the battalion to Meerut, whence, in 
October 1814, on the outbreak of the Gurkha War, ho 
proceeded with it on service to tee Dehra Dtin, in the 
force under tee command of Major-General Gillespie. 
He took pait iji bote the attacks on Kalanga, or Nala- 
paui, and was slightly wounded iu tee second, on the 
27^^ November, and he subsequently served throughout 
the remainder of the Ddn Campaign, including the 
attack on Jampta, tee occupation of Nahan, and tee 
siege of Jaithak. On tee conclusion of the campaign 
he accompanied tee battalion to the Lower Provinces, 
at first to Berhampore and afterwards to Calcutta, 
whence, in December 1815, he proceeded with ii, by 
sea, to Madras, in which Presidency, at various stations 
(at one time in tho field against Pindari marauders) 
he served with tee battalion for more than seven years. 
On the 1®<^ March 1820 he was promoted to the rank , of 
Captain. In March 1823 he went home with the 
53^, landing at Gravesend in tee following July. On 
tee *1^ October 1824 he exchanged into the 31®VFoot, 
joined teat regiment at Gosport soon afterwaa:ds, and in 
January 1825 proceeded with it to Chatham. In 
Ifehraary, with tee right wing of tee regiment, he 
embarked for Bengal in the H. E. I. O.’s Ship Kent, 
and on tee 1®^ of tee following monte beoa^ie mvolved 
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in one of the most deplorable catastrophes of the time, 
the Kent having taken fire during a gale in the Bay of 
Biscay and been totally lost, with nearly eighty men, 
women and children of the regiment. With the 
rescued portion of the regiment he was landed at 
Falmouth by the brig Canibria, and in the course of the 
same month wa^ moved back to Chatham. Later in 
the year he again embarked for Bengal with a portion 
of the regiment, and he eventually joined the corps in 
Fort William in November 1825. In the following 
year he proceeded to Dinapore ; in the winter of 1826-27 
he accompanied the regiment to Meerut; and in January 
1831 he marched with it to Kama!,. In the following 
October he accompanied the corps to Bupar, on the 
occasion of the meeting between Lord William Ben- 
tinck and the Maharajah Eanjit Singh. Returning to 
Karnal in the following month, he continued serving 
with the regiment at that place until his death, which 
took place there on the 21“* December 1835. 

Nol'E. — 111 the rcj^’atcv fi\>m vruicli note of this officer’s death 
and burial was taken^ liis name is mis-spelt and the date of death 
incorrectly staled. 

Greenham, Charles John, LieuLenant- Colonel 
(1842 — 1SS6),— ‘Grave at Peshawar, No. 956. — Born on 
the 13*^ Soptomber 1842. — Entered H. M.’s Service on 
15*^ November 1861 as an Ensign in the 99*^ Foot, 
which he joined at llong-Kong, in China, in the follow- 
ing year. On the 30^*^ August 1864 ho was promoted 
to the rank of Lieutenant. In March 1865 he accom- 
panied tlio regiment from Hong-Kong to the Cape 
Colony, South Africa, and on the 6 *^^ May 1868 he 
was appointed Adjutant of the corps. He went home 
with the regiment in September 1869, and he thereafter 
served with it in various parts of the United Kingdom 
for more than nine years. On the 30*^ April ) 873 he 
was promoted to the rank of Captain, and vacated the 
appointment of Adjutant. When the regiment was 
sent to Natal, on account of the Zulu War, in December 
1878, be was loft behind with the dep&t, and having 
been retained thei^ for nearly three years, ho lost his 
only chance of service in the field. He was promoted 
to the rank of Major on the 1®* July 1881, when the 
99 th became the 2^ Battalion of^ the Wiltshire Regi- 
ment, and he soon afterwards joined the corps at Cape * 
Town, where it had recently arrived from Bermuda. 
In January 1882 he proceeded with the battalion to 
India, and landing at Bombay, accompanied it in the 
following month to Bawal Pindi, whence he proceeded 
with it to Nowshera in November 1884. On the 
28^*^ October 1885 he was promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant-Colonel, and in the following month he 
was posted to the 1®* Battalion of the Wiltshire Regi- 
ment (the 62*^ Foot), then at home. Having, however, 

. preferred a special request that he might be re-posted 
to the 2^ Battalion (the 99*^ ), he remained at Lahore 
Waiting a reply to his application, which was complied 
with in the ensuing February. He, however, did not 
live to receive intelligence of this re-transfer, having 
died at Lahore on the 21®* February 1886. 

Greensill, Thomas Maling, Captain (c 1828— 
1857). — Grave at Delhi; inscription at Delhi, No. 
162.— Son of John Greensill, Esqr. by Eliza, his wife, 
the third daughter of the Revd. John Roberts, Rector 
of Kill St, Nicholas, Co, Waterford : he was con- 
fisequently nephew to General Sir. Abraham i Roberts, 
and cousin to Field-Marshal Earl Roberts, 
K-P., G. 0 .B.-‘ Entered H. Service on the 
April 1846 as an Ensign in the 24*** Foot, and having 
joined that regiment at Cork, he embarked with it 
for Bengal on the 8 *** of the succeeding month. 
Landing at Calcutta in August, he accompanied the 
corps to the Hpper Provinces, and with it arrived 
at Agra in March 1847. On the ^*** October 1848 
► he was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant. On the 
regiment being called into the field in October 1848, 


on the occasion of the second Sikh War, he was left 
at^ Agra in command of the dep 6 t, and he did not 
rejoin the regiment until near the end of the 
following year, when it was stationed at Wazirabad. 
He was acting Interpreter to the regiment for several 
months in 1850-51, and in the latter year the perma- 
nent appointment of Interpreter was conferred upon 
him. In February 1852 he accompanied the regiment 
to Sialkot. On the 15*** March 1853 he attained the 
rank of Captain and vacated the appointment of In- 
terpreter, but no other qualified officer being available 
to relieve him, he continued acting in the appointment 
until the spring of 1854. In June 1854 he was again 
appointed acting Interpreter, and he continued holding 
the^ situation for fifteen months, in the conrso of 
which, in November 1854, he accompanied the regi- 
ment to Peshawar. In September 1 855 his services 
were placed at the disposal of the Govt, of India 
for employment in the Public Works Dept, in the 
Punjab, and in the following month he was appoint- 
ed an Asst. Engineer on the Lahore and Peshawar 
Road, with his head -quarters atRawal Pindi. He 
continued in this situation until May 1857, when, on 
the outbreak of the Mutiny, he was appointed an 
Asst. Field Gnginoor with the Delhi Field Force, and 
when that force moved forward in the following 
month he accompanied it and was present with it at 
the action of Badli-ki-Serai and at the subsequent 
siege of Delhi up to the 20*** July, when a lamentable 
accident brought his career to a close. On the even- 
ing of that day, after dark, being on duty at the 
Metcalfe picquet, he went beyond the line of sentries, 
for the purpose, it was supposed, of reconnoitring : on 
his return he approached the post of one of the sentries 
and was challenged, bat having either failed to reply, 
or his reply not having been heard, the sentry fired, 
and ho fell mortally wounded. After several hours 
of intense sufiering, ho died in camp on the following 
morning, the 21®* July 1857. 

Gregg, Henry John, Lieutenant (c. 1826—1846). — 
Grave at Ferosepore : see No. 444. — Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1842. Arrived in India in Mai'ch 1843, and 
in the following month was appointed to do duty 
with tl^e 45*** N. I. at Benares. In June 1843 he was 
posted to the 42** Native (Light) Infantry, joined that 
xeginaent at Mainpuri, and in November 1845 acoom* 
panied it to Ludhiana. On the outbreak of the first 
Sikh War he joined the Army of the Sutlej with his 
regiment, and was present at the battles of Mddki 

anFirozshahr. He died at Firozpdr on tho 2<* March 
1846 of wounds received in action with the Sijkhs,*^ 
but no record has been found to show when, and 
where, and under what circumstances, he received the 
wound of which he eventually died. 

Greig, Alexander, ilf. D., Surgeon (1815— 
1852). --Grave at Lahore, No. 652.— Entered the 
Bengal Army, in the Medical Department, in 1838- 
Arrived in India in August of the same year, and, after 
a short tour of duty in the Presidency General Hos- 
pital, was appointed in October to the medical charge 
of the 2^ Regiment of Infantry of the Oudh Auxili- 
ary Force (afterwards styled the 2^ Oudh Local 
Infantry). He joined this corps at Sitapur and served 
with it there until the end of 1840, when he proceeded 
with it to Lucknow. In April 18 i2 he again went 
to Sitapur with the regiment, and in November and 
December 1850 he marched with it to Sultanpur, On 
attaining the rank of Surgeon he reverted to military 
duty under the Commander-in-Chief, and in July 1851 
he was posted to the 70*** N. I. j but this arrangement 
was afterwards cancelled, and in the following month 
he was posted to the 5*** N. 1 . He joined this regi- 
ment at Mian Mir, Lahore, in September, and served 
with, it until his death, which occurred at that place 
on the 27*** July 1852. 
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Gnerson 5 Thomas Beatti 65 Lieutenant (c. 1829 — 
1857 ). — Grme at Amhala, : see No* 274.— The only son 
of Major (Brevet Lieutenant-Colonel) William Grierson, 
15*^^ Foot; grandson of Sir Robert Grierson, Bart. 
(Y), of Lag, Co. Dumfries ; and great-grandson of 
Alexander, Earl of Oamwath. — ^Entered H. M.*s Service 
on the 21®* May 1847 as an Ensign in the 28*^ Foot. 
Proceeded to India and joined the regiment at Deesa in the 
autumn of the same year, and in November accompanied 
it to Bombay. On the 27*^ of the following month he 
was transferred to the 8 *^ Foot, the left wing of which 
he joined in Bombay in the spring of 1848. In the 
following October he proceeded with the regiment to 
Karachi, and in December 1850 he accompanied it to 
Deesa, where he served with it for nearly three years. 
On the 15*^ October 1852 he was promoted to the 
rank of Lieutenant. In December 1853 he went home 
on sick leave, and was absent foom India until the 
spring of 1857, when he rejoined the regiment at 
JuUundur. He was at that station when the Mutiny 
broke out there in June 1857, and in the same month 
he accompanied the regiment to Delhi, at the siege 
of which place he was actively engaged for two 
months, taking part in the repulse of the sorties of the 
9*^, 14*^, 18*^ and 23^ July. Towards the end of 
August he was invalided to Amhala, at which place 
he died, of dropsy, on the 4*^ September 1857. 

Norn. — Barkers ^Peerage and Baronptage this officer is in- 
correctly stated to have been killed at the siege of Delhi. 

Griffin, John, Oapton Brevet-Ifajor (1797— 
1845)— Ta6Zei at Ferozejpore, No. 442. — Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1818. Anivod in India in April 1819, 
and was sent up to Barrackpore to do duty with the 
1 ®* Battalion IP^ N. L In June 1819 he was sent 
on to Dinapore to do duty with the Bengal European 
Regiment, and in the following October he was directed 
to join and proceed with the 2^ Battalion 14*^^ N. I., 
then under orders to march to Oawnpore and Fateh- 
garh, and with a wing of this corps he continued 
serving at the former place for many months. In 
June 1820 he was posted to the 1 ®* Battalion 8 *^‘ N, I., 
then at Ho^angabad, on the Narbadda, but that 
station being remote and not easy of access, he was 
permitted to continue doing duty with the 2 ^ Battalion 
14*\ at Oawnpore, until the termination of the rainy 
season, and he eventually joined the 1 ®* Battalion 8 **» 
atKaita, to which place it had in the meantime been 
moved, towards the end of the year. Towards the 
close of 1823 he accompanied the batialion to Bareilly, 
and the movement having been made by half-battalioii, 
he was appointed, November 1823, to officiate as 
Adjutant to one haK-battaUon during the march. 
From the beginning of January to the eud of May 1824 
he was acting Adjutant of the battalion. On the 
reorganisation of the Army taking place in May 1824, 
he was posted to the 24*^ N. I. (late 2 ^ Battalion 
8 *^), of which corps he was appointed Interpreter and 
Quarter Master on the 26*^ July following. He joined 
iie 24*^ at Hansi in September, and in the succeeding 
November he was appointed StafE Officer to a detact 
ment proceeding on service from that place under the 
command of Lieutenant-Colonel Oomyn, and with 
this he was employed against insurgents in 
during that and the succeeding month. On the 
termination of these operations he proceeded with the 
24*^ to Delhi, whence he accompanied the corps to 
Bhopalpur, in Malwa, at the end of 1826. In the 
epring of 1828 he ma.rohed with the regiment to Oawn- 
pore, at which station* he held temporary charge of the 
Depy. Quarter Master Qenerars office in Juno 1829. 
In March 1830 he resigned the appointment of Inter- 
preter and Quarter Master of the regiment. Having 
in the following February been detaded for duty at the 
Landaur Convalescent Dep&t, he served there from the 
beginning of April 1831 to the end of March 1832, sub- 
B^ently remaining there on sick leave until nearly the 


end of the year. In December 1832 he rejoined his 
regiment at Benares, and almost immediately afterwards 
proceeded with it to the Jungle Mahals, where daring 
the sncceeding months he went through much harassing 
service against rebel Kols and Ohuars. In May 1833, 
on the conclnsion of these operations, he proceeded with 
the regiment to Barrackpore. On the corps leaving 
that station for Midnapore in November 1835 he went 
on leave for a brief period, but he rejoined it in Feb- 
ruary ] 836, and continued serving with it, at Midnapore 
until November 1838, when he was appointed Aide- 
de-Camp to Major-General E. H. Simpson, Command- 
ing the Force raised in India for the service of Shah 
Shnja-nl-Mulk ; and having accompanied that officer 
to Afghanistan, he was present at the capture of Gh izni 
(Medal) and the occupation of Kabul. In October 
1839 he was appointed to the command of the 1 st 
Regiment of Infantry of Shah Shuja’s Forces, then 
stationed at Quetta, in Baluchistan, and having joined 
it there, he took part with it in the defence of Qaetta 
against the Brahuis in June and July 1840. In the 
following year the corps was moved up to Kandahar, 
and in April 1841 lie was with it at the storm and 
capture of a fort in the neighbourhood of Kalat-i- 
Ghilzai. Later on he was despatched from Kandahar, 
in command of a small field force, to operate against 
insurgents in the Zamindawar district, and had the 
good fortune to overtake and, after a severe action (at 
Sikandrabad, on the 17*^^ August 1841) utterly rout 
a body of rebels, five thousand strong, headed by Akram 
Khan, and by Akhtar Khan, the Chief of Zaniindawar, 
Ho afterwards, in 1842, served in the operations at and 
around Kandahar under Major-Oener il Nott, including 
the defence of that place against a sudden night attack 
made by the enemy on the 10**^ Mai'oh (Modal, and 
promoted to the rank of Major by brevet). On the 
initiation of measures for the withdrawal of our 
troops from Afghanistan in August 1842, he ac- 
companied the 1 ®* Infantry, in the force under the 
command of Major-General England, in its movement 
towards Hindustan by way of the Kojak and the Bolati 
( passes ; was present in all the skinnishes which took 
place dui'ing the retirement ; and continued in command 
of the corps until it returned to the British provinces 
and was disbanded at Ferozepore in tbe spring of 1843. 
On the binaking up of the corps being Completed at 
the end of April 1843, ho went on leave to Mussoorie, 
whence ho proceeded and rejoined the 24**^ N. I. at 
Saugor in the following December, In the spring of 
1844 he marched with the regiment to Nasirabad, 
whenco he proceeded with it to Ambala in tlio spring 
of 1845. On the outbreak of the first Sikh War ho 
accompanied his regiment to tlio front, and with it took 
part in the battles of Mudki and Forozsliahr, in tho 
latter of which he fell,— 21®* December 1845. 

Kotm.— Major (thou Lieutenant) Griffin married, at Bareilly, on 
the 12th April 1825, Blizahoth Margaret, the eldest daughter o£ 
Major Robert Durie, formerly of tho 11th Light Dragoons, By this 
•hidy lie was the father of the Into Colonel Rohcit Durio Griffin, 
Bengal Infantry, and of Licut.-Gcncral Edward Christian Griffin, 
Royal (Bengal) Artillery. 

Griffith, Joseph Carncross, Lieutenant-^Oolonel 
(1825 — 1871).— at Ferossepore^ No* 503. — Son of 
Samuel Toung Griffith, Esq., of Cheltenham. Bom 
at Cheltenham, Co. Gloucester, on the 29*^ August 
1825. Educated at Rugby, 1834-42, in Dr* Arnold^s 
time, and at Addiscombe, lo42-44. — ^Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1844 as a Cadet of Artillery. Arrived in 
India in December of the same year, and in July 1845 
was posted to the 3* Company 6 **^ Battalion, Foot 
Artillery (now the 60*^ Field Battery, Royal Artillery), 
which he joined at Oawnpore. In the following 
November he was posted to the 1 ®* Company 8 **^ Bat- 
talion, at Neemuch, but he continued serving with his 
former company, and having moved up with it to the 
front on the outbreak of the first Sikh War, he com- 
manded it in the latter port of the Sutlej Campaign, 
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including the battle of Sobraon (Medal) and the reduc- 
tion of Kot Kangra. On the termination of these 
operations he proceeded with the company to Jullundur. 

In April 1846 he was formally re-posted to the 3^ 
Company 6*^ Battalion, with which he pror*eeded to 
Ambala in the following June, but he afterwads return- 
ed temporarily to Jullundur, where, from the beginning 
of September to the end of October, he officiated as 
Adjutant and Quarter Master of the 6*^ Battalion and 
of the Jullundur Division of Artillery. Having then - 
rejoined his company at Ambala he proceeded with it 
to Ludhiana in February 1847, and on the Is* of the 
succeeding month he was appointed Adjutant to the 
detachment of Artillery at that station. On promotion 
to the rank of First-Lieutenant he was re-posted, April « 
1847, to the 3^ Company 6*^ Battalion. In July 1848 
he was placed in temporary chai'ge of the Phillaur 
Magazine, and, as OfPg. Depy. Commy. of Ordnance, 
he held that position up to the middle of November 
1849. In December 1849, while on leave at Calcutta, 
he was transferred to the 1«* Company 3'^ Battalion | 
at Dum Duin, but before he could join, on the expira- 
tion of his leavt^, he was removed, May 1850, to the 
2^ Company 9*^^ Battalion, which he joined in the 
following month at Lucknow. In the succeeding 
September he was transferred to the 4*^ Company 
9*^^ Battalion, and having joined that company on its 
arrival at Lucknow in January 1851, he accompanied it 
to Nowgong in the winter of 1854-55. In May 1855 he 
was removed to the 1®* Company 6*^^ Battalion at Cawn- 
pore, at which station he held the temporary charge 
of the magazine from the middle of July to the middle 
of October. At the end of February 1856 he was 
transferred to the 2^ Company 1®* Battalion at Govind- 
garh, but was directed shortly afterwards to remain 
in command of the 1st Company Battalion at 
Cawnpore, until relieved. On the 29*^^ March he was 
removed to the 3*^ Company 4*^^ Battalion at Mian Mir, 
but was still detained at Cawnpore, and eventually, 
early in May, ho was granted permission, on medical 
grounds, to remain there and do duty with the 
6*^ Company 9*^ Battalion until the end of October. 

In the meantime, on the 30*^ April, he had been 
appointed an acting Depy. Commissary of Ordnance, 
and having at the end of the following month been 
posted to the Phillaur Magazine, he proceeded to that 
place and joined his appointment early in November. 

In March 1857 he was appointed a Depy. Commy. 
of Ordnance on probation, and early in the following 
month he was made permanent in the post. He was 
at Phillaur when the Mutiny broke out in May 1857, 
and did good service in securing the fort and maga- 
zine at that place. He subsequently accompanied tbe 
siege train to Delhi and served for some time at the siege 
of that place (Medal and clasp), but before the end of 
Juno his health broke down, and he was compelled to 
proceed on leave to Simla. At the end of October he 
returned to Delhi, where he held temporary charge of 
the Magazine until the end of August 1858, when he 
was formally transferred from the Phillaur to the 
Delhi Magazine and received permanent charge. On 
promotion to the rank of Captain he was re-posted, 
September 1858, to the 3^ Company 4*^ Battalion, but 
at the end of February 1859 he was transferred to the 
rolls of the 5*^ Company 8*^ Battalion. From July 
1859 to May 1860 he officiated as a Second Class 
Commy. of Ordnance, On the amalgamation of the 
Boyal and the Indian Corps of ArtiUery in October 
1861, he became an officer of the Royal Artillery, 
and was posted to the 19**^ Brigade, on the rolls of 
which be remained for the rest of his service. On the 
reduction of the Delhi Magazine to the status of a 
depStin November 1861, he was transferred to the 
Peshawar Magazine* In March 1862 he was appointed 
a Commissary of Ordnance of the Second Class, with 
efiectfrom the preceding January, and he was at the 
aame time transferred from the Peshawar to the Multan 


Magazine. In February 1864 he was transferred to the 
Ferozepore Magazine, but this was cancelled in the suc- 
ceeding April, and he was sent to the Allahabad Magazine 
instead From July to September 1864 he officiated 
as a First Class Commy. of Ordnance, and towards 
the end of October he was transferred to the Peshawar 
Magazine. In November 1865 he was promoted to 
the grade of Commissary of Ordnance of the First Class, 
and in March 1866 he was transferred to the Feroze- 
pore Arsenal, in which the rest of his service was 
passed. On the 7*^ June 1870, being then a Captain 
and Brevet-Major in the Boyal Artillery, he was grant- 
ed the local rank of Lieutenant -Colonel in India. He 
died at Ferozoporo on the 30*^- Decembei* 1871. 

Grimes Charies Robert, Lieutenant (c, 1821-- 
1846) — Tablet at Ferozepore, No. 444. — Entered H. M!.’s 
Service on the 16*^ March 1838 as an Ensign in the 
50**^ Foot, which he joined the same year in New South 
Wales. He afterwards returned home on leave, and the 
regiment having, during his absence, been transferred 
to the Indian Establishment, he proceeded to Bengal on 
the expiry of his leave, landed at Calcutta in October 
1842, and, marching en route to the Upper Provinces 
at tho end of the succoeding month on duty with a 
detachment of i*ecrmts, eventually rejoined the 50*^' at 
Cawnpore in February 1843. From that station, in the 
following November, he proceeded with tho regiment on 
field service, and was present with it throughout the 
Gwalior Campaign of 1843-44, including the battle of 
Paniar (bronze star). On the termination of the cam- 
paign he returned with the regiment to Cawnpore, at 
which station he was left, on duty with sick and con- 
valescents, when the corps marched for Ludhiana in 
October 1844. He rejoined the 50*=^ at that place 
early in the following year, and on the outbreak of the 
first Sikh War, in December 1845, ho accompanied the 
regiment into the field and was present with it through- 
out the Sutlej Campaign, including tho battles of Mudki 
and Fh'ozshahr, the action of Badhowal, and the 
battles -of Aliwal and Sobraon, at which last, on tho 10*^ 
February 1846, he was killed whilst gallantly pressing 
forward to the assault of the Silch entrenchments. 

Note. — His younger brother, a Lieutenant in tho same regimont, 
had fallen less tluin a fortnight ])efore at the battle of AHwal. 

Grimes, Joseph John, Lieutenant (c. 1822- 

1846). — Tablet at Ferozepore, No, 443. — ^Entered H. M.’s 
Service on the 9*^^ February 1839 as an Ensign in the 50**^ 
Foot, which he joined at Sydney, New South Wales, to- 
wards the end of the same year. At the end of January 
1841 he embarked with the regiment for Bengal, and 
landing at Calcutta in April, he accompanied the corps to 
Chinsuxa, whence he afterwards moved with it into Fort 
William, On the 19*^ June 1841 he was promoted to 
the rank of Lieutenant. In October 1841 he accom- 
panied the regiment to Moulmein, to which place it was 
moved consequent on expected hostilities with the King 
of Burma. He returned with the corps to Calouita in 
April 1842, and immediately afterwards proceeded with 
it to Chinsura, whence he subsequently accompanied it 
to the Upper Provinces, arriving at Cawnpore in Nov- 
ember, In November 1843 he accompanied the regi- 
ment on service with the left^ wing of the Army of 
Gwalior, and was present with it at the battle of Paniar 
on the 29**^ December (bronze star). He returned td 
Cawnpore with the regiment in Febmaiy 1844, and to- 
wards the end of the year he proceeded with it to Ludhi- 
ana, arriving there on the 7*^ December. On the out- 
break of the first Sikh War he accompanied his regiment 
into the field, and was present with it at the battles of 
Mudki and Firozshjdxr, the action of Badhowal and 
the battle of Aliwal, in the last of which (28*^ January 
1846) he fell^ — ^predeceasing his elder brother, who was 
killed at the battle of Sobraon, by only thirteen days. 

Qrissell, Charles, Major (1805—1865).— Graue at 
Julhmdwr^ No, 631,— Bom ip. London in 1806.— Entered 
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the Bengal Army in 1825. Arrived in India on the 
IQtii May 1826, and on the 24***^ of the same month was 
posted to the 61®* N. I., which he joined at Akyab, in 
Arakan. At the end of the year he returned to Bengal 
with the iregimeat and accompanied it to Benares, whence 
he proceeded with the right wing to Shahjahanpnr in 
the antnmn of 1828. In September and October 1829 
he officiated for a short time as Interpreter and Quarter 
Master of the regiment, and in the spring of 1830 he 
officiated as Adjutant of a wing detached from regi- 
mental head-quarters on escort duty. In the winter of 
1831-32 he marched with the regiment to Neemuch, 
whence he proceeded on leave to the Presidency in 
December 1832, and thence home on furlough in April 
1823. He returned to India in October 1835, and re- 
joined his regiment at Karnal. In the slimmer of 1836 he 
acted for a short time as Station Staff Officer at Hausi, and 
from the beginniug of April to the end of May 1837 he offi- 
ciated as Adjutant of the regiment. In the winter of 
1837-38 ho marched with the regiment to Almora. In 
March 1840 he proceeded on leave to Miissoorie, and being 
in a bad state of health, he remained there continuously 
until November B4il, when he rejoined the regiment at 
Agra. In February 1842 he was appointed Adjutant of 
the 1 st Infantry Levy, with which he served at Fateh- 
garh until the end of February 1843, when it was used 
to replenish the ranks of the 37*^^ N. I., one of the regi- 
ments destroyed in the retreat from KalDul. He rejoined 
his regiment at Jubbulpore in May 1843, and during 
that year was engaged in various movements against 
bands of insurgents in Bundolkliand. He subsequently 
served with porrions of the corps at Kalinjar, Simiiia, 
and other posts in Bnndelkhand, until the spring of 
1845, when he accompanied the regiment to Nagode. In 
December 1846 he proceeded to Calcutta on leave, on the 
expiration of which, in February 1847, he rejoined his 
regiment si Barraokpore. In November 1847 he went 
home on furlough, and was absent from India until 
January 1851, when he returned to Bengal, and rejoined 
tho 61®* at Lucknow. Having attained the rank of 
Major in August 1861, he succeeded in April 1853 to 
the command of the regiment, which he thereafter 
retained uniil the close of his career. In the spring of 
1855 he marched with the corps to Jullundur, and there, 
on the 3*^ July of the same year, ho was unforiunately 
killed by a fall from his buggy. 

— ^Major (thou Captain) G:ri8$;ell married, at Agra, on the 
12*h September 1842, Charlotte Julia, the only daughter of Goorgo 
Higgina, Baq., Attorney and Notary Public, Calcutta, 

QroundSf Jeremiah Edward, Lieutenant and 
JBTevet-Gajptam ^1811— ^1849 )•»-“-• j!7ci5Zei at LudJinana^ JVb. 
592.— -Entered the Bengal Army in 1827. Arrived in 
India in October 1828, and in the following month was 
sent up to Berhampore to do duty with the 7**^ N. I. In 
January 1829, on the 7*^ marching forMidnapore, he was 
directed to do duty with the N. I., ^ on the arrival 
of that regiment at Berhampore, and he joined it accord- 
ingly on the 1st February. On the 4*^ March he was 
posted to the 46**^ N. I., but having been permitted to 
3 ?emain with the 63^ at Berhampore until tlie middle of 
July, he did not join his own regiment, then at Muttra, 
until September. In the autumn of 1832 he accom- 
"panied the 46*^^ to Neerauoh, whence, in tho winter of 
1835-36, he marched with it to Gan*awara.. In Decem- 
"ber 1836 he proceeded on leave to Calcatta, whence ho 
went home on furlough in February 1837. He returned 
to India in November 1839, and, towards the end of the 
succeeding month, rejoined his regiment at Delhi. On 
the 46*^ leaving that place for the Lower Provinces in 
October 1841, he remained behind on leave, but in the 
succeeding month he followed the regiment, by river, 
on duty v\ith tlj-e sick and convalescents, and eventually 
rejoined it at Benares in December. Early in 1843 he 
^SiGGQmpan jsd the regiment to Barraoknore, whence he 

r eceded with it to berhampore in the spring of 1844. 

December 1844 he was appointed acting Adjutant 
o£ iihe regihP^nt. ^He ^rtly afterwards marched with 


the corps for Lucknow, and while en route to that place, 
in February 1845, he was made permanent in the ap- 
pointment of Adjutant; he, however, resigned this post 
in January 1846. Towards the end of 1846 he accom- 
panied the regiment to Jullundur, whence, in October 
1847, he marched with it to Lahore. On the outbreak 
of the second Sikh War he aoco?upanied his regiment 
into the field and was present with it throughout the 
Punjab Campaign of 1848 49, including the action at 
Bamnagar, the passage of the Chenab, the action of 
Sadulapur, and ilio bjrttlcs of Chilianwala and Gujerat 
(Medal and two clasps). In March 1849, on the termi- 
nation of the war. he was nominated for duty at the 
Landour Convalescent Depot, but this was after- 
wards cancelled, and on the 1®* April (the regiment 
being then en route to Ludhiana) ho proceeded to ‘the 
hills north of Dehra on nine months’ sick leave* He 
died at Landour on tho 25*^ July following. 

Grueber, Richard, Local Lieutenant (1780—1826), 
— at Hansi, No, 6. — A natural son of Colonel 
Bichard Gmeber of the Bengal Infantry. — On the aug- 
mentation, in 1815, of Skinner’s Horse to a strength of 
three regiments, this gentleman was appointed a Cornet 
in the Corps, with local rank from the January 
IS 16, aud joined it at Hansi. On the 16*^^* April follow- 
ing he was appointed Adjutant of that corps, with 
effect from the 1®*= March preceding, and in June 1819 
he was granted the local rank of Lieutenant, witli 
precedence from tlio 30*^^ Soptomber 1817. On tho 
disbandment of the 3”^ Corps, towards tho end of 1819, 
he was transferred to tho Corps, which ho joined at 
Necmuch. In April 1820 ho was appointed acting 
Adjutant of this corps, an appointment in which ho was 
subsequently made permanent, and which he continued 
holding when, in August 1821, the corps ceased to form 
part of Skinner’s Horse, and became a separate organi- 
sation under the designation of ** Baddoley’s Frontier 
Horse.” He oontinned in this position until June 1822, 
when, the Government having decided to officer local 
and irregular corps more extensively from tho regular 
forces, and to dispense with the services of local officers 
as much as possible in the future, he was discharged 
fi‘om the Company’s Service. On tho 12th September 
1823, however, he was brought back into the service as 
a Local Lieutenant, and appointed Adjutant of Skinner’s 
Horse (the original 1®* Corps), which he joined at 
Hansi, and he was shortly afterwards granted rank from 
the date of his former commission, the 30*^ September 
1817. Towaris tho end of December 1824 he was 
appointed acting Second-in- Command, and in February 
1825 he was made permanenfe Second-in- Command with 
eiffiect from the 1st January preceding In tho winter 
of 1825-26 ho served with the regiment (which was 
now designated the 1®* Local jHlorse) at the siege and 
capture of Bharatpar. On tho termination of those 
operations he retmmed with tho regiment to Hansi, 
where he died on the 24*^ October 1826* 

Gubbins, Robert Atkins, Lieutenant (c. 181C— 
1845). — Tablet at Ferozepore, No, 442.— The eldest son 
of the Bevd. Henry Gubbins, Rector of Ballycahano, 
Co. Limerick, and grandson of James Gubbins, Esqr., 
of Kenmare Castle, in the same county, and of Captain 
Eobort Atkins, of Fountain Villo, Co. Cork.— Prior to 
entering the British Service, this gentleman served for 
moi*e than two years as Ensign and Lieutenant in the 
10*^‘ (Irish) Regiment of Infantry^ of the Anglo-Spanish 
Legion, and took part in every action in which that coiys 
was engaged during tho Oarlist-Ohristino War in the 
north of Spain from 1835 to 1837, including the opera- 
tions on the heights of Arlaban, the affair near Vittoria, 
the storming of the Carlist lines at St^ Sebastian, the 
passage of the Urumea, the capture of Passages, the 
repulse of the Corlisis at St. Sebastian, the advance on 
Fuentarabia, the battle of Ametza, the capture of 
Hernai^ the stonnitig of Irun, and many other actions 
and skixmisheB, for which ha received a Cross and two 
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Medads, and was twice mentioned in the General Orders 
of the Spanish Army for gallant conduct in action.-* 
Having quitted the Legion in the summer of 1837, he 
entered H. M.’s Service on the 14*^ September 1838 as 
an Ensign in the 62”^ Foot, then serving in the Madras 
Presidency. He joined the regiment at Moulmeinin the 
following year, and on the 2“^ September 1840 was 
promoted to the rank of Lieutenant. In October 1840 
he accompanied the regiment to Calcutta, whence he 
proceeded with it to Hazaribagh, arriving there early 
in December. In November 1841 he proceeded with the 
corps to Fort William, whence in the autumn of 1842 
he accompanied it to Dinapore, and in the winter of 
1844-45 to Ferozepore. He was serving with the regi- 
ment at Ferozepore when the first Sikh War broke out, 
and on the 21®* December 1845 he marched out with it, 
in the Division under the command of Sir John Littler, 
to take part in the attack on the entrenched position of 
the Sikhs at Firozshahr ; and he fell in the sanguinary 
engagement which ensued the same afternoon. 

Gundry, Charles Bowden, Lieutenant (1825— 
1851). — Grave at Multan, No, 867. — ^Bom at Upper 
Loders, near Bridport, Co. Dorset, in 1825. — Entered 
the Bengal Army in 1845. Arrived in India in May 
of the same year, and, proceeding to Ferozepore, he 
there joined the 12*^ N. I., to which, in anticipation 
of his arrival, he had been posted in the pxecSfling 
March. He was with his regiment throughout the 
Sutlej Campaign of 1845-46, but having been on the 
sick report on me day on which the battle of Firozshahr 
was fought, he was not present on the only occasion 
on which his regiment was actually engaged. He 
accompanied the regiment to Lahore after the final 
struggle at Sobraon, and remained with it there after 
the termination of the war. In the cold season of 
1846-47 he accompanied the corps to Aligarh, arriving 
there in February 1847, and from October 1848 to March 
1849 he was employed in the Dept, of Public Works 
as Executive Ofidcer of the Sixth Division of the Grand 
Trunk Eoad. He was afterwards on leave at Mussoorie 
until the middle of October, when he rejoined his re^- 
ment at Aligarh, and he shortly afterwards accompanied 
it to Multan, arriving there in January 1860. He died 
at Multan on the 31®* August 1851. 

Gunter, Austin Herbert (1871 — 1900).— 
ai Teshawm, No, 964,— Entered the Punjab Commission 
in 1891. Li 1897 he served as Assistant Political 
Officer with the Malakand Field Force, and he was 
employed subsequently as Deputy Commissioner of 
Bannu and as District Judge of Peshawar. He was 
murdered by a fanatic at Shabkadar on the 25*^ March 
1^00, at the same time as Lieutenant E. B. E. Green 
(g. ».)•

HafleSs Martin Hunter, Oaptain (1810—1850).— 
Tablet at JulVundur, No, 552. — ^Entered the Bengal Army 
in 1825- Arrived in India ia May 1826, and was sent 
up to Oawnpore to do duty with the 9**^ Light Cavalry. 
In ^e following September he was posted to the 10*^ 
Light Cavalry, which he joined at Meerut. La the 
autumn of 1829 he accompanied the regiment to Mhow ; 
in the winter of 1831-32 he proceeded with it to 
Kamal ; and in the autumn of 1834 he marched with 
it to Muttra. In December 1837 he was nominated 
Adjutant of the Oavaliy Begiment of the Oudh Auxili- 
ary Force, but he resigned this appointment, early in 
January 1838, without having joined it. In December 
1889 he accompanied the 10*1^ to Nasirabad, from which 
place, in May 1840, he went on leave to Mussoorie. 
Towards the end of the following November he rejoined 
the regiment, then en route to Ferozepore, where he 
arrived with it on the 1®* of the succeedmg month. In 
Jahnary 1842 he accompanied the regiment in its march 
acrossmePunjab to Peshawar for service in Afghan- 
istan, and he artorwards took part with it iu the operations 


connected with the forcing of the Khaibar Pass and the 
advance to Jalalabad, and in various movements on the 
Khaibar line, as high up as Gandamak, during the cam- 
paign of 1S42 under General Pollock (Medal). On the 
return of the Army from Afghanistan he accompanied &e 
regiment to Meerut, arriving there in February 1843, 
In the following November he again accompanied the 
corps on service, and was present with it thronghont 
the Gwalior Campaign of 1843-44, including the battle 
of Maharajpur (bronze star). He returned with the re* 
giment to Meerut in February 1844, and in the autumn 
of the same year he accompanied it to Nowgong. La 
January 1846 he was appointed Superintendent of the 
Bemount Depot at Muttra, and he held the post until 
near the end of the succeedmg March, when he proceeded 
on leave to Agra. On the 30*^ May following he was 
re-appointed Superintendent of the Bemount D^6t, and 
having moved with it in October from Muttra to Karnal^ 
he continued holding the appointment for more than four 
years. In May 1850 he proceeded on sick leave to 
Mussoorie, and at the end of July he was granted per- 
mlssiou to proceed to Calcutta, preparatory to apply- 
ing for leave to sea; but he did not live to reach 
that place. He died on board the river steamer Sir 
Frederick Gmrie, ofE Berbampore, on the 9*^ October 
1850.

1840, Catherine, the fourth daughter of Hugh Bowen, Esq., f ornoer- 
ly Captain in the 41st Eoot. 

Haldane, RadcUff, Oa:ptain (1807—1849).— 
Ghave at Lahore, No, 603; inscription on the tattle'^ 
field of Ohilianwala, No. 762.— Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1823. Arrived in India in October 1824, 
and before the end of the month was sent n]p to Dina- 
pore to do duty with the 2^ European Begiment. At 
the end of March 1825 he was posted to the 45*^ N. I., 
and having joined that regiment at Dinapore, he accom- 
panied it to Benares in the following winter, to Betiil 
in the autumn of 1826, and to Neemnch early in 
1830. At that station in the succeeding July he 
officiated for a short time as Interpreter and Quarter 
Master of the regiment. In the cold season of 1832-33 
he marched with the regiment to Muttra, and he after- 
wards proceeded with it to Agra in November 1834, 
to Sitapur, in Oudh, towards the end of 1836, and 
thence to Shahjahanpur in October 1837. In November 
1838 he was appointed to do duty with the Hariana 
Light Infantry Battalion, which he joined at Hansi. 
From|jjfthe middle of May to near the end of August 
1839^6 held the temporary command of the battalion, 
after which, to the beginning of December 1839, he 
officiated as Second-m-Command. From March to Nov- 
ember 1840 he officiated as Adjutant o£ the battalion 
and as Station Staff Officer at^ Hansi. In November 
1840 he was appointed Second-in-Oommand of the Igt 
Local Horse, commanded by the well-known Colonel 
Skinner (g[. v.), one of W'hos® daughters he had married 
in the preceding year, and he shortly afterwards 
proceeded and assumed command of a considerable 
detachment of the regiment (which was designated 
the ” 1st Irregular Cavalry ** ia December 1840), 
which was then on service in Sindh and Baluchistan* 
In command of this detachment he eventually joined 
the forces under the command of Major-General Notfc 
in Southern Afghanistan, and shared in all the 
operations of that force until the final evacuation of 
Afghanistan took place, including the various actions 
in the vicinity of Kandahar, the relief of Kalat-i-Ghilzai, 
the march northwards from -Kandahar, the actions of 
Harez Usman Khan and Goaine, the action before 
Ghazni and tlie re-capture of that fortress, the actions 
of Beni Badam and Maidan, the re-occupation of Kabul, 
and various actions in the passes between Kabul and 
Peshawar during the withdmwal of the British forces 
from Afghanistan (Medal). On the hreakitig up of the 
Army at Ferozepore, he proceeded with his detachment 
and rejoined the head-qua^rs of the regiment at Hans^ 
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Tvihence lie immediately afterwards accampanied the 
eerps to BTeemuch, arriving there towards the end of 
March 1843. At that place he continued serving with 
the regiment nntil the end of Decemher 1845, when 
he proceeded, by order, and rejoined the 45*^ N. I., then 
serving in the field with the Army of the Sutlej, 
but he was not in time for any of the great actions 
in which his regiment was engaged. He afterwards ac- 
companied the 45*^ in the advance on Lahore, but he 
did not remain there long, and in the spring of 1846 
he rejoined the 1®^ Irregular Cavalry at Neemuch. At 
that station, in 1847 and again in 1 ^ 8 , in addition to 
his other duties he ofS.ciated for considerable periods in 
the Oominissariat Dept., as in charge of the Sa& Bazaar, 
and in the latter year ho also acted for some time as 
Adjutant of his regiment. In October 1848 he again re- 
joined the N. I., on that regiment being named 
for service during the impending campaign in the 
Punjab, and taking the field with it he was present at the 
passage of the Chenab and at the battle of Chilianwala^ 
in ihe latter of which he was very severely wounded. 
In February 1849, a month after the battle, he was 
granted leave to proceed to Delhi (where his family were) 
and afterwards to Simla for the recovery of his health, 
but he did not get any further than Lahore, where 
he died of his wounds on the 22 ^ of the suoceediug 
month. 

NorE.*— Captain (then Lieutenant) Haldane married, first, at 
Muttra, on the 14tli Angust 1834, Eliza, daughter of Lieuh-Colonel 
William Martin, 67tti 17. 1. This lady died at Agra on the 26th 
June 1836, age 20, and he married, secondly, at Delhi, on the 26th 
August 1839, Elizabeth, daughter of Colonel James Skinner, C.B., 
Commandant of the 1st Local Horse Skinner’s Horse”). Hav- 
ing been loft a widow, as above shown, in March 184^1, the second 
Mrs. Haldane married, at Delhi, on the 9th November 1853, Mr* 
George Wagentreiber, Manager of the Delhi Printing Press. 

Hallam , George, Heuienant (1833— 1857).— 6?ra«o 
at JuUundm', No. 639 ; tablet at Sialhot, No, 730.— 
Entered H. M.^s Service on the 12*^ December 1851 as 
an Ensign in the 52* Foot, which he joined at Limerick, 
In March 1852 he accompanied the regiment to Dublin, 
and on the 27*^^ May 1863 he was promoted to the rank 
of Lieutenant. In June 1853 he accompanied the re- 
giment to Cork and embarked with it for India, and 
having landed with it at Calcutta in the following Octo- 
ber, he soon afterwards proceeded with it to the Upper 
P^vinces, aarriving at Ambala in February 1854. 
In the following August he accompanied the corps to 
Subathu, but he returned with it to Amhala in Decem- 
ber, and served with it there in the Camp of Exercise 
slyled^^ihe Amhala Ghobham,” until March 1855, Vhen 
he marched with it to Meerut. In the following October 
he was sent up to Subathu to join a company of the regi- 
ment which had been despatched thither from Ambala, 
hut he rejoined head^ua^rs with this detachment at 
the end of December, and in January 1856 he marched 
with the regiment to Cavhqipore. In the following month 
he proceeded witih the r 0 gm», 0 nt to Lucknow, in the field 
force sent thither on the occasion of the annexation of 
Oudh. At the end of the year he marched with the 
regiment en route to Sialkot, wh^ he arrived with it 
about the middle of March 1857, and on the outbreak of 
theMutdny', he served with it, in Niejiolson's Moveable 
Column, m various movements and operations in the 
Punjab, including the actions at Trimmu. Gh&t, on the 
Bavi, on the 12 * 1 ^ and 16*k July. 'Wheu the column 
moved towards Delhi, he was left behind at Jullundur 
on the 29*^ July, being dangerously ill with liver com- 
plaint and unable to proceed further, and he died at that 
place on the 6 *^ September following,

Halllday, Thomas Andrew, Lieutenant (1808— 
1838)*— 0rav6 at Ludhima^ No, 572. — Son of Thomas 
BeJliday, Esqr., of Ewell, Go. Surrey, and younger 
brottac of Six Frederick James Hidli&y, E1.C.B., the 
Xfieutenaht^Qnveni^ of Bengal, and afterwards 


Member of the Council of India. Bom in 1808.— Entered 
the Bengal Army in 1828. Arrived in India in May 
1829, and in the following month was sent to Midnapore 
to do duty with the 7*^ N. I. In September 1829 he 
was posted to the 416^'^ N. I., which he joined at Nee- 
much, on its arrival there from Betul, in February 1830. 
In the winter of 1832-33 he accompanied the regiment 
to Muttra, and in November 1834 he went home on 
furlough. He returned to India in October 1837, and 
rejoined his regiment at Shahjahanpnr, and he con- 
tinued serving with it there nntil Augnst 1838, when, 
having been selected for employment with the force 
then being formed for the service of Shah Shuja-nl- 
Mnlk, he proceeded to Ludhiana, and took up the duties 
of his appointment^ At that place, while the orga- 
nisation of the force was still proceeding, he died on the 
30**^ October 1838. 

Hallifax, Robert Dampier, Lieutenant-Oolonel 
and Brevet-Oolonel (1804 — 1857 ). — Grave at Karnalf 
No. 185. — ^The eldest son of the B.evd. Biobert Fitz 
William Hallifax, M.A., Hector of Richard’s Castle, near 
Leominster, Co. Hereford, by Eliza Boorke, his wife, 
third daughter of George Crawford Ricketts, Esq., of 
Combe House, in the same county, and grandson 
of the Right Revd. Dr. Samuel Hallifax, Lord Bishop 
of St. Asaph. Bom on the 28*^ July 1804,— Entered 
H. Ws Service on the 31®^ ^July 1823 as an Ensign in 
the 10^^ Foot : joined that regiment at Fermoy and served 
with it in Ireland for nearly three years. On the 23* 
Juno 1825 he was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant, 
and on the 8 *^ Aprd 1826 he was further advanced to the 
rank of Captain, unattached, and placed upon half -pay. 
On the 8^^ June 1826 he was brought hack on full-pay 
as a Captain in tho 75*^ Foot 5 joined tho regiment in 
Ireland ; and served with it there until 1830. He then 
accompanied the corps to England, and in the month of 
May 1830 embarked with it for the Cape Colony, South 
Africa, where he served with it for thirteen years, and 
saw much harassing service in the KafiSr War of 1834- 
86 . On the 30<^^ July 1836 he attained the rank of Major. 
He returned home with the regiment in September 
1843, and on the 12 *k December following was promoted 
to the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel. He served, in com- 
mand of tho regiment, in England, Wales and Ireland, 
until April 1849, when he embarked with it for Ben- 
gal. Landing at Calcutta in the following August, he 
accompanied the regiment to tho Upper Plwinces, and 
reached Amhala towards the end of Decemher ; at this 
place he was stationed for nearly f oui; years, and he was 
in command there for a short time in Febraai 7 1861. 
In the winter of 1853-64 he niarohed with tho regiment 
to Peshawar, and having on the 20*^ June 1854 been 
promoted to the rank of Colonel by brevet, he was 
appointed a Brigadier on tho establishment on tho 29*k 
Decemher following. In January 1866 he was posted, 
as Brigadier, to Peshawar, hut this was only a tempo- 
rary arrangement, and it was ordered that he was to be 
transferred to Ambala when the Camp of Exercise there 
(styled at the time “the Ambala Chobham”) was broken 
up. He was transferred accordingly in May 1865, and 
he continued in command of the Amhala Brigade until 
the outbreak of the Mutiny in May 1867. On the 21 tfc 
of that month he was appointed to the command of the 
First Brigade of Infantry of the force then being 
organised for a movement on Delhi, and he accompanied 
that force when the forward movement was begun. 
At Garaunda, however, one march beyond Kamal, he 
was taken seriously ill with congestion of the fcain, 
and it became necessary to send him hack to Kamal^ 
at which place he died on the 1®^ June 1857. 

(In the inscription on his grave at Kamal the year of 
his birish is incorrectly stated.)

Hamilton, Frederick William Augustus, lAeui- 
enant (1826 — 1846).-— at Akbarwala^ near the 
battlefield of Sohraon ; tablet at Feroeepore, No. 444. — 
Entered tlie Bengal Army in 1842. Was already in 
India when nominated to a Cadetship by the C’ourt o£ 
Directors, but not having reported himself immediately 
to the proper military authority, he was not formally 
admitted into the service in India until the 30*^ Decem- 
ber. In the meantime, however, he had been posted, on 
the 18*^ October, to the 12^^ N. I., and he joined that 
corps at Lucknow early in 1843. In the following April 
be was removed, at his own request, to the 69**^ N. I., and 
joined that regiment at Shahjahanpur, but he remained 
with it only until November 1843, when, again at his own 
request, he was transferred to the ]st European Light 
Infantry. Joining this regiment at Ludhiana, he accom- 
panied it to Ferozepore, and afterwards in April 1844 to 
Subathu. He was with the regiment at this place when 
it was called into the field on the outbreak of the first 
Sikh War in December 1646, but being ill at the time he 
was not permitted to accompany it. Directly he was suf- 
ficiently recovered he hurried down to the seat of war, 
and travelling at considerable personal risk, owing to 
the disturbed condition of the Ois- Sutlej Territories, he 
succeeded in rejoining his regiment at Akbarwala on the 
gtii Eebruary 1846. On the following morning, attached 
to the rifie company, he went into action with it at the 
battle of Sobraon, and lost his life in the storming of the 
Sikh entrenchments, for, having been shot down in the 
first charge, he was ruthlesly hacked to death by the 
savage enemy as he lay helpless on the ground. 

Hanoilton, George, Lieutenant-Ooloml (1824— 
1873). — Grave at Amhala, No, 253.— A son of Captain 
John James Hamilton, 23^ N. I. Bom at Dinapore 
in 1824.— 'Entered the Bengal Army in 1843. Arrived 
in India May 1844, and was sent up to Dinapore to 
do duty with the 23'^ N, I., his father’s old regiment. 
In August 1844 he was posted to the 61®* N. I., which 
he joined at Meerut. In January 1846, the first Sikh 
War being then in progress, he moved up towards the 
Sutlej with his re^ment, and was employed for some 
tone, with detachments of the corps, at Dharamkot 
and Jagraon.^ On the termination of the campaign he 
proceeded with the regiment to Ferozepore, whence 
he accompanied it to Lahore in January 1847. He 
continued at Lahore until July 1848, when he marched 
with the regiment en route to Multan, with the force 
despatched, under the command of Major-General Whish, 
for the reduction of that place. Thereafter he served with 
that force throughout the Punjab Campaign of 1848-49, 
and was present at the first siege of Multan, at the 
second siege and capture of that place, at the surrender 
of Ohiniot, and at the battle of Uujerat (Medal and two 
clasps). On the conclusion of the campaign he accom- 
panied the regiment to Jullundur, where he served 
with it until December 1851, when he was appointed 
to the Eeveuue Survey Dept, in the North- 
Western Provinces and became Asst. Surveyor in 
Western RohiDdiand. He was transferred to Jubbul- 
pore in the same capacity in 1854, to Gorakhpur' in 
1855, and, as Surveyor, to tke Bharatpur Survey in the 
spring of 1856. In this appointment he remained for 
two years, inclusive of the Mutiny period, during which 
he retired to Agra. In February 1858 he was appointed 
toofSciate as Assistant to the Agent to the Governor-, 
General for the States of Bajputaua, and at the end' 
of the foUowing July he was appointed a permanent 
Assistant in the Bajputana Agency, a position which 
he retained for five years. In February 1861 he was 
admitted into the Bengal StaS Corps. In the summer 
of 1863 he was appointed Ofig. Political Agent at 
Alwar, andthe permanent appointment was conferred 
upon him in February 1864, but in the foUowing De- 
cember he vacated it and went home on furlough. On 
his retom to India in December 1866 he was^ ordered 
to do general duty^ at Bareilly, but he rented un- 
employed until April 1867, when he was appointed OSg. 


Cantonment Magistrate at that place. This appoint* 
^menthe held only until the end of the year, and he 
thereafter continued doing general duty at BareiUy 
until January 1869, when he was appointed to oflSciate 
for a short time as Depy. Asst. Quarter Master General 
of the Bohilkhaud District. On the 1®* June following 
he was appointed Barrack Master at Chakrata, and 
this appointment he held until his death. He died at 
AmbaJa on the 29**^ October 1873. 

N'otb I. — ^The inscriptillfc on his tomb gives his age as 52, which 
is incorrect. 

Note II.-— Lieutenant-Colonel (then Captain) Hamilton was 
married, at Mount Abd, Rajputana, on the 22d J une 1859, to 
Alice, youngest oaughter of the late Captain J>. T, Pollock, 74th 
N. I. She was horn at Nasirabad on the 14th May 1839. 

Hannilton, George Thomas, Lieutenant (1814— 
1845). — Tablet at Ferozepore, No. 441. — Son of J. Ha- 
milton, Esqr., of Dover, Kent. Born in 1814. — ^Entered 
the Bengal Army in 1832. Ai’rived in India in January 
1834, aud was sent up to Berhampore to do duty with 
the 72“d N. I. In the following May he was posted 
to the 24th jj, joined that regiment at Barrackpore, 
and in February 1835 accompanied it to Midnapore, 
where he served with it for nearly five years. In 
February 1839 he was nominated to the OfEg. Adjutancy 
of the Assam Sebundy Corps, but he never took up 
the appointment, and on the 14th of the following 
month he was appointed Interpreter and Quarter 
Master of his own regiment, a post which he continued 
holding until his death. In the winter of 1839-40 he 
marched with the regiment from Midnapore to Saugor, 
whence, in March 1842, he accompanied it to Jubbul- 
pore. In 1842 and the earlier part of 1843 he was 
actively employed in the suppression of the insurrection 
in Bundelkhand. Early in 1844, he marched with 
the regiment to Nasirabad, and in the following year 
he accompanied it to Ambala. On the outbreak of 
the first Sikh War he proceeded with his regiment on 
service towards the Sutlej, but his career was brought 
to a termination at a very early sfcage of the campaign, 
he having fallen in the very first engagement, — at Mudki 
on the 18**1 December 1846. 

Hamilton, James Charles, Captain (1828— 
1865). — Orave^at Swilay No. 361, — Sou of Lieutenant 
George Hamilton, half -pay, unattached, formerly of the 
5**i Dragoon Guards and the 16**^ Lancers, and sometime 
barrack-master at Gibraltar and the Mauritius, Bom at 
Longdon, near Lichfield, Co. Stafford, in 1828.— Entered 
the Bengal Army in 1847. ^ Was already in India when 
appointed a Cadet, and having been formally admitted 
into the service on the 12**^ August 1847, he was, on 
the 18**^ of the same month, ordered up to Benares to 
do duty with the 9**^ N. I. At the end of May 1848 
he was posted to the 47**^ N. I., which he joined at 
Etawah, but on the 8**^ September following he was 
i^emoved, at his own request, to the 1®* European Bengal 
Fusiliers at Cawnpore ; being on leave at the time, he 
did not join this corps, and at the end of the same month 
he was transferred, again at his own request, to the 8**^ 
N. I., then on ^rvice, under Major-General Whish, 
at Multan. Having joined the regiment there a few 
weeks later, he thereafter served with it throughout 
the Punjab Campaign of 1848-49, and was present at 
the siege and capture of Multan and at the battle of 
Gujerat (Medal and two clasps). On the termination 
of the war he proceeded with the regiment to Ludhiana, 
whence he accompanied it to Sfibhjahanpur in the 
spring of 1852, and to Barrackpore in the autumn of 
1865. From that place he went on leave for five 
months, but he rejoined his regiment at Dinapore at the 
end of July 1866, and in the winter of 1856-67 he 
served with if for some time in the disturbed Santhal 
districts. He subsequently returned with the regiment 
to Dinapore, and he was with it there when it muti- 
nied in July 1857, on which occasion he served as a 
volunteer with H. M/s 10**^ Foot in the skirmish 
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endiag in the expulsion of the mutineers from the 
station,' and he subsequently served with the^ same 
regiment in the operations in the Arrah district, includ- 
ing the action of Dilawar and the captnre of Jagdesh- 
pur. In the following October he was appointed acting 
Interpreter to the Naval Brigade of H- M. S. PearZ, 
and| at the same time, temporarily, acting Fort Adjut- 
ant atBuxar. The latter appointment he relinquished 
shortly afterwards, on proceeding on service with the 
Naval Brigade, with which he served in the Saran 
district in 1857-68, taking pSrt in the action of 
Sohanpur and in the advance on and occupation of 
Gorakhpur. Subsequently, in the spring of 1858, he 
served, as Interpreter and StafiE Officer, under Sir 
Edward Lugard in the Shahabad district, and later on 
he was employed with a detachment of Rattray^S Sikhs 
at Arrah. In Septenaber 1858, on the formation of 
the 6*^ European Regiment, he was transferred to the 
rolls of that corps. In the succeeding month he was 
sent express from Benares to Azimgarh to join a field 
detachment under the command of Colonel Kelly, 34*^ 
Foot, by whom he was, on joining, appointed Staff Officer 
to the force, and in this capacity he served during the 
•pTial campaign in Oudh in 1858-59 (Medal). On the 
termination of the operations he joined the 6*^ European 
Regiment at Hazaribagh, and, having accompanied 
th^ corps to Fort William in the^ summer of 1860, he 
continued serving with it until it was broken np in 
1861. On returning from a year’s leave in November 
1862 he was directed to do duty at Ambalaj in the 
spring of 1863 he was appointed to do duty with the 
5wiN. 1. at Jullundur; and in the succeeding Novem- 
ber he become Offg. Station Staff Officer at that place. 
On the 5**1 N. I- leaving Jullundur at the end of 
November 1863, he was directed to do general duty at 
that station, and he continued in that position until 
January 1864, when he was appointed Offg.^ Second- 
in- Command of the 35**1 jj*, ’which he joined at 
Morar, (Iwalior. At the end of the following May be 
was nominated Offg. Second-in-Coinmand of the 17**i 
N. I. at Bhagalpur, but before he could join that 
regiment he was appointed, 22"^ Juno, permanent 
Second-in-Coinmand of the 45**i N. I, (Rattray’s Sikhs). 
Having joined that corps at Jullundur, he continued 
serving with it there until the spring of the following 
year, when he proceeded on leave to Simla, and at that 
place he died on the 5**i July 1865. 

Noth.— 'T he first Obrlstian naiiae given to tins officer in tlie 
inscription on Hs tombstone— Binao is nnknown to the Army 
Lists and to all other official records. The dale of death given in 
the same inscription is incorrect, as also is the assignment therein 
of the rank of A/q/or to his father. Burke, in his Feeraffe an^ 
JBceronetaae, errs still more egregioualy in styling the officer referred 
to a Colonel, (Vide Alester Stewart and William Sluart-Menteth, 
jposi). 

Hamilton, Walter Richard Pollock, F, a, 
Lieutenant (1856— 1879),— MemonaZ at Mardan 

No. lOOL — Son of Alexander Hamilton, Esqr., of 
Inisti-oge, Co. Kilkenny, by Emma, his wife, fourth 
daughter of Sir Frederick Pollock, JUart, (I), Lord 
Obirf Baron of the Court of Exchequer. Bom at 
Inistioge, Co. Kilkenny, on the 18**» August 1856, — 
Entered H. M.’s Service on the 28**^ February 1874 as 
a Sub-Lieutenant in the 70**^ Foot, and was afterwards 
promoted to the rank of Lieutenant from the same 
date. He came out and joined his regiment at Rawal 
Pinffi in the following November, and in January 1875 
he accompanied it to Peshawar. On the 25**^ August 1876 
he was appointed Offg. Wing Subaltern in the Corps 
of Guides on probation fox the Bengal Staff Corps, 
into’ which he was afterwards admitted from that 
‘ date, and in the following February be was appointed 
a Squadron Officer in the Cavalry of the Guides. In 
Fehruary and March 1878 he was employed with the 
Guides Cavalry in the operations against the TJtman 
TrVftlft and Ranizais, and took part in the sunrise and 
o£ Sapri^ Skakot and other recalcitrant vil- 
]|^^ On&e (Mtiibseak of the Afghan War towards 


the end of the same year, he proceeded on service with 
the Guides Cavalry and took part in the movements 
restilting in the capture of Ali Masjid, and ia the 
subsequent operations on the Khaibar line, iaoluding 
the affair of Maidanak, with the Shinwaris, and the 
action of Fatehabad, against the Khugianis ; in the 
latter he succeeded to the command of the Guides 
Cavalry on the fall of Major Battye, and led on his 
men with such distinguished bravery as to win the 
award of the Victoria Cross. ' On the conclusion of 
the first phase of the war he returned to Mardan, but 
almost immediately left again in command of the 
escort of Sir P. L. H. Cavagnari, the British Envoy 
and Resident at Kabul. With that officer he reached 
Kabul on the 24**^ July 1879, and there on the 3^ Septem- 
ber following, on the occasion of the Residency being 
attacked by mutinous Afghan soldiers and the rabble 
of the city, he fell, fighting heroically to the last against 
overwhelming numbers. 

Hamilton, William James, Lieutenmt (1815-— « 
1841). — Graue at Karnal, No. 178. — ^Entered H. M.’s 
Service on the 6th April 1832 as an Ensign in the 3^^ 
Foot (the Buffs). Joined the regimental depot at 
Chatham, and served there until early in the following 
year, when he proceeded to join the regiment in Bengal, 
and having arrived at Fort William in June 1833, he 
soon afterwards joined the regiment at Berhampore, 
On the 6**^ September 1833 he was promoted to the rank 
of Lieutenant. He accompanied the regiment to Ghazi- 
pur in 1834, and in the winter of 1835-36 marched with 
it to Meerut. In the autumn of 1838, the regiment 
having been detailed to form part of the Army of the 
Indus, he accompanied it to Ferozepore, but a change in 
the arrangement having taken place which excluded 
the Buffs from the force sent on service to Afghanistan, 
he marched back to Meerut with the corps in the spring 
of 1839. In October 1840 he accompanied the regiment 
to Karnal, and at that place he died on the 21®* Octo- 
ber 1841. 

Hammond, Frederick, On J?,, Lieutenant-Oolonel 
and Brevet-Colonel (1840—1892 ). — Tablet at Koliat 
No. 1049.— Bom in Guernsey on the 10**^ May 1840.— 
Entered the Bengal Army in 1856. Arxived in Lidia 
on the G**^ January 1857, and having, in anticipation 
of his arrival, been x)osted on ibo preceding day to the 
Q%nd. N. I., he proceeded to the Upper Provinces and joined 
that regiment at Multan, He was with the corps when 
it was disarmed at that place on the ll**i Juno following, 
and he continued serving with it there until the middle 
of the succeeding October, when, his services having 
been placed at the disposal of the Chief Commissioner 
of the Punjab, he was appointed to do duty under the 
Captain of Police, Lahore Division, for employment 
with troops in Gugcra, and until the middle of 
Novomlm’ he was actively engaged in the swpres- 
sion of the insurrection in that district. On the 
conclusion of this business, his services being no 
longer required under the Captain of Police, he 
was appointed, 25**^ November, to do duty with the 
11*^ Punjab Infantry at Multan, and for about a month 
in the winter of 1857-58 ho officiated as Adjutant of 
that corps. He was again appointed acting Adjutant 
of the regiment in February 1868, and ho served with 
it in that capacity in the suppression of the mutiny 
of the 62“^ and 69**' N. I. at Multan, on the 31®f August 
following, and in tlie subsequent pursuit and destruction 
of the mutineers (Modal), Ho continued serving with 
the 11**^ Punjab Infantry until February 1859, when 
he was removed to the 4*** Punjab Cavalry at Asni, and 
he did duty with that coi^ps, part of the time as acting 
Adjutant, until the 20**» May, when he was appointed 
to do duty with the Punjab Oavaliy at Dera Ghasd 
Khan. In the following July, however^ ko was moved 
back to the 4**^ Punjab Cavalry, as acting Adjutant of 
which corps he served from October 1859to January 1860. 
in, February I860 he was again appointed to act aa 
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Adjutant, and about the same time lie proceeded with 
the regiment from Asm to Dera Ghazi Khan. He 
continued officiating as Adjutant until July 1860, when 
he was made permanent in the appointment. In Nov- 
ember 1861 he was admitted into the Bengal StafE 
Corps, with effect from the 18*^ February preceding. 
At ike end of 1862 he accompanied the regiment to 
Dera Ismail Khan, where he continued serving with 
it, as Adjutant, until May 1864. He was then appointed 
second Squadron Officer, and he held that appointment 
until January 1866, when he was removed, in the same 
position, to the 2*^^ Punjab Cavalry at Dera Ghazd 
Han. In April 1866, by an exchange of appointments, 
he became second Squacbon Offiqer in the 6th Punjab 
Cavalry, and about the same time he went home on 
furlough. He returned to India in December 1867 
and joined the 5*^ Punjab Cavalry at Rajanpur, and he 
continued serving with it there until February 1869, 
when he was appointed Offg. Second-in-Oommand of the 
2 nd Punjab Cavalry at Dera Ismail Khan. Having held 
this appointment for ten months, he rejoined his own 
regiment at Dera Ghazi Khan in December 1869, 
and there in January 1870 he was appointed Offg. 
Second-in- Command, an appointment which he conti- 
nued holding until the end of March 1871 : concur- 
rently he also held the appointment of Station Staff 
Officer at Dera Ghazi Khan until he went home on 
furlough in February 1872. He returned to India in 
February 1874 and rejoined his regiment at Dera 
Ismail Khan, and on the 25*^ of the same month he 
was again appointed Ofig. Second-in-Command; this 
appointment he retained until the autu^ of the year. 
In January 1875 he accompanied the regiment to 
Edwardesabad. From May to August 1875 he officiated 
as Second-in-Command of the regiment, and from 
August 1875 to April 1876 he was Offg. Commandant ; 
he tiien reverted to the appointment of _ Offg. Second- 
in-Command, which he continued holding for nineteen 
months. Under the new organisation introduced iu 
January 1877 he became a Squadron Commander. In 
November 1877 he was again appointed Offg. , Com- 
mandant, but he held the post for only two months. 
At the end of December he marched with the regiment 
to Kohat, whence he proceeded with it on service against 
the Jowahi Afridis and was employed, in January 
1878, during the operations against that clan, on out- 
post duty in the hostile territory (India Medal and 
clasp). On the 18^^^ of tbe same month the perma- 
nent appointment of Second-in-Oommand was conferred 
upon him. In October 1878 he accompanied three 
troops of the regiment on service towards Thai, and 
after the outbreak of the Afghan War he proceeded 
witb this detachment into the Kuram Yalley, and took 
part in the expedition into Khost and in the action of 
Matun. In May 1879 he was appointed to officiate as 
Commandant of the regiment. On the conclusion of 
the campaign he remained with the reriment in the 
Kuram Yalley, and on the renewal the war iu 
September 1879 he commanded it, in the Kuram Field 
Force, in the forward movement under Sir Frederick 
Boberfcs, and was present with it in thenassage of the 
Shutargardan, at the action of Charasiah, and in the 
advance on and occupation of Kabul. In November 
1879 he reverted to the position of Second-in-Command, 
and in that capacity he took part in the operations at 
. and around Kabul, and in the defence of the Sherpur 
Oantonment (Medal and two clasps, and promoted to the 
rank of Lieutenant-Colonel by brevet) . La January 1880 
he was again appointed to officiate as Commandant, 
and in the following March he returned to the Pun^ 
with ihe regiment, reaching Edwardesabad on the 27^^ 
that month. In the autumn of the same year he 
marched with the regiment to Rajanpur, where he 
served with it for three years. In June lo8S, having 
v^officiated. in the post for three years and-a-hal£, he was 
appointed Commandant of the regiment permanently, 
and in the following November he marched with me 
corps to Dera Ghazi Khan. Lot March 1884 he went 


home on furlough, and was absent from India for a 
year. On his return iu March 1885 he rejoined the 
regiment at Dera Ghazi Khan, whence in November 
1886 he marched with it to Dera Ismail Khan. In 
June 1887 he was appointed a Companion of the Order 
of the Bath. In April 1888 he went home on leave, 
but he was out again iu November, and in the following 
month he commanded the Third Brigade of Cavalry at 
the Delhi Camp of Exercise, on the breaking up of which 
he rejoined his regiment at Dera Ismail Khan. In the 
following year he was employed for a short time in 
the Intelligence Branch of the Quarter Master General’s 
Dept. He went home sick in November 1889 and 
never returned to India, and in June 1890, on the 
completion of his tenure, he vacated the command of 
the 5*^ Punjab Cavalry. He died at Southampton, 
Hants, on the 3^ February 1892, 

Hammond, Harry Durham, Liev,tenant (1872 — 
1898 ). — Grave and tablet at Mardan, Nos, 1016 and 
1022. — Sou of Colonel Henry Albany Hammond, 
Madras Staff Corps, and nephew of Colonel Sir Arthur 
George Hammond. K.C.B., D.S.O., Y.O., Indian 
Army, Bengal. Bom on the May 1872. — ^Entered 
H. M.’s Service (from the Royal Mily. Academy, 
Woolwich) on the 4*^ November 1891 *as a Second- 
Lieutenant in the Royal Artillery, and was posted to 
the 20*^ Company, Southern Division. This company 
he joined at Barrackpore in the spring of 1892, and in 
November of the same year he accompanied it to Bom- 
bay. On the 4*^1 November 1894 he was promoted to 
the rank of Lieutenant, and about the same time he 
went home with the company. Having served in the 
United Kingdoffi for a twelve-month, he was trans- 
ferred, December 1895, to the 7*^ Company, Southern 
Division, and, returning to India, he joined it at 
Quetta in the following year. In 1897 he was trans- 
ferred to the 18*^ Company, Southern Division, which 
he joined at Ferozepore, but he had served with it only 
a short time when, on the formation of the Tirah Ex- 
peditionary Force, he was nominated for the appoint- 
ment of Orderly Officer to his uncle, Brigadier-General 
A. G. Hammond, O.B., Y.O., commanding the 
Peshawar Column of that force. In this capacity he 
served in the advance into the Bara Valley, and subse- 
quently in the operations undertaken for the purpose of 
re-opening the Khaibar Pass. In the course of these 
operations, oh the 1®* January 1898, he received, within 
the pass, a dangerous gun-shot wound in the spine, 
from the effects of which he died at Nowshera on the 
8*^ of the succeeding month. 

Hamond, Philip, Oornet (1838— 1861).— ffrawe at 
JDma^ in Kashmir Territory^ No, 1134.-“The second son 
of Anthony Hamond, Esq., of Westacre, near 
Swaffham, Co. Norfolk. Bom in 1838. — Entered 
H, M.’s Indian Miliiai^ Forces in 1860 as a Comet 
of Cavalry. Arrived in India at the end of January 
1861, and in the following March was ordered to do 
duty with the 8^ European Light Cavalry, a corps 
which at a later period became the 21®^ Light Dragoons. 
He joined the regiment at Mian Mir, and continued at- 
tached to it until the following August, when he pro- 
ceeded on leave towards Kashxxdr, but l^fore he could 
reach his destination he died suddenly at Duna on the 
' 2^ August 1861. 

Note.— In the inscription on hlfi tomb this officer is described 
as being of ** the 21st Light Dragoons/' which is not correct. He 
was never posted to that regiment, nor did he ever belong to it in 
any sense ; in fact, as far as the posting of officers to it was con* 
cetned, the 2ist Light Dragoons had no real existence until more 
than a year after Comet Hamond's death. 

Hand, Thonmas More, lAmienant (1884—1857).— 
Grave kt Teshomar^ No, 971. — Son of the Revd. 
Thomas Hand, Rector of Clowes, Co. Monaghan, 
Ireland. Bom in October 1834.— Entered the Bengali 
'Army in 1853. Arrived in India in June of the 
' saahe year, and in the following month was ‘ sent 
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up to Benares to do duty with the 42^^*^ N. L In 
Septemher 1863 he was posted to the 61s* jj. I.^ 
which he joined at Jnllundur. In the winter of 
1863-64 he marched with the regiment to Rawal Pindi, 
whence in October 1855 he accompanied it to Peshawar. 
At that place he came to a tragical end : on the 27*^ 
Jannary 1857, when he was riding beyond Jamrnd, to- 
wards the Khaibar Pass, a gang of Kuki Khel Afridis, 
who were out on a maranding expedition,^ fired upon 
him and a party of officers who accompanied him, and 
wounded him so desperately that he died the same 
night. 

Handscomb, Isaac Henley, Li&utenant-Oolonel 
cbnd ST6v&t“Goloit6l (1805^~“1857 ).—- cit JjoJiotc 
Cantonment^ 1^0, 682,-^Bom at Newport Pagnell, Oo. 
Buckingham, in 1805. — ^Entered the Bengal Army in 
1821. Arrived in India in September 1822, and on the 
3d of the succeeding month was ordered up to Barrack- 
pore to do duty with the 2^^ Battalion 20*^^ N. I. With- 
in three weeks, however, he was posted to the 1®* 
Battalion 18*^ N. I., and, proceeding to the Upper Prov- 
inces, he joined this corps at Nasirabad early in the 
following year. In September 1823 he was removed to 
the 1®* Battalion 18*^ N. I., and, returning to the Lower 
Provinces, he joined it at Cuttack. On the reorganisa- 
tion of the Army taking place in May 1824 he was 
posted to the 27*« N. I. (late 2“^^ Battalion 13*^), then 
stationed at Chittagong, and he served with it there 
until June 1825, when he was transferred to the 26*^ 
N. I. B[© joined this corps in Arakan, and served with 
it in that province for several months during the closing 
operations of the first Burmese War (India War Medal 
and clasp). At the end of 1826 he returned with the 
regiment to Bengal and accompanied it to Cawnpore, 
whence in the autnmn of 1828 he marched with it to 
Nasicabad. Towards the end of 1832 he accompanied 
the corps to Qarrawara, and in the spring of l836 he 
proceeded with it to Meerut, In August 1838 he was 
selected for employment with the force then being 
organised for the service of Shah Shuja-ul-Mulk, and 
was ordered to Ludhiana, where he was appointed to 
the command of the Shah’s 4*^ Regiment, a corps of 
Gurkha Light Infantry. In command of this corps ho 
accompanied the Shah and the Army of the Indus to 
Afghanistan at the end of 1838, and thereafter served 
wim it throughout the campaign of 1838-39 in that 
country, including the occupation of Kandahar, the 
advance on Ghazni, the repulse of the attack on the 
Shah’s camp on the night of the 22*^^ July, the capture 
of Ghazni (Medal), and the occupation of Kabul. On 
the 1®* September 1839 he resigned the command of the 
Shah’s 4**1 Regiment, and he subseq^nently returned to 
the British provinces with the troops under the command 
of Sir John Keane; and his services having been re- 
placed at the disposal of the Oommander-in-Ohief on 
the 19*^ December, he rejoined his regiment at Agra in 
January 1840, In the following November he pro- 
ceeded with the regiment to Ferozepore, whence in 
January 1842 he accompanied it on service to Afghan- 
istan in the force under the command of Major-General 
Pollock, and he thereafter served with it throughout the 
operations which followed, including the forcing of the 
Khidbar Pass, the advance to Jalalabad, the actions of 
Mamfi Khel, Jagdalak, Tezin and Haft Koial, there-occu- 

? ation of Kabul, and the capture and destruction of Istalif 
Medal). On the return of the Army from Afghan- 
istan he accompanied his regiment to Ludhiana, wWe 
he served with it for nearly three years. He was in 
cammand of the corps, as Major, from December 1844 to 
May 1845, and having again succeeded to the com- 
mand in the following September, he led the regiment 
throughout ihe Sutlej Campaign of 1845-46, including 
the battles of Mudki, Firozshahr and Sobraon, and the 
advance on Lahore (Medal and two clasps, and pro- 
moted to the rank of Lieutenant-Oolonel ^ brevet). 
Ontbecmolosionof the campaign he proceeded with 

in May 1846. 


In the winter of 1847-48 he accompanied the regi- 
ment to Barraol^ore, whence at the end of 1849 he 
proceeded with it to Dinapore, of which station he was 
for some time in command during the early months of 
1850. On attaining the regimental rank of Lieutenant- 
Colonel he was re-posted, July 1850, to the 26**^ N. I., 
and he continued in command of that regimental until 
the end of June 1852, when he was ti’ansferred to the 
19**^ N. I. Having proceeded on leave to Oalontta 
about the same time, he did not join the 19*^, and in the 
following August he was removed to the 40**^ N, L, 
then on field service in Burma. Joining this regiment 
there on the expiration of his leave in January 1853, 
he commanded it during the closing operations of the 
second Burmese War (India Medal and clasp), and for 
some months in the winter of 1853-54 he was in 
command at Prome. He brought the 40**^ back to 
Calcutta in March 1854, and remaining there on leave 
when the regiment proceeded to Dinapore, he went 
home on furlough early in May. In the following 
month he was transferred to the 72“*^ N. I. He return- 
ed to India in March 1856, and in the following month 
he was appointed a Brigadier temporarily and posted to 
Thayet Myo, in Burma, at which place he assumed 
command in May. In the following July he was ap- 

ointed a Brigadier on the establishment, and on the 
August he was posted to Lucknow, but having 
been directed to stand fast on the Pegu frontier until 
farther orders, he remained there until the following 
October, when he was removed from Thayet Myo to 
the command at Sangor. At that place he continued 
in command until the middle of January 1867, when he 
was transferred to the command of the Lucknow Brigade, 
and he took up his appointment there towards tho ond 
of the same month. Four months later he was one of 
the first who perished when the native troops broke out 
in open mutiny on the evening of the 30**^ May : on hear- 
ing the sound of firing he immediately rode down to the 
cantonments at Muriaon, in the hope of allaying the ex- 
citement, but he had scarcely reached tho lines of the 
71®* N. I., when he was fired at by a sepoy of that regi- 
ment, and fell dead from his horse. 

Hannay, William Douglas Spalding, Cornet 
(1811 — 1836). — Grave at Landour ; tablet at Karnal^ 
No, 188. — Entered the Bengal Army in 1881, Arrived 
in India in June 1832, and in tho following month was 
sent up to SultauMr, Benares, to do duty with tho 3^ 
Light Cavalry. Being a supernumerary he remained 
unposted to a rogiment for four years, and in the mean- 
time he continued doing duty with tho 3"^ Light Oavaliy, 
with which corps ho marched to Karnal in the cold 
season of 1834-35. In June 1836 he was posted to the 
8**^ lught Cavalry at Sultanpur, Benares, but being then 
atMussoorie on sick leave, he was unable to join his 
^regiment, and ho continued ^on leave until his death, 
which took place at Landour on the 2»^ December 1836. 

Norn.— In tlie inscription on tho tablet in St. James’ Church 
Tower, Karnal, this officer’s name is mis-i^ltancl the date of his 
death incorrectly given. 

Harcourt, Henry , Lieutenant (c. 1826—1848).'— 
Qfioo at Ferozepore, No, 484,— Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1843. Arrived in India in July of the same 
year, aud proceeding to Barraokpore, he there joined 
the 68**^ N. I., to which, in anticipation of his arrival, 
he had beon posted on the 16**^ of the preceding month. 
In the winter of 1848-44 ho accompanied the regiment 
to Mirzapur, whence in the spring of 1845 ho marched 
with it to Meerut. Towards the end of tho same year ho 
pcooeeded with the regiment and joined the Army of the 
Sutlej, and he was present with it at the battlo of 
Sobraon (Medal), and in the subsequent advance on 
Lahore. He continued serving with the regiment at 
Lahore until January 1847, when he marched with it to 
Feiozepore, at which place he died on the 8*k February 
1848. 
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Harding, George Whittail, Major (c. 1824— 
1863).— Oraue at Mardan, No, 1003; inscription at 
Mardan, No, 1006 ; tablet at Koha% No. 1043. — ^Entered 
the Bombay Army in 1841. Arrived in India in the 
autumn of the same year, and in January 1842 vras 
posted to the 2*^ Bombay N. I. (Grenadiers), which 
he joined at Sahara. In the autumn of the same 
year he officiated for some time as Quarter-Master 
of the corps. In the winter of 1844-45 he 
served with the regiment in the campaign in the 
Southern Mahratta ^ Country, on the conclusion of 
which he accompanied the corps to Baroda, where he 
arrived with it at the end of May, From July to 
September 1845 he officiated as Interpreter and Quar- 
ter Master of the regiment, and in the succeeding 
November the permanent appointment was conferred 
upon him ; this he held until October 1847, when he 
was appointed Adjutant of the regiment. In November 
1847 he accompanied the corps to Poona, whence, towards 
the end of the following year, he proceeded with it to 
Bombay. In March 1849 he proceeded on leave to 
Egypt, where he remained for nearly two years. On 
his return to India, in March 1851, he rejoined his 
regiment at Bhdj, and in the following May, by an ex- 
change of appointments, he again became Interpreter 
and Quarter Master of the regiment. In October 1852 
he went home on sick leave, vacating the appointment 
of Interpreter and Quarter Master^ and he was absent 
from India for more than three years, not returning 
until near the end of 1855, when he rejoined his regi- 
ment at Ahmedabai In February 1856 he was 
appointed to the Oudh Irregular Force, then being 
raised and organised, and in the following month he 
was appointed Qommaudant of the 6*^ fegiment of 
Infantry of that force, which ho joined atFyzabad. 
In December 1856 he was transferred to the Punjab 
Irregular Force and appointed Commandant of the 
2»^ Sikh Infantry, which he joined at Siriband, in 
Hazara, in the succeeding month. In April 1857 he 
proceeded with the regiment to Abbottabad, and he 
was in command of it at that place when the Mutiny 
of the Bengal Army broke out in the following month. 
From July to September 1857 he was employed, with 
five companies of the regiment, in hunting down the 
fugitive mutineers of the 55*1^ N. I., aud he had scarcely 
completed this work when he was obliged to proceed 
by forced marches over the hills to the relief of 
Murree, which had been suddenly attacked by some of 
the insurgent tribes of the vicinity. He afterwards 
returned to Hazara with his detachment, and in April 
and May 1858 he oomroanded ■&o regiment in the 
expedition against the Hindustani fanatics of Sittana. 
In June 1858 he marched with the regiment to Jhelura, 
whence in the autumn he accompanied it to Moradabad, 
in Biohilkhand, and at that place he commanded it 
from November 1858 to Fefeuary 1859, when he 
went home on furlough. On his return in May I860 
he rejoined the regiment at Moradabad, whence in the 
spring of 1861 he marched with it to Kohat. In 
February 1861 he was admitted into the Bombay Staff 
Corps. He continued in command of the 2* Sikh 
Inf antry at Kohat until October 1863, when, in the 
capacity of Orderly Officer, he accompanied Sir Neville 
Chamberlain on the expedition against the Hindustani 
fanatics and their alKes and supporters, and he there- 
after took part in all the operations in the Ambela Pass 
and its vicinity up to the 6^ November. On that day 
he was selected by Sir Neville to command a detach- 
ment employed in covering the working-parties engaged 
in making a road to the village of Ambela, and having 
while on this duly been attacked hy the tribesmen in 
great force, it became necessary to -withebraw the working 
parties and the covering detachment ; in carrying Out 
mis dlffictilt movement he displayed the most admix- 
tbble coolness and determination, but at an early stage 
Of the operation he was badly wounded by a shot to, 
the neck, and, while being carried out of aotaon by a 


Gurkha sepoy, he was killed in a sudden and over- 
whelming rush of the enemy. 

Hardy, Francis, Lieutenant (1830 — 1852).- -Grave 
at Ambala^ No. 223.— Bom on the 17*^^ August 1830. — 
Entered H, M.*s Service on the 1®^ December 1848 
as an Ensign in the 75*^ Foot. He joined that regi- 
ment at Kilkenny, accompanied it to Fermoy and 
afterwards to Cork in the following spring, and in 
May 1849 embarked with it for India. Landing at 
Calcutta towards the end of August 1849, he shortly 
afterwards proceeded with it to the Upper Provinces, 
and arrived at Ambala on the 21®* December. On the 
13*^ Decembei 1850 he was promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant. He continued serving with the regiment at 
Ambala until his death, which occurred at that place on 
the 3^ October 1852. 

Harington, Frederick Donnelly, Lieutenant^ 
Oolonel (1836 — 1883 ). — Oram at Gujerat, No. 765.—- 
Son of Sir Henry Baring Harington, K.O.S.I., of 
the Bengal Civil Service, some time Member of the 
Supreme Council. Born at Allahabad on the 10*^ Feb- 
ruary 1836. — ^Entered the Bengal Army in 1854. 
Arrived in India in December of the same year, and 
early in the following month was ordered up to 
Agra to do duty with the 27‘^ N. I. At the besinning 
of March 1855 ho was posted to the 73*1 N. I., at 
Banda, but he never joined that regiment, and on the 
16*^ of the same month he was transferred, at his own 
request, to the 63*^ N. I., which he joined ^at Cawnpore, 
In the following summer he accompanied the 
regiment to Eaniganj, whence he proceeded with it 
on service against the Santhals, and he was engaged 
in the operations against these insurgents until late xn the 
autumn, subsequently marching with the regiment 
to Suri. In April 1857 he accompanied the regiment 
to Berhampore, and he was with it there when, on 
the outbreak of the Mutiny, it was disarmed as a 
measure of precautiou. He continued there with the 
corps (officiating as Adjutant for about a month) 
until April 1858, when ho was appointed Interpreter 
to H. M.’s 35**i Foot, with which he served for a short 
timeinBehar. At the end of the following July his 
services were placed at the disposal of the Foreign 
Dept., and on the 4*^ of the succeeding month ho was 
appointed a Divisional Adjutant in the Oudh Military 
Police, but beiug ill au the time aud being obliged 
afterwards to proceed to the Presidency to appear 
before a medical board, he never joined this appoint- 
ment. In October 1858 he was transferred from the 
63«i to the cadro of the late 12*^ N, I. In tho follow- 
ing December, being still on leave at the Presidency, 
his appointment to the Oudh Police was cancelled at 
his own request, shortly after which, in January 1869, 
he went homo on furlough. Ho returned to India 
in January 1861, aud his services having then been 

g laced at the disposal of the Government of the Punjab, 

,6 was, on the 21®* of that month, appointed Assistant 
Commissioner of Amritsar; and thereafter in civil 
employ at various stations in 'that Province the re- 
mainder of Hs service was passed. From April 1864 
to December 1865 he was on furlough in Europe, and 
in April 1866, shortly after his return, he was admitted 
into the Bengal Staff Corps. In September 1877 he 
was promoted to the grade of Depy. Commissioner, 
and posted to Mnzaffargarh, but before the end of the 
succeeding year he was transferred to Gujerat, and 
he was still holding the appointment of Deny. Com-' 
xoissioner of* Gujerat when he died on the 13*“ Septem- 
ber 1883. 

Harfngton, Henry Andrew, Lieutenant (186ft— 
1897).— Grove at Malakandt No, 1112 j tablet at 
Nomhera, No, 996.— Son of Herbert Baring Harington, 
Esq., of the Bengal XJneovenanted Civil Service. Bom 
on the 27*^ February 1869.— Entered H. M.’s Service 
fptom the Boyal Mily. College) on the 9*^ November 
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1689 as a Second-Lieutenant in tlie Battalion 
Manchester Regiment ("63^ Foot), which he joined 
at Tipperary. Li March 1890 he was transferred to 
ihe 2^ Battalion (96^^ Foot), and, proceeding to India, 
he joined it at Si^kot in Ihe succeeding month. On 
the 19**» May 1892 he was appointed an 0%. Wing 
Officer in the 26^*^ Bengal Infantry on probation for the 
Staff Ooi^s, into whicffi he was subsequently admitted 
with effect from that date. He joined tiie 26**^ at 
Peshawar, and in the following December was appointed 
a Wing Officer permanently. About the same time he 
accompanied the regiment to Rawal Pindi, whence he 
proceeded with it to Jhelnm in February 1893. In 
December 1894 he marched with the corps to Dera 
Ismail Khan, whence he was sent early in 1895 to 
command two companies detached to Multan. In 
April 1895 he marched with the regiment to Mardan, 
where it formed part of the Reserve Brigade of the 
Ohitral Relief Force, and in the following August 
he returned with it to Jhelum. In December 1895 
he was appointed to offiiciate as a Wing Officer in the 
25*^ Bengal Infantry, and he joined that corps in 
Gbitral ; but in the spring of 1896 he rejoined his own 
wgiment on its being ordered on service to Suakin, 
in the Eastern Soudan. Having, however, been nomi- 
nated to the charge of the regimental dep6t at Jhdum, 
he did not, after aU, accompany the corps on that 
expedition, and he remained in command of the 
dep8t until month of December, when, on the 
return of the regiment from the Soudan, he rejoined 
it at Jullundur. For some time in the earlier months 
of 1897 he held the appointment of Assistant Recruit- 
ing Officer for Pathans, at Peshawar. In August 1897 
he was anointed an Offg. Wing Officer in the 38*J» 
Bengal Inmntry (Dogras), then serving with the Mala- 
kand Field Force, and having joined it thei-e, he in 
following month accompanied it on the expedition 
into Bajaur. In the course of the operations in that * 
ooimtry, on theocoasipn of the night attack on the 
British camp at Markhanai, on the 14tJ^-15*^ Septem- 
ber, he received a dangerous gun-shot wound in the 
head, from the effects of which he died at Panjkora 
on the 29*^ of the same month, 

Harlan, Joslah, Ex-’AcUng Assistant- Burgeon ^ — 
See Wo. 519.— TMs person (the adoptive father of the 
jTohn Hhrlan alias Agha Jan, who lies buried at 
Nujpur) was the son of a Quaker of Philadelphia, 
in the State of Pennsylvania, TJ* S. A , and was biopght 
up to the medical profession. He first came to the 
.East as supercargo of an American ship trading to 
Canton, hut he afterwards, about the year 1824, found 
his way to Calcutta, where, probably desiring to turn 
his medical acquirements to account, he applied to the 
Government for employment, It chanced that at 
the time there was a shortage of medical officers, and 
the Government, with the Burmese War on their 
hands, being only too pleased to supply the deficiency 
by any means that might present themselves, received 
the application favourably; and the Medical Board 
having examined him and reported him qualified, he 
was, on the 1®* July 1824, .appointed to do duly tem- 
porarily on the Bengal Establishment as an acting 
Assistant-Surgeon. In the following month he was 
appomted to do duly with the Artillery at Dum-Dum, 

^ and in the succeeding December, having been nominat- 
ed for duly with the Bengal Division rf Artillery at 
.Bangoon, he was directed to proceed thither with all 
'■-possible expedition. He proceeded to Rangoon ao- 
«<»^njrly, in the (7amw, in January 1826, Colonel 
‘ (afterwards Keld-Marshal Sir George) Pollock, who 
. was proceeding to assume command of the Bengal 
Artillery Division in Burma, being one of his fellw- 
passengers. On arrival at Rangoon he was attach^ 

^ to 1^ ArtiUeiy Hospital at that [j^ace, and never left it 
- lie following August, when, by permission of 
Smelt, commanding at Rangoon, he returned - 
for the recovery At the end 


of that month he was ordered to proceed to Oawnpore 
for duty, but a few days later (3<^ September) his desti- 
nation was altered to Dinapore where he was appointed 
to the medical charge of the 39*1^ N, I- With, that 
regiment he proceeded to Oawnpore at the end of 1825, 
but he did not remain with it long, having in the 
spring of 1826 been transferred to duty with the 
Artillery at Allahabad, from which place he was sent 
in the following September to do duty with the 14*1^ 
N, I, at Lucknow. He served there with this regi- 
ment until the spring of 1827, when he was ordered 
to do duty at Cawnpore, whence he was removed, m 
the following summer, to Karnal. In July 1827 the 
services of all the acting Assistant- Surgeons enter- 
tained locally were dispensed with, prospectively, from 
the I®** Octofcr following, and he had to go with the 
rest. On his connection with the Bengal Army being 
thus severed, he, being on leave at Ludhiana at the 
time, made his way across the Sutlej and entered the 
service of Ranjit Singh, who employed him as a secret 
agent in Afghanistan, where, though he had won his 
way into the confidence of the Atmr Dost Muhammad 
Khan, he was engaged in various intrigues against 
that Ruler, and (an extraordinary instance of double 
dealing) ho afterwards returned to the Punjab as the 
Amir’s secret agent there! Ranjit Singh shortly after- 
wards made him Governor of Jasrata and N arpur, and 
subsequently of Gujerat, but about 1835 he was removed 
from this post and sent on a mission to Afghanistan, 
ostensibly as an ambassador to Dost Muhammad Khan, 
but in reality ** to corrupt the Amir’s Chiets and sow 
distrust and disloyalty amongst them.” In this very 
shady business he seems to have met with much 
success, but he soon afterwards lost the favour of 
Raujit Singh, desexted his service, and, about the end 
of 1836, entered that of Dost Muhammad. In the 
following year he succeeded in stirring up a war be- 
tween the Amir and Ranjit Singh, one notable event of 
which was the great battle of Jamrud, in which 
Ranjit’s best general, Sardar Hari Singh Nalwa, was 
slain. In 1839 the Amir sent him in charge of an 
expedition against the Khan of Kunduz, but he does 
not appear to have met with any very marked success* 
In the following year when the British Army, under 
Sir John Keane, approached Kabul, he was deputed by 
the Amir to negotiate with the invaders, but hxs 
mission proving of no avail, he promptly deserted his 
master on the latter quitting Kabul and retiring to 
the Kohistan. He soon afterwards made his way 
back to Hindustan, and returned to his own country, 
where, in 1842, he published a Memoir of India and 
Afghanistan,' When and where he died, or what 
eventually became of him, is unknown. 

Harlan’s adopted son, Agha Jan, wad, it is said, killed 
by a Rajput, a rival, for the favours of a lady of 
pleasure. The murderer was flogged to death, so the 
tradition goes in Nurpur, with iron rods. 

Harling, Thomas John, Sardar Bahadur, EisaU 
dar-^ Major (1832— 1889).— ffyave at Sialhot, No. 721.-- 
Bom in 1832.— Enlisted at Berhampore on the 25**^ 
November 1846 as a drummer in the 29*^ N. I. and 
soon afterwards marched with regiment to -Agra, 
arriving there in March 1846. In the winter of 1847-48 
he proceeded with the regiment to Hajipnr, and 
during the Punjab Campaign of 1848-49 ho served 
with it in the operations in the Jullundur and Bari 
Doabs, taking part in the defeat of the rebel Bam 
Singh on the heights of Amb and in the occupation 
of the fort of Una (Medal). In February lM9he 
proceeded with the recent to Nurpur, and in the 
following winter he acoompanied it to Peshawar, amv- 
ing there in February 1850. During the succeeding 
three years he was several times employed in the field 
against the border tribes and took part^ With detach** * 
mentsef the regiment, in, the expedition against the 
BaidzaismMaroh 1852, and in the defeat of the 
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Mohmands at Panjpao, near Shabkadar, on the 16*^ of 
tbe following month (India Medal and clasp). Early 
in 1853 he proceeded with his regiment to Jnllnndur, 
and in March 1857 he accompanied it to Moradabad. 
He was present with the regiment when it mutinied at 
that place on the 3^ June 1857, and was on that occa- 
sion the only one of the Eurasian drummers of the 
corps who threw in his lot with the British officers, help- 
ing them in effecting their escape, with their families, to 
Naini Tal, and rendering them such valuable services 
on the way that they afterwards presented him with a 
handsome gold watch and chain. While at Naini Tal 
he volunteered his services with the 66*^ Gurkhas, and 
was present with that regiment at the rout of the 
Hohilkhand rebels at Haldwani on the 18*^' September. 
He subsequently served with the Eamaon Militia at the 
defence of Naini Tal, and was present in the affairs at 
Gurkha Garhi on the and 10*^ November.^ Later in 
the same month, when proceeding from NainiTalto 
Meerut for the purpose of joining the Meerut Light 
Horse, he had the good fortune to rescue a European lady 
(Mrs. Wilbert), who had fallen into the hands of two 
rebel sepoys ; these he attacked with great 

gallantry and, single-handed, put to flight, but in 
doing so he was severely wounded (shot through 
both thighs). He afterwards joined the Meerut Light 
Horse, and served with that corps in Rohilkhand dui*mg 
the campaign of 1858. Later in that year he raised 
a troop for a corps styled the Benares Horse,” in 
which, on the lO^Ji January 1359, he was appointed a 
Bossaidar, and with this corps he served in the Trans- 
Gaghra operations and on the Nepal frontier in 1859-60, 
commanding on one occasion a detachment of the 
regiment which repelled an attempt made by a band of 
rebels to cross the Gaghra into the Bettiah district 
(Indian Mutiny Medal). On the disbandment of the 
Bonares Horse he was transferred, 12th December 
1862, to tho Bengal Cavalry, which he joined at 
JTorar, Gwalior. In the autumn of 1864 he accom- 
panied tho regiment (which had now become a lancer 
corps) to Jalpaiguri, and thereafter he served with it 
in the Bhutan Campaign of 186-1-05, taking part in the 
affairs at Taindu and Bala, and in the operations 
connected with tho recapture of Dowangiriin April 1865 
(clasp to India Medal). Ho continued serving with 
tho regiment on tho Bhutan frontier until the termina- 
tion of the war in tho spring of 1866, when he pro- 
ceeded with it to Cawnpore, from which place he accom- 
panied it to Meerut in December 1866, to Ambala, 
temporarily, in Ma^h 1869, and to Deoli in the succeed- 
ing December. In the cold season of 1873-74 he pro- 
ceeded with the regiment to Bawalpindi, whence, in 
December 1876, he marched with it to Peshawar. 
*On the regiment proceeding toKohat cn route to the 
Kuram Valley, in January 1879, during the &?st phase 
of tho Afghan War, ho was left behind in charge of the 
regimental depot, and remained in charge for eight 
months. On the 1st May 1879 he was promoted to the 
rank of Risaldar, On the renewal of the war in the fol- 
lowing September he proceeded to join the regiment, 
which had been detailed to form part of the force moving 
on Kibul under the command of Sir Frederick Roberts, 
and in tho following month, when on his way, he took 
part in the repulse of the Ghilzais in their attacks on 
flie posts on the Shutargardan. He subsequently joined 
the regiment at Kabul, and was actively engaged in 
the operations at and around that place in December 
1879, including the defence of Sherpur (Medal and 
clasp). Returning to the British Pjovmces with the 
regiment at the end of January 1880, he served with 
itatMardanuntil the following Se-^ember, when he 
marched with it to Morar, Gwalmr, at which 

atation he served with it for three years. In October 1881 
he was appointed to the Second Class of the Order of 
British Into, with the title of “Bahadur.” In the 
winter of 1883-84 he proceeded with the regiment to 
TWiati Mir, and while serving at this station in Sep- 
tember 1884 he was advanced to the First Class of the 


Order of British India with the title of Sardar Baha- 
dur.” Towards the end of 1885 he accompanied the regi* 
ment to Thal-Chotiali, where he served with it for a 
year, in the course of which, on the 1®^ May 1886, he 
was appointed Bisaldar-Major of the regiment. Early 
in 1887 he accompanied the regiment to Sialkot, and at 
that place he died on the 4^^ February 1889. 

Harman, Richard, D. S. O.5 Mujor and Brevet- 
Lieutenant- Golonel (1864 — 1905 ) . — Grave at Bera Ismail 
Khan: tablet at Kohat, No, 1060.— Son of the Revd. 
Edward Harman, M.A., Rector of Piokwell, near 
Melton-Mowbray, Co. Leicester, Bom on the 22^ 
September 1864.— Entered H. M.’s Service (from the 
Royal Mily, College) on the 25^^ August 1886 as a 
Lieutenant iu the Battalion Oxfordshire Light 
Infantry (the 43^^^ Foot), then serving in the Bombay 
Presidency, but as the battalion was about to return, 
home, he was retained at the depot, and in the 
following November he was transferred to the 2^ 
Battalion of the regiment (the Foot), which he 
joined at Bangalore before the end of the year ; with 
this corps he served there for nearly eighteen months. 
On the 10^^ May 1888 he was appointed an Offg. 
Wing Officer in the 4*^ Sikh Infantry, on probation 
for the Bengal Staff Corps, into which he was after- 
wards admitted with effect from that date, and having 
joined the regiment at Dera Ghazi Khan, he accom- 
panied it to Abbottabad in February 1800. On the 
1st March 1890 he was ap;^oint0d a Wing Officer 
permanently, and in the following July and August he 
officiated for six weeks as Quarter Master. In the 
succeeding NovembCit and December he took part with 
the regiment in the Camp of Exercise at Nowshera, 
afterwards returning to Abbottabad, and in March 1891, 
having again been appointed to officiate as Quarter Mas- 
ter, he served with the corps in the Hazara Camgaign^ 
including the operations on the Black Mountain, in 
course of which, on the 23^ of that month, he] greatly dis- 
tinguished himself in the action of Diliari, and was se- 
verely wounded (India Medal and clasp, and admitted to 
the Distinguished Service Order). He returned to Abbotfc- 
abad early in April, and in the following month he went 
home on leave, vacating the appointment of Offg- 
Quarter Master, He returned to India in the following 
November and rejoined the regiment at Abbottated, 
and at the end of that month he was again appoint- 
ed to officiate as Quarter Master, which appomtment 
he continued holding until the spring of 1892. In 
the following September he was selected for specif 
duty in Qilgit, and he continued serving there (princi- 
pally at Bunji and Ohilas) until November 1893, 
when he rejoined his regiment on the Samana Range, 
and was appointed to officiate as Quarter-Master. He 
continued in that situation until the Febru^y 1894, 
when he was appointed to officiate as Adjutant, in 
which post he was afterwards made permanent with 
effect from the same date. In A^ril 1894 he marched 
with the regiment to Kohat, and in the spring of tho 
succeeding year he accompanied it on service in tho 
Ohitral Relief Expedition, and was severely wounded 
in the storming of the Malakand Pass on the 3^ Ap^ 
(new India Medal and clasp, and promoted to Major* 
by brevet on attaining the rank of Captain). In 
consequence of his wound he went home on leave 
in May 1895, and he was absent from India until 
October 1896, when he rejoined his regiment at Kohat* 
In the following December he accompanied the corps to 
Dera Ismail Khan, and there in March 1897 he was 
appointed to officiate as a Wing Commander in the 
regiment. In Au^st 1897 he was appointed a Regi- 
mental and Commissariat Transport Officer in the 
kand Field Force, with which he served for a short time, 
and was present in the action of Landakai, in 
Swat (clasp to India Medal). About the same time^ 
consequent on his promotion to the rank of Captain, 
he vacated the Adjutancy of the 4*^ Sikh Infantry, and 
having rejoined that corps at Dera Ismail Khan, he eon- 
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-iinued officiating as Wing Commander imtil near the end 
of the year. In ihe winter of 1897-98 he officiated for a 
short as Second-in-Command, and in March 189S 
he marched with the corps to Wana. In the following 
Hovemberhe was again appointed to officiate as a 
Wing Commander, and he held that post for a year,^ m 
course of which, in March 1899, he returned 
the regiment to Dera Ismail Khan. In November 1899 
he was appointed Commandant of the Wana Levies, and 
two years later, towards the end of 1901, he became 
Commandant of the South W^aziristan Militia, in com- 
mand of which he took part in the Mahsud-Waziri 
blockade operations in 1901-02, and rendered dis- 
tinguished service (clasp to India Medal, and promoted 
to the rank of Lieutenant- Colonel by brevet). In 
Ihbruary 1903 he was appointed a Double-Company 
Commander in his own regiment, which latter in the 
pgmft year became the 54^^ Indian Infantry, but^ he 
continued serving with the South Wa|Ziristan Militia, 
and he remained in command until his death. This 
took place at Wana on the 11*^ February 1906, when 
he fell by the hand o£ a fanatical assassin. The ciroum- 
'Stances were as follow : He was sitting at dinner in 
the mess-room at Wana, with three other officers, 
when the room was suddenly entered by a sepoy of the 
South Waziristan Militia armed with a loaded rifle 
and fixed bayonet ; dazzled, possibly, by the light, the 
fanatic refraiued for a moment fi'om firing, and Colonel 
lTq.rTTrtft.Hj Springing upon him in that moment, was 
instantly transfixed through the heart on the mis- 
creant’s bayonet. 

HarrIsJ Charles Robison, Captain (1819 — 1849), — 
Grave on battle-field^ No. 762. Son of 

Lieutenant-Colonel John Harris, 24*^ Foot. — ^Entered 
H. M’s. Service on the 17*^^^ February 1837 as an Ensi^ 
in the 24th Foot. Joined that regiment in Canada in 
the following year, and served with it thero for about 
ihree years. On the 8^^ January 1841 ho was promoted 
to the rank of Lieutenant, Ho returned home with 
the regiment in July 1841, and served with 
it in England, Scotland and Ireland for nearly five 
years. On tho 14*^ April 1846 ho was promoted to 
the rank of Captain, and in the following month 
he embarked with the regiment for Bengal. Having 
landed at Calcutta in September 1846, he aocom])aniod 
the corps to the Upper Provinces, and in tho following 
March arrived at Agra, where he continued serving 
with it until the outbreak of tho second Sikh Wm* 
in the autumn of 1848, The regiment having been 
dietailed for service in the fiield, he marched with it for 
the Punjab on the October, and on the 28^^ of tho 
same month he was appointed Brigade-Major of the 
Sixth (afterwards numbered the Fifth) Brigade, com- 
manded by Brigadier Pcnnycuick. In that position 
he served in the Punjab Campaign of 1848-49, and 
was present at the passage of tho Ohenab, the action 
of Sadulapur, and tho battle of Cliilianwala, in which 
last he fell in the gallant charge of Pennycuick’s 
Brigade on the Sikh batteries. 

Harris, Henry William, Major (c, 1804—1840,)—^ 
Grave on the OMUamoala battie-held^ No. 752. — Son 
of Major-General John Hairis, Royal Artilloiy.— En- 
Isered H, M^s, Service (from tho Royal Mily, Collcgo) 
onthe234 l^y 1822 as an Ensign in the 64^^ Foot, 
which he joined at Bangalore, in tho Madras Presi- 
dency, early in 1824. On the 27t^» Soptomhor 1824 
he was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant, Towards 
ihe end of the same year ho accompanied ihe regiment 
m service to Chittagong, and in the spring of 1825 
he served with it Ihroughout the campaign resulting 
in the conquest of the Province of Arakan, including 
ihe several actions on the Padba Hills, at Mahati, 
and on tho heights above the town of Arakan, in 
which last he was severely wounded. Being disabled by 
line wounds he xetumed to Madras, and having, on the 
July 1825, been transferred to the Foot, he 
went h<m6 in me following year and joined that rogi- 
xoent at Limerick* He s^ed with the 24^ in Ireland 


until May 1829 : he then accompanied it to England, 
and in the following August^ embarked with it for 
Canada, where he served with it, offi and on, for nearly 
twelve years. On the 20*^ December 1831 he attained 
the rank of Captain. In 1837-38 ho was actively em- 
ployed in the operations necessary for the suppression 
of the rebellion in Canada. He returned home with the 
regiment in July 1841, and served with it in the- 
United Kingdom (at Devonport, Glasgow, Dublin, 
Kilkenny, Limerick and Cork) until the spring of 
1846. On the 14*^ April 1846 he was promoted to 
the rank of Major. In the following month he em- 
barked with the regiment for Bengal, and landing at 
Calcutta in September, he afterwards proceeded with 
it to Agra, arriving there in March 1847. On the 
outbreak of the second Sikh War he marched with the 
regiment, October 1848, to join the Army of the Punjab, 
and was actively engaged in the operations of the 
fi.rst two months of the campaign, including the passage 
of the Chenab, the action of Sadula;par (in which he 
commanded the regiment, and in which his horse was 
killed under him by a cannon-shot), and tho battle 
of Ohilianwala, in which, 13*^ January 1849, he lost 
his life, for having been wounded and his horse 
killed under him in the charge on tho enemy’s 
batteries, he was cut down and killed by a Sikh horse- 
man as he was making his way to the roar. 

•Notr.— Major Harris was married at Montreal, Canada, on the 
3d Septembor 1832, to Eliza, the only dangbtorof Captain Charles 
Walker, Paymaster of the IS^h Eoot. 

Harris, William, Lieutenant (1849 — 1876 ), — Grave 
at Bawal Pindi, No. 786.— Son of Major-General Philip 
Harris, Bengal Infantry. Bom at Mussooiio on the 
16*^^ Juno 1849. — Entered H. M.’s Service (from tho 
Royal Mily. College) on the 1*** February 1863 as 
an Ensign in the 18 ^h p^ot, from which be was trans- 
ferred the same day to the 37*^. Proceeding to India 
ho joined this corps at Bareilly in May, and he con- 
tinued serving with it there until tho following BTovem- 
bor, when he marched with it to Shahjahanpur. In 
January 1870 ho was appointed Second Wing Subal- 
tern in tho 21“* (Punjab) N. T. on probation for tho 
Bengal Staif Corps, into which he was subsequently 
admitted with effect from the February 1870. 
Having joined tho regiment at Mian Mir, ho 'was, in 
tho following September, advanced io the position of 
First Wing Subaltern, and in that ajipointnient (fre- 
quently officiating as Adjutant and as Quarter Master, 
once in tho latter post for nearly two years) the 
romaindor of his service was passed. In Noverubor 1870 
ho accompanied tho regiment to Peshawar, and in 
March 1874 ho proceeded with it to Rawal Pindi. In 
Juljr 1875 he was for tho last time appouitod to 
officiate as Quarter Master, and ho was still oflleiaiing 
when his career was brought to a suddpn termination, 
ho having been shot dead by a Pathan sepoy of tho 
regimont at Rawal Pindi on the 28^** November 1876. 

Harrison, Alfred, JAentmanf (1830— »1R57).— 
and taUrt at Delhi, No. 1C2.— Entered H, M.’s SexwicfO 
on the 25^'^^ August 1848 as an Ensign in tlie 76*** Foot. 
Joined that rogiinont at Kilkenny, and in March 1849 
I'ococdod witli it to Formoy. In May 1849 he em- 
^ arkod with tho corps for Bengal, landed at Calcutta 
in August, and, proceeding shortly aftoinvards to tho 
ITppei* Provinces, marched into Ambala with it in 
Dooomber. On tho 14*** January 1860 he was promoted 
to tho rank of Lieutenani Towards the end of tho year 
be trent on leave to Calcutta, and eventually proceeded 
to Europe on sick leave early in 1851. On tho ex- 
piration of his leave ho was appointed to tho rogi mental 
oepdt at Chatham, and after serving there for about a 
year, came out and rrioined the regiment at Peshawar 
early in 1885. In October of that year he marched 
with the corps to Rawal Pindi, whence ho accompanied 
itto Kasauli early in 1857. On the outbreak of the 
mutiny he marched with the regiment to Ambala, 
whence he accompanied it in the movement on Delhi at 
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•ilie end of May. He was not, however, destined to 
reach that place alive, for in the first engagement be- 
tween the Delhi Field Force and the mutineers, at 
Badli-ki-Serai on the 8*^^ June 1857, he was killed 
whilst gallantly leading on his men in a charge on the 
enemy’s guns. 

Harrison, John, Lieutenant (1852 — 1875). — Grave 
at Simla. — ^The elder son of Henry Harrison, Bsqr., 
of Holywood House, County Down. Born on the 
2^ January 1852. — ^Entered H. M.’s. Service on the 
27*'^ March 1871 as ,a Lieutenant in the R'^yal ITorth 
Down Militia, with, which he served for more than 
thrree years. On the 12**^ June 1874 he was trans- 
fered to the regular forces and appointed a Lieutenant 
in the 15*^ Hussars, and proceeding to India, he pined 
that regiment at Meerut before ihe end of the year. 
In the spring following he went to Simla on sick 
leave, and he died there on the 1#-^^ June 1875, of 
liver complaint. 

Hart, Henry William, Lieutenant (1822—1845).— 
Grave at Ferosepore, No. 479 ; tablet in St. Andrew^ s 
Olmrch at the same place, No. 441. — ^Entered H. M.’s Ser- 
vice on the 7^^ February 1840 as an Ensign in the SI®* 
Foot. Arrived in India in the following November, and 
pined the regiment at Agra in February 1841. On the 
regiment being detailed for service in Aighanistan, he 
marched with it from Agra in January 1842, crossed 
the Sutlej on the 10^^ March, and on the 5*^ May pined 
the force under Major-General Pollock at Jalalabad. 
On the 12*=^ July 1842 he was promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant. With the 31®* he served throughout the 
remainder of the campaign of 1842 in Afghanistan, 
and was present in the actions of Mazina, Jagdalak 
and Tezin, the re-occupation of Kabul, and in various 
actions in the passes between Kabul and the Khaibar 
during the return march to Hindustan (Medal). On 
the return of the Army from Afghanistan he accompanied 
the regiment to Ambala, arriving there in January 
184»3. In the following ISday he accompanie’d the corps 
to Khaital, to put down the disturbances there, after- 
wards returning to Ambala, whence, in November, he 
marched with the regiment to Ferozepore. In April 
1844 he marched back to Ambala with the 31®*, and 
(except when on sick leave at Simla during the 
summer months of 1844 and 1845) he continued serving 
there until the outbreak of the first Sikh War. _ On the 
occurronce of that event he accompanied his regiment in 
the forward movement to meet the enemy on the banks 
of the Sutlej, Wt he lost his life at a very early stage 
of the campaign, having been killed in the battle of 
Mudki, on the 18*^ December 1845. 

Harvey, James Colebrooke, Lieutenant (c. 1821 
— 1845). — Tablet at Ferozepore, No. 442.— The third 
son of William Harrison Harvey, Esqr. (a cadet of the 
Harveys of Bargy Castle, Co. Wexford), who, as a 
Lientenant in the Royal Artillery, lost an arm at 
Waterloo ; and grandsop of Colonel Paulet W. Cole- 
brooke, of the Royal jfLrtillery. — ^Entered H. M’s. Ser- 
vice (from the Royal Mily. College, Sandhurst) on 
the 25*1^ January 1839 as an Ensign in the 39*^ Foot, 
which he joined at Bellary, in the Madras Presidency, 
in the course of the same year. Early in the following 
year he accompanied the regiment to Kamptee, where 
he served with it for nearly two years. On the 15*^ 
December 1840 ho was promoted to the rank of Lieut- 
enant. In the winter of 1841-42 he marched with the 
regiment to Agra, whence in the autumn of 1842 he 
accompanied it to Ferozepore, where he served with it 
in the Army of Reserve, returning to Agra in March 
1843. Early in the following October he was sent 
down to Allahabad in charge of a body of invalids, but 
he rejoined the regiment in time to accompany it on 
service in the Gwalior Campaign, and he was present 
with it at the battle of Maharajpur (bronze star). On 
the day after ihe battle he was appointed to officiate 


as Quarter Master of the regiment j three weeks later, 
on the 21®* January 1844, he was appointed acting 
Aide-de-Camp to Major-General Littler, Commanding 
the Third Division of the Army of Gwalior ; and on 
the succeeding day he was nominated Aide-de-Oamp to 
the same officer on his being appointed to the command 
of the force detailed to remain temporarily in Gwalior 
territory. On this force being withdrawn a month 
later, he accompanied his regiment to Agra, where he 
arrived with it early in March 1844. In the autumn 
of the same year he proceeded with the I'egiment to Dina- 
pore, and in December he went on leave to Calcutta, 
preparatory to going home, but he afterwards altered 
his arrangements and rejoined his regiment at Dinapore, 
In October 1845, when war with the Sikhs was 
expected to break out, he proceeded on three months’ 
leave to Ferozepore, in the hope of being on the spot 
when hostilities began ; this hope was realised, and on 
the formation of the Army of Ihe Sutlej, in December, 
he was appointed Aide-de-Oamp to Major-General 
Sir J. H. Littler, K.C.B., Commanding the Fourth 
Division. In this capacity, on the morning of the 
^1®* December, he marched out of Ferozepore with the 
Division, to take part in the attack on the entrenched 
position of the Sikhs at Ferozshahr, and in tho san- 
guinary engagement which ensued the same afternoon 
he fell whilst gallantly cheering on the troops to the 
assault. 

Hastings, Edward George Godolphin, (7.B., 
Major and Brevet- Lieutenant- Oolonel (1842—1884).— 
Grave and tablet at Peshawar, Nos. 955 and 988. — The 
eldest son of Captain the Hon’hle Edward P. R. H. 
Hastings, 32^ Bengal N. I., and grandson of the 11*^ 
Earl of Huntingdon. Bom at Dinapore on the 29*^ 
January 1842. — ^Entered H. M’s. Indian Military Forces, 
Bengal, in 1859. Arrived in India in August of the 
same year, and having, in anticipation of his arrival, 
been posted, a few days previously, to the 2^ European 
Light Cavalry, he proceeded to the Upper Provinces 
and joined that regiment at Meerut ; this^osting was, 
however, cancelled in the following December, and he 
was then removed to the General List of Cavalry 
Officers. Remaining attached to the 2*^ E. L. 0., he 
accompanied the regiment to Muttra in January i860, 
and he continued doing duty with it until March 1862, 
when ho was appointed to do duty with the 13*^^ Bengal 
Cavalry at Rawal Pindi. With this corps ho served for 
six months, during which period he twice officiated 
as Adjutant, In September 1862 he was placed at the 
disposal of the Punjab Government for civil employ, 
and in the following month he Wfis appointed Asst. 
Commissioner of Shahpur. From tin's time onwards 
the whole of his service was passed in civil or in 
political employ ; the former almost entirely in the, 
Peshawar Division, in which he won the sincere affec- 
tion of the people by his patient, just and sympathetic 
administration. In his political capacity he was twice 
employed with troops in the field. In October 1868, as 
Assistant to the Commissioner of tho Division, he 
accompanied the Hazara Field Force, and with it took 
part in the operations on the Black Mountain (India 
Medal and clasp) ; again in 1879, having in the 
summer of that year been placed on special duty for the 
management of the Khaibar tribes, he was taken from 
these duties on the renewal of the Afghan War in Sep- 
tember, and appointed Political Officer with the force 
moving on Kabul under the command of Sir Frederick 
Roberts, with whom he remained until the termination 
of tiie war, having been present at the action of 
Oharasia, the defence of Sherpur Cantonment* the 
march from Kabul to Kandahar, and the battle of 
Mazra (Medal and three clasps, bronze star, promoted 
to Lieutenant-Colonel by brevet, and appointed a Com- 
panion of the Order of the Bath). Returning to India 
on the termination of the war, he went home on 
furlough, and was away for nearly two years. On his 
return in 1883 he was appointed Depy. Commissioner 
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in the Hazara district, bat in the following year he 
was sent back to Peshawar as Offg. Civil and Sessions 
Judge, and there, while stiU holding that appointment, 
he died on the 2^ December 1884. 

ITotb I. — In memory of this oiBcer a marhle pavilion was erec^ 
in the city of Peshawar hy the people of the place^ who held him 
in very high esteem. 

JSTote II. — Lieut -Col. Hastings married, on the lat J uly 1882> 
Mabel Sophia, the eldest danghter of Sir Brydges Powell Henniker, 
(iy)p of Newton Hall, Co. Essex. His widow married, on 
the 2d April 1891^ Charles, Baron Dimsdale, of the Eussian 
Empire. 

Haughtons John, Ideufenant’^Oolonel (1852 — 

J.898 ). — Chrave at Tesliaw'Jir, No. 960 ; tablet at Bawat 
Pindif No. 805. — Son of Lieutenant-General John 
Colpoys Haughton, C.S.I., Bengal Staff Corps. Bom 
at Doranda, Ohota Nagpur, on the 22^ Au^st 1852, — 
Entered H. M.’s Service (from the Eoyal Mily. College) 
on the 28*^ October 1871 as an Ensign in the Bate- 
Kon 24*t Eoot, and was subsec[ueutly promoted to the 
rank of Lieutenant from the same date. He joined 
the battalion at Malta in January 1872, accompanied it 
to Gibraltar in the following March, and subsequently 
served with it there for nearly two years. On the 
24*h January 1874 he was transferred to the 72<i Foot, 
and, proceeding to India, he joined that corps at Pesha- 
war early in the following April. In January 1875 
he accompanied the 72^ to Nowshera, and during that 
year he served for some time with a detachment in 
Fort Attock. In the succeeding VTinter he marched 
with the regiment to Sialkot. On the 2d September 
1876 he was appointed Offg. Second Wing Subaltern 
(afterwards styled Wing Officer in the 18^^ N. I., 
on probation for the Bengal Staff Corps, into which he 
was subsequently admitted with effect from that date. 
Before he could join, however, he was, on the 16*^ of 
the same month, transferred, in the same position, to 
the 10 th N. I., and having joined that corps at Jalpai- 
guri, he was shortly afterwards sent to servo with a 
detached wing at Dacca, at which place he officiated as 
Station Staff Officer from April to June 1877. In Sep- 
tember 1877 he was detailed for famine relief duty in 
the Madras Presidency, and having been assigned to the 
Nellor© district, he was actively employed there for a 
period of six months and-a-half , in the course of which, 
towards the end of October 1877, ho was made perma- 
nent in his regimental appointment of Wing Officer. 
He rejoined Ihe lO^h N. I. jsyg ^t^ud was 

appointed to officiate as Quarter Master, and in the 
following November he accompanied the regiment to 
Barrackpore. He continued officiating as Quarter 
Master until the middle of December 18*79, and having 
at the end of that month been appointed to officiate as 
•Adjutant, ho was made permanent in the appointment 
on the 1«^ February folio-wing. In February 1880 he 
proceeded with the regiment to Eachar, for temporaiy 
duty there, and having returned with it to Barrackpore 
in April, ho accompanied it to Benares in March 1881, 
and at that place, in the following year, he twice 
officiated as Station Staff Officer. In September and 
October 1883 ho officiated as a Wing Oommandor in 
addition to his duties as Adjutant, but in the succeed- 
ing month, having attained the rank of Captain, he 
vacated the latter appointment, and reverted to the 
osition of Wing Officer, From January to April 1884 
6 officiated as a Wing Commander, and from April to 
September 1884 as Second-in-Command ; he then again 
reverted to Offg. Wing Oommandor and held that 

e sition until near the end of the following Februaiy, 
viag in the meantime, early in 1885, accompanied 
th© right wing of the regiment to Banda. In October 
1885 ho was again appointed to officiate as a Wing 
Commander, and, witli the exception of a brief period 
of employment as a Bxigade-Major at the Camp of 
Exercise at Delhi, he continued in that position with 
the wing at Banda until June 1886, when he *^8 
appointed a Wing Goinmander in the 89^^ N. !• He 


joined that regiment at Cawnpore, and, having officiated 
for some time as Second-in-Oommand, he was 'sent at 
the end of the year to command a detachment of the 
corps at Lucknow. At the end of May 1887, on the 
35*^ Bengal Infantry being reorganised as a SMi corps, 
he was transferred to it as a Wing Commander, and 
having joined it at Ferozepore, he continued serving 
with it there until March 1888, when he went home on 
leave. On the expiration of this leave he passed some 
time in Eussia, studying the language, and he was 
afterwards employed, from January to December 1891, 
as a Staff Captain in the Intelligence Branch at the 
Horse Guards. He returned to India early in 1892, 
and on rejoining the 35^^, at Nowgong, was appointed 
to officiate as Second-in-Command, and, having been 
made permanent in that appointment in April 1892, he 
officiated as Commandant from April 1893 to April 
1894. In June 1894 he again went home on leave, 
and on the 25*J^ of that month, a few days after his 
departure, he was appointed Commandant of the 36*^ 
Bengal Infantry, another Sikh corps. On his return 
to India in November he joined this regiment at Delhi, 
and in the spring of 1895 he proceeded -with it to 
Peshawar, at which place he commanded it until near 
the end of the following year. He then proceeded in 
command of it to Fort Lockhart, on the Samaha Eange, 
and he was there when the first frontier outbreak of 
1897 took place. Throughout the operations for the 
defence of the Samana he was prominently engaged, 
and he gained high distinction at the head of his regi- 
ment doling the succeeding Tirah Campaign, having 
been present in almost every engagement from Karappa 
in the Khanki Valley to Mimanai in the Lower Bara. 
He was with his regiment in the Lower Bara Valley 
when the operations were resumed in January 1898, 
and on the 29*=^ of that month he unfortunately fell in 
the action at the Shinkamar Kotal. 

Havelocks William, K.E., Lieutenant-Colonel 
(1793 — 1848 ). — Grave and tablet at Bamnaga/r^ 
No3, 747 and 748. — ^The eldest son of William Have- 
lock, Esqr,, of Ingress Park, Co. Kent * (of a Durham 
family), and brother of Major-General Sir Henry Have- 
lock, K,0.B., of Indian Mutiny fame. Bom at Sunder- 
land, Co. Durham, on the 23<i January 1793. Educated 
at the Charterhouse. — Entered H. M.^s Service on the 
I2*t July 1810 as an Ensign in the Battalion 43 ^ 
Foot, and having proceeded to the Peninsula and joined 
the battalion in an-bicipation of his appointment, he was 
actually in action with the French in Spain within 
twelve days of his being gazetted in London. Paxii of 
the time with the battalion, and paii; on the staff as 
Aido-de-Oamp to Major-General Baron Alton, Com- 
manding the celebrated Light Division, ho served 
throughout the remainder of the Peninsular War, and 
was present at tho action of the Ooa, near Almeida, the 
battle of Busaco, the action of Sabugal, the battles of 
Salamanca and Vittoria, the passage of 'tho Bidassoa 
and the action of Vera, and the battles of tho Nivello, 
the Nive, Oitlios and Toulouso (War Medal and seven 
clasps). Na[nor, in his Eistory of the Beninsular War 
(Book EXIT, Chap. IV), makes special mention of tho 
gallant conduct of this officer in the action of Vera 
(7^^ October 1813) ; in the assault of tho French, 
position, a Spanish Division, commanded by General 
Giron, had been arrested in its advance by a strong 
line of ahhatis and tho heavy fire of tho French in- 
fantry 5 “blit it happened,’’ says Napier, “that an 
officer of tho 43^ Eegiment nam^ Havelock, attached 
to Alton’s staff, had beon sent to ascertain Giron’s 
process, and his fiery temper could not brook the check* 
Taking off his hat he called upon the Spaniards to 
follow him, and putting spurs to his horse at one 
bound cleared the abbatie and went h^dlong amoui^ 
the enemy. Then the soldiers, diouting for El cMeo 
Mawco,— *Uhe fair boy,” so they called him, for ho 
was very young and had light hair,-— with one shook 
brofcr through the French.” Continuing in his staff 
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appointment, lie did not proceed witt the 43^ to 
America in 1814, and on the renewal of the war in the 
following year, consequent on the return of Napoleon 
from Elba, he again accompanied Baron Alten into the 
held, and as Aide-de-Camp to that officer he served 
thronghont the campaign of 1815 in Belgium, and was 
present at the battles of Qnatre Bras (in which he was 
slightly wounded^ and Waterloo (Medal). He after- 
wards served with the 43<^ for two years and-a-half 
in the Army of Occupation in Erance. On the 19*^ 
Eebniary 1818 he was promoted to the rant of Captain 
in the 32^ Eoot, and having joined that regiment at 
Corfu, he served with it there, and in others of the 
Ionian Islands, for three years. On the 19^^ Jnly 1821 
he exchanged into the 4*^ Light Dragoons, which he 
joined at Eomford, in Essex. In January 1822 he 
embarked with this regiment for Bombay, and having 
arrived there in tlie following May, he accompanied the 
corps to Kaira, in Guzerat. In the succeeding year 
he was appointed Aide-de-Oamp to Lieutenant-General 
the Hon’ble Sir Charles Colville, G.C.B., Commander- 
in-Chief, Bombay, on whose staff he served for three 
years. In 1824 he was nominated a Knight of the 
Hanoverian Guelj^hic Order. On Sir Charles Colville 
going home in 1§26 he vacated the appointment of 
Aide-de-Camp, and was shortly afterwards appointed to 
the command of a risala of irregular horse, which he 
held until 1828. He then rejoined his regiment at 
Kirkee, and continued serving with it there for nearly 
seven years, in the course of which on the 3l8* Decem- 
ber 1830, he was promoted to the rank of Major. In 
March 1835 he was appointed Mily. Secretary to the 
Right Hon’ble Sir Robert Grant, G.C.H., Governor 
of Bombay, and he held this post until the followino* 
year, when he went on leave to the Cape Colony, South 
Africa. Subsequently, after his return from South 
Africa, he was appointed Mily. Secretary to Lord 
Elphinstoue, Governor of Madras, upon whose staff 
he remained until September 1841, when, having on the 
30*11 April preceding been promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant-Colonel in the Light Dragoons, he pro- 
ceeded to Poona, and joined that regiment at Kirkee 
shortly after its arrival from Europe. In Jazraary 1842 
he went home on leave, and was absent from India until 
December 1844, when he rejoined the 14**^ at Kirkee 
and assumed command of the corps. On the transfer 
of the regiment to the Bengal Presidency he marched 
with it from Kirkee in December 1845, and proceeding 
md Mhow, Agra and Meerut, arrived with it at Ambala 
in the middle of April 1846. In February 1848 he 
proceeded -v^ith the regiment from Ambala to Feroze- 
pore, whence, in the following August, he marched 
with the head-quarters and the right wing to Lahore, 
the left wing having already proceeded thither in the 
precedmg May. On the Army of the Punjab taking 
the field, on the occasion of the second Sikh War, he 
commanded the regiment in the advance from Lahore 
to Ramnagar, and there, on the 22^ November 1848, in 
the first 'engagement of the campaign, he unhappily 
fell whilst gallantly charging the Sikh infantry in the 
sands of the Chenab. ^ 

•Note.— LieTit.-Colond Havelock married, Caroline Elizabeth, 
daughter of Acton Chaplin, Esq. By this lady (who died m the 
Neilghen-i Hills on the 6th May 1866) he was the father, amongst 
others, of Sn Arthur Elibank Havelock, G. C. S. I., G. C. M. G 
' dec., sometime Governor of Madca-s. ^ 

H2werock-AUdn, Sir Henry Marshman, Bar#., 

ff.u.B., F.O., Lieui6nant- General (1830 — 1897). 

Grave at Rawal Findi^ No. 794.— The eldest son * of 
Major-General Sir Henry Havelock, K.C.B. Bom at 
Chinsurah on the 6*^ August* 1830.— Enter^ H. M.’s 
Service on the 31«* March 1846. as an Ensi^ in the 
39*5^ Foot. Was attached to the dep5t at Chatham 
‘ until June 1847, when he joined the regiment on its 
return from Inffia, and was 'stationed* with it ai Oantw- 
bury. On the 23d June 1848 he was promoted to the 
rank of Lieutenant in the 86^^ Foot; camo out to India 


before the end of the year, joined the regiment at Deesa, 
in the Bombay Presidency, and afterw^s served with 
it at Poona. On the 13**^ February 1852 he exchanged 
into the 10*^ Foot, of which corps he was appointed 
Adjutant from the same date ; joined the regiment at 
Wazirabad, and in November 1863 proceedeef with it 
to Mian Mir. In January 1856 he went home on leave, 
but he was out again in January 1857, and having 
then been appointed an acting Depy. Asst. Quarter 
Master General with the additional troops detailed for 
service in Persia, he proceeded to that country with, 
his father, who had been nominated to a Divisional 
command, and served there during the remainder of 
the campaign, including the bombardment and capture 
of Mohammerah (Medal). In March 1857 he vacated 
the Adjutancy of the 10*^ Regiment. On the termi- 
nation of the Persian Campaign he returned, May 1857, 
to Bombay, and immediately afterwards, in consequence 
of the Mutiny and insurrection in the Bengal Presi- 
dency, embarked for Calcutta, with his father, in the 
S. S. Erin ; this vessel was, however, wrecked near 
Cultura, on the coast of Ceylon, and some delay- 
ensuing in consequence, he did not reach Calcutta 
. until the 17*^ June. Having on the 23^ of that month 
been appointed Aide-de-Camp to his father, to whom tho 
command of the Allahabad Moveable Column had been 
entrusted, he accompanied him in his forward movement 
from that place, and was present in the actions of 
Fatehpur, Aoung, Pandu Naddi and Cawnpore, for his 
conduct in which last he was awarded the decoration of 
the Victoria C ross. On the 20*^ July he was appointed 
Depy. Asst. Adjutant General of the column, and in 
that capacity he took part in the first advance into 
Oudh, including the actions of TJnao, Basiratganj and 
Burbia-ki-Chauki, in the retirement across the Ganges 
and the action of Bithur, and in the second advance 
into Oudh, inclusive of the actions of Mangarwar and 
Alambagb, and the relief of Lucknow (dangerously 
wounded and his horse shot under him). Jn recogni- 
tion of his services during these operations he was 
promoted to the rank of Captain in the 18*^ Foot on the 
9*^ October J857. He subsequently served in tho 
continued defence of the Residency at Lucknow, and 
was again severely wounded' on the 17*^ November, 
whfie the operations of Sir Colin Campbell for the relief 
and withdrawal of the garrison were in progress. 
With the relieving force he was taken down to 
Cawnpore, whence, as soon as he was sufficiently re- 
covered from his wounds, he was ordered down to 
Benares and, on the 17*^ December, appointed Depy. 
Asst. Adjt. Genl. to a force assembling there under 
the command of Brigadier- General Franks. On the 
18*^ January 1858, in recognition of the eminent 
services of his father (who had died immediately after 
the relief of Lucknow by Sir Colin Campbell) he was 
created a Baronet of the United Kingdom. With 
the force under the command of Brigadier- General 
Franks (which was then styled tiie Jaunpore Field 
Force, and afterwards became the Fourth Division of 
the Army under the command of Sir Colin Campbell) 
he took part in the advance on Lucknow from the 
south-east, and was present at the actions of Nasirat- 
pur, Chanda, Hamirpur and Sultanpur, in tlie attack 
on Dhauraha, and at the siege and capture of Lucknow, 
including the storm and capture of tho Imambara 
and the Kaisarbagh. Immediately after the fall of 
Lucknow he was appointed Depy. Asst. Adjt. Genl. 
to a force placed under the command of Brigadier- 
General Lugord, with which he was present at the 
relief of Azimgarh and in various skirmishes with the 
Jagdespur rebels, in one of which, on the 4th June, 
he was slightly wounded. On the 16*^ June he was 
appointed Depy. Asst. Adjt. Genl. to a Field Foi‘ce 
under the command of Brigadier Douglas, command- 
ing in the Bihar and Ghazipur districts, and -with it 
he was present in the operations in the latter district 
in July and August, including the relief of Rasura, 
and throughout the campaign in Shahabad in Octoboir 
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and N’oyember, in the course of which he commanded a 
apeeial column of cavalry and mounted infantry 
iatmehed in pursuit of the rebels after their expulsion 
from the Jagdespur jungles, whom he defeated on 
three occasions, at Furuhara, Koat-khas, and G-auri, 
and he afterwards took part in the operations resulting 
in their expulsion from the Kaimur Hills, in which 
they had ^keu refuge. On the conclusion of these 
operations he proceeded to Oudh and joined the 3^ Fe- 
rment of Hodson's Horse, in which the post of Second- 
in-Oommand had been conferred upon him on the 
9*^^^ September preceding ; in command of a detachment 
■of this corps he served in the latter part of the campaign 
of 1858 in Ondh, and was present at the action of 
Barjidia, the capture of Masjidia, and the defeat of the 
rebels on the banks of the Rapti. On the 24*^ Decem- 
ber he exchanged appointments with the Seoond-in- 
Command of the I®* ^giment of Hodson’s Horse, and 
be commanded this corps in the final operations 
against the Ondh rebels. For his services during the 
Mutiny campaigns he received the Mutiny Medal with 
two clasps and the Victoria Cross, and was promoted 
by brevet to the rank of Major on the January 1858, 
and to that of Lieutenant-Colonel on the 26*^ April • 
1859, In March 1859 he vacated his appointment in 
Hudson’s Horse and went home on furlough, the corps 
to which he belonged, the 1®* Battalion of the 18^^ Foot, 
being then in the Madras Presidency. Towards the 
end of 1860 he was transferred to the 2'^ Battalion of 
the 18^^, which he joined at Shorncliffe. In October 
1861 he was appointed Depy. Asst Adjt. Genl. at 
Aldershot, and he held the post until the end of August 
1863, when he proceeded to join his battalion in New 
Zealand, where hostilities were at that time in progress. 
Soon after his arrival there in October, he was appointed 
Depy. Asst. Quarter Master GeuL, and in that capacity 
be served during the campaign of 1863-64, taking 
part in the actions of Rangariri and Paterangi, the 
capture of Orakau, and the action of Waiari, in which 
last he commanded (Medal, and created a Companion 
«f the Order of the Bath). On the 23^ June 1864 he 
was promoted to the rank of Major, unafttached, and 
placed on half-pay, and in January 1865 he vacated his 
appointment on the staff in New Zealand, and went 
borne. In March 1867 he was appointed Asst. Quarter 
Master General in Canada, and served there for two 
years. On the 17*^ June 1868 he was promoted to the 
rank of Colonel by brevet, and at the end of March 1869 
be vacated his appointment in Canada and returned 
borne. In the following August he was appointed Asst. 
Adjt. Genl. in Ireland and was posted to the Dublin 
districfc, but in July 1870 he was removed, in the same 
position, to the Head-Quarters Staff, on which he 
continued serving until the end of September 1872. On 
the 18*1^ March 1878 ho was promoted to the rank of 
Major-General. In March 1880, in compliance with 
the will of a relative, he assumed the additional name 
of Allan. In April 1881 he was appointed to the 
command of the Second Brigade of Infantry at Aldor- 
fihct, but he held this for only a few months, and on 
the December 1881 he was placed on the Retired 
List with the honorary rank of Lieutenant-General, 

^ May 1887 he was appointed Honorary Colonel of the 
^ Brigade, Northern Division of Garrison Artillery 
(the Durham Artillery Militia), which in 1889 became 
part of the Western Division. In June of the same 
year he was created a Enight Commander of the Order 
of the Bath. In October 1888 he was appointed to the 
command of the Tyne and Tees Brigade of Volunteer 
In&ntry.

187l).--ra6Zci at Kohat, No. 1042._Entered toe Bengal 
Army in 1854. Amved in India in January 1855, and 
was sent up to Allahabad to do duty with the lit** N I 

posted to the 

61®®N. I., and having joined that regiment at Jullun- 
dnr, he continued serving with it at that place until it 
mutinied and went off to Delhi in June 1857 ; ho was 
slightly wounded on that occasion, but this did not 
p^vent his accompanying the parsning column, when 
the pursoit of the mutineers to the Sutlej was at last 
! tardily undertaken. He subsequently returned to Jul- 
Inndnr, and did duty with the faithful remnants of his 
regiment untfi February 1858, when he was appointed 
to do duty with the Hoshiarpur Levy, In July 1858 
his services were placed at the disposal of the Foreign 
Department for employment in Oudh ; in the following 
month he was appointed a Divisional Adjutant in the 
Oudh Military Police j and in September he was 
advanced to the position of District Commandant. About 
the same time he was transferred from the 61®* to the 
32A N. I., with effect from the April preceding. 

He served with the Oudh Police Cavalry for upwards 
of a year, and was for many months actively employed 
against the mutineers and lubels in that part of tho 
country, and repeatedly engaged with them, especially 
in the affair of Rasnlabad, the attacks on Barwa and 
Sandila, the action of Jamu, the affairs of Chilauli, 
JabranU, Purwa and Maharajganj, the capture and 
destruction of Simri, and the draence of Purwa against 
the rebel leader Beni Madho Singh (Medal). In the 
autumn of 1859 his service in the Oudh May. Police 
terminated, and he joined the 32* N. I. at Doranda. 
Towardsthe end of October, however, he was appointed 
8©cond-in-0ommand of the 4*^ Punjab Cavalry, and 
having joined that regiment at Asni early in 1860, he 
was left there with a detachment, on outpost duty, when 
the corps was moved to Dera Ghazi Khan in the spring 
ofi^tyear; and he continued serving at that post 
until early in 1861, when he tejoined the hoad-qnarters 
of the regiment at Dera Ghazi Khan. In the following 
November he was admitted into the Bengal Staff 
Corps, with effect from the 38*^ February preceding. 
Towards the end of 1862 he marched with the regiment 
to Dera Ismail Khan, where he served with it for more 
than three years. In February 1864, under a new 
organisation, he became Second-in-Oommand and 
S<3[uadron OfiScer. In the spring of 1866 he proceeded 
with the regiment to Bannu. Towards the end of the 
following Swtember he was appointed Offg. Com** 
mandant of the co^s, and he continued in this position 
unto. January 18%. In March 1869 he went home 
on f orlough^ and was absent from India for neatly two 
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yeaxs. He returned in February 1871 and rejoined the 
4tii Punjab Cavalry at Kohat, and towards the end of 
the following April he was again appointed OfFg. 
Commandant. He was still holding this appointment 
when he died at Kohat on the 25*^ July 1871. 

Hawks, John Shaftoe, Lieutenant (1811—1844)— 
(have at Delhi, No, 77. — ^Entered the Bengal Army in 
1828. Arrived in India in November 1829, and in the 
following month was sent to Hidnapore to do duty with 
the 7*^ N. I. Being a supernumerary, he was not 
posted to a regiment for more than three years, and in 
the meantime he did duty with the 7*^ N. I., at Midna- 
pore, from December 1829 to November 1831, with the 
38*^ N. I., at the same place, in November and Decem- 
ber 1831, and with the 47^^ N. I,, at Cuttack, from 
December 1831 to November 1833. He was posted to 
the 22^ N. I., then at Lucknow, in March 1833, but he 
was permitted to continue doing duty with the 47*^‘ 
until November, and in the interval, in October 1833, 
he was removed from the 22^ to the 7^^^' N. I* He joined 
the 7*^ at Gorakhpur early in 1834, and in January 
1836 accompanied it on dnty to Lucknow, whence he 
proceeded with it to Almora. In the winter of 1837-38 
he marched with the regiment to Cawnpore. In June 
1839 he was appointed acting Interpreter and Quarter- 
Master to the 19^^ N. I. at Meerut ; he accompanied 
that regiment to Kainal in October 1840, and he con- 
tinued serving with it there until December 1841, when 
he proceeded to Neemuch and rejoined his own regiment, 
the 7*^ N . I. In April 1842 he was appointed acting 
Second-in- Command of the 2^ Irregular Cavalry, and 
assumed command of the left wing of that regiment 
at Neemuch ; he subsequently proceeded with this wing 
and joined the head-quarters of the regiment at Saugor, 
and was employed in some desultory operations against 
insurgents in Bnndelkhand. Li January 1843 he re- 
joined the 7*^ N. I. at Neemuch, and in the following 
December he was appointed acting Adjutant of the 
corps. In the spring of 1844 he marched with the 
regiment to Delhi, arriving there on the 28*^ March, 
a few days prior to which he was made permanent in the 
appointment of Adjutant. He died at Delhi on the 
13*^ June 1844. 

Hawthorn, Robert, V, 0., (1822— 1879).— 

Inscription at Delhi, No, 164.— Born in the parish of 
Maghera, near Londonderry, Ireland, in 1822, and was 
by occupation a labourer. — ^Enlisted into the 52^ Foot 
(Oxfordshire Light Infantry) at Athlone on the 
14th February 1836, and thereafter served for eight 
years and-a-half as a private. On the regiment embark- 
ing for Gibraltar in the following May he was left at the 
dep6t at Carlisle, and be continued serving with it there, 
and afterwards at Newcastle, Armagh and Naas, until 
January 1841, when he joined the regiment at Barbadoes 
in the West Indies. He afterwards served with the 
corps at Demerara and Berbice until Apiil 1842, when 
he accompanied it to New Brunswick, whence he pro- 
ceeded with it to Nova Scotia in September 1843. On 
the 1®* August 1844 he was appointed a bugler. In the 
following month he proceeded with the regiment to 
Canada, and he served with it there (at Quebec, 
La Prairie, and Montreal) until August 1847, when 
he returned with it to England, He then served with 
it at various places in England and Ireland until June 

1853, when he embarked with it for Bengal. Landing 
at Calcutta in the following October, he shortly after- 
wards proceeded with the regiment to the Upper 
Provinces, and with it arrived at Ambala in February 

1854. He afterwards served with it at Subathu and 
at the Ambala Camp of Exercise, and in March 1855 he 
accompanied it to Meerut, whence, early in 1866, he pro- 
ceeded with it to Cawnpore, andafterwWs to Lucknow, 
on the occasion of the annexation of Oudh. Early in 1857 
he marched with the regiment to Sialkot, and he was 
with it there when the Mutiny broke out in the following 


May. On the corps being detailed to form part of the 
Punjab Moveable Column he accompanied it into the 
field, and was present with it in the defeat and de- 
struction of the Sialkot mutineers at Trimmu Gh^t on 
the 12*^ and 16*^ of July. He afterwards accompanied 
the regiment to Delhi, served at the siege of that place 
from the 14*^ August, and was prominently engaged 
at the storm and capture of the fortress on the 14^^ Sep- 
tember. On that memorable day he was the bugler 
detailed to accompany the explosion party on the 
desperate duty of blowing in the Kashmir Gate, and he 
displayed on that occasion such conspicuous gallantry 
(not only in the performance of the dangerous duty on 
which he was employed, but in bintog up, under a 
heavy fire, the wounds of one of the Engineer officers 
with the party) that he was awarded the high distinc- 
tion of the Victoria Cross. After the capture of 
Delhi (for which he received the Indian Mutiny Medal 
with one clasp) he proceeded with the regiment to 
Jullundur, whence he returned with it to Sialkot in 
March 1858. At that place he continued serving with 
it until the spring of 1860, when he was sent home for 
discharge as time-expired. Arriving in England in tho 
following September, he was sent to the regimental 
depot at Chatham, and on the 7**^ May 13C1 he was 
discharged on pension. He died at Manchester on the 
2^ Februaiy 1879. 

Note. — ^This soldier’s name is mis-spelt in the inssripVion on the 
Kashmir Gate, and also in the notification awarding him the Tie- 
toria Cross ('London G^azeitef 2^th April 1858^. 

Hay, Roberts Lieutenant (c, 1815 — 1846).— 
Qraise and tablet at Ferozepore, Nos. 473 and 444.— 
Entered the Bengal Army in 1831. Arrived in India 
towards the end of October 1832, and early in tho 
following month was sent up toJamalpnr to do duty 
with the 35*^ N. I. In December 1833 he was posted 
to the 60^h N. I., which he joined at Barrackpore, and 
in the following August he went home on furlough. 
He returned to India in January 1839, and rejoined 
his regiment at Mirzapur, where he served with it 
until the following year, when he proceeded to Simla 
on sick leave. While he was there, at the end of 
April 1841, he was appointed Adjutant of ilie Nasiri 
Battalion (now the 1 ' Battalion, 1®* Gnrkba Bifies)^ 
which he joined at Subathu. In May 18 he was 
appointed to officiate as Second-in-Oommand of the 
battalion, and be continued serving with it in that 
capacity until the following October, when he was 
directed to rejoin his own regiment for service in the 
field. Thereafter, during the winter of 1842-43, he 
served with the 50*^ N. 1. in the operations undertaken 
for the suppression of the rebellion in Bnndelkhand 
and the Saugor and Narbadda Territories. He rejoined 
the Nasiri Battalion at Jutogh in March 1843 and re- 
assumed the Adjutancy of the corps, and he continued 
serving with it there until January 1846, when, in con- 
sequence of the outbreak of the first Sikh War, he 
marched with it to Ludhiana. The battalion having 
joined the detached force under the command of Sic 
Harry Smith, he was present with it in the battle of 
Aliwal on the 28^1^ of that month. On the 2^ February 
while still with the detached force, he was appointed 
Brigade-Major to the brigade under the command 
of Bri^dier Penny, and subsequently, on the 6**^, when 
a partial re-arrangement of ihe Aimy of the Sutlej 
took place, he was apwinted Brigade-Major to the 
Second Brigade, First Division. With tibis brigade 
he went into action at Sobraon on the 10*^, and in the 
great conflict of that day he fell. 

Hay, William, Fvrst-Ideutenant (1818— 1851).— 
drove at Kohat^ No, 1029,— Son of Oaptaiu Eobert Hay 
(a cadet of the Hays of Hopes, Bast Lothi^) ef the 
H. E. I, O.^s Marine Service, who was severely wounded 
in command of the Astell in the severe engagement be«' 
tween three of the Company’s ships and a French' 
s(luadron under Commodore Dnpexx4, in the Mozambique 
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Oiiaimel, on the 3^ July 1810. Born in 3818.— Entered 
ihe Bengal Army in 1836, as a Cadet of Airtillery. 
Amved in India in February 1837, and in the following 
November was posted to the 2^ Company 1®* Battalion, 
Foot Artillery, which he Joined at Dum-Dum, at which 
station he had been doing duty since his arrival in the 
country. At the end of December 1838 he was transfer- 
red to the 1®* Company 1®* Battalion, at the same station, 
he was shortly afterwards sent to command the 
artillery details serving in Arakan ; there, howevei*, his 
health broke down to such an extent that, in J une 
1839, he was obliged to go home on furlough. During 
his absence from India he was removed, in succession, to 
the 1st Company Battalion in December 1839, the 
2^ Company 1®* Battalion in March 1840, the 4*^ Troop 
2^ Brigade, Horse Artillery, in April 1840, and the 
2^ Company Battalion in November 1840 ; and on 
promotion to the rank of First-Lieutenant he was 
posted, August 1841, to the 4tii Company 3^ Battalion. 
He returned to India in November 1841, and Joined the 
last-mentioned company at Dum-Dum. He was re- 
moved in the following month to the 1®* Troop 2^ 
Brigade, at Kamal, but before he could join it he was 
transferred, January 1842, to the 4*>i' Troop 3^ Brigade, 
which he Joined at Meerut. In the succeeding August 
he was removed to the 4*^ Troop 2^ Brigade, which he 
Joined at Ludhiana, and with this troop, in the winter of 
1842-43, he served in the Army of Btoserve at Fcroze- 
pore. In the spring of 1843 he accompanied the troop 
to Neemuch, and there in January and February 1844 
he officiated as Adjutant of the Mewar Division of 
Airtillery. On the reorganisation of July 1845 taking 
place he was re-posted to the 4*^ Troop 2<^ Brigade, 
and at the end of the following month he was appoint- 
ed Commandant of the Artillery of the United Malwa 
Contingent, which he joined at Mehidpur. In December 
1847 he was transferred to the rolls of the 1®^ Company 
Battalion, Foot Artillery. In December 1848 he 
was replaced temporarily at the disposal of the Oom- 
mander-in-Ohief, and, his own company being then at 
Dum-Dum, he >vas ordered to join the 3^ Company 3^' 
Battalion, then with the field force under the command 
of Major-General Whish, and having done so he served 
with it at the siege and capture of Multan (Medal and 
olasp). On the termination of these operations he 
was ordered, 31®^^ January, to rejoin the Artillery of 
the United Malwa Contingent, and did so accordingly 
in February 1849, He continued serving with the 
-contingent until January 1851, when he was appointed 
to the command of No. 1 Light Field Battery, Punjab 
Irregular Force. He Joined this battery at Kohat, and 
at that place he died on the 7*^ June following. 

Haydon, Thomas, Second-Idetctenant (1826 — 
1846). — Grave at Simla, No. 313. — Entered the Bengal 
Army in 18M. Arrived in India in December of the 
same year, and for seven months did duty with the 
Artillery at Dum-Dum. In July 1845 he was posted 
to the 1®* Company 6*^ Battalion, Foot Artillery, which 
he Joined at Oawnpore. In the following November 
he was transferred to the 2 Company 8^^^ Battalion, 
then route from Meerut to Neemuch, but he con- 
tinued attached to the former company, which had been 
moved up towards the frontier on account of the Sikh 
invasion, and served with it in the latter part of the 
Sutlej campaign, including the battle oi Sobraon 
(Modal). In April 1846 he was removed to the 2A 
Company 6*^ Battalion, and joined it at Lahore. In 
the following September he proceeded on sick leave 
to Simla, where he died about six weeks later, on the 
October 1846. 

* Hayes, Frederick, Quarter-Masier (1801 -184^6) — 

Grave at Lahore, No. 596. — Having served for about 

twelve years in the ranks of H. M.^s 80*^ Regiment, 
and attained the position of Quarter-Master-Sergeant, 
was promoted to commissioned rank as Quarter- 
of the eoips on the 10*^ February 1837. In the 
following month he embarked with the regiment for 


New South Wales, where he served with it for seven 
years. In the summer of 1844 he accompanied the 
regiment to Bengal, landing at Calcutta in November 
of that year. He soon afterwards proceeded with the 
corps to the Upper Provinces, and at the end of March 
1845 arrived with it at Agra, whence he went on 
with it to Ambala in the autumn of the same year. 
Shortly after the arrival of the regiment at Ambala 
the first Sikh War broke out, and accompanying his 
regiment into the field he served with it throughout the 
campaign of 1845-46 on the Sutlej, including the 
battles of Mudki, Firozshabr and Sobraon (Medal and 
two clasps). Immediately after the battle of Sobraon 
he accompanied the regiment in the advance on Lahore, 
at which place the corps was left in garrison on the 
termination of the war ; and there he died on the 19***^ 
June 1846. 

Hayward, Panels Thomas Curtis, Ensign (1809 
— 1831 ). — Grave at Delhi, — see No. 196-/See Curtis- 
Hayward, Frederick Thomas. 

Hayward, George W, (P—1870)— ffmue at Gilgit> 
No, 1141.— Was an envoy of the Geographical 
Society ; went to Yasin in 1869, and gave his support 
to the Yasin Chief, Mir Wali, against the Maharaja of 
Kashmir. He again visited Yasin in the following 
year on his way to the Pamirs, and was killed, 18*^ 
July 1870, at the instig}:ition of Mir Wali, — ^the Gover- 
nor of Ohitral, Amin-ui-Mulk, being also implicated 
in the crime. 

Hearn, Francis George, Lieutenant (1841— 
186C ). — fahlet at Shaikh Diidin, No. 1091. — ^Entered 
H. M.*s Indian Military Foroos, Bengal, in 1859. 
Airivod in India in J uno of the same year, and in the 
following month was sent up to Lucknow to do duty 
with H. M.’r 23*^ Foot (the* Royal Welsh Fusiliers). 
In August 1859 he was posted to the cadre of the late 
20'‘'^ N. I., but in the following November he was re- 
moved, at his own request, to the 2^ European Bengal 
Fusiliers, then at Delhi. Before ho could join this 
regiment, however, his posting was cancelled (December 
1859), .and he w»as transfoiTed to the “ General List.” 
He remained attached to the Royal Welsh Fusiliers, 
at Lucknow, until towards the end of 18GJ, when 
he was appointed to do duty with the 3*1 N. I. at Sitapur* 
Dux'ing December 1861 and January 1862 he officiated 
as Adjutant of the right wing of tlxe regiment, detached 
to Gonda ; and from October 18G2 to February 1863 he 
similarly officiated as Adjutant of the left wing, 
detached to Shahjahanpur. In April 1863 he accom- 
panied the regiment to Lucknow, and ho continued 
serving with it there until the end of the succeeding 
month, wlien ho was appointed a Doing-Duty Officer 
in the I. Having joined this regiment at 

Bareilly, he accompanied it to Bhagalpur at the end 
of the year, and in Jatmary 1864 he was appointed 
Adjutant of the corps. For a few weeks in January and 
February 18C5 he officiated as Station Staff Officer at 
Bhagalpur, in addition to his other duties. In February 
1865 be left Bhagalpur with the rogimont en route 
to Dacca. On the 2^^ March, while on his way to 
that place, he was directed to proceed at once and 
Join the Right Brigade of the Duar Field Force, under 
the command of Bngadier-General Tombs, and on 
doing so he was appointed, by a Field Foi'Ce Order 
dated the 29*^» to do duty with the 29^^ N» I. With 
this regiment he served at the storm and capture of 
Dewangiri on the 2^1 April. On the 17**i of the same 
month his cervices were placed at the disposal of the 
Foreign Department, and on the 22^^ May he was 
appointed an Assistatit-Oommissioiior in the Punjab. 
In civil employ in that Province (at first at Jullundur 
and afterwards at Bannu) the remainder of his service 
was passed. He died at Shaikh Budiu on the 10^^ 
June lS66* . ,

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Hearsay, Charles John Rumball, Lieutenant 
(1857 — 1879). — Tablet at Lahore, No. 633. — Tlie eldest 
son of Lieutenant-General Sir JoHn Bennett Hearsey, 
K. 0. B., Bengal Oavaby, by his second marriage 
(with^ Emmaj daughter of Thomas Rumball, Esqr. 
of Friday Hall, Woodford, Essex). Born at Barrack- 
pore on the 20*^ April 1857. — Entered H. M.’s Serv- 
ice on the 11th February 1875 as a Sub-Lieutenant 
in the 9^^ Lancers, and was afterwards promoted to 
the rank of Lieutenant from the same date. Joined 
the regiment at Sialkot in the following April, and 
continued serving with it there until the autumn of 

1878, when, on the outbreak of the Afghan War, he 
accompanied two squadrons into the field in the Second 
Division of the Peshawar Valley Field Force. With 
this Division (of which he was for some time Field 
Paymaster, having been apponted to the charge of the 
treasure-chest in January 1879) he served on the 
Elhaibar line throughout the campaign of 1878-79, 
returning to Sialkot, with the two squadrons, on the 
22^ June, on the termination of the first phase of 
he war. At the end of July 1879 he was appointed 
to officiate as Quarter-Master of the regiment, and from 
the 17*^ of the succeeding month he held the appoint- 
ment of Offg. Interpreter as well. On the war 
breaking out afresh in September, he proceeded on 
service with the two squadrons of the regiment then 
at Sialkot, and, marching by way of the Kuram Valley, 
joined the force under the command of Sir Frederick 
Roberta at Kabul on the November. In the follow- 
ing month he was actively engaged in the severe fight- 
ing at and around Kabul, in the course of which he 
fell inaction while charging the enemy near Eila 
Kazi, in the Ohardeh Valley, on the ID^ December 

1879, 

Heathcote, Mark Henry, 0- JB., Lieutenant- 
Colonel and Brevet- Colonel (1836—1883). — Chrave and 
tablet at Lahore Cantonment, Nos, 678 and 687. — ^Bom 
in London, on the February 1836.— Entered the 
Bengal jkcmjm 1854. Arrived in India in January 
1865^, and in the following mouth was ordered up to 
Allahated, to do duty with the 11*^ N. I. In March 
1865 he was posted to the 19*^ N. I., and having 
joined that regiment at Lucknow, he mrched with it 
to Berhampore in the spring of the following year. 
At that place, in February 1857, the regiment dis- 
played a mutinous spirit, in consequence of which it 
was moved down to Barrackpore in the following 
month, and there disbanded ; and he subsequently con- 
tinued doing duty at that station until June 1857, when 
he was sent down to Calcutta for employment under 
the Depy. Quarter-Master- General, in the Presidency 
Office. In June 1859 he proceeded to Berhampore as 
StaS Officer to a force sent to that place, under the 
command of Colonel K. D. Mapkenzie, 0. B,, on 
special duty, on the occasion of the mutiny of the 
Sth European Regiment. He afterwards returned to 
Calcutta, and in May 1860 he was appointed an 
Offg. Depy. Asst. Quaiter-Master-General, remain- 
ing attached to the Presidency Office (with occasional 
tours of duty at Raniganj and Berhampore) until 
January 1861, when he w£|.s sent np to DarjeeKug for 
employment in connection with the expedition against 
the Raja of Sikkim. In February 1861 he was 
appointed a Depy. Asst. Quarter-Master- General on 
ihe establishment, and he served as such, at Cal- 
cutta and Meerut, until Febru&ry 1863, when he went 
home on furlough. On his return to India, in March 
1866, he was appointed First Doing-Duiy Officer with 
the 1* Bengal Oavaby, but from that time to the 
month of August he was attached, for duiy, to the 
ythpragoou Guards at Benares, and he did notjojji 
the Is* B^. Oavaby, then at Nowgong, until &p-; 
tember. lu the following month he was appoint^ 
Depy. Asst, Qr.-Mr.-Genl. with the Viceroy’s Camp 
at Agra^ and he remained in that employment for 


three months. In December 1866 he was admitted 
into the Bengal Staffi Corps. In January 1867 he 
rejoined the Is* Bl. Cavalry at Nowgong as First 
Squadron Subaltern, and from March to May follow- 
ing he officiated at first as Second-in-Oommand, and 
afterwards as Second Squadron Officer. In May 1867 
he was appointed an Offg. Dy. Asst. Qr.-Mr.-Genl, 
and was posted to the Saugor Division. In February 
1868 he was again appointed a Depy. Asst. Qr.-M.- 
Genl. on the establi^ment, and he served in that 
capacity in the Saugor, Sbhind and Jhelum (Rawal 
Pindi) Divisions until Januaiy 1872, when he 
was advanced to the grade of Asst. Qr.-Mr.-Genl. 
In this appointment he continued serving in the Rawal 
Pindi Division until March 1874, when he was selected 
for famine relief duty and sent down to Bihar, where 
he was afterwards continuously employed for five 
months. In August 1874 he was appointed Asst. 
Qr.-Mb.-Genl. with the Daffla Expeditionary Force, 
and in that capacity he served throughout the Dafifia 
Expedition until February 1875, and afterwards in 
the succeeding Naga Expedition until the following 
May. He was ■&eu posted, as Asst. Qr.-Mr.-Genl,, to 
the Oudh Division, but he served there for only six 
months, having, in November 1875, been appointed, 
in the same position, to the force sent on service to 
the Malayan Peninsula, with which he served through- 
out the Perak Expedition of 1875-76 (India Medal and 
clasp). From February 1876 to February 1877 he offici- 
ated as Depy. Qr.-Mr.-Genl. at Army Head Quarters, and 
during this period he was specially employed as a 
member of the Executive Committee of the Imperial 
Assemblage at Delhi, his services in connection with 
which were acknowledged in terms of high commenda- 
tion by the Commander-in-Chief, by the Gov** of India^ 
and by H, M.’s Gov** at home. From Febomaiy to 
November 1877 he served as Asst. Qr.-Mr.-Genl, at 
Army Head Quarters. He was then appointed Offg. 
Second-in-Command of the 9*^ Bengal Oavaby, which 
he joined at Deoli, in the following January. In April 
1878 he was appointed Second-in-Oommand of the 
17*^ Bengal Cavaby, bnt he continued serving with 
the and haying, in May, accompanied that corps 
on the e^edition to the Mediterranean, he afterwards 
served with it at Malta and Cyprus. He was subse- 
quently employed on a mission to Beyrout and Da- 
mascus, to purchase horses, and did not return to India 
until September, on the 19*^ of which month he joined 
and took up his appointment in the 17*^^ Bengal 
Oavaby at Peshawar. In December 1878 he was 
appointed Asst. Qr.-Mr.-Genl. with the- Second Divi- 
sion of the Peshawar Valley Field Force, with which 
he served in the second Bazar Valley Expedition 
and on the Khaibar line of communications during the 
first phase of the Afghan War. In February 1879 
he rejoined the 17*^ Bengal Cavalry at Peshawar, but 
in the following April ho Was again taken for the 
Staff of the forces in the field and appointed a Road 
Commandant on the Line of Communications of the 
Kuram Field Force. He served in this capacity until 
September, when, on the renewal of the war with 
Afghanistan, he was appointed Director of Transport 
wifii the Kuram-Kabul Field Force, and moving f or- 
waa?d with that force, he was present in October 1879 
at the action of Charasiah. In January 1880 he was 
appointed a Road Commandant on the Khaibar line, 
and in that position he served until the termination 
of the war (Medal and clasp, and created a Cou^nion 
of the Orto of the Bam), In September 1^0 he 
rejoined the 17*^ Bengal Cavaby at Peshawar, and, in 
the course of that month he officiated for a brief 
period as Coinmandant of the corps, la ihe succeed- 
ing month he went home on furlough, and was absent 
from India for nearly fifteen months. Eetaming 
towards the end of December 1881, he rejoined his 
icegiment at Bareilly early in January 1882, but he had * 
been with it only a few days when, on the 18*^ of 
that month, he was appointed Coinmandant of the 
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Bengal Oayaliy (Jai Lancers). He joined iiiis 
3 regiment at Morar, Gwalior, and he held command 
of it until his death, which occurred at Lahore on the 
22^ October 1883.

Henderson, Benjamin, 0. B., Major (1823—1861) 
Orave and tablet at Koliat, Nos, 1031 and 1042.— 
The second son of David Henderson, Bsqr., of 
Stemster, Co. Caithness. Born on the 29*^ August 
1823. — Entered the Bengal Army in 1841. Arrived 
in India in July of the same year, and proceeding 

to Aligarh, he there joined the N. I. to which, 

in anticipation of his arrival, he had been posted 
in the preceding May. In November 1843 he 
accompanied the regiment to Ludhiana. In Novem- 
ber 1844 he was appointed acting Interpreter and 
Quarter-Master of the regiment, and he continued 
officiating until April 1845, when he was made 

permanent in the appointment. On the outbreak 

of the first Sikh War he accompanied his regiment 
into the field, and served with it throughout the 
Sutlej Campaign of 1845-46, including the battles of 
Mudki and JJiwal (Medal and clasp). Having after 
the battle of Aliwal been left with his regiment 
at Ludhiana, he was, on the 2^ Febuary 1846, 
appointed OfEg. Depy. Asst. Qr.-Mr.-GenL to the 
Eorce retained at that place under the 'command of 
Brigadier Wheeler, and he held the appointment 
nntn the breaking up of the Army of the Sutloj 
in March, when he proceeded on leave to Simla, 
He rejoined his regiment at Jaunpur in December 
1846, marched with it soon^ afterwards to Benares, 
and continued serving with it there, as Interpreter 
and Quarter-Master, until May 1849, when his 
services were placed at the disposal of the Foreign 
Dept., and he was appointed Seoond-in-Command 
of the 3^ Punjab Infantry. He joined &is regi- 
ment at Hasan Abdal before the end of the 
month, and assumed command pending the arrival 
of the officer appointed to the post of Commandant, 
and towards the end of the following October while 
still in command, he took charge of tho duties 
of Adjutant in addition to his own, remaining 
in this position until March 1850. In March 1861, 
he was appointed Commandant of tho regiment, with 
which he shortly afterwards marched to Barkot, 
in Hazara. Thence, in March 1852, ho proceeded 
with the regiment to join the force operating in 
theEanizai country, and he was specially compliment- 
ed by Sir Colin Campbell on the state in which he 
had brought his regiment into camp after a 
forced march of nealy thirty miles. Having, 
however, been posted with his regiment at 
Gujargarhi, in Yusafzai, he took no part in the 
opera&ns, and in the following month he marched 
with the corps to Kohat, In March 1853, in command of 
a wing of the regiment, he proceeded to Draband, and 
joining a field force there, served with it in the expedi- 
tion against tho Shiranis in the following month. He 
subsequently returned to Kohat with the detached 
wing of bis regiment, and in November 1853 he 
took part in the operations resulting in the settle- 
ment of the Kohat Pass. In March 1855 he 
was appointed Offg. Asst. Commissioner of Kohat, 
in addition to his other duties, for so long as 
his regiment should be stationed at that place. 
In, : the following month he accompanied his 
regiment on service and commanded it tooughont 
the Miranzai Expedition, and he again commanded 
it, in the foUowing September, in tho expedition 
against the Eubia Khd Urakzais, in the cotstbo of 
which he led the coluixm which attacked and 
captured the village of Nasin on the Samana 
BwEige. In December 1855 he was appointed 


Offg. Depy.^ Commissioner of Kohat, on terms and 
conditions similar to those on which he had been 
appointed Offg. Asst. Commr. In October 1856 
as Civil and Political Officer, he accompanied the 
expedition into Miranzai, and took a prominent part 
in tho surprise and capture of Torawari, the 
Alsatia of that part of the frontier ; and during 
the two succeeding months he served, in the same 
capacity, in the expedition to the Kuram Valley, 
and was present at the surprise of the encampments 
of the Mifl,Tni section of the Kabul Khel Waziris. 
On the conclusion of these operations he returned 
to his post at Kohat, and he was there when the 
Mutiny broke out in May 1857.^ Being in command 
of the Kohat district at tho time, he, on the 8*^ 
July, disarmed the three companies of the 58*^ N. I. 
there, and, acting with vigour and determination, 
he maintained order and tranquillity throughout 
that troublous period. In April 1858 he proceeded 
on leave, and in the following month he went 
home on furlough. On his return to India in 
November 1859, he was taken into civil employ, 
and having on the 23^ ^ of that month been 
appointed Depy. Commissioner of Kohat, his 
connection with the 3^ Punjab Infantry then 
ceased. In December 1859, as a Civil and Political 
Officer, ho accompanied the expedition against ihe 
Kabul Khel Waziris, and was prominently engaged 
in bringing that clan to submission. In May 
1860, in recognition of his^ valuable^ civil and 
political services on the Punjab Frontier, he was 
appointed a Companion of the Order of the Bath 
in the Civil Division. In August 1861^ he was 
admitted into the Bengal Staff Corps, with effect 
from the 18**^ February preceding, from which 
date he was also promoted to the rank of Major, 
He continued in the appointment ^ of Depy. 
Commr. of Kohat until his death, wliich occurred 
at that place on the 23^ August 1861. 

Henderson^ George St. Julien, Lieutenant 
(1823— 1846).— Grave at Amlala^ — see No, 274. — Enter-' 
ed H. M.’s Service on the 29*^ December 1843 as an 
Ensign in the 29**^ Foot. Arrived in India in 
August 1844, and joined the regiment at Moemt 
in the following cold season. In November 1845 
he proceeded with the regiment to Kasauli, but tho 
corps had scarcely got there when it was 
ordered down again in consequence of the outbreak 
of the first Sikh War. Marching with the regiment 
he joined the Army of the Sutlej at Mudki on 
the 19^^ December, and served with it throughout 
the subsequent campaign, including tho battles 
of Firozshahr and Sobraon, in the latter of which 
he was slightly wounded (Medal and clasp). 
On the 22^ December 1846 he attained tho raii 
of Lieutenant, in succession to an officer killed in 
the battle of Firozshahr. On the termination of 
the campaign he returned to Kasauli with the 
regiment, and he served with it there until the 
autumn, when ho went down to Ambala, at which 
place he died on the 24«i November 1846. 

Hennessey, John Arthur Campbeli, TAeutenant 
(1879-1900). Grave at Bora Isinail Khan, No, 1084. — 
The only son of Mr. John B. N. Hennessey, Deputy 
Superintendent, G3?eat Trigonometrical Survey of 
Lxoia. Bom at Mussoorie on the 17**^ October 
1879.-— Entered H. M.’s Service (from the Eoyal 
Mily. College) on the 27*^ July 1898, as a 
Second-Lieutenant on the unattached list of 
candidates / for the Indian Staff Corps. He pro- 
ceeded to India shortly afterwards, and in -Novem- 
ber 1898 was attach^ to the 1®* Battalion of 
the Bo^l West Sui^tey Eegiment (tho 3^ Foot)* 
With this corps he served, at Bawsl Pindf am 
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Gharial, for^ a year, on the expiration of wMcIi 
he was admitted into the Indian StafE Corps with 
effect from the November 1899. In the 

course of the same month he was appointed an 
Offg. Wing OfiScer (siyled “ Offg. Doable-Company 
Officer in the following year) in the 27*^ Bengal In- 
fantry, and having joined that corps atEdwardesabad, he 
served for some months with a detachment at 
the ontpost of Kajnri Kach, In July 1900 he 
was appointed a Double- Company Officer in the 
45*^ B. I. (Rattray’s Sikhs), and he joined that 
regiment ^ at Dera Ismail Khan. He afterwards 
served with a detachment of the corps at the out- 
post of Jandola, and was killed (shot dead) in an 
affair with a gang of Mahsud Waziri raiders at 
the Shuza Tangi, thirteen miles north-east of 
Jandola, on the 23*^ October 1900. 

Herbert, John Sweeting, Lieutenant (c. 1824— 
1849 ). — Tablet at Multan, No. 882. — Entered H. M.’s 
Service on the April 1842 as an Ensign in 

ihe 10*^ Foot, and having joined that regiment 
at Winchester, he in the following month embarked 
with it for Bengal. Landing at Port William, 
Calcutta, early in the following September, he 
continued serving there with the regiment for 
more than two years, in the course of which, on the 
10*^ November 1843, he was promoted to the rank 
of Lieutenant. In the winter of 1844-45 he 
marched with the regiment to] Meerut,! whence 
in December 1845, on the outbreak of the fet Sikh 
War, he proceeded with it to join the Army of the 
Sutlej. In February 1846 he was present with the 
corps at the decisive battle of Sobraon (Medal), 
immediately after which he marched with the 
regiment to Lahore. On the termination of the 
war he returned with the corps to Meerut, whence 
he accompanied it to Ferozeporo in November 1846, 
and to Lahore in January 1847. In July 1848 
he marched with the regiment to Multan, on service, 
to coerce the rebellious Governor of that place, the 
Dewan Mulraj, and in an attack on the enemy’s 
entrenched j^sition under the walls of the fortress 
on the 12“ September, he received a severe 
wound, from the effects of which he died on the 
21 fi* February 1849. 

Herbert^ Richard Athelustan, Lieutenant and 
Brevet-Gaptain (1811-1848).— Gratae at Jullmdmf 
No. 527.— The thred son of George Arthur Herbert, 
Bsq^r., of GlanHafren and Llanllugan, Co. Mont- 
gomery, who was descended from a common 
ancestor with the Earls of Pembroke, Carnarvon 
and Powis. Bom in 1811. — ^Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1828. Arrived in India at the end of 
June 1829, and in the following August was 
ordered up to Cawnpore to do duty with the 24*^ 
S, I, In the succeeding month, however, before 
lie could’ join this regiment, ho was posted to the 
46*i^ N. I., and, proceeding onwards, he joined that 
corps at Muttra. Towards the end of 1832 he marched 
wim the regiment to Neemuoh. In September 1834 he 
was appointed acting Interpreter and Quarter-Master 
to the Light Cavalry, at the same station, and in 
the. autumn of the same year he served with that 
corps in the demonstration against Jodhpur. He re- 
verted to his own regiment in December 1834, 
and having in November 1835 been appoint- 
ed acting Interpreter and Quarter-Master, 
he soon afterwards accompanied the corps to 
Garrawara. He .continued acting as Interpreter and 
Qua^r-Master until April 1836, when he was 
appointed to officiate in the same capacity with the 
Light Cavalry, and having joined that regiment 
in camp near Jaipur, he proceed^ with it, in the 
following June, to Nasiiabad. In August 1836 he 


was appointed permanent Interpreter andQuarfer- 
Master to his own regiment, and having rejoined 
it at Garrawara, he accompanied it, in December 
to Jubbulpore, whence, in ihe spring of 1839, he 
marched with it to Delhi. In August 1889 he was 
appointed to officiate as Assistant to the Agent to 
the Governor- General at Delhi, and afterwards 
(3^ September) as Assistant to the Commissioner 
of the Delhi division ; and he remained in that 
situation until Januaiy 1840, when he was appointed 
a Junior Assistant under the Commissioner of the 
Saugor division, and vacated his regimental appoint- 
ment of Interpreter and Quarter-Master. He 
continued serving as a Junior Asst. Commissioner 
in the Saugor division until March 1843, when he 
was appointed Quarter-Master and Staff Officer to 
the Bundelkhand Legion. He joined this corps at 
Jhansi, but early in the following September his 
services were replaced at the disposal of the Com- 
mander-in-CMef, and having rejoined the 46th at 
Barrackpore, he went home on furlough in January 
1844. He returned to India in December 1846 
rejoined his regiment at Jnllundnr, whence in 
May 184? he proceeded on leave to Simla. He 
rejoined the 46*^ at Lahore in the following 
November, and continued serving with it there 
until September 1848, when he was appointed 
Qffg. Seoond-in-Command of the 1®* Sikh Local 
Infantry. He proceeded immediately and joined 
that regiment at Hoshiarpur, and on the 19«i of 
the same month, “ though suffering, as Major 
Hodgson says in his despatch, “ from the effects of a 
severe wound ” (how, when and where received 
m not on record^, he was conspicuously engaged 
in the defeat of the rebel Ram Singh at - 
near Nurpur. He continued serving with the 1^ 
Sikhs until the 16*^ November following, when, at 
JuUxmdur, he suddenly brought his career to a 
termination by shooting himself. 

Noth.— The second Christian name of this officer is entered 
above eaictly as it appeared in the Army Lists and in 
official doenments thi’onghout his service, but it is to be 
noted that in the family records, as set forth in Burke 
it is q?elt '^Athelstan.” ' 

H6rri6Sf V^illiRm Hobart, Captain and Btevet* 
Major (c, 1817—1845 ).^ — Tablet at Ferozepore, Nos. 4i4il 
and 445 — The second son of the Right Hon’ble John 
Charles Herries, M. P., who was Seoretaiy-at-War 
in Sir Robert Peel’s first administration, 1834-3S - 
nephew of Lieutenant-General Sir William Lewis 
Herries, K. 0. H., 0. B. ; and younger brother rf 
Sir Charles John Herries, K, 0. B., Chairman o£ 
the Board of Inland Revenue.— Entered H.M.’s 
Service on the 6*^ March 1835 as an Ensign in 
the 43*1 Foot. Joined that regiment at Cork, and 
in June 1835 accompanied it to New Brunswick 
whence, towards the end of 1837, on the oooasiou 
of the Papineau rebellion, he accompanied the corps 
to Canada by land, the march, through a wilderness 
in the depth of a Canadian winter, being described 
as one of the most extraordinary on record. On 
the 12^^ April 1839 he was promoted to the rank 
of Lieutenant, He returned home in 184J," and 
at the end of that year accompanied Lord 
EUenborough, Governor-General designate, to India, 
On arrival, oh the last day of February 1842 he 
was formally appointed Aide-de-Oamp to ’ffis 
Lordship, with whom, in the following winter, he 
served in the. camp of the Army of Reserve at 
Ferozepore. On the 27tii December 1842 hs 
was promoted to the rank of Captain. On the 
23^ June 1843, he exchanged into the 3^ Light 
Dragoons, so to come on the Indian Establish- 
ment, and having, at the end of the year, accotn- 
panied Lord EUenborough into the fiel^ on the 
occasion, of the Gwalior Campaign, he was present, 
aoMng as, Aide-de-Oamp to Sfr Joseph ThackwelL 
Oommahdiag the„ Catalry, at the battle 
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JMiarajpnr, in wMcli lie displayed the most dis- 
tinCTished gallantry in bringing o% a 

deadly fire, Major-General Clmrcliill and Captain 
Somerset, both wounded, the former mortally so 
(bronze star). On the recall of Lord BUenborough, 
he served as Aide-de-Camp to tbe Hon ble T'iT. W* 
Bird, the acting Governor- General, from the 15^^ June 
to the 23d July 1844, when he was appointed in the 
same capacity to the staff of Lord Bllenborough’s 
successor, Lieutenant-General the Hight Hoimurable 
Sir Henry Hardinge, G. 0. B. On the 25^ April 
1845, in recognition of his gallant conduct in the 
Gwalior Campaign, he was promoted to the rank 
of Major by brevet. On the outbreak of the fet 
Bikh War he accompanied Sir Henry Hardinge into 
the field, but he fell unfortunately in the very 
first engagement of the campaign, having been 
Idlled in the battle of Mudki on the Decem- 
ber 1846. Of him Sir Henry Hardinge wrote — “ He 
was daringly brave; and he had a mind so well 
regulated to take a rapid view of all military 
operations that, had he been spared, he would have 
made a distinguished oflS.cer in command.’’ 

Herveys Andrew Hugh George John, Suh- 
Zimtenant (1858 — ISVB). — InscrijpUon at AttoeJe.-^ 
Son of Lieutenant-General Andrew Hervey, O.B., Bengal 
Infantry. Bom at Darjiling on the 21st April 1S58. — 
Entered H.M’s Service on the 12^^ Bebrnary 1876 
as a Sub-Lieutenant in the 1®* Battalion, 8^^ Boot. 
He joined that corps at Peshawar during the 
following summer, and died there, of cholera, on the 
25^ October 1876. 

Hext, Charles Staniforthjr Captain (1816 — 
1855). — Grave at Attoch, No. 845,— The fourth aud 
youngest son of John Hext, Esqr., of Trenarren, Co. 
Cornwall. Bom on the 5^^ Bebruary 1816.— Entered 
H. M.’s Service on the 9*^ October 1835 as an Ensign 
in the 4*^ Boot, which he joined at Sydney, in New 
Bouth Wales, in the following year. In August 1837 
he sailed with the regiment for India, and landing at 
'Madras on the last day of September, was stationed 
with the corps at Bort George, On the 6^^ October 
1837 he was promoted to the ra^ of Lieutenant. In 
1839 he went home on leave, and he was absent from 
India until the autumn of 1842, when he rejoined the 
regiment at BeUary, Early in 1843 he accompanied 
iihe corps to Secunderabad, and while serving there, on 
the 25 *h February 1845, he was promoted to the rank 
of Captain, In the winter of 1845-46 he marched with 
the regiment to Kamptee, and early in 1848 he accom- 
panied it to Bort St. George, In the spring of the 
same year he went 'vvith the regiment, and lauding 
towards the end of September, accompanied the corps 
to Winchester, where he served with it until the end of 
the following year. On the 28*^ December 1849 he 
exchanged into the 8*^ Boot, and, proceeding to Indi% 
lie joined that corps at Karachi late in the spring of 
ihe succeeding year. At the end of 1860 he accom- 
panied the regiment to Deesa, and in the winter of 
1863-64 he marched with it to Agra. In September 
1854 he was appointed, temporarily, an Assistant to the 
Cldef Engineer in the Punjab, and was posted to Attock 
nudeir the designation of Offg. Asst. Civil Engineer. 
At that place he died on the 26*^ January 1855, 

Hickey, Charles Edmund, Oajptam (1820— 
1852) . — Grave at Ferozepore^ No. 492. — The eldest son 
ef Lieutenant William Hickey, 2^ N. I., sometime 
Adjutant of the Calcutta Native Militia, who on re- 
fiigning the service in 1829 settled as a Bree Mer- 
ehant ” at Calcutta, where he died in 1841. — Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1837. Arrived in India in June of 
fhe same year, and was sent up to Barraokpore to do 
duty with the 73^ N. I. In the following November, 
on flie 73^ marching out, in course of relief, he was 
appenuted to do duty with the 15^^N. 1., at the same 

staiiaiu Xu Deoembor 1837 he wad posted to the 1^ 


N. I., and, proceeding to the Upper Provinces, he joined 
that corps at Saugor. Towards the end of 1840 he 
accompanied the regiment to Agra, and in the winter 
of 1841-42 he proceeded with it to Barraokpore, whence 
he marched with it to Berhampore at the end of 1843, 
and onward to Dinapore in the spring of 1844. In 
May 1845 he was appointed Adjutant of the Calcutta 
Native Militia (now the 18*^ Indian Infantry), and 
joined that regiment at Alipur. In October 1848, on 
the outbreak of the second Sikh War, his services were 
replaced at the disposal of the Commander-in-Chief, 
and he rejoined his regiment in Bort Govindgarh, Am- 
ritsar, where he remained in garrison throughout the 
Punjab Campaign of 1848-49 (Medal). In March 
1849, on the termination of the war, he was granted 
permission to lejoin his appointment at Calcutta ; he, 
however, proceeded to Simla on sick leave, which was 
afterwards extended to November 1849, when (though 
the fact was not notified until the end of March 1850) 
he resigned the Adjutancy of the Calcutta Native 
Militia and rejoined the 1st N. I. at Jullundur. In 
January 1852 he was appointed a Brigade-Major on the 
establishment, and on the 19*^ of the same month he 
was posted to Berozepore, at which station he died on 
the lO^Ji September following. 

Note. — Captain Hickey married, at Bareilly on the 29th April 
1851, Sarah Eelmonstono, the third daughter of Lieuteuant-Gener^ 
Joseph Nash, C. B., Bengal Infantry. His widow married, secondly, 
at Naini Tal in November 1854, WiUiato HcChlery, Esq., of the 
Bengal Civil Service. 

Hickey, William Alexander George, Lieutenant 
and Brevet- Captain (1824 — 1855 ). — Grave at Lahore^ 
No. 611. — The second son of Lieutenant William Hickey, 
2^ N. I., and a younger brother of Captain Charles 
Edmund Hickey (q. -u.). Bom at Alipur, Calcutta, in 
1824.' — ^Entered the Bengal Army in 1840. Being 
abeady in India when appointed, he was formally ad- 
mitted into the service on the 21®^ October, and was 
soon afterwards granted permission to remain in Cal- 
cutta on leave for two months. In January 1841 he 
was posted to the 82^ N. I., and, his leave having been 
extended for the purpose, he joined that regiment at 
Bhagalpur in April, and went on ■with it to Dinapore, 
arriving there on the 2^ M^. He served with the 
regiment at that place until November 1842, when he 
proceeded on leave to the Presidency, whence in Janua:^ 
1843 he went homo on furlough. Ho returned to India 
in October 1845, and soon afterwards proceeded to the 
Upper Provinces for the purpose of rejoining his regi- 
ment, but when passing Benares, towards the end of 
December, he was detailed for duty "with a detachment 
of European recruits in progress to Oawnporo, and 
having been detained with this party ho did not rejoin 
his regiment, then at Neemuch, until Bebruary 1846. 
At the end of the following month he proceeded on 
leave to Mussoorie, where ho remained until October, 
and from that month until December he did duty ■with 
the N. I., at Ludhiana, awaiting the arrival there 
of his own regiment, then in progress from Ncemuch. 
Immediately on the arrival of the 32^ he wont on with 
the regiment to Berozepore, and thence early in Januazy 
1847 to Lahore. In January 1848 he was appointed 
Adjutant of the 1®^ Irregular Cavalry, and having 
joined that corps soon afterwards at Neomuch, ho offi.- 
ciatedas Second-in-Command from October 1848 to 
April 1849. In the winter of 1849-60 ho proceeded 
■with tlie regiment to Lahore and there during the next 
two years-and-a-hal£ he twice offlioiated as Beoond-in^ 
Command, — from June to November 1850, and again 
from April to August 1852* In August 1862 he ■was 
appointed Second-in-Oommand and Offg. Ooi^andant 
01 the 16*^ Irregular Cavalry, and having joined that 
regiment at Pediawar, he marched with it, early in 
1853, to Lahore, where he held command of it untu tte 
22* March, BtomMayto November 1863 he again 
oflSciated as Cammaaidaiit. In tke spring of 1854 he 
commanded a portion of the regiment dekiched to Qur- 
da^ur, and after rejoining heaid-quatrers at the end of 
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April lie was appointed to officiate as Adjutant in addi- 
tion to his duties as Second-in- Command. In this posi- 
tion he continued until his death, which took place at 
Lahore on the 17*^^ October 1855. 

Notb. — On tie 4tb June 1855, only a few- monthi before his 
death, Captain Hickey was married, at Anarkalli, La We, to Emily, 
third daughter of the Bevd. T. W. Mercer. 

Hickman, Devereux Waltar, Major (1857— 
1898). — Tallei at Amhala^ No, 270 ; grave at Jhelwn^ 
No, 772.^A cadet of the Hickmans of Chorlton House, 
near Leamington, Co. Warwick. Bom on the 3^ August 
1857. — Entered H. M.'s Service on the ll^h February 
1875 as a Sub-Lieutenant on the Unattached List. On 
the 28th January 1876 he was posted to the Battalion 
4*^ Foot, which he joined at Gibraltar. On the 5*^ May 
1877 he was transferred to the 54^1^ Foot (now the 2^ 
Battalion, Dorsetshire Eegiment), and proceeding to 
India he joined that regiment in Fort William, Calcutta, 
towards the end of the year. In April 1878 he was 
promoted to the rank of Lieutenant, with effect from 
the 11*^ February 1876, and in October 1878 he was 
appointed Interpreter to the regiment. On the 28*^ 
February 1879 he was appointed an Offg. Wing Officer 
in the 1®* N. I., on probation for the Bengal Staff Corps, 
and having joined that regiment at Mian Mir, he pro-- 
ceeded with it, in March 1879, to Peshawar. In the 
following May and June he officiated for about a month 
as a Wing Commander, and in the following September 
he was nominated to officiate as Quarter-Master of the 
regiment. To this post he was re-appointed in the 
succeeding December, and he held it until April 1880, 
when he went home on sick leave, vacating his proba- 
tionary appointment for the Staff Corps and reverting 
to the position of Lieutenant in the 54*^ Foot. He 
returned to India in the spring of 1881, and having 
joined the wing of the 54*ii at Delhi, he was, in the 
following June, appointed acting Paymaster and Quar- 
ter-Master to it. On the 26*i^ March 1882 he was again 
appointed an Offg. Wing Officer in the 1®* S'. I., on 
probation for the Bengal Staff Corps, into which he 
was subsequently admitted with effect from that date. 
He joined the regiment at Nowshera, and in the follow- 
ing September he was made permanent in the appoint- 
ment of Wing Officer. Ahont the same time he was 
appointed to officiate as Quarter-Master, and in the 
succeeding December he accompanied the corps to 
Bawal Pindi. In the following year he was appointed 
Offg. Adjutant of the regiment, and he continued in 
that appointment until Jnne 1883, when the appoint- 
ment of Quarter-Master was conferred upon him. In 
the spring of 1884 he was selected for special duty in 
the Military Department at Simla, as Attach^ and Per- 
sonal Assistant to the Mily. Member of Council, and he 
remained there until the end of August, when he re- 
joined his regiment and shortly afterwards proceeded 
with it on service in the Zhob Valley Expedition. He 
returned to Bawal Pindi with the regiment in January 
1885, and during several months of that year he was 
Again employed, as before, in the Mily. Dept, at Simla, 
In the spring of 1886 he proceeded with the regiment 
dErom Eawsd Pindi to Fyzabad, and in the succeeding 
October he was appointed Adjutant of the corps, with 
Affect from the 20**^ March preceding. Ldl the autumn 
Af the same year he accompanied the regiment on serv- 
See to Burma, and he was actively employed through- 
jout the campaign of 1886-87 in that conntcy, including 
the Wuntho E^edition (India Medal and clasp). In 
February 1887 he vacated the Adjutancy of the regi- 
ment in consequence of his promotion to the rank of 
Captain. In July 1887 he was appointed senior Wing 
Officer of the 34**» B. I. (Pioneers), and joined that 
regiment at Mian Mir, where he served with it until the 
autunan of the following year. Being on the sick list 
at the time, he was unable to accompany the regiment 
on the Hazara Expedition in October 1888, and his 
illness continuing, he was compelled, in the succeeding 
December, to go home on furlough. He returned to 
India in l^ch 1890, and rejoined his regiment at 


Apozai in the Zhob Valley, and towards the end of the 
year he was appointed to officiate as a Wing Command- 
er. In March 1891 he was appointed Offg. Depy* 
Ass^>- Adjt- -Gen ^ of the Punjab Frontier Force, and in 
that capacily he served throughout the second Miranzai 
Expedition of that year, iucluding the operations on the 
Samana Eange (clasp to India Medal). He continued 
in this appointment until October, and in the following 
December he was appointed Offg. Dy. Ass*- Adj*-Gen 
of the Sirhind District. In January 1892 he was ap- 
pointed a Depy. Ass*- Adj*- -Gen^* on the establishment?, 
and having been posted to the Sirhind District, he con- 
tinned in that position for five years, in the course of' 
which, on the 22^ January 1896, he was advanced, re- 
gimentally, to the position of Wing Commander. On, 
Bie completion of his term of staff employment in the 
Sirhind District in January 1897, he was appointed Offg. 
Second-in-Command of the 23^ B. I. (Pioneers), with 
which he served, at Ambala, until the end of the suc- 
ceeding July, when he was appointed permanent Second-. 
in- Command of his own regiment, llie 34*^ . Almost 
immediately afterwards, on the 4*^ August, he was ap- 
pointed Offg. Depy Asst. Quarter-Master -General ai 
the head-quarters of the Punjab Command ; but he did 
not retain this appointment long, for in the following 
October, on his regiment being detailed for field serv- 
ice on the N.-W. Frontier, he resigned his Offg. Staff 
appointment and rejoined the corps at Jhelum. During 
the Frontier War of 1897-98 he was engaged with the 
34*i» in the advance into the lower part of the Bara, 
Valley, and subsequently in the operations undertaken 
for the purpose of re-opening the Khaibar Pass. In 
the course of these last he unfortunately fell, having 
been shot through the heart in a skirmish with the 
enemy (Zakka Khel Afridis) at Sultankhel, near 
Landi Kotal, on the 3^ January 1898. 

Higginson, Archibald James Macaulay, 
tenant (1869 — 1897). — Tablet at Bannu, No, 1076; 
grave at Datta Khel^ No, 1106 ; memorial at Vatta 
Khel, No, 1108. — ^Bom on the 24*^ April 1869. — Enter- 
ed H, M.’s Service (from the Eoyal Mily, College) on 
the 29*^ March 1890, as a Second-Lieutenant in the 2^ 
Battalion, West Biding Eegiment (the 76*^ Foot), which 
he joined at Halifax, in Nova Scotia. In March 1891 
he accompanied the battalion to tbs West Indies, 
whence (having been promoted to the rank of Lieuten- 
ant on tbe 18*^ February 1892) he proceeded with ii 
to South Africa in June 1893. Having, in the sam^ 
year, volunteered for the Indian Service, he proceeded 
to Madras, and on the 31®* December was appointed an 
Offg. Wing Officer in the 15*^ Madras Infantry, on 
probation for the Indian Staff Corps, into which he was, 
afterwards admitted with effect from that date. He 
joined the 25*^ at Secunderabad, whence in Jannary 

1895 he accompanied the cor^s to Madras. In the follow- 
ing September he was appointed a Wing Officer per- 
manently, and in the spring of the succeeding year he 
was appointed Officiating Quarter-Master. In June 

1896 he was attached, as an Offg. Wing Officer, to the 
1®* Sikh Infantry, and having joined that corps in the 
Tochi Valley, on the North-West Frontier, he continned 
serving with it there until the summer of the follovring 
year. On the 10*^ June 1897, with a (detachment of 
the regiment, he was with the escort of the Political 
Officer, Mr. H. W. Gee (q, v,), when it was suddenly 
and treacherously attacked, by a gathering of Mada, 
Khel Waadris, at the Maxzar villages, in the Tochi 
Valley, and in the conflict which ensued he was twice 
shot through the arm, — ^the second time near Sherani, 
during the retirement of the escort before the overwhelm- 
ing numbers of- the enemy. For his gallant conduct 
on this trying occasion he was recommended for, 
tl^ Distinguished Service Order, but he did not lire 
toi receive the decoration, for, while still lying ill of hie 
wonn^ at Datta Khel, in the Tochi Valley, he con- 
tocted enteric fever, and from the combined effects of 
his wounds and of the diseas^; he died at that pla^ om 
^ 20*^ August 1897. 
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Hildebrand, Edward Humfrey, Ftrst-Lieuienant 
(1828 — 1857).— ^6rrave and tablet at JDelhi^ No, 162, — 
Bom at Saxby, near Melton Mowbray, Co. Leicester, 
on the 6*^ January 1828. — Entered the Bengal Army- 
in 1845, as a Cadet of Artillery. Arriyed in India in 
December of the same year, and was appointed to do 
duty with the Artilleiy at Dum-Dum. In April 1846 
he was posted to the 1®* Company Battalion, Foot 
Artillery, which he joined at Dum-Dum, and with that 
company he serred until the end of August 1847, when 
he was transferred to the 3^ Company 6**^ Battalion, at 
Benares. In October 1848 he was appointed to officiate 
as Adjutant and Quarter-Master of the 5*^ Battalion 
and of the Benares Division of Artillery, and he con- 
tinued in that position for about eight months. On 
being promoted to the rank of First-Lieutenant he was 
re-pcsted, March 1849, to the 3^ Company 5*^ Battalion* 
In February and March 1850 he again officiated for 
some weeks as Adjutant and Quarter-Master of the 5^^ 
Battalion. In the following October ho proceeded with 
the company to Dinapore. In March 1851 he was re- 
moved to the 4*^ Company 5*^ Battalion, which he 
joined at Cawnpore, and with it, at the end of the year, 
he marched to Amhala. In March 1852 he was removed 
to the I"* Company 5^^ Battalion, which was also at 
Amhala, and with it be proceeded to Dum-Dum early 
in 1853. In April 1853 he was removed to the 2^ 
Company 3^ Battalion, at Dinapore, and in the follow- 
ing September he was transferred to the Company 
4**^ Battalion, then at Peshawar, but having been 
ordered to remain at Dinapore until relieved, he did not 
join this company until it arrived at Mian Mir in Janu- 
ary 1854. At that station in October and November 
1854, he held temporaiy charge of the Company 
8*^ Battalion and No. 2 Light Field Battery. In Feb- 
ruary and March 1856 he officiated for several weeks 
as Adjutant and Quarter-Master of the 4*^ Battalion. 
Towards the end of June 1857 he was detached from. 
Lahore to Delhi for duty with other companies of the 
4*^ Battalion employed at the siege of that place, and, 
joining early in July, he rendered excellent service 
during the operations up to the morning of the 
September, when, being on duty in the left division of 
No, 1 Breaching Battery, he was struck by a round 
shot and instantly killed.

he received the Gold Cross with one clasp for the 
battle of Fuentes d’Onor, the storming of Badajos, 
the battles of Salamanca and Vittoria, and the storming 
of St. Sebastian, and in after years, when the silver 
War Medal was instituted, he received that decoration 
'with four clasps for the battles of Roli§a, Yimiera and 
Busaco, and the storming of Ciudad Eodrigo ; further, he 
was promoted to the substantive rank of Major, unattach- 
ed, on the 25*^ October 1814, and in June 1815 he was 
appointed a Companion of the Order of the Bath. 
In addition to these distinctions he was promoted to 
the rank of Colonel in the Portuguese service, was ap- 
pointed a Knight of the Portuguese Order of the 
Tower and the Sword, and received four medals from 
the^ Portuguese Government, in whose service he re- 
mained for nearly ten years after the termination of the 
Peninsular War. On the 25^^ November 1816 he re- 
ceived the honour of Knighthood from the Prince 
Regent, and a month later he was placed on half-pay 
of his British commission. He continued in this posi- 
tion until the 1®* December 1823, when he was brought 
back on full pay as Major in the new 96^^ Regiment 
(the former 95*^^ having become the Rifle Brigade), 
and he served with this regiment, in tbe Ionian Island 
and at Malta, until January 1826, when he was again 
placed on half -pay, unattached. On the 22^ July 
1830 he was advanced to the rank of Colonel in the 
Army. ^ In 1834 he was appointed Governor of St. 
Lucia, in the West Indies, and he continued in that 
appointment until 1838. On the 23rd November 1841 
he attained the rank of Major-General, and in March 
1848 he was created a Knight Commander of the Order 
of the Bath. Early in the latter year he was appointed to 
the Divisional Staff in India, and having arrived at Cal- 
cutta in April, he was, iu the following month, gazetted 
to the command of the Presidency Division. In Oc- 
tober 1848, on the Army taking the field for the 
Punjab Campaign, he was ordered up to the frontier, 
and, in the following month, appointed to the com- 
mand of the Reserve Force assembled in the Sirhind 
district, with general control over the whole of the 
troops in the Skhind and Meerut Divisions. He 
held this command until the termination of the war, 
when, April 1849, he was transfen'ed from the command 
of the Presidency to that of the Sirhind Division. 
On the 28*^ March 1849 he was appointed Colonel of 
the 50*^ Foot. He continued in command of the 
Sirhind Division until his death, which occurred at 
Ambala on the 21®^ February 1861.

'Hill, John Lewis, (1781 — 1813),— Grave 
€Li Ludhiana, No* 666. — Entered the Bengal Army 
in 1800. A^ved in India in January 1801, and qn 
the 17^^ April following was posted to the 2^ Battalion 
N. I., which he joined at Midnapore. In the 
following July he accompanied the battalion on field 
service against refractory zamindurs in the Northern 
Ciroars, and, having returned to Midnapore, on the 
termination of the operations, he, in the winter of 
1802-03, marched with the corps to Benares. In 
the autumn of 1803 he accompanied the battalion 
on service into Baghelkhand, where he was actively 
employed with it against marauders and insurgents, 
and took part in the reduction of the fort of Chankandi, 
in the storming of which, on the 20^*^ November, the 
corps suffered severely, having sustained a loss of 
nearly one hundred in killed and wounded, the officer 
who commanded the storming party (Captain Gbaham) 
falling in the breach pierced by no less than nine 
bullets. In the following year he proceeded with 
the battalion to Bundelkhand, then in a very disturbed 
condition, and he served with it there until near the end 
of 1806, when he marched with it to Cawnpore. Ih 
November 1807 he proceed^ wiih the battalion to 
'thence he acc(mpanie4 it tp Delhi and Bewarl 


in October 1809, to Karnal towards the end of 1811. 
and to Ludhiana, then the most remote station on our 
north-western frontier, at the close of 1812. He 
died at Ludhiana on the 25*^ April 1813. 

Hill, Richard SsittoUM Lieutenant^Oolonel (1836— 
1873 ). — €have at Simla, No* 376. — Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1863. Arrived in India in November of the 
same year, and was sent up to Benares to do duty 
with ihe 42^ N. 1. In J anuary 1854 he was posted 
to the 60**^ N. 1., and having joined that regiment 
at Banda, he accompanied it to Ambala at the end 
of the year. In March 1857 he was appointed to 
officiate as Adjutant to the left wing of the regiment 
during its temporaiy separation from head-quarters 
on treasure escort duty, but he subsequently returned 
to Ambala with the wing and vzas with the regiment 
at that place when the Mutiny burst out in the following 
May. Towards the end of that month, the regiment 
having been detailed to form part of the Delhi Field 
Force, he accompanied it in the advance towards that 
place, but it was found impossible to trust the corps, 
and, accordingly, on arrival at Kamal, it was detached 
to Rohtak, where, “in due course,** as one might say, 
it mutinied on the 10*^ June. Though fired upon 
and pursued for some distance by the mutineers, he 
and the other British officers of the regiment suc- 
ceeded in escaping to the British camp before Delhi, 
where, on .the 12^"^ June, he was appointed an Asst. 
Field Engineer for employment with the Sapper Park. 
In this capacity he served at the siege of Delhi np 
to the ll*b September, when, in consequence of severe 
illness, he was compelled to proceed to Simla on 
leave (Medal and clasp). At the end of December 
he was appointed Offg. Adjutant of the Punjab 
Infantry, but he had scarcely joined that regiment, 
then marching down from Mardan to Meerut, wheu 
in Janua^ 1858 he was appointed Offg. Adjutant of 
the 23* Punjab Infantry and directed to proceed and 
join at Kanaund. At that place, and at other places 
in the vicinity, he served with this corps until July 
1858, when the head-quarters and the right wing 
having been moved to Delhi, he was appointed Offg. 
Seoond-in-Command and sent to assume command of 
the left wing at Kanaund, at which place he continued 
in command until the middle of December, when he 
was permitted to resign the Adjutancy and rejoin 
the head-quarters of the late 60*^ N. I. at Ambala. 
Before the end of the month, however, he was appointed 
to do duty v'ith the 16^^ Punjab Infantry, and haying 
joined that regiment at Ambala, he continued attached 
to it there for nearly four months. Early in April 
1869 he was sent from Ambala to join the Lahore Light 
Horse in Oudh, and having done so, he served with 
that corps iu the operations against the last remnants 
of the rebels on the Nepal frontier, including the 
action at Tulsipur in May. On the 22* of the 
succeeding month he was formally appointed to do 
duty with the corps; in July he was appointed to 
officiate as Adjutant ; and about the same time he- 
proceeded vdth. the corps to the Presidency, and was 
stationed with it at Dum-Dum. In the spring of 
1869' he accompanied the corps on duty to the Kishna- 
garh district, but he shortly afterwards returned 
with it to Dum-Dnm, and ‘continued serving there 
until 1862, when he marched with it to Barrackpore* 
There, from the middle of June to the end of Auffuat 
1863, and again in April and May 1866, he officiated 
as Commandant of the corps. In June 1866 he was. 
appointed Offg. Second Squadrom Officer in the 8*^ 
Bengal Oavaliy, and having joined that regiment at 
Sxtajpur he almost ‘ immediately afterwards proceeded 
on sick leave to Mussoorie. He rejoined the regimen* 
at Segowlie in January 1866, as an attached officer 
and was detailed to command a detachment at Gorakh* 
pur, and he remained in that position until thefollowinff 
August, when he was Appointed Offg. Third Squadron 
Officer, retainmg command of the Gorakhpur detach^ 
ment. From April to October 1867 he officiated as 
8eQ(md-in-0omnuuid^ Eerertiiig thou to Offg, Thir4 
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Bqnftdron Officer, lie continued in that post until June 
1868, ^ten he was appointed Offg. Second Squadron Offi- 
cer in the 1** Bengal Caralry, which he joined at Morar, 
Ghiralior. In the following month he was appointed 
Ofig. Second-in-Command, and he was re-appointed to 
that post under fresh arrangments in the following Oc- 
toher, about which time he marched with the regiment to 
Sipri. He continued officiating as Second-in-Command 
until January 1869, when he reverted to the position 
of Offg. Second Squadron Officer, but in the 
following month he was again appointed Offg. 
fiecond-in-Command, and he contixmed in that posi- 
tion (except when on sick leave in Simla from April 
to December) until March 1870, when he again pro- 
ceeded on leave, eventually going home on furlough 
in April. He returned to India in December 1871, 
and in the following month was directed to do general 
duty at Agra ; this, however, was altered a few days 
later, and he was sent to Ambala instead. He con- 
tinue doing general duty at that station until April 
18T3, when he went up sick to Simla, and he died 
at that place on the 19^^ of the same month.

Hilliard. Thomas Holyoake, Heutenant (1826— 
1857 ). — Grave at Sirsa, No. 14.— Bom at Stockwell, 
MidaLesex, in 1826. — ^Entered the Bengal Army in 
1842. As^ved in India at the end of May 1843, and 
early in the following month was ordered to Midnapore 
to do duty with the 17*^ I., but a few days later 

he was posted to the 23^^ ST. I., which he joined soon 
afterwards at Jamalpur, in Eastern Bengal. Early 
in 1844 he accompanied the regiment to Dinapore, 
and he afterwards marched with it to Lucknow in 
the beginning of 1846, to Phillaur at the end of 1847, 
and to Peshawar in the winter of 1849-50. In Pebruary 
1850, a few days after the arrival of the regiment 
at Peshawar, he accompanied it on the expedition 
against the Afridis of the Kohat Pass, and was severely 
wounded in an action near the Kohat Kotal on the 
12*^ of that month. His conduct on this occasion 
was specially eulogised in General Orders by the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, Sir Charles Napier, who said — “The 
brave Lieutenant Hilliard of the 23^ Native Infantry 
and his small band equally sustained the honour of 
the Indian Army, and though this valiant officer’s 
wound is severe, there is reason to hope that he, and 
the rest of the wounded, will in time be restored to 
tiieir duties.” The severity of his wound compelled 
him to proceed on sick leave to Sinaia, and shortly 
afterwards, on the 6*^ March, in recognition of his 
gallant conduct, the appointment of Adjutant of the 
Eariana Light Infantry Battalion was conferred upon 
him. Afi soon as he had recovered from his wound, 
June 1860, he joined the battalion at Hansi, where 
in the c&aTse of the next four years he four times 
(May to November 1851, July to October 1852, January 
to May 1653, and October to November 1853,) officiated 
as Seoond-in-Oommand of the corps. In April 1854 
he was appointed Second-in-Command permanently, 
and he thereafter held ^ommand of the portion of the 
battalion stationed at Sirsa, nntil May 1857, when the 
whole corps mutinied and went off to Delhi. He 
was spared by the mutineers rffc Sirsa, and allowed 
to depart unpaolested, but was cruelly and treacherously 
murdered by the wbel i^ihabitants of the village of 
Chhatrain, — 31** May 1867.

Hlllier, Henry Curiy, Ensign (1824-1848).— Grace 
<it Eamnagar, No, 760. — Entered the Bengal irmy in 
1848. Arrived in India in August of the same year, 
jand before the end of the month was sent up fe 
Berhampore to do duty with the 21»* N. I. In the 
following November he was posted to the 20**^ N. I., 
^n jkk Nasirabedy and procee<^d join: reaching 


Cawnp^, however, in the middle of Deoember, 
he received permission to remain there and await the 
arrival of his regiment, which had in the meantime 
been ordered to that station, and he joined it there 
accordingly in April 1844. In the autumn of 1845 
he accompanied the regiment to Barrackpore, whence 
in December 1847 he was sent to the Upper Prov- 
inces as Interpreter to a detachment of recruits of 
E. M.’s Service. On the completion of this duty he 
rejoined his regiment at Allahabad, whence in the 
autumn of 1848 he accompanied it to Eerozepore, 
There the regiment was incorporated in the Army of 
the Punjab, and he accompanied it on service on 
the Army taking the field and advancing to the Chenah 
in November ; but he died shortly after the opening 
of the campaign, having fallen a victim to small-pox, 
at Bamnagar, on the 18th December 1848. 

Hodgson. John Anthony, Major-General (1777— 
1848).— Grave at Ambala^ No. 215. — Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1798. .^^ved in India in March 
1800, and in the following month was appointed to do 
dnty with the !■* Battalion 4*^ N. I. He joined this 
corps at Azimgarh, and at the end of the year proceed- 
ed with it to Dariabad, in Oudh. In April 1801 he 
was posted to the 2* Battalion 10*^ N. I., which he 
joined at Cawnpore. Towards the end of 1802 he pro- 
ceeded with the battalion to Lucknow, and in the 
following year, having offered his services for the ex- 
pedition, he accompanied the 2^ Battalion of Bengal 
Volunteers to Ceylon, where much arduous service was 
experienced during the disturbances which followed the 
war with the Adigar of Kandy. He returned from 
Ceylon in the summer of 1805, and proceeding to the 
Upper Provinces with H. M’s. 17“ Foot, arrived at 
Cawnpore in November ; and in the succeeding month 
he rejoined the 2^ Battalion of the 10*^ in the Saharan* 
pur district, where it was on service during Lord 
Lake’s last campaign against Holkar. On the termi- 
nation of the Mahratta War, in the spring of 1806, he 
accompained the battalion to Meerut. During the 
four succeeding years he served with the battalion at 
^wari, Meerut and Hansi, and in 1810 he accompanied 
it in the expedition against the Bhattis of Hariana. 
From 1811 to 1813 he served with the battalion at 
Sitapur in Oudh, and in the year last mentioned he 
accompanied it on service against the Raja of Rewah, 
bnt was recalled thence in October in consequence of his 
appointment to the Surveyor-General’s Department. 
He was employed as a Surveyor (in the U pper Doab, 
Garhwal, Sarmur and Hindur) until August 1818, 
when he was appointed to the command of the escort 
of the Resident at the Court of Malhar Rao Holkar, 
but he went on leave immediately afterwards, and did 
not join his appointment until December 1819. In 
March 18£0 he again went on leave for six months, on 
the expiry of which (the escort having been abolished 
and disbanded), he rejoined his own corps In March 
1821 he was removed from the 2^ to the 1®* Battalion 
of the 10*^ and in the following May he was appointed 
Surveyor- General of India. In September lb’ 23 he 
was removed to the rolls of the 2^ Battalion 51^^ N. I., 
a newly raised corps, and in the following month, on the 
creation of that office, he was appointed Revenue 
Surveyor- General. In May 1824, on the reorganisation 
of the Army taking place, he was posted to the 61®* N. 1. 
In March 1826 he was again appointed Surveyor- 
General of India, but did not assume office until the 
following August. In November 1828, consequent on 
his promotion to the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, he wag 
removed from the 61®* to the 4?^ N. I., and in the 
following January he went home on furlough, vacating 
the appointment of Surveyor- General. On his retuin io 
India in December 1838 he was removed from the 42^ to 
the 38^ N. I., but before he could join that regiment he 
was removed, January 1834, to the 49**^ N. I., at 
Ludhiana, and from thai in Msty 1384, to the 68**^ N. I., 
at Mainpuri. He goon afterward proceeded on leave to 
the hills, g,nd in January 1835 again went home o:|i 
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fnrloTigli. During Ms absence, March. 1839, be was 
iremoTed to the 26*^ N, I., but on Ms return to India 
in January 1840 he obtained leave to remain at the 
Presidency and did not join that regiment. In 
February 1840, consequent on his promotion to the 
regimental rank of Colonel, he was posted to the 3^ 
N. I., from which, in the following August, he was 
removed and finally posted to the 14*^ N", I. 
He remained continuously on leave at the Presidency 
until January 1841, when he once more went home on 
furlough. In November 1841, he was promoted to the 
rank of Major-General. He came back to India in 
November 1844, and in the following month he was 
appointed a Brigadier on the establishment. In 
January 1845 he was posted to command at Delhi, and 
remained there for nearly a year and a half. In June 
1846 he was transferred to command at Ferozepore, 
but he had been there little more than three months 
when he was moved back to Delhi. In January 1847 
he was appointed to the command of the Eohil- 
khand distnct, and held it for more than a year. In 
March 1848 he was, for the second time, appointed to 
command at Ferozepore, but this appointment never took 
efiEect, he having died at Ambala on the 28*^ March 
1848, when on his way to Simla on sick leave. 

Note.*— M ajor-General (then Captain) Hodgson married, at 
Calcutta, on the 6th February 1822, Matilda Emily Ann, widow of 
Major George Frederick Harriott, 2d Battalion 12th N I. Mrs. 
Hodgson died at Calcutta on tlio 28fch N'ovemher 1828, aged 
32 years. Their daughter, Frances Ann, was the wife of William 
Delafield Arnold (o', e.) 

HoHings, George Edward, Captain and Brevet- 
Major (1810—1857 ). — Inscription at Kasauli^ No. 
284.— Son of Mr William C. Hollings, Merchant and 
Agent, of Calcutta. Bom at Calcutta on the 2Sth March 
1810, — ^Entered the Bengal Army in 1826. Arrived 
in India in December 1827, and was sent up to Oawu- 
pore to do duty with the 51®^ N. I. In February 1828 
he was posted to tlie 5 ^h Extra N. I. (shortly after- 
wards designated the 73*^ N. I.), but having been 
directed to continue doing duty with bhe 51®* until the 
middle of October, he did not join the 73*^ , then at 
Jiibbulpore, until the end of that month. In January 
1829 he was removed, at his own request, to the 51®* 
N. I,, and having rejoined that regiment at Cawnpore, 
he marched with it to Mainpuri in the following March. 
In January 1831 he was transferred to the 38*^ N. I., 
and having joined that regiment at Bairrtbckpore, he 
proceeded thence in the autumn on leave to Oherapunji. 
He rejoined the regiment at Midnapore in January 1832, 
and shortly afterwards accompanied it on service against 
he refractory zemindar of Bamanghati, in the course of 
which the regiment suffered so severely from the 
extreme unhealthiness of the place that it*^ had to be 
withdrawn and sent back to Midnapore. In June 1832 
he was appointed acting Interpreter and Qnarter-Master 
of the regiment, and having been made permanent in 
the appointment in May 1883, he shortly afterwards 
marched with the corps to Benares, aniving there 
towards the end of August. In the winter of 1835-36 
he proceeded with, the regiment to Delhi. In January » 
1888 he was appointed First Subaltern in the 2^ 
Infantry of the Oudh Auxiliary Force, with effect from 
the 18*^ of the piieoeding month, and vacating his 
appointment of Interpreter and Quarter-Master, he 
joined that regiment (afterwards styled the 2^ Oudh 
Local Infantry) at Sitapur. In January 1840 he was 
appointed Second-in-Oommand of the corps. In the 
f oUowing September he was appointed an Assistant to 
the Resident at Lucknow and was employed in the 
Dept, for the Suppression of Thaggi, but without 
severing his connection with the corps, of which he 
commanded a detachment of three companies in an un- 
successful atiack on a considerable gathering of dacoits 
at Arauli, two marches from Sitapur, on tiho 3^ July 
1841. He subsequently resumed civil duty at Lucknow, 
hut he served occasionally with the regiment at Sitapur, 
nntil S^tember 1842, when, upon being taken 


permanently into the Thaggi Dept, he vacated the 
appointment of Second-in-Oommand. In the following 
December he was appointed an Assistant to the Superin- 
tendent of Operations for the Suppression of Thaggi, 
and he continued in that position until early in 1846, 
when, the 38*^ N. I. having been detailed to form part 
of the Army of the Sutlej, he was directed to rejoin the 
corps. He rejoined aecorSngly and accompanied the re- 
giment, on convoy duty, to the Sutlej, but he was not 
engaged in any of the operations, and on the termination 
of the war, he was directed to rejom Ms staff appoint- 
ment in the Thaggi Dept., to which, in the meantime, 
in February 1846, that of Superintendent of the Oudh 
Frontier Police had been added. In these appointments 
he continued until April 1849, when he was appointed 
a Depy. Commissioner in the Punjab. He was at first 
posted to Leia, but in December 1852 he was transferred 
to Shahpur, and he continued in the appointment of 
Depy. ^ Commr. of that place until May 1856, 
when Ms civil employment terminated and his services 
were replaced at the disposal of the Commander-in- 
CMef . He subsequently proceeded on leave to Calcutta, 
and did not rejoin the 38*\ then at Delhi, until the end 
of November. In the spring of the following year he 
proceeded on leave to the hiUs north of Dehra, and he 
died at Landour on the May 1857, two days before 
Ms regiment mutinied at Delhi.

Hoilinsworth, Henry Andrew, Lieutenant (1818— 
1848).— O'mue and tablet at Multan, Nos. 853 and 
882. — Entered H. MJa Service on the 8*^ July 1837 as 
an Ensign in the 54*^ Foot, which he joined at Triohi- 
nopoly, inthe Madras Presidency, in the succeeding 
winter. On the 2*^ November 1838 he exchanged into 
the 80*^^^ Foot, with which he thereafter served in the 
Australian colonies for more than three years. On the 
8*^ April 1842 he was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant 
in the 10*^ Foot, and, proceeding from Sydney to 
Bengal, he joined that regiment in Fort William, 
Calcutta, in the follo^'ng December. In October 1843 
he was appointed acting Interpreter to the regiment, ar>d 
having passed an examinaton in the Hindustani 
language he became permanent in that appointment in 
May 1844. In th© following November he marched 
with the regiment en route to the Upper Provinces, and 
towards the end of February 1845 he arrived with it at 
Meerut. ^ Thence in the succeeding December he pro- 
ceeded with it to join the Army of the Sutlej, aud in 
February 1846 he was present with it at the battle of 
Sobraon (Medal), He subsequently accompanied the 
regiment in the advance on Lahore, and on the breaking 
up of the Army of the Sutlej he returned with the 
corps -to Meerut, arriving there in April 1846. In the 
following November he accompanied the regiment to 
Ferozepore, whence h© marched with it to Lahore early 
in January 1847. In July 1848 he accompanied the 
regiment on service against Multan, and in an attack 
on one of the outworks of that fortress, on the 9*^^ 
September, he received a very severe wound, from the 
effects of which he died on the3<* of the succeeding 
month, ®

Holmes, Griffiths, 0, JB.^ Lieutenant- Colonel 
(1789 — 1860).— (?ra«e at %:asaul% No. 282. — ^Bom on 
the 26*^ December 1789.— Entered the Bengal Army in 
1808. Arrived in India in July 1809, and in the usual 
course was sent to the Cadet College at Baraset, where, 
however, he remained less than four months. On the 11*^ 
November following he was po^d to the 2^ Battalion 
N. I., then,at Lucknow, and, having been directed 
to join, he amved at that place early in April 1810 ; the 
hattahon bemg ihen, hewever^ temporarily absent from 
the sintion, he was directed to do duisy with the Ist 
Battalion 21®* N. I,, until Ms own corps should return* 
In January 1811 h© accompanied the 2^ Battalion 4*^ 
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from Lucknow to Benares, whence early in 1813 he 
proceeded with it to Midnapore. In the following year 
the battalion was ordered to Cuttack in course of relief, 
but the outbreak of the Qrurkha Wax caused a change 
in the destination of the corps, and in the autumn of 
1816 he marched with it to Dinapore, whence at the end 
of to year he accompanied it on service against the 
Ghirkhas in the* Fourth Brigade of the Force under the 
command of Sir David Ochterlony. With this force 
he served throughout the last campaign of the Gurkha 
Wax, but the battalion having, when the final advance 
was made in February 1816, been left, part to defend 
the depot at Etaunda and part to hold the crest of the 
Chiriaghati Pass, he missed being present in the 
decisive action of Makwanpur, On the conclusion of 
the campaign he returned with the battalion to Dina- 
pore, at which place he continued serving with it until 
to autumn of 1817, when, in connection with the 
general scheme of operations for the suppression of the 
Pindaxi hordes, he accompanied it on service into 
Eewahandwas afterwards employed with it on the 
Sambhalpur frontier, where the corps snfieicd heavily 
from sickness. His health having broken down he 
proceeded on leave to Calcutta, whence in February 
1818 he was obliged to make a voyage to sea. On his 
return he proceeded to Dinapore, at which place, in 
August 1818, he was appointed to the temporary charge 
of to Commissariat Office. In Hay 1819 he was 
appointed acting Adjutant of the battalion, which had 
in to meantime returned to Dinapore, and on the 
of the same month . he was made permanent in the 
appointment. In to autumn of 1819 he marched with 
to battalion to Allahabad, whence at the end of 1820 
he accompanied it to Sultanpur, in Oudh.

In 
Juy 1826, consequent on his promotion to the x'ank of 
Cb»ptain, he vacated the, Adjutancy of to regiment. In 
the spiing 6f 1826 he moved with the regiment to 
B^rhampore, whence in November 1828 he accompanied 
it to Midnapore. In the autumn of 1830 he proceeded 
oA leave to Oalonita, whence he went home on furlough 
in January 1831. He returned to India at the* end of 
December 1833, and rejoined his regiment at Gorakhpur, 
whence in the cold season' of 1834-36 he marched with 
it to Almora, at which place ( and with detachments at 
Lbhdghat and Petoragarh), he served for nearly three 
years. In December 1837 he was appointed to- officiate 
as Brigade-Major at Cawnpore, and he continued in 
that position until Februaiy 1 838, when he rejoined his 
xegiiaent, which had arrived at Cawnpore from Almoi*a 
in the preceding month. In the winter of 1840-41 he 
maaKSh'ed with the regiment to Neemnch. In March 
1843, haying attained the regimental rank of Major in

Colonel, he was posted, 23**^ January 1849, to the 56*^

to Army of the Punjab on the 13*^ of February, he . 
commanded it in to decisive battle of Gujerat on the 21®* 
and in the subsequent pursuit of the Sikhs and Afghans 
to Peshawar (Medal and clasp, and created a Companion 
of the Order of the Bath). On to termination of the 
Punjab Campaign he accompanied to regiment to 
Lahore, arriving there in May 1849. At ihe end of 
January 1850 he marched from Lahore in command of 
to escort (which included to 66*^ N. I.) of the 
Governor- Generars camp, proceeding from that place 
to Kalka, by way of Jnllundur and Ludhiana. He was 
at the time in bad health and had applied for leave f o-c* 
six months to proceed to the Presidency, preparatory to 
applying for leave to go to sea ; but he was not destined 
to profit by the grant, for he had scarcely reached 
Klalka with to escort when he died there, suddenly, on 
to 1®* March 1850. His remains were removed to 
Easauli and tore interred.

Holmes, William Burvill, Captain (1805 — 
1846). — Grave at Ferosepore^ No, 471. — ^Entered the 
Bengal Army in 182 1. Arrived in India early in July 
1825, and on the 23‘^ of tho same month was posted to 
to 12 ^h ]sr. wliich lie joined at Ludhiana in the autumn. 
Towards tho end of 1827 he marched with the regiment 
to Nasirabad, and at that station, from the bepnning 
of April to the end of August 1829, he officiated a?j 
Adjutant of tlio corps. Towards the close of 1830 he 
accompanied the regiment to Lucknow, and from 
October to December 1831 he was^ acting Adjutant to a 
wing detached iemporarily to Sikrora. From March 
to May 1832 ho officiated as Adjutant of the regiment 
at Lucknow, and iu November 1833 ho acoompanietl 
the corps from that station to Allahabad. In Novem-- 
ber 1836 he jirocoeded on leave to to Presidency, re- 
joined the regiment at Barrackpore in January 1837, 
and in the following July wont home on furlough. . Ho 
returned to India iu July 1840, and having within a 
few days of liis arrival been sent to the Upper Province •i 
in command of a detachment of H M.*s tx’oops, he re- 
joined his regiment at Sikrol, Benares. In the follow- 
ing NovemliiJ.* ho accompanied the regiment to So- 
gowlie, where a- force was assembled in consequence of 
anticipated difficulties with Nepal, and on the Dd- 
oembor ho was ajppoiuted to officiate as Adjutant of the 
corps, an appointment which he continued holding 
until the force was broken up in March 1842, when ho 
marched with the regiment for Lucknow, arrhing 
there early in April. In July and Augiust 1842 ho 
again officiated as Adjutant of the regiment. In Feb- 
ruary 1844 ho proceeded to Mussoorie and LaAdouc tm 
sick leave, which was afterwards extended to naear the 
end of November 1845, when he rejoined to regiment 
at Ferozepore. On tho 21®* December he marched oat 
of Ferozepore with the regiment in the force (Fonxdh 
Division of tho Army of the Sutlej) under the com- 
mand of Sir John Lxttler, which, having ejected a 
junction with the main army under tho command of 
Sir Hugh Gough, took part, the same afternoon, in the 
assault of the Sikh entrenchments at Firozslkanr. In 
the sanguinary conflict which then took place he re- 
ceived a sevex'e wound, from the ofEects of wtich he 
diecL at Ferozepore on the February 1846. 

Home, Duncan Charles, F'irsf-Lievte 7 %an'£ 
(1828— 1857).-" at Malagarh^ in tlie JiulaM$lwihr ' 

district; tablet at JDelJd, No, 164. — The thud; 'son of' 
Major-General Itichard Some,- Bengal Infantry, Born 
at Jubbulpoi’e on to 10*^ June 1828. — ^Brffcored tho 
Bengal Ai*my in 1846, but having, in the usual coUpsO, 
been sent to Cliatom to go through a course of iristrao- 
tioh, he did not anive in India until to middle of 
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October 1848. Within a few days of his arrival he was 
despatched to the Upper Provinces to join and do dniy 
with the head-quarters of the Corps of Sappers and 
Pioneers, then with the force under General Whish 
before Mnltan ; he joined in time to take part in the 
siege and capture of the place, and he was afterwards 
present with the corps at the battle of Gnjerat (Medal 
and two clasps.) He was subsequently posted to the 
3^ Company of Sappers, which he joined at Lahore. 
In October 1849 he was appointed to the Dept, 
of Public Works, and became Asst. Executive Officer 
in the Third Division of the Ganges Canal, a position 
which he retained until April 1852, when he was placed 
at the disposal of the Superintending Engineer, Punjab 
Circle, for employment in the Civil Engineers Dept., 
and appointed Assistant to the Executive Engineer 
of the Bari Doab Canals, at Malikpnr. In April 1853 
he was appointed Executive Engineer of the First 
Division of the Bari Doab Canal. He was in this 
appointment, at 'Madhopnr, when the Mutiny broke 
out in May 1857, but the outbreak did not, at first, 
disturb him in his duties. Later on, however, the 
demand for Engineer officers at the siege of Delhi 
caused him to be sent down there ; he joined the 
besieging force in August, and on the 22^ of that 
month was placed in orders as a Field Engineer. After 
taking part in various operations of the siege he was 
prominently engaged in the final assault, having been 
•one of the two Engineer officers selected to head the 
e’ixpiosion party detailed for the desperate duty of blow- 
irig in the Kashmir Gate ; he took the lead in that 
daring operation, but escaped unscathed, and the de- 
voted gallantry he displayed on the occasion was marked 
by the grant of the Victoria Cross. After the ex- 
pulsion of the rebels from Delhi he accompanied the 
pursuing column under Colonel Greathed, with which 
he was present at the action of Bulandshahr on the 
28^^ September. On the following day he proceeded 
with the force to Malagarh, with the object of blowing 
up and destroying the fort at that place, but while - he 
was engaged in this operation one of the mines ex- 
ploded prematurely, and he was killed upon the spot, — 
^9*^ September 1867. 

Home, George Row, Unsign (1837—1856). —

of Mlajor-General Richard Home, Bengal Infantry. 
Bom at Barraokpore on the 1®* May 1837. — ^Entered 
tbe Bengal Army in 1866. Arrived in India at the 
end of April in the same year, aUd in the following 
month WAS sent up to Barraokpore to do duty with the 
N*. I. In August 1856 he was posted to the 
N. I., ■^^hich he joined at Mian Mir, and he died 
at that place on the 21®* October following. 

Homfray, Robert Popkin, Lieutenant (1836— 
lSS7). — Grave’‘at Delhi, No, 108 ; tablets at Delhi and 
Kohaii, Nos, 162 and 1043. — Son of Robert Shedden 
Homfray, Esq,/ Superintendent of Salt Ohaukis at 
Midnapore, and grandson of Sir Jeremiah Homfiay, 
it, d Llandaff House, Co. Glamorgan. Bom at Cal- 
cutta on the 8**^ April 1836.-— Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1862. Was already in India when formally 
admitted on the 25*^ June of that year, and in ■ttie 
following month was ordei^d to proceed to Benares to 
dirduiy with the 33^ N. I. ; he, however, proceeded 
ott leave for three nionths t6 iSiri, and never joined that 
re^imcfut, In October 18*52 he wae directed to do duty 
wfSt the 6*^ N. I., also at Benares*, but he had s(*ardely 
jbined that corpe when, on the 17* l^ot-ember, he was 
pbstedto the 28 * N. I., then uhdW orders t6 proceed fro‘m 
Peshawar to Ambala. On arrival at Ambala, at the 
-end of December, he was ordered' tn’ do duty with the 
76* I. until hiisr own regiment should reach that 
^fi6n, and he eventually joined the 28* there in,

marched with it to Lucknow. In November 1856 h® 
was appointed to do duty with the 4* Punjab Infantry, 
which he joined at Bannu in’ January 1867. In the 
following March he served with the regiment in &e 
Bozdar Expedition, and was present at the forcing of 
the Khan Band defile. On the termination of these 
operations he returned with the regiment to Bannu, 
and on the 7* April he was appointed acting Adjutant 
of the corps. Towards the end of May he proceededf 
with the regiment on its being' ordered to Lahore, but 
after many marches had been made its course yt&s 
diverted to Nowshera, where, on the 26*^ June, he took 
part in the disarming of the 10* Irregular Cavalry, 
In the following month he was present with the regi- 
ment at the capture and destruction of the village of 
Narinji, on the Yusafzai border. On tlie 31® * July he 
marched with the regiment for Delhi, and joining the 
force there on the 6* September, took part in the shorti 
remainder of the siege. At the* storming of tho city 
his regiment was with the Reserve Brigade, which 
followed the assaulting columns in support, and was 
soon itself, in the thick of the fighting : in the midst 
of this desperate struggle he rec^eived a mortal wound, 
from the effects of which he died' two days later, on the 
16* September 1857. 

Hope* Samuel, Assistant- Surgeon {c. 1837— 
1862). — Ghrave at Jalozai, FesHawar district, No, 992 . — 
Entered H. M.’s Service on thie^ 19*^ March 1861 as' a: 
Staff AsBt.-Surgeon, with raiuk from the 1®* Octo- 
ber 1860. On the 28* January 1862 he was transfe3’i*ed 
to the 93*d Highlanders, which he joined at Peshawar, 
He was with regiment whten the terrible outbreak 
of cholera occurred in the aUtutah of 1862, and ho 
himself fell a victim to to' disease, ^ng between 
Aimur and Jalozai on the 23*^^* Ocfober 1862, when tho 
regiment (which had been UiOVed' out into the district 
in the hope that it would thus shake off* the infection) 
was on the march from to former -iKy tlie latter place. 

Hopper, Edward Keene, Lieutenant and Brevet- 
Captain (1809 — ^1843);— at Delhi, No, 75. — 
Entered the Bengal Army in' l624. Arrived in Indii^ 
in November 1826, and in to following Januaiy was 
sent up to Dinapore to do du^ with the 57* N. 1. In. 
March 1826 he was posteci! to the 5* Extra Eegt. 
at Benares, and with this regiment (which became to 
73^ N. I. two years later) ho marched to Jubbulpore 
in the following November. Jn September 1820 he 
went home on fuxfiough, and' waa^ absent from India uu- 
til the end of December 1832. Early in 1833 he rejoined 
the 73^ N. I. at Benares, and after serving there for 
two years accompanied the ^regteent to Barrackpqi^ 
in March 1835. In December IBS? he proceeded with 
the corps to Sylhet, and, aft^r seiwing there for throe 
years, again went home on furibl^h? in Januaj^ 1841.

In Marcli 1837 he was appointed 
acting Interpreter and Quarter-Master to the Light 
Oaralry, and joining that regiment at Snltanpnr, 
Benares, he served with it there until January 1839, 
when he rejoined his own regiment, still at Benares. 
Tik February ,1839 he was appointed acting Interpreter 
and Quarter-Master to the 47*^ N. I. at Agra, but be- 
fore he could proceed to join, he waS| on the 21®* of 
iho same month, appointed in a similar oapaoiiy to the 
yth Light Cavalry, then at Meerut ; but he did not join 
this corps either, for on the 27*^ of the month he 
was appointed, with effect from the 13*^ idem, a junior 
Assistant under the Commissioner of the Saugor Divi- 
sion, and having been posted to Hoshangabad, he served 
there for nearly three years and a half. He was tem- 
porarily in charge of the Jubbulpore district from 
JTune to September 1842, and having then gone on leave, 
he never rejoined his civil appointment. In Decem- 
ber 1842 he rejoined his regiment at Allahabad, and in 
May 1843 he was appointed Interpreter and Quarter- 
Masfcer to the corps. In the following October he was 
appointed acting Adjutant to the left wing of the 
regiment, which had been detailed for escort duty 
with the Oommauder-in-Chief, but he was not long on 
this duty, and, having resumed his permanent appoint- 
ment, he accompanied the regiment to Lucknow in 
December 1843, and to Nash'abad in the spring of 1844. 
In December 1844 he proceeded on sick leave to Mus- 
soorie, but he had been there only a few months when 
on the 1®* March 1845, he was appointed Offg. Second 
Asst. Secretary to the Govt, of India in the 
Mily. Dept. In the following October he was appointed 
Offg. Depy. Secretaiy, Mily. Dept., with the Governor- 
General, and in that capacity he accompanied the 
Governor- General (Sir Henry Hardinge) to the Upper 
Provinces. On the outbreak of the first Sikh War he 
accompanied the Governor-General into the field and 
was present at the battle of Mudki j and two days latex*, 
on Sir Henry volunteering his services as Seoond-in- 
Oommand of tlie Army of the Sutlej, ho was appointed 
an Aide-de-Oamp on His Excellency’s Staff. In this 
capacity he attended Sir Henry in the battle of Firoz- 
shahr, and fell in the assault of the Sikh entrench- 
ments, 21®* December 1845. 

Norn,— Captaia (tben Lieutenant) Here married, in Ireland, in 
18S4i, Ellen, daughter of Thomau Oxley, Es^r., of KiHinoy. 

Horne, Alexander, Lieutenant (1808—1834).— 
Chave at Balathiiy 3Vo. 409.— Entered the Bengal Army 
in 1824. Arrived in India in May 1826, and on the ' 
21®* of the same month was appointed to do duty with 
ihe 62d N. I., to which raiment ho was regularly 
posted in the following July. Having been unable to 
proceed at once to Arakan, where the 62'^ was then 
on service, he was, in August, directed to do duly with 
the 61®* N. I. at Barrackpore until October, on the 
19**^ of which month he was ordered to join and do 
duty with the 68*^ N. I. and proceed with that corps 
to Arakan. Accompanying the 68*^, accordingly, he 
4oined the 62^ in Arakan in November 1826, but the 
regiment having about the same time been ordered back 
to Bengal, and he himself having fallen ill, he was 
granted leave in January 1826 to proceed to Chitta- 
gong in advance of the corps, and from that place, in 
the succeeding month, he went on sick leave to Calcutta. 
On the 1®* March following he was transferred to the 40*^ 
N. I., but this transfer was cancelled before the end of 
the month, and his health being very bad, from the effecsts 
of the Arakan fever, he, early in May 1826, went 
home on furlough. He returned to In^ at the end 
of September 1828^ and rejoined his regiment at Sita- 
pur, whence, early in 188L he accompanied it to Delhi, 
.acting as Adjutant to the left wing, temporarily 
separated from head-quarters during the movement. 
In the autumn of the same year he ofSiciated for a 
short time as Interpreter and Quarter Master to the 
regiment. In February 1833 he proceeded on sick leave 
the hills, but in the following May, before the 


expiry of his leave, he was appointed to do duty at the 
Landour Convalescent Depot. In October 1833 he 
rejoined his regiment at Delhi, and was again appointed 
acting Interpreter and Quarter- Master, and in the 
succeeding month he marched with the corps to 
Ludhiana, where he continued acting as Interpreter 
and Quarter-Master until the end of March 1834. 
Being again very ill, he obtained leave to proceed to 
the hills, and on the 21®* May he left Ludhiana for 
Simla : he was not, however, destined to reach that 
place, and two days later, on the 23^ , he expired at 
Barb, at the foot of the hills. 

Hoste, William Dashwood5 Lieutenant- Golonet 
(1826—1872 ), — Grave at Bera Ismail Khan, No. 1080 ; 
tablet at Kohat, No. 1042.— The younger son of the 
Revd. James Hoste, Rector of Ingoldisthorpe, Co. 
Norfolk, and nephew to Captain Sir William Hoste, 
Bart., K.C.B., Royal Navy, the distinguished victor of 
Lissa (1811), and to Colonel Sir George 0. Hoste, 
Kt, C.B., of the Royal Engineers. Born at Litoham, 
Co. Norfolk, on the 17*1^ March 1826.— Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1843. Arrived in India in August of 
the same year, and was sent up to Berhampore to do 
duty with the 21®* N. I. In the following November 
he was posted to the 65*^ N. I., which he joined at 
Meerut, on its return from Sind, in May 1844. In 
December 1846, on the outbreak of the first Sikh War, 
he accompanied the regiment to the front, ^ and served 
with it in the closing operations of the Sutloj Campaign, 
but he had not the good fortune to be engaged in any 
of the great battles, and on the termination of the 
war he returned with the corps to Meerut, amving 
there in April 1846. Early in 1847 he accompanied the 
regiment to Lahore, whence in the following “winter 
ho proceeded with it to Nowgong, arriving there in 
January 1848. In the following July and August 
he officiated for a shoi^t time as Adjutant of the regi- 
ment. In Oct. 1848 he was appointed acting 
Adjutant to the right wing of the regiment detached 
to Nagode, at which place he was, on axTival, appointed 
Station Staff Officer ; and he continued serving there 
with the wing until March 1850, when he i*eturned 
with it to Nowgong. Two days after his arrival there 
ho was appointed acting Adjutant to tlio loft wing, 
detached to Jhansi, at which jdace he continued serving 
with it until July 1853, when he proceeded on leave 
to Calcutta, whence he went homo on furlough in the 
following October. Having during his furlough volun- 
teered for service in the Crimea, ho was, in January 

1855, appointed a Captain of Division in the Land 
Transport Corps, with which he served at the siege 
and capture of Sevastopol, his duties often taking 
him into the advanced trenches (Medal and clasp, and 
Turkish medal). He returned to India in October 

1856, and rejoined his regiment at Nowshera, Thence 
in May 1857 he accompanied the corps to Hoti-Mardan, 
and he was with it when, on the 24*^ of that month, it 
mutinied and made off to Swat. On the following day 
he was appointed to do duty with the 5*^ Punjab In- 
fantry, which he there and then joined at Mardan, and 
he was subsequently present with that corps in several 
petty affairs on the Yusafzai border. In July 1867 
ho was appointed Offg. Second-in-Oommand of the regi- 
ment, and he continued holding that post for more 
than two years, in the course of which lie several times 
officiated as Adjutant in addition to his other duties. 
In August 1857 he was employed with a portion of 
the re^ment in^ an expedition against rebel Yusafzais 
and EOmdustani fanatics, and he on that occasion led 
one of the columns of atinck against the yillagd of 
Narinji, which was taken and destroyed after a sharp 
contest. Returning to Mardan after tlxe termination of 
these operations, he naarohed thence with the regiment 
in Januaiy 1868 $n route to Hiadnstan on field service^, 
and he afteiwnrds served with it in the campaign of 
1858 in Oudh, taking part in the actions of Baxi, 
Simri, Nawabganj, Sultanpur and Daudpur, as well 
as in many minor engagements. In August 1868 he 
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was nominated to the charge of the treasure-chest 
of a field force under the command of Brigadier- 
General Horsford. In the following hovember he 
was appointed Brigade Quarter-Master to the same 
field force, the duties of which post he carried on in 
addition to those of his regimental appointment, and in 
this position he served during the remainder of the 
campaign of 1858-59 (including the actions of Tulsipur 
and Sitkaghat), until the last remnants of the rebels 
had been driven over the Rapti or defeated and dis- 
persed on the Nepal frontier (Medal). In September 
1859 he went to Calcutta on leave, on the expiration of 
which (having resigned the appointment of Ofig. Second- 
in-Gommand of the 6*^ Punjab Infantiy) he did duty 
with the Barrackpore Recruit D?p6t from March to 
August 1860. In August 1860 he was appointed 
Second-in-Command of the 1®* Gwalior Infantry, which 
he joined at Morar, and he held that post until the 
end of January 1861, when he was appointed Com- 
mandant of the 6^^ Punjab Infantry. BEe joined that 
regiment at Dera Ismail Khan, and while serving 
with it there in the following year he was admitted into 
the Bengal StafE Corps with effect from the 18^^ Feb- 
ruary 1861. At the end of 1862 he marched with the 
regiment to Bannu, whence in the autumn of 1863 he 
accompanied it on service to Yusafzai, and thereafter 
commanded it throughout the Ambela campaign of 
1863-64, greatly distinguishing himself in the action 
of the 26*^ October (IntSa Medal and clasp) . On the 
termination of the campaign he returned to Bannu 
with the regiment, and he soon afterwards went home 
on furlough. Returning to India in October 1865 he 
rejoined the regiment at Bannu, whence he marched 
with it to Kohat in January 1866, and he was still 
serving at that station, when, in March 1868, the 
Bizoti Urakzai raid took place ; he was prominently 
engaged on that occasion in driving back the enemy, 
and was wounded in the engagement in the Uhlan 
Pass. In January 1869 he accompanied the regiment 
to Dera Ghazi Khan, and in the following summer he 
again went home on fnrlough. On his return in 1871 
he rejoined the regiment at Dera Ghazi Khan, from 
which place, in February 1872, he marched with it to 
Dera Ismail Khan, the command of which station then 
devolved upon him. BEe died suddenly at Dera Ismail 
Khan on the 28*^ October 1872. 

Housden, Alexander Prests Lieutenant (1864 — 

189 q\ Tablet at Murree, — ^Bom at Murree on the 

24tii September 1864.— Entered BE. M.'s Service (from 
the Royal Mily. College) onthe29*'' August 1885, as 
a Lieutenant in the 1®^ Battalion, Royal Irish Fusiliers 
(the 87*^ Foot), and nroceeding to India he joined 
that corps at Rawal Pindi on the 21®* October. In the 
following December he accompanied the battalion to 
Nowshera, wliere he served with it for nearly two 
years. On the 14**^ October 1887 he was appointed an 
Offg. Squadron Ofidoer in the 5*1^ Bengal Cavalry on 
probation for the Bengal Staff Corps, into which he 
was subsequently admitted with effect from that date. 
BEe joined that regiment at Mian Mir, and in the 
succeeding month took part with it in the Lawrence- 
pore Camp of Exercise. In November 1888 he accom- 
panied the regiment to the Delhi Camp of Exercise, and 
afterwards marched with it to Lucknow, arriving there 
at the end of January 1889. In June 1889 he was 
transferred, in the same capacity, to the 18*ii Bengal 
Cavalry, and joined that corps at Jhelum. In the 
following November he was appointed to oflBoiate as 
a Squadron Commander, and about the same idme he 
marched with the regiment ^ for Baluchistan. On 
arrival there he was sent with a detachment to the 
outpost of Morgha, where he arrived on the 28*^ De- 
cember, the head-quarters of the regiment going on to 
Loralai. He continued serving at Morgha^ until his 
death, which took place there on the 11*1^ April 1890. 

Houston, Alexander Cruikshank, Lieutenant 
(1830— 1865).— Gratae at Fort Ahazai, No. 10^.— 
Bom at Grautown, Oromdale, Co. Inverness, in Dec- 


ember 1830. — ^Entered the Bengal Army in 1850 
Arrived in India in March of the same year, and was 
directed to do duty with the 33^ N. I., which he joined 
at Benares, on its arrival from Neemnch, towards the 
end of April. In August 1850 he was posted to the 
62*1 j ^ which he joined at Etawah, In the winter 
of 1853-64 he marched with the regiment to Nowshera. 
In the spring of 1855 he was detached to Fort Abazai 
with a company of the regiment, for garrison duly, and 
at that place he died on the 29*1^ May from the effects 
of a wound in the chest caused by his pistol accidentally 
going off. 

Note — In the inscription on his grave the age of this officer is 
erroneously stated to have been 21 years and 5 months : his age, 
correctly stated, was 24 years and 5 months. 

Howard, James John Eardley, Lieutenant 
(c. 18*29 — 1854). — Grave at Sarohe, near Wazirahad, 
No. 746- J.. — ^Entered the Bengal Army in 1846, Was 
already in India when nominated a Cadet, and having 
been formally admitted into the service he was ordered 
to Benares at the end of January 1847, to do duty 
there with the fjhe following September he 

was posted to the 24*i^ N. I., and having joined that regi- 
ment at Lucknow, he in March 1849 accompanied it to 
Gorakhpur. In December 1853 he was appointed Offg. 
Interpreter and Quarter-Master of the regiment, with 
which in the following February he marched era route 
to Wazirahad. The day after his arrival there, in 
April 1854, he was appointed, by a Station Order, to 
officiate as Cantonment Joint Magistrate, a nomination 
which was confirmed in a Foreign Department Noti- 
fication in June, but in the meantime, on the BO^ May, 
he had been appointed Adjutant of the 2^ Sikh Local 
Infantry. Before, however, he could proceed and join 
this regiment, he died at Wazirahad on the 12*b June 
1854. 

Hudson, William James, Captain (1825 — 
1857).— at Simla^ No. 340. — Entered H. M.^s 
Service on the 20<>^ August 1842 as an Ensign 
in the 61®* Foot, which he joined at Newcastle-on-Tyne. 
In the spring of 1843 he accompanied the regiment to 
Ireland, where he served with it (at Dublin, Limerick, 
Cork and Buttevant) for more than two years. On the 
26*^ July 1844 he was promoted to the rank of Lieute- 
nant. In July 1845 he embarked with the regiment 
for Bengal, and landing at Calcutta, with the 
last detachment, in November, he soon afterwards 
accompanied the corps to the Upper Provinces, reach- 
ing Cawnpore in February 1846. In the following 
November he proceeded with the regiment to Ambala, 
whence he marched with it to Jullundur in February 
1848. In the antumn of the same year he was employ- 
ed with the corps against insurgents in the Jullundur 
Doab, and, subsequently joining the Army of the 
Punjab, he served with it throughout the Punjab 
Campaign of 1848-49, including the passage of the 
Chenab, the action of Sadulapur, the battles of Ohilian- 
wala and Gujerat, and the pursuit of the Sikhs and 
Afghans to the mouth of the Khaibar Pass (Medal and 
two clasps). On the conclusion of the campaign he 
accompanied the regiment to Rawal Pindi, whence he 
returned with it to Peshawar in April 1849. In 
the following December he accompanied a detach- 
ment of the regiment on the Baizai Expedition, 
and was present at the o^ture and destruction of 
the insurgent villages of ^nghao, Pali, Zunoandai 
and Sherkhana ; and in February 1850 he served with 
the flank companies of the corps in the expedition 
through the Kohat Pass. Early in 1851 he proceeded 
on sick leave to Europe, and having afterwards been 
appointed to do duty at the regimental depot, he 
was absent from India for nearly i£ree years. On the 
28*^ February 1861 he was advanced to the rank of 
Captain. He returned to India towards the end of 
1853 and rejoined the regiment at Waziiabad, whence 
he accompanied it to Ferozepore in December 1856, 



In the spring of the following year he proceeded on 
■fiick leave to Sinil% where he died on the 6^^ May J857. 

Note. — Captain (then Lieutenant) Hudson married, at Ambala, 
en the 18th March 1847, Mary Martha, daughter of Lieutenant- 
Colonel Henry Burnside, 81st Foot. 

Hughes, Edward Cumberland Thoma<5 
Bostock, Gaptain (1803 — 1837). — Grave and tahlei 
at Karnal^ No. 189. — ^Entered the Bengal Army in 
1820 as a Cadet of Artillery. Arrived in India in March 
1821, and in the same month was posted to the 4*h 
Company 2^ Battalion, Foot Artillery, at Dnm-Dnm. 
In May 1822 he was removed to the Ist Company 2^ Bat- 
talion, which he joined at Dnm-Dnm on its arrival from 
the TJpper Provinces. In March 1823 he was detach- 
ed to Cuttack to command the artillery at that place. 
In the following month he was transferred to the 3^ 
Company 2^ Battalion, but he continued in command of 
the artillery at Cuttack until the summer of 1824, 
when he returned to Dum-Dum and joined his com- 
pany there, In June 1825 lie was sent to the Upper 
Provinces as Adjutant of a detachment of recruits and 
drafts for the Horse Artillery, but he subsequently re- 
turned to the Presidency, and on the reorganisation of the 
Artillery taking place in July 1825, his own company 
having been reduced, he was posted to the 2^ Company 
2^ Battalion at Dum-Dum. In 1827 he proceeded vdth. 
this company to Cawnpore, arriving there in Novem- 
ber, and towards the end of 1830 he accompanied it to 
Meerut, at which station (esccf)t for a brief period, 
in 1835, during which he was detached to command 
the artillery at Bareilly) he served for more than six 
years. On being promoted to the rank of Captain ho 
was posted to the 2^ Company 4'^' Battalion at Dum- 
Dum, but ho did not join that company, and in June 
he was transferred to the Company Bsittalinn at 
Kamal, at which place, in September, he received the 
additional charge of the 3*1 Company Battalion and 
No. 6 Light Field Battery, attached to it. He died 
at Kamal on the IGth October 1837, of a wound 
received the previous evening in a duel witli Lieute- 
nant James Keating of H. M.*« 1 Light Infantry, 

Note, — Licuicn^int Ivoatiug (>vlio wub tlio aggrckiSdr in the (jusirrcl 
■which led to iliiH duel) and Iiih Kecoiid ^\cro tried l»pt‘(»ro it G<'iicvul 
Coui't-Martial iot then* pa.rt iu t.ho aitiir, and were hoili sontcucod 
to to diHiniBsed the sorvico. Some exteiiuiitiiig circumsiaiiccB 
fi|i/>pearuig ia the case of Lioutouiiiit Keating's second, andtiio 
court having intcrcedod for him, he wns pardoned by llus Coimnand- 
er-in-Chiof» aud he afterwards rose to be au ollicer of some distinc- 
tion. 

Hughes, Thomas Elliott, Major-General (1830-^ 
1886).— Grave and tablet at Simla^ Nos. 386 awd396.— 
Bom in Cornwall on the Januam 1830.— Entered 
the Bengal Army in 18'i9, as a Cadet of Artillery. 
Arrived in India in January 1850, and on the 20^^ 
March following was posted to the Company 3d 
Battalion, Foot Ax'tillei'y, then at FerozejDoi'e. Before 
he could join, however, he was appointed, 22^ April, 
to offi-ciate as Adjutant and Quarter-Master of the 
3d Battalion at Dum-Dum. With tlie head-quarters 
of this battalion he proceeded to Benares in Decembei*, 
and on arrival there was appointed acting Adjutant to 
the Benares Division of Artillery in addition, and he 
continued acting in both these a])pointmentH until June 
1851. He was then ^ removed to the 2d Company 3d 
Battalion, which he joined at Benares, and with this com- 
pany he served at that place for four months. Towards the 
end of the following October he was transferred to tho 
Company 4*^ Battalion (now the 2d Mountain 
Batteiy, Eoyal Artillery), which he joined at Peshawar, 
and in May; 1862, with a detaohmenc of that battalicin, 
he served in the TJtman Khel and Ranizai Expeditions, 
taking part in the capture and destruction of the 
fortihed villages of Nawadan, Prangarh and Skakot 
(India Mpdal and clasp). In August 1862 he was 
appointed to^ the Public Works Dept, as an acting 
Asst. Executive Engineer, and was employed in 
superintending the repairs of Fort Bara, holding in 
addition, for a short time in the winter of 1852-53, the 
charge of the 2d Company of Sappers and Miners. 


In September 1853 he was transferred to tho 5*^ 
Troop Ist Brigade, Horse Artillery, and in the follow- 
ing month he resigned his appointment in the Public 
Works Department and joined his troop at Rawal Pindi. 
Early in 1856 he accompanied the troop to Hoshiarpur* 
and he continued serving with it there until the 
following December, when he was appointed to do dnty 
with No. 3 Punjab Light Field Battery (now the 22d 
Mountain Battery), which he joined at Kohat, and 
with which, in February 1857, he proceeded to Bannu. 
In March 1867 he was removed from the Horse Artillery 
to the rolls of the 3d Company Battalion, Foot 
Artillery ; in the same month he accompanied No. 3 
Punjab Light Field Battery, on the Bozdar Expedition, 
and took part in the forcing of the Khan ban 1 defile' 
On the conclnsion of the expedition he returned witj/ 
the battery to Bannu, where he continued serving wit^ 
it for nearly three years. In March 1858 he wa® 
appointed Ofig. Commandant of the battery, and he 
continued officiatiug until August 1859, when he was 
displaced by the return to duty of the permanent Com- 
mandant, Captain Meoham (q. v.). In the following 
December he was appointed CJommandant permauently- 
and he held the post fer more than three years. Early 
in 1860 he moved with the battery to Dera Ismail Khan, 
and in the spring of that year lie commanded it in the 
field in tho Mahsud Waziri Expedition, taking part 
in the repulse of the desperate attack on the camp at > 
Palosin, ajid aXtorwards in the forcing of the Barara 
Pass. On the conclusion of these operations he return- 
ed with tlio Iniiciy to Dora, Ismail Khan, whence he 
proGeed(}<l on leave to Bomb-iy in Scjiiombcr, and 
thenco homo on furlough in November ISCO. While 
he was at homo m 18G1 “ the {irnalgamation ** took 
place, and he -was transi’crrecl to the Royal Artillery and 
posted to tho 25th Brigade. In November ISGl ho 
joined the Royal Artillery Depot at Woolwich, and sci ved 
tliere until the autumn of the following year. Ho 
returned to India in November 18G2, and soon after- 
wai^ds rejoined No. 3 Punjab Lt. Fd. Battery at 
Kohat, and towards the end of the year he was removed 
n'om the 25*'^^ Brigade and posted to “ D Battery 22^ 
Brigade (liftorwards styled No, 4 Battery 22*^ Brigade). 
In January 1863 ho was appointed to the command of 
tho Pesha-war Mountain Train (siibsequentlv styled tho 
“ Peshawar Mountain Battery,” now the Mountain 
Battery), which ho joined at Kohat, and with which ho 
shortly afterwards jiroeoodod to Abbottabad. In tho 
autumn of 18G3 he accompanied the train on service, 
and commanded it wililx groat distinction throughoixt 
the Ambela Campaign fCla.sp to India Medal, and pro- 
moted to the rank of Major by brevet). On the closo 
of tbe^ campaign he proceeded with tho train to Kohat, 
at which place and at Abbottabad ho commanded it 
for four years, in the course of which, in the sjirxng of 
1867, he was transferred to tho rolls of No. 8 Battery 
22^ Brigade. At the end of January JS68 he proceeded 
with the Peshawar Mountain Battery £ 1 * 01 x 1 Abbottabad 
to Ughi, in the Agror Valley, whe;.*e disturbances had 
broken out, and commanding it in the earlier pai*t of 
the (Hazara) campaign which then ensued, ho wa^ 
slightly wounded xn the affair of the 12^^^ August j at the 
end of that month, however, he vacated tho command of 
the battery, and during the subsequent operations on the 
Black Mountain he served as orderly officer to Colonel 
Atlay, Commanding the Artillery. Slxoi‘tly after the con- 
clusion of the Hazara Campaign he was appointed to the 
command of No. 5 Battery Brigade, which he joined 
at Rawal Pindi in January 1869, and with this battery he 
served there and in tlio Mun^ee Hills until March 1870, 
when he went homo on leave. There, in Februarv 187L 
he was teansfeiTOd to No. 6 Battexy BrigS, with 
which he returned to India in January 1872 j but. 
before the end of the month he returned to England, 
and in February he was posted to D ” Battery, 
''PS Horse ArtiUery, which he joined 

at Exeter . Early in 1873 he accompanied this battery 
to India, and he served with it at Ahmednagar and Kirkeo 
until January 1875, when he vacated the command on 
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attaining tte rank of regimental Lieutenant- Colonel. 
Eemaining supernumerary in the Bombay Presideno;^, 
lie was appointed Commandant of the Purandhar Sani- 
tarium in May 1875. In May 1876 he was posted to 
the 9^^ Brigade, Royal Artillery, and in the following 
July he went home on sick leave. In March 1877 he 
was removed to the rolls of the 1®* Brigade, and in the 
following October he was posted to the 2^ Brigade, the 
head-quarters of which he joined at Sheffield, at which 
place he served until October 1878. Prom October 1878 
to September 1882 he served as Asst. Adjutant- 
General, Royal Artillery, at the Horse Guards ; from 
October 1882 to the end of December 1883 as Depy. 
Adjutant-General, Royal Artillery in India ; from the 
Is* January to the 31®* March 1884 as Inspector* 
General of Ordnance ; and from the 1®* April 1884 to . 
the 28*^ February 1886 as Director-General of Ordnance 
in India. On the 1®* March 1886 he was appointed 
Military Member of the Council of the V^iceroy and 
Governor- General, but he held that appointment for 
less than three months, having died at Simla on the 
24*^ May following. 

Hughes, WiUUm Grant Carnac, Oapiam (1819 
— ’1849).— at Multan, No 863.- The youngest 
son of Captain George Fenner Haghes, of tlio Bombay 
Infantry. Born in India in 1819, after his father’s 
retirement from the service. — Entered the Bombay Army 
in 1836. Amved inindia in the following year, and 
was posted to the 4*^ Bombay N. I. (Rifle Corps). 
Having served with that regiment at Baroda for three 
years, he went home on furlongh in November 1848. 
He returned to India in January 1847 and rejoined his 
regiment at Karachi, whence, in the autumn of 1848, 
on its being detailed to form part of the Bombay Divi- 
sion of the Ai’my of the Punjab, be accompanied it in 
its movement to the north, and served with it through- 
out the siege and captiu’e of Multan in December 1848 
and January 1849. On the reduction of the forti’eas 
being accomplished, he was left with his regiment in 
garrison, and he continued serving there until his death. 
He died at Multan on the 1®* July 1849. 

Hull, Lawrence Nilson, Major (1798—1845). — 
Tablet at Ferosejpore, No, 442. — Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1814. Arrived in India in September 1816, 
and in the following month was posted to the 1®* Batta- 
lion 12*^ N. I., then stationed at Nathpur, in the 
Purnea district. About the same time, however, he 
was directed to do duty with the 4*^ Grenadier Battalion 
a-tOawnpore, and having joined that corps there, he, 
in the cold season of 1815-16, served with it, in the 
Division under the command of Colonel Jasper Nicolls, 
in the fi- pg-1 campaign of the Nepal War, subsequently, 
on the termination of the war, proceeding with it to 
Bareilly. On the Ist March 1816 he was transferred, 
at his own request, to the 2^ Battalion 10*^1 N. I., 
but he continued serving with the 4*^ Grenadier 
Battalion until the following June, when he joined his 
own corps at Fatehgarh. Towards the end of the 
same year he accompanied the 2^ Battalion 10*^ to 
Nagpur, and he afterwards served with the corps 
throughout the Mahratta-Pindari War of 1817-18, 
taking part in much arduous service and in many 
sharp engagements in the Nagpnr and Narbadda terri- 
tories, and in the Betdl valley. On promotion to the 
rank of Lieutenant he was re-posted, September 1818, 
to the Battalion 10*^. In December 1818, his health 
having broken down, he proceeded on leave for five 
months, and having on his recovery, rejoined the 
battalion at Benares in May 1819, he continued serving 
with it there until January 1820, when he was ap oint- 
ed Adjutant of the Fort Marlborough (BencOolon) 
Local Corps. With this corps he served in Sumatra 
until January 1824, when he was obliged to go home 
on sick leave. On the reorganisation* of May 1824 
taking place he was posted to the 16*^ N. I. (late 
2d Battalion 10^^). He returned to India i. Mny 
1827, but having remained at Calcutta, on leave, until 
the middle of November, he did not rejoin his regiment, 


then at Gorakhpur, until near the end of the year. 
Towards the end of December 1828 he was appointed a 
Sab- Asst. Corny. Genl., and was posted to Cawnporo, 
whence he was removed to Meernt in the spring of 
1829, and to Dinapore at the end of 1830. In March 
1831 he was appointed a Brigade-Major on the establish- 
ment, and having been posted to the Eastern Frontier, 
he joined his appointment at Dacca. In the following 
August he was transferred in the same capacity to 
Cawnpore, and he continued serving at that place until 
June 1832, when he was appointed a Depy. Asst. 
Adjutant- General and posted to the Meerut Division. 
In December 1834 he was transferred from the Meerut 
to the Cawnpore Division, to which he was re-posted 
on being advanced to tiie grade of Asst. Adjutant- 
General in July 1836. In September 1837 he proceeded 
to Mnssoorie on sick leave, which was afterwards extend- 
ed up to November 1838. In September 1838 he was 
nominated Asst. Adjutant- General of the Second 
Division of the Army of the Indus, and on the Army 
assembling at Ferozepore, in November, he joined and 
took np his appointment. It having been decided, 
however, that the Second Division was not to go foiward, 
he resigned his appointment, and having, on the 6'-^^ 
December, received permission to rejoin his regiment, 
which formed part of the First Division, ho accompanied 
it on service, and was ■^vi^h it throughout the campaign 
of 1838-39 in Afghanistan, taking part in all the 
operations, including the storm and ca}4ure of Ghazni, 
in which he commanded the grenadier company of 
the regiment (Medal). His regiment having been 
left in garrison at Ghazni, and his health having failed, 
he returned to Hindustan early in 1840, and having, 
about the same time, on attaining the regimental rank 
of Major, vacated the appointment of Asst. Adjt.-Genl. 
at Cawnpore, he proceeded to Mnssoorie on sick leave, 
which was afterwards extended np to November 1841. 
At the end of September 1841, however, being still in 
bad health, he proceeded to Bombay, and thence, in the 
following December he went home on furlough. He 
returned to India in June 1845, and rejoined his 
regiment at Eiawah, whence in the following November, 
he accompanied it to Ambala. On the breaking out 
of the first Sikh War, in December 1845, he joined the 
Army of the Sutlej with his regiment, which he com- 
manded in the battles of Mudki and Firozshahr, in the 
latter of which, in the fitful though at times severe 
fighting which took place within the Sikh entrench- 
ments during the hours of darkness, he, early on the 
morning of the 22* December, received a mortal 
wound, of which he died at Fex’ozepore on the following 
day. 

Hu mf rays Alexander, Captain (1806-1846).-- 
Grave at Delhi, No. 79. — The youngest sou of Captain 
(brevet Lieutenant-Colonel) Richard Humfrays, of the 
Bengal Engineers. Bom at Allahabad in 1806. — 
Entered the Bengal Army in 1825 as a Cadet 
of Artillery. Arrived in India in March 1826, 
and in the following May was posted to the 2“* 
Troop 3^ Brigade, Horse Artilleiy, then stationed at 
Meernt, to join which he proceeded by water immediately 
after tbe commencement of the rainy season, doing duly 
with drafts for the Horse Artillery during the long 
voyage up the Ganges. In October 1827 he was trans- 
ferred to the ]®* Troop 1®* Brigade at Saugor, with 
which he marched to Cawnpore in 1828, and thence 
to Muttra early in 1829. On promotion to the 
rank of First-Lieutenant he was posted, Septem- 
ber 1832, to the Troop 8^ Brigade at Meerut, but 
he continued, by order, doing duty with the 1®* Troop 
1®* BrigadeuntilNovember, when he joined the 2“* Troop 
3 id Brigade, and early in 1833 accompanied it to Mhow. 
In December 1833 he proceeded on leave to China, but 
he eventually went to the Cape Colony, and thence 
home,, and was absent from India for two years 
and a half. During his absence he was trans- 
ferred in October 1834 to the Troop 2^^* Brigade, and 
from tliat in February 1836 to the 4*^ Company 
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Battalion, Foot Artillery. He returned to India in July 
38863 and in the following month was transferred to the 
1 st Troop 2“*^ Brigade, Horse Artillery, which he joined 
at Dam-Dum. In February 1837 he was removed to 
the 1®* Troop 3^^ Brigade, then at Karnal, but he con- 
tinued, by order, doing duty with the 1 ®* of the 2 “^ , and 
eventually, in November, he prooeeded^in command of it 
to the Upper Provinces ; on his way up he met, by 
arrangement, his own troop proceeding to the Presi- 
dency, and, joining it, arrived with it at Dum-Dam in 
January 1838. He continued serving with the 1®* Troop 
3 rd Brigade at Dum-Dum until January 1841, when he 
went home on leave. During his absence he was trans- 
ferred, January 1841, to the 1®* Company 1®* Battalion, 
Foot Artillery, and, in the following October, to the 
lat Company 5*^ Battalion. Soon after his return to 
India he was posted, January* 1842, to the 3*^ Troop 
Brigade, Horse Artillery, which he joined at Cawn- 
pore. While serving at that station he was appointed, 
November 1842, to the charge of the Cawnpore Division 
of the Department of Public Worts, which he conti- 
nued holding for several months In December 1843 
he accompanied the troop on service in the Gwalior 
Campaign, and was present with it at the battle of 
Faniar (bronze star). On the termination of the cam- 
paign he accompanied the trCop to Meerut, and having 
about this time been promoted to the rank of Captain, 
he was posted, March 1844, to the 1®* Company 3”^ 
Battalion, Foot Artillery, and the command of No. 3 
Light Field Battery, attached thereto, at Dum-Dum; 
being on leave, however, he never joined this company, 
and in the following August he was transferred to the 
5*^ Company 6 ^^ Battalion and the command of No. 13 
Light Field Battery. He joined this company (which 
in the following year became the 6 *^ of the 7^^ Battalion) 
at Ferozepore, and in November 1845 proceeded with it 
to Sukknr, in Sindh, where he served with it until the 
spring of 1846. Towards the close of the first Sikh 
War he moved up towards the Punjab with the com- 
pany and battery under his command, which wore 
attached to the Sindh Field Force under Sir Charles 
Napier, hut the battle of Sobraon brought the campaigu 
to an end before this force could come on the scene of 
operations, and upon its being broken up he proceeded 
with the company to Delhi, arriving there towards the 
end of April lo46. He died at that place on the 19^^ 
August following. 

NoTB.T-Captain Humfrays (then a widower) married, secondly, at 
Calcutta, on the 8th February 1842, Louisa, dnnsfhter of James 
Sutherland, Esq^r., sometime Principal of the Hughli College. (They 
had been fellow-passengers in the ship Diilbe of ArgyU, which 
arrived at Calcutta in the preceding December). 

Humphrys, Mervyn Archdall, Idmtenant (1831-— 
1857). — Grave and tablet at Deih% Nos. 95 and 162.— 
The third son of William Humphrys, Esq., of Bally- 
haise House, Co. Cavan, by Anna Maria, his first wife, 
the eldest daughter of John Pratt Winter, Esq., of 
Agher, Co. Meath; and first cousin to Captain John 
Pratt Winter, 17*^ Lancers, who fell in the charge of 
the Light Brigade at Balaklava* Bom on the 18^^ 
March 1881. — ^Entered the Bengal Army in 1850.^ Ar- 
rived in India in July 1851, and proceeded and joined 
at Nurpur the N.I., to which, in anticipation of his 
arrival, he had been posted on the 5*^ March preceding* 
Early in 1853 he accompanied the regiment to Peshawar, 
and in November of the same year he was with the regi- 
ment in the expedition against the Jowaki Afridis of 
the Bori Valley. In March 1855 he proceeded to 
Boorkee for the purpose of studying in the Civil Engi- 
neering College, and there he remained until November, 
when he went on leave to Meerut, eventually rejoining 
his regiment on its arrival at that place in January 
1856. In March 1857 he obtained leave to proceed to 
the hills for ^ months, but in the following month this 
leave was cancelled at his own request, and he was with 
hU regiment when it mutinied on the May. On 
that occasion he .had a marveHous escape, his horse 
having been ** ghot down and riddled with balls,** while 


he himself, as he lay upon the ground, ** became the 
mark for a dozen muSkets;’* nevertheless, he escaped 
unscathed. A fortnight later he was appointed to do 
dnty with the 1®* Battalion of the 60th Rifles, and 
accompanying that corps in the Field Force under the 
command of Brigadier Wilson, he was present with it in 
both the actions on the Hindan River, at Ghazi-nd-din^ 
nagar, on the 30*^ and 31®* May. With the same batta- 
lion he afterwards joined the Delhi Field Force under 
Sir Henry Barnard, and was present at the action of 
Badli-ki-Serai, at the seizure of the heights before 
Delhi, and at the siege of that place up to the 19*^ June. 
On that day, while engaged in repelling one of the 
numerous attacks of the enemy, he received a mortal 
wound, from the efEects of which he died on the follow- 
ing morning. 

Note — The, statement in the inscription on Lieutenant 
Hnmphrys' tomb, that he was “ killed in action on the 19th June 
1857,’’ is incorrect. 

Hunt Robart, Oaptain (1824-1857). — Grave at 
JS^asauU^ No. 285. — Entered H. M ’s Service on the 4*^ 
September 1840 as an Ensign in the 57*^ Foot, and 
proceeding to India towards the end of that year he 
joined the right wing of the regiment at Trichinopoly, 
in the Madras Presidency, whence early in 1842 he 
marched with it to Fort St. George. On the 12*^ Feb- 
ruary 1842 he was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant. 
In April 1845 he proceeded with the right wing of the 
corps from Fort St. George to Arai, and thence in the 
following December to Poonamallee, where the regiment 
was assembled preparatory to embarkation for Europe. 
He embarked with the corps in April 1846, landed with 
it at Gravesend in the following September, and there- 
after served with it in various places in England and 
Ireland for nearly five years. On the 24*^ January 
1851 he was promoted to the rank of Captain. On the 
June 1861 he exchanged into the 53^^ Foot, and 
going out to India at the close of the year he joined a 
detachment of the regiment at Rawal Pindi at the end 
of January 1852, subsequently going on and joining the 
head-quarters of the corps at Peshawar, On the 3^* 
June 1853 he exchanged into the Ceylon Rifle Regi- 
ment, and from that corps, on the 25*^ November 
following, into the 61®* Foot, which he joined at 
Wazirabad in the spring of 1854. In December 1866 
he marched with the regiment to Ferozepore, and he was 
serving with it there when the mutiny broke out 
in May 1857. In the following month he proceeded 
with the head-quarters and right wing of the regi- 
ment and joined the force before Delhi on the 
1®* July. He continued serving at the siege of that 
place for about six weeks, when sever© illness neces- 
sitated his removal to the hills ; and he died at Kasauli 
on the 31®^ August 1857, 

Hunter, Oswald, M.D,, Surgeon (c. 1782 — 1820),-— 
Grave at Karnal, No. 172. — Entered the Bengal Army 
in July 1805 as an Assistant- Surgeon. Arrived in India 
in March 1806, and on the last day of the same month 
was appointed Oflg. Surgeon to the Cadet Company at 
Barasat. In this appointment he was confirmed in the 
following Juno, with efoot from the original date, and 
he continued holding it until tho Barasat Institution 
was abolished on the 1®* September 1811, his servicea 
during his incumbency ])eing recognisod both by the 
Government in India and by the Couri of Directors at. 
home by special expressions of apjmohation. On the 6 *^ 
of tho same month he was appinutod Civil Surgeon of 
Tippera, an appointment which ho held until September 
1813, when he was transferred from tho civil to the 
miliinry branch of the Medical Service, and posted to 
the Battalion 15**^ N. I. Ho joined this corps at 
Dinapore, but he was with it for less than three months, 
having on the 3*^ December folh)wing l>een appointed 
Garrison Assistant- Surgeon at Buxar. In this post he 
remained until December 1818, when he was obliged 
to vacate it on being gn-zetted to the rank of Surgeon- 
On the 4 **^ January 1819 he was appointed Surgeon to 
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6*^ tiglit Cayalry, and haying joined that regiment 
at Nagpur, he accompanied it in the same year to 
Kama],. At this place he died on the 14tb January 1820. 

Hunter, Robert Mackellar, Captain (1807- 
^Tablet at Ferozepore^ No, 442. — The third son 
General Sir Martin Hunter, G. C. M. G., G. 0. H. 
(representatiye of the Hunters of Medomsley, Co. Dur- 
ham, and of Anton’s Hill, Co. Berwick), — a distinguished 
old officer who had served in the American War (at 
Bunker’s Hill, Brooklyn, Brandywine, Fort Washing- 
ton, etc.) and throughout the Mysore War of 1790-92. ' 
Bom in 1807. — Entered the Bengal Army in 1822. 
Arriyed in India in October 1823, and in the following 
month was sent up to Dinapore to do duty with a 
detachment of the Bengal European Eegimeni then at 
that station. In January 1824 he was posted to the 
Battalion 7*^ N. I., which he joined at Sitapur, and 
on the reorganisation of the Army taking place in the 
following May he was posted to the 10*^ N. I, (late 2^^ 
Battalion 7*^). On the formation, in July 1824, of 
flank battalions for service in the Burmese War, he was, 
with the light company of his regiment, posted to 
the 2*^^ Light Infantry Battalion, ahd with this 
corps he served throughout the campaign of 1825 in 
Arakan, including the skirmish on the Padha Hills, the 
action of Mahati, the storming of the heights above the 
’town of Arakan, and the fuither operations resulting 
in the conquest of that extensive province. In July 
1825 he was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant, vTith 
eflect from the 13^^ May preceding, and removed to the 
5*^ Extra N. I. (afterwards designated the 73^^ N. I.), 
*nd returning from Arakan he, on the expiry of three 
months’ leave at Calcutta, joined his new regiment at 
Benares in November 1825. In the autumn of 1826 he 
marched with the regiment to Jubbulpore, at which 
station he served with it until July 1829, when he pro- 
ceeded on leave to the Presidency. In March 1830 he 
rejoined the regiment at Banda, whence in the autumn 
of 1832’ he proceeded with it to Benares. In October 
1833 he was appointed to the Bengal Pioneers, but the 
dishaudment of that corps having been ordered in the 
succeeding December, he rejoined his regiment at 
Benares, whence he marched with it to Barrackpore in 

the spring of 1835. In May 1835 he was appointed 
to do duty with the Assam Bebundy Corps, and having 
joined that corps at Gauhati, he served with it there 
^ntil the middle of September 1836. He then proceeded 
on leave to Oaloutfca, whence he went home on furlough 
early in January 1837. Returning to India in January 
1840 , he rejoined his regiment at Sylhet, and in the 
following September and October he held for a short 
time the charge of the 6^^ Company of Sappers and 
liimers at Silchar. In the spring of 1841 he proceeded 
with the regiment to Allahabad, whence he marched 
with it to Delhi early in 1842. In the autumn of 1844 
he proceeded with the corps to Ludhiana, and he was 
serving with it there when the first Sikh War broke 
out. Accompanying his regiment into the field with 
the* Army of the Sutlej, he was present with it in the 
battles of Mudki and Firozshahr, in the latter of which 
he fell,— 21®* December 1845, 

Hutchinson, Benjamin Martin, Second^ZieuUn^ 
ant (c. 1830-1849).— Grave on the battlefield of Gujerat, 
No, 763 ; tablet at Sialhoi, No, ^ 727.— Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1846. Arrived in in August 

1848, and was granted rank as Second-Lieutenant from 
the ID^ December 1846, the date on which he passed 
his examination at Addiscombe. OntheSta September 
he was directed tp proceed and join the Corps of Sappers 
and Pioneers, and having joined in camp at Shujabad, 
Bear Multan, on the November, he was posted to 
the 1®* Company of Sappers. With this company he 
served thronghout the second siege of Multan, ending 
in the capture of the place in January 1849. ^bse- 
fluently, -^hen the force under Major-General Whash 
marchk northwards to join the Army under the com- 
mand of Lord Gough, he accompanied .it as acting 
^de-de-Camp to Brigadier Cheape, Chief Engineer of 


the Army of the Punjab, and in that capacity he was 
present at the decisive battle of Gujerat. On that occa- 
sion he received a very severe wound, necessitating the 
amputation of a leg, and he died in consequence nineteen 
days later, — in camp at Gujerat on the 12^^ March 1849. 

Hutchinson, John 'Ross (1822-1857 ). — Tablet at 
Delhi, No. 166. — The eldest son of John Ross Hutchin- 
son, Esquire, Bengal Civil Service. Bom at Burdwan 
on the 12**1 September 1822, Educated at Rugby (en- 
tered in 1837) in Dr. Arnold’s time. — ^Entered thss 
Bengal Civil Service in April 1841. Arrived in India 
in December 1842, and in July 1843 was appointed 
Assistant to the Magistrate and Collector of Aligarh. 
In that position he served continuously until December 
1846, when he was appointed officiating Magistrate 
and Collector at the same place. In February 1847 he 
was appointed Joint Magistrate and Deputy Collector 
at Agra, at which station he continued serving until 
July 1850, when he was transfen*ed, in tLe same posi- 
tion, to Aligarh, In that appointment he remained 
until December 1853, when he proceeded on leave to 
Bombay, whence he went home on furlough in February 
1854. He returned to India in Janua,ry 1857, and, 
having soon afterwards been appointed Magistrate and 
Collector of Delhi, he had just taken over charge from 
Sir Theophilus Metcalfe when the Mutiny broke out. 
On the first intimation of the approach of the revolted 
regiments from Meerut he galloped down to canton- 
ments for the purpose of bringing up troops to oppose 
the entrance of the mutineers into the city. He after- 
wards returned to the city, and in a soufiSe with some 
of the mutineers at the Calcutta Gate he was shot 
through the arm. In tiiis condition he was taken to 
the quarters of the Commandant of the Palace 
Guards, and he perished there in the general massacre 
which took place when the mob burst in, — ll**i May 1857. 

Hutchinson, Robert Colvir, Lieutenant’-Oohnel 
(1842-1886) — Grate at Mardan, No, 1011. — ^A younger 
son of Colonel George Hutchinson, of the Bengal Engi- 
neers ; grandson of the Revd. Thomas Tmebody Thoma- 
son, M. A., Bengal Chaplain ; and nephew to the Hou’ble 
Jaihes Thomason, sometime Lieutenant-Governor of tho 
N.-W. Provinces, and Governor designate of Madras 
when he died in 1853. Bom at Putney, Co Surrey, on 
the 4fch March 1842. — ^Entered H. M.’s Indian Military 
Forces, Madras, in 1859, with rank as Ensign from the 
9**» December of that year. Arrived in India in the 
spring of 1860, and was sent to Bangalore to do duty 
with the 1st Madras Fusiliers. Later in the same year 
he was transferred to do duty with the 50^*^ Madras 
N. I., at the same station, and he served there with 
that corps until April 1861, when he was appointed a 
doing-duty officer in the 1®* Punjab Cavalry. Having 
joined this regiment at Rajanpur, he accompanied it 
thence to Dera Ghazi Khan at the end of 1862, and in 
Fehruarv 1864 he was advanced to the position of Third 
Squadron Officer, In March 1864 he went home on 
f uriough, and he was absent from India until Novem- 
ber 1865. On his return he rejoined the regiment at 
Dera Ghazi Khan, whence he marched with it to Dera 
Ismail Khan in February 1866. From August to 
December 1867 he officiated as Second-in- Copamand of 
the regiment, and from December 1867 to April 
1869 as Adjutant. In April 1869 he was appointed to 
officiate as Second Squadron Officer, and in the follow- 
ing month he marched with the regiment tp Edwardes- 
abad. He continued officiating as Second Squadroij. 
Officer until July 1869, when he was nominated Adju- 
tant of the regiment, and at the samtf time appointed 
to officiate as Second-in-Command, and he continued, 
in this position until March 1870, when he reverted to 
his former appointment of Third Squadron Officer. In. 
the following June he exchanged into the Corps of 
Guides in the position of Second Squadron Officer, and » 
having joined at Mardan, he passed the rest of his 
service with this corps. Bkom February 1871 tp Janu- 
ary 1873 he officiated as Commandant of the CavaliT' 
of the Corps; ^nd hp again offipiatfd ip the same 
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appointment from Maroli to May 1873 and from October 
1873 to .Iflnnary 1875. Under tbe re-organisation of 
January 1877 be became a Squadron Commander. In 
Tebmary 1878 he took part and particularly distin- 
guished himself in the surprise of the Utman Kliel 
Tillage of Sapri, and in the following month he was 
present at the surprise of the Ranizai Tillage of Skakot, 
and in the expedition against the Utman Elhel Tillage 
of Buoha. On the outbreak of the Afghan War in 
Noyomber 1878 he proceeded on service with the Corps 
of Guides, and took part in the operations resulting in 
the capture of Ali Masjid, as well as in various move- 
ments on the Khaibar line up to the conclusion of the 
campaign. On the renewal of the war in September 
1879 he (officiating as Commandant of Cavalry in 
that and the succeeding month) served in the advance 
on Kabul from the Khaibar line, in the operations 
at and around Kabul in December (including the 
defence of Sherpur), and in the action of Chih^ldukh- 
teran (Medal and two clasps). Returning with the 
corps from Afghanistan in August 1880, he was in 
that month appointed Offg.^ Commandant of Cav- 
alry, and he continued acting in that post until February 
1882 ; and he again officiated in the same appointment 
from April 1883 to February 1884!, wh^n the permanent 
appointment of Commandant of Cavalry was conferred 
upon him. In October 1885 be was appointed ofFg. 
Seoond-in-Oommand of the corps. On the night 
of the '8tTi -January 1886 he accompanied the Corps of 
Guides on an exp'dition into the Malindri Valley, to 
disperse a body of Bunerwals who had assembled there 
for the purpose of making a raid : before daybreak on 
the following morning, riding with the advance, he 
chanced, near the village of Suri, to encounter, in the 
dark, a party of the enemy ; some firing ensued, in the 
course of which he received a mortal wound, from the 
effects of which he died at Rustam a few hours later,— 
.9*^ January 1886. 

Hutchinson, William Caldwell, lAeuienanf 
(1824 — 1848).— (?raue at Simla, No. 318.-— The 
second son of John Ross Hutchinson, Esq., of the 
Bengal Civil Service, Born at Burdwan, Bengal, on 
the 12*^ May 1824, Educated at Rugby (entered in 
1837) in the time of Dr Arnold. — ^Entered the Bengal 
Arniym 1841 as a Cadet of Artillery, Arrived in 
India in January 1842, and in the following June was 
posted to the 3^ Company 5*^ Battalion, Foot Artillery, 
stationed at Saugor. Towards the end of the following 
month he was sent to the Upper Provinces, by river, 
on duty with a detachment of recruits, but having on 
arrival at Benares, about the middle of October, been 
obliged to remain there on account of illness, he did 
not reach Cawnpore nntil the middle of November. 
He eventually joined a Field Force under the command 
of Brigadier Young, in Bundelkhand, and on the 
25^^ November was directed to do duty with the 3^ 
Company 4*^ Battalion until an opportunity should 
offer of joining his own company at Saugor. With 
this company, and afterwards with his own, he served 
in some of the operations against the Bundelkhand 
insurgents in 1842-43. On promotion to the rank of 
, First-Lieutenant, he was posted, at the end of *)anuary 
1844, to the 2*^^ Company 2^^ Battalion, at Ambala ; 
-on the 5^^ March following he was removed to’ the 2^ 
Troop 2fl‘ Brigade, Horse Artillery, but before he could 
Join it he was transferred, on the 28*^ of the same 
month, to the Troop 1®* Brigade (now P ” Battery 
Royal Horse Artillery), which he joined at Ludhiana, 
and to which he tos reposted in the reorganisation of 
July 1845. On the outbreak of the first Sikh War he 
accompanied his troop into the field and served with it 
throughout the Sutlej campaign of 1845-46, including 
the battles of Mudki, Firozshahr and Aliwal (Medal and 
two clasps). After the battle of Aliwal his troop was 
left at Ludhiana with the force under Brigadier 
Wheeler, and in February 1846 he was appointed to 
ihe charge of the heavy train with that force; this 


charge he retained until the Army of the Sutlej was, 
broken up in March 1846, when he rejoined his troop at 
Ludhiana, and he shortly afterwards proceeded on 
leave to the hills. At the end of July 1846 he was 
appointed to the Surveyor- General’s Department, as an 
Assistant- Surveyor in the North-West Frontier Sur-» 
vey, Trans- Sutlej, and in this appointment (having 
intermediately been removed to the 1®* Troop 3^ Bri- 
gade in August 1847, and to the 2^ Company 3*^ 
Battalion in December 1847) he continued serving 
nntil his death. He died at Simla on the 3*^ Septem-* 
her 1848. 

Hutchison, George, lAeutenani^Colonel and 
Brevet Colonel (1796—1859). - Grave at Bawal Findi^ 
No. 800.- Entered H. M.’s Service on the 14*^ July 
1814 as a Lieutenant in the 7*^ Foot (tbe Royal 
Fusiliers), from which on the 29*^ September following 
he was transferred to the 14*^ Light Dragoons.^ He 
joined this regiment at Weymouth, and served with it 
for about eighteen months. On the 6*^ March 1816 
he was transferred to the Staff Co^s of Cavalry, on the 
rolls of which he remained until the 25*^ February 
1819, when, on the corps being disbanded, he was 
placed on half -pay. On the 5*^ May 1824 he was 
brought on full pay in the 16*^^^ Foot, and proceeding to 
Ceylon he joined that regiment at Colombo, at which 
place and at Point de Galle he served with it for nearly 
three years. On the 26^^ June 1827 he was promoted 
to the rank of Captain on half -pay, nnattached, ai^ 
he remained in that position until the 16*^ April 182^ 
when he exchanged to full pay as Captain in the 97* 
Foot. He joined that regiment in Ceylon, and he con- 
tinued with it there until the summer of 1836, when 
he returned with it to Europe, aud he thereafter served 
with it in various parts of England and Ireland for 
more than four years. In January 1841 he accom- 
panied the regiment to Corfu, and on the 23 November 
following he was promoted to the rank of Major by 
brevet. In J anuary 1842 he proceeded with the 
ment to Zante, and while serving there on the 2? “ 
September 1842 he attained the rank of regimental 
Major. He continued serving in the Ionian Islands 
until March 1847, when he proceeded vnth the regi- 
ment to Malta, whence he accompanied it to Jamaica 
in February 1848. In the following October he pro- 
ceeded with the regiment to Halifax, in Nova Scotia, 
whence in May 1850 he accompanied it to St. J ohn’i. 
On the 7th June 1850 he was promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant-Colonel, and he subsequently continued 
serving with the regiment in Nova Scotia for nearly 
two yenrs- On the 2^ April 1852 he exchanged into 
the 80*^ Foot, and having arrived at Calcutta in the 
following August, he in the succeeding month proceed- 
ed and joined the regiment in Burma, where it was 
then on active service, and he thereafter commanded 
it during the remainder of the campaign of 1852-53, 
taking part in the capture of Prome (India Medal with 
clasp for Pegn). In November 1853 he returned^ with 
the regiment to Bengal, and after serving^ with it for 
some time at Dam-Dnm, he sailed with it for Europe 
in February 1854. Arriving in England in the follow- 
insr June, and having been promoted to the rank of 
Colonel by brevet on the succeeding 28*^ of November, 
he served with the corps at Canterbuiy, Fort George, 
Portsmouth, Aldershot and Bnry until August 1866, 
when he embarked with it for the Cape Colonjr, South 
Africa, whence, on the outbreak of the mutinies, he 
accompanied it to Bengal, landing at O’alontta in Janu- 
ary 1858. He afterwards accompanied the regiment 
to the Upper Provinces, where he served with it in 
some of the operations against the rebels and mnti- 
noers,— including the affair of Harra, in Oudh,— until 
August 1858, when he was appointed a Brigadier on 
the establishment and was posted to the Sindh-Sagw 
District, Rawal Pindi. He exercised the .command of this 
district until his death, which occurred at Rawal Find! 
onthe3<i May 1869, 
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Hutton, George Davis, (1820 -1847) — 

Grave at Ambala, No, 274. — Entered H. M.’s Serrice 
on the 15*^ Noyember 1839 as an Ensign in the 41®* 
Foot, which he joined at Belganm, in the Madras 
Presidency, in the spring of the following year. In 
October 1841 he accompanied the regiment to Karachi, 
in Sindh ; and he afterwards, on the occnrrence 
of the outbreak in Afghanistan, moved up with 
it into Baluchistan. On the 3^ December 1841 
he was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant. He 
served with the 41®* thronghont the campaign of 1842 
in Baluchistan and Afghanistan, including the actions 
of the 28*^ March and the 28*^ April at Haikalzai in 
the Pishin Valley, the movement on Kandahar, the 
actions near that place, the subsequent movement to 
the north, the action of Goaine, the re-capture and 
destruction of Ghazni, the actions of Beni Badam and 
Maidan, the re-occupation of Kabul, the expedition into 
Kohistan and the storm and capture of Istalif, and 
various actions in the passes between Kabul and the 
Khaibar during the return march to Hindustan 
(Medal). On the breaking up of the Army at Feroze- 
pore in January 1843, he accompanied the regiment 
to Bombay, where he embarked with it for England. 
Soon after his arrival, while with the regiment at 
Canterbury, he was placed upon half-pay, and he re- 
mained in that position until the 17*** November follow- 
ing, when he was again brought on full pay as Lieut- 
enant in the 18*^ Foot (the Eoyal Irish), the depot of 
which (the regiment being then in China) he joined at 
Chatham. On the 26*^ July 1844 he was transferred 
to the 61®* Foot, which he joined at Cork. In July 
1845 he embarked with the regiment for Bengal, and 
landing at Calcutta in November, he accompanied it to 
Cawnpore early in 1846. In the autumn of the same 
year he marched with the regiment to Ambala, at 
which place he died on the 2^ May 1847.

Huxham, George Gorham, Lieutenant- Colonel, 
(1826 — 1874). — Grave at Peshaioar, No, 953. — ^Born at 
Teignmouth, Devonshire, on the 23^ April 1826. — 
Entered the Bengal Army in 1846. Arrived in India 
in December of the same year, and was sent up 
to Benares to do duty with the 9*h N. I, In March 
1847 he was posted to the 48*^ N. I., which he joined 
at the same station. In October 1849 he was appointed 
Offg. Adjutant of the regiment, and in the succeeding 
month he accompanied the corps to Banda. He con- 
tinued officiating as Adjutant until near the end of 
June 1850, when he lost the appointment on being 
placed in arrest for fighting a duel with Lieutenant 
Litchford of the same regiment. For this breach of 
discipline he was subsequently (August 1850) tried 
before a General Court-Martial and sentenced to be 
cashiered, but, on the strong recommendation of the 
court, he was pardoned by -Sie Comnoander-in-Chief, 
Sir Charles Napier, who placed his reasons on record 
in the following terms : — ** At the very strong recom- 
mendation of the Court-Martial, I pardon Ensign 
Huxham ; and I do so because — ^I will use the words 
of the Court — it was natural and excusable for a 
young and untried soldier to resent as he did the 
gross and unprovoked provocation of a much older 
onej’ The Banda duel had a rather curious result 
for this officer, for his opponent and the two seconds 
having been tried and cashiered at the same t^me, 
and two of the trio being his seniors, the outcome 
of the afEair was that he gained two steps in the ' 
regiment, and was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant. 
In November 1850 he marched with the regiment to 
Cawnpore, and in the early part of 1852 he officiated 
for some time as Adjutant to the left wing, at that 
station, on the head-quarters and right wing being de** 
tached on escort duty with the Governor-General. In 
September 1852 he was appointed to do duty with the 
Be^ment of Ludhiana (now styled “ the 15*^ Sikhs ’*), 
which had been detailed for field service in Burma, 
but after all never went thither, and having joined 


that regiment at Berhampore, he accompanied it to 
Midnapore in April 1853. In September 1853 he was 
appointed to officiate as Second-in-Oommand of the regi- 
ment, and he continued holding this appoinment until 
January 1855, when he was transfen*ed, in the same 
position, to the Sirmoor Battalion (now the 2^^ Gurkha 
Bifles). He joined that corps at Almora, and was 
sent immediately to command the detachment at 
Petoragarh ; and he continued in this appointment until 
March 1856, when he was displaced by the return 
to^ duty of the permanent Second-ia-Command, and 
rejoined the 48*^ N. I. at Lucknow. He was serving 
with the 48*^ at that place when the mutinies broke 
out, and in the course of the arrangements made thero 
to meet the crisis he was, in May 1857, appointed 
Fort Adjutant of Fort Machi-bhawan ; this appoint- 
ment he held until the first days of July, when the* post 
was abandoned in consequence of the disaster- at Chin- 
hat. He subsequently served throughout the defence 
of the Eesidency at Lucknow from J uly to November 
1857, in the course of which he was twice wounded, 
once severely f Medal and clasp ; and allowed to count 
one year’s extra service). On the withdrawal of the 
garrison after the relief of the place by Sir Colin 
Campbell in November 1857, he was sent down to Allah- 
abad, where he remained until January 1858 ; he was 
then appointed OfPg. Depy. Judge Advocate- General 
of the Benares Division, but he retained this appoint- 
ment only until the succeeding April, when he was 
obliged to go home on sick leave. He returned to India 
in October 1859, and at the end of the succeeding month 
he was appointed Offg. Seoond-in-Oommand of the 12*k 
Punjab Infantry, which he joined at J'hansi, and of 
which — ^in the following year, after officiating for a 
short time as Commandant — ^he for some months com- 
manded a detachment at Lalitpur* In August 1860- 
ho was appointed Adjutant of the regiment, but ho 
continued officiating as Beoond-in- Command until the 
following October, when he was appointed Offg. Se- 
cond-in-Command of the 22^^* Punjab Infantry, tho- 
le ft wing of which corps he joined soon afterwards at 
Nowgong. In February 1861, when in command of 
this wing, he had the good^ fortune to render a very 
important service in tracking down, attacking, and, 
after a sharp conflict, completely destroying a band 
of rebels beaded by the uotorions Makhdnd Singh, 
whom he personally slew in the encounter. In March 
1861 he was made permanent in the appointment of 
Secoud-in-Oommand, which he retained for the rest 
of his service. In April 1862 he went on sick leave 
to Mussoorie, and the regiment, — ^which had now be- 
come the 30*^ (Punjab) N. I., — ^having in the meantime 
been moved to Benares, he rejoined it at that place 
in April 1863. In the reorganisation of January 1864 
he was designated Second-in- Command and Wing Offi- 
cer, and from April to June of that year he officiated 
as Commandant of the regiment* In the^ following 
October he accompanied the corps on service, and he 
thereafter served with it thronghont the Bhutan Cam- 
paign of 1864-65, taking part in the capture of Mina- 

f iri, Dalimkot and Ohamtirchi, the storming of the 
ala stockades, and the two affairs at Nogu (India 
Medal and clasp). On the regiment being withdrawn 
from the Bhutan Duars in May 1865 he accompanied 
it to Cawnpore, soon after his arrival at which station, 
in June, he was appointed Offg. Commandant of the 
corps : this appointment he continued holding until Jan- 
uary 1866' lu April 1866 he went home on furlough, 
and durbg his absence, in tbe following September, he 
was admitted into the Bengal Staff Corps, He returned 
to India in jOeoember 1867, and rejoined the 
regiment at Cawnpore, and in June 1868 he was again 
appointed to officiate as Commandant, In the following 
August he marched with the regiment en route to 
Hazara, on service, but falling ill on the way he 
resigned the command on the 12*^ September and pro- 
ceeded to Murree on leave; but he shortly afterward# 
rejoined at Rawal Pindi, and in December he marched 
with the regiment to Jheluzn. In April 1869 he rrsA, 
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(jnaa more appointed Offg. Commandant, and lie continned 
holding the command until January 1871, when he 
proceeded to Bombay on leave. In March 1871 he 
irent home on furlough, being in a bad state of health. 
On his return to India in December 1873 he rejoined 
his regiment at Nowshera, whence in the following 
March he accompanied it to Peshawar ; and at that place 
he died on the 14*^ November 1874.

. Hyslop, Henry Frith Morison, Lieutenant 
(1829 — 18S1) ^-^Tahlet at Delhi, No, 158.t— T he eldest 
pon of Archibald Geddes Hyslop, Esq., of Lotna, Co. 
Kircudbright, Lieutenant- Colonel, in the Madras Artil- 
lery. Born on the 31st December 1829, — ^Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1849. Arrived in India in October of 
the same year, and was sent up to Benares to do duty with 
the N. I. Towards the end of the month he was 
posted to the 74th N, I,, then proceeding from Mhow 
to Dacca, but having been ordered to continue doing 
duty with the 65th -a-niil the 74th should arrive 

in the vicinity of Benares, he did not join the latter until 
March 1850. He reached Dacca with the regiment early 
in the following month, but bis health having failed he 
was obliged to leave the place and go home on furlough 
in March 1851. On his return in September 1852 he 
rejoined the regiment at Barraclcpore, whence he pro- 
ceeded with it to Oawnpore in the spring of 1853. In 
March 1857 he accompanied the to Delhi, and 
he was with the regiment there when it mutinied on 
the 11*^ May 1857 : he succeeded in making hfs escape 
on that occasion, but two days later, whilst endeavour- 
ino* to make his way to Meerut, he was attacked in a 
Gujar village near the Hindan and cruelly put to death*

Inglls, Johrii Captain (J806 — 1849 ). — Grave at Mul- 
tan, No* 860.— Entered the Bengal Army in 1821. 
Arrived in India in June 1822, and in the following 
month wa sent up to Snltanpur, Benares, to do duty 
with the 1 Light' Cavaliy. In October 1822 he was 
regularly posted to that regiment, but in the following 
month, on a readjustment taking place, he was trans- 
ferred to the 2*^^ Light Cavalry, which he joined at 
Eaita, in Bundelkhand. Towards the end of 1823 he 
accbmpanied this, regiment to Mhow, whence he 
proceeded with it to Neemuoh at the end of 1824. In 
June 1826 he went on leave to Calcutta, and during his 
absence his regiment moved to Muttra, at which place 
he rejoined it in Eebrnary 1827. In November 1828 he 
accompanied the regiment to Kamal, whence he marched 
with it to Neemuoh in December 1832. In the autumn 
of 1834 he accompanied the regiment on service on the 
occasion of the demonstration against Jodhpur, but he 
returned with it shortly afterwards to Neemnch, whence 
he marched with it to Meerut early in 1836.^ In the 
autumn of 1838 he marched with the regiment to 
IFerozepore and, joining the Army of the Indus, accom- 
panied the corps on service to Afghanistan, where he 
qerved with it throughout the campaign of 1838-39, iur 
eluding the capture of Ghazni (Medal) and the oconpa- 
tii,pn of Kabul. He subsequently served with the corps 
at Jalalabad and at Kabul, and at the end of 1840 
]?.e returned with it to Hindustan, where it was disbanded 
in the spring of 1841, on account of the misbehaviour of 
.two squadrons in the action of Parwandarra in Novem- 
b6r 1840. In April 1841 he proceeded on leave to 
Simla, and while he was there, on the 6th May, he was 
nominated ^^cond-in-Command of the 7th Irregular 
Cavalry, th^ being formed at Bareilly ; be, however, 
;relinq’a-ished the appointment at fbe end of the same 
ihonth, and continued on leave, whiph was afterwards 
extended to the middle of January 1842. In that 
■ mon& he was transferred, with the other oflScers of the 
^banded to tb© i^©wly fonned 11^ Lipiht Oayalryi 


and having joined this regiment at Meerut, he soon 
afterwards proceeded to the Presidency, whence he went 
home on furlough at the end of Eebmary. He returned 
to India in December 1843, and rejoined the Light 
Cavalry at Oawnpore, whence he accompanied the regi- 
ment to Nasirabad in November 1844. In November 
1845 he was appointed Offg. Adjutant of the jregiment, 
.smd he held the post for two months, in tb© ponrse of 
which he accompanied the corps on its march to join the 
Army of the Sutlej ; it was not, however, in time for any 
of the fighting, and on the Army being broken np to- 
wardfa the end of March 1846, he moved with the regi- 
ment to Ludhiana, whence in the following November 
he marched with it to Nakodar. In September 1847 ho 
was appointed Aide-de-Og^mp to Majar-General H. T. Tapp, 
(g- V.), who had been nominated to the command of 
the Dinapore Division of the Army, but he rejoined his 
regiment at Eerozepore early in March 1848, consequent 
on Major-General Tapp haviujg been unable, from con- 
tinous ill-health, to take up’ his command. In July 
1648, in command of the regiment, he proceeded on 
service against Multan, and took part in both sieges of 
the place, as well as in the action of Surajkhdnd, which 
came between. After the fall of the fortress in January 
1849 he, being in a bad state of health, obtained leave to 
proceed to Mnssoorie, but he was unable even to 
begin the journey, and he died at Multaa on the 16*^ 
February 1849, 

Note. — C aptain Inglis married, at Noemnch, on tlic 3rd B'ovem- 
ber 1835, Louisa Maria, the second daiiglitcr of Lieutenant- Gener4 
Lambert Loveclay, oE the Bengal Infantry. His widow aftcrwavdirf, 
at Calcutta, on the February 1855, mamed the Revd. John 
Pourie, tho well known Minister q£ the Free Church of Scotland iq 
that city. 

InneSs Peter, Ideutenant-Qenpral (1806 — 1871).— 
Grave at Simla, No, 370. — Born at Wick, Co. Caithness, 
on the 20*=^ May 1806. — ^Entered tho Bengal Army in 
1823. Arrived in India in May 1824, and at the end 
of that month was sent up to Barrackpore to do duty 
with the 61®* N. I. In the following An gust he was 
posted to the 14*^ N. I., and having joined that regiment 
at Sylhet, he served with it throughout the latter part 
of the operations of 1824-25 against the Burmese on 
the Sylhet-Oachar frontier. In the summer of 1825 he 
accompanied the regiment to Allahabad, whenco in tho 
following October he proceeded with it to Lucknow, at 
which station, during the early part of 1826, he for 
some months officiated as Adjutant of tho corps. At 
the end of October 1828 he was appointed Adjutant of 
the regiment, and he retained that post for the long 
period of thirteen years and a half. Early in 1829 he 
accompanied the regiment to Delhi, whence, in tho 
autumn of 1830 he marched with it to Ludliiana, and 
in October and November 1831 he was with it in tlio 
camp of the Governor- General at Rnpar, on the ocoa* 
sion of the historic meeting of Lord William Bentiiiok 
and Maharaja Ranjit Singh. In December 1838 he 
accompanied the head-qnartors and right wing to 
Moradabad. In the winter of 1836-37 he marched 
with the regiment to Agra, whence he proceeded with 
it to Eatehgarh in November 1838, and to Nasirabad 
early in 1841. In May 1842, having attained the rank 
of Captain, he vacated the Adjutancy of tho regiment. 
Early in the following year he for some time held oharga 
of the Commissariat Dept, at Nasirabad. In November 
1843, on the formation of the Army of Exercise (after* 
wards styled the “ Army of Gwalior '*), he was ap- 
pointed foigade-Major to the Fourth Brigade, and in 
that capacity he served during the Gwalior campaign 
and was present at the battle of Maharajpnr (bronze, 
star, and promoted to the rank of Major by brevet). On 
the termination of the campaign he accompanied his 
regiment to Ferozepbre, arriving there in April 1844. 
On the outbreak of the first Sifii war he was appointed, 
by Sir John Littler, Brigade-Major to one of the brigades 
ofthd ^’erpzppore fprpe^ but on th? sa^i? day (13*^ 
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December), in the General Orders of the Oommander- 
in-Chief, he was appointed Depy. Asst. Adjt.- General 
to that force (which was now designated the Fourth 
Division of the Army of the Sutlej), and in that • capa- 
city he served throughout the Sutlej campaign of 1845- 
46, inclnding the battle of Firozshal^ (Medal, and pro-' 
moted to the rank of Lientenant-Oobnel by brevet) . In 
March 1846, on the termination of the war, he was 
nominated Dy. Asst. Adjt.-Qenl. to the force left in 
garrison at Lahore nnder Sir John Littler, but before 
the end of the month he proceeded on leave to Simla, 
and he eventually went home on 'furlough in February 
1847. He returned to India in February 1849 and re- 
joined his regiment at Berhampore, whence in the fol- 
lowing December he proceeded with it on service in 
connection with the Sikkim Expedition, accompanying 
the head-qnarters to Darjeeling in January 185Q. In 
the following April he proceeded with the regiment to 
Dinapore, and there 6om August 1850 to February 
1851 he oflBlciated as Asst. Adjt.-Qcnl. of the Dinapore 
Division, In January 1852, as senior captain, he suc- 
ceeded to the command of the regiment, and in that 
rank and afterwards in the regimental rank of Major, 
he was continuously in command for upwards of four 
years. In the winter of 1853-54 he proceeded with the 
regiment to Multan, There in July 1865 as senior 
ofGlcer, he succeeded to the additional command of the 
garrison and station, and he continued in that position 
until March 1856, when he was appointed a Brigadier 
on the establishment and was posted to the command of 
the Multan brigade. Towards the end of April 1857 he 
was transferred to the command at Ferozepore, at 
-wiich place he arrived on the May. The day after 
his assumption of the command (the 13*^ May) there was 
a partial mutiny of the native troops, large numbers of 
.whom deserted and went ofE to Celhi, and this eveirt 
.proved the ruin of his military career, for the Supreme 
Government, dissatisfied with his conduct of affairs on 
the occasion, removed him from Ms command, and he 
was never afterwards re-employed. Thereafter he 
resided at Simla for many years, and there in November 
1865 he was appointed Commandant of the local Volun- 
teer Corps, the 2“^ Punjab Volunteer Eifles, a post 
which he retained for the rest of Ms life. In Sepibem- 
'ber 1866 he was admitted into the Bengal Staff Corps ; 
in May 1868 he succeeded to the Ooloners allowance ; 
and in March 1870 he attained the rank of Lieutenant- 
General. ,He died at Simla on the 10*^ May 1871, from 
' injuries sustained in an accidental fall.

firby, Augustus Henry, Lieutenani’-Golonel (1818— 
186D. — Grme at Lahore Oantonmentj No, 676. — The 
third, and youngest son of the Hon’ble and Eevd. Paul 
.-Anthony Irby, M. A., Sector of Oottesbrooke, Co. 
Northampton ; and grandson of the 2“^ Lord Boston 
and of Sir William Champion ' de Crespigny, 
.Hart (II). Bom on the 12’'^ May 1818. — ^Entered 
.H..M.*s Service on the 15*^^ July 1837 as an Ensign in 
the 51s* Poot, wMoh he joined soon afterwards at 
t, Chatham. In the summer of 1888 'he embarked with 
'the regiment 'for Tasmania, where, and at the Swan 
:Biver settlement, in Western Australia, he continued 
serving with it for-more tbtan eight years. ’ On the *5**1 
Oi^ober 1841 he was, promoted to the rank of Zdeute- 
nant,. In March 1847 he embarked at the Swan Biver 
j:Bettlement ior India, and in Ihe following June he 
Joined the head-quarters of the regiment at Bangalore, 
Varhence, in the winter ef 1849-50, he accompanied the 
ceorps to Fort St. George. On ihe 9**^ August 1850 he 
attamed the rank of Captain. At 'the end of March 
•1852 he accompanied the.re^ment on service to Burma, 
and.he afterwards served with it throughout the cam- 
•jpaign of 1852-63 in that country, rincluding .the naval 
•action and destruction of the enemy’s .stockades < on 
banks of the Irrawaddy (during which he was on hoard 
■Ae steam-sloop Sesostri&L ttie three subsequent days’ 


operations on shore, resulting in the expulsion of tho 
Burmese from Eangoon, the ‘ storm and capture of 
‘Bassein (where he was left in garrison after the fall c£ 
‘the place), and (in command of a detachment of fouir 
companies of the regiment) the arduous operations 
against the dacoit-chief Myat-toon in the jungles’ to tho 
west of Donabyo, ending in the capture by storm, after 
a severe conMot, of ihat diief’s principal stronghold 
' (India and clasp) • In March 1854 he returned 

with the regiment to Madras, and in the following 
month he embarked with it for England. Landing 
Gravesend in the succeeding August, he accompanied 
the regiment to Manchester, and he continued serving 
with it at that place until June 1855, when he proceeded 
with it to Malta, whence the co^s was eventually ta 
go on to the Crimea. The termination of the BussiaaoL 
' War, however, rendered this movement unnecessary, 
and in June 1856 he returned home with the regiment^ 
proceeding, ahnostimme^ately after landing, to Ireland 
On the 6*^ June 1856 he was promoted to the rai^ of 
Major by brevet, and on the 19*^ September following h© 
was advanced to the same rank regimentally. In that 
and the succeeding year he served with the regiment at 
Bntfcevant, Dublin, the Curragh, and other places in 
Ireland. On the 18*^ September 1857 he attained th^ 
rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, and in the following month 
^ he embarked with the regiment for India, the corps 
having volunteered its services for the suppression of the 
mutiny' and rebellion in Bengal. Landing at Bombay at 
the end of December, he proceeded with the regiment 
to KaracM in February 1858, and thence to Mian 'Mir 
•towardsthe end of the year; and at that place he 
continued -serving with it (in command from March 
1861) until his death. He died at -Mian Mir, of 
chol^a, on the 23*^ August 1861, 

Irwin. Lyndon Bolton, Lieufenant-Oolonel (1845— 
1892). — Gra/oe at Lahore Gantonment, No* 681. — ^Bornat 
BaUymore, near Boyle, Co. Eoscommon, Icelaud, on the 
IQth. December 1846.— Entered H, M.’s ■ Service oa 
the 16*^ May 1865 as an Ensign in ■the 2^^ Battalion 
.3*^ Foot (“The Buffs”). He joined that corps at 
Barbadoes, W. I., in the following August, and re- 
turned home with it in June 1866. Thereafter he 
served with it at Dublin, Londonderry and Belfast until 
September 1867, when he was transferred to the 
Battalion of the regiment, the dep6t of wMch he joined at 
Shomoliffe. In the following December he sailed for 
India, and landing at Bombay in January, he eventually 
joined Ms battalion at Meerut in March 1868. On the 
2®^ December following he was pspomotedtotherankof 
Lieutenant. In April 1869 he proceeded with the batta- 
lion to Dagshai, and in the autumn of 1870 he acoompa- 
med the left wing to Benares, and during these yeara- he 
several times officiated as Adjutant^ and once, for a 
month, as Paymaster of the battalion. On the 8*^ 
September 1871 he was appointed Second Wing Sub^ 
altem inth©20**i (Punjab) I<aiiye Infantry, on probatiqia 
for the Ben^l Staff Corps, into wMch he was subseK 
.quently admitted with effect from that date. .He joined 
that regiment in the following month, and thereafter 
served with it as a Wing Subaltern (at Talagao^ ai* 
DelM, — ^inclusive of the Camp of Exercise of 1871-72— 

' and at Peshawar) for more than five years, in the couxsar 
of wMoh he three times officiated as Adjutant, once aa 
Quarter-Master, and once as a Wing Officer. In April 
1876, as Offg. Wing’ Officer, he .was present with the 
regiment in the. affair with the Afeidis /at 
Ohabutra. Under the organisation inixoduced in 
January 1877 he became a Wing Officer, and in the 
course of that year he again officiated once as Adjutant 
and once as Quarter-Master, besides acting for one month 
as Depy. Asst. Adjt.-Genl. of the Peshawar District. In 
the winter of 1877-78 he served with the regiment 
throughout the expeffition against the Jawaki Afridifi^ 
taking, part in the actions at ^ergasha, Bori, Pastaoni, 
'Gnl-tangi, and Naru-khnlla (India Medal and clasp)* 
‘On the conclusion of -the campaign he retomed wiw 
'Ihe regiment to Peshawar, and there from HaxcJh. 
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io June 1878 lie again officiated as Depy. Asst. 
Ad]t. Genl. of the Pesliawar district. On the out- 
Xjreak of the Afghan War in the autumn of 1878 
he proceeded on service with his regiment in the Pirst 
Division of the Peshawar Valley Pield Porce, and took 
part in the operations resulting in the expulsion of the 
Afghans from AH Maspd, and in the subsequent advance 
to Jalalabad (Medal and clasp). With the exception of 
a brief interval of three months (during which he went 
home on leave, and was married) he continued serving 
on the KKaibar line until June 1879, when, on the 
termination of the campaign, he marched with the 
xegiment to Rawal Pindi. When, on the renewal of the 
T?aT in the autumn, the regiment again proceeded on 
field service, he was left in command of the depot at 
Eawal Pindi, and in charge of this, and of the dep&ts of 
two other regiments, he remained until the end of 
March 1880. Prom April to November 1880 he officiat- 
ed as Brigade-Major at Rawalpindi. He then resumed 
chargeof the regimenal depot and proceeded with it 
to Jullundur, at which place, in command of this 
dep6t and of the depot of the 16^^ N. I., and at 
times in command of the station, he continued 
serving until April 1881, when, having been appointed 
Provost Marshal to the second column of the Waziris- 
tan Expeditionary Porce, he proceeded aud joined, and 
He thereafter, in that capacity, served throughout the 
operations against the^ Mabsud Waziris, returning to 
Jullundur and rejoining his regiment there in the 
following June. On rejoining he was appointed to 
officiate as Quarter-Master of the regiment, a post in 
which he continued until the cud of tbo year. In 
January 1882 he was appointed Adjutant of the 
Ohazipur Volunteer Eifie Coips, but ho reverted to his 
acegiment at the end of March, and again officiated as 
Quarter-Master from that time to the last day of the 
Buceeoding July. In August 1882 ho proceeded on service 
to Egypt with his regiment, and he suhsoquently served 
throughout the campaign in that country (part of the 
iame as Provost Marshal to the Indian Contingent) 
Snoluding the battle of Tel-ol-Kobir and the forced 
march on Zagazig (Medal and clasp, and Khedive’s 
©fear)* He returned to India with the regiment in 
October 1882, proceeding with it to Jullundur, whence 
He was soon afterwards sent to command a detachment 
cf the corps at Ludhiana. Ho rejoined the head- 
quarters of the regiment in August 1883, and continued 
serving with the regiment until the following October, 
from which time to the end of the year he was employed 
in the Quarter-Master General’s Dept,, on reoonnais- 
Bance duty in the Kapurthalla State. He then rejoined 
His regiment at Jullundur, and from the end of 
January to near the end of March 1884 he was again 
detached to Ludhiana to command a portion of the 
regiment stationed there. In March 1884 he was ad- 
vanced to the position of Wing Commander, and from the 
same date up to the succeeding July he also officiated as 
fiecond-in-Oommaud. Towards the end of the same 
year he accompanied the regiment to Allahabad, and, 
^ with the exception of two brief intervals,*— during which 
He officiated as Brigade-Major (two months), and as 
Asst. Adjt Genl. (one month), — ^he continued serv- 
ing with it there until October 1885, when he was ap- 
pointed Brigade-Major at Multan. In January 1887 he 
was transferred in the same position to Sialkot, and in 
"She autumn, of 1888 he served in the Sazara Campaign 
as Brigade-Major to the Third Column of the Expedi- 
iaonary Eorce (clasp to India Medal). He afterwards 
served as District Stafi Officer, Rawal Pindi, from 
November 1888 to April 1889, and as Offg. District Staff 
CMoer and Offg. Asst. Adjt. GeiJ,, Presidency 
District, from April 1889 to the end of December 
1890, when he went home on leave. On his return to 
India in April 1892 he rejoined his regiment (of which 
Hs had been appointed Seoond-in-Command in January 
16691 at Mmn Mir, and there he continued serving 
.wi^ ituiitfi hladieat^ He died at Mian Mir on the

Jackson, Hungerford Deedes,* Major and 
Eonorary Lieutenant-Oolonel (1833 — 1878)* — Grave ai 
Srinagar, Kashmir, No. 1125, — The second son of 
Welhy Brown Jackson, Esq., of the Bengal Civil 
Service, sometime Judge of the Sudder Court, Calcutta; 
and grandson of Sir John Jackson, Barf, (I). Bom at 
Allahabad on the 4*^ May 1833. — Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1852 as a Cadet of Artillery. Arrived in India 
in April 1853, and was appointed to do duty with the 
Artillery at Dum-Dum. In the following September 
he was posted to the 4*^ Company 5**^ Battalion, Eoot 
Artillery, at that station, and served with it there until 
July 1864, when, being in bad health, he went home 
on furlough : in the following month he was transfer- 
red to the rolls of the 3^ Company 4tii Battalion, While 
on furlough he volunteered for service with the 
Turkish Contingent, to which he was appointed in 
March 1855 with the local rank of Lieutenant in 
Turkey, and he was employed with that force, part of 
the time in tho Crimea, until it was broken up in the 
following year. He returned to India in May 1856, 
and proceeded and joined the 3<i Company 4*^ Battalion 
at Mian Mir, with which he served until October, when 
ho was transferred to the 2^ Company 4*^^ Battalion, at 
tho same station. He was serving there when the 
Mutiny broke out, hut he subsequently proceeded with 
his company to Delhi, and was present at the siego and 
capture of that place (Medal), Shortly after the fall 
of Delhi ho wont on loavc to Bomhoy and thence home, 
and was absent from India until April 1859. On the voy- 
age out ho did duty with a body of recruits, and after his 
arrival he was directed to continue doing duty with them 
at Dum-Dum, but his health again broke down, and in 
Juno, before ho had been two months in India, he again 
had to leave for Europe, whore ho remained for upwards 
of five years. During his absence, October 1861, the 
amalgamation of the Bengal Artillery with the Royal 
Artillery took place, and nxs company became No, 2 
Battery 24tii Brigade, but he did not rejoin it, and on 
tho expiry of his furlough he was appointed, March 
1862, to do duty at the Royal Artillery Depot, Woolwich. 
Later in the same year ho was transferred to the 25th 
Brigade, Royal Artillery, but he continued doing duty 
at Woolwich until tho autumn of 1864, when he 
returned to India and joined No. 6 Battery 25th Brigade, 
at Benares, Shortly afterwards ho accompanied the 
battery on service to the Bhutan Duars, where ho was 
employed during tho operations of 1864-66. In March 
1866 he was appointed Asst. Eield Enginoor io the 
Left Brigade oi the Duar Eield Force, and served with 
it in that position nrLtil the termination of the war 
(India Medal and clasp). In tho spring of 18CG ho was 
appointed to do duty with No. 2 Battery 26^'^ Brigade;' 
he joined tibat battery at Delhi, and having, shortly 
afterwards, been formally posted to it, he continued 
serving with it until April 1869, when, having attained 
the rank of Captain and become supemumerarjr, he was 
transferred to the rolls of H ” Battery 16t^ Brigade, and 
was directed to do duty with tho Artillery at Barrack- 
pore. He continued in this employment until tho summer 
of 1873, when (having been advanced to the rank of Major 
on the 5th July 1872) he was appointed to the command 
of No. 4 Battery 23^ Brigade at Gwalior. Ho served, 
there with this battery until early in 1876, when it 
went home and he was transferred to No. 2 Battery 21^ 
Brigade, which had just then arrived at Gwalior. In 
the following October he proceeded on leave to Mniree, 
and a few days later, on the 2l8t October 1876, he 
retired from the service with the honorary rank of 
Lieutenant-Colonel. He remained in India after his 
retirement, and died at Srinagar, Kashmir, on the 9t]i 
June 1878. 

Jackson. Stewart Hare, First Lieutenant^ (c. 1888 
— 1867).— Grare ai DeJiW, No. 96: iallets at JDelM^ 
Nos. 148 awd 162.— Entered the Bengal Army in 1865, 
Arrived in India in November of the same year, and 
was sent up to ARaHabad to do, duly with the 48^ 
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N, I. In December 1855 he was posted to the 2^ 
European Bengal Eusiliers, then moving up the country 
from Burma, and having joined that regiment as it 
passed through Allahabad, he accompanied it to Subathu, 
arriving there in April 1856. On tiie outbreak of the 
Mutiny in May 1857, he marched with the regiment to 
Ambala, whence he accompanied it in the forward 
movement on Delhi, and was present with it at the 
action of Badli-ki-Serai, at the seizure of the Eidge, 
and at the siege of Delhi up to the 23d June. On that 
date he fell in the desperate fighting which ended in 
the final expulsion of the mutineers and rebels from 
the Sabzi Mandi. 

Jacob, George Ogle, Major (1819-1867).— 
Gh-ave and tablet at Delhi^ Nos. 107 and 162. — Son of 
Surgeon George Ogle Jacob, Bengal Medical Seiwice. 
Bom on the 23ci April 1819. — Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1837. Arrived in India in August 1838, and 
waa sent up to Barraokpore to do duty with the 58tii 
N. I. On the 1st of the following month he was posted 
to the Bengal European Eegiment, ’and that corps 
being then under orders for service with the Army of 
the Indus, he was directed to travel express and join 
it at Karnal as quickly as possible. He accompanied 
the corps on the expedition to Afghanistan, and served 
there throughout the campaigns of J838-39-4 i 0, includ- 
ing the storm and capture of Ghazni (slightly wounded, 
—Medal), the occupation of Kabul, and the capture of 
the Kajja forts in tiie Wazira Valley. He returned 
from Afghanistan with the regiment (which was now 
styled the “ 1st European Light Infantry early in 

1841, and was with it at Kamal until the 'autumn of 

1842, when he accompanied it to Eerozepore to form 
part of the Army of Eeserve. On the breaking up of 
that Army he marched with the regiment to Subathu, 
whence he proceeded with it to Ludhiana and Eerozepore 
in the winter of 1843-44, returning to Subathu in the 
spring of the latter year. On the outbreak of the first 
Sikh war he accompanied his regiment into the field 
and joined the Army of the Sutlej the day after the 
battle of Mudki ; two days before this, however, his 
services had been placed at the disposal of the Commis- 
sariat Dept., and (though he appears to have gone into 
action with his regiment at the battles of Eirozshahr 
and Sobraon) in that Dept, he served throughout the 
campaign of 1845-46 (Medal and clasp). On the 
termination of the campaign he returned with the 
regiment to Subathu, and he served with it there until 
early in August 1846, when, on the formation of the 
Eegiment of Eerozepore, he was appointed Adjutant 
of that corps, and joined it forthwith. Towards the 
end of the following month he marched with this 
regiment to Amhala, and served with it there (from 
Eebruary to November 1847 as Offg. Second-in- 
Gommand) until July 1848, when he vacated the 
Adjutancy on attaining the rank of Captain, and 
rejoined his own regiment at Oawnpore. During the 
month of April 1849 he ofiiciated temporarily as Second- 
in-Command of the Eegiment of Ludhiana at the same 
station. On the formation of the Punjab Irregular 
Eorce he was appointed, 18tii May 1849, Second-in- 
Oommand of the 5*^^ Punjab Cavalry ; on the 31fit he 
was transferred, in the same position, to the 2d Punjab 
Cavalry ; and on the 25th June he was appointed Second- 
in* Command of the 4tii Punjab Cavalry ; with this 
regiment he served on the Dera Ghaa Khan border for 
more than four years. In October 1850, having 
already officiated m the appointment for two months, 
he ms appointed Oommandiant of the regiment, and in 
April 1853 he commanded it in the expedition against 

' the Khaaranis. At the end of 1853 he marched with 
'the regiment to Kohat. In April 1855 he commanded 
ihe corps in the Miranzai expedition, and was present 
' in the aiSair of Darsamand; in the following September 
ha commanded it iu the expedition against the Babia 
Khel Orakzais ; and agaia, in the autumn of 1856, in 
il^e expedition to Miranzai and Kuram, induding the 


capture by surprise of Torawarl, the Alsatia of that 
part of the border. In January 1857 he resigned the 
appointment of Commandant ot the 4tii Punjab Cavalry 
and proceeded on six months’ leave to Kashmir and 
Simla. He was at Simla when the Mutiny broke out in 
May 1857, and on the 13tii of that month he rejoined 
his own regiment (which now bore the designation of 
the I®*' European Bengal Fusiliers) at Dagshai, with 
orders from the Commander-in-Ohief to march ta 
Ambala with all practicable expedition. Az Major 
and senior officer present he assumed command of the 
regiment, marched it down to Ambala, and thence to 
Kamal, where he was superseded in the command by 
the arrival of a senior officer. On a forward movement 
taking place he served with the regiment at fJio action 
of Badli-ld-Serai and the seizure of the Ridge, and. 
afterwards throughout the siege of Delhi, taking part in 
all the operations in which the regiment was engaged.. 
On the 28d June he again succeeded to the command of 
the regiment, and he held it until the end, grea,tiy dis- 
tinguishing himself by the manner in which he led it 
at the action of Najafgarh on the 25^^^ Augnst. In 
the final assault on the 14*^ September he led the 
portion of the I’egiment which formed part of Nicholson’s 
Column, and was prominently engaged in the storming 
of the Kashmir breach ; in the desperate figutmg which 
then took place, though ever to the front, he escaped 
unscathed, but later in the day, while advancing to the 
attack of the Lahore Gate, he fell mortally wounded, 
shot through the thigh, He was removed to camp, 
where he £ed at ten o’clock the same night. 

Jacobs John Julius Evans, AssisUnt-Swgeon (c. 
1827—1852). — Qrai3e at Wazirahadi'‘^seeNo.74i6-A.~ 
Entered H. M.’s Service on the 4th April 1851, as an 
Assistant-Surgeon in the lOtii Foot. Arrived in India 
in August of the same year, and soon afterwards pro- 
ceeded to the Upper Provinces, and joined his regiment 
at Wazirabad, at which station he served with it until 
his death. He died at Wazirabad on the 5th April 
1852. 

James, Hugh Rees, 0. B., Major (1824—1864)— 
Orave and tablet at Ahbottahad, Nos. 911 and 918. — The 
eldest surviving son of the Hon’ble Hugo J ames, Attorney- 
General of Jamaica. — ^Entered the Bengal Army in 
1840. Arrived in India in January 1841, and having, 
in anticipation of his arrival, been posted, on the 9*^ of 
that month, to the 44th N. I., he proceeded to the Upper 
Provinces and joined that regiment at Almora in the 
follomng March. In April 1842 he was appointed 
Offg. Adjutant of the Kamaon Battalion, and hav- 
ing joined tbat corps at Lohfighat, he continued^ serving 
with it there until March 1843, when he mjoined his 
own regiment at Almora. In the following July he 
was appointed acting Interpreter and Quarter-Master 
to the 4^^ N. I., which he joined at Bareilly, and with that 
regiment, in the spring of 1844, he proceeded to Sukkar, 
in Sindh. At the end of August 1844 he was select^ 
ed for civil employ by Sir Charles Napier, then Govern- 
or of Sindh, and appointed Depy. Collector of Sukkar, 
an appointment which he retained for four years and a 
half, in the course of which period he three times serv- 
ed with troops in the field — ^first^ in 1844-45, as poli- 
tical officer with a force employed against the Qadhi 
tribe, on the Sindh frontier j secondly, in 1845, in Sir 
Charles Napier’s campaign against the Bhfigtis and 
other mountain and desert tribes of Upper Sindh ,* and, 
thirdly, in 1848-49, with the irregular forces under 
Lieutenant (afterwards Sir Herbert) Edwardes at the 
siege and capture of Multan, at which he commanded a 
Sifli regiment of infantry and a troop of cavalry 
(Medal and clasp). In March 1849 his services were 
placed at the disposal of the Resident at Lahore, and in 
the following month' he was appointed an Asst. 
Commissioner in the Punjab. In this position he re- 
znained until January 1851, when he was advanced ta 
ihegmdeof Depy. Commissioner, and posted to Pesha- 
war. He continued serving at that place for more that 



fye years and a balf, and, as Civil snd Polifacsal Ofdcer, 
te was repeatedly engaged in operations against the rest- 
less tribes of the frontier. In 1851-52 he took part in 
the operations against the Mohmands, and was present at 
the destruction of Dabh and in the afiair of Panjpao, 
In 1852 he was in the expedition against the TJ trnan 
Khels, and was present at the captnre and destruction 
of Nawadan and Prangarh In the same year he was 
employed in the expedition a^inst the Ranizais. In 
1853 he took part in the expedition against the Afridis 
. of Bori ; in 1854 in that against the Michni Mohmands, 
including the capture and destrnotion of Shah M ansnr 
Kheljand in March 1865 in the pnnitive operations 
directed against the Bassi Ehel Afridis. During this 
period, too, as Depy. Commissioner of Peshawar, he 
&ected a settlement of the district which was, except in 
Yns^zai, a regular settlement in all but the name. In 
September 1856 he was appointed Offg. Secretary 
to the Chief Commissioner of the Punjab, and, having 
assumed office on the 12*^ of that month, he carried 
on the duties of the appointment for about nine 
months ; in June 1857, however, consequent on Nichol- 
son having been placed in command of the Punjab Move- 
able Column, he was sent back to his former post at 
Peshawar, and it was his great influence there that 
mainly contributed to the satisfactory attitude of the 
district during those troublous times. In July and 
again in August 1857, as Civil and Political Officer, he 
took part in the operations against the rebel Yusafzais 
anfl the Hindustani fanatics who had taken up a posi- 
tion in the fortified village of Narinji, at the capture 
and destruction of which place, in the latter month, he 
was present. In March 1859 he was appointed Oflg. 
Commissioner of Peshawar, and in the following May 
the appointment of Commissioner and Superinten- 
dent of the Peshawar Division was conferred upon him. 
In the winter of 1859-60 he served, as a PoHtioal 
Officer, in the expedition against the Kabul Ehel 
Waairis. In May 1860, in recognition of his eminent 
poUtical services on the North-West Frontier, he was 
^pointed a Companion of the Order of the Bath in the 
Cfiml Division, In February 1861 he was admitted 
into the Bengal Staff Corps and promoted to the rank of 
Major in it. In March 1862 he went home on furlough, 
and he was absent from India until November 1863. 
Immediately on his return he hurried up to the frontier, 
and having on the 19^^ of the same month joined the 
Yusafzai Field Force and taten over charge of the 
political duties connected with Ihe operations then 
being carried on in the Ambela Pass, he served with it 
to the end of the campaign and took a proxoinent part in 
the subsequent settlement with, the Yusafzai and 
Gadun tribes, resulting in the destruction of the strong- 
holds of the Hindustani fanatics at Malka and Manmi. 
At a subsequent period the Seoreiary of State for TTirii>p 
remarked that “ the excellent judgment - displayed by 
Major James in his negotiations wiw the tribes, and es- 
pecially the'manner in which he converted the Buner- 
wals into serviceable allies, and employed them in ihe 
destruction of the stronghold of the fanatics at Malka, 
indicated in a still higher degree those qualities which 
had^abeady earned for him tiie confidence of Gov- 
ernment of India. On the termination of the war in 
January 1864 he resumed his place as Commissioner and 
Superintendent of the Peshawar Division, and he conti- 
mned holding ihat appointment until his death. He 
died at Abbottobad on the XOth .October 1864. 

^ JameSf Hugo, Lieuianmt '^(1827—1853). Grave 
Ambala^ No. 24S.-^Son of 'the Hon^ble Hugo James, 
Attnrney-General of Jamaica, and a younger brother 
.of Major Hugh Rees James, 0. B., of the Bengal Army. 
Bom in 1827. — ^Beiug in India with his brother, at that 
ti^e Depu^ Collector at Sukkar, he, early in Juty 1S4S, 
.Joined the irregular forces under I^ute^t Bcirordes 
.•jheii in tire field against Mulmj, .the rebel Dewan of 
..^tSoltan^ and therefor, at first as a simple volunteer and 


afterwards in command of small bodies of Derajat 
Pagans, he served throughout the operations of 1848- 
49 in that part of the Punjab, including the addon 
near Mosam Khan-ki-Kua, the first siege, of Multan, 
the action of Surajkhdnd, the second siege, and the 
storming of the city on the 2»d January 1849 (Medsfl 
and clasp). On several of these occasions he greatly 
distinguished himself, and his conduct having been 
brought to the notice of the Court of Directors, he was, 
on the 21®* February 1849, appointed a Cadet of Infan- 
try on the Bengal establishment. He was formally 
admitted into the service in India on the Il*ii August 
following, with rank as Ensign from the 24*^ February, 
and on 25*^ September he was posted to ihe 44*ii 
N. I. (his brother’s regiment), which he joined at Alla- 
habad. At the end of the year he accompanied the 
regiment to Barrackpore, yvhence in the winter of 
1851-52 he proceeded with it to Dinapore. From May 
to November 1852 he did duty at the Darjeeling Conval- 
escent Dep6t. In January 1853 he was again nominat- 
ed for that duty, but ihe arrangement was cancelled at 
his request, and in April 1853 he went home on furlough. 
He retnmed to India in January 1855 and rejoined his 
regiment at Diuapore, whence, in the spring of 1866, he 
accompanied it to Agra. He was np in the Punjab at 
the time of ihe mutinies, but remamed unemployed 
until ihe 27th October, when the Punjab Government 
appointed him Adjutant of Raja Jowahb Singh’s . Con- 
tmgent, then with the irregular force under General 
Yan Cortlandt in Hariana. He served with this force 
until March 1868, and then, being in bad health, he pro- 
ceeded on six months’ leave to Simla. His leave was 
afterwards extended to the middle of December, to en- 
able him to visit Calcutta, preparatory to applying for 
leave to sea or to Europe, but he was unable to get 'any 
further than Ambala on his way down, and he died git 
ihat place on the 21®* November 1858, 

Jenkins, Frederick, Lieutenant (1815—1840),— 
Grave and tablet at JECarnal^ Nos, 177 and 193. — ^Euterefl 
H. M.’s Service on the 26*^ June 1835 as an Ensign in. 
ihe 44*^ Foot, Arrived in India in July 1836, anid 
joined the regiment in Fort William. Early in 1837 he 
accompanied the 44*^ to Ghazipnr, and in the wirlter of 
1838-39 he marched with the corps to Karnal. On the 
16th August 1839 he was promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant, He died at Kamal on the 9*h September 
1840. ^ 

Jenkins, James Gedoin, Nnsign (c, 1826— 
.1843)-, — Grave at Ambala^^ No. 198, — ^Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1842. Arrived in India in November of the 
same year, and was despatched to the Upper Provinces 
soon afterwards, to join and do d.uiy with the 51®* N. I., 
then en route from Benares to Saugor, In the following 
month, however, this order was countermanded, and 
having been directed to do duty with the 47*h N*. I, in- 
stead, he proceeded and joined that regiment at Benares 
in J anuary 1843, In the succeeding Juno he was posted 
to the 55*^ N. I., then at Sukkar, in Sindh, and he was 
on his way to join that regiment when he died at 
Ambala on the 14**^ October 1843. 

Nora.— In the inscription on his gravo this officer is xnifl-stylod 
G. Jenkins.” 

Jenkins, John Edwards Assistant-^Smgeon (181 7-h 
1844). — Orme ai Ambala, No. 203— Bnteiped H.M.^s 
! Service on the 8*k June, 1841, as an Assistant^Surgeon 
:in the 81®* Foot. He arrived in India iu the foUowiag 
October, but having been appointed to do duty ’wiffi 
dep&ts and detachments of H. M.’s troops,— at first at 
Gawnpore, and afterwards at Meerut,— he was unable to 
acoompany his regiment on service to Afghanistan, or to 
proceed afterwards and join it there, and he did not in 
fact join the regiment until February 1843, when it 
was stetionedatAinbala on its return" from Kabul, In 
theauteLum of -the sameyear he accompanied the 31** to

!Ferozepore, it haTing been found necessary to strengthen 
that post during the continuance of the anarchy that at 
that time prevailed in the Punjab. In May 1844 he 
returned to Ambala with the regiment, and he died at 
that place on the 24th August following. . 

Kote. — In the inscription on his grave this officer is incorrectly 
styled “ I. E. Jenkins.” 

Jenkins, Richard, Lieutenant^ Colonel and Brevet^ 
Colonel (1828 — 1880), — Grave at Baioal Findi, No. 
787. — The eldest son of Sir Richard Jenkins, G. 0. B., 
of Bicton Hall, near Shrewsbury, Co. Salop, a very dis- 
tinguished member of the old Bombay Civil Service, 
and sometime Director of the East India Company. 
Born at Bicton Hall on the 8^^ September 1828. — Enter- 
ed the Bengal Army in 1845. An’ived in India in 
April of the same year, and was sent up to Muttra to do 
duty with the 1st Ligiit Cavalry. In the following 
December, on the outbreak of the first Sikh War, he 
accompanied this regiment to the front, and was present 
with it in the action of Badhowal and the battle of Aliwal 
(Medal), On the termination of the war he . accompani- 
ed the regiment to Nakodar, in the Jullundur Doab, and 
served with it there until April 1846, when he was re- 
gularly ^ posted to the 5*^ Light Cavalry, and joined 
that regiment at Jullundnr. In the following August he 
went on leave to Hapar, hut he rejoined the regiment at 
Meerut at the end of November, and continued serving 
with it there until the autumn of 1848, when he ac- 
companied it to Feroaepore, and with it joined the 
Army of the Punjab. Thereafter he served with it 
throughoiTt the Punjab Campaign of 1848-49, and was 
present with it in the action of Ramnagar, the passage 
of the Chenab, the action of Sadulapur, and the battles 
of Chiliauwala and Gujorat (Medal and two clasps). 
On the termination of the campaign he proceeded with 
the regiment to Wazirabad.* In May 1849 ho was 
appointed Adjutant of the 13^^ Irregular Cavalry, and 
having joined that regiment at Peshawar, he served 
yith it, in the following December, in the expedition 
against the Baizai villages. In January 1850 he accom- 
panied the corps to Mokcrian, and in the following 
March he resigned the Adjutancy of the 3 3*^ I. 0. and 
rejoined the 5‘^ Light Cavalry at Nakodar. On rejoin- 
ing ho was appointed acting Adjutant of the regiment, 
and at the end of April 1850 the permanent appointment 
of Adjutant was conferred upon him. On the 7^*^ Octo- 
ber following his services were placed at the disposal of 
the Foreign Department, and on the same day he was 
appointed Olfg. Assistant to the Governor- General’s 
Agent for the States of Eajputana. He took up the 
duties of this appointment on the 1^^ January 1851, 
was confirmed in the post in Fobru!^.ry 1853, and conti- 
nued holding it until June 1 854, v.'licn he was appoint- 
ed Second Assistant to the Agent to the Govenior- Gene- 
ral for Central India. Ho joined this appointment at 
Indore in August 1854, and continued in it until Janu- 
ary 1856, when he was appointed OfPg. Fhst Assist- 
ant, and be continued ofidciating until the succeeding 
September, when, on his promotion to the rank of 
Captain, his services were replaced at the disposal of the 
Commander-in-Chief. He rejoined his regiment at 
Peshawar in November, and continued serving with it 
there until May 1857, when he proceeded on sick leave 
to Simla. In November 1857, his regiment having been 
disarmed and practically broken up, he was appointed to 
do duty with the Lahore Light Horse, which he joined 
at Lahore, but in the following month he obtained sick 
leave to Bombay, and in April 1858 he went home on 
furlough. In October 1858 he was transferred to the 
5*^ European Light Cavalry, on that corps being formed, 
Se returned to India in October 1869, and was directed 
to do duty with the Recruit Dep6t at Barrackpore, in view 
to h Is proceeding to the Upper Provinces with troops. In 
March 1860 his services were placed at the di^osal of 
the Foreign Dept., by which he was appointed^ (on the 
8^"*) to officiate as Depjr, Bhil Agent and Political 


Assistant at Bhopawar (to which the acting command 
of the Malwa Bhil Corps, at Sirdarpur, was added in 
May), and later (on the 12^^ ) to be Second Assistant to 
the Qovemor-Generars Agent for Central India, but ho 
never joined the latter appointment, and in the follow- 
ing September his services were replaced at the disposal 
of the Commander-in-Ohief. He then joined the 5^^ 
European Light Cavalry at Mian Mir, and that corps 
having been broken up in 1861, he spent the greato 
pari; of that and of the succeeding year on leave in 
Simla. In August 1862 he was directed to do general 
duty at Lucknow, and on the expiry of his leave in 
October he proceeded to that place, but in the following 
month his services were again placed at the disposal of 
the Foreign Dept., and from December 1862 to Sep- 
tember 1864 he was employed as an Assistant to the 
Govemor-General’s Agent, Central India, for settlement 
dnty in Malwa. He was then replaced at the disposal 
of the Commander-in-Ohief, and after doing general 
duty at Ambala from November 1864 to May 1865, he 
was appointed, in the latter month, to be OfEg. 
Commandant of the Lahore Light Horse. He joined 
this regiment at Barrackpore, and within a few days, on 
the 16^^ May, he was confirmed in the appointment of 
Commandant. In the following July^ the Lahore Light 
Horse having been disbanded, he was appointod Olfg, 
Commandant of the 16^^ Bengal Cavalry, and joining" 
that regiment at Morar, he continued serving with it 
until April 1867, when he was displaced by the return 
to duty of the permanent Commandant. He then pro- 
ceeded on leave to Simla, and afterwards, from October 
1867 to January 1868, did general duty at Agra. In 
January 1868 he was appointed Second-in-Commaad 
and Squadron Officer of the 1®* Bengal Oavah^, and 
having joined that corps at Morar, he was, in the 
following June, appointed Offg. Commandant, a post 
which he retained until the succeeding October, when 
he went home on furlough. On his return to India in 
October 1870 he rejoined the 1®* Bengal Cavalry at Morar, 
and there, from August to October 1871, he again officiated 
as Commandanh In the winter of 1871-72 he senufred 
with the regiment at the Camp of Exercise at Delhi, 
whence he proceeded with it to Oawnpore in February 
1872. In 1872-73 he commanded the portion of the regi- 
ment detached to Barrackpore, but he rejoined head- 
quarters at Oawnpore in June 1873, and from that 
month to the following December he officiated as Com- 
mandant ; and he again officiated as Commandant from 
February 1874 to October 1875, In tho cold season of 
1875-76 he proceeded with the regiment to Sialkot, and 
there in April 1876 he was appointed Commandant of 
tho coiqjs. In March 1878 ho went home on sick leave, 
and he was absent from India for two years. On his 
return in March 1880 he rejoined the 1®* Bengal Cavalry 
in the Kuram Valley, -^here, the Afglian War being in 
progress, the corps was then serving in the field. Hd 
continued there with the regiment for some time, but 
the hardships and exposure of the campaign caused his 
health to brealc down again, and it became, necessary to 
invalid him. He proceeded to Rawal Pindj, and at that 
place he died of a fever on the 9th September 1880. 

Jennings, William Henry John, Limte n ant 
(1838 — 1860). Tablet at BelM^ No. 159 — Son of the 
Revd. Midgley John Jennings, M. A., Bengal Ecclesi- 
astical Esteblishment, who perished in the massacre at 
Delhi on the 11^ May 1857. — ^Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1867, Arrived in India at the end of July of 
the same year, and on the 3^ November following was 
directed to do duty with the 2^ Dragoon Guards, which 
had just landed in the country ; on the 26*^ of the same 
month, however, he was ordered to proceed to Barrack- 
pore, and there join and do duty with the Foot. 
In February 1858, on the departure of the 35*^ from 
Barrackpore, he was directed to remain at that station 
and do duty with the 19*^ Foot, and he continued 
attached to that regiment until the following Apri^^ 
when he was ordered to do duty with a de&chmeafe 
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proceeding to the Upper Provinces in charge of horses, 
fti the 18^^ May 1868 he was promoted to the rank of 
laentenant, and from the same date he was posted to 
ihe European Light Cavalry, which he joined at 
Ifeerut. In January 1860 he accompanied the regi- 
laent to Muttra. At the end of April 1860^ his services 
■were placed at the disposal of the Foreign Dept., by 
which on the 4*^ of the following month, he was 
^pointed to do duty with the 3^ Regiment of Mayne’s 
Horse. He joined this corps in Bundelkhand, where 
aaany bands of mutineers and rebels were still holding 
ciui, and in an action with one of these, at Ragugarh, 
wear Goona, in Gwalior Territory, he fell on the 
June 1860. 

Jennings-Bramly, Richard Dyneley. Major 
{1869 — 1897). — ^Grave at Koliat, No* 1036 : tahlet at 
jr«r?‘ee, No, 840. — ^Bom on the 14*^ February 1859. — • 
Entered H, M.’s Service on the 24^^ February 1877 as a 
Sub-Lieutenant in the Royal Glamorgan Militia, in which 
corps, in March 1878, he was advanced to the rank of 
lieutenant, -with effect from the date of his commission 
as Sub-Lieutenant. On the 22^ January 1,879 he was 
feansferred to the regular forces and appointed a 
Second-Lieutenant in the 76*^ Foot, and having joined 
i!iat regiment at Aldershot, he accompanied it to 
Chatham in October 1880. On the December 1880 
he "Was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant in the 39*^ 
Eoot, but ou the 18*^ of the same month he was re- 
transferred to the 76*^ with which, in Mai’ch 1881, he 
proceeded to Malta, and there, on the 1^* July following, 
the 75*^^ became the 1®* Battalion of the Gordon High- 
landers. He did not accompany the battalion on its 
proceeding^ to Egypt on service in 1882. In August 
1883 he joined the regimental depot at Aberdeen, at 
which place he continued serving wi-th it until August 
1885, when he rejoined the head-quarters of ihe battalion 
5 x 1 Malta. On the 1®* September 1886 he was promot- 
ed to the rank of Captain. In December 1888 he 
accompanied the battalion from Malta to Ceylon, 
•whence in January 1892 he proceeded with it to Bengal. 
Landing at Calcutta, he proceeded with the battalion 
to Subathu, at which place and at Ambala (duiing the 
winter months) he served with it until the cold season 
of 1893-94, when he accompanied it to Rawal Pindi. 
In January 1895 he went home on leave, hut he return- 
ed to India on the battalion being warned for service 
in connection with the disturbances in Chitral, and he 
got hack in time to take a part in the operations of the 
Chitral Relief Force (India Medal and clasp). On 
Ih© 1®* July 1896 he •was advanced to the rank of 
Major. He returned to Rawal Pindi •with the battalion 
•towards the end of September, and at that place and 
(during the summer months) at Gharial and Kuldana 
in the Murree hills, he continued serving with the 
corps for two years. On the outbreak of the Frontier 
War, ho, in the autumn of 1897, accompanied the batta- 
Kon to the front, and in October ho went with it on the 
Tirah Expedition. He saw, however, only the opening 
of that campaign, having fallen in the first action on 
the Dargai Heights, on the October 1897. 

' Jephson, WilHam Holmes, Mi 7)., Nepy. In- 
jector-General of Hospitals (1821 — 1870). — Grave at 
Jjahore, No, 677. — Entered H. M.'s Service on the 12^^ 
J'ttly 1844 as an Asst. -Surgeon in tlio 61®* Foot. He 
joined tliat regiment at Cork, and in July 1845 em- 
^Iced with it for Bengal, Having landed at Calcutta 
isr the following October, he accompanied the regiment 
to ■the Upper Provinces, arriving at Cawnpore in Feb- 
fftiary 1846.^ Towards the end of the same year he 
proceeded wth the regiment to Ambala, whence he 
inarched with it to Jnllundur in February 1848. In 
ifce autumu of 1848 he served with the regiment in 
cperatio*ns against inaurgen^tJB in the Jiilhmdur Doab, 
in 1848-49 he ■was with it throughout the campaign 
m the -Punjab, including the passage of tho Ohenab, 
the action ci Sadulapur, the battles of Chilianwala, 


and Gujeiat, and the pursuit of the routed Sikhs and. 
Afghans to Peshawar (Medal and two Clasps), Ou the 
termination of the war he was stationed with the 
regiment at Peshawar, whence in December 1849, in 
medical charge of detachments of the 60*^^ Rifles and o£ 
his own regiment, he proceeded on ser-vice against the 
Baizai villages in Yusafzai; in the course of this 
service he was also placed in medical charge of the 
Corps of Guides, and in the exercise of these combined 
charges he served throughout the operations conducted 
by Colonel Bradshaw, including the capture and de- 
struction of the villages of Sanghao, Palli, Zurfnandai 
and Sherkhana (India Medal and clasp) . In April 1860 
he proceeded on leave to Europe, and on the 15*^ Novem- 
ber following he was transferred to the 9*^ Lancers. 
He returned to India towards the end of 1851 and 
joined the 9*^ Lancers at Ambala, at which station he 
served ■with the corps until August 1 853, when he was 
appointed to the medical charge of the Murree Con- 
valescent Dep6t. Ou *1116 28*^ November 1853 he 
exchanged into the 96*^ Foot, but the War Of&ce sub- 
sequently altered the date of the arrangement to the 
27*^1 January 1854. He continued in charge of the 
Murree Depot until the end of October 1854, when he 
proceeded and joined the 96*^ , -with which corps he soon 
afterwards went home. On the 12*^ January 1855 he 
was promoted to the rank of Staff Surgeon and detailed 
for duty with the Eastern Army, which, immediately 
ou his arrival in England in March 1856, he ac- 
cordingly ]Droceeded to join. On the 29*^ June 1855 
he was appointed Surgeon to tho 1®*. Dragoon 
Guards, -with which corps he completed the Crimean 
service begun on the Staff, taking part in the -siege 
and fall of Sevastopol (Medal and clasp, Turkish 
Medal, and fifth Class of the Order of the IJedjidieh). 
He returned home in July 1856, and served with his 
regiment at Exeter and Aldershot until July 1867, 
when he embarked with it for India, and having 
landed at Madras in the following November, he ac- 
companied the regiment to Bangalore. On the 12*^ July 
1864 he was advanced to the rank of Surgeon-Major. 
In December 1864 he proceeded with the regiment to 
Secunderabad, where he served with it until it returned 
home in the spring of 1866. On landing in England 
in July 1866 ho accompauied his regiment to Colchester, 
where he served with it until the spring of the •follow- 
ing year. On the 9*^^ March 1867 ho was promoted to 
■the rank of Dopy. Inspector- General of Hospitals, and 
having been detailed for duty xu Bengal, he proceeded 
to India, where, on ariival, ho was posted, June 1867, 
to the Lahore Circle. In that Oirclo ho continued 
serving until his death, which took place at Mian Mir 
on the 7t^^ April 1870. 

Johnson, James Richard, Surgenn-Mcijor (1838— » 
1878 ).-— at Ahhottabad, No, 922.— ^Entered H. 
M.’s Indian Military Forces, Bengal, as an Assistant- 
Surgeon, in 1859. Arrived in India in November of 
the same year, and was ordered np to Peshawar soon 
afterwards for duty at that station. On arrival ther^ 
towards the end of December, he ■was appointed to do 
duty with tho Artillery Division. In the spring of 
1860, OIL duty with the Peshawar Mountain Train and 
detaclimonts of Nos. 2 and 3 Punjab Light Field 
Batteries, lie proceeded on soivico wilh tho Mahsud 
Waziri Expedition, and took part in inost of the oper- 
ations of the campaign which ensned, including the 
forcing of the Barara Pass on tho 4'-^ May (India 
Medal and clasp). On the return of the expedition, 
he resumed duty with tho Artillery Division at Pesha- 
war in June 18(30, and in tho following So])toitibcr ho 
received tho additional medical oliarge of the I?**- 
Irregular Cavalry at the same station. Later on, ia 
November and Dcccjmber, ho was placed in modioal 
charge of two batteries of Artillei'y and of detaohmewto 
of tho 7*ii and Foot in camp at Cliainkani. In 
February 1861 his services were placed at tlie disposal 
of the Punjab Oovornment, and on tUo 13^^ of that 
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montH lie was appointed to tte ofEg. medical charge of 
the 1®* Sikh Infantry, at Bannn, He was made per- 
manent in the appointment in May 1862, and in the 
following Norember he accompanied the regiment to 
Dera Ghazi Khan, at which station, in the summer of 
1863, he also held medical charge of the 1®* Punjab 
Cavalry. In March 1865 he proceeded with the regi- 
ment to Multan. In the following month he was 
removed to the medical charge of the 5*^ Gurkha 
Eegiment at Abbottabad, and for some time in the 
spring of 1866 he held the civil surgeoncy of that 
station in addition. In April 1866 he was transferred 
so the medical charge of the Corps of Ghiides and the 
civil surgeoncy of Mardan, which he held for nearly six 
years, but duricg this period he was twice temporarily 
detached, — ^first, as Medical Of&cer in Kashmir in the 
summer of 1867, and again as Civil Surgeon of 
Srinagar, Kashmir, in the summer and autumn of 
1871. In January 1872 he was appointed Medical 
Officer of the 6^^ Gurkha Regiment, which he joined at 
Abbottabad, and in the summer of 1873 he was appoint- 
ed Staff Surgeon at that station, in addition. He 
continued in this position until April 1876, when he 
proceeded on leave, eventually going home on furlough 
in the following month. He returned to India in 
November 1876 and resumed medical charge of the 5*^ 
Gurkha Regiment at Abbottabad, and in the winter 
of 1877-78 he served with that corps in the campaign 

E st the Jowaki Afridis (clasp added to India 
1). On the conclusion of the operations he return- 
ed with the regiment to Abbottabad, and he died at 
that place on the 20*^ May 1878, of typhus-fever, con- 
tracted “ whilst attending the famine ^stricken poor in 
Hazara.” 

Note. — Snrgeon-Major (then Assistant-Surgeon) Johnson mar- 
ried, at Mian Mir on the 12th December 1867, Charlotte Frances, 
the oldest daughter of Lieutenant-Colonel Richard Q-odin Simeon 
{q. «.), Bengal Staff Corps, formerly of the 10th Light Cavaliy. 
This lady died on the 18th September 1872. 

Johnson. Thomas Shaw, Captain (18 6 4— 
1900 ). — Grave at Gilgit, No. 1143. — Born on the 7*^ 
April 1864. — 'Entered H.M.’s Service (from the Royal 
Mily. College) on th 6*^ Pebruary 1884, as a Lieutenant 
in the 2*^ Battalion Bedfordshire Regiment (the 16*^ 
Root), then serving in the Madras Presidency. Joined 
the battalion at Thayet Myo, in Lower Burma, in May 
1884, and in the cold season of 1884-85 accompanied 
it to Bellary. On the 5*1^ April 1886 he was appointed 
‘ an Offg. Wing Officer in the 31®* Madras Infantry, on 
probation for the Staff Corps, into which he was after- 
wards admitted with effect from that date. He joined 
■&e regiment at Mangalore, and served with it there 
until the following August, when he was attached tem- 
porarily to the 30*^ Madras Infantry, for service in 
Burma, where war was then going on. He served with 
this corps in Lower Burma until January 1887, when he 
proceeded with it to Moulmein. In Pehruary 1887 he 
was appointed a Wing Officer in his own regiment, the 
31®*, but he continued serving with the 30*^^ at Moulmein 
until the following July, when he was attached to the 
10th Madras Infantry, forming part of the Burma Pield 
Porce, and with this corps he served during the oper- 
a,tions of 1887-88 (India Medal and two clasps). He 
remained with the 10*^^ until April 1888, when he pro- 
ceeded on six months’ leave, on the expiry of which, 
in October, he rejoined his own regiment at Mangalore. 

In th,e following year ho officiated for some time as 
Quarter Master of the regiment. In Pehruary 1890 he 
accompanied the regiment to Tounghoo, in Lower 
Burma, whence, in the following April, he proceeded 
■with it to Moulmein. In May 1890, on the reorganis- 
ation of the 33^ Madras Infantry as a Burma battalion 
taking place, he was transferred to that corps as a 
Wing Officer ; he joined it at Totinghoo, and in Janu- 
ary 1891 proceeded with it to Port Stedman. In Peb- 
ruary 1891 he was appointed Offg. Adjutant of the 
regiment, and in the following October' he accompanied 


corps to Bhamo. In January 1892 he was con- 
&med m the appointment ^o£ Adjutant in Januaiw 
he went home on leave for a year ; on his return 
he rejoined the regiment at Bhamo, whence in Novem- 
ber 1894 he proceeded with it to Mandalay. In Pehruary 
1895, in consequence of his promotion to the rank of 
Caplin, he vacated the situation of Adjutant, hut he 
I continued officiating in the appointment until the fol- 
lowmg October. In January 1896 he was appointed 
to officiate as a Wiag Commander, and he continued in 
ttiat situation until August 1897, when he was appointed 
Special Assistant to the Political Agent in Gilgit. In 
the folloTmg Pehrnary he was advanced to the perma- 
nent position of Wing Oommander, hut he continued in 
his political appointment in Gilgit, and held it until 
the end of his life. His death was occasioned by an 
accident while he was out on a shooting excursion 
near Bunji on the 27*1^ March 1900, he having been 
killed by a fall from a cliff near the Rakiol Nullah. 

Johnson, William Byrne, Bx-Lieutenant (18S6--- 
1876). — Grave at Simla^ No 381 , — Son of Mr. William 
Johnson, sometime clerk in the Office of the Sudder 
Board of Revenue at Allahabad, by Mary, his wife 
daughter of Lieutenant-Colonel John Byrne, 0. B. (o.-y.j 
by a native woman. Born at Allahabad on the 'l9*ii July 
1836.— Entered H. M's. Service (from the Royal 
Mily. College, Sandhurst) on the 6*1^ June 1854 as an 
Ensign in the 55**^ Poot. The regiment being then 
with the Eastern Army in Turkey, he was sent to the 
dep6t at Templemore, where he served for three months 
and on the 21®* September 1854, consequent on casual- 
ties in the battle of the Alma, he was promoted to the rank 
of Lieutenant. In the following December he joined his 
regiment in the Crimea, and he thereafter served with 
it at the siege and capture of Sevastopol, being severely 
wounded at the storming of the Redan on the 8*^ Sep- 
tember 1855 (Medal and clasp). On the tenmnati(m 
of the war and the evacuation of the Crimea, in June 
1866, he accompanied the regiment to (Sdbraltar, and 
there on the 7**^ August 1857, he was permitted to retire 
from the service by the sale of his commission. Where 
and how he was employed during the next ten years is 
unknown, hut from about 1867 onwards he was in 
Simla, unemployed, residing with his grandmother, 
Beebee Byrne.’^ He died at Simla on the 6*1* Aueust 
1876. ^ 

Note — The date of death given in tlie inscription (Pait I, pago 
46) is xncoirect. Hr. W. B. Johnson ^ed in 1876, not in 
1870. 

Johnston, Christopher, Ensign (1821—1863). 

Grave at SuhatJiu, No 428. — Served for many years in 
the ranks of the 2d Battalion of the Rifle Brigade, with 
which he proceeded to India on the outhreak pf the 
mutinies. ^ Landing at Calcutta in November 1857, he 
accompanied the battalion to the Fpper Provinces, and 
afterwards served with it throughout the capapaigns of 
1858-59, 'including the siege and capture of Lucknow, 
and nutnerous affairs in various parts of Oudh (Medal 
and clasp). In recognition of his services he was pro- 
moted from Sergeant-Major to Ensign on the 1®* April 
1859. Cii the termination of the operations ho accom- 
panied the battalion to Lucknow, arriving there towards 
the end of June 1859. In the following cold season he 
marched with the corps to Subathu, where (excluding a 
change to Ambala during the wmter of 1860-61) he 
served with it until November 1862 ; he then again 
proceeded with it to Ambala, from which sifation he 
moved on withdt to Delhi in February 1863. In the 
succeeding April he proceeded to Simla and the adjoin- 
ing hills on six months’ leave, before the expiry of 
wHch he died at Subathu, on the 14th July 1863. 

Nom— The faqt of his death not being known at home he was 
promoted to tlio sank of Lieutenant, by purchase, on the 4th August 
1863, and posted to the 63 battalion of the Rifle Brigade. The 
promotion and posting were, .however, cancelled/ as a matter of 
course, on intelligenoe of his death being received. 
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Johnston, John Lawrence, Assisimi-Surgeon 
(iS 24 i— iSbB), --Grave at Amlala, No. 226.— Born on 
the 23^ March 1824.— Entered H. M.’s Serrice on the 
31st December 1847 as an Assistant-Surgeon in the 43^ 
Foot (the Monmouthshire Light Infantry), which he 
joined at Newport, in South Wales. In March 1848 
he accompanied the regiment to Templemore, in Ireland, 
whence he proceeded with it to Kilkenny in March 1849. 
On the 3^ April 1849 he was transferred to the 75*^ 
Foot, and having joined that regiment at Fermoy, he 
in the following month embarked with it for Bengal. 
He landed at Calcutta with the 75^^ in August, and 
soon afterwards proceeded with it to the Upper Pro- 
vinces. When passing through Cawnpore with a por- 
tion of the regiment in the following November, he 
received the additional medical charge of the 4*^ Bengal 
Light Cavalry, proceeding to the Punjab, and he con- 
tinued holding this charge until his arrival at Ambala 
at the end of December 1849. In April 1850 he was 
detached to Ferozepore in medical charge of a body of 
recruits, but he subsequently rejoined his regiment at 
Ambala, at which station he continued serving with it 
until his death. He died at Ambala on the 24*^ May 
1853. 

Johnstone, Augustus Satchwell, Seoond-Lieu- 
tenant (1828—1853 ) . — Grave at Ferozepore, No. 493. — 
Son of Surgeon James Johnstone, M.D., Bengal Medical 
Service. Bom at Bareilly on the 7^^ January 1828. — 
Entered the Bengal Army in 1846, and having passed 
his examination at Addiscombe on tbe 11*^ December 
of that year, he was granted rank as a Second-Lieuten- 
ant of Engineers from that date. After going through 
the usual course of training at Chatham, he was sent 
out to India, and arrived at Fort William in November 
. 1848. At the end of the following month his services 
were placed at the disposal of the Govt, of Bengal 
for employment in organising and carrying out a series 
of surveys and levels of the country lying between tbo 
Damuda and the Hughli. On the completion of this 
duty his services were replaced, July 1849, at the dis- 
posal of the Commander-in-Chief, and he was directed, 
Is* August, to proceed and^ join the head-quarters of 
ihe corps of Sappers and Miners at Ludhiana. He had 
scarcely joined, however, when, on tbe 27*^ October, his 
services were placed at the disposal of Colonel Cautley, 
Director of the Ganges Canal and Superintendent of 
Canals West of the Jumna, by whom he was posted to 
the Etawah Division of the Ganges Canal as an Assist- 
ant Executive Engineer, — afterwards, in 1861, styled 
Deputy Superintendent. He remained in this position 
until the end of January 1852, when he was appointed 
an Executive Engineer and posted to the Western Sir- 
hind Division of Public Works, with his head-quarters 
at Ferozepore. At the end of September 1853 he was 
appointed OSg. Executive En^neer in charge of tbe 
Wostvra Sirhind Division, "with his head-quarters at 
Ambala, and he was nominated at the same time to 
assume charge of the Delhi Division later on. He took 
up the Ambala appointment on the 8*^ October, oil his 
return from Dharmsala, at which place ho had been on 
sick leave during the four months preceding, but ho 
subsequently proceeded on duty to Ferozepore, and, 
having been again taken ill, he was granted leave to ro- 
anain there for two months from the 13*ii November; 
before this period had expired, however, he had himself 
passed away. He died at Ferozepore on the 20*^ De- 
cember 1853. 

NaTr. — liieutenant Jokiistonc marriod, at Arrah on tlio 4th Scp« 
ierabet 1849, LotiiBa Caroline, daughter of Henry Benjamin 
Brownlow, Esqr., of the Bengal Civil Service, and niece of the 
Ist Baron Lurgan. * 

Jones, Edward, SeGond-Ideuienanf (c. 1 8 3 7— • 
1857 ). — Grave ami tablet at Vellii, Nos. lOO' and 162.— 
Entered the Bengal Army in 1864 as a Cadet of Engi- 
neers, but having been detained in England to go 
tihxough the usual course of engineering instnioidon at 


Chatham, he did not arrive in India until January 
1867. Before the end of that month he was ordered up^ 
to Boorkee to do duty with the Sappers and Miners. 
On joining the corps he was attached to the ll*ii Com- 
pany, with which on the outbreak of the Mutiny, in 
May 1857, he marched to Meerut. On the general 
mutiny of the corps taking place there on the 16*^ May, 
he continued doing duty with the faithful remnants, 
with which towards the end of the month he marched 
towards Delhi in the field force under the command 
of Brigadier Wilson. With that force he took part in 
the actions on the Hindan, near Ghaziuddin-nagar, 
and afterwards, when the force joined the main army 
under Sir Henry Barnard, in the action of Badli-ki-Serai 
and the seizure of the Ridge near Delhi. On the 10*^ 
June he was appointed an Asst. Field Engineer, and in 
that capacity he served at the siege of Delhi until the 
18*^ July. On that day, while on duty on the Ridge, 
he received a dangerous wound, necessitating the am- 
putation of a leg, from the effects of which he died six 
days later, on the 24*^ July 1857. 

Jones, George, Oorporal (182J — 1849). — Grave at 
Qujerat, No. 764. — ^Bom at Stockport, Cheshire, about 
August 1821. A ooUier by occupation. Enlisted at 
Liverpool on the 3^^ October 1843, and arrived in India, 
per ship Maria, oa the 12*^ March 1844. Served, as a 
bombardier, with the 2^ Troop 2^ Brigcade, Bengal 
Horse Artillery (now the 52*^ Field Battery, Royal 
Artillery), in the Sutlej Campaign, 1846, and was pre- 
sent at the battle of Sobraon (Medal). Also, as a cor- 
poral, in the Punjab campaign of 1848.49, including 
the passage of the Ohenab and the battles of Ohilianwala 
and Gujerat, in which last he was killed, — 21®* Feb- 
ruary 1849. 

Jones, George H. M., Lieutenant {p. 18 2 1— 
1816). — Grave at Ferozepore ; see note to No. 444. — ^En- 
tered H. M.’s Service (from the Royal Mily, College) on 
the 13*^^ July 1839 as an Ensign in the 29*^ Foot. He 
joined that regiment at Weedon, whence, in October, ho 
accompanied it to Woolwich, and during the next two 
years he served with the corps at Edinburgh, Glasgow 
and Belfast. On the 16*ii November 1811 he was pro- 
nfoted to the rank of Lieutenant. In April 1842 he 
embarked with the regiment for Bengal, and having 
landed at Calcutta in the following August, ho pro- 
ceeded ■with it to Chinsurah, and tlionco to Ghazipur 
before the end of the year. In the autumn of 1844 he 
was sent to Allahabad for duty with a body of volun- 
teers from the Foot, and ho was af tor'vards a})pointcd 
acting Adjutant of the detachment. TG\.ards uhe end 
of the same year ho marched with the corps to Meerut, 
whence, in November 1815, he proceeded with it to 
Kasauli. The regiment had, however, soari'coly reached 
that place when it was recalled to tho plaiu>s in conse- 
quence of the outbreak of the first Sikh War ; ho truavched 
domi ^vith it and joined tho Army of the Siiticj on the 
19*^» December, tbo day after tho battle of Mudki, and 
two days later was with 'it in the sanguinary engagement 
of Firozshahr. ' On the succeeding day ho was nomi- 
nated Adjutant of the regiment, and at the sarno time 
was appointed acting Brigade-Major to the 3‘^ Brigade 
of Infantry. He was comfirmed in the latfcor appoint- 
ment on the Is* January 1846, and in that capacity 
served during the romainder oi tho ending 

with the battle of Sobraon, in which ho was dangerously 
wounded and had to undergo tho amputation of his 
right arm. He was removed to Forozeporo, where, in 
less than a fortnight, he died of his wounds on tho 23^ 
February 1846. 

JoneSy Lestock Boileau, Identenant-Oolonel and 
Brevet' Colonel (1826— 1879).--ral?e^ at Kolmt, No. 
1045. — ^Bom at Chester on tho 25*^ Api'il 1826. — ^En* 
tered the Bengal Army in 1842. Arrived in India in 
November of the same year, and before the end of the 
month was sent up to Benares to do duty with the 
45*^ N. I. In June 1843 he was posted to the 
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N. I., whicli he joined at Imcknow. Towards the 
end of the same year he accompanied the regiment on 
service in the Gwalior Campaign, and was present with 
it at the battle of Maharajpnr (bronze star). On the 
termdnation of the campaign he proceeded with the 
regiment to Agra, whence he marched with it to 
Ntirptir, in the Jallnndnr Poab, in November 1846. 
In April 1847 he accompanied the regiment to Hajipnr, 
and there on the 20*^ of the same month he was ap* 
pointed Adjutant of the corps. In February 1848 he 
accompanied the regiment to Ludhiana, whence in the 
following September he marched with it to Ferozepore 
and joined the Army of the Punjab, and before the 
operations of the campaign actually began he twice 
(once in September and October and again in Novem- 
ber) ofidciated for short periods as Brigade-Major to 
BoHord’s Brigade. He afterwards served with the 
regiment in the Pnnjab Campaign of 1848-49 and was 
present at the action of Bamnagar, the passage of the 
Chenab, the action of Sadnlapnr, and the battle of 
Chilianwala, in which last he was severely wounded 
and had his horse killed nnder him. Having been 
disabled by his wounds he was not with his regiment at 
the battle of Gujerat, but he rejoined on the 5^^ March, 
and taking part in the pursuit of the routed enemy, 
Le was present at the surrender of the Sikh army at 
Kawal Pindi, and at the expulsion of the Afghans be- 
yond the Khaibar Pass (Medal and clasp). On the 
conclusion of the campaign he marched with the regi- 
ment to Lahore, arriving there in May 1S49, and in 
the spring of the following year he accompanied the 
corps to Ambala. He continued holding the Adjutancy 
of &.e regiment until the end of June 1851, when his 
services were placed at the disposal of the Foreign Dept, 
and he was appointed Second-in-Oouimand of the 3^ 
Pnnjab Cavalry, which corps he joined soon afterwards 
at Asni. In 1853 he for some time officiated as Adju- 
tant in addition to his other duties, and towards the 
end of that year he accompanied the regiment to Banmi’ 
From the 25*^ February to the 8**^ May 1854 he offici- 
ated as Brigade-Major to the Punjab Irregular Force. 
From May to the end of December 1854 he officiated as 
Commandant of the regiment, and for several months 
in 1854-55 he officiated as Adjutant in addition. In 
April 1855 he proceeded on leave to Bombay, and from 
that place he went home on furlough in the following 
month. He returned to India in November 1855, and 
rejoined the 3^^ P. C. at Bannn, and from January to 
April 1866 he again officiated as Commandant of the 
regiment. In October 1866 he was again appointed to 
act as Adjutant in addition to his other duties, but at 
the end of the following month he resigned his appoint- 
ment in the 3^ P. C., and his services having been 
replaced at the disposal of the Commander-in-Chief, he 
rejoined the 66**^ N. I., then serving in the Santhal Dis- 
tricts, whence he accompanied the corps to Cawnpore 
in February 1857. In April 1857 he was nominated 
Depy. Jndge-Advooate-Genl. of the Bangor District, 
but at the end of the same month this appointment was 
cancelled, and he was then appointed a Depy. Judge- 
Advocate- Genl. on the estabHshment and posted to the 
Peshawar Division. In this capacity he took part in 
the important proceedings at Peshawai* during the 
troubled times of the Mutiny, and in the following year 
Le accompanied the force sent against the Hindustani 
famatios on the Mahaban, and was present at the cap- 
ture and destruction of Panjtar and Sitana (India 
Medal and clasp). In June 1858 he was appointed 
Offg. Commandant of the 1®* Sikh Irregular Cavalry, 
and having joined that regiment at Nawabganj, he 
Berved at the head of it throughout the campaigns of 
1858-59 in Oudh, and was present at the actions of 
Hasanganj, Mianganj, Pnrwa, Morar Man, Simri, Blra 
{harae killed under him), Bangarmau and Dnndia- 
kera, the capture of TJmeria, the affair of Machligaon, 
the actions of Hokla-ki-naddi, near Gonda (wounded 
in charging the mutinied 53^ N. I.,,which was annihi- 
)ated and its colours captured by the Sikh Irrogular 


Cavalry) and Bangaon, and in the final operations on 
the Nepal frontier (Medal, and promoted to the rank 
of Major by brevet). On the conclusion of the cam- 
paign he accompanied the regiment to Lucknow, arriv- 
ing there early in June 1859, and he continued serving 
with it at that station until the succeeding November, 
when he was appointed Commandant of the Punjab 
Cavalry, the corps with which he had served from 1851 
to 1856, and which he now rejoined at Dera Ghazi 
Eiam In March 1860 he marched with the regiment 
to Dera Ismail K!han, and in the succeeding month, in 
command of a portion of the corps, he proceeded on 
service on the Mahsud-V^^aziri Expedition, thronghout 
which he was actively employed, taking part in the 
repulse of the night atfock on the camp at Pa!o^in 
and in the forcing of ilie Barara Tangi. On the 
termination of these oper.ittons he was placed in com- 
mand of the force detailed to maintain the blockade of 
the Waziris on the Tank border, and he continued on 
that duty until the spring of the following year, when, 
April 1861, he went borne on furlough. In August 
1861 he was admitted into the Bengal Staff Corps, 
with effect from the IS^^ February preceding. He 
returned to India at the end of October 1862, and re- 
joined the 3*^ P. C. at Tank, whence he soon afterwards 
marched with it to Bannu. In March 1866 he moved 
with the regiment to Kohat ; he was commanding at 
that station in 1868 when the Drakzais threatened the 
place, and, leading the force which repelled the raid of 
the Bizoti Urakzais on the 11^^ March, he was engaged 
with them in the Ublan Pass. In January 1869 he 
accompanied the regiment to Bajanpur, and in the 
following March he went home on furlough. He re- 
turned at the end of February 1871 and rejoined the 
regiment at Bajanpur, whence in the cold season of 
1871-72 he marched with it to Dera Ghazi Khan. In 
January 1875 he accompanied the corps to Dera Ismail 
Khan, and in the following^ April he went home on 
furlough. Beturning to India in March 1877, he re- 
joined the regiment at Dera Ismail Khan, whence, in 
the sncoeeding December, being in a bad slate of health, 
he again went home, il^om this furlough he never 
returned, and, long before it expired, he di^ in London 
on the 5*31 May 1879. 

Noth. — Colonel (then Major) Jones married, at Tenhy, South 
Wales, on the Srd July 1862 , Sarah Matilda, daughter of JSvan 
Evans, Esqr., of Tudor House, Tenby. 

Jon6Sy Nathaniel, ¥ajor~ General (1800 — 1869).— 
Cfrare at Murree^ No. 823. — Bom at Lambeth, in 
Surrey, in 1800. — ^Entered the Bengal Army in 1816. 
Arrived in India in September 1817, and was sent up 
to Barrackpore to do -duty with the 1®* Battalion 20*3^ 
N. 1. In September 1818 he was posted to the 1®* Bat- 
talion 29*3i hut he continued doing duty with 

the 1®* Battalion 20*^ until the end of July 1819, 
when he was ordered to proceed and join bis own eoips, 
tben forming part of the Narbadda Field Force, and 
be joined it accordingly at Betdl. In October 1820 he 
went on sick leave, but he rejoined the battalion at 
Puri, in Orissa, in April 1821, and early in 1822 be 
marched with the corps to Benares. In September 
1823 he was appointed offg. Adjutant of the battalion ; 
in October be became offg. Interpreter and Quarter 
Master as well ; and he held both offices until near the 
end of the latter month. In February 1824 he was 
appointed Asst. Barrack Master of the Dacca Division! 
On the reorganisation of the Army taking place in 
May 1824 he was posted to the 57“ N. I. (late 1«* 
Battn. 29*3i ). In the following July the Barrack Dept. , 
was reorganised as the Department of Public Works, 
and he then became an Asst. Executive Officer in it. 
In the succeeding September, however, he was tempo- 
rarily relieved of his duties in this departmenl^ and 
rejoined his regiment, which was then proceeding on 
service against the Burmese in Assam, and he subse- 
quently served with the corps throughout the operations 
(including the capture of the Bangpur •stockades) re- 
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suiting in iha expulsion o£ tie Burmese and tlie entire 
conquest of the province. In March. 1825 he was ap- 
pointed ofPg. Depy. Judge Advocate- Genl. to the forces in 
Assam, and he remained in that situation until March 
1828, when he returned to his permanent appointment of 
Asst. Executive Officer in the Dacca Division of PubHc 
Works. Towards the end of the year he was trans- 
ferred, in the same capacity, to the Dinapore Division, 
and he continued serving therein (latterly at Gaya) 
until November 1830, when he was appointed a Depy. 
Judge Advocate- Genl. on the establishment, and hav- 
ing been posted to the Oawnpore Division, he served 
there in that situation nntil March 1835, He was 
then appointed Depy. Paymaster at Nasirabad, and he 
continned serving in that post until October 1841, when 
he vacated the appointment in consequence of his pro- 
motion to the rank of regimental Major. Having in 
the inteiwal remained at Nasirahad on leave, he rejoined 
the 57^^ N. I. at Oawnpore in February 1842, and he 
continued serving with it there until the followiiig 
December, when he proceeded on leave to Calcntta, 
eventually going home on furlough in March 1843. 
He returned to India in February 1846, and having 
rejoined his regiment at Saugor,' he marched with it 
soon afterwards to Dinapore, arriving there in June. 
He continued serving with the 57*^ at Dinapore until 
December lS47, when, having attained the rank of 
Lieutenant-Colonel, he was posted to the 68*^ N. I., 
which he joined at Mhow. In the autumn of 1848, the 
regiment having been detailed to form part of the 
Reserve Force during the Punjab campaign, he moved 
up with it to Feiozepore, whence in December it pro- 
ceeded and joined the Reserve Force in camp at 
Jagraon. On this force being broken up he accom- 
panied the regiment to Lahore, arriving there early 
in April 1849, and he continued serving with it there 
until March 1850, when he was transferred to the 
17*^^ N. I. at Hoshiarpnr; about the same time he 
marched to that station with the 58**^ , and he joined 
the 17^^ on arriving there on the 19*^ of the same 
month. In Novembor 1852 he accompanied the 17*^ to 
Delhi, and he continued serving with it there nntil 
November 1863, when he was transferred to the 49*^ 

N. I, at Phillaur. In November 1854 (having escorted 
the Army Head Quarters camp from Baddi to Amiit- 
' sar) he accompanied, this regiment to Mian Mir, and 
while serving there in August 1855 he was transferred 
tothe64ti^N.l., which he joined at Lahore. On the 
20th October following, however, he was re-transferred 
to the 49*^ , which he rejoined at Mian Mir, and during 
that and the following year he twice succeeded to the 
Command of the station. He continued in command 
of the 49^*^ until May 1867, when on the outbreak of 
the Mutiny, it was disarmed at Mian Mir, and this 
event brought his mihtary career to an end, for though 
he remained in charge of the men for several months 
afterwards, he was never again employed. In August 
1857, on attaining the rank of regimental Colonel, he 
was posted to the 49tii N. I*, but this was merely formal, ^ 
and in October he was granted permission to reside 
permanently at Simla. On the 30^^ May 1859 he 
attained the rank of Major-General, and in the follow* 
ing month he went home on furlough. He returned to 
India at the end of November 1860, and having a^in 
received permission to reside at Simla, he remained 
there until December 1864, where he was simDarly 
granted leave ^ to remove to the Peshawar Division, 
within the limits of which he continued residing for the 
remainder of his life. He died at Murree on the 21st 
July 1869. 

NoTE.^Major-Geueral (then CaptaitO Jones marriel, at Cawn- 
pore <m the 29th January 1836, Mary Anno Drake Monat, the 
eldest daughter of Major-General John Andrew Biggs, of the 
^ngal Ai^llery. She was born at Dinapore on the X7th August 
1815. 

Jones, Thomas Frederick Newcomei Oaptain 
mar Fort Jamrudf No* 1094. — 


The second son of Thomas Jones, Esq’^ of Ardnagree 
Ballina, Co. Mayo, formerly Major in the 4^=^ Dragoon 
Guards. Bom on the 3^ August 1866. — ^Bnter^ 
H. M.’s Service on the 8*^ May 1886 as a Lieutenant 
in the 6*^ Battalion, Connaught Rangers (the North 
Mayo Militia), which corps was incorporated in the 
3*^ Battalion, Connaught Rangers, in March 1889. On 
the 17*1^ July 1889 he was appointed to the regular 
forces as a Second-Lieutenant in the 4*h Dragoon 
Guards, and having joined that regiment at Newbridge, 
he accompanied it to Dublin in September 1890. Qn 
the 8*^ October 1890 he was promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant. In June 1891 he proceeded with the regi- 
ment to Aldershot, whence he marched with it to 
Shomclij^e in June 1894, and in the following Sep- 
tember he embarked with it for India. Landing at 
Bombay in October, he proceeded with the regiment to 
Rawal Pindi, where he served with it for two years and 
a half. On the 11th September 1895 he was advanced 
to the rank of Captain. In April 1897 he went homo 
on leave, but on the outbreak of the Frontier War ho 
returned to India, and rejoined his regiment, which had 
been moved up to Peshawar in August. He continued 
serving with the regiment at Peshawar until the 10*b 
October, when he was killed in action while on recon- 
noitring duty in the Samghaka Pass, two miles and a 
half south of Jamrtid. 

Note. — On tie date above-mentioned Captain Jones was sent out 
on patrol with his troop. On coining to the Samgliaka Pass he left 
the troop at the entrance, and went through the pass at a trot with 
the advance party, consisting of Corporal J. W. Walton, a trooper, 
and a mounted man of the Khaibar Bides. As tliey neared the 
farther end of the pass they were received with a volley, at thirty 
yardsMtstance, from a concealed party of Afridis, and (Saptaiu 
Jones and the corporal were shot dead. 

Jones, Thomas Sheridan Gore, Lieutenant 
(1836 — 1833 )- — Grave at Peshawar^ No. 949. —Born m 
February 1836. — ^Entered H. M.’s Service on the 7**^ 
September 1855 as an Eusi^ in the 37**^ Foot, and 
having joined that regiment in Ceylon, he served there 
with it nntil June 1857, when, on ithe outbreak of the 
Mutiny, he accompanied it to Bengal. He soon after- 
wards proceeded with it to the Upper Provinces, and 
he was thereafter actively employed with it during the 
campaign of 1857-58 in Bihar and Shaliabad, taking 
part in the actions of Atranlia and Koelsa, the defence 
of Azimgarh, and the actions of Azimatgaih and 
Manihar (MeM). On the 28*^^ March 1858, during 
the course of these operations, he was promoted to the 
rank of Lieutenant. On the termination of the oper- 
ations he accompanied the regiment to Ghazipur, and 
he continued serving with it there until the autumn 
of 1860, when having, on the 27*^ June preceding, ex- 
changed into the 79^ Foot (the Cameron Highlanders), 
he joined that regiment at Mian Mir, and was soon 
afterwards appointed acting Interpreter to it, a post 
which he continued holding for two years. In January 
1861 he marched with the regiment to Ferozepore, 
where he was appointed Station Interpreter in the 
following July. In March 1862 he accompanied the 
corps to Nowshera, where, in the succeeding month, he 
was appointed Station Staff Officer, an appointment 
which he retained until near the end of November, when 
he marched with the regiment to Peshawar. In De- 
cember 1862 he was appointed Fort Adjutant at Attook, 
but he resigned that post iu August 18CS, and rejoined 
the 79*11 at Peshawar- In the following October he 
was permitted to join the Yusafzai Field Force as a 
volunteer, and having, on the 1®* November, been at- 
tached to the 71®* Foot (the Highland Light Infantry) 
he served with that regiment in all the operations in ihe 
Ambela Pass up to the 18**^ of the month, when he was 
killed in one of the persistent attacks made by the 
enemy on the left front of the British position. 

Noth.— T he date of this oiBeer's death is mcorrcctly stated in 
the inscriptioxi (No. 949). 

Jones, William, Ensign (e. 1809-1846).—- Graw at 
FerogeporSyNo*4i79 * — ^After many years' service in 
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ranks of ite 31®* Foot, in tke course of wHch te took 
part in the campaign of 1842 in Afghanistan under 
Greneral Pollock, this brave old soldier was appointed 
Quarter-Master-Sergeant of the regiment. On return- 
ing from Afghanistan he, early in 1843, proceeded with 
the corps to AmbaJa. During that and the succeeding 
year he accompanied the regiment in all its move- 
mentSj—to Khaitaland Perozepore, and back toAmbala, — 
and he was serving with it at the last-mentioned station 
when the first Silsh War broke out in December 1845. 
He proceeded with it to join the Army of the Sutlej, and 
as Quarter-Master-Sergeant, he was present with it at 
the battles of Mudki and Firozshahr. Early in January 
1846, he was promoted, by the Commander-in-Ohief 
in India, to the rank of Ensign in the 31®*, with rank 
from the 19*^ December 1845, the day after the battle 
of Mudki, As Ensign he was present with the regiment 
at the action of Badhowal and the battles of Aliwal and 
Sobraon, at the last of which he carried the regimental 
colour, and fell mortally wounded in the storming of 
the Sikh entrenchments. He was removed to camp, and 
died there the same evening, — ^the 10*^ February 1846, 

Note I. — confirming the promotion of Quarter-Master- 
Sergeant Jones to the rank of Ensign, the War OfiSce altered the 
date to the Slst March 1846, which, as the officer was then dead, 
rendered it wholly nugatory. 

Note II.— On the fall of Ensign Jones the regimental colour 
was picked up by Corporal Bernard McCabe, who carried it for- 
ward in the last desperate rush and planted it triumphantly on 
the crest of the Sikh entrenchments. Por thi** gallant act, de- 
scribed by Sir Harry Smith as " one of the most bold and daring 
acts he had ever witnessed,” Corporal McCabe was advanced to 
the rank o( Sergeant, and was afterwards promoted- to an Ensigney 
in the 18th (Royal Irish) Eegiment. Ho eventually became a 
Captain in the 82d Foot, and fell mortally wounded during the 
defence of the Residency Entrenchment at Lucknow in 1857. 

Judge, Charles Bellewi Oaptain and Temporary 
Major (1857 — 1S97 ). — Grave at Kohii^ No, 1037. — The 
eldest son of Thomas E. B. Judge, Esqr., Attorney-at- 
Law, Calcutta, aud grandson of Major Henry W. 
Bellew, 56th N. I., Asst. Quarter-Master General, 
who was killed in the retreat from Kabul in January j 
1842. Bom at Calcutta on the 19th October 1857,— 
Entered H. M,*s Service (from the Royal Mily. College) 
on the 30th January 1878, as a Second-Lieutenant in 
the 100*^ Foot (afterwards styled the 1®* Battalion of 
the Leinster Regiment!, and served with the depot of 
that regiment (attached to the 109*^ Foot), in Gosport 
Forts and afterwards at Portsmouth, until March 1879, 
when he proceeded to India and joined the corps at 
Sialkot. On the 20th August 1879 he was promoted 
to the rank of Lieutenant. In December 1880 he ac- 
companied the regiment to Ambala, and towards the 
end of the same month he was appointed ofPg. Inter- 
preter to the corps. On the 12*^ February 1881 he was 
appointed an Offg. Squadron Officer in the 6**^ Bengal 
Cavalry, on probation for the StaflE Corps, into which 
ho was subsequently admitted with effect from that 
date, and he joined that regiment at Segowlie. On 
the SO**^ April following he was transferred as an offg. 
Wing Officer to the 2^ Gurkha Regiment, which he 
joined at Dehra Dun. In July 1882 he was appointed 
a Wing Officer permanently, and in the following 
month the appointment of Quarter-Master was conferred 
upon him. From April 1883 to July 1884 he officiated 
as Adjutant of the regiment and as Station Staff Officer 
at Dehra Dun. In January 1886 he was placed on 
fipeoialduty in attendance on certain foreign officers 
who were visiting India, and in the following J uly he 
went home on leave. During his absence, in September 

1886, he was appointed Adjutant of the 1®* Battalion 
of the regiment. He returned to India in November 

1887, and took up the post of Adjutant, the duties of 
which he carried on until January 1888, when he was 
appointed to officiate as a Wing Commander. In the 
succeeding April he was appointed Offg, Second-in- 
Qommand, and he continued in that position until Oo- 
tlober 1888, when he was appointed a Brigade Transport 
Officer on the staff of the mzara Field Force. lathis '

On the termination of the siege 
he served with the regiment for some time in garrison 
at Dig, whence he shortly afterwards proceeded with 
it to Kamal. In September 1827 he proceeded on 
leave to the Presidency, whence in January 1828 he 
went home on furlough. Returning to India in March 
1831, he remained at Calcutta, on leave, until the 
following Jnne, when he was sent to the Tipper Prov- 
ino3S on duty with a detachment of European recrnits, 
and on reaching Allahabad in September he was per- 
mitted to remain there and await the arrival of his 
regiment from Agra, doing duty in the meantime with 
the 59*^ N, I, He rejoined the 6*^ N. I* on its 
arrival at Allahabad in November 1831, and having 
then been appointed acting Adjntant to the left wing, 
he accompanied the latter to Jannpnr, and served wifii 
it there for three years. In November 1834, with 
this wing, he marched to Benares and there rejoined 
the head-quarters of the regiment, with which he 
proceeded to Barrackpore, arriving there towards the 
end of December. In December 1836 he accompanied 
the regiment to the Ontfcaok District, where disturb- 
ances had occurred, and he afterwards served with 
it at Cuttack until November 1838, when he marched 
with it en route to Dinapore. On arrival there the 
regiment was ordered to contmne its march to Bareilly, 
and he arrived with it at that place in April 1839. In 
the spring of 1841 he ofS-ciated for a. month as Brigade- 
Major in Rohilkhand, and he again acted in the same 
post from September to November 1841, when he 
probed with the regiment to Karnal. Thence he 
proceeded with it to Perozepore in February 1842, and 
in the following month he accompanied it on service 
to Afghanistan as part of the force under the command 
ci General Pollock, but the corps having been retained 
on the line of communications, he had not the good 
fortune to be engaged in any of the actions fought 
during that campaign (Medal), On the return of the 
army from Afghanistan he accompanied the regiment 
to Ludhiana, whence he proceeded with it to Shah- 
jahanpur in December 1843. In October 1845 he 
accompanied the left wing to Fatehgarh, -at which 
station, at the end of the same month, he was appointed 
to the charge of the recruit dep6t of the 4**^ N, I. On 
the outbreak of the first Sikh War in the following 
December, he accompanied the 6*^ N, L to the front 
and 'served with it in the latter part of the Sntlej 
campaign, but the corps having been employed on 
escort duties only he had no part in any of the great 
actions of the war. In the advance after the battle 
of Sohraon he accompanied the regiment to Lahore, 
and there in March 1846 he was appointed Brigade- 
Major to the force retained at that place ; and he was 
ra-appointed to that situation ^hen final arrangments 
for the Army of Occupation were made in January 
1847. On the formation of the Army of the IVnjab 
in November 1848 ho was appointed Brigade-Major

action of Sadulapur, and the battles of Ohilianwala and 
Gnjerat (Medal and two clasps, and promoted to the 
rank of Major by brevet). In March 1849, on the 
termination of the war, he was permitted to rejoin his 
appointment of Brigade-Major at Lahore, hut two 
months later, in May 1849, on the formation of the 
Punjab Irregular Force, his services were placed at the 
disposal of the Foreign Department, and he was ap- 
pointed Commandant of the 2^ Punjab Cavalry. He 
joined this regiment at Gnjerat, and in July 1849 he 
marched with it to Rawal Pindi, whence in March 1850 
he accompanied it to Tnsafzai, In the following 
September, being in bad health, he proceeded on tem- 
porary leave to Peshawar, but at that place he became 
so ill that he was unable to rejoin his regiment, and he 
eventually died there on the 17*^ November 1850. 

Kelly, Edwards Captain (1790 — 1838 ). — Grave and 
tablet at Karnal, No. 192. — ^Entered H. M’s Service 
on the 15^^ April 1813 as an Ensign in the 13^^ Foot. 
He joined that regiment in Canada a few months later, 
and served with it there during the last year of the 
war with the United States. In the summer of 1815 
he returned home with the regiment, with which, 
during the next seven years and a half, he served 
in Jersey and Guernsey, and in various parts of 
the United Kingdom. On the 2^ September 1819 he 
was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant. In January 
1823, wlien the regiment embarked for Bengal he was 
left behind with tlie depot at Chatham, and lie remained 
attached to it for nearly three years. In 1826 ho 
proceeded to India and joined the regiment at Bcrham- 
pore on its return from service in Ava. At the end of 
the same year he accompanied it to Dinaporo, at which 
station he served with it until September 1828, when, 
after trial before a General Court Martial, ho was 
ordered to proceed to England and there await the 
decision of the King on his case. Ho was attached to 
the regimental dop6t until 1831, when ho returned to 
India and rejoined the 13*^ at Dinapore. Towards 
the end of the same year he 'marched with the regiment 
to Agra, whence he accompanied it to Kamal in the 
winter of 1835-36. On the 22^ July^ 183G he was 
promoted to the rank of Captain, and in that rank he 
continued serving with his regiment until his death. 
He died at Kamal on the 1®* Soptombor 1838, 

Notb.— I n the inBcription on the tablet in St. Jameg' Church 
Tower, Kamal, this olficer i» mis-stylud "li. B. Kelly”, lha 
writer of the inscription evidently followed a locally published 
Army List, in which the misiaho drut appeared ; in the War 
Army List and in official documouts the officer was never siylei 
anything but "Mward Kelly/' 

Keith* David, M.A<« M. D., Assistant^ Surgeon^ 
(1829“-*1853 ). — Grave at Ahhottahad^ No. 909. — Sou 
of Dr. Alexander Keith, of Edinburgh. Bom on 
the 7th May 1829.— Entered the Bengal Army ix% 
1851 as an Assistant- Surgeon. Arrived in India in 
December of the same year, and on the 1®* of the fol- 
lowing month was sent to Dum-Dum to do duty with 
the Artillery there. At the end of January 1852 
was ordered up to Cawnpore, and on arrival there, 
in February, was directed to proceed to Allahal>ad and 
assume medical charge of a body of ICuropcan recruit® 
proceeding from that station to Meerut. On WJtiching 
Meerut in April ho was appointed to do duty with the 
division of Artillery at that place, and lioremamed 
there until the middle of June, when he was ordorwl to 
Delhi to take torapoiary medical charge of the 13th N. T, 
Towards the end of September ho was removed in the 
same position to the 15^** N, I, at Ambala, but early 
in the following month he was relJovod of this charge 
and ordei'cd to do duty under the Su])orintending 
Surgeon of the Sirhind Circle. Towards the end of 
Octohor ho was appoiiitod to the iemporaxy medical 
charge of the #5* Troop !•* Brigade, Horse Artillery, 
proceeding from Amhala to Muttra, and on ilie ierriu<«^ 
nation of this duty, in the middlo of the euoceedinff 
month,, he was sent frim Heerut to Sialkot in modisM 
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ciarge of the head-quarters and the 6^^ Company of 
the 7*=^ Battalion of Artillery. On this duty being 
completed he was ordered, December 1852, to assume 
medical charge of the 3^ Sikh Local Infantry, proceed- 
ing from Hoshiarpnr to Hazara on service against the 
Easanzais of the Black Mountain, but he was unable 
to join immediately, and the operations had terminated 
before the regiment could reach the scene of action. 
He eventually joined the regiment at Abbottabad, 
where a cantonment was then being formed, in January 
1853, and he continued serving with it there until his 
death. He died in camp at Abhottabad on the 14*^ 
July 1853. 

Kelly, Ambrose Hamilton, Surgeon, (c. 1846 — 
1879 ). — Memorial at Mardan, No» 1001. — ^Entered 
H. M.’s Indian Medical Service on the 1®* October 
1869, as an Assistant-Surgeon on the Bengal Estab- 
lishment. Arrived in India in May 1870, and after 
doing duty in the Presidency General Hospital for 
nearly two months, was ordered up to Lucknow in Jnly, 
and, on arrival there in August, was attached to the 
13^>^ Bengal Cavalry for duty. In the following No- 
remher he was ordered to proceed to Goona and assume 
medical charge of the 2*^ Central India Horse, and he 
continued serving with this regiment and afterwards 
(on its departure to Agar) with a detachment of it left 
at Goona until April 1871* He was then ordered to 
Agra, at which place, in the same month he was 
appointed to do duty with the 1®* ST* I. Towards the 
end of May 1871 he was ordered to Meerut, and thence 
immediately afterwards detached to Roorkee, to take 
medical charge of the depdt of the Bengal Sappers and 
Miners. In the following month he was sent up to 
Chakrata to take medical charge of the detachment 
of Sappers and Miners at that station, but towards the 
end of July he was ordered back to, Meerut, and, on 
arrival there in August, appointed to tbe medical 
charge of the 3^ N. I. In the following October he 
was ordered down to the Presidency, and there ap- 
pointed to the medical charge of a wing of the 22^ 
N. L, at Barraokpore; with this wing he afterwards 

J *omed the otlier wing at Dacca, and with the regiment 
le served in the Kaohar Column throughout the Jjushai 
Expedition of 1871-72 (India Medal and olasp]). On 
the termination of the operations he acoomijanied the 
22^ to Jhelum in April 1872, and at that station in the 
same month he held for a short time the additional medi- 
cal charge of the Peshawar Mountain Battery. In May 
1872 he was appointed to the ofEg. medical charge cn 
the l*^' Punjab Infantry at Edwardosab-id, at which 
station he also had the temporary additional charge of 
the I** Sikh Infantry for a brief period. In IVfarch 
1878 he was transferred from the 1®** Punjab Infantry 
to the ofEg. medical charge of the Corps of Guides, to 
which appointment that of Offg. Civil Surgeon of 
Mardan was at the same time added ; he held the latter 
only to the spring of 1874, but he oontimied in the 
former until March 1875, when he was displaced by 
tiie return from furlough of the permanent incumbent. 
He, however, continued doing duty with the Guides, 
and in the following month he was again appointed t) 
the offg. medical charge of the corps, in which position 
he remained until June 1876, when the permanent 
appointment of Medical OfiBioer of the Corps of Guides 
was conferred upon him. As Medical OfiSoer of the 
COT]^ he served with it in the Jowaki Expedition of 
187^78 (clasp to India Medal). In the summer of 
1878 he was again appointed Orm Surgeon of Mardan. 
In November of the same year, 6n the breaking out 
of war witli Afghanistan, he accompanied the Corps of 
Guides on seoioe with the First Division of the Pesha- 
war Valley Field Force, and served throughout the 
exmpaign of 1878-79, including the operations resulting 
in the leduotion of Ali Masjid, the advance to Jalalabad 
and other affairs and movements on the Khaibar lino 
until the conclnsion of the treaty of Gandamak, after 
which ho returned with the corps to Mardan* In July 
1879 he waa appointed Surgeon to the Embassy at 


Kabul, and accompanied Sir P* L. N. Cavagnari to 
that place. He was there when the outbreak of the 
September following took place and tbe British 
Embassy was attacked by the mntinons Afghan soldiery 
and the rabble of the city, and, with the other British 
officers of the inission and the greater part of the 
escort, he feU in the desperate conflict which ensued.' 

Kelly, Michael, Lieutenant (? — 1846). — Tab'* 
l&i at Ferozepore, No, 442. — Served for several y^ars in 
the ranks of H. M.’s 13^^ Foot (the Somerestshire Light 
Infantry), and was with that corps throughout the 
campaigns of 1838-42 in Afghanistan, including the 
storm and capture of Ghazni (slightly wounded) and 
the occupation of Kabul, in 1839 ; the capture of 
Tntamdarra, the attack on Julgarh, the action of 
Kardarra, and various other affairs in the Kohistan 
of Kabul, in 1840 ; the forcing of the Khurd Kabul 
and Jagdalak passes, the action at Tezin, the defence 
of Jalalabad, and the defeat of the enemy ^ before 
the place, in 1841-42; ahd, finally, the actions of 
Jagdalakand Tezin, and » the re-occupation of Kabul, 
under General Pollock, in 1842 (Medals for Ghazni, 
Jalalabad, and Kabul). On the 26*^ December 1842 
ho was promoted from Colour- Sergeant in the 13* to 
Ensign in the 6^^ Foot, and upon this being announced 
in India in March 1843, he left the 13* at Mubarak- 
pur (where it was then encamped, en route to Kasauli), 
and joined his new regiment at Dinapore, On tlie 11* 
May 1844 he was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant. 
At the end of that year 'he accompanied the 62^ to 
Ambala, whence it was sent on to Ferozepore, aiTiving 
there towards the end of March 1845. In the Nov- 
ember and December following he officiated for a 
month as Interpreter to the regiment. Still serving 
at Ferozopore when the first Sikh War broke out, 
he on the 21®* December 1845 marched out with 
the regiment, forming part of the Fourth Division of 
the Army of the Sutlej, to join the main army, 
under the Ooramandor-in- Chief, in the attack on the 
Sikh position at Firozshahr ; and in the sanguinary 
action which ensued during the afternoon of the same 
day, he unfortunately fell, having, as he advanced 
to the assault, been out down and killed upon the spot 
by a Sikh who had been lying in ambush. 

Kemp, Edward Thomas, Lieutenant (<?, 
183G~1859 ).— at Jullundurj No, 556.— -Entered 
the Bengal Army in 1853. Arrived in India in May 
1864, and was sent up to Benares to do duty with the 
42-1 TS. 1. In the followinf^ August ho was posted 
to the 61®* N. I., and having joined that regiment at 
Lucknow, bo accompanied it to Jullundur in the 
spring of 1856. He was mth the corps at that statiem 
when it mutinied iu June 1857. On the 16*1* of the 
same month he was appointed to officiate as Adjutant 
with the faitMuI remains of the regiment, but he 
remained in this position for little more -than a fort- 
nigh^ having on the 1»* July been ordered down to 
Delhi, to join the force before that place. Thereon 
the 24*1*, he was attached to the 1»* Punjab Infantry, 
and with that corps he served throughout the remainder 
of the siege, taking part in the storm and capture 
of the place. He subsequently rettxmed to Jullundur, 
and be remained there, attached to the remains of the 
61*^ N. Ir, until April 1858, when he was appointed 
to do duty with the 21®* Punjab Infantry. He joined 
this regiment at Mian Mir, and served with it there 
until the following September, when he was appointed 
to do duty with the 17*i* Punjab Infantry. In the 
following November he joined the 17*i> in Eohilkhand, 
but he was shortly afterwards attaohecL as a temporary 
arrangement, to the Kamaon Levy, tWen f orming part 
of a field force employed, under the command of Bnga- 
dier-»General Walpole, in guarding tho fords of the Sarda, 
and with this corps he took part in the sovci'O actito 
atSassia Ghat ou the 15*i* January 1859. On 
occasion, while reeisting, with distinguished gaUaucry 
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the passage of tHe river by the enemy, he fell mortally 
grounded, and he died in camp at Mela Ghat on the » 
foUovring day. 

Kendall, Bernard, Oaptain (1811—18461.—' 
Ordve at Ferozepore^SeB fiote to No, 442. — ^Entered 
the Bengal Army in 1828. Arrived in India in June 
1829, and in the following month was sent up to 
Cawnpore to do duty with the 33^ N. I. In the 
succeeding September he was posted, as a supernumerary, 
to the 2*^Europnan Regiment, which he joined at 
Agra. This corps, at ihe end of October, became the 
left wing of the Bengal European Regiment, and 
with it, early in 1832, he proceeded to Dinapore, where, 
in the May following, he was first brought on the 
effective strength of the corps. He continued serving 
with the regiment at Dinapore until October 1835, 
when he proceeded on leave to Calcutta, whence in 
the following December he went home on furlough. 
He returned to India in February 1839, and his regi- 
ment being then on service in Afghanistan, he proceed- 
ed to Agra and there joined the dep&t, of which he was 

? laced in temporary charge in the following December, 
n February 1840 he was sent to Meerut to do duty 
with a detachment of drafts sent from the regiment in 
Afghanistan for incorporation in the new 2^ European 
Regiment, then being formed, and, on joining, was 
appointed Staff Officer to the detachment; but within 
a few days he was appointed to the command, and 
in command, towards the end of the month, he toot 
the detachment to Agra, whence, in March, he was 
Bent in charge of it to Dinapore. He subsequently 
rejoined the depot at Cawnpore, and in December 1840 
he was appointed acting Adjutant to it. In January 
1B41 he was appointed to the command of a consider- 
able detachment, comprising the sick of the regiment 
and the wives and families of the men, and with it 
he proceeded to Kamal, at which place, in the follow- 
ing March, he rejoined the regiment (which was now 
fityled the 1»* European Light Infantry) on its return 
from Afghanistan. In October 1842 he proceeded 
on sick leave to Mussoorie, where he remained for more 
than a year. He rejoined the regiment at Subathu 
in November 1843, and immediately afterwards accom- 
panied it to Ludhiana and Ferozepore, but he 
rfetumed with it to Subathu in April 1844, and 
continued serving with it there until December 1845, 
when, on the outbreak of the first Sikh War, he 
marched with it to join the Army of the Sutlej. 
Joining the Army the day after the battle of Mudki, 
he, two days later went into action with the regiment 
at Firozshahr, and in that sanguinary engagement be 
fell dangerously wounded. Towards the end of the 
succeeding month he was directed to retain to Subathu 
and take charge of the regimental dep6t at that place, 
but he was too ill to make the journey, and he even- 
tually died of his wounds, at Ferozepore, on the 6*^^ 
February 1846* 

Kent, Robert, Lieutenant- Oolnnel (c, 1792— 
1848).— (?rooe at Lahore^ No, 600. — Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1808. Arrived in India in July 1809, and 
in the usual course was sent to join the Cadet Company 
at Barasat. On the 30*^ December 1809 he was posted 
to the 1®* Battalion 6*^ N. I. He continued at Barasat 
uhta November 1810, when, having been struck off the 
Btrengfh of the Cadet Company, he proceeded to tiie 
Upper Provinces, and joined his battalion at Delhi. 
Early in 1813 he accompanied the corps to Kawial, 
whence, on the outbreak of the* Gurkha War in October 
1814, he marched with it to Meerut and immediately 
proceeded with it on service to the Dehia Dun, in the 
force under the ctmmand of Major-General Gillespie. 
He thereafter served with the battalion throughout 
the campaign of 1814-16, and took part in the move- 
ment into the Debra Dun, the attacks on and eventual 
reduction of the fort of Kalanga, the action of Dubiri, 
tlie occupation of Nahan, the attack on Jaithak, and the 
subBequent Biege and blockade of that place until it 


surrendered in May 1815. On the termination of the 
war he proceeded with the battalion to Meerut, arriving 
there in June 1815, but he afterwards, in the same 
year, marched with it to Aligarh, whence he accom- 
panied it to Delhi and Rewari in 1816. On the form- 
ation of the Grand Army in September 1817, he 
accompanied the coi^s on service in the Reserve 
Division, and served with it throughout the Maharatta- 
Pindari Campaign of 1817-18, proceeding with it to 
Neemuch on the conclusion of the operations. In the 
winter of 1819-20 he marched with the battalion to 
Guro‘«aon, whence he accompanied the left wing to 
Cawnpore early in 1822. In September 1823 he was 
appointed actmg Adjutant to this wing, and he held 
the appointment until the end of the succeeding month, 
when, the two wings having been re-united, he accom- 
panied the battalion to Nagpur. In ^January 1824 
he was appointed acting Interpreter and Quaiter- 
Master to the battalion, and he held this appointment 
until the following May, when, on the reorganization 
of the Army tnking place, he was posted to the 18*^ 
N. I. (late 2*^4 Battalion 6*^ ) . He joined this regiment at 
Gnrffaon. whence in the winter of 1824-25 he accompani- 
ed it to Sikrora, in Oudh, and in the autumn of 1825 
to Muttra. In the succeeding cold season he accom- 
panied the corps on service, and was present vrith it at 
the siege and capture of Bharatpnr. On the fall of the 
fortress he was left with his regiment in garrison, and 
he remained there until January 1827, when he marched 
with the corps to Agra. In March 1829 he agriin 
proceeded to Bharatpnr, in command of the left wing 
tf the regiment, and he continued with it there until 
September, when, with the wing, he rejoined bead- 
quarters at Agra, whence in the succeeding month he 
marched with the regiment to Jubbnlpore. Towards 
the end of 1832 he accompanied the regiment to Betul, 
whence in the cold season of 1835-36, ho marched 
with it to Benares, going on with it to Barrackpore in 
the autumn of 1839. In February 1840 he was 
appointed Major of the Volunteer Kemment formed 
for service in China, and having embarked with it ior 
that country in the following April, he was present in 
July at the capture of Ohnsan, at which place the corps 
was left in garrison. In May 1841, the corps having 
become inefficient from sickness, he retunied to India 
with the greater portion of the Volunteer Regiment, 
and rejoined the 18‘^ N. L at Barrackpore ; and in 
the following winter he proceeded with it to Allahabad. 
In January 1842, while he was on his way to Allahabad, 
he was appointed Mfijor of a second Volunteer Regi- 
ment formed Pop the same service as the preceding 
one, and returning to the Presidency, he again embarked 
for China in March. He there took part in vaxiouB 
operations, and was prominently engaged in the storm 
and capture of Ohing-kiang-foo on the July 
(MedaD. He returned to India on the conclusiou 
of the war, arriving at Calcutta in February 1843, and 
the Volunteer Regiment having been broken up in 
March, he rejoined the 18^^ N. I. at Allaliabad and took 
command. Tn December 1843 he marched with ihe 
regiment to Lucknow, whence in the spring of 1844 
he proceeded with it to Nasirabad. On attaining the 
rank of Lieutenant-Colonel he was re-posted, July 
1846, to* the 18^^ N. I., with which he marched to 
Hoshiarpur in the winter of 1846-47, and in the latter 
year ho was for some time in command of that station. 
At the end of October 1847 ho moved with the regiment 
to Lahore, and he was in garrison at that place with 
the corps when he died there on the 3^ October 1848* 


Ketchen, Sotheby Douglas Brodle, Oapaim 
(1869^1901).-— Grace a# Paraehinarf Knrcm 
Talley t No. 1101— Son of Colonel William Donglaa 
Brodie Ketchen, of the Madras Cavalry. Bom on the 
Sl»* July 1869 —Entered H. M.^s Service (from the 
Royal Mily. College) on the 11*^ Februaijr as a 
8ecQnd*Lieutenant in the Seaforth Highlanders, and 
havteg heeh poi^ to the 0* Battalion (the 78**> Pool^, 
he came out to IndSa $xA jotoed it at Kawal Pmdi m 
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ifclie following April. In tie spring of the following 
year he proceeded with the battalion on service to 
Hazara, and was present with it throughout the Black 
Mountain Campaign of 1891 (India Medal and clasp). 
On the termination of the operations he proceeded wiili 
-the battalion to Kuldana, whence in the following 
November he accompanied it to Rawal Pindi. On the 
11*^ February 1892 he was appointed an 0%. Wing 
OfiBloer in the 1®* Battalion 5*^ Gurkha Rifle Regiment, 
•on probation for the Indian Staff Corps, into which 
he was subsequently admitted as a Lieutenant with 
offect from that date. He pined the battalion at 
Abbottabad, and in the autumn of 1892 served with 
it in the Isazai Expedition. In 1893-94 he o6Bciated 
for a shoit time as Quarter- Master of the battalion, 
and also as Adjutant in the latter year. In the 
winter of 1894-95 he accompanied the battalion on 
service, and was present with it throughout the 
Waziristan Expedition (clasp added to India Medal). 
He returned to Abbottabad with the battalion in April 
1895, and continued with it there until the spring 
of 1897, when he accompanied a wing of the corps to 
the Kuram Valley. In June 1897, after officiating 
for nearly five years and a half, he was appointed a 
Wing Officer permanently, and on the 26*'^ August 
following he became Quarter-Master of the battalion. 
With the wing of his battalion he served in the Kuram 
Valley during the Frontier War of 1897, and towards 
the end of that year he was appointed Adjutant of the 
Kuram Militia* In 1900 he was appointed Second-in- 
Command of the 1®* Battalion of the Kuram Militia, 
and in the following year he was appointed to officiate 
as Commandant : position he held at the time of 

his death. He was accidentally shot in the Malana 
^Tangi on the 9*^^ December 1901, when hunting in the 
hills north of Parachlnar. 

Kewney, Henry, lAeutmani (1809—1838). — 
Grave at Karnal, — See No. 196. — ^Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1827. Airived in India in October 1828, and 
in the following month was sent up to Allahabad to do 
duty with the 48^*' N. I. In March 1829 he was 
posted to the 50^ N. I., which he joined at Gorakhpur. 
In December 1831 ho marched with the regiment 
en route to Barrackpore, bat on the way down, in 
January 1832, the regiment was diverted from its 
course in consequence of an insurrection amongst 
the Kols of Chota Nagpur, and until the setting in 
of the rainy season he was engaged in a series of 
harassing operations against these people.^ In 1832-33 
he took part in another series of operations, eqnally 
harassing, against the Ghuars of Barabhfim and 
Monbhiim, and it was not until near the end of March 
1S33 that he reached Barrackpore with his regiment, 
towards the end of 1834 he accompanied the regi- 
ment to Dacca, and while serving there in March 1885, 
he was appointed to officiate as a Depy, Asst. Qr, 
Ifoster General, and was posted to the Presidency 
Office for duty. For several months he was employed 
on survey duty at Barrackpore and Dum-Dum, but 
towards the end of the year he was detached to Mhow> 
in Malwa, and having, in April 1836, been appointed 
a Depy. Asst. Quarter Master Genl. on the establish- 
ment, he was formally posted to the Malwa Field Force, 
From this time to the summer of 1838 he was princi- 
pally employed on survey duty, the valley of the 
Narbadda being generally the scene of his operations. 
In September 1838 he was appointed Depy. Asst. 
Quarter-Master Genl- of the First Division of the Army 
of Indus; moceeding to Kamal he there took up 
the duties of nis a|>poxntment, and for six weeks was 
inoessaintly engaged in the preparations for an advance 
to Ferozepore, and for the movement thence towards 
Afghanistan. Unfortunately the strain proved too 
much for him, for he suddenly became deranged, and 
oommitted suicide in camp at Kamal on the No* 
Tember 1838. 


Keyes, Charles Valentine, Lieutenant (1676— 
1901 ). — Tablet at Mardan, No. 1023. -Sou of General 
Sir Charles Patton Keyes, G.C.B., Indian Staff 
Corps (Madras), sometime Commanding the Punjab 
Frontier Force, with which most of his service was 
passed. Born at Abbottabad on the 14*^ February 
1876.--Bntered H. M.’s Service (from tbe Royal Mily. 
College) on the 16^^ January 1895 as a Second-Lieu- 
tenant on the Unattached List for the Indian Staff 
Corps, Arrived in India in March of the same year 
and was attached to the 1®* Battalion, Royal West 
Surrey Regiment, which he joined at Ambala on the 
29*^ of that mouth. In April he was attached to the 
2“d Battalion, Royal Scots Fusiliers, and joined that 
corps at Sialkot. On the 29*^ March 1896 he 
was admitted into the Indian Staff Corps, and in 
the succeeding mouth he was appointed an Offg. 
Wing Officer in the 34th Bengal Infanl^ (Pioneers), 
which he joined at Malakand, and with which, at 
tbe end of May, he proceeded to Jhelum. In July 

1897 he was transferred, in the same position, to 
the Corps of Guides, aud he had scarcely joined 
when, in response to a call for aid, the corps marched 
for Malakand, our position at which place had been 
suddenly assailed by a gathering of several thousands 
of the neighbouring tribesmen, led on by a fanatical 
and partially insane mullah. He took part in the 
defence of the Malakand position until the final repulse 
of the enemy, and was slightly wounded on the 

August in the first attempt to relieve Chakdarra ; 
he was also present at the relief of Chakdarra on the 
following day, and he afterwards serred in the ex- 
pedition to Upper Swat, including the action of 
Landakai on the 17*^ August, and in the campaign in 
Bajaur and the Mamand country in the following Sep- 
tember and October (India Medal and two clasps). 
On the termination of the Frontier War he returned 
to Mardan with the Guides, and there from Aprfl 

1898 to June 1899 he officiated as a Squadron Officer 
in the Cavalry of the Corps. In July 1899 he went 
home on sick leave, and in April 1900, during his 
absence, he was appointed a Double-Company Officer 
in the Guides Infantry* In June 1900, when his 
leave was about to e^ire, he was appointed to the 
West African Frontier Force, with which he con- 
tinued serving until his death. This event (deplorable 
in the circumstances attending it) occurred at Argangu 
in the extreme north-west of Northern Nigeria, on the 

June 1901, when he was brutally murdered by a 
gang of French cattle-stealers, whom he was endeavour- 
ing to arrest. 

King, John Wallace, (lS02-*< 

1850)— Grave at Lahore, No. 607.— Entered H. MJb 
Service on the 24**^ March 1825 as a Oomefc in the 

Dragoon Guards, and having joined that regiment 
at Glasgow, he moved with it to Tork in the epring 
of 1826, and afterwards served with it in various ’ 
parts of England for five years. On the 1#^ February 
1828 he was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant. In 
April 1831 he accompanied the regiment to Ireland, 
where he served with it for three years, in the course 
of which, on the 28*t December 1832, he was ad- 
vanced to the rank of Captain. In April 1834 he 
returned with the regiment to England and was 
stationed with it at Manchester, and during the next 
twelve years he served with it at various stations in 
England, Ireland and Scotland. On the March 
1845 he was promoted to the rank of Major, ft ud on 
the 8^^ September 1846 he exchanged into the 
Light Dragoons, and, arriving in India in the following 
December, he joined that regiment at Ambala early 
in 1847* In February 1848 he accompanied the 
corps to Ferozepore, whence (having been promoted 
to the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel on the 25^^ April 
1848) he preceded to Lahore, in command of the 
left wing, in the succeeding May* On the outbreak 
cf the second Sikh War he proceeded on service with 
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iis regiment, and served vritt it tliroiighoiit the Punjab 
Campaign of 1848-49, including the action of Ramnagar 
in which, on the fall of Lieut.-Colonel Harelock, q.v.) 
he succeeded to the command of the corps], the passage 
of the Ohenab, the ba.ttles of Ohilianwala and Gujerat 
ehorse killed under him), and the subsequent pur- 
juit of the Sikhs to Rawal Pindi and of the Afghans 
to the mouth of the Khaibar Pass (Medal and 
two clasps). On the termination of the war he 
proceeded with the regiment to Lahore, and there on 
the 6*^^ July 1850 he died by his own hand, in circum- 
stances of an especially deplorable character, which 
made the affair the talk of the whole military world. 
It appears that some months prior to this lamentable 
occurrence, the Commander-in-Chief, Sir Charles 
Napier, in addressing the regiment after an inspection, 
made certain observations which Colonel King took 
as reflecting upon himself and, indirectly, upon his 
conduct at the battle of Ohilianwala, and which, he 
averred in a letter which he wrote immediately before 
his death, had created a mutinous spirit in the regi- 
ment. This spirit, it would appear, particularly mani- 
fested itself in the conduct of one soldier, who crovraed 
a series of offences against discipline by grossly abusing 
and threatening the Colonel on parade. For this crime 
the man was tried by a General Court Martial and 
sentenced to be transported as a felon for seven years. 
Sir Charles, however, after censuring the Colonel, the 
Adjutant and the Assistant- Snrgeon of the regiment, for 
alleged neglect of duty, sent hack the proceecHngs of the 
Court for revision of the sentence, which he considered 
to be, in the circumstances, too severe ; and subsequent- 
ly, on the Ooui*t declining to modify the sentence, he 
pardoned the prisoner and restored him to the ranks. 
The decision of the Commander-in-Chief and the censure 
recorded against himself produced such an effect upon 
Colonel King that, immediately on receiving intimation 
of the fact, he retired to his quarters, wrote the letter 
above alluded to, and destroyed himself. The justice 
of the censure passed upon Colonel King, individually, 
was much discussed at the time, and when all the 
surrounding circumstances of the case are considered, 
it certainly does appear to be very much open to 
question ; bnt there never could be any question 
of the impolicy of restoring to the ranks, unpunisM, 
a hardened and reckless criminal who had threatened the 
life of his commanding officer. 

Kirby, Walter, Captain (1820— 1847),— Orava at 
KasauU, No. 279.— Entered H. M.*s Service on the 
22*^^ June 1838 as an Ensign in the 51®* Foot, which 
he joined at Chatham, and with a detachment of which 
he proceeded, in the following year, to Van Diemen’s 
Land, whither the grdhter portion of the regiment 
had already gone, and he served there with the corps 
for nearly three years. On the 8th April 1842, while 
at home on sick leave, he was promoted to the rank 
of Lieutenant in the Foot, and, remaining at 
home when that regiment embarked for India, he 
afterwards joined the Royal Military College at Sand- 
hurst, where he studied for upwards of two years, 
eventually passing out, in May 1846, with a certificate 
of ihe highest class. He arrived in India, in Sep- 
tember 1845, and in the following month joined the 
regiment at Meerut, whence in November he accom- 

J anied the corps to Kasauli. The regiment had, 
owever, scarcely got there when, on the outbreak 
of the first Sikh War, it was ordered down again to 
join the Army of the Sutlej, and, proceeding by a 
series of forced marches, it effected a junction with the 
Army at Mudki on the 19**^ December. Thereafter ho 
served with it throughout the remainder of the Sutlej 
Oa»mpaign, and was present (in command of No. 1 
, Company) at the battles of Firozeshahr and Sobraon, 
ih the latter of which he was very sevcsrely wounded, 
having been shot tibrough the right leg as he moved 
forward to the assault of the entrenohment^ and after- 
wards, as he lay helpless on the^ground, been attack^ 


by some of the enemy and wounded desperately on th^ 
neck and shoulders with talwdr cuts (Medal and clasp) • 
On the conclusion of the campaign he returned with 
the regiment to Kasauli, and on the December 
1846 he was promoted to the rank of Captain. Ha 
died at Kasauli on the 4*^ August 1847. 

Kirk, John, M. D., Assistant- Surgeon (a. 1831— 
1857 ). — Grave at Attoclc, Na, 846. — Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1855 as an Assistant- Surgeon. Arrived in India 
in March 1856, and after doing duty for two months in 
the Presidency General Hospital was, in May 1856, 
ordered up to the Punjab, to do duty in the Peshawar 
Circle. On arrival at Peshawar on the 19*^ June ho 
was ordered to join and do duty temporarily with 
H. M.’s 24*^i Foot. He served with that corps until 
the following November, when he was ordered to pro- 
ceed to Attock in medical charge of the left wing of 
the 7*=^ Irregular Cavalry, and, on arrival there, to 
assume medical charge of the garrison, retaining that 
of the wing of the 7*^ and taking in addition that 
of the 17*^ Irregular Cavalry at Shamshabad. A 
few weeks later the medical charge of a detachment 
of the 18*^ Irregular Cavalry at Shamshabad -was 
added to his duties, but on the 1®* of December ha- 
was relieved of all these extra charges, and fell back 
into his position of Garrison Assistant- Surgeon of Fort 
Attock. In the following February, however, he was, 
again placed in temporary medical charge of the 17*^ Ir- 
regular Cavalry, and in May 1857 the charge of a 
detachment of the same corps at Shamshabad was im- 
posed upon him. These appointments were, as before 
in addition to that of Garrison Assistanfc-Sui’geon, 
and he retained the latter until the 21st July 1857, 
when he died suddenly in Foit; Attock. 

Knlght-Bruce, George Hamilton Wyndham, 

Oomet (c. 182G — 1845). — Tablet Feroaepore^ 

No. 442. — The third and youngest son of the Right 
Hon’ble Sir James Lewis Knight-Bruce, P. 0., of 
Roshampton Priory, Co. Surrey, sometime Vice-Chan- 
cellor of England and First Lord Chief Justice of the 
Court of Appeal in Chancery.— Entered H. M.’s sorvico 
on the 26*'*^ January 1844 as a Cornet in the 3^ Light 
Dragoons. Arrived in India in the following October, 
and at the end of that month proceeded to the 
Upper Provinces on duty with a detachment of re- 
cruits. He joined his I’egiment at Ambala in March 
1845, and in the following month pi'oceedcd on sick 
leave to Simla, where he remained until the middle of 
October. On the 31®* October 1845 he exchanged into 
the 16*^ Lancers, and immediately afterwards again 
went on leave, preparatory to joining his now regiment 
at Meerut. On the outbreak of the first Sikh War, 
being then still on leave, he rejoined his old regimcnli 
the 3*^ Light Dragoons, at Ambala, and jL(*c(>inj»anyiT»g 
it to the front, served with it in the earlier pari of tlio 
Sutlej campaign, including the battles of Mudki and 
Firozshahr in the latter of which ho fell,-— 21®* De- 
cember 1845. 

Notb.--«TIu 8 officer’s immo was never rendered eorroctly In any 
of the Army Lists; not only was his second Christian name igxwrod, 
but, by the omission of the hyphen. Ins Hurnamo was tuade to 
appcjar as ** Bruce ” and ** Bruce ” only, whereas it was really 
Bruce, 

KnowleSj Banjamtn, Asst-Surnetm^ (o 18*41 — * 
im).- Grave and tablet at Kohnl, \n. I Entered 
H. M’s. Service on the 31®* March 1865 as an As- 
sistani-Surg(‘on in the Bengal Medical Department.^ 
Arrived in India on the 17*^ January 1866, and on the 
23*1 , of the same month was ordered up to the Punjab, 
to do duty in ibo Peshawar Circle. On arrival at 
Peshawar m Fobmary 1866 he was appointed to the 
oflg. medical charge of the 13*^* N. T., but he rememed 
wim that mgiment for only a veiy short time, having 
onthe6**» of thesacoeeding month been appointed'^to 
the medical charge of the 0*^ Punjab Xnfantiy* Ba 
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joined this corps at Kohat; and continued serving 
with it until his death. He died at Kohat on the 29*^^ 
June 1866, 

Note.— I n tlie inscription on tlie tablet in St. Angustine^s 
Chnrch, Kohat, this officer is incorrectly styled W. Knowles.” 

Knowles, Frederick, Lieutenant (1801 — 1843). — 
Grave at Karnal, No, 183. — Born in October 1801. — » 
Enlisted into the 11*^ Light Dragoons in 1818, and pro- 
ceeded to India with the regiment in the following year, 
landing at Calcutta in July 1819, He accompanied 
the regiment to the Upper Provinces the same year, 
and served with it at Meerut until 1825. In the winter 
of 1825-26 he accompanied the corps on service with 
ihe Army under Lord Combormere, and was present 
with it at the siege and capture of Bharatpur. He 
afterwards served with the regiment at Oawnpore from 
1826 to 1832, and at Meerut from 1832 to 1838, and in 
the latter year he accompanied it on its return to 
England, landing there in June 1838, after nineteen 
years’ service in India. Having attained tho position 
of Sergeant-Major, he was promoted on the 23‘^ Nov- 
ember 1838 to tho rank of Ensign in tho 78*^^ High- 
landers, then at Glasgow, but he never joined that 
regimeni, and on tho January 1839 ho was trans- 
ferred to his former corps, the ll^i' Light Dragoons, 
as a Cornet, tho appointment of Adjutant being con- 
ferred npon him on the following day. On tho 
Qth January 1840 he was promoted to tho rank of 
Lieutenant, and on the 2^ April 1841 he exchanged 
into the Light Dragoons, then in India. He em- 
barked for India in the autumn, and? landing at Calcutta 
in November 1841, ho was soon afterwards sent to the 
Upper Provinces with a detachment of H. M.’s troops, 
at first hi tho capacity of Interpreter, aftoi’wards as 
acting Adjutant, and from Cawnporo onwards as officer 
in comrmiud. He joined the depot of tho 3^^ Liglit 
Dragoons at Karnal in April 1842, tho regiment boing 
then absent on the field service in Afghanistan. With 
the excoption of ono visit to Meoriit, on duty, in 
Soptombor 1812, ho romaiuod with tho do]>rit until tho 
return of Light Dragoons from Afghanistan in 
January 1843, when ho joined the regiment at Kainah 
On the 17^^^ March following ho was appointed acting 
Adjutant of tho regiment, and in that position he 
continued serving with it at Kaimal until his death, 
which took place there on the 12^^ Juno 1843. 

Note.— bicutonant Knowles was tlio father of the lato Colonel 
Prederitk Kuowlos of the 2^ Bengal Cavalry.— His widow, Isabella, 
(born Juno 1813) died at Simla on tho 16tb September 1S80. — 
His second dauglitor Sarah Katharine, married, at Simla on the 13 th 
Juno 1850, Lieutenant-General Frederick Charles Maiscy (f/ then 
a Lieutenant in the 67th N. I. : she died (his widow) at Teii-itot, in 
Switzerland, on the 18ti» September 1907.— His youngest daughter, 
Jomima Anno (Minnie) married, at Simla on the 7th Octolxjr 1858, 
Lieutenant Algar Bowduin Temple, 49th N. I., the thiid non of 
Sir Grenville Temple, J3art. (X) of Stowe, C 0 . Biickingliam ; having 
been left a widow on tho 10th December 1862, this lady marrictl, 
secondly, at Simla on tho 29th Septemhor 1864, ns his second wife, 
Colonel H. W. Kormau, C.B., Bengal Staff Corps— (the late Field- 
Marshal Sir Henry Wylie Norman. G. C. B., G. C. M. G.l. She 
died 6n. board the S. S. JDel/ii, in tho Bay of Bengal, on the 24th 
December 1865, when on her way homo. 

KnoXs Edward William John, Captain (1820 — 
1857).— (Jrare at DelU; Tablet at Delhi, No, 162. — 
The foni-th son of John Knox, Esqr., of Oastlerea, Co. 
Hayo, by Maria Anne, his cousin and wife, the eldest 
daughter of John Knox, Esqr., of Mount Falcon, in 
the same county. Bom in 1820. — ^Entered H. M.'s 
Service on tho 18^**^ October 1839 as an Ensign in the 
17 th Foot, tho depot of which ho joined at Chatham. 
On the 29 th May 1840 ha exchanged into the 75*^ Foot, 
which he joined in the Capo Colony, South Africa. 
Ho returned home with the regiment in September 
1843, and during the succeeding twelve months served 
with it at Plymouth and at Newport, South Wales, 
On the 2d Angust 1844 he was promoted to the rank 
of Lieutenant. In September 1845 he proceeded with 
the regiment to Ireland, and he served with it there 
(at Birr, Athlone, Dublin, Kilkenny, Fermoy and Cork) 


until May 1849, when it embarked for Bengal and he 
accompanied the regimental dep6t to Chatham. In the 
following year he proceeded to India himself, and, early 
in 1851, joined the regiment at Ambala. From July to 
the end of October 1851 he was Offg. Adjutant of the 
regiment. In November 1852 he accompanied the left 
wing of the 75^^ to Agra, as acting Adjutant, and ho 
served with it there in that capacity until April 1853, 
when he vacated the appointment in consequence of 
his having been promoted to tho rank of Captain on the 
15tk of the preceding month. In the following Novem- 
ber, on the wing marching for Peshawar, he proceeded 
to Calcutta in charge of invalids, on duty with whom 
he went home in tho spring of 1854. Ho returned to 
India early ^ in 1856 and rejoined tho regiment at 
Bawal Pindi, whence in the following winter he pro- 
ceeded with it to Kasanli, arriving there towards tho 
end of February 1857. On tho outbreak of tho Mutiny 
in May 1857 he marched down to Ambala with tlio 
regiment, and accompanying it afterwards In tho 
movement on Dollii, he was present with it in the 
action of Badli-ki-Scrai, and at tho soisstirc of tho 
Ridge boforo Delhi. Four days later, on thi! niorninn^ 
of the 12^^^ Juno, when in command of tho j)icqnct at 
the Flag-Staff Tower, ho was sliest dead wl list gallantly 
repelling a furious attack made by tho rebels on his 
position.

Kyle, Hallam D’Arcy, Lieutenant- Oohml (ISIS— 
1857).— (7?viiro at Vcelmwar, No, 973. — TJio fourth son 
of tho Right Eovd. Samuel Kyle, D. D., Jjord Bishop 
of Cork, Cloyno and Ross, who was a cadoL of tho Kylea 
of Laurel Hill, near Coleraine, Co. Deny. Born in 
1815. — ^Entered 11. M/h Sorvicoontho 12‘f‘ July 1833 
as an Ensign on tlio Foot. Joincul thuii roguuont 
at Limerick, and ill Jannary 1834 accompanied it to 
England, whoro (at Mancliostor and Ciiatluirn) ho 
served with it for more than a year. In 18J 15 ho 
accompanied tlio roginicnt to Now South Wales, whoro 
ho served with it for throo years, in the coursoof 
which, on tho 23*^ Juno 1837, ho was promoted to tho 
rank of Lioutonant. On tho 24‘'h May 1839 ho attainod 
tho rank of Captain, and on tho 28*b of tlio sucoooding 
month ho exchanged into tho 45 ^^ j^oot ; and liaving 
joined tliat rogirnout at Winchester, Jio afterwards 
served vuth it in South Wales and Troland until 
Februaiy 1843, when ho embarked with it for tho 
Cape Colony, South Africa. Landing in Simon’s Bay 
on tho 3'^ May, ho marchod with tho rcgiinont to Cape 
Town, whonco ho was doiaohod to Natal in July ia 
command of one of two oompauios then sent thither to 
aid in the sottlomont of the country and tlio ostoblish- 
ment of tho Queen’s authority. In August 18 tS ho 
marched with this dofiichmont from Port Natal to 
Pietermaritzburg, whence on the arrival of tho head- 
quarters of tho regiment in May 1845, lio procoodod 
with his company to Durban. On the 7*^ April 1848 
ho was promoted to the rank of Major. Ho continued 
serving in Natal until January 1849, when ho 
succeeded to the temporally command of tho Resorvo 
Battalion of tho ro^ment, then stationed at Fort 
Hare, on tho borders of Capo Colony, whoix) ho 
joined it j in this command ho remained until tlic ond 
of tho succeeding March. He subsequently served 
with tha 45*'^^ throughout tho Kaffir War of 1851-52, 
in the course of which he on ono occasion commanded a 
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field Golumn employed against the enemy (Medal, and 
promoted, 28*^ May 1853, to the rank of Lieutenant- 
Colonel by brevet). On the 11*^ October 1853 he was 
promoted to the regimental rank of Lieutenant-Colonel 
and placed on half-pay, but on the 27^^^ Foot (the 
Inniskillings, being augmented for service in India, 
he was brought back on full pay and appointed 
Lieutenant-Colonel of that regiment, — 24*^ March 1854. 
He did not, however, accompany the regiment to India, 
and it was not until the end of November 3 855 that he 
joined the corps at Sialkot. In December 1856 ho 
proceeded with tiie regiment to Nowshera, and he was 
serving with it there when the Mutiny broke out in 
May 1857. He was actively employed throughout the 
troubles of the time, sharing in all the movements of 
the regiment in ihe Rawal Pindi and Peshawar dis- 
tricts, but his health broke down under the hardships 
and exposure that he was compelled to undergo, and 
he died at Peshawar on the 10*^ Octohor 1857, of 
dysentery and fever.

Lambs John, Major and Temporary Lieutenant 
Colonel (1854 — 1897 ). — Grave at Malahand, No. 1111. 
— Son of Major-General Charles Francis Grant Lamb, 
Bengal Sta€ Corps, and grandson of Assistant- Surgeon 
John Lamb, Bengal Medical Service, many years Civil 
Surgeon at Malda, and of Lieutenant-Colonel Stephen 
Nation, 0, B., Bengal Infantry, who led the last decisive 
charge at the battle of Makwanpur in 1816 Born at 
Darjeeling on the 13<=^ Septejuber 1854. — Entered H. 
M.’s Sev'p'ice on tbo 12*^' June 1872 as a Lieutenant in 
the I®*' Royal Lanark Militia, from which, in August 
1874, he was transfcired, in the same rank, to the 
Hertford Militia. On the 2<i December 1874 ho was 
appointed a Lieutenant in the 2^ Battalion 16^'^ Foot, 
which ho joined at Chatham. In February 187G ho 
embarked with the battalion for India, and, lauding at 
Madras, accompanied it to Secunderabad in the following 
month. From December 1876 to January 1878 ho was 
attached to the Convaloscoiit Depot at Wellington, 
His services having been placed at tho disposal of the 
Foreign Dejjartiuent in April 1879, lio was a]>pointed to 
the charge of the depot of tho Moiwara Battalion, at 
Ajmer, with eifoct from the 22<^ of tlio pi’eceding month, 
from which date he was afterwards admitted into tlio 
Bengal Staff Corps. In July 1879, on tho return of tho 
Merwara Battalion from field service in Afghanistan, 
liis services were replaced at the disposal of tho Com- 
mander-in- Chief, and on the 28^^' of that mouth lio was 
appointed an Cffig. Wing OfB.cor in the 12*1^ N. I. On 
the following day ho was nominated to officiate as 
Quarter-Master, and having joined the regiment at 
Agra, ho continued serving with it there until early in 
the sncceeding October, when he was ap})ointed an 
Offg. Wing OiTicer in tho 24^^^ (Punjab) N. I., then 
on service on the Khaibar lino. Having joined that 
regiment at Jalalabad, ho was appointed OfCg. Adjutant 
in Deoomber, and during that month he served with tho 
corps in tho ojiorations in the passes beyond Jalalabad, 
including the action of Jagdalak (Medal). He conti- 
nued officiating as Adjutant until March 1880, when 
he moved up with the regiment to Kabul, at which 
laoo ho continued serving with it until tlio following 
August, when, having fallou sick, ho was obliged to 
leave Afghanistan and proceed dn leave to Simla, thus 
missing the honour of serving ^vith his regiment in tlio 
celebrated march to Kandahar under Sir Frederick 
Robei'ts. In Novomber 1880 ho was a 2 )poiutod a Wing 
Officer in the 22«<i (Punjab) N. I., and on tho expiry of 
his sick leave at tho end of the month ho jo mod that 
regiment at Mian Mir. On tho I®** Docomber lie was 
appointed OjEfg. Adjutot of the regiment, and ho con- 
tinued officiating until the end of April 1881, when ho 
was made ^permanent in the appointment Early in 
1884 he accompanied tho regiment to Delhi, and in 
December of that year he went home on leave. Return- 
ing to India in September 1886 he rejoined tho yogi* 


ment at Delhi, and in the December following, on attain- 
ing the rank of Captain, he vacated the Adjutancy of 
the corps. In January 1886 he again went home on 
leave, and was absent from India until the following 
October. In February 1887 he was appointed to officiate 
as a Wing Commander, and in the autumn of that 
year he was appointed Station Staff Officer at Delhi, 
in addition to his other duties : the latter appointment 
he held nntil the regiment left Delhi for Forozopore at 
the end of the year, but he continued officiating in the 
former until March 1888. In July 1888 ho was again 
appointed Offg. Wing Commander, and he continued 
serving in that capacity, at Ferozeporo, until February 
1889, when he ms a}> 2 )ointcd Depy. Asst. Adjt. Qenl. 
and Qr.-Mr.-Genl. with the Sikkim Field Force: 
this ap]iointment ho hold for eleven months. At 
the end of January 1890 ho was appointed a District 
Staff Officer of tho Second Class (D. A. A.-G.), and 
having in the following March been posted to the 
Quetta District, he, in that capacity, took part in the 
Zhob Valley Expedition the same year. At tho end of 
March 1891 he was appointed a Wing Commander in 
his regiment, but he continued in his staff appointment 
in the Quetta District until April 1892, when ho wont 
home on leave. During his absence, in July 1892, he 
was transferred, as Dopy. Asst. Adjt. Gonl. to tho 
Oudh District, but he never joined the appointment, 
having, on his return to India in Dccombor, vacated his 
situation on tlic staff and rojoinod his regiment, then 
with the Kajuri Kacli Force, On rcjoinnig lio was 
appointed Offg. Socond-in-Oommand, and in tlio siioccod- 
ing month, tfanuary 1893, he was made jiorniaiiont in 
that appointment with effect from tho I't*-*' Novoui}3or 
preceding. In May 1893 ho proceeded with tho rogi- 
monl to Multan, and having tlion boon aj^jiciniod to 
officiato as Commandant, ho contitmod in that position 
until tho cud of tho following mouth, In October 1893 
he was again a 2 :>pointod to officiato as Cuinrnaiidant, and 
in Bio succooding month lio marohod with tho X'ogimont 
to Fort Sandeman, in Baluchistan, where ho cojitinuod 
officiating as Commandant until tho rotuim of the ])or- 
manont incumbent in May 189 In March 1895 ho 
accompanied the roglmout to Dora Ismail Khan, wkenoo 
in the succeeding Dccombor ho proooodod with it to tho 
posts on tho Sani;i.na R{«,ngf3. Tlioro lio conl-innod sow- 
ing with tho 22'^ iiatil Doceinber 1896, when ho was 
appointed Cbmrriandaiit of las former roubiKod, ih<j 
Bengal Infantry, witli effect from the 17”* Nhrujin- 
bor preceding, and was, at tbo same time, granted tho 
temporary rank of Liontenarit-Colouol. Ho joineil tho 
24^^' at Malakand, and ho was in command of tho 3*egi- 
mont thoro wbon tho fanatical outbreak of July 1897, 
and the resultant attack on tho Bx'itish position took 
plaoo. In tlio dosporato lighting of iho27*^'ot tliat 
month ho received a dangerous wound, from the oiTocts 
of which (nocessitatiiig, as it did, the am, lui at ion of 
his right leg) ho died at Malakand on the 23'^ August 
following. 

Lamb, John CrommGlin, Oaptnm (1818—1854). 
Grave at Awrihitr, Nt . G9ih— Son of A ssf. •Surgeon 
John Lamb, Bengal Medical Service, Tiiany yvnrA (Jivil 
Siirgoou of Tallin, in Hcngal, and graaidsou of ('hurlus 
RurwAI ('ronimelii), Esip',, of (he 'Ih'iigal (’ivll Service, 
Horn at Malda OIL l.lu* 11/** AnguKt 3H18.- 'Mulered the 
Bengal Army in 1837. Arrived in Imlia, in Decemlxu* 
of the Hamo year, und was Rent up to IbiiTuelqntre to 
do duty with tlio (>5’*‘ N. L I u January IS3H he was 
positul to tho 52‘* N. T., and liaving jninod iha.lr(*cdnieTit 
al, Nasirahad, lie, in jlio auturiiji of 1839, mtvi d \siih 
it in tho Marwar Fhdd Force, under the nmnoand of 
Major-Oenoral llampioi), on the occasion iff the don.im- 
stiiition against Jodli par.

In July 1848 
he proceeded with the regiment on service against Mul- 
tan, and he thereafter served with it throughout the 
Punjab Campaign of 1848-49, taking part in the 
action ot Matti-thol, the dSrst siege of Multan, the 
action of Surajklidnd, the renewed siege and the capture 
of Multan, and the battle of Gujerat (Medal and two 
clasps). On the termination of the war he proceeded 
with the regiment to Perozepore, arriving there in 
April 1849, and he continued serving with it at that 
place until January 1850, when his services were given 
to the Foreign Dept, for employment on Public Works 
in the Punjab. In the following month he was 
appointed to the Dept of Public Works in the Punjab 
and was posted to the Jullundur Doab Division, but he 
did not join that appointment, and in March he was 
appointed Executive OfiBicer of the Lahore-Amritsar 
road. In 1853 he was transfci'rcd in the same posi- 
tion to the Ferozepore- Amritsar road, with his head- 
quarters at the latter place, and he died there on tho 
24«^ June 1854.

Lambert, John, Lkutenant (1821— 184G).— 
at Feroaejpore; — see nofe to No, 444 — Born at Alnwick, 
Co. Nortliumberland, on the 14^^' Juno 182 1 .—Entered 
tho Bengal Army in 1837. Arrived in India in J uly 
1838, and in the following month was sent to Barrack- 
oro to do duty with the 57^^ N, I. On the 1®^ Septem- 
er following he was posted to the Bengal European 
Regiment, and on tho 7*-^^ he was directed to join with- 
out delay, travelling express, the regiment being under 
orders for service beyond the North-West Frontier. 
He joined accordingly at Agra, and accompauiod the 
regiVuent to Kiiriuil and tlieuco to Foi-ozeporo, whore, 
in November, it joined tbe Ariuy of tho Indus. In tho 
following mouth* he niai’clied with tho roginiont towards 
Afghamstan, and lie Borved with it throiighoiii tho 
campaigns oC 1838-39-'t0 in that country, including the 
storm and capture of Ghazjii (Modal) and tho occupa- 
tion of Kabul. Early in IS U ho returned to Hindus- 
tan with tho regiment, wliich had nbw bocomo tho 
European J^ight lufantry, and he served witli it at 
Karnal until tlio autumn of 1842, when ho accompanied 
it to Ferozepore to join tho Aimy of Rosorvo. On tho 
breaking np of that Army ho procoedod with tho regi- 
ment to Su]>athu, arriving there at the ond of March 
1843, In the following Novoinbor ho accompanied tho 
corps to Ludhiana, and thcaco, later on, to Ferozepore, 
from which i>laco ho returned wdtli it to Subathu in 
April 184 k On tho breaking out of the first Sikh 
War, in December 1845, ho accompanied the regiment 
to the front, and joining tho Army of the Siitloj on the 
I9111 q£ that month, he was present wiLli the corps in 
the sanguinary baiUe of Firoasliahr on the and 
On the 10*^^ February following lie present 
with it at the battle of Sobraon and was dangerously 
wounded in one of his legs, which it was found neces- 
sary to amputate. lie was romovod to Ferozepore, 
and *\liopos ^vero at first entertained that he would 
recover; but those hopes proved illusive, and he suc- 
cumbed to his injuries, in the Ferozepore Hospital, on 
the March 1840. 

Lambert, Peter Colnett, Wint^Lmilmiant (1821 — 
1845 ). — 'TiihUt at Ferotepore, No, 442: r/mve at MZ.9- 
rimln^ No- *453. — Son of William Lambert, Esqr., of tho 
Bengal Civil Service. Bom in the Cape Colony, South 
Afxdca, on the 5^^^ September 1821. — Entered the Ben- 
gal Army in 1838. Arrived in India at tho end of 
July 1839, and in tiie following October was posted to 
tlio 2«'^ Company Ecattaliou, Foot Artillery, wliich ho 
joined at Dam Dam. In March 1840 ho was trans- 
ferred to the Company 5^*^ Battalion at Oawnporc, 
and at that station in tho iollowing November ho oSioiat* 


ed for a short time as Adjutant and Quarter-Master 
to the right wing of the 5*^ Battalion. In December 
1840 he was removed to the I®* Troop 2“*^ Brigade, 
Horse Artillery, which he joined at Meerut, and he was 
re-posted to that troop in August 1841, on attaining- 
the rank of First-Lieutenant. In Mai*ch 1842 he accom- 
panied the troop to Ludhiana, and on arrival there he 
was appointed to officiate temporarily as Adjutant and 
Quarter-Master to a detachment composed of the 1®^ 
and 4*^ Troops of the 2^^ Brigade. In the following 
cold season he served with his troop in the Army o£ 
Beserve, returning with it to Ludhiana when tho Army 
was broken np in January 1843. In March 1844 he 
accompanied the troop to Meerut, and in February- 
1845 he was transferred to the 3*^ Troop Brigade 
(now “ S ” Battery, Royal Horso Artillery), which he 
joined at the same station, and with which, immediately 
afterwards, he marcliod to Ferozepore. In tho follow- 
ing July he was appointed acting Adjutant to the 
Ferozepore Division of Artillery and acting Adjutant 
and Quarter-Master to the 3^*^ Brigade, Horse Artillery, 
and ho officiated in these appoiutraonts for about three 
months. On tho general reorganisation of the Artillery 
taking place towards the ond of July ISlif) ho was re- 
posted to tho Troop Brigade, with which he wja» 
still soiwiug at Forozi‘jK)rc when tlio first Sikh War 
broke out in tlio following Decombor, and accorripany- 
ing it into the field with tho Fourlh Division of the Army 
of the Sutlej, ho was pri'sont with it in tho baitle of 
Firozsliahr, in wliich he foil in iho course of (he scooixdL 
day^s operations,-— 22»«^ Docembor 1845. 

Lambert^ William, Lionlenant-Oohnel (1855— 
1902 ), — Grave at Peshawar No, 966. — Born ou tho 17^k 
July 1855. — ^Entered H.M/s Service on the 12*^^* Novom- 
ber 1873 as a Sab-lfioutonant in tho 70*^^ Foot, and 
was afterwards promoted to tho rank of Liouicnan'fc 
from tlio same date. Proooodiug to India ho joined the 
roginiont at Rawal Pincli iii the Kja'ing of 1874, march- 
ing with it theuco to Peshawar in January 1875. In 
April 1876 ho accompanied tho rogiiuout tt> Oliorat, 
whonoo in tho following sammor ho was sent i/O the 
Murreo Oonvalcsoont Dcj)6t for tho season. IIo re- 
joined his regiment towards tho oiul of tho year, ami ia 
January 1877 accompanied it to Multan. ()utho2‘*‘ 
April 1877 lie was ai^pcfiiited an Offg. Sijuadrou Offioor 
in the 4^^^ Punjab Cavalry, ou probation for the Bengal 
Stall! Corps, into wliicjli he w.i.s Miibse([iuinily atlnui.icA 
with clTeot from that date. He joined this n^giment at 
Dora Gliazi Khan. ]<JM.vly in Uio i';[U'i!ig ol’ tiio Iollowing 
year ho nrirclied with the corps to Dora Tsniail Khan, 
and there from M aa’ch to November 1878 he officiatod 
as a Squadron Commander. In January 1879 ho took 
part with the regiment in tin* operations ngainst the 
Siiliniaii Khol Powiudalis in tho Oomal Valley, ro- 
turiiing afterwards to Dora Ismail Khan. On the 
x^onewal of tho Afglian War in Septoinber 1879 ho \vm 
appointed an Asst. Suporintondmit of TVansport with the- 
Kumm Division of the Kabul Field Force, and in that 
capxcity ho was present at tho action of Ohai^miah, at 
tho occap«ation of Kabul, and in tho operations at and 
around tho latter idaco in tho following Docombor. 
Wliile ho was employed on this sorvico ho Avas fqipoihted, 
24f‘^» Ociobor, Squadron Officor in ihoJH Punjab Cavalry, 
and was diroctod at the saiuo time to ofliciato as Adju- 
tant of tbit r(.ginicnl, and having joined at hldwardoa- 
alwl in January 1880, ho coutiiiuod officiating as 
Adjutant until March, when ho ]n*ocoodod with the 
corps to Kabul. In August of tlio same yoar lie accoiri- 
pauiod tho regiment on tho famous march to Kandahar, 
under Sir Frederick Roberts, ami Avas presoni Avitli xfc 
at tho battle of Mazra, near that place, and subsoipiontly 
in tho expedition against tho Mirriirites (Mo<lal and 
three clasps, and bronze star). On the Avitlulrawal 
of our troops from Afghanistan ho at^corupn.niod tho 
regiment to Kohat, arriving there towards the ond o£ 
Docombor 1880, and iu tho same month ho Avas appointed 
Adjutant of the corps. In this position he continued 
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serving mUi the regiment at Kohat until April 1882, 
Tvhen he was appointed Aide-de-Oamp to the Lieutenant- 
Governor of the Punjab, on whose staS he remained 
until the end of March 1884. In the following month 
he went home on furlough. Eetuming to India at the 
end of 1885, he rejoined his regiment at Eajanpur and 
Tesumed the position of Squadron Officer, having vacated 
the appointment of Adjutant in the preceding January 
on attaining the rank of Captain. Shortly after re- 
joining he was appointed an 0:ffg. Squadron Com- 
mander, and he held that position until April 1886. 
In the following December he was appointed to officiate 
as Depy. Judge Advocate Genl. in the Sirhind and 
Lahore Circles, and he remained in that employment 
imtil the end of March 1888, when he rejoined his regi- 
ment at Dera Ghazi Khan. In the following September 
he was nominated offig. Asst. Judge Advocate Genl. 
in the Rawal Pindi Circle, but did not join immediately 
having about the same time been appointed Provost 
Marshal of the Hazara Pield Force, with which, in the 
succeeding October and November, he served throughout 
the operations on the Black Mountain (India Medal 
and clasp). On the close of the campaign ho pro- 
ceeded to Eawal Pindi and took up the appomtment of 
offg. Asst. Judge Advocate Genl., and having after- 
wards been moved in succession to the Meerut, Allah- 
abad, Rangoon and Mian Mir Circles, he continued 
offioiatmg until January 1893, when he was appointed 
an Asst. Jndge Advocate Genl. on the establishment and 
was posted to the Mian Mir Circle. In J une 1895 ho 
was appointed a Depy. Judge Advocate Genl., having 
already twice officiated in that grade, once at the head- 
quarters of the Punjab Command : he was now posted 
to the Bengal Command, but in 1896 he was removed 
to the Madras, and in November 1897 to the Bombay 
Command, in which last he I’cmained until Novombor 
1901, when he vacated his appointment on the comple- 
tion of his extended tenure. Ho remained unemployed 
until April 1902, when ho was appointed to officiate as 
Cantonment Magistrate of Peshawar, at which place he 
died on the 10*^ August following, 

Lamont, Alexander, Lieutenant (1872—1897). — 
Grave at Koliai^ No- 1039. — The second son of James 
Lament, Esq. (now Sir James Lament, Bart), of 
Knockdow, Co. Argyll, and grand-son of Sir 
George WxUiam Denys, Bart. (II), of Draycott, Co. 
Tork. Bom on the 24*^ August 1872.— Entered 
H. M/s Service on the 4*^ February 1891 as a Socond- 
lieutenant in the Argyll and Bute Artillery Militia, in 
which he was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant on 
the 16*^ July 1892. On the 2^ June 1894 he was 
brought into the regular forces and appointed a Second-^ 
Lieutenant in the 2^ Battalion Gordon Highlanders 
(the 92^ Foot), which he joined at Glas- 
gow. In June 1896 he was transferred to the Is* 
Battalion (the 75tii Foot), and proceeding to India, ho 
joined that corps at Gharial, in tno Miin^ce Hills, in the 
following October. In the course of tho same month 
he accompanied the corps to Rawal Pindi, and on tho 
IVtii February 1897 he was promoted to the rank of 
lieutenant. Li the succeeding April he marched with 
the battalion to Kuldana, and on tho outbreak of the 
frontier War in the following summer ho moved with 
it to the front. In Oetoher he accompanied tho corps on 
service inthoTirah expedition, and after taking part in 
the first action of Dargai on tho 18*^S ft-U in tlie 
storming of the Dargai Heights on the 50^^ Oetoher 
1897. 

Lane, William Moore, Lientenmi-Oolonel and 
Brevet^Oolonel (1832-1888).-— at Mm^ee^ No. 
839. — Bom on ihe December 1882. — Kntorod tho 

Madras Army in 1851. Arrived in India in March of 
the same year, and was appointed to do duty witli tho 9^^ 
Madras N. I. at Madras. In Decemher 1861 ho was post- 
•sd to the 40*^ Madras N. I., but ho continued doing duty 


with the 9tii until February 1852, and then proceeded 
and joined his regiment at Jalna. Early in 1854 he 
accompanied the corps to Kamptee, and while he was 
serving there, in the following year, he was taken for 
civil employment under the Commissioner of Nagpur, 
remaining in that position until 1866. In that year his 
services were placed at the disposal of the Government 
of India for civil employment in the Punjab, and he 
was appointed Asst. Commissioner of Jhang. In the 
autumn of the following year, in command of a Baluch 
Levy, he was actively engaged, with the column under 
the command of Major 0. T. Oham]>crlain, in the 
suppression of the rebellion in the Gugera district 
(Medal). In July 1859 he went homo on sick leave 
and was absent from India until July ISCO. On his 
return he wont hack to civil employment in the Punjab, 
and in August 1860 he wap appointed Asst. Commissioner 
of Multan. In February 1861 ho was admitted into 
the Madras Staff Corps. In April 18G2 he was appoint- 
ed Asst. Commissioner of Dera Ghazi Khan, and in 
the following November he bcoamo Offg. Dopy. Com- 
missioner of the Jhang district. Ho remained in that 
position until April 1866, when he was appoiutod Offg. 
Post Master- General of the Punjab, He wa,s confirmed 
in that appointment in April 1867, and lie lufid it conti- 
nuously until February 1869, when ho boeamo Post 
Master- General of the Punjab and Sindh. In April 
1873 he wont liomo on furlough for two years. On 
his return to India in April 1875, lie resumed Hr 
appointment, the designation of wliich -svas altm’od iu 
November 1877 to that of Post Master- Genera^ ol' tho 
Punjab Postal Circle. From November 1870 to the 
end of 1881 lie officiated as Director- (foner.al oC Post 
Offices in India. Ho then rovortod to his appointment 
of Post Master- General of tho Punjab, and continued 
in it until Fcbmary 1888, when lie wont homo on 
leave for a year. Ho did not, liowcwor, suxwivo to 
return to India, having died at Castletown, in tho 
Isle of Man, on the September 1888. 

Laughton, John, OoIo7igI (1811— 1861).*— Gmwe 
at Simla, No. 357. — ^Entered tho Bengal Army in 1821 
as a Cadet of Engineers, and was afterwfirds gj’antod 
rank as Second -Lieutenant from tho 12*^i Juno of that 
year. After going through tho usual course of instruc- 
tion at Chatham, ho was sent out to India, and 
arrived at Calcutta in February 1830. In tho ^ollo^ving 
month be was appointed Adjutant of tho Corps of En- 
gineers and Visiting Officer of Works in Fort William ; 
tho latter appointment ho hold until Iho following 
August, but he continued in iho former until April 
1831, when ho was nominated for employment in the 
Dept, of Public Works under tho Suporinl.ending 
Engineer in the N.-W. Provinces. Ho was shortly 
afterwards appointed Assistant to tho Civil Architect 
at the Presidency, and he continued in that employ- 
ment until tho end of July 1832, when ho was ap- 
pointed to act as Adjutant of tho Cox'ps of Rnginc'ors, a 
post in which ho was confirmed on 26^^^ of the succeed- 
ing month. In September ho was appointed to officiate 
as Executive Bjiginocr in the B(‘rhM.rn])i;i-<j Division of 
Puldic Works, and ho x^emainod iu that siiuai.ion until 
March 1 833, when ho i»etumcd to tho President^ and 
resumed the appointment of Adjutant. In ilu^ fnliowlng 
July ho was nominated for stawico wnih tho discqdiijod 
troops of tho Shall of Persia, and i)rocet‘dxiig to that 
country, ho served there for more than foriryt-ars, in 
the course of which ho is said to have been fmjnerdJy 
in action with the Russians ; and at a laid' period ho 
was, in connection with those serrieos, granttsd the 
local riinkof Major in IVsia from the Juno 1837. 
Ho returned to Bengal early in 1838, but n‘mained 
unemployed until near tho <md of June, when litt was 
ai)poiut(*(l to survey and improve the rfjad from Mani- 

S ur to Cacliar, and roceivc'd, in cor)TU*c‘tio!i with that 
ttty, the command of the 5^*^ Oomiiany of Sappm and 
Miners, then at Lokhipur. Ho hod, however, scarcely

entered on this employment, when, on the 23^' August, 
he was ordered to proceed to Kamal, on arrival at 
which place he was in the following mouth, appointed 
Field Engineer with the First Division of the Ar*inj of 
the Indus. He subsequently moved up to Ferozepore 
with the Division, and in December he marched with it 
en ro%ite to Afghanistan, but he eventually he got no 
further than Fort Bakkar, on the Indus, where, in 
January 1839, he was left as Garrison Engineer. At 
that place he remained until November 1839, when he 
was ordered to do duty with the Corps of Sappers and 
Miners, and having joined at Delhi he was placed in 
charge of the 1**^ and 6*^' Companies. Towards the 
end of January 1810 he was appointed Executive 
Engineer of the Midnapur Division of Public Works, 
but being then employed on special duty in Hhriana, he 
did not join the appointment, and at the end of Apiil 
his services were replaced at the disposal of the Com- 
mander-in- Chief, who directed him to rejoin tlie Sappers 
and Miners at Delhi. Before he could do so, however, 
he was, on the 6*^^^ May, re-appointed Exc'cutivc Engi- 
neer of the Midnnporc Division, and taking up that 
post, he continued holding it until Novenil)er ISll, 
when he was tvansfeirod in the same capacity to the 
Allahabad Division of Public Works. From llay to 
October 18 15 ho licld charge of the office of Su- 
perintending Engineer, Central Provinces. Hesnining 
then his appointment of Executive Engineer at Allahabad, 
he continued serving there until Decembor 1848, when 
he proceeded on leave to Oalentta, eventually going 
home on furlough in March 1849. He returned to 
India in November 1851, and on the of tlie follow- 
ing month was sent up to Allahabad and appointed 
ofig. Superintendent of the Grand Trunk Eoad, an 
appointment in which, in the summer of 1852, ho was 
made permanent with cfEect from the date on which 
he was appointed to officiate. In May 1S54 ho was 
appointed a bnperintonding Engineer, a.ud -wnHS posk‘d 
to tht=^ Second Circle in the Punjab, with his head- 
quarters at Lahore, and lie was still sowing in that 
appoinl.niont when the Mutiny broke out in ]\Iay 
On that (nmnt occun*ing ho was ordoiHvl io Amhala, 
and on the 23'^ May ho was appointed CluoC Engineer 
of the Delhi Field Force. Witli that Force he took 
part in tlu^ movement on Delhi, and ^^^s with it in the 
action of Badli-li-yrini, on the June, and subse- 
quently, for about three weeks, at the siege of Delhi. 
On the Juno he was directed, on relief by Licut.- 
Colonol E. Baird Simth, to return to ATn.i>ala and 
resiiino his duties as Superintending Engineer, and on 
the 28^'^* (Baird Smith not having then ariivod) lie wa,s 
directed to make over the charge of tlic Engineer 
Dept, in camp to Captain Taylor and jiroeeod to 
Amhala as before ordered. ITe proceodc‘d io Ambala 
accordingly early in July, and returning afterwards to 
Lahoi'c, he continued sewing there as a Sn])erintonding 
Engineer until the end of A])ril 1859, when ho iiro- 
ceecled on six months’ leave to Simla. In June 1859 
his services wei c replaced at tlio disposal of tlie Com- 
mandev-in-Ohiof, and his leave having been extended, 
he remained at Simla until the end of Octobci» 1800. 
He then appointed to do duty at Ambala, but at tho 
end of May 1801 lie again went to Simla on leave, anil 
he died there on the 18^^' Decembor following.

Law, Williann George, Gaptain (1.82.3-^1857).— 
Grave at Del%% No 99 j tablets at Delhi aiid Kohnt^ 
162 aw(Z )043.-— The third son of William John 


Law, Esqr., Barrlster-at-Law and Chief Commissioner 
of the Insolvent Court ; and grandson of Ewan Law, 
Esqr., who was an elder brother of the pt Lord Ellen- 
borongh. Born on the 30^1^ October 1823. — Entered 
tlie Bengal Army in 1841 . Airived in India in May 
of the same year. In aniicipation of his arrival he had, 
on the l®t April preceding, been posted to the 47*^ N", 
then at Barrackpore, but on reaching India he asked 
that he might be transferred to the 10*^*' N, I,, and he 
was removed to that regiment accordingly on the 5*^ 
June. He joined the 10‘*‘ at Delhi, proceeded with it 
to Kamal in April 1842, and with it, in tho autumn of 
the same year, marched to Ferozepore, ivhere it formed 
paiti of the Army of Reserve. On the breaking up of 
that Army in January 1843, he marched with the 
regiment to Ambala, whence he soon afterwards accom- 
panied it to Siikknr, in Sind, arriving there towards 
the end of May. In the following Decembor he marchod 
with the corps to Shikarpur, wlierc lie served with it 
for some months. In tho s]n'in‘i of 1844 he marclied 
back with the regiment to Ferozepore, arriving there 
early in Juno, and in tho following riiontli he proceeded 
on sick leave to ISIussoorio Ho irjoin(‘d his regirriont 
at Cawnporo in February 1845, and sowed with it 
there until July IS tG, when ho was selected for duly 
with tho infantry of tlio Nizam’s Army. In the 
following Novemhor ho was ai)poiutcd to the l^'^- Infan- 
tiy of the Nizam’s Army, with wliieli corps lie served 
at Lingsagur until the siimmoi* of IS 1*7, when ho was 
transferred to tho Infantry at Warangal. [n August 
181*8 ho M^astransfeiTed io tlio 4^'^ Infaiitry at Ellich- 
pur, and appointed Adjutant of that corps, with which, 
in tho months of March, April and l^Iay 1849, ho was 
employed onfield sovvico against insurgent XloliillaK, 
and was present at tho dofoat of a body of six hiindrod 
of those rebels at Kalam, on tlio Warda Rivoi*, on the 
30^^' April, fn July 181*9 lie went homo on furlough, 
resigning Ins ap])ointmeut in tlie Nizam’s Army, and 
was absent from India for more than three yours. Jf-h-s 
returned to India at tho end of Septombor J852, rejoined 
tho 10*’^’ N. T. at Calcutta, and in October accompaniod 
the coips on field service io Burma, wJioro ho served 
with it during tho campaigns of 1852-5.3 (Medal). At 
the end of 3854 ho returned with the regiment to 
Bengal and accompiinicul it to Fateh gurh, arriving there 
in April 3S55. Early in 1857 ho was attaelied for some 
time to tho Ambala l)o])uli of Tnslniction in Rifle 
Mu.skciry, but his heal ill failing In* proenedod on sick 
leave to Simla, and ho was at that place* wlum tho 
Mutiny broke out. In Juno 1857 ho joined the force 
before Dollii, and on tho 28*^' of that month ho was 
attached to the 1'^^' l^unjn-b Infantry for duty. He 
continued serving witli tliat rogiiuoni until the 23<* 
July, when ho was killed while engaged with the corps 
in driving back a strong forc(‘ of the rebels who won^ 
aitnclcing tho loft of the Ih'iiish position in tlm neigh- 
bourhood of Tmdlow (\aKth.* and Metcalfe House. 

Lawrence, Sir Alexander Hutchinson, Bar/. 
(1838—1864). — (iWc rr/ /Smla, i\b. 358; /ubkts at 
Bnmavm\ No, 433, and at Lahore, No, 620. — The clilor 
son of Colonel (Brigndior-Gonoral) Sir Henry Mont- 
gomery Ijiiwivncr, K. C. li., of the 33engal Artillery. 
Bom at Allahahsid on the G^b Sopiombur 1838, an<l 
created a baronet, 30*b August 1858, iii recognition of 
the eminent services of his father (ry. v,). — Enku'od tho 
Bengal Civil Service, in August 1857. Arrived in 
India in Febriaary 3858. Tn March 1859 ho was ap- 
pointed a Thin! Class Asst. Commissiom^ r in tlio Punjab, 
anil was posWl to Kauprm, wlieiicti ho was transferred 
to Sialkot in Octol)er 18t'2, oikI to Lalioro in Novomlior 
18CS. In Docombor ISKl lio was ndvanoed to tho 
position of Asst. Commissioner of tho Soiiond Class, and 
in Felmiary J8()4)ii0 was tomporarily appointed Asst 
Secretary to the GovomTnont of tho Punjab. Tn April 
1864 ho proceeded to Simla on m.’c months’ leave on 
medical ceitificate. lie 8iil»se(ponlly wont on an 
excursion to tho hills io tho north-east 'of Simla and 
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iiere accidentally lost his life, having been Mlled in 
consequence of a bridge over which he was riding, on 
the Hindnstan-Tibet Koad, having given way under the 
weight of his horse, — 27*'* August 1864!.

1862, Alice Eacy, daughter of Bvory Kennedy, M. D., of Belgtird, 
Co. Dublin. This lady married, secondly, on the IQth October

Lawrence, Sir Henry Montgomery* K, G, 
Brigadier-General (1806 — 1857). — Tablets in the Law- 
rence Military Asylum, Sanawar, near Kasauli, 
Nos, 429 and 430. — The fourth son of Lieutenant- 
Colonel Alexander Lawrence, of H. M.’s Service, for- 
merly of the 77*1^ Foot. Bom at Matura, in Ceylon, on 
the 28*^ June, 1806. — ^Entered the Bengal Army in 
1821 as a Cadet of Artillery. Arrived in India in 
February 1823, and in the following month was posted 
to the 6*1=1 Company 2*^^ Battalion, Foot Artillery (now 
the 9*1^ Mountain Battery, Royal Artillery), which he 
joined at Dum-Dum. At that station he continued 
serving with the company until June 1824, when he 
was despatched by sea to Chittagong in command of a 
^tachment of Artillery (6*‘i' Company 2*^^ Battalion) 
which had been suddenly ordered thither in consequence 
of the disaster at Ramii. The remainder of the 
Company having been moved to Chittagong, he served 
with it there until January 1826, when he accompanied 
it in the forward movement of the force under the com- 
mand of Brigadier-General Moirison, and he thereafter 
served with it throughout the operations resulting in the 
conquest of Arakan, including the engagement on the 
Padha Hills, the action of Mahati, and the storming of 
the heights above the town of Arakan (India Medal). 
In July 1825 he was transferred to the 3^ Company 2^ 
Battalion (late Company 2»^ Battalion) with which 
he was then serving, and on the 23^ August he was 
appointed to act as Adjutant to the Artillery of the 
force in Arakan, which now bore the designation of the 
” South-Eastern Division.” On promotion to the rank 
of First-Lieutenant, he was re-posted, November 1826, 
to the 3<i Company 2^ Battalion. In the same month 
he left Arakan on sick leave and proceeded to Calcutta, 
where he remained until March 1826. He then pro- 
ceeded to Akyab, where, on arrival, he was appointed 
to officiate as Depy. Asst. Commissary of Ordnance, but 
having again fallen very seriously ill, he rotunaod to 
Calcutta in April. On the 22«^ May he was transferred 
to the 2^ Company 4*^ Battalion, then at Benares, and 
on the follo-^g day he was detailed to proceed to the 
Upper Provinces with a detachment of drafts, but he 
was too ill to go, and he was soon afterwards again 
obliged to go on leave ; eventually, in August 1820 
he went on a voyage to China, and thence home on 
furlough. He remained at home until September 1829 
and during this period he joined and for many months 
served with the Trigonometrical Survey in the Noatli 
of Ireland. In September 1829, while he was on the 
voyage out, he was tiansfened to the 4*h Company 
Is* Battalion, and on an-iving at Calcutta in February 

1830 ho proceeded to *;ho Ui)per Provinces and joined 
that company at Karnal, but in the folloving Juno ho 
was transferred to the Company 2»»<i Battalion 
then under orders for Kama!, and ho joined it there on 
its arrival in November. During the succocfling year 
he twice officiated temporarily as Adjutant to the left 
wing of the 2*1 Battalion at Kainal. In September 

1831 he was transfeiTcd to tlie Horso Artillery,'^ and in 
the following month he proceeded to Mcernt and joined 
the head-qu^^rters of tho Brigade, with which he 
continued serving until the end of tho ammal pmctico. 
At the end of Novombor ho was posted to tho 3‘i Troorl 
I-rt Bri^de, Horse Artilleiy wbicli be joined at Cawn- 

C in Febraaiy J 832. With this ti-oop i i the folloTOiic 
_ iember he proceeded by water to Dum-Dum unde^ 
^g, during the Toyage down the Oanges, the un- 
pleaeaut experience of being wrecked in a storm 


Towards the end of October he was transferred to the 
Is* Troop 3*1 Brigade, then at Meerut, but having been 
retained on duty with the 3*1 Troop 1®* Brigade at 
Dum-Dum, the transfer was af fcerwai-ds cancelled, and 
in January 1833 he was appointed Interpreter and 
Quarter -Master to the 7*i^ Battalion, Foot Artillery, the 
1®* Company of which he was directed to join at 
Cawnpore ; a fortnight later, however, he was permitted 
to resign this appointment and join the 1®* Troop 3^^ 
Brigade, to which he was formally re-appointed on the 
23*1^. Before he could join, however, he was, in 
February 1833, appointed to the Revenue Branch of 
the Survey Dept., in which he thereafter continued 
serving for five years and-a-half, the liloradabad, 
Farrukhabad and Gorakhpur districts being the scene of 
his labours as an Asst. Surveyor, and the Allahabad 
district as a Surveyor. Duiing this period he was 
transferred in succession to the 1®* Company 4*k 
Battalion, in March 1833, to the 3^ Company 5*i^ Bat- 
talion, in November 1833, and to the 3*1 Troop 
Brigade, Horse Artillery, in August 1837, and he was 
still on the rolls of this troop in September 1838, when 
his services were replaced at the disposal of the Ooni- 
mander-in-Chief for employment in the field, the troop, 
which he was ordered to rejoin, having been detailed to 
form part of the Army of the Indus. Ho joined accord- 
ingly at ^reemt, and in November he accompanied the 
troop to Ferozopore, but in the following month 
it was struck off tho strength of tho Army of 
the Indus, and in January 1839 he left it on being 
appointed to officiate, at Ferozeporo, as an Assist- 
ant to tho Political Agent at Lu(lb,iana. In tho 
following month he was transferred to tho rolls of tho 
3*1 Troop 3*1 Brigade, and on promoiion to tho rank of 
Captain he was posted, March 1810, ^ to the Troop 
3*1 Brigade, but he continued in political employ^, and 
at the end of March 1840 he was appointed an Assistant 
to the Governor- General’s Agent for the affams of tho 
Punjab and the North-Western Frontier, with his 
station at Ferosseporo : with this appointment his con- 
nection with the Survey Dept, was finally sovered. 
With the exception of a period of six months’ leave to 
Simla, be continued soiwing in his aiDpointmoni at 
Fei’ozepore until the end of November 1841, when, on 
nows being inccivod of tbc outbreak at Kabul, ho was 
orderotl up to Peshawar, to assist Ca 2 )tain Mackeson, 
the Political Officer at that place, and ho arrived there 
on tho 28*^^ December. Ilioreaftor ho was actively en- 
gaged in forwarding tho arrangements for an advance 
on Jalalabad; was out and under lire with tlio troops 
despatched to aid and cover Colonel Moseley’s retreat 
from All Musjid on tho 23** and 24*^' January 1812; 
and took part in the operations for tlic forcing of tho 
Khaibar Pass on tho 6*^» April. Returning then to 
Peshawar ho was afterwards frequently on duty in tho 
pass up to Dakka, and on to Jalalabad, at whicli plact», 
in July, he was placed by General Pollock in cliargc of 
tlio Sikh Contingent tlmro. When tho advance 
begun in August ho wont on in ckavgo of a Sikh 
dotaclimont attached to i\rajor-(lenoral Src()a.skiir» 
column, aiid with it was pi^osent in the actions of Jag- 
dalak, Tozin, and 3I.‘».ft“Kota.l, jwul at the oc(ni[)ation of 
fCabuI, wJionco, on the (conclusion of tli<i win* return* 
ed to the Jh’itish provinces wiili tin* Army und<‘r the 
command of Ccnicral l^)llork, ji,iTiving at Korozoporo 
in Docombor 18 12 (Arechd, and promoted to the rank 
of Major by brevet). On his rt'turu ho was ])hu‘<Ml, 
l)econd)er, at ilio disjjosal of iho Jiiouh’nant- 
Govornor of tho N.-W. Provinces for om|doynu*ni as 
Offg. Sit]H‘rint(jndt>ni of Dohra Onn and AIuH.soorio, 
but bo had scaretdy irfjbkoi up this appointment when it 
was found necessary to cancel it, anti in dnmniry 1H43 
he was appointed instead to l )0 an Assistant to iho 
Envoy at Lahort*. In this ap}u>intm(*ni, aflevwardH 
styled Assistant to the Govomor-Goncrars Agent ior 
tho N.-W. Frontier, ho served at Airibiila, amlaft(*r- 
wards at Kailhal, until Boptomber 3843, when the 
important appointment of Basidexit in Nepal was con**

-ferred upon liim : tHs post he took up on the 1st De- 
cember following, and he held it for more than two 
years. In July 1845, as a Captain of Horse Artillery, 
he was transferred to the rolls of the 1®^ Troop Bri- 
gade. It was during this period, while he was Resident 
in Nepal, that he planned and matured the scheme 
for the formation, in the Noi*th- Western Hills, of an 
institution for the education and training of the 
■children of British soldiers in India, — a scheme which 
culminated in the foundation, in 1847, of the now 
famous Lawrence Military Asylum, at Sanawar, — an 
institution which, in the incalculable good it has done, 
is perhaps, the noblest monument to his memory. He 
continued in the appointment of Resident in Nepal 
imtil early in January 1846, when, in s accession to 
Major Broadfoot rirozshahr, he was ap- 

pointed Agent to the Governor- General for the foreign 
Relations of the N.-W. Frontier and AfEairs connected 
with the Punjab, and having, in obedience to an urgent 
summons, immediately proceeded to the front, and joined 
the Governor- General, he was present at the battle of 
Sobraon (Modal) and in the subsequent advance on 
Lahore, and he was prominently engaged in the events 
which followed, — ^the negotiations for and conclusion 
of the treaty of Lahore, and the settlement of the 
Punjab on the basis of that treaty (promoted to 
Lieutenaiii-Colonel by brevet, and created a Companion 
of the Order of the Bath). On the March 1846 
he was appointed Agent to the Governor-General for the 
N.-W. Frontier, In May 1846 he proceeded to Kangra 
to'secure the surrender of the fort there, and in the 
following September he went to Kashmir, in command 
•of a body of SiMi troops, sent thither in connection with 
the suppression of the revolt of Shaik Imam-ud-din. 
•On the 26*^^ December he was appointed Resident at 
Lahore, and he continued in that appointment until 
Decoin])or 18 47, when he proceeded on leave to the 
Presidency, whence he went home on furlough in Janu- 
iary ISIS. On the 27^^ April 1848, in recognition of 
his cniinont services, he was created a Knight Oom- 
mander of the Order of the Bath, in the Civil Division. 
In consoquonco of the outbreak in the Punjab, he 
returned to India in December 1848, landing at Bombay 
and proceeding to the Punjab by way of Karachi and 
the Indus. This brought him to Multan during the 
last days of the siege of the city, and he remained 
there for a short time observing the prog^ss of the 
operations. He subsequently proceeded and joined the 
hoad-quarters of the Army of the Punjab at Helan, 
and in attontoce on the Commander-in-Chief, he 
was^ present at the battle of Chilianwala (Medal and 
olasp). On the 27^^^ January 1849 he was appointed 
Res&ont at Lahore and Chief Commissioner of tho 
Cis-Sutlej and Traus-Sutlej States, tho appointment to 
iiave eifcct from the o£ the succeeding month, and 
quittino* the Army he proceeded to Lahoi*e and took 
up the duties of his post. On the conclusiou of the 
war and the initiation of measures for tho government 
of the conquered province he was appointed, 12^^‘ April, 
Frosldoni of the Board of Administration for tho Affairs 
of the I'nujab and Agent to tho Governor- Genei-al, and 
this im])ortant position he hold for nearly four years, 
Duriuo^ this period he was, as a Captain in the Artillery, 
removed, November 1849, to tho ^ Company Bat- 
talion, On promotion to the reginioutal rank of Major 
ho was posted, December 1850, to the 9^ Battalion, 
from which be was transferred in September 18o2^ to 
the 1“^ Brigade of Horse Artillery, in the following 
Doromber to the Battalion of Foot Aitillery, and 
three mouths later to tho :>i Brigade of Horse Artillery. 
In ITeliriiary 1853 he was appointed Agent to the 
Govcnior-Genoral for tho States of Rajputana, to 
which appointment was added, in the following De- 
cember, tiiatof Commissioner for the Superxnteiicbnoo 
of the Jawad-Noemuoh districts. On the Juno 
185 1 ho was promoted to tho rank of Oolond by hrovet 
and appointed an Aide-do-Camp to the Queen. On 
Attaining tho regimental rank of Lieutenant-Colonel ho 


was posted, October 1856, to the 4*^^ Battalion of Foot 
Artillery, but this was afterwards altered, and in De- 
cember he was posted to the 9^^ Battalion instead. la 
February 1857 he was granted leave to Bombay, 
preparatory to going home on furlough on medical 
certificate, but having, on the 14*^ of the succeeding 
month, been appointed Chief Commissioner and Agent 
to the Governor- General in Oudh, he gave up his 
intention of going home, and proceeded instead to 
Lucknow. An'iving there on the 20*=*^ March, he took 
up the duties of his important jiosition at a very critical 
time, for even then the first movements of the Great 
Mutiny had begun, aud disaffection was rife in the 
Native Army from Chittagong to Peshawar. The crisis 
actually arrived in the following May, and the energy, 
forethought and wisdom with which he met the events 
of the time won for him the highest admiration. To 
enable him to exercise military command during this 
time of trouble he was, on the 16th May, specially 
appointed a Brigadier-General, and at a later period ho 
was gazetted to tho rank of Major-General for* spocial 
field service, but before that advancement was announced 
the end had already come. On tho 30*'*^ May, when 
the mutiny burst forth at Lucknow, or rather at tho 
cantonment of Mariaon, on the other side of the Gamii, 
he took effective measures to prevoiit tho mutmeors 
from crossing and entering tlie city, and on the follow- 
ing day he moved out against them and drove thorn 
away, with some loss, from the vicinity of tUo canton- 
ment. On tho 30*1^ June, intelligence having boon 
x*0ceived of the approach of a body of mutineers and 
rebels from Nawabganj, he moved out with a poitioa 
of his force, and at Ohiuhat on the Nawabganj imd, 
encountered tho rebel host advancing on Lucknow ; ho 
was, however, overwhohued by the numbers of flio 
enemy, and compelled to retire, defeated, within tho 
grounds of the British Besldoucy (which, in anticipa- 
tion of a siege, had already, by his forethought, been 
effectively entrenched, foitified, and stocked with pro- 
visions and ammunition), and the enemy, following up 
tho retreating force, imniodiatoly invested tho phxco- 
During the two succeeding days the rebels poured upon 
the British positiou a perfect hailstorm of lire, in tho 
midst of which, on Thursday, the 2'i July, Sh* Ploniy 
was mortally wounded, in tho upper part of tho loft 
thigh, by a fragment of a shell, which exploded in tho 
room in which lie wns reposing. After forty-eight 
hours of intense suffering ho died of his wounds on ite 
succeeding Saturday, — ^tlio 4*1^ July 1857. 

Note, — Sh* Henry Lawronco married, at Caleutla, on tho 
Augxwt 1837 , Honoria, tho youngest dan jfhtor oC tlic 
MarBliall, of Comdonngh, I'Jnnishoweu, Co. LondoudoiTy. S!Iic died 
at Mount Abu, Rajputana, on the 15 th January ISS'Ii. 

Lawne, James Adair, Lieutanant^Coloml (1841 — 
1890). — Gmm at Lalmc Oanionjuenf^ No, 664. — Bora 
on the December 1841. — ^lilntored H. M.'s Service 
on the 18^^* December 18G1 as a Liouionant in tho 
Royal Artillery. He was posted to tlio Bn'gade^ 
and during the succeeding ton years he sorvud mtk 
various batteries of that brigade in the United Kingtlom, 
in the Mauritius, and in Ceylon. In October 1871 ho 
was z’omoved to “ D Battery, 0 Brigade, Royal 
Horse Artillery, and having joined it at Bxoter, ho 
served with it there until 1873, when ho was tiMusforred 
to «F” Battery, D Brigade, with which he served 
at Aldershot and Birmiugham until 1875. On tho 
16^'^^ January 1875 ho was promoted to the lank of 
Captain, and was, shortly afterwards, posted to the IS*^** 
Brigade, from which he was transferred to the 
Brigade in March 1877. In Juno 1879 ho wus trans.» 
ferrod to “ E ’’ Battery, Brigade, and, proceeding to 
India, he joined it at Jullundnr in the auturnu of the 
same year, accompanying it to Miau Mir in tlie saccoed- 
iug December, On the 18^^ December 1881 ho was 
promoted to the rank of Major by brevet. On the 11^5^ 
January 1882 ho became a reginioutal 3\Iajor, and watt 
appointed to the command of D Battery, 4'-^^ Brigade^ 
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with he served at Lucknow and Agra until Sep- 
tember 1887, when he was transferred to the command 
Batteiy, 2^ Brigade. With this battery he 
served at Meerut until January 1889, when he was pro- 
moted to the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel on half -pay, 
and went home. In January 1890 he was brought back 
on full pay, and was soon aftersvards sent back to 
India, and having on arrival been posted to Mian Mir, 
he died at that place on the April following. 

Lees CharleSs Captain (c, 1808 — 1849 ), — Grave 
Memorial on the Ohiliamuala battle-field. No, 752. — 
Entered H. M.’s Service on the 8^^^ April 1825 as «an 
Ensign in the 77*^ Boot. Joined the regiment in Ja- 
xnaica, and sexwed with it there for several years. On 
•the 30^!^ December 1828 he was promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant. In 1831-32 he served against the insur- 
gent negro slaves, who had thrown a great part of the 
island into disorder and committed many excesses. 
He returned home with the regiment in June 1834, 
and during the next three years served with it in Scot- 
land and Ireland. Towards the end of 1837 he accom- 
panied the regiment to Malta, whence he pi'oceeded 
with it to Corfu in the spring of 1842, and again to 
Jamaica in January 1843. On the 12*^ April 1844 he 
was promoted to the rank of Captain, Unattached, 
and placed on half -pay. On the 7*^ Bebruary 1845 he 
exchanged to full-pay in the 59*^ Boot, and on the 2^^ 
May following he exchanged froh the 59^^^ to the 24*^ 
Foot. He joined the 24*^ at Limerick, accompanied it 
to Cork in the following January, and in May 184C 
embarked with it for Bengal, He landed with the 
iregiment at Calcutta in the following September, and 
after a short detention at Dum-Dum, marched with it 
for the Upper Provinces, reaching Agra in March 1847. 
In October 1848, on tlie outbreak of the second Sikh 
War, he marched with the regiment from Agra, 
en route to Berozepore, to join the Army of the Punjab, 
and he served with it during the earlier part of the 
campaign which ensued, including the passage of the 
Chenab, the action of Sadulapur and tho battle of 
Chilianwala, in which last ho foil as he led on his 
company to the attack of the Sikh guns, — 13^^^ Januaiy 

Leech, Robert, 0, JO,, Lieutenant and local J^tajjor 
-in Afghanistan (1813 — 1845 ). — Orarr at Anihala, 
No, 207, — ^Bom on the 7^^^ December 1813. — Entered the 
Bombay Army in 1832 as a Cadet of Engineers. Ho 
arrived in India in 1834, and, having been granted rank 
as Second-Lieutenant from the 17*^ April of that year, 
he was attached for some time to tho Bombay Sappers 
and Miners. He was subsequently employed as an 
Assistant to the Superintendent of Hoads and Tanks until 
November ] 836, when, in consequence of tho proficiency 
he had attained in the oriental languages, he was 
-selected for political employment under tho Govt, of 
India and appointed an Assistant to Captain (after- 
wards Sir Alexander) Bumes, then proceeding on a 
special mission to the Amir Dost Muhammad Klian, 
.the Buler of Afghanistan. He accompanied Cfi-ptain 
Brnnes to Kabul in 1837, arriving there (by w'ay of the 
Khaibar) on tho 20^^ September, and thence, in the suc- 
ceeding December, be was despatched on a mission to 
Kandahar. In the following year he wns sent to Kalat 
on political duty in connection with the then impending 
invasion of Afghanistan, undertaken for tho purpo.so of 
restoring Shah Shuja-itVMulk to the throne of Kabul, 
and on the 7*1’- August 1838, being then a Lieutemant in 
fhe Bombay Engineers, he was granted the local rank of 
Major in Afghanistan. Bor some months subsequent 
to that date ho was actively employed on the route 
between Shikarpur, in Sind, and Dadar, in Balnchis- 
an,‘ in collecting supplies for the Axmy of the Indus. 
He joined that Army at Janidora in February 1889, 
and accompanied it in the long and arduous march to 
Kandalfar, at which place, at the end of Juno, when 
^ Army moved forward on Ghazni, he was left as a 
Pdiiacal Agent* to act, on the part of Shah Shuja, 


under our Envoy and Minister at the Court of Kabul. 
At Kandahar he continued serving as a Political Agent 
until November 1841, rendering during that long and 
stormy period the most distin^ished public service. 
He was then sent to Kalat- i-Ghilzai with Ca-ptain 
Craigie's detachment, to serve there as Political Agent 
duiing the occupation of the foi’t at that place, and he 
thei'eafter took pax t in the defence of that post against 
the persistent eiffiorts of the Afghans to capture it, and in 
the I'epulso of the determined assault delivered by them 
on the 21'** May 1842. On tho I’elief of Kalat-i-Gliilzai 
and the withdrawal of the garrison taking place, he 
returned early in J une, to Kandahax*, and when, in the 
succeeding August, Genex'al Nott finally quitted that 
place and moved noiiih wards, he accompanied the force 
as a Political Officer and took part in all the subsoquenti 
opei'ations, including the action of Goainc, the re-captur© 
of Ghazni, the actions of Beni Badam and Maidan, the 
I’e-occupation of Kabul, and various actions in tlie passefir 
during tlxe withdi‘awal from Kabul to Peshawar. Bor 
his eminent political sexvices in Afghanistan he was, 
in December 1842, nominated a Companion of the Ordex* 
of the Bath, and in the usual course ho x’oeoived the 
Kandahar- Ghazni-Kabul Medal of 1842. On his 
return to the British provinces he was nominated, 
January 1 843, to accompany, as Political Officer, the 
detachment detailed to escort to Gnzerat the (supposed) 
gates of the Temple of Soinnatli, which liad been 
bx’ought a-way, as a ti'ophy, from tho tomb of Sultan 
Mahmud at Ghazni, and on tlio al)anflonment of that 
silly and theatrical project, after the gates liad been 
laboriously carted down as far as Agra, lio was ap- 
pointed First Assistant to tho Governor-Goncrars Agent 
on the Nox'th-Westoru l^Vontioi*, a situation of gi‘eai. 
importance in the then condition of Sikh politics. In 
this appointment ho continued until his death, which 
(a grievous loss to the public service) took place at 
Ambala on the 2‘i September 1845. 

Leeds, Sir Edward, (III), Colonel (1825— 
1876).-— Grare at KasanU, No, 292. — Tho oldest son of 
Sir Jose]>h Edward Leeds, JDart, (II), of Orostoxx J^ark, 
Co. Cumbrulgo. Born at Olnoy, Co. Soniersel, on tlio 
May 1825. — ^hlntered the Bengal Army in 184}', 
Arrived in India in December of tho same year, and in 
the following month was ordei-od up to Bimaros to d(. 
diifcy with the N. f. In February 18 i<r> ho wu.k 
posted to tho 47**‘ N.I., wliicli lie joined on its way up lo 
Ambala from Benares, and witli tins coxp.s lio arrived 
at the foiiiior station hi April. On tlio i-ogimont taking 
tho field on the ontbroak of tho first Sildi \Var lio was 
left liekind at Ambala, but ho joixiod tho corps on ilu. 
Sutlej in January 3840, and served with ii- during Iho 
retnaindox*' of the campaign, taking pari in tlio a<‘tinn 
of Badhowal and tho battles of Aliwnl and Hobrumi 
(Modal and one clasp). After tho baith* of Sobrnon ho 
proceeded 'Nvitli the x’Ogirncmi to Lahore, and Jiojincr- 
%vards accompanied it to Foi'ozopore in Ifebruury 1847, 
to 'JOtawah at the end of the sarno year, find to ('.iw njxne 
in April 1849. In Demubor 1850 he wont homo on 
furlough, and ho was sibsent fx’oin India for morf> llsan 
throe years. On lus return in Jammxy 1854 he r(‘joinc«I 
the47’‘** at Calcutta, and .soon aflmwiirds ('mbarkod 
nvith it for Burma, landing at Rangoon in Kebruar>, 
and pi’ocooding with it thfmoc towards Promo, In 
March ho was nominated for duty wit!i ihe Sikh 
Infantry, but bolero lio could join that regiim‘nt, whicfk 
was then at Panngilo, on tho Siam froniif*!-, hi.s semcoi*. 
wore placed (10*^^ A]>ril)at the disposal of tin? Execuiiv> 
Engineer tin an offg. Asst. ]<Jxe{nitivt! Officer in tho 
Rangoon Division of the Dept, of Public W(^rks. Ho 
was confirxned in tluf appointment of Asst. Exeetitivo 
Officer in Sepiemlm* 1854% and (having offi(*iat(nl as 
Exooutivo Officer, Rangoon DIvIhlon, fivun Muy 1855 to 
June 1856) ho was fqqjonded an M\<r.u{iM! Englnt’or 
on the Novembor 1856. In iliis poslthm he conli- 
nued serving in Bnrnm. (at Rangoon, Dulla, Bassoii*, 
Rangoon again, and Moulinein) for nearly seven 
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in the course of which, in February 1861, he joined the 
Bengal Staff Corps, and, in May 1862, on the death of 
his father he succceeded to the baronetcy. In August 
1863 he was transferred, as an Executive Engineer, from 
■the Burma to the Gwalior Division of Public Works, 
and from that in succession, to the Mieernt Division in 
ihe following November, to the Third Division of the 
Grand Trunk Eoad in 1864, and to Agra 1865. At 
this place he served (excluding a period of a year’s 
furlough in Europe in 1866-6?) until the end of 1870. 
From January 1871 to November 1872 he officiated as 
Superintending Engineer of the Jubbulpore Circle. He 
was then appointed an Executive Engineer of the first 
Grade, and was posted to the Fourth Circle of Military 
Works, with his head-quarters at Kasauli, and in this 
appointment he remained until his death, which occurred 
at Kalka on the 16*^ February 1876, when he was on 
his way home on furlough on medical certificate. His 
remains were carried back to Kasauli and there in- 
terred. 

Note — Sir Edward Leeds married, first, at Jlainpuri on the 
l5th June 184i8, Emily Anne, the only daughter of Major Cliarles 
Bonlton, 4i7tli K I. : this lady (who was horn at Akyab, in 
Arakan, on the 2d Janujiry 1830) died at Cawnpore on the 11th 
October 1849. — He married, secondly, at Calcntta on the 21fit 
January 1854, Fanny (bom at Almora, 12th March 1836), the 
•only daughter of Major-General Henry Teinpler, of the Bengal 
Infantry. (They had been fellow-passengers, from Portsmouth 
to Calcntta, in the ship Blen7i$m, which arrived at the latter 
port on the 1st January 1854). 

Leeson, Josephs Captain and Brevet-Major (1796—^ 
1848). — Grave at Roshiarpwr^ No, 523. — ^The eldest 
son of the Hon’ble John Leeson, and grandson of the 
3^^ Earl of Milltown, Born on the 25*^ March 1796. — 
Entered H. M.*s Service on the 28*^ November 1811 
as a Comet in the 21^^ Light Dragoons, which he 
joined in Cape Colony, South Africa. On the 6*^ Octo- 
ber 1812 he was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant. 
In 1817 he accompanied the regiment to India, and was 
at first employed with a squadron detached to Cuttack 
for the purpose of guarding the frontier in that direction 
during the operations against the Pindaris and the 
Mahrattas, He was afterwards with this squadron 
at Midnapur, and towards the end of 1818 he accom- 
panied it to the Upper Provinces, to join the head- 
quarters of the regiment at Cawnpore. His regiment 
being at this time under orders to return home for 
disbandment, and he being desirous of remaining in 
India, he used the influence of his friends to obtain for 
him an appointment in the service of the East India 
Company, and with such success that he was appointed 
an Infan*^ Cadet for Bengal in May 1819, and was 
formally admitted into the Bengal Army on the 16*^ 
October following, with rank as Ensign from the ID*^ 
May. On the 25*^ October 1819 he was placed on 
half -pay of his commission in the 21'>* Light Dragoons, 
and he remained in that position until the 31®^ August 
1832, when he finally retired from the British service, 
receiving “ a commuted allowance ” for his commission. 
Upon being admitted into the Bengal Army, he was 
appointed, <5ctober 1819, to do duty with the 2^^ Batta- 
lion 4*^ N. I., at Allahabad, and he served with that 
corps until October 1820, when he went on leave to the 
Presidency. In January 1821 he was posted to the 
2^ Battalion 2ls^ N. I., then at Lucknow, but being in 
Calcutta on leave at the time, he was granted permis- 
sion to defer jomip.g until the commencement of the 
rainy season. In the meantime, however, he was 
appointed, May 1821, a Sub-Assistant in the Stud 
Department in Hariana, and he did not, after all, join 
his regiment until many years had elapsed. On being 
promoted to the rank of Lieutenant he was posted, 
13*!^ May 1822, to the 1®* Battalion 21®* N. I., and on 
the reorganisation of the Army taking place in May 
1824 he was finally posted to the 42*^ N. L He con- 
tinued serving in the Stud Department as a Sub- 
Asaistant (at first in Hariana, and afterwards, from 
1825, at Karantadi, and, for a short time, in 1826-27, 
in charge at Ghazipur) until August 1828, when he 
proceeded on leave to the Cape, and being still absent 


in the spring of 1832, he vacated his appointment. 
He returned to India in January 1833, and soon after- 
wards, for the first time, joined his regiment, the 42** 
N. L, at Delhi. Fium April to September 1835 he 
I officiated as Brigade-Major at Delhi, and in thej follow- 
ing December he was sent up to Landour, for duty at 
the Convalescent Depot during the winter mouths ; and 
having been retained there during the following year, 
and having afterwards remained in the hills on leave, 
he did not rejoin his regiment, then at Bareilly, until 
December 1837. In Slarch 1838 he again went on 
leave to Mussoorie and Landour, remaining there until 
December 1839, and his regiment having, in the inter- 
val, gone to Afghanistan on service, he was directed, 
on the expiration of his leave, to proceed to Aligarh 
and do duty with the portion of the 42*^ attached to the- 
recruit depot at that place. In February 1840, with 
the depot company under his command, he accompanied 
a convoy to Kabul, and, after serving with a force ia 
the field in the Ghilzai country, he eventually, with the 
company, joined his regiment at Kandahar in July. 
In August 1840 he was appointed to the temporary 
charge of the Commissariat duties at Kandahar, from 
which he was transferred in the following month to the 
charge of the 1®* Regimont of Cavalry of Shah Slmja's 
Forces ; the command o^ this corps (kaown during the 
period of his incumhenoy as “ Lcosou’s Horse” ) ho re- 
tained for about eighteen months, and during this 
period he frequently commanded it on actual service 
in the field, including the action of Ilmi, in May 1841, 
the affair on the banks of the Argandab, in January 

1842, and various operations in the vicinity of 
Kandahar. In consideration of these services he was, 
on the 1®* April 1842, appointed an honorary Aide-de- 
Camp to the Govemor-General. In April 1842 ho re- 
joined his own regiment, and with it served until the 
conclusion of the campaign, including the last opei-a- 
tions at Kandahar, the movement to the north, the 
action of Goaine, the re-capture of Ghazni, the actione 
of Beni Badam and Maidan, the re-occupation of Kabul, 
the capture and destruction of Istalif, and the aotPons 
in the passes during the withdrawal of the Array from 
Kabul to Peshawar (Medal). In September 1842^ 
while still on field service in Afghanistan, ho was 
nominated Commandant of the Iri'ogular Cavalry; 
and on his return to the British provinces, in Decem- 
ber, ho proceeded to Saugor, and there joined anti 
assumed command of that regiment. Early in April 

1843, however, ho was obliged to proceed on sick leave 
to Mussoorie, and his leave having been twico extonrloS 
on account of the state of his health, ho did not rejoint 
the regiment, still at Saugor, until Marolx 1846. To- 
wpds the end of the following October ho marched 
with tho regiment from Saugor, en route to Amhalay 
on arrival at tho latter place in December he moved on 
and joined tho Army of tho Sutlej, and in command of 
the right wing of the regiment he was present at tha 
battle of Sobraon and in the subsequent advance on 
Lahoio (Medal, and promoted to the rank of Major by 
biovot). On the termination of the war he remained 
with the wing of the regiment at Lahore, whence* early 
in 1847, he proceeded with it to Talwandi ; and uniting^ 
there with the left wing, he marched with tho whole 
to Makhu, at which place he arrived on the 8*=^^ Febru- 
ary. In November 1847 he proceeded with tho regi- 
ment to Hoshiarpur, and at that place ho died on the 
15*k Februaiy 1848. 

Kora I.— Major Lcoson, wlulc still a Lieutenant in tho 21st 
Light Dragoons, married, at Cahnitta on the 26th jN'ovoml>cr 18X7, 
Anne, the eldest daughter of Anthony OUtcilly, Esqr., of the 
Baltrasna family, who was at that time a Csiptain in tho same 
regiment. She died (Ins widow) at Forozeporo on tho 2Dth 
January 1851. 

Kotj! II.— On the death of tho 7tU Earl of Milltown in March 
1891, Major Lceson’s descenilants caino into the direct lino of 
succpRsion to the Earldom, and his last surviving son ^sumed 
tho title : this gentleman's claim does not, however, appear to 
have been recognised, though it has some (possibly superlichii) 
appeaxanco of being correct. This soK-styled 8th Karl of Milltown 
died at Jubbulpore on the 25th January 1905. 
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Le Marchant, Edward Henry, Ideutenant-Oolonel 
(1853—1899 ). — Grave at Peshawar^ No, 963.— Bom on 
the 31®* December 1853. — ^Entered H. M.'s Service 
on the 11*^ April 1871 as a Lieutenant in the Royal 
South G-loucester Militia. On the 28**^ February 1874 
he Tvas transferred to the regular forces as a Lieutenant 
in the 41®* Foot, from which he was i*emoved to the 
67*^ Foot on the 18*^ of the following month. Pi'oceed- 
ing to India, he joined the 67*^ at Thayet Myo, in 
Burma, towards the end of the year. In March 1876 
he accompanied the regiment to Fort St. George, 
Madras, whence in February 1878 he proceeded with it 
to Bangalore. In the summer of the same year he was 
appointed acting Interpreter to the regiment, and he 
held the appointment for about six months. Towards 
the end of 1878 he accompanied the regiment to the 
Punjab, whither it was moved as part of a reserve for 
the forces on field service in Afghanistan, and he served 
with it for some time at Rawal Pindi, and afterwards at 
Lawrencepore. In April 1879 he moved with the corps 
intotheKuramValley, where he was serving with it 
when the war terminated at the end of May. In the 
course of the summer he went home on leave, and, in 
-consequence, missed sharing in the great operations 
which followed on the renewal of the war in September 
1879. He came back to India in the spring of 1880, 
and afterwards rejoined his regiment at Kabul, whence, 
after serving with the corps for a short time at Jagdalak 
in a movement into Koh^Daman, he marched 
with it to Peshawar in August 1880, and afterwards 
returned with it to Bangalore in the autuTnn. In 
August 1880 he was appointed Instructor of Musketry 
to the regiment, and he retained that appointment until 
it was abolished two years and a half later. In the 
winter of 1881-82 he accompanied the corps (which had 
now become the 2^ Battalion of the Hampshire Regi- 
ment) to Oannanore, and while serving there on the 
J9*Ji September 1883 he was promoted to the rank of 
Captain. In February 1885 he proceeded with the 
hattaKon to Secunderabad. In the summer of the 
same year he was sent homo for duty with the clepfit, 
and h© was absent from his battalion until March 
1838 when he rejoined it at Chatliam on its return from 
India, Ho afterwards served with the battalion at 
Aldershot, Portsdown Hill and Portsmouth, and on the 
6*^ April 1892 he was advanced to the rank of Major. 
Prom January 1893 to Deeomher 1895 he held the 
appointment of District Instructor of Musketry, South- 
Eastern District. Soon after vacating this office ho was 
re-posted to the 2^ Battalion, Hampshire Regiment, 
which he rejoined at Birr, in Ireland, and in September 
1896 he became Sccond-in-Oommand of that corps. 
On the 30*^^ June 1897 ho was promoted to the rank of 
Lidutenant-Colonel, and having been, posted then to the 
1®* Battalion of the regiment (the 37*^ Foot), he pro- 
ceeded to India in the following August, and joined the 
^corps at Mnltan. In October 1898 he accompanied the 
battalion to Land! Kotal, and thence, in March 1899, to 
Peshawar, where, within a few ^ys of his arnval, he 
came to an untimely ond, a victim to the fanaticism of 
the frontier ghazu On the 28^ March he attended the 

regimental gymkhana, and while he was watching the 
proceedings, a Po^han fanatic crept up to him and shot 
Hm dead. The murderer immediately fled, but after a 
aharp pursuit ho was ovortakeu aud captured by some 
soldiers of the corps, and, in due course, tried, convict- 
ed^ and hanged. 

LeweSs Charles Edward, First-Lieufenant (1831 
at SiwXa^ No* 346.— Son of Lieutenant- 
Colonel Charles James Lewes, Bengal Infantjy, former- 
ly of the 50*’» N. I. and the 3* European Regiment. 
Bo 3 m at Mhow, in Mslwa, on the 18*^ Dotober ISSl*-** 
Entered the Bengal Army in 1851 as a Cadet of 
Arrived in Incuse in October of the same 
year, auftwas directed to do duty with the Artillery at 
Bnm-Dum. In March 1852 he was appointed to do 
^ith the 3^ Company Battalion, Foot Artilleijr, 
iksd proceeding to Xiower Burma as part of a Field 


Force, and accompanying it on that service he was 
present with it throughout the operations resulting in 
the capture of Rangoon (India Medal and clasp). 
Early in 1853 he proceeded with the company from 
Rangoon to Pegu. Towards the end of March 1853 ho 
was posted to the 1®* Company 3*^ Battalion, then at 
Benares, but having been directed to continue doing 
duty with the Company 5*^ Battalion, he accompanied 
the latter to Prome in the following summer. In 
January 1854 he was removed to the 2‘^ Company 5**‘ 
Battalion, which was also at that time at Prome, where 
he joined it. At the ond of August 1854 ho was 
transferred to the 6*^^ Company 8*^‘ Battalion, but he 
continued serving with the 2*^ Company 5*^' Battalion 
until it returned from Burma to Dum-Dum at the end 
of the succeeding October ; he then proceeded to the 
Upper Provinces and joined the 6*^^ Company Batta- 
lion at Delhi, whence he accompanied it to Bareilly in 
the spiing of 1855. At the end of Docembor 1855 he 
was appointed acting Adjutant to the Artillery Recruit 
Dep&t at Meerut, and he continued holding this appoint- 
ment until May 1856, when ho was transfoiTod to the 
1®* Troop 3‘^ Brigade, Horse Artillery, and joined it at 
Peshawar. In July 1857 he was detached from 
Peshawar to Jhelum with half of this troop, and was 
engaged, at the latter place, in the severe conflict which 
resulted from the attempt to disarm the mutinous 14*^ 
Native Infantry. Ho subsequently proceeded on sick 
leave to Simla, where he died on the 17*^^ November 
1857. 

Lewin, James St. George, Ideutemni (a, 1827— 
1849 ). — ^Qnweai Peshawar^ No, 932. — The only son 
of Captain James Lewin, of H. M.’s 30*^' Foot, and 
grandson of James Lowin, Esq., of Oaklands, who 
was of the Lewins of Ologhans, Co. Mayo. — ^Entered 
H. M.'s Service on the 27*1^ July 1844 as an 
Ensign in the 61®* Foot. Joined that regiment at Oork^ 
served with it afterwards at Buttevant, and in July 
1845 omliarked with it for Bengal. Landing at Calcutta 
in the following October, ho procoetlod with the corps to- 
the Upper Rwincos, and arrived with it at Cawn])(>Ti- 
iu February 1846, whence in the following November 
he accompanied it to Ambala. On tlio 14*’^ Dccombor 
J 846 he was promoted to the rank of Liciitoniint. In 
February 1848 he proceeded with tho regiment to J al- 
lundcr, and in tho aninmn of tlio same y(M.r ho was 
employed with tho corps in suppreswing disinrbances in 
tho Jullundur Doab. He aftorwanls j(>ino<l tho Army 
of the Punjab, .and served with tho regirrusni at the 
passage of the Chenah, the action of Sadulajmr, tho 
battles of Ohilianwala aud Qujerat, and tho jmrMtit of 
the Sikhs and Afghans to Peshawar. On the i..*rminiitiun 
of the campaign tho 61®* was retained at Peshawar, 
and, serving with it, ho died at that place on the 25*^ 
April 1849. 

Lewis, Charles Lambert JJnstV/n (1827—1845),— 
Grave at Imlldana, No. 577. — Entered tlio Bengal 
Army in 1845. Airived in India on tho 17*h Juno, tho 
same year, and proceeding soon afttnnvards to tho Upp(‘r 
Provinces, he at Ludhiana joined the 48**‘ N. I., to 
which, in anticipation of his arrival, ho had ljc<in poKt<nl 
on tho 7*5^ idom. Ho had, however, scarcely amved at 
Ludhiana when ho died there on the Hcjdiomber 
1845, being then under eighteen years of age and only 
eleven weeks in the countxy. 

Limond, Alexander, Idmifenant (1807—1895).— 
Grave at Banm, No, 1068 ,• tablet at Kohai, No, 1052.— 
Tho eldest son of Major-General David Limond, O.B., 
Royal (Bengal) Engineers. Born at Allahaljad on tho 
8*^ January 1867.— Entered H. M •’s Kervioo (fronx tho 
Royal Mily. College) on tho February ISS^S as a 
Sefeond-Lioutenant in tho 2*^ Battalion, West Yorkshire 
^gt. (the 14**^ Foot), which ho joined at Multan in 
the following month. In November 1888 he aoeom^ 
panied the battalion to Mian Mir, whence, towards tho 
end of the following year, he proceeded with it to 
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Ambala. On tlie 2^ December 1889 be was promoted 
to the rank of Lieutenant. In the spring of the follow- 
ing year ho accompanied the corps to Dagshai, and a few 
days later, on the 28*=^ March 1890, he was appointed an 
Offg. Wing Officer in the 6*^ Punjab Infantry, on pro- 
bation for the Bengal StafE Corps, into which he was 
afterwards admitted with effect from that date. He 
joined the regiment at Bdwardesabad, and accompany- 
ing it on service in the second Miranzai Expedition, in 
the spring of 1891, he was present with it throughout 
the operations on the Samana Range (India Medal and 
clasp). He returned with the regiment to Edwardes- 
abad in June 1891, and in the following September he 
was transferred, temporarily, as an Offg. Wing Officer, 
to the Sikh Infantry, then with the Hazara Field 
Force. On the 4*^ Sikh Infantry returning to canton- 
ments in December, he rejoined the 6*^ Punjab Infantry 
at Edwardesabad, and in this regiment, in October 1892, 
be was appointed a Wing OtBcer permanently. In Nov- 
ember 1892 he marched with the regiment to Kohat, 
whence, in April 1893, he accompanied it to Kuram, 
and from that place in the succeeding June he went 
borne on leave. On his return to India in June 1894 
be rejoined the regiment at Kohat, and was appointed 
Offg. Quarter-Master, an appointment which he con- 
tinued holding until the following November, when he 
was appointed Offg. Adjutant. In this capacity he serv- 
ed with the regiment iiiroughont the Waziristan Ex- 
pedition of 1894-95 (clasp to India Medal). On the 
termination of these operations he served with his regi- 
ment on escort duty with the Tochi Delimitation Com- 
mission, and while thus employed his career was 
brought to an abrupt and untimely end, be having, 
while on the lino of march with his regiment, been sud- 
denly assailed by a gang of fanatical ghasis who 
wounded him so desperately that he scarce survived 
twenty-four hours. He died in camp at Boya, in 
Waziiistiin, on the 14^'^ May 1895. 

Linlon, Henry James, Snrgeon-Lieutenant-Colo- 
ml (1844 — 1892). — TaUet ai Lahore^ No, 637.— Born on 
the January 1844. — ^Entered the Indian Medical 
Dept, Bengal, on the 1®^ April 1869 as an Assistant-Sur- 
geon. Arrived in India early in 1870, and after doing duty 
for some time in the Presidency General Hospital, was 
appointed to the medical charge of the 40^^^ N. I. in April 
1870. Ho joined the regiment at Agra and held charge 
until September 1871, when he was displaced ; he, how- 
ever, remained attached to the regiment (oariyingon, 

at the same time, the medical duties of Fort Agra), and 
on the of the succeeding montli ho was re-appointed 
to the medical charge, which beheld thereafter for three 
months, accompanying the corps to the Camp of Exer- 
cise at Delhi in the winter of 1871-72. In January 1872 
be was appointed, temporarily, Surgeon to the Lord 
Bishop of Calcutta, whom he accompanied to the Presi- 
dency, and there, for about a month in March and 
April 1872, he held medical charge of the 8*^^ N. I. and 
of a detachment of the In the latter month he 

was sent up to Mian Mir, where, on the 27^^, he was 
appointed to the offg. medical charge of the 24ti» (Punj- 
ab) N. an^ the permanent appointment having been 
conferred upon him in February 1873, he was on the 
rolls of tlmt regiment for nearly twenty years. In the 
winter of 1873-74 he was with the corps at the Roorkee 
Camp of Exercise, and on the camp being broken up, he 
marched with the regiment to Jhansi, at which station, 
from February 1874 to February 1875, he held, in addi- 
tion, the appointment of Civil Surgeon. In Februaiy 
1875 he went homo on furlough, and he was absent from 
India until August 1876, when he rejoined the ^i- 
ment at Jhansi. On the outbreak of the Afghan War 
in Novexuber 1878 he accompanied the regiment from 
Jhansi to the N.-W. Frontier, and afterTOrds SOTed 
with it, in the Second Division, Peshawar Valley Field 
Force, in the second Bazar Valley Expedition and in 
various operations on the Khaibar line until tlm mr 
was brought to a conclusion by the treaty of Ganda- 
mak in May 1879. After the termination of the war 



he continued serving with the regiment in the Khaibar 
Line Force, until September 1879, when, on the war 
bursting out afresh, he moved forward with the regiment 
and, after taking part in various movements, eventually 
accompanied it to Kabul at the end of March 1880. In 
August 1880 he accompanied the corps in Sir Frederick 
Roberts* celebrated march to Kandahar, and was 
present with it in the decisive battle of Mazra, near that 
place, on the of the succeeding month (Medal and 
clasp, and bronze star) . The war being ended, he ac- 
companied the regiment to Multan, arriving there to- 
wards the end of October 1880, and he subseqnently 
proceeded with the corps to Mian Mir, in December 
1883, and to Sialkot, in November 1887. In the 
autumn of 1888 he accompanied the regiment on service 
in the Hazara Field Force, and was present ^ with it 
throughout the operations of October and November on 
tbe Black Mountain (India Medal and clasp). Return- 
ing to Sialkot with the corps in December 1888, he con- 
tinued serving with it there until December 1890, when 
he went home on furlough. He returned to India in 
March 1892 and rejoined the regiment at Ferozepore, 
but on the 29th of the same month he was removed 
from the 24^^ and appointed to the offg. medical charge 
of tlie 26^^' Bengal Infantry ; and liaving joined that 
regiment at Peshawar, he died at that place a few days 
later, — on the April 1892. 

Llewellyn, John Lock, Limtenant (1822—1850).— 
Grave at FesJiataar, No, 935. — Entered tho Bengal 
Army in 1839. Arrived in India towards the end of 
January 1840, and in the following month was ordered 
up to Berhampore to do duty with tho 69*'^^ N. I. ; with- 
in a few days, however, this was altered, and he was 
sent to Jamalpur instead, to do duty with tho 36^^ N. !• 
In March 1840 he was posted to tho 71®^ N. I., but hav^ 
ing gone ou leave to visit a relation at Mymonsing, he 
did not join that regiment, then at Neemuch, until the 
end of the following December. In March 1841 he ac- 
companied the regiment to Shahjahanpur, whence he 
proceeded with it to Bareilly in April 1842, and to Bar- 
rackpore in the spring of 1843. In the winter of 1845-46 
he proceeded with the regiment to Mainpuii, and in the 
spring of 1847 ho marched with it to Ludhiana. In 
the following November he proceeded with tho corps to 
Jullundur, whence he marched with it to Budhi Find 
in January 1848, and during the Punjab Campaign of 
1848-49 he took part with it in tlie operatioiis earned on 
in the Jullundur and Bari Doabs (Modal), On the 
termination of tlie war ho was posted with Ixis rogimont 
at Dinanagai*, whence he returned with it to Budhi Find 
in July 1849. In tho following December ho accom- 
panied the regiment to Peshawar, and he died at that 
place on the 18*^ March 1850, from the effects of a pistol- 
shot in the head. Tho wound was undoubtedly solf- 
inflicted, but whether he shot himself intentionally, or 
merely by accident, was never detorinined. 

Lloyd, Ambrose, Lieutenant (c, 1828—1849). — 
Grave at Gujerat^ No, 7G0 ; tablet at Svilkot, No, 727, — 
Entered H. M.*s Service on tbe 22<i December 1846 
as a Comet in the 14*1^ Light Dragoons. Arrived in 
India towards the end of October 1847, joined tho 
regiment at Ambala in December, and accompanied it 
to Ferozepore in February 1848. On the March 
1848 he was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant. In 
August 1848 ho proceeded with the regiment to Lahore, 
and accompanying it into the field in the following 
November, he thei'eafter served with it in tho Punjab 
Campaign of 1848-49, including the action of Ramnagar, 
the passage of the Chenab, and the battles of Chilian-^ 
wala and Qujerat, in the last of which he foil,— 218^ 
February 1849. 

Lloyd, Charles Owen, Unsign (c. 1829—1848). — 
Grave at Multan ; see note to No, 883. — Entered tlie 
Bengal Army in 1846. Arrived in India in October 
of the same year, and was sent up to Dinaporo 
to do duty with the 57i'i» N. I. In June 1847 he 
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TOS posted to the 8**^ N. I., and having joined that 
legiment at Phillanr in October, he marched with 
it to Lahore in the following December, Towards the 
end of July 1848 he accompanied the re^ment on 
service against Multan, the Governor of which place, 
the Dewan Mulraj, had rebelled, and he afterwards 
took part in the siege of that fortress up to the 12**^ 
September. On that day his brief career came to an 
end, he having fallen then in the assault of one of the 
enemy^s posts under the walls. 

Lloyd, Edward Salusbury, Major and Brevet- 
Jjieuienant-Coloml (1806 — 1851). — Grave at PMUaur^ 
No. 660.— The third son of Richard Hughes Lloyd, 
Esq^. , of Plymog, Co. Denbigh, Gwerclas, Co. Merioneth, 
and Bashall, Co. York. Born on the 26*^ March 1806. — 
Entered the Bengal Army in 1823. Arrived in India in 
May 1824, and at the end of the month was sent up to 
Barrackpore to do duty with the 26*t N. I. In the follow- 
ing August he was posted to the 25**i N. I., but as 
that regiment was then at Penang, he was direct- 
ed, in September, to do duty with the 16*^N. L, 
at Barrackpore, until he ^ould be required for em- 
barkation. He joined his regiment at Penang in 
December 1824, and he subsequently served with it 
there, and with detachments of it at Singapoie and 
Malacca, until August 1826, when, having been pro- 
moted te the rank of Lieutenant and transferred to 
the^ 49*^ I. on the 11*^ February preceding, he 
returned to Bengal,, and soon afterwards joined his 
new regiment at Mirzapur. In the autumn of 182? 
he proceeded on sick leave t5 the Presidency, whence, 
towards the end of January 1828, he went home on 
furlough. Returning to India in May 1831, he rejoined 
his regiment at Lucknow, whence, towards the end of 
the year, he marched with it to Ludhiana, and he conti- 
nued serving with it at that place until February 1834, 
when he was appointed actmg Adjutant of the Nasiri 
Battalion, stationed at Subathu. In August 1835 
he was appointed OfEg. Second-in-Command of the 
battalion and acting Assistant to the Political Agent 
at Subathu,, and he continued serving in these ap- 
pointments until April 1836, when he proceeded on 
leave to Simla. He rejoined the 49*^^^ N. I. at 
Neemuoh at the end of the following October, and 
in the spring of 183? he served for some time as acting 
Adjutant to a detachment employed on treasure-escort 
duty. In September 1838 he was appointed Adjutant 
of the regiment, with which, in August 1889, he pro- 
ceeded on service in tlie Marwar Field Force, on the 
occasion of the demonstration then made against the 
Raja of Jodhpur. He returned with the regiment to 
Neemuch in the following October, and he there, at the 
end of the same month, resigned the appointment of 
Adjutant. In the spring of 1840 he marched with the 
regiment to Cawnpore, from which station in October 
1841 he proceeded to Simla on sick leave for a year. 
On the expiry of this leave, in October 1842, he was 
Bent to take command of the light company of the 
regiment, then forming part of the S"*! Light Infantry 
Battalion in the Army of Reserve at Ferozopore, and on 
this battalion being broken up in February 1843, he 
proceeded with his light company and rejoined the 
head-qnaxters of the regiment at Dacca in the following 
June. In the following Bfovomber he again went on 
leave, which was subsequently extended to November 
1844, and having, when on his way to rejoin, arrived 
at Benares on the 23’^^ of that month, he was halted 
at that station and directed to do duty there with the 
recruit dep6t of his regiment, pending the amval of the 
corps, then on its way from Dacca, and he rejoined tho 
49^^ at Benares, accordingly, in February 1845. In the 
spring of 184? he marched with the regiment to Feroze- 
pore, and while serving at this place in April 1848 ho 
attained the regimental rank of Major and succoodod, 
soon afterwards, to the command of the corps. Towards 
end of the following July ho marched from 
Ferozepore with the regiment to join the force proceed- 


ing on service to Multan, and he thereafter commanded 
it throughout both sieges of that place, including the 
attacks on the outworks in September, the action of 
Surajkhund, and the eventual reduction of the fortress 
(Medal and clasp, and promoted to the rank of Lieut- 
enant-Colonel by brevet). After the fall of Multan he 
marched with the regiment to Ramnagar, and thence 
to Wazirabad, and on the termination of the campaign 
he accompanied it to Nakodar, in the Jullundur Doab, 
arriving there in April 1849. In the following Novem- 
ber he moved with the corps to Phillanr, at which place 
he continued in command of it until the end. Ho was 
temporarily at Nakodar, on duty, when he died there on 
the 24*^ January 1851. 

Yote. — Lieutenant-Colonel (then Captain) Lloyd married at 
Meerut, on the April 1844> Catharine Anno, the only daughter of 
the Revd. Robert Wynell-Mayow, a cadet of the ancient family 
of Mayow (now Wyuell-Mayow) of Bray, Co, Cornwall, anil 
Hanworth, Co. Norfolk. His widow married, secondly, on 
the January 1860, the Revd. Edward Girdlostonc. 

Lockhart, James Douglas Somerville, Lieut- 
enant (1866 — 1895).— Grave at Lera Ismail Khan, 
No. 1083. — ^The younger son of Lieutenant-Colonel 
Lawrence W, M. Lockhcart, 2“^ Royal Lanark Militia, 
formerly a Captain in the Highlanders (a cadet of 
the Lockharts of Milton Lockhart, Co. Lanark), 
and nephew to General Sir William S. A, Lockha:^ 
G.C.B., K.O.S.I., Commander-in- Chief in India, 1898 — 
1900. Bom on the 3*^^ August 1866.— Entered H. 
M.’s Service (from the Royal Mily. College) on 
the 29^^*^ August 1885 as a Lieutenant in the 2”^ 
Battalion, Royal Highlanders (the 73^**^ Foot), then at 
Aldershot, but before ho could join he ivas, on the 10^^ 
Octobor, transferred to the 2*^‘^ Battalion, Gordon High- 
landers (the 92“^ Foot), which ho joined at Dovonpoi^t. 
Ho shoray aftei*wards accompaniocl the battalion to 
Guernsey, whence* he proceeded with it to Belfast in 
August 1887, to the Ourragh in August 1890, and to 
Dublin in September 1892. Towaixls tho end of 1892 
he proceeded to India to take up tho appointment of 
Aide-dc-Camp to his uncle, Major-General Sir W* S. A. 
Lockhart, K.O.B., Commanding the Punjab Frontier 
Force, to which he was gazetted on the 29"‘ Docombor, 
with effect from tho 24^^‘ of tho preceding monili. Ho 
accompanied Sir William on tho expedition of 1894-96 
against tho Mahsud Waziris, and in tho course of tho 
campaign ho lost his life by a lamentablo accident, ho 
having, at Camp Jan jal onthor)'’‘ January 1895, l)oen 
shot dead by tho chance discharge of a revolver in tho 
hands of a servant. 

Loftus, Henry, Major (1823—1862). — Grave at 
Murree, No. 818. — Entered H. M.’s Service on tho 
2C^^ October 1841 as an Ensign in the ?1 m*' Foot (the 
Highland Light Infantry), which ho joined in Canada. 
On tho 4^*^ August 1843 he was promoted to tho rank of 
Lieutenant, In tho autumn of l&tS ho accom]iaino(l 
tho regiment to the West Indies, and after serving with 
it at Grenada, Antigua and Bar-badoos, lio wont homo 
with it in January 1847, proceeding with it to Srotland 
shortly after landing at I^oi’tsmouth. In April 1848 ho 
accompanied tho regiment to Iniland, and m tho 22'“* 
December following ho was promoted to tho nink of 
Captain. Ho continued serving with tlio regiment in 
Ireland, until March 1853, when ho proceeded with it to 
Corfu. In I^obruaiy 1856 ho accompanied tho regiment 
to tho Crimea, where lie served with it until the npriiig 
of 1856, and was present at the sit‘ge of Sevastopol, in 
the expedition to Kcrtch, and in tho affairs at and 
destruction of Tainan (Me(bl and clasj), and fifth class 
of the Ordci* of tho Modjidioh). On tiie wlfhdmwal 
of the British troop.? from tho CriuuM, ho jumcociUhI 
with his regiment to Malta, and on .Docomber 

1856 ho was promoted to the rank of Major by brevet. 
In January 1858, in conserpxonce of tho mutiny of tho 
Bengal Army, ho proceeded with tho nsgirnent to India, 
and landing with it at Bombay on tho 6^^ February, 
he soon afterwards accompauiod it into the field ae part 
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of file Central India Field Force. Tliereaftor lie served 
with it thronghont the campaign of 1858 in Central 
India, and was present with it in the action of Kunoh, 
the affairs of Mathra and Diapnra, the battle of Gulanli, 
the capture of Kalpi, the battle of Morar, and the 
capture of Gwalior (Medal and clasp). At the end of 
the year he went home on sick leave, and during his 
absence, on the 4**^ December 1859, he attained the 
regimental rank of Major. He returned to India in 
December 1860 and rejoined the 71®* at Morar, Gwalior, 
whence he soon afterwards marched with the corps to 
Sialkot. He was on leave at Murree when he died 
there on the 2“** November 1862. 

Logan, Thomas Bishop, Lieutenant {c, 1823— 
1850 ).— at Wazirahad, No, 746- A. — ^Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1840. Arrived in India in January 
1841, and soon afterwards proceeded to the .Upper 
Provinces and joined, at Fatehgarh, the N. I., 
to which, in anticipation of his arrival, he had beon 
posted on the of the same month. In the 
autumn of 1842 he marched with the regiment to join 
the Army of Reserve at Ferozepore, but on its airival 
at Kamal the corps was halted there, and afterwards 
ordered to Delhi, where it arrived early in April 1843. 
In the following November he accompanied the regiment 
to Ambala. Towards the end of October 1845 he 
proceeded to Mussoorie on sick leave for a year, but the 
regiment having, in consequence of the threatening 
aspect of afEairs in the Punjab, been halted at Fei'oae- 
pore on its way to Sindh, ho rejoined it in January 
1846, and was present with it at the Ixittle of Sobraon 
(Medal). On the conclusion of the campaign ho re- 
turned to Mussoorie, and on the expirat'on of his leave 
he rejoined the regiment at Pliillaur, v/honco he accom- 
panied ifc to Noomuoh, arriving there in Jinuary 1817. 
A few days later ho proceeded on leave to Eorubay, and 
in April 1847 he went homo on inriough. He returned 
to India in January 3850, rejoinca the roghnont at 
Agra, and marched Vvdth it to Sin-lkut, whoro ho arrived 
with it in April ; and at that place ho died on the 6*^ 
November following. 

Loudon, William Charles., Lmdenant (1861— 
1884 ). — Omve at Nowshcra , — Son of W. Loudon, 
Bsq.r., sometime Administrator-Geneml at Bombay, and 
afterwards of Queen Street, Edinburgh. Bom at 
Bomb^ on tho 23'^ October 1861. — Entered H* 
M.'s Service (from the Royal Mily. College) on the 
22*“* January 3881 as a Second Lieutenant in tho2»^ 
Battalion Foot, and, proceeding to India, ho joined 
that corps at Nowshera in the following April, In May 

1881 he accompanied tho battalion to Oherat, and on the 
July following he was promoted to tho rank of 

Lieutenant, the 14*^» Foot becoming tho West Yorkshire 
Begiment from tho same date. He returned to Now- 
ehera with the battalion in October, but he again pro- 
ceeded with it to Ohorat in May 1882, and remained 
with it theie until the autumn. On the 17*^ November 

1882 he was appointed an Offg. Wing Officer in the 
26*^ (Punjab) N, I., on probation for the Bengal Staff 
Corp?, into which ho was subsequently admitted with 
effect from that date. Ho joined this regiment at 
Peshawar, and during the following year he officiated, 
for brief periods, both as Quarter-Master and as Adjut- 
ant, but his career soon afterwards came to an un- 
timely close, he having been drowned in the Kabul 
River on tho 20*-^ January 1884. 

Low, Irvine, Major (1841 — 1881)— (7rfl5^;e at Shnla^ 
No. 382. — ^The voungest son of General Sir John Low, 
(J.O.B., Q.0.S.L, Madras Army, of Olatto, Co. Fife, 
sometime Resident at Lucknow and afterwards Military 
Member of tho Council of tho Governor- General. Bora 
at Calcutta on the 27*^ December 1841. — Entered H. M/s 
Indian Military Forces, Bengal, in 1859, Arrived in 
India in February of the same year, and in the following 
month was ordered tm to Meerut to do duty with the 
2^ European Light Cavalry. Before ho could join that 


regiment, however, he was posted, 29^^^ March, to the 
3^ European Light Cavalry, and proceeding onwards 
he joined that corps at Mian Mir. At the end of Sep- 
tember 1860 he was appointed to do duty with the 1®* 
Central India Horse, which he joined at (Joona. In the 
following November he was transferred to the rolls of 
the 5*11 European Light Cavalry, but he continued 
serving with the 1®* Central India Horse (at Goona, 
Agar and Mehidpur) for nearly four years, without a 
break except when he was temporarily employed, for a 
short time, in the spring of 1863, on special duty with 
the Begum of Bhopal. In Jannaiy 1864 he was ap- 
pointed Junior Squadron Officer of the 1®* Central India 
Horse, and, about the same time, was nominated to 
officiate as Senior Squadron Officer, but he left the re- 
giment in the following July on being selected (22^ 
June) for civil employ and appointed Assistant-Com- 
missioner of Unao, in Oudh. In May 1865 he went 
Lome on leave and was absent from India for nine months. 
On his return in March 1866 ho rejoined his appoint- 
ment at Unao, and he subsequently served as Asst. 
Commr. at Lucknow, Rae-Bareli, Partabgarh, and 
various other places, until July 1880, when he was ad- 
vanced to the grade of Depy. Commissioner and posted 
to Partabgarh. He was still holding the appointment of 
Depy. Commissioner of Partabgarh at the time of his 
death, which occurred while he was on leave at Simla, 
on the 26th June 1881. 

Kotu— M ajor Low married, at St. Andrew^s, Pifeshiro, on the 
29th hlovoirhor 1865, Janet Agnes Harriet, the only daughter of 
Sir William Liatou-Foulis, JSarl. (VIII), of Colinton and Kovclston. 

Lowther, William, Lieutenant (3815— 1844>.-. 
Qmve at Amhala^ No* 204. — Entered the Bengal Army 
in 1836. Arrived in India on the 1 July of the same 
year, atid a few days later was sent up to Allahabad to 
do duty with tho 65*^ N. I. In the following September 
he was posted to the 40**^ N. I., but that regiment being 
then in Arakan, he was permitted to remain with tho 
65*^ at Allahabad until his own corps should arrive at 
Din.c'ipore, to which station it had beon ordered. He 
joined tho 40*^^ accordingly at Dinapore in April 1837, 
and he continued serving with it there until April 
1839, when he was transLirrod, at his own request, to 
tho 41®* N. I., and joined tlic latter at Sikrol, Benares. 
In November 1840 he marched with the 41®* to Gorakh- 
pur, whence he accompanied the corps to Ambala in tho 
spring of 1844. He died at Ambala on the 9*^ Septem- 
ber 1844. 

Lucas, Davis, Asst-Rurgeon (1816 — — Orav 0 

at Fe^liawar : see No. 932. — ^Born in February 1816. 

Entered H.M.’s Service on the 20*^^ December 1839 as an 
As.sistant-Surgeon on the Hospital Staff, and was posted 
to Chatham. On the 27*^ August 1841 he exchanged to 
tho 68*^^ Foot ; joined the re^ment in Oanaii soon after- 
wards, and returned homo with it in June 1844. On tho 
12*^ July 1844 he was transferred to the 61® Foot, and 
joined it at Cork. He afterwards served with it for several 
months at Buttevant, and in July 1845 he embarked with 
it for Bengal. Landing at Calcutta in tho following Octo- 
ber, he soon afterwards proceeded with the regiment to the 
Upper Provinces, a\ad in February 1846 he arrived with 
it at Oawnpore. In the autumn he marched with the 
regiment for Ambala, arriving there towards tho end of 
November. In the following month he was appointed 
to do duty with the 14**^ Light Dragoons, at the same 
Station, and he continued attached to that regiment until 
February 1848, when he rejoined the Cl«* and with it 
marched to Jullundur. In tho autumn of the same 
year he served for sotjie time in tho field against inmir- 
gents in the Jullundur Doj^b, and ho subsequontly serv- 
ed with the regiment throughout the Punjab < -ampaiga 
of 18 48-49, including the passage of the Chenab, tie 
action of Sadulapur, the battles of Ohilianwala and 
Gui^erat, and the pursuit of the Sikhs and Afghans to 
Peshawar (Medal and two clasps). On the conclusion 
of the campaign (the regiment having boon retained at 
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PeshaTrar) He proceeded to Jnllundur and assumed 
medical oHarge of the depot, with which He rejoined the 
regiment at Peshawar at the end of the year. He con- 
tinned serving with the 61*^ until his death, which 
took place at Peshawar on the 25*^ October 1850. 

Lucas, John Owen, Oaptain (1814—1845 ). — Tablet 
at Ferozepore^ No, 442 — The second son of Lieutenant- 
Colonel Robert Lucas, of Raconnel, Co. Monaghan, 
formerly of the 6*^ West India Regiment and the York 
Rangers, who was a cadet of the family of Lucas (now 
Lucas-Scudamore) of Castle Shane, in the same county. 
Bom in 1814.— Entered H. M.’s Service on the 15th 
June 1830 as an Ensign in the 29*^ Poot. The regiment 
being then in the Mauritius, he joined the depot at 
Plymouth, whence he accompanied it to Ireland in the 
following November. In J une 1832 he embarked for 
the Mauritius, and in the succeeding November joined 
the head-quarters of the regiment at Mahebonrg in that 
island. On the 27th jtme 1834 he was promoted to the 
rank of Lieutenant. He continued serving in the 
Mauritius until December 1837, when he embarked 
with the regiment for England, and landing with it at 
Plymonth in March 1838, he afterwards served with it 
at Devonport and Bristol. On the J uly 1839 he was 
appointed Adjutant of the regiment, and he served with 
the corps in that capaoiiy at Weedon and Woolwich until 
March 1840, when he resigned the appointment, upon 
being nominated Superintending Officer of Recruiting at 
Kendal, and while serving at that place, on the 19^^ 
March 1841, he was promoted to the rank of Captain. 
In the spring of 1842 he rejoined the regiinont at 
Weedon on its arrival there from Ireland, and in 
April of the same year he embarked with it for 
Bengal. Landing at Calcutta in August, he moved 
with the regiment to Ghazipur before the end of the 
year, and towards the end of 1844 he marched with 
it to Meerut. In November 1845 he accompanied the 
regment to Kasauli, but the corps had scarcely taken 
up its quarters there when, in consequence of the out- 
break of the first Sikh War, it was ordered down again 
to join the Army of the Sutlej. Marching with the re- 
giment he joined the Army at Mndki on the 19^^ 
December, and having on the 13^^ of that month been 
^pointed Brigade-Major of the Third (Taylor’s) Brigade, 
Second Division, he forthwith took up the duties of the 
appointment. In this capacity, two days later, ho ac- 
companied the brigade into action at Eirozshahr, and in 
that sanguinary engagement he fell— 21st December 1845, 

Lumley, Sir James Rutherford, K.O.B., Maior- 
General (c,1778 — 1846).— Grave at Ferozepore^ No, 480 
Entered the Bengal Army in 1794. Arrived in India in 
Pebruary 1796, and was posted to the 2^ European 
Regiment, in Port William. In the following October 
he was removed to the D* Battalion 2^ N. I., then 
stationed at Berhampore, and he continued serving with 
that corps until September 1798, when he was traus*^ 
ferred to the 1 Battalion 15^** N. I., then in course of 
formation at Buxar. On a further re-arrangement of 
postings taking place in the following November, he was 
transferred permanentlv to the 8*^ Regiment of Native 
Infantry, and on the 26^^ January 1799 he was posted 
to the 1®* Battalion of that corps. In the course of the 
same year he accompanied the battalion to Oawnporo, 
whence in 1801 he proceeded with it to Ohandausi. 
Towards the end of 1802 he accompanied the battalion 
on service in the Junma Doab, in what was known at 
the time as the Mud War,'' and was present at the 
siege and capture of Sasni. On the fall of that place 
he was leffc toere in garrison with the battalion, and he 
remained there until September 1803, when on the 
outbreak of the Mahratfca War, the corps was calM 
into the field, and as paajt of the Avwf under the com- 
mand of General (afterwards Lard) Lake, he then took 
part in the operations carried on in the conntry to the 
l^th-west of Delhi, was present at the capture of 
Naomul, at Ihe storming of Kantlnd, and in various other 
wanps renting ij; th© ^xpuls^on of Sindhia's foroeii 


from those regions. In 1804, on the advance of Lake 
towards Jaipur, he served with his battalion in the 
separate force under the command of Colonel Ball on 
the Shekhawat frontier, and after the termination of the 
campaign he remained with the battalion on the Rewari 
frontier, where he continued with it until the advance 
of Holkar, following up the disastrous retreat of Colonel 
Monsou's detachment, necessitated its following back on 
Muttra. With the force got together there for the 
purpose of opposing the further progress of Holkar he 
afterwards moved to Agi*a, whence lie subsequently ac- 
companied the battalion in Lake’s movement to the noi*th 
and was present at the relief of Delhi, the siege of which 
Holkar was compelled to raise. On the Army being 
divided after the relief of Delhi, he accompanied the 
battalion in the westward movement under Major- 
General Fraser and was present with it in the battle of 
Dig on the 13**^ November 1804, and subsequently, on 
Lake rejoining, after chasing Holkar out of the Doab, he 
took part in the siege and storming of Dig, on which last 
occasion, 23'^ December, he sncooeded to the command 
of the battalion on ColouelBall falling severely wounded. 
He subsequently comma adod the battalion thro a ghout the 
siege of Bliaratpur, leading it into acLion in i vvo of the 
desperate assaults on the forh-ess (9**^ January and 20*1^ 
February 1805), in the second of which the column which 
inoludcd the battalion carried, after a severe contest, one 
of the liostllo redoubts, follow<d ilio enemy up to the 
very gat^s of Bhai*atpur, and cajjturod and brought ofi 
eleven pieces of cannon. After tliti siege ho accompanied 
the Army in the movomont to tlic Charubal, and on the 
termination of tlio oami)aign, ho proceeded with it to 
Fatehpur Sikri, where tl*.e corps was statioruHl until the 
cud of the rainy season. On a renewal of the operations 
in the autumn "of 1805, he accompanied the battalion 
into the field in a subsidiary force employed on the Delhi 
and Roivari frontier, wliilo Lake was chasing Holkar into 
the Punjab, and on the tonnination of tlio war, in the 
early months of 1806, ho proceochHl with the battalion to 
Rewari, at which place and at Delhi, alternately, he con-* 
tinned serving until it until the close of tho succeeding 
year. In Docombor 1807, in coirmianti of tho battalion, 
hemarobr'd with it to Mainpuri, aiTiving there on tho 
January 1808. At the cud of that y(‘ai' ho proooadod with 
the bat/alion to Barrackporo, and ho was sewing with it 
tboro when, in August, 1810, lio was appointed to the 
command of the 2'* natialion oC Bengal Volunteers, 
formed for service against tlie hVonch possessions in the 
Indian Ocoian. Embarking at Barrackporo on tho 2*^ 
September, he accom])a7iiod tho ox]>eilition to iho Isle 
of Franco (Mauritius), and wn.s proMonfe afc tlio landing 
in the bay of Mapon,ontho 20*’*' Novoinl)or,andin all tho 
subsequent operations until tho comploio coruiuest of the 
island was effected in the succeeding month. He con- 
tinued serving in tho island, with Itis katialion, until tlie 
summer of the following year, when the corps was sent 
back to Bengal, and he eventually landed witix it at Bar- 
raokpore in October 1811. At that station ho continued 
serving with it for more than nine months, and ho com- 
manded the two battalions of Voluntoors in brigade on 
the ofjcasion of tho review and inspection by the 
Commandcr-in-Ohief (Sir fioorgo Nugent) on the 
May 1812. On the Volunteer batbiKons boing dis- 
banded at tho end of the following July he was punted 
leave for eight months, and his promotion to tho rank 
of Major having boon notified during this period, 1 h‘ was 
posted, in February 1813, to tho 2”’^ Battolion N* T., 
which, on tlio expiration of his leave in Marrh, he 
joined at Berhampoi*o. On the 1** May following, 
however, ho was re-trausf<rred to the Battalion 8^**, 
and having joined that corps at Dinopore in July, he, 
towards the end of the year, marched with it to Bouares. 
At that stotion he continued serving with tho battalion 
untilthe autumn of 1814, when, on tho outlnreafc of the 
Nepal War, he accompanied it on eervioo in the foroo 
unaer the command ox Majjor-General Harley, and ho 
thereafter commanded it throughout the camimign of 
1814-15 on the Saran froutier# On the tomination of tho 
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campaign lie was posted with the corps at Ramnasrar, 
in the Saran district, hut the war with the Gurkhas 
having been renewed towards the end of 1815, he was 
again called into the field with his battalion, and in the 
Second (Nicors) Brigade of the Army under the com- 
mand of Sir David Oohterlony, he served, 1815-16, 
throughout the final campaign of the war, though, 
unfortunately, his brigade never came into actual 
conflict with the enemy, and he himself, when the 
general advance took place in February 1816, was left 
in command of his own and another battalion, at the 
post of Ekor, for the purpose of maintaining the com- 
mnnications. On the termination of the war he re- 
turned with the battalion to Ramnagar, whence, shortly 
afterwards, he moved with it to Partabgarh, in Oudh, 
of which station he was in command while the corps 
remained there. On his promotion to the rank of 
Lientenant-Oolonel being notified, be was re-posted, 
March 1817 to the 1®* Battalion 8*^ N. I., in com- 
mand of which, in the following October, he pined the 
Grand Army under Lord Moira, and thereafter, in the 
Sor'ond Brigade, Centre Division, served throughout 
tlxe Mahratta-Pindari Campaign of 1817-18. On the 
conclusion of Lord Moira’s campaign and the breaking 
up of the Centre Division, February 1818, he accom- 
panied the battaiioii to Cawnporc, and he served with 
it there until the following November, when he pro- 
cf*5ded on leave to the Presidency. In January 1819, 
wiiilo still on leave, he was transferred from the 1**^ 
Battalion 8*^^ N, I., to the Bengal European Regiment, 
and in the following June, on the expiration of his 
leave, he was appointed Offg. Town and Fort Major, 
Fort William, a post which he retained fot rather more 
than two months. At the end of August 1819 he was 
nominated Commandant of the fortress of Aairgsrh, 
W'ith effect from the 3^ July preceding, but having been 
allowed, to remain at Calcutta on leave until the end of 
the sacceodiug November, he did not join his appoint- 
ment until January 1820. In that month ho was 
transferred from the Bengal Biiropoan Regiment to the 
2«i<i Battalion 10^^ N, I., which was then garrisoning 
the fortress, and on that corps leing relieved by the 
Battalion 28^^' N. I., he was transferred to the latter 
in Juno 1821. He continued in command of the for- 
tress of Asirgarh until October 1821, when he was 
appointed to the command of the Neemuch Field Force, 
afterwards styled the Meywar Field Force, which he 
held for more than eleven years, On the reorganisation 
of the Army taking place in May 1824 he was promoted 
to the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel Commandant, and on 
the of the succeeding month he was posted to the 
62ad N. I. In June 1826 he was granted the rank of 
Brigadier for so long as he should remain in command 
cf Sie Meywar Field Force. On attaining the vmk of 
Colonel in June 1829 he remained posted to the N. 
I, 30[e continued in command oi the Meywar Field 
Force until the end of December 1832, when he was 
^pointed Commissary- General, and proceeding to 
Oalcutta, he assmned the duties of that appointment in 
January 1833. But he did not remain long in that 
position, for on the 28^1^ November following he was 
appointed Adjutant-General of the Army, a post which 
he continued holding, with great benefit to the service, 
to the very end of his career, a period of upwards of 
twelve years. On the January 1837 he was pro- 
moted to the rank of Major-General, and on the July 
following he was transferred from the Colonelcy of the 
g2«dto that of the 9^*^ N. I., the corps (late 1®^ Battalion 
N. I.) with which he had served with so much dis- 
tinction in the early part of his career; In March 
1841, in view of possible exigencies arising out of the 
unsettled state of affairs at Lahore, he, having been 
epeoially soleoted for the duty, was ordered to proceed to 
Kamal and organise for immediate service, if necessarj, 
a considerable loroo which had been made available on 
the North- West Frontier, and to assume command <rf 
that force should it be called into the field, and he was 
farther empowered to draw up towards the frontier 


such troops as he might require from any cantonments 
within one month’s march of Karnal, an extensive 
commission which practically placed him in command 
of troops stationed as far off as Agra, Cawnpore and 
Luclcuow. In this position, the anticipated trouble with 
the Sikhs not having occurred, he remained until Nov- 
ember 1841, when, on the occasion of the outbreak at 
Kabul, he was nominated to the command of the re- 
lieving force to be despatched to Afghanistan, but being 
in bad health at the time, he was obliged to forego the 
opportunity, and Major-General Pollock was then ap- 
pointed to the command instead. He shortly after- 
wards resumed the duties of his appointment as Adjutant- 
General, and in that capacity was present with Army 
Head-Quarters in the Army of Reserve at Ferozepore 
in the winter of 1842-43, and in the Gwalior Campaign 
in 1843*44, including the battle of Maharajpur, for 
which he received the bronze star and was created a 
Knight Commander of the Order of the Bath. On the 
outbreak of the first Sikh War he accompanied the 
Army of the Sutlej into the field, but failing health 
prevented his taking any active share in the operations 
oE the campaign, and an unfortunate blunder perpetrat- 
ed by a near relation (an officer on the Staff) in tbiO 
battle of Firozesbahr, — a blunder which might have h'- 
volved the defeat of the British Army, — aggravated hipi 
illness to such a degree that he was compelled to resign 
his high appointment, fiis resignation was accepted on 
the 28''^ February 18li6, and on the same day the Com- 
mander-in-Chief published in Genei'a! Orders a high 
oulogium on his distinguished sorflces, expressing his 
deep regret that “failing health and strength had de- 
nied to him, whose military fame and reputation were 
won at Deig, Bhurtpore and the Mauritius, the pai*tiug 
gratification of sharing the dangers and exertions of 
Moodkoe, Ferozoshah and Sobraon.^^ The day after 
this General Order was promulgated at Lahore, and 
before ho had even seen it, ho expired at Ferozepore,-— 
March 1846.

Lumsden, Sir Harry Burnett, 

TAeuteiiant- General (1821 — 1896 ). — Tablet at MarAm^ 
No 1019. — The eldest son of Colonel Thomas Lumsden, 
C.B., Bengal Artillery, a cadet of the Lumsdens of 
Pitcaplo and Belhelvio, Co. Aberdeen, by Hay, daughter 
of John Burnett, l^lsqr., of Elrlck, in the same county. 
Born on board the H. B, I. O’.s Ship Rose in the Bay 
of Bengal on the 12*^'^ November 1821.— Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1838. Arrived in India in July of 
the same year, and was sent up to Fatohgtvrh (where 
his father was then serving as Agent for Gun-Carriages) 
to do duty with the N. I. At the end of the 
following September he was posted to the 18ft N. I., then 
stationed at Benares, but before he could join this 
corps, he was removed, October, to the 19*^ N. I., 
then en route from Cuttack to Dinapore; this corps, 
too, ho never joined, and early in December 1838 he 
was transferred, at his own request, to the 59*^ K I. 
Having joiaed this regiment at Moradabad, he marched 
with it, at the end of 1839, to Ludhiana, where he 
served with it for nearly two years. In December 1841 
ho was appointed acting Interpreter and Quarter- 
Master to the 33^ N. I., and having joined that regi- 
ment at Ferozepore, he shortly afterwards accompanied 
it on service to Afghanistan in the force under the 
command of Major-General Pollock, with which he 
took part in the forcing of the Khaibar Pass, the 
advance to Jalalabad, the operations against the Shin- 
waris at Mazina, the actions of Tezin and Haft Kotal, 
the re-occupation of Kabul, and, finally, the action at 
Jagdalals: during the withdrawal of the Army from Kabul 
to Peshawar (Medal). On returning from Afghanistan 
he accompanied the 83^ N. L to Bareilly, arriving there 
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early in Marcli 1843, but towards tbe end of the same 
moniEh he was appointed acting Interpreter and Quarter- 
Master to the 64*"^ N. I., and having joined that regi- 
ment at Ludhiana, he continued serving with it there 
until the following September, when he was appointed 
acting Interpreter and Quarter- Master to the 42^^*^ IT* I*y 
which he joined at Mainpuri, and there in the following 
November he was appointed acting Station Staff Officer 
in addition to his other duties. In July 1844 he vacated 

his acting appointment in the 42«dN. L, and having 
in the following month rejoined his own regiment, 
the at Neemnch, he was appointed, in December, to 
officiate as Interpreter and Quarter-Master to it. In 
the spring of 1845 he accompanied the regiment to 
Meerut, and soon after his arrival^ there, in March, he 
was made permanent in the appointment of Interpreter 
and Quarter-Master. On the outbreak of the first Sikh 
War in December 1845 he accompanied the regiment 
to the front, and having joined the Army of the Sutlej 
in January 1846, he was present in the battle of Sob- 
raon on the 10^^^ February, in which great action his 
regiment eminently distinguished itself, and he was 
himself severely wounded in the foot (Medal). On the 
termination of the war he accompanied the regiment 
to Hoshiarpnr, where he amved with it towards the 
end of March 1846, and on the 15^^ of the succeeding 
month he was appointed, temporarily, an Extra. As- 
sistant to the Governor-General’s Agent on the North- 
West frontier. In this appointment the first duty on 
which he was employed was the collection of supplies 
and the constructioi^of a road for tlic advance of the 
force sent against Kot Kangra, and he was ^iresont at 
the surrender of that place in May JS 1^6. Ho was after- 
wards employed at Ludliiann., at Julhindur and at 
Lahore, and in the autumn of 1810 he nvroininr.H'd Shr 
Henry Lawrence to Kashmir on tho occasion of the 
suppression of the revolt of the Governor of that 
Province, Shaikh Imam-u-din, Returning thence in 
November, he was sent in command of a Sikh brigade <‘f 
3,500 men on what was expected to be a quiet prome- 
nade through the district of Hazara, but which eventu- 
ally developed into a three months’ campaign against 
the Kaghan and other tinbosmen, in the course of which 
ho twice defeated tho onomy, first, on tlie Dubh range 
of hills in December 1846, and afterwards at Ealalvot 
in Janua^ 1817. In the meantime, on tho 14^^' Do- 
cember lo46, on the raising and formation of tho Corps 
of Guides being ordered, he had been nominated to tho 
post of Commandant, to which on tho 26*-^ of tho same 
month was added the appointment of Assistant to the 
Resident at Lahore, in political charge of the district of 
Xusafzai. Accordingly, on his return from tho settle- 
ment of affairs in Hazara, in February 1847, he proceed- 
ed to Peshawar, and there immediately put in hand 
the business of raising and organising this now 
celebrated corps, but it had not yet been completed 
up to tho required strength (one risala of cavalry 
and two companies of infantry) when, in conse- 
quence of outbreaks on tbe Xusafzai border, ho was 
called into tho field, and before tho end of the year 
ho was, in command of detachments of tho Ooi*ps, 
twice in action with bodies of recalcitrant i ^’ibos** 
men, — ^first, in July 1847, in the surpriso of the 
Khudu-Khol village of Moghdarra, and again, in 
the following Ooh)ber, in the capture and destruction 
of tho Swaii villages of Babuzai and Palli. In the 
spring of 1848 he moved with the Guidos to 
Lahore, where he was employed on special duty in 
connection with the nm-avolling of tho conspiracy 
of Sardar Kanh Singli and ilio Maharani Jhanda 
Kanr for the seduction of tho native troops of the 
Army, of Occupation, preparatory to an effort 
being mado to ovettura. British autlioi-Ity, and it 
was by him personally that tho lioads of the 
conspiracy were amsted and brought to punishment, 
Kanh Singh being hanged and the Maharani ideported 
from the Punjab. In July 1848, with the Cavalry 
of the Corps, he proceeded on service to Multan, 


and, attached to tho irregalaj? forces under Lieutenant 
(afterwards Sir Herbert) Edwardes, be rendered 
much useful service during the short time he was 
with the Army employed in the first siege of the 
fortress. In October 1848, — ^the siege of Multan 
having been raised in the preceding month, — ^he 
was recalled to Lahore with his troop of Guides 
Cavalry, and he was for some time employed on 
various desultory services in the country around 
that place, including the reduction of the fort of 
Jabba and the pursuit and dispersal of bands of 
insurgents. Towards the end of December he 
was ordered to join the hoad-quarters of tl»e Army 
in the field, and was on his way to Ramnagar 
when he received intelligence of the advance of a 
body of insurgents under one Ganda Singh, who 
was endeavouring to make his way into the Jullandur 
Doab, and having been joined by the Guides 
Infantry, ho immediately moved against these 
rebels, attacked them at Katora on tho 3^ January 
1849, and annihilated the entire band. He shortly 
afterwards joined the field force under the command 
of Brigadier Wheeler, and on the 16^^ January 
took part with the corps in the defeat of the 
rebel Ram Singh on the heights of Dalla. He 
then proceeded and, after frustrating an attempt 
mado by a part of the main Sikh Army to cross 
tho Chenab at Wazirabad and so work round Lord 
Gough’s right flank, he joined tho hcad-quarttsrs of 
ilie Army and was prG.soni with tho Guidos in tho 
docinivo battle of Oujorat and in tho Bubso(|Uont 
pursuit of tlio routed ouoiny to Poshawar (JMcilal 
and two clasps). On tho termination of tho war 
ho was 3 'Otaiiiod at Poshav/ar witli tho corps. 
Aliout this time, March IS tii), the ofii (!0 of .U(\sidcnt 
at Lahore having ceased to exist in oonsoqiivnco 
of tho anno-xation of tho Punjab, his appoiniTsiout 
as Assistant to that functionary terminatod Jikowiao ; 
but under tho now arrangements tlioti mado ho 
appears (tho matter is somewhat obsouj'o, no direct 
or definite order on tlio subject being ti'acoable) to 
have boon appoiuied an Asst. CommiBsioner and 
Political Assistant in Xusafzai, his fuactiouH as such 
being exercised cor.ourrontly with tho command of 
tho Corps of Guidos. In December 18 tS), in com- 
mand of tlio Guidos (the strongtli of which had 
now boon raised to ihreo troops of cavalry and 
six companies of infantry), ho^ sexwod in tto 
operations against tho i*ccaloitrant villages of indopou* 
flout Baizai, and was present at tho capture and 
desti'uctionof SanghaOjPali, Zmauandai and Whorkhana 
(India Modal and claKp), and in February 1850, 
in command of a detachment of the corps, ho 
took part in tho expedition through tho Kohat Pass 
under Sir Charles Napier. From May 1850 to tho 
end of the succeeding year ho officiated, iniwliiition 
to his other dutic^s, as Dopy. OommisBioner in 
charge of tho I’(‘shawai’ District, and during this 

S orioil ho was engaged in the oporations of Octobf^, 
iovenfd)or and l)o(?omhor 1861 against tho Mohmands 
in tho vicinity of Matta, taking part in numerous 
skirmishes with the onomy, and in tho dcHtruotion 
of tho Dabh villages, tho people of which had 
boon prominent in predatory raids into Britlsli teiTitoiy* 
For his scrviccB in those and previous operations, 
and as Offg. Do}iip. CoTumissioucr of Peshawar, he 
at this time received an expre8Hi<m of tho thanks 
of thfJ Govt, of India, couched in twinns of the 
highest culogiuni, tho (rovornor-Ooneral, Lord 
Dtilhotisie, recording his opinion that a braver or 
a bfttto soldier never drew a sword.** In March 
1862 he was cmploycil, in his civil capacity of 
Asst. Commr. and X^oliiical Assistant, with a fores 
operating against the Ranisais, and in the following 
April and May he commanded the Guidos in tho 
expedition against the Uixnan Khels, taking part ba 
%e capture and destruction of Kawadan andlPmnjpoii* 
This expedition had scarcely ended when it 



necessary to renew operations against tlie Ranizais, 
and in May 1852, in command of tlie G-aides, lie 
served in the second expedition against that clan, 
including the sharp action at Skakot and the de- 
straction of that and other strongholds. He continued 
in command until October 1852, when he proceeded 
on leave to Calcutta, whence he went home on 
furlough in January 1853, vacating the appointment 
of Commandant of the Corps of Guides. During 
his absence from India he attained the reglmentil 
rank of Captain, and was, on the day following, 
the 6*^ February 1854, promoted to the rank of 
Major by brevet, in special recognition of his services 
in the field during the Punjab Campaign and on 
the N.-W. Frontier. He retnrned to India in 
November 1855, and on the 3^ January 1856 he 
was re-appointed Commandant of the Guides. Ho 
rejoined the corps at Mardan, and continued in 
command until the end of January 1857, when 
his services were placed at the disposal of tlie Foreign 
Dept. On the 4*^'^ of the succeeding month the 
Foreign Dept, placed his services at the disposal 
of the Chief Commissioner of the Punjab, and ho 
was then placed on special duty to proceed to 
Kandahar as Chief of a Mission, the object of which 
was to see that the provisions of the treaty recently 
entered into with tho -Amir Dost Muhammad Khan 
were duly carried out. He set out on this missiou 
on tho 13**^ March, and, proceeding by way of tho 
Kuram Valley, the Shutargardau, Gliazni and 
Kalat-i-Qhilzai, arrived at Kandahar on the 25*^ 
April. He remained there for more than a year, a 
period of great anxiety and tension, owing to the 
mutiny of the Bengal -Aj*my and to the fanatical 
Afghan priesthood urging the Amir to take advantage 
of tho revolt to invade India on his own account. 
Jjeaving Kandahar in May 1858, he rejoined the 
Guides at Mardau towards the end of the succeeding 
month, and resumed the command of the cori)S. 
For his services in charge of the Mission he was 
advanced to the rank of Lientonent-Oolonel by brevet 
and was nominated a Companion of tho Order of 
the Bath in tho ‘ Civil Division. Continuing in 
command of the Guides, ho accompanied a detachment 
o-f the corps on the Kabul-Khel Waziri Expedition 
of 1859-GO, on return from which, in March 1860, 
ho was nominated to the temporary command of 
the Punjab IiTCgular Force, but the airangemont 
afterwards fell through, aud he remained in command 
of the Guidos, with whom he again went on service 
in April and May 18G0, on the occasion of the 
Mahsud-Waziri li^xpedltion. In this short campaign 
h) again greatly distinguished himself, having been 
in command of the force which so signally repulsed 
the Waziris at Palosin on the 23<i April, and of 
the left column of attack in the forcing of the 
BararaPass on the 4*^^ May, He returned with 
the Guides to Mardian in June 18G0; and shortly 
afterwards, in August, he was severely wounded by 
a fanatic, a Hindustani, who attempted to cut him 
down when he was attending the target practice 
of the oo^s. In February 1861 he wae admitted 
into the Bengal Staff Corps. He continued in. 
command of the Guides until March 18G2*, whezi 
he finally severed bia connection with the* corps 
ttpon being appointed Commandant of the Hyderabad 
Contiugent, with the temporary rank of Brigadier. 
In October IBOS^he was granted the rank of Brigadier* 
General while in command of the Hyderabad 
Contingent, and from January 1865 he was awarded 
a* good-service pension. In May 1865 he went 
home on furlough, and waa absent from rndxa ior 
eighteen months. On his return to India in November 
1866 he resumed the command of the- Hydeiabad 
Co-itingent, which he thereafter retained until the- 
etid of December 1868. He was, shortly afterwards, 
about to go home on leave, when he was , invited- 
by Lord Mayo- to< attend the Darbac about to be 


held at Ambala, March 1869, for the reception of 
the Amir Sher Ali of Kabul : he attended accord- 
0^ the breaking up of the assemblage 
in April 1869, he went home on furlough. He 
never afterwards returned to India. On the 24*^ May 
1873 he was nominated a Knight Commander of 
the Exalted Order of the Star of India, and on thh 
September 1875 he retired’ from the service, 
the honorary rank of Lieutenant-General being 
conferred upon him on the December following. 
He died at Belhelvie, Co. Aberdeen, of pneumonia^ 
on the 12^!^ August 1896,

. Lumsden, William. Henry, Lieutenant (1830— • 
1857 ). — Grave at Delhiy No. 99 ; tablet at Lelhi, No. 
162. — 'L‘he fifth son of Colonel Thomas Lumsden, 
C.B , of the Bengal Artillery, grandson of Harry 
Lumsden, Bsqr., of Belhelvie and Pitcaple, Co. 
Aberdeen, and younger brother of Lieutenant- 
General Sir Harry Barnett Jj'U^msden, K.O.S.I., C.B. 

( “ Lnmsden of the Guides ” ), and of General Sir’ 
Peter Stark Lumsden, G C.B., C.S.I., both of the 
Bengal Infantry. Born at Muttra on the 20**^ Novem- 
ber 1830.— ‘Entered the Bengal Army in 18 19- 
Arrived in India in March 1850, and was ordered, 
up to Benares to do duty with the 27*=^^ N. I., but 
having on the 14*^^ of the same month been posted* 
tO' the 68*^^ N. I., he went on and joined that regiment, 
at Meerut. Towards the end of the following year 
ho marched with the regiment to Oawnpore, and 
in the summer of 1852 he proceeded with it to 
Calcutta, and there embarked with it for Kyouk 
Phyoo in Arakan, arriving at that place on the- 
21^^ September, v/hilst the second Burmeso War 
was still in progress. Towartis the end of tho 
following December he was appointed to do duty 
with the Aralcan Bittalio-u, and was ordered to 
proceed to Naraghain and take command of the 
block-house there and of the detachment of tho 
battalion which garrisoned it : this command he 
held until the end of the war with Burma (India 
Medal and clasp). In September 1854 he was 
directed to rejoin the 08**^ , with which, owing to the 
paucity of officers, his services were needed’, and ho 
rejoined the corps accordingly at Kyouk Phyoo 
before the end of the month. In. February 1855 
he proceeded to Calcutta on duty, and was granted 
leave to remain there until the amval of his regiments 
from Arakan in March, but on* the of that 
month he was appointed acting Adjutant of ’the’ 

Punjab Infantry, and proceeding, to the Upper 
Provinces soon afterwards, he joined tliat regiment at 
Kohat in July. In August and September 1855- 
he seiTod with the corps in the expedition against* 
the Rubia Khel Orakzais, and was prominently 
engaged in the surprise and’ capture of the village 
of Sangar. In January 1856 he was appointed to 
officiate as Seoond-in-C'ommaod of the regiment,, 
and in the following March he was confirmed in the 
appointment of Adjutant, but he continued officiat- 
ing as Second-in-Command. until April, aud in May 
and June he again officiated' in the* same appointment.. 

In October 1856 he accompanied the regiment on 
•tiie expedition to- Miranzai, and took part in the- 
surprise and capture* of Torawari, and- during the 
t'wo succeeding months- he served with the corps 
in the expedition to the Kuram Valley. In January 
1857’’ he proceeded with tho regiment from Kiohat , 
to Bannu, and in the follo-wing, March he served 
with it in the* Bbzdar Expedition, taking part * in 
the forcing of the Khan Band defile; On tha-' 
conclusion of these operations he returned with the: 
corps to- Bannu, whence on the outbreak of tbe» 
M!utiny, in May,, he marched with' it for Jhelnan.;, 
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on til© way down, however, the destination of the 
regiment was altered to Lahore. !From that place, 
after a halt of a few days, it marched on the 
10*^ June for Jullundur, where it joined the Moveable 
Column under Brigadier- General Chamberlain. At 
Jullundur, however, orders were received^ for the 
regiment to proceed to Delhi, and he arrived there 
with it on the 2^ July, escorting ammunition from 
Fhillaur, treasure from I/udhiana, and a convoy 
of stores from Ambala. From that date he was 
actively engaged in the operations at and in the 
vicinity of Delhi, including the defeat of a Iwdy 
of rebels on the Grand Trunk Boadnear Badli-ki- 
Serai on the 4^^ Jiily, the repulse of the sorties 
of the 14*t and 23^ of the same month, and the engage- 
ments of the 1®* and 2^ August. On the 3^ Angust, 
consequent on the death of Lieutenant Travers (q v.) 
on the preceding day, he was appointed Second-in-Com- 
mand of the regiment. On the 12*=^ he took part 
in the expulsion of the enemy, after severe fighting, 
from their positions near Lucdow Castle and Metcalfe 
House, and his commanding officer, Major Coke, 
having been severely wonnded and disabled on this 
occasion, he was appointed acting Commandant of 
the regiment • the same day. On the 25*^ August^ 
in command of the regiment, he accompanied a 
column under General Nicholson, which was sent 
out for the purpose of driving ofE a strong force 
of rebels who had moved out from Delhi to intercept 
the siege-train coming down from Phillaur ; the 
enemy were encountered at Najafgarh, to the west 
of Delhi, and after a shaiy engagement totally 
routed and dispersed, but in the midst of the 
conflict Lientenant Lumsden’s career was brought to 
an untimely end, he having been shot dead while 
leading on his regiment against a body of the rebels 
who had taken up a position in the village of Nagli. 
Of him his commanding officer, the late Sir John 
Coke, has recorded that he was “ a ;^oung and most 
promising officer, who united in himself the rare 
qualities of the most undaunted courage and perfect 
coolness,” and that he was “the highest ornament 
of the regiment.” 

Lyle, Samuel James, Lieutenant (1828—1854) 
—Grave at Ferozejpore, No, 495.—- Entered H. M.’s 
Service on the 17^^ January 1851 as an Ensign in 
the, 70**^ Foot. AiTived in India in the summer of that 
y^ar, and Johaed the regiment at Oawnpore. On the 
January 1854 he was promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant. Early in 1854 he accompained the regi- 
ment to Ferozepore, arriving thereon the 22*^ February, 
aud he died at that place on the 7*^ September 
following. 

Lyons-Montgomery, Lambert Stewart, Pay* 

master (1820 — 1676). — Grave at Jmbala, — 

The second son of Hugh Lyons-Montgomery, Bsqr., 
of Belhavel, Co. Leitrim, and uncle to Sir Pierre 
Louis Napoleon Oavagnari, K.C.B, Bom in 1820.-- 
Entered H. M.'s Service on the 22^ June 1838 as an 
Ensign in the 80*^ Foot. He joined that regiment 
in New South Wales in the following year, and was 
promoted to the rank of Lieutenant on the 17*^' Januaiy 
1840, and to that of Captain on the 28**^ July 1843. 
He served with the regiment in the Australian colonies 
until the autumn of 1844, when he embarked with 
it for Bengal in the transport Briton i that vessel 
was, however, wrecked on the Lesser Andaman in 
November^ and he and others who escaped drowning were 
defined therefor fi%-one days, suffering severe hard- 
ships and privation!^ until rescuedl and conveyed to ’ 
Calcutta in the ship BUzabeih Ainsley in January 
1845. He soon afterwards proceeded to the Upper 
Ptoviuces and, with the regimen^ reached Agra in 
March ; and in the following November he accompanied 
the corps io tohala. On the outbreak of the first 
War in iDecexober 1845 he accompanied his 


regiment to the front and served with it throughout 
the Sutlej Campaign, including the battles of Mudki, 
Firozshahr and So&aon (Medal and two clasps). After 
the rout of the Sikhs at Sobraon he accompanied the 
regiment to Lahore, at which place it was stationed on 
the conclusion of peace. In the autumn of 1846 he 
went home on leave, and was absent from India until 
December 1848, when he returned in command of a 
large body of recruits ; with these he was detained in 
Fort William until the spring of the following year, 
and he did not rejoin his regiment, then at Dinapore, 
until April 1849. In November 1851 he was appointed 
Aide-de-Camp to Brigadier-General F. Young, com, 
manding the Dinapore Division, but he rejoined tig 
regiment in the following February on its being 
ordered to Fort William to embark for Burma on 
service. In March 1852 he accompanied the regiment 
on the expedition to Burma, and served with it there 
throughout the campaigns of 1852-53, including the 
capture of Martaban (slightly wounded), the opera- 
tions at Bangoon, the capture of the Shwedagon P^oda 
(with the storming party), and the capture of Promo 
(India Medal with clasp for Pegu). On the 17th Octo- 
ber 1852 he was promoted to ihe rank of Major, He 
continued serving with the regiment in Burma (latterly 
at Prome and Shwedaung) until November 1853 
when he returned with it to Calcutta, and in March 
1854 he embarked with it for England, airiving there 
in the following June. On the 15^*^ July 1854 he was 
promoted to the rank of Captain and Lieutenant-Colonel 
in the Scots Fusilier Guards, and having been posted 
to the 2<i Battalion he served with it (in London at 
Aldershot, and at Windsor) until the 13th August 
185S, when he retired from the service by the sale of 
his commission. On the ip^ August 1866 he re- 
entered the service as Paymaster of the 5^^ Di*agoon 
Guards ; he joined that regiment in Dublin, and 
served with it there and in other parts of the United 
Kingdom for more than three years-and-a-hdf. On 
the 27th April 1870 he was transferred, in the same 
capacity, to the 10^i» Hussars, which he joined at 
Brighton. In January 1873 he embarked with this 
regiment for India, and landing at Bombay in Pebmary 
he accompanied the corps to Muttra, whore he arrived 
on the 1st March. At that station, except for occasion- 
al temporary absences, he served with the regiment 
for the rest of his life. It was during a tempox'ary 
absence £i‘om the regiment that he died at Saharanpur 
on the 4th Juno 1876.

Macaulay, Percy John Frederick, Lieutenant 
(1867—1894). — Qravn at Lera Ismail Khan, No, 1081. — 
The eldest son of Colonel Charles Edward Macaulay, 
of the Bengal Staff Crops. Bom at Ambala on the 
Ist January 1867. — ^Entered H, M,’s Service (from the 
BoyalMily. Academy, Woolwich) on the 21 »^h j^iy 
1886 as a Lieutenant in the Boyal Engineers. Served 
at Chatham until September 1888, when he was posted 
to the Indian Establishment. He arrived in India 
towards the end of October 1888, and was attached io 
the Military Works Dept until Juno 1889, when he 
appointed an Asst. Engineer therein. He remained in 
this position until nearly the close of the year, when 
he was appointed an Asst. Engineer in the Pnblie 
Works Dept, with retrospective effect from the 14*^ 
April preceding, and during the next five years he vrae 
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employed succsessiyely on the Mogal Serai Railway 
Survey, the Zhob Valley Survey, the Mushkaf-Bolan 
State Railway, and the Delhi-Minchinabad Railway 
Survey. In March 1894! he was appointed to the Survey 
Department as an Asst. Superintendent, and during 
the succeeding seven months he was attached to the 
party at Quetta. In October 1894 he was appointed 
to the Waziristan- Afghan Boundary Oommission^ with 
which, towards the end of the month, he proceeded to 
Wana, and there on the morning of the November 
he fell in the attack made by the Waziris on the camp 
of the Commission, near the Inzar Kotal. 

McBarnet, George Gordon, Captain (1823— 
1857). — Grave and tablet at Belhi^ Nos. 116 and 162.— 
Bom. in Scotland in 1823. — ^Entered the Bengal Army 
in 1840. Arrived in India in March 1841, and on the 
1®^ of the succeeding month was posted to the 56*^ 

N. I. He joined that regiment at Nasirabad, and 
'early in 1842 marched with it to Ferozepore, where 
at the end of the same year he served with it in the 
Army of Reserve. In the spring of 1843 he acconi- 
panied the regiment to Sukkur in Sindh, where his 
health broke down and he was obliged, in November, to 
proceed on leave to Mussoorie and Simla. On the expiry 
*of his leave in November 1844 he rqoined his regiment 
•at Meerut, and he served with it there until the middle 
of December 1846, when he marched with it from that 
place to join the Army of the Sutlej. At the end of 
the same month he was appointed Interpreter and 
Quarter-Master of the regiment. He served with the 
regiment in the Sutlej Campaign in January, February 
and part of March 1846, but had not the good fortune 
to be engaged in any of the great battles, and on the 
conclusion of the war he marched back to Meerut with 
the corps, arriving there in April 1846. In the follow- 
ing September he proceeded to Simla on sick leave, and 
thereafter he was continually on leave until February 
1848, when he was obliged to go home on furlough, 
vacating the appointment of Interpreter and Quarter- 
Master. He returned to India in January 1851, and 
'rejoined his regiment at Nowgong, in Bundelkhand. 

In November 1853 he was appointed acting Interpreter 
and Quarter Master of the nagiment, and in the winter 
of 1854-55 he marched with the corps to Multan. In 
September 1854 his services were placed at tlie disposal 
>of the Lieutenant-Governor of the N -W. Provinces^ by 
whom he was appointed an Extra Assistant Oommis- 
■sioner in the Saugor and^ Narbadda Temtories, but in 
the following month this appointment was cancelled 
at his own request, and he I’emained with his regi- 
ment, with which in the autumn of 1856 he marched 
to Nowshera. He was on leave in Kashmir when the 
Mutinies broke out, but he returned as soon as the in- 
telligence reached him, and his own regiment having 
broken out in open mutiny and been destroyed or 
dispersed, he was afterwards sent down to join the 
force before Delhi, where, on arrival, he was appointed, 
l8t September 1857, to do duty with the Is* European 
Bengal Fusiliers, In the general assault on the 14*^ 
lof that month he was attached to the portion of the regi- 
ment detailed to form part of the column under Major 
Reid, which was destined to attack the fortified posi- 
tion of Kishanganj, and here he fell, shot dead whilst 
leading on his meu with the most distinguished 
gallantry. 

McCaskill, Sir John, K.E., Colonel, local 

Major* General in India (1780 — 1845). — Tablet at I 
Ferozepore, No. 441.— Entered H. M.'s Service on the 
March 1797, as an Ensign in the 53^ Foot. He 
j'oined that regiment at once in the West Indies, and 
served with it in Sir Ralph Abercromby’s expedition 
against the Island of Porto Rico, which, however, was 
abandoned after the failure of an attempt on the Castle 
of San Juan, in April 1797. On the 14«i May 1801 
he was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant. He went 
home with the 53* in 1802, and served for three years 
in ihe United Kingdom. In April 1805, with the 1«* • 


BaitaKon of the regiment, he sailed for Bengal in the 
ship Devonshire, one of the East India fleet, and on the 
6*^ August following took part in an action at sea, in 
the Indian Ocean, when the French Admiral Linois, 
with the Marengo, of seventy-four guns, and two other 
vessels of war, attacked the fleet and was repulsed. 
Having landed at Calcutta on the 11**^ September, he 
shortly afterwards acccompanied the battalion to Dina- 
pore, and on the 6^^ March 1806 he was promoted to 
the rank of Captain. He afterwards served with the 
battalion at various stations in the Upper Provinces, 
and in 1809-10, and again in 1812, acoompaned it into 
Bundelkhand on field service. In December 1813 he 
went home on leave, and was absent from India nntil 
1816, when he rejoined the 53* at Bangalore, in the 
Madras Presidency, whence at the end of the year he 
accompanied it to Triohinopoly. In June 1817 he 
marched with the flank companies of the regiment to 
Dharwar, and on arrival there joined the “ Madras Flank 
Battalion,’* with which corps he served in the field 
during the Mahratta War of 1817-18-19, taking part 
in the capture of Satara, Singarh, Wasota, and many 
other forts ; in the defeat of body of six thousand Mali- 
rattas under the walls of Sholapur on the May 
1818 ; and finally in the siege and reduction of that 
fortress. On the 12*1^ August 1819 he was promoted 
to the rank of Major by brevet. With the flank com- 
panies of the regiment he rejoined the 53* at Bangalore 
in November 1820, from which place, in the summer 
of 1822, he marched with the corps to Fort St. George. 
In March 1823 he embarked with the regiment for 
England, and arriving there in the following July, he 
served with it at Hilsea, Weedon and other places. On 
the 11*^ March 1824 he was promoted to tlie rank of 
Major regimentally, and on the 17*Ji February 1825 he 
was further advanced to that of Lieutenant- Colone], 
unattached, and placed on half -pay. On the 6**^ July 
1826 he exchanged into the 86*^ Foot, and from that 
corps, on tho 31®* of tho following month, into the 89*^. 
He joined this regiment at St. Thomas’ Mount, 
Madras, in the succeeding year, proceeded with it 
soon afterwards to Fort St. George, and in October 
1828 accompanied it to Triohinopoly. In 1830 he 
returned with the corps to St. Thomas’ Mount ,* ho 
afterwards proceeded with it to Fort St. George ; and 
in January 1831 he embarked with it for Englarul 
On arrival, in May, he proceeded with tiie 89**^ to 
Canterbury, and on the 9^^ October 1831 ho was placed 
on half-pay. On the 22* October 1833 ho was brought 
back on full pay as Lieutenant-Colonel of the 98*^^ Foot, 
with which ho served for about eighteen months in 
the Cape Colony, South Africa, On tho lO*!^ June 1835 
he exchanged from the 98*^ into the 0*^ Foot, and pi*o- 
ceedmg to Bengal, he joined that regiment at Chinaura 
in February 1836. In 1837 ho was appointed a Knight 
of the Hanoverian Guelphio Older. In October of the 
same year he was appointed a Brigadier on the estab- 
lishment, and in the following month he was posted to 
Meerut, of which station he took command early in 
the succeeding year. On the 28*^ J uno 1838 ho wiis 
promoted to the rank of Colonel by brevet, and from 
the same date he was afterwards granted the local rank 
of Major-General in the East Indies. He continued in 
command of the station of Meerut until Januaiy 18 iO, 
when he went on leave ; and he afterwards reverted lo 
11113 regiment, which he joined at Agra in the summer 
of the same year. In October 1840 he proceeded with 
the regiment to Meerut, and thence in December ^ 1841 
to Ferozepore, from which place he marched with it 
on the 4*^ January 1842 en roiUe to Peshawar for 
service in Afghanistan. On the following day, how- 
ever, he was appointed (with the rank of Bri- 
gadier) to the command of the First Infantry Brigade 
of the Force proceeding to Afghanistan under Genenil 
Pollock, and he remained in that position until the 
23* of Februaiy, when .he was appointed, as a Major- 
General, to the command of the Infantry Division 
(comprising four brigades) of General Pollock's 
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Army. With a part of this Division he served at the 
forcing of the Khaibar Pass and in the advance to 
3alalabad in April, and when a forward movement 
was made in the following August, he took part, in com- 
mand of the Second Division, in the actions of Mamu- 
Khel, Tezin and Haft Kotal, and in the re-occupation 
of Kabul ; and he commanded the force sent into the 
Kohistan of Kabul towards the end^ of Septembei*, 
which effected the capture and destruction of the town 
and fort of Istalif. He afterwards resumed the com- 
mand of the Second Division, and was present in 
several actions in the passes during the return march 
from Kabul to Peshawar. For his eminent services 
during these operations he received a medal and was 
created December 1842) a Knight Commander of 
the Order of the Bath. On the breaking up of the Army 
at Ferozepore in January 1843 he resumed command of 
his regiment and accompanied it to Siibathu, arriving 
there in April. In March 184 1 he moved with the corps 
to Kasauli, and in November 1845 he proceeded with 
it to Ambala, en route to Meerut ; but at Ambala his 
regiment was detained, on account of the threatening 
aspect of affairs in the Punjab, and within a fortnight 
it had to take the held. On the outbreak of the first 
Sikh War he was appointed (IS'*^ December 1845) to the 
command of the Third Division of Infantry of the 
Army of the Sutlej, and at the head of it he advanced, 
with the Army under Sir Hugh Gough, to meet the 
invading enemy ; in the very first engagement, how- 
— at Mudki on the 18^^ December, — ^tho career of 
this distinguished old soldier was brought to an end, 
he having been shot through tho chest and killed on 
the spot while gallantly loading on his Division to the 
attack.

Note II,— One of Sir .Tohn KcOaskiirs daughters, Anne, 
married at Moorut,onthe 28th IMfareh 1813, Lieutenant (afterwards 
fiir Henry Marion) Durand {q.v ), Bengal Engineers, by whom 
she was the mother of Sir Ilonry Mortimer Durand, late Ambas- 
sador at Madrid and Washington. Another daughter, Margaret, 
married, in 1846, Lient.-Col<mel (afterwards General Sir John 
Bloomfield) Gough, 84 Light Dragoons, and lies buried at Simla, 
where she died on tho 234 July 1849. (See No. 322.) 

MoCrae, John Morison, Ensign (1801— -1822). 
^Gtram at LudJiiana, No* 569.^1jutered the Bengal 
Army in 1819. Arrived in India in November 1820, 
and was sent up to Ghazipur to do duty with the 
Bengal European Regiment. In January 1821 he was 
posted to the 2d Battalion 17*^ N. I, at Saugor, but he 
continued doing duty with* the European Regiment 
nntil the following May, when he was ordered to pro- 
ceed; and join his own corps; the 2^ Battalion 17^^ 
having, however, been detached to Bhopalpur, in 
Malwa, the order was modified a few days later, and he 
was directed to join and do duty with the 1®* Battalion 

N. 1,, at Banda, until the termination of the i*ainy 
season. He eventually joined the 24' Battalion 17‘*» in 
the autumn, when it was moving up from Bhopalpur 
to Ludhiana, and he arrived with it at the latter 
station at tho end of Dccemberi ' He died at Ludhi- 
ana on the June 1822. 

Macdonald* The Hon^ble Archibald Ronald 
Armadale, Second-Lieutenant (1880— 1901).— 
at Bawal Pindi, No* 809; — ^The third son of the sixth 
Lord Macdonald, of Slate, Born on the 20^^ May 1880. — 
Bntei'ed B. M.'s Service (from the Royal Mily. College) 
^n the 21®* February 1900 as a Second-Lieutenant in 
the ft*k (Queen’s Royal) Lancers. Joined the regiment 
in South Africa soon afterwards, and served with it in 
various operations of the Boer War. He was killed in 
action at Krugersdorp, in the Transvaal, on the 12**^ 
April 1901. 

Macdonald*, Henry, Uapr (18S1--1873‘).— CJrare 
and tablet at Peshawar^ Noe. 976 and 985. — The second 
son. of Bonsdd Macdonald,, Esqr., o£ Sandside, Co.. 


Caithness, sometime Captain in the Royal Engineer g# 
grandson of the 1®* Lord Panmure ; and younger brother 
of Lieutenant- Colonel William Donald Macdonald, (g.v*)^ 
93^ Foot (The Sutherland Highlanders). Born at 
Sandside, Thurso, Co. Caithness, on the 3*^ December 
1831. — ^Entered the Bengal Army in 1849. Arrived in 
India in February 1850, and in the same month was 
sent up to Benares to do duty with the 27*^ N. I. lu 
the following June he was posted to the 19 *h n. I., 
which he joined at Budhi Pind, in the J ullundur Doab, 
in September. In the winter of 1852-53 he accom- 
panied the regiment to Cawnpore, whence he marched 
with it to Lucknow in April 1853. In the spring of 
1856 he proceeded with the I'egiment to Berhampore, at 
which place it mutinied in T’ebrnary 1857, in conse- 
quence of which it was marched down to Barrackpore 
and there disbanded at the end of the following month. 
At the end of August 1857 he was attached, as Inter- 
preter, to a detachment of the 5*h Foot, proceeding to« 
the Upper Provinces, and having, at Allahabad, in Sep- 
tember, been directed to continue acting in that capacity 
he served with it at the action of Maraiganj and at tho 
relief of Lucknow in the following November. Im- 
mediately on the completion of this operation, he was ap- 
pointed Interpreter to the 93*^ Highlanders, with which 
corps he served throughout the remainder of the cam- 
paign of 1857-58, including the relief of Cawnpore, the 
battle of Cawnpore, the pursuit of the Gwalior Contin- 
gent to Saraighat, the ro-oocupatiou of Bithur, the 
actions of Kali Naddi and Khudaganj, the i‘e-occupatiou 
of Fatehgarh, the actions of Shamshabad and Man, the 
siege and capture of Lucknow, the attack on tho fort of 
Ruiya, the action of Aliganj, the capture of vShahjahan- 
pur, and tho battle and capture of Bareilly (Medal and 
two clasps). Immediately after the event last men- 
tioned (May 1858) ho proceeded on leave to Simla and 
Mussoorie, resigning the appointment of Interpreter to 
the 93^^ . In the following J uly his services were placed 
at the disposal of the Government of the N.-W. Pro- 
vinces for employment in the Military Police, and he 
was then appointed Adjutant of Police in the Delira 
Dun district. In July 1859 he was appointed District 
Commandant of Police at Moradabad, but he held this 
appointment for loss than a year, and from May 1869 
to January 1862 he was doing only “ general duty ” at 
that station. From January to November 1862 ho waa 
attached to tho 104**^ Foot, and from November 1862 to 
May 1863 to the 90*^* Foot, both at Meerut ; and he then 
went home on furlough and was absent from India for 
five years. In September 1866 he was admitted inta* 
the Bengal Staff Corps. On his return to India he was 
attached, Juno 1868, to the 31®* (Punjab) N. I. at Am- 
bala, whence in the autumn of the same year he marchod 
up with that corps to Hazara, and was posted with it 
at Darband during the operations on the Black Moun- 
tain. On the conclusion of the Hazara Campaign he 
accompanied the regiment to Nowshera, where he con- 
tinued serving with it until January 1870, when, having 
attained the rank of Major, he was transferred to Pesh- 
awar for general duty. In March 1870 ho was ap- 
pointed Offg. Commandant of Port Michni, on tho 
Peshawar border, and he was made permanent in that 
post on the 1®* July following. He hold this appoint- 
ment until tho 22^ March 1873, when he fell a victim 
to Pathan fanaticism. On that day, when, 6trt>llittg 
with another officer on the banks of tho Kabul River, 
’about a mile- above- F<»*t Michni, he was fired upon by a 
gang of Mohmands, who had been lying in ambush ; 
having been shot through the thigh, he unfortunately 
fell, when the gang of miscreants swooped down on him 
and hacked him to death with their swords. It was- 
not until 1879 that the perpetrators of this dastardly 
murder were captured and hanged. 

Macdonald* Norman Alexander, Umcenant 
(1867— 1897).—- at Ferosa/jore, No. 450.— -A. 
younger son of Surgeon James Macdonald, M.D., of 
the Madras Medical Service. Bom on the 29**^ Deoe tn^^ 
her 18fr7.— Enteied H. lf**s Service en the Aaigast 
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1888 as a Second- Lieutenant in the 2^ Battalion, Royal 
Warwiok^re Regt. (the 6*^ Foot). Proceeded to India 
in the spring of 1889 and joined the battalion at Mul- 
tan. On the 19*^ July 1890 he was appointed an Offg. 
Wing Officer in the 15*^ (The Ludhiana Sikh) Regt. of 
Bengal Infantry, on probation for the Bengal StaflE 
Corps, into which he was afterwards admitted with 
efEect from that date. He joined the regiment at Fe- 
rozepore, and served with it there until April 1891, 
when he accompanied it on service to the North-West 
Frontier, and thereafter served with it throughout the 
second Mirauzai Expedition, including the operations 
ontheSamana Range (India Medal and clasp). On 
the conclusion of the operations, the regiment having 
been retained on the spot to garrison the Samana posts, 
he continued serving with it &ere until the end of Oc- 
tober 1891, when he was appointed a Wing Officer in 
the 14*^ (The Ferozepore Sikh) Regt. of Bengal Infantry, 
and joined that corps at Peshawar. In September 1892 
he was appointed an Offg. Wing Officer in the 5*^ 
Punjab Infantry, as a temporary measure, and having 
joined that regiment at Dera Ismail Khan, he pro- 
ceeded with it soon afterwards to join the Kajuri Kach 
Force. He rejoined the 14<^^ B. I. at Peshawar in June 
1893, and in January 1894 accompanied the regiment 
to Ferozepore, whence in the following April he went 
home on leave. He returned to India in April 1895 and 
rejoined his regiment in Waziristan, where it had been 
retained after the expedition of ihe preceding winter, 
and he was soon afterwards appointed 0%. Quarter- 
Master, but he retained this appointment only until the 
following November, when the head-quarters of the 
regiment returned to Ferozepore and he was left in 
Waziristan with two companies of the corps, retained 
temporarily at Sarwekai. With this detachment, to the 
command of which he afterwards succeeded, he remained 
in Waziristan until the summer of 1896, when ho re- 
joined the head-quarters of the regiment at Ferozepore. 
In December 1896 he was again appointed 0%. Quarter- 
Mastor of the regiment, and he continued officiating 
until the spring ot 1897, when he proceeded to British 
East Africa for special service with an expedition which 
had been sent, under the command of his brother, Major 
(now Major-General Sir J. R. L.) Macdonald, Royal 
Engineers, to explore the northern and eastern frontiers 
of the Bast Africa and Uganda Protectorates. He 
joined Major Macdonald in Bast Africa, but the business 
of the expedition was, at a very early stage, hampered 
and impeded by the mutiny of a body of Soudanese 
troops attached to it, and by the necessity which then 
arose of disposing of these rebels before any forward 
movement could be made. He fell in action while oper- 
ating against a portion of the mutineers who were 
holding out in Fort Labwa, in TTsoga,— lO^i^ December 
1897. 

Macdonald, Ranald Dugald Harcourt, Major 
(c. 1800 — 1848 ), — Grave at Lahore, No, 601. — Entered 
the Bengal Army in 1817. Arrived in India in Janu- 
ary 1819, and in the same month was ordered np to 
Muttra to do duty with the 4**» Native Cavalry. In 
Febmary 1819 he was regularly posted to that regi- 
ment, with which, towards the end of the year, he pro- 
^Beeded to Neemuch. In February 1820 he was pro- 
moted to the rank of Lieutenant in the 8*^ Light Ca- 
valry, and having joined that regiment at Partabgarh, 
in Ondh, he, towards the end of 1821, accompanied it 
to Nagpur. In March 1824 he was appointed to the 
command of the escort of the Envoy to the Court of 
Persia and proceeded to Bombay for the purpose of 
assuming charge, but the Mission to Persia having been 
countermanded in the following July, his services were 
replaced at the disposal of the Ooinmander-in-Chief in 
August, and in the succeeding month he rejoined his 
regiment at Nagpur. In January 1825 he was ap- 
pointed Adjutant of the regiment, with which shortly 
afterwards he marched to Kaita, in Bundelkhand. To^ 
wards the end of the year he accompanied the regiment 
on service in the Army under the command of Lord Com- 


ber mere, and was present with it at the siege and capture 
of Bharatpur in the winter of 1825-26* In February 

1826, shortly after the fall of Bharatpur, on the question 
of the despatch of a Mission to Persia being again taken 
into consideration, he was ordered to Bombay to assume 
command of the escort of the British Envoy, and proceed- 
ing then to Persia he continued attached to the British 
Embassy in that country for ten years. He returned to 
India in October 1836, and after an interval of three 
months* leave, he rejoined the regiment at Sultanpur, 
Benares, at the end of January 1837. In the spring of 
1839 he marched with the regiment to Oawnpore, 
whence towards the end of 1842 he accompanied it to 
Bundelkhand, and in the winter of 1 842-43 he served with 
the corps (part of the time in command) in the suppres- 
sion of the insurrectionary disturbances in that province ; 
in the coarse of the operations then undertaken he 
commanded the head quarters and two squadrons of 
the regiment in the action of Bagaura, on the 7th 
December 1842. He subsequently proceeded with the 
regiment to Nowgong, but towards the end of 1843 
he again accompauied the corps into the field, in the 
left wing of the Army of Gwalior, and was present 
with it at the battle of Pauiar (bronze star) . On the con- 
clusion of the Gwalior Campaign lie returned with the 
regiment to Nowgong, whence in the winter of 1844-45 
he marched with it to Ferozepore. In September 1845 
he was appointed Superintendent of the Remount Depot 
at Muttra, and having been detained thoro until January 
1846, he was unable to rejoin his regiment in time to take 
part with it in the Sutlej Oampaigu. Having rejoined at 
Ferozepore in that month, he remained with the regiment, 
and on the termination of the campaign he accompanied 
it to Kartarpur, arriving there in April 1816. In the 
following November he marched with the regiment to 
Ludhiana, whence in July 1848 he moved with it to 
Ferozepore, and in the succeeding October to Lahore- 
On the outbreak of the second Sikh war he accompanied 
his regiment into the field, but at the very opeuing of 
the campaign his health broke down, and on the 17^^ 
November he loft for Calcutta, preparatory to applying 
for leave to proceed to sea. He, however, did not live to 
get very far on his journey, and only fonr days later, — 
on the 21st November 1818, — he died at Anarkalli, 
Lahore.

Born at Sand- 
side, near Thurso, Co. Caithness, on the 15*^ September

at Aberdeen. From August to October 184S he was on 
duty with a guard of honour at Mar Castle, Braomar, 
during the residence there of H. M. Queen Victoria, 
In October 1848 he joined the regiment (recently re- 
turned from Canada) at Stirling Oastle, whence he ac- 
companied it to Edinburgh in April 1850.

Lieutenant (c. 1829 — ISbS), -^Tablet at Delhi, 148.-- 

Son of Lieutenant-Colonel George James Muat' M Dow- 
ell O.B., formerly of the H. M.’s 16*1^ Light Dra- 
goons.— Entered the Bengal Army in 1846. Arriv^ in 
India in June of the same year, and was appointed to' 
do duty with the Regiment of Kalat-i-Ghilzai, which 
he joined at Midnapore early in the following August. 
At the end of December 1846 he was posted to the 2^ 
Bengal European Regiment, joined at 

bathu, on its arrival from Jnllnndur, in March 
In October 1848 he accompanied the regimei^- to Fe- 
rozepore, and with it in the following month he joined 
the Army of the Punjab, and he subsequently served 
with it throuj^out the Punjab Campaign of 1848-4^, 
inolnding the action of Ramnagar, the passage of the 
Chenab, and the battles of Chilianwala and Gujerat 
(Medal and two clasps). In mareh 1849 he pi^eded 
on leave to the Presidency and in the following June he 
went home on fnrlongh.

McIntosh, Robert, Surgeon (1799—1847).— 
Grave at JDelhi^ No, 83. — ^Born on the 23^^ ^December 
1799. — 'Entered the Bengal Army, in its Medical De- 
partment, in 1824. Arrived in India in November 
1825, and was granted rank as an Assistant- Surgeon 
from the 6*^ June preceding. Soon after his arrival he 
was sent up to Meerut and appointed to do duty with 
the Artillery at that station, with which he remained 
until June 1826. He was then sent to Kamal to take 
medical charge, temporarily, of the 6*^ N. I., and he 
remained with that corps until the following November, 
when he was appointed Offg. Assistant Garrison Surgeon 
of Delhi. He was afterwards confirmed in that appoint- 
ment, and in September 1833 he was appointed Civil 
Surgeon of Delhi in addition. In August 1838 his 
services were replaced, temporarily, at the disposal of 
the Commander-in-Chief for' employment with the 
Army in the field, and at the end of the same month he 
was appointed to the medical charge of the 2*^ Company 
6*^ Battalion, Boot Artillery. With this company 
(to which Pew’s “ Camel Battery ” was attached) he 
marched to Ferozepore j thence accompanied the Army 
of the Indu.s on the expedition to Afghanistan ; and 
served with it throughout the campaign of 1838-39 in 
that country, including the capture of Ghazni (Medal) 
and the occupation of Kabul. In December 1839 he 
was promoted to the rank of Surgeon, and vacated his 
eivil and garrison appointments at Delhi. Ho soon 
afterwards returned to Hindustan, and in May 1840 was 
posted to the 64*^' N. I. at Delhi, with which corps, in 
the following November, he proceeded to Ferozepore, 
On arrival at that station the additional medical charge 
of a detachment of the 5*^ Light Cavalry was imposed 
upon him. In January 1841 he was transferred to the 
48^^ N. I. ; joined that regiment on its crossing the 
Sutlej on its return from Afghanistan ; and marched 
with it to Aligarh, At that station in April 1842 he 
received the additional medical charge of the 3-^<i Depot 
Battalion, which he continued holding until the* corps 
was broken up in the spring of 1843, Towards the 
end of 18 43 he accompanied the 48*-^^ N. I. to Ludhiana, 
at which station he also held the medical charge of the 
stafE from the beginning of February 1844. In April 
1845 ho proceeded on sick leave to the hills for a year: 
In the following December, while still on leave, he was 
transferred to the 42<^ N. I., and that regiment being 
then with the Army o£ the Sutlej, he proceeded and 
joined it, and was present with it at the battle of So- 
braon (Medal). He afterwards accompanied the Army 
to Lahore, at which place, at diSerent times during the 
year, he held the additional medical charge of the 
and of the 27^^^ N. I. With the 42^^ , and in medical 
charge, in addition, of detachments of artillery and 
irregular cavalry, he was on escort with the Governor- 
General during the succeeding winter, on the termina- 
tion of which duty he arrived with the corps at Delhi in* 
February 1847. In the following autumn, being in bad 
health, he obtained- six months’ leave to the Piposidency, 
preparatory to applying for furlough to Europe, but 
before the leave had even begun he died at Delhi on the 
Sis* October 1847. 

Maciver, James Robertson,. M,D, Assistant^ 
Surgeon (1843—1809 ). — Grave at Sialliot^ No. ^20;, tablet 
at Kohaty No, 1042.— The eldest son of Bvander 
Maolver, Bsqr., of Scowrie House, Oo. Sutherland. — 
Entered H. M.’s Service on the 31®* March 1865 as an 
Assistant-Surgeon in the Indian Medical Dept.,. Bengal* 
Arriredinlndiaon the'4*^ J’annary 1866; and on the 
18*^ of the same month was appointed to the medioal 
charge of the 4*^^ Punjab Infantry, which corps he 
joined’ at Dera Ismail Khan. From August to Novem- 
ber 1867 he held the temporary medical charge of the 

Punjpib Cavalry,, officiating concurrently as Civil 


Surgeoh of Dera Ismail Khan, He then rejoined the' 
4*^ Punjab Infantry, with which, in January 1869, he 
marched to Kohat, and towards the end of the succeed- 
ing month he served with the corps at the surprise and 
destruction of the Bizoti Drakzai village of Gara, In 
the summer and autumn of 1869 he held the temporary 
medical charge of No. 1 Light Field Battery, P. F. F., 
in addition to his other duties. He died at Kohat on 
the December 1869. 

Note. — ^This officer is buried at Sialkot, and in tbe inscription 
on his tombstone it is alleged that he died at that station. Ou the 
other hand, in the official repoii: of his death addressed to Army 
Head-Quarters and in the notification issued by the Govenin.eut 
of India in the Military Department under the llegiinoiital Debts 
Act, it is stated that he died at Kohat. 

MacKenzie, Harry Murray, Oaptain (1850— 
1889 ). — Grave at Nowshera . — Son of Captain (Brevet- 
Lientenant-Colonel) Murray Mackenzie (q. v.), Bengal 
Artillery. Bom at Hoshiarpur, Punjab, on the 2^^ 
April, 1850. — ^Entered H. M.’s Service (from the Royal 
Mily. College) on the 8*^ February 1870 as a Comet in 
the 21 Hussars, and having arrived in India in the 
following June, he joined that regiment at Lucknow. 
On the 8*^ October 1871 he was promoted to the rank 
of Lieutenant. On the August 1873 he was ap- 
pointed temporary Second Squadron Subaltern in the 
Bengal Cavalry, on probation for the Bengal Staff 
Corps, into which he was afterwards admitted with 
effect from that date. He joined the regiment at 
Rawal Pindi, and in the following October was appoint- 
ed Offg. Third Squadron Officer, a post which lie 
retained for about four months. In the winter of 
1873-74 ho aooompanied the regiment to Deoli, and in 
1875-76 he served for some months with a squadron de- 
tached to Jhansi. In September 1876 he was made jier- 
manent in the appointment of Second Squadron Subaltex'u 
and during that year he twice officiated as Adjutant, 
once as First Squadron Subaltern, and once as Thini 
Squadron Officer. Under the new organisation intro- 
duced in January 1877 he became a Squ.adron Officer, 
and during that year he again officiated twice as Ad- 
jutant and several times as a Squadron Commander, In 
the spring of 1878- he proceeded with the regiment it» 
Meerut, whence he shortly afterwards accompanioil it 
on service on the expedition to the Mediterranean. Tn 
August 1878 he was again appointed Offg. Adjutant. 
Returning from the MediteiTanean he proceeded with 
the regiment to Meerut in October 1878, and Ihero in 
the following January he was made permanent in the 
appointment of Adjutant : this sitnation lie lioJd until 
Ctetober 1880, and during , that and the two smccoodiug 
years ho ofliciatod many ti mes as a Squadron Command- 
er. At the end of 1881 he proceeded with tlie regiment 
to Peshawar, whence in March 1883 ho went home ou 
loavc. He reiurnod to India in October 1884, rejoinotl 
his regiment at Peshawar in the following Decoinber 
and was again appointed to officiate as a Squadron 
Commander. In that capacity, oarly in 1885, ho ac- 
companied the regiment (now co nstitutod a cnvprt of 
Lancers) on service to tbe Eastern Soudan, tKctreafter 
taking part with it in the operjitiona around Siialja, in- 
©lading the action of Hasheon (Medal and chsp and the 
Khedive^s Star). After the conclusion of the carxipalgn lie 
was retained at Suakin for many months in- oommaml 
of a squadron of the regiment, and during this period, 
in* September 1885, ho was appointed Third Squadron 
Commander permanently. Returning from Suakin witlx 
the squadron, he rejoined the regiment at Ambala in 
December' 1885, but he almost imtnodiatcly aftoiwards 
accompanied the corps to the Camp of Bxei'oiso at 
Delhi, where he served as Brigade-Major of a Cavalry 
Biigade until the cam^ was broken up. Ho r^yturned 
to Ambala witli his regiment towards the end of Janu- 
ary 1886; and in the following month he was advanc- 
ed to the position of Second Squadron Commander, 
In November 1887 ho served as Dopy, Asst. Adit, and* 
Qr. Mr.-Gonl. of the Cavalry Division at the Lawreno/w 
l^ore Camp of* Bisorciee, and from tho of the follov my 
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anoEtli to the end of May 1888 he was employed as 
Brigade-Major to the Inspector- General of Cavalry. He 
then rejoined the 9**^ Bengal Lancers at Ambala, and 
was appointed Offg, Second-in-Oommand of the regi- 
ment, with which in the autamn of the same year he 
marched to Nowshera. Towards the end of December 
1888 he was appointed to officiate as Commandant of 
the regiment, and he held that position until his death. 

He died at Nowshera on the 20th January 1889. 

Ma.okGnzi@5 James, Lieut.^Oolonel and BrBvet- 
Oolonel (1804--1859).-Gmi*e at Simla, Ji7b. 351. —The 
eldest son of EZincaid Mackenzie, Esqr., of Edinburgh. 
Bom in Edinburgh in 1804,— Entered the Bengal Army 
in 1820. Arrived in India in May 1821, and in the fol- 
lowing month was ordered up to Kaita, to do duty with 
the Light Cavalry. Before he could reach that 
place, however, he was posted to the 8^'^ Light Cavalry, 
and having joined that regiment at Partabgarh, in 
Oudh, he marched with it to Nagpur at the end of the 
same year. At the close of 1824 he accompanied the 
regiment to Kaita. In June 1825 he was appointed 
OfEg. Quarter-Master, and on the 14*^ of the succeeding 
month he became Interpreter and Quarter-Master to the 
regiment. Towards the end of the year he accompanied 
the corps on service, and in the winter of 1825-26 he 
served with it at the siege and capture of Bharatpur 
(Medal). On the 2^ February 1826 he was directed to 
officiate as Adjutant of the regiment, and on the 14<^ii of 
the same month he was made permanent in that ap- 
pointment. On the fall of Bharatpur the regiment was 
retained for some time at that place, but in March 1826 
he accompanied it to Karnal, acting during the move- 
ment as Staff Officer to a detachment composed of his 
own and another regiment of cavalry. In April 1828 
he proceeded on sick leave to the hills west of the 
Jumna, and he was absent from his regiment until De- 
cember 1829, when he rejoined it at Nasirabad. In the 
winter of 1831-32 he moved with the regiment to 
Oawnpore, In August 1834 he was again obliged to go 
away on sick leave, but it was only for a few months, 
and the regiment having in the meantime marched to 
Sultanpur, Benares, he rejoined it there in the follow- 
ing December. In August 1836 he proceeded on leave 
to the Presidency, whence he went home on furlough in 
the succeeding December. He returned to India in 
January 1839, and, after visiting Dhulia and Baroda on 
leave, he rejoined his regiment at Oawnpore in the fol- 
lowing June. In December 1889 he was ordered to 
take charge of the 1®* Begiment of Cavalry of the Oudh 
Auxiliary Force, and, having joined that regiment at 
Sultanpur, in Oudh, he was appointed Commandant of 
the corps in August 1840, and he was retained in that 
appointment when, in the following December, the 
status of the Oudh Auxiliary Force was altered and the 
regiment became the 6th Irregular Cavalry, In 
May 1841 he accompanied the regiment to Bareilly, 
and in April 1842 to Ambala ; and he afterwards served 
with it in the Army of Beserve at Ferozepore in the 
cold season of 1842-43. On the breaking up of this 
Army in January 1843 he accompanied the regiment to 
Hansi, whence he moved with it to Ludhiana in the 
autumn of the same year. In the spring of 1844 he 
proceeded with the regiment to Sindh, and served with 
ifc at Shikarpur and Khangarh, and in several affairs with 
the mountain and desert tribes,— the Dumkis, Blmgtis, 
Jakranis, and others,— and ho commanded (23wi August) 
in a brilliant action near Mubarikpur, for his conduct of 
which he received the special commendations of Sir 
Charles Napier. In September 1844, his health having 
broken down, he went on sick leave to Bombay, and he 
was away until the middle of November 1846, when he re- 
joined the regiment on the route from Ambala to Saugor. 
At the end of the succeeding month he was ordered to 
rejoin the 8*^ Light Cavalry, then forming part of the 
Army of the Sutlej : he rejoined accordingly in Janu- 
ary 1846 , but he was not eng^ed in any of the great 
engagements of the campaign. In April 1846 he returned 
ta BangoJp and resumed command of the 6*^ Irregular 


Cavalry, and he continued serving with it at that station 
until October 1848, when, on the 8th Light Ca^^alry be- 
ing detailed for service in the second Sikh war, he pro- 
ceeded to rejoin it. He rejoined the regiment beyond 
the Ohenab on the 7*^ December, and having succeeded to 
the command on the 1®* January following, he led the 
corps throughout the ensuing campaign, including the 
battles of Chilian wala and Gujerat (Medal and two 
clasps, and promoted to the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel 
by brevet). He rejoined the 6^^ Irregular Cavalry at 
Saugor in April 1849, and in the spring of 1850 be 
accompanied the corps to Sialkot. In January 1853 he 
proceeded on sick leave to Simla, and while there, at 
the end of the succeeding month, he resigned the ap- 
pointment of Commandant. On the expiration of his 
leave in November 1854 he rejoined the 8^^^ Light 
Cavalry at Mian Mir and assumed command, and 
having, on promotion to the regimental rank of Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel, been le-posted, April 1855, to that corps, he ' 
remained continuously in command until January 1856, 
when he proceeded on sick leave to Simla. He resumed 
command at the end of October, but in April 1857 he 
again went to Simla on sick leave, and while he was 
there the mutiny burst forth and his regiment was dis- 
armed and dismounted at Mian Mir. On the expiration 
of his leave in October 1857 he was appointed to com- 
mand the troops at Ferozepore with the rank of Bri- 
gadier, vice Brigadier P. Innes (g. v,), who was remov- 
ed. He continued in command at Ferozepore until 
April 1859, when he proceeded on leave to Simla, at 
which place ho died on the 15*^^^ August following. 

Noth. — Coloiiol (then Lieutenant) Mackenzie married, at Nasir- 
ahad, on the 6th September 1830, Napier Louisa, the youngest 
daughter of Mai'or Oonl. E. J T. .lohuHtone, C.B., Bougal Caval- 
ry. He was the father of Lioutouaut Napier K. J. Mackenzie 
to. tJ.). 

IVIacICBnzid, John, I/leutenant^Oolonel and Brevet^ 
Oolonel (1790 — 1866 ). — (have at Simla, No, 337.— 
Prior to entering the service of the Bast India Com- 
pany this officer held for some time a commission in a 
fanoible or a militia regiment in Scotland, but no 
details regarding this portion of his career are now 
obtainable. — He entered the Bengal Army in 1805 a..s 
a Cade! Cavalry, and having arrived in India in 
September 1806, he was sent in the usual course to the 
Cadet College at Barasat. Having already hold a 
commission in the Boyal Service he was not detained 
there long, and having been passed out on the Feb- 
ruary 1807, he was, on the same date, posted to the S'* 
Native Cavalry, then stationed at Muttra ; he was at 
the same time ordered to proceed to Ghazipur and do 
duty with the cavalry there, until the setting in of the 
rainy season should enable him to go on and join liis 
regiment. He joined the regiment at Muttra accord- 
ingly in the autumn, and in Januaiy 1808 accoTn- 
paniod it to Bundelkhand, where ho served with it for 
nearly two years, during which period ho was frequ- 
ently engaged in active operations against Oopal 
Singh and other insurgents and marauders, At tho 
end of 1809 ho marched with the regiment to Partab- 
garh, in Oudh, whence, in April 1810, ho proceeded 
on leave to the Presidency, and thence to soa, for the 
recovery of his health ; not having, however, derived 
sufficient benefit from the voyage, ho wont homo on 
furlough in February 1811, and was absent from India 
for nearly two years and-a-half. He returned to India 
in June 1813, and rejoined his regiment at Gurgaon, 
whence he proceeded with it on service in November, 
and took part in tho demonstration against tho Kao 
Rajah of Macheri (Alwar). On the Rao Riijah 
making his submission, he roturnod with the regiment 
to Gurgaon, where he continued serving with it until 
the end of 1814. He then marched with the corps to 
Meerut, where he served with it (in a brigade of cavalry 
specially formed there under the command of Sir 
William Keir) until the termination of the Gurkha 
War in May 1815. Returning then to Gurgaon, he 
served there until the end of 1816, when he marriied 
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'wil'h the regiment to Muttra, In Octo'ber IS 17 Le 
acconiptinied the regiment into the field in the Centre 
Division of the Grand Army, and thereafter served 
vrith it throughout the Mahratta-Pmdari*- Campajgn 
of 1817-18, including the alfair of Eampur and 
the brilliant action of Jawad. Being in bad health 
lie proceeded on leave to the Presidency in April 18 1-'*, 
and there on the expiration of his leave, in August, 
lie was directed to join and do duty with the Governor- 
General’s Body Guard ; and he continued attached to 
that corps until May 1819, when he was appointed a 
Sub-Assistant Superintendent in the Stud Department, 
and was posted to Buxar. In the autumn of 182 L he 
officiated for a shoit time as Port Adjutant at Buxar, 
in addition to his other duties. At the end of 1825 ' 
be became Second Assistant to the Super in tondent of 
the Stud, and remained posted to Buxar, at which 
station he continued serving until May 1829, when he 
was appointed Superintendent of the Stud in the N.- 
W. Provinces, with his station at liapa-i*. In January 
1834 he was transfeiTed to the appointnient of Super- 
intendent of bhe Stud in the Central Provinces, with 
his station at Karantadhx, and he (jontinuod in that 
situation until June 1843, when, having been in bad 
health and much on leave duriug the two ^ears ]>reced- 
ing, he vacated it, and his services were replaced at 
the disposal of the Commandcr-m Clnef. He had then 
been on leave at Musisoorie since the 16^^' February, 
and this leave was, from time to time, extended uj) io 
hiovembor 1845, when he proceeded on leave to the 
Cape. Returning to India in December 1847 he re- 
ioined the 3^ Light Cavalry at Muttra, and continued 
serving with it there for about a year. On his promo- 
tion to the rank of Lieutenant- Colonel being notified, 
he v'as poaiod, 1®^ Jaunary 1849, to the 9^^^ Light 
Cavalry, then stationed at Mhow, but on the 14th of 
the same month ho was again obliged to go on sick 
leave, and he eventually went home on furlough in 
Febi’uary 1850, without having ever joined his new 
regiment. On his return to India in April 1852 he 
was transfened from the to the 7^^ Light Cavalry, 
and proceeding to Peshawar, he joined the latter thei'o 
on the 21®* May, succeeding at the same time to the 
temporary command of the station, which he continued 
holding until the following month. In the winter of 
1852-53 he pi’oceeded, in command of the regiment, to 
Kartarpur, whence in December 1853 he inarched with 
it to Jullundur. In May 1855 he proceeded on leave 
to Simla, and while he was there, in the following 
October, he was transferred to the Light Cavalry. 
But he never joined this regiment, for, his leave having 
been extended for a year, he died at Simla on the 
May 1856. 

Noth. — ^TTp to the time of his denth this officer was erroneously 
stated, in Lepage^ s Armg Li^t^ to have served during tlie opera- 
tions of 1811-12 in Bnnclolkhand, including the siege and capture 
of Kalinjar, and afterwards in the campaign in Rowah. As a 
matter ot fact ha was at liome in Scotland during the period 
covered by the operations referred to. 

Mackenzie, Murray, Captain and Brevet-LieuU 

enant‘Colonel (1813—1857 ). — Grave at Simla, No, 343. 

Bom at Finchley, Middlesex, in 1813.-— Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1828 as a Cadet of Aiiillery. Arrived 
in India in May 1329, but being a supemumeraiy he 
remained unposted for nearly four years. ‘ In the 
meantime he did duty with the Artillery at Dum-DAm 
until January 1832, when he was ordered up to Meerut 
to do duty with the Horse Artillery there. On his way 
up in the following September he was ordered to join 
the 1«* Brigade, Horse Artillery, at Oawnpore, and 
accompany the head-quarters of that brigade to Meerut, 
and he arrived at that station accordingly in the suc- 
ceeding November. In February 1883 he was brought 
on the efiective strength of the Army, and in the 
f ollowmg month he was posted to the Company 2^ 
Battalion, Foot Artillery, which he joined at Karnal. 
In the following September he was transferred to the 
2*^ Troop Is* Brigade, Horse Artillery, with which he 


served at Meerut untH June 1835, when he was removed 
to the 4*^ Troop 1®* Brigade at the same station. In 
February 1836 he way transferred to the 4*^ Troop 
Brigade, and having joined it at Neemuoh, he 
accompanied it to Ludhiana in the winter of J 836-37. 
On promotion to the rank of First- Lieutenant, he was 
re-posted, December 1837, to tlie 4*^ Troop Brigade, 
■with which he continued serving at Ludhiana until 
Sejitember 1838, when he was ])OHted to the 2^ Troop 
2^ Brigade ; and having joined tliat troop at Meerut, 
he soon afterv^ards marched with it to Ferozeporo, and 
joined the Army of the Indus. Thereafter he accom- 
panied the troop on the expedition of JS88-.39 io Af- 
ghanistan, but soon after his arrival at Kandahar, in 
May 1839, ho was attached to the 4*^‘ Troop ilrigade, 
which he accompanied to Kabul in Septomlier, and to 
which he was formally transferred at the end of Oc- 
tober 1839. Shortly after reaching Kabul, being then 
in command of the troop, he was detached with it to 
the Bainiau Valley, the move incut involving the cross- 
ing of the Koli-i-Baba Range, 12,000 feet above sea- 
level, but all diiriciiltios were overcome, and ho tliore- 
afticr served throughout tho operations of lS:}9-40 in 
that part of tho country, including the iigliting at 
Saighau, the cajiture of several forts in the Fauhidi 
Valley, and the battle of Bamian, in wliich tho Amir 
Dost MuhaTnniad Khan mot with a signal overthrow. 
He returned to Kaliul with the troop in October 184o' 
and early in the following January, marcliod with it 
for Hindustan; and having arrived at Ferozeporo 
daring tho first days of February, ho soon aftcrwanls 
proceeded on leave to Bombay, whence ho went homo 
on furlough in April 1841. He returned to India in 
January 1841, and having in tho succeeding month 
been transferred to the 4*^ Troop 2*^*^ Brigade and 
appointed Adjutant and Qr.-Master to the Noemuch 
Division of Ax4illery, ho proocedod to that station* 
.whence, in tho spring of 18 15, ho marchod -with the 
iroo]> to Meerut. On the reorganisation of tho Artillery 
taking place in the following July, ho was transfonud 
to tho 1®* Brigade and appointed Adjutant and Qi.- 
Master to it, and having joined the hoad-qnartors of 
the brigade at Anibala, he was there, in August 1845 
appointed Adjutant of the Sirhind Division of Artillery 
in addition. On tho outbreak of the first Sikh war 
and the formation of tho Army of the Sutlej in Decoiri- 
ber J845, ho was appointed Brigado-Ma.jor of the 
Artillery in the field, and in tliat capacity bo served 
throughout the campaign of 1845-46, including the 
battles of Mudki, Firozshahr (wounded) and Sobraon 
(Medal and two clasps). On tho termination of the 
war ho resumed tho appointment of Adjutant and Qr.- 
Mastor to the 1»* Bngado of Horse Artillery, with tho 
head-quarters of which ho procoodod to Ludhiana, and 
there in July 1846 lie was appointed Adjutant of the 
Ludhiana Division of Artillery in addition to his other 
duties, and he continued in that position until January 
1847, when, having attained tho regimental rank oi 
Captain, he was posted to tho 2^ Company 6*^* Battalion 
Foot Aiiiillory, and appointed to tho command of No. 9 
Light Field Battery, attached thereto. He joined 'at 
Lahore, and shortly afterwards accompanied tho battery 
to Agra, where he served with it until January 3848 
when he was transferred to the command of the 4 th 
Troop 1®* Brigade, Horse Artillery, which he joined 
at Ludhiana. With this troop, in May 1848, ho moved 
to Lahore, whence in the following July he proceeded 
with it on service to Multan, and ho thoroaf ter served 
with it throughout iho Punjab Campaign of 1848-49 
including the two sieges and the capture of Multan and 
the battle of Gujerat (Medal and two clasps, and promot- 
ed to the rank of Major by brevet). In March 1849 
on the termination of the war, ho accompanied tho 
troop to Wasairabad, whence in the following Docembor 
he moved with it to Hoshiarpur. lu Sepimnbor 1852 
he proceeded on leave to Calcutta, whence lie roiomed 
the troop at Muttra at the close of iho year, fn 
1854 he wont to BinJa on sick leave which was aft^ 



wards extended to Norember 1S55, wben bo rejoinod 
the troop at Meerut. He continued in command of tbe 
troop until the end of October 1856, when, on its 
moving to Agra, he was directed to remain at Meerut 
and assume command of the brigade ; and he was still 
exercising this command there when the mutiny broke out 
in May 1857. Towards the end of that month, in com- 
mand of the Artillery, he accompanied Brigadier Wilson’s 
force in the movement towards Delhi, and was present 
at the actions on the Hindan on the 30^^ and 31®^ and 
he subsequently, when the force joined the main Army 
under Sir Henry Barnard, took part in tho action of 
Badli-ki- Serai and the earlier part of the siege of 
Delhi. On the 28*^^ June he was directed to take 
command of the whole of the Horse Artillery of the 
Delhi Field Force, and in this position he continued 
serving at the siege until the 2^ July, when he received 
a severe wound, which afterwards necessitated his leav- 
ing camp and proceeding to the hills, and from the 
effects of which he eventually died at Simla on the 
October 1857. 

Note. — Lieutenant-Colonel (then Captain) Mackenzie married, 
at Agra on the 27*^ Novemher 1847, Emily Gershoma, the youngest 
daughter of Lieutenant-General Archibald Watson, of the Bengal 
Cavalry. (This lads'" was aunt to the late Major-General Sir 
Charles Metcalfe MacGregor, K C.B , C.S.I., C I.E.) 

Mackenzie, Napier Kincaid Johnston, Lieut^ 
encbnt (1831 — 1856 ). — Grave at Simla, No. 338. — The 
eldest son of Colonel James Mackenzie, Bengal Cavalry, 
by Napier Louisa, his wife, the youngest daughter of 
Major-General Francis J. T. Johnston, 0*B., Bengal Ca- 
valry. Born at Nasirabad on the 1 July 1 83 1 . — Entered 
the Bengal Army in 1848 as a Cadet of Cavalry. Arriv- 
ed in India in February 1819, and was sent up to 
Cawnpore to do duty with tho 4*^^^ Light Cavalry. In 
the following month he was posted to tho Light 
Cavaky, which ho joined at Meerut in May. Towards 
the end of 1853 lie accompanied the regiment to Now- 
gong, in Bundelkhand, where he served with it for 
more than two years. In March 1856 he proceeded to 
Simla on sick leave, and at that place he died on tho 
26*^ of the succeeding month. 

Note. — In the insoription on his tomb tho dato of death is 
incorrectly given as the April 1830. 

Mackenzie, William Leycester, JUnsifjn (c. 
1829— 1848 ). — Grave ai liultan ; see No. 881 — 'Entered 
the Bengal Army in 1846. Arnvod in India on tho 
December of the same year, and on tho idem 
was ordered up to Benares to do duty with the 49*h x. 
That regiment having, however, loft for Ferozeporo 
prior to his arrival, he was, on reaching Benares, in 
February 1847, appointed to do duty with the 9^^ N. I. 
instead. In the following June he was posted to tho 
51®^ N. I., which ho joined at Lahore in the autumn, 
and he continued serving there with this regiment 
until July 1848, when ho accompanied tho corps on 
service to Multan. He served with it thronghout tho 
first siege of that place in August and September, and 
he was afterwards, on the siege being raised, encamped 
with it in the vicinity for more than two months. Ho 
died in camp near Multan on the December 381<8, 
which, by a curious comcidenco, was the second anniver- 
sary of Hs landing in India. 

Mackeson, Frederick, O.B., Oaptain and Brevet- 
Lieutenant^ Colonel (ISOT —\ 8 BS).---Mommmt at Pesha- 
tear, N 0 .Q 8 I — Son of William Mackeson, Esqr., of 
Woodbridge, Co. Kent. Born at Woodbridge on the 
2^ September 1807.— Entered the Bengal Army in 1825. 
Arrived in India in August 1826, and having, in anti- 
cipation of his arrival, boon posted, in tho preceding 
May, to the 14^^^ N. I., he proceeded to Lucknow and 
joined that regiment thoro towards the end of the year. 
In January 1829 ho accompanied the 14*^ to Delhi, and 
at that station from the middle of May to tho end of 
November 1830 he officiated as Interpreter and Quartor- 
Master to the corps. In the autumn of that year lie 
marched with the wgimont to Ludhiana; in October 


1831 he accompanied it to Bupar, and he was present in 
the assemblage there on the occasion of the meeting of 

tlie Governor- General, Lord William Bent inck, and the 
Ruler of the Punjab, Maharaja Ranjit Singh. On the 
termination of this affair he returned with the regi- 
ment to Ludhiana, whence, in December 1834, he 
accompanied the left wing to Shahjahanpur. In Feb- 
ruary 1835 he was appointed, in the Political Dept., 
to be a British Agent for the Navigation of the 
Indus, and in the execution of the duties of this appoint- 
ment he was stationed at Mithankot until the spring of 
1837, when he proceeded to Peshawar with Captain 
(afterwards Sir Alexander) Burnes, who was then 
en rou^e to Kabul on the Mission which, unhappily, led 
up to the first Afghan War ; and he remained at that 
place until March 1838, when he joined the camp of 
Ranjit Singh, and travelled with tho Maharaja through 
various parts of the Sikh dominions, eventually pro- 
ceeding to Ludhiana in the follo'wing May. He was 
then nominated for employment in connection with the 
projected expedition to Afghanistan for the restoration 
of Shah Shuja-ul-Mulk to the throne of Kabul, and 
during the months of June and July 1838 he was 
actively employed, under Mr. (afterwards Sir William 
Hay) Macnaghten and Major (afterwards Sir Claude 
Martine) Wade, in the negotiations (with Raujit 
Singh at Adinanagar and Lahore, and with Shah Shuja 
at Ludhiana) which led up to the conclusion of the 
Tripartite Treaty. Later on ho was employed in im- 
proving the road from Ferozeporo to Bahawalpur and 
in collecting supplies at tho latter place for the Army 
of the Indus, and for a biiof space ho was with that 
Army during tho earlier part of its march toward.^ 
Sindh ; but ho afterwards proceeded to I’eshawar and 
joined tho force (composod almost entirely of irregulars) 
under Major Wade, which had been detailed to move 
through the Khaibar Pass and, escorting tho Shahzada 
Taimur, advance^ on Kabul from tho cast. I'hough his^ 
functions with this forco wore entirely of a political 
nature, ho reoeivod tho command of ono of tho irregular 
levies of which it was composed, and at tho head of it ho 
took a prominent part in tho forcing of tho Khaibar 
Pass and the capturo of Ali Masjid in July 1839, as 
well as in tlio subsequent advance on Kabul, whoro he 
arrived with Wado and tho Shahzada on tho 3"^^ Sep- 
tember, nearly a inoiiih after Sir John Kcano and tho 
main body oL‘ the Army of tho Indus had reached that 
place tlirougb Sindh and Baliicliistaii. In October and 
Novomte 1839 ho acconii)anio(i Sir John Koano and 
the returning portion of tho Army of tho Indus on tho 
march to Poshawax*, to which place Iio liad boon posted, 
as Political Agexxt, on tho I®*- Soptomber preceding, and 
he had scarcely arrived there when, about tlio 22‘^ 
November, it foil to him to accompany a detachment 
sent to escort a convoy of provisions to Ali Masjid, 
tho movement rosuUing in a sharp conflict with the 
Afridi tribesmen. In tho important situation of Polit- 
ical Agent at Peshawar ho continiu'd for tbx'oo years, 
until the termination of the Afghan War, and it was 
during this period that, being temporarily atfcachod for 
.the occasion to tho forco under tho command of Bri- 
giidicr Shelton, ho took part in ttio o])crn,tion8 of Feb- 
ruary 1841 against the Sangu Khol Shinwarin, in the 
Nazian Valley. Peshawar being then the point through 
which wo maintained our military communications 
with Northern Afghanifttan, in tho (jircumstancos of tho 
time tho position of Political Agent thewj was a ]>oouli- 
arly trying one: tho hostility of the Khaibar tnbes on 
the ono hand, and on the otlicr tho disturl^od, not to say 
anarchic, condition of tho i^xnjab afiftr tho death of Kanjit 
Singh, tho woaIcno.ss of the (Tovernmont (such as it 
was) of his successors, and tho turbulent an<l mutinous 
conduct of tho Sikli soldiery, all toudeJ to make the 
position of a British political officer ono of groat difE- 
calty; and tho difficulties of tho situation wore not 
lessened by tlio tale of our disasters at Kabul and by 
the defeat of tho earlier atiompts mado to relievo the 
beleaguered giirrisou of Jalalabad ; it was only by .tho 
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©xerciso of tlie utmost patience, tact a.nd discretion that 
lie was able to maintain bis position and forward the 
important interests entrusted to his charge, and the 
talent, judgment, and sagacity which he displayed 
throughout that dark period won him the admiration 
of alL When, after the Kabul disasters, the first rein- 
forcements reached Peshawar, he accompanied the detach- 
ment of two battalions which, in January 1842, sei 2 ed 
the fort of Ali Masjid, preparatory to an advance on 
Jalalabad, and he was with it when, from failure of 
supplies, it was compelled to abandon the position and 
retreat to Jamrud. The arrival of further reinforce- 
ments under a capable Commander brought about a 
more favourable condition of a&irs, and when a forward 
movement was at last made in April 1842, he served 
with General Pollock at the forcing of the Khaibar 
Pass, and afterwards accompanied him to Jalalabad. 
He shortly afterwards returned, for a brief period, to 
Peshawar, whence he proceeded to Dakka, and until the 
final conclusion of the war he was employed on political 
duties at that place, and generally in the Khaibar Pass, 
and up to Peshawar. In recognition of his eminent 
services during this eventful period he received a medal, 
was granted the local rank of Major in Afghanistan, 
and was created a Companion of the Order of the Bath. 
On returning to the British provinces in January 1843, 
he immediately proceeded on leave to the hills, without 
rejoining his regiment, the 14*^ N. I., in which, in the 
following March, the appointment of Interpreter and 
Quarter-Master was conferred upon him. This appoint- 
ment he never took up, and his services having, in 
October 1843, been placed at the disposal of the Govern- 
ment of the N,-W. Provinces, he was, in the fol- 
lowing month, appointed Ofig. Superintendent of 
Bhatiana and Asst, to the Agent to the Govr.-Genl. 
for Rajputaua. In this position he continued until 
early in January 1846, when he was appointed Snp'^rin- 
tendent of the Sikh States south of the Sutlej and Com- 
missioner for the territory sequestrated from Lib ore. 
This appointment carried him into the zone of operations 
during the campaign on the SntL^j, and ho was in 
close attendance on vSir Harry Smith at i.he battle of 
Aliwal (Medal, and promoted to the rank of Major by 
brevet). In March 1846 he was appointed Commissioner 
and Superintendent of the Cis- Sutlej Territories, 
and he was formally ro-appointed to this post when 
. fresh administrative arrangements were made in the 
following December. In 1848-49 he served in the 
campaign in the Punjab as Political OfiScer and Gover- 
nor-GoneraTs Agent at the head-quarters of the Ooraman- 
, der-in-Chief, and was present at the battles of Chilian- 
wala and Gujerat, and afterwards, under Sir Walter 
Raleigh Gilbert, in the pursuit of the Sikhs and Afghans 
to Peshawar (Medal and two clasps, and promoted to the 
rank of Lieutenant- Colonel by brevet). His services 
throughout the campaign were of a most distinguished 
character and elicited the “ marked approbation of 
the Governor- General, Lord Dalhonsio, who remarked 
that “ in the important political matters in which he 
had been' engaged, Major Mackeson’s proceedings had 
been distinguished by ability, judgment, discretion, and 
firmness,** He subsequently rejoined his '^oiutmont 
of Commissioner and Superintendent of theOis-Sutlej 
Territories, and he continued in that employment until 
April 1850, when he went home on furlough, taking 
with him the famous Koh-i-nur diamond, for presen- 
tation to the Queen. On his return to India he was 
appointed, December 1851, to the important post of 
Commissioner and Superintendent of Peshawar. The 
H.-W'. Frontier was at this period in a greatly disturbed 
condition, and during the next thirteen months he was 
no less than four times employed with troops in tho 
field in March 1852, as Political Officer, ho accom- 
panied the expedition against the Ranizais, and was 
present at the capture and destruction of Skakot; in 
May 1852 he served, as Civil and Political Officer, with 
the expedition against the IJtman Khels, and took part 
in the capturo and deskaction of Prangarh ; in Decem- 


ber 1852 and January 1853 he commanded a successful 
expedition against the Hasanzais of the Black Mountain, 
in Hazara ; and, finally, in January 1853, he commanded 
an expedition against the Hindustani fanatics, whoiu 
he expelled from Kotla, on the right bank of the Indus. 
In the appointment of Commissioner and Superintend- 
ent of Peshawar he continued until his death, wbicli 
occurred at that place on the 14*^ September 1853, fi'ora. 
the effects of a wound inflicted by an Afghan fjwiatio 
four days before. Towards evening on the 10*^ Sep- 
tember, when seated in the verandah of his house, he 
was approached by an unknown individual, who, after 
a profound salaam^ presented him with a paper : on the 
supposition that it was a petition, he stretched out his 
hand to receive it, and was, on the instant, fatally 
stabbed by the miscreant. Outside of religious fanati- 
cism there was no motive for the crime ; the murderer 
hoped to secure paradise by slaying a Christian, and slew 
one accordingly ; to deter others, therefore, from imitat- 
ing his crime, the body of the murderer was, after hia 
execution, committed to the flames, and the remedy 
worked efficiently for many years. 

A monument to the memory of Colonel Mackeson 
was raised by public subscription, and the inscription 
thereon was written by Lord Dalhonsie himself. Tho 
estimation in which this valuable officer was held by 
the Governor- General will best be judged by tho Noti- 
fication (dated Fort William, tho 3'^ October 1853) 
announcing his death. It runs as follows : — 

“The Most Noble tho Go-vernor- General in Council, 
having discharged the painful duty of announcing the 
death of His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor of the 
North-Western Provinces, is impelled by a sense of the 
double loss which tho State has at this time sustained 
to depart from tho ordinary course, in order that he 
may further hear a public testimony to tho merits and 
character of the gallant soldier who has lately fallen 
by an assassiuts hand. 

“ The reputation of Lieuinnant- Colonel Mackeson is 
known to and honoured by all. His valuo as a political 
servant of tho State is known to none better than to the 
Governor-General himself, who in a diflicult and event- 
ful time had cause to mark his groat ability, and the 
admirable prudouco, discretion and temper which added 
ten-fold value to tho liigli soldierly qualities o£ lus 
public character. 

^ “ The loss of Colonel Mackoson’s lifo would have 
dimmed a victory. To lose him thus by tho hand of a 
foul assassin is a misfortuno of the heaviest gloom for 
the Goverumont which counted him among its bravest 
and its best.’*

Mackinnon, Charles Kennethi Lieutenant'^ Colo- 
nel (1840—* 1887).— at Bannu, No, 1064, — Ron of 
Senior Surgeon Kenneth Mackinnon, 3\f.D., Ben<»*al 
Medical Service. Horn at Miizaffarpur, Tiifficit, on tJie 
15th December 18 lO.— Entered tho Bengal Army in 
1858. Arrived in India in Augast of the same year, 
and on the October following was appointed to do 
duty with H. M.’s 73'^ Foot, tvhioh he joined shortly 
aftet’wards at Azimgarh. In December ho was posted 
to the 2pt N. I., but this was cancelled in tho following 
month, and ho was posted to the N. I. instead. 
He, however, remained attached to tlio 73ii 
which he served on the Gorakhpur-Nepal frontier dur- 
ing the closing operations of the Mutiny Garnpai^m of 
1858-59 (Medal). In April 1859 ho was appointed to 
do duty with H. M.*s 52n<i Foot, and joined that corps at 
Sialkot, but towai'ds tho end of the year ho was soiit 
down to join the 63^^ N. I. at Berhampore, from which 
station he moved with the corps to Dihri Ghiit in 
February 1860, and tlienco to Sikrol, Benares, in the 
succeeding November. He continued serving with tho

cember 1861, wiLeii he was appointed to do duty with 
the Punjab Infantry, and haying joined that regi- 
ment at Dera Ghazi Khan, he officiated as Adjutant of 
the corps from March 1862 to March 1803 In the 
latter month he was appointed Offg. Adjutant of the 
Punjab Infantry, and joined it at Baunu, whence in the 
autumn of the same year he accompanied it on service 
and with it served throughout the Amhela Campaign, 
in the course of which, on the 20^^' November, he greatly 
distinguished himself at the re-capture of the Ci^g 
Picqnet position (India Medal and clasp). He re- 
turned with the regiment to Bannu in January ]864«, 
and served with it there until near the end of the follow- 
ing month, when he was appointed Adjutant of the 
Punjab Infantry, which corps he rejoined soon after- 
wards at Dera Ismail Khan. In Pebruary 1805 he 
was admitted into the Bengal Staff Corps, with effect 
from the date of his original appointment to do duty 
with the 3d P. I., the 6^^ December 1861. Prom the 
middle of March to the middle of May 1 865 he officiated 
as a Wing Officer, and early in the following January 
he moved with the regiment to Bannu. In April 186*6 
he was again appointed to officiate as a Wing Officer, 
and he continued officiating until December 1867, when 
he reverted to his permanent appointment of Adjutant, 
previous to which, in November 1867, he had moved 
with the regiment to Kohat. In March 1868 he was 
engaged in the repulse of the Urakzai raid on Eohat, 
and was severely wounded in the ensuing action in the 
Ublan Pass. In the succeeding Dooemher he accom- 
panied the regiment to Abbottabad, whence in Jaunnay 
1869 he went home on furlough. During his absence 
in Europe, at the end of March 1869, ho was appointed 
a Wing Officer in the 4*^' Punjab Infantry, and joining 
that regiment at Kohat on his return to India in Janu- 
ary 1871, he officiated as Second- in- Command from the 
middle of the following month to the middle of the 
succeeding December. In December 1871 he was moved 
back to the 3*^ P. I. as a Wing Officer, and he served 
with that regiment at Kohat until April 1872, when ho 
was again appointed to the P. I., with which, as 
Offg. Wing Officer and (from November 1873 io March 
1874) as Offg. Second-in-Cornmand, he served at Alboft- 
abad until April 1874. Ho thou reverted, as Wing Offioci*, 
his own regiment, the 3^ P. I., and having rejoined 
it at Kohat, he marched with it to Bdwardesabad in 
January 1875, Prom Apiil to December 1875 ho offici- 
ated as Second-in- Command of the 2^ Sikh Infantiy 
at Dera Ismail Khan. In December 1875 he was 
appointed Second-in- Command and Wing Officer of the 
P. I., and rejoined that corps at Edwsrdesabad. In 
the reorganisation of January 1877 i.he designation of 
his appointment was altered to Wing Commander and 
Second-in-Oemmand, In the spring of 1878 he accom- 
panied the regiment to Dera Ismail Khan, and in the 
loUowing October to Dera Ghazi Khan, but he r^^turned 
with it to Dera Ismail Khan in the spiing of 1 879 and 
contained serving with it there until December 1 880, 
when he went homo on furlough. During his absence 
in England the 3^ Punjab Infantry fell under tho 
reductions of 1882 and was disbanded, and on that 
measure being carried ont he was appointed, July 1882, 
to officiate as Second-in-Commancl and Wing Com- 
mander in the 5*^ Punjab Infantry, In the following 
January, however, he was appointed Offg. Scoond-in- 
Command of the Sikh Infantry, and on his return 
to^ India later in the same month, he proceeded find 
joined that regiment at Abbottabad. Ho continued 
serving in that appointment until May 1883, when ho 
was appointed Offg. Commandant of the 5^^ P. I., and 
he joined this coips at Dora Ibmail Khan before tho end 
of the month.

Com- 
mandant of the 5*^*^ Punjab Infantry, wliicli he joined 
at Edv^ardesabad (Bannu), and he was still occupying 
that position when he died at Naurang, near Bannu, oc 
the 8^^ March 1887.

McLaren, James, C.D. Lieutenant-Colonel 
(178^ — 1816 ). — Qmve at Fernzepore : sec note to 
]^o. 444. -- ErHered the Beng.il Army in 1808 as a 
Cadet of Infantry. Arrived in India in October 1809, 
and in the usual course was sent to join the Cadet 
College at Barasat. Hero he remained until July IblO, 
wheu, having been regularly passed out, lio was 
ordered up to Dinapore to do duty with i.li© Bengal 
European Begimeut. JTo was subsejuently granted 
rank as Ensign from the 25^^^ August 1810, and 
on the 21«<! October following he was posted to 
the Battalion 10*^ N. I. He joined the battalion 
at Hansi, and towards the end of 1811 accompanied 
it from that place to Sitapnr in Oiulh. In 
Octohor 181.3 he accompanied the battalion on service 
to the south of tho Ganges, and was j)rosent 
throughout the campaign of 1813-14 in Kewalj, 
including the storm and capturo of Eni.aui*i. On 
the conclusion of the operations ho Tnar(dioil with 
the battalion to Banda. On being proinob^d 
to the rank of Tueuteuant in December 181 li© 
was re- posted to the 2*“^ Bathdion of the 10***, and 
early in the following ycai\ with tlio grenadier 
companies of the battalion, he joined tbo 4*** (ivonadior 
Ba+labon nt Cawu 3 ^oro, and was, latoi* on, appointed 
acting Adjutant of ihai corps, with winch in 
1815-16 be served in tbo Division under Colonel 
JasTJor Nicolls in tho final campaign against tbo 
Gnrkhns. On the termination of the war, the 
Grenadier Battalion having l)eon broken up at 
Birmlly, be rejoined tbo 2*'*^ Batialirm J0*h et 
Fatchga»‘h, and towards flio end of tlio snrno yoar 
he a(‘comp!mic(l it to Kngq'iir. In 1817-18 he was 
actively employed with liis battalion in tho Mahratta- 
Pindari war, was repeatedly engaged with the enemy, 
and took po.i4 in th<^ si(‘ge and storm of Chanda, 
In October 1818 ho was appointed acting Adjutant 
of the battalion and, at the same time, HtaiT OffiKter 
of the Pield Detaobmont with wJiioh ho was serving. 
In the following mouth ho wus transferred to nnd 
apT»ointed Adjutant of the Battalion of the lO^ ii 
with which ho served until the following January, 
when, his health having failed, ho went on hjave 
for five TUOTiths. In tho moantiino tho 1**^ of 
10*=^* had marched to Benares, ot which place ho 
rejoined it, and resuined the appointment of Adjut- 
ant, in June 1819. In July 1820 ho was appointed 
to offiiciate, in addition, aa Intorpixiter and Qxiaztor- 
Masier, whicli he continued doing until tho end of 
tho year, when he accompanied tho battalion to 
Bnrrackporo. Prom December 1822 to Fmjtember 
182,3 ho again officiated as Tnbuprclci* and (Juartor- 
Mastcr in addition to his diilifs ;i.s Adjutant. In 
October 1823 ho accompanied tho battalion to Dacca, 
■whonoo in February 1824 lio prac4fedod with tho 
head-quarters and right wing on service against tho 
Burmese, who had invaderl Ca^char, and, as Staff 
Officer of the Field Detachment under tho command 
of Colonel Bowon, ho t(*ok part in all tho operations 
undertaken at that time against the imadci-fj, includ- 
ing the action near the Bhartika Pass and tho 
attack on the stockade at Dudhpatli. In May 1824 
he was obliged to proceed on sick leave to Calcutta, 
and the re-organisation of tho Army taking place 
about the same time, he was posted^to the 
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(late 2^ Battalion 10*^), of ■wHch. corps lie was 
appointed Adjutant on the 17*^ June; and having joined 
it at Barrackpore, he served with it there for 
more than two years. In April 1825, in consequence 
of his promotion to the rank of Captain, he vaca- 
ted the Adjutancy of the 10^^ , and towards the 
end of 1826 he accompanied the regiment to 
Gorakhpur. Thence early in 1829 he proceeded 
with it to Saugor, in December 1832 to Mhow, and 
in the spring of 1836 to Delhi. In November 1838, 
the regiment having been selected for service, he 
proceeded in command of it to Eerozepore, and in 
the following month marched with the Army of 
the Indus en route to Afghanistan, in which country 
he served continuously during the next four years. 
He was present in 1839 at the occupation of 
Kandahar and at the storm and capture of Ghazni, 
for which he received a medal and was promoted 
to the i^nk of Lieutenant-Colonel by brevet. On 
the advance of the Army on Kabul he was left 
in command at Ghazni, his regiment occupying and 
holding the fortress, but in September he moved 
-out with a wing of the corps to take part in 
the operations in the Ghilzai country, between 
Ghazni and Kabul, and he was in command of the 
detachment which overtook, and after a sharp action 
in the Indran Hills, near Killugu, routed and 
destroyed a strong body of Ghilzai marauders, who 
had committed many depredations and were keeping the 
whole of that part of the country in a state of ferment 
and unrest. In the course of the following month he 
returned to Ghazni, where he continued serving with 
his regiment, and in command of the fortress, for 
nearly two years. On attaining the rank of regimental 
Lieutenant-Colonel, he was re-posted to the 16^'^ N. I. 
in February 1840. In June 1841, having been 
relieved at Ghazni, he marched with the regiment 
to Kandahar, and there joined the forces under 
ihe command of Major-General Nott, but in the 
following month he was again sent out on service 
against bodies of insurgents, . and was present in the 
affair near Karutn on tho 5*^ August. Towards 
the end of the year he was about to return to 
India in command of a brigade of Native Infantry, 
and had indeed commenced his march, when tho 
outbrealc of the- insurrection in Nor;thern Afghanistan 
necessitated his recall, and he returned to Kandahar, 
whence, soon afterwards, he was despatched north- 
wards with the brigade for the purpose of, if 
possible, affording aid to the Kabul garrison, but 
the roads were found to be so blocked with snow 
that it became impracticable to proceed, and he 
returned accordingly to Kandahar. Thereafter he 
served with the Kandahar Force, under (General 
Nott, lentil ibe conclusion of the war, taking part 
in the operations at and around Kandahar, the 
expedition to tho Kojak Pass, the relief erf Kalat- 
i-(lhilzai, the advance to the north, the action of 
Goaine, the re-capture of Ghazni, the actions of 
Beni Badam and Maidan, the re-occupation of Kabul, 
and various actions in the passes between Kabul 
and Peshawar during the return march to 'Hindustan 
(Medal, and created a Companion of the Order of 
the Bath). On the breaking up of the Army at 
Ferozepore he marched with the regiment to Etawah, 
arriving there in March 1843. In the following 
cold season he joined the Army of Gtwalior with 
his regiment, and was prominently engaged in 
command of the corps at the battle of Maharajpur, 
in which he was slightly wounded (bronze star). On 
the day after the battle he was appointed a Brigadier 
and placed in command of the Third Brigade, and 
this command he held until the Army was broken 
up in January 1844. On the conclusion of the 
Gwalior Campaign he returned with the regiment 
to Etawah, mSL he continued serving with it ihez^ 
until the autumn of the following yeajr, when it 
was ordered npto Ambala, onaccount of the threatening 


aspect of affairs in the Punjab. Prior to this,’ 
however, in August 1845, he had been granted leave 
to proceed to Calcutta in the following October, 
preparatory to applying for furlongh to Europe, but 
on ihe regiment being ordered to Amhala he cancelled 
his leave and accompanied it, arriving at that place 
on the 25*^ November. On the outbreak of the 
first Sikh war and the formation of the Army of 
the Sutlej in December 1845, he was appointed a 
Brigadier and posted to the command of the Fourth 
Brigade, which he led throughout the campaign 
which ensued, including the battles of Mndki, 
Firozshahr and Sobraon, in the last of which he 
was dangerously wounded by a shot in the knee and 
obliged to suffer amputation of a leg. Four days 
after the battle he was transferred to the command 
of the Third Brigade, but he was too badly wounded 
to be able to take up the appointment, and twelve 
days later, having been removed to Ferozepore, he 
died there of his wounds,— 26*^ February 1846. 

Note.— Some time after his death intimation was received that 
Lieutenant-Colonel McLaren had been appointed an Aide-de- 
Camp to the Queen, with the rank of Colonel in the Army. 

MacLean, Hector Lachlan Stewart, Lieut- 
enant (1870 — 1897 ). — Grave and tablet at Mardan^ 
Nos. 1014 and 1021. — Son of Major-General Charles 
Smith Maclean, CB., C.T.B., of the Indian Staff 
Corps, sometime Consul-General in Khorasan and 
Seistan, and grandson of Lachlan Maclean, of Rum, 
Co. Argyll. Bom on the 13**^ September 1870. — En- 
tered H. M.’s Service (from the Royal Mily. College) 
on the 24*^ April 1879 as a Second-Lieutenant in 
the 2d Battalion, Northumberland Fusiliers (the 6*^ 
Foot), which he joined shortly afterwards at 
Rawal Pindi. On the 1*1^^ February 1891 he was 

appointed an Offg. Wing Officer in the Corps of 
Guides, on probation for the Indian Staff Corps, 
into which he was subsequently admitted with effect 
from that date. He joined the Guides, then on 
service in the field, on the 20^^ March, and served 
with the corps in the Hazara Campaign of 1891* 
(India Medal and clasp). On the termination of 
the operations he accompanied the Guides to Mardan, 
and in the following December he was appointed a 
Wing Officer permanently. In August 1892 he 
was appointed to the Cavalry of the Guides, and 
became a Squadron Officer. In January 1894 he 
went home on leave, and was absent until January 
1895, when he returned to India and rejoined the 
Guides Cavalry, with which, in the sj)ring of the 
same year, he served in the Chitral Relief Expedi- 
tion (India Medal and clasp). In January 1897 
he was appointed to officiate as Adjutant of the 
Guides, and in the following July he accompanied 
the corps to the Malakand position, whither it had 
been urgently called up in consequence of a semi- 
insane mullah having suddenly swooped down on the 
place at the head of several thousands of fanatical 
tribesmen. He shared in the latter part of the 
defence of tbe Malakand, and was severely wounded 
on the 28^^^ July while temporarily attached to the 
31®* Ben^l Infantry. In the following month he 
accompanied the Guides Cavalry on the expedition 
to U^er Swat, and fell mortally wounded in the 
action of Landakai (17*^ August 1897) while eu- 
deavouring, with devoted gallantry, to bring off 
Lieutenant Greaves (j. e.), who had fallen in charging 
the enemy. He would have been decorated with the 
Victoria Cross had he survived.

In August 
x8S8 ha -was transferred to the 67‘J> N. I., and having 
that regiment on its arrival from Arakan, he pro- 
ceeded Trith it to Benares, arriving there in March 
1889. la December 1841 he accompanied the regi- 
ment to Allahabad, and towards the end of 1842 
he proceeded wdth it to Banda. Daring the e^ly 
of 1843 he was employed in the field against 
bands of Bundela insurgents, who had been giving 
much trouble during the two preceding years. Towards 
the end of 1845 he marched with the regiment for 
Ann.bn.WI, but the first Sikh war having broken 
out just at that time, the regiment was ordered 
to continue its march to Delhi, which had in a 
great measure been denuded of troops to repel the 
fiiVb invasion. He reached Delhi with the regiment 
on the last day of January 1846, and at that place 
ho died on the 23'* December following.

McLeod) Alexander, O.B., Lieuienant-Oolonel 
(o, 1792 — 1849 ). — Grave at Peshawar : see No. 932. — 
Entered H. M.*s Service on the August 1809 as 
an Ensign in the 61®* Foot, and, having been posted 
to the 2d Battalion of that regiment, he joined it 
in Guernsey. Early in the following year he vras 
transferred to the 1®* Battalion, which he joined in 
Portugal in Pebruary 1810. In September 1810 he 
was present with the battalion at the battle of Busaco, 
and he subsequently served with it in the retirement 
to the Lines of Toires Vedras and in the advance 
into Spain in the spring of 1811. He was in posi- 
tion with the battalion during the battle of Puentes 
d’Onor in l&ll, bat was not actively engaged. 
On the 12*^ December 1811 he was promoted to the 
rank of Lieutenant. In January 1812 he was employed 
with his battalion in covering the sie^of Ciudad Biodrigo, 
and he subsequently moved with it into Estramadura, 
whence he went home in June 1812, on transfer 
to the 2d Battalion in Ireland. In the spring of 
1814, having been re-transferred to the 1®* Battalion, 
he rejoined it in the south of France, but was not 
to fortunate as to arrive in time for the final engage- 
ments of the Peninsular War, having been unable 
to get up to the corpa until some days after the 
battle of Toulouse. Ou the conclusion of the war 
he returned home with the corps, landing at Ooxic 
in July 1814. For his Peninsular services he 
afterwards received the War Medal with a clasp 
for the battle of Busaco. He served with ttie regi- 
ment in the north of Ireland until June 1816, when he 
proceeded with it to Portsmouth, and embarked with 
it for Jamaica. He returned home with the regi- 
ment in May 1822, and served with it at Plymouth 
until the spring of 1824, and afterwards for three 
years and-a-half in Ireland. On the 31®* December 
1825 he attained the rank of Captain. In October 
1827 he accompanied the regiment from Ireland to 
England, and in June 1828 he embarked with it 
for Ceylon, where he served with the corps (at 
Colombo, Trincomalee, Kandy, and again at Colombo) 
for eleven years. On the 28*^ June 1838 he was 
promoted to the rank of Major by brevet. In 
October 1839 he embarked with the regiment for 
England, landing with it at Southampton in March 
1840. For the next five years he served with the 
regiment in the west of England and in Ireland, 
and during this period he was promoted to the rank 
of regimental Major on the 7*^ Januaiy 1842, and to 
that of Lieutenant-Colonel on the 26**^ July 1844, 
In July 1845 he embarked with the regiment for 
Bengal, and having landed at Calcutta in the follow- 
ing October, ho proceeded with it to the Upper 
Provinces, and arrived at Cawnpore in February lo46. 
Iir ^ flowing November he marched with the 


regiment to Ambala, whence, in February 1848, he 
proceeded with it to Jullundur. In the autumn of 
1848 he was employed with the regiment in opera- 
tions against insurgents in the Jullundur Doab, and 
he subsequently commanded it in the Punjab Campaign 
of 1848-49, including the passage of the Chenab, 
the action of Sadulapur, and the battle of Ohilianwala, 
On the day after the engagement last mentioned he was 
appointed to the command of the Fifth Brigade of 
Infantry of the Army of the Punjab, with the rank 
of Brigadier, but three days later, on the 17*^ January, 
he was displaced by the arrival of a senior officer 
and reverted to the command of the 61®* Regiment, 
On the February, another vacancy having occurred, 
he was again granted the rank of Brigadier and 
appointed to the Seventh Brigade of Infantry, which 
he commanded at the battle of Gnjerat. Six days 
later, on the 27**^ February, he was appointed Brigadier 
Commanding the First Brigade of the Force under 
the command of Sir Walter Raleigh Gilbert, employed 
in the pursuit of the routed Sikha and Afghans, 
and he continued with this force until the Sikhs 
had surrendered and the Afghans had been chased 
into the Khaibar, which were the closing events of 
the war (Medal and two clasps, and created a Compa- 
nion of the Order of the Bath). On the termina- 
tion of the war and the breaking up of the Army 
of the Punjab he resumed the* command of the 61®* , 
which was quartered at Peshawar, and at that station 
he died five months later, on the 18**^ August 1849.

Macleod, Bannatyne William, ATT),, 
Superintending Surgeon (1794 — ‘1856).— ffmve at 

Simla^ No. 339. — Born in Scotland in 1794. — 

Entered the* Bengal Army on the 29**^ September 
1815 as an Assistant- Surgeon. Anived in India 
in April 1816, and, after doing duty for some* 
time in tbe General Hospital at the Presidency, 
was appointed on the 30*^ August to the medical 
charge of the Residency at Lucknow. In this 
appointment he remained continually (except for a 
bnef period in the winter of 1821-22, when ho was 
temporarily attached to the suite of the Raja of 
Tanjore) until May 1823. His services wore then 
placed at the disposal of the Comraander-in-Ohief, 
and, after doing garrison duty in Fort William for 
a short time, he was posted, in the following month, 
to the 2* Battalion 20*^ N. I., at Barrackpore. In 
October 1823 he was removed to the- 3*<^ Battalion 
of Artillery at Dum-Dum, at which station, in 
January 1824, other details of Artillery were also 
placed under his charge. At the end of March 
1824 he was placed under orders to proceed on 
service to Burma with the Artillery detailed for 
the expedition to Rangoon, but he was iU at the 
time and the arrangement was cancelled two days 
after it was made. In the month of May follow- 
ing he was directed to join the troops at Chittagong, 
but, for the same reason, this aiTtingcment also 
fell through, and he continued doing duty with the 
Artillery at Dum-Dum, generally, until may 1826, 
when he was posted to tho 5**» Battalion. In October 
1827 he was ti^ansfetred to tho 67**' N, I., and in 
the following mouth to the 8**' K. I , but being then 
on leave preparatory to furlough, he did not join 
either of these reginaents, and going home on furlough 
in March 1828, ho was absent from India until 
September 1830. On his return he remained on 
leave at the Presidency until tho middle of October, 
and was then appointed to do duty with the 4*** 
Battalion of Artillery at Dum-Dum, with which ha 
continued until November 1831, when he again went 
on leave for several months. In March 18^ he was 
removed from the 8**» N. I. (on the rolls of which he 
had hitherto remained) to the 72^ N. I. at 
Berhampore, and in the following May he was 
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transferred to tbe 71®* N, I. at Meerut, but baying 
at Ithe same time been ordered to join and do duty 
temporarily with tbe 74*^ N. I. at Mirzapur, be never 
joined tbe 71®* , and on tbe 24*^ September following 
be was posted to tbe 3^ Light Cavalry. He joined 
this regiment at Sultanpur, Benares, and early in 
1835 accompanied it to Karnal, at which station, 
towards tbe end of 1837, tbe 27*i» N. I. was also 
for a short time placed under bis charge. Por a 
brief period in July and August 1838 be officiated 
as Superintending Surgeon of tbe Sirbind Division. 

In November 1838 be proceeded with the 3^ Light 
Cavalry to Perozepore, and accompanying it in the 
following month on service to Afghanistan, be served 
with" it throughout tbe campaign of 1838-39 in that 
country, and was present at tbe capture of Ghazni 
(Medal) and tbe occupation of Kabul. Returning 
to Hindustan with tbe portion of tbe Army of the 
Indus brought back by Sir John Keane, be reached 
Kamal with bis regiment at tbe end of January 1840, 
and be served with it there (except during a brief 
period towards tbe end of 1840, when be officiated 
as Superintending Surgeon of the Sirbind Division) 
until October 1842, when, having been detailed to 
form part of the Army of Reserve, the corps was 
moved up to Perozepoie, and he was appointed 
Superintending Surgeon of that Porce. On the 
breaking np of the Army of Reserve, in January 1843, 
he rejoined the regiment at Perozepore, at which 
place it was retained for two years. Prom August 
to October 1843 be again officiated as Superintending 
Surgeon of tbe Sirbind Division. In the spring of j 
1845 he marched with the regiment to Meerut, but I 
on the breaking out of tbe £st Sikh war, in tbe 
December following, tbe corps was again ordered 
up to tbe front, and on tbe 29*^ of that month tbe 
appointment of Superintending Surgeon of tbe Army 
of tbe Sutlej was conferred upon him. In this capacity 
he served throughout tbe remainder of tbe Sutlej 
Campaign, and was present at tbe battle of Sobraon 
(Medal) . On tbe conclusion of tbe war be rejoined' 
the 3*^ Light Cavalry, and returned with the corps to 
Meerut. At the end of October 1846 be was trans- 
ferred to the 69*^ N. I., with which he served at Meerut 
until April 1847, when he was appointed a Superin** 
tending Surgeon on the establishment. In the follow- 
ing month he was posted to the Dacca Circle, but 
he did not join bis appointment there until August, 
and at tbe end of July 1848 he was transferred 
to tbe Agra Circle. (5n tbe 16**^ August 1850 be 
was appomted a Obmpaniou of tbe Order of tbe 
Bath “ for meritorious services.*’ In February 1853 
be was transferred to the Sirhiud Circle of Medical 
Superiuteudence, and he continued in that position 
until his death, which took place at Simla on tbe 
3* October 1866.

McLeod, Sir Donald Friell, K,0.S,L^ G,B, 
(1810 — 1872). — Monument at Lahore^ No* 624. — Son of 
Lieutenant-General Duncan McLeod, of tbe Bengal 
Engineers. Bom in Port William on tbe 6**^ May 
1810. — ^Entered tbe Bengal Civil Service in 1828, and 
arrived in India in December of tbe same year. After 
going tbrongb tbe usual course at tbe College of Port 
William, be was appomted Assistant to tbe Joint 
Magistrate of Mongbyr in December 1829, from* which 
post he was removed, in March 1831, to that of Assist- 
ant to tbe Agent to tbe Govr.-Genl. for tbe 
Saugor and Narbadda Territories. In April 1835 be 
was ap'()omted Personal Assistant, and in tbe following 
year First Junior Assistant to tbe same officiaL In 
May 1838 be became OfPg. Principal at 

Saugor, and in June 1^0 be was appointed Ptinoipal 
Asst, at Jubbulpore, in which situation be remained 
until February 1843, when be was appointed Magis- 


trate and Collector of Benares. In November 1845 be 
proceeded on sick leave to tbe Cape, and be was absent 
from India until Jannaiy 1847, when he returned and 
resumed bis appointment at Benares. On the aimexa- 
tion of tbe Punjab taking place be was transferred to 
that Province and appointed, April 1849,^ Commissioner 
of tbe Trans-Sutlej States, Jullundur, in which post 
be remained until April 1854, when be was appointed 
Financial Commissioner in tbe Punjab, In January 
1865 be was appointed Lieutenant-Governor of the 
Punjab, and be held tbe appointment for more than five 
years, during which time be established the Punjab 
University. He resigned tbe appointment and retired 
from tbe service in June 1870, and be died in London 
on tbe 28*^ November 1872, from tbe effects of an 
accident on tbe underground railway. 

McMahon, Arthur Henry Townsend, Lieut- 
enant (1819 — 1844). — Grave at Ferozepore^ No. 459. — - 
Tbe eldest son of Captain Alexander McMahon, 67*** 

N. I., formerly of tbe 1** Battalion 24***. Bom at Agra 
on tbe 6*** November 1819, — Entered tbe Bengal Army 
in 1840. He arrived in India towards tbe end of 
February 1841, and, proceeding toBfenares, be there 
joined tbe 9*** N. I., to which, in anticipation of bis 
arrival, be bad been posted in tbe preceding January. 

In tbe winter of 1841-42 be marched with tbe regi- 
ment to Agra, whence in tbe autumn of 1842 be 
accompanied it to Perozepore, where be served with it 
in the' Army of Reserve. On tbe breaking up of that 
Army in January 1843; he remained with tbe regiment 
at I’erozepore until ibe' following March, when be 
moved with it to Snkkur,* in Sindh. At that place be 
served with tbe corps from April, to November 1843, 
when, being much broken in health from repeated 
attacks of the prevailing fever, he proceeded on leave. 
He did not, however, live to reach Perozepore,. having 
died *in camp at Madajidu, seven marches from. 
Bahawalpnr, on the 3^ January 1844. 

McMaster, Andrew Cooke, Lieutenant-Oolonel 

and Brevet- Oolonel^ — Brigadier- General (c. 1824 

1879).— Grave at Multan, No. 875.— Entered the Madras 
Army iu 1841. Arrived in India in April of the same 
year, and in tbe following month was posted to the 
36*** Madras N. L For a short time in 1846-47 ha 
commanded the Resident’s Escort at Hyderabad, and iir 
the latter year he was employed with, his regiment in 
the suppression of the rebellion in the Golcondah and 
Darcoudab districts. In Pebruaiy 1848* be was ap- 
pointed acting Adjutant of his regiment. In tba 
following' An gust he was appointed Adjutant perma- 
nently, and he held the situation until February 1852; 
For a brief period in 1864-55 he was acting. Interpreter 
and Quarter-Master to the regiment. Prom June 
1855 to October 1858 he was acting Brigade-Major at 
Tonghoo, in Burma. In November 1858 he was ap- 
pointed Asst. Adjutant- General of the Saugor Field 
Division^ and he served with it in the closing operations 
of the Mutiny campai^s, 1858-59, including the relief 
of Kirwi (Medal). Prom January 1869 to February 
1861 he was acting Asst. Adjt.-Genl. of the Pegu 
Division. In March 1861 he was admitted into 
the Madras Staff Corps in the rank, of Major. Prom 
September 1861 to March 1863 he served as Probation- 
ary Superintendent of Police in the Bellary District. 
In June 1863 he was appointed aoring Depy. Judge 
Advocate-Genl. of the Northern Division, from which 
iu the following^ December he was removed to the Pegu 
Division ; in this he served, in the same capacity, until 
August 1866. Prom this date until February 1869 be 
did general duty in ibe Centre Division of tbe Army. 
Prom February 1869 to April 1872 be again officiated 
as a Depy. Judge Advocate-Genl., with tbe Nagpur 
Porce for two years, and for tbe remainder of tbe time 
in tbe Ceded and Northern Districts. In April 1872 
1 be was appointed Asst. Adjt.-(3enl. of the Hyder- 
I abad Subsidiary PorcSi and he held the appointment 
for five ycara In July 1877 bo was appointed Com- 
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mandani of tte 40^^ Madras N. L ^ In Tebruary 1878 
he was awarded a good-service pension as a reward for 
meritorious service. Towards the end of the same 
year, on the occasion of a body of Madras troops being 
sent to Northern Indi^ in connection with the Afghan 
war, he was sent up in command of them with the rank 
Biigaiier- General. In March 1879 he succeeded to 
the Oolohel’s allowance, and in consequence vacated the 
appointment of Commandant of the 40t*^N. I. As 
Brigadier- General with the Madras troops in the 
Punjab and on the North-West Frontier, he was 
stationed at Multan, where he was for a time in tem- 
porary command, and he died there on the 22^^^ June

McMorine, CharleSs Captain (1801 — 1843). — 
0rave at Delhi^ No. 72. — ^Bom on the 14**^ July 1801. — 
Entered the Bengal Army in 1819 as a Cadet of 
Axtiliexy^ Arrived in India in September of the same 
year, and in the following month was posted, as a 
Second-Lieutenant, to the 41:^ Company 3^ Battalion, 
Foot Artillery, at Dum-Dum. In May 1820 he was 
transferred to the 2^ ^ Company 1** Battalion, and pro- 
ceeding in the following month to the Upper Provinces, 
on duty with drafts for the ArriUery in the North- 
Western Provinces and Bajputana, he joined this com- 
pany at Mhow, in Malwa, on the 2^ March 1821, In 
June 1821 he was removed to the 1*^ Company Batta* 
lion, which ha joined at Saugor in the following Decem- 
ber.

Macmullen, Frederick Summers, Lieutenant 
(1816—1842). — Grave at JLarnal^No, 180. — ^Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1835. Arrived in India in July of 
the same year, and in the following month was ordered 
up to Agra to do duty with the 51»* N. I. Towards 
the end of September he was posted to the Bengal 
European Begiment, and he joined that corps on its 
arrival at Agra during the last days of December. 
In October 1838 he accompanied the regiment to Kamal, 
and thence in the following month to Ferozepore, 
where it joined the Army of the Indus, and in Deoem^ 
ber proceeded on service to Afghanistan. He served 
with it throughout the campaign of 1838-39 in that 
countiy, and was present wiim it at the storm and 
capture of Ghazni (Medal) and the occupatioin of 
Kabul. His health having failed he returned to India 
in March 1840, and until the middle of 1841 he was on 
sick leave at Landour and Mussoorie. In June 184 1 
he was appointed Fort Adjutant of Fort William and 
Superintendent of Gentleman Cadets, an appointment 
which he took up in August 1841 and held until July 
1842, when he was recalled to his regiment on its being 
warned for the Army of Reserve. Ho rejoined the 
•corps (which was now styled the Euivpean Light 
Infantry) at Kamal early in October, and ho died at that 
place a few weeks later, on the D* November 1842.

MoMulIln, Charles Noble, Major C1832-*187n.~ 
Grave at Ambaloy No. 266, — Son of Captain il^bert 
MoMullin, 44*^ Bengal N. I., and younger brother of 
General John Robert MoMulKn, Benjral Infantry. Bom 
in tho Mauritius in 1882. — ^Entered lae Bengal Army in 
1848. Was already in India when nominated a Cadet, 
and ms formally admitted into the service on the 21** 
October 1848. In the following month he was ordered 
to proceed to Benares ani there do duty with the 48^h 
N. I. In March 1849 he was pontocl to the 734 N. 
then at Lahore, but in the following month, wbQe on 
bis my up ' to join the regiment, ho was halted at 
Meerut and directed to do duty with the 68*t N. I. 
there until his own regiment should arrive, and be 
joined the 784 at Meexu^ accordingly, in May 1849. 
In July 1852 he acoom^ied the regiment to Agra, and 
theuoe in October and November 1854 he marched with 
it to Banda. In February 1856, with his regiment, he 
marched to Lucknow with a Field Force, on the cooa** 
Sion of the annexation of Oudh. He was afterwue^ 
detached to Bahraich with the left wing of the regi» 
ment, of which he was appointed acting Adjutant 
the 19^^ March.

In February 1857 he was appointed to officiate 
temporarily as Adjutant of the regiment, and towards 
the end of the same month he marched with the corps 
to Jalpaiguri. In May 1857 he was sent to Dacca to 
take command of two companies of the regiment 
detached to that ;|^lace, and he was with this detach- 
ment when it mutinied on the 224 November following. 
In May 1858 he went homo on sick leave, and was 
absent irom India until October 1860. On his return 
he rejoined the 734 Jf, j, at Jalpaigari, and served 
with it untilit was disbanded iu lo61.

Poing-Duty Officer (afterwards styled Second Wing- 
Subaltern) with the regiment, and continued in com- 
mand of the detachment at Pehra.

In January 1867 he went home on furlough, racating 
bis appointment in the 28*^ N. I. On his return in 
October 1869 be was posted to Ambala for general 
duty, and in the following month, bis seryices having 
been i)laced at the disposal of the Punjab Government 
for the purpose, he was appointed to officiate as Can- 
tonment Magistrate at that station.

Macnaghten, Edmund Francis, lAeutenant 
(1870 — 1899). — Oi'ave at Jhelum, No. 773. — ^Tbe eldest 
son of Colonel Sir Francis Edmund Workman-Mac- 
nagbten, Bart, of Pundarave, Bushmills, Ool Antrim, 
formerly of the 8^^ Hussars and grandson of Sir William 
Howard Bussell, Kt, LL.J)., the well known Times 
correspondent.’* Born on the 14^^ November 1870.-— 
Entered H* M.*s Service on the 10<=^ October 1891 as a 
Second-Lientenant in the 16*^^' Lancers, and proceeding 
to India bo joined that regiment at Lucknow before tbe 
end rf the year. On tbe IS^’^ March 1895 be was pro- 
moted to the rank of Lieutenant, and towards tbe end 
of 1896 bo accompanied the corps to Ambala. In 
July 1897;, on tbo outbreak of tbe war on tbe N.-W. 
Frontier, be was appointed a Transport Officer for duty 
at tbo base and on the line of communication of the 
Malakand Field Force j he was afterwards appointed 
Brigade Transport Officer of the Second Brigade, and 
later, in October, Assistant to tbe Pxvisional Transport 
Officer, of tbo same Field Force, with which be took 
part in various operations on that part of the frontier. 
He was subsequently, in January 1898, appointed 
Assistant to tbe Chief Transport Officer of the Buner 
Field Force, and served in the brief operations against 
tbe Bnnerwals and ObamlawalsL (Medal and clasp). 
In Fobruaiy 1898 be went borne on eiob leave. He 
returnod to India and rejoined bis regiment at Ambala 
in iio foUowing year, and shortly afierwai’ds, when on 
leave, be was accidentally drowned whilst fishing in tbe 
Punch Eiver, near Jbelnm, — 12^^ October 1899. 

MWaffj George Augustus^ Oaptain (1830 — 
— Grave at Peshawar, No. 941. — ^Entered H. M.’s 
Setvide on tbe 13*^ November 1846 as an Ensign in tbo 
67^11 Foot, which be joined at Cork. In January 1848 
be accompanied tbe regiment to Gibraltar. On the 
30*^ June 1848 be was promoted to tbe rank of Lieut- 
enant, and on tbe 22^ December following be was trans- 
ferred to tbe 70^^ Foot, then at Cork. Before he could 
join this regiment, however, it sailed for Bengal and be 
consequently remained attached to tbe depfit at Obatbam 
for several months, but be eventually joined tbe corps 
in Fort WDliam, Calcutta, in November 1849. In the 
winter of 1850-51 be proceeded vatb the regiment to 
Cawnpofe, whence he accompanied it to Fero 2 iepore 
early in 1854. At that station from November 1854 
to June 1865 bo officiated as Quarter-Master of tbe 
regiment. Towards tbe end of 1866 he moved with 
tbe regiment to Peshawar. Ho was serving with it 
there when tbe Mutiny of tbe Bengal Army broke out 
in May 1857,. and during that and tbe two succeeding 
months be took part in all tbe services on which ibe 
regiment was employed in tbe suppression of mutinies 
and the disarming of disaffected corps in the Peshawar 
flistrict. On tbe Auguirt 1857, on the formation of 
'flic 6^^ Punjab Infantry being ordered, be was apjjoint- 
ad. Second-in-command of the corps, and, joining; at 


Nowshera, be was at first, for a few days, in command 
of it, and officiated as Adjutant as well. From tbe end 
of that month to tbe end of January 1858 be officiated, 
in addition to bis other duties, as Station Staff Officer 
at Nowshera. He was then appointed Garrison Staff 
Officer at Fort Attock, and be held that appointment 
for several months. OntbelO^^ March 1858 be was 
promoted from Lieutenant in tbe 70*^' to Captain in tbe 
2^ Battalion 17*=^ Foot, then in course of formation, but 
baying no desire to leave India at that time, be entered 
upon arrangements for an exchange, and in the mean- 
time accompanied the 8*^ P. I. on the expedition of 
April and May 1858 against the Khudu Khels and the 
Hindustani fanatics, returning with tbe corps to 
Nowshera after tbe occupation and destruction of 
Mangal Tbana. On tbo 30*^^ July 1858 he effected an 
exchange into the 38th Foot, which enabled him to 
remain in India ; he did not, however, join that regiment, 
but continuing in his appointment in the 8*ii P. I., he 
accompanied the corps to Peshawar in August 1858, 
and thence in March 1859 to Kohat. In the spring of 
1859 he again officiated for some time as Adjutant of the 
regiment. In the autumn of the same year he marched 
with the regiment to Gwalior, whence he was sent to 
Sipri in command of a detachment. In the spring of 
1860, on the regiment volunteering for foreign service, 
he proceeded with it^ to tbe Presidency and embarked 
with it for China, and in tbe autumn of tbo same year 
he served with it^ throughout tbe campaign in North 
China, taking part in tbe action of Sinho, the storm 
and capture of the Taku Ports, and the occupation of 
Pekin (Medal and two clasps).. Ho returned to Bengal 
with the regiment in February 1861, and on arrival at 
Calcutta he remained there on leave, for the purpose 
of undergoing an examination in the native languages ; 
but be rejoined the regiment at Ambala on the May, 
and a week latei’, on the Commandant proceeding on 
leave preparatory to going home on furlough, be suc- 
ceeded to tbe command of tbe corps : he was not, however, 
formally appointed Offg. Commandant until the 1st 
August following. In the succeeding December be^ 
was provisionally admitted into tbe Bengal Staff Corps, 
with effect from tbe 8^^ February preceding. In tbe 
winter of 1861-62 be accompanied tbe regiment, which 
bad now become tbo 20^^ (Punjab) Regt. of Bengal 
Native Infantry, to Peshawar, and be continued offici- 
ating as Commandant of the co^s until bis death, 
which took place there on tbo 24*ii July 1862, 

M’Nair, William, Lteutpmnt (c, 1819 — 1845). 
Tablet at Feroseporc, No. 442, — ^Entered H. M.’s Service 
on tbo 2^- December 183G as an Ensign in tho 02^^ Foot, 
which corps be joined at Moulmein in tbe following 
year, and be was still serving with it there when, on 
> tbo 15*^^ December 1838, be was promoted to the rank 
of Lieutenant. In October 1840 be accompanied tbe 
corps to Bengal, landing at Calcutta and proceeding 
with it thence to Hazaritegh, where he arrived with 
tbo regiment on the 7*^ December. In the summer of 
1841 be was appointed acting Adjutant of tL.e regiment, 
with whiob in tbe following November be marched to 
Fort Willi&nx. In the autumn of 1842 be accompanied 
tbe jpegiment to Dinapore and in January 1^3 he 
vacated tbe appointment of acting Adjutant on tbe 
permanent incumbent rejoining tbe regiment from leave 
in Europe. Early in 1846 be accompanied tbo regiment 
to Ambala, whence it was sent on immediately to 
Ferojzepore. He arrived with it there on tbo 27*^ March, 
and be was still serving with it at that place when tbe 
first Sikh war broke out in December 1^5. On the 
21*** of that month be marched out with the. corps, in 
tbe Fourih Division of tbe Army of , the putlej, to join 
the main' Array, under Sir Hugh Gough, in tbe as^ull 
of the Sikh entrenchments at Firozsbahr, and be fel 
tke same in the sanguinary engagement 

which ensued. 

McNeaiie, James Agnew, Lkuimmi-Oolonel 
(1843— 1901).— (JroOT ai Ckhmrg, Kathm, No^ 
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1131. — The eldest son of John McNeale, Esqr., of 
Bush Park, Co. Antrim. Born at Belfast, Co. Antrim, 
on the 27^^ December 1843. — ^Entered H. M.’s Indian 
MUy. Porces, Bengal, in 1861, as an Ensign of Infan- 
try. Aniyed in India in October of the aame yeai’, 
and was directed to do duty with the 77^^' Eoot, which 
he joined at Hazaribagh early in the following month. 
He served with that regiment until November 1802, 
when he was appointed to do duty with the 13^^ N. I., 
and joined it at Gorakhpur, In January 1864 he was 
appointed a Doing-Dnty Olncer in the 28^^' N. L, but 
this transfer was cancelled in the succeeding month, 
and he continued doing duty with tho 13*^^' , with which 
he soon afterwards proceeded to Peshawar, arriving 
there at the end of March. In Novomber 1864 he was 
appointed to officiate as a Doing-Duty Officer in the 
N. I., and, joining that corps at Peshawar, he was 
appointed soon afterwards to officiate as Quarter-Master. 
At the heginning of March 1865 he was appointed 0%. 
Adjutant, hut he did not remain long in that position, 
for on tho 27^^^ of tho following month he was appointed 
First Doing-Duty Officer (afterwards styled First 
Squadron Subaltern) in the 8^^ Bengal Cavalry, which 
he joined at Sitapnr, in Ondh, at tho end of the follow- 
ing May, In August 1866 ho was appointed 0%. 
Third Squadron Officer, and he held that position for 
ten months. In Novomber 1865 he marched with the 
regiment to Segowlie. During tho year 1868 he twice 
officiated as Third Squadron^ Officer. At tho end of 
December 1868 he was appointed Offg. Adjutant of 
the regiment, and he I’etained that position until 
December 1869, when he went home on furlough. 
Eeturning io India in November 1871, ho rejoined tlio 
Bengal Cavalry at Meerut, and on tho 17*^' of that 
month he was appointed Third Squadron Officer. In 
March 1873 he was appointed 0%. Second Squadi’on 
Officer, and in tho following winter ho accompanied tho 
regiment to Peshawar. In April 1874 he rovei'tod to 
his substantive appointment of Third Squadron Officer, 
hut from May to October 1874 ho again offioiatod as 
Second Squadron Officer, and from Juno 1876 to Janu- 
ary 1877 he offioiatod as Adjutant of the regiment. 
Under the reorganisation of January 1877 ho became 
a Squadron Commander. In Febmary 1877 ho acoom- 
panied the regiment to Multan. In February 1878 ho 
went home on furlough, but he was out again in Sep- 
tember, and in the foUowing November he accompanied 
the regiment on service to Southom Afghanistan, whore 
he served with it throughout the campaign of 1878-79, 
including the occupation of Kandahar, and tho advaiico 
on Kalat-i-Ghilzai (Medal). In August 1879, after 
the return of the regiment from Southern Afghanistan, 
he went home on furlough, hut his regiment having 
again been ordered on service in September 1880, ho 
returned to India, and rejoining the corps at Sihi in 
November, he was appointed to officiate as Socond-in- 
Commaud. In January 1881 ho moved up to Kandahar 
with tho regiment, and was stationed with it at Kokoran 
until April, when the British troops wore withdraw 
from Southern Afghanistan and ho prccoodcd with tho 
corps to Saugor, arriving there in June 1881. He 
continued officiating as Socond-in-Oommahcl until the 
end of February 1 882,^ and from March to Novomber 
1884i he again ofliclatod in tho same appointment. In 
December 1884 ho proceeded with the rogimont to 
Lucknow, and at that place in September 1885 lie was 
appointed Sooond-in-Oommancl permanently. In tho 
following December he wont home on furlough, and ho 
was absent from India until February 1837, when ho 
rejoined tho regiment at Lucknow. In tho following 
September he was aiJpointed to offioiato as Commandant 
of the regiment, and ho continuod officiating unta 
September 1888, when tho permanont appointment of 
Commandant was confeiroil upon him. In February 
1889 he proceeded with the regiment to Nowgong, of 
iwMch station ho was in command for several months in 
^819^93. In Jantiary 1803 he marched with the regi- 
miiSEft t6 Allahabaid,'^^ in ttie following April he 


went home on leave. He returned and rejoined in March 
1894, and continued serving with the regiment until 
September 1885, when, having completed his term of 
command, ho vacated the appointment of Commandant 
of the 8‘i^ Bengal Cavalry. Thereafter he continued 
residing in India until his death. In December 1898 
ho was transferred to the Unemployod Supernumerary 
List. He died at Gulmarg, in Kashmir, on the 13th 
August 1901. 

McPherson, Alexander Grant, Ensign (1827 

1852).— ffntuc at Eerocc;poTe^ No. 490.' — ^Boni in Scot- 
land in tho oarly part of 1827.— Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1845. Arrived in India in Juno 1840, jwid 
was sent up to Benares to do duty witli the 48*^* N. I. 
In September 1846 ho was posted to tho N. I., 
then under orders to proceed from Nasirabad to the 
Jullundur Doab ; joined the corps cn ronio, and with 
it axTived at Hoshiarpnr in January 1847. In tho 
following October ho accompanied tlio regiment to 
Lahore, and was in garrison with it tlioro timing iho 
Punjab Campaign of 1818-49 (Modal). In April 18*19 
ho marched with tho regiment to Forozopore, anti at 
that placo ho died on tho 29^^' April 1852. 

Maepherson, George Ewon, OtqHain (1843— 
1870 ). — Grave at Karnal, No, ISO. — ^Tlio second sou of 
Major-General Sir James Dnncan Mnephorson, K.C.B., 
Bengal Infantry, and grandson of Lieutenant- Oonoral 
James Kennedy, C.B., of tlio Bengal OnvaJiy. IJorn 
at Mcornf) on iilie 8^'^^ February 1843.— Entered IT. 
Indian Military Forces, Bengal, in 1860. Anived in 
India in July of i.ho sjimo year, and was appointed to 
do duty with tho European Kogimont, which ho 
joined in Fort William, and to which ho romaiuetl at- 
tached for nearly a year. In July ISfJl lie was directed 
to do duty with tho N. I. (tho Sirmur Rifles), and 
ho shortly afterwards joinotl that corps at Dohra. In 
July 1863 ho was appointed a Doing-Dniy Officer in tho 
Gurkha Regiment, which he joined at Peshawar. 
In the following month ho was transferred in tho same 
position to tho 2^^ Sikh Infantry, but this axrangomont 
was cancelled in Septombor, and he roraainod 'mth the 
Gurkha Rogim<mt. On tho October he was 
appointed to do duty mth tho Yusafzai Field Force ; 
on tho 18^^ just before tho advance into the hills wa» 
begun, ho was attached to tho 5^*^ l^unjab Infantry ; 
and with this Cfups, as a volunteer with tho S***! Punjab 
Infantry, and aftorwards wiili his otoi 3,*ogimont, tlie 
Gurklias, when it joined the force at tlio end of 
Ootobor, ho sorvod throughout tho Amlxtla Oami>aign 
of Ootobor, Novomber and Dccornbor 18C3 (India Sledal 
and clasp). In January 1864 lie wns apjioiniod a 
Hoin^-Duty Officer in tho 1»* Gurkha Rogiment, but 
this was oancolled in tho following month and lio was 
re-nppointod in tho same position to tho 4^*», witli which 
ho prooeedod to Almora. Dnriug that and the nwm^A^ 
ing year he twice officiated as Quai’tor-M aster of the 
regiment. In May 1865 Jic was admitted into the 
Bengal Staff Corp-s, and in tho following fleptombw 
ho was appointed Aido-do-Cam]) ir> M.ajoriQenoral Colin 
Troup, O.B., Commanding the IJenaiv^s and afterwards 
tho Allahabad and Monrnt Divisions, on whoso personal 
staff ho rornainod about cighteem manths. In Fobruaay 
1867 ho oufored civil eiujiloy In ili/* Punjab, and 
during the nexii c'lglit he mm-v(*( 1 ns A.ssmtent 

OomrmKSioin‘r at Delhi, Anirifsar, Peshawar, Ifoii- 
Mardau, r<‘Hhawar (a sccord time)? Kiwauli, Gnjc*mt 
and TTimni,. Tn 1876 ho was f‘7nph*yc‘tl ah (Janiomne^nt 
Magi«trJii.fi at Mian Mir ; in 1877 as .AsBislunt-i bnimis- 
sioner, and afterwards a.s OiTg. Dfqiuty-CtjnmnHsiomnr 
atliudhiam; and In 1877-78-79 as AsHrstant-ConimiH- 
simior and as OITg. Jiulleial Asslstent at Julhiiidnr. Tn 
tho summer of 1879 he w'its appoinh-d OITg. Depuly- 
Comniissloner of Priirgium, and on his wtiy thither ho 
died at Kamal on the 17*^» BoptemlHir. 

McPherson, Hamish McGregor, Cdplain 
( P *--1848)/— Gratie at Ahmad^ui\ JVo. 001 ; tallct ai 



Multan, No. 882.— Nolihing is knomi regarding tie 
origin of tiis officer, — as to wio he was, and under 
wiat circumstances ie came to India. He was for 
some years in Ranjit Singi’s Army, and after tie 
deati of that Ruler ie entered tie service of tie 
Nawab of Baiawalpur, wio gave iim tie command 
of one of iis regiments of regular infantry. Tiis 
regiment formed part of tie force sent by tie Nawab 
to assist Lieutenant (afterwards Sir Herbert) Edwardes 
in iis operations against tie rebel Diwan Mulraj of 
Multan, and ie commanded it at tie battles of Kineiri, 
on tie 18*^^ June, and Sadusam, on tie 1st July 1848, 
in tie latter of wHci ie was killed. 

MacQueen, John Archibald, Lieutenant (1821 — 
1852). — 'Ghrave at Multan; tablet at Jtdlundur, 
No, 553. — Entered H. M.’s Service on tie 30^^ August 

1839 as an Ensign in tie 76^^ Foot, wiici ie joined 
at Barbadoes in tie West Indies. On tie 15*^ May 

1840 ie was trnsferred to tie 74*^ Foot, wiici corps 
ie joined at Barbadoes on its arrival from Trinidad in 
June. In May 1841 ie accompanied tie 74tii to Cana- 
da, and ie served witi it at Montreal and Quebec until 
September 1844, when ie proceeded witi it to Halifax 
in Nova Scotia. Ho returned iome witi tie regiment 
in March 1845, and on tic June following ie was 
promoted to the rank of Lieutenant in tie 1^* Battalion, 
60*^ Rifles. He joined tie battalion at Fermoy, and 
having in tie succeeding month embarked witi it for 
India, ie landed at Bombay in October 1845. In 
February 1846 he proceeded witi tie battalion to 
Karaclii, where ie served witi it until tie autumn of 
1848. He then accompanied it in its movement to tie 
north, witi the Bombay Division of tie Army of tie 
Punjab, and served witi it at tie siege and capture 
•of Multan, the battle of Gujerat, tie pursuit of tie 
Siki Army until it surrendered at Eawal Pindi, and 
of tie Afghans until they were driven through tie 
Khaibar (Medal and two clasps). On tie termination 
of tie war he remained witi tie battalion at Peshawar, 
and in February 1850 io served witi a detachment of 
it in tie expedition against tie Afridis and tie forcing 
of tie Koiat Pass. In tie spring of tie same year 
ie accompanied the battalion to Easauli, .from wiici 
place, in tie autuioan, ie wont home on leave. He 
returned to India in tie autumn of 1862 and, landing 
at Bombay, proceeded by way of Earaeix and tie Indus 
to rejoin iis corps at Jullundnr. He not, however, 
live to reach his destination, having died on tie way 
at Multan, on tie 20ti October 1862. 

McQueen, Malcolm Stewart, Lieutenant 
(1877 — 1902). — Tablet at Lahore Oantonnienf, No, 690. 
— ^Bom on tie November 1877. — ^Entered H. M.’s 

Service (from tie Royal Mily. College) on tie 4*^ 
August 1897 as a Second-Lieutenant on tie Unattaoied 
List for appointment to the Indian Staff Corps. 
Arrived in India in October of the same year and was 
attached for duty to tie Battalion, Somersetshire 
Light Infantry, which ie joined at Peshawar on tie 
8*^ of tie succeeding month, one year from wiici date 
ie was admitted into the Staff Corps. In* December 
1897 he accompanied tie battalion to Rawalpindi, 
whence ie proceeded witi it to Euldaua in April 1898. 
In November 1898 he was posted, as a supernumerary, , 
totie 23^ Bengal Infantry (Pioneers), wiici ie joined 
at Ambala, and in this coi'ps he was appointed an Offg,^ 
Wing Officer on tie 2^ March 1899. A fortnight 
later ie was transferred, in tie same position, to tie 
20**^ Bengal Infantry, at Delhi, and on the July 
following ie was removed, as a temporary measure, 
from that corps to tie'l^^ Battalion, 4*^ Gurkha Riflos, 
atBakloi. In January 1900 he reverted to tie 
B. I., and having rejoined that corps at Delhi, ie 'Vt^as ' 
on tie 1st April following appointed a Wing Officer in 
it, and about the same time the designation of iis 
appointment was altered to ‘‘ Double-Company Officer 
In tie summer of tie same year ie accompanied tie 
regiment on tie expedition to China, in whidi country 


ie served witi it, during tie operations against the 

Boxers,’* until July 1901 (Medal). He returned 
witi the [regiment to Bengal in August 1901, and 
proceeded witi it to Miau Mir, where ie continued serv- 
ing witi it until nearly tie end of tie year. In 
December 1901 ie proceeded on field service to South 
Africa, where, on tie 20*^ of that month, ie was 
appointed a Special Service Officer, and ie continued 
serving as such until the 3^ March 1902, when, while 
gallantly endeavouring to save tie life of a comrades 
ie was killed in action with tie Boers at Begensel, in, 
tie Orange River Colony. 

Mactier, Anstrulher, Captain (1821 — 1857). — 
Grave at Jullundur, No, 538.' — Son of Anthony Mactier, 
Esqr., First Commissioner of tie Court of Requests 
at Calcutta. — 'Bom at Calcutta ou tie 6*^ May 1821. — 
Entered tie Bengal Army in 1839. Arrived in India 
in May of tie same year, and was sent up to SuUanpur, 
Benares, to do duty witi tie Light Cavalry, to 
which regiment io was formally posted on tie 27*-^ 
August following. In October 1842 he was appointed 
acting Adjutant to the Cavalry Depot at Oawnpore, and 
he continued sorviug in that situation until March 
1843, when tie dopot was drafted into tie 5*^ Light 
Cavalry to replace tio two squadrons wiici had beon 
destroyed in the retreat from Eabul in the preced- 
ing year. He then rejoined his own regiment at 
Benares, and soon afterwards marched witi it to 
Neemuci, arriving there towards tie end of April 1843. 
In March 1844 ie moved witi tie regiment to Nash* 
aiad, whence in tie winter of 1844-45 ie marched with 
it to Ludhiana. Towards the end of 1845 ie accom- 
panied tie regiment to Siikarpur, in Sindh, where ie 
served witi it until February J846, when the corps was 
included in the Sindh Field Force. Tiis force was to 
have moved northwards along tie Indus for tie purpose 
of taking part in tie first Sikh war, hut the battle of 
Sobraon having brought that to an end, it was broken up, 
and he marched with the regiment to Ferozepore, arriv- 
ing there on the 23* March. In October 1847 he moved 
witi tie regiment to Nakodar, whence, in the antumu 
of. tie succeeding year, on tie outbreak of tie second 
Siki war, io accompanied it into tie field, and there- 
after served with it throughout tie Punjab Campaign 
of 1848-49, including tie passage of tie Cienab and 
tie battles of Ciilianwala and Gujerat (Medal and two 
clasps). On tie termination of tie war ie proceeded 
with tie regiment to Lahore, and thence to Meerut, 
arriving there in May 1849. In January and February 
1850 ie officiated as Adjutant of tio right wing, whicu 
was employed at that time on escort duty with tie 
eaj- Maharaja Dialip Singh. In July 3852 he prooeedect 
on leave to Calcutta, whence in tie following Deoomber 
io went iome on furlough. On iis return to India in 
November 1855 he rejoined iis re^ment at Nowgo^ig, 
in Bundelkiand, wienoo in tie spring of 1857 ie moved 
witi it to Jullundur. He was witi tie regiment when, 
it mutinied at Jullundur in June 1857, and ie died at 
that place on tie 23^* of tie succeeding month. 

— Captain (then Comet) Mactier married, first, at Saltan- 
par, Benares, on the 14th May 18d)3, Mary Emma, second danghter 
Major Robert Wood Smith, of the 6th Bengal Light Cavalry . 
lady haring died, he married, secondly, at Forozoporo on ,tho 2l8*

Maffett, John William, Lieutenant (b. 1846— 
1867.)— PiiitZ/;.— Entered 1^*. M/s Seu^ 
viee ou tie 17th November 1SG3 as an !^sign in tie 
86*^^ Foot, in which i© was advanced tie rank o£ 
Lieutenant on tio 8th May 1866* HaVi/ig been tetainod 
at tie regimental d^pdt, h© did n6t ^piroceod to India 
until the autumn of 1866, Wien he joined tie 88th at' 
Oawnpore. Tn the succeeding win-^r ie accompanied 
tie x^ogimout to Rixwal Pindi, arriving there in Februaiy 
1867, and ie died at that plaoo oPi tie 6^h October fot* 
lowirfg-' 
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Magnay, Christopher, Lieutenant ( 1827 — 
1854 ). — Grave at Feroaejpore, No. 496. — Entered tlie 
Bengal Army in 1845. Asrived in India in June of the 
same year, and was sent up to Allahabad to do duty 
with the 65*^N. I., and on that regiment leaving 
Allahabad for Nowgong in the following October, he 
was directed to do duty with the 35*^ N. I. On the 
21®* of the same month he was posted to the 22*-^ N. 1., 
but that regiment being then en route from Barrack- 
pore to Eatehgarh, he was, in November 1845, granted 
leave to remain at CawniDore until the coi^s should 
reach its destination, and he eventually joined it at 
Patshgarh in March 1846, In April 1848 ho proceeded 
on sick leave to tho hills, but the regiment having, in 
September of that year, been ordered up to Lahoi^e, he 
rejoined it en roiUe, find thereafter served with it in the 
Punjab Campaign of 1848-49, including the passage 
of the Chenab and the action of Sadulapur (Medal). 
On the termination of the war he accompanied the 
regiment, in April 1849, to Rawal Pindi, whence he 
moved with it to Perozepore in January 1850. In 
April 1851 he proceeded on sick leave to thehiUs, and he 
continued there (at Almora, Mussoorie and Simla) until 
November 1852, when he rejoined the regiment at 
Perozepore, Ho died at that place on the 17*^ October 
1854. 

Mainwarl ng, Charles John, Oaptain (1809— 
1848) .—Grave at Ludlhiana^ No. 684 — The second son 
of Thomas Mainwaring, Esqr., of the Bengal Civil 
Service, who was a cadet of the Mainwarings of Wliit- 
more Hall, Co. Stafford, — Horn at Dacca on the 2‘^ Juno 
1809, — ^Entered the Bengal Army in 1825. Arrived in 
iTidm in September 182G, and on tho 6*^ of tho succeed- 
ing monih was posted to tho 1®* N.I., which ho joined 
at Delhi, and with this corps he shortly afterwards 
marched to Muttra, arriving there in Pebruary 
1827. In October 1829 ho moved with tho ro- 
giment to Delhi In August 1830 he was appoint- 
ed acting Interpreter and Quarter-Master to 
ihe 19*^ N.I., which ho joined at Hansi, and with that 
corps he continued serving until February 1831, when 
he rejoined his own regiment at Delhi. In November 
1832 ho accompaniod the corps to Fatehgarh, and thoro 
in January 1833 ho officiated for a short tlruo as Intor- 
jteeter and Quarter-Master to it. At the end of Do- 
oember 1884 ho was again appointed Olfg. Tntor- 
pjotor and Quarfer-Master, and early in February 1835 
(ahosLt which tircya he' with tiao regiment from 
Fatohgai'h to Cawnpoie) ho was xua^pesrmanont in that 
appointment. He, however, hold tho post for oxily a 
few months, for, proceeding to Calcutta on leave, in 
September, ho wont home on furlongh at the end of 
October 18*35, and necessarily vacated it. He returned 
to India in October 1838, and rejoined his regiment at 
Saugor in January 1839, and thei^ in the following 
August ho was appointed acting Intorproter and 
‘ Quarter-Master to tho 11*^ N.T. ; this appointment he 
continued holding until tho middle of December 1840, 
when ho relinquished it and rejoined his own rogimont, 
which had, in the meantime, moved to Agra. In 
February 1841 he was appointed acting Interpreter and 
Quarter-Master to the 31s* N.I., and having joined 
that regiment at Mainpuri, lie was, at the end of the 
same month, appointed Station Staff Offioor there, in 
addition to his other duties. In November 1841 he 
accompanied tho 31®* to Cawnpore, and there in 
January 1842 ho was appointed to officiate temporarily 
in the Commissariat Dept, in addition to his 
dttties as Interpreter and Quarter-Master of tho regi- 
ment. Ho continued in this position until tho follow- 
ing October, when he was ordered to Kaita for tho 
purpose of performing Commissariat duties with the 
assemblmg for service in Bundolkhand, and he 
was thereafter actively employed until March 1843 in 
conneotion with the measures taken for the suppression 
the insurrection in that nrovinoo. Jn Marw 1843 
ha was aiq^ted to officiate as Asst. Com- 
At and fie cemtinoed in 


that position until January 1844, when he was appoint* 
ed permanently to the Commissariat Dept, as a Sub- 
Asst. Oommy.-Genl., and was posted as such to tiie 
station at which he was then serving. In the spring of 
1845 he was transfen-ed from Nowgong to Ludhiana. 
On the outbreak of the first Sikh war he was employed 
in the field with the Army of tho Sutlej, aud was pre- 
sent at the battle of Firozshahr in December 1845 ; in 
the following month he was sent to join tho detached 
force under the command of Sir Harry Smith, and 
having, on arrival in camp, on the 25*^' January, been, 
appointed by Sir Harry to act as Chief of tho Oom- 
missariat- Dept, with that force, he was present in that 
capacity at tho battle of Aliwal (Medal and Clasp), On 
tho termination of the war he was scut to Ferozepox'e, 
but in the summer of 1846 ho was moved back to 
Ludhiana, at which sta.tion (except when on sick leave 
at Mussoorie from November 1846 to November 1847) 
the rest of his service was passed. Ho died at 
Ludhiana on the IG*^ August 1848, 

Mairis, Edward William.— Emt/w (1824— *1843) . — 

Grave at Sahathu, No. Bon oi Captain Valentino 

Hale Mairis, half -pay, unattached, sometime a subaltern 
in tho 78*^ Highlanders and in the 6*^' Dragoon 
Guards.— Entered tho Bengal Army in 184^. Arrived 
in India in December of tho same year, and having, in 
anticipation of Ms arrival, been posted, in tho preced- 
ing September, to tho Ibi. European Light Infantry, ho 
proceeded to the Upper Provinces, and luarclung with a 
dotaehnicnt of rocriiits, eventually joined his rogimont 
at Sabathu at the end of March 1843. His career in 
tho service was a very brief one, for, little more iliau 
Tifyift months after landing in India, ho died at Sabathu, 
of fovor, on the 14tii Soptoxnber 1843. 

Maisey Frederick Charles* General (1825— 
1892),— TaWo# at 8Ma, No. 898.— Born at Neuchatel, 
in Smtzerland, on tho 27**^ August 1825.— Entered tbo 
Bengal Army in 1842. Arrived in India in May 1843, 
and was sent up to Dinaporo to do duty with tho 82^ 
N. I, In the following month ho was posted to tho 
C7*^^ N. I.» which ho joined at Banda. In December 
1 845 lie was sent to Kalinjar in Bundolkhand on special 
duty under the orders of the Oovommont of tho N.-W. 
Bwiicos, to examine and report upon tho rnins and 
antiquities of tl»e plact^ and was so emjdoycd until May 
184C, whtmho it'joinodlus regiment at Dollii. In tho 
following November lio was again ilopiilod to Kalinjar, 
to continue his invostigations, and lie was roiainod on 
that duty until May 1847, when lie rejoined liis rogi- 
mont at Lahore. JB’or tho report and drawings which 
ho submitted in oonnootion with tius woik ho rocoived 
tho tlmnks of the Govt, of Lidii and of the Court of 
Direotors, and tiio repoi*t, with illustmtions, was afior- 
woeds published by tho Asiatic Society of Ikmgal in 
their journal. In August 1847 his Horvicos were placed 
at tho disposal of the Foroigu Depi, and fipm the 1“* 
November following ho was employed mi special duty In 
reporting on and illustrating the ruins aud antiquities 
of Kanod and various other places in Gwidior, Ikndel- 
khand, and Central India. On this duty ho was occupied 
(in tho summer months at Simla) until Ftbruary 1861, 
when ho was suddenly remanded to reglmeuhd iluiy iu 
consequence of his not having passed tlm pi‘o.scrilM:d 
oxammatlons in the mative languages j Imt iiaving, ou 
tho 15^^' July, duly passed at Simla (wl»itlu‘r Uo Iiad pro* 
ceoded on, leave), he was, on the P* Septiuuh<‘r, placed, 

with olloci from tho date of passing, at the dispisal of 

tho Hoiao Dopi, for the purpose of ciimiiuuiug his 
antiquarian work, which lio rcHumod accordingly, and 
on which ho remained employed until tho outbimfc 
of tho socontl Burmese War in ^ March 1852. His 
saxvicos wore thou replaced at tho disposal of tho Ooiu* 
mander-in-Ohiof, and ho was directed to rejoin hi» 
regiment, the corps, tlion at Kyouk Phyoo, k*mg under 
emtors to form part of tho Expeditionary Wovoo pmoeding 
to Bangoon- Ho embarked with tho oxiJodition at 
Oalcntto, and proceeded with it to the and, 
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Ms regiment not haying arrived, he was directed by 
Major-General Godwin, on the 8^^ April, to do duty 
with the 40th N, I., with which corps he served in the 
naval bombardment of Rangoon, and in the subsequent 
operations on shore from the 12*^ to the 14*^April, result- 
ing in the Burmese armies being driven from the place. 
He afterwards joined his own regiment, the 67*^, on its 
arrival at Rangoon, and in February 1853 he was em- 
ployed with a detachment of it in the expedition under 
Major Minchin, 67*^ and Captain Loch, Royal Navy, 
against the dacoit Chief Nga-Myat-toon in the jungles 
to the west of Donabyo ; in this affair, which resulted 
in a disastrous repulse, he greatly distinguished him- 
self, having, in command of the rear guard, covered the 
retreat through the jungle in circumstances of great 
•difdculty and danger. In the following month, as act- 
ing Adjutant to the left wing of the 67*^ he served in 
the second expedition against the same Chief, and again 
greatly distinguished himself in the twelve days’ arduous 
operations in the jungle, ending with the storming of 
Myat-toon’s stronghold, at Nayoung-goun-lya, on the 
19*^ March. In August 1853, with four companies of 
his regiment (of which detachment he was, owing to 
the illness of his commanding officer, practically in 
oommand), he was actively employed against insurgents 
at and near Kyangain, and once more distinguished 
himself ; in the course of these operations he was severely 
wounded in repelling a desperate night-attack on the 
post, and for his services on this occasion and in the 
preceding February he was afterwards i 


<ed by the Governor-General, Lord 
Medal with Pegu clasp). At the end of August 1853 
he was appointed acting Adjutant of the regiment, but 
he held_ this post for only a brief period. On the 
.termination of ^e operations he accompanied the re- 
giment to Prome, and he continued serving with it 
there until March 1864, when he left with it for Bengal, 
Landing at Calcutta in April, he soon afterwards proceed- 
ed with the corps towards Benares ; before reaching that 

E laoe, however, he was directed, May 1854, to resume 
is antiquarian work, and he was employed on it accord- 
ingly, at Simla, during the sucoeecung seven months. 
For this work he again received the thanks of the Govt, 
.of India and of the Court of Directors, and he was 
specially thanked for his illustrations of the Buddhist 
antiquities of SancM, near Bhilsa^ which were after- 
wards, with the sanction of H. M.’s Government, veiy 
extensively utilised by Sir Alexander Ounuingham and 
Dr. James Fergussoniu their respective works— 
BMlson Topes and Tree and Serpent Worship. In Novem- 
ber 1854 his services were placed at the disposal of the 
Foreign Dept., under which he was appointed an Asst. 
Commissioner in the Punjab, and posted to Ambala; 
and having taken up the appointment in the fol- 
lowing month, he continued in that employment until 
the end of August 1856, when his services were re- 
placed at the disposal of the Oommander-in-Ohie£. In 
the succeeding month he was ajppointeda Depy. Judge 
Advooate-Genl. on the establishment and was posted 
to the Sirhind Division, and he was still holding that 
appointment when the Mutiny broke out in the follow- 
ing year. As D^y. Judge Advooate-Genl. he aoooiu: 
panied the Delhi Field Force on service at the end of 
May 1857, and was present with it at the battle 
Badli-ki-^rai (horse killed pnder him) and 
the seizure of the' Ridge; and he afterwards, 
Provost Marshal and on the staff of the 
K)ffi< 3 ers successively in command of the Force, served 
throughout the siege and capture of Delhi (Medal 
and Clas^and promoted to the rank of Major by 
brevet). He subsequently returned to his appointment 
of Depy, Judge Advooate-Genl. at Ambala, and he 
continned serving there until the end of May 1862, 
when he was appointed Depy. Judge Advooate-Genl. 
at Army Head-Quarters. In April 1866 he went home on 
furlough, for the first time in twenty-three years’ ser- 
vice, and he was absent from India for , nearly a year. 
JSe retnmed at the end of March 1866 and resumed his 
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appointment at Army Head-Quarters, and in the foHowfe^ 
month he was appointed Offg. Judge Advooate-Genl., 
post which he continued holding for nearly twenty 
months : during this period, with the assistance of ana 
in consultation with, that eminent military lawyer, tho 
late Mr. W. deRhe-Philipo, then Asst. Judge-Advocate- 
Genl., he drafted the new Indian Articles of ‘War, 
which afterwards became law as Act V of 1869. la 
November 1867, on the return of the permanent in- 
cumbent from furlough in Europe, he vacated his ofifioiat- 
ing appointment and reverted to the position of Depy* 
Judge Advocate- Genl. at Army Head-Quarters, in which 
he continued until April 1869, when he went home on 
furlough for two years ; this, however, was not a period 
of much relaxation, for during the greater part of it ho 
was employed under the War Office in reviewing and 
reporting on bills for the amendment of the Mutiny Act 
and Articles of War. On his return to India in April 
1871 he became, under a new organisation of the de- 
partment, Depy, Judge Advocate of the Sirhind Division, 
and having, daring ^e same year, on the institution in 
India of a Dept, of Garrison Instruction, been appointed 
Examiner in Military Law , he prepared a Manual of 
Military which was afterwards adopted as the text- 

book in that subject. He continued in this position 
until March 1873, when he was again appointed Depy., 
Judge Advocate- (Jenl, at Army Head-Quarters, and he 
held that appointment until July 1876, when he vacated it 
on snooeeding to the Colonel’s allowance. In J uly 1877 ha 
was selected for special duty under the Govt, of India 
in ihe Milty. Dept., and was thereafter for several 
years employed in reporting upon matters connected with 
the amendment of the Regulations for Military Can- 
tonments in India. During this period he attained the 
rank of Major-General on the I®* July 1881, and that of 
Lieutenant-General on the 19tii March 1883. In July 
1883 he was transferred to the Unemployed Supernum- 
erary List, and he appears to have gone home shortly 
afterwards. On the 1®* December 1888 he attained the 
rank of General, He died at Eastbourne Sussex, oa 
the 2^ September 1892, from the effects of a fall down 
a flight of stairs. 

Korx.— General (then liieatenant) Maisey xnarriod, at Simla on 
the 18 th Jane 1850, Sarah EZathorine, the second daughter of 
Lieutenant and Adjutant Frederick Knowles, of the 8d Light 
Dragoons (^. «.). Mrs. Maisoj died at Torritet, in Switzerland, on 
the l8th September 1907. 

Mallockf Henry, Lieutenant (1863 — 1887).— 
at Simla, No. 389. — ^Bom on the 27^^ August 1863. — En- 
tered H. M.’s Service on the 28*^ July 1883 as a Liea- 
teuantiu the Royal Artillery. In the following month 
he was posted to No. 5 Battery, Brigade, London 
Division, Royal Garrison Artillery, and having joined ifc 
at Malta, he continued serving with it there horn 188S 
to 1885. In April 1886 he was transferred to “ P ** 
Battery, 1®* Brigade, Royal Field Artillery, which he 
joined at St. Thomas* Mount, Madras, towards the end 
of the year. He continued serving there with this 
battery until the spring of 1887, when he proceeded on 
leave to Simla, and he died at that place on the 11*^ 
JtayI887. 

Mallock, Roger John, Lieutenant (1828—1852).— 
Grave and inscription at Simla, Nos. 330 and 389,— 
Bom on the 4*^ April 1828. — Entered the Benge4 Army 
in 1846 as a Cadet of Artillery. Arrived in India ia 
December of the same year, and at the end of August 
1847 was posted to the Company 2^ Battalion, Foot 
Artillery, which he joined at Dum-Dum. In the follow- 
ing November he was transferred to the 6^^ Company 
8*“^ Battalion, and proceeding to the Upper Provinceer, 
he "joined that company at Saugor in January 1848, 
In May and June 1850 he marched with the company 
to Oawnpore, and while serving there in March 1851 he 
was appointed to the charge of the post guns at Fateh- 
gath. In June 1851 he was removed to the 2^ Com- 
pany 7*^ Battalion, but in the folbwing month he wae 
directed to continue doing duty with the Company 
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Battalion, and to retain charge of tlio post gnns at 
FateLgarli Tintil the middle of the «ue''oedi 2 jg October. 
Ho then proceeded and joined the S'" cf ! ''O 7“* at Bndhi 
Pind, whence, in February 1852, lie moved mtli the com- 
pany to Amritsar. In May 1852 he proceeded to Simla 
on sick leave, and ho diod at that placo on the l^^ of the 
following month. 

Manson, James Alexander, Fint-^Liciitenant 
(1822 — 1849 ). — Grate and ixllet on the CJnUanwnla 
haitle-field^ No, 752. — The eldest son of Major-General 
James Manson, Bengal Infantry. Born at sea on board 
the H.E.I.O.’s ship Duchess of jHhnl, on tho 2'^ June 
1822. — ^Entered the Bengal Army in IS id as a cadet of 
Artillery. Arrived in India in July 1842, and at tho 
end of the following September was posted to the 5^^ 
Company Battalion, Foot Artillery, which ho joined 
at Oamiporo. At the end of May 1844 he was transfor- 
j-ed to the 4^^^ Company 2^^ Battalion, and joined it at 
Ambala. On promotion to tho rank of First-Lieutenant 
he was posted, September 1844, to tho ComiDany 6^^' 
Battalion, at Ferozepore, but in tbe following month he 
was removed to the 5^^ Company 2^ Battalion, then at 
Ambala, where he immediately joined it. In February 
1845 he was transfen*od to the 2^ Company 2^ Batta- 
lion, whicli he joined at Ferozepore. In tiio July follow- 
ing ho was removed to the 4*^' Troop 2<^ Brigade, Horse 
A^iillery, at Meerut, where he served with it until the 
autumn, and then proceeded with it to Sindh. In tlio 
spring of 1846 he returned with the troop from Sindh 
and accompanied it to Muttra, where ho continued serv- 
ing with it until tho autumn of IS 1*8, when it was 
detailed to form part of the Army of the Punjab and 
moved up to Ferozepore. J.h' sc.b.soquonMy sei'vcd with 
it in the earlier paiii of the Punjab Otimpalgn of 1848- 
49, and was present with it at the passage of tho Chenab 
and tho battle of Ohilianwala, in the latter of which ho 
fell, — 13^^^ January 1849. 

In tlie m,^cription on tho Ohilianwala Monumout 
(Part 1 , page 112) this oificor’s name is 

MardalL Frank, Zieuienant (1851 — 1880 ). — Grave 
c,!} Dora Ghaci hJian^ 2Vb, 889.- — Son of Major-GoncTal 
jPrancis Mardall, Madras Staff Corps.— Born at Madras 
on the 24*^ October 1861.— Entered II.M.’s Scx'viooon Uio 
June 1872 as a Sub-Lieutonant in the 1*;^ Battalion, 
.21®* Foot, and was afterwards promoted to tho rank of 
liieutQnant from tho same date. He camo out to India 
in August of the same year, and joinod the battalion at 
Bangalore, whence he accompanied it to Fort St, George 
an the following December. On tho SOth September 
1874 he was appointed Offg. First Wing Subaltern in the 
Sfl Punjab Infantry, on probation for tho Bengal Staff 
Corps, into which he was subsequently admitted with 
effect from that date. He joined the regiment " at Dora 
Ghazi Khan, whence, in January 1875, ho marclied with 
it to Deia Ismail Khan. In April 1876 ho was appoint- 
ed Offg. Second Squadron Subaltern in the 3^ Punjab 
Cavalry, which he joined at Dora Ismail Khan, and’ ho 
xemaiped in that position (onco officiating as First 
Squadron Subaltern and twice as Third Squadron Officer), 
until July 1876, when the permanent appointment of 
Second Squadron Subaltern was conferred upon him : 
lie Was at that time offi.oiating as Third Squadron Officer, 
and he continued officiating as such until Januaiy 1877, 
when, under the new organisation then introduced, the 
designation of his permanent appointment was altered 
to Squadron Officer. From May to October 1877 he 
'officiated as Adjutant of the regiment^ and in February 
1878 he was appomted to officiate* as Third Squadron 
Commander, in this position he remained for twolvo 
months. In March 1878 he moved with tho regiment io 
Edwardesabad (Bannu). From the beginning of 
Februaay to the end of April 1879 he officiated as second 
Squadron Ooxnmander : he was then ^pointed to officiate 
as Adjutant and he continued officiating until the 
iddddle of the following August, when he was made 
ik Vtom November 1879 


to March 1880 lie again officiated as Third Squadron 
Conimauclcr. In the spring of 1880, as Adjutant, he 
accompanied the rogimont on service to Afglianistan, 
Vflioro he took part in the movement to Shekhabad and in 
v.arions other opci’ations, ending witli the famous march 
from Kabul to Kandahar, the battle of iMazra or Kandahar, 
and the subsequent expedition against the Mani clans. 
On the conclusion of those hiust operations he moved 
towards tho Britisli provinces with his regiment, which 
was niidor orders for Koliat, but ho did not livo to roach 
his destination, having diod in camp at Sajani on tho 9*** 
Novondior 1880.

Mason, Georg'e Henry Monck, Lienlenani and 
Brevci- 0 (i 2 dat.r, (1824 — 1857). — Tiddci at' Delhi, No, 158. 

- — Tho only son of Ca])iam Tliomas Monck Mason, Eoyal 
Navy (who was a cadet of the Masons of Masonbrook, 
Go. Qahvay, by Mary, his wife, ilio oldest daughter Sir 
George Grey, Barf. (I). Born in 1824.— Entor(!d tho 
Bengal Amy in 1812. Ariivcd in India in November 
of the same year, and in tho following month was 
ordered np to Ferozepore to do duty with tho 56*^ N. I, ; 
on reaching Benares, howovor> in Fobrunry 1843, ho was 
directed to remain at that station and do duty with tho 
47*^^ N. I. instead. In the following Juno ho *vvas posted 
to tlic N. I., and later in tho year ho joined that 
regiment at Nowgong, in Bundolkhand. At tho end ot 
181'5 lie accoTiipaniod tho regiment to Hoshangabad, and 
to Mhow in tho summer of 1846. In March 1847 ho 
was appointed an Assistant io tho Ciovcnior-Goneral^s 
Agent Jor tho States of Rajputana, aaul ho contiiiuod in 
that position until October 1854, when lie was ap])ointod 
Political Agimt at Karauli. From March 1856 to 
August 1866 bo was OlVg. Political Agent tit Kotalt, 
Harauti. IIo then rotnmod to his appointment at 
Kavauli, tind remained ihoro until March 1857, when ho 
was appointod Political Agent at Jodhpur. IIo was still 
occupying that post when the mutixdos began in May 
1867, but though his position was one of considerable 
anxiety, ho does not appear to have had much troublo 
until tho occuiTonco of tho mutiny of tho Jodhjmr 
Iiogion, at hlrinpiira, towards the end of August. In tho 
following month ho loft Jodhpur ^ to join a small foroo 
under tho oommand of Brigadior-Goneral G. St. 1^. 
La^vronce, ^vhich was (ihout. to attack Awah, wlioro tho 
Legion was holding out, aided ])y the followers of the 
rol)ollious Thakur of tho placo. Ho had .scarcely n^ached 
Awah, however, when ho lost his life ; a skirmish with 
the rebels was in ]»ri)groH.s at tho time and, deceived by 
tiie bugle-calls of tho Jodhpur Legion, ho, in tho midst 
of the firing, incautiously^ approached a paity of tho 
enemy, by whom he was immediately shot dead, — 18*^* 
September 1857. 

Master, Gilbert Coventry Streynsham, 
Zieuienant and Brevet-^Oapiain (1805—1839 ). — Orum 
at Karnal^—^ne No, 196,— Tho eldest son of (jUlbert 
Coventry Master, Esq., of the Bengal Civil Service (a 
cadet of tho Masters of Ooduor Castle, Go. Derby, now of 
Barrows Green Houso, Go. Surrey) by Augusta, his 
wife, daughter of Sir James Campbell, Bart, Bom at 
Ohapra, Bihar, on tho 16<i' .Tannary 180.6.— Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1821. An-ived iu fndiar hi August 1822, 
and was ordered up to Sultanpur, Benares, to do duly 
with the 1®* Light Cavalry, but haying gone on leave to 
Dacca for six months, he never joinod this corps. In 
October 1822 he was posted to tho 4*^ Light Cavahey, 
at Kamal, and prooeoding thither on the expiration of 
his leave, he joined that regiment in March 1828. In 
November 1826 he was appomted Adjutant of tho regi- 
ment^ and In that capacity he served with it at tho stoge 
and capture of Bharatpur in 1826-26. On the tormina'* 
tionof the siege ho proceeded with tho regiment to 
Nasirabad, whmeo, at the ond of 1828, he accompanied 
it to Meerut. At the end of 1832 ho again proceeded 
with it to Nasixabad, and in tho winter /ai 18^86 ho 
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served witli it in the force assembled for the purpose of 
coercing the Eaja of Jodhpur, and which was afterwards 
employed in reducing the district of Shekhawat to order.

In the following August he proceeded on leave to Cal- | 

cutta, and in April IS3C he went home on furlough. Ho I 
returned to India in February 1839, and having rejoined 
the regiment at Karnal, he was appointed, in the follow- 
ing SoiDtember, to officiate as Adjutant. He did not, 
how ever, hold this appointment long, having died at 
Karnal on the 24^^ October 1839. 

Matthew, T7ie Right Reverend Henry James, jD.H., 
Bishop of Lahore (1837—1898). — Gra7je and tablet at 
Lahore, No. 619 and 643. — Born in 1837. — Educated at 
Trinity College, Cambridge ; ordained in 1861 ; and ap- 
pointed an Assistant Chaplain (afterwards styled 
“ Junior Chaplain ”) on the Bengal Ecclesijistioal Estab- 
lishment in 1867. Arrived in India in the sjiring of tlio 
same year, and was at first posted to Nowshera, but was 
removed soon afterwards to Allahabad. In 1868 ho was 
appointed to the gar 3 *ison of FoiH: William, with tho 
Military Hospital as part of his charge, and he continu- 
ed there until February 1874, when he wont homo on 
furlough. Retui’ning to India at the cud of 1875 ho 
resumed his ]iost in Foi-t William and tlie Military 
Hospital, and ho cojjtinuod holding it until Fobruaiy 
1877, when lie was promotod to the rank of Senior 
Chaplain, and appointed OLaplain of Simla. On tho 
2^ August 1878 he was appointed Archdeacon of Lahore, 
hut continued as Chaplain of Simla until Decomhor 
1886, when he again went home on furlough. On 
the 22‘i Decomhor 1887. while still on furlough 
ho was appointed Bishop of Lahore. Ho returned to 
India early in 1888, and took np tho duties of his high 
office, in tho discharge of which ho continued (with tho 
exception of a texun of eight months* leave to Europe 
in 1894) until liis muoh-lamontod death. Ho died at 
Lahore on tho 2^ December 1898. 

Maunsell, Robert Frederick, Assist ant -^Surgeon 
(c. 1843 — 1869). — Tablet at CliGraf, No. 993.— Entered 
H. M.*s Service on tho 20*'^' March 1868 as a StafE 
Assistant-Surgeon, xvith rank as such from tho 
October 1867. Ho was sent out to Bengal soon after- 
wards, and on arrival was posted, May 1868, to 
Ambala, for duty- On reaching that station ho was 
attached to tho 106**' Foot, with which heromainod until 
the following November, when ho was attached to tho

attached to that regiment, and he continued with it until 
his death. Ho was with a portion of tho regiment at 
Oherat Ranatarium, when he died there on tho 8**' Nov- 
emhet 1869. His remains wore removed to Ireland in 
the following year. 

Maxwell, Stuart John Mildmay, Lieutenant 
(1835 — 1860 ).— at Amloda, No. Zii . — ^Bomin 
October 1836. — ^Entered H. M.*s Service (from the 
Eoyal Mily. Academy, Woolwich) on the 22<* Juno 
1853 as a Second-Lieutenant in the Boyal Artillery. 

On ihe 20**^ June 1864 he was promoted to the rank 
of Lieutenant, and having been posted to tho 11**' 
Battalion, he proceeded with one of the companies of 
hat battalion on the expedition to Turkey. He 
afterwards, in September 1854, accompanied it to 
the Crimea, and was present with it there throughout 
the campaign of 1864-66 ; taking part in the landing in 
Ealamiia Bay, the a&ir of Bul^nak, the battle of 
the Alma, the affair at Maokenzie’*s Farm, the battles 
of BalaHava and Inkerman, the siege of Sevastopol 
(including the repulse of the sortie of Sxe 26**' October), 
and the capture of the fortress (Medal and four olasps, 
and created a Knight of the Legion of Honour). 
About the time of the fall of Sevastopol he was trans- 
ferred to the Boyal Horse Artillery, and, having been

. 1866 he served with this troop in Dublin, and in 
1867 at Newbridge and Woolwich, and in the summer

In April 1868, wilh tho loft ]iait‘-tr(to]s 
lio accompaniod the Araingarh Field Force on iMudher 
series of operations, and was prcsiuit with it at tijo 
action of Manihar, near Tigra, the relief of Ajm.mgarh, 
the pursuit of Kanwar Singh, tlu^ rcbtl Cljief, tiio 
actions of Azimatgarh, Nn-ggra-, Lhbunahar n-nd Sliiii])ur 
Ghat, tlio capture of Jagdispiir, and the liaiassing 
operations in the Jagdispur jungles, in the conrst^ of 
which last ho w'las woiiiulcc! (oirodtd and clasp). On 
tho conclusion of tlio operations he j)roeoodt‘d with his 
half-troop to Ihuinrcs, wUcncu at tlu^ cmkI of 18.58 he 
march ed with it to Sitapnr. Tn October 18.59 Jio left 
Ritapuj’ with his tr(H>p, a.ml, during tho cold season of 
18.59-(i0, served with it on escort duty with the (h»v- 
ornoi’-rioncral’s C.amp. Tn tlio course of this <liijy ho 
mar(di(»(l witli tlio troo]) to Arnbala, at which jdaee 
ho dual ou the 23'* January ISilO. 

Maynard, Francis Newland Martin, 
ant-Oolmifd and Ihrvr! \hmrl (1837 — 1890). — ilnirr 
at Srinagar^ Knslisnr, A'c. 1128. — Horn on ilu* 
February 1837.— Entered the Ihuigal Army in 1867. 
Arrived in India in Jmie of the sa-me ye:n*, end in 
tho following Novimihcr w.as dirocind to do duly with 
tho 3^* Battralion of the Uifle lirigado. ffo soon bd'hu’- 
wards proceeded, to tho tlpjan* lVovinc(‘« with si. ptndiou 
of this corps, and subHivinently served wxtii it (hrfmgh- 
out the oporatiouH of ,1857-68 ngainst the Timtineers arid 
rebels, including tho affair on tho tho 

siogo and ca]>tn3*o of Inieknow, tho storm ainl enpfure. 
of the fort of Biiwa, ami iho rodmdiion of It^hk 
(Modal and chtsp). Tn NovouiIxt 1868 his sorvicos 
wore placed at tho disposal of IIk^ Foreign l)i‘partmcjnt, 
and ho was apjwnnied to do duty wdth IIh» Oudh Milihuy 
Police. In tho same month ho was poshsl h> ilws 
21^* N. I., but ho iiover joined this regiment. In March 
1869 ho was appointod a District Adjutant of Mililary 
Police in Oudh, and ho contmned hohling that 
mont nixtxl August I860. Tn N(iv«?Tnh(T 18(H) lus 
sorricoB wore again idacod at tho dispoHuJ of the* Funugn 
Department, but this was caueelleil in tbo following 
month, lio having iniermodiately ht»i*n jifjpoinf,.,] 
officiating District Snpoiiniond<‘nt of J5)liei> hi Oudh. 
In Fehrnary 1861 ho was admiUed inio tho Bengal 
Staff Corps. Tii SephnnlMU* IRiil ho was c*<iidirmed"'m 
tho appohdrnent <if Dislriet Hupeumdendeni of Ihiltco, 
and ho served in f.hat ^lowilion nt Pariithgiirli, Dariabjid, 
Sulianpur and Baliraich until Di'cembiu* 180$), when 
ho went homo on leave. On his to India ho 

was apijointed, January .1872, District »^ii|H‘rinf4‘ndeni 
of Police at TTnao, whmico he was tnin«fon*ed to 
Fyzabad in 1879. Tn 1883 ho was moved to Sulianpur, 
and in 1886 to Bahraich. Ho was still Horving at 
Bahraioh, as a first class District Supormtondemt, wlien, 
in 1890, he procoodod on leave to Kashmir, whonco 
he never returned. He died at Srinagar on the 16*h 
October 1890.

Mayne, Edgar William, AseisianUfiuTgmn (1822 
— 1851 ).— at Jhelum^ No. 767^— -Rntered the 
Bengal Army, in the Medical Dopi, in 1860. Arrived 
in India at the end of July of tho same year, and early 
in the following montlx was directed to do duty with 
tho Artillery at Dum-Dum. Three weeks later, on 
the 23* August, he was ordered to proceed to the 
Upper Provinces and place himself under the ordere 
of the Superintending Surgeon of the Punjab Cirelo* 
At the end of the succeeding month, while ho was on 
his way to Lahore, his destination was alter^, and he 
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was ordered to proceed to -lyhe Trans-Ravi Circle, Ibut 
on arrival at Oawnpore, on tlie 2^ December, a further 
change was made, and he was ordered to remain there, 
and, as a temporary arrangement, afford medical aid 
to the 68*^ N. I. at that station. At the end ^ of the 
same month he was ordered to proceed and join the 
Trans-Ravi Circle, and in January 1851 he^ was sent 
on his way with a detachment of recruits of H. 
M/s Service proceeding to the Punjab. With this 
detachment he proceeded to Wazirabad, whence in the 
following April he was detached to Rawal Pindi in 
medical charge of a body of recruits for that station. 
On the of the same month he was^ directed to 

r ceed to Jhelum and afford medical aid to the 37*^ 
I., and at that station, on the I®* July following, 
he received the additional medical charge of the 3^ 
N. I. and the 5^^ Company 7^^^ Battalion, Poot Artillery 
(No. 13 Light Pield Battery). In this position he 
continued serving until his death, which took place 
at Jhelum on the 2^ August 1851. 

Mecham, Clifford Henry, Oa^taid (1832—1865). 
Qra/oe at Amhala^ No. 24!8» — ^Born at Loughborough, 
Co. Leicester, in 1832. — ^Entered the Madras Army in 
1849. Arrived in India in April of tho same year, 
and was appointed to do duty with the 52^ M.N. I. 
at Vellore. In the following December he was posted 
to the 27*^ M. N. I., and joined that corps at Trichino- 
poly. At the end of 1851 he accompanied the regiment 
to Mangalore, and in December 1854 he proceeded with 
it to Mercara, in Coorg. In February 1856 ho was 
appointed Adjutant of the 7*^ Oudh Irregular Infantry, 
and joined that regiment at Lucknow. In July of 
the same year he was appointed to officiate as Socond- 
m-Oommand of tho corps in addition to liis duties as 
Adjutant, and he continued in that position until tho 
following November. He was still serving with the 
7*^ Oudh Infantry when it mutinied and wont over to 
the enemy in June 1857. He thereafter served through- 
ouithe defence of tho Residency at Lucknow from 
tho end of June to the middle of November, accom- 
panied several sorties from tho entrenchments, and 
repeatedly distinguished liimself. On the garrison 
being relieved and withdrawn by Sir Colin Campbell 
in November, ho was attached to the 1«* Madras 
Fusiliers, and served with that regiment throughout 
the occupation and defence of the Alambagh position 
during the winter of 1867-58, taking part in most of 
the actions fought at and around that place. Early 
in March 185o he was appointed to do duty with 
Hodson’s Horse, and he served with that corps at the 
siege of Lucknow. On the 15^^ March, while the 
Lucknow operations were still in progress, he was 
appointed acting Second-in-Ooramand of the corps, 
and in that capacity he served to the end of the siege, 
and in tho pursuit of the enemy after their expulsion 
from the placo. Ho afterwards served with the corps 
throughout the hot-weather campaign in Oudh, and 
was engaged with the rebels on several occasions, 
including the severe action of Nawabganj (13*'*' Juno 
1868), in which he greatly distinguished himself, 
was severely wounded, and had his horse shot under 
him (Medal and two clasps). On Hodson^s Horse being 
re-oiganised iu throe regiments in August 1858, he 
was appointed to do duty with and officiate as Adjutant 
-of ftto 2^ Regiment, and for some time in Septomber 
and October he also acted as Second-in-Oommand of 
the ooips. On the 12*b October ho was appointed 
-offg. Second-in-Oommand of the 8^ Re^ment of 
Hodson’s Horse, with which he continued serving until 
the middle of January 1859, when he was appointed 
Seoond-in Command of the 1** Mahratta Horse. In 
March 1869, however, he was ro-appointod to Hodson’s 
Sb>rse as Second-in-Oommand of the 2‘^ Rogiment, and 
in the follo^ng May he was appointed Commandant 
of the 3^ Regiment. He soon afterwards proceeded on 
leave, and at the end of June ho went home on furlough. 
bfebmaryl861 he was adxnittod into the Madras 
CSorpa. He retoxnad to India in Mardi 1861, 


and in the folbwing May he proceeded to Lucknow and 
joined tho Rohilkhand Horse as offg. Second-in- Com- 
mand; this appointment (which, however, was not 
formally announced until the 24*^^ December followino' 
by which time tho Rohilkhand Horso had become the 
16*^' Bengal Cavalry) he retained for nearly two years, 
during which period hej in 1862, proceeded mtli the 
regiment to Jhansi. In April 1863 ho was appointed 
Commandant of tho 9**^ Bengal Cavalry (lato 1**^ Regi- 
ment of Hodson’s Horse), which ho joined at Cawnpore, 
and with which, in tho winter of 1863-64. he marched 
to Peshawar. On the 20*^ September following he was 
removed from his command, and he remained unem- 
ployed until April 1865, when ho was directed to do 
general duty at Ambala. In tho following July he 
was appointed to do duty with tho 10*^' Bengal Cavaliy 
(late 2^ Regiment of Hodson’s Horse) at Ambala, but 
only two months later his career came to an end. He 
died at Kalka, at tho foot of tho hills, between Ambala 
and Kasauli, on the 16*^ September 1866. 

Mecham, Richard, Oaptow (1826— 1859).— Omws 
at BannUf No. 1062 ; monumevkt mar Latamar, No. 
1061; tablet at KoJiat, No. 1042. — Bom at Lough- 
borough, Co. Leicester, in 1826. — ^Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1842 as a Cadet of Artillery. Arrived in 
India in December of the same year, and at the end of 
June 1843 was posted to tho 4**' Company 3‘^ Battalion, 
Foot Artillery, which ho joined at Dum-Dum. From 
January to April 1844 ho officiated as Adjutant to the 
left wing of the .3^* Battalion. Towards tho end of 
tho following September he was transferred to tho 
2^ Company 6*^' Battalion (No. 6 Light Field Battery 
attached), mit having in January 1845, when on his 
way to Delhi to join, Ixscn halted at Cawnporo to do 
du-ty withtlm Foot Artillery at that station, ho did 
not join this company until the spring of that year* 
In July 1845, on promotion to tho rank of First- 
Lieutenant, ho was posted to tho Troop Brigade 
Horse Artillery, but having, on the 3« August, boeil 
ordered to remain at Delhi and continue doing du^ 
with No* 6 Light Field Battery, he unfortunately foil 
ill there, and having, early in September, boon obliged 
to proceed to Mussoorio on sick loavo, he was unable 
to join his troop or aoompany it inio tlio Hold, and ho 
thus missed sharping in tho honours and glories of tho 
Sutlej Campaign, in which tho 2‘i Troop Brigade 
took a prominent and distinguisliod part. At the end 
of Deoombor 1845 ho was traTwftjrred to tho 4*^ Troop 
3** Brigade, and having joined that troop at Lahore in 
March 1846, he aocompaniod it to Motuut in tlio follow- 
ing month, and to FetUKoporo in January 1847. In 
July 1848 he accompanied tho troop on sorvico and 
thereafter served with it throughout tho Punjab Cam- 
paign of 1848-49, including the first (abortive) siege 
of Multan, tho action of Surajkhrtnd, tho second siege 
of Multan, ending in tho capture of the place, and tho 
battle of Oujorat (Medal and two clasps)- On the con- 
clusion of tho campaign ho accompanied the troop to 
Watirabad, whonco at the end of the year he proceeded 
with it to Muttra. At that station he served with iho 
troop until December 1862, when ho marched with it 
en route to Multan,* but in January 1863, before 
reaching that place, ho was iransforrod to the 
Battalion of Foot Artillery, at Benares, and apj>o5nto4 
Adjutant to it and to tho Benares Division of Artillery, 
and he continued serving in this situation until the 
succeeding July, when ho was appointed an Aide-de- 
Camp to tho Ciovt«*in)»*-0(Mi(*rrtl, Lord Dalhousie. In 
Novorabor 1853 bo was transfoiTod to tho rolls of the 
6**' Oorni]>auy 7**' Baltolion, and in Juno 1854 ho was 
nominated Commandant of No. 2 Light Field Battery, 
Punjab IiTOgalar Fomt, but Ikj continued serving on 
Loid DalhouHie’spcisonal sioffi until tho latter went 
homo in the spring of 185C. He then pro<*c(ido<l to joixfc 
his appointment in tho Punjab Irregular Force, but oU 
the 3^ April, while ho was yet on his way, ho waa 
transferred frenn tiho command of No. 2 to that o£ 
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No. 3 Battery, and in the course of tliat month he 
joined the latter at Kohat. During the last three 
months of the same year he commanded the battery 
in the expedition to the Kiranzai and Knram valleys, 
and early in 1857 he moved with it to Bannu. In 
March 1857 he commanded the battery in the Bozdar 
Expedition, and took part in the forcing of the K[han- 
band defile. On the conclusion of these operations he 
returned with the battery to Bannu, whence he proceeded 
on leave to Bombay in February 1858, and afterwards, 
in April, went home on furlough. In June 1858, on 
attaining the rank of Captain, he was transferred to the 
1®* Company 2^ Battalion. Towards the end of July 
1859 he returned to India, and he soon afterwards rejoin- 
ed No. 3 Light Field Battery at Bannu. At the close 
of the following October his services were placed at 
the disposal of the Government of the N.-W. Provinces; 
he did not, however, live to take up any employment 
under that Government, for on the night of the 5*^ 

• November 1859, when travelling from Bannu to Kohat 
in a duU (being very ill at the timel , ho was waylaid 
and murdered near Latamar by a gang of Darwesh 
Khel Waziri marauders. 

IfoTB. — The murder of Captain Mccham led to the Kabul Khel 
Waziri Bxpeditioa of 1859-60, the imirderers, vrlio wore of the 
Hati Khel section, having been sheltered by the Kabul Khel 
section of the Darwesh Khel Waziris. Eventually one Muhabbat, 
who was very conspicuous in the murder, was delivered up, and 
Jbnged on the scene of his crime. Zangi, the leader, and the 
rest of the gang were never brought to justice. 

Medley, Julius George, Lieuienant-Oeneral 
(1829-I884i^.— TaftZei at Simla, No, 395. — Bom on the 
19*h July 1829. — ^Entered the Bengal Army in 1847 
with rank as Second-Lieutenant of Engineers from the 
11th June of that year, the date on which he passed his 
examination at Addiscombe. After going through the 
usual course of instruction at Chatham, he proceeded to 
Calcutta, where he landed early in March 1849. In the 
course of the same month he was ordered to do duty 
with the corps of Sappers and Pioneers, which he joined 
accordingly at Ludhiana, On ioining he was posted 
to the 2^^ Company of Sappers, but this was soon after- 
wards altered to duty with the 2^^ Company of Pioneers, 

’ and he remained attached to that company until Dec- 
ember 1849, when he was placed at the disposal of the 
Superintending Engineer of the Punjab Circle and 
ordered to Lahore, at which place he was appointed As- 
sistant to the Garrison Enwneer, and afterward to the 
Executive Engineer. At the end of ^ October 1851 he 
was appointed an Assistant Executive Engineer and 
placed in temporary charge of the Garrison Engineer's 
duties at Anwkali : this charge he continued holding 
until the spring of 1852. In April 1853 his services wore 
placed at the disposal of the Foreign Department, andhe 
was then appointed to the charge of ihe Dacca Ghazi 
Zb an Canals, under the Civil Engineer of the Punjab, 
and this appointment, nnder the varying designations of 
** Superintendent of the Indus Canals,” Executive En- 
gineer, Indus Canals,” and Superintendent of Inun- 
dation Canals, he continued holding for more than five 
•years without auy breaks except when he was ordered 
on field service. The first of these breaks occurred in 
February 1857, when having been appointed a Field 
Engineer temporarily, he proceeded on service, and, in 
ihat capacity, in the succeeding month, took part in aU 
the operations of the Bozdar Expedition, including the 
forcing of the Zhanband defile (India Medal and clasp). 
On the termination of the opeiAtions he returned to- his 
post at Dera Ghazi Khan, and continued serving there 
until July 1867, when the second break took riace upon 
his being ordered off to Delhi to join the Force tW 
employed in the siege of that place. He arriv^ brfor© 
.Delhi on the 7*^ August, and having been appointed a 
Field Engineer on the following day, he thereafter 
served throughout the remainder of the siege and was 
prominently engaged in the assault, in which last he 
was severely wounded while guiding N&holson^s 
eolumn to the attack of the breach in the Kashmir 


bastion.' On the fall of Delhi he proceeded to Mussoorio 
on sick leave, but in the following December he, as a 
Field Engineer, joined tbe column under the command of 
Colonel (afterwards Sir Thomas) Seaton, and accom- 
panied it in its movement down the J umna Doab, in 
the course of which he was present in the actions of 
Gangari, Patiali and Mainpuri ; and he subsequently, 
in March 1858, took part, in the same capacity, in the 
siege and capture of Lucknow ^fodal and two^ clasps, 
and promoted to a brevet-majority on attaining the 
rank of Captain). In April 1858 he was appointed 
Garrison Engineer of Lucknow, with tho position and 
powers of an Executive Engineer of the First 'Class, 
but be held this appointment only until tho end of tho 
succeeding October, when he was appointed a Deputy 
Consulting Engineer in the Railway Dept, and 
ordered to Lahore ; and in this situation he remainod 
until he went home on furlough in April 1800. Ha 
returned to* India in March 1862, and his sorvicos 
having, early in the following month, been placed at 
the disposal of the Public Works Dept,, ho was, 
soon afterwards, appointed OlFg. Principal of the 
Civil Engineering Oollego at Calcutta, and here he re- 
mained until January 1863, when lie was appointed 
Principal of tho Thomason College atRoorkoe. ITo con- 
tinued in this appointment until March 1871, when he 
again wont home on furlough for two yoars. Ho re- 
turned in March 1873, and in the following month wa.'^ 
appointed a Suporintending Engineer in tho PuTijab and 
was posted to the first Circle, Rawal Pindi. In Fobrnury 
1877 he was appointed ConsuHing Engineer to (lov^- 
emment for Guaranteed Railwaj'S, Lahore, and ho (Con- 
tinued in this appointment until his retirement from 
the service on the 20*^ July 1884. Ho diod on boartl 
the S. S. Ravenna, at Port Said, on the August 
1884, when returning home on rotiromont.

Middleton, Wiliiam Gustavus Alexander, 
Major (1828-1862 .) — Grave at XIrmm : monument at 
Jalozaiy No. 992. — Sou of Lieutenant-Colonel William 
Middletoo, of the 42<i Royal Highlanders,— an old 
Peninsular officer who served under Sir John Moore 
and wa^ wounded at the battle of Corunna.-— Bom at 
Gibraltar in 1828. — ^Entered H. M.^s Service on the 24^^ 
July 1846 as an Ensign in the 93^^ Foot (the Sutherland 
Highlanders), which he joined at Quebec, in Canada. 
He returned home with the regiment in August 1848, 
landing at Leith, and proceeding thence to Stirling 
Castle. On the 3^ August 1849 he was promoted to 
the rank of Lieutenant. He continued serving with 
the regiment in Scotland (at Stirling, Edinburgh, and 
Glasgow) until February 1852, when he accompanicsd 
it to Weedon, whence, in the following August, ho 
proceeded with it to Portsmouth. In Juno and July 
1853 he was with the regiment in the Ohobham Camp 
of Exercise, whence he proceeded with it to Dovonport. 
In Pebruar;^ 1854 he embarked with the regiment on 
fihe expedition to Turkey, but his health having failed, 
he was invalided and sent home, and ho was after- 
wards appointed to serve with the regimental depot. 
On the 6^Ji Juno 1854 he was promoted to the rank 
pf Captain. He continued serving with the depot 
until the return of the regiment to England on the 
termination of the Russian War, when, at the end of 
August 1856, he rejoined it at Dover. In May 1857 
he accompanied the regiment to Portsmouth, and in 
the following month he embarked mih it on the expedi- 
tion to China, but the outbreak of the Mutiny causing 
the diversion pf the corps to Bengal, he arrived with 
it at Calcutta in the following September. On the 
28 th of the same month he left for the TTpper Provinces 
with his company (the Grenadiers), and he thereafter 
served with the regiment throughout the campaigns 
of 1857-68, takiag part (generally in command of the 
Grenadier Company) in the action of Banni, the relief 
pf Lucknow, the battle of Oawnporo, the pursuit of 
the routed (Jwalior Contingent to Seraighat, the 
action of Khudaganj, the siege and capture of Luck- 
now (including the storming of the Begam Koti), the 
attack on the fort of Ruiya, the action of Aliganj (in 
which he commanded the regiment,) and the battle and 
capture of Bareilly. In June 1858, after the eiroulsion 
of thn rebels from Bareilly, he was detailed to do duty 
yrith the Convalescent Dep6t at Naini Tal, and he was 
afterwards, for some time, in command at that station. 
In the autumn he rejoined the 93‘* at Bareilly and he 
anbsequeittly served with the corps during the campaign 
of 1858-69 in Oudh, including the actions of Pasgaon and 
Rasulpux, and the capture of Mitauli (Medal and two 
plas^ and promoted, 20^^* July 1858, to the rank of Major 
W mvet). On the termination of the operations in 
Oudh he accompanied the regiment to Snbathu, where 
hp arrived with it in April 1869. 4t the end of the 
;;wwrlm^vedwi|h th4 pegimpnt tp Axnbpla, ^vhenoe, 
aoopmpaniod it Jiahqiiie, osoorting 
liofd Caimtoj, lisdipre he 


proceeded with the re^ment towards Rawal Pindi, bnj 
on the way thither, early in March 1860, he was loffc 
at Jhelum in command of two companies. On the 18th 
September 1860 he was promoted to the regimental 
rank of Major. In October 1861, with his two com- 
panies, he rejoined the head-qnarters of the regiment at 
Rawal Pindi, and in the following month he accom-^ 
panied the corps to Peshawar. In the autumn of the 
succeeding year, being then in command of the regi- 
ment, he moved into camp with it, in consequence of a 
severe ontheak of cholera. While encamped at Gham- 
kanni, seven miles from Peshawar, he was himself 
attacked by the disease, and, after some hours of severe 
suffering, he expired, 21®* October 1862, between 
Ohamkanni and XJrmur, to which place the regiment 
had begun moving that morning. His remains were inter- 
red at Urmur on the morning of the 22*^ . 

Millar, Francis Jeffrey, Lieutenant-^Oolonel and 
Brevet“ Colonel (1831-1881 ).— at Qujranwala, 
No. 734. — Entered tho Madras Army in 1848. Amvod 
in India in February 1849, and was appointed to do 
duty with the 31®* Madras N. I. at Bangalore, Towards 
the end of the following August he was posted to the 
33<i Madras N. I., which he joined at Jdlna. In 
December 1849 he accompanied the regiment to Mhow, 
in Malwa, and at that place in the spring of 1863 ha 
was appointed Station Staff Officer. Towards tho end 
of 1853 accompanied the regiment to Nagodo, and 
at that station from the beginning of January to the 
end of July 185‘li ho officiated as Adjutant of tlio corps. 
In tho spring of 1855 ho was again appointed Offg, 
Adjutant, and ho continnod in that position until tho 
following August, when he was made ^ permanent in 
the appointment In that post he continued serving 
with his regiment at Nagodo until the close of June 
1856, when, having been selected for civil employ, ho 
was appointed an Asst. Commissioner in tho Punjab, 
and posted to Multan. La the autumn of the following 
year ho was employed in the suppression ^ of the in- 
surrection in tho (Idgora district, ^ for which he was 
afterwards granted the Indian Mutiny Medal. Ho con- 
timied serving in his appointment at Multan until 
September 1859, when ho went home on furlough. In 
February 1861 he was admitted into ^ tho Madras Staff 
Corps. On his return from Europe iu the spring of 
1861 ho was appointed Asst. Commissioner of Ludhiana, 
whence, towards tho end of 1802, ho was transferred to 
Kasauli ; and ho afterwards served, at various other 
stations in the same capacity until Docombor 1878, 
when he again went homo on furlough. In January 
1875, during his absence in Europe, ho was promoted 
to the rank of Depy. Commissioner, and on hm return 
to India, in the following summer, ho was posted, os 
Depy. Commr., to Kamal, whence he was transferred 
to wurdaspur in i^ril 1876. Towards tho end of 1878 
ho was appointed Offg. Additional Comniissioner of the 
Lahore and Amritsar Divisions. In 1880 ho became 
Additional Sessions Judge in the Lahore and Bawal 
Pindi Divisions, and towards the end of tlio same year 
ho was appointed Offg- Additional Commissioner of the 
Lahore Division. In the spring of 1881 he reverted 
to tho position of Depy. Commr., Ourdaspnr district, 
and he continued in that position until his death, which 
took place at Gujranwala, on the 11**^ Septombw 1881,

Millett. Montague, Major-General (1839-1901).— 
Grave at MuUan^ No. 880. — ^Tlio third son of Charles 
Millett, Esq., of the Bast India Company's Stirvicc-*— 
Bom at Droxford, Hants, on the 4**» Ducembcr 1839.— 
Entered tho Bengal Army in 1857. Arrived in India 
in October of the same year, and on tho 3^ of tho sue- 

I oeedh^ month was ordered to do duty with IT. M.*s 
4^ Foot (tho Bqyal Highlanders), which had just 
tfakma landed pa Beng^. Saving joined xugimonii 
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lie accompanied it to the Upper Prcmnces, and there- 
after served with it throughout the Mutiny Campaigns 
of 1857-58-59, taking part in the action of Khudaganj, 
the affair at Shamshabad, the siege and capture of 
Lucknow, the attack on the fort of Buiya, the action 
of Aligan], the battle and capture of Bareilly, and 
(with a detachment) the action of Sissiaghat (Medal 
and clasp). In November 1858, while he was thus 
employed in the field, he was posted to the 43<^ N. I., 
with effect from the May preceding, but he con- 
tinued attached to the Eoyal Highlanders (at Bareilly) 
until the end of July 1859, when he was appointed to 
do duty with the Kamaon Levy. He joined this corps 
at Bareilly early in the following month, moved with 
it to Genoa, in Oudh, early in 1861, and continued 
serving with it ihere until August 1861, when, the 
Levy having been disbanded, he was directed to do duty 
with the 41st (afterwards numbered the 37^^) N. I. 
at Lucknow, but having a few days later, been ap- 
pointed offg. Barrack Master at Gonda, he never joined 
that regiment. In February 1862 he was confirmed in 
the appointment of Barrack Master at Gonda, with efEect 
from ihe 14^^ August preceding, and he held the post 
until the following September, when he was transferred, 
as offg. Barrack Master, to Lucknow ; in this situation 
he remained until March 1863, when, finding the em- 
ployment nusuitable, he resigned the appointment. 
In August 1863 he was appointed to do duty with the 
East Indian Begiment, and he served with that corps at 
Dacca until April 1864, when he was appointed a 
Doing-Duty Officer in the 6*^ (late 43^ ) N. I. He 
joined the right wing of this regiment at Jullundur, 
and served with it there, and with a detachment at 
Amritsar, until September 1864, when he was appointed 
to the Punjab Police as an Asst. District Superintend- 
ent, and posted to Delhi. Having ofiSlciated three times 
(in 1865, 1866 and 1867) as a District Superintendent 
of Police, he was made permanent in that grade in 
September 1867, and posted to Eohtak, and he subse- 
quently served in that position in various parts of the 
Punjab until the end of October 1887, when (being 
then a District Superintendent of Police of tbo First 
Grade, in the Montgomery district) he vacated his 
appointment on succeeding to the Colonel’s allowance. 
He was in Europe on furlough from November 1888 
to October 1891, and he thereafter resided in India, 
attaining the rank of Major-General on the 1®* January 
1893, and being transferred from the same date to the 
Unemployed Supernumerary List* He died at Multan 
on tib.e 27*1^ February. 1901. 


.Mills, Arthur Samuel, Major (1816-1858).— 
&rave at Murree^ No, 815.— Born at Harrow-ou-the- 
Hill, Co* Middleses^ in 1816.-— Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1838. India in May of the same 

year, and aib the end pf the month was senf up to 
Berhampore to dp duty with the 56**^ N. L On the 
l«t September following he wap posted to the 68^'^ N. I., 
and he joined that regiment at Barrackpore shortly 
afterwards. In the autumn of 1840 he moved up 
with the corps to Sikrol, Benares, whence he marched 
with it to Mirzapur in January 1842. In the following 
jnonth he was sent up to Meerut to take command of 
the light Compaq of the regiment, which then formed 
part of the3<^ Light Infantry Battalion. With this 
j^ttalion he moved to Delhi at the end of May 1842, 
and he continued serving with it there until the follow- 
ing October, when, having been appointed Adjutant of 
:i^B own regiment, and orders having been issued' to 
break up the 3*^ Ipght Infantiy Battalion, he rejoined 
the58^^N,L at Mirzapur. Towards the end of 1843 
he acoompanied the regiment to Buudelkhand, where 
the corps was incorporated in the left wing of the Army 
of Gwalior, and, as Adjutant, he was present with it in 
the battle of Paniar (bronze star). After the termina* 
tion of the war he served with the regiment, for some 
time, at Gwalior, and in the spring of 1844 he marched 
with it from that place to Jubbqlpore, where, in January 


1845, having attained the rank of Captain, he vacated 
the Adjutancy. From December 1845 to the spring of 
1846 he held charge of the office of the Executive En- 
gineer at the same station. In April 1846 he accom- 
panied the regiment to Mhow. In April 1848 he 
proceeded on leave to Bombay, whence in the following 
July he went home on furlough. On his return to 
India in December 1850 he rejoined his regiment at 
Hoshiarpur, whence in the autumn of 1853 he proceeded 
with it to Jhelum. In October 1855 he proceeded to 
Bawal Pindi in command of the left wing of tho regi- 
ment, and he held this command until the head-jiuarters 
of the corps moved to the same place in Apidl 1856. 
In July 1857, the regiment having been fonncl to be 
disaffected, it became necessary to disarm it, but he 
remained on duty with the men until tho end of 
August 1858, when, being in very bad health, lue 
proceeded on sick leave to Murree. He had scarcely 
reached that place, however, when ho died there on the 
3^ September 1858.

Mills, Charles Earnesti Captain and Drerrf- 
Major (o, 1809-1846 ). — Grave at Amhihi^ — aw No, 

274.— Entered tbo Bengal Ai^my in 1825 as n Gadd. of 
Artillery. Arrived in India in October 1826, aiulin 
the following Docombervw posted -(.o tho 126‘ Company 
6**^ Battalion, Foot Artillery, with which (‘orupany 
(which became tho 4^^ of the 7**^ Battalion in 1827) he 
served at Dum-Dum for nearly two years axid a half. 
In December 1828 he was transferred to tho 2*^ Troop 
2<i Brigade, Horse Artillery, and having in May 1829 
been despatched to tho Upper Provinces on duty with 
Artillery drafts, ho eventually joined this troop at 
Mhow in tho autumn of tho same year. In tho spring 
of 1833 ho accompanied tho troop to Cawnporo. On 
being promoted to tho rank of First-Lieutonant ho 
^was re-posted, November 1833, to tho 2‘i Troop 2“** 
Brigade, from which, in September 1834, ho was trans- 
ferred to the l®t Troop Brigade at Moorut. In 
January 1836 he was appointed an Assistant to tlio 
General Suporintondont of Operations for tho Supjuus- 
siott of Thaggi, and in the following NovoTul)er he was 
transferred to tho rolls of tho Ist Troop 3'* Brigade. 
In August 1838 he was selected for political employ- 
ment in Afghanistan and ordered to proceed to Ludhiana, 
but this arrangement was aftorwards cancelled, and ho 
stood fast in his appointment in iho Thaggi llopaH- 
ment. In May 1839 ho was transferred to tho rolls o£ 
tho 2^ Troop 3*^ Brigade. In January 1842 ho waaap** 
pointed to officiate as Assistant to tho Agent to the 
Governor-General for the North-West Frontier. In 
the following July he was direct od to join his troop (the 
2nd of the Brigade), which had boon waxuod for 
service with the Army of Beserve at Forozopore, but in 
the succeeding month he was transferred to the 1«* 
Troop 2d Brigade, which he joined forthwith at 
Ludhiana. In January 1813 he was appinted to 
assist the Governor- General^ Agent, North-West 
Frontier, in matters relating to the buildings to be 
erected for the reoeption of troops at Ambalaandin 
the hills, and ho continued in that employment until 
the end of the following April, when ho was appointt^d 
Assistant Agent at Khaithal. In December 1^3 he 
was re-transferred to the 2^ Troop 3^ Brigade, and 
that troop being under orders for service towanJs 
Gwalior, he was, at his own request, replaced at the 
disposal of tho Oommander-in-Ohiof, and joining tho 
troop with all expedition, ho was present with it at ttxa 
battle of Maharajpnr (bronze star). In January 18'ii4 
he was re-appointed Assistant to the Governor- General's 
Agent for the North-West Frontier, but with tho pro- 
viso that he was to hold hims* If in readiness to return 
fo i-egimeatal duty whenevor the 0omxaau4er-in-Cbiei 
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migHt require him for service in the Hold. On promo- 
tion to the rank of Captain he was posted, July J816, 
to the 3^ Company 5^^ Battalion, Eoot Artillery, Dur- 
ing the fortnight preceding the outbreak of the first Sikh 
War he was actively employed in collecting supplies 
for the troops to be moved up to the frontier in the 
event of an invasion, and when the Sikhs actually 
crossed the Sutlej, December 1845, he, in attendance 
on the Governor- General, Sir Henry Hardinge, moved 
forward with the Army under the Oommander-in- Chief. 
In attendance on Sir Henry he was present at the battle 
of Mudki. Two days later, on the 20^^^ December, he 
was transferred to the Troop Rrigade, Horse 
Artillery, and on the same day Sir Henry Hardinge, as 
Seoond-m-Oommand of the Army of the Sutlej, ap- 
pointed him to his personal staff. He immediately 
joined the troop, with which his services were more 
urgently needed than on the staff, and on the 2I«* and 
22ti he commanded it in the sanguinary battle of 
Tirozshahr. A day or two after the battle he took up 
the position assigned to him on Sir Henry Hardinge’s 
personal staff, and on the 80^^ of the month he was 
further appointed Honorary Aide-de-Camp to Sir Henry 
as Governor^General. In January 1846 he was 
nominated Superintendent of Ambala and its depend- 
encies, but continuing on Sir Henry Hardinge’s staff in 
the field,, he served thereon during the remainder of the 
Sutlej Campaign, and was present at the l)attle of 
Sobraon (Medal and two clasps, and promoted to the 
rank of Major by brevet^. On the termination of the 
war he resumed his political functions, and in March 
1846 he was appointed Dopy. Commissioner and 
Political Assistant in the Ots-Suticj Territory. He was 
still liolding this position when ho died at Ambala on 
the 29*^ December 1840. 

Milmans The Bight Bswenc? Robert* 1)^3)., 
cf Calcutta (1816— 1876^.*— Grace at Baml Findi, 
Ffo. 785 ; tablet at Lahore, No, 630.— The thii'd son of 
Sir William Georgo Milman, Bart, (II), of Levaton- 
in-Woodland, Co. Devon. — Born on the 25*^ January 
3816. — Educated at Westminister School and at Kxoter 
College, Oxford, where ho graduated B. A. in 1838. 
Ho was ordained in 1839, and in the following year 
was appointed Vicar of Chaddloworih, Berks, whence 
he was moved to the vicarage of Lambomo, in the 
same county in 1861, and to that of Great Marlow, 
Bucks, in 1863. On the death of Bishop Cotton in Oc- 
tober 1866 he was chosen to succeed that lamented 
prelate, and having been consecrated at Canterbury in 
Pebruary 1867, ho was, on the 30^^ of the succeeding 
month, appointed Lord bishop of Calcutta and Metro- 
politan in India and the Inland of Oeyhnu During 
the nine years he hold this exalted .ofiico ho was inde- 
fatigable in his visibitions as Metropolitan and in tour- 
ing round his enormous diocese, which then extended 
from Eaugoon io the (\liaibar ; and ho was throughout 
urgent for the incrca-so of the number of Bishops in 
India, and especially for the creation of a bishopric at 
Lahore, which last was eventually founded in February 
1878 as a memorial to him. He died at Eawal Pindi, 
on the 15^^ March 3876, a fatal illness having been ocoa- 
eipnodbya chill contracted when visiting the battle- 
field of Ohilianwala, and by over^exertion in the per- 
formance of his duties on the suooeeding* day, when 
still sofi^dag from great fatigue.

Mitchell* George, JSnsign (1809 — 1846).— Grace at 
Fe/rozepore^ No, 478, — ^Enlisted about the year 1827, 
and, alter many years’ service in the ranks, attained 
tibiC position of ' Sergeant-Major in the 29^^ Foot. In 
1842 he proceeded with the regiment to Bengal, and, 
landing at Calcutta in August of that year, he subse- 
quently steved with the corps at Chiusnra, at Qharipusr, 
sMtMe«mt,«adat£aBauli. On the outbreak of jthefirt 
,ia Dtoember 1845|, he accempaued the 


regiment info the field with the Army of the Sutlej^ 
and was present with it in the battles of Firozsbafir 
and Sobraon, in the latter of which he received a 
dangerous wound, necessitating the amputation of his 
right leg, and from the effects of this injury he died at 
Ferozepore eight days later, — on the February 1846 

lVIoclcl@r, John, JPayinaster (ISOS-*—! 854V— Grave 
at Ferozepore, No, 494. — Entered H. M.’a Service on the 
25**** May 1832 as an Ensign in the 57**» Foot, which he 
joined at Fort St. George, Madras, in the following year.' 
In 1834 he accompanied the regiment to Cannanore, 
and, while serving there, on the 12''** September follow- 
ing, he was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant. 
In the spring of 1839 he moved with the regiment to 
Trichinopoly, whence at the end of the following year he 
went home on leave. On the 27*** August 1841 he was 
appointed Paymaster of the 82‘* Foot, and having joined 
that corps in Jamaica, he, in AprilJ843, proceeded with 
it to Canada, whore (at Quebec, Kingston, Toronto, and 
Loudon^ he served with it for four years. In 1847 he 
moved with the regiment to Halifax, in Nova Scotia, 
whence he wont home with it in May 1848, and on the 
1®* October following he was placed on half -pay. On 
the 25**» March 1853 he was restored to full pay and 
appointed Paymaster of the 70**^ Foot, and having arriv- 
ed in India towards the end of the following September, 
he soon afte.rwards joined that regiment at Cawnpore. 
Early in the succeeding year he accompanied the regi- 
ment to Ferozepore, and at that station ho died on the 
27'** June 1654. 

Moir, George, C. B., Colonel (1820— 1870V— -Grars 
at Am,l>ata, No, 250. — 'Bom on the 1.3*** March 1820.— 
Entered the Bengal Army in J.838 as a Cadet of Artil- 
lery. Arrived in India at the end of July 
3839, and in the following October was posted 
to the 4*h Companv Isfc Battalion, Foot Artil- 
lovy, at Dum-Dum. In April 1840 ho was removed 
to the Company 7*** Battalion, at the same station, 
and in 3 uly 1841 to the 2*^ Troop Brigade, Htjrse 
Artaiory (now the 57*** Field Battery, UoyalArtiL 
lery) at Cawnpore. On being promoted to the rank of 
First-Lieutenant he was ro-postod, August 1841, to the 
same troop, with which iuthe winter of 18*41-42 ho 
proceeded to Muttra. In the autumn of 1842, ho accom- 
panit'd the troop to Ferozepore, r.nd served with it 
thoiu in the Army of Ettsorve, and rm that Army b(»ing 
binken up in January 18*43 ho marched back with it to 
Muttr^ arriving then on the 27*** March.

On fbe lormination 
of tho Sutlej Campaign ho was stationed wi..!!. his troop 
at Ferozepore. In Ajml 1846 ho was nominated Adju- 
tant and Quarfcer-MaHtoT of the 3^ Battalion, Foot 
Artillery, at Dum-Dum, but in the following montii 
this appointment was cancelled at his ret^nest, and he 
continued serving with the Troop S'* Brigade. In 
February 1847 he was appointed acting Adjutant of 
tho Ferozepore Division of Artillery, and he continued' 
officiating in that post until July 1848, when he wat 
appointed to do duty with the 4**» Troop Brigade, 
proceeding on servioo to Multan. In the following 
month he was appointed Ad juiant end Qoaarter-Miieter 
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to the Horse ^tillery of the Multan Field Force, and 
in that capacity he served throughout both sieges of 
‘M'ultan and at the capture of that fortress.

Troops of the 3*^ Brigade and actmg Adjutant and 
Quarter- Master to the Lahore Division of Artillery, the 
latter of which appointments he held until December 
1849, and the former until the end of 1850. In February 
1851 he was transferred to the 3^ Troop 1®* Brigade, 
which he joined at Meerut. In January 1852 he was 
appointed Captain Commandant of No. 2 Light Field 
Battery of the Gwalior Contingent, with which he serv- 
ed at Agar, in Malwa, for about twenty months, in tho 
course of which period he was transferred, in succession 
to the rolls of the 3'^ Company 8^^ Battalion, Foot 
Artillery, the 4^^ Company 2^^ Battalion, the 2^ Com- 
pany 3^ Battalion, the Company Pattalion, and 
finally (in September 1853, on leaving tho Gwalior Con- 
tingent) the 1st Company 6**' Battalion, which ho join- 
ed at Agra.

In November 1856 he was sent up to 
Meerut in charge of a body of recruits. During his 
absence in tho Upper Provinces, in March 1857, he was 
appointed to command No. 20 Light Field Battery, 
which had been attached to the 3^^ Company 5*^ Bat- 
talion : he accordingly rejoined the company at 
Barrackpore, but he subsequently, after the out- 
break of the Mutiny, proceeded with it to 
Allahabad, leaving the battery at Barrackpore, 
and, on tho 25*^^ October, with the groator part 
of the company, he joined the small forco which 
had been left by Sir James Outram to hold tho Alam- 
bagh.^ After the relief of tho Lucknow Residency and 
the withdrawal of the garrison, he was detailed, with his 
company, to form part of the force holding tho Alam- 
bagh position under Sir James Outram, and ho served 
in the defence of that position until March 1858, and 
afterwards throughout the siege and capture of Luck- 
now (Medal and two clasps, promoted to Major hy 
brevet, and created a Companion of the Order of the 
Bath). In March 1858, while the Lucknow operations 
were still in progress, he was transferred to the 3<i 
Troop 1®* Brigade, Horse Artillery, which ho joined at 
Delhi in April, and with this troop, during the succeeding 
three years, he served at that place and at Meerut 
Lucknow, and Gonda. On attaining the rank of Lieute- 
nant-Colonel he was appointed, May 1861, to do duty 
with the head-quarters of the 3^ Brigade at Ambala’ 
and he continued in that position until the amalgama- 
tion of the Bengal with the Royal Artillery was <^ed 
out, when he was posted to the 5*^ Brigade, Royal 
Horse Artillery. In November 1862 ho was appointed 
Depy, Adjutant General to the Royal ArfLleryin 
India, but he held this post for only a short time hav- 
ing been compelled, in March 1863, to resign^ it on 
account of ill-health. Having then been posted to the 
22 ^ Brigade, he served with it until the autumn, when 
he was transferred to the 2^ Brigade, Hoyal Horse 
Artillery, and he was soon afterwards appointed to com- 
mand that Brigade and the Royal Artillery of 
Meerut Division. In March 1864 he was appointed 
of£g. Depy. Adjt. GenL to the Royal Artillery in India, 
and he continue officiating until the following Novem- 
ber, when he was appointed to do duty witii the Royal 
Artillery at Amhala. In 1866 he was posted to ** F 
Bri^de, Royal Horse Artillery, at Ambala. In August 
1867 he went home on leave, and oin his return to India 
in Fehroaiy 1869 he was sent back to Ambala^ where he 


continued serving until his death. He died at Ambala 
on the February 1870.

Molesworth, George Nassau, Lieutenant^ 
(1865 — 1886). — Gram at Oherat — The fourth son of 
Major-General Hickman Thomas Molesworth, Royal 
Artillery, who was great-great-grandson of the fii'st 
Viscount Molesworth. Born on the 5*h February 
1865. — Entered H. M.*s Service (from tho Royal Mily- 
College) on the 7*=^^ February 1885 as a Lieutenant in 
the Battalion, Royal Irish Fusiliers (tho 87^^' Foot), 
which he joined at Rawal Pindi in tho course of tho 
samo year. He accompanied the battalion to Nowsliora 
in December 1885, and in the following summer was 
sent up to Cherat, where ho died on the 28*^^*^ July 1886.

— Son of Colonel George Mollo, of 
tho 46^'^^ Foot, who had served in tlio last Mysore War, 
1790, with tho old (Tho Soots Brigade), and in tho 
Peninsula with the 9*-*^ Foot, and had boon woiiiided at 
Soringapaiam and Biolira. — Eiitt'rod H. M.’h Service 
(from tho Royal Mily. CoIl(»g(^, Satidhursi,) on tiio 22^ 
Novombor 1836 as an Ensign in the 29''^^ Foot, and the 
regiment being then in tho Mauritius, he joiiunl tho 
depot or reserve oompani(‘s at D(‘V(>n}K»rt. On tlio 
return of tho rogimont from ilio MiuiriLius, in March 
1838, ho joined it at Plymmitli, and ilKToarior 
served with ii. In varimis parts of England, in S(‘ol.laml, 
and in the north of Ireland, f(»r four years. On tho 
1®^ Juno 1839 ho was promoted to tho i»auk of Idouto- 
naut. Tn April 1842 ho embarked with the regiment 
for Bongal, and, landing at Calcutta early in August, 
he procoodod with it to Oh insura, whence lie accom- 
panied it to Ghazipnr in the following December. On 
tiio 23^ Juno 181i31io was promoted to tlio rank o£ 
Oaptaiu. In April 18 ho jn'oocodod on leave to 
Massoorio, and having boon detained at Lantlonrou 
duty, he did not rojoiu tho rogimont until it ajTlvod at 
Meerut in tho following Docornbox*.

Arrived in India early 5 u January jS.37, anil 
on the of that month was sent up to Barm ok pi ms 
to do duty with the N. I. In tho following iMaixjJi 
ho was posted to tho N, L, which he joined at 
Mhow. In tho winter of 189)8-39 lie served with tho 
regiment in tho force detailed for i.lie redu(;tiuii of 
Jhansi, and on that force being broken up, ho pwroeedod 
with tho coiqis to XCunml, arriving (liei’o iu March 1839. 

In Octol)or 1840, with (.Ini iigid. company of tha 
regiment, he joined tho 2'^ Light Infantry Battalion^ 
which was then foi*med at Met>rut, and hio continued 
serving with that corps until October 1841, when, on 
the 60*"^ being placed under orders for Afghanistan^ 
ha marched, in command of tlxe light company, m route 
to Ferozeporo, arriving there on the 5d» December.

In December 
1829 he was appointed Assistant to the Ma^strate 
and CoUeotor of Azimgarh, and he continued in that 
situation until December 1837, when he was ap]^inted 
Of£g* Magistrate and Collector of Allahabad. In 
February 1838 he was nominated Joint Magistrate and 
Depy. Collector of Benares, but ho never took up the 
post, and continuing in his ofB.oiating appointment at 
Allahabad, he was made permanent therein in^ Juno 
1839. In November 1842 ho was nominated MagistiMto 
and Collector of Mirzapur, but, being then on leave, 
he did not take up the appointment, and in J antiaiy 
1843 ho went home on furlough. On his return to 
India in October 1845 ho was appointed 0%. Magis- 
trate and Collector of Oawnpore, a situation in which 
he was made permanent at the end of March 1846. 
In the winter of 1848-49, whilo the operations of the 
second Sikh War woro proceeding in the jio 

was employed as Offig. Superintendent of Supplies and 
Police on the Grand Trunk Boad. On tho annexation 
of the Punjab taking place ho was transfenod to that 
Province and, at tho end of March 1840, appointed 
Commissioner and Superintendent of tho Lahore Divi- 
sion. In this situation ho romainod until tho end of 
October 1851, when ho was appointed a Member of tho 
Board of Administration for tho Affairs of tho Punjab, 
and on the Board being abolished in February 1853 
he was appointed Judicial Conimissioncv of the Punjab. 

this portion he was the senior member of the 
Provinoial Government present at Lahore when the 
Mutiny broke out in May 1857, and as such he toot 
upon himself the responsibility of disarming the native 
brigade at Mian Mir, a bold and provxLt measure 
which, admirably caiTied out by Brigadier Corbetfc, 
probably saved the Punjab from anarchy, and made it 

possible to utilise that province as the base of tho 
operations for tho recovery of Delhi and the ultimate 
suppression of the great rebellion. In April 1858, 
after the expulsion of the rebels from Lucknow, he 
ms appointed Chief Commissioner of Oudh, and until 
the spring of the succeeding year he was actively 
employed in the pacification of the province. For his 
emiaeat services during iho period of tho Mutinies he 
woeiTed tte tl^ of Mi Houses of rarHament* and 
^s (S^tM a En^t Oommander of tho Order of tho 
Bath, in the CiTd Division. On the I** May 18S9 ho 
jas awoiu'W Lientenant-Govemor of tho i*unmb, and 
ne contann^ in that high position until January 186.5, 
men he retired from the servioe and went Home. (It 
» notewo^y that it vras during his Lioutonant. 
wmenorship that the first tailvfay was constructed 
mthft Punjab, and that the town and district of Mont- 
^ery were named after him.) InPehmary 1806 
he ™ omted a Enight Grand Cross of the (Jrder of 
iauiaax of In^a. In September 1868 ho was appointed 
a Itohetrf the Council of India, and he oontbned 
until his death. He died on the 28th 


Kote.— Sir Bobert Montgomery married, first, at Azimgarli on 
the I7th December 1834, Prances Mary, daughter of the Revd. 
Thomas Truebody Thomason, M.A., Bengal Bcclcsiasrieal Depart- 
ment, and sister to the Mon^hle James Thomason, Lieutenant- 
dovornor of the North-Western Provinces from 1843 to 1353. 
This lady was bom at Calcutta on the 1st; Pebruary 1816 and 
died at Allahabad on the 23rd March 1842. Ho married, secondly 
in 1845, Ellon Jane, daughter of William Lambert, ^Esor., of 
Woodmansterne, Surrey. 

Montizambert, George Sheaffe, Major (1814— 
1848). — Grave and Tablet at Multan, Nos. 853 and 
882. — ^Born aL Montreal, in Canada, in 1814. — Entered 
H. M.’s Service on the 11*^‘ April 1831 as an Ensign in 
the 41'’* Foot, and proceeding‘s to India ho joined that 
regiment at Tn* chi nopoly, in the Madras Presidency, in 
the autumn of the same year. In February 1832 lie 
accompanied the corps to Monlmein, and ihoro and in 
Tenasserim provinces generally lie served for two 
years. On the 11*^' January 1833 lie w.as promoted to 
tho rank of Lieutenant. In tho spring of 1834 ho ac- 
companied the head-quarters of the regiment i.o^ Poona- 
mallee, whence he moved witli the corjis to Arni in the 
following Novembox', to Bellary in OctoluT 1835, and 
to Belganm at the ond of 1838. In tho following year 
he went homo on leave. Returning to India in lfe41, 
he joined a wing of the 41®* then stationed at Karjiohi, 
and on tbe 3‘' Docembor of the same year lie was 
appointed Adjutant of tho corps, On the wing being 
moved up to Quetta, to join tho rest of tho regiment 
thei'c, in the spring of 1842, he appears to have boon 
left behind, and ovontually ho did not rejoin the 
regiment, then at Kandahar,^ until the succeeding 
summer. Tn connection with this ovetii it^ is recorded 
of him that 'Mnring tho night prior to his arrival (at 
Kandahar) ho rode a distance of eighty miles on one 
horse through the passes, a feat requiring no little skill 
and couinge.” Ho thorcafier stuvtul, as Adjutant of 
tho rogimont, throughout the romaindt‘r of tluj (‘amjijiign 
under General Nott, including the movermmi from 
Kandahar townrds Kabul, tho action of Qoaine, the 
action before Ghazni and tho capture and desi, ruction 
of that place, tho actions of Boni-Badam^ and Maidan^ 
the re-oecupaiion of Kabul, the expedition into the 
Kohistan and the oaptui’o and destruction of Tshtalif, 
and various affairs in the passes between Kabul and 
Peshawar during tho witlidrawal of ^ tho Ai^ny iowax'ds 
the British provinc('s (Modal). While tli('S(^ opeiutionB 
worn in progress he, on the 29th Septemhor li%2, 
attained tlio rank of Captain. On fho Aitny heing 
brokon up at Forozeporc in January 1843 lie accom- 
panied tho rogimont down iho Suiloj a.n(l tho Indus to 
Karachi, where ho embax’kcd with it for England, 
ovontually landing af Gravesend in tho following July, 
and during tho next throe years ho sorvoii wilh the 
corps at Canterbury, in South Wales, and in Troland* 
On the 23* September 1845 he was pinnuded to the 
rank of Major, and on the 8*'’ May 1846 lu' exelianged 
into the 62* Foot, to join which ho retuimed io India 
at tho ond of tho succooding October. The 02* being 
then, howevoi', under orders to return home, ami he 
Jxeing desirous of remaining in India, ho made arrange- 
ments for another exchange, and evoninally, on She 
Pebruary 1847, he exchanged into iho 10**» Foot* 
Ho joined this regiment at Lahore in tho auiumn, and 
he continued seiwing with it there imiil July 1848, 
when ho proceeded with it on service against Multan. 
Tho siege of that place had, however, scarcely begun 
when his career was brought io an end, ho having been 
killed on the 12th September 1848, in an attack on the 
enemy’s entrenched position under the walls of the 
fortress.

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Moore5 Stuarts Assistant-Surgeon (o. 1828— 

1857 ). — Tablet at Velhij No» 162. — ^Entered H. M.’s 
Bervice in 1851 as an acting Assistant-Surgeon, and 
on the 5*^ December of that year was formally ap- 
pointed a StafE Assistant-Snrgeon to the Forces. On 
the 30*^ January 1852 he was transferred from the 
StafE to the 6*^ Dragoon Guards, and joining that regi- 
ment at Dublin, he served with it, during the next 
two years, at that place, at Canterbury, at Chobham 
Camp, and at Ipswich. On the outbreak of the war 
with Russia in the spring of 1854, he was detached 
from his regiment to serve with the expedition to the 
East, and landing in the Crimea, with the Army, in 
the following September, he was present in the afEair 
of Bulganak, the battles of the Alma and Balaklava 
and the siege of Sevastopol (Medal and three clasps). 
On the arrival of his own regiment in the Crimea, in 
August 1855, he rejoined it and served with it there 
until the end of the war. He returned home with 
the regiment in June 1856, and in the following month 
embarked with it for India. Landing at Calcutta 
in November he soon afterwards proceeded with the 
corps to the Upper Provinces, and with it arrived at 
Meerut in March 1857. He was with the regiment at 
that place when the Mutiny burst out in May 1857, 
and towards the end of the month he accompanied 
a portion of it which had been detailed to form part 
of ihe field force moving towards Delhi under the com- 
mand of Brigadier Wilson. With that force he was 
present in both the actions at Ghaziuddinnagai’, on 
the Hindan River, on the 30*^ and 31^^ May, in the 
latter of which he received a severe wound, from the 
cfEects of which he died on the 2^ of the succeeding 
month. 

Moorsom, William Robert, Captain (1834— 
18bS). ^Tablet at Sialkotj No, 730. — The eldest son of 
William Scarth Moorsom, Esqr., sometime Captain 
in the 52<^ Foot (tho Oxfordshire Light Infantiy), 
and author of the Eistorinal Record of that distinguish- 
ed regiment. Bom in 1834. — ^Entoixjcl H. M.*s Service 
on the 17^^ August 1852 as an Ensign in the 52<^ Foot^ 
which he joined in Dublin the same year. On the 
10*^ June 1853 ho was promoted to the rank of Lieute- 
nant, and in the course of tho same month ho moved 
with the regiment to Cork, and there embarked with 
it for Bengal. Landing at Calcutta in the following 
October, he accompanied the regiment to Chinsura, 
whence ho proceeded with it, hy water, to Allahabad, and 
afterwards, by land, to Ambala, where ho arrived in 
Eeferaary 1854. In August 1854 he accompanied tho 
regiment to Subathu, and at this period he officiated 
as Adjutant for about a fortnight. In the following 
December ho returned with the regiment to Ambala, 
whence in March 1855 (on tho breaking up of tho 
Camp of Exorcise known as the Ambala Ohobhain”) 
he marched with it to Meerut. In January 1866 he 
proceeded with the regiment to Cawnpore, w^nce in 
the following month, on the occasion of the An^xation 
of Oudh, he accompanied it to Lucknow. lo April 
1866 he wag appoinlnd to execute a military survey 
of Lucknow and its environs, a work of great import- 
ance, which was admirably carried out and proved of 
almost priceless value in the operations of the following 

r r. On the completion of this work, early in 1857, 
proceeded on leave to Ceylon, and while there ho 
was employed upon a Government survey. On receipt, 
however, of intelligence of the Mutiny and rebellion 
in the Bengal Presidency, ho returned immediately to 
Calcutta, and was forthwith despatched to the Upper 
Provinces on the duty of repairing the telegraph be- 
tween Benares and Allahabad, which had been destroyed 
by the insurgents. He was carrying this work beyond 
Julahabad when, on the advance of the Oawnporo 
mutineers to meet the moveable column under tho 
command of General Havelock, that oflGloer ^pointed 
him an extra Aide-de-Oamp on his own staff, and in 
that capacity he took part in the forward move- 
ment, and was present in the actions of Fatehpur, 


Aoung, P^ndi'i Naddi and Ahirwa, and at the re-occu" 
pation of Cawnpore. On tho 19*^ July Havelock ap- 
pointed him to officiate as Depy. Asst. Quarter Master- 
General of the Force (officially styled the Allahabad 
Moveable Column”)- When Havelock made his fir.st 
advance into Oiidli, he was loft at Cawnpore to super- 
intend the construction of a temporaiy bridge over 
the Ganges, but after tho force retired across tho 
river he acoompaniod it in the movement on Bxthui% 
and took part in the ront of tlio Saugor and Fyzalncl 
mutineers at that place on the August. AVJxen 
Havelock made his second advance into Oudh, he 
accompanied the foreo, and was present in tho acf.ions 
of MangarwSr and Alambdgh, and at the entry into and 
first relief of the Residency at Lucknow, which was 
accomplished, after desperate fighting, on tho 25^^* Sep- 
tember ; on this occasion he tos specially detailed to 
act as guide to Sir James Outrara, and led the advanco 
through the city to tho Residency (slightly wounded). 
He thereafter took part in tho continued defence of 
the Rovsidoncy until the place was finally relieved by 
Sir Colin Campbell, and tho garrison withdrawn, iu 
November 1857. After tho withdrawal he was loft, 
as Depy. Asst. Qr.-Mr. Goul., with the forco 
detailed, under Sir James Ouiram, to hold tho Alam-^ 
high, and ho took part in all the actions fought ihero 
during the winter, in one of which, on the 26^*^ Fobruai'y 
1858, ho was again slightly wounded. In recoguL- 
tion of the eminent services romlorcd by lum since 
the preceding June, ho was specially })roinotod, on Iho 
6^^ March 1868, to tho rank of Captain in tho 
Light Infantry, but unfortunately he did not live evea 
to hear of his advancomont. In the operations under- 
taken by the Commandor-in-Ohief, in Maroh 1858t 
for tho final reduction of Lucknow, he was employed 
as Depy. Asst, Quarter Master Gonoi*iil of Sir Jamoa 
Outram’s Division, wliich operated on tho loft banJk 
of tho Gdmti, and thoro, in a fight near tho Iron 
Bridge, ho fell in action on tho 1 March 1858. Cap- 
tain Moorsom was an officer of HU]>t'rior morit 
attainments and, had ho survived, would witliout doubt 
have risen to high distinction. His early death was a 
grievous loss to the British Army. 

Morel, Alphonse Charles do—, Timign (1827—* 
1849 ),^ — Grim and monnmont. on ihn hnitjrjhhl o/ 
Ohiliamvaki, Nos. 755 and 752. Sw, de Morel. 

Morris, Augustus Burke, Limfenani and Da/v /- 
Captain (1811 — 1849). — Oraac at Srmtifja,r, Katdindr^ 
No 1118. — Son of Lienteuant-Colomd LauTi’aco Burke 
Morris, Bengal Tufaniry. Bora at Cawiijiore on tho 
July 1811.— -Rntorod the Bengal Army in 1827. 
Arrived in Lulia in Jiiuo 1828, and in tho following 
month was oi'dm-c^d up to Dinapore to do duty witlit 
tho 40**^* N. I. In tho succeeding Novombor he waa 
postc^d to the 20*-^^ N. I., which ho joined at Kaiia in 
jBundelkhand, Early in 1831 ho accompanied tho 
regiment to Sitapur, in Oudh, wlionoe ho proceeded 
•with it to Delhi in tho spring of 1834, and to Liiclliiana 
towards tho end of 183G. In Docombor 1837 ho was 
appointed Intorprcxtor and Quarter-MasLer of the regi- 
ment, a post which ho retained U)v tho rest of his life. 
Towards tho end of 1838,. no proceeded with the r(*gi- 
ment to Forozopore, 4vhoro for some time 1110001*113 
formed part of the Fifth Brigade^ of the Army of ilto 
Indus, but ihifj'^brigado not having boon selifctod lo go 
on to Afghanistan, ho returned to Ludhiana with the 
regiment in January 1839. Early in 1841 he accom- 
paniodtho corps to Nasiraliad, wlionco ho procuoclod 
with it to Oawnporo in tho spring of 184t, and to 
Barraokporo in the autumn of the sncceoding yoarj 
From Juno 1846 to May 1847, and again from Sei»h‘ru- 
bor to December 1847, he sexwed as 0%. Brigade- 
Major at Bssrmckjioi'is and from Docombor 1847 to 
March 1848 he officiated as Depy. Asst. Adjiiiaut-nt^nl. 

I of tho Presidency Division. Ho afterwards rejoined 
his regiment at Allahabad, and in tho autumn of tho 
year accompanied it to the Punjab, whore lie served 
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daring the campaign of 1848-49. In Decemhor, when 
the main portion of the Army of the Punjah crossed 
the Chenab, he was appointed Brigade Quarter- Master 
to the troops left at Ramnagar under Brigadier Penny, 
and subsec^nently, when those troops also crossed to 
the right bank of the river, he officiated for some time 
as Brigade-Major to the Sixth (Penny s) Brigade, in 
■which capacity, and in attendance on Brigadier Penny, 
as Orderly Officer, ho was present at the battle of 
Chilianwala, in which he was wounded. He was after- 
wards present at the decisive battle of Gujerat, and 
on the day after the engagement was appointed Depy. 
Asst. Adjutant- Gonl. of the First Division of tho 
Force despatched beyond the Jhchim under Sir Walter 
Gilbert, hut he did not join this Force until early in 
March, when ho proceeded as Sta:K Officer to a detach- 
ment going up to join it, and ho then took part in the 
pursuit of the routed enemy up to Peshawar, 
which was the final event of the campaign (Medal 
and two clasps). On tho termination of tlie operations 
he. rejoined his regiment at Jholum, whei*o ho served 
with it until May 1849, when ho was appointed Brigade- 
Major to the troops in tho Sind-Sagar District, Itawa.l 
Pindi. On the September following ho proceeded 
on leave to Kashmir, and, in less tlian throe weeks 
afterwards, he died at Srinagar, — 20*^ Septomher 1849. 


Morris, William Gardiner, 3L D«5 AssL-Snr- 
geou (1826— *1858),' — Grave at Belhi^ No. 124. — Bom at 
Philadelphia, in Pennsylvania, Unitt^d Stn-tos of Amcricji., 
in 1826.— Entered tbe Bengal Army on tho 20^^^^ Novom- 
her 1848 as an Asst.-Surgoon. AiTived in India 
in January 1849, and ajjpoiiiiotl to do duty wdili 
the left wing of the 80**^ Foot in I'cit WiUiiim. In tho 
following month he was directed to do duty with thri 
left wing of the 26*^^ Foot, which had been temporarily 
brought up to Calcutta fronn Madras, and he roxname<l 
with it until it returned to Madi*as in May 1849. Ho 
was then ordered to do duty xvith tho AAtilJcry at Dum- 
Dum, hut before tlie end of the mouth ho %vas sent up 
to Benares, on arrival at which place, in Jano, ho ^vas 
appointed to do duty with tho 48“^ N. I. Witliin a 
week, however, ho was ordered to Jaunpur, to assumo 
medical charge, tcmjpomrily, of the civil and military 
duties of that station, hut ho had not boon tlicro al)ovo 
a fortnight, when, m July* 1849, he was directed to 
proceed to the Punjab, for duty in the Trans-Havi 
throle. In the following Bfovember he was ordered to 
proceed to Peshawar and do duty in the hospital of tho 
European Besorve Artillery at tluit place. Whilb pas- 
ing through Wazirabad, on his Avay to l?oshawfir, ho 
vras appointed, 29^^^ November, to do duty with the 71®^ 
N. I., during its march to that station, and before the 
journey ended lio was placed, December, in medical 
charge of that rogiment.^ On reaching Peshawar he 
joined the Artillery Hospital there, and in the following 
month ho received the additional charge of two com- 
panies of tho 81"^ N- 1. Towards the end of Febzniaiy 
1850 ho was appointed to the medical charge of tho 71«^ 
TS. I., which he held for foux* months, dui'ing xvhich 
period in April 1850, tho medical charge of tho Pesh- 
awan Brigade Staff was also imposed upon him. At tho 
end of June ho -was transferred to tho medical charge 
of the 2S^ KT, I., to which that of the Brigade Staff wa^ 
added in August. In the same month ho was posted 
to S, I., which ho joined at jDudhiana, but early 

in Septefthberho was; removed to the 7*^ n, I*, at tho 
same station, and with this coi'ps ho coutitiucd serving 
for thi'ce months. On being relieved of the charge or 
the 7**^ N, I. on the 2*'^ Dooomber, ho was sent to 
Jullundur in medical charge of a dotaohment of 
Etu’opean recruits, and on tliis duty being completed ho 
pococeoded, in accordance^ with previous orders, ami 
placed himself at tho disposal of tho Suporinlonding 
Shmg^efftheaWB-BaviOM^ In March 1851 hb 
was appointed to tho medical charge of Sinnoor 
Bsteslum, which h^ joined at Almora, and with this 
wwtof his service was passed. Soon after his

On tho 25tU Dcnoralxir 1828 ho 
exchanged to full pay in the 2Gth Foot, and, proceeding 
to India, he joinod that regiment at Fort St. George, 
Madras, in the spi'iiig cj 1829, In Octolier 1830 he 
accomiiaixiod ihe logimont to CaJonitii., whenoo he pro- 
ceeded with it to Ohinsura in November, and to Sleerat 
in the suooeeding cold seasoxi, arriving at that place 
toward.^ the oisl of March 1831. In January 3832 he 
was appMniod jlfilitary Secretary to Lteutenant-Goneral 
Sir Colin Halkott, K.O.B., Comimindor-in-(lluof in 
Bombay, and ho continued in that appointmont until 
March 1834, when. Sir Colin Ixiing alwiit 1o roturu homo, 
ho^ was appointed Aido-do-Cainp to (lonoral Lord 
William 0. Boatiuck, O.C.B*, Comrmmdcr-in-CJIjiof ia 
Indi<v:ihteiK)fa4h6rotftiiw^^ until His Lordship wont 
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home in the spring of tho following year. He himself 
went home on leave in March 1835, and he remained 
absent from India until February 1838, when lie re- 
joined his regiment in Port William. On the organisa- 
tion of the expedition to China in March 1840, he was 
appointed Hepy. Adjutant- General and head of the 
Adjutant-GeneraPs Dept, with the Expeditionaiy 
Force, and (having attained tho rank of Lioutenant- 
Colonel on the 23*^ June 1840) in this position ho 
served throughout the war in that country from IS 10 
to 1842, in the course of which he was present at the 
first capture of Chusan, the storming of the heights and 
forts above Canton, the succeeding operations in the 
vicinity of that place, the taking of Amoy, the second 
capture of Chusan, the storming of the fortified heights 
of Chinhae, the capture of Ningpo and the repulse of 
the night-attack on that place, the action of Tsoke, the 
capture of Cliapoo (in which he was severely wounded), 
the assault and capture of Chin-Kiang-foo, and tho in- 
vestment of Nanking (Medal, and created a Companion 
of the Order of the Bath). On the 30^^^ DccGuibcr 184^2, 
while still in China, he was appointed Depy. Acljntaiit- 
Genl. to H. M.’s Forces serving in Madras. Ho re- 
turned to Fort William, from China, in February 1843, 
and having been struck olt the stafi of tho Expeditionary 
Force on -ihe 13*^ of that month, lio assumed command 
of his regiment on the and, having elected to go 
home rather than take up the appointment of Dojiy. 
Adjt.-Genl. at Madras, he went home accordingly, in 
command of the 26*^, at the end of the same month, 
lianding at Gravesend in July 1843, he served with 
the regiment in various parts of England, Scotland 
and Ireland for four years, in the course of which, on 
the 19*^ June 1846, he was appointed an Aide-de-Camp 
to the Queen, with the rank of Colonel in the Amy. 
He left the regiment in Ireland in September 1847 in 
order to accompany tho Earl of Dalliousie, Goveraor- 
General designate, to India, and on arrival at Calcutta 
in January 1848 ho was appointed Military Secretary 
and first Aide-de-Camp to His Lordship. Ou the 
March following ho exchanged from the 26^^^ into the 
29^11 Foot, then on the Indian establishment. Ho con- 
tinued on Lord Dalhonsie’s personal staff until the out- 
break of the second Sikh War in tho autumn of 1848, 
when he joined his regiment ; and having on the forma- 
tion of the Army of the Punjab, in October, been 
appointed Brigadier Commanding the Fourth Brigade 
of Infantry, he served in that capacity throughout the 
Punjab Campaign of 1848-49, including iSe passage 
of the Ohenab, the battles of Ohilianwala (in which he 
took a tery distinguished part) and Gcjcnit, and the 
pursuit of the routed Sikhs to Rawa! Pindi (Mo-.UiI and 
ttro clasps). In April 1849 he was apjiointud Atljufaii-|- 
General of H. M.’s Forces in India, fvnd in the follouilng 
November he exchanged from the to lial£-pay of 
the 62»d Foot. He continued holding the appointment 
of Adjutant- General until his death, which took plaoe 
at Fatehgarh on the 8*^' February 1864, while he was 
on tour with the Oommander-in-Ohief, Sir William 
Qomm. 

Noib. — C olonel Mountain marriod, first, in 1837, Jean, daughter' 
of Pr. O'Behne, Bishop of Meath : she died in child-birth at Calcutta 
on the 3rd May 1838, within three montlis of her arrival from Eng- 
land, eged 22 years.— He martied, secondly, in 1845, Charlotte Anna, 
older daughter of Lieutenant-Colonel Thomas Pundas, of Cnrfon 
Hall, Oo.

Mduntsteven, William Hext, Ensign (c. 1838—

Mountsteven, H. M.^s Service (a cadjet of the Mount- 
stevens of Lauoarfe, Oo. Cornwall, and related to tho 
Hexts of Trocairen and the Hexts of Tredethy, iu the 
same county), who, as Ensign in the 28^^* Foot, was 
wounded at Waterloo, and afterwards served for many 
years as Paymaster of the 79th Highlanders.--^Enterod

Mules, William Marwood, fMmini (1825— 
1S58). — (hutvo at* Mnltan^ No. 868.— TJio sixth and 
youngest son of Philip iriiloK, Esip*., a <‘adct of th<« 
ancient family of Mules (formerly ;dk Slonr.s), of I’aw- 
stock, Oo. Devon. Born in 1825* — Entered the Bom- 
bay Army in 1844. Arrived in Iiidia in February of 
the same year, and within a few days was wont to 
Poona to do duty with tho 23^*^ Bom, N. C. In St»p- 
tember 1844 lie was posted to tho Bombay Eurf)poaii 
Regiment (Fusiliers), which lie joined at DooHa. In 
Docombor 1845 lie arcornpaniod tho rcgiincut b> 
Kai*aohi, and ho server! with it there until Oclobei 
X84S, when, the coips having been detailed tn form 
part of tho Bombay Divisirm of the Army of the 
Punjab, ho marched northwards wntb it to take part 
in the operations against Multan. Ho thereafter 
served with it throughout tho Punjab Ca,mpajgn of 
1*848-49, and was present at tho siege and capture of 
Multan (wounded on tho 27^*^ Daoember), the battle 
of Gujorat, and tho pursuit of tho Sikhs and Afghans to 
thomoutti of the Khaibar (Medal and two oloftps). 
Early in 1849 he was nominated Adjutant of the 
Baluch Battalion (now styled ^ the 127^^‘ Baluch .Light 
Infantiy*”), but being on field service at the time, he 
never joined that corps, and on tho May following 
he was appointed Adjutant of his own regiment, w^hich, 
after the close of the campaign, had been retained iu 
tho vicini^ of Peshawar. In the spring of tlxo suc- 
ceeding year he returned with tho Fasiliers to the 
Bombay Presidency, arriving at Poona iu April 1850. 
Thence at the end of 1852 £0 accoiiij)anio{l tho head'* 
quarters and one wing of tho corjis to Aden, and in 
April 1865 ho moved with tho regiinoait to Karachi, 
thence going home on furlough in the following mouth. 
Ho x'otumod to India at tho end of 1856, and rejointMl 
his regiment at Karachi, and in the following yoar.^ 
on the outbreak of the mutimes in Bengal, ho accorn- 
panied the coips to Multini. He was still at that placc^ 
with the head-quarters and right wing of tho girsu ^ ' 
when, in the follo\ving yemr, the mutiny ni Lh»* 
00^ and 69^^ Bengal N. I. took place ihorc, and in the 
conflict which ensued on tliat occasion he was unfortu- 
nately killed,— 31** August 1858. 
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Mulock, Edmonds Henrys IAev,ien(int (1861 — 

2884 ). Grave at MiM-ree, — The eldest son of Colonel 

Thomas Edmonds Mnlock, O.B., late of the Foot,— 
a cadet of the Mulocks of Kilnagama, King’s County, 
Ireland,— 'hy Julia Florentia, his •wife, only child of 
Lieutenant John Leigh Doyle Sturt, Bengal^ Engineers 
(who perished in the retreat from Kabul in January 
1842), and grand-daughter of Major-General Sir 
Eobert H. Sale, G. 0. B. Born on the December 
] 3861 . — ^Entered H. M,’s Service (from the Eoyal^ Mily, 
College) on the 10*^^ May 1882 as a Lieutenant in the 
P* Battalion Royal Irish Fusiliers (the 87^^ Foot), 
which he joined at Aldershot. In the following August 
he accompanied the battalion on the expedition to 
Egypt, and he served with it throughout the campaign 
in that country, including the battle of Tel-el-Kebir 
(Modal and clasp, and the Khedival bronze star). Ho 
returned home with the corps in November 1882, and 
was stationed with it at Aldershot until the autumn 
of 1883, when he embarked with it for India, landing 
at Bombay in November, and 2 )roceeding thence to 
Rawal Pindi. In the following year he went up to 
Khairagalli, in the Murree hills, at which place his 
death occurred on the Sl^t August 1884. 

Munro, John, I/Ceutenant (1820 — 1845). — Inscrip- 
tion and tablet at Feroaepore^ Nos. 441 and 445. — The 
second son of General John Munro, of the Madras 
Army, who was the representative of the ancient family 
of the Munros of Teaninioh, Co. Ross. Born on tho 
Igtn April 1820. — ^Entered tho Bengal Army in 1837. 
Arrived in India in Decomhor of tho same year and 
was sent up to Oawnporo to do duty with the 5<5*^ Light 
Cavalry. Being a supernumeraiy, he romainod un- 
posted for nearly a year, and in tho meantime he 
continued doing duty with tho 5^^^, with which in 
November 1838 he moved towards Kamal ; but having 
then been brought upon the effective sirength of tho 
Army, ho was, on toe 3rd Decombor, posted to tho 10^^^ 
Light Cavalry, which ho soon afterwards joined at 
Muttra* In Docomber 1839 ho accompanied the 10^*‘ 
to Nasirabad, whence, in tho autumn of 1840, ho 
marchod with it to Forozoporo. In Docombor 1841 ho 
was appointed Interpreter and Quartor-Mastor to tho 
corps, and proceeding with it soon afterwards to Pesha- 
war, he served with it, under Major- Gcnox’al Pollock, 
throughout tho campaign of 1842 in Afghanistan, 
taking part in tho forcing of toe Khaibar Pass and in 
the advance to Jalalabad ; but when the final advance 
on Kabul was made in September, ho was loft at 
Qandamak as Staff OfSoer to the detachment detailed 
to hold toat place, and he oonMnued in that position 
nntil tho return of the army from Kabul (Medal). 
He returned to the British provinces with the regiment 
in December 1842, and from Ferozeporo accompanied 
too regiment to Meerut, aniving there early in Fobnx- 
ary 1843, but in the autumn of tlio same year ho again 
accompanied his regiment into tho field, and served 
with it throughout tho Gwalior Campaign, including 
too battle of Maharajpur (bronze star). Tn Fcteiary 
1844, while marching* back to Mcornt with his regi- 
ment, ho was appointed one of tho Subaltenis of tho 
Govemor-Gcnoi*al’s Body Guard, and joining Unit 
corps he served with it at Sultanptxr, Benares, until 
too following July, when lie was appointed an Aido-de- , 
Camp to tho newly-anivod Oovonior- General, Lieute- 
nant-General the Right Hon’blo Sir Iloniy Hardingo, 
O.C.B. Ho joined this ai>poiritmont at Calcutta, and 
served therb until too autumn of tho following year, 
when ho x)i*ocoodc(l wdth too Governor- Gonoral to tho 
TJpi)cr Provinces. ^ On the outbreak of tho first Sikh 
War lie acooTn 2 )aniod Sir Henry into the field, and 
foil mortally wounded in toes Ijattlo of Mndki, — 38^^' 
December 1815, — too first engagornemt of ilie eamjKMgn. 
He died of his wounds, in the field hosjntol at Mndki, 
on the 21«^ of tho same month.

Munt, George McIntosh, Lieutenant (c. 1787— 
l&H).— Grave at Nahan, Sirinur, No. 907. — ^Entered 
toe Bengal Army in 1803. Airived in India in De- 
cemher 1804, and on tho 14*11 April 1805 was posted 
to toe Battalion 1®* N. I. Ho joined that corps 
at Lucknow, and in March 180G accompanied it to 
Baliraich on escort duty with tho Nawab Wazir of 
Oadh. Ho returned -with the battalion to Lucknow 
shortly aftonvards, and in Novoinbor 1800 accompanied 
it to Bundclkhancl, to bo stationed at Kuiioh. During 
the winter of 1800-07 ho was on field service with tho 
batbalion in tho Kuncli district, and took part in the 
brilliant storm and caiitnro of Oliannr. In 1807 ho 
proceeded with tho battalion to Kaita, and in November 
of toat year was present at tho ca 2 )turo of tho fort of 
Salehuganj. In October 1808 ho was sent from Kaita 
to Banda, to take charge of tlie escort of tho Governor- 
General’s Agent, but ho was soon afterwards rcliovocl of 
this duty, and rejoining the battalion, ho was present, 
in January and February 1809, with tho four com- 
panies detached under the commaud of Captain Mid- 
winter, in toe stoi*ming of tho heights of Rajaoli and 
in the siege and reduction of the rock-fortress of Ajai- 
garh. Ho shorily afterwards iiroccodod with too corps 
to Meerut, and having duiung tho summer been tempo- 
rarily detached with a part of tho battalion to Delhi, 
he was actively engaged there on tho 24*^i July in the 
suppression of tho outbreak occasioned by too outrageous 
conduct of Princo Jahangir, including the blowing open 
and si-orming of the Palace gates, and the capture of 
too Solinigarh fort. Early in 1810 ho accoinx>amed 
tho battalion to Delhi, at whioli place, and at Rowari, 
ho served with it until 1812, when ho ])nK«icd('d with 
it to Ludhiana. Tn^ 1813 he was transferred to tho 1«* 
Battalion of tho rogimont, and joined it aii Muttra. In 
Ootolw 1814 ho was dotachod, in command of tho li^hl 
company of the battalion, to join the Light Baitjdion 
then formed for service against tho Gurklms, and with 
this battalion, in tho division under tho command of 
Major-Gonoral Oillospxo, ho took pai*ttn the advance into 
the Dthra Dun, and in tiro first attack on tho fort of 
Kalanga, in whicli General Oillospio wart killed. ITc 
afterwards served irr tiro ronowod opei»ations against 
Kalanga, but was not engaged in tho secoiid imsucci'SH* 
ful artsault. After tlio fall of Kalariga ho was em- 
ployed, in command of a dotachmciit r>f tho Light 
Battalion, in tho ]>uvHait of tho late garrisoix of tho 
place, with whom, h<»wevor, ho failid to come up. lie 
flubsoquontly inaroli(‘d towards Nalian with tho foroo 
under the command of Major- GiMicral Martindoll, 
General Gillospie’s sueccHsor, and wa-s cngiigc<l, with 
toe column under tho command of Major LiuUow, in 
the attempt to dirtlodgo tho Gurkhas from their powifiou 
on Jaithak Hill, ^to tho north of that placet. The 
attempt, however, ended in a disastrous rtqmiso near 
toovillagoof Jampta, and in the cruifliofc and retreat 
which onsnocl he unfortunately lost his life, — 27*b 
December 1814. 

Murphy, Robert BarnabVf Asslsiaul-Apothmtry 
(1827 — ISd'D ), — InscripHnn a t 
toe Bengal Snl)r)r(linato Medical Service*, us an Hos- 
pital Apjin.nlict*, on too Tdb August 1839. Served in 
tho rcoHidency General Ilosinttd and in ilio Garrisoix 
Hospital, Fort William, f<»r tliroo years, and was 
motod to the i»ank of AsHt.-A]K)th(*cary on tho 
Docomher 1842. Did defy in the hospital of tho 29il» 
F(x>t in 1843-44, and in the latter year was fornmlly 

S astod totoat L wlflj ulnVh he served in tho 

tttloj Campai;vn ‘d ..sul in the. PuYijab Cam- 

paign of 1848- On tho conclusion of tho Punjab 
Ouni 3 .:;Igo ho accompanied too xtJgiment to Wazimbad^ 
where ho died on tho 15*^* May 1849. 

Murray, Alexander Winiani, /.a* / r (1836-** 
1867).--tfm<?« at Ddhi^ A'r». 1 15 r /.. /;/ thdhi aed 
Nohuf^ Nci't. 102 and 301*3. —The third son of the Hovto 
Davitl ltoiln<*y Min*ray, Rector of Bimuptou Brian, Oo. 
Horeftird, who was him8t*lf a great-grandson of the 4^*^ 
Lord Blibonk. Born on too 29**‘ Juunary 1S36.— Bn- 
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tered the Bengal Army in 1853. Arrived in India in 
April of the same year, and was sent np to Benares 
to do duty with the 42“^ N. I., to which regiment he 
was regularly posted in the following September. In 
the summer of 1855 he accompanied the 42“^ into the 
field against the Santhal insurgents, and experienced 
much harassing service until the spring of the follow- 
ing year. After the termination of the operations ho 
was stationed with the regiment at Sangrampur, in the 
^nthal district, until nearly the end of the year, and 
he then accompanied the corps to Saugor, arriving 
there towards the end of January 1857. In the foHow- 
ing March he was detached to the Ambala Depot of 
Instruction in Rifle Musketry, and he was serving at 
that place when the Mutiny broke out in May. Hav- 
ing been attached to tho 2^^ Bengal Fusiliers, ho ac- 
companied that regiment in the movement on Delhi, 
and he was present with it at the action of the Badli-ki- 
Serai and at tho seizure of the Ridge. On tho 12^^^ 
June he was appointed to do duty with the Corps of 
Guides, vdth which ho continued serving at tho siege 
of Delhi until the 27^^‘ July, whon, having beon slightly 
wounded in the action of tho 23 t<i Juno and severely 
in that of the 9*^^ July, ho proceeded to Simla on sick 
leave for three months. On tho 1**^ of August he 
was appointed Adjuiant of tho 9^-^^ Piinjah Infantry, 
then being formed at Kohat, but he never joined this 
regiment. Long before tho expiration of his sick leave 
he rejoined the Guides before Dolhi, and with thorn ho 
continued serving there nntil the end. In the general 
assault of the 14*^ September he <TiCCompanio<l the 
Guides Infantry in the attack on the Kishanganj 
position, and thoie, whilo leading on his men with his 
accustomed gallantry, be unfortunately fell under tho 
fire of the enemy. 

Murray, Archibald Ross, JAmimant (1855 — 
1879 ). — TMet at Uawal PincU, No. 803.— Tho clclost 
son of General Sir John Irvine ^Murray, K. 0, B., 
Bengal StafE Corps. Dorn at Gwalior on tho 5tJ‘ March 
1855. — ^13ntered H. M.'s Service on tho 15^'^ April 1874 
as a Sub-Lioutonimt in the 44^^* Foot, and ho was after- 
wards promoted to tho rank of Lion tenant from thii 
same date. Ho joined the dop6t of tho 44^^^ at Warley 
and served with it until tho following September, when 
ho was transferred to tho 2’^ Battalion 9*-'* Foot, with 
which corps ho soon afterwards went to India, landing 
at Bombay towards tho end of November, and proceed- 
ing thence to Rawal Pindi, where he arrived with the 
battalion early in January 1876. On the 25*^‘ April 
1877 he was appointed an 0%. Squadron Ofiioor in the 
13^^ Bengal Cavalty (Lancors), on probation for the 
Bengal Staffi Corps, into which he was subsequently 
admitted with effect from that date. Ho joined this 
regiment at Rawal Pindi, and served with it there 
until the autumn of the succeeding year, when, on 
the outbreak of tho Afghan War, he proceeded with it 
to join the Second Division of the Peshawar Valley 
Field Force, for which it had been detailed ; and whilo 
halted at Nowshera in November 1878 he was ap- 
pointed to ofiBciate as Station Staff Officer there. He 
afterwards served with the 13^^ in the first phase of 
the Afghan War, 1878-79, and was engaged in various 
operations on the Khaibar Line, including the second 
expedition to the Bazar Valley, in the course of which, 
in a reconnaissance towards the Sisobi Pass, he be- 
haved with great gallantry in going to the assistance 
of one of his men, whose horse had been shot. In 
April 1879 he was transferred to the Corps of Guides 
as Doing-Duty Officer at the dep8t, and he remained 
in that situation until the following July, when he 
was appointed an Offg. Squadron Officer in the ID^ 
Bengal Cavalry (Lancers). He did not, however, live 
to join that regiment, having died, of cholera, at Tret, 
near Murree, on the 18^5i July 1879. 

Murray, Charles Balfour, Ensign (c. 1840— 
1863).— Grave at Nowshera^ No, 998.— Entered H. M/s 
Service on the March 1869 as an Ensign in the 


71®* Foot (the Highland Light Infantry). He joined 
the dep6t of that regiment at Stirling, and served with 
it there and at Perth until the autumn of tho following 
year, when he proceeded to India and joined tho 
7l®* at Morar, Gwalior. Ho shortly afterwai’ds accom-n 
panied the regiment to Sialkot, arriving there in 
February 18G1. On the regiment moving to Nowshora, 
in November 1862, ho was left at Sialkot witli a de- 
tachment detailed to remain there tomporaril}-, but ho 
rejoined regimental head-quartors at Nowslxora early 
in the following year, and from April to October 1863 
be officiated as Adjutant of the regiment. In the 
month last mentioned lie accompaniod tlio 71“* on the 
expedition against tho Hindustani fanatics of Sittnna 
and Malka and their Pathan allies, and ho thereafter 
served throughout tho operations in and about the 
Ainbela Pass until tho Novcn>I)cr 18G3, when lie 
was killed in the course of tho sovoro fighting brought 
on by tho desperate attacks of tlio tribesmen on our 
working parties.

Tho fifth son of John Murray, Enijr., a (‘sitht of tho 
Murrays of iMurrayt.liw.aito, Co. DinnfriiJH, and a 
yonngor brotluT of John Dairy iiijihi Muiray, who, in 
1823, Kuccoofli‘(l to tho Miirrayiliwaiti' ostMlcs and 
became bead of tho Murrays of MuiTaythwiiilo. Born 
in Scotland in 1808. — EniertMl tlio Bongni Army in 
1825. Arrived in India iu March lS2f», and in the 
following month was sent up tn Cawn]>i»ro IimIo duty 
with tho 9^*' Bight Oavahy.

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Murray? William? Captain (1792—1831 ). — Grave 
at SuhatJiu, No. 408.— The third and youngest son of 
Sir William Mnn-ay, Bart, (V), of Ochtertyre, Co. 
Perth, grandson of the third Earl of Cromartie, and 
•wunger brother of that distinguished officer, General 
^ George Murray, G. C. B. Bom in 1792.— Entered 
the Bengal Army in 1809. Arrived in India in October 
1810, and was sent in the usual course to the Cadet 
College at Barasat. Ho passed his examinations at 
the end of May 1811, but was, at his own request, 
permitted to remain at Barasat until the 22nd July 
following, when he was discharged from the college 
and ordered up to Dacca to do duty with the 2^ Batta- 
lion 15*^ N. I. On the 14^’^ April 1812 ho was posted 
to the 2<^ Battalion 1^^^ N. I., and having joined tliat 
coips at Delhi, he accompanied it, towards the close 
of the same year, to Ludhiana. In August 1814, 
having been granted four months’ leave for the purpose, 
he proceeded to Calcutta to join the college of Fort 
William, and having passed the prescribed examination, 
he was, in the following October, admitted into the 
college as a student. In the meantime, however, the 
Gurkha War liad broken out, and his battalion having 
been ordered on service with the force under the com- 
mand of Major-General (afterwards Sir David) Oohter- 
lony, he was, at his own request, pomiited, on the 
12 th Dooombor, to proceed and rejoin it. Ho rejoined 
the corps acoordmgly in January 1815, and served with 
it in the operations resulting in the reduction of 
Eamgarh, but he was subsequently appointed to the 
command of a body of the Hincldr Raja’s troops, and in 
this position he took a iwominont part in tlio ardtmus 
operations and severe lighting ending with the oai^turo 
of Malann and the surrender of Amar Sing Tliaj^a and 
the Gurkha Army of the West j in those oporixtions hu 
distinguished himself in an eminent degree by bis ml, 
judgment and iiitelligenco, and roceivod the special 
commendations of General Ochtorbmy and o£ tlu3 
Govoxnor-Gcnoral, Lord Moira. In May 1815, irnmcidi- 
atoly after the tennination of the campaign, be was 
ti'ansfon'ed to the 1*^^* Battalion of his reginienl and 
appointed Intorprotcjr and Quaiier Master i.o ii., and 
having joined that corps at Mutto, ho accoTnpanied it 
to Lucknow in Ihc course of the ensuing cold H<3ason. 
Ho was, however, soon afterwards taken for polHacal 
employmoni, and having, without vacating his rt^gi- 
mental staff situation, been, sometime in 1816, ap- 
p^ted Thbfd Assistant to the Superintondont of 
iWitical Affairs and Agent hj the 6ovonior-0cn<‘riil in 
the Territories of the Frotectiod Bikh and ITill Chiefs 
between the Jumna and the Sutlej, he became Asst. 
Political Agent at Ludhiana. About the same time 
ho was transferred, as Interpreter and Quarter Master, 
to the 2^ Battalion of his regiment, hut in February 
1819, by an oxchango of appointments, ho again became 
Interpreter and Quarter Master to the I”*- Battalion, 
and he continued lioldxngthis post until Juno 1822, 
when ho finally resigned it. Those regimonhil Ininsfors 
and re-transfers wore, however, purely nominal in 
character, as, during the whole period covered by them, 
he continued in the political appointment abov<5 named. 
In March 1823 he was advanced to the appointment of 
Depy.

Musgrave, Walter* TAmienant^Ookml md 
Oohiicl (l8:Ui — 188:?)- — Grave ait Rimla^ Ntu 384-— 
Born at Exeter, 3 )(Wonshii‘c, on the 8^^^ Januaw 1830.— 
Bogan his career in tho Colonial Service, South Africa^ 
on tho 25*^* January 1863, as a Lieutenant iu the local 
forces, and haying boon advanced to tho miik of Cap- 
tain on tho 21“^ of tho suocooding mouth, he %vas placed 
in command of an irregular corps, at tho howl of which 
ho soiwod throughout the Kaffir War of 1851*-52, in- 
cluding tho passage of the Kei, the oiyratione in the 
Waterkloof, and many other affairs im|wrt‘lan<;o. In 
recognition of his services ho was admitted into the 
regular forces on the 11^>> Juno 1852 m an Ensign in 
tho Capo Mounted Rifles, and having joined that oonpe 
iu the following December, he served with it in the 
field until tho termination of the war (Medal). On 
the 19^*^ Jariuaiy 1866 he was promoted to the rank 
of Lfeutenant in the 81»t Voo% and proceeding to 
in the Hutumn, ho joined that regimoDt at Minn Mir, 
Lahore, in the following December. In March 1857, 
he was appomtod Adjutant of tho regimoni> and in 
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that capacity he was present at the momentons dis- 
arming of the natiye troops at Mian Mir in the follow- 
ing May (Medal). In March 1858 he accompanied 
the regiment to Nowshera, on arrival at which place 
he was appointed Station Staff Officer, and in the 
following April and May he served with the right 
wing in the expedition against the Hindustani fanatics 
of Mangal Thana and Sittana (India Medal and clasp). 
On the conclusion of this campaign he returned with 
the wing to Nowshera, whence in the following July 
he moved with it to Peshawar. In the succeeding 
October his services were placed at the disposal of the 
Chief Commissioner of the Puniab, by whom he was 
appointed, on the 10*^ November, to raise and command 
a risala of irregular horse: this corps, which was 
styled the “ Hazara Horse,” was raised and organised 
by him for service in Hindustan, and he continued in 
command of it until the summer of 1860, when, under 
orders issued in the preceding December, it was broken 
up, a portion being absorbed into Careton’s Pegimciit 
of Multani Horse.

Early in Septem- 
ber 1883 he proceeded to Simla on six weeks’ leave on 
private affairs, and he died suddenly at that place on 
the 21®* of the same month.

Inscription at Delhi, No, 162.— Tho youngost son of 
Major-General Johnstono Napior, of tho Madras Army. 
Born in Paris, on tho 13th April 1836. — Entorojl H. Jf/s 
sciwico on ilio 21®* DocoiuIhu* 1855 jks ;i.Ti EiiKign iu the 
1®* Battalion 60^^ Ttiflcs, tho do])ot of vdiicli tnmps ho 
joinoil al Chatham. Towards tJu* c1«ho of tbti following 
year he procoodod to India aiul jfaned tlio hatfAliou at 
Mcoriit, at which pliwio ho wus s erving witli It whoa 
tho Mutiny of tho lieugal Army hroktf out iu Jlay 
1857. On tho 27*^^ of that month be ivasompauiod. tiiu 
corps on servico towards Di'lhi, in tho ffobl force under 
tho comraaud of Brigadior Wilson, and >vas pmsimt with 
it in l)oth tho actions oti tho Hindau, at Ohawiutldiu- 
nagir, on tho ami 31®* .

— Etiiurod the Bengal Army In 18 UK Amved ia 
India in Docorrther 1826, and iu ttu* courso of the same 
month was Hunt up to Ghazipitr to do duty with the 
Bengal European llogiment. In April 1821 ho wa« 
posted to tho 1»* Battalion 22‘i N, I., and having joined 
that corps at Sikrora, iu Ondh,* during tlu' summer, lie 
moved with it to Kama! towards the close of the yoav. 
In Soptembor 1823, on prometimi to tho rank of Dieufo- 
uant, ho was removed to tho 2‘* Battalinfi 9*^* N. 1., 
which ho joined at Lucknow, and on reorganisation 
of the Army taking place iu May ho was posted 
to tho 8*^ N. 1., which ho joined «ii Butul. In Roptom- 
bor 1826 he procoodod on leavo tu the Pro„!d. !h'^, and 
romamod absent until the end of Juuo 1827, when ho 
rejoined the regimont at jBanda. In August 1828 lie 
was appoiufeod acting Iffterijretor and Quiirter-Mastor 
of the regimont, and^kaviug in the courso of tho samo 
month boon made ,|)cmanent in the appointment, ho 
continued holding^ ifc for more than three ycia^K. Tn 
January 1830 b^ aocompanied the regiment to Delhi^ 
In October 1S31, after having huen tried before a 
General Court-Martial for a breach of disoipHno, he wa» 
removed from the appointment of Interpreter and 
Quarter Master. Iu October 1832 he accomiianuul tha 
regiment to Hansi, whence ho movid with It te Karmil 
ittJPefaruarj 1833. In October 183i ho accompamed 
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the regiment on service in the Eajwara^ Field Force, 
on the occasion of the demonstration against Jodhpnr, 
and on the force being reduced he accompanied the 
oorps to Nasirabad, arriving there towards the close of 
B'ovember. In October 1835 he was appointed to 
officiate as Interpreter and Quarter-Master of the regi- 
ment, and he was again made permanent in the appoint- 
ment in February 1836. Towards tho end of 1837 
he marched with the regiment to Bareilly, at which 
place he held charge of the local division of Public 
Works from October 1838 to tho end of February 1839. 
He continued serving with tho 8*^ N. I. at Bareilly 
until Ocober 1839, when he was transferred to the 
2*1 European Regiment on its formation, and having 
joined that corps at Ohinsura, he accompanied it to 
Hazaribagh in February 1840, and thonco to Ghazipur 
in the following November. In March 1842 he moved 
with the regiment to Gawnporc. In tho autumn of the 
same year the regiment was ordered up to Ferozeporo 
for the Army of Reserve, but being in bad health ho 
was unable to accompany it, and having been permitted 
to proceed by water to Meerut, ho repined tho regi- 
ment there, on its return from Ferozeporo, towards 
the close of January 1843. On tho regiment pro- 
ceeding to Sindh towards tho end of 1844, he was 
sent down the Sutlej by water in charge of tho sick,

1857. Born at BelLary in 1848. — Entered H. M.’s Ser- 
vice (from the Royal Mily. College*) on tlio 25^^ April 
1866, as an Ensign in tho 108^^^ Foot. Proceeding to 
India, he joined that regiment at Secunderabad in the 
summer of tho same year, and on the l®^ October 1867 
he was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant. Towards 
the end of 1867 ho accompanied tho regiment to 
Belgaum, where he served with it for tliree years. On 
the 28^ August 1870 he was appointed Second Wing 
Subaltern in tho 10^'^ Madras N. I., on protetion for 
the Madras Staff Corps, into which ho was subsequently 
admitted with effect from that date. He joined that 
regiment at Doranda at the end of tho year, and in the 
summer and autumn of 1871 he officiated for a short 
time as Mjutaht of the corps.

Nelson, Vincent, Veterinary* Surgeon (1814— 
1857).“— Grrtvfi at Ferosepore, No. 501, — Bom in London 
in 1814. — ^Entered the Bengal Army in the Veterinary 
Dept, in 1851, with rank as a Veterinary- Surgeon from 
the 1®* January of that year, which was tho date of his 
arrival in India. On the 9*^* of tho same month he 
was ordered up to Oawnporo to do duty with the 1st 
Light Cavalry, and he remained attached to that corps 
until the following Soptomber, when he was transferred 
to tho 3*^ Troop 3*^ Biigado, Horse Artillery. Ho joined 
that troop at Ludhiana, and in November 1851 accom- 
panied it to Jullundur, where ho was immodiatoly 
appointed to the additional veterinary charge of a 
native troop of horse artillery and of two light field 
batteries, all of which lie retained as long as those 
units remained at that siiation. In October 1853 hc 5 
was removed to tho veterinary charge of Ihc horses of 
tho Artillery at Jullundur. In Jiily 1855 he was ap- 
pointed to the temporary chai'go of the ai'f.illory horses at 
Ferozopore, but ho soon afterwards returned to his 
appointment at Jullundur, at which placjc, in the Lbl- 
lowing Novomhor, ho rocoivod tho toTn])(>rary additional 
charge of tho 7^^' Light Cavalry.

Cfrave at Nal 60 (lm\ N*. 561. — Born td. Ayr, N.Ii., in 
August 1801. EnlisUid at Glasgow on Uu‘ 20* April 
1819 for iht^ East India. Company’s Miliinr;y' Forces, 
and arrived in India on the 1 9***^ November following. 
Having boon allotted to the ITorsi^ Artillery., ho served 
in that branch uni.il Mavcli wlnm, loiviiig sitinhied 
the in.nlc of Rox-geant, luj was ai>]»oiiih*d ji Imnpoinry 
Ovciwcr in ilu^ Bairiiolc Dopaximeiit jmkI ]M>Kli*d lo ilm 
8**' (or Rohilkliand) Division. At tlie oiui of ihe 
following moTitli h(^ was tra.nHf(‘rr(‘d to tln‘ (Commissariat 
Dopai'txnent, and having her*n placed under tho ortI(*rs 
of the Ruh-Assishint Oommissaxy-GimeraJ at Biu^oilly, 
ho was employed at that place in tin* Tim her Depart- 
mont.

Newbery, Edward, Major (1842—1884 ). — Grave 
Simla^ No* 385. — The youngest son of Edward 
Newbery, Bsq[r., of the Madras Ciril Service. Bom 
at Pisa, Tuscany, on the 17*^ April 1842. — Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1868. Arrived in India in January 
1869, and towards the end of the same month was 
appointed to do duty with H. M.’s 87*^ Foot, at J ullun- 
dur. On the 29*^ March following he was regularly 
posted to the 6*^ Bengal European Kegiment, which 
•he joined at Hazaribagh. In the autumn of 1860, he 
accompanied this regiment to Fort William, where he 
continued serving with it until it was disbanded in J uly 
1861. He was subsequently attached to H. M.^s 101®* 
Foot at Multan, until August 1862, when he was 
appointed a Doing-Duty Officer in the 29th (Punjab) 
N.I., at the same station. On the 21®* of the succeed* 
ing month he was appointed acting Adjutant of the 
regiment, and on the 25*^ he was directed to officiate 
as Second-in-Oommand as well, but he held the latter 
appointment for only a few weeks, while ho retained 
the former until the middle of the following December. 
In the spring of 1863 he accompanied tlie regiment to 
Hamirpur, and in the following June and July ho again 
officiated as Adjutant for about a month. On the last 
day of July 1863 his services were placed at the disposal 
of the Punjab Govt, for employment in the Police, and 
from the succeeding day he was afteiwards admitted 
into the Bengal Staff Corps. In August 1868 ho was 
appointed an Asst. District Superintendent of Police 
in the Delhi Division, and he served in that position 
until July 1864, when he was appointed Offg. l^ersonal 
Assistant to the Inspector-General of Police. In the 
following December he was advanced to the grade of 
District Supdt. of Police. He continued officiating as 
Personal Asst, to tho Inspr.-Gcnl. of Police until Febru- 
ary 1867, when ho was made permanent in the appoint- 
ment. From October 1871 to May 1872 ho was on 
OTecial duty in tho Legislative Dept. ofthoGovt. of 
India. At the end of March 1873 lio went homo on 
furlough, and was absent from India for two years. 
On his return in March 1876 ho resumed his appoint- 
mont of Personal Assistant, and (except when on 
fipocial duty at tlio Imperial Assemblage at Dellii in 
1876-77, and when officiating as Dopy. Inspi'.-Gonl. of 
Police, Rawal Pindi Circle, from May 1880 to tho 
spring of 1881) ho continued in tilie performance of 
ihe duties of that appointment until November 1881, 
when ho again went home on furlough. He returned 
±0 India in November 1882, and early in tho following 
month resumed his duties as Personal Assistant to the 
Inspr.-Genl. of Police, and in tho discharge of those 
duties he continued until his death. Ho died at Simla 
on the 2nd June 1884. 

Newport, William Henry, Major and Brevet^Lieu>> 
ienatit'^Oolonel (c, 1837— 1880 ).— at Kandahar^ 
No. 1146.— Entered the Bombay Army in 1866. 
Arrived in India in April 1866, and on the 16*^^ of the 
same month was posted to the Bombay European 
Begiment, which he joined at Poona. In July 1867 
he accompanied a portion of the regiment detached to 
form pari of a Field Force under the command of 
Colonel Steuart, 14th Light Dragoons, and with this 
Force, which was subsequently merged in the Central 
India Field Force, he served throughout the Central 
Indian Campaign of 1857-58, including the siege and 
capture of Bahatgarh, the action of Bar<3da, the relief 
of Saugor, the capture of Garakota, the forcing of the 
Madanpur Pass, the siege of Jhansi, the battle of the 
Befewa, the storming of Jhansi and of Lohari (severely 
wounded), the actions of Kdnoh, Mattra and Gulauli 
Recapture of Kalpi, and the battle and capture of 
Gwalior (Medal and dasp, and promoted to the rank 
of Majew by brevet directly he attained that of Captain). 
Immediately on the fall of Gwalior he proceeded on sick 
leave to Bombay, whence in August 1858 he went home 
on furlough. On his return to India in the autumn 
of I860 he rejoined his regiment at Karachi, at which 


place he served with it until it was reorganised in 1862 
as the 109*^ Regiment of Foot. Towards the end of 
that year he was appointed to do duty with the 18**» 
Bombay N. I. at Bombay. In December 1803 he ac- 
companied this regiment to Bliuj, and in J anuary 1864, 
on the corps being reorganised on the irregular system, 
he was appointed a Doing-Duty Officer (subsequently 
styled **Wing Subaltern”). In September 1866 ho 
was admitted into the Bombay Staff Corps, and in tho 
following month ho proceeded with the regiment to 
Rajkot. Towards the end of 1SG7 ho cniharkod with 
tho regiment for service in Abyssinia : about the satno 
time, he having attained the lank of Captain, his 
regimental appointment ceased, but very shortly after- 
wards, 2^' January 1868, ho was appointed Offg. Wing 
Subaltern and Offg. Quarter-Master of the corps, and 
in this position he served with it in the Abyssinian 
Campaign of 1868 (Medal). On tho tormination of 
the war lie rotumed with the regiment to India and 
was stationed at Baroda, but sliortly n.fterw%ards, in 
August 1868, ho went liome on fiu'lough on account of 
his health. On his return to India in August 1870 he 
was appointed an OJTg. Wing Oflicer in tho 25*1' Bombay 
N. I. at Dhulia, but ho rotainoil this post only until 
the following NovenLl)et\ wh<*n 1 k‘ was sent to do 
general duty at Shola]inr. Tii Jainiary 1871 ho was 
appointed an Offg. Wing Officer in tho 28**' Bom. N. L, 
at that station, but ho was in i]i(» following 

December and again reveriod gonoral ilul,y. Fu 
February 1872 ho was a]>p(»iuto(l Offg. Wing Oiliciir in 
the 16**' Bombay N. I., at Mhow, and in tho following 
April he was nominatod Offg. Socond-iu-Oommaiid of 
that regiment, Imt in March 1874 ho was again dis- 
placed. Ho w^as then appointed Offg. Fori Adjutant at 
Afiirgarh, and hold tho post until Mat'd! 1876, when 
he vacated it on tho return to duty of the pormaneiii 
incumbent. In Apinl 1876 lui was ngain appointed 
Off??* Wing Officor in tho 28**' Bombay N. L, at Rajkot.

ITc was with 
his regiment at Chaman in tho cai’ly days of July 
when Ayub Kliaii advanced from llcmi, but the corpa 
was shortly aftorwards moved up to Kaudaliar, aid

He subsequently went on to Delhi with hia 
sqTiadron, and, arriving there on the 23^ June, he serv^ 
with it at the siege of that place until the 27*^ August^ 
taking part in numerous affairs, including the action 
of Najafgarh. On the date last mentioned he was 
appointed, hy a Field Force Order, to act as Second-iu- 
Command of the 1®* Punjab Infantry, and by a Regi- 
mental Order of the same date he was directed to assume 
command of the corps, the Commandant, i^jor Coko, 
having been disabled by wounds. He commanded this 
corps during the remainder of the siege of Delhi, and 
led it in the assault of the place on the 14th September^ 
on which occasion he was dangerously wounded and 
was obliged to undergo amputation of his right arm 
(Medal and clasp). The severity of his wound necessi- 
tating his going home, he left India, vid Bombay, in 
Jannaiy 1858, and having been granted repeated exten- 
sions of leave on account of the state of his health, ho 
was absent from the country for nearljr filve years* 
During this period^ he ' did duty for a time, with the 
temporary rank of Lieutenant in the British Army, at 
the East India Company’s Recruit Depdt at Warley in 
Essex ; and he also visited the United States of America, 
Algiers, and Egypt* In tho meantime, in India, 
ho had been transferred (with effect fi-om the 30th April 
1858) from the rolls of tho 31®** to those of iho defunct 
S4**' N* I., and had been naminatod (May 1858) Com* 
mandant of tho 25*^ Punjab Infanity (tho Hazam 
Gurkha Battalion), and later (Jauuaiy 1859, —whoa 
his early return to India was expected) Offg.

Note. Soom after his arrival at Kabul ho was appoint- 
ed to do duty with H. M.*s 40‘'‘ Foot, forming ^ of 
the Division under the commaud of General Notk and 
having joined that regiment on the 2l»t September, he 
aecompaoied it on .Gie return march to the British 
Provinces, taking part with it in various affiiirs with 
the enemy in tha passes between Kabul and Peshawar. 
On the breaking up ot General Psliori^s Army at 
Ferozepore, in January 1843, he proceeded to Me^t, 
where 1 m regiment, the 27«‘ N. I., wHoh hod been 
praotioally annihilated at Ghasni, was ro-formed by the 
34 Infantry Levy being drafted bodily into its ranks 
and on the Si®* May followmg he was appointed Ad- 
jdtemt of the resuscitated corps, with' which in the suo- 
O'eeffing month he marohed to Moradabad. In Novem- 
ber 18^ ho aifloompamied the regiment to Feroze- 
jwru and he serv^ with it there throughout the ensu- 
ing Stttle] Oaaupaign, takmg part in the defence of the 
oamtenment during Ae first days of the Sikh invarioa 
Bfeviag been left at Ferozepore -with his ra«»imoni 
when, <m the 21* December, the Fourth DiWon 
under the command of Sir John Litfler, marched out 
f« the purpose of taking part in the attack on the 
Sfih poBithm f* Krozshahr, he was not actually pre- 
sriit in that samguinay engagement ; in oommem, hW- 
ever, -with the other officers and men left on duty at 
Ferojzepore, lie was held to have been oonetnictiy^ly 
preset and he was accordingly granted the medtd 
strnokfor the . oaoasiott. On '■&»■ 9«' February 1846 
he was appointed -(to fee Army OommiSsariat Dent 
as a Sub-Aroi. Commy.-Genl., vacating the Adjutant 
hie y^mnt, and having been posted to the Army

sent oh special duty to Jammu ; here and in KaiJupiw 
he -was mnployed for a pmiod ot nearly nine amnfe f^ 
in fee course of which ocounred fee curious episodb 
of fee sudden rise and fee still more sudden collapse 
of fee rebellion of of Shaikh Imfm-tldfn. On the 26** 
December 1846 he was appointed an Assistant to the 
Besident at Lahore (Sir Hei^ Lawrauoe), but tliis 
produced no change in his immei^te duties, and he 
cratinued in Kashmir until Febrnaiy 1847. Bie then 
visited Multan, Dera Ghazi Khan, Lahore and Amrit- 
sar on duly, on fee conduflion of which in the following 
JuM he was posted to the Sindh-Sagar Doab 
Politi^ Officer. He had, however, scarcely entereff 
On his duties there when, in July 1847, he received a 
Call for help from Hazara, where an outbreak had taken 
place, and promptly moving up into t^t province, at 
the head of a body of Sikh troops, he quickly com- 
pelled the rebels to ovacuato their strcrnghold of Simal- 
Idiand and seek safety in flight. He was subsequently- 
employed in fee pacification of the extensive district 
under his own charge, and so successful was he feat 
before the end of the year he -was able to report 
feat the whole of the tract was in a state of perfect 
tranquillity. He continued in the active performance 
of the duties of his post until the outbreak in the 
Punjab in the followmg year ushered in the second 
Sikh war, in tho oourso of which, 184845), he was 
actively employed in many capaoitios— civil, political 
and military*— and on several occasions rendorod dis- 
tinguMed -good service, notably in surprising and 
seonriag fee fort of Attoek at fee beginning of the 
crisis, and afterwards in dporaiing to prevent a junoffon 
Of the armies of theSardors Omttar Smgh and Atov 
Singh, these operations leading to frequent eonfliotz 
and skinmishoB, in one of which, in the UtogaUa Pass 
he -was slightly wounded in feo face. On tho opening 
of tho regular campaign he was attadiod as a PoliticM 
Officer^ to tho forces in fee field, and again, at tho very 
beginning of feo operations, was enabled by his onorcy

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appointed, in addition to His other duties, to tlie com- 
miand of ihe 2^ or Sher-Dil Battalion of Punjab Police, 
at Bannu. Prom May to November 1865, during the 
absence of Major David Ross he officiated as 

Commissioner of the Leia Division. He then reverted 
to Bannu and the command of the Sher-Dils, and in 
the spring of 1856 he was sent up to Kashmir on 
^eoial duty as British representative there during the 
Bummer months. He continued in Kashmir until the 
autumn, and having during this period been appointed 
Depy. Commissioner of the Peshawar district, he took 
up the appointment on his return in November. Prom 
Pebruary to May 1857 he officiated as Commissioner of 
the Peshawar Division, and he had scarcely been reliev- 
ed by the arrival of Colonel (afterwards Sir Herbert) 
Kdwardes, when the great Mutiny burst forth. As Depy. 
Commissioner of Peshawar he took an important part in 
the measures then adopted to check the progress of the 
mutiny and to preserve the district from disorder, 
and he was prominently engaged in the disarming 
of several native regiments (one of them, the his 
own) on the 22^ May, in the pursuit of the mutineers 
■of the 55^^' N. I. from Mardan to the foot of the Swat 
hills (in the course of which he was twenty hours in 
the saddle, covered seventy miles of rough ground, 
and slow many of the rebels with his own hand), and 
in the subseq[uent disarming of the 64*^' at the 
Poaba outposts, On the 14^^ June he was selected to 
succeed Brigadier Chamberlain in the commatid of 
the Punjab Moveable Column, and was giantod tho 
^nk of Brigadier-General. Ho loft Posliawar tho same 
day, and having taken over tho command of tho 
column at Jullundur on tho 22‘^, ho marched for 
PMIani on 23<i , and tli®c on tho 25«> disarmod tlio 
33d andS5“> N.I. foming pvrt of the coknm and 
JnoTO to bo disaffected. Tbroo days later ho marohod

Note.— After his deatli it was notified (London Gazette 17fch 
November 1857) that JjietitGnaut-Colouel John Nicholson, of the 
27th Regiment of Bengal Native Infantry, would have boon re- 
commended for tho dignity of Knight Commander of the Order 
of the Bath, had ho survived/'— A few days before his death the 
Government of the Bunjah had nominated him Commissioner of 
the Licia Division, iu succession to Lioutenaut-Colonol David 
Ross (q, V ). 

Nicolls, Richard Orpin Townsend, 3£ajor 
(1823^1862). — Grave and tablet at iSknik Budin^ 
No. 1092. — ^Entered tho Madras Army iu 1841, Arriv- 
ed iu India in May 1842, and on tho 24th of the same 
month was posted to tlio Madras N. X,, thou ou 
service in China. Ho proceeded thither and joined it 
and served with it thcro until the ond of tho war 
(Medal). Ho returned to India with the regimout 
early in 1843, and proceeded with it to Palavoram. 
At tho end of tlio year ho marched with tho corps to 
Madras, whonco ho accompaniod it to Bollary in tho 
cold season of 1S45-4C, and to Dharwar early in 18 tl). 
Tn June 1849 bo was appointed Tnforprotor and Quarter- 
Master of tho rogimont, and Jio held that ;i|»ju)iiiimi*nt 
until tho ond of Jnly 1861, wht‘n ho vacated it on 
going homo on furlough. On his ri ton to India at 
tlio ojid of 1864 ho rf‘joinO(l liis rogiinont at Secimdar- 
abaci, whence ho proceeded with it to Ibwigaloro in March 
1856. Towards tho end of ihiiit yojtr ho was opixantiul 
to iilio Pnnjal) CummiHsiou and liooanic Asfit.-Gommis- 
sionor <yC Ludhiana. Ho was at that slatiou when tlio 
mutiny broke out in May 1867, and in tho succocoding 
month ho was appointed to raise thox’o a ivgniU'nt 
of Ponjab Infantry, whioh was afhawards nniuberod 
the 2&t and of wliich, iu tlie following August, he

posted to Sliaik Badin, whera lie died ou tho 30^‘‘ 
August 18C2. 

Nicolsorii P©t0r, Lioutenanl and Ihrvri’^Cajfitam 
(1808— ’1845). — Grave and InscripHm at Niruztpore^ 
Nose 467 and 442»— Bntorod tho Bengal Army in 1825. 
Arrived in India in July 1826, and iu the following 
month was sent up to Barrackporo to do duty with the 
28^*^ N. I., to whioh corps ho was regularly posted iu 
tho succeeding September. In tho winter of 1828-29 
ho accompanied tho hoad-quartors and right wing of 
tho regiment to Allahabad. Towards the end of 
January 1832 ho was appointed to do duty with the 
Ramgarh Battalion, and having joined tlmt corps at 
Hazariba^b, he was, in tho following month, appomtod 
Oflfg. Adjutant; this appointment, however, ho held 
for only a short time. During tho sumo year ho was 
employoil with tho battalion in R;nnbtilj>ur, and ho 
served with it throughout tho campaign of 1882-38 
against tho insurgent Kols. Ho continued doing dnty 
with tho Ramgarh Battalion until December 1831^ 
when ho was appointed Principal Assistant to tho 
Governor-Genorars Agent for tho South-Western Fron^ 
tier. Stationed at Manbhum (Purulia), he oontinued 
in this appointment until May 1835, when, his health 
having failo^ ho proceeded on I^ve to thoProsidancy , 
and thence, in tho following July, to the Capo Colonyj 
South Africa, Returning to Bengal in August 1837, 
he resumed his appointment of Principal ^sistant at 
ManbhuiQi but ho continued in that post for only two 
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xttontBs, having in the succeeding November been 
appointed an Aide-de-Oamp to the Governor-General, 
Lord Auckland. He remained on Lord Auckland’s 
personal staff until August 1838, when he was selected 
for employment with the force then being raised for 
the^ service of Shah Shuja-ul-Mulk, and was appointed 
Adjutant of the Is* Regiment of Cavalry of that force 
(Ohmstie’s Horse) . At the end of the year he accom- 
panied this corps on service to Afghanistan, where ho 
served with it throughout the campaign of 1838-39, and 
was present with it at the repulse of the attack on the 
Shah’s camp before Ghazni on the night of the 22<^ 
July 1839, at the capture of Ghazni on the following 
morning (Medal), and at the subsequent occupation of 
Kabul. In the succeeding September and October, 
in command of two risalas of Christie’s Horse, he took 
part in^ the operations conducted by Captain Outram 
and Major McLaren against a horde of banditti infest- 
ing the country between Kabul and Ghazni, and was 
present (and wounded) in the action on the Indran range, 
near Killiigu, on the 22^ September, in which thoso ma- 
rauders were surprised, routed, and almost annihilated. 
He subsequently returned to Kabul with his two 
and continued serving there with Christie’s Horse until 
the spring of 1810, when, having boon nominated a 
Political Assistant to the Envoy and Minister at the 
Court of Shah Shuja, he was appointed Political 
Agent in the Ghilzai country. In November of the 
same year ho was sent back to India in charge of the 
ex- Amir Dost Muhammad Khan, who had surrendered 
himself to Sir William Maonaghten, the Envoy and 
Minister above alluded to, and was now deported from 
Afglianistan. Ho thereafter had charge of the ex- 
Amir throughout the period of his detention in 
India, — at Calcutta, Saharanpur and Mussoorio, — and 
when, on the termination of hostilities, at the end of 
1842, Dost Muhammad Khan was i^elcasod and per- 
mitted to retuxm to his own country, lio was deput()d 
to conduct the Amir l)ack to the frontiers of Afghan- 
istan. Having completoil this important duty, and 
his services having boon replaced at the disposal o£ 
tho Oommandor-in-Cliief, lie proceeded, towards the 
end of February 1843, on leave to Calcutta, on tlio 
expiration of which, in tho following September, ho 
re 3 oin 0 d^ tho 28^^ N. I. at Sylhoi In March 1^4 ho 
was again nominated for civil employ and appointed 
a Depy. Commissioner in tho Saugor and Narbudda 
Territories, hut he never took up this situation, having, 
in the following month, before he could join, Ixjen 
appointed an Bxka Assistant to the Governor-General’s 
Agent on the North-Western Frontier, then marked 
the River Sutlej, and there tho rest of his servico 
was passed. Early in November 1845 he was nomi- 
nated Superintendent of the Mysore Princes, the 
descendants of Tippii Sahib, but ho never joined this 
appointment, for the state of affairs in tho Punjab did 
not admit of his getting away, and the first Sikh war 
breaking out in the following month, he was detained 
on active employment in the Cis-Sutlej districts. Being 
at Ferozepore when the Sikhs crossed the Sutlej, he 
accompanied Sir John Littler’s Division when it march- 
ed from that place on the 2D^ December to effect a 
junction with me main army under Sir Hugh Gough, 
preparatory to an attack on the Sikh position at Firoz- 
shahr, and he was with that Division when, in tho 
afternoon of the same day, the attack on the Sikh 
entrenchments was delivered.*' In the sanguinary con- 
flict which then ensued he fell mortally wounded, and 
he expired as ho was being carried from the field. 

Noth.— Oaptain Nlcolson was married, at Calcutta, On tho 22nd 
January 1835, to Miss Mary Mitchell : this lady died at Bankura 
on tho 3rd May following.— At the time of his death Captain Nicol- 
fion was engaged to be married to one of the daughters of Sir 
George Pollock. 

It is to ho noted that this oflGiccr’s surnamo is mis-spelt in tho 
inscription in St. Andrew^s Church at Ferozepore (No. 442), and 
that his Christian name is mis-stated in the inscription on his 
tomb (No. 467).

In March 187( 
he was transfeiTed to E ” Battery lirigade, anc 
roceediug to India ho joined it at Neennicli. On the 
May following his temporary commission was made 
permanent and antedated to the 28^*' Jaunary 1875. In 
March 1877 he was transfoired to the No. 2 Battery 
6tli Brigade, which ho joined at Aden.

On the conclusion of the war he 
returned with the battery to l^airagali, whence in 
November 1898 he proceeded with^ it to Eawal Pindi, 
In February 1899 he marched with it to Landi Kiotal, 
where he served with it until the end of 1900. He 
then returned wiih it to Eawal Pindi, whence he accom- 
panied the battery to Khairagali in April 1901, returning 
to !l^wal Pindi in the following October. On the 30*^ 
November 1901 he was promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant-Colonel, and having been posted to the 
Indian Establishment, he was appointed, in February 
1902 to the command of the Royal Artillery at Bar- 
rackpore and Fort William. This appointment he held 
until his death, which (during a temporary absence 
from his command) occurred at Ambala on the 24^^ 
November 1902. 

Nugent, William Sidney, Oaptain (c. 1841 — 
1871). — Tablet at Kohat^ No. 1042. — ^Entered H. M.’s 
Service on ihe 12*^ February 1858 as an Ensign in the 
61®* Foot. Proceeding to India, he Joined his regi- 
ment at Delhi in the spring of the same year, and on 
the 1®* December following he was appointed Instructor 
of Musketry. In -Hie spring of 1859 he accompanied 
the regiment to the Mauritius, whence he went home 
with it in September 1860, subsequently serving with 
it at Plymouth and Aldershot. On 17^^ April 
1862 he was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant, and 
on the 13*^ February 1863 he exchanged into the lOS^^ 
Foot, which corps he joined at Bombay in the following 
April, moving with it to Neemuch in the autumn of 
the same yeai*. From May to October 1864 he offi- 
ciated as Quarter-Master of the regiment, with which, 
in the autumn of that year, he moved to Mhow* In 
December 1864 he was appointed Instructor of Mus- 
ketry, an appointment which he continued holding as 
long as he remained in the 103<l . On the 4*^ August 
1865 he was appointed First Doing-Duty Officer (after- 
wards styled ‘‘First Wing Sabaltem*’) in the 2^ 
Punjab Infantiy, on probation for the Bengal Staff 
6orps^ into which he was subsequently admitted with 
ei^ct (after several changes) from that date. Ho 
joined this regiment at Dera Ismail Khan, whence in 
November J665 he accompanied it to Abhottabad. In 
34iijr 1966 he was appointed to act as Adjutant of the 
reament, and he continTied officiating until near the 
of September 1867, when he was made permanent 
in Iho appointment. In the autnnm of 1868 he served 
with the regiment in the Hazara Campaign, taking 
part in the operations both in the Agror Valley and 
on the Black Mountain (India Medal and clasp). On 
ihe termination of the campaign he i*eturned witli the 
regiment to Abbottabad, whence he accompanied it 
to Kohat, arriving there in November, and in February 
1869 5ie took part with it in the dash on the Bizoti 
Draltzai village of Gara. He was specially permitted 
to reiain the Adjutocy of the regiment after attaining 
Ihe rank of Captain, and from April 1870 to January 
1871 he' officiated as a Wing Offio€!r. In the succeed- 
mg spring he proceeded on leave to Murree, and he 
died at that place on the £?8^^ April 1871. 

Nulty, .Matthew, Ca;ptain, — Grave at Earnal ; see 
No, 196. 

Note. — There* Is a cnriCtis mistake in this caser, — for tlierc was no 
attch person as « Oaptom Matthew Nulty, Horse Artillery. ” The 
iwson ■whose grave is referred to was Corporal Matlliow Nulty, of 
the 1st Troop 3^ Brigade, Bengal Horse Artillery (now K ” 
%tiigcy, Eojal Horso Artillcfy). This man, an ordinary field 
fiboum, was.Dom in the "parish of BaJlinocren, Co. Meath, lyc- 
Eiid,^ about' 18Q4,; enlisted 'at Dublin ou>the 16th Msy 1823 t and 
dauired hi India, on the 2d Inue 1824i. He died at Kamal on ■the

in 1836. Arrived in In^a in the summer of the same 
year, and in the succeeding December was posted to 
the 23*^ Madras N. I. (the Wallajabad Light Infantry). 
With this regiment he served at Mangalore and Banga- 
lore until June 1841, when, his health having failed, 
he went home on furlough. He returned to India at 
the end of 1845, and rejoined his regiment at Dharwar, 
whence in, the spring of 1846 he accompanied it to 
Kampti. He served with the corps at that place until 
January 1849, when he proceeded to Bengal on eight 
months’ leave, long before the expiry of which, in 
May 1849, his services were placed at the disposal of 
the Punjab Administration, and he was appointed 
Second-in-Command of the 4^^ Punjab Cavalry. On 
the 25*^ of the succeeding month his appointment was 
^tered to that of Second-in-Command of the 1®* Punjab 
Cavalry, and having joined that corps at Pesha-war in 
the following July, he served with it in the operations 
against the Afridis in the Kohat Pass, in February 
1850. Returning subsequently to Peshawar, he served 
there with the regiment until the following Novem- 
ber, when he was re-transferred, as Second-in- Com- 
mand, to the 4*^ Punjab Cavalry, then stationed at 
Dera Ghazi Khan; he, however, never joined this 
corps, for having fallen into a bad state of health, he 
was obhged on the of the same month, to set out 
for Bombay, preparatoiy to applying for leave to make 
a voyage to sea. He died at Multan, on his way to 
Bombay, on the 8*^ December 1850.

Oakes, Percy Herbert, Second-L ieutenant 
(1871 — '1894) . — Grave at Rawal *Born on the 7*l» 

January 1871.-— Entered H. M.’s Service on the 28*^ 
May 1890 as a Second-Lieutenant in the 3<i Battalion, 
West Riding Regiment (the 6*’^ West "Sork Militia), 
and was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant in that 
corps on the 6*^ February 1892. On the 26**^ April 
1883 he was transferred to tho regular forces as a 
Second-Lieutenant in the 2^ Battalion of the King's 
Own Scottish Borderers (the 25**' Foot), which ho joined 
at Eawal Pindi early in the following year. He ctied at 
that place soon afterwards, on tho 14**' March 1894. 

O’Bryen, James Joseph, Meutenant-Oohmel and 
Drevet-Oolonel (1822 — 1880).-— at 3?Qslm\oa^^ 
No. 979. — Born in County Clare, Ireland, on tho 20**» 
Au^st 1822.— Entered tho Bengal Army in 1843. 
Anived in India on tho 10**' May 1844, and on the 25**^ 
of the same mon'tI:i was posted to ilie- 34**» N. I., but 
that corps having been disbanded for mutiny, ho was, 
on the 80**1 idem, directed to do duty with the 3C**‘ N. I. 
at - Dinapore, On the 7**1 June he was directed by a 
P^etidency Division Order to join and do duty with 
the 1®* N. I,, which was also' at Dinapore,, but this 
order was over-ridden by the previous one, and joining 
the 36**1, he continued doing duty with it until the 
following November, when he was transferred, at his 
own request, from the 34**' to the IG**' N. I. (Grenadiers), 
and joined the latter corps at Btawah. In the autunia 
of 1845 he accompanied the 16**1 Ambala, and during 
the winter of 1845-46 he servod with it in the Sutlejl 
Campaign, including the battles of Mudki, Firozshahr 
(slightly wounded) and Sobraon (Moivl and t-wo 
clasps). On the conclusion of tho campaign ho ac- 
companied tho regiment to Dhiaiiore, airiving ihcie in 
June 1846, and at the end of the following vmr he 
proceeded with it to Barrjick'ijoro. lu iho ■w'lnter of 
1849-50 he served with the re^mont in the small force 
assembled at Titalyah in consequence of the recalcitrant 
conduct of the Rajah of Sikkim. In March 1850, 
while on rouie from Titalyah to Benares with tho regi- 
ment, he was appointed te do duty with tho Bhagalpur 
Hill Rangers at Darjeeling, and ho continued with that 
Corps until March 1851, when, having l)eon remanded 
in cCneequence of his not having pass(3cl the necessary 
examination in tho native languages, ho rejoined the 
'16**'AtBeiiEw?efi. Fr<mx March to the end of Deoembeir 
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1852 he officiated as Adjutant of the regiment, and 
dnrmg this period he moved with the corps to Delhi, 
whence in the spring of 1855 he accompanied it to 
Mian Mir, At the end of September 1855 he was 
appointed Adjutant of the regiment, and he was stiU 
holding that appointment when, on the outbreak of the 
Mutinies in May 1857, the corps was disarmed at !Mian 
Mir. He continued performing the duties of Adjutant 
until the disarmed corps was finally broken up and 
dispersed at the end of 1858, and, having been so 
appointed in February 1858, he for some months during 
this period officiated as Quarter-Master in addition. 
From March to July 1859 he was employed in the 
Public Works Dept., holding at first the temporary 
charge of the Lahore Division, and afterwards, from 
the 5*^ April, the officiating ch^ge of the Amritsar 
Govindgarh Division. In December 1859 he was 
directed to do duty at Ambala, where he remained for 
four months, and in June 1860 he was appointed 
acting Barrack-Master at Moradabad and Naini Tal, 
but having resigned this post at the end of August 
1861, he was directed, in October, to do duty at 
Bareilly, and in the following December at Moradabad. 
In February 1862 he was admitted into the Bengal 
Staff Corps, with effect from the 18^-^^ February 1861. 
He continued doing general dnty at Moradabad until 
April 1862, when he was appointed to do duty with the 
2^1 N. I. at Shahjahaupur, and at the end of the follow- 
ing December he was appointed Offg/ Second-in-Oom- 
mand of the 16*^ N; I. He joined this regiment at Dina- 
pore, and having in January 1864 been appointed a Wing 
Officer in it, he cpntinued serving with it until the end 
of the following September, when he was appointed 
Offg. Second-in-Oommand of the 22^^ (Punjab) KT. I., 
and joined that corps at Ambala. In April 1865 he 

was made permanent in the appointment of Second-in- 
Command, In the spring of the following year he 
moved with the regiment to Morar, Gwalior, whence 
towards the end of 1869 he accompauiod it to Fort 
William. From September 1870 to October 1871 ho 
officiated as Commandant of the regiment, and during 
the period, in the spring of the latter year, ho proceeded 
with the head-quarters and left wing to Dacca. In the 
winter of 1871-72 he commanded the loft wing in the 
Cachar Column of the Lushai Expeditionary Force 
(India Medal and clasp). On the termination of the 
Lushai Campaign he moved with the regiment to 
Jhelum, arriving there in the middle of April 1872. 
In the succced&ig September he was again appointed 
to officiate as Commandant, and during the cold season 
of 1872-73 he- commanded the corps at the Hassan 
Abdal Oamp-of-Exorcisc. In AprH 1874 he was made 
permanent in the appointment of Commandant, which 
he thereafter held for the rest of his life. In tho 
following August ho went home on furlough, and he 
was absent from India until June 1876, when he re- 
joined the regiment at Jhelum. In January 1877 he 
accompanied the x*cgiinent to Peshawar, aud in the 
cold season of 1877-78 he commanded tho corps through- 
out ^the expedition against the Jowaki Afridis (clasp to, 
India Medal). ^ On tho termination of the oxpbdition 
he rotuimed ^tli the regiment to Peshawar, and no was 
Still serving with it at that place when, in tho autumn 
of 1879, the war with Afghanistan was renewed and the 
Corps was called upon to take part in the operations. In 
the month of December he moved forward, in command 
of the regiment, -to JahOibady and ofterwaris to Gfanda- 
taak a'nd -Safed Bang,, add at the Jast-mentioaed place he 
t^ied on tho 21®* January 1880, of ague, fever, and debility.

O'Hryen, Jam os Loughnan, Major and tempor* 
ary LieutenanIrOolonel (1854-‘1897).— and 
lohlet at PeshawaTf Nos* 979 and 990,— The 'eldest son 
of Colonel James Joseph O^Bryen, Indian Staff Corps 
Bom at Delhi on the 8*^ January 1854. — * 


Entered H. M.’s Service on the 28*^ February 1874 as 
a Sub-Lieutenant in the 1®* Battalion 11*^ Foot, and 
was afterwards promoted to the rank of Lieutenant 
from the same date. After serving for a few months 
at the regimental depot at Devonport, he proceeded to 
India in the autumn of the same year, and was attached 
for some time to the 2^ Battalion 25*h Foot, at Jubbul- 
pore, until his own corps should arrive at that place, 
which it did towards the end of January 1875. From 
the beginning of August to the middle of October 1875 
he officiated as Interpreter to the battalion. On the 
28*^ August 1876 he was appointed Offg. Second Wing 
Subaltern in the 31®* (Punjab) N. I., on probation for 
the Bengal Staff Corps, into which he was subsequently 
admitted with effect from that date. He joined this 
regiment at Cawnpore, and on the 1®* December follow- 
ing he was appointed to officiate as Adjutant. In 
January 1877, under the new organisation then in- 
troduced, he became an Offg. Wing Officer on probation. 
At the end of October 1877, having up to that time 
been continuously officiating as Adjutant, he was re- 
appointed Offg. Adjutant, and he continued acting in 
the appointment for another twelve mouths, in the 
course of which, in April 1878, he accompanied the 
regiment on the expedition to the Mediterranean and 
served with it for some time at Malta and Cyprus 
returning with it to India in the following September*^ 
and proceeding with it to Jullundur. Early in the 
sncceeding month he was transferred as an Offg. Wing 
Officer to the Gurkha Eegimeut, which he joined 
at Almora; a few days later he was appointed a 
permanent Wing Officer in the N. I., but having 
been directed to remain with the 8^^ Gurkhas untS 
further orders, he accompanied the latter regiment cm 
service to Southern Afghanistan in November 1878 
and was present with it at the occupation of Kandahar 
and in the advance to Kalat-i-Qhilzai. In May 1879 
he was transferred as a permanent Wing Officer *PwTr* 
the 4*^ N. I. to the 3d durkhas, audtfom Sop^S 
to November following ho officiated as Quarter-Master 
of the corps. He was then, November 1879, trans- 
ferred, as a Wing Officer, to his former regiment tha 
31®t (Punjab) N. L, then on field service on £ 
Khaibar line, where he joined it, and in January 1880

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^hen he was appointed a permanent Wing Commander 
in the 30*^ Bengal Infantry (Punjabis). Joining this 
corps at Multan, he was immediately appointed to 
officiate as Second-in- Command, and having moved 
-with it to Eawal Pindi in the spring of 1892, he served 
-with it, in that capacity, in ttie Isazai Expedition of 
he succeeding October. Having returned with the 
Tegiment to Rawal Pindi, he reverted in November 1892 
to his permanent appointment of Wing Commander, 
and in the following March he went home on leave. 
In December 1893, while still on leave, he was ap- 
pointed Second* in-Command of the regiment. On his 
return to India in March 1894 he rejoined the regiment 
at Bawal Pindi, and he afterwards, from August to 
December, officiated as Commandant for four months. 
In the spring of 1895 he served with the corps on the 
line of communications of the Ghitral Relief Eorce 
■(clasp to India Medal) . In November 1896, on with- 
drawal from the Ghitral Porce, he accompanied the 
regiment to Peshawar, and there in December 1896 he 
was again appointed OfEg. Commandant of the corps. 
He continued in this position until July 1897, when he 
was appointed Commandant (with the temporary rank 
o£ Lieutenant-Colonel) of his former regiment, the 
31®* Bengal Infantry, then forming part of the Mala- 
kand Pield Porce. He joined the corps at the Malakand 
position early in August, and commanded it in the 
expedition into Upper Swat, where he took part iu the 
afeir of Landakai. In the following month he com- 
manded the regiment in the expedition into Bajanr, 
and there, after taking part in various operations, he 
feU whilst gallantly leading it in the storming of tho 
heights on which the villages of Gdt and Agrah arc 
situated, — September 1897. 

O’Dell, Robert Wolseley, (1838—1850) 
<ffrave at Lahore Oantonment^ No. 667. — ^Entered H. 
M.’s Service on the 1®* Septeimber 1854 as an Ensign 
in the 58*^ Poot, and that regiment being then in New 
iSealand, he remained attached to the dep6t of tho 
corps (in Jersey, and afterwards at Weymouth) for 
about three months. On tho 12*^^ January 1855 he was 
transferred to the 81®* Poot, with the depot of whicli 
he served at Chatham until the following autumn. Ho 
arrived in India in Docomber 1856 ; joined tho regi- 
ment at Mian Mir in April 1856; and died in the 
Citadel at Lahore on the 18*^ August following,— ono of 
ihfif victims of a terrible outbreak of cholera, in which 
the regiment lost, iri the ctmrse of six weeks, one officer 
(himself), the Sergeant-Major (John Evans,— v.), 
nine sergeants, two drummers and 116 privates, besides 
a large number of women and children. 

O’Donel, Connel, Lieutenant^ Colonel (1837 — - 

1884). — Grave and tablet at Lahore Cantonment, 
Nos. 679 and GSS.—The youngest son of Lieutenant- 
Colonel Hugh O’Donel, 13*J» Bengal N. I, Bom at 
Nasirabad on the 16*11 June 1837. — ^Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1866. Arrived in India in Pebruary 1867, 
and in the course of the same month was posted to the 
67*^ N. I., which he joined at Agra toward^ the end of 
following month. He was there when the Mutinies 
broke out, and his regiment having disappeared after 
teing disarmed, he was attached to the small body of 
Volunteer Oaval3ey formed at the time, and with it 
took part in the action of Sassia, or Sbahganj, on the 
5*11 -July. On the 24*ii of the succeeding month, as 
Staff Officer to the troops engaged, he was present in 
the action in Mdn Singh’s garden at AHgarh ; and on 
iiase 10*li October, as a volunteer, he was engaged in 
ito aotion-at Agra, in which the Mhow mutineers were 
mated and dispersed (Medal). In September 1858 he 
was transferred to the cadre of the late 48th N. I., 
wiih effect from the 30*ii April preceding. In Pebruaiy 
1859 he was appointed to do duty with tlie European 
Recruit Dendt at Barrackpoxe, but he was subsequently 
ordered to Lucknow, whence, in July, he was sent to 
iJIahabadtot^ and conduct to the Presi- 


dency a body of time-expired men. On giving over 
charge of this detachment, at the Presidency, in the 
succeeding month, he was sent to Dum-Dum to do 
duty with a detachment of artillery recruits there, and 
at the end of the month, as acting Adjutant to this 
detachment, he was despatched with it to the Upper 
Provinces, en route to Meerut, On arrival at that 
station, early in November, he was directed to do 
general duty there, but a few days later, on the 14*ii 
of the same month, he was appointed to do duty with 
the Meerut Levy, and he remained attached to this 
corps until Pebruary 1860, when he was selected for 
duty with the 8*1^ Punjab Infantry, on that corps being 
detailed to form part of the China Expeditionary Porce. 
Joining tbig; regiment at Calcutta, he embarked with it 
in March, and thereafter served with it throughout the 
campaign in North China, taking part in the actions of 
Sinho and Tangku, and in the storm and capture of 
the Taku Ports. On the fall of those forts he was, on 
the 24*1^ August, appointed Town-Major there, but he 
afterwards got away to the front on duty, and was 
present at the surrender of Pekin (Medal and two 
clasps). He held the appointment of Town-Major 
at the Taku Ports until the 22^ Decembei’, and then 
embarking for Hong-Kong, he rejoined the regiment 
at that place and accompamed it back to India, aiTiving 
at Calcutta with it on the 1®* Pebruary 1861. Prom 
that date until the middle of J une he was on leave in 
Calcutta : he was there appointed to do duty with the 
37*^ (afterwards 33*^ ) N. I., at Barrackpore,^ and he 
remained with that corps until near tho end of Augusf^ 
when he was appointed Adjutant of the 46*^' (afterwards 
41®*) N. I., then at Morar (Gwalior), where ho joined 
it. In Pebruary 1862 he was admitted into tho Bengal 
Staff Corps, with effect from the 18*^^ Pebruary in the 
preceding year. At the end of November 1802 ho was 
appointed Offg. Second-in-Oominand of tlie 31®* 
(Punjab) N. I., which was also at Morar, and on tho 
4 ,th q£ succeeding month he was appointed Adjutant 
of that regiment ; he, however, continued officiating as 
Socond-in- Command for nearly fifteen months, in tho 
course of which he accompanied tho regiment to Bar- 
rackpore, arriving there in Pebruary 1863, Ho 
continued officiating as Scoond-iu-Coinmand until 
Pebruary 1864, from which time up to the middle of 
Ai)ril he officiated as a W ing Officer : ho then took up 
tiro duties of his permanent ai)pointment of Adjutant, 
in which ho continued (officiating a second time, for a 
fortnight, as Wing Officer’, in addition) until the 
1®* September following, when lio wa-s appointed to tho 
Ooininissaxiat Dept, as an Offg. Su))-Asst, Commy,- 
Genl. In this capacity he served at Bairackpore and 
Allahabad and again at the Presidency until September 
1865, when he proceeded on service, and tliei’oaftor 
served throughout the final Bhutan Campaign of 
1865-66 (India Medal and clasp). On tho conclusion 
of the war in March 1866 he i*etumed to the Presi- 
dency, and he afterwards served, in the Commissariat 
Dept., at various stations in diffor’ont parts of the^ 
countiy. In October 1867 ho was appointed a perma- 
nent Sub-Asst. Oommy.-Genl,, from which ho was 
advanced to the grade of Depy, Asst. Oommy.-Genl. in 
August 1879, and to that of Asst. Oommy.-Genl. in 
April 1882. He was Asst. Oommy.-Genl. at Mian Mir 
when he died tihere on the 22*1 January 1884. 

Oldfield, Christopher Edward Thomas, O.B.^ 
Major and Brevei^Lieutenant^Oolonel (1804— 1860).’—' 
Grave at Nahodar, No. 562.-— Son of Christopher Old- 
field, Esq,, Bengal Civil Service. Bom at Murshidabad 
on the 17*^ November 1804.— Entered tho Bengal Army- 
in 1820. Arrived in India in May 1821, and in the 
following month was sent up to Partabgarh, in Oadh, 
to do duty with tho 8**^ Light Cavalry. In July 1821 
he Was posted to the 6*J* Light Cavalry, and having 
joined that regiment at Nasirabad, he accompanied it 
to Muttra towards the end of the year. Towards the 
end of 1824 he marched with tho x'oginiont to Sultau^ 
puTi Benares^ and in the f olbwing year he accompan^^ 
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ii to Kaita. In July 1825 he was appointed OlEg. 
Interpreter and Qnarter-Master to the regiment, and 
in August 1826 he was made permanent in that situa- 
tion. In the winter of 1826-27 he proceeded with the 
regiment to Neemuch, and in September 1827 he 
resigned the appointment of Interpreter and Quarter- 
Master. In January 1829 he accompanied the regiment 
to Muttra, and in the following March he proceeded 
with it to Karnal, where he served with it for two 
years and a half, returning to Muttra in October 1831. 
In January 1833 he went home on furlough, and was 
absent from India for nearly three years. Returning 
in December 1835, he rejoined the regiment at Gawn- 
pore, whence at the end of 1838 he accompanied 
it to Karnal. In October and November 1839 he 
accompanied the regiment on escort duty with the 
Governor-General, returning afterwards to Karnal. 
The regiment having been selected to proceed to Af- 
ghanistan, in course of relief, he marched with it from 
Karnal in October 1840, and with it reached Jalalabad 
in January 1841. He subsequently moved up to Kabul 
with the regiment, and in the summer of 1841 he 
accompanied it on service against insurgents in the 
Ghilzai country, in the course of which he was present 
in the a:ffair at Karutu on the August. He after- 
wards returned to Kabul with the regiment and served 
with it there until October, when he was detached in 
command of the first squadron of the corps, to accom- 
pany the force detailed, under the command of Sir 
Robert Sale, to open the passes towards Jalalabad, 
which had been closed by insurgents. In the operations 
which ensued he commanded the rear-guard in the 
passage of the defi.les of the Haft Kotal, 'and was after- 
wards present in the actions of Tezin and Jagdalah, at 
the seizure and occupation of Jalalabad, and through- 
out the defence of that place against the Afghans, up 
to the 7^^^ April 1842, when the garrison moved out, 
routed the besiegers, and drove them from the neigh- 
bourhood of the place (Medal, promoted to tho rank 
of Major by brevet, and created a Companion of the 
Order of the Bath). About the same time (April 
1842), he was appointed an Honorary Aide-do-Oamp 
to the Governor- General, and was nominated Command- 
ant of tho 8*=^^ Irregular Cavalry. When, in tho follow- 
ing August, the Army under General Pollock made a 
movement towards Kabul, he accompanied it in com- 
mand of his squadron, and was present at the action of 
Mamn Khol; subsequently, however, he and his 
squadron were left behind at Gandamak, whence they 
were withdrawn on the return from Kabul of General 
Pollock’s force, with which they returned to Hindustan 
(Medal). A few days after his arrival at Perozepore, 
in December, he was appointed Commandant of the 
4*^ Irregular Cavalry, and having joined the corps at 
that place, he shortly afterwards marched with it for 
Bareilly, arriving there early in March 1843. To- 
wards the end of that year, with the 4*ii , he joined 
the Army of Gwalior and commanded the regiment at 
the battle of Maharajpur (bronze stiar, and promoted to 
the rank of Lientenant-Colonol by brevet). Shortly 
after his return from this service he proceeded .pn sick 
leave to Landour and Mussoorie, and in February 1845 
he went home on furlough, vacating the command of 
the 4*^ I. C. Returning to India in November 1849 he 
rejoined Jds own regiment (the 5*^ Light Cavalry) at 
Wazirabad, and early in 1850 he accompanied the 
corps to Nakodar. He died at that place on the 
AprH 1850. 

Oldfield, Frederick Folliot, Lieutenant (1838— 
1867), — TMet at Kohaiy No* 1043. — ^A younger son of 
Henry Swan Oldfield Bsq., Bengal Civil Service. Bom 
at Mozaffiarpnr, Tirhtlt, on the 30*^ October 1838. — ^En- 
tered the Bengal Army in 1855. In December of that 
year, in anticipation of his arrival, he was posted to the 
67*^ N. I., from which he was removed to the 9th N. I. 
in January 1856. He arrived at Fort WiHiam on the 
9th Febraaiy and, proceeding to the Upper Provinces, 


joined the 9th N. T. at Meemt, from which place he 
marched with it to Aligarh in the following April. He 
was with the regiment when it mutinied at that place 
on the 20*^ May 1857, but succeeded in making his 
escape to Agra. On the 5*^ July, when the Agra troops 
moved out to meet the mutineers from Rajputana, he 
accompanied the force as a volunteer with the 
European Regiment, and was present with that corps 
in the action of Sassiah. He subsequently continued 
serving at Agra until the 14*^ October, when, after the 
arrival of the Moveable Column under Colonel Greathed 
and the defeat of the Mhow mutineers on the 10*^ of 
that month, in which he took part, he was appointed to 
do duty with the 4*^ Punjab Infantry. With that 
corps he accompanied Colonel Greathed’s column in its 
movement down to Cawnpore and over the Ganges, and 
was present in the action of Maraiganj on the 1®* Nov- 
ember, and in that near the Alambagh on the 6th. On 
the day after the latter action he was detached with 
the regiment to Cawnpore as escort to a party con- 
structing a telegTaph line from that place to the Alam- 
bagh. On the 1 Ith he returned with the regiment to 
the Alambagh, and thereafter he was engaged in the 
operations connected with the relief of Lucknow, includ- 
ing the action of Dilkusha and the storming of the Sikan- 
darbagh, in which last he fell mortally wounded, whilst 
gallantly leading on his men to the assault He died 
iu camp on tho following day, — the 17*^^ November 
1857. 

Oliphant, James Stuart, Lieutenant (1838— 
1864) — ^Tablets at Abhottahad and Kohat, Nos, 920 and 
1043. — ^The eldest son of Robert Oliphant, Esq., of 
Rossie, Co. Perth. Bom in 1838. — ^Entered the -Bengal 
Army in 1857, Arrived in India in February of the 
same year, and a few days afterwards was sent up to 
Benares to do duty with the 37*^^ N. I. At tho end oi 
the following April ho was posted to the 34*^ N T., then 
at Barrackpore, but before he could join that corps it* 
was disbanded for disaffection- He continued doiug 
duty at Barrackpo?e until October 1858, when he waa 
transferred, at his own request, to the nowly-foi’med 
6*^^ European Regiment, and, going; up in charge of a 
detachment of reoraits for that corps, he joined it at 
Berhampore about the middle of November. With 
this corps he continued serving until October 1859, 
when he was sent home on duty with a body of dis- 
charged soldiers. Having been sent back in charge of 
a detachment of recruits for Madras, he returned to» 
India in the autumn of 1860, and was directed (his own 
regiment having been disbanded) to do duty with the 
4*^ European Regiment at Lucknow ; he was, however, 
afterwards appointed to do duty with the 23^ Foot (the 
Royal Welsh Fusiliers), at the same station, and to 
this regiment he remained attached until June 1862. 
He was then appointed a Doing-Duiy OfiBlcer in the 40*^ 
N. I., and having been posted to the wing of that regi- 
ment at Orai, he was appointed Station Staff Officer 
there on the 1®^ August following. In December 1862 
he accompanied the regiment to Alipnr, Calcutta. . In 
January 1863 he was transferred, as a Doing-Duty 
Officer, to the 5^^ Gurkha Regiment, and joined at 
Abbottabad. In April 1863 he was appointed Adjutant 
of the 3^ Sikh Infantry, but he never joined that regi- 
ment, and in the following November the appointment 
was cancelled. Remaining on with the 5*^^ Gurkhas, 
he accompanied that corps into the field in the autumn 
of the same year, and served with it thronghont the 
operations in the Ambela Pass up to the 6^^ November, 
when he fell severely wounded and was compelled to 
withdraw. In February 1864, on the Punjab Irregu^ 
lar Force being brought under the new organisation, 
he was appointed Adjutant of the 5th Ghirkhas. Suffer- 
ing much from his wound he was obliged, towards the 
end of the year, to take leave and j*roceed homewards, 
but he did not live to reach his destmation, for embark- 
ing at Bombay on the 10*^^, he died on board the S, S. 
Simla^ in the Red Sea, on the 24*^ November 1864. 
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OlaVer, James, Captain (1796—1843). — (ha<oe at 
Delhi, Non 73. — ^Entered the Bengal Army in 1811. 
Arrived in India in October 1812, and was appointed 
fihortly afterwards to do duty with the 2^ Battalion 
21®* N. I. at Barraokpore. In December 1813 he was 
directed to do dnty with the Bangpnr Local Battalion 
at Eishangan], and he oontimied attached to that corps 
xmtil September 1814, when he was removed, at his 
own request, to the 1®* Battalion 9*^ N. I ^5 at the same 
station. In the following November he was promoted 
from Cadet to Ensign with effect from the 25th Septem- 
ber preceding, and posted to the 1®* Battalion 23^ N. I., 
then at Eunch, in Bnndelkhand. He, however, re- 
mained on the rolls of this corps for only a brief period, 
for in April 1815 he was transferred to the 1®* Battalion 
1 ®* N. I., which he joined at Muttra. In the following 
year he proceeded with the battalion to Lucknow, and 
in 1817-18 he served with it, in the Left Division of 
the Grand Army, in the Mahratta-Pindari Campai^, 
including the action of Jawad. He continued serving 
with the battalion in Rajputana until 1819, when he 
accompanied it to Moradabad, whence, in the following 
year, he proceeded with it to Cawnpore. In October 
1823, having already ofdciated in the post for a month, 
he was appointed Adjutant of the battalion, and towards 
the end of the same year he marched with the corps to 
Sultanpur, in Oudh. On the reorganisation of the 
Army taking place in May 1824 he was posted to the 
2®^ N. I. (late 1®* Battalion 1®*), retaining the Adju- 
tancy. In Jnly 1825 he was transferred to the 6 th 
Extra Begiment of Native Infantry (afterwards designat- 
ed the 73«i N. I.), and having joined it at Benares, he 
was, in the same month, appointed Adjutant. In the 
autumn of 1826 he accompanied the regiment to 
Jnbbulpore, and at that station in July 1829 he resigned 
the Adjutancy. At the end of the same year he 
marched with the regiment to Banda, and, in the suc- 
ceeding years, he accompanied it to Benares in tho 
autumn of 1832, to Barraokpore in the spring of 1835, 
andtoSylhet in December 1837. In the spring of 
1841 he proceeded with the 73^ from Sylhet to Allah- 
abad, and early in 1842 he marched with it to Delhi. 
He dded at Delhi on the 30*^ June 1843. 

Ommanney, Arthur Manaton, Lieutenant 
(1842 — 1865). Grave at Mar dan. No, 1008 ; tablet at 
No. 1042. — ^The fourth son of Major-General 
Edward Lacon Ommanney, Bojal (Bengal) Engineers. 
Bpm at Caloutte on the 21®* November 1842. — Entered 
H. M/s Indian Military Poroes, Bengal, in 1859. 
Arrived in India at the end of Pebroary of the same 
year, and in March was directed to do duty with the 7*^ 
Foot (the Royal Pusiliers) at Mian Mir. Towards the 
end of the same month he was posted to the cadre of 
the late 17*^^ N. I. In April, on the 7*^ leaving Mian 
Mir, he was appointed to do duty with the 61®* Poot, at 
the same station, and he continued attached to that 
regiment until early in April 1860, when he was 
appointed to do duty with the 4*^ Sikh Infantry ; and 
having joined that regiment at Abbottabad, ho served 
with it in the expedition against tho Mahsud Waziris, 
taking part with it in the repulse of the Mahsud 
attack on the camp at Palosin (23<^ April), in the 
forcing of the Barara Pass (4*^ May), and in the sub- 
sequent operations, on the conclusion of which he re- 
turned with the regiment to Abbottabad. During the 
ensuing summer he officiated for some months as 
Adjutant of the regiment. In August 1861 his services 
having been replaced at the disposal of the Oommander- 
inrOhief, he proceeded on leave to Calcutta to study 
the native languages, and having passed the prescribed 
examination, he was appointed, in October, to do duty 
with the reserve guards in Port William, and after- 
wards, in March 1862, with the 51®* Poot at Rawal 
ipindi, to which station he had proceeded on privilege 
leave ; and he continued serving with that regiment 
* until the succeeding June, when, haviMbeen appointed 
a Doing-Datgr Officer in the 4 *^ Sikh fifantiy, he re- 


joined that corps at Abbottabad. In December 1862 
he was appointed Offg. Adjutant of the regiment. 
Early in February 1863 he was appointed a Doing- 
Duty Officer in the Corps of Guides, but having been 
retained temporarily with the 4*^i Sikh Infantry, he was 
appointed acting Second-in Command of the regiment 
at the end of the month, and accompanied it to Kohat 
in March. Towards the end of April 1863 he joined 
the Corps of Guides at Mardan, and accompanying it 
into the field in the following October, he served with, 
it throughout the Ambela Campaign.^ On the termi- 
nation of the operations he returned with the Guides to 
Mardan, and in May 1864 he was appointed Second 
Squadron Officer of the Cavalry of the corps. In 
September 1865 he was admitted into the Bengal StafE 
Corps with antecedent effect from the 28*^ June 1862. 
He continued in the position of Second Squadron Officer 
of the Guides Cavalry until the 3^*1 October 1865, on 
which date he (one of tho many victims of Pathan 
fanaticism) perished under the knife of an assassin at 
Mardan. 

Orchard, Joseph, Lieuienant-^Oolonol and 

Brevet-Colonel (1787 — 1847).— .ffrai?e at Suhathu, No. 
422. — Entered the Bengal Army in 1805, his name 
being then Joseph White Jeffery. Arrived in India in 
July 1806, and in the usual course was sent to the 
Cadet College, or Institution, at Barasat. On the 1st 
February 1807 lie was posted to the Bengal European 
Regiment. He was discharged from Barasat at the 
end of Max’ch 1808, and having joined his regiment at 
Dinapore, he continued serving with it there for two 
years and a half. In September 1810 ho was permitted 
to assume the name of Orchard ii^ ben of that of 
Jeffery, and, dropping his second Christian name at the 
same time, he was known thereafter in the Aimy as 
Joseph Orchard. About the same time he accompanied 
the regiment to the Presidency, and in the following 
November he proceeded, with four companies of the 
corps, on foreign service to Amboyna, whither tho rest 
of the regiment followed early in 1812 : there and at 
other places in the Eastorn Islands he continued serving 
until near the end of 1816, when he returned to Bengal 
with the regiment, and accompanied it to Berhampore. 
He subsequently joined tho European Plank Battalion, 
of which the light and grenadier companies of his 
regiment formed part, and with this corps ho served, 
in the Centre Division of the Grand Army, throughout 
the Mahratta-Pindari Campaign of 1817-18; and on 
the Plank Battalion being broken up at Allahabad in 
the spring of 1818 ho rejoined the Bengal Ihiropcan 
Regiment at Berhampur, moving with it thtaico to 
Dinapore towards tho close of the year, to Gliiizipur 
at the end of 1820, and to Nagpur in the cold season of 
1822-23, In December 1823 he proceeded on leave to 
the Presidency, and, being there in July I82‘i, ho was 
directed to do dufy with tho 16*^^ N. I. at Barraokpore* 
In the following November he was directed to proceed 
and join his own ooi*ps which had now become the “ 1 ®* 
European Regiment,'’ but he was afterwards permitted 
to remf^in with the 16*^^ N. I, until the middle of Decem- 
ber, when, by order, ho proceeded to Dinapore and there 
joined the 2^ European Regiment, for tomporai'y duty : 
he eventually rejoined his own regiment at Gharipur 
at the end of February 1825. Early in tho d^ollowing 
December he marched with the regiment to Cawnpore, 
but the services of the corps being required in the Sold, 
it was pushed on to Agra, and tiience to Bharatpur, 
before which fortress he arrived with it on the 9*^ Janu- 
ary 1826 j he was thereafter employed with it during 
&e remainder of the siege of ^ that place, and, in 
command of two companies, forming part of one of the 
attacking columns, was wominently engaged in the 
assault. After the fall of Bharatpur he proceeded on 
leave to Ghazipur, but he rejoined at Agra in May, and 
he continued serving there with the regiment (now 
again become the ‘‘Bengal European Regiment”) until 
early in 1832, when he moved with it to Dinapore 
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a»rriTiiig there on the 5*^ March, In the following 
December he proceeded on leave to Cherrapnnji, where 
he remained until the end of the succeeding year; and 
he then proceeded to the Presidency, whence he went 
home on furlough in March 1834. During his absence 
in Europe he attained the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, 
and was posted, November 1836, to the left wing of the 
European Kegiment. He returned to India at the end 
of December 1836, and in January 1837 was transferred 
to the 31®* N. I., then on duty in the Singbhum district, 
and taking command of the corps, he moved with it 
to Allahabad in the succeeding March. In the autumn 
of 1838, the regiment having been selected to form 
part of the Army of the Indus, he marched with it 
en route to Karnal : while stiU on the way, on the 10*^ 
October, he was re-transferred to his old corps, the 
Bengal European E-egiment, and he joined and took 
command of it at Kamal, in the following month, on 
arriving there with the 31st . He soon afterwards 
marched with the European Eegiment to Perozcpore, 
and proceeding with it thence on service with the Army 
of the Indus, he served with it throughout the cam- 
paign of 1838-39 in Afghanistan, including the storm 
and capture of Ghazni, in which he was slightly 
wounded, and the occupation of Kabul (Medal for 
Ghazni, and created a Companion of the Order of the 
Bath). He was afterwards stationed with his regi- 
ment at Jalalabad; in January 1840 he commanded 
the field force which unsuccessfully attempted the re- 
duction of the fort of Pashfit, near that place ; and in 
the following summer he commanded the regiment 
during the reduction of Kajja and other forts in the 
Waziri Valley. During the ensuing winter he marched 
back to Hindustan with the regiment (now become the 
l8t European Light Infantry^’), which formed part of 
a brigade which was escorting the ex-Amir, Dost 
Muhammad Elhau, a State prisoner, to the British 
provinces, and with it he axrived at Kamal in March 
1841, In the following June he was for a short time 
in command of the station. In June 1842 he was 
nominated to the command of a brigade in the Army 
of Reserve, and he commanded this brigade from tho 
time when the Army assomhled in November 1842 
until it was broken up in January 1843, when he 
marched with the regiment en route to Subathu, arriv- 
ing there in March* In the following November he 
marched with the regiment to Ludhiana, whence he 
afterwards proceeded with it to Ferozepore ; but the 
corps was subsequently withdrawn from this place, and 
returned to Subathu in April 1844. Towards the end 
of October 1845 he proceeded on six mouths’ leavo to 
the Presidency, but though, on the outbreak of the first 
Sikh war, he hurried back to take his place at the 
head of his regiment, ho was not able to join the Army 
of the Sutlej until a few days before tho battle of 
Sobraon. On joining, on tho February 1846, he 
was appointed to the command of a brigade, but as in 
the arrangements for tho assault of .the Sikh entrench- 
ments the only regiment of his command then present 
(H. M/s 53»^) had been attached to the brigade of Bri- 
gadier Stacy, he, on the groat day of Sobraon, went into 
action with the latter, ‘‘ and shared all its dangers, glo- 
ries, and success ’* (Medal), On the 14th, four days after 
the battle, he was agpointed to the command of the Fourth 
Brigade, in succession to Brigadier McLaren 
who had been morta% wounded, and with it he took 

d in the advance on Lahore. On the Amy of the 
ej being broken up he accompanied his regiment 
back to Subathu (April 1846), and there in the autumn 
of the same year, he met with a lamentable accident, 
having been thrown by his horse on parade and so 
severely injured that, after lingering for some months, 
he finally succumbed on the 19*^ February 1847. 

Kotb.?— C olonel (thto Lieutenant) OrchaM married, first, at 
Calcutta in June 1819, Sarah, the second daughter of Francis 
Kirsiihoffer, JBsq., of Dublin. This lady having died, he married^ 
secondly, at Calcutta, on the 2d June 1824, Miss Maria Esperan 9 a 
Douglas, niece ofiLieutenaiit-Colonel John Lewis Stuart, Ben^ 
Infantry. 


Osborn, Henfy Roche, Ideuteuant-OoloneZ 
(c, 1802 — 1849).— at Ferozejpore, No* 486.— En- 
tered the Bengal Army in 1818. Aj^ived in India in 
October 1819, and in the following niionth was sent up 
to Dinapore to do duty with the Bengal European Regi- 
ment. In May 1820 he was moved on to Ludhiana to 
do duty with the 1®* Battalion 25*^' N. I., and he re- 
mained attached to that corps until January 1821, 
when he was posted to the 1®* Battalion 27*^ N. 1., and 
joined it at Meerut, marching with it to Saugor in the 
following autumn. At the end of December 1821, on 
attaining the rank of Lieutenant, he was re-posted to tho 
1st Battalion 27*^ N. I. In January 1822 he was appoint- 
ed to do duty with the 1®* Nasiri Battalion, at Subatliu, 
and he remaiued with that coi-ps until the succeeding 
November, when he was appointed to the charge of tho 
Company of Pioneers at the same station. He held 
this charge until March 1823, and then reverting to tho 
1®* Nasiri Battalion he continued doing duty with it until 
the following October, when he proceeded to Saugor 
and rejoined the 1®* Battalion 27*^* N. I. On the re- 
organisation of the Army taking place in May 1824 he 
was posted to the 54*^^ N.I. (late 2^i<^ Battalion 27*^*), 
and having joined a wing of that regiment at Benares, 
he was appointed acting Adjtitant to it in thefollomng 
September. At the close of the same year he accom- 
panied the regiment to Kishangauj. At the end of 
September 1825 he was appointed to tho Oommissaritit 
Dept, as a Supernumerary Sub-Asst. Oommy.-Genb, 
and in that capacity he served at the siege and cai}tnre 
of Bharatpur in the winter of 1S25-2G. He remained a. 
supernumerary until March 1826, when he was appoiut- 
ed a Sub-Asst. Commy.-Genl. and posted to Agra, anil 
during the next five years he served in that position at 
Agra, Allahabad, Bareilly and again at Agra, lu 
August 1831 he was promoted to be a Depy. Ajssfe, 
Commy-Genl., and he served as such at Agra, Mhow 
and Meerut until August 1837, when ho was furthor 
advanced to tho position of an Asst. Oommy.-Genl. He 
continued serving at Meerut until September IS3S, 
when he was appointed Asst. Oommy.*Qonl. to iho 
First Division of Infantry of the Army of tho Indu.s, 
which he joined at Ferozepore in November, but it was 
not his fortune to proceed on the expedition to Afghan- 
istan, and early in 1839 lie^ returned to his formoL' 
post at Meerut. After spending a twelve month at 
Mussoorie on sick leave, he pj'occodcd to the 
clency in December 1840, and thence wont, in February 
1841, on leave to the Capo and to Van Diemen’s Land; 
and having, during liis absence, pi'omotod to tlio 
regimentalrank of Major, he, in Docorabor 1S42, vacat.Kl 
his appointment in tho Coinmis.sariat Dept. Ho re- 
turned to India at tho end of tJiafc month, and proceed- 
ing to Oawnpore he there rejoined the 54*J* N. I., which 
was then being re-f ormod af tei* its losses and disasters 
in the retreat from Kabul. In May 1843 ho succeeded 
to tho command of the regiment, and he thereafter 
commanded it for throe years, accompanying it to Delia 
in November 1844, and thence to Forozoporo in March 
1846. On the outbreak of the first Sikh War lie 
accompanied the regiment into the field, and command- 
ed it in the battle of Firozshahr, immediately after 
which he returned with it to Ferozepore, whore he servul 
with it during the rest of the Sutlej Campaign (Medal, 
and promoted to the rank of Lieutenant- Colonel by 
brevet). In March 1846 he proceeded on laavo to tlie 
Presidency, whence, in the following May, ho wont 
home on furlough. Having, during his absence, boim 
promoted to the regimental rank of Lieutonant-OoloncI, 
he was posted, in August 1848, to tho 12*^^ N. I., from 
which he was removed to the Gl®* N. I. on tho 10**^ 
October, and to the 18*^ N. 1 on the 24**» of tho samo 
month. On bis return to India, he landed at Calcutta 
on the 9*k November, and having on the 19**» beoa 
transferred to the 13*^ N. I., then on service in tlio 
Punjab, he (travelling express, by order) joined it at 
Bamnagar, on the Chenab, in tho succeeding mouth. 
OnihelO**^ Janiiary 1849he was appointed, as senior 
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officer OD the spot, to the commamcl of the post of Eam- 
aagar, but before the end of the month he fell so dl 
that he was obliged to proceed to Lahore to appear 
before a Medical Committee ; by this Committee he was 
invalided to the hills, and he left accordingly for 
Mnssoorie in Fehmaxy, hut he was too ill to get any 
further than Ferozepore, and, after lingering for some 
weeks, he ied there on the 10*^ March 1849. 

— -Xiieutenaiit-Coloiiel (then Lieutenants Osborn married, 
at Koei, Aligarh, on the 10th August 1830, Charlotte, the third 
daughter of Major Robert Durie, 11th Light Dragoons. 

Ossulston, Charles, Lord, lieutenant (1850 — 
1879).-- 'Grave at Ahhottalad, No. 912.— The eldest son 
of the sixth Earl of Tankerville, grandson of the sixth 
Duke of Manchester, and great-gTandson of the Due 
de Grammont. Bom on the 3lst December 1860. — 
Entered H. M.’s Service on the 23^^^ November 1870 as 
an Ensign and Lieutenant in the Coldstream Guards, 
and havmg been posted to the 2^ Battalion, he joined 
it at Chelsea. He afterwards served with it at various 
places in England and Ireland until the 29*^ October 
1873, when he was transferred to the Eifle Brigade, 
and having been posted to the 4*^ Battalion of that 
corps, he accompanied it to India, landing at Bombay 
in November, and proceeding with it thence to Amhala 
in the following month. During the summer of 1876 
he was employed on duty at the Kasauli Convalescent 
Dep6t. Early in 1877 he accompanied the battalion 
to Pediawar, and at the end of the same year he pro- 
ceeded with it to Nowshera. Wlien, on the outbreak^ of 
the Afghan War in the antumn of 1878, the battalion 
proceeded on service, he was left behind at Nowshera, 
bnt he joined the corps in Jannaiy 1879, and with it 
took part in various minor affairs and movements on the 
Khaibar line of operations up to the end of May 1879. 
On the conclusion of peace, at Gaiidamak, he returned 
with the l^tfcalion to India, but his health was greatly 
broken, and he died in camp at Dhumton, near Abbott- 
abad, on the 29*^ June 1879. 

Ouseley, Gore (1827 — 1879). — Grave at Amritsar^ 
No. 697. — Son of Colonel J, W, J. Ouseley, Bengal 
Infantry, sometime Superintendent of the Mysore 
Princes, and nephew of Sir Gore Ousoloy, Hart (I). 
Bom at Sultanpur, Benares, on the Sl**^ March 1827. — 
Entered the Bengal Civil Service in 1846. Anived in 
India in April 1847, and, having been allotted to the 
North-Western Provinces, was appointed Assistant to 
ihe Commissioner of the Delhi Division in September 
1848.' In April 1850 he was appointed Offg. Joint 
Magistrate and Depy. Collector of Panipat, and he 
remained in this situation until August 1851, when 
he was appointed an Asst. Commissioner in the Punjab 
and posted to Bawal Pindi. In January 1852 he was 
transferred to Shahpur in the same position, and in 
April 1855 he was appointed Settlement Officer at that 
place. Having been promoted to Depy. Commr. in 
September 1866, he was re-posted to Shahpur, and he 
continued serving there until April 18GG, when he went 
home on furlough. On his return to India he reverted 
to the N.-W. Provinces, and was appointed 0%. Magis- 
trate and Collector of Gorakhpur in May 1862, and 
having been made permanent in tlaat appointment on 
the 1®^ August following, he continued in it until July 
1865, when he was appointed Offg. Civil and Sessions 
Judge at the same place. In February 1866 he was 
appointed Commissioner of the Eao-Bareli Division, 
and towards the end of 1868 he was transferred in the 
same capacity to the Lucknow Division. In March 
1869 he went home on furlough, and was absent from 
India for twenty months. On his return, he resumed 
&e appointment of Commissioner of the Lucknow 
Division in January 1871, and he continued in it until 
June 1872, when he was retransferred to the l^njab 
and appointed Commissioner of the Amhala Division. 
From March 1875 to January 1876 he was again on 
furlough in Europe. He contmued in the Comxnis- 
Sionership of the Amhala Division until April 1877, 


when he was appointed Financial Commissioner of the, 
Punjab, a post which he retained until his death. He 
died at Amritsar on the 4*^ January 1879. 

P. 

Paley, Charles Thomas, Lieutenant (c. 1837 — 
1859). — Grave at Murree, No. 817 ; tablet at Pes/act- 
war, No. 982. — The eldest son of Thomas Paley, Esqr., 
Barrister-at-Law, who was a cadet of the Paleys of 
LangclifEe, Co. York, and Ampton, Co. Suffolk. — En- 
tered H. M.*s Service on the 4*^ May 1855 as an Ensign 
in the 46^^ Foot, but on the 11^^ of the same month 
he was transferred to the 94^^! Foot, which he joined 
soon afterwards at Windsor. In September of the same 
year he embarked with the regiment for Gibraltar, and 
he served with it there until June 1 856, when, the 
regiment having been relieved by a corps from the 
Crimea, he returned home with it, and he was subse- 
quently employed with it in Ireland (at Nenagh, 
the Curragh and Dublin) until near the close of 
the following year. In December 1857 he embarked 
with the regiment for India, and, landing at Karachi in 
January 1858, he proceeded with it to the Punjab, 
subsequently serving with it, or with detachments of 
it, at Mian Mir, Eawal Pindi and Peshawar. In the 
spring of the succeeding year he proceeded on leave to 
Murree, where he died on the 12& July 1859. 

Palmer, John, Quarter-Master (r,. 1812 — 1847).— 
Grave at Amhala i see No. 274. — Served for many 
years in the ranks of the 14^^ Light Dragoons, in which 
he attained tho rank of Sergeant-Major. He airived 
in India with tho regiment in October 1841, a7j(l served 
with it at Kirkee, near Poona, until October 1844, when, 
with two squadrons, ho pi'occedod on service to the 
Southern Mahratta Country. Heturning to Kirkee in 
March 1845, ho accompanied the rogiment to tho Bengal 
IVesidenoy at the end of the yoai\ arriving at Amhala 
in April 1846» On the 7*'’' July following ho was pro- 
moted to the rank of Quarter-Master of tho rogimont, 
and he continued serving with it in that capacity until 
his death, which took place at Ambala on the 12th 
September 1847. 

Palmer, John, hmiUnant (o. 1824— *1849). — Tab^ 
let at Kohat, No. 1042. — Entered the Bengal Army in 
1841, Arrived in India in May 1842, and boforo the 
end of the month was ■|}Osted to tho 45*^^^ N. I., which he 
(having obtained leave to remain at tlio Presidency for 
four months) joined at Benares in the following Sep- 
tember. Early in 1845 lio accompanied tiio rogiment 
to Ambala, at which place ho was loft Irohind in tho 
following IDecember, when, on the outbreak of tho first 
Sikh. War, the 45*h marched towards tho Sutlej on 
field service. He, however, subsequently joined the 
regiment at Lahore, from which place ho returned with 
it to Ambala in January 1847. On tho outbreak of 
the second Sikh War ho marched with the rogiment 
to Ferozepore, and afterwards served witli it in tho 
Punjab Campaign of 1848-49, including the passage 
6f tho Ohenab and the battle of Ohilianwala, in which 
last he was so severely wounded as to bo unable to 
take any further part in tho campaign. On tho temina- 
tion of tho war he returned with the regiment io 
Ambala, and soon aftermrds, Apxul 1849, proceeded on 
six months’ leave to Simla. In the following month 
his services were placed at the disposal of the Foreign 
Dept., and he was appointed Adjutant of tho 3‘i Eegi- 
mentof Punjab Irregular Infantry, the raising and 
organisation of which was then ordered. He immedi- 
ately relinquished the remainder of his leave, and 
joined the nucleus of his new regiment at Hasan Abdal ; 
and, being the first officer to join, he was for about a 
fortnight in command of the corps, and afterwards 
for some rime offioiated as Second-in-Command. .His 
career in the Frontier Force was, however, a very brief 
one, for in little more tham five months after joinings 
theS^ Punjab Infantry, he died at i^san Abdal on 
the 28rd 0(^ber 18^. 
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Parker, Charles, Oolom} (1783 — 1837 ). — Grave 
und cenotaph at Simla^ No. 304. — ^Educated for the 
B. I. Company’s Service at the Royal Military 
Academy, Woolwich. — ^Entered the Bengal Army in 
1800. Arrived in India in February 1802, and on 
the June following was posted to the 4^ Com- 
pany 3^ Battalion, Foot Arthlery, which he joined 
at Dum-Dum. In the following year he accompanied 
a portion of this company on service to Orissa, where 
he appeaxs to have been employed in the operations, 
nnder Colonel Harconrt, resulting in the conquest of 
that province. In August 1804 he was confirmed in 
the appointment of OfPg. Adjutant of a detachment 
stationed at Padarabati, to which he had been nominated 
by Colonel Harconrt. He continued serving in Orissa 
with the detachment of the 4*^ Company Battalion, 
until J une 1806, when it was recalled to Dum-Dum on 
the company being ordered up to Allahabad, and on 
the 9*^ of the succeeding month he was removed to the 
2d Company 2^ Battalion, then in the Upper Prov- 
inces. Before he could join this company, however, 
he was, transferred, 22^ September, to .the 7th Com- 
pany 1®* Battalion, and having joined it at Dum-Dum, 
he' was, in January 1807, appointed Adjutant of the 
1®* Battalion of Artillery. August 1807 he was 
transferred to the 3^ Company 1®* Battalion, and in the 
following December to the 7*^ Company 3^ Battalion, 
but he never joined either, and he remained continu- 
ously in the appointment of Adjutant of the 1®* Bat- 
talion until October 1809, when he was appointed 
Adjutant and Quarter-Master of the 2d Battalion : this 
appointment he joined at Dum-Dum and (having inter- 
mediately, in January 1811, been removed to the 1®* 
Company 1®* Battahon) he continued holding it until 
his promotion to the rank of Captain was notified in 
.January 1812, at which time also he was sent to com- 
mand the Artillery at Bencoolen, in Sumatra. At that 
place he continued serving for nearly three years, in 
th© course of which he was transferred to the 5^^ Com- 
pany 2d Battalion in February 1812, to the 3d Com- 
pany 3d Battalion in March 1812, and to the 4**^ Com- 
pany 1®* Battalion in the succeeding June. He re- 
mained in command of the Artillery at Bencoolen until 
the autumn of 1814, when, having been relieved, he 
returned to Bengal, and, proceeding to Agra, he idiere 
took command of the 4*^ Company 1,®* Battalion : this 
he retained for a period of about eighteen months. In 
June 1816 he was selected for duty in the Ordnance 
Commissariat Dept, and appointed Commissary of 
Ordnance at Agra, a post in which he was confirmed 
on the Dept being reorganised in October 1818, and 
on the Regiment of Artillery being reorganised about 
the same time he was posted, November 1813, to the 
IStii Company 4*1^ (Golandaz) Battalion, On attaining 
the regimental rank of Major he was posted, March 
.1819, to the 2d Battalion, and, vacating his appoint- 
ment in the Ordnance De^.t., he was appointed, 
at the end of the same monlh, to command the 
Artillery at Kaxnal. In October 1819 he was re- 
moved to the 1®* Battalion, and having in the following 
inonth been ordered to Mhow in command of rarious 
artillery drafts and details, he was , thereafter retained 
at that place in command of the Malwa Division of 
Artillery. He remained in that employment until 
^September 1821, when he was appointed to the charge 
of the 4*^ (or Golandaz) Battalion of Artillery at 
Cawnporb, and having joined it there, he was, in the 
following month, formally transferred to it. In Nov- 
ember 1822 he proceeded to the Presidency on leave, 
on the expiration of which, in May 1823, hb was 
ordered to Dum-Dum ; thence he was sent, later on, to 
CaWpore, by water, in cOmniand of a body of drafts 
•fdttheAriaLlery in the Upper Provinces, and towards 
the end of December 1823 he was appointed to the 
command ^Of the Oawn^re Division of Artillery. On 
kttainingthc rank of Lieutenant-Colonel he was re- 
-posted, August 1824, to the 4^^ Battalion, and on the 
reorganisation of the Artilleiy taking place in 1825 
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he was again re-posted, 12th July, to the Golandaz 
Battalion, which was now numbered the 6th. In the 
following cold season he accompanied a part of this 
battalion into the field, and subsequently, in command 
of the field artillery of the Second Division, he served 
throughout the siege and capture of Bharatpur. On 
the fall of Bharatpur he returned to Cawnpore, and 
continued there in command of the 6^^ Battalion until 
February 1829, when he was appointed to the command 
of the Convalescent Depot at Landour for that year. 
He returned to Cawnpore in the autumn, and he con- 
tinued serving there until December 1830, when he 
proceeded on leave to the Presidency, In April 183 1 
he was transferred to the 5*^^ Battalion, and towards the 
end of the same month he proceeded on leave to New 
South Wales and Van Diemen’s Land. Returning to 
Bengal at the end of January 1833, 'he was sent to the 
U pper Provinces in the following May in command of 
a detachment of Artillery drafts, and proceeding to 
Agra, he there joined and took command of the 5**^ Bat- 
talion of Artillery. On his promotion to the rank of 
Colonel being notified he was re-posted, November 1833, 
to the 5*^ Battalion, and remained in command of it 
at Agra. In September 1834 he was appointed, with 
the rank of Brigadier, to command the Artillery of the 
force ordered to assemble at Ajmer for the coercion of 
the Raja of Jodhpur, but the force not being required 
eventually for this purpose, he was appointed, in 
November 1834, in the same position, to the reduced 
force detailed for the reduction of the district of 
Shekhawat to order, and he was employed thereafter 
with that force ihronghout its operations. On the 
breaking up of the force, early in 1835, he returned to 
Agra and resumed his command, and he continued 
serving at that place until February 1836, when, on 
the head-quarters of the 5**^ Battalion marching for 
Cawnpore, he proceeded on ten months’ sick leave to 
Simla. His leave was afterwards extended for another 
twelve months, tut he did not live to complete it, having 
died at Simla on the 27^^ April 1837, the immediate 
cause of death being a fever contracted during a shoot- 
ing expedition in the neighbouring hills. 

Notb 1. — Colonel Parkei wa« buried In the old Mall Cemetery 
(better known locally as **tbe ./hota Simla Cemetery) but the 
exact spot 1 b now indisting^uishable, the monument Bubecribed for 
by his brother officers having been erected (not, as might reason- 
ably liave been expected, over the grave, but) on a remote, unfre- 
quented and (at that time and for more than twenty years afterwards) 
almost inaccesrible spur below the old Piouoer Lines, — ^that is, below 
the site now occupied by the Roman Catholic Convent and School. 
Colonel (afterwaids Major-General) H. T. Tapp (<?.«.), then Political 
Agent at Subathu, to whom the erection of the monument hsid been 
entrusted, was responsible for this curiously whimsical proceeding. 

Note II,— Colonel Parker left two daughters : the elder of these 
married, at Simla on the 17th August 1837, As8t.-Surgoon John 
F. Bacon, of the Bengal Medical Service ; the younger, Lucy, wm 
the wife of Major George Short, 45th N. I. (g[. v,). 

Parker, Sir George, Bart.^ Captain and Brevet- 
(1813— 1857), —raWet at Delhi, No. 158.~The 
second sou of Sir William George Parker, Bart, (II), of 
Harburn, Co. Warwick, Captain in the Royal Navy; and 
younger brother of Lieutenant and Brevet-Captain Wil- 
liam James Parker, 1®* Bengal European Light Infantry 
(g, t?.). Born on the February 1813.— Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1831, Arrived in India in July 1833, 
and was sent up to Dinapore to do duty with the Bengal 
European I^giment. Being a supernumerary at the time 
he was not immediately posted to a regiment, but con- 
tinued doing duty witib. the European Regiment until 
February 1834, when, having come on the efEective 
strength of the Army in the preceding November, he 
was posted to the 18*^ N. I, He joined this regiment 
at Betdl in June 1834, and continued serving with it 
there until September 1835, when he was transferred 
to the 74^^^ N. I.; and having joined that corps at 
Bareilly in the following November, he proceeded with 
it to Nasirabad in the winter of 1837-38. In thc^ 
aut-^n of 1839 he accompanied tho regiment on servicf* 
agpiinst Jodhpur, and was with it in occupation of that 
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imtreBS anring the wntear of 183940, after whioli he 
returned with the corps to Nasiral^. In the sjmng 
of 1841 he marched with the regiment to Ladmana, 
'whence, early in 1843, he proceeded with it to Nowgong, 
in Bundelkhand. In the following September he was 
appointed Second-in-Oommand of the 1®* and 2^ 
iaKons of Bnndelkhand Military Police at Banda, mth 
which he continued serying until January 1846, when 
he was appointed to the temporary command of the 
' Ambala Police Battalion. In the September succeeding 
he was appointed Commandant of the Meerut Police 
Battalion, and in the following December he became 
acting Cantonment Joint-Magistrate of ^ Meerut ^ in 
addition. He remained in command of this battalion 
until it was disbanded in May 1847, and he was then 
■fc a.1rftTi into civil employ and, in the following month, 
appointed Joint Cantonment Magistrate of Meerut. 
In March 1848, on the death of his father, he succeeded 
to the Baronetcy, his elder brother having died at 
Simla in November 1843. In the summer of 1850 he 
went on leave, which was extended up to Februai 7 
1852, when he went home on furlough, vacating his 
civil appointment. He returned to India at the end 
of January 1855, and having rejoined the 74*^ N. I. 
at Cawnpore, he was appointed, in the following August, 
Ao ofBloiate as Cantonment Joint-MLagistrate at that place ; 
this appointment was, however, cancelled in the suc- 
ceeding month. At the end of February 1856 his 
services were placed at the disposal of the Lieutenant- 
Governor of the N.-W. Provinces, and in the following 
month he was appointed Cantonment Magistrate at 
Cawnpore for so long as his regiment might remain ^ at 
that place : in the following May, however, his position 
was modified, and he was appointed Cantonment Joint- 
Magistrate without reference to the movements of his 
regiment. He was still holding this appointment when 
^he Mutiny broke out at Cawnpore, and he, with the 
other British inhabitants, took refuge in Sir Hugh 
Wheeler’s entrenchment. His share in the defence 
of the entrenchment against the mutineers was, how- 
ever, a veiT small one, for on the third day of the 
siege, the June 1857, a stroke of the sun brought 
his life to a termination. 

KOTB I.— The accounts given at the time of Sir George Parker 
having fallen in action in tbe Mence of tho entrenchment, of his 
having perished in the massacre at Satti-Chanra Ghftt, and so forth, 
Fere all fonnd afterwards to be inaccurate. The fact was as 
^ted above. 

Kots II — Sir George Parker married, first, at Linapore on the 
24th January 1838, Bliza Cecilia, the youngest daughter of Super- 
intending-SuTgeou Johu HarshalL, Bengal Medical Service, This 
lady having died at Calcutta on the 6th August 1843, aged 22, 
he married, secondly, at Meerut on the 10th December 1846, 
Gertrude, the youngest daughter of Lieutenant-Colonel C. A. 
.Blderton, of the Madias Army. 

Parker, William James, Lieutenant and BreveU 
Captain (1811 — 1843). — Grave at Simla, No, 309.-— 
The eldest sou of Sir William George Parker, Bari, (II), 
of Harbum, Co. Warwick, and brother to Captain Sir 
George Parker, Bart, (Hi), of the 74*^ N. I. (q. v.). 
Boru in 1811.— Entered the Bengal Army in 1827. 
Arrived in India in September 1828, and early in the 
following November was ordered up to Cawnpore to do 
duty with the 51®* N. I., and on that regiment leaving 
ihe station he was, in Febrnary 1829, directed to do 
duty with the 24*^ N. I. In March 1829 he was posted 
to the I®* European Regiment, which he joined at Agra. 
Early in 1832 he moved with the regiment to Dina- 
'pore, whence he accompanied it back to Agra in De- 
cemb&r 1835. In the antumn of 1838, on the corps 
being detailed for service in the field, he accompanied 
it to Karnal, whence he marched with it to Feroze- 
pore, and, joining the Army of the Indus, he proceeded 
with it theuce to Afghanistan, thereafter serving with 
it throughout the campaign of 1838-39 in that country, 
including the storm and capture of Ghazni (Medal) 
and the oocupation of E[abul. He subsequently aooom- 
^paaM the regiment to JaJalaibad, ^ ^ August 1840 


he served with the corps in the operations in the Waziri 
Valley, including the capture of the Kajjah forts, in 
which he was severely wounded. On account of the 
severity of his wound he was obliged to return to India 
on leave, and having afterwards proceeded on sick 
leave to C!alcutta, he was detained there for more than 
a year, and did not rejoin his regiment (which had in 
the meantime returned from Afghanistan, and was 
then at Kamal) until near the end of January 1842. 
In the autumn of 1842 he moved with his regiment 
(which had now become the “ 1®* European Light In- 
fantry ”) to Ferozepore, where he served with it in the 
Army of Reserve until January 1843, and on that 
Army being broken up he accompanied the corps to 
Subathu, arriving there with it at the end of the follow- 
ing March. In April he proceeded on six months* 
leave to Simla, and he died at that place on the 4tk 
November 1843. 

Note. — Captain (then Ensign) Parker married, first, at Dinapora* 
on the 18th January 1834, Phoebe, daughter of Superiutending- 
Surgeon John Marshall, Bengal Medical Service ; and this lady dying 
at Agra on the 30th June 1836, aged 25, he married, secondly, at 
Serampore on the 29tb July 1841, Margaret Ellen, the eldest 
daughter of William Greaves, Epqr. — There beinjpf no issno* 
of either marriage, his younger brother succeeded to the baronetcy 
when his father died in March 1848. 

Parks, James Henry Haffey, Ensign (c. 1829 — 
1840). — *Grave at Peshaioa^z see No, 932. — 'Entered 
H. M.’s Service (from the Royal Mily. College) on the 
11th June 1847 as an Ensign in the 36*^ Foot, the 
depot of which he joined in the Isle of Wight, the 
regiment itself being then in the Ionian Islands. On 
the 25th February 1848 he was transferred to the 
61®* Foot, and proceeding to India in tho following 
summer, he joined that regiment in the Jullundur Doab 
in October. He subsequently served with it in the 
Punjab Campaign of 1848-49, and was present at tho 
passage of the Chenab (at Ramnagar on the 4*k De- 
cember, with the baggage-guard), the battles of Chilian- 
wala and Gujerat, and the pursuit of the enemy to 
Peshawar (Medal and two clasps).^ On the conclusion 
of the war he was stationed with the regiment at 
Peshawar, and he died at that place on the 20*^^ July 
1849. 

Parry, Sidney, Major and Brevet-Lieii^ienant-Golo- 
nel (1840—1883 '. — Grave at Murree, No. 826. — Son of 
Frederick John Sidney Parry, Esqr,, of Onslow Square,. 
London. Born on the 26*^ January 1840. — ^Entered 
H M.*s Service on the 15*^ May 1857, as a Lieutenant 
in the Royal Artillery. He was at first posted to the 
12*k Battalioxi, in which he served until the end of the 
succeeding year, when he was transferred to the 9**>. 
On the reorganisation of the Royal Artillery taking 
place in April 1859 he was posted to the 8^*^ Brigade, 
in which he served until the end of 1861, when he was 
transferred to the 6*^. In this brigade he served for 
nearly seven years, during the last three of which ha 
was stationed with the 7*^ Battery at Portsmouth. On 
his promotion to the rank of Captain taking place (30* 
September 1868), he was transferred from the 7* 
Battery, 6* Brigade, to the 6*^ Battery, 7* Brigade, 
at Gosport ; in the following November he was removed 
to the 7* Battery, 12* Brigade, at Jersey, and in June 
1869 to the 2* Battery, 12** Brigade, at Alderney- I» 
August 1870, he moved with this battery to Ports^ 
mouth, and he continued serving with it there until 
January 1871, when he was transferred to “A ’* Battery, 
9* Brigade. Proceeding to India in the succeeding 
spring, he joined this battery at St. Thomas^ Mount, 
Madras, whence he accompanied it to Secunderabad 
in February 1878. About the same time he was de»- 
tailed for duty at the Wellington Convalesoent Depd^ 
and he continued serving there until the spring of 1874,. 
When, having been kansferred to “ C ” Battery, 9*** 
Brigade, he proceeded to Bangalore and joined it therek 
From October 1876 to April 1877 he officiated as Aide- 
de-Camp to Major-Goneral Elmhirat^ commanding the 
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Mysore Division. On tte 26* Jnno 1877 ho was ad- 
vanced to the regfunental rank of Major, and gc^g home 
soon afterwards ho joined “ I ” Battery, S*"* Brigade, to 
which he had been posted on promotion. In command 
of this battery ho returned to India towards the end of 
the same year, and having accompanied it to Sitapur, 
he se^ed with it there nntU the outbreak of the Af g>ia.Ti 
War in the autumn of 1878, when he was appointed to 
do duty with “ G" Battery, 3i Brigade. In command 
of this battery he served ttumughout the campaign of 
1878*79 in the EZuram Valley, and took part in the 
forcing of the Peiwar Kotal. On the termination of 
the first phase of the war he remained with G-8* in 
the Kuram Vall^, and was stationed at Rba-lorntTi. In 
August 1879 he was transferred to “ D ” Battery, “ A” 
Brigade, Royal Horse Arty ., but before intelligence of 
the transfer omld reach India the war had broken out 
afresh, and, in com ma n d of G*3® , ho had again gcme 
to the front, accompanying the force moving on EabuT 
under the command of Sir Frederick Roberts, with 
which he was present at the action of Gharasiah and 
the occupation of Kabul. He subsequently joined and 
assumed commarid of D-A., Royal Horse Artillery, at 
Peshawar, and in December he accompanied that 
battery on wrvice on the Khaibar line, where he took 
'part in various movements and operations, including an 
afEair with the Mohmands at Ali Boghan ; and he con- 
tinued on that service until April 1880, when the battery 
was recalled and he moved with it to Rawal Pindi.

In the spring of 1883 he went on sick 
leave to Murree, and at that place he died on the 14th 
July following. 


Parsons, William Cunllffe, Bnsign (1828— 
1851^.— (Trove ot Xadhiono, No* 586.-“Son of Lieuten- 
ant-General James Ducket Parsons, O.B., Bengal 
Mantry. Bom at Hissar, 24ith Juno 1828.— Entered 
the Bengal Army in 1845. Arrived in India in April 
1M6, and was sent up to Barcackpore to do duty with 
.tne 20tlx Ns I.; in the following month, however, thie 
arrangement was altered, and he was ordered up to- 
Ihnapore to do duly there with the N. L In June 
1846 he was posted to the 56*1^ N. I. at Agra, but he never 
joined this regiment, and in July he was removed, at 
his own request, to the 6**^ N. I, then at Dacca. Being 
on leave at the time he did not join this regiment imme* 
diately, and in September he received permission to do 
duty with the 16^1^ N. I. at Dinapore until his own 
,»epment should arrive at that station. He joined the 
on its arrival at Dinapore in January 
1847. In the spring of 1850 he accompanied his 
raiment to Lahore, and he was with it there until the 
and of the year. In ^ December 1850 he was granted 
le^e on medical certificate for a year, to proceed to 
Gwalior (where his father was then Brigadier 0cm- 
swxiding the Gwalior Contingent) and afterwards to 
Mussoorie and Landour, but he had scarcely began Hs 
•journey to Gwalior when he died at Ludhiaua on the 
January 1861* 


Passy, Harry Everard, lAeuUnani-Odoml (1854 - 
1904).— Grove cmi tablet at Bamil Findi^ Nos, 796 
and 811.— Bom on the 28th August 1854.— Entered 
H. M/s Service on the 9th August 1873 as a Sub- 
Lieutenant in the 41®* Foot, and was afterwards pro- 
moted to the rank of Lieutenant from the same date. 
Proceeding to India, he joined the regiment at Multan 
before the end of the year^and having accompanied it 
to Aden in February 1874, he went home with it from 
, that station in Ma^h 1875. He subsequently served 
with the 41«* at Shomdiffe and Pembroke until September 
1876, when, having been transferred to the 2^ Battalion 
17**^ Foo^ on the 13**^ of that month, he proceeded to 
Ireland and joined his new corps at Templemore. In the 


follomng month he embarked with it for India, and 
landing at Bombay on the 7*^ November, he accompanied 
the battalion to Mhow, where he served with it for three 
months. On the 28*^ February 1877 he was appointed 
an OSg. Wing Officer in the 26^ Bombay N. I., on pro- 
bation for the Bombay StafE Corps, into which he was 
subsequently admitted with effect from that date, and 
in the following month he joined the legiment at Poona. 
In April 1878 he was appointed a Wing Officer, and 
in the following August the post of Adjutant was con- 
ferred upon him : this appointment he held for nearly 
four years, in the course of which L.e served with the regi- 
ment at Deesa, Ahmedabad and Baroda, twice officiated as 
a Wing Commander, and, in addition to his other duties^ 
held for nearly two years the command of the depdts 
of several corps which were then on service in Afghanis- 
tan. In July 1882 he was appointed to the Military 
Accounts Dept, on probation, and in that departmen-C 
in its several grades and classes, the rest of his service 
(which extended to the three Presidencies) was passed. 
In March 1899 he was appointed 0%. Depy. Acct.- 
Genl , Military Dept., Govt, of India, and he was made 
permanent in that appointment in May 1900. In the 
following August, as Field Controller of Accounts, he 
accompanied the Expeditionary Force sent on service 
to China, where he ^^as employed for more than a year. 
He returned to Calcutta in November 1901, and wai 
there engaged on the accounts of the China Force until 
March 1902, when he was appointed OSg. Controller 
of Mily. Accounts, Bombay Command, ^a situation in 
which he remained until the spring of the succeeding 
year. From April 1903 to April 1904 he officiated 
as Controller of Mily. Accounts, Bengal Command. He 
was then appointed 0%. Controller of Mily. Accounts 
Punjab Command, and having been made permanent 
in that appointment on the 16*^ September following 
he continued holding it until his death. He died at 
Eawal Pindi on the 22^ December 1904. 

Paterson, Francis Stuart, Major (1818— 
I860).— (?rat;e at Delhi, No, 126.— Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1834. Arrived in India in July 1835, and in 
the following month was sent up to Benares to do duty 
with the 66‘^ N. I. In September 1835 he was posted 
to the 55*^ N. L, at Chittagong, but he never joined 
this regiment, and in the following November he was 
removed, at his own request, to the 54*^1 N. I., which he 
joined at Meerut early in 1836. Towards the end of 
1838 he marched with the regiment to Delhi, and 
thence to Karnal in March 1839. lu the following 
September he went on leave to Simla, and thence, iu 
November, to Mussoorie, on medical certificate, for a 
year, and during bis absence his regiment proceeded to 
Afghanistan. On the expiration of his leave in Novem^ 
ber 1841 he proceeded to Ferozepore to await an oppor- 
tunity of joining his regiment, and in the meantime the 
outbreak at Kabul took place. The first opportunity 
of proceeding to Afghanistan occurred when Colonel 
Wild's brig^e was moved up to Peshawar : he joined it> 
and on the 2^ January 1842 Colonel Wild directed 
him to do duty with the 30*^^ N, I., and with this regi- 
ment (his own having been destroyed in the retreat 
from Kabul) he served throughout the subsequenif 
campiign iu Afghanistan, including the actions in the 
Khaibar Pass on the 23^ and 24*^ January, the forcing 
of the pass on the 6**^ April, the subsequent advance to 
Jalalabad, and various skirmishes in the passes during 
the return march to Hindustan (Medal) . On the return 
of the Army he proceeded for a short time on leave, 
and then joined the resuscitated 54*>» at Oawnpore, 
whence he accompanied the corps to Iblhi in November 
1844, and to Ferozepore in March 1845. He was serv- 
mg at that place when- the first Sikh War hi*oke out 
in December 1845, and marching out with his regimene 
on the 21»* of that month, iu the Division un&r the 
command of Sir John Littler, he was present at the 
battle of Firozshahr (Medal). Betuming with the 
regiment to Ferozepore on the 25*^ he continued serving 
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'with it there TLntil the end of the war. In January 
1847 he inarched with the 64^*^ to Lahore, and thence at 
the end of the year to A^. In the winter of 1849-50 
lie accompanied the regiment to Barraokpore and in 
the spring of 1852 he proceeded with it to idigarh, of 
which station he was in command for some time after 
his arrival there in March. In the following year 
he was for some months in command of the left wing 
of the regiment, detached to Moradahad. ^ In April 
1856 he accompanied the regiment to Delhi. He was 
’with it when it mutinied there on the 11th May 
1857, but though in great peril, when in command 
of a detachment at the Kashmir Gate, he succeeded 
in escaping to Meerut. He afterwards proceeded on 
lhave to Simla, where he remained until the end of 
October. He subsequently returned to Delhi, but after 
the mutiny he was never again employed, and he con- 
tinued doing general duty at that place until his death. 
He died at Delhi, of .sniall-pox, on the 26th May 1860. 

Paton, Chartes Stewart, Lieutenant (1826 — 
1852). — Grave at Simla, JP^o. 329. — Son of Captain 
John Forbes Baton, Bengal Engineers, and grandson 
lof Lieutenant-General Hugh Stal^ord, Bengal Infantry. 
Bom at Calcutta on the January 1826. — ^Entered 
the Bengal Army in 1848, with rant as Seoond-Lient- 
ehant of Engineprs from the 8*^ December of that 
year, tiie date on wl^ich he passed his examination. 
After going through the usual course at Chatham, he 
‘Receded to Inma, arriving at Port William in 
August 1845, In the following month he was sent np 
to Meerut to do duty with the Sappers and Miners, 
to which coips he was appointed in October, and having 
)been posted to the 7**^ Company, he accompanied it 
into the field on the outbreak of the first Sikh W ar, and 
was present with it at the battle of Sobraon (Medal). 
On the close of the Sutlej Campaign he proceeded wiih 
the company to Ferozepore,, whence he accompanied it 
to Lahore at the end of 1846. He continned serving 
with the corps (which became the Corps of Sappers 
and Pioneers ” in the following September) until near 
the end of December 1847, when he was appointed to 
the Dept, of Public Works, fo mark out and snperin- 
the construction of a road from Kamal direct to 
Ferozepore, In this employment he continned until 
the summer of }848, when, in consequence of the out- 
' ' t^k in iHie Punjab, he was ordered jbo join the field force 
under the pommand of Major-General Whish, and 

S .ving done so, he served with it at both sieges of 
ultEm, tixe second one resulting is ihe capture of the 
place in January 1849. After the fall ox Multan he 
accompanied the fipld force in its movement to join 
' the main army under the Commander-m-Ohief, and 
was spepially 'employed in cejnduoting a fleet of boats 
up the Chenab to Bamnagar, a' duty which he carried 
put so eflectively that the force pn the left; bank was 
^enabled to cross the river and co-operate in the decisive 
fettle of Gnjerai, in which he was present (Medal and 
iiwo clasps). He was enbsequently employed in 
jsuperintending the crossing of the captured and sur- 
rendered Sikh guns oyer 8ie Chenab by the bridge-of- 
boats near Waziraba^ and thip business being com- 
. pleted, ip. .April, he went back to hip wprk on the 
Kanial-Ferozepgre road.r In this employment he con- 
tinued until Deqeipher 1849, when, his services having 
placed at the , dispos^ of the Foreign Dept., he 
vw appoiu|ied . an ^sst. Executive Engineer in the 
Department of the Civil Engineer in the Punjab. 
From June ^ Noyember 1851 he officiated as Executive 
' Engineer of the Bail Doab Canal. In the spring of 
, the succeeding year he proceeded to Simla on sick leave, 
and at. that pkee he died on the 14^1^ May i 852. 

Pattenspn, Henry Thomas Tyldpn-, Lieutenant 
.'*1824f— 1848). — Grave at Ludhiana, No, 582.—

' on the January 1816 as an Ensign in the Royal 
African Corps, which he joined the same year on the 
West Coast of Africa. In 1817 he served with a part 
of the corps at the storming of Port Jbangalnng and 
at the capture of the town of Lightbnm, on the Rio 
Pongas, and in 1818 he took part in the capture of 
Barsa Town, on the Gambia. On the Royal African 
Corps being disbanded in the following year, he was 
placed on half-pay from the 31®* October 1819, and, 
he remained in that position for one year. On the 
5*^1 October 1820 he exchanged to full pay in the 54*h 
Foot, and having joined that regiment in the Cape 
Colony, South Africa, he accompanied it to India in 
1822, landing at Madras, and proceeding thence to 
Bangalore, In the following year he went home on 
leave, and he was absent from India for three years, 
in the course of which, on the 10*^ August 1823, he 
was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant. Returning 
to India in 1826 he rejoined the 54*^^ at Madras, 
and in the same y^ he accompanied the corps to 
* Cannanore, whence, in 1832, he proceeded with it to 
Trichinopoly. On the 6*^ July 1833, he was appointed 
Adjutant of the regiment, but he held this situation 
for little more than a year, having had to vacate it on 
promotion to the rank of Captain cm the 2^ September 
1884. He went home with the regiment in the spring 
of 1840, and landing at Gravesend in the following 
August, he subsequently served with it at Canterbury, 
Dover and Weedon. On the 8**^ February 1842, he 
was promoted to the rank of Major, and in the succeed- 
ing month he accompanied the regiment to Ireland, 
and was stationed with it at Belfast. On the 8*^ April 
1842, he exchanged into the 21®* Foot, and embarking 
for Bengal in the summer, he lauded at Calcutta in 
Kovember; and having marched to Benares in com- 
mand of a body of drafts for regiments in the TJppey 
Provinces, he proceeded thence to Kampti in the 
Madras l^esidenoy, and there joined his regiment in 
March 1843. On the 5**^ December 1843, he was 
promoted to the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel. In the 
winter of 1845-46 he moved with the regiment to the 
Bengal Presidency, and was stationed with it at Agiu, 
whence, early in 1847, he accompanied it to Oawnpore • 
and on the corps being ordered home that year, he 
exchanged, 24*^ September 1847, into the 32* Foot. 
Joining that regiment at Meemt at the end of the 
following month, he moved with it to Ambala in 
February 1848, and thence to Ferozepore in the 
following May ; and in August 1848 he proceeded with 
it on service to Multan, the Governor of which place, 
the Dewan Mnlraj, had rebelled. There on the 9^ and 
12*1^ September he commanded columns of attack ou 
the posts occupied by tbe troops of Mulraj under the 
wslls of the fortress, and on the latter occasion he lost 
his Hfe, having been killed just as the assaulting force 
had, after a Bangninary conflict, succeeded in caxrying 
the enemy^s position. 

Paul, William, Lieutenant (1828— 1857).— TaWe# 
at Kohat, No. 1043.— Bom at Elgin, Co. Moray, N. 
in 1828. — Ente^ the Bengal Army in 1847. Arriv- 
ed in India in May of the same year, and was 
sent up to Benares to do duty with the 48*^» N, I. 
In February 1848 he was posted to the 7*^ Kf. I, 
and having joined that regiment at Ludhiana, fie* 
accompanied it, in the following May, to Jullundur, 
wfierehe served with it throughout the duration^ 
tbe second Siii War. In April 1849 he merohed 
b^k to Ludhiana with the regiment^ and in the 
winter of 1852-53 he accompanied it to Berhampore. 
At the end of September 1854, he was appomted 
Adjutant of the 4**^ Punjab Infantry, which he joined 
at De^a Ghazi Khan, and with this corns, in September 
1856, he proceeded to Bannu. In January 1857, he 
was appointed Oflg* Second^in-Oommand of the regi- 
ment. In the following March he accompanied me 
corps on service and was present with it in the 
^edition tp the Bozdar hills and at the forcing of the 
K^uan Band dehle. On the termcuiatioA of opera* 
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iions 1x6 returned with the regiment to Baunn, and 
continned serying with it there ontil towards the end 
.ef when, in consequence of tbe outbreak of the 
Mutiny, he marched with the regiment for Lahore. 
SulMiequently, however, the course of the regiment was 
diverted to fiTowshera, and at that place, on the 26*^ 
June, he took part in the disarming of the 10*^ Irregular 
Caval^. On the of the following month he was 
nent, in command of a detachment of the regiment 
(230 strong), to join the Punjab Moveable Column 
under Nicholson, and on the way he took part in 
the disarming of the 58*^ N. I. and two companies 
of the 14*^ N. I. at Rawal Pindi, as well as in 
the pursuit of the mutineers of the 14*^ N. 1. 
at Jhelum, and of those of the 26^^ N. I. near Am- 
ritsar. On the arrival of the head-quarters of the 
regiment at Amritsar on the 20*^ August he rejoined 
the corps mth his detachment^ and accompanied it to 
Delhi, arriving there on the 6*^ September, and there- 
afiier taking mrt in the siege and storming of the place. 
On the 27*^ September, the Commandant having been 
wounded in the course of the fighting inside of Delhi, 
he assumed command of the regiment, and accompany- 
ing it in the pursuing column under Colonel toeaihed, 
he commanded the corps in the actions of Bnlandshahr 
and Ali^rh, the affair of Akrabad, the battle of Agra, 
the affair of Maraiganj, and the operations for the 
relief of Lucknow. In the course of these last he was 
mortally wounded in the storming of the SiJ^ndarbagh, 
on the 16*^ November 1857, and he died in consequence 
on the succeeding day. 

Payne, Orlebar Bletstow, Lieuiemnt (c. 1829— 
1849). — Monmienf on ths Ohilianwala hattlefieldj 
No. 752. — ^Entered H. M.’s Service on the 3*^ April 
1846 as an Ensign in the 24*^ Poet. Joined the 
regiment at Cork, and in the following month embarked 
with it for Bengal. Arriving at Calcutta in September, 
he soon afterwards proceeded with the corps to the 
Upper Provinces, and reached Agra in March 1847. 
On the 7*^ April 1848 he was promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant. In the following October he marched 
with the regiment to join the Army of the Punjab at 
Ferozepore, and taking the field in the following month, 
he served with the regiment in the Punjab Campaign 
of 1848-49, including the passage of the Chenab, the 
action of Sadulapur and the battle of Ohilianwala, in 
which last, whilst gallantly rushing on to the assault 
of the Sikh position, he fell in the midst of the enemy’s 
guns, — 13*^ January 1849. 

Paynter* Howell, 03*fIjieutenant~Ool(mel (1804— 
1851). — Bee the notes on the Ohilianwala Monument^ 
No. 752.— Entered H. M.’s Service on the 26*^ April 
1828 as an Ensign’ in the 9*^ Foot. Joined that 
regiment at Manchester, and shortly afterwards pre- 
ceded with it to Ireland. On the 21st November 1828 
he was transferred to the 56*^ Foot, which he joined 
at Newry, and with that regiment he continued serving 
in Ireland until December 1831, when he embarked with 
it for Jamaica. In that island he served with the 
for more than a year. On the 6^^ January 1833, he 
was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant, and on the 5^^ 
April following, he was transferred to the Foot, 
which he joined at Quebec, and with this corps he served 
in Canada for eight years, including the period of the 
rebellion. He returned home with the/r^ment in 
July 1841, and was stationed with it at Devonport* 
On the 6^^ May 1842' he was advanced to the rank 
of Captain. In tbe spring of 1843 he proceeded with 
the regiment to Scotland, and thence in the autumn 
of the same year he accompanied it to Ireland. On 
the 28^^ April 1846 he was promoted to the rank of 
Major. He continued serving with the 24^^ in Ireland 
untilMayl846, when he embarked with the regiment 
for Bengal. Landing at Calcutta in September 1846 
he accompanied the regiment to the Upper Provinces, 
at first to G-hazipur, but afterwards to i^a, where he 
arrived with it early in March 1847. In October 184B 


he marched with the regiment for Ferozq»ore, to join 
the Army of the Punjab, and arriving at that siatioa 
early in November, he thereafter served with it in the 
Punjab Campaign of 1848-49, including the passage of 
the Uhenab, the action of Sadulapur, and the battle of 
GhilianwaJa, in which last he was dangerously wounde 
having been shot through the lungs in the advance 
through the jungle (Medal and clasp). In consequence 
of casualties in the regiment at ChiLianwala, he was 
promoted to the rank of Lieutenant- Colonel on the 1#^ 
January 1849. On account of the severity of his 
wound he was absent from the regiment, cm leave, until 
February 1850. He then rejoined the corps at Wazir- 
abad, but, still suffering from his wound, he was 
obliged soon afterwards to proceed on lewe to South 
Africa, and thence to England. In August 1850 he 
was nominated a Companion of the Order of the Bath. 
His health being completely shattered he retired from 
the service, by the sale of his commission, on the 7*^ 
August 1851, and on the 13*^ November following, he 
died at Bath, his death having been due entirely to the 
temble wound he had received two years and ten months 
before. 

Peak, Henry Maxwell, Second-Lieutenant (1867— 
1890).—-Tahlet at Lahore^ No. 637. — Son of Gleorge 
Peak, Bsqr., of Burcher, near Titley, Co. Hereford, 
Bom at Ashton-on-Mersey, Co. Chester, on the 22** 
April 1867. — ^Entered H. M.’s Service on the 
Marci 1887 as a Second-Lieutenant in the 4*^^ Batta- 
lion^ Royal Warwickshire Begt. (the 2^ Warwick 
Militia), and was advanced to the rank of Lieutenant 
in that corps on the 5*^ May 1888. On the 10*®* 
November following ho was transferred to the regular 
forces as a Second-Lieutenant in the 2^, Batiialion^ 
Norfolk Regt., and proceeding to Indi^ he joined 
that corpb at Mandalay, in Upper Burma, in February 
1889. Later in the same year, on the battalion being 
ordered home, he was transferred to the 1®* BatiaKon, 
Norfolk Regt., which he joined at Wellington, in 
the Madras Presidency. On the 9*^ August 1890 he 
was appointed an Offg. Wing Subaltern in the 24**^ 
Bengal Infantry, on probation for the Bengal Staff 
Corns, but only a few weeks after joining this regiment 
at Sialkot, he died at that place, — 17*^ October 1890. 

Peake, Samuel, Biding-Masfer (1804 — 1850),— » 
Tablet at Jullundur^ No. 651. — ^After some yeara^ 
service in the ranks of the 11*^ Light Dragoons (with 
which he was present at the siege and capture of 
Bharatpur in 1825-26), he was, on me 1®* January 182^ 
transferred to the service of the East India Comi^ny 
and promoted to the rank of Sergeant. On the 5^ of 
the succeeding month he was appointed Quaxter-]\fost^ 
Sergeant of the 10**» Light Cavalry, and having joined 
that corps at Meerut, he, in March 1829, proceeded with, 
it to Mhow. In May 1829 he was appointed Sergeant- 
Major of the regiment. Early in 1832 he marched 
with the regiment to Eamal, whence, in the autunm of 
18^, he proceeded with it to Muttra. From July 1839 
to near the end of 1841, during the absence on leave of 
his brother, Riding-Master Thomas Peake, he was 
lactingRiding-Master of the regiment, and during this 
period he accompanied the corps to Nasira&d in. 
December 1839, and tlienoe to Ferozepore towards the 
end of the following year. On the return of his brother 
he reverted to the position of Sergeant-Major, and in 
that capacity he accompanied the regiment on semes 
to Afghanistan, vrhere he served throughout the 
campaign of 1842 under General Pollock (Medal). 
On returning from Afghanistan he ;proceeded with the 
regiment to Meerut, arriving there in February 1843, 
but in the autumn of Ihe same year he again proceeded 
on service with the regiment, in the j^ht wing of the 
Array of Gwalior, and was present with it a4 the battle 
of Mahacajpur (bronze star)* He retired with the 
regiment to Meerut in M^h 1844, and in the following 
autumn he marched with'" it to Nowgong, in Bundd- 
khand* On the 6*®* December 1844, he was appointed a 
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Siding-Master <m tha establishment, mtb effect from 
the 1®*' of tibe preceding montb, and having been posted 
io the 7*^ Light Cavabcy, he Joined that regiment at 
Shikarpiir, in Sindh. Early in 1846 he moved towards 
- ihe Pnniab with the regiment, in the Sindh Field Force, 
but the termination of the first Sikh War rendered the 
services of this force unnecessary, and he proceeded 
Trith the regiment to Muttra, arriving there in May. 
In the autamn of 1847 he accompanied the regiment 
to JuUiindnr, and during the Punjab Campaign of 
1848'-49 he was employed with it within the Jnllundur 
Doab. Towards the end of 1849 he accompanied the 
regiment to Peshawar. In July 1850, on the death of 
his brother, he was transferred, as Itiding-Master, to 
the 10**^ Light Oavaby, but was directed, at the same 
time, to continue doing duty with the 7*^, at Peshawar, 
until the following October. He was on his way to 
join the IQ***, at Kartarpur, when he died at Lahore on 
the 9* November 1850. 

Peakes Thomas, Riding-Master (1796 — ^1850).-— 
Tablet at Jullundm, No. 551.— Served for several years 
in the ranks of the 11*^ Light Dragoons, and attained 
'the rank of Sergeant in that regiment. Onthe9*i^ 
August 1825 he transferred to the service of the 
East Company, promoted tb the rank of Sergeant 
Iherein, and appointed Asst. Eiding-Master to the 
' Extra “Regiment of Light Cavalry (afterwards 
^ aesignatediihe i0*t Light Oavaby). In the foUowing 
'Odiober he was appointed Riding-Master to the regi- 
“meut, with effect from the 10*^ of the preceding month. 
He served with the corps at Meerut until the beginning 
“of December, when he accompanied it on service, and, 
in the winter of 1825-26, he was present with it at the 
siege and capture of Bharatpur. On the termination’ 
of the siege he returned with the regiment to Meerut, 
whence he proceeded with it to Mhow in the eprmg of 
1829, to. early in 1832, and to Muttra in the 

auiwm of 1834.- In January 1839 he went on leave, 
and subsequently obtained permission to proceed to New 
' South Wales, but this was cancelled at his own request 
an May.

, and was present at the battle of Maharajpur (bronze 
star). He returned with the regiment to Meerut in 
the spring of 1844, and towards the end of the year 
marched with it to Nowgong, in Bundelkhand. In the 
spring of 1846 he accompanied the regiment to Mhow, 
in the cold season of 1847-48 he proceeded with it 
^to Kartarpur, where he served with it throughout the 
period of the second Bikh War. He continued serving 
with the 10*^ Light Caivalry at Kartarpur until his 
death; which took place there on the SI®** May 1860. 

Pearson, Henry Brandreth, Lieutenant (1827— 
1849 ). — Grave at Simlay No. 323. — ^Bom on the 6*^ May 
1827. — Entered the Bengal Army in 1845. Arrived in 
India in' April 1846, and was sent up to Benares to do 
duty with the 49*^ N. I. On the 1®* May following he 
‘was ^posted to the 66**^ N. L, and proceeding onwards 
to" AJ^ he joined that regiment there. In the autumn 
lie same y^ he accompanied the regiment to 
Kurpur, in the Jullundur Doab, whence he moved with 
it to il^iipur in the sprmg of 1M7. In February 1848 
‘lok a^znpbued the corps to Ludhiana, and thence, in 
'tbe ^ntniihL, he marched' with it to FeJcozepore, the

Peebles, Altaii Laing, Gaptain (1863 — 1895).—* 
Grave 'at Mardan, No. 1012:-— Born on the 30tii July 
1863.— Entered H. M.’s Service (from the Royal Mily. 
College) on the 10^^ March 1883 as a Lieutenant in the 
1st Battalion, Devonshbe Regiment (the ID^ Foot), 
which he joined shortly afterwards in Duhlui. He sub- 
sequently served with the battalion at Newry, Cork and 
Aldershot, and on the 12*^ August 1890 he was appoint- 
ed Adjutant. In January 1891 he accompanied the 
corps to Egypt, and while serving there, on the 1®* 
April following, he was promoted to the* rank of 
Captain. In January 1893 he proceeded with the 
battalion to India, arriving at Rawal Pindi, the station 
' assigned to the corps, in the following month, and in 
August 1894, on completing his tour of service in the 
appointment, he vacated the Adjutanby. In the suc- 
ceeding December he accompanied the hattaliou to 
NowSiera. In the winter of 1894-95, in command of a 
detachment of his hattsdiou, with a Maxim gun, he 
served ‘ throughout the Wazbistan expedition (India 
Medal and clasp). In April 1895, in command of the 
Same 1vr;^.vTTn detachment, he served in the Chitral 
Relief Expedition and took part in the forcing of the 
Mklakand Pass, the action of Elar, and the passage of 
the Swat and Panjkora rivers. Tn the last-mentioned 
'Operation he got his Maxim across the river during the 
evening of the 13*^ April on a mashJe raft, and was ia 
action wiih the enemy, on the right bank, early on . the 
following morning, but he had not been long engaged 
when he received a moVfcal wound, from ihe effects- 
of which he died, at Sado, on the following day, — ^the 
15th April 1895. 

Peel, Joseph, Ideutenant (1824-^1849 ). — Tablet at 
Jullundwr^ No. 540.— ^The tlurd son of Edmond Peel, 
Bsgr. (who was first cousin to Sb Robert Peel, the 
eminent statesman), and nephew to the Eight Hon'ble 
Sb Lawrence Peel, Kt.y P. C., Chief Justice of Bengal 
from 1842 to 1855. Bom in September 1824.— Entered 
the Bengal Army in 1841. Arrived in India in October 
of the same year, and in the following month was sent 
up to Benares to do duty with the 9*^ N. L In January 
1842 he was posted to the 37*^ N: I., and that regiment 
being then on seivice in Afghanistan, he was directed 
to proceed to Ferozepore, and there await an opportunity 
of joining it; the 37^^ having, however, been destroyed 
in the ifetreat from Kiabul, he was dbocted in the 
following month to proceed to Delhi, and there do duty 
with the Infantry Levy. To this co]^s he remains 
attached until June 1842, when having fallen ill, he' 
was obliged to proceed on sick leave to Landour and 
Mussoorie, and at these placeshe was detained by ill*' 
health un^ nearly the end of November 1843. He then 
joined the re-formed 87*^ at AJlahairb^ and at that place* 
he continued serving with it until December 1844^ 
when he proceeded on leave to Calcatta, on the expira- 
tion of which, in April 1845, he rejoined his regiment 
at Nasizabad. In November 1845 he proceeded on two 
months’ leave to visit the camp of the Governor- 
General (Lieutenant-General the Right Hon’blo Sb 
Henry Hardinge, G.O.B., — afterwards Viscount Efer- 
dinge), and he accompanied the camp when, on* the 
outbreak of the first Sikh War, His Excellency took 
the field with the Army of the Sutlej. As acting Aide* 
de-Oamp he served on ffis Excellenoy’s StafE at the 
battles of Mudki and Fbozidiahr, in the latter of which 
he was wounded r he was then, with effect from the 
21®^ December, appointed an Aide-de-Oamp to His 
Excellency, and in that oapaoiiy he served until the 
oonelnaicaof the oampai^ inolxiding the battle of 
SoteacmXHeda^ Hecontianedoniihe 

personal ataS of the Govemor-G^Bial until near the 
thcendof Deonnber 1847, when, on Lord Hurdingo 





going home, he was appointed Second-in-Command of 
the 1®* Sikh Local Infantry. He pined this regiment 
at Hoshiarpnr, and during the earlier part of the 
Punjab Campaign of 1848-49 he was employed with it 
in various operations against insurgents in the J ullun- 
dur, Bari and Rechna Doabs, including the surprise and 
capture of the fort of Akrot on the 1®* December. In 
January 1849 he was detached in command of two 
companies to join a force under Brigadier Wheeler 
operating against the insurgent Bam Singh, and gal- 
lantly leading these companies in the storming of the 
heights of Dalla, on the left bank of the Ravi, on the 
16^ of that month, he received^ a dangerous wound, 
from the effects of which he died, in camp near Dalla^ 
on the following day. 


Pemberton, Duncan Scott, Lieutenant- Oolond 
and Brevet- Oolonel (1837 — 1888 ). — Grave at Srinagar^ 
No, 1127 : tablet at Lahore^ No. 689. — One of the 
younger sons of Captain Robert Boileau Pemberton, 
44*^ Bengal F. I. Born at Calcutta on the 25**^ Febru- 
ary 1837. — ^Entered the Bengal Army in 1856, with 
rank as Second-Lieutenant of Artillery from the 13*^ 
Jnne of that year. Arrived in India in October 1866, 
and was soon afterwards sent up to Meerut to do duty 
with the Ai’tillery there, and he was still serving at that 
place when the Mutiny broke out in the following May, 
In August 1857 he was sent to join the force before 
Delhi, and having been attached to the 3^ Company 1®* 
Battalion (No. 17 Light Field Battery), he served With 
it during the remainder of the siege (Medal and clasp) . 
After the fall of Delhi he was appointed to do duty wi^ 
the 3^ Company 3^ Battalion, at Meerut, but being in 
badhealthbe was obliged to proceed to Mussoorie on 
leave, and he was still there when, at the end of 
December, he was regularly posted to the 3^ Company 
Battalion : he does not appear, however, to have ever 
joined this company, which was then at Lucknow, and 
in the spring of 1858 he was again obliged to go to tbe 
hills (Simla) on sick leave. On the 27^^ April 1868 he 
was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant. In the 
autumn of the same year he proceeded on leave to 
Calcutta, whence, in November, he went home on fur- 
lough. In December 1858 he was removed to the 2* 
Company 2^ Battalidh, Fort Artillery. He returned to 
India at the end of November i860, and, after doing 
duty for some time at the Recruit Dep6t at Dum-Dum, 
he was sent to the Upper Provinces, in January 1861, on 
duty, as Adjutant and Quarter -Master, with a detach- 
ment of recruits. On the 21®* of -ihe same month he 
was re-transfeired to tke 3^ Company 1®* Battalion, 
hut before he could join it he was removed, 4*^ March, to 
the 4tii Troop 3^ Brigade, Bbrse Artillery, which in the 
Oourse of the spring he joined at Ambala, In October 
1861 he was transferred to the Royal Artillery, his troop 
ttien becoming ‘‘ F Battery, 5*^ Brigade, Royal Horse 
AHiUery, and in February 1863 he accompanied the 
battery to Sialkot. With this battery (which was 
'designated F Battery, F ” Birigade, in April 18M) 
heconrinued serving until May 3865, when, Imvi^ 
been promoted to the rahk of Seocmdt-Gaptain with 
hfieot fipm the 24*^ March precseding, he was posted 
to No. 4 Battery, 24*^ Brigade. He joined this battery ’ 
at Allahabad in Octolber, and continued serving ^th it 
until February 1867, wben he was appointed Aide-de- 
- Camp to the Lieutenaht-Govemor of the Punjab ; and 
he remained in this employment until May 1868, when 
he went home on sick leave. ' In the following Septem- 
’her he was removed to Battery, “0” Brigade, 
Royal Horse Artillery, tben stationed at Norwich, but, 
heing on leave, he did not join, and in the succeeding 
locaith he was re-transferted to No. 4 Battery, 24*t 
Brigade. He- retained to Ixtdia in November 1869 and 
(havjx^ pifevioTisly vacated the post of Aide-de-Gamp to 
the Lremtikumt-Goyeiin^ of ihe Punjab) he rejoined 
No. i Batten, Brigade, at Darjeeling, at which 
'place, in Feoniaiay l871, he was appointed Station* Staff 
'Officer. Early in 1872 he accoinmnied the battery to 
Horary whence, in the spimg ot the same year, he was 


detached on duty to Khaua-gali, m the Mn^ HiUs, 
■ and whfle he was serving there m Angnrt he Mras 
removed to the rolls of No. 8 Batt^, 23^ Bngada. 
He remained on duty at Khaira-gali until the autumn 
of 1872, when he was appointed to do duiy with No. 3 
Batteiv, 23^ Brigade, at Peshawar, and he continued 
attached to that battery until May 1873, when, haying 
been promoted to the rank of Major with effect from 
the 23* November 1872, he was appointed to the com- 
mand of “ P ” Battery, 16*’* Brigade, at Morax'. In 

November 1873 he was removed to “F” Battery, 8“ 

Brigade, then at Baxraokpore, but after doing duty for 
some time at Saugor, be went home on leave in March 
1874, and did not join this battery (which had in the 
■mftg.-n jnmA movod to Meerut) until his return to India 
in the following November. He commanded the battery 
at the Camp of Exercise at Delhi in 1875-76 and at the 
Imperial Assemblage at tbe same place in 1876-77, and 
at tbe end of 1877, he aecompaniediit (under the changed 
designationof“E” Battery, 3* Brigade) to Dinapjre. 
He continued serving there with the battery until early 
in 1881, when he was ordered to South Africa for duly 
in the Transport Dept., in connection with the opera- 
tions there going on against the Boers of the Transvaal, 
and he continued iu that employment until the termina- 
tion of the war. On the 1®* July 1881 ho was promoted 
-to the rq. T<V of Lientenant-Oolonel by brevet. His 
hattey having proceeded to England in course of relief, 
he went home from South Africa at the beginning of 
1882, and rejoined it at Woolwich. In March of the 
same year he was transferred 'to “-S.” Battery, 1®^ 
Brigade, at the same place, but he did not remain with 
it inng^ for having towards the end of the following 
TYiATi<:>i been promoted to the regimental rank of Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel, with effect from the 16*’‘ Peheua^ pe- 
oeding, he was transferred to the 1®* Brigade, Eastern 
Division, Garrison Ariy., and ordered out to Bengal. 
On arrival in Lidia, in the autumn, he was posted to 
Lucknow, whence, in April 1884, he was sent to 
command the Koyal Artillciy at Camphellpore, tempor- 
arily. In May 1885 he was appointed to command tha 
Bn^ Artillery of the Mhow Division, temporarily, and 
in the following month he was made pertoatoeni in the 
post. On the 1®* July 1885 he was advanced to the 
rank of Colonel by brevet. He continued in command 
of the Artillery of the Mhow Division until Pebruary 
1887, when having been transferred to the Supernu- 
merary Unemployed List, he proceeded to Kariunir, and 
there took up residence. He continued residing in 
TTAATimiV until his death, which occurred at Gulmarg on 
the 23* August 1888.

Pemberton, Sholto Edmonstone, lAeuteTumi- 
Oolohel (1840 — 1882). — Oraoe and tablet at Lahore 
Otmionmmt. Noe. 663 and 689.-The ymngest son of 
Ij^teri Boileau Pemhertou, 44‘h Bengal N. I. 
Born at Berhampore, Bengal, on the 17‘J» AprU 18W.^ 

■ Entered the Bengal Army in 1869, with rank as Lieut- 
• ar.AY't. of AxtiUery from the 9*" December of that year. 
Arrived in India in April 1860, and did dutyTWth the 
Artaiery at Meerut until March 1861, when ho was 
posted to the I** Company 6*1^ Battalion, Poot Artillery, 
at Lucknow. In Ootobet 1861 he was transferred to 
the Royal Artillery, his' company then becoming No. 5 
Battery. Id^h Brjgada Royal Artillery. Por some time 
tixe succeeding year he did duty trith No. 2 
Batterv. 25*i» Brigade, at Oawnpore, and in October 
1862 he was posted to “P ” Battery, 16‘h Rri^^, 
.which he joined at Barraokpore. In the following 
December he was appointed Doing-Dn^ Officer in 
tiu Peshawar Moontain Train Battery, which he joinee 
at AhbpttftM in April 1863. About the same time he 
. transferred to Ko. 7 Batteiy, 25tt Brigade, hut 
pyifinbin g with the Periiawar Battery, he proewded

In February 
1868, before the expiration of his leave, he was trans- 
ferred to No. 5 Battery, 13*^ Brigade, and with that, 
and with batteries of the 17*^ 21^ and 22^ Brigades, 
he served in various parts of the United i^gdom and 
in the West Indies for nearly seven years, in tihe course 
of which, on the December 1872, he was promoted 
to the rank of Captain. In July 1874 he was posted to 
F ” Battery, 8**^ Brigade, which he joined at Meerut 
before the end of the year, and with this battery (which 
became “ F ” Battery, 3^ Brigade, in 1877) he served 
continuously (at Meerut until December 1877, and 
afterwards at Dinapore) until August 1878, when he 
was appointed Offg. Superintendent of the Foundry and 
Shell Factory at Oossipore (Kasipl!ir). In January 
1879 he rejoined his battery at Dioapore, and he con- 
tinued with it until the following May, when he was 
appointed a temporary Commissary of Ordnance to do

— Qra/GB atKamal, — see No, 196. — ^Enter- 
lid toe Bengal Army in 1826. Arrived in India at the 
-end of October 1827, and in toe following month was 
. sent np to Dinapore to do duty with toe 40*^ N. I. In 
January 1828 he was posted to the 67**^ N. I., which he 
joined at Dinapore. In toe following August he ex- 
changed to the 22^ N. I., then at Midnapore, but that 
. regiment being under orders for Kaita, in Bundel- 
khand, he received permission, in October, to oontmne 
doing duty with the 67*^ until the 22^ , en route to its 
delation, should arrive in toe vioiniiy of Benares.

Pengree, George, Lieutenmt (1807—1875).^ 
Grave at Simla, No, 332. — ^Entered the Bengal Army 
in 1827. Arrived in India in July 1828, and at toe 
end of the same month was sent np to Dinapore to do 
duty with the 46*^ N, I. Early in the following 
November he was posted to the 39**i N. I., and having 
joined that regiment at Garawara, in toe Central Pro- 
vinces, he accompanied it to Agra in January 1830. In 
September 1831 he was appointed acting Adjutant of 
toe regiment, and in the succeeding December he was 
made permanent in toe post. In October 1832 he 
moved with toe regiment to Delhi, and his health hav- 
tog become impaired at that station, he, to March 1835, 
proceeded on sick leave to Simla, where he was detained 
by ill-healto for nearly two years. In February 1837 
he rejoined toe regiment at Neemuch, but soon after- 
wards his health again broke down, and to November 
he was compelled once more to proceed to Simla* 
Finding himi^lE now unequal to toe performance of 
toe active duties of his profession, he asked to be in- 
valided, and he was accordingly transferred to toe 
Invalid Establishment on toe 13**^ November 1837. In 
March 1838 he was granted permission to reside to toe 
North-Western Hills (Simla). In February 1841 he 
was directed to proceed to Ohunar and do duty with 
toe invalid and veteran companies there, but his hesdto 
not admitting of his taktog up this duty at the 
he was granted leave to remain at Simla until toe end 
of toe year : this leave was afterwards extended to toe 
middle of November 1842, when he was appointed by 
Lord Bllenborough to the duty of superintending toe 
making and repairtog of roads at Simla and in the 
neighbouring hills. He was relieved of this duty to 
October 1846, and in the followtog December he re- 
ceived permission to reside at Simla. Counting from 
toe date^ of his transfer to toe invalids, he was for 
nearly thirty-eight years a permanent resident of Simla, 
where he possessed much house property, was weH 
known, and universally respected,^ until bis death, which 
took place at his residence, The Boundary,’* Chota 
Simla, on toe 9®^ October 1876. 

Note.— L ieutenant Pengree married, at Simla, on the 29tb Sep- 
tember 1841, Emily Sidney, the only daughter of the late Lieut- 
enant-Geuewd W, H. Hewitt, Bengal Infantry (commanding toe 
Meerut Bivision in 1857).

Penny, Nicholas, Major-General (1789-— 
1858. — Tablet at Delhi, No» 148. — Son of Robert 
Penny, Esqr;, of Weymouth, Co, Dorset, and brother 
of Major-General Gabriel R. Penny of the Bengal In- 
fantry. Bom at Weymouth to 1789.— Entered too Bengal 
Army to 1806. Arrived to India to July 1807, and to toe 
usual course was sent to toe Cadet College at Barasat. 
At toe end of November he was posted to the 14*h 
N. I., and on being discharged from Barasat, to July 
1808, he was appointed to the Battalion of that 
regiment, and joined it forthwith at Midnapore, In 
1809 he accompanied toe battalion to Balasore, to 1810 
to Cuttack, and at toe end of 1812 to Allahabad. On 
Hs promotion to the rank of Lieutenant bemg gazetted 
in April 1813 he was re-posted to toe 1®* Battalion 14***. 
On toe 19*** October 1813 he was appointed Adjutant 
of toe battahon, but, some changes faktog place to too 
arrangement of regimental staff, he vacated the ap- 
pointment on toe 24^ March followtog.

On the conclusion of the campaign he 
proceeded with the wing to Gorakhpur, whence Ii0 
return^ with it to Allahabad and rejoined battalion 
hes^-quarters early in 1816. During the same year 
be proceeded with the battalion to Banda, whence, on 
the outbreak of the Mahratta-Pindan War, he accom- 
panied it on service in the Left Division of the Grand 
Army, and besides taking part in all the movements 
of the Division, he was present with the battalion at 
the siege and capture of Mandala and at the reduction 
pf Garakota. He continued serving with the battalion 
in the Saugor Pield Force until November 1818, when 
he went on leave to the Presidency.

In Septemiber 1823 he was transferred to the 2^^ ' Batta- 
lion 34^^ N. I., on its formation, and on the reorganisa- 
tion of the Army taking place in May 1824 he was 
posted ^s a Captain to the 68^^ N. L (late 2^ Battalion 
34*^). In July 1825 he was removed to the 1®* Extra 
Eegiment of Native Infsiintry (afterwards numbered the 
09*^). He returned to India in October 1825, and 
having been appointed Qffg. Depy. Asst. Qr.-llr.-Genl., 
he was ordere^ 2^ Npvember, to accompany the Oom- 
mander-in-Ohief to the Upper Provinces. On the 
of the same month he was nominated to act as Depy. 
Asst. Qr.-Mr. Genl, with the force then assembling at 
Agra, and on the 3^ December be vras appointed Depy. 
Asst. Qr,-Mr.^ Genl. of tbe Second Division of the 
Army proceeding against Bharatpur, In this capacity 
he served throughont the siege and capture of the 
fortress, for which he received a medal and was, nine 
years later, promoted to the rank of Major by brevet, 
mth efieot from the 19^^ January 1826. On the break- 
ing up of the army employed at Bharatpur he proceed- 
ed to Patehgarh and joined his regiment, the 1®* Extra 
N. I., with which he continued serving unjiil the follow- 
ing September, when ho was appointed a Brigade- 
Major on the establishment. Having been post^ iu 
the following month to the brigade oh the Agra and 
Muttra frontier, he served there until May 1828, when 
he was appointed a Dopy. Asst, 4djt.-Genl. on the 
jBstablishment and posted to the Dinapoire Division, 
and whilst holding this appointment he officiated, in 
addition, from September 1830 to November 1831, as 
^de-de-Oamp to Brigadier-General Knox, command•^^ j 
ipg the Division. In June 1832 he was advanced to 
fbe position of Asst, Adjt.-General q£ Division, and was 
post^ m the following month, tp the Presidency 
IJivision. In this situatipnhe continued serving for 
nine years, during which period he once, in November 
^nd December 1837, held temporary charge of the Adju- 
tent-Goneral’s Office at the Presidency. In June 1841 
he vras appointed Commandant of the Nasiri' Battalion 
(Gurkhas), but he oosTjanued actbg as' Asst. Adjt.- 
(Seneril at Barraotpore for some Sme longer until 
relieved by the arrival’ of his suoo^sor. He jqinedthe 
Nasiri Battalion at Sabathu in the autumn, and in 
March 1843 moved v^th it to Jutogh, where he re- 
mained in command of it until January 1846, when 
he was nominated Brigadier Commanding the lly^elfth 
Brigade of Infants^ of the Army of the Sutlej. In 
the course of the same month he marched down to 
Ludhiana with his battalion, which he (not having 
had an opportoxuiv of taking up his brigade appoint- 
ment) commanded at the battle of Aliwal. On the 2^ 
February he was placed tenmorarily in command of a 
brigade composed of the Foot 'and thc» Nasiri 


Battalion, and on the 6^^, the Twelfth Brigade having 
been broken up, he was appointed to the command of 
the Second Brigade (H. M*s 60*^ Foot, the 42*^ N. I , and 
the Nasiri Battalion), which ho led with gi'oat distinction 
in the decisive battle of Sobraon, in which it was 
prominently engaged and sustained a loss of 56 killed 
and 336 wounded, he himself being wounded and his 
Brigade-Major (Eobert Hay) killed. He subse- 
quently commanded the brigade in the advance on 
Lahore and until the conclusion of the war, for his 
services during which he received the Aliwal Medal 
with a clasp for Sobraon, and was created a Companion 
of the Order of the Bath. On the breaking up of tho 
Army of the Sutlej he reverted to tho command of the 
Nasiri Battalion, and returned with it to Jutogh in 
April 1846. He continued in command of tho battalion 
until September 1848, when, having attained tho 
regimental rank of Lieutenant- Colonel, he vacated 
under rule, and was posted to the 69^^ N. I., which bo 
joined at Ferozepore on the 15**^ October. On the 
formation of the Army of the Punjab in tho same 
month he was nominated a Brigadier and appointed 
to the command of the Seventh (subsequently numbered 
the Sixth) Brigade, in the command pf which ho was 
retained on the Army being reorganised oa tho 26^^ 
November, and which ho led at the passage of tho 
Ohenab in the following month. In January 1849 he 
was transferred from tho 69*ii to tho N. L 

On the IS*'^ of that metnth ho commanded the Sixth 
Brigi^e at the battle of Chilianwala,’ on vyhioh 
occasion it was at firat in reserve, but was afterwards 
pushed into the thick of the engagement, in epnso- 
quence of the repulae of Pennyouick^s brigade. On tho 
4*1^ of the following month he was transferred to the 
command of the Third Brigade, which ho led on tho 
21®* at the battle of Gujerat, on which occasion it was 
very prominently onga^d and earned great distinction 
in the storming of the village of Khalra. After the 
battle ho was appointed to tho command of the Second 
Brigade of the Force sent in pursuit of the flying 
enemy, which compelled tho Sikhs to surrondor ana 
chased the Afghans to Peshawar and into tho i^aibar 
Pass, thus bringing the war to a conclusion (Modal 
and two clasps, and appointed an Aide-4o-Oamp to tho 
Queen with the rank of Colonel in tho Army). At the 
end of March 1849 he was transferred from the 70*** 
N. I., to the 2d European Begimont. On tho breaHng 
up of the force at Peshawar ho marched for Lahore, 
4& April, in command of a brigade, and on arrival at 
that place on tho 8*** May, ho joined and assumed 
command of the 2^ European Begimont. In June 
1849 he was appointed temporarily to the command at 
Lahore, which he hold until his regiment marohed for 
Agra at tho end of tho year. Ho arrived at Agra ^ in 
l^rch 1850 and commanded the 2^ European Begiment 
there until the middle of December, whan he tms 
removed to the 40*** N. I., and joining that corps at 
Allahabad on the 18***, he immediately succeeded to the 
command of tbe station. In July 1851 ho was 
appointed a Brigadier on the establishxpent* and posted 
to the command of the Bohilfchand District, which he 
took up on the 9}^ of the following month* In the 
succeeding November he exchanged to the command 
Of the station of Axqbala, from which he was transferred 
in February 1852 to that of the Jnllundur Field Force, 
which, shortly aftarwfards, was absorbed into and be- 
came part of the Sirhmd Division. In July 1852 he 
was appomted to the temporary command of the Sirhind 
Division, which he held for about th^ months. In 
the following August he was remoied from the 40**^ to 
the 19***‘ N. 1, and towards the end of September ho was 
transferred to the 61®* N. I. In Septem&r and Octob^ 
1853 he was ngain in temporary command of the Sir- 
hind Division. In November of the same year he was 
removed from the command of Jullxindur Station' to 
that of the Sind Sagar District, and from this he was 
again transferred in January 1854 to the command of 
the Sialkot Brigade. Having been promoted to the 
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rani of Major-Goneral by brevet in November 1854, 
on the fact being notified in India, towards the end of 
March 1865, he nominally vacated his appointment 
on the Brigade Staff, but ho continned exercising the 
functions of his command at Sialkot until the following 
May, when he was appointed temporarily to the Divi- 
fiional Staff and posted to the command of the Oawnpore 
Division, which he assumed on the 17*^ Jnne, and con- 
tinued holding until he vas relieved by Sir Hugh 
Wheeler in August 1856. Having previously, in July, 
recewed permission to reside at Simla, he proceeded 
thiliher, and being in residence at that place when the 
mutiny broke out, he took command of the armed 
residents on the occurrence of the alarm occasioned by 
the mutinous miscondaot of the Nasirl Battalion at 
Jutogh on the 15*^ May 1857, and he remained in com- 
mand until the battalion returned to its duty and the 
residents dispersed. On the of the following 
month he was appointed to the Divisional Staff of the 
Army and posted to the Meerut Division in place of 
Major-General W. H. Hewitt, removed from his com- 
mand, and he took up the post early in the following 
month. On the 30**^ September following he was ap- 
|M)int6d to the command of the Delhi Field Force, 
which he was to exercise in oonjnnction with that of 
the Meemi Division, and in this position he remained 
until the spring of the following year. In December 
1857, having attained the rank of regimental Colonel, 
he was posted to the 65^^ N. I., and on the 22^ Jannaiy 
1358 he was appointed Colonel of the 2^ European 
Bengal Fusiliers. In the following April, in connection 
with Sir Colin Campbell’s plan of operations for the 
leconqnest of Rohilkhand, he was appointed to the 
command of a column which was to move down from 
Bnlandshahr, unite at Miranpnr Katra with one ad- 
vancing from Lucknow, and with it take part in the 
general movement on Bareilly. Having ridden down 
to Fatehgarh and met and conferred with the Oom- 
mander-in-Ohiei there on the 24*^ April, he soon after- 
wards crossed the Ganges at Nadauli and occupied 
Ils^hat. Before day-hreak on the while making a 
night march from the latter place to Badaun, he, 
while riding in advance with some other officers, was 
sdddenly fiwd upon in the darkness by a body of rebels 
in ambush near Kakrala, and was struck by a grape- 
rfiotj rat the same moment his horse, frightened by the 
discharge, bolted with him into the midst of the 
who, before they could bo driven off by the 
advance of the main body of the column, out him down 
and linked him to death.

eimnt-Qolonel John Pennyouiok, O.B., K.H., Foot, 
Brigsdior Commanding the Fifth Brigade of Infantry, 
Arm of the Punjab.— Entered H. M.’s Service (from 
the $pjal Mfly. College) on the IS**' July 1848 as an 
Ens^ in the 24^^ Foot. PtxK)eeded to Ii^ia and joined 
the regiment at Agra in the autumn of the same 
year, eatty in October inarched with it from that 
place ,en route to Feroaepore, to join the Army of the 
.jhinjab. Moving tor^rd with the corps in Novem- 
ber, he served with it ih the earlier part of the Punjab

Pennycuick, John, KM.y Lieutenant- 

Colonel (c. 1791—1849 ). — Grave on the Ohilianwala 
battlefield^ No. 754: inscription on the Ohilianwala 
monument^ No, 762: tablet at Sialkot, No, 726.--- 
Entered H M.’s Service on the 31®* August 1807 as an 
Ensign in the 1»* Battalion of the 78*^ Highlanders. 
Proceeding to India, he joined that corps at Goa, in 
Portuguese territory, in 1808, and he continued serving 
with it there until the spring of 1811, when the 
battalion embarked for Madras, whence, without dis- 
embarking, it was despatched to the eastward as part 
of the expedition detailed for the expulsion of the 
French and Dutch from the island of Java. He was 
present with it at the landing at Ohillingching, the 
capture of Batavia, the action of Weltervreden, and the 
siege and storming of the fortified lines of Oornelis, on 
which occasion (26*1^ Angnst 1811) he was severely 
wounded. On the January 1812 he was promoted 
to the rank of Lieutenant, and in the following June 
he served with the expedition against the rebellious 
Sultan of Mataram, in the interior of Java, and was 
present at the storming of his fortress of Djocjocarta, 
which was captured after a desperate conflict. In 
June 1813 he served with a detachment which, after 
a march of sixty-four miles in eighteen hours, defeated 
Md dispersed several thousand insurgents at Probo- 
lingo, near Sourabaya, at the eastern end of Java, and 
in the following year, as Adjutant of a Light Battalion, 
he was on the expedition which reduced the island of 
Bali to obedience, and, after a sharp engagement, cap- 
tured Macassar, the principal stronghold of the Sultan 
of Boni, in the island of Celebes. In September 1816 
on the restoration of Java to Holland, he sailed from^ 
i-atavia with the 78*^ and, after suffering shipwreck 
on the way, on the occasion of the loss of the Frances 
Charlotte, transport, on Preparia Rock, he arrived in 
December at Calcutta, whence he went home with his 
regiment in March 1817. Landing at Portsmouth in 
the following Jnne, he accompanied the regiment to 
Aberdeen, soon afterwards proceeding with it to Ireland 
where he served with it for several years. On the 
14*^ June 1821 he was promoted to the rank of Captain 
and in the following October he was placed on halfl 
pay. _ On the 13**» January 1826 he exchanged to full- 
pay ia the 47*^1 Foot, and proceediug to India, he 
arrived at Calcutta in the following October. His 
regiment being then on service in Ava he proceeded 
thither in December, and, joining the corps at Prome 
he served with it there until the treaty of Tandaboh 
brought the first Burmese War to a termination. He 
returned to Bengal with the regiment in May 1826, and 
proceeded with it to Berhampore, where he served with 
it until early in 1829. He then embarked with it for 
^gland, and arriving there in July, he served with it 
in various parts of the United Kingdom for nearly five- 
years. On the 25th April 1834 he was promoted to aii 
unattached majority and again placed on half -pay, but 
he remained in that position for little more than a 
year, and on the 8*^ May 1835 he was brought back 
on full pay as Major in the 17*1^ Foot. In the follow- 
iiig year he proceeded to India and joined the regiment 
at Poona, and while serving there in 1837 he was no- 
minted a Knight of the Hanoverian Guelphio Order. 

In Novembop 1838 he accompanied the regiment on ser- 
vice to Sindh, and he thereafter served with it trough- 
out the campaign of 1838-89 in Afghanistan and 
^lnchistan,inolndxugthe storm and captures of Ghasni 
(Medal), the occupation of Kabul, and the storm and 
capture of Enlat, on which last occasion he led the ad- 
vance (promoted to the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel by 
brevet, and nominated a Companion of the Order of the 
™th). Returning to Bombay with the regiment in 
March 1840, he prcoeeded with it to Pbona in April, and 
on the 12**1 following he was promoted to- the regi*- 
mental rank of Lieutenant-Colonel. In June 1841 he 
xuov^ back to Bombay with the corps, and in the sno- 
seeding September he embarked fmr Aden with a detach- 
ment erf font companies. Having landed there on the 
Octobeiji ha^ two days later, proceeded in oomxaaiid 
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of a pnnitiYe expedition against certain Arab tribes of 
the Yicinity, which had been giving mnoh trouble to the 
garrison of the post, and in the course of twenty-fonr 
hours’ operations he ^ve these plunderers a severe 
lesson, defeating them in several skirmishes and taking 
and destroying their strongholds of Shaikh Medi and 
Shaikh Oihman. He con&ued serving with the head- 
quarters detachment at Aden until ApiSi 1 845, when ho 
returned with it to Bombay, and the whole regiment 
having been assembled there in December, he, in Janu- 
ary 1846, proceeded in command of it to Sindh. On 
the formation at Sukkur, in the following month, of 
the Sin^ Pield Poroe (designed to aid the main army, 
under Sir Hugh dough, in the operations against the 
Sikhs) he was appointed Brigadier Commanding the 
Second Brigade of Infantry, but the victory of Sobraon 
thaving brought the war to an end, this force was no 
longer required, and was broken up in March. In the 
following August he proceeded from Sukkur to 
Karachi in command of the re^meut, and early in 
the following year he sailed with it to Bombay, whence 
in March 1847 he went home in command of it, landing 
at Gravesend in the following August, and proceeding 
with it thence to Canterbury and afterwards, in Novem- 
ber, to Dover. On the 7*^ April 1848 he exchanged 
into the 24*^ Foot, and returning to India he joined 
that regiment at Agra at the end of September.

(c. 1815 — ^1848).— (?raw at JPhillaur, No^ 558. — ^Entered 
the Bengal Army in 1832 as a Cadet of Artillery* His 
departure from England having been delayed in conse- 
quence of severe illness, he did not arrive in India until 
June 1834, and being supernumerary to the establish- 
ment he remained unposted for two years and a half, 
during which time he did duty with the Artillery at 
Dum-Dum. He was brought on the strength of the 
Artillery in October 1836, and on the 22“^ December 
following was posted to the Company Battalion, 
which he joined at Dum-Dum. In June 1837 he was 
transferred to the 2^ Company Battalion, at Oawn- 
pur, but he continued, by order, to do duty with the 
4«i Company Ist Battalion until the following October, 
when he was despatched to the Upper Provinces on 
duty with drafts and recruits. He joined his company 
at Oawnpore wly in the following year, and continued 
serving with it there until the end of December 1838, 
when he was removed to the 6*1* Company Batta- 
lion, and havmg joined that company at Almora, he 
was subsequently detached with a detail to DohiSghat. 

In March 1840 he was removed to the Company 
Battalion, then at Oawnpore, but before he could 
join it he was^ordered to Bareilly, April, and direct- 
ed to assume command of the Artillery at that station ; 
this arrangement was altered in the following month, 
and he continued attached to the Artillery at Lohdghat ' 
until the succeeding December, when he proceeded to 
Oawnpojte and joined the company to which he had 
been transferrecL In Maroh 1841 he was appointed 
acting Adjutant of the 3^ Battalion, the head-quarters 
of which he joined at Karnal, and he held that siti^ation 
until the following August, when he proceeded on sick 
leave to Simla, eventually reverting to the 1®^ Company 
6**^ Battalion, at Cawnpore, in the spring of the succeed- 
ing year. In September 1842 he was transferred to 
the Company 7*^ Battalion, which he joined at 
Meerut, and in the following month he was appointed 
to the cammand of the whole of tim Artillery depots 


left at Kamal when the several troops and companies 
proceeded to Perozepore to join the Army of Reserve. 
On the breaking up of that Army in January 1843, he 
rejoined his own company at Bareilly, and in the 
following October he was appointed to the charge of 
No. 15 Light Field Battery, attached to it. At the 
end of January 1844 he was transferred to the 9*^ 
Company 7*^ Battalion, at Lucknow, and on the 16*^ 
February following he was appointed, temporarily, to 
the command of No. 18 Light Field Battery, attached to 
it ; this command he retained until the end of January 

1845. On the reorganisation of the Artillery taking 
place in July ls45, he was posted to the Company 
2^ Battalion, at Dum Dum, but having been permitted 
to remain at Lucknow on leave until the following 
October, and been then directed to assume charge of 
the 5**^ Company 9*^^ Battalion, and proceed in com- 
mand of it to the Presidency, he did not join his own 
company at Dnm-Dum until the middle of Februaty 

1846. In September 1846 he was appointed to act as 
Adjutant to the 9*^ Battalion, at Dum-Dum. At tho 
end of the following month he was transferred to the 
6*1^ Company 8^*^ Battalion (with No. 15 Light Field 
Battery attiiohed), and having in the following Decern* 
ber been sent to the Upper Provinces as acting Adjutant 
to a detachment of drafts, he joined his new company 
at Bareilly in the spring of 1847. In the following 
cold season he accompanied it to Budhi Pind, in the 
Jullundur Doab, and while serving there, towards the 
end of March 1848, he was appointed to ofiSciate as 
Depy. Oommissaay of Ordnance in charge of the 
Ludhiana and Phfllaur Magazines.

Perkins, Henry George, Firsi-UeuUnant (1830—

same year, and towards the end of June 1848 was posted 
to the Company 2 Battalion, Foot Artillery, at 
Dum-Dum.

While he was in 
progress up the oouut:^, however, the company had 
been detailed for service in the field in the Punjab, and 
haying followed it thither and joined it in camp at 
Chilianwala on the 4^^ February 1849, he was present 
with it, on the 21®* of that month, in the deoisivo 
battle of Qujerat, and afterwards in the jpursnit of the 
routed enemy to Eawal Hndi (Medal ana clasp). On 
the termination of the war he marched with the com- 
pany to Peshawar, and at that place, for some mouths 
dunng the spring and summer of 1851, he was attached 
totbe2<* Company 2^ Battalion, In October of the 
same year be was appointed OfEg. Adjutant and Quarter- 
Master to the 4ith Battalion and to the Peshawar Division 
of Artillery, but he hold these appointments only until 
thefoHwing December.

Troop 1«* Brigade, Horse Artillery (now the 56*^ Field

and to Meerut early in 1857. Be was at Meerut when 
the Mutiny broke out in May 1867, and towards the 
end of that month he moved towards the Bfindah with 
his troop, forming pari; of the Field Force under the 
command of Brigadier Wilson, He was present 
with it in both ttie actions on that river, at^hazi- 
uddin-nagar, and in the second of them he fell, having 
been HDed by a cannon-shot as he was in the of 
laying a gun,--31 May 1857. 
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PhfliiopSj Everard Aloysius Lisle, Unsign 
1836—1857). — Grrave ani tablet at Belhif Nos. 109 
and 162. — Tlie second son of Ambrose Lisle March 
(hillipps-DeLisle, Esqr., of Garendon Park and Grace 
Pieu Manor, Co. Leicester, and great-grandson of the 
Jfth Lord Clifford of Chudleigh. Born on the 28*^^ May 
i836. — ^Entered the Bengal Army in 1854. Arrived in 
India in December of the same year, and was se.nt np 
to Allahabad to do duty with the 11^^ N. I. In March 
1855 he was posted to the 29<:^ N. I., at Jallundur. but 
was transferred during the same month, at his own 
request, to the 11^^ N. I., the regiment to which he was 
then attached. In the spring of 1857 he accompanied 
^ihis re^ment to Meerut, arriving there on the 1®* May, 
and he was with it there when, nine days later, the 
general Mutiny at the station took place. In the capa- 
city of Orderly Offiger he accompanied Brigadier Wilson 
in his movement towards Delhi in the last days of the 
month, and was present in the actions at Ghazi-nddin* 
nagar^ qn the Eindan, on the 80*“^ and 31®* , and after- 
wards, when the Brigadier joined the main force pnder 
Sir Henry Bamiird, at the action of Badli-ki- Serai and 
at the advance on and seizure of the Delhi Ridge. He 
was subsequently appointed tq do dnty with the 60*^ 
EiELes, with which he served throughout the siege and 
capture of Delhi, takiug part in almost every operation 
in which the corps was engaged, and being twice 
wounded,— on the 12*^ June and again on the 19*^^ of the 
^me month ; and he so highly distinguishod himself 
on several qcoasions that it was notified in the London 
Gazette that he would havQ been awarded the decqralion 
qf the Victoria Cross had he survived. He was also 
recommended for a commission in the Riflqs, and 
was gazetted an Ensign in that distinguished corps 
with effect from the 5*^ ijune 1857, but the notification 
id not reach India until long after his death. At the 
storming of Delhi, on the 14** September 1857, he was 
prominently engaged, and took part in the capture of 
lie Water Bastion.

Phillips, Gsorge, Lieutenant (a, 1823 — 1849), — 
ifowtwnent on tKe OMUanwala battle-field^ No. 752, — 
Entered H. M.’s Service ^from the Royal Mily. Oollego) 
on the December 1841 as an Ensign in the 47**^ Foot, 
which he joined in the West Indies. After serving with 
the regiment at BerHce and Antigua, he returned l^ome 
witii it in January 1844, and during the riext two yeays 
he ‘served with it at Gosport,- Weedop, Chester ^nd 
Dublin. On the April 1846 he waa promoted tq the 
rank of Lieutenant in tiie 24** Foot, which he joined 
forthwith at Cork, and with it, in the following 
month, he embarked for Bengal. Landing at Calcutta 
at the end of August, he shortly afterwards proceeded 
’vith the regiment to the Upper Provinces, at first to 
Ghazipup and afterwards to Agra, at which station he 
arrived in March 1847, Early in October 1848 he 
marcihed from Agra with the regiment to join the Army 
jsf the Punjab, then forming at Eerozppore, and on the 
Arnry tsdung the field he seryed with the corps in the 
Punjab Campaign of 1848-49, including the passage of 
the Chenab, the notion of Sadulapur and thq. battle of 
Chilianwala, in the last of which he fell whilst gall^tly 
charging injo the Sikh batteries with the Jight company 
of the regiment, -*-13** January 1849.

Phillips, William, Zieuienant (c. 1829—1849).-^ 
Uommeni on the lattlefidd of OUUanmUj No. 752. — 
Enter^^ H. M,’s Service on the 3^ April 1846 as an 
Ensi^ in fte 24** Foot. He jmjied that regiment at 
, Axid in the following xiionth embarked with it for 
Haying landed with the corps at Calcutta in 


September, he shortly afterwards accompanied it to tie 
Upper Provinces, at &*st to Ghazipnr, but afterwards to 
Agra, where he arrived in March 1847. On the Ogt 
tober 1848, he marched with the regiment en route to 
Ferozepore, and on the 20** of the same month he was 
advanced to the rank of Lieutenant. Arriving at 
Ferozepore on the 4** Noyember, he shortly afterwards 
accompanied the regiment into the field, and was pre- 
sent with it throughout the earlier part of the Punjab 
Campaign of 1848-49, including the passage of the 
Chehab, the action of Sadulapur, and the battle' 
Chilianwala.' On the laat-montioned oooaaion he went 
into action carrying the Queen’s Colour, and foil in the 
first gallant charge of the regiment on the Sikh 
batteries, having been “ struck down by grape witbjn 
a few yards pf thq muzzles of the guns.”

Phillpolts, Thomas Charles, Second-Lieutenant 
(r, 1822— 1843) at Delhi, No. 74.— Son of 
Colonel George Phillpotts, Royal Engineers, who was'^a 
cadet of the family t)f Phillpotts of Forth gwidden, Co. 
Cprnwall.— Entered the Bengal Army in 1840, with 
rank as Second-Lieutenant of Engineers from the ll*h 
December of that year, that being the date on which he 
passed his exammation at Addiscombe. After going 
through a course of instruotioa at Chatham, he wna 
sent out to India with the cadets of 18 12, and arrived 

Fort William, Calcutta, on the 8“* October. In the 
course of the same month he sent up to Delhi to do. 
duty with the Sappers and Minors, and he continued 
serving with that corps until his death. He died at 
Delhi Qn the 7** September 1843. 

Pile, WiHlam, M.B , Asdstant-Surgeon (c. 1839—* 
1863 K — Grave at Mardan, No. l006. — ^Entered H. M.’s 
Seiyico on the 2lBfc November 186^ as a Staff Assistant- 
Surgeon, with rank from the 31®* March preceding, and 
was soon afterwards sent out to Bengal. Ho amved in 
India in April 1803, and was at i^at appointed to do 
duty in tho Presidency Qieneral Hospital, but a few days 
later he was ordered to proceed to Bawal Pindi, and 
there do duty with the 101st Foot. Having joinqd the 
regiment at that station, ho soryod with it tbqro until 
the following October, when he accompanied it on field 
service with tho Yusafzai Expeditionary Force. Ho 
was present with the rogimont throughout tho opoya- 
tiouB of the Ambola Campaign up to tho 20** November 
1863, on which date ho was killed whilst gallantly 
rallying some of the men of the regiment who had beqn 
driv^ by overwhelming numbers of tho tribesmen, 
from brag Kcc^uet position. 

Pitcher, Henry VVilllam, 7.C., Oiptain riSll-r- 
1875). — Gratis and tablet at Dera Gkad Khan, Nos.BBl 
and 893: tablet at Kohat, No. 1042. — Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1857. Arrived in India on the 26** 
November of the same year, and on the SO** of that month 
was directed to do duty with the 79** Foot (the Cameron 
Hi^landers), which had just landed at Calcutta. Boajly 
in December he accompanied this regiment to the 
Upper Provinces, and he thereafter served with it 
throughout the Mutiny Campaign of 1858-59, includ- 
ing ihe affair of Mansiata, the siege and capture pf 
Lucknow, the attack on 'the fort of Euiya, the affair 
of YAHganj, the battle and capture eff Bareilly, the 
relief of Shahjahanpur, the subsequent affair at Tthe 
same place, and the capture of Mohamdi. In October 
1858 he was posted to the cadre of the late 13** N. f., 
•mth effect from the 18** May preceding, but he oon- 
tiaued attached to the 79** Highlanders, and on the 
renewal of operations in the autumn he served with 
that regiment at the storm and capture of Bampur 
Easia,^ the pa^etage bf the Ghagra, and the subsequent 
campaign in north-eastern Oudh, ending in the rebels 
bemg dnven over the Rapt! into Nepal (Medal and clasp). 
On&e terminatibn of the campaign bo accompanied 
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tlie regiment to Lucknow, and he continued serving 
with it until the middle of March 1869, when being 
then in progress with it to Mian Mfr, he was appointed 
to do duty with the 1®* Punjab Infantry, at Kohat. 
Early in tiie following August he was appointed acting 
Adjutant of the 8*^ Punjab Infantry, at the same sta- 
tion, but he held this post only until the 22^ Septem- 
ber, when he resigned it and reverted to the l^t p. I. 
In the following December he was appointed acting 
Adjutant of the 3*^ Punjab Infantry, as a temporary 
arrangement, and having joined that corps at Kohat, he 
immeSately accompanied it into the field, and served with 
it in the Kabul- Khel Waziri expedition. Returning to 
Kohat in January ISCQ, he was appointed Station StafE 
Officer there and reverted to the 1®* P. I., but he served 
with the corps only until the end of the month, when 
he was appointed acting Adjutant of the 4*^ Punjab 
Infantry, at the same station. In the following April 
he accompanied this regiment on service, and was with 
it throughout the Mahsud Waziri expedition, including 
the forcing of the Barari Tangi (India Medal and 
clasp). On the termination of the expedition he 
returned to Kohat with the 4^^ P. I., and there at 
the end of May 1861 he was made permanent in the 
appointment of Adjuiant. In October 1861 he was 
admitted into the Bengal Staff Corps with effect from 
the 18^^ Eebruary pieoeding. In November 1862 he 
marched with the regiment to Bafxnu, at which place 
he continued serving with it until August 1863, when, 
by an exchange of appointments, he became Adjutant 
of his old regiment, the 1®* Punjab Infantry. Having 
joined this corps in camp at Sherwan (where it was 
employed in blockading the Hindustani fanatics of 
M a lkfl. and Sittana), he in the following autumn accom- 
panied it on service into the hills, and he thereafter 
served with it in the Ambela campaign, in the course 
of which he greatly distinguished himself on several 
occasions, and especialljr on the 30*^ October and the 
13tii November, when, in the recapture of the Crag 
Picquet position, which had temporarily fallen into the 
hands of the enemy, his daring gallantry won the 
admiration of all who witnessed it, and earned for him 
the high distinction of the Victoria Cross ; on both 
these occasions he was wounded, the second time severely 
so (clasp added to India Medal). On the close of -(he 
operations he proceeded with the regiment to Abbott- 
abad, and there, in Eebruaiy 1864, on the introduction 
of a new system of officering the regiments of the Punjab 
Irregular Force, he was appointed a Wing Officer in the 
corps. In October 1864 he went home on furlough. 
On returning to India in the spring of 1866, he re- 
joined the regiment at Dera Ismail Khan and was 
appointed Offg. Second-in-Command, a post which he 
continued holding until the end of December 1867, 
during which period he, in addition to his other duties, 
also officiated for a considerable time as Adjutant, In 
June 1808 he was again appointed Offg. Second-in- 
Command, and having accompanied the regiment to 
Kohat in the following December, he commanded it in 
the expedition of February 1869 against the Bizoti i 
TJrakzai village of Gara- In the succeeding April he 
was appointed to officiate as Commandant, a position 
which he oontinuod holding for about eight months, in 
the course of which, on the 15^^ July, he was appointed 

K anently to the post of Second-in-Oommand. In 
tuber 1871 he moved with the regiment to Edwardes- 
abad (Bannu), and from that place, in January 1872, 
he went holne on furlough. On his return to India, he 
rejoined the regiment atEdwardesabadin Februa^ 1874, 
moving with it from that station to Dera Ghazi Khan 
in February 1875. Towards tbe end of the month he 
was again appointed Offg. Commandant of the .regiment, 
and he was still holding that position when he died at 
Dera Ghazi Khan on the July 1876. 

Playfair, Hugh Arthur, Lieutenant (1825— 
1848^.— Grove at Multan : see note to No. 883. — ^The 
second Son of Major Hugh Lyon Pla^air, Bengal 
Artillery, --aftOT Sir Hugh Lyon Playfair, Kt.p * 


Provost of St Andrew’s, Pifeshire; younger brother 
of Lieutenant William Dalgleish Playfair, 33*1 Bengal 
N. I., killed^ in the battle of Sobraon {q, v.) ; and 
cousin to Sir Lyon Playfair, afterwards the 1®* Lord 
Playfair. Born at Hazaribagh on the August 
1825. — ^Entered the Bengal Army in 1842, Arrived 
in India on the 1®<= September of the same year, and on 
the was ordered up to Cawnpore to do duty with 
the SI®!' but a few days later, on the , before he 
could leave Fort William, he was finally posted to the 
52<i N. I., which he joined forthwith at Barraokpore. 
He had, however, been only two months in the country 
when, in November 1842, he w£ws compelled by severe 
illness to go home on furlough, and he continued absent 
from India for more than two years. Returning at the 
end of December 1844, he rejoined his regiment at 
Gorakhpur, whence in the winter of 1846-47 he marched 
with it to Jullundur. In November 1847 he accom- 
panied the regiment to Lahore. In July 1848 he pro- 
ceeded with the corps on service against Multan, and 
be was thereafter present with it at the first siege of that 
place, at the action of Surajkhfind, and at the second 
siege up to the 27«* December, when he was fatally 
wounded at the storming of the suburbs of the city. 
He died of his wounds four days later, on the 31®^ 
December 1848. 


Playfair, William Dalgleish, (1821— 

1846 ).— at Ferosepore, No, 444.— Tlio eldest sou 
of Major Hugh Lyon Playfair, Bengal Artillery, after- 
wards Sir Hugh Lyon Playfair, Kt., Provost of St. 
Andrew’s, Fifeshire. Born on the 21®!! Marchl821.— 
Entered the Bengal Army in 1840. Arrived in India 
on the 5*1^ January 1841, and on the 9th of the same 
month was posted to the 33<i N. I., which he joined at 
Meerut. In December 1841 he proceeded with the 
regiment to Ferozepore, whence in the following Febru- 
ary he accompanied it on service to Afghanistan, in which 
country he served with it throughout the campaign 
of 1842 under General Pollock, including the forcing of 
tho Khaibar .Pass, the advance to Jalalabad, the opera- 
tions against the Shinwaris at Mazina, the actions of 
Tazin and Haft Kotal, the re-occupation of Kabul, and 
vrjrious actions in the passes between Kabul and 
Peshawar during the return march to Hindustan 
(Medal). On the breaking up of the army at Feroze- 
pore, he marched with the regiment to Bareilly, arriv- 
ing there in March 1843. In NoTembor 1845 he re- 
turned with the regiment to Ferozepore, and on the 
outbreak of the first Sikh War he accompanied it into the 
field in tho Division under tho command of Sir John 
Littler, with which he was present in the sanguinarr 
battle of Firozeshahr. He afterwards served with his 
regiment (which had been transferred to Sir Robert 
Dick’s Division) in the decisive battle of Sobraon on the 
February 1846, and on that occasion he fell whilst 
gallantly pushing on to the assault of the Sikh entrench- 
ments.

1848).— Gmve at Multan, No, 859.— Enteiod the Bencal 
Axmj in 1842. Armed in India in October of iihe same 
year, and liaying in tbe preceding month been posted, in 
M^pabon of his arrived, to the 49*1^ N. I,, he prooe^ 
to Dacca and jomed that regunent there. Early in 1845 
he acoompamed the regiment to Benares, whence in 
sprmg of 1M7 he moved mth it to FerorepeJS ^ 
Septem^ 1847 he was appointed Interpreter and Qnar- 
to-Master of the corps. In July 1848 he accornmnied 
the regunent on semoe against Multan, andhe af*«r. 
wards took part in the fret atoriive siege of that pW 
and in the ^on of Snrejkhnnd. While the itmv 
TOS waiting the arrival of reinforcements to enable it 
te resume ttie siege, he fell ill, and ho died in oii.nin near 
Multan on the 14^ December 184B. 
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Pogson John Frederick, Lieutenant (1823— 
1890). — Gl-ra^oe at Kotgarh, Simla District^ No. 404. — A 
jounger son of Lieutenant- Colonel Robert Wredenhall 
Pogson, of tlie 47*^ N. I., by Ann Cordelia, his wife, 
daughter of Mr. Joseph Queiros, of Lucknow. Bom 
at Muttra on the 24^^ January 1823 .—Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1839. Was in India, with his father, 
when admitted into the service on the 20*^ December 
of that year. On the 23^ January 1840 he was posted 
to the 4*!^ N. I., then at Gorakhpur, but on the 30*^ of 
the same month he was removed, at his own request, 
to the 47<=^ N. I., and he forthwith joined that regi- 
ment, then commanded by his father, at Barrackpore. 
In November 1841 he accompanied the regiment to 
Kyouk Phyoo, in Arakan, but in May 1842 he returned 
with it to Barrackpore, whence in the winter of 
1842-43 he moved with it to Sikrol, Benares. In 
Pebruary 1845, when marching up to Ambala with 
his regiment, he was appointed, at Cawnpore, to act as 
Interpreter to a detachment of H. M.’s troops proceeding 
to the upper stations. On the termination of his duty 
with this detachment, in the following April, he rejoined 
his regiment at Ambala, and on the 25*^ of the same 
month he was appointed acting Interpreter and Quarter- 
Master to it; this position he held only until the middle 
of October, but, after an interval he was again appointed 
to Ihe same situation on the 1®* December following. 
On the outbreak of the first Sikh War he accompanied 
his regiment into dxe fiield, but he was so dangerously 
wounded in the first engagement (at Mudki on the 
18^^ December 1845) that he was unable to take any 
further part in the campaign (Medal), The severity 
of his wound necessitated his proceeding to Simla on 
leave, on the expiry of which, at the end of June 1846, 
he was appointed acting Interpreter and Quarter-Master 
to the 1®* Light Cavalry, and having joined that 
regiment at Nakodar, he accompanied it to Ambala in 
the following November. At that station he served 
with the 1®* Light Cavalry until February 1847, when 
he was appointed act ’lig Interpreter to the 24*^‘ Foot, but 
this appointment having been cancelled soon afterwards, 
at his own request, he rejoined the 47*^ N. I. at Ferozepore- 
In March 1847 he was appointed acting Interpreter and 
Quarter-Master to the 22^ N. I., and having joined that 
regiment at Fatdigaih, he continued serving with it 
until the middle of November, when he went on leave 
for six months ; subsequently, however, it was announced 
that he was to be considered on duty under the P. W. 
Dept., at Ambala, from the 14^^ December, for the 
purpose of superintending the construction of a build- 
ing to test a newly-invented cement.” In this employ- 
ment he remained until May 1849, when, the “ cement ” 
having, apparently, proved a failure, and the P. W. Dept, 
having no further occasion for his services, he was 
replaced at the disposal of the Commander-in- Chief, and 
rejoined his regiment at Oawnpox’e. In November 1849, 
while on leave at Simla, he was appointed acting Inter- 
preter to the 18*^^ Foot (the Royal Irish), and haying 
joined that regiment at Ambala, he accompanied it to 
Meemt in January 1850, In the following autumn he 
marched with the 18^^ ew route to the Presidency, but 
having, on the 19*^ October, been permitted to resign 
his appointment with it from date of arrival at 
Allahabad, he rejoined his own regiment at Cawnpore, 
and on the 31®* July 1851, having been declared to be 
incapable of performing the active duties of his pro- 
fession, he was transferred to the Invalid Establish- 
ment, with permission to reside at Simla. From 
November 1863 to July 1854 he was employed under 
the Forei^ Dept., as ah Assistant to the Superintendent 
of the E^ndustan and Tibet Road. He thereafter 
resided at Simla, Allahabad, Dehra Dun and Mussoorie, 
eventually proceeding to Kotgarh (properly Kotgtiru 
or Gfirfikot), in the Simla dis&id^ where he died on 
Uie 21®** October 1890.

Note IT. — Lieutenant Pogsoa married, at Ambala ou tbe oth 
February 1852, Adelaide Mary, daughter of Lieutenant (Hiding- 
Master) Hichard McAuliffe, of tbe Veteran Establishment of the 
Bengal Army. She was horn at Meerut on the 3rd November 
1832. 

Pogson, William Waldegrave, Lieutenant (1827 
—1857 ). — Grave and tablet at Delhi, Nos. 118 and 
162. — Entered H. M.’s Service on the 27^^ March 1846 
as an Ensign in the 64*^ Foot, from which, on the 
3d of the succeeding month, he was transferred to the 
8*'^ Foot. With this corps, in the course of the same 
month, he embarked for India, and landing at Bombay in 
the succeeding August, he proceeded with it to Poona. In 
January 1848 he marched with the left wing to Bombay, 
and thence, in the following October, he accompanied 
the regiment to Karachi. On the 9*^ February 1849 he 
was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant. In November 
1850 he proceeded with the regiment to Deesa, and in 
the following March he went home on furlough. He 
rejoined the regiment at Deesa in the spring of 1853, 
and served with it there until the following December, 
when he marched with it for Agra, at which place he 
arrived with the corps towards the end of January 
1854. At the end of the following year he proceeded 
with the corps to Jnllundur, and at that station, in the 
spring of 1857, he officiated for some time as Adjutant 
of the regiment. He was present at Jullundnr when 
the native troops mutinied there on the 7*^^' June, and 
on the ] 4 ^h of tho same month he marched from 
Julluntlur with a portion of the regiment en route to 
Delhi, to take part in tho siege of that jdace. Arriving 
before Delhi on the 28*^^ , he thereafter served through- 
out the siege, taking part in the repulse of the sorties 
ofthe9*^S 23‘1 July (wounded), and 

at the assault of the city on the 14<'^‘ Soptombor. On 
this last occasion, while gallantly advancing with ilio 
storming party to the assault of the breach in the 
Water Bastion, he fell desperately wounded with a 
grape-shot in the' leg. It was found necessary to 
amputate the limb, but he survived only three days. 
He died of his wound, in camp, on tho 17th Septomber 
1857. 

Pollard, Benjamin Horatio, Lieuienant-Oolonel 
(1849— 1898).— C/-mre at Kohat, No. 104L— Tho only 
son of Benjamin Pollard, Esqr., of tho Co. 

Gloucester, of tho family iiow represented by Iho 
Pollards of Haynford Hall, Co. Norfolk. Born at 
Gloucester on tho I9^h October 1849- — Entcrod 11. M.’s 
Service on tho 25 ^h December 1807 m an Ensign in tlie 
96*h Foot, tho depot of which^ he joined at tlolchoster. 
Proceeding afterwards to India, ho joined tho rogiment 
at Poona in January 1869, and accompanied it to Dum- 
Dum in the following month. On tho 18^h Jannaiy 
1870 he was promoted to tho rank of Jaioufonant, and 
in the following November he aceorupajiicd the regi- 
ment to Dinapore. On the 23^^^ December 1871 he was 
appointed Second Wing Subaltern in the 459^ N*. I* 
(Rattray’s Sikhs) on probation for the Bengal StaflE 
Corps, into which he was subseg,uently admitted with 
effect from that date* Ho joined the regiment in 
Januaiy 1872 at the Delhi Camp of ExorciKc, on the 
breaking up of which in tho following month he 
marched with tho corps to Moradabad, and at that 
station from Ajm! to October 1878 ho officiated as 
'’Quarter-Master of the regiment. In June 1874 he 
went home on furlough, and he was absent from India 
for nearly two years. On his return, towards the end 
of Ajjril 1876, be rejoined the 45*t at Alipur, Calcutta, 
and in the following month he was advanced to the 
position of FirstWing Subaltern. In Septem\)er 1876 
he exchanged into the Madras Staff Corps, and in tho 
succeeding month he was appointed Second Wing 
Subaltern (afterwards styled “Wing Officer”) in the 
igth Madras N. I., which ho joined at Trichino|>oly. 
With this regiment ho served at that pkeo and after- 
wards at Calcutta, Thayet Myo, Palaveram, Oaunanore, 
Secunderabad and Mandalay until September 1890, and 
during this period he once officiated as Quarter-Master, 
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four times as Wing Commander, and twice as Second- 
in-Command, and twice went home on leave, the 
second time for two years. In September 1890 he was 
appointed Offg. Second-in-Command of the 2^ Madras 
Infantry, and having joined that regiment at Pahoko, 
in Upper Burma, he moved with it to Mandalay in the 
following December. In March 1891 he was appointed 
Second-in-Command of the 20*^ Madras Infantry, and 
having accompanied the 2^ to Tonnghoo in that month, 
he joined the 20*^ at Wnntho in April. Towards the end 
of the same year he went home on leave- Returning to 
India in November 1892, he rejoined the 20*^ at 
Secunderabad, and six months later, in May 1893, he 
was appointed Commandant of the regiment. In Sep- 
tember 1895 he again went home on leave, and having 
rejoined the corps at Yizianagram at the end of March 
1897, he, in the following September, accompanied it 
to Meerut, for garrison duty during the continuance of 
the war then in progress on the North-Western Frontier- 
In the spring of the following year he proceeded, in 
command of the regiment, to the Tochi Valley, and 
was stationed with it at Miranshah, but falling ill there 
he was sent into Kohat, at which place he died on 
the 18^1^ May 1898. 

Pollard^ John Lucas Romulus, Lieutenant 
(c. 1823 — 1845 ). — Grave and tablet at Ferozepore, 
Nos. 479 and 442. — The sixth son of William Dutton 
Pollard, Esqr., of Castle Pollard, Co. Westmeath : 
grandson of Admiral the Hon’ble Sir Thomas 
Pakenham, G.O.B., Royal Navy ; great-grandson of 
the Ist Lord Longford ; and an elder brother of Lieut- 
enant-General Charles Pollard, Royal (Bengal) Engi- 
neers. Born at Castle Pollard about 1823. — Entered 
H. M.’s Service (from the Royal Mily. College) on the 17*^^ 
January 1840 as an Ensign in the 31®* Foot. Arriv- 
ing in India in the following November, he joined the 
regiment at Agra early in March 1841, and be conti- 
nued serving with it there until January 1842, when 
he marched with it en route to Peshawar, for service 
in Afghanistan. Proceeding onwards from that place 
with the regiment, he joined the Army under Major- 
General Pollock at Jalalabad in May 1842, and he theie- 
after seiwed with the regiment throughout the remain- 
der of tho campaign in Afghanistan, including the 
expedition against the Shinwaris and the affair of 
Mazina, the subsequent advance from Jalalabad the 
actions of Jagdalak and Tezin (in which ho was wounded 
in an attempt to capture a standard), the re-occupation 
of Kabul, and various actions in the passes during the 
withdi*awal of the Army from Kabul to Peshawar 
(Medal). On the breaking up of the Army at Feroze- 
pore in Januai*y 1843 ho marched with the regiment 
to Ambala, whence in the following May ho accompanied 
ittoKhaital, on service. Returning to Ambala soon 
afterwai^dfi, he proceeded with the regiment to Feroze- 
poro in November, but the services of the corps not 
Wng required there* he returned with it to Ambala 
in May 1841, and soon afterwards went on sick leave 
to Sinda. On tho outbreak of the first Sikh War he 
accompaniod his regiment into the field, and was 
wounded in tho first engagement of the campaign, at 
Mudki ; clisdaining, however, to go into hospital, he 
accompanied tho corps in its advance, and going into 
notion with it, three days later, at Firozshahr, he there 
foUmortally wounded in the storming of the Sikh en- 
trenchment. He was removed to Ferozepore, and at 
ihat place he died of his wonnds on the 24*1^ December 
1845« 

Pollock, Robert Henry, Fmt-Lieuiemnt (1822— 
1845),— at Ferozepore^ No 441. — The third son 
of Field-Marshal Sir Gfeor^ Pollock, Bart,^ 

Royal (late Ben^l) Artillery. Bom at Dum-Dum on 
the ^ March 1822,— Entered the Bengal Army in 
1839 as a Cadet of Artillery. Arrived in India in July 
1840, and was appointed to do duty with the Artillery 
at Agra, at which station his father, then Major-General 
Pollock, was at that time commanding. In January 


1841 he was posted to the 3'^ Company 5*^ Battalion, 
Foot Artillery, then at Agra, but in the following May 
be was directed to do duty with the 2 , Company 2^ 
Battalion, which he joined at Meerut, an^ to which he 
was formally posted in the succeeding August. In 
temporary command of this company he proceeded to 
Ferozepore in November 1841, and he was re-posted to 
it when, in the following year, he was promoted to the 
rank of First-Lieutenant. In J anuary 1842, he was 
appointed Aide-de- Camp to his father, proceeding to 
Afghanistan in command of a Field Force, and in this 
capacity he served throughout the campaign of J842 in 
that country, including the forcing of the Khaibar Pass, 
the advance to Jalalabad, the actions of Mamu-Khel, 

J agdalak, Tezin and Haft-Kotal, the re-occupation of 
Kabul, the capture and destruction of Istalif, and 
various actions in the passes between Kabul and Pesha- 
war during the return march to Hindustan (Medal). 
After his return he continued as Aide-de-Camp to 
Sir George Pollock while the latter was in command 
of the D^pore and Oawnpore Divisions of the Army, 
but on Sir George being appointed Military Member of 
the Supreme Council, in October 1844, he joined, at 
Meerut, the 1®* Troop 2^ Brigade, Horse Artillery, 
to wnich he had been posted in the preceding Juno. 
In March 1845 he was transferred to the Troop 
2*^ Brigade, also at Meerut, and in the following July to 
the 3^ Troop 1®* Brigade (now the 58*^i Field 
Battery, Royal Artillery), at Ambala. With this troop, 
on the outbreak of the first Sikh War, he accompanied 
the Army of the Sutlej under Sir Hugh Gough, but at 
the very outset of the campaign, in the first engagement 
of the war, his career was brought to a sudden and 
untimely termination. At the battle of Mudki, on the 
18*^ December 1845, he fell mortally wounded, his leg 
having been carried off by a cannon-shot, and he died 
in the fort at that place on the following day. 

Note.— Id tho inscription on the tablet in St. Andrew’s Church, 
Ferozepore, this officer is, hy a careless blunder, styled Lien- 
tenant R. Bollock.” ^ 

Pollok, John Frederick, Second^Lieii^tenant (1876— 
I900h--Tablet at Bawal Pi7idi, No. 809. — The third 
son of John Pollok, Esqr., of Lismany, Co, Galway, and 
grandson of the 4th Lord Olanmorris. Bom on the 
IQth September 1870 — Entered H. M.’s Service on the 
22^ Jannary 1898 as a Lieutenant in the 3 Batta- 
lion of the South Wales Borderers (the Royal South 
Wales Borderers Militia), with which he served for a 
year. On the 4*^ January 1899 he was ti'ansferrod 
to the regular forces as^ a Second-Lieutenant in the 
9*^ Lancers, and proceeding to India he joined that 
regiment at Muttra in the spring of the same year. 
In the autumn, on the outbreak of the Boer War, he 
accompanied the regiment to South Africa, and served 
with it in the advance on Kimberley under Lord 
Methuen, including the actions of Belmont, Enslin^ 
Modder River and Magersfontein ; at the relief of 
Kimberley under Lord Roberts ; in the subsequent oper- 
ations in the Orange Free State from February to Ma,y 
1900, including tbe operations at Paardeberg, and tho 
actions of Poplar Grove and Karee Siding ; and, finally, 
in the operations in the Transvaal, in the course of 
which, in an action fought at Orange Grove on the 2*“^ 
June 190?, he fell mortally wounded. He died of his 
wounds the same day at Bappisfontoin. 

Note.— The name given above is that in. which this ofitcer wus 
gazetted to a commission, and under which ho appeared in the 
Army Lists throughout his service ; but in tho pedigree frivon in 
Burke’s Landad Q-entr^ of Ireland his Christian names arc entered 
as ” Ian Frederick.” 

Poole, Andrew Smith, Biding<-i*faster (1707 — 
1851 ). — Grave at Nahodar^ No. 663. — Bom at Leicuster 
on the 31®* March 1797. — Served for several years i a 
the ranks of the 11**^ Light Dragoons. Came out to 
India with the regiment in 1819, and seived with it at t ko 
siege and capture of Bharatpur in 1S25-2G. On Lho 
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27^^ February 1826 lie was transferred to the service 
of tlie East India Company and promoted to the rank 
of Sergeant from that date, and on tbe 6*^^ September 
following he was appointed Quarter-Master- Sergeant of 
the Light Cavalry, which he joined at Muttra, and 
with it, towards the end of the year, he marched 
to Kaita, in Bundelkhand. At the end of 1828 he pro- 
ceeded witli the regiment to Cawnpore, and at that 
station, on the 13*^ November 1830, he was advanced 
to the position of Sergeant-Major of the corps. In De- 
cember 1830 he marched with the regiment to Sultan- 
pur, Benares, and in 1832 he served with it in the 
campaign against the Kols in Chota Nagpur, returning 
with it afterwards to Benares. Early in 1335 he ac- 
companied the corps to Karnal, at which station he 
served with it until the autumn of 1838, when he 
marched with it to Ferozepore, joined the Army of the 
Indus, and accompanied it to Afghanistan, where he- 
servedwith it throughout the campaign of 1838-39, 
including the capture of Ghazni (Medal) and the occu- 
pation of Kabul. Returning from Afghanistan in 
January 1840 he inarched with the regiment to Karnal, 
where he served with it until April 18 2, when he was 
appointed to act as Biding-Master to the Cavalry Depot 
at Cawnpore, and on that depot being incorporated in 
the 5iih Light Cavalry in the succeeding December, he 
was directed to continue acting as Riding-Master in 
iiiat regiment. On the 2*7^^ January 1843 he was ap- 
pointed a Riding-Master on the establishment, with 
rank from the 80*^ December preceding, and remained 
posted to the 5*^ Light Cavalry. With this regiment 
ite proceeded in March 1843 to Sultanpur, Benares, 
early in 1844 to Muttra, and in the autumn of 1845 
to Ludhiana. On the outbreak of the first Sikh War, 
he accompanied his regiment into the field and served 
with it throughout the campaign of 1845-46 on the 
Sutlej, including the battles of Mudki, Firozshahr, 
Aliwal and Sobraon (Medal and three clasps). On the 
termination of the war, in March 1846, he proceeded 
with the regiment to Jullundur, whence, in the following 
November, he marched -with it to Meerut. On the 
outbreak of the second Sikh War he again accompanied 
the regiment into the field and served with it through- 
out the Punjab campaign of 1848-49, including the 
action of Eamnagar, the passage of the Ohenab, the 
action of Sadulapur, and the battles of Ohilianwala and 
Gujerat (Medal and two clasps). On the conclusion 
of the war he was stationed with the regiment at 
Wazirabad, from which place he proceeded in December 
1849 on six naonths^ leave. He rejoined the regiment 
at Nakodar in June 1850, and died at that pUoe on the 
28*^^ August 1851. 

Pope, Aleszander, Lieutenant •Oolonel 

(1790—1849). -- GVat’e ai JVb. 281; tablet at 

Jullnndur, No» 548 ; inscription on the Ohilianwala 
momment, No, 752. — Entered the Bengal Army in 1805 
as a Cadet of Cavalry. Arrived in India in January 
1807, and on the of the succeeding month was posted 
to the 8^^ Native Cavalry, which, later in the same 
year, he joined at Ghazipur. In the spring of 1808 
he moved with the regiment to Muttra, and in the early 
part of the following year, he served with it in the field, 
in the force under the command of Major-General 
St. Leger, on the occasion of the demonstration then 
made against Ranjit Singh and the Sikhs, in the neigh- 
boorhood of Ludhiana. On the breaking up of the 
force in April 1809, he returned with the regiment to 
Muttra, whence in the following November he march- 
ed with it to Cawnpore. In the spring of 1810, and 
again in 1811, he served with detachments of the regi- 
ment against insurgents and marauders in Bundel- 
ihand. In October 1811 he moved with the regiment 
from Cawnpore to Partabgarh, in Oudh, and having, 
in the autumn of 1814, accompanied the corps to Sul- 
tanpur, Benares, he served with a portion of it, attached 

iliLe ^vimon under the command of Manor-General 
3. Wood, in the first campaign of the Nepal War. 
On the ierini]!^ in the spring of 


1815 he returned to Benares, and in 1816 he was 
actively employed with the regiment in guarding the 
Mirzapur frontier against the incursions of the Pin- 
daris. In October 1817 he accompanied his regiment 
into the field, in the force under the command of 
Brigadier-General Hardyman, and he thereafter served 
with it throughout the Mahratta-Pindari campaign 
of 1817-18, specially distin^ishing himself in the 
action of Jubhulpore, in which he was wounded. As 
General Hardyman said in his despatch — “ It fell to 
the lot of one individual to he more couspicuously dis- 
tinguished than the rest, and that fortunate officer is 
Lieutenant Pope of the 8^^ Cavaliy. He charged 
steadily under a heavy fire from the heights, penetra- 
ted to the enemy’s guns, received a spear into his body, 
and continued the pursuit with vigour.” He subse- 
quently took part in various affairs with the Mahrattas 
and Pindaris, until May 1818, when he proceeded on 
leave to the Presidency. In March 1819 he rejoined 
his regiment at Jubbulpore, and he continued serving 
with it there until the end of the following Juno, w'hen 
he was appointed Adjutant of Native Invalids and Pay- 
master of Native Pensioners at Allahabad. In Septem- 
ber 1819 he proceeded on leave to Calcutta, and in Septem- 
ber 1820, while still absent from his appointment, he was 
nominated Executive Officer in the Purneali Division 
of the Barmck Dept. He joined this appointment on 
the expiration of his leave in the succeeding November, 
and he continued holding it until July 1822, when 
having been found unsnited to tho Barrack Dept., ho 
was removed from it. He soon afterwards proceeded 
to the Presidency, whence in Januaiy 1823 he wont on 
leave to Now Soutli Wales. Returning thence about 
January 1825, he was sent to Purneah to settle his 
accounts in connection with his appointment in tho 
Barrack Dept., and on this duty ho was employ ; d until 
the end of tho year. In the meantime, in June 1825, 
he had been transfon»ed, with effect from tho 13^^^ May, 
to the 2*^ Extra Eegt. of Light Cavalry, tho formation^ 
of which was then ordered Having finished his ac- 
counts he was directed, January 1826, to join his new 
regiment (which had now become the 10^^^ Light Caval- 
ry) with all possible expedition, the corps being then 
in the field with the Army under the command of Lord 
Oombermere, but, though he travelled express, he was 
unable to join in time to take any paii; in the siege and 
capture of Bharatpur. On the breaking up of the 
Army employed in the reduction of that place, he pro- 
ceeded with his regiment to Meerut, whence, in the 
succeeding year, he accompanied it to Karnal in Decern* 
her 1828, to Mhow in March 1829, to Karnal again in 
March 1832, to Muttra in November 1834, and to 
Nasirabad in December 3839. On attaining the rank 
of Lieutenant-Colonel he was re-posted, January 1840, 
to the 10^!^ Light Cavalry, and towards the end of that 
year he marched with the regiment to Ferozepore. In 
April 1841 he proceeded on sick leave to Simla, and 
having heon detained there by ill-health until the close 
of the following year, he missed sharing in the dangers 
and glories of the last campaign in Afghanistan under 
General Pollock. Having, at Ferozepore on the IS*'^ 
December 1842, rejoined his regiment on its return 
from service, ho was directed two days later to assume 
command of iihe whole ci the Cavalry of General Pollock's 
force, and this command ho continued holding until 
‘the Army at Ferozepore was broken up in the following 
month. He then marched with the regiment to Meerut^ 
whence, in the autumn of 1843, ho was called out with 
it for the Army of Gwalior, and ho thereafter com- 
mandfed it throughout the Gwalior Campaign, including 
the battle of Maharajpore (bronze star, and created a 
Companion of the Order of the Bath). In February 
1844 he returned with the regiment to Meerut, whetwe 
in the autu^ of the same year he moved with it^ to 
Nowgong, in Bundelkhand. On the re^zuent marohing 
{or Mhow in April 1846 he went on sick leave to tibe 
Freridenoy, whenoe he afterwards proceeded to Mas-' 
soorie, and he was stOl on leaTO when towards 
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end of July 1847, lie was transfeired to the 6*^ Light 
Cavalry. On the expiration of his leave in the follow- 
ing December he joined this regiment at Nakodar, and 
he continued in command of it there until October 1848, 
when, on the formation of the Army of the Punjab, he 
was nominated to the command of the Second Brigade 
of Cavalry. Towards the end of the same month he 
was transferred to his old regiment, the 8*^ Light 
Cavalry, but early in the following December he was 
re-transferred to the 6^^ : he did not, however, now join 
either of these regiments; and continuing in command 
of the Second Brigade, he served at the head of it in ^e 
earlier part of the Punjab Campaign of 1848-49, in- 
cluding ihe passage of the Ohenab and the battle of 
Chilianwala, in the latter of which he was severely 
wounded (sabre-cut on the head), having been cut down 
by a Sikh sowa/r as he was endeavouring to remedy the 
GonftLsion in his brigade ^see Part I, page 116). Suffering 

severely from his wound, he proceeded towards Simla, 

on leave, in the succeeding spring, but he did not live 
to reach that place, having expired on the way at Ka- 
sauli on the 20^ April 1849. 

Note.— Colonel (tlieti Lieutenant) Pope married, at Benarc^ 
on the 2nd November 1819, Frances, daughter of William 
Cracroft, Efiqr. 

Potter John, Sergeant-Major (1822 — 1857 ) — Tablet 
at Lahore Oantonment, No, 682. — ^Born in India in 
1822, and about 1838 enlisted in the Bengal Aitillery 
as a bugler. In 1848-49 during the Punjab Campaign 
he was in garrison at Port Qovindgarh, Amritsar, with 
a portion of the 3^ Company 6^^ Battalion, Poot Artil- 
lery (Medal). His period of service having expired he 
re-enlisted at Jullundnr on the 25*^ June 1850, and 
was subsec[uently appointed a Bugle-Major in the 6^^ 
Battalion. On tiie 27^^ May 1854 he was promoted to 
the rank of Sergeant, and appointed Quarfcer-Master- 
Sergeant of the 26^^ K. I., and having joined that 
regiment at Delhi, he moved with it to Mian Mir in 
November of the same year. He was with the regi- 
ment when it was disarmed at Mian Mir in May 1857, 
and he continued serving with the corps as Quarter- 
Master-Sergeanfc until the 2^ July following, when he 
was nominated to act as Sergeant-Major, an appoint- 
ment in which he was subsequently confirmed. On 
the 30*^ of the same month the re^ment broke out in 
open mutiny, and on that occasion he unfortunately 
perished, having been out down and hacked to death 
in a gallant endeavour to save the life of his command- 
ing officer, Major Spencer 

Powen5 Charles Polliott, Captain (1844 — 
1878 ). — Tablet at Abbottahad, No. 923, — The third son 
of Scott Powell, Esqr., sometime Captain in the 23^ Foot 
(the Bioyal Welsh Fusiliers), and a younger brother of 
SrEiohard Douglas Powell, Bart. (I), the eminent 
physician who was for many years Physician Extraordi- 
nary and afterwards Physician in Ordinary to H. M. 
Queen Victoria. Bom at Welwyn, Co. Herts, on the s 

April 1844, — Entered H. M,’s Service on the 9*^ De- 
cember 1862 as an Ensign in the 96*^ Foot, which he 
joined at Shomcliff, and with which he afterwards, in 
February 1863, proceeded to the Cape Colony, South 
Africa. On the 22^ March 1864 he was promoted to the 
rank of Lieutenant. Toward the end of the following 
year he accompanied the regiment to India, and landing 
at Bombay on the 30th December, he proceeded with it 
thence to Poona, but in July 3866 he was sent hack to 
England for duly at the regimental dep6t, and 
having joined at Colchester, he serv^ there 

for more than two years. At the end of De- 
cember 1868 he rejoined the regiment at 

Poona, whence he accompanied it to Dum-Dum in Feb- 
miy 1869. Ou the January 1870 he was appoint- 
ed Second Wing Subaltern in the 20*^ (Punjab) N. I., 
on probation for the Bengal Staff Corps, but ihis ajp- 
pointment was cancelled on the 21^, and on the 26^^ he 
was appointed OSg. Second Wing Subaltern in the 
Ihmjab Inf antiy, on probation; as before, for the Bengal 


Staff Corps, into which he was subsequently admitted 
with effect from that date. He joined the regiment at 
Elohat, and for several months in 1870-71 he officiated 
as First Wing Subaltern. In June 1871 he was appoint- 
ed Second Wing Subaltern in the 2^ Punjab Infantry, at 
the same station, and with that corps, in January 1872, 
he inarched to Dera Ghazi Hhan. In the succeeding 
April he was appointed Offg. Quarter-Master of the 
4^^ Punjab Infantry, and having joined the regiment 
at Abbottabad, he continued holfing that appointment 
until the end of February 1873, when he went home on 
furlough. In June 1874, during his absence in Europe, 
he was advanced to the position of First Wing Subal- 
tern in his own regiment, the 2* P. I., and having 
on his return to India in the following December, 
rejoined the corps at Dera Ghazi Khan, he was appoint- 
ed, on the 26**^ of that month, to officiate as Quarter- 
Master; he, however, held this post for only a short 
time. In January 1875 he moved with the regimeut 
to Dera Ismail Khan, and he served with it there until 
the end of the succeeding May, when he was irans* 
ferred temporarily to the 5^*^ Gurkha Eegiment, to 
officiate as Second Wing Subaltern, and having join^ 
at Abbottabad, he was, in the following July, ap- 
pointed to officiate as Quarter-Master of the corps. On 
attaining the rank of Captain, 12*^' November 1875, he 
was specially allowed to retain, with effect from that 
date, his appointment of First Wing Subaltern in the 
P. I., but he coutinued attached to the 5*^ Gurkhas, 
and in April 1876 he was appointed Offg. First Wing 
Subaltern in that corps. Towards the end of the 
following November he was appointed Offg, Wing 
Officer in the Punjab Infanti^, but this appoint- 
ment was afterwards cancelled, and he reverted to his 
former position in the Gurkhas. Under the new 
organisation introduced in January 1877 he became a 
Wing Officer in his own regiment, the 2^ P. L, and 
Offg. Wing Officer iu the 6*^ (Jurfchas, and continuing 
attached to the latter regiment, he was, in April 1877, 
appointed Offg. Quarter-Master to it. In November 
1878, on the outbreak of the Afghan War, he accom- 
panied the 5*^ (Jurfchas on service to the Kuram Valley 
where he was present with it in the reconnaissance oi 
the 28*^ of that month, at the forcing of the Peiwar 
Kotal on the 2^ December, in the subsequent advance 
to the Shutargardan, and iu the action of the 13® in 
the Sapdri or Hangiar Pass. On this last occasion he 
fell dangeronsly -wounded, and he survived only five 
days, dying at Euxain Port on the 18® December 1878. 

Powys, Edward Shawe, Captain (1826-1855).— 
Or woe at Srmagwr, Kashmir, No. 1122.— The second Son 
of Henry Philip Pow;^, Esqr., of Hardwick, Oo. Oxford, 
and Bromddid, Co. Middlesex, descended from a com- 
raon ancestor with Lord Lilford. Bom in March 1826, 
Educated at Eton.— Entered H. M!,’b Service (from the 
Royal May. OoUege) on the 26® Jnly 1844 as an En- 
sign in the 61 *^ Foot. Joined tlmt regimont at Cork 
and in July 1845 embarked with it for B eng al, Dand’ 
ing with im oor^s at Calcutta in the following October 
he proceeded -with it to the Upper IVovinceE^ and 
arrived -with it at Oawnpote in Pehraaiy 1846. On 
the 8^ October 1846 he was promoted to the rank of 
Identei^t, and in the following month he nannmp ou^'Ml 
the regiment to Ambala, whence he proceeded with it 
to Jnllundnr in Febmar^ 1848. In the autumn of that 
year he was empl<^ed with the regiment in operations 
against msaigentsin the Jullnndnr fmdBaxi Doabs,and 
subsequently joiiang the Army of the Pnn^ab, he served 
with the regiment throughout the Fonjab Osmpaign 
of 1848-49, incIndiDg the passage of the Ohenab^me 
aotitm of Sadulapur, thebatttecSOhiHsiLwala (as Order- 
ly Officer to Brigadier-General OampbeU, oommand- 
ii^tha Third Division) and Gujeon^ and the tnusnii 
of theetwmy tofhemetdhof GmBGiiaibav (Medal 
and two cbsps^. On the condhiMon of the oampaign 
hewassiatioim with the scfpbneot at Peshawar, ut, 
the opting «£ ISiM) he veut home mi.leaTe^ vH Boa&ejt 
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and in the following year he joined the Senior Depart- 
ment of the Eoyal Mily. College at Sandhn^t. On the 
conclusion of ihe College course, in the spring of 1853, 
he was appointed to do duty at the regimental depot, 
with which he remained until the autumn. Heretum- 
ed to India at the end of 1853, and rejoined the regi- 
ment at Wasdrabad early in 1854. In the following 
year he proceeded to KaSimir on leave, and he died^ at 
Srinagar, in that territory, on the 23^ September 18u6. 

Powys, John, Lieutenant (1828 — 1857). — Tablet at 
Jullundur, No, 556. — ^The second son of Captain the 
Hon’ble Robert Vexnon Powys, 12*^ Bengal N. I,, and 
grandson of the 2^ Lord Lilford. Bom at Nasirabad 
on the 26*^ March 1828. — Entered the Bengal Army 
in 1846. Arrived in India on the 4^^ June of the same 
year, and on the 17*^ was ordered up to Benares to do 
duly with the 9*1^ N. I. In the following December 
he was posted to the 61®^ N. I., then on the march from 
Nagode to Barrackpoie, and joining it en route, he ar- 
rived with it at latter station in January 1847. 
In October 1848 he marched with the regiment en route 
to Benares, but the corps having subsequently been 
detailed to form part of the Reserve Division, to be 
assembled in Sirhind during the campaign in the Punj- 
ab, he accompanied it to Ambala, and with it eventu- 
ally joined the Division in Camp at Malikpur, near 
Ludhiana, at the end of Pebruaiy 1849. On the Re- 
serve Division being broken up in March, he proceeded 
to Almora on sick leave, on return from which he re- 
joined the regiment at Govindgarh, Amritsar, in No- 
vember 1849. In the following month he was appoint- 
ed acting Adjutant of the regiinenti but he held this 
post for only a shorfi time. In the spring of 1850 he 
accompanied the regiment to Lucknow, arriving there 
on the 18*^ March, and soon afterwards, on the 28*^ of 
the same month, he was appointed to the Canal Branch 
of the Dept, of Public Works as an Asst. Executive 
Officer of the Western Jumna Canals, a post which he 
continued holding for four years. At the end of March 
1854, having then been acimg in the appointment for 
sometime, he was nominated Superintendent of the 
Dehra Dlin Canals, and after serving in this post for two 
years, he was, in January 1866, appointed Superinten- 
dent of Irrigation Works in Bundelkhand.

Genl. on the Bstahlishment, and was again re-posted 
to the Lshore Division. In May 1857, as Asst. Adjt. 
Genl., he took part in the historic disarming of the 
disaffected native troops at Mian Mir, and shortly 
afterwards, consequent on communication with the 
Lower Provinces being cut off, and on General Gowan 
succeeding to the command as senior officer, he came 
into the position of A. A. G. to all the forces in Upper 
India, a condition of affairs which continued un^ 
communication was restored after the fall of Delhi in 
the autumn. In August 1857, consequent on his pro- 
motion to the regimental rank of Major, he vacated the 
appointment of A. A. Genl., but some difficulty being 
experienced in relieving him at the time^ he continued 
officiating in the appointment until January 1859, when 
he proceeded on leave to Bombay, whence in the follow- 
ing March he went home on furlough.

In October 1865, in command of the reginoent, he pro- 
ceeded on service to Bhutan, and with it joined the Left 
Column, of the Diiar Pxeld Force, with which ho was 
employed until the termination of the war (India Medal 
and clasp). In March^ 1866 he left the regiment at 
Baksa and returned, on sick leave, to Dharamsala, where 
he remained until the end of the year, rejoining the 
regiment at Delhi, on its return from Bhutan, in Janu- 
ary 1867, and marching with it thence to Dharamsala 
in the ensuing spring.

Quin, Richard Owen* Lieuienant (1829 — 1857j-;^ 
Jns(yri;pt%on at Bwila, No, 346.— The elder son of Cap- 
tain and Brevet Lieut.-Oolonel . Thomas Quin (q. v) of 


the 4i^ Light Oavahy (Lancers). Bom at Meerut on 
the 21®* March 1829.— Entered the Bengal Army in. 
1846. Arrived in India on the 4*^1 September of the 
same year, and on the 15*^ was ordered up to Oawnpore, 
to do duty with the 9*^1 Light Cavalry. In Au^st 
1847 he was appointed to do duty witii the 4*^ Light 
Cavalry at Kartarpur, and he was on the march with 
that regiment to Oawnpore when, at the end of the 
following December, he was posted to the 11**^ Light 
Cavalry, a corps which was afterwards re-numbered as 
the 2^* He joined this regiment at Ferozepore, and ho 
continued serving with it there until July 1848, when 
he proceeded wiih it on service against Multan, there- 
after taking part with it in all the operations before 
that place, including the two sieges of the fortress and 
the action of Surajkhilnd (Medal and clasp). On the 
termination of the Punjab Campaign he accompanied 
the regiment to Ambala, arriving there towards the end 
of April 1849, and he served there with the corps until 
the autumn of 1854, when he moved with it to Cawn- 
pore. In June 1856 he was appointed acting Quarter- 
Master of the regiment. He was present with the corps 
when it mutinied at Cawnpore, and he afterwards took 
part in the defence of Sir Hugh Wheeler’s entrench- 
ment, but he did not live to see the disastrous termina- 
tion of the heroic efforts of "Wheeler’s gallant hand, 
having died in the entrenchment, cf fever, some time in.

Not®.— I t has frequently been staled, in narratives of the 
disasters at Cawnpore, that this of&cer and Lieutenant Oharloa 
William Quin, of the same regiment, another of the victim, were 
brothers. This was certainly not the case, and it is doubtful 
whether they were even related. 

Quin, Thomas, Captain and Brevet Lieutenant^ 
Colonel (1805 — '1857 ) — Grave at Simla^ No, 345.— 
Born on the 30th September 1805. — Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1825. Arrived in India on the 16*^ May 1826, 
and on the 24*^ of the same month was posted to the 
4*^ Light Cavalry, then at Nasirabad, but as he could 
not at that season of the year travel to a station so 
remote, he was directed to do duty with the 1®* Light 
Cavalry at Sultanpur, Benares, until the end of October, 
and he eventually did not join the 4*^ until the close 
of the year. In December 1828 he accompanied the 
regiment to Meerut, at which station he officiated an 
Brigade-Major from the end of June to the middle of 
November 1830. Towards the close of 1832 he moved 
hack to Nasirabad with the regiment. In January 1833 
he was detailed for duty at the Landour Convalescent 
Dep6t, and he served there from the beginning of April 
to the close of November, and having then been directed 
to do duty with the 10*J» Light Cavalry at Karnal, he 
did not rejoin his own regiment, at Nasirabad, until 
March 1834. In the autumn of that y^, on the occa- 
sion of the demonstration against Jo&pur, he accom- 
panied his regiment into the field in the Bajwara Field 
Force, and he was afterwards employed with the corps 
in the operations undertaken for the restoration of order 
in the district of Shekhawat. He returned to Nasirabad 
with the regiment in the spring of 1835, and immedi- 
ately afterwards proceeded to Landour, for a second tour 
of duly at the Convalescent Dep6t. In the succeeding 
November he rejoined the regiment in camp near Jaipur, 
whence in December he marched with it en route to 
Karnal, arriving at that station in January 1836. To- 
wards the end of October 1838 he was detached from. 
Karnal, in command of a squadron of the regiment, for 
escort duly with the Oommander-in-Ohief, and having 
joined His Excellency’s camp at Manimajra on the 7*^ 
November, he was tixen appointed to the command of 
the whole of the escort ; in tins capacity he attended His 
Excellency to the camp of the Army of the Indus at 
Ferozepore, and thence to Karnal, where, with the sq,uad- 
ron, he rejoined his regiment early in January 1889 
On the of that month he was appointed Second-in 
Command of the Jaloun (afterwards styled the Bundel-" 
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khand) Legion, iihe formation of whieli was then ordered, 
and having joined at Jliansi, he assisted in organising 
that corps, bnt in the following September he resigned 
the appointment and rejoined Ms own regiment at 
Karnal In the winter of 1839-40 he accompanied the 
regiment on escort dniy with the Governor-General, and 
he afterwards proceeded with it to N eemnoh. In J anuary 
18^2 he was appointed acting Interpreter and Quarter- 
Master to the regiment, and he held the post for three 
months, in the course of which, in March, he moved 
with the corps to Nasirabad. In August 1842 he was 

again appointed to officiate as Interpreter and Quarter- 
Master, and in the following month he was m^e per- 
manent in the situation. In the autumn of 1843 he 
accompanied the regiment on service mth the Army of 
Gwalior, and was present with it at the battle of Ma- 
ha^jpur (bronze star). On the conclusion of that 
campaign he marched with the regiment to Ambala, 
arriving there at the end of [February 1844, and at that 
station he continued serving until the outbreak of the 
first Sikh War towards the close of 1845. On the oc- 
currence of that event, and on the consequent formation 
of the Army of the Sutlej, lie was, on the 13*^ Decem- 
ber, appointed Depy. Asst. Qr. Mr. Genl. of the Oavaliy 
Division, and in that capacity he was present at the 
battle of Mddki. On tke day succeeding the battle, 
19*^ December, in consequence of Captain Dawkins 
(q. c.) having been very severely wounded, he was ap- 
pointed acting Commandant of the Governor-General’s 
Body Guard, and he commanded that corps during the 
remainder of the campaign, inclnding the battles of K- 
zozshsdir, Aliwal and Sobraon (Medal and tMee clasps). 
In the meantime, on the 3rd Jannaiy 1846, he had been 
nominated Commandant of llie 12*^ Irregular Cavalry, 
the raising of wMch had then been ordered, and as soon 
as tbe war was over he proceeded to PerozepoM and 
'assumed command of his new corps, with which, in 
March 1846, he moved to Ambala. In the following 
November he accompanied the regiment (which had 
now become the 13^ Irregular Cavalry) to Hoshiarpur, 
-whence he moved with it to Makhd in November 1847, 
*aad to Ferozepore in the autumn of 1848. At the end 
of November 1848 he accompanied the regiment to 
Lahore, He subsequently (February 1849) commanded 
the corps in the field during the latter patt of the 
Bonjab Campaign, and was with the force which 
held Wazirabad and the fords of the Ghenab while 
UbiQ warn body oi the Army was engaged in the 
hattLe oi (3ujetat tMedal and clasp). A week after the 
waasent wi& his regiment to join the pursu- 
itig force under tihe command of Sir Waiter dilbert^ 
and with this force he eventually proceeded to Fedia- 
war, arriving there on the 21®* March, and taking up 
quarters there at the end of the succeeding month. ^ 
the following December he commanded the regiment in 
the expedition against the insurgent clans of Badzai, 
and was present at the capture and destruction, after 
some shar^ fighting, of the vtilages of Sanghdo, 
Zurmai^iand Sherkhana. In January 1850 he ac- 
companied the regiment to Jullundur, whence, in the 
following April, he went on sick leave to Simla, but 
riot having recovered his health there, he proceeded to 
Calcutta, whence in March 1851, he went on leave to 
the Cape Colony, Sottth Africa, for two years. ]&tnm- 
ing to India' eatly in 1853, he rejoined the 13*^ laeguJar 
Oayahy at QurdSapur, whence in the following Novem- 
ber he accompanied the regiment to Bareilly. At the 
end of April 1855 he was again obliged to go away to 
fee hills' pu sick leave, and in fee following July, find- 
hctg himself too bmken in health for e:&ient work, 
m resigned fee ccmimmd of fee 13^ Irregular Oavahy, 
Theres^er he was continuously on sick leave, at Mus- 
soorie, Naini Tal and Simla, until his death, which took 
pbofe at Simla on fee 7*^ November 1857.

Raikes, Edward Augustus, Limtenant (1840- 
1865.— GVaue at Lahore, No, 614 : tablets at Lahore and 
Oujranwala, Nos. 627 and 737. — ^The second son of 
Charles Ralkes, Esq*** O.S.I., of the Bengal Civil Ser- 
vice, who was of the family of Raikes of Treberfydd, 
Go. Brecon. Born at Ghazipur, on the 1®* July 1840.— 
Entered H.M.’s Service on the 14*^ June 1859 as 
an Ensign in the 93^ Foot (the Sutherland High- 
landers), the depot of which he joined at Aberdeen . 
In the autumn of 1860 he proceeded to India and 
joined the regiment at Rawal Pindi, and there in 
January 1861 he was appointed Instructor of Mus- 
ketry to the corps. In the following November he 
accompanied the re^ment to Peshawar, and he served 
with it tiiere until January 1862, when he was 
appointed Aide*de-Oamp to the Lieutenant-Governor 
of the Punjab. At the end of 1863 he rejoined his 
re^ment on its being detailed to reinforce the Yusaf- 
zai Field Force, but he did not accompany the 
portion of the corps which actually went up to the 
Ambela Pass. On the 1®* February 1864 he exchanged 
into the 107*^ Foot. On the 8**^ of the same month his 
services were placed at the disposal of the Government 
of the Punjab, as a candidate for the Bengal Staff 
Corps, and on the same day he was appointed an Asst, 
Commissioner in the Gujranwala District. In Decem- 
ber 1864 he was admitted into the Bengal Staff Corps 
with effect from the 4*^ March preceding, from which 
date he was also promoted to the rank of Lieutenant. 
He did not long survive his admission to the Staff 
Corps, for on the 22^ January 1865 he met with an 
unfortunate accident, having on that day been killed 
by a fall from his horse at some place in the Gujran- 
wala district the name of which has not been record- 
ed.

Raikes, Frank Stewart Whittington, Maj&r 
('1854 — 1897). —Ghrave at Batta Khel, No. 1107; tabled 
at Bawal Pindi, No. 804. — The third son of Major 
Richard William Raikes, of the Madras Army, who 
was a cadet of the family of Raikes of Llwynegrin, Co. 
Flint. Bom on the 31®* December 1854. — ^Entered 
H. M,’s Service on the 28*^ February 1874 as a Sub* 
Lieutenant in the 1®* Battalion 12*^ Foot, and horn 
the same date he was afterwards promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant. He joined feel®* Battalion 12*^' at the 
Ourragh, and served with it there for several months. 
On the 29*^ July foltowing he was transferred to the 
Bofle Brigade, and having been posted to the 3rd 
Battalion of that corps, he joined it at Aldershot. 
During the next seven years he served with this 
battalion at Chatham, Shomcliffe, Woolwich, Aldershoi^ 
Dublin, and the Ourragh, On the 20**^ June 1881 he 
was promoted to the rank of Captain, and was posted 
soon afterwards (in August) to the 2^ Battalion, which 
he joined at Cork. In the following October he was 
transferred to the 1®* Battalion, and proceeding to 
Bombay early in 1882, he joined a detachment of the 
battalion at Poona. Towarasthe end of the year he 
joined the head^quarters of the battalion at Ahmad- 
nagar, whence, in the winter of 1888-84 he accompanied 
fee corps to Bdgaum. When the battalion was sent 
to Burma in 1886 he was left in command of thedepdt 
at Belgaum, but he joined fee corps at Pagan towards 
fee end of fee following year, and in 1888 he accom- 
panied it to Myingyan. In December 1888 ha proof- 
ed with the faattanon to Bareilly, and while serving 
wife it at that place in February 1890 ha was appoint- 
ed Station Stan Officer at Ranikhet, a post which he 
lefamed few? nearly tw^ On the 16*^ December 

1891 he was promoted to the rank of Major, and having 
been posted to fee 3*^ Battalion, he joined it at JuUun- 
dux, and in October 1892 prooseded with it to Peshawar. 
In December 1892 he was to fee 4^ Batta-. 
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lion, but in the following month he was moved back to 
the 3^^ Battalion, with which he contimied serving 
until October 1894, when he went home on leave. He 
returned to India and rejoined the battalion at Rawal 
Pindi in October 1895, and in April 1896 he proceeded 
with it to Knldana, On the 26^^ June 1896 he was 
appointed Second-in-Command of the battalion, and 
in the following October he marched back with it to 
Bawal Pindi. On the outbreak of the frontier war in 
June 1897, he accompanied the battalion on service 
with the Tochi Pield Force, and after taking part in 
most of the movements and operations of that force, he 
died at Sherani, in the Tochi Valley, on the 4*^ Septem- 
ber 1897. 

Note.— Major (then Captain) Eaihes married, on the I5th 
December 1885, LUian, daughter of H, S. Waddington, Esqr., 
Indian Civil Service. 

Ralfe, Henry, Ensign(l&10 — 1837). — Grave atBelh^ 
No, 67, — ^Entered the Bengal Army in 1826. Arrived 
in India at the end of January 1828, and in the follow- 
ing month was sent up to Bairackpore, to do duty with 
the 66 *^ N. I. On the 1®* July following he was posted 
to the 3^ N. I, which he joined, in the autumn, at 
Ludhiana. Towards the end of 1830 he marched with 
the regiment to Nasirabad. In July 1832 he was 
transferred to the 38^^ N. I., but that regiment being 
then at Midnapore, he was permitted to remain ana 
do duty with the 3^ N. I. until the following October. 
Subsequently, in December, the 38*^ being under orders 
to proceed to Benares, he was allowed to remain at that 
station and do duty with the 54*^ N. I, until the former 
should arrive there, and on the 54*^ leaving Benares in 
February 1833, he was permitted similarly to do duty 
wiih the 66 *^ N. I. He eventually joined the 38*^ 
on its arrival at Benares towards the end of August 
1833, and he continued serving with iu there until 
December 1835, when ho marched with it en route to 
Delhi. He arrived at Delhi with the regiment in 
February 1886, and at that place he died on the 9th 
March 1837. 

Note.— The date inscribed on tliis officer’s tombstone (the 
20tli Mai'cb 1837) is incorrect. 

Ramsays Alexander, Zieutenant (1821 — 1855).— 
Grave at Zahore Cantonment, No, 657. — The eldest 
son of Colonel Michael Ramsay, Bengal Infantry, 
Bom at Calcutta about the end of Mw?oh 1821. — 
Entered the Bengal Army in 1840, and arrived in 
India in May 1841. He had, in the preceding month 
been posted, in anticipation of his arrival, to the 
42*^ N. I. but on the 22 ^ May, shortly after reaching 
Calcutta, he was transferred, at his own request, to the 
57 th N, I., then commanded by his father, and he soon 
afterwards joined that regiment at Lucknow. In the 
following December he moved with the regiment to 
Oawnpore, whence in the spring of 1843 he proceeded 
with the corps to Hoshangabad, and in the succeeding 
summer to Saugor. In June 1845 he was appoint^ 
actmg Interpreter and Quarter-Master of the 39*^ N. L, 
at Nowgong, and he held that appointment until the 
foDowing November, when he rejoined his own regiment 
at Saugor, At the end of January 1846 he was nomi- 
nated Adjutant of the 8 **^ Dep 8 t Battalion, to be formed 
at JEtawa, but early in the following March, on the 
termination of the 35rst Sikh War, the orders for the 
formation of this and other dep 6 t battalions were can- 
celled, and rejoining his regiment at Saugor, he moved 
with it soon afterwards to Dinapore. At the end of 
July 1846 he was ap;pointed Adjutant of the regiment, 
and he held this appointment until January 1850, when 
he was permitted to resign it. In the spring of the 
same year he accompanied the regiment to Mian 
and there in August 1851 he was appointed Intemreter 
and Quarter-Master to the regiment, but he had held 
this situation for little more than eighteen months 
when, at the end of February 1863, he was obliged to 
it up, and having been found incapble of perform- 
ing the active duties of his profession, he was, in 


February 1854, transferred to the Invalid Establish- 
ment, with cfflect from the 1 of the preceding month. 
He continued residing within the limits of the Lahore 
Division until his death, which (caused by injuries 
sustained in a fall from his hrse) occurred at Mian 
Mir on ihe 22^ November 1855. 

Note.— T he date of this officer’s death and his age are both 
incorrectly stated in the inscription on his tomb. 

Rawson, John Simpsons Zzeutemnt (1820 — 1846) 
Tablet at Ferozejpore, No. 444. — ^Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1839. — Arrived in India in Mhy of the same 
year, and in the following month was sent up to 
Barraokpore to do duty with the 57^^ N. I. In the 
following August he was posted to the 63^ N. I., and 
having joined that regiment at Lucknow, he ^oceeded 
with it to Fatehgarh in Januazy 1841. In September 
1842 he marched with the regiment en route to Ferozepore 
to join the Army of Reserve, but the corps was, under 
later orders, halted at Eamal, and, after being detained 
there for some months, was directed to proceed to Delhi, 
where he arrived with it early in April 1843. Early in 
the following month he was appointed acting Adjutant 
of the regiment, and he continued officiating in the 
appointment until the end of the succeeding November. 
In the latter month he accompanied the corps to 
Ambala, at which station from the beginning of May 
to the end of Jul;^ 1845 he officiated as Depy. Pay 
Master of the Sirlund Division. On the IS^b of August 
following he was again appointed to officiate in that 
appointment, and he continued acting in it until the 
14*^ November, when he resigned it in order to rejoin 
his regiment, which had left Ambala in the preceding 
month, en route to Sindh, but had been halted at Feroze- 
pore on account of the threateniog aspect of aSairs in 
the Punjab. From a variety of causes he was unable to 
go on to Ferozepore at once, but on the first Sikh 
War breaking out in December, he went to the front 
with the Army of the Sutlej, and was present, with ii^ 
at the battle of Mudki. On the 19*^ December, the 
day after the battle of Mudki, he was appointed acting 
Depy. Asst. Quarter-Master General to the Second 
DivisioEi of Infantry of the Army of the Sutlej, and in 
that capacity he was present with it at the battle o£ 
Firozshahr. In the following month, while on duiy 
with the force under the command of ^ Sir Harry Smith, 
he was present at the battle of Aliwal. Finally, as 
Offg. Depy. Asst. Quarter-Master General, ho was 
present with the Second Division at the battle of 
Sobraon, and there fell, whilst gallantly cheering on the 
men to the assault of the Sikh entrenchments, — 10*^ 
February 1846. 

Raynor, William, T, 0., Captain (1796 — 1860).^ 
Inscription at Delhi, No. 165 ; grave at Ferossepore, 
No, 502. Bom in Nottinghamshire in July 1796. — 
Enlisted into the East India Company’s Service in 1812. 
Arrived in India, in the H. E. 1. C.’s ship Hugh Inglis, 
in February 1813, and having been sdlotted to the 
Bengal European Regiment (now the 1®* Battalion of 
the Royal Munster Fusiliers), he served iu the ranks of 
that regiment for nearly eight years. As a Corporal 
and acting Sergeant he served with a detachment of 
the co^s (forming part of the force tinder the command 
of Major-^neral Marlev) in the first campaign of the 
war with Nepal in 1814-16 (India War Medal and 
clasp). Haying attained the position of Sergeant- 
Major in the regiment, be was, on the 6 ^^ November 
1820, appointed a Sub-Conductor in the Ordnance 
Commissariat Dept., and was, soon afterwards, posted 
to the Arsenal in Fort William. On the 14*^ January 
1823 he was promoted to the rank of Conductor and 
posted to the Magazine at Cawnpore, at which station 
he served iininteiTuptedly for more than twenty years. 
On the 6^^ October 1843 he was promoted to the rank of 
Depy. Asst. Commissary of Omnance and posted to 
the Delhi Magazine, * in which he served for nearly 
fourteen years. On the 17* April 1845 he was promote 
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to the rank of Aast. OommisBary of Ordnance^ 
aaid on the August 1862 he was further advanced 
to commissioned rank and appointed a Lieutenant on 
the Veteran Bstahlishment. On the 10*^ J uly 1855 he 
was promoted to Dopy* Oommissaiy of Ordnance. In 
the following year he was posted to the Magazine at 
Perozepore, but having been directed to continue doing 
duty, as a temporary arrangement, at Delhi, the outbreak 
of the Mutiny found him still at that place. He was 
one of The Devoted Nine who, on the 11*^ May 1857, 
8D gallantly defended the Delhi Magazine against an 
overwhelming host of rebels and mutineers,^ and 
eventually blew it up rather than allow it to 
fsiU intact into the hands of the enemy ; and he, though 
severely wounded, was one of only three who, after 
tiie explosion, succeeded in escaping to Meerut. In 
recognition of his services and of the gallantry dis- 
played by on this memorable occasion, he was 
awarded the Victoria Cross and was promoted to the 
of Captain on the Veteran Establishment, and ^ in 
the ordinary conrse he was also granted the Indian 
Mutiny Medal. Eta subsequently, w^hen he_ had partially 
recovered from his wounds, joined his appointment in the 
Berozepore Magazine, and he continu^ serving there 
imtil his death. He died at Eerozepore on the 13*^ 
December 1860. 


Reade, Frederic, Ensign (1834 — 1855 ). — Grave 
at Ferosepore^ No, 498. — Son of the Revd. Frederic 
Beade, of Brighton. Bom in 18.34. — Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1853. Arrived in India on the 30th 
September of the same year, and proceeding to Foroze- 
pore he tiiere joined the N. I., to which, in anticipa- 
tion of his arrival, he had been posted on the 6*^ idem. 

the following December, however, consequent on the 
dtoovery of an error that had occurred in determining 
Ins exact standing, this posting was cancelled, but he 
was directed to continue with the 18*^ N> I. until an 
wliustment could be effected. This having been accom- 
plished he was, in January 1854, posted to the 34*^ N.I., 
which he joined soon afterwards whilst it was on the 
march from Wazirabad to Lucknow, and he arrived 
with it at the latter station towards the end of the 
fcdiowing month. In April 1854 he was transferred, at 
hm own request, to the 57^^ N. I., and he joined that 
corps at Mmn Mir in July, In the following October 
he maiMshed with the regiment to Ferozepore, at which 
iMatioEnito Serving with it until his death. 

He died at Ferozepore on the 4^^ December 1855« 


Rees, Crawford MltfCrd, Oaptain (1814—1850).- 
Orave at Ambala, No, 219.— Entered the Bengal Arm] 
in 1833. Arrived in India in August 1834, and before 
the end of the month was sent up to Baxrackpore to d< 
duty with the N, L In the following November h 
was posted to the 66*1^ N. I., which he joined at Allahabai 
on its arrival there from ISIhow in February 1836. To 
wards the end of 1837 he accompanied the regiment t 
Berhampore, whence, in March 1838, he moved with i 
"to Barrackpore. In April 1838 he was appointed Secom 
Subaltern of the 1®* fiegiment of Infantry of the Oudl 
Attriliary Force,— afterwards styled the 1®* Oudh Loca 
Infantry,— which he joined at Sultanpur. In Januar 
1840 he was appointed Adjutant of corps, and ii 
tixe following October he was directed to officiate m 
Station Staff Officer at Sultanpur, in addition to hh 
other duties. In March 1841 he was ncmiinated Adju* 
taut of his own regiment^ the 66*^ N. I, but this wai 
cancdled in tiie following April, and be remained or 
with the 1^ Ondh Local Infant^, as Adjutant, unti] 
August 1845, when he was obEgdd to vacate the ap 
pointment in consequence of his promotion to the xanl 
of Captain. At the end of the fdlowing month he 
i?ejoined the at Allahabad, whence he accompaniei 
It to Nowgong, in Btmdelkhand, arriving there earlt 
in November 1845.

officiated, in addition, as Adjutant of Invalids. In 
August 1849 he succeeded to the command of the 
garrison, and this he continued holding until the end of 
the succeeding November, when he was directed to rejoin 
and take command of his regiment. Rejoining the 
65‘^ accordingly, at Benares, he held command for two 
months, and in the spring of the following year he ac- 
companied the regiment to Lahore, where he again held 
command of the corps from June to September 1850. 
Towards the end of tiie following November he obtained 
leave to proceed to the Presidency, preparatory to ap- 
plying for furlough to Europe on medical certificate, 
but he did not live to reach his destination, having died 
at Ambala, on his way down to Calcutta, on the 13^*^ 
December 1850.

Renniei David Field, M. D., Surgeon (1825 — • 
1868 ). — Grave at Campbellpury No, 843. — ^Entered 
H. M.’s Service on the 19*^ September 1848 as an 
Assistant-Surgeon in the Ordnance Medical Dept., and 
he served with various units of the Royal Aitillery 
at various stations, home and foreign, until the 
autumn of 1857. On the 2^ October 1857 he was 
promoted to the rank of Staff Surgeon, and having 
been sent shortly afterwards to Western Australia, he 
continued serving there until the end of 1859, when he 
was transferred to China, In the summer of 1860 he 
proceeded on service with the expedition to the north 
of China, and, in medical charge of the Artillery of the 
First Division, he served there throughout the cam- 
paign of that year, including the action of Sinho, the 
capture of Tang-ku, the affair with the batteries on 
the Peiho river on the 18*^^ August, the storm and 
capture of the Taku Forts on the 21®*, and the subse- 
quent surrender of Tientsin (Medal and clasp). On the 
4*^ June 1861 he was appointed Surgeon to the 31®* 
Foot, then in North China, and he served with that re- 
giment during the occupation of Tientsin, and after- 
vrards in the operations of April and May 1862 against 
the Taxping rebels in the province of Kiangsu, including 
the capture of Nan-Hsxang, Kahding, Tsingpu, Tsoling 
andNajow, and the subsequent affair at Nan-Hsiang. 
As Senior Medical Officer in North China (which (posi- 
tion he held from June 1862 to Ai^ust 1863) he was 
present at the repulse of the Taiping rebels from 
Sbanghai, and at the capture of Eahding. In the year 
last mentioned he served for some time in Japan during 
the oontinuanoe of hostilities in that country. In May 

1863 he was again appointed a Staff Surgeon ana 
transferred to India, and having arrived at Odoutta in 
the succeeding October, he was employed there for more 
than a year on special duty under the Inspector- General 
of Hospitals, Bengal Medical Service, In December 

1864 his services were placed at the disposal of the Com- 
mander-in-Ohief, and towards the end of January 1865 
he was a;ppointed to the medical charge of the 64*i» Foot, 
then stationed in Fort William. At the close the 
suoceedmg month, in coxmeotion with the opexationB 
then being carried on^ in the il^utan Dd4rs, he was 
ordered to take medicsl charge of the hoad-quarters 
detachment of the 80*^ Foot at Dum-Dum, aud with it 
proceed^ immediately to Darjeeling and join the five 
oompanios of the regiment then stationed at that place. 

* He accordingly accompanied the head-quarters of the 
regiment to Darjeeling, and be continued serving there 
with the oorpB until the beginning of May, when he vw 
ordered down to Oalcatte to assume charge of the Ed- 
derpore Drpdt Hospital and of No. 3 Battery, 25*^ 
Brigade Royal Artmeiy ; bat he had scarcely takm up 
these duties when, in the mooeeding mox^ sent 
home in medieed charge of inval^ and tixne-expired 
men.

Renny, Thomas John O’Dwyer, Lieutenant and 
Adjutant (1846 — *1879 ). — Grave at Kdhat, No» 1033. — 
Son of Colonel Robert Renny, C.B., Bengal Staff 
Corps, and grandson of Lieutenant- Colonel Hercules 
Renny, of H, M.'s Service, Inspecting Field Officer 
of Militia in Nova Scotia, who was a cadet of the 
family now known as the Renny-Tailyours of Barrow- 
field, Co. Forfar Bom at Mussooiie on the 15th 
August 1846. — ^Entered H. M.’s Service on the 11*^ 
April 1868 as an Ensign in the SP* Foot, but was 
transferred on the same day to the 36*^, and being in 
India when he was gazetted, he joined the latter regi- 
ment at Peshawar in the succeeding June. In Novem- 
ber 1869 he accompanied the regiment to Rawal Pindi, 
and on the 28th October 1871 he was promoted to tha 
rank of Lieutenant. On the 5th January 1872 he was 
appointed Second Wing Subaltern in the 4th Punjab 
Infantry, on probation for the Bengal Staff Corps, into 
which he was subsequently admitted with effect from 
that date. He joined this regiment at Abbottabad, and 
at that station from February 1873 to April 1874 he 
officiated as Quarter-Master of the corps, acting also as 
Adjutant, in addition, from the month of January. In 
April 1874 he was appointed First Wing Subaltern, and 
still officiating as Adjutant, he, in December of that 
year, marched with the regiment to Kohat, at which 
station he continued officiating as Adjutant of the corps 
until Februaiy 1876. From September 1876 to May 
1877 he again officiated as Quarter -Master, and during 
this period a reorganisation of regimental appoint- 
ments having taken place, his permanent appointment 
received the designation of ** Wing Officer.” In August 
1877 he took part with the regiment in a raid into the 
country of the Jowaki Afridis, carried out in reprisal 
of Jowaki incursions into British territory, and in the 
following winter, as Adjutant of the regiment (to which 
post he was permanently appointed in November 1877 ), 
he served with tha corps throughout the arduous 
operations against that troublesome clan (India Medal 
and oiasp). On the ^rmination of this campaign he 
accompanied the regiment to Edwardesabad, arriving 
there in Apnl 1878, and during the cold season of 
1878-79 he was actively employed with the corps in 
protecting the Tank border against the Mahsud 
Waziris, who had at that time been making a series of 
unusually daring raids into British territory. In the 
autumn of 1879, on the renewal of the Afghan War, he 
accompanied the regiment to the Kuram valley, and in 
December of tiie same year he took part with it in the 
expedition against the Zaimukhts, a tribe which had 
been conspicuously troublesome in its plundering and 
murdering incursions on the line of communications. 
In the oper^ions which followed he unfortunately lost 
his life, having, on the 14^ December, fallen mo^lly 
woiind.ed (shot through t^e head) in the assault of 
Zawa, the Zaimukht stronghold. He died of his 
wound on the following &y, in camp at Ghinarak, 
whence his remains were afterwards removed to Kohat, 
and there interred. 

Repton, WiHiam Wheatley, Oaptain (1822—

1840. Aj^ved in India in Jtine 1841, and having, in 
anticipation of his arrival, been posted, on the April 
preceding, to the 66**^ N. I., he jbined that regiment at 
MaJahi, in the Saran district, in the following Decern- 
b^. In April 1842 he aooompanicd the corps to Luck* 


now, whence in the autumn of 1843 he proceeded with 
it on service in the Gwalior Campaign, and was present 
with it in the battle of Maharajpur ^bronze star). On 
the conclusion of the operations he marched with the 
regiment to Agra, arriving at that place in February 
1844, In March 1845 he was appointed acting Adjutant 
of the regiment, and in that appointment he was made 
permanent in the foDowing July. In November 1846 
he accompanied the regiment to Nurpur, in the JuUun- 
dur Doab. In the following month he was nominated 
to officiate as Adjutant of the Nasiri Battalion, which 
he joined at Jutogh, near Simla, and having been con- 
firmed in that appointment in March 1847 (vacating 
the Adjutancy of his own regiment) he held it until 
near the close of the succeeding October, when he was 
appointed Second-in-Oommand of the 3^ Sikh Local 
Infantry^ then stationed at Ambala, where he joined it. 
In September 1851 he was appointed to officiate as 
Commandant, and, having in the following November 
accompanied the regiment to Hoshiarpur, he was, in 
the succeeding month, appointed Commandant perma- 
nently. In November 1852, in command of the regi- 
ment, he marched from Hoshiarpur towards Hazara, 
to take part in an expedition against the Hasanzais 
of the Black Mountain, but, unfortunately for him, 
the operations had terminated before he could reach 
the scene of action. In January 1853 he proceededi 
with the regiment to Abbottabad, where a cantonment 
was then first established, and at that place he died on 
the September following, 

Revoley, Matthew Hugh, Lieutenant (1829— 
1857 ),^ — Tablet atDelhi, No, 158.— 'Son of Algernon 
Reveley, Esqr., sometime of the Bengal Civil Service, 
who was a cadet of the Reveleys of Bryn-y-Ghvyn, 
Co. Merioneth. Bom at Boulogne-sur-Mer, in France, 
in 1829. — ^Entered the Bengal Army in 1847. Arrived 
in India on the 16*^^ July of the same year, and on the 
28^ was ordered up to Benares to do duty with the 9**^ 
N. I. At the end of January 1848 he was posted to 
the 74*^ N. I., and having joined that regiment at 
Mhow, in Malwa, he accompanied it to Dacca, in East- 
ern Bengal, in the spring of 1860, to 'Barraokpore in 
May 1852, to Oawnpore in the spring of 1853, and to 
Delhi in March 1857. He was with the regiment at 
Delhi when the general Mutiny took place there on 
the IDk May 1857, and he perished in the atrocious 
massacre which ensued, having, with other officers of 
the regiment, been shot down at the Kashmir Gate by 
the mutineers of the 38 ^k N”, i. 

Ricardo, William Percy, Second-Lieutenant to. 
1858 — 1879 ). — Tablet at LaTiore, No, 633.— Son of Fre-* 
derick Ricardo, Esqr., of Paris and London.^E&t6red 
H. M.’s Service on the 9^^ January 1876 as a Sub- 
Lieutenant in the Wiltshire llilitia, in which corps ho 
was afterwards promoted to the rank of Lieutenant 
with effect from the same date. On the 13^^ March 
1878 he was transferred to the regular forces as a 
Second-Lieutenant in the 9*^ Lancers, the dep6t troop 
of which he joined soon afterwards at Oanterbuiy. Frf 
ceeding to India towards the cloise of the year he 
joined the regimental dep6t at Sialkot, the corps itself 
being then on service with the Second ^Division of the 
Pedmwar Valley Field Force. In the spring of 18W 
he was sent to join a detached squadron of the regiment 
at Kohat, and having snbsequently moved up into t^ 
Kuram valley with the squadron, he, on the renewal 
of the Afghan War in the following September, accom- 
panied itinto the jSieH as part of tixe force under the 
command of Sir iVederick Roberta, and wiih it took 
part in the action of Oharasiah and in the advance on 
andoGCu^tion of Kabul.

fl830— 1856 ). — Grave at Amhala^ 235.— The eldest 

ion of Lieutenant Chaxles Welstead Eichaxdson, of the 
5tii Bengal Light Oavali^, and grandson of Lieuten^t- 
Oolonel Tristram Chamley Squire, of the 13*1^ Toot 
(Somersetshire Light Infantry). Born atOhinsur^ni 
Bengal, on the 9*^ August 1830.— Bnt^ed ^ 

Sernce onthe 18* January 1850 as a Second-Lient- 
nant in the Battalion 60* Eifles. Proceeded to 
India and ioined the battalion at Kasauli in the foUow- 
inff October, and in November 1851 accompanied it to 
Jullundur. On the 6* June 1854 he was promoted 
to the rank of Lieutenant. In December 1855 he pro- 
ceeded with the corps to Meerut, and, his health failing 
while serving there, in the summer of 1856 he 
leave to the hills. He was still on leave when he died 
at Ambala on the 15* November 1856. 


Richmondf George Mitchell, Lieutenant (1839 — 
1863).— Grave at Peshawar, No, 944 — ^Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1858. Arrived in India in June of 
the same year, and in the following month was sent up 
to Delhi to do duty with the 2^ European Bengal Eusil* 
iers. In October 1858 he was posted to the cadre of 
the 54* N. I., with effect from the 24* August pre- 
ceediug, but he continued attached to the 2^ Bengal 
Pusiliers at Delhi until Eebruary 1859, when he was 
directed to do duty with the 23^ Punjab Infantry, at 
the same station. With this corps he served there 
until Eebruary 1860, when, on the 8* Punjab Infantry 
being augmented for service in China, he was nominat- 
ed to do duty with that corps, aud, in the following 
month, he embarked with it for Hong-Kong. He there- 
after served with it throughout the campaign of 1860 
in Northern China, taking part with it in the action of 
Sinho, the capture of Tang-ku, the storm and capture 
of the Taku Ports, and the advance on and occupation 
of Pekin (Medal and two clasps). He returned to 
India with the regiment early in 1861, landing at Cal- 
cutta on the 1®* Pebruary, and proceeding thence to 
Ambala, where he arrived with the corps early in the 
following April. In the succeeding cold season he 
marched with the regiment, — ^whioh had now become 
the 20* (Punjab) N. I,, — ^to Peshawar, at which station, 
from July 1862 to Pebruary 1863, he officiated as Ad- 
jutant of the corps. In October 1863 he accompanied 
the regiment on service with the Yusaf zai Pield Porce, 
tod he was thereafter present with it throughout the 
dperations in and about the Ambela Pass, up to the 
26* of that month, when, after a display of the most 
heroic gallantry, he fell mortally wounded in the defence 
of the “ Eagle’s Nest ” position.

Riddell, Henry Vansittart, Lieutenant-Golonel 
and BreveUOolonel (1841— 1888).— Grave at Multan, 
No, 876. — The second son of Eobert Riddell, Esqr., of 
Grange, Oo. Eoxburgh, — descended in the fifth gene- 
mtion from Sir Walter Riddell, Bart, (II), of Riddell, 
in the same county, — and grandson of Vice-Admiral 
Bean Vansittart, Royal Navy. Bom at Woodstock, 
in Oauada, on the 9* October 1841.— Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1858. Arrived in India in November 
of the same year, and was ordered to do du^ with 
H* M.’s 19* Poot at Barrackpore, whence he shortly 
afterwards moyed with that regiment to Dinapore. In 
March 1859 he was posted to the cadre of the late 68*^ 
N. I., but he continued doing duty with the 19* Foot, 
mth which, in the spring of 1860, he proceeded to 
Benares. In May 1860 he was appointed to do duty 
Jriih the 22^ Punjab Infantry, the left wing of which 
be joined at Nowgong; but m the following July he 
wasremoved from the cadre of the 68* N. I, and 
posM to the 2^ European Bengal Fusiliers, and, pro- 
cleedittg to Eoorkee, he joined that corps there in the 
September. In April 1861 he was appointed 
wt. Inafeuctor rf Musketry to theiegimanl and in the 
loBaivriitfg mtoih he was app<»nt6d OSg, .Ihstractor, 


but he held this situation only nntil the end of October 
1861, when he was appointed, an Asst. District Superin- 
tendent of Police in the Punjab. In this appointment 
he continued until July 1862, when he went home on 
furlough. On his return to India in the following 
year, he was appointed, October 1863, to do duty wil£ 
the 30* (Punjab) N. I., and he continued serving with 
that corps, at Benares, nntil January 1864, when he 
was appointed Quarter-Master to the 31®* (Punjab) 
N. I., at Barrackpore. In September 1864 he was ap- 
pointed to officiate as Adjutant and Wing Officer of 
this regiment, but in the same month, after officiating 
for a week as Second-in-Command, in addition, he was 
appointed Quarter-Master of the 21®* (Punjab) N . I. 
with effect from the 9*^ idem ; having, however, been 
detained with the 31®* as Offg. Adjutant, he did not 
join the 21®* , then at Allahabad, until the end of the 
foUowmg December In tibie spring of 1865 he accom- 
panied the 21®* to Mian Mir, at which place he continued 
serving with the corps until the succeeding July, when 
his services having been placed at the disposal of the 
Foreign Dept., he was appomted an Asst. Commissioner 
in the Punjab, and in civil employ in that province 
the rest of his service was passed. In November 1887, 
being then Offg. Divisional Judge at Multan, he was 
granted furlough to Europe on medical certificate, but 
before he could begin his homeward journey he died at 
that place on the 14*^ January 1888. 

Rideout, Henry Fortescue, Xiezt^ewaw^ (1822 — 
lS4i6),'--^See note BadhoioaV* after No, 442.— Entered 
the Bengal Army in 1 840. Arrived in India on the 
24*^1 January ISil, and was sent up to Barrackpore to 
join the 47**^ N. I., to which, in anticipation of his arrival, 
lie had been posted on the 9*^ of the same month. In 
the following November he accompanied the regiment 
to Kyook Phyoo, in Arakan, where he served with it 
until M!ay 1842. He then returned with the regiment 
to Barrackpore, whence in the winter of 1842-43 he 
marched with it to Benares. In the spring of 1845 he 
proceeded with the regiment to Ambala, from which 
station, on the outbreak of the first Sikh War in the 
following December, he accompanied it on service to- 
wards the Sutlej. He was present with it in the battles 
of Madki and Pirozshahr, and was killed by a cannon 
shot in the affair at Badhowal, on the 21®* January 
1846, when marching to the relief of Ludhiana with the 
force under the command of Sir Hany Smith. 

Righy Henry, Ensign (1832 — 1857 ). — Grave at 
Delhi, No, 111. — ^The eldest son of General Henry Eighy, 
Royal (lateBengal) Enrineers. — ^Appointed to the Depart- 
ment of Public Works, Bengal, on the 11* January 1856, 
and nominated Assistant Superintendent of the Western 
Jumna Canal. He joined the Army before Delhi, as a 
Volunteer, in August 1857, and on the 25* of that 
month was appointed (by Brigadier-General Wilson) to 
the coijps of Delhi Pioneers, with the temporary rank 
of Ensign. With that corps he served at the seige and 
capture of Delhi, On the termination of the siege he 
was retained at Delhi with the Pioneers, and he died 
there, of fever, on the 27**^ September 1857-

Ripley, John Peter, Ueuienant-Oolonel (1801— 
1857 ). — See No.. 113.— Bom at Kelvedon, Oo. Essex, 
early in 1801.— Entered the Bengal Army in 1819. 
Arrived in India in March 1820, and on the 29* of the 
same month was ordered up to Dinapore to do duty with 
the Bengal European Regiment ; three days later, how- 
ler, this was altered to duty with the 2d Battalion 18* 
NJ., and he joined that corps accordingly at Berhampore* 
^ January 1821 he was posted to the loengal European 
wgiment, which he joined soon afterwards at Ghazipuaf. 
In August 1822 he pooeeded on leave to Nagpur, te 
which station his re^ment had been cxrdered in coarse 
of reHef, and he rejoined the corps on its arrival there 
m March 1828* On the European Regiment being 
f ortoed into two distinct corps, in the reorgenisaiion of 
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Jilay 1824, he was i)osted to the 2d European Begiment^ 
hut before the division actually took place he was 
appointed, June 1824, to act as Quarter-li^ster to the 
1st. In ibe course of the same month he was appointed 
Interpreter and Quarter-Master to the 2^ European Ke- 
giment, but having been retained with the Is* during its 
movement up to Ghazipur at the end of the year, he did 
not join the head-quarters of the 2^ , then at Dinapore, 
until the spring of 1825. In the following September 
he moved with the 2^ European Eegiment to Berham- 
pore, whence, in November, he accompanied it to the 
island of Oheduba, on the coast of Arakan, which had 
been taken from the Burmese in the course of war then 
going on. On arrival there, early in December, he was 
appointed Staff Officer to the troops forming the garri- 
son of the island, and this appointment he continued 
holding until the autumn of 1826, when his regiment 
was withdrawn to Bengal and ordered up to Agra, at 
which place he arrived with it in Eebruary 1827. On 
the 2d European Regiment being amalgamated with the 
1st at the end of 1829 he became Interpreter and Quar- 
ter-Master to the united corps, which was now designat- 
ed The Bengal European Eegiment. ” Early in 
1832 he accompanied the European Regiment to Dina- 
pore, and there in June 1832, having attained the rank 
of Captain, he vacated the office of Interpreter and 
Quarter-Master. In the following October he proceeded 
on leave to tiie Presidency, and while there, at the end 
of December, he was appointed to officiate as Secretary 
to the Clothing Board : in this employment he continu- 
ed until the end of October 1833, when he went home 
on furlough. He returned to India in December 1836 
•and rejoined the European Eegiment at Agra, at which 
place he continued serving with it until February 1838, 
when he proceeded on a year’s sick leave to Mussoorie. 
His regiment having been ordered on service, he rejoin- 
ed it at Kamal at the end of October 1838, and proceed- 
ing with it afterwards to Ferozepore, he, at the end of 
^e year, accompanied it on service to Afghanistan, 
He arrived at Kandahar with the regiment in April 
1839, and having been appointed Fort Adjutant and 
Postmaster at that place when the Army moved forward 
at the end of the following June, he continued serving 
there for upwards of three years, in the course of which 
he took part in the defence of Kandahar when, in March 
1842, the Afghans made a desperate but fruitless attempt 
to carry the place by a cot^jp de main. When the move- 
ment to the northward was begun, under Major-General 
Nott, he was appointed, 31®** July 1842, to the charge of 
the military treastuce-chest and post office with the force 
under the command of that officer, and in that capactiy 
he was present in the actions of Qoaine and Ghazni, at 
the re-capture of the latter place, in the actions of Beni- 
JBadam and Maidan, at the re-occupation of Kabul, and 
in various actions in the passes between Kabul and 
Peshawar during the return march to the British pro- 
vinces in Hindustan (Medal, and promoted to the rank 
of Major by brevet). On the Army being broken up at 
Ferozepore, in January 1843, he was left at that place 
for the purpose of making up his treasure-chest accounts, 
which duty having been accomplished, his services were, 
on the 14th March, replaced at the disposal of the Oom- 
mander-in-Chief, and proceeding to Subathu, he there, at 
the end of the month, rejoined his regiment, which now 
bore the designation of the 1®* Bengal European Light 
Infantry.” In the following November he proceeded on 
leave to Calcutta, whence, in January 1844, he went 
home on furlough. He returned to India towards the 
■close of October 1847, and having in the following 
month been despatched to the Upper Provinces in com- 
mand of a large "tody of European recruits (nearly^ 700 
men), he rejoined the head-quarters of his regiment 
(now styled “ the 1®* European Bengal Fusiliers ”) at 
'Cawnpore early in 1848. In the following October he 
was appointed Offg. Asst. Ad 3 t,-Genl. of^ tbe Oawn- 
pore Division, and he continued in that situation until 
Febniary 1860, when he rejoined his regiment at Lahore. 
In March 1851 he moved, in command of the regiment, 


to Meerut, and he continued in command of it thc^e 
until June 1852, when he proceeded on sick leave to Naioi 
Tal, and afterwards to Calcutta, from which place he 
went home on furlough in January 1853. Returning to 
India in January 1856, he rejoined and took command 
of his regiment at Dinapore, whence he shortly after- 
wards marched with it foe Dagshai. In the following 
March, while still en route, his promotion to the rank of 
Lieutenant-Colonel was notified, and having, on the 18*^^ 
of that month, been posted to the 54^^ N. I., he joined 
and assumed command of that regiment at Aligarh. In 
the succeeding month he marched with the corps to 
Delhi, and he was still serving with it at that place 
when the great Mutiny burst forth on the IB^ May 
1857. Wlien, duriug the forenoon of that day, the first 
alarm was given of the disturbance caused by the arri- 
val of the revolted regiments from Meerut, he marched 
down to the city with eight companies of his regiment 
for the purpose of repelling the mutineers, but having 
soon after passing through the Kashmir Gate been 
met by the mutinous troopers of the 3^ Light Cavalry, 
and his own men fraternising with those miscreants, he 
and most of his officers were in an instant shot down or 
sabred, scarcely any escaping unscathed ; he himself, 
having been cut down by one trooper, cruelly hacked by 
several others, and bayonetted repeatedly by men of his 
own regiment, was left for dead with no less than seven- 
teen wounds, but having recovered slightly, and the 
mutineers having withdrawn temporarily from the spot, 
he contrived to crawl within the main-guard, where he 
was found by the garrison surgeon and removed to the 
Flag Staff Tower, on the Bidge, at which place other 
refugees from the city and the cantonment were assem- 
bled. On the Tower being abandoned and a general re- 
tirement begun, late in the evening, he, being then 
in a moribund condition, was placed in a duU and des- 
patched towards Karnal, but of his ultimate fate nothing 
is known, for, from the moment when the dtdi disappear- 
ed from view in the gathering darkness, he was never 
again seen or heard of by any of his British comrades. 

Roberts, Arthur Austin, O.B., O.S,L (1818— 
1868 ). — TaUet at Lahore, No, 628. — Son of Captain 
Brown Roberts, 1®* Battalion 25*^^ Bengal N. I., 
Sub- Asst, Oommy.-Genl,, by Margaret Mary, his 
wife, youngest daughter of Major John Anderson, 
Bengal European Regiment. Born at Benares on the 
13*^ May 1818. Educated at Hailey bury. — ^Entered the 
Bengal Civil Service in May 1837. AxTivod in India 
in October of the same year, and in Juno 1838 was 
placed under the Commissioner of the Benares Division, 
who, in the following month, placed him under the 
Magistrate and Collector of Benares. In this position 
he remained until October 1839, when he was appointed 
Offg. Joint Magistrate and Deputy Collector of Allah- 
abad. In June 1840 he was detached on special duty to 
Kalpi, and he remained there until the following year, 
when he went on leave, subsequently reverting to duty 
under the Magistrate of Benares. In November 1843 
he was appointed Offg. Magistrate and Collector of 
Allahabad, and he continued there until April 1843, 
when he was appointed Joint Magistrate and Deputy 
Collector of Delhi, John Lawrence then holding the 
appointment of Magistrate and Collector at that place. 
In this situation he remained until January 1849, 
when? he went home on furlough. He returned to 
India in November 1861, aud in March 1862 ho was. 
appointed Magistrate and Collector of Delhi ; but 
he retained this appointment for little more than fifteen 
months, having at the end of June 1853 been appointed 
Magistrate and Collector of Moradabad. In September 
1864 he was appointed Offg. Civil and Sessions Judge 
of Saugor, and having been oonfirmcsd in that appoint- 
ment at tile end of January 1855, he continued holding 
it for a period of twenty-one months, in the course of 
which he is said to have compiled a new Code of Laws . 
for the Saugor and Narbadda Territories, At the end 
of October 1856 he was appointed Offg. Commissioner 
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of ake Lahore Division, an appointment in -wliioli lie ^ ^ 
TOiS confirmed on the May 1857. A few days after 
this the Mutiny broke ont, and during the eventful 
period whicli followed lie (conspicuous for his vigour 
and activity, his firmness, and his prudence) rendered 
very eminent service in frustrating the designs of the 
mutineers and rebels and in preserving order through- 
out his extensive division ; and this was especially 
the case in connection with the disarming of the native 
troops at Mian Mir, the securing of Fort Govindgarh 
and Amritsar, and the assistance rendered to General 
Nicholson in intercepting the Sialkot mutineers, at 
whose defeat and annihilation at Trimmu Ghat he 
was present (Medal, and afterwards created a Com- 
panion of the Order of the Bath in the Civil Division). 

Tn April 1858 he was appointed Commissioner and 
Superintendent of the Jhelum Division, and he held 
that appointment for three years. On the l^* April 
1861, on the formation of the Isi Punjab Volunteer 
Bafles, he was appointed Commandant of the corps, 
a post which he retained as long as his connection 
with the Punjab lasted. A few days later he proceeded 
on leave to Bombay, whence in May 1861 he went 
home on furlough. In January 1862, during his 
absence in Europe, he was nominated Judicial Com- 
missioner of the Punjab. Betoming to India at the 
end of Ootoher 1862, he was, on the 12^^ of the sncceed- 
ing month, appointed an Additional Member of the 
Council of the Governor-General for making Laws 
and Eegulations ; in the spring of the following year 
he was appointed an OfPg. Judge of the High Court 
of Judicature at Fort William; and in December 1863 
he was appointed a Commissioner to examine into the 
claims of the native government of Oudh. In the 
spring of 1864 he was again appointed an Additional 
Member of the Council of the Governor-General for 
making Laws and Regulations, and ho held this position 
until the end of the yeax’, when he proceeded to Lahoi'o 
and took up the appointment of Judicial Commissioner 
of the Punjab. In Februaiy 1860 he was appointed 
a Judge of the Chief Oouit of the Punjab, and in the 
following May he was nominated a Companion of the 
Order of the Star of India. He continued serving as 
a Judge of the Chief Court until March 1868, when 
he was appointed Resident at Hyderabad, Deccan, and 
his connection with the Punjab ceased. Ho died at 
Hyderabad on the May 1868, only a few weeks 
after he had taken up h^s appointment there. 

Roberts, Stephen William Thornhill, 
enant (1854 — 1879 ). — Tablet at Lahore^ No* 632.-— 
Son of Arthur Austin Roberts, Esq., C;B., C.S.I., of 
the Bengal Civil Service.-— Entered H. M.*s Service on 
the 12*^ April 1873 as a First Lieutenant in the Royal 
Lancashire Artillery Militia. On the 3^ February 
1876 he was transien’ed to the regular foi*ces as a 
Lieutenant in the 39*^ Foot, and proceeding at once 
to India, he joined that regiment at Dagshai before the 
end of the succeeding month. In the winter of 1875-76 
he served with the regiment in the Camp of Exercise 
at Delhi, returning afterwards to Dagshai, and in the . 
succeeding cold season he accompanied it to the ImpemX 
Assemblage at the same place, whence he proceeded 
with the corps to Jhansi, arriving there in February 
1877, and afterwards accompanying a detachment to 
Gwalior. On the 25^^ April 1877 he was appointed an 
Offg* Wing Officer in ^ the 4*5^ N. I*, on probation for 
-Iffie Bengal Staff Coxps, into which ho was afterwards 
provisionally admitted with effect from that date. Ho 
joined that regiment at Lucknow, but in the following 
August he was transferred, in the same position, to tho 
27*^ (Punjab) N. I., and having joined that regiment 
at Nofwshera he, in the winter of 1877-78, served with 
it in the arduous campaign against tiie Jowaki Afridis 
(India Medal and clasp) . On the conclusion of these 
operationB he returned with the regiment to Nowshera, 

, flSiid he contumed serving there until the following 
when on Ike occasitm of hoBtUities with the 

ho joined the o<»!p8 (then in * 


. the field in the First Division of the Peshawar Field 
Force) at Landi Kotal ; thereafter (having in the same 
month been appointed Offg. Quarter-Master of the 
corps) he was present with it throughout the first 
campaign of the Afghan War, 1878-79, and with it took 
part in various operations on the Khaibar line. Durino- 
the return march to Peshawar, after the termination of 
the campaign, he fell a victim to cholera, dyino* at 
Landi Kotal on the 16*^ June 1879. 

Noie. — T he provisional admission of Lieutouaut Eobeits into 
the Bengal Staff Corps was cancelled after his death (6th October 
1879 ). 

Robertson, Henry Archibald, Lieutenant 
(3825 — >1855 ). — Grave at Amhala^ No, 231. — ^Entered 
H. M.’s Service on the 8*^^ April 1842 as an Ensign in 
the 82^ Foot, and having joined that regiment in 
Jamaica, he, in May 1843, accompanied it to Canada, 
where he served with it for nearly three years. On the 
8th Augnist 1845 he was promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant. On the 14^^^ April 1846 he exchanged into 
the 53^ Foot, and proceeding to India he joined that 
I'egimentat Ferozepore at the end of the year. In 
February 1848 he accompanied the regiment to Lahore, 
where he remained with it, in gaxTison, until nearly 
the end of the second Sikh War. Early in February 
1849 he proceeded on service with six companies of 
the corps, and with these, forming part of tho dotachod 
force under the command of Colonel Byrne, (<?.r.), he took 
part in the closing operations of the Punjab Campaign, 
including the holding of the fords of tho Ohenab, near 
Wazirabad, during the battle of Gujerat,and thoinirsuit 
of tho Sikhs to Rawal Pindi after that victoiy (Medal 
and clasp). On the termination of tho campaign ho 
was stationed with the regiment at Rawal Pindi, whonco 
in December 1851, on the^ occasion of Mohmand in- 
cursions into British torritbry, ho marched with a 
portion of tho corps to Peshawar, and thonco on to 
the Mohmand border, where ho was employed with 
it until February 1852. He thereafter served with 
the regiment at Peshawar until the spring of 1884, 
when ho marched with it to Dagshai, In the autumn 
of the following year ho was nominated for duty with 
invalids going home vid Karachi and Bombay, but ho 
did not live to carry out that service, for, having 
accompanied his regiment (ru rotUe from D.agsliai to 
Fort William) as far as Ambala, he died at tliat place 
on the 30^J* October 1855.

Robinson, Francis Wrightson, Nmign (1827 — 
1849 ). — Mmmient on the baitU^field of Ofdliammla, 
No, 752.— Entered the Bengal Army in 1846. Arrived 
in India in June of the same year, and was sent up 
to Dinaporo to do duty witli the N. I. Tn tho 
following October he was posted to tho 5*^ N, L, then 
under orders to proceed from Dacca to Dinapore, but 
he never joined this regiment, and on tho 27 *b of fho 
following month ho was removed, at his own request, 
to the 56tb N. I. ^ He joined this regiment at Nurpur, 
and proceeded with it to Hajipur in April 1847, to 
LudMana in February 1848, and to Ferozepore in 
September 1848. On the formation of the Army of the 
Punjab he joined it with his regiment, and served 
with the corps in the Punjab Campaign of 1848-49, 
including the passage of the Ohenab, tho action of 
Sadulapur, and the battle of Ohilianwala, in which 
last he fell,~13*b January 1849. 

Robinson, John Graham, Captain (1861 — 
lB9'7),'^Orave at Kohai^ No, 1040. — ^Bom on the 
22'! Januaiy 1861.— Entered H. M.*s Service (from the 
Royal Mily* College) on tho 14 *b January 1880 as a 
Seoond-Xiieutenant in the 2^ Battalion ]g*oo^ ^^0 
Royal Scots), which corps he joined at Jubbulporo 
in the spring of the same year. On the 22^ January 
1881 he was trazusfeired to the 2^ Battalion 6^^ 
and joined at Ga'Vfnpore. On the July 1881 he 
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was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant, and on the 
1^ July 1882 he was appointed an 03g. Wing Officer 
in the 33^ N. I., on probation for the Bengal Staff 
Corps, into which he was subsequently admitted with 
effect from that date. Having joined the head-quarters 
of that regiment at Baksa, he continued serving there 
until May 1883, when he was transferred in the same 
position to the 2^ Gurkha Regiment at Dehra Dun, 
^nd in the following September he was appointed a 
Wing Officer in that corps permanently. In September 
1886 he was appointed Quarter-Master of the 1®* 
Battalion 2^ Gurkha Regiment, and he continued 
holding that post for two years and four months, in the 
course of which period he twice officiated as Adjutant. 
At the end of January 1889 he was appointed Adjutant 
of the battalion, and in March 1890 he went home on 
leave. Having in January 1891, while still on leave 
in Europe, attained the rank of Captain, he vacated 
the Adjutancy, and on returning to India and rejoining, 
in March 1891, he was appointed Offg. Second-in- 
Command of the battalion. In the following month 
he accompanied the corps on service on the expedition 
to Manipur, where he served with it until the close 
of the operations (India Medal and clasp). He soon 
afterwards vacated the appointment of Offg. Second- 
in-Oommand, and in November 1891 he returned with 
the battalion to Dehra Dnn. Erom April 1892 to 
February 1893 he officiated as a Wing Commander, 
and he afterwards served with the 2^ Battalion of the 
xegimenfi, which was also at Dehra, as Offg. Wing 
Commander from June to October 1894, and as Offg. 
Wing Officer from October 1894 to March 1895. In 
April 1895 he went home on leave, and was absent 
from India for a year. On his return in April 1896 
he rejoined the 1®* Battalion 2‘^ Gurkhas at Dehra, 
and resumed his permanent appointment of Wing 
Officer, and during the ensuing eighteen months he 
twice officiated for considerable periods as Socond-in- 
Command and twice as Wing Commander. Ontbe 
outbreak of tho Frontier War in June 1897 ho accom- 
panied the battalion on service, and was prominently 
engaged in the operations for tho relief of tho posts 
on the Saraana Range, in the course of which he was 
wounded in the rear-guard action near Gogra on the 
iltb September. In the following month he proceeded 
with the battalion on the Tirah Expedition, and fell 
mortally wounded in the storming of' the heights of 
Dargai, He died three days later in the base hospital 
at Shinaori, — ^23^ October 1897.

Rog^rSs John, Second-Lieutenant (c. 1814— 

1839).-;-Graz?e at SuhatThu, No, 413. — ^Entered the Bengal 
Anriy in 1832, as a Cadet of Artillery. Arrived in 
India in June 1833, but being a supernumerary he 
xemained unposted for nearly three years. In the 
interval he did duty with the Artillery at Dum- 
Dum until August 1834, when, having fallen into 
a bad state of health, he went home on sick leave. 
In May 1836, while still on leave in Europe, he was 
brought on the effective strength of the Artillery, and 
in the following month ho was posted to the 3«i Troop 
2^ Brigade, Horse Artillery. He returned to India in 
July 1837, and early in the following month was trans- 
ferrad to the 3^ Company 5*^ Battalion, Foot Artillery, 
wbioh he joined at Cawnpore. In April 1838 he pro- 
ceeded on six months’ sick leave to Simla, on the expiry 
of which he was granted leave for a year to remain at 
Subathn. He died at the latter place on the 23^ May 1839. 

Ross, ciaye Roso, Captain (1861— 1895).— 
at Oilgit, No, 1142 ; tablet at Ferozepore, No, 449. — 
Son of General Sir Campbell Olaye Grant Ross, K.O.B., 
Bengal Staff Corps, Bom at Peshawar on the 21®* 
December 1861. — ^Entered H. M.*s Service (from tho 
Royal Mily. College) on the 23^ October 1881 as a 
liientenaai in the 2^ Battalion Gloucestershire Begi- 


' ment (the 61®* Foot), which he joined at Quetta before 
the end of the year. In March 1883 he moved with the 
battalion to Karachi, whence he was afterwards sent 
with a detachment to Hyderabad. On the 27*^^ Decem- 
ber 1883 he was appointed an Offg. Wing Officer in the 
14*^ ( Sikh) Bengal N. I., on probation for the Bengal 
Staff Corps, into which he was subsequently admitted 
with effect from that date. He joined that regiment at 
Agra, whence in February 1885 he accompanied it to 
Jhelnm, and in the same month he was appointed a 
Wing Officer permanently. In April 1886 he was ap- 
pointed Offg. Quarter-Master of the regiment, and in 
the following October he was made permanent in that 
appointment. In February 1887 he was appointed 
0%. Wing Commander, and Offg. Adjutant in addi- 
tion, and he continued holding tho former appointment 
until the following June and the latter until January 
1888, when he went home on furlough. He retuimed 
to India in January 1889, and having rejoined the regi- 
ment at Jhelnm, he was appointed to officiate as Adju- 
tant of the corps. In February 1890 he moved with the 
regiment to Peshawar, and towards tho end, of that year 
he vacated the appointment of Qua,rter-Master. From 
November 1890 to May 1891 he officiated as a Wing 
Commander; he then again became Offg. Adjutant, 
and he continuod in that position until November 1891, 
when he again went home on leave. Returning to 
India in November 1892 he rejoined the regiment at 
Peshawar, at which station lie oontimicil serving with 
it as a Wing Officer until September 1893, when he was 
again appointed an Offg. Wing Oommandor. In Janu- 
ary 1894 he accompanied the regiment to Ferozeporo, 
whence in the summer of the same year he was sent to 
Gilgit in command of a detachment of two companies 
of the corps. He was still serving there when the* 
Ohitral disturbances broke out in March 1895, and on 
the 7^^^ of that month he mai’ched from Mastiij, with a 
party of about ninety men, for the purpose of giving aid 
to a detachment which was in danger of being out off 
by the insurgents at Reshan. On tlie following day, 
however, ho was attacked by the enemy in ovonvhelm- 
ing numbers in a defile near Koragh, and on the 10***, 
after three days’ desperate fighting, the remains of his 
detachment were compelled to retreat, having lost three- 
fourths of their numbers, and he himself having fallon 
that day in a gallant but unavailing effort to storm one 
of the enemy’s sangars, 

Ross, David, Lieutenant-Colonel (r. 1801 — 1867).— 
Gtrave atLeiah, No. 884, — The eldest son of Diwid Ross, 
Esq., a merchant of Calcutta (by MariaiU, Ins wife, 
daughter of Major Lawronco Gall, Bengal Army, Romo- 
time a member of the personal staff of Warren Hast- 
ings,—- which lady maiTied, secondly, Major the Hon’fale 
Alexander Mackay, who eventually, in 1147, became 
the 8*** Lord Roay), and grandson of David Ross, Lord 
Ankerville, a Lord of Session in Scotland. Born 
in Calcutta on the 8th July 180U— Enteied the 
Bengal Army in 1821. Arrived in India in August 
1822, and was sent up to Barrackporo to do duty 
with the 1®*. Battalion 23^ N. I., but in the follow- 
ing month he was ordered to proceed to Gwalior 
to do duty with Sindhia’s Contingent, In October 1822 
he was posted to the 1®* Battalion 2^* N. I., and in Sep- 
tember 1823 he was transfori’ed to tho 1®* Battalion 
26*^, which latter afteiwards, in tho reorganisation of 
May 1824, became the 51®* N. I., but, continuing with 
Sindhia’s Contingent, he never joined either of those 
corps, and though he was homo on the rolls of tho 51«* 
for nearly thirty-four jrears, and rose in it from Ensign 
to Lieutenant-Colonel, it is doubtful wlmiher he ever 
so much as ^awthe corps. With Sindhia’s Contingent (to 
which he remained attached for nearly olovon yoars) ho 
had considerable experience of service in the field. Prom 
June to October 18^ he was actively employed against 
Man Singh Rao Patankar, iiie rebellious governor of 
Powagarh, on the borders of Guzerat, and was ]jresout 
at the action of Goda, the occupation of Ghampaniiv 
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and tbe blockade and surrender of PoTWigarli. In 
1824-25 lie was employed in the pnrsiiit of the notori- 
ous Pindari Shaikh Dnlla, and in the defeat and dis- 
persal of his horde of banditti. From October to 
December 1828, he was again employed against Man 
Singh Rao Patankar, who, haying once more rebelled, 
had seized TJjjain, and he served thronghont the oper- 
ations resulting in the rebel’s expulsion from that place. 
In June 1833 he was appointed Assistant to the Besid- 
ont at Gwalior, and in that post he was successfully 
employed, in 1835-36, in settling affairs on the Gwalior 
and Bundelkhand frontiers, where serious disorder 
(raiding and counter-raiding) had long prevailed. 
Early in 1838 he was removed from Gwalior and 
appointed Offg. Superintendent of the Bhatti Territory. 
In January 1839 he was appointed Superintendent of 
the Jhansi Territory, an important charge, which he held 
until the close of 1845. He was then appointed Su- 
perintendent of Jaloun, where he served for nearly two 
years and a half, after which he officiated for ten 
months (May 1848 to March 1849) as Assistant to the 
Governor-General’s Agent for the Affairs of Sindhia’s 
Dominions. Finally, in April 1849, he was appointed 
a Commissioner in the Punjab, and having been posted 
to the Leiah Division, he continued in that employment 
for the remainder of his service, without any break: ex- 
cept when he went home on six months’ leave from 
May to November 1855. Having attained the rank of 
Lieutenant-Colonel on the 27^^ June 1867, he was, on 
the 2^ September following, posted to the 11*^ N. I., but 
he never knew of this transfer, for, on the 3^ September 
1857, the day after it was gazetted, he died at Leiah 
after a brief illness. 

R 0 SS 5 Hugh Rose, Lieutenant (1854—1879).—- 
Omve, at Kandahar, No, 1146.— The second son of 
George William Holmes Boss, Esq., of Cromarty House, 
Co. Cromarty, Honorary Colonel of the Highland Rifle 
Militia, and sometime Lieutenant in the 92<^ Highland- 
ers. Bom on the SD* May 1854.— Entered H. M.’s 
IBervice (from the Royal Mily. Academy, Woolwich) 
on the 29*11 October 1873 as a Lieutenant in the Royal 
Artillery with temporary rank. In the following 
month he was posted to No. 3 Battery 23^ Brigade, 
then at Peshawar, and in June 1874, he was removed 
to “ F ” Battery 19*^ Brigade, then at Oawnpore, but 
he did not join either. Later in the same year he was 
transferred to “ E ” Battery 19*^ Brigade, at Sitapur* 
On ihe 24*^ November 1874 his temporary commission 
was made permanent and ante-dated to the 29*^^ April 
1873, and he then proceeded to India, and at Sitapnr 
joined his battery, which, in MEaroh 1877, was re- 
named “ E ” Battery 5*^ Brigade. He coi^tinued serv- 
ing with this battery at Sitapnr until it went home 
towards the end of 1877, when he was transferred to 
“ I ” Battery 5*^ Brigade : this he joined on its arrival 
at Sitapnr in December 1877. In November 1878 he 
was appointed to do duty with “ Q ” Battery 4*^ Bri- 
gade, which, on the outbreak of war with Afghanistan, 
had been detailed to form part of the First Division, 
Multan Field Force. He joined this battery at Mian 
Mir, and with it moved forward into Soutiiem Afghan- 
istan, but his career came to an end at a very early 
stage of the campaign. He died at Gulistan Karez on 
the 12th Januaiy 18^79. 

Roas, Wlllium Henry Drummond, Lieutenant 
(1824 — 1854). — Grave at Ambala, No, 230. — Son of 
Surgeon Andrew Ross, of the Bengal Medical Service. 
Bom at Nagpur, in January 1824.— Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1842. He was already in India when he was 
admitted into the service, and in April 1842 ho was 
appointed, at his own request, to do duty with the 16^^ 
N. I. at Delhi, at which station his father then held the 
post of Civil Surgeon. In June 1842 he was posted to 
the 28* N. I., and having joined tiiat regiment at Bar- 
rackpore, he accompanied it to Sylhet in the following 
Dec^ber, and to Lucknow in the spring of 1846. In 
DeoeanbM 1846 (after having officiated in the post for a 


short time) he was appointed Interpreter and Quarter* 
Master of the regiment. In the spring of 1848 he 
moved with the regiment to Hoshiarpur, at which place, 
in April of that year, he was appointed Offg. sLtion 
Staff Officer, During the Punjab Campaign of 1848-49 
he served with the regiment within the limits of the 
JuUundur Doab. In the spring of 1850 he proceeded 
with the regiment to Peshawar, and in. August of the 
same year he was appointed Offg, Cantonment Joint 
Magistrate at that place : this appointment he continu- 
ed holding until the regiment left PeshavTar in Decem- 
ber 1852, when (having already, on the 19*^ November, 
resumed his position as Inteipreter and Quarter-Master) 
he marched with the corps for Ambala. He arrived at 
that place in February 1853, and (with the exception of 
a brief period in the winter of 1863-54, during which the 
regjbnent was on escort duty with the Oommander-in- 
Ohief, and during which he held the additional office of 
Superintendent of the bazaar attached to His Excellen- 
cy’s camp) ho continued vrith it there until the end of 
his service. In November 1854 he was granted four 
months’ leave to the Presidency, preparatory to applying 
for furlough to Europe, but he was too ill even to l^gin 
the journey, and he died at Ambala on the 20* of the 
succeeding month.

October 1845, to Anna Maria Elizabeth, daughter of Major M. A. 
Bunbury, 40th N. I. 

Ross, William Hercules, Captain (1811—1849).— 
Monument on the battle-field of Ghiliamoala, No. 752,— 
Entered the Bengal Army in 1827. Arrived in India 
in August 1828, and in the following month was sent 
up to Oawnpore to do duty with the 51«* N, I. In 
November 1828 he was postm to the 31®* N, T., then 
under orders for Sikrora, in Oudh. Proceeding to 
that station, he was dire^ed to do duty there, with a 
detachment of the 66 * N. I., until his own regiment 
should arrive, which it did in February 1829. In 
July 1830 he was transferred to the 30* N. I., and 
joining that regiment at Mirzapur, he proceeded with 
it to Almora at the end of 1831. In November 1833 
he was appointed acting Adjutant of the Kamaon Local 
Battalion, and he held that appointment until the end 
of April 1834. In March 1835 he proceeded with his 
regiment to Meenit, whence he marched with it to 
Neomuoh at the end of 1837, Towards the close of 
the following year he marched with the regiment to 
Mhow, for duty there, temporarily, and he returned 
■with it to Neemuch in February 1839. In the follow- 
ing August ho accompanied the regiment into the 
fleld on the occasion of a demonstration against the 
Raja of Jodhpur, and in the succeeding month, having 
been selected to raise an additional (or 9*) companj^ for 
the corps, he proceeded to Delhi, and joined the 
Depot Battalion there, for that purpose. In 
February 1840 he proceeded with this battalion to 
Aligarh, and in the following October he was appointed 
acting Adjutant to the battalion and Station Staff 
Officer at that place. In this position he continued 
until November, when the battalion was broken up, 
and he marched for Ferozepore as Adjutant of a 
detachment which included the ninth company of his 
own regiment He rejoined the 30* at Ferozepore in 
December, and he continued serving with it there until 
near the end of November 1841, when ho marched with 
it en route to Peshawar on service. Reaching that 
place on tho last day of the year, he served with the 
regiment in the operations undertaken for the relief of 
Jalalabad, and was present in the actions of the 19*, 
23^ and 24* January 1842 at the entrance to the 
Khaibar Pass. Subsequently, in April 1842, he was 
present with the regiment at tihe forcing of the pass, 
and in the advance on Jalalabad. On a forward 
movement towards Kabul being planned in the follow- 
ing Augusl^ he proceeded with the regiment to Dakka^ 
from which place, in September, he, as acting Adjutant, 
accompained a wing of the regiment detached on escort 
duty with treasure and stems for the force moving 
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on KaTbnl. He afterwards returned with the* wing to 
Dakka, and remained there with the regiment until the 
return of the troops from Kabul in October. During * 
the withdrawal of the Army towards Peshawar he 
was present in the action near Garhi Lai Beg on the 
3^ November, on which occasion he was wounded. 
For his services during the campaign he afterwards 
received the Kabul Medal. During the march back 
to Hindustan he was appointed,^ December 1842, to 
ofifciate as Adjutant of the regiment. On the Army 
bemg broken up at Perozepore, in January 1843, he 
proceeded with the regiment to Lucknow, arriving 
there in March. On attaining the rank of Captain, 
in February 1844, he would, under mile, have ceased 
to act as Adjutant, but he was specially directed 
to continue ofl&ciating, and did so until the end of April 
1844. In November 1845 he accompanied the regi- 
ment to Delhi, from which place, in the following 
month, on the outbreak of the first Sikh War, the 
corps was ordered to join the Army of the , Sutlej, but 
having been detached, in command of two* companies, 
on treasure escort duty, and detained at first at Kama! 
and afterwards at AmbaJa, he was out off from taking 
any part in the campaign. He afterwards rejoined the re- 
^ment at Ludhiana, and in March 1846 he accompanied 
it to Jullundur, where he officiated for a short time as 
Brigade-Major. In December 1846 he proceeded with 
the regiment to Delhi, from which place, in May 1847, 
he went on leave to the Malabar coast and Bombay. 
He rejoined the regiment at Delhi in April 1848, and 
in the following October marched with it to Ferozepore 
and joined the Army of the Punjab. Thereafter he 
served with the corps in the Punjab Campaign of 
1848-49, and was present at the passage of the Ohenab 
and the battle of Ohilianwala, in the latter of which he 
fell, 13*^ January 1849, whilst gaUautly leading on 
his men to ihe assault of the Sikh position. 

Rothney, James Hay» Assistant^Surgeon (c» 
1816 — 1843).— GratJe at Karnal : see No* 196. — ^Entered 
the Medical Department of the Bengal Army in 1839, 
with rank as Assistant- Surgeon from the 4*^ September 
of that year. Arrived in India in February 1840, and 
in the same month was appointed to the medical 
char^ of a detachment of recruits^ of H, M.*s 
Service under orders to proceed from Ohinsura to the 
Upper Provinces. He accompanied the detachment 
when it set out on its voyage up the river in June, and 
on reaching Oawnpore he was appointed, 17*^ November, 
to the medical charge of the 3^ Light Infantry 
ifettalion. On the 1^^ of the following month he was 
appointed to the medical charge of the 6*^ Battalion of 
but three days later he was directed to 
resume charge of the 3^ Light Infantry Battalion, 
with which in the following April he marched to 
Meerut. In October 1841 his services were placed 
at the disposal of the Officer Commanding at Delhi, 
Ifj whom he was appointed to the medical charge of 
the 22^ N, I., but in February 1842 he returned to 
Meerut and resumed charge of the 3^ Light Infantry 
Battalion. At the end of May he accompaxded 
battalion to Delhi, and he served with it there until 
it was broken up in the following November. He was 
then ordered to Kamal for duly under the orders of 
the Superintending Surgeon of the Sirhind Division, 
and* on the -7**^ November he was appointed to the 
medical charge of the Panipat Jail, to which the charge 
of the Station Staff of Kamal was added on the 
10**1. In February 1843 he was appointed further 
t6f the temper^ medical charge of me 63^ N. I. at 
Kamal. ^ He died at Karnal on the 3^ March 1843.

Russell, Claud William, Oapiain (c. 1823— 
1867).— and tablet at DeVh% Nos. 89 and 162,— 
Bntetred the Bengal Army in 1840. Arrived in India 
on^ the last day of June the saone year, and a few weeks 


I later proceeded on leave to Rangpur. Towards the. 
end of the following August he was posted to the . 
23^ N. I., then at Agra, but being on leave at the 
time he did not join the regiment until it arrived at 
Jamalpur in March 1841. He served there with the 
corps until December 1842, when he was transferred 
to the 54**1 jj, I,^ which was then being re-formed after 
the disasters it had e^erienced in the retreat from 
Kabul. He joined this regiment at Oawnpore in 
January 1843, proceeded with it to Delhi in November 

1844, and accompanied it to Ferozepore in March 

1845, He was serving there s with the corps, in the 
following December, when the first Sikh War broke 
out, and accompanying it into the field, with the 
Division under the command of Sir John Littler, he 
'was present with it at the battle of Firozshahr (MeM). 
He returned to Ferozepore with the regiment on the 
25**1 December, and served with it there until the 
middle of February 1846, when, as acting Adjutant, 
he accompanied the right wing on escort duty to 
Lahore with the Governor-General. He returned to 
Ferozepore with the wing in April, and soon afterwards 
went on leave to Simla. In January 1847 he accom- 
panied the regiment to Lahore, where he served with 
it until near the end of the year, and then marched 
with it to Agra. In November 1847 he was appointed 
acting Adjutant of the regiment, and having been don- 
firmed in the appointment in January 1848, he held 
it for nearly seven years. Early in 1850 he proceeded 
with the regiment to Barrackpore, whence, in the 
winter of 1851-52, he accompanied it to Aligarh, and 
was appointed Station Staff Officer there on arrival in 
March 1852. In December 1854 he vacated the Adjut- 
ancy of the regiment in consequence of his promotion 
to the rank of Captain. In April 1856 he left the 
regiment at Aligarh and proceeded on leave to Calcutta, 
on return from which he rejoined the corps at Delhf 
in October. He was with the regiment at that place 
when it mutinied on the 11**^ May 1857, but succeeded 
in effecting his escape to Meerut. From that place, 
towaids the end of the same month, in the capacity 
cf Orderly Officer to Brigadier Wilson, he accompanied 
the force under that officer in its movement on Delhi, 
and was present with it in both the actions on the 
Hindan, near Ghaziuddin-nagar. Subsequently when 
Brigadier Wilson joined the Delhi Field Force under 
Sir Henry Barnard, he accompanied him in the samo 
capacity, and was present with him at the action of 
Badli-ki-Serai on the 8**^ June 1857. On that occasion, 
however, at the very opening of the action, he fell 
mortally wounded by the same shot that killed the 
Adjutant- General, Colonel Chester (g.«;.). He was 
carried along with the field force as it advanced towards 
Delhi, and expired by the way just brfore reaching 
the cantonment* 

Ruxton, Arthur Upton Fox, Oapiaiw (1832 — 
1868 ).*— at Kohat^ No. 1032; tablets at Kohat^ Nos, 
1043 and 1044.— Born in Ireland on the 17**^ May 1832. 

• .^^Kntered the Bengal Army in 1849. Being already in 
the country, he was formally admitted into the service 
in January 1850, and in the following month was 
directed to do duty with the 15**^ N. I. at AmWa. In 
the succeeding April he was ordered to do duty with 
the 66**1 (Gurkha) N, I,, and joining that regiment as 
it, coming from Amritsar, passed through Ambala, he 
accompanied it to Jutogb, In May 1850 was posted 
to iiLe 71®* N. I,, then at Peshawar, but being on leave 
in Simla at the time, he did not join this corps, and in 
the following September he was transferred, at his own 
request, to the 66**1, which, on the expiration of hia 
leave, in October, he rejoined at Jutogh. Early in 1851 
he accompanied the regiment to Peshawar, and from 
October of that year to February 1852 he was employ- 
ed with it on service against the Mohmands, taking 
part in several slrirmishes in the neighbourhood of 
Matta and Miohni. In March 1852 he accompanied the 
corps on an expedition against the Banizais. In tho 



foHomng May he served in the operations against the 
UtmauL Khels, including the afiair at Prangarh, and in 
the same month he was with the regiment in a second 
expedition against the Eanizais and was present in the 
sharp action at Skakot. Towards the end of Jannaiy 
1863 he was directed to assume temporary charge of 
JTo. 2 Company of the Sappers and Miners at Peshawar ; 
in the following July he was regularly appointed to 
the command of this company, and he subsequently 
led it m two o£ the frontier expeditions of the time, — 
first, in that against the Jowaki Afridis ofBori in 
November 1853, and, afterwards, in the capture and 
destruction of the Mohmand stronghold of Shah 
Mansur Khel, at the end of August 1864. In the 
summer of the following year he moved with the com- 
pany to Attock, In November 1855 he was nominated 
to officiate as Asst. Executive Officer of the Peshawar 
District Works, but having just then proceeded on sick 
leave, he never took up this appointment. He continu- 
ed holding the command of the sapper company until 
the latter end of the succeeding month, when he was ap- 
pointed Adjutant of the 3^^ Punjab Infantry, and joined 
that regiment at Kohat. In March and April 1856 he 
officiated for a short time as Second-in-Oommand. In 
the following July he was again appointed 0%. Second- 
in-Command, and in this position, in October 1856, he 
accompanied the regiment on the expedition into 
Miranzai and Kuram, returning with it to Kohat, on 
the termination of the operations, at the end of Decem- 
ber; ^ In March 1857 he was made permanent in the 
appointment of Second-in-Oommand, and in the follow- 
ing September he was appointed Station Staffi Officer at 
Kohat. In April 1858 he was appointed Ofig* Com- 
mandant, and in the winter of 1859-60 he commanded 
the corps in the expedition against the Kabul Khel 
Waziris, on the termination of which he proceeded with 
the regiment to Dera Ghazi Khan. In Pebruary 1860 
he was appointed Commandant of the regiment, and in 
the succeeding April and May he commanded it in the 
Mahsud-Waziri expedition, taking a prominent part 
in the storming of the Barari Pass, in which he greatly 
distinguished himself, and was severely wounded. On 
the conclusion of the operations he returned with the 
regiment to Dera Ghazi Khan, whence in October 1860 
he proceeded on leave to Bombay, and thence home on 
furlough at the close of the following month. In 
August 1861, during his absence in Europe, he was 
a^tted into the Bengal StafE Corps, with effect from 
Pebraary preceding. He returned to India in 
October 1863, but having lost his appointment of Com- 
mandant of the 3^ Punjab Infantry, in consequence of 
to not having been able, through iUness, to rejoin witbin 
the prescribed period, he was ordered, November, 
to proceed to Perozepore and do duty with the 27*^ N, 1. 
On the 21 st of the same month he was directed to pro- 
ceed onwards to Mian Mir, for general duiy, but he had 
not been there many days when he received instructions 
-h proceed and join the 3^ Punjab Infantry, then 
fonnmjgpartof tte Tusafmi Field Force. He joined 
aroordingljj and had ihe good fortone to be in time to 
^e part in the closing operaidons of the A-mhAla 
Campaign,-— the storming of the Conical the 

capto_ of Lain, and the advance into the CTiB.Tr.l 9 . 
T^ey, m all of which he commanded the regiment. 
Onaetm^ationof the campaign he marched with 
ft ^ Ismail Khan, and there on 

the 224 yehruaiy 1864 he was re-appointed Oom- 
mand^t of the regnnent. In January 1866heacoom- 
pamed the co^s to Bannu, and in November 1867 he 
moved^ w^ it to Kohat. He was serving at that 
place m March 1868 when the Bizoti TJrafczais, in

Jmutemnt-Oolonel (c. 1789— 1846}.— Grave at KasauU, 


No, 276 : see also note to No. 44— Entered H. 
M.’s Service on the 10^ October 1805 as an En- 
sign in the New Brunswick Penoible Infantry, and 
with that corps (which subsequently became the 
old 104*ii Foot) he served in North America for two 
years. On the 28*^ April 1808 he was promoted 
to the rank of Lieutenant in the 50*^^ Foot, and, 
returning home, he joined the 2^ Battalion of th^ 
regiment at Brabonrne Lees, in Kent. In February 
1809 he was transferred to the Battalion, on its 
return from Spain after the Corunna campaign, and in 
the following July he accompanied the corps on 
service on the expedition to Waloheren. Betuming 
thence in December, he served with the battalion at 
Hastings and Lewes until September 1810, when he 
proceeded with it on service to Portugal, and having 
landed at Lisbon at the end of the month, he afiierwards 
served with it in the Lines of Torres Vedras, and was 
present at the affair of Sobral. In the spring of the 
f oUowing year, on the retreat of the French Army from 
before to Lines, he served with his battalion in the 
general advance into Spain, and after taking part in 
various affairs with the enemy, he was severely wounded 
and taken prisoner at the battle of Fuentes d’Onor in May 
1811. Having been removed to France, he was detain-

In January 1841 he embarked with the corps 
c Bengal, and landing at Calcutta in to following 
April he served with it for some time in Fort William 
and at Chinsura. In the summer of the same year 
he proceeded on leave to Singapore, but the regiment 
having been ordered on service, he rejoined it in Novem- 
ber at Moulmein, whither it had been sent in antici- 
pation of hostilities with the Sovereign of Burma. 
The war-cloud having passed, he returned to Calcutta 
in April 1842, in command of the left wing of the 
regiment, and having served with the corps for some 
months at Chinsura, he afterwards accompanied it to 
Cawnpore, arriving tore in November. In January 
1848 he was nominated to to command of to Con- 
valescent Dep 6 t at Landour, and he continued there 
until the following December, when, his regiment 
having been detailed for service with the Army of 
Gwalior, he obtained leave to proceed to Agra for the 
purpose of rejoining it ; not being able, however, to 
effect his object, to 60^^ being with the Left Wing of 
the Army, which was moving through Bundelkhand^ 
he was permitted to join the Third Division, with the 
Bight Wing, and General Littler, commanding that 
Division, having attached him to to 39^^ Foot, he 
served with that regiment at the battle of Maharajpur, 
in which he was prominently engaged and had his 
horse shot under him (bronze star, and promoted to 
to rank of Lieutenant-Colonel by brevet). Early in 
January 1844 he rejoined his own regiment, on its 
arrival at Gwalior, and he continued with it until the 
Army was broken up at to end of the monfh, when 
he returned to Landour. His appointment at that 
place ceased soon afterwards, but he remained there on 
leave until to end of October, when he rejoined the 
50*^, then en route to Ludhiana, where he arrived with 
it in I)eoember 1844- On to outbreak of to first 
Sikh War, in December 1845, he, being then in oom^ 
mand of to 50^, accompanied to corps into to, field in

— In recognition of Ms services in the Sutlej Campaign, 
Lieutenant-Colonel Kyan was, on the April 1846, nominated a 
Companion of the Order of the Bath, hnt the notification did not 
reach India until after Ms death.

St. John, Charles, AT. JD., Inspector-General of 
JSospitals (1791—1853) . — Grave at Amhala, No. 227. — 
Entered H. M.’s Service on the 8 *^ August 1811 as an 
Hospital Mate for general service, and was immediately 
afterwards sent out to join the British forces on the 
East Coast of Spain. On the 3^ September 1812 he 
was appointed an Asst.-Surgeon in the l^t Battalion 
58*^ I’oot, which formed apart of the forces to which 
he was attached, and with this corps he served through- 
out the remainder of the operations in that part of the 
Peninsula, inclusive of the battle of Oastalla and the 
siege of Tarragona. Soon after the conclusion of 
peace in Europe, in the spring of 1814, he embarked 
with his battalion for Canada, and served with it there 
during the closing operations of the American War, 
including the passage of the Saranac and the battle 
of Plattsburg. In ttie spring of 1816 he accompanied 
the battalion to Europe, whi'&er it had been recalled on 
the return of Napoleon from Elba, landed with it at 
Ghent, and marched with it to Paris, where he served 
with it in the Army of Occupation until the end of the 
year. From 1816 to 1822 he served with the in 
Jamaica. On the 14*^ February 1822 he was promoted 
to the rauk of Surgeon in the 61®* Foot, also in Jamaica, 
with which corps he returned home in the following 
May. He served with the 61®* at Plymouth until the 
spring of 1824, and moving with it then to Ireland, he 
served there (at Cork, Limerick, Atblone, Birr and 
Dublin) until October 1827, when he returned with it 
to England, and was stationed at Chatham. At the 
end of June 1828 he embarked with the^ regiment for 
Ceylon, and landing there in the following November, 
he continued serving with it in that island until 
December 1836, when he was appointed a Staff Sur- 
geon. On the 4*^ January 1839 he was promoted to 
the rank of Asst. Inspector-General of Hospitals, and 
he served in that capacity at the Mauritius for several 
years. On the 20*^ October 1843 he was advanced to 
the rank of Deputy Inspector-General of Hospitals, and 
was posted to Ceylon, where he served until the spring 
of 1846. He was then transferred to the Madras 
Presidency, in which he served for four years. Ou 
the 19*^ July 1850 he was promoted to the rank ef 
Inspector-General of Hospitals and was appointed 
Inspector-General of H. M.’s Hospitals in India, in which 
capacity he usually remained attached to tiie head- 
quarters of the Oommander-in-Chief in India. He died 
at Ambala on the 12tii September 1853. 

Sales Henry Penny, Lieutenant (1826 — 1851). — 
Grave at Subatha, No, 425. — A younger son of Major- 
General Sir Eobert Henry Bale, G.C.B., H. M.^s 
, Service.— Entered the Bengal Army in 1845. Being 
already in India when he was nominated a Cadet, he 
was formally admitted into the service on the 6 *^ 
February 1846, and on the 21®* of the same month was 
directed to join and do duty with the 9*^ N. I. at 
Dudhiana. Towards the end of the following^ August 
he was posted to the 13* N. I., and he joined that 
regiment at Ca^ii-pore on the 1 ®* October. In the 


autumn of 1848 he marched with the regiment to^ 
Lahore, whence, in Novemheri on the Army taking the 
field for the Punjab Campaign, he accompanied the 
corps to Ranmagar, and he afterwards served with it 
in the force which, operating on both banks of the 
river, held Wazdrabad and guarded the fords of the 
Ohenab during the final movements ending with the 
battle of Gujerat (Medal and clasp). A few days after 
the battle he proceeded on leave, but he rejoined the 
regiment at Rawal Pindi in April 1849, and in Febru- 
ary 1850 he accompanied it to Delhi. Early in the 
succeeding August he was nominated Adjutant and 
acting Seoond-in-Oommand of the Shekhawati Battalion, 
but on the 13*^ of the same month this was cancelled, 
and he was appointed Adjutant of the Nasiri Battalion 
instead. Being then at Simla, on leave, he joined 
immediately at Jutogh, and at the end of the following 
November he was appointed to officiate as Second-in- 
Command, in addition. He continued officiating in this 
appointment until his death, which (the result of a 
lamentable accident) took place on the 30* April 1851. 
On that date, being on a shooting excursion in tho 
valley of the Gambhar, he unfortunately fell from a 
lofty cliff near the suspension-bridge over that river, 
below Haripur, and was killed upon the spot. His 
remains were removed to Subathu, a few miles distant, 
and there interred with military honours. 


Sale, Sir Robert Henry, Q.OuB,, Oolonel and 
local Major-General (1782— 1845).— Crravc at Neroze* 
pore^ No, 463 ; tablet at the same place^ No, 441. — Son 
of Oolonel Botert Sale of the Madras Army. Bom at 
Vellore on the 19* September 1782.— Entered H. M.'s 
Service (in India) on the 19* January 1795 as ant 
Ensign in the 36* Foot, which he joined at Trichinopo- 
ly, and with which he afterwards served at Negapatanx 
and Warior. On the 12tb April 1797 he was^ promoted 
to the rank of Lieutenant. The 36*^^ being under 
orders to return home, he, being desirous of renoLaining 
in India, exchanged into the 12 *^ Foot ou the 8 *“ 
January 1798, and joining that regiment at Fort Str 
George, he accompanied it soon afterwards to Tanjore. 
In the spring of the following year he accompanied 
his regiment into the field and served with it through- 
out the campaign of 1799 in Mysore, including the 
action of Malavelli and the siege and captain of 
Seringapatam (Medal). After the fall of Seringa- 
patam he did garrison duty in the fortress for some 
time, but in the autumn he was again called^ into the 
field with bis regiment, and served with it in the 
operations against Dhlindia Wagh.

waannabld to ride, he still retained the command of 
the force, and pudiing forward on the 22 ^ he drove 
the enemy from the heights of Tezin ; a week later he 
forced the Jagdalak Pass, and on the 12*^ November 
betook possession of ‘Jalalabad, which he resolutely held 
against all the eHorts of the Afghans, until the 7^^ 
April 1842, when he sallied forth and inflicted a crudi-' 
ing defeat upon the enemy, and put an end to the 
siege (Medal). In the meantime, on the reorganisa- 
tion of the forces in Afghanistan taking place in 
February 1842, he had beea appointed to the command

9**1 Bengal Cavalry at Peshawar, but toe 32«i having 
been detailed for service, he was permitted to remain 
with it, and he eventually never joined the 9**i B. 0. afe 
all. Accompanying the 32^ to Baksa, he served (part 
of the time in command of a Coolie Corps) in the 
last campaign of the Bhutan War (clasp to India 
Medal), and on toe conclusion of the operations ho 
marched with tho regiment to Dewangiri, and thence 
in the winter of 1866-67 back to Baksa. In June 1867 
his appoiatment to do duty with toe 9**» Bengal Cavalry 
was cancelled, and he was formally permitted to con- 
tinue doing duty with toe 32*^ , in which corps, on the 
16**1 December following, he was appointed Second 
Wing Subaltern, on probation for the Bengal Staff 
Corps. In May 1868 he was appointed acting Adjut- 
ant of the regiment and, at too samo time, Offg. 
Station Staff Officer at Baksa, and ho continued in the 
latter 'appointment until tho following December, 
when toe regiment left too place for Dinapore. Arriv- 
ing at Dinapore towards toe end of January 1869 ho 
there, in the following month, vacated tho acting 
Adjutancy, and ia toe follpwing June, having failed to 
qualify for the Staff Corps by passing in tho native 
languages, he lost his probationary appointment of 
Second Wing Subaltern, and reverted to too position 
of an attach^ officer. Towards tho end of 1869 he 
accompanied the regiment to Btemnagar, in the Morad- 
abad district, and he was thereafter employed mih 
it for nearly tvsro years on too constouction of the 
Banikhet ro^, in toe course of which period, in May 
1871 (having qualified in the* native languages in tho 
preceding October), he was appointed Offg. Quartor- 
Masterof toe regiment. In the winter of 1871-72 
he accompanied toe regiment to too Camp of Exorcise 
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at Delhi, whence in February 1872 he marched mth 
ifie corps to Ambala, and having in May 1872 been 
confirmed in the appointment of Quarter-Master, he in 
the following month went home on leave. Returning 
to India in June 1874, he rejoined the regiment in 
camp at Baridpur, where it was then employed on 
the construction of the Darbangha railway, and at the 
end of the following October he was appointed to 
officiate as Adjutant. About the some time he re- 
turned with the regiment to Ambala. In May 1875 
he vacated the appointment of 0:ffg- Adjutant, but at 
the end of the following month he was again appointed 
to officiate in the same post, and he continued holding 
it for nearly nine months, in the course of which, in 
the following winter, he accompanied the corps to^ the 
Delhi manoeuvres, subsec[uently returning with it to 
Ambala in Fehimary 1876. In March 1876 he was 
appointed an Offg. Wing Officer, and in the following 
June he was appointed to officiate as Second-in-Oom- 
mand, hut this was only for a short time, and he soon 
afterwards reverted to the situation of Offig. Wing 
Officer, in which he continued until the end of the 
year, moving with the regiment in the meantime to 
Jhelum. In January 1877, in the reorganisation that 
then took place, he became Wing Officer and Qaarter- 
Master, and a few days later he was appointed to offi- 
- ciate as a Wing Commander. In the follomug April 
he was advanced to the substantive appointaent of 
Wing Commander, and he then for a short time offi- 
ciated as Seoond-in-Oommand. In the cold season of 
1877-78 he marched with the regiment to Quetta. 
On the outbreak of the Afghan War he ^ accompanied 
the corps into the field, and served with it during the 
campaign of 1878-79 in Southern Afghanistan, includ- 
ing the occupation of Kandahar and the advance to 
theHelmand. During the return march to India, by 
the Thal-ChotialL route, he was, on the death of Colonel 
IPellowBs (sr. in April 1879, appointed Offg. Second- 
in-Command of the regiment, with which he arrived 
at Jhelum towards the end of the follo'vrag month. 
Darly in September 1879 he was appointed OflEg. 
Commandant, but at the end of the month he reverted 
to the post of Offg. Second-in-Oommand, and in tlmt 
capacity he, in January 1880, proceeded on service 
with the regiment, thereafter serving with it on the 
l^aibar Line during the second phase of the Af glmn 
War, and taking part ydth it in the action of Marina 
in the expedition into the Kama district. Shortly 
after these events, being iu ted healtii, he was invalided 
te'Iiidia; and he died at Rawal Pindi on the 7*^ July 
1880 * 

■jiforB. — Captain ^SamiieUft msstriea, in 1874, Oeorgiana Mar- 

f oret, the eldaat daughter of George Paterson, Eaqr,, of Castle 
[untly, in the Carse of Gowrie, Co. Perth. This. lady survivedher 
husband nineteen years, dying on the 24 August 1899. 

Sanctuary, Philip James, 0 attain (c. 1826 — 
Tablet at Delhi, No. 148.-- Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1842. Arrived in India in May 1843, and in 
the following month was ordered up to Benares to do 
duiy with the 22^ N. I. A few days later, however, 
he was posted to the 5*^ N. I., and, passing on, he 
joined that regiment at Jaunpur. In hTovember 1844 
he accompanied the corps to Dacca. His health failing, 
he proceeded on leave to the Presidency in June 1845, 
and thence, in August, to the Cape Colony and New 
goutii Wales. He returned to India in August 1847 
and rejoined his regiment at Dinapore, but his health 
being still in a bad state, he, in lb.e following month, 
proceeded to the Presidency, and thence, in October, 
went home on furlough. He returned to India, ni 
Bombay^ in Marrii 1861, and rejoining his mgiment at 
Mian Mir (Lahore), he served with it there for nearly 
four yea^rs. 'In January 1854 he was nominated 
io’ the tempor^ charge of No. 3 Company of the 
Sappers and Miners, proceeding to Simla, but within 
^bxee days, on the 6^^ of the same month, this nomina- 
tion was caunelled, azid he was appointed Adjutant of 


his own regiment : this appointment was also cancelled, . 
however, on the 34 March following. In February 
1855 he marched with the regiment to Ambala. Li 
April 1857 he proceeded on leave to Kashmir, but 
the outbreak of the Mutiny brought him back, and 
he was eventually sent down to join the force before 
Delhi, where, on the 10*^ September, he was appointed 
by Brigadier-General Wilson to do duty with the 
Baluch Battalion (now the 127**^ Indian Infantry), 
With this corps he served during the short remainder 
of the siege, at the storming of the place on the 14tii 
September, ^d in the sis days fighting which ensued 
within the city. He, however, survived the capture of 
Delhi little more than a fortnight, dying there on 
the 5^^ October 1857. 

Kotb. — Prom tbe circmnstancc that Captain Sanctuary’s name 
appears in the Memorial tablet of tbe 24 European Bengal Pusi- 
bers, it may be assumed that be served \vith that regiment during 
some part or another of the siege of Delhi, but no official record 
of the fact can he found. — It is to be noted that tbe initial letter 
of bis first Christian name is incorrectly entered on the tablet. 

Sanderson, Algernon Robert, Bmign {c. 
1844 — 1863).-— Grave at Mardan, No. 1006. — ^Entered 
H. M.’s IndW Militaa?y Forces, Madras, in 1861, with 
rank as Ensign from Ihe 8^^ June. Arrived in India 
towards the end of that year, and was sent to Banga- 
lore to do duty with the 1** Madras Fusiliers. In 
January 1863 he accompanied that regiment to Canna- 
nore. Having volunteered for general service he was 
placed at the disposal of the Commander-in-Ohief in 
India for appointment to the lOl®* Foot (Royal Bengal 
Fusiliers), and, accordingly, on the 18^*^ April 1863, he 
was appointed an Ensign in that corps, which he joined 
soon afterwards at Rawal Pindi. In October 1863 he 
accompanied the regiment (forming part of tho Yusaf- 
ssai Field Forced on service against the Hindustani 
fanatics and their allies, and was present with it 
throughout the operations in the Ambela Pass up to 
the 80**^ November, on which day he fell whilst 
gallantly rallying his men tore-take the Crag Picquet 
position, which had been carried by a sudden and 
overwhelming rush of the tribesxnea. 

Note.— This officer is mis-namod “Saunderson” in the in- 
scription on his grave. 

Sandford, Daniel Augustus, Ensign (1829 

3849 ). — Grave at Lahore, No. 604. — The third son of 
the Ven’bl© John Sandford, B.D., Archdeacon of 
Coventry, Honorary Canon of Worcester, and Rector 
of Alvechurch, Worcestershire, a cadet of the Sandfords 
of Sandford, Co. Worcester. Bom on the 12*^ August 
1829* Educated at Rugby, which he entered in 1842, 
shortly before Dr. Arnold’s death,— Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1846. Arrived in India in March 1847, and 
before the end of the month was sent up to Benares 
to do duty with the 9*^ N. I. At the end of the follow-* 
ing September he was posted to the 24 European 
Regiment (now the 2^ Battalion of the Royal Munster 
Fusiliers), and he joiaed that regiment at Subathu 
early in the succeediug November, On the outbreak 
of the second Sikh War accompanied his regiment 
into the fiel^ and served with it tiSroughout Pun- 
jab Campaign of 1848-49, including the affair of 
Ramnsrgar, toe passage of the Chenab, the battles of 
Ohilxanwala and Gujerat (slightly wounded), and the 
pursuit of toe Sikhs to Peshawar, at which place he 
served with toe corps for some time after toe close 
of toe campaign. He subsequently marched with toe 
regiment to Lajiore, arriving there in May 1849, and 
at that place, on toe 20*^ of the following monto^ he 
died of a fever resulting from toe hardships and pnva- 
tions of toe campaign* 

Hose.— •E nsign Sandford was tho author of Leavss from iks 
Journal of a Maliorn during tho Campaign in tho Tuniah. 

Sandford, Harry, Coddlngton, Captain (1869*-* 
1899)*-— iTabZef at Kohat^ No, 1058.-««Tho 13^^ 
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youngest son of Colonel. Eioliard M. F- Sandford, 
Royal Engineers, a cadet of the ancient family of 
the Sandfords of Sandford, Co. Salop, and nephew 
to Ensign Daniel Augustus Sandford, 2^ Bengal Euro- 
pean Regt. (g. Bom on the 8*^ March 1869.— 
Entered H- M.’s Seryice (from the Royal Mily. Aca- 
demy, Woolwich) on the 27*^ July 1888 as a Second- 
Lieutenant in the Royal Artillery, and haying been 
post^ to the 2^ Battery 1®* Brigade, North Irish. 
Division (afterwards styled the 3^ Battery, Western 
Division), he served wiiSi it for some time in Bermuda. 
Having volunteered for the Indian service and been 
allotted, in November 1889, to the Madras Presidency, 
he proceeded thither in the following spring, and on 
the 17^^ March 1890 was appointed an 0%. Wing 
Officer in the 10*^ Madras Infantry, on probation for 
the Staffi Corps, into which he was subsequently ad- 
mitted with efPect from that date. That regiment, 
however, having just then been reconstituted as a 
Burma battalion, he was, in the following month, 
transferred in the same position to the 2#^ Madras 
Infantry, and having joined the corps at Thayet Myo, 
in Lower Burma, he, in the following July, accom- 
panied it to Miubu, whence he was sent with a 
detachment to Pagan. In January 1891 he returned 
with the regiment to Thayet Myo, and in the succeed- 
ing March he moved with it to Rangoon. In August 
1891 be was transferred, still in the same position, to 
the 83^ Madras Infantry (the 3d Burma Battalion), and 
having joined that corps at Foi^ Stedman, he accom- 
panied it to Bhamo in the following Oetoberr In the 
winter of 1891-92 he served, in command of a detach- 
ment of the regiment, in the operations carried out in 
the country to the norih-east of Bhamo, and took 
part in the relief of Sadon (India Medal and clasp)* 
In the spring of 1892 he proceeded to India on sick 
leave, and in the following July he was transferred, 
^aanOffg.Wing Officer, to the 1®* Punjab Infantry, 
at Kohat, at which place he was left, in command of 
the dep8t, when, in the suceeei’ng October, the regi- 
ment was sent to join the force in the Kdram Valley* 
He rejoined the regiment on its return to Kohat in 
Slay 1893, and marched with it to Abbotiiabad ; and in 
the same month he was appointed a Wing Officer in 
the corps permanently. In October *1894, having in 
the interval officiated twice as Adjutant and three '^es 
as Quarter-Master, he was. made permanent in the 
latter appointment^ and from liitoch to May 1895 he 
officiated as a Wing Commander* He was then ap- 
pointed to oflBeiate temporarily as a Wing Officer in 
the Infantry of the Ooips of Guides, attached at the 
thneto the Ohitral Belief Force, but he was not in 
time to take any part in the operations of that force, 
and on the return of the Ghiides to Mardan he rejoined 
the I. at Abbottabad. At the end of August 
1896, having in the meantime officiated for brief periods 
both as Wing Oommander and as Adjutant, he was 
conffirmed in the latter appointment. In January 1897 
he proceeded with his regiment to the Tochi Valley. 
On the outbreak of the Frontier War, in the following 
summer, he accompanied the corps into the field, there- 
after serving with it throughout the Toohi Campaign 
of 1897-98 (India Medal and clasp). On the termina- 
tion of the war he moved with the regiment to Bd- 
wardesahad, whence in the following June he proceeded 
on leave, eventually going home in the succeeding 
August. On the outteeak of the Boer War in the 
fonowing year he proceeded to South Africa for service 
with the Mounted Infantry j on arrival - there, however, 
he was attached to the Bechuanaland Protectorate 
Eeginaent, with which he served in the earlier part 
of the defence of Maf eking,* andiu a sortie from that 
place, to assail a Boer post styled &e Gum-tree Forf> 
he unfortunately fell, — 26iii December 1899. 

Sanford, Charles Ayshford, 0a$tam mi 
Srevet-Major (1829— 1858).— TaftZet ut Kohat, 
jCfa. 104i3.— -The fifth and youngest son of Edward 


Ayshford Sanford, Esqr., of Nynehead Court,- Co. • 
Somerset, by Henrietta, his wife, the elder daughter 
of Sir William Langham, Bart* (VIII), of Oottes- 
brooke, Co. Northampton, Born at Nynehead Court 
in 1829. — Entered the Bengal Army in 1850. Arrived 
in India on the September of the same year, and 
having, on the 2‘i of that month, in anticipation of 
his arrival, been posted to the 3^ Light Cavalry, he 
proceeded to the Upper Provinces and joined Ihat 
regiment at Nowgong, in Bundelkhand, On the 31®* 
May 1853 he was appointed acting Adjutant of the 
regiment. On the 1®* July following his services were 
placed at the disposal of the Foreign Department, 
by which, on the 5*? of the same month, he was appoint- 
ed to officiate as Adjutant of the 2^ Cavalry, Gwalior 
Contingent, but ten days later this appointment was 
cancelled, at his own request, and he continued officiat- 
ing as Adjutant of the 3^ Light Cavalry. In Januaiy 
1854i he accompanied the regiment to Meerut, and in 
the following month the permanent appointment of 
Adjutant of the regiment was conferred upon him. 
He resigned the Adjutancy of the regiment in January 
1857, and in the course of the same month he was 
appointed Interpreter and Quarter-Master, but he had 
to vacate the appointment within a few days, in conse- 
quence of his promotion to the rank of Captain. He, 
however, continued officiating in the appointment for 
some months. He was with the regiment when, on the 
10*^ May, it mutinied at Meerut and, after perpetrating 
many ateooities, marehed offi to Delhi, and a few days 
later he was sent up to Ambala with despatches. 
Having subsequently joined the Army before Delhi, 
he was appointed, on the 20*^ July, to do duiy with 
the Cavalry of the Corps of Guides, tp the command of 
which he was nominated on the following day. la 
comnaand of the Guides Oavaliy he served during the 
remainder of the siege of Delhi and of the operations 
in the vicinity of that place, including the action of 
Najafgarh, in which he commanded the only squadroa 
of the corps present. In the operations of the 14*^ Sep* 
temher he commanded the Guides Cavalry in the brigade 
under Brigadier J. Hope Grant, which was employed 
in protecting the right flank of the British position, 
and had to remain stationary for many hours under a 
galling fire from' the ramparts of the city. After the 
fall of Delhi he was employed with the corps in 
various operations in the neighbouring districts, and 
he was present with it in the severe action of Narnoul 
on the 16*^ November, when the mutinied Jodhpur 
Legion was defeated and destroyed. For his services 
before Delhi he was promoted to the rank of Major by 
brevet. On the 7*1^ January 1858 ho was appointed 
Second-in- Command of the 5*'‘ Punjab Oavahy, and 
nominated to the command of the squadron of that 
regiment then in the field with the .Army under the 
Ooininander-in-Ohief. In command of this squadron he 
took port in the final operations against Luoknow, being 
attached to the portion of the Army employed, under 
the command of Sir James Outram, on tho left bank 
of the Gumti. In the course of these operations, on 
the 10**1 March 1858, he was unfortunately killed, 
having been shot through the head while reconnoitring 
a village held by a body of the enemy. 

Sanford, John Frederick, Lieutenant (1789« 
1816 . — {Grave at Karnal, No* 171. — ^Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1803. Arrived in India in June 
1805, and was shortly afterwards sent up to Cawnpore 
with a large party of young unposted officers. Soon 
after reaching that station he and the rest of the 
party were sent on to jam the two battalions of the 10**^ 
N. 1., then proceeding to the front to join the Army 
under Lord Lake, and having arrived at Muttra with 
these battalions on the October, he was, on the same 
day, appointed to do duiy with the 2^ Battalion 22<^ 
N. 1., and directed to proceed at onde and join that 
corps, then forming part of a force under the command 
of Colonel Ball at Ohatta. With this force he was in 
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field during Lord Lake’s lasfc campaign against 
Eolkar, and having moved with it towards Eewari, 
he took part in the nnsucoessful attempt to intercept 
ihat Chief when he dashed past on bis way to the 
Punjab. On the 1#^ January 1806 he was posted 
to the 2d Battalion 19*^ N. L, and proceeding to the 
Lower Provinces, he* joined that corps at Dinapore, 
whence in the course of the same year he moved with 
it to Kishanganj, and afterwards to Barrackpore, 
At the end of 1807 he accompanied the battalion to 
Cuttack, and in tbe winter of 1809-10 he proceeded 
with it at j&rst to Midnapore and afterwards to 
Berhampore. In November 1810 he marched with 
the corps route to Lucknow, where he arrived in 
January 1811, and in the cold season of 1812-13 he 
proceeded with it to Moradabad, In November 1813, 
on a field force being assembled for the purpose of 
coercing the Rao-Rajah of Alwar, he was appointed 
to the charge of the Treasure and Pay Department 
of the force, with which he took part in the advance 
on Alwar, but the Rao-Bajah having submitted 
without fighting, the force was broken up, and he 
rejoined his battalion at Moradabad. Early in October 
ISl-i he was appointed to the charge of the Timber 
Agency at Moradabad, but tbe Ghirkha War having 
broken out shortly afterwards, and his battabon having 
been detailed for service with tbe force under tbe com- 
mand of Major-General Oobterlony, be was ordered, on 
the 6*^ December, to deHver over charge of the Agency 
to the official nominated to receive and rejoin his 
corps with all possible expedition. He accordingly 
rejoined the 2^ Battalion 1 9th m General Ochtcrlony’s 
camp in the hills above Rupar, and with it he served 
throughout the remainder of the campaign in the North- 
Western Hills, taking part in various movements and 
operations, including those resulting, in April 1815, 
in the redaction, after severe fighting, of the strong 
hill-fort' of Malaon. On the termination of the 
campaign he proceeded with the battalion to ^ Kamal, 
where he continued serving with it until his death. 
& died at Karnal, very suddenly, in consequence of 
the rapture of a blood-vessel, on the 16tii May 1816. 

Note. — ^Lieutenant Sanford married, at Berhampore on the 18 th 
October 1810, Bllza, daughter of Lieutenant-Colonel Charles 
Brietzeke, of the Ben^l Infantry, and grand-daughter of Major- 
General Christopher Green, of the Bengal Artillery. This lady 
married, secondly, at Shamli on the 6tli June 18l7» Lieutenant 
Rohert Cauty, 24 Bn, 19tbN. L, who died at Kasirabadon the 
7th Jtdy 1819. 

Saunders, George Nicholson, Major (1833—- 
1875).— 'Tablet at KoJiat^ No. 1042. — Bom at Elt^m, 
in Kent, on the 18<>h October 1833. — ^Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1853. Arrived in India at the end of January 
1854, and in the following month was sent up to Benares 
to do duty with ihe 424 N. I.. In the following August 
he was posted to the 24th N. I., and having joined that 
regiment at Wazirahad, he accompanied it to Peshawar 
in November 1855. In February 1857 he was appoint- 
ed acting Quarter-Master, and he held that situation 
until the regiment, having been found to be disafiected, 
was disarmed at Peshawar in the following May. 
On the 25*^ of that month he was appointed to do duty 
with the 6*^ Punjab Infantry, and on joining that regi- 
ment at Kohat on the 29% he was appointed to officiate 
as Second-in-Oommand ; on the 4*^ of the following 
month, however, he was relieved of the duties of this 
sitnabon and was appointed to officiate as Adjutant. 
In July 1867 he was detached to Nowshera in com- 
mand of three companies of the regiment, and at the 
headof these, on the 3^J of the succeeding month, he 
took part in the capture and destruction of the viUago 
of Narinji, pn the Yusafzai border. He rejoined the 
regiment, with his detachment, at the end of November 
1857, and continued officiating as Adjutant until tho end 
of May 1858, when he was appointed to officiate tempo- 
rarily as Seoond-in-Command, in addition. In the 
fcdlovri^g J'oly the pemmnent appointment of Adjutant 
but he dontmned officiating 


as Second-in-Oommand, and from September to 
December he was in command of the left wing of tho 
regiment, detached to Bannu. In January 1869 he 
accompanied the regiment to Dera Ismail Kban at 
which station, in the following May and June, he was 
for a short time in command of the corps. In 
December 1SS9 and January I860 he served with the 
regiment in the expedition against the Kabul-Khel 
Waziris, returning afterwards to Dera Ismail Khan. 
In March 1860 he was detached to Tank in command 
of three companies of the regiment, to defend that 
place against a threatened Waziri raid, and at the end 
of the same month he was similarly detached to Rori» 
In April and May 1860 he served with the regiment 
in the Mahsud-Waziri Expedition, and was prominently 
engaged in the forcing of the Barara Pass, on which 
occasion be led tbe skirmishers of tbe left column of 
attack (India Medal and clasp). On the termination of 
the expedition he returned with the regiment to Dera 
Ismail Khan, at which station he continued officiating 
as Second-in-Oommand of the corps until January 1861, 
The appointment of Adjutant he continued holding 
until the 18*^^ June following, when his services were 
replaced at tbe disposal of tbe Oommander-in-Cbief, 
and his connection with the 6^^ Punjab Infantty 
terminated. In the succeeding month he was appointed 
to do general duty at Peshawar, but he shortly after- 
wards proceeded on leave, and in September 1861 
he went home on furlough. He returned to India, 
md Bombay, in November 1863, and on arrival at 
Multan in February 1864, was directed to do duty at 
that station. In the following November he was 
directed to do duty at Rawal Pindi, and ho remained 
there until April 1865, when ho was appointed an Offg. 
Wing Officer in the 3^ Punjab Infantry. He joined 
that regiment at Dera Ismail Khan, and in January 
1866 accompanied it to Bannu. In April 1366 he was 
appointed Ofig. Second-iu-Oommandof the regiment, and 
in the following September ho was admitted into the 
Bengal Staffi Corps. In February 1867 he was appoint- 
ed a Wing Officer in the regiment, but he continued 
officiating as Second-in-Oommand until the end of 
the year. In November 1867 he marched with the 
regiment to Kohat,. and he was with it there, and 
present in the action in the Dblan Pass, on the 
occasion of the raid of tho Bizoti Drakzais in March 
1868. He soon afterwards proceeded on leave to Abbott- 
abad, where he was afterwards appointed OfEg, Station 
Staff Officer. He rejoined the regiment on its arrival at 
Abbottabad in December 1868, but he continued offi- 
ciating as Station Staff Officer until the end of the 
following year. For three months in 1870 he served 
as Staff Officer of the detachment in tho Agror Valley, 
In S^tember 1870 he was appointed Offi^. Second- in- 
Commandof 1^6 2*^ Punjab Infantiy, with which he 
served at Kohat until December 1871, when ho was 
appointed Second-xn-Oommand of his own regiment and 
rejoined it at the same station, at which it had just 
arrived from Abbottabad. He was soon afterwards 
appointed Offg, Station Staff Officer at Kohat, and 
held the appointment until January 1875, when ho 
accompanied the regiment to Edwardesabad. In the 
following summer be wont on leave on medical certi- 
ficate, and bo died at Multan on tho November 
1876. 

Saunders, Herbert Richard, (1853 — 

1888)^-^Oram at Murree.-^Bom on the 3*^ October 
1853*— Entered H. M’s Service on tho 30^^ December 

1871 as a Sub-Lieutenant in the 324 Poot, which be 
joined at King William’s Town, Cape Colony, South 
Africa, in tho following year. On, the 30^^ December 

1872 he was promoted to tho rank of Lieutenant. In 
August 1874 he accompanied a detachment of the 
regiment to the Mauriiixis, and be continued serving 
in that island with the right wing of the corps untu 
July 1876, when ho returned with it to King 
William’s Town and rejoined head-quarters. In 



Septeml^Qr 1877 he returned home -with the regiment, 
-and disembarkixig at Plymouth, he served with the 
corps at Port Tregantle and Devonport for nearly a 
year. On the 21®* August 1878 he exchanged into 
the 83d Poot, and proceeding to India he joined that 
regiment at Kamptee, in the Madras Presidency, before 
the end of the following month. In the succeeding 
year he served for some time as Asst. Instructor of 
Musketry to the corps. In December 1879 he moved 
with the regiment to Lucknow, and while serving 
therein April 1881 he was appointed Instructor of 
Musketry to the corps, — ^which in the following July 
became toe 1®* Battalion of toe Duke of Wellington’s 
(West Biding) Regiment. In January 1883 he accom- 
panied the battalion to Nowshera, and he there conti- 
nued holding toe situation of Musketry Instructor 
until the end of the following March, when the appoint- 
ment was abohshed. In August 1883 he was appoint- 
ed acting Pay Master of toe battalion, and he contin- 
ued in toat position until toe end of March 1884, 
when he was appointed to officiate as Adjutant. On 
toe 12*^^ June 1884 he was promoted to toe rank of 
Captain. In toe following November he marched 
with toe battalion to Bawal Piudi, and at that station 
he continued officiating as Adjutant of the corps until 
April 1886. In May 1885 he accompanied toe battalion 
to Kuldana in toe Mnrree Hills, but he returned with 
it to Rawal Pindi in toe following October, and he 
continued serving with it there until S^tember 1886, 
when he was appointed a Sub- Asst. Commy. Genl, 
for Transport, for service in Burma during toe 
operations then being carried on there. He continued 
in this employment until March 1887, when, his health 
having failed, he went home on sick leave. On his 
jcetnrn to Inffia, in toe spring of toe following year, he 
rejoined his battalion at Mian Mir, but he had not 
served there many weeks before he was obliged to 
proceed on leave to Mnrree, and at toat place he 
unhappily fell a victim to cholera on toe 4**^ August 
1888. 

Scatcherd, Carroll Hessey, Unsign (1825— 
1846).— See Note to No. 444.— Entered toe Bengal 
Army in 1843. Amved in India at the end of June 
of the same year, and in the following month was sent 
up to Dinapore to do duly wito toe 65*Ji N. I. On 
toe 65*1^ leaving that station in the following October, 
he was appoint!^ to do duty with toe 82^ N. I, On 
toe 10*^ November he was posted to toe 41®* N. I., 
which he joined at Gorahkpur in the following month. 
In Januaay 1844 he marched wito toe regiment to 
dawuppre, pnt a few days after its arrival toe corps 
was ordered to go on to Ambala, and he arrived with 
it at toat station m toe following March. He con- 
tinued serving with it there until the outbreak of the 
fiyst Sikh Wjur in December 1845, when he proceeded 
with it to join the Axjny of toe Sutlej, but the corps 
having been detained on esc<mt duty too junction was 
not effected until the 19*^, toe day after toe battle of 
Mudki ; and the regiment having been left there, to 
protect the sick and wounded, when toe Army went 
forward on toe 21®*, he missed toe battle of Pirozshahr 
as well. ^ He was, however, present wito toe corps at 
decisive battle of Sobxaon, on toe 10*^ February 
1846, but on feat occasion he fell mortally wounded 
in toe assault of the Sikh entrenchments, and having 
been removed to camp at Akbarwala, he died toere of 
his wounds toe evening of toe same day. 

Noth.— I t is to be noted that in the list on page 67, Part I, 
this oifieepr’s second Ch^tian name has been misprinted Henry.” 

Scheberras, Rinaldo, Captain (c. 1809-^ 
1845).— TaJZet at Uotoz^oto^ No. 442.— A native of 
Malta.— Entered H. M.’s Service on toe 16**^ March 
1826 as an Bnsim in the 80**^ Foot, which he joined 
in Malta. ^ In May 1828 he accompanied the regiment 
to toe Ionian Islands, where he served wito it (at 
Santa Maura, Corfu and Gephalonia) for three years. 
In toe luring of 1831 he aocompaxiied the regiment 


to England, and he thereafter served -with it in various 
places in the three Kingdoms for nearly six years, in 
toe course of which, on toe 16*^ April 1833, he was 
promoted to the rank of Lieutenant. Early in 1837 
he proceeded with the regiment to New South Wales, 
and he snbsec[uently served with detachments of toe 
corps in Tasmania, in New Zealand, and in various 
other parts of toe Australian colonies. On the 17*^ 
March 1843 he was promoted to the rank of Captain. 
In the autumn of 1844 he embarked wito the regi- 
ment for Bengal, and landing with the head-quarters 
detachment at Fort William in November, he after- 
wards accompanied toe corps to toe Upper Provinces, 
and arrived with it at Agra towards the close of March 
1845. In toe following November he moved with the 
regiment to Ambala, and the first Sikh War breaking 
out shortly afterwards, he accompanied toe corps into 
the field wito the Army of toe Sutlej. He was pre- 
sent wito the regiment in toe battle of Mudki, and 
three days later, on the 21®* December 1845, he fell in 
toe sanguinary battle of Firozshahr. 


Scott, John Alexander, Brigade^Surgeon (1836— 
1900 ). — Grave at Nahany No, 908. — ^Bom in Dublin 
on toe 13*11 February 1836.--Butered H. M.’s Service 
ou the 11**1 October 1859 as a Staff Assistant-Surgeon 
to toe Forces, and was posted to Belfast. He was 
sent out to Bengal towards the end of 1860, and on 
arrival was appointed to do duty with toe depot of 
H. M.’s troops at Dum-Dum. On the 29**i January 
1861 he was posted to the 70**1 Foot, then serving in 
Bengal, and joining toat corps, he accompanied it, in 
the spring of toe same year, to New Zealand, where 
he served with it in toe iMaori campaigns of 1861-62. 
On toe life April 1862 he was re-appointed a Staff 
Assistant- Surgeon, and he continued serving as such 
in New Zealand until toe following July, when he was 
re-transferred to toe StafE in Bengal. On arrival toere, 
early in 1863, he was appointed to do duty with toe 
97**1 Foot at Sangor, and he remained there until the 


following summer, when he was directed to do duty 
wito a detachment of the 91®* Foot at Nagode. On 
toe 2^ May 1864 he was provisionally posted to this 
regiment by toe Oommander-in-Chief in India, but 
toe posting was not confibemed by toe War Office, by 
which, on toe 20**i September, he was posted to the 
20*b Brigade of the Royal Artillery ; this, however was 
shortly afterwards cancelled, and on th© 30**i Dece mber 
following he was regularly posted to toe 9 1®*, with 
toe Nagode detachment of wmoh he had been servino- 
all along. Towards toe end of 1865 he proceeded 
wito the regiment to Dum-Dum, and in February 1867 
he accompanied it to Hazaribagh, where he received 
toe additional charge of toe Station Staff. In March 
1867 he was appointed to do duty at the HasauliOon*^ 
valesoent DepOt, and in fee following September the 
medical charge of the dep6t and station fell to him. 
In December he rejoined his regiment at Allahabad 
and with it proceeded to Kamptee, whence he wont 
home with it in November 1868. In toe following 
month he was again removed to toe Staff, and during 
toe next two years he served as a Staff Assistant 
Surgeon at various stations in Ireland. In January 
1871 he was again sent out to Bengal. On amval 
m toe following month, he was appointed to do duty 
in the Sirhind Circle, and during toe succeeding three 
years he at various times held medical charge 
Ambala Divisional and Brigade Staff and once, tem- 
porarily, of the 32<* N, I. (Pioneers), while at otoers 
he did duty with the 20**^ Hussars, “ 0 ” Batteiy F ” 
Brigade, Royal Horse Artillery, the 64**^ Foot fat 
Jullundur) and toe 72^ Foot, On the 3®* March 
1878 he was promoted to toe rank of Surgeon, and in 
toe following October toe local rank of Surgeon-Major 
m India was granted to him, with effect from th lltu 
October 1871. In January 1874 he was sent to 
Ferozepore to do duty with toe 2^ Battalion 12**» Foot 

and in toe following March he was pointed, in addi- 

iueu; to toe medical charge of toe Staff at tliat sta- 



Hon. On the 11th March 18?5 he was promoted to 
the rank of Stirgeon-Major. About the same time 
he was appointed to do duty at the Convalescent 
Depot at Landonr, where he remained until th^ 
autumn. In the winter of 1875-76 he was employed 
at the Camp of Exercise at Delhi, and jiving shortly 
afterwards been appointed to the medical charge of 
the 15^^ Hussars at Meerut, he served there with that 
corps until October 1878, when he was appointed to 
the medical charge of the Landonr Convalescent Depot. 
He conthined in this situation until the beginning of 
1881, when he was ordered to South Africa, and 
having served there for some months during the Boer 
War he went home in January 1882. After serving 
in England for nearly a year he was again sent out 
to India, and arriving in the country at the end of 
January 1883, he was appointed to the medical charge 
of the Station Hospital at Nowshera, where he served 
until the spring of 1885, when he was transferred to 
the charge of the Station Hospital at Ambala. On 
the 16^^ December 1885 he was advanced to the rank 
of Brigade-Surgeon, and on the 29*^ May 1886 he was 
appointed Honorary Surgeon to the Viceroy- He con- 
tinued in charge of the Station Hospital at Ambala 
until October 1888, when he was ordered home, and 
arriving in England in the following month, he was 
posted to Aldershot. At this place he continued serv- 
ing until the 20*^ August 1890, when he retired from 
the service. He subsequently returned to India, and 
he died at Nahan on the 4*^ Eebruary 1900. 

NorB. — In the inscription on liis fomh this officer is described 
as a Lientenant-ColoDel and as belonging to the Eoyal Amy 
Medical Corps : both statements are incoiTecb. Combatant mili- 
tary rank, such as that indicated above, was not granted to medi- 
cal officers until the 23d June 1898, and tho organisation, of the 
B. A. M. 0., from tho Medical Staff, had effect from tho same 
date. When these changes were introduced Brigade-Surgeon 
Scott had been out of the service for nearly eight years, and they 
consequently did not in any way affect the rank and position ho 
held when he retired from the service. He should have been 
described as ** late Brigado-Surgeon, Medical Staff”. 

Scott, Montague Alexander, Bnsign (1839— 
1858). — Grave at Amhala^’^see No. 274 — The youngest 
son of Major John Augustus Scott, Bengal Light 
Cavalry. Bom at Neemuch on the 24*^^ May 1839. — 
Entered H. M.’s Service on the 18^^ November 1857 
as an Ensign in the Battalion 9*^ Foot, then at 
Shorndiffie. He was in India at the time, and, before 
lie could go home and join the corps to which he had 
been posted, he died at Ambala on the 1®* February 
1868, His appointment waS subsequently cancelled, — 
5^^ August 1859, 

Scott, Thomas Knox, Lieutenant (c. 1818 — 
1845) . — Tablet at Ferosepore, Nfo, 442, — ^Entered H, M.^s 
Service on the 13*h March 1835 as an Ensign in the 62d 
Foot, and proceeding to the East Indies he joined that 
regiment at Moulmein towards the end of tho year. 
On the 16**^ June 1837 he was promoted to the rank 
of Lieutenant. About that time he wont home on 
leave, and having subsequently become a student at the 
Staff College, Sandhurst, and been afterwards attached 
to the regimental dep6t at Chatham, he did not return 
to India until December 1842. He rejomed the regi- 
ment at Dinapore in February 1843, and he continued 
serving with it there until December 1844, when ho 
marched with it m route to Ambala, ho was 

on his way up, in January 1845, he was appointed 
acting Interpreter to H, M/s 80*^ Foot, then on its way 
from.’ the wesxdenoy to A^a, and having joined that 
regiment en route on the 6® March, he arrived with 
it at its destination towards the close of that month. 
He continued in this appointment in the 80*^'* until the 
middle of the following May, when he proceeded on 
sick leave to Simla. In -flie following November lie 
was appointed acting Interpreter to his own regiment, 
the 62^ , and about same time his sick leave was 
extended for a year, but learning that» in consequence 
of Si 0 threatening stoie of affairs on the other side 


of the Sutlej, his regiment was likely to be employed 
inthe field, he threw up the remainder of his leave 
and rejoined his regiment at Ferozepore on the 9th 
December. Two ^ys later the Sikhs crossed the Sut- 
lej, and on the 21®^ of the same month he marched out 
■mth his regiment (forming part of the Fourth Divi- 
sion of the Army of the Sutlej) to take part in the 
assault of the enemy’s entrenched position at Firoz- 
shahr. In the sanguinary engagement that ensued 
the same afternoon he fell whilst gallantly leading on 
his men to the attack. 

Note. — This officer is mis-styled " T. TJ. Scott ” in the inscrip- 
tion at Perozeporo. 

Scrivenor, Francis, Lieutenant (1821-1846).— 
Grave at Phillaur, No. 557.— Born on the 12th July 
1821. — Entered the Bengal Army in 1839. Arrived 
in India in August 1840, and at the end of the same 
month was posted to the 63^^ N, I., and having joined 
that regiment at Lucknow in January 1841, he moved 
with it immediately afterwards to Fatehgarh. In 
September 1841, having volunteered for the duty, he 
was sent to Meerut to join tho light company of 
his regiment, then forming part of the 2^ Light 
Infant^ Battalion at that station. In March 1842 
he moved with this battalion to Ludhiana, and in the 
winter of 1842-43 he served with it in the Army of 
Keserve at Ferozepore. On the battalion moving 
towards Meerut, preparatory to being broken up, he 
marched with it to Karnal, at which place in February 
1843, he, with the light company, rejoined his own 
I'egimont. In the following April ho marched with 
the corps to Delhi, whence in November 1843 he pro- 
ceeded with it to Ambala. In October 1845 be was 
detached to Fatehgarh to take charge of the 
recruiting depot of the regiment at that place, and 
having been detained there he was unable to rejoin the 
regiment in time to take part with it in tho operations 
of the Sutlej campaign. Having reached Ludhiana, 
with a convoy, in February 1846, ho was on the 12^1^ of 
that month appointed to ofiioiato as Adjutant of the 
4 th Irregular Cavalry, but he did not hold this appoint- 
ment long, and at the end of the following month he 
was nominated assistant to the Executive Engineer 
of tho Jullundur district, and appointed to the charge 
of the station of Phillaur. lu this employment he 
continuod until his death, which took place at Phillaur 
on the IQtii September 1846. 

Note.— Lieutenant Scrivonoi* was married, at Karnal on the 
2Yth April 1843, to Elizabeth Charlotte Bhoda, daughter of 
Major-General John Wells East, Bengal Infantry, then com'«' 
maniUng the Sirhiud Division. 

Scully, John, Oond^icior (1814—1857). — Tablet at 
Delhi, No. 165.— Born in Dublin in November 1814. — 
A labourer by occupation, he enlisted into the military 
service of tho East India Company, in Dublin, on the 
Slflt October 1832. Arriving in India in December 
1833, he was posted to the 4«‘ Company 5*b Battalion, 
Bengal Foot Artillery,* which he joined at Dum-Dum, 
and with it ho afterwards served in various parts of 
the Bengal PreHulenoy, rising eventually to the rank 
of Sergeant, In September 1845 ho was appointed 
Quartor-Maslor-Sergeant of the 2^ Oudli Local Infant* 
ry, which ho joined at Sitapui\ In May 1848 ho was 
appointed acting Sergeant-Major of tho regiment, and 
in the following Decombox' ho was trfmsforrcd in tho 
same position to the 43»i N. I., at Rhahjahanpur. In 
February 1849 ho was confirmed in the appointment 
of Sergeant-Major of tho 43‘' N. I., and he continued 
serving with that regiment at Shahjahanpur until 
the autumn of 1851, when ho accompanied the coima 
to Amritsar. In August 1865 ho was placod at the 
disposal of the Inspector-General of Ordnance and 
Magazines as a probationer for appointment to the 
Ormxanoo Commissariat Department, and after 
through a course of training at iho Artillery School 
of Instruction at Meerut, ho was, on the 21®^ December 
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following, appointed an Extra OfCg. Sab-Conductor 
in Department referred to. In January 1856 be 
was posted to tbe Delhi Magazine, and on the 26*^ May 
following be was promoted to tbe rank of Conductor. 
He continued serving at Delhi until tbe outbreak 
of the Mutiny, and be was one of Tiie Devoted Hino 
who, on tbe May 1857, heroically defended tbe 
Magazine for six hours against an overwhelming host 
of mutineers and insurgents, and eventually, when 
defence was no longer possible, blew it up rather 
than permit it to fall intact into tbe bands of the 
enemy. In that heroic conflict be took a prominent 
part, and having volunteered for tbe desperate duty, 
it was he who, under a bail of bullets from the enemy, 
fired tbe train and blew up tbe Magazine, perishing 
himself in the mighty explosion. In the following 
October, tbe fact of bis death not having then been 
established, be was, in recognition of tbe eminent 
gallantry he bad displayed, gazetted to tbe rank of 
Deputy- Assistant-Commissary of Ordnance with effect 
from the 11*^ May 1857, but this was soon afterwards 
cancelled on its being ascertained with certainty that 
lie bad not survived. 

Seaton, George Michell, Lieutenant (1846*— 
1878). — Grave at Attook, No. 848, — Son of Major- 
General Sir Thomas Seaton, K.C.B., Bengal Infantry. 
Born at Agra, in July 1846. — ^Entered H. M.’s Service 
(from the Royal Mily. College) on tbe 29*^ Decem- 
ber 1865 as an Ensign in tbe 2 ^ Battalion 9*^ Boot, 
and joined tbe depot of tba^ corps at Mullingar early 
in the following year. In July 1866 be joined tbe 
battalion at Yokohama, in Japan, whence be returned 
home with it in July 1868, and was stationed in 
Dublin. In June 1869 be moved with tbe cor]gs to 
Warley, and in June 1870 be proceeded with it to 
Aldershot. On tbe 17*^ May 1871 be was promoted 
io the rank of Lieutenant. He afterwards served with 
tbe battalion at Sbomcliffe and Dover, and on the 
12*^ November 1873 be was appointed Adjutant. In July 
1874 he moved with the battalion from Dover to 
Portsmouth, and on tbe 23^ October following be 
embarked with it for India, and having landed at 
Bombay towards tbe end of November, be accompanied 
tbe corps to Bawal Pindi, arriving there early in 
January 1875. In tbe succeeding November be pro- 
ceeded with tbe corps to Peshawar, In the winter 
of 1877-78 be served with tbe battalion in the ex- 
pedition against tbe Jowaki Afridis: in the course 
of the operations be became dangerously ill from tbe 
effects of exposure, and was sent back to Peshawar, 
whence be was moved to Attock, and, enteritis super- 
vening, be died at that place on the 12^^ January 
1878. 

Selby, Robert, Oaptain (c. 1830— 1863).— Oraoc 
at Multan, — ^Entered H. M. 's Service on tbe 3*^ October 
1848 as an Ensign in tbe 89*^ Foot. Joined that regiment 
at Birr, and in October 1849 accompanied it to Dublin, 
whence in September 1851 be proceeded with it to 
Clonmel. On the 20<^^ February 1862 he was promoted 
to tbe rank of Lieutenant. He subsequently served 
with the corps at Templemore, Buttevant and Cork, 
and in April 1854 he accompained it to Gibraltar, 
In December 1864 he proceeded with the raiment to 
the Crimea and joined tbe Army before ^vastopol, 
at tbe siege of which place be served for about two 
months (Medal and clasp). He attained tbe rank of 
Cferptain on tbe 16**^ January 1865, and in the following 
month, bis health having failed, he was obliged to 
leave the Crimea and return home to the regimental 
depdt, which be joined at Limerick. At the end of 
1856 he‘rejoined his regiment, which had in tbe mean- 
time proceeded to South Africa and was then at East 
London, on tbe borders of Kaffraria, and in ,tbe follow- 
ing August, consequent on tbe mutiny of tbe Bengal 
Army, be accompanied tbe corps to India, arriving at 
Bombay in September 1857, and proceeding thence, 
immediately, to Abmedabad, in Guzerat* In tbe fol- 


lowing month be moved with the right wing to Dee^,' 
and in tbe summer and autumn of 1858 be served 
with a detachment of tbe corps in some desultory 
operations against bands of rebels in Rajpntana. In 
May 1859 be accompanied tbe right wing to Agra, 
whence in the following October be proceeded with a 
detachment to Sipri. He afterwards served with de- 
tachments at Qoona, at Jbansi, and at various other 
places, and in March 1861 be accompanied tbe corps 
to Ambala. In December 1862 be moved with the 
regiment to Multan, and at that place be died on tbo 
17tii August 1863. 

Semple, Charles, Ensign (c. 1826—1844),— 
Inscription at Ambala^ No. 198. — Entered tbe Bengal 
Army in 1843. Arrived in India in June of tbe same 
year, and in tbe following month was ordered up to 
Dinapore to do duty with tbe 32^ N. I, In August 
1843 be was posted to tbe 65^^ N. I., then stationed 
at Sukknr, in Sindh, and on tbe 14^^ January 1844, 
whilst en route to join that regiment, be was unfortu- 
nately drowned in tbe Sutlej, at Ferozepore, as be was 
embarking in order to complete bis journey by boat. 

Sewell, Henry Thomas, Lieutenant (1829— » 
1856), — Grave at Jhang, No. 897. — ^Tbe oldest son 
of Colonel Thomas Sewell, Bengal Infantry, Bom at 
Calcutta on tbe November 18*29. — Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1848. Arrived in India in December 
of tbe same year, and was sent up to Barrackpore to 
do duty with ibe 35*^ N. I. In January 1849 be was 
posted to the 49*^ N. I., then on field service in tbe 
Punjab, where be joined it, but be was not in timo to 
take any part in the operations. In April 1849 bo 
accompanied tbe regiment to Nakodar, whence, in the 
following November, be marched with it to Pbillaur- 
At this station bo served with it until October 1854, 
when be marched with it to Baddi, and thence oscorted 
tbe camp of tbe Oommander-in-Chief to Lahore, arriv- 
ing at Mian Mir on the 25*^ Novembor. In the 
summer of tbe following year be was sent to Jhaiig 
in command of a detachment of tbe regiment, and bo 
died at that place on the 8*^' October 1856. 

Sewell, Richard Manuel, Major (1835—1873).'— 
Grave at Eolitak, No. 15. — ^Entered tbe Bengal Army 
in 1851. Arrived in India on tbe l^t February 1853, 
and on tbe 12t^» of tbe same month was ordered up to 
Benares to do duty with tbe 27*^ N. I. ; this was after- 
wards altered to duty with tbe N. I., at tho same 
station, but on his way up bo was stopped at Dinaporo, 
in March, and directed to do duty with tlio 14*1^ N. L 
at that place. In November 1852 be was posted to tbe 
71s* N. I., and in January 1853 be joined that regiment 
at Nurpur, in tbe Julluudur Doab. In December 1855 
bo marched with tbe regiment en route to Lucknow*, 
and having arrived at that station in February 1866, 
bo was with the corps there when tbe Mutiny broke 
out in June 1857. On tbe outbreak taking place bo 
joined tbe Tolunteer Cavalry, ’and with it was present 
in the disastrous action of Obinbat, in which bis horse 
was killed under him by a cannon-shot. He served 
throughout tbe subsequent defence of tbe Residency 
from tho 30*^ June to tbe 22^ November, rendering 
excellent service in many ways, and especially in 
establishing an Enfield Rifle Cartridge Manufactory, for 
which be received tbe thanks of Sir Henry Havelock 
and Sir James Outram, and, afterwards, of tbe 
Governor-General, Lord Canning. On tbe relief of 
tbe Residency and tbe withdrawal of tbe garrison by 
Sir Colin Campbell, be accompanied the Army to 
Oa-wnpore, and was there present in the action of tbe 
6th December, when tho Gwalior Contingent was 
routed and dispersed. He was subsequently appointed 
Asst. Baggage-Master of tbe First Brigade of Cavalry, 
and in that capacity be was present at the action of 
Khudaganj or Kali Naddi, at tbe re-occupation of 
Fatebgarb, and throughout tbe siege and capture of 
Lucknow (Medal and two clasps). In April 1858 he 
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inras permitted to resi^ the . appointment of Asst.

In July 1858 his absence from India 
having been overlooked, his services were placed at the 
disposal of the Foreign Dept., and he was nominated a 
District Adjutant of Military Police in Oudh : this 
appointment was cancelled in the succeeding November. 
On his return to India in February 1860 he was 
appointed to do duty with the European Recruit 
Dep&t at Barrackpore, and he remained in that situation 
until the following August, when he was appointed 
Adjutant of the Is* Q^valior Infantry, and having 
joined that corps at Morar, he continued with it there 
until January 1861. His services were then placed at 
the ^sposal of the Punjab Govt, for employ- 
ment in the police of that province, and in the follow- 
ing month he was appointed District Supermtendent 
of Police at Jhelum. During the last months of 1863 
he served in the Amhela Campaign as Second-in-Oom^ 
mand of the Punjab Police Contingent (India Medal 
jmd clasp)* In September 1864 he was admitted 
into the Bengal Staiff Coi^s, wilh effect from the 19*^ 
February 3661. As a Distnct Superintendent of Police 
iirthe Punjab, transferred at various periods from one 
station to another, the whole of the rest of his service 
was passed : he was finally posted to Rohtak in 1872, 
and at that place he died on the 24!tii June 1878. 

.Sewell, Thomas, Ideutenani (1812— 1836).— 2"a6Ze# 
nt Karml, No. 187. — ^Entered Service on the 12tii 

April 1831 as an Ensign in the 13*^ Foot. Arrived in 
India in the following October, and joined the regiment 
at Dinapore. In the winter of 1831-32 he marched 
with the regiment to Agra, and on the 28*^ December 
J832 he was promoted to the rank of Lieutenants In 
the winter of 1835-36 he accompanied the regiment 
ioEIamal, and in the spring of the latter year he 
proceeded to Landour on leave* At that place he 
died on the 1^* August 1836. 


Shakespear, Henry A\exax\6er,Lieutenant-Oolo- 
9iel and Brevet-Oolonel (3840—1887). — Grave at Lahore 
Cantonment^ No, 680. — Son of Lieutenant-Colonel 
S&Dxj J. 0. Shakespear, formerly of the old 25*^ Bengal 
N, I., who was for naany years employed with the 
Nima’sArmy. .Bom at Aurangabad, in ihe Deccan, 
on the 2^, December 1840.— Entered the Bengal Army 
in 1888. Arrived in India on the 1®* January 1859 
and in the course of the same month, was sent up to 
Allahabad to do duty with the 1®* European Light 
Cavalry. In the following March he was posted to the 
5<!i^ European Light Oavi^j and having, joined that 
regiment at Campbellpur in April, he moved with it to 
Mian Mir in the spring of 1860; and he continued 
serving with the corps at that station until it was 
disbanded and broken up in November 1861. In 
January 1862 he was appointed to do duty with the 
19*J» Hussars at Oawnpore, but in the following month 
this was altered to duty with the 13«i Bengal Cavalry, 
and he joined that regiment accordingly atRawal Pindi. 
In September 1862 he was directed to do duty with the 
Bengal Cavalry, and having joined at Sitapur, he in 
me following December accompanied that regiment to 
Wpaignri. In March 1863 he was appointed a paid 
Doing-Duty Ofacer, and in January 1864 he became 
Third Squadron Oflloer. In the succeeding month he 
was appointed Offg. Second Squadron OfSoer, and in

year he was- detached on command to Fyzabad, -and 
at that station, for a short time in January, and again 
from June to August 1867, he officiated as Brigade-

with a squadron which had been detached to J^zabad| 
rejoined the head-quarters of the regiment and 
accompanied the corps to Lucknow, whence he returned 
with it to Sitapur in March 1868. In September 1868 
he proceeded on leave and in tee following November 
he went home on fnrlongh, on return from which, in 
November 1870, he rejoined the regiment at Nowshera 
and resumed his appointment of Second Squadron Officer. 
In December 1871 he moved with the regiment to 
Jhelum (where he officiated as Station Staff Officer in 
August and September 1872), and in the winter of 
1872-73 he was with tee corps in the Camp of Exercise 
at H^assan Abdal, whence he returned with it to Jhelum 
in February 1873. In May 1875 he again went home 
on furlough, on his return from which, at the end of 
April 1876, he rejoined tee regiment at Nowgong, in 
Bnndelkhand, and was immediately afterwards appoint- 
ed Offg. Second-in-Oommand. In the reorganisamon of 
January 1877 he became a Squadron Commander, but 
he continued officiating as Second-in Command, and in 
the following October he was appointed Station Staff 
Officer, in addition, a post which he continued holding 
for a year. In February 1878 he reverted to his 
permanent appointment of Squadron Commander, but 
in tee following August he was again appointed to 
officiate as Seoond-in-Command, and in October 1878 
he became Offg. Commandant. In January 1879 ^ 

Was appointed Second-in-Oommand permanently, but 
he continued officiating as Commandant until the 
following July, when, on the permanent incumbent 
rejoining, he reverted to tee post of Second-in-Com* 
mand. In September 1879, however, he was again 
appointed Offg. Commandant and early in tee follow- 
ing year he moved with the regiment to Peshawar, 
whence at tee end of March 1880 (the Afghan War 
being then in progress) he accompanied it on service 
on tee Kiaibar line, thereafter commanding it through- 
out tee remainder of tee campaign of 1880, and being 
present with a portion of the corps in tee action 
of Hazina (Medal).

of William Oliver Shakespear, Esq^, of tee Afodras 
Civil Service.— Entered H.M> Service on tee 25<^ 
October 1827 as an Exisign in the 13*1^ Foot (tee 
^inersetteire Light Infantcy). Proceeded to India 
in the foDcwing year and joined his regiment at Dina- 
pore. On tee October 1881 he was promoted to 
tee ranis of Lieutenant* in the winter of 1881-38 he 
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sonafched «iiih ifae segnafipi to Agnt, trhenoe ia Deoem> 
l)er 1835 lie acooapuued it to Earnal, axriTing thero 
in JantutiT 1836. Ho died at Eanud on the April 
1838.

Sharpf John Nixon; Oa^tain and Brevet^Major 
fl821— 1866 ). — QraDB and tablet at Lahore Canton- 
ment^ Nos, 660 and 683. — ^Entered tke Bengal Army in 
1828, witli rank as Second-Lientenant of Engineers 
from tke 12*^ December of tkat year. Arrived in India 
in September 1830, and in the following month was 
ordered np to Delhi to do duty with the Sappers and 
Miners. With this coips he served, generally in com- 
mand of a company, until the end of April 1834. In 
May 1834 he was appointed an Assistant to the Execn- 
iive Engineer of &e Allahabad division of Public 
Works, and he continued in that position until August 
1836, when he was transferred in the same capacity to 
“the Cawnpur division, for the special purpose of 
superintending the construction of a bridge on the road 
between Oawnpore and Allahabad. In April 1838 he 
was nominated Executive Engineer of the Mhow 
division of Public Woriai, but having been ordered to 
remain in charge of the Oawnpore division as a tem- 
porary arrangement, he eventually never joined the 
appointment at Mhow. In the following^ December he 
was attached to the force detailed for the siege of Jhansi, 
but the insurgents having evacuated the fort before the 
siege had been regularly begun, he was ordered back to 
Oawnpore, whence he was afterwards sent to superin- 
tend Ihe repairs of the Allahabad Port. In August 
1840 he was nominated Executive Engineer of the 
Dacca division, hut having been ordered at the same 
time to continue on the duty on which he was then em- 
ployed untQ it should be completed, he was detained at 
Allahabad until January 1841. Se then proceeded to 
•the Presidency, en route Dacca, but he was soon after- 
wards recalled to Allahabad, and having, in the spring 
t)f 1841, fallen into the temporary charge of the AUah- 
abad division (with, from May 1842, the additional 
charge of the Trunk Boad from Eatehpur to Allahabad) 
he was, in January 1843, formally appointed to re- 
main in charge of that division until further orders.

Sharpe, Edmundj First-Lieutenant (1824" 
1852 ),— at Delhi, No, 85.— Bom at Oharlinchy 
near Bridgewater, Co* Somerset, on the l^t September 
1824. — Entered the Bengal Army in 1844 as a Cadet o£ 
Artillery. Arrived in In^a in January 1845, and in ihe 
the following July was posted to the Company 2^ 
Battalion, Foot Artillery, at Dum-Dum. In October 
1845 he was removed to tiielst Company 3^ Battalion, 
at the same station. On promotion to the rank o£ 
First-Lieutenant he was re-posted, May 1846, to the 
1st Company 3^ Battalion, but in the following month 
he was transferred to the 1st Company 9*^^ Battalion, 
which he joined at Allahabad. At the end of August 
1847 he was removed to the 6*^ Company 8*1* Battalion, 
at Bareilly, and in the succeeding November to the 2^

Grave at Bialkot, No, 706.— Entered the Bengal Army 
in 1842. Arrived in India in June of the same year, 
and at the end of the month was sent up to Benares to 
do duty with the 45*h N. I. In July 1842 he was post- 
ed to Ihe 46*** N. I., at the same station, and he joined 
ihat regiment on his arrival there. In the following 
cold season he moved with the regiment to Barrackpoie, 
whence he accompanied it to Berhamporo in .March 
1844, and to Luolmow in the spring of 1845. In the 
autumn of 1846 he marched with the corps to Jullnn- 
dur, whence in October 1847 he proceeded with it to 
Lahore. On the outbreak of the second Sikh War he 
accompanied the regiment into the field, and with it 
served throughout tiie Punjab Campaign of -1848-49, 
including the aoticfn Bamnagar,. thd passage of the 
Chenab, the action of Badulapur, and the battles of 
Chilianwala and GujelatCB^al and two clasps). On 
ther termination of" ihe campaign he marched with ihe 
regiment to Ludhiana, arriving there in April 1849, 
and on the 1®* DecMaber following he was appointed 
to officiate as Interpreter and Quarter-Master of ihe 
corps ; and having been confirmed in that post ia 
January 1850, he continued holding it for nearly seven 
years. In October 1861 he moved with the regiment 
to Ambala, whence during the ensuing three mouths h© 
accbmpanied the corps on escort du^ with the Gov^or- 
Genem, Lord Dalhousie, going with His Lordship as 
frr as AUahabad, and. eventually reaching. Meerut 
towards the end of February 1862* "At that place for 
a short time in the spring of 1863 he held temporary 
charge of the commissariat duties of the station. Ixt 
ike spring pf ihe following year he proceeded with the 
regiment to Boorkee, but he shortiy afterwards returned 
with, it to Meerut^ and in February 1866 he accompanied 
it to Sialkot. In December 1856, consequent on his 
promotion to ihe rank of Captain, he vacated the

1857).- Tallet at Delhi, No* 165. — ^Bom in the parish 
of St. Pancras, London, in 1810.— A jeweller hy trade, 
he enlisted into the East India Company’s Service, in 
Westminster, on the 1®* April 1829, Arrived in India 
on the 25**^ September following, and was allotted to 
the European Eegiment (now the 1®^ Battalion of the 
Bioyal Munster Fusiliers), which he joined at Agra in 
the following year. Early in 1832 he accompanied the 
regiment to Dinapore, and at the end of 1835 he re- 
turned with it to Agra. On the IP^ May 1836 (being 
then a Corporal and acting Sergeant) he was promoted 
to the rank of Sergeant and appointed Quarter-Master- 
Seigeant of the 30^^ N. I., which he joined at Meerut. 
At Ihe end of 1887 he proceeded with the regiment to 
Neemuch, at which station, towards the end of the 
following year, he for some time acted as Bazar 
Sergeant. Li the autumn of 1839 he accompanied the 
Tegiment on field service, in the Marwar Field Force, on 
ihe occasion of the demonstration against Jodhpur, re- 
turning to Neemuch before the end of the year. In 
Eebruaiy 1840 he was appointed Sergeant-Major of the 
11*^ N. I., which he joined at Saugor, and with it, 
in March 1841, he proceeded to Etawa. Towards the 
end of the following year he accompanied the regiment 
on field service to Bundelkhand, and was actively 
employed in the suppression of the insurrection in that 

S vince, part of ttie time as Asst. Baggage-Master to 
field force under the command of Brigadier Young. 
After serving for some time at Kalinjar, he proceeded 
with his regiment to Cawnpore in the spring of 1843, 
and he afterwards accompanied it to Ludhiana in the 
early months of 1845. In July 1845 ho was trans- 
ferred, as Sergeant-Major, to ihe 1®** Oudh Local In- 
fantry, and with this co^s he served, at Sultanpur 
and Sitapur, for nearly eight years. In May 1853 he 
was appointed an Extra Ofig. Sub-Conductor in the 
Ordnance Oommissariat Department, with efecfc from 
the 2^ February preceding, and was posted to the 
Cawnpore Magazine. In the following November he 
was appointed an Offg. Sub-Conductor, and in May 
1854 he was awarded a silver medal and a gratuity of 
^15 for meritorious conduct since his enliffbmeni In 
June 1864 he was promoted to the rank of Sub-Conduc- 
tor, and during the following year he was twice ap- 
pointed to officiate as a permanent Conductor in the 
Cawnpore Magazine. On the 1®* May 1856 he was 
advanced to the rank of Conductor, and on the 7*^^ July 
following he was appointed a permanent Conductor in 
the Delhi Magazine. Ho was serving in this appoint- 
ment when the Mutiny broke out at Delhi, and he was 
one of The Devoted Nine who, on thelltiiMay 3857, 
with heroic constancy defended the Delhi Magazine for 
six hours against all the efiorts of an overwhelming host 
of mutineers and rebels, and then, when further defence 
had ceased to be possible, blew it up rather than let it 
fall intact into the hands of the enemy. On that 
memorable occasion he fell, gallantly doing his duiy to 
ihe last. 

In October 1857 the fact of hie death not having been 
anthoritativriy ascertained, he teas, in recognition of his gallant 
conduct, promoted to the ranh of Depy. Asst. Oommissaiy of 
OidnancOj with effiect from the 11th May preceding. This was, 
however, af temtds cancelled when it was mown with certainty 
that he had been killed.

During the succeeding winter 
he moved with the regiment to Benares, whence in the 
autumn of 1826 he accompanied it to Bettil, in the 
Saugor and Narbadda Territories* At the end of Decem- 
ber 1828 he was appointed acting Adjutant of the 5^^ 
local Horse, and having joined that corps at Bhopawar, 
he continued holding the appointment until April 1829, 
when he rejoined his own regiment at BetliL ^ In the 
cold season of 1829-30 he marched with the regiment to 
Neemuch, and at that station in November and Decem- 
ber 1831 he officiated for about six weeks as Adjutant. 
In the winter of 1832-33 he accompanied the regiment 
to Muttra, whence in September 1834 he marched with 
the right wing to Aligarh, at which station he was in 
charge of the commissariat duties from February to 
May 1835. He then rejoined his regiment at ^ Agra, 
whence towards the end of 1836 he marched with the 
corps to Sitapur, in Oudh, subsequently accompanying 
it to Shahjabanpnr in October 1837, and to Dacca in the 
spring of 1841, From September to December 1841 hd 
officiated as Adjutant of the regiment. In the spring of 

1842 he accompanied the corps to Benares. In March 

1843 he was appointed acting Adjutant to the right 
wing, detached temporarily to Oawnpore, and from July 
1843 to January 1844 he officiated as Adjutant of the 
regiment. In December 1844 he marched from 
Benares with the corps en route to Ambala, but on the 
way, at the end of January 1845, he was detached from 
Kamal to Khaithal in command of two companies, and 
he did not rejoin the head-quarters of the regiment at 
Ambala until later in the year. On the outbreak of 
the first Sikh War in December 1845 he accompanied 
his regiment to the front, and owing to the illness of 
Lieutenant-Colonel Williamson and to the absence of ^1 
other senior officers, he (being then the most junior 
Captain except one) commanded the corps throughout the 
Sutlej Campaign, including the battles of Mudki, Firoz- 
shahr and Sobraon, and the advance on Lahore (Medal 
and two clasps, and promoted to the rank of Major by 
brevet). In the autumn of 1846, on the occasion of tha 
rebellion of Shaikh Imam-U-din, ex-Govemor of 
Kashmir, he accompanied the corps on service towards 
thatplaoe, but the Shaikh having surrendered, he re- 
turned to Lahore, whence in January 1847 he moved 
with the regiment to Ambala. He shortly afterwa^s 
proceeded on leave to Kasauli, and at that place he died 
on the 8th May 1847 .

1835, Lucy, the younger daughter of Colonel Charles Parker, of

Shortroed, William, (c. 1802— 1846J.— 

Inscription at Suhathu^ No, 421.-— Entered the Bengal 
A^ny in 1819. Arrived in India in July 1820, and on 
the 17*^ of the same month was ordered up to Dinapore 
to do duty with the Bengal European Regt, Towards the 
end of the following October he was appointed to do duty 
with the 1®* Battalion 19*^ N. I., at Benares, and he con- 
tinued attached to that corps until January 1821, when 
he was posted to the Battalion 22^ N. L Having 
joined this corps at Sikrora, in Oudh, in the succeeding 
month, he marched with it to Kamalinthe autumn 
of the same year ; and he was re-posted to the battalion 
in May 1823, on attaining the rank of Lieutenant. In 
September 1823 he was removed to the Bengal European 
Regiment, with effect from the July preceding, hut 
being on leave at the time he did not join that corps, then 
at Nagpur, until March 1824. On the reorganisation 
of the Army taking place in the following May, he was 
posted io tiie 2^ European Regiment, the formation of 
which was then ordered and having joined at Dinapore 
early in 1826, he, &.tthe end of the same year, accompani- 
ed the corps to Oheduha Island, off the coast of Arakan, 
In the autumn of 1826 he returned mih the regiment 


to Bengal, and proceeding to Agra he arrived there 
with it in*February 1827. From March to October 
1827 he was acting Adjntant of the corps, and after 
twice officiating as Interpreter and Quarter-Master 
(from October 1827 to January 1828, and from the 1®* 
October to the 15*^ November 1828) he again officiated 
as Adjutant from January to August 1829. At the end 
of October 1829 -^e 2^ European Regt. was absorbed 
into the 1®^, and in the spring of 1832 he accompanied 
the amalgamated corps (which now bore the designation 
of “ The Bengal European Regiment ”) to Dinapore at 
which station he served with it for nearly three years 
again officiating as Adjutant from August to October 1834! 
In January 1835 he was appointed to do duly with the 
Assam Light Infantry, and he joined that corps at 
Bishnath, but he resigned the appointment at the end of 
the f ollovring September, and having rejoined the Euro- 
pean Regiment at Dinapore, he in the succeeding Novem- 
ber marched with it for Agra, arriving there at the close 
of the following month. At the end of March 1836 he 
was once more appointed acting Adjutant, and on the 
26*^ of the succeeding month he was made permanent in 
the appointment, but he did not hold it long, having been 
obliged to vacate it in December 1836, in consequence 
of his having been promoted to the rank of Captain. 
In the autumn of 1838 he marched with the regiment to 
Kamal, whence he proceeded with it to Ferozepore and 
joined the Army of the Indus, and accompanying it 
thereafter on service to Afghanistan, he served with it 
throughout the campaign of 1838-39 m that country 
including the storm and capture of Ghazni (Medal) 
and the occuption of Kabul. In October 1839 he was 
appointed Brigade-Major to the Fourth Brigade of In- 
fantry, an appointment which he continued holding for 
thirteen months, and in that capacity he took part in 
the defeat of Dost Muhammad Khan at Bamian in 
September 1840. Towards the end of the following 
November be was appointed Brigade-Major to the de- 
tachment (which included his own regiment) proceeding 
to the British provinces, under Colonel Wheeler, in 
charge of Dost Muhammad, and he continued iu the 
situation until the detachment was broken up at Feroze- 
pore in January 1841, when he rejoined his regiment 
(which was now styled ^Ithe 1®* European Light Infan- 
try’*) and accompanied it to Kamal, arriving there in the 
following March. In April 1842 he was appointed 
Brigade-Major at Kamal, and he retained this post until 
the 1®‘ October following, when he rejoined his regiment 
on its moving to join the Army of Reserve at Feroze- 
pore ; on the 14th of the same month, however, he was 
appointed Brigade-Major to the Fourth Brigade of 
Infantry of that Army, and in that capacity he sewd 
with the Army until it was broken up in January 1843. 
He then accompanied his regiment to Subaihu, arriving 
there towards the end of March 1843 ; but in November 
1843 he marched mth it to Ludhiana, and while serving 
there in the following month he was appointed Brigad^ 
Major to the troops on the (then) Norfch-Westera 
Frontier, with the charge of the military chest at 
Ludhiana. In April 1844 he was appointed Aide-de- 
Camp to Major-General G, Hunter, O.B., who was 
then specially appointed to command the troops at 
Sukkur, in Sindh, and on arriving there in the 
following July he was appointed by General Hunter to 
the temporary command of the,^64*^N. I., which he 
held for several weeks. Eeveriong then to his appoint- 
ment of Aide-de-Camp, he served with Getieral Hunter 
throughout the operations conducted by Sir OharloB 
N'apierjiii 1844-46, against the mountain and desert 
tribes of Upper Sindh, and took part in the reduction 
of Trakki, their principal stronghold. Immediately 
after the termination of this campaign, being in bad 
health, he proceeded on leave to Bombay, wWce he 
went home on furlough in May 1846. He died in 
Europe a year later,— on the 14'^ May 1846. 

Shuttleworth, Fletcher, Captain (1816—1846),— 
Tablet at Ferozepore^ No, 444.— Entered the 



Army in 1835. Arrived in India at fiie end o£ Nov- 
eml)er in a a'nnfi year^ and m £he following month, 
was ordered to proceed to Moradabad, and there do duty 
with the 14**^ N. I. At the end of Jime 1836 he was post- 
ed to the Bengal Enropean Eegiment, which he joined 
at Agra. In the autumn of 1838 he proceeded with the 
regiment to Kama!, and thence to Ferozepore to pin 
the Army of the Indus, with which, in December, he 
proceeded on semce to Afghanistan. He served with 
the European Regiment throughout the campaign of 
1839 in that country, and was present at the capture of 
of Ghazni (Medal) and the occupation of Kabul. In the 
following year he was with the regiment at Jalalabad, 
and took part in various desultory services in the 
vioin% of that place. Returning with the regiment to 
Hindustan at the end of 1840, he proceeded with it to 
Karnal, where he served with it from the spring of 1841 
to the autumn of 1842, and he then accompanied it to 
Ferozepore, where it formed part of the Army of Reserve. 
On the breaking up of that Army he proceeded with the 
regiment to Sabathu, arriving there at the end of March 
1843. In November of the same year he accompanied 
the corps to Ludhiana, whence he afterwards proceeded 
with it to Ferozepore, returning to Snbathu at the end 
of April 1844. In November 1846 he obtained leave 
to proceed to the Presidency, preparatory to going home 
on furlough, but the first Sikh War breaking out a 
fortnight later and his regiment having been ordered on 
service, he cancelled his leave and rejoined the corps, 
mth which he was present at the battles of Firozshahr 
and Sobraon, in the latter of which he fell, having been 
sSpt dead while advancing to the assault of the Sikh 
entrenchments, — 10^^ February 1846. 

SievwrightjFranciSs lieutenant (c. 1824— 

* 184!6).— ^at*e at Ferozejpore : see note to No. 442.— 
Son of Asst.-Surgeon Francis Sievwright, M.D., 69*^ 
Foot, afterwards for many years StafE Surgeon at the 
Mauritius.— Entered H. M,’s Service on the 3^ December 
1841 as an Ensign in the 9*^ Foot, and joined the 
depdi of that regiment at Chatham. In the summer of 
the following year he was sent out to Bengal, and 
landed at Oalontfa in October 1842. Towards the end 
of the sncceeding month he was sent to the Upper 
Provinces, and he joined his regiment in camp at 
Mubarikpur, between Ambala and Ealka, in March 
1843. In the foUowing month he marched with the 
corps to Su-bathu, and on the 22^ December 1843 he 
was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant, In March 
1844 he moved with the regiment to Kasauli, whence 
he proceeded with it to Anbala towards the close of 
November 1845. On the outbreak of tho first Sikh War, 
in December 1845, hO accompanied his regiment into 
the field, and was present with it in the battles of 
Mudki and Firozshahr, in the latter of which ho re- 
ceived a severe wound, from the effects of which he died 
at Ferozepore thirteen days later,— on the 3^ January 
1846. 

Simeon, Richard Godin, Ueufenant-Oolonel 
(1823—1867). — Grave at Srinagur, Kashmir, No, 
1128.— The second son of Rear-Admiial Charles 
Simeon, R.lir., and grandson of Sir John Simeon, 
Na/rt, (I), of Grazeley, Co. Berks. Bom at London- 
derry, Ireland, on the 8^ July 1823,— Entered the 
' Bengal Army in 1839, as a Cadet of Cavalry. 
Arrived in^ India in February 1840, and in the fol- 
lowing April was sent up to Sultanpur, Benares, to 
' do duly with the 6*^ Light Oavahy. In August 18^ 
he was posted to the 10*^ Light OavSlry, which he 
Jornedon the route from Nasirabad to Ferozepore,- 
aunving at the latter place on the 1®^ December. Early 
in January 1842 he marched with the regiment route 
to Peshawar on service, and thereafter he served with 
it throughout the ^mpaign of 1842 in Afghanistan, 
including the forcing of the Ehaibar Pass and the 
advance on Jalalabad, shortly after arriving at which 
V-"/ pbee he was appointed to act as Adjutant to four troops 
of tbn regiment temporarily detached from regimental 


head-quarters (Medal). On returning from Afghan- 
istan he accompanied regiment to Meerut, axxiving 
there in Febmary 1843, but in the following autumii 
he again accompanied the regiment on service, and was 
present with it throughout Sie Gwalior Campaign, in- 
cluding the battle of Maharajpur, iu which he was 
slightly wounded (bronze star). He returned to Meerut 
with the regiment in February 1844, whence, in the 
succeeding autumn, he accompanied it to Nowgong, in 
Bundelkhand, and in the spring of 1846 to Mhow. In 
December 1846 he was appointed Interpreter and 
Quarter-Master of the regiment, a post which he re- 
kined for six years. In the winter of 1847-48 he 
marched with tbe regiment to Kartarpur, and in Nov- 
ember 1852 he accompanied it to Peshawar. At the 
end of the following month he was appointed a Brigade- 
Major on the establishment, and in January 1853 he 
was posted to Ferozepore, at which station he was 
serving when the mutbiy broke out in May 1857. In 
August 1857 he was appointed a Depy. Asst. Adjt.- 
Genl. on the establishment and was posted to the 
Meerut Division, with the head-quarters of which he 
proceeded to Delhi in October. About February 1858 
he ofS.ciated for a short time as Dy. Asst. Adjt.-G«nl. 
at Oawnpore, but he subsequently returned to Delhi. 
In April, as Depy. Asst. Adjt.-Genl., he accompanied 
Major-General Penny in his advance into the Budaun 
district to co-operate in the reconquest of Eohilkhand, 
and was present in the affair at Kakrala, in which the 
General was killed. He subsequently joined the main 
force under Sir Colin Campbell, and was present in the 
operations resulting in the expulsion of the rebels from 
Bareilly in May 1858 (Medal). In May 1858, on the 
formation of the 4th European Light Cavalry, he was 
transferred to the rolls of that corps. He continued in 
the a|ipomtment of D^y. Asst. Adjt.-Genl. of the 
Meerut Division until STovember 1860, when he was 
promoted to the grade of Asst. Adjt.-General and re- 
posted to the Meerut Command. In February 1861 he 
was admitted into the Bengal Staff Corps. He held 
the a]fpointment of Asst. Adjt.-Gteneral of the Meerut 
Division for five years and four months without any 
change, except that he was once, in January 1865, 
appointed to officiate as Brigade-Major at Meerut in 
addition to his other duties. In March 1866 his ser- 
vices having been replaced at the disposal of the Oom- 
mander-in-Ohief, he was appointed Commandant of the 
15*^ Bengal Cavalry, which he joined soon afterwards 
at Multan. In the spring of the following year he pro- 
ceeded on leave to Kashmir, and ho died at Srinagar, 
in that territory, on the 1®* July 1867. 

Noib I.— In the official Amy Lists and printed records this 
officer’s second Christian name is invariably mis-spelt “ Goden.” 
In the inscription on his tomb the name is, by a still worao error, 
transmuted into Gordon.” 

Norm II.— Lieutenant-Colonel (then Lieutenant) Simeon 
married, at Allahabad on tho 11th October 1847, Charlotte^ 
daughter of Major (Brevet-Lieutenant-Oolonel) Williani Henry 
Farle, 39th N. 1.— His eldest daughter, Charlotte Frances (bom 
^at Kartarpur, 12th September 1848) was masried, at Mian Miron 
the 12th Bocomber 1867, to Surgeon-Major James Itiohafd John- 
son (i?. V.), and died on the 18th September 1872, 

Simmons, Alfred Angelo, Ideuienant (o, 1820— 
1845).— at Ferozepore^ No, 442.— Entered H- 
M.’s Service (from the Royal Mily. College, Sandhurst) 
on the 28^^ December 1838 as an Ensign in the 73^ 
Foot, and having in the following year joined that regi- 
ment in Canada, he served with it there for nearly two 
' years. He ^turned home with the corps in July 184I| 
and was stationed with it at ‘ Gosport for nine months. 
On the 8^^ April 1842 he was promoted to tiiie rank of 
Lieutenant in the 29*h Foot, and having joined the regi- 
ment at Gravesend, he embarked with it for Bengal on 
the 15^ of the same month. Landing early in the 
foUowisg August, he accompanied the regiment to 
Ohinsura, whence towards the end of tho year he 
marched with it to Ohazipur. In October 1843 he 
moved with a wing of the xegimeut to Allahabed, but 
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in March 1844 he returned *mih it to Ghazipur, wlience 
in the following October he inarched with the corps for 
Agm. Before reaching that place, however, the desti- 
nation of the regiment was altered to Meerut, at which 
station he arrived with it in December. In April 1845 
he proceeded on leave to Naini Tal and the HiLls Noorth 
of Dehra, and the leave having been extended, on 
account of illness, he did not rejoin the regiment until 
the 7*^ November, when it was at Ambala sn route to 
dasauli. He arrived with it at Elasauli on the 21®* of 
the same month, but the corps had been there little 
more than a fortnight when, on the outbreak of the 
first Sikh War, it was ordered down to join the Army of 
■the Sutlej. With the regiment he joined the Army at 
Mudki on the 19*^ December, and on the 21®*, in com- 
mand of the grenadier company, he went into action 
with it in the storming of the Sikh entrenchments at 
jiroziiahr. In the desperate conflict which then en- 
sued he was badly wounded in the foot, and was limp- 
ing away supported by another officer, when a bullet 
struck hjm on the head, and he fell dead. 

Simpson, Charles Frederick, Lievi,tenant — 
l^h1).^Grav€ at Lelhi^ No. 122. — ^The third son of 
Richard Simpson, Esqr., of Mellor Lodge, Co. Derby, 
and the Olifle, Douglas, Isle of Man, and nephew of 
Ensign Charles Simpson, of the 3*^ Foot Guards, who 
was killed at Waterloo. Bom at Astbury, near Con- 
gleton, Cheshire, in 1825. — Entered the Bengal Army 
in 1845. Arrived in India in June of the same year,, 
and was sent up to Dinapore to do duty with the 23^ 
N. I. In the following October he was posted to the 
8*^ N. I., which he joined at Agra. In November 1846 
h® marched with the regiment to Phillaur, whence he 
p^’oceeded with it to Lahore in December 1847. In July 
1848 he accompanied the regiment on service to Multan, 
and thereafter he served witii it throughout the Punjab 
Campaign of 1848-49, including the first siege of Mul- 
tan, the action of Surajkhun^ the second siege and 
capture of Multan, and the battle of Gujerat (Medal 
and two clasps) . On the termination of the war he pro- 
ceeded with the regiment to Ludhiana, arriving *there 
in April 1849. In April 1850 he was appointed to act 
as Adjutant of the regiment, and with two intermissions 
cf a few days each he continued officiating in that 
situation until the middle of April 1851. At the end 
of October 1851 he was appointed to act as Stafl Officer 
to the detachment forming the Commander-in-Chief’s 
escort on tour (in which his own regiment was includ- 
ed). On 1116 27*^ of the following month he was ap- 
pointed Offg. Adjutant of the regiment, and on the 19^^ 
December the permanent appointment of Adjutant was 
conferred upon him. As StafE Officer to the Escort he 
accompanied the Oommander-in-Ohief up to Peshawar 
and back again, and on the termination of this duty he 
proceeded with the regiment to Shahjahanpur, where he 
arrived in April 1852, and was immediately appointed 
to act as Station Staff Officer in addition to his other 
duties. In November 1853 he was appointed Offg, 
Brigade-Major at Ambala, and he continued officiating 
until March 1855, when he was appointed a Brigade- 
Major on the establishment and was immediately re- 
posted to the same station. He was still holding the 
appointment of Brigade-Major at Ambala when the 
Mutiny broke out in May 1857, and on the formation 
there of the Delhi Field Force he was appointed, on the 
21®* of that month, to act as Brigade-Major to the 
First Brigade of Infantry. In this capacity he accom- 
pauied the force in its forward movement, and was pre- 
sent at the action of Badli-ki-Serai, at the seizure of the 
Ridge, and throughout the siege and capture of Delhi. 
After the fall of Delhi he was retained at that place on 
duty, and he died there on the 19*^ November 1857, 

Koth.— In a list of casualties which occurred in India during 
the Mutinies^ published in the second Supplement to the London 
Cassette of the 4th May 1858, it is stated that this officer was 

killed by accident ’’ at Delhi, Nothing is said as to the nature 
of the accident. 


Sims, GeorgOj Lieutenant and Adjutant (e! 
1810 — 1845 )* — Tablet at Ferozepore^ No. 442. — Served 
for many years in the ranks of the 62^ Foot, with 
which regiment he arrived in India in 1830, and ivas 
stationed at Bangalore. In 1833 he moved with the 
corps to Masnlipatam, and in the succeeding year he 
accompanied it to Moulmein, at which place he served 
with it for six years. BEaving attained the position of 
Sergeant-Major, he was promoted to the rank of Ensign 
in the regiment on the 10*^ March 1837 ; on the 31®* 
October 1838 he was appointed Adjutant of the corps ; 
and on the 16*^^ December following be was further 
advanced to the rank of Lieutenant. In October^ 1840 
he accompanied the regiment from Moulmein to 
Bengal, and having landed at Calcutta, he moved 
thence with the corps to Hazaribagh, arriving there 
in the following December. In the summer of 1841 
he went home on sick leave. Returning to India in 
December 1842, he was sent to the Upper Provinces 
in the following month as acting Adjutant to a^ detach- 
ment of H. M.’s troops, and having rejoined his 
regiment at Dinapore in February 1843, he coutiaued 
serving with it there for nearly two years. In De- 
cember 1844 he marched with the regiment en route 
to Ambala, but the corps having on arrival at that 
place been pushed on to Ferozepore, he arrived with 
it there towards the end of March 1845. He was still 
serving at Ferozepore when the first Sikh War broke 
out in December 1845, and on the 2lst of that month 
he inarched out with the regiment (then forming 
part of the Fourth Infantry Division of the Army of 
the Sutlej) to join the main army under Sir Hugh 
Gough in the attack on the entrenched position of me 
Sikhs at Firozshahr. In the sanguinary conflict which 
ensued, the same afternoon, he fell under the fire 
of the enemy as he advanced to the assault. 

Note —In the inscription at Ferozepore (No. 442) this officer 
is made to appear under the extraordinary name of " Suns 

Singer, Alexander Stewart, Oaptain (1803 — 
1845 ), — Grave at Biinla^ No. 311. — ^Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1821. Arrived in India on the 4th May 
1822, and on the 17*^ was ordered up to Ghazipur 
to do duty with the Bengal European Regiment ; having, 
however, on the 31®* of the same month, been posted 
to the Battalion 23^ N. I., he halted at Dinapore, 
on his way up, and joined the corps at that station in 
July. In the following October he was removed to the 
2^ Battalion of the 22*^, but he '-was permitted to 
continue doing duty with the 2 — 23^ until the suc- 
ceeding December, when he proceeded and joined the 
2 — 22^1 at Nagpur. Towards the end of September 
1823 ho was transferred to the 2^ Battalion 8th N. I,, 
which he joined at Hansi, and on attaining the rank 
of Lieutenant he was re-posted to that battalion in 
January 1824. On the reorganisation of the Army 
taking place in May 1824 he was posted to the 24*^' 
N. I. (late 2^ Battalion 8*^), and with that corps, in 
the autumn of the same year, ho served in the opera- 
tions then carried on against insurgents in Hariana. 
Towards the end of the year he accompanied the 
regiment to Delhi, and there in May 1825 he was 
appointed Adjutant of the corps. In the cold season 
of 1826-27 he proceeded with the regiment to Bliopal- 
pur, whence he accompanied it to Cawnpore in the 
spring of 1828. In Januaiy 1829 he proceeded on sick 
leave to Mussoorie and Landour, for a year, but not 
having recovered his health he went home on furlough 
at the end of January 1830, vacating the Adjutocy 
of the regiment. Retuiming to India at the close of 
November 1832, he rejoined his regiment at Benares, 
and almost immediately afterwards accompanied it on 
service against the insurgent Kols and Chuars of Choto 
Nagpur. On the 1®* January 1833, on the fall of 
Lieutenant Turnbull in action, he was appointed acting 
Adjutont of the corps, and in that capacity he served 
with it until the close of the campaign in April 1833, 
v^hen he was obliged to proceed to Calcutta on sick 
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leave. On the 22^ May, during his absence on leave, 
he was re-appointed Adjutant, and having rejoined 
the regiment at Barrackpore in June, he continued 
holding the appointment until March 1834, when he 
vacated it in consequence of his promotion to the rank 
of Captain. In the following December he was ap- 
pointed to act temporarily as Brigade-Major at Barrack- 
pore, and he continued in that employment until the 
end of January 1835. In November 1835 he accom- 
panied the regiment to Midnaporo, at which station 
he continued serving with it until February 1838, 
when he proceeded on leave to Calcutta, whence, in 
the following month, he went home on furlough. He 
retumed to India in February 1841, and having 
rejoined his regiment at Saugor, he for some weeks in 
March and April officiated as Asst. Adjt.-Genl. of the 
Saugor Division. In June 1841 he was 'appointed 
acting Aide-de-Camp to Major-General J. W. Fast, 
commanding that Division, and when that officer was, 
at the end of the year, transferred to the command of 
the Sichind Division, he accompanied him thither in 
the same capacity, and was made permanent in the 
appointment at the end of January 1842. In the 
following October, on the 24^^ N. I. being detailed for 
held service, he rejoined the regiment at Jubbulpore, 
and in ^ the winter of 1842-43 he served with it (part 
of the time in command of a detached wing) through- 
out the operations undertaken for the suppression of 
the insurrection in Bundelkhand and the Saugor and 
ISTarbadda Territories. In April 1843 he roinmed to 
Ambala and resumed his appointment of Aide-de-Oamp 
to Major-General Fast, and he continued in that situa- 
tion until the General resigned his command in 
Januaiy 1846. He then rejoined the 24*^ N. I. at 
Delhi, whence in the succeeding March he accompanied 
the regiment to Ambala. ^ In the following mon^ he 
proceeded on leave to Simla, and at that place he died 
on the 20th September 1845. 


“Sitwell, William Henry, Bnsign (1829— 1850).~ 
(have at Eohat, No. 102'7.— The eldest son of Captain 
TVilliam Hnrt Sitwell, 26*^ Foot (a cadet of the Sitwells 
of Barmoor Castle, Co. Northumberland, and of the 
Sitwells of Femey Hall, Co. Salop), by Sarab Honoria, 
Ids wife, daughter of J. Sisson Cooper, Esqr., Oomptroller- 
G^eral of the Stamp Department in Ireland. Bom 
on the 23^ May 182y.— Entered the Bengal Army in 
Arrived in India On the 7*^ April of the satuo 
year, and on the 16*^ was ordered up to Benares to do 
duty with the 9^^ N. I, In January 1848 he was 
posted to the 31®* N. I., and he joined that regiment 
at Ferozepore in the following March, On the outbreak 
of the second Sikh War he accompanied his regimeut 
to the front, and he thereafter served with it throughout 
the Punjab Campaign of 1848-49, taking part in the 
passage of the Ohenab, the action of Sadulapur, the 
battles of Chilianwala and Gnjerat, and the subsequent 
pursuit of the Sikhs and Afghans (Medal and two 
clasps). On the termination of the war he was 
stationed for some time, with the regiment, at Attock, 
whence he afterwards moved up with it to Peshawar. 
In February 1860 he accompanied the corps on the 
eaEjedition against the Afridis of the Kohat Pass, and 
on the 12th of that month ho fell in action on the 
heights above the pass, after a display of heroic gallantry 
which called forth the admiration of ■ the Oom- 
mander-in-Ohief, Sir Charles Napier, and of all who 
witnessed it. 


: Skinner, James, O.B, Oohnel (1778-1841;.--. 
(have and tablet at Delhi, No, 145.— An illegitimato 
son of Lieutenant-Colonel Hercules Skimier, of the 
Bengal Infantry, by a native woman. Bom in 1778. — 
In 1796 (at the age of eighteen) he was botmd 
apprentice to a printer in Calcutta, but, not liking the 
mikaess, he absconded and for some time wandered 
elMt the bazaars of the city, earning a precarious 
w i b fa toe e Tn annal labour of one sort or another. 
Even t tieH y hi £dl in 17x111 Captain William Bum 


of the 6th European Battalion (afterwards, as Colonel,, 
so well known for his defence of Delhi against Holkar 
in 1804), who sent him up to Cawnpore, to his father,* 
then a Captain in the same corps ; and Captain Burn 
having subsequently given him a letter of introduction 
to the celebrated General De Boigne, then atKoel, 
he under the auspices of that oflScer entered the service 
of Madhaji Rao Sindhia as an Ensign in a najib 
battalion commanded by Captain (afterwards Colonel) 
Pohlman, and forming part of De Boigne’s second 
brigade at Muttra. Having joined the battalion at 
that place he, in the course of the same year, marched 
with it into Bundelkhand, in which province he was 
employed in the field for six months, ta ing part in 
several engagements with various petty chiefs of the 
country, and receiving, in recognition of his services, 
promotion to the command of a battalion. In the 
foBowing year (1797) on the outbreak of a war 
amongst the Mahratta powers, he proceeded in command 
of his battalion to Gwalior, where the forces of Daulat 
Rao Sindhia (the successor of Madhaji Rao) were 
assembled to oppose the army of the Bhais (the widows 
of Madhaji Rao), and at the head of it he was then 
prominently engaged in the battle of Kota and in 
covering Ihe subsequent retreat through the Shergarh 
Pass, his gallant conduct on these occasions gaining 
him promotion to the rank of Lieutenant and the 
command of two battalions, which he subsequently 
led in the desultory fighting with the army of the Bhais, 
under Lakwa Dada, in the neighbourhood of Ohittur. 
Intelligence having about this time been received of 
the invasion of the Punjab by Shah Zaman Khau 
of Kabul and of the advance of that potentate to 
IDahore, the internecine warfare of the Mahratta chiefs 
was suddenly brought to an end, and he marcliod 
northwards with his battalions to Muttra, taking part, 
on the way, in the storm and capture of Jhajgarh 
(on which occasion he was severely wounded by a 
ball through the hand) and in the reduction of several 
other Rajput forts. In September 1797 (Zaman Khau 
having long previously retired from Lahore to his own 
country) he marched with his battalions to Horal, on 
the way to Delhi, but he soon afterwards returned 
with them to Muttra, where, there being no other 
service immediately on hand, he went into cantonments. 
In the following year, on war breaking out between 
Sindhia and the Raja of Jaipur, he accompanied his 
brigade on service to Rajputana, and was prominently 
engaged in the battle of Malpura, near Sanganir, in 
Mardi 1798, for his distinguished sorvicos on which 
occasion he was advanced to tho I'ank of Captain-* 
Lieutenant. On the conclusion of this war he accora- 
pamed Sindhia’s army, commanded by General Perron, 
to Rewari, and he afterwards took part in tho siego 
and capture of Delhi (tho Mlladar of which had 
revolted against Sindhia) and in the subsequont opera- 
tions of 1798-99 against the Sikhs in the country 
to the north of that place, on the conclusion of which 
he i*etumed with his brigade to Muttra. In the autumn 
of 1799 he took part in tho siege and reduction of 
Agra, and in November and December of the same 
year he commanded a detachment in the siege and 
storming of a fort on the Ohambal, held by a Rajput 
chief named Rampal Singh. After the fall of this 
fort he was detached with a battalion to tho aid of the 
Raja of Karauli, who was at war with tho Raja of 
Uniara, and in command of this battalion, he, on the 
Slst January 1800, took part in a battle fought 
between IJniara and Tonk, in which a severe defeat 
was experienced, his battalioa being out to pieces end 
he himself left dangerously wounded on the field, 
where he remained untended for two days; having 
then received relief from a chained woman who found 
him on tiie field, he was removed to the camp of the 
victorious Raja, and afterwards to Uniara, whence, 
on release, he was sent to Bharatpor and eventually 
to Muttra. For his gallant conduct m this disastrous' 
affair, General Perron conferred upon him the oonunand 
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of his own body-guard, consisting of two battalions, 
which he joined at Aligarh. These battalions were soon 
afterwards incorporated in Pedron’s brigade, and accom- 
panying that brigade to Bundelkhand on service against 
Lakwa Dada, now in the field against his old master, 
Sindhia, he, on the 6*^ January 1801, took part with it 
in the battle of Sannda, in which Lakwa Dada was 
mortally wounded and his army defeated and dispersed. 
He returned to Aligarh in the following March, and in 
the autumn of the same year he was employed with 
the third brigade in the war with the celebrated 
adventurer George Thomas, in the course of which 
he took part in the battle of Georgegarh and in the 
siege and reduction of Hansi. He afterwards served 
during the operations in Bhattiana, but during the 
greater part of 1802 he was on leave, visiting his 
relations in Bengal. In the spring of the succeeding 
year he accompanied the second brigade to Iljjain, 
on returning from which place, in June, he was 
stationed at first at Aligarh, and afterwards at 
Sikandrabad, in the Bulandshahr district. On the 
outbreak of war between the British and the 
Mahrattas in the summer of 1803, General (afterwards 
Lord) Lake, then Commander-in-Chief in India, 
having issued a proclamation directing all persons of 
British origin in the service of the Mahratta powers 
to return to British territory, and Perron having at 
the same time dismissed all such officers ‘Irom 
Sindhia’s army, he left Sikandrabad, intending to 
proceed to Agra: on arriving at Koel, however, on 
the 29*^1 August, immediately after the rout of 
Perron’s cavalry, he was induced to present himself 
to General Lake, and having been kindly received, 
he accompanied His Excellency in his subsequent 
movements, and witnessed, with great admiration, the 
storming of the fort of Aligarh. In September 1803, 
a few days after the battle of Delhi, having been 
nominate^ on the election of the men themselves, to 
the command of a body of irregular cavalry, formerly 
Perron’s, which had quitted Sindhia’s seiwice and 
passed over to General Lake, he entered the British 
Service with the nominal rank of Captain, and pro- 
ceeding from Koel, where he had been left, to 
Sikan&ahad, he there assumed command of the new 
corps ; thereafter entering upon the duty specially 
entiusted to him,^that of keeping open the com- 
munication between Aligarh and Delhi, and of 
clearing all marauders off the road, — ^he early in the 
following month had the satisfaction of inflicting a 
severe defeat on Madhu Eao Phalkia, the Mahratta 
chief of Malagarh, who had essayed to drive hinS 
from his position at Sikandrabad, following up the 
blow shortly afterwards by reducing the fort of 
Malagarh, and making a prisoner of the chief him- 
self. Resuming then his former duty of guarding 
the road and settling the country between Aligarh and 
Delhi, he continued in that employment until March 
1804, when he was directed to join a force under the 
command of Colonel Bum, which had been placed 
near Saharanpur for the purpose of repelling the 
incursions of the Sikhs ,• and having on his way 
routed a considerable body of these people, who were 
trying to get across the Jumna on a j)lundering 
expedition, he joined that officer at the be^nning of 
April, and thereafter continued serving with his force 
for more than four months. In the follbwing 
August, in Qonneotion with the arrangements made 
to meet the situation caused by the disastrous retreat 
dl Colonel Monson and the advance of Holkar, he 
m^ched with his corps to Muttra,, and on that place 
being temporarily abandoned by the small force 
assembled there, he moved with the corps to Agra, 
whence, on the 26*^ September, he accompanied it 
into the Doah with a small force under the command 
of Captain Worsley, sent thither for the purpose 
of driving out various bodies of Holkar’s cavalry, 
which, after the withdrawal of our troops from 
Muttra, had crossed the Jumna for purposes of 


plunder. On this duty being accomplish^ he was 
posted with his corps at Hansiaganj, on the banks 
of the Jumna, opposite to Muttra, whence 
he was repeatedly detached for the purpose of 
collecting supplies and bringing in convoys, — on 
one occasion rescuing a convoy which had fallen 
into the hands of the hostile Raja of Hathras, and 
escorting it in safety to Lord Lake’ s camp. Having, 
after bringing in a convoy from Anupshahr, rejoined 
Lord Lake at Delhi on the 27*^ October, he with his 
corps then moved forward with the main army, ' 
thereafter taking part in the relief of Shamli, and 
in the long pursuit of Holkar, until that chief, 
surprised and routed at Earrakhabad, was driven across 
the Jumna at Mahaban on the 26^^ November. He 
was then detached to Aligarh to recruit, but during 
the succeeding two months, while recruiting was 
going on, he was in constant active employment, at 
first against various recalcitrant chiefs and hiladars 
in the Doab (Nahar Ali of Imlani, Dundia Khan of 
Komona, &c.), and afterwards in escorting convoys 
to the British Army engaged in the siege of Bharat- 
pur. Early in Eebruary 1805, being then witli a 
force before the fort af Komona, he, with his corps, 
joined the cavalry detachment under the command 
of Major-General Smith, with which ho was engaged 
in the pursuit through Rohilkliand of Amir Khan, the 
Pindari, taking part in the action of AfKalgarh and 
in several other sharp affairs, resulting, eventually, in 
the Pindari chief flying across the Jumna with the 
loss of moi’e than half of his horde. He then returned 
with his corps to Aligarh, whence he was again sent 
to Bharatpur in charge of a convoy, and having 
subsequently been despatched to join Colonel Bu3m in 
the northern part of the Doab, he was for some months 
stationed with his corps at Panipat. On the renewal 
of the war towards tiie close of 1805 ho took part with 
the Army under Lord Lake in the pursuit of Holkar 
into the Punjab, himself leading the advance across 
the Sutlej and up to the Boas. When, on the sub- 
mission of Holkar, the Army was withdrawn into the 
newly-acquired provinces, he proceeded with his corps 
to Kamal, arriving there in February 1806, and 
there in the following April the corps was disbanded, — > 
with the exception of 300 men, who were retained on 
the civil establishment and stationed at Panipat,— he 
himself being allowed, in recognition of his services, 
a special pension of Rs. 300 a month. In this situation 
he remained until the Fobruaiy 1809, when lus 
corps (with the 300 men retained on tlie civil establish- 
ment to serve as a nucleus) was re-established for 
service in Hariana, with Hansi for its head-quarters 
station, and so rapidly was the re-formatioD acoomplish- 
ed that in the following August he was able to take 
it on service into Hariana, and with it take part in 
the capture, after a severe^ conflict^ of the fortified 
town of Bhawini. He continued in command of the 
corps at Hansi, without the occurrence of any incident 
beyond an occasional expedition against refractory 
^a/mnda^s, until December 1814, when, tho Nepal 
war having been entered upon and the crushing of 
the Pindari hordes of Central India in sight, he was 
directed to increase his corps to a strong of 3,000 
sowms, and the additional men having been raised in 
the course of the succeeding months, the whole were 
formed into three corps, all of which remained under 
his command. In April 1815, in command of a 
pbrtion of his corps, he took part in the suppression 
of anoiher violent outbreak at Bhaw^ni. In 1817-18 
at the head of the 1«* and 2ci Corps of 
Skinner’s Horse,” he served with tho Reserve 
Division of the Grand Army in the Pindari-Malbatta 
War, taking part in the advance into Rajputana, and 
in the various movements resulting in the surrender 
of Amir Khan, the Pindari, and the Peshwa Baji Rao, 
and on the occurrence of the^ latter event he was 
employed with his Corps in escorting Baji Riao, 
as a prisoner^ to Bithur, whence in the following 
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yeox he returned with, the corps to Hansi. Here 
(excepting only the time spent in a "visit to Calcutta 
in 1822) be contiuued in command of his^ 1®* Corps 
for five years, in the course of which his 3^ Corps 
was disbanded and his 2^ converted into a separate 
regiment under the designation of Baddeley’s Horse.” 
In 1824 he commanded his regiment (which was now 
styled ‘‘the 1®* Local Horse”) on m expedition 
against the banditti of Bhattiana, on his return from 
which he was directed to raise a second corps of 
Skinner’s Horse,” and this having been done (the 
second corps bearing the designation of “ the 8*^ Local 
Horse ”) he, in the cold season of 1825-26, commanded 
the 1st and afterwards (on the second being ordered 
to join the Grand Army) both corps at ^e 
siege and capture of Bharatpur, On the termination 
of the operations he returned with the two corps to 
Hansi, and at the end of the year (December 1826) 
he was, in recognition of his services, granted the 
rank of Lieutenant-Colonel in H. M.’s Service in the 
Bast Indies and created a Companion of the Order 
of the Bath. In 1829 the 8*^ Local Hojse was dis- 
banded, and his command was reduced to that of a 
single corps only. On the 18*^ June 1831 he was 
granted the brevet rank of Colonel. In October 1831, 
with two risaZas of the 1®* Local Horse, he proceeded 
toRupar and Joined the force assembled there on the 
occasion of the meeting between the Governor-General 
(Lord William Bentinck) and the Maharaja Ranjit 
Singh; and on the breaking up of the camp, h^ with 
his detachment, accompanied the Governor- General 
on his tour through Rajputana, returning to Hansi 
in the spring of 1832. At that station he continued 
serving until the autumn of 1838, when he was 
appointed, with the temporary rank of Brigadier,^ to 
the command of a brigade of irregular horse forming 
part of the Army of the In,dus : this brigade did not, 
however, accompany the Army into Afghanistan, 
and on its being broken up in January 1839, he returned 
to his former position at Hansi, at which place he 
continued serving until his death. He died at Hansi on 
the 4*11 December 1841, and was in the first instance 
interred at that place; but in January 1842 his 
remains were removed to Delhi and re-interred Ihere 
beside those of his friend William Eraser -y.) in 
St. James’ Church, an edifice which had been raised by 
himself, in 1836, in the discharge of a vow made 
when he lay grievously wounded and helpless on the 
field of Uniara, thicty-six years before. 

Horn I, — an antobiograpbical account of himsolf (embodied 
in the Wlitary Memoir by J. Baillic Trasor) Colonel Skixmer 
states that he waft bom in the year 1778, and, in the absence of 
more exact information (it having been ascertained, beyond the 
possibility of doubt, that there is no record of his baptism in tho 
registers which record the baptisms of otliers of his father's 
illegitmate children), that date has been accepted and entered 
in the present memoir. As, however, the Colonel adds that his 
mother (whom he describes as the daughter of a Bajput 
of Bhojpur) fell into his father's hands near Bijaigarh, 
in a war with Chet Singh, Eaja of Benares, and as onr only 
war with that Chief took place on tho occasion of Ids rebellion 
in August 1781, Bijidgarh not being captured until the following 
October, and as, moreover, the eldest of Hercules Skinner's 
iilegitimate children by this woman was bom as far back as 1774, 
at a time when he had been little more than a twelve-mouth in 
India and had probably never left tho Presidency, the alleged 
date, as well as the whole of the remantic story circulating 
around the personality of the Rajput Zamindar’s daughter," must 
needs, be taken with a good deal of reserve. Th e slendomess 
of the foundation on which that story rests will be understood 
from the following facts, which have been exhumed, with muclf 
labour; from the official manuscript records of the time, still 
preserved, thdugli now faded almost to illegibility from 
the! combined effects ’ of age and damp During the 
period from 1777 to 1780 Hercules Skinner was serving with 
the 20th Battalioa of Sepoys at Berliamporo, Chandernagorc 
(taken by the British on the outbreak of war with Prance in 
1778), and Barrackpore. At the end of 1780 ho aceompaniod 
the battalion to Hidnaporc on its being detailed to form part of 
the force proceeding to the Carnatic under the command of 
ColoUel Peaise, 'and he was with it when it mutinied there in 
ctmseaoei^ of discontents amng out of frauds connected with 
^tilbution of the Chnndmagore prise iponey* On the 


reorganisation of the Army taking place on the 10*h January 
1781 he was posted to the ist Battalion of the 12th Regiment 
of Sepoys, with which he accompanied Colonel Pearse's force on 
its march to the south ; he, however, got no further than Ganjam 
havi^ (19th Pehmajry) been recalled from that place to Port 
William for the purpose of giving evidence before the Court 
Martial convened for the trial of Major Peter Grant, the late 
Commanding Officer of the defunct 20th Battalion. On the 4tli 
April, a week after his arrival at Calcutta, he was transferred 
to the 1st Battalion of the 36th Regiment of Sepoys, then being 
raised to replace the late 20th Battalion ; at tho end of the 
same month, on the conclusion of Major Grant's trial, he joined 
his new battalion at Dinapore; and he was with it there 
throughout the period of the war with Chet Singh (August to 
November 1781), in which neither he nor his battalion took any 
part whatsoever. — ^When to these two salient facts,— (1) that the 
woman, whoever she was, came under Hercules Skinner's "pro- 
tection " (presumably at (Calcutta) within two or three mouths of 
his arrival in India and at least seven years before the war with 
Chet Singh, and (2) that Hercules Skinner himself never had 
anything to do with the ’operations in Chet Singh's country,— -is 
added the cixeumstance that James Skinner's counteuauce, as por- 
trayed in the likeness prefixed to Baillie Eraser's Memoir, afforded 
not the least indication of high Rajput descent, it is fairly de- 
ducible that the whole of tho romantic story is pure invention, 
and that the " Rajput zamindar^s daughter " was a myth. 

Note II.— Two of Colonel Skinner’s sons found employment 
in the military service of the E. I. Company : James (g. -u.) 
who commanded the 14th Irregular Cavalry from 1846 ta 
1852, and Hercules, who (after serving in the Nizam's Army 
for several years) sneoeeded his brother in the command 
of the 14 ^h 1. C. in 1852, and continued in the appointment 
until the regiment mutinied and disappreared in 1867, at 
which time he was on leave in England.— Of the Colonel’s 
daughters several married officers in the regular service ; one, 
Marian, married, 9th March 1885, Ensign Henry Milne, Blst 
N. I. (afterwards General Milne of the Bengal Infantry), and, 
with two of her children, perished in the massacro at Hissar in 
May 1857 (see No. 1, — Part I, p. 1) ; another, Elizabeth, married 
26th August 1839, Captain Radcliff Haldane, 45*h N. I., (q. 
who died in 1849 of wounds received at Chiliaiiwala ; and a third, 
Louisa, married— 28th April 1841— Captain Peregrine P. Turner J 
6l8t N. 1., and died on tho 81st January 1844. 

Skinner, James, Mapr (1808—1861) — Orme at 
BelM, No, 144. — The second son of Colonel James 
Skinner, O.B., Commandant of the 1®* Irregular Caval- 
ry (Skinner’s Horse), Bom on the 13^ DeoemW 
1808. — ^Admitted into the service on the 18th February 
1825 as a Local Lieutenant and Adjutant of the let 
Local Horse, which he joined immediately at Hansi, 
La tbe following winter he accompanied the regiment on 
service, and was present with it at the siege and cap- 
ture of Bharatpur, during the course of which he was 
appointed to the command of the dismounted volunteers 
of the corps, whom it was intended, according to the 
earlier plan of operations, to employ in tho storming of 
the fortress. On the termination of the siege bo return- 
ed with the regiment to Hansi, which was then and for 
many years afterwards the permanenii head-quarters 
station of the corps, and he continued serving with it 
there until October 1838, when, on the regiment being 
detailed to form part of the Army of the Indus, he accom- 
panied it to Ferozepore. Tho strength of that Army 
having been considerably I'educod, only a small portion 
of the regiment eventually accompained it to Afghanis- 
tan, and in tho spring of 1839 he returned to Hansi 
with the rest of the corps. In March 1843 bo proceeded 
with the regiment (which now bore the title of ‘‘ the 1®^ 
Irregular Cavalry ”) to Neomuoh, but shortly after his 
arrival there, in Aiiril 1843, he returned to Hansi on 
leave, and he never afterwards rejoined the^ corps, for, 
in the following September, the Court of Directors, ‘‘ to 
manifest their respect for tho memory of his distin- 
guished father,” authorised the Government of India 
‘‘to grant him an unattached commission as Captain in 
the Army,” and he was gazetted to that rank accord- 
ingly with eflEoot from the 2?th November 1843. This 
promotion involved his vacation of the Adjutancy of 
tiie regimen^ which bo bjtd hold for nearly nineteen 
years, and it was notified accordingly (G. 0. 0* 0. dated 
the lltk January 1844) that he was “permitted to 
rmgn the situation of Adjutant to the co^ without 
prejudice to the rank and commission of Captain, un- 
attached, granted to him by the Hon’ble the Court of 
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Directors, or to his future employment in that rant in 
the 1®^ Irregular Cavalry.*’ He remained unemployed, 
at Delhi, until the 2^ January 1846, when, on ad^tional 
regiments of irregular cavalry being raised in conse- 
quence of the outbreak of the first Sikh War, he was 
appointed Commandant of the 13^^ Irregular Cavalry. 
This regiment (which was shortly afterwards numbered 
the 14^*^) he raised and organised at Delhi, and later in 
the same year he marched with it to Hansi. In Novem- 
ber 1847 he proceeded with the regiment to Nakodar, 
and thence, in June 1848, to Lahore, in which place he 
was in garrison throughout the period of the Punjab 
Campaign of 1848-49 (Medal). In December 1849 he 
marched with the regiment to Hoshiarpur, where he 
served with it until the 21®* January 1850. He then 
proceeded on leave for two years, on the expiration of 
which, 21®* January 1852, he retired from the service 
on the pension of a Major. In the following June he 
received permission to reside at Bilaspur, in the Buland- 
shahr District, where the family jaghir was situated, and 
at that place and at Delhi the rest of his life, it is be- 
lieved, was passed, On the 28*^ November 1854 he was 
granted the honorary rank of Major. He died at Delhi 
on the 23d April 1861, 

Note. — ^T\rIajor (then Lieutenant) Skinner married, at Hansi on 
the 25*h May 1829, Miss Sophia Elizabeth Barlow. 

Slater, Stanley, Captain (c. im-imy^Qrave 
at Delhi, No 127, — Entered H* M.’s Service on the 16^^ 
April 1842 as an Ensign in the 20*^ Foot, then serving 
in Bermuda. On the 13**^ of the following month he 
exchanged into the 82^ Foot, which he afterwards 
joined in Jamaica. In May 1843 he accompanied the 
corps to Canada, and during the next four years he 
served with it at Quebec, Kingston and Toronto. On 
the 4**1 April 1847 he was promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant. ^ In the following September he proceeded 
with the regiment to Halifax, Nova Scotia, whence he 
returned home with it in June 1848. During the ensu- 
ing six years and a half he served with the corps at 
Devonport, Portsmouth, Brecon, Manchester, Glasgow, 
Stirling and Edinburgh. On the 31®* January 1855 he 
was promoted to the rauk of Captain^ On the regiment 
embarking for the Ionian Islands in January 1856 he 
was left with the depot at Edinburgh, and afterwards 
in Ireland, and he did not rejoin the corps until it 
arrived at Aldershot, on its return from the Crimea, in 
Au^st 1856. In May 1857 he embarked with the 
regiment for China, on service, but the outbreak of the 
Mutiny in Bengal caused the diversion of the corps to 
Calcutta, and he landed with it there in October. He 
shortly afterwards proceeded with it to the Upper Pro- 
vinces, and thereafter he served with it throughout the 
campaign of 1857-68, including the defence of Cawn- 
pore against the Gwalior Contingent, the defeat of the 
Contingent at that place, the destruction of Tattia, the 
action of Khtidaganj, the occupation of Farrakhabad 
and Fatehgarh, the action of Khankar, the action and 
capture of Bareilly, the relief of Shahjahanpur, the sub- 
sequent operations there, the capture of Banai, the de- 
gruction of Mahomdi and Shahabad, and the action of 
Bankagaon (Medal), On the terzninatlon of the cam- 
paign he was stationed with the regiment at Shahjahan- 
pur, whence in the spring of I860 he accompanied it to 
Delhi. At that place he died on the September 
1861. 

, Smalpage, Francis James, Lieutenant (c. 1820-^ 
1846 ), — Tabkt at Nerozepore, No* 443. — Son of Captain 
Francis Srwipage, 8^** I^igbt Cavalry.— 'Entered the Ben- 
gal Army in 1838. Arrived in India on the 24**^ May 
of the saix;i6 year, and on the was ordered up to 
MiTEapur to do duty with the 50**^ N. I. On the 6*k of 
the following month this was altered to duty with the 
11**^ N. I. at Saugor, but on arrival at Benares, in July, 
he was directed to do duty with the 50**» N. I.; as at 
first ordered, and he joined that regiment accordingly at 
Mirzapur* On the 1®* September following he was 


posted to the 56**^ N. I., and having joined that regiment 
at Lucknow, he accompanied it to Nasirabad in the cold 
season of 1840-41, and to Ferozepore early in 1842. tn 
the spring of 1843 he proceeded with the regiment to 
Sukkur, in Sindh, ami in June and July of that year he 
officiated as Adjutant to the left wing of the corps, tem- 
porarily detached from that place. In August 1843 he 
was appointed to do duiy with Chamberlam’s Horse 
(the remains of Christie’s — ^late the 1®* Regiment of 
Cavalry of Shah Shuja’s Force) at the same siation. In 
the following November he was appointed to the tempo- 
rary charge of that corps, and (the corps having in the 
interval been detailed to form part of iiie new 9*k Irre- 
gular Cavalry) he retained charge until July 1844, 
when he was compelled to proceed to Karachi on sick 
leave. On his return to Sukkur in the following Nov- 
ember he was appointed, by Sir Charles Napier, to the 
post of Lieutenant of Police at Shikarpur, and he served 
at that place for more than four mouths. In January 
1845 he was appointed Adjutant of the 4**^ Irregular 
Cavalry, but he was detained in Sindh until the follow- 
ing April, when Sir Charles Napier directed him to take 
command of the Sindh detachment of the 9**^ Irregular 
Cavalry (late Chamberlain’s Horse), and conduct it to 
the head-quarters of that regiment : he accordingly 
marched the detachment to Ludhiana, and having made 
it over to the regiment, he proceeded to Bareilly, and 
there, in the summer of 1845, joined his appointment in 
the 4*^ Irregular Cavalry. Towards the end of the yea-i*, 
on the outbreak of the first Sikh War, he accompanied 
his regiment to the front, and with it joined the Army 
of the Sutlej early in Jaiiua:^ 1846. On the 2<l of that 
month he was nominated Second-in-Command of the 
11*^ (afterwards numbered the 12**^) Irregular Cavalry, 
the raising of which was then ordered, but on the 
14**1 tiiig appointment was cancelled, and, continuing 
in his post of Adjutant of the 4**i Irregular Cav- 
alry, he was present with that corps in the action 
of Badbowal and the battle of Aiiwal, in the latter 
of which he fell whilst gallantly charging the Sikh 
infantry,— 28**1 January 1846, 

Smart, Thomas, Captain (c, 1810—1846) — 
Grave at Ferozepore, No> 474 : see also Note to 
No* 444. — ^Entered H M’s Service on the 24**i 
Jnly 1828 as an Ensign in the 63^ Foot, which 
he joined soon afterwards in Dublin. In the follow- 
ing year he moved with the regiment to Birr, and 
thence to Cork, where in November 1829 he embarked 
with it for Gibraltar. On the 14**i SeptemW 1832 he 
was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant, In March 
1884 he proceeded with the regiment f roip. Gibraltar to 
Malta, whence in the summer of X836 he accompanied 
it to Corfu. On the 12**» April 1889 he alined the 
rank of Captain. He returiied home with the corps in 
June 1840, and during the four years succeeding he 
served with it at Pl^outh, Edinburgh, Belfast, En- 
niskillen, ^ Newry and Manchester. In August 1844 he 
accompanied the regiment to Liverpool and embarked 
with it for Ben^l, and having landed with it at Cal- 
cutta in the following December, he marched with it for 
the Up^r Provinces in the succeeding month, eventual- 
ly reaching Oawnpore in March 1846. In the following 
November he moved with the regiment to Agra, and on 
the outbreak of the first Sikh War, in the following 
month, he accompanied the corps to Delhi. Early in 
January 1846 he marched with the re^ment to join the 
Amy of the Sutlej, and a junction having been effected, 
on the 21®*, with the detached force under the ooxnmand 
(d Sir Har^ Smith, he took part with the ooips, the 
same day, in the action of Badhowal, and on the 28**^ in 
the brimaat victory of Aiiwal. On the 10*^ of the 
succeeding month he was present with the regiment in 
the stoming of the Sikh entrenchments at Sobraon, 
which brought his career to termination, for having 
been very ses'ere^ wounded on that occasion, he died in 
consequence, at Ferozepore, eleven days later, --the 21«* 
February 1846. 
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Smith, Charles Francis, Oaptain (c. 1828 — 
3863).— Nowshera, No. 998. — Entered H M.’s 
Service on the May 1345 as an Ensign in the 718* 
Joot (the Highland Light Infantry), and having been 
posted to the 2^ (the Reserve) Battalion of that regi- 
ment, he joined it at Kingston, in Canada. On the 19*^ 
March 1847 he was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant, 
and having then been transferred to the I®* Battalion of 
the regiment, he returned home and joined it at Winches- 
ter. He subsequently served with the corps at Glasgow 
and Edinburgh until May 1848, and in Ireland (Eaas, 
Dublin, Mullingar, Newry, Kilkenny, and Cork) from 
May 1848 to March 1853, when the corps embarked for 
Corfu, and he was left with the regimental depot at 
Cork. On the 29th December 1854 he was advanced to 
the rank of Captain. He was retained at the depot 
until the summer of 1855, and having then proceeded 
and joined the regiment in the Crimea, he served for a 
short time at the siege of Sevastopol (Medal and clasp). 
On tiie withdrawal of the British Army from the Crim- 
ea in the summer of 1856, he accompanied the corps 
to Malta, whence he was subsequently sent to join the 
regimental dep8t in Scotland. In the autnmn of 1858 
he proceeded to India and joined the regiment at Gwalior, 
at which place he served vTith it until the summer of 
1859, wheuhe was compelled to return home on sick 
leave. He rejoined the regiment at Sialkot in the sum- 
mer of 1861, and in November 1862 he proceeded with 
it to Nowshera. In October 1863 he accompanied the 
regiment (forming part of the Tusafzai Field Force) 
on the expedition against the Hindustani fanatics and 
their Pathan allies, and was present with it throughout 
the operations in the vicinity of the Ambela Pass up to 
the 18*^ November : on that day, in one of the many 
reckless assaults made by the tribesmen on the left 
front of the British position, he fell severely wounded, 
and the enemy having shortly afterwards, with a des- 
perate rush, gained momentary possession of the ground, 
he and Lieutenant Chapman V.), who was dressing 
his wounds, were hacked te death by these savage 
ftnatics. 

Smith, Charles Frederic, Major-Qeneral (1823 — 
1877). — (^ave at AmbaJa^ No. 256. — Bom in Bengal on 
the 14*t Januarjr 1823.— Entered the Bengal Army in 
1840. Arrived in India in February 1841, and on the 
5*^ of the following month ha was posted to the 39*^ N. I. 
He joined that regiment at Kamal in June, and in 
April 1^2 he accompanied it to Ferozepore, where in 
the following winter he served with it in the Army of 
Reserve. On the breaking up of that Army he proceeded 
witlflhSregbiient'toNowgong, in Bundelkhand, arriv- 
ing there in Maifch 1^3, and in the succeeding winter 
he served with it in the (^alior Campaign and was 
present at the battle of Paniai* (bronze star). On the 
conclusion of the campaign he returned with the regi- 
ment to Nowgong, whence, towards the end of 1845, he 
proceeded with it to Berhampore. In December 1847 
he accompanied the regiment to Dinapore, whence in the 
early months of 1 850 he proceeded with it to Mian Mir. 
In November 1854 he marched with the regiment to 
Jhelum, whence in June 1867 he accompanied it to Dera 
Ismail Khan, to which place the regiment, being dis- 
aFected and untrustworthy, was, as a measure of precau* 
tion, moved in consequence of thd outbreak of the mutiny. 
In the following August he was appointed to the com- 
mand of the 6**^ Punjab Police Battalion, which he held 
until October 1858, when he Was appointed Captain of 
PoKco at Dera Ismail Khanu In the summer of 1869 
he was removed, in the same capacity, to Delhi, and in 
the spring of 1860 to Qurgaon, and he held the appoint- 
ment there until February 1861, when he was appointed 
District Superintendent of Police at the Bft fpA place* 
About the same time he was admitted into the Bengal 
StafE Corps. As District Superintendent of Police he 
was transferred to the Delhi District in 1866, but he 
was re-transferred to the Qurgaon District in the follow- 
ing year, and he continned there until August 1868 


when his services were replaced at the disposal of the 
Commander-in-Chief, and he was directed to do general 
duty at Lucknow. In August 1872 he was transferred 
to Ambala, and he continued doing general duty at that 
place until the 1®* November 1874, when he retired from 
the service, with the honorary rank of Major-General 
from the 25*^ of that month. Subsequent to bis retire- 
ment he continued residing at Ambala, and he died at 
that place on the 6*^ December 1877. 

Note. — Major-General (then Lieutenants Smith married, at 
Mozafarpnr, Tirhdt, on the 26th Febraarv 1848, Leonarda Zeigler, 
the seventh daughter of James Gibbon, Esqr., of Tirhdt. 

Smith, George Haddon, late Lieutenant (c. * 
1810 —1841).— (?raue at Ferozepore^ No. 455.— Son 
of Major Haddon ^mith, of the Ceylon Rifle Regiment, 
formerly of the 73^ Foot. — ^Entwed H. M.’s Service 
on the 21®* April 1827 as an Ensign in the 44**^ Foot. 
He arrived in India in the following August and joined 
the regiment at Ghazipur, whence, towards the close 
of the year, he moved with it to Oawnpore. On the 
22®** October 1833 he was promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant. In the winter of 1833-34 he proceeded 
with the regiment to Chinsnra, whence in January 
1835 he accompanied it to Fort William. Early in 
1837 he moved with the regiment to Ghazipur, and 
in the winter of 1838-39 he marched with it te Karnal. 
In October 1840 he proceeded with the regiment to 
Ferozepore, but being about to retire from the service 
he was left at that place when the regiment moved on 
towards Afghanistan in the following month. On the 
2^ April 1841 he retired from the service by tiie sale 
of his commission, and he died at Ferozepore on the 
13^1* September following. 

Note.— Lieutenant Smith married, at Chinsnra, on the 17th 
January 1835, a Miss Brand —In the inscription on his tomb he 
is incorrectly described as a Lieutenant in H. M/s 44th Begt., for, 
having sold out of the service, he had ceased to hold that position 
nearly six months before bis death. 

Smith, James, M. D., (1786— 1846).— 

Grave at Ambala, No- 210.— Entered H. M.’s Service 
on the 10*^ June 1812 as an Hospital-Assistant. On 
the 25*^ September following he was appointed an 
Assistant-Surgeon in the 2d Battalion 4*^* Foot, and, on 
the return of lhat corps from the Peninsula, he joined 
it at Colchester in January 1813. He continued serving 
with this battalion until the 25th December 1815, 
when, on its being disbanded at Deal, he was transferred 
to the 29*^ Foot, and having joined that corps in 
France, he served there with it, in the Army of Occu- 
pation, until October 1818, when he returned home 
with it, and j^pcompanied it to the north of Ireland. 
On the 25*^ December 1818 he was placed on half-pay, 
and in that position he continued for upwards of twelve 
years. On ttie 10*^* May 1831 he was brought back on 
full pay as A88t.-Surgeon in the 17*^ Foot, with & 
detachment of which he proceeded to New South Wales ■ 
the same year. In the spring of 1836 he accompanied 
the regiment to India, and he o-ntinued serving with 
it at Poona until November 1838, when he proceeded 
with it to Sindh, en route to Afghanistan on service. 
On the 15*J* February 1839 he was promoted to the 
rank of Surgeon in the 61«* Foot, and having joined 
that regiment at Colombo, in Ceylon, he went home 
with it in the following October. Landing with &e 
regiment at Southampton in March 1840, he served 
with it in various places in England and Ireland until 
the end of June 1845, when he embarked with it for 
Bengal. He landed with the corps at Calcutta in ' 
October 1845, and proceeding with it to the Upper 
Provinces, he arrived at Oawnpore in February lew. 
In the autumn of the same year he aocompamed the 
regiment to Ambala, and he died at that place on the 
very day that the corps arrived ther^ — ^the 27*** Novem- 
ber 1846. 

Smith, James DIgby, Zi&uienant (1830—1867).— 
Tablet at Lelhi^ No. 168.— *Son of Mr. Soim Davison 
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Smiili, merchanf, Calcutta. Bom at Calcutta on the 
18*^ August 1830. — ^Entered the Bengal Army in 1847. 
Arrived in India in December of the same year , and 
in the following month was sent up to Benares to do 
ducy with the 48*=^ N. I. In April 1848 he was posted 
to the 74*^ N. I., which he joined at Mhow. In the 
spring of 1850 he proceeded with the regiment to Dacca, 
whence, in May 1852, he accompanied it to Barrackpore. 
In the spring of the following year he proceeded with 
the regiment to Cawnpore, arriving there on the 6*^ 
April, and on the 25*^^ of the same month he was 
appointed Interpreter and Quarter-Master of the corps. 
Erom August 1853 to Januajy 1854 he officiated as 
Adjutant of the regiment in addition to his other duties, 
and from June 1866 to March 1867 he officiated as 
Interpreter and Quarter-Master of the 1®* N. I., without 
relinquishing the duties of the corresponding appoint- 
ment in his own regiment. At the end of January 
1857 he was nominated to do duty with the 4**^ Sikh 
Infantry, but this arrangement was cancelled at his 
own request on the 17^^ of the following month and he 
remained with his own regiment, with which in March 
1857 he proceeded to Delhi. He was serving with the 
regiment at Delhi when the Mutiny burst forth there 
on the 11^^^ May 1857, and he was one of the many 
officers who perished in the massacre at the Kashmir 
Gate. 

Smith, John, F, C., Bnsign fl814 — 1864).— Grave 
at Jullundur^ No» 532 ; tablet at Delhi^ No. 164. — Bom 
at Ticknal, Derbyshire, in February 1814,— A shoe- 
maker by trade, he enlisted in London on the 3^ Octo- 
ber 1837 for the military service of the Bast India 
Company, and landed in India on the 2^ August 1839. 
On arrival he was allotted to the Corps of Bengal 
Sappers and Miners, the head-quarters of which he 
joined at Delhi, and with various companies of which 
he served during the next eleven years. In 1840 he 
attained the rank of Sergeant. In November 1841 
he marched with the 5*^ Company towards Peshawar, 
in the force under the command of Brigadier Wild, 
and with it, in January 1842, he took part in the 
advance to Ali Masjid and in the retreat from that 
place, under Colonel Moseley. He afterwards served 
throughout the campaign of 1842 in Afghanistan, 
under the command of General Pollock, and was 
present at the forcing of the Khaibar Pass, the advance 
to Jalalabad, the operations in the Shinwari country 
and action of- Mazina, the actions of Mamu-khel, Jag- 
dalak, Tezin, and Haft Kotal, and the occupation of 
Kabul (Medal). On returning from Afghanistan on 
the conclusion of the war he rejoined the head-quarters 
of the corps at Delhi, and was afterwards transferred 
to the 7*^1 Company, with which he served in the latter 
part of the Sutlej Campaign and was present at the 
battle of Sobraon (Medal). With the 3d Company he 
served throughout the Punjab Campaign of 1848-49, 
and was present at the siege and capture of Multan 
and at the battle of Gujex at (Medal and two clasps). 
In January 1851, while serving with the 3^ Company 
at Lahore, his services were placed at the disposal of 
the Superintending Engineer of the Punjab Circle, 
for employment in the Dept, of Public Works, and he 
was appointed an acting Assistant Overseer and attached 
to the Mian Mir Division of the Department. In 
March 1854, having passed the prescribed examination, 
he was pennanetitly apjpointed an Asst. Overseer, 
with effect from the I2*i» January preceding, but two 
years later, having unfortunately incurred the censure 
of his official superiors, the Department recommended 
that he should be remanded to his regiment, and this 
being acceded to, he was recorded accordingly in 
July 1856. In carrying out this measure, however, 
a mistake was made, and he was remanded to the 
Artillery as a gunner, and posted to the 3*^ Company 
4^^ Bat&»lion, at Mian Mir. He appealed against this 
decision, and the ^peal being allowed, the order was 
rescinded, and in iNovember 1856 he was remanded 
to the Sappers and Miners in his proper lank of Ser- 


geani^ with effect from the date of the original remand. 
He rejoined the corps at Boorkee in the same month, 
and continued serving with it there until the outbreak 
of the mutiny in May 1857, when he marched vrith it 
to Meerut, where, however, a few days later, the 
greater part of the corps mutinied and joined the 
rebels in Delhi, With the faithful remnauts of the 
corps he subsequently joined the force before Delhi, 
and having served tlioughout the siege of the 
place, he was prominently engaged in the storming 
of the city on Ihe September. On that memorable 
occasion he was one of three British non-commissioned 
officers who formed part of the explosion party to whom 
was entrusted the dangerous duty of blowing in the 
Kashmir Gate in broad daylight and in the face of . 
the enemy, and he was the only one of the three who 
survived that desperate service. The distinguished 
gallantry and daring which he displayed on the Occasion 
was acknowledged by the award of the Victoria Orossi 
In 1858, with a detachment of Sappers, he was 
employed in the final operations in Oudh with the force* 
under the command of Brigadier Barker (Medal with' 
clasp for Delhi). In July 1859, in further recog- 
nition of his services, he was promoted to the rank of 
Sub-Condnctor and appointed an acting Barrack-Master* 
of the second class at Jullundur and Phillaur. In this 
position he was subsequently confirmed, and on the 
17^^ March 1860 he was advanced to the rank of Ensign, 
Unattached. In February 1862 he was transferred 
to Peshawar as a First Class Barrack-Master, and in 
the follovring December he was removed, in the same 
position, to Subathn, the stations of Dagshai, Kasauli 
and Jutogh being included in his charge. In January 
1864 he was transferred to Darjeding, but ^ in the «« 
following March be was removed from the Barrack 
Department and directed to do general duty at Ambala. 

He afterwards proceeded on leave to Jullundur, where 
he died on the 26**^ June 1864. 

Note.— In the inscription on hie tombstone his age is incorrectly 
stated have been thirty years and four months. It was actually 
years and four months* 

Smith, Joseph Barnard, Limtmant-Oolonel 
(1790— 1849).-— Grave at Wazirahady No. 742.— The 
eldest son of Joseph Barnard Smith, E^r., of the 
Bengal Civil Service. Bom at Calcutta on the 29th 
November 1790. — Entered the Bengal Army in 1807', 
Arrived in India in August 1808, and was sent ins the 
usual course to the Cadet College at Bara sat. On the 
1 st August 1809 he was posted to the 2<i Bfeittalion 17*^ 

N. I., which, on his discharge from Barasat, he joined 
at Agra towards the close of the year. In October 1811 
he moved with the battalion to Cawnpore, whence 
towards the close of 1813 he proceeded with it to Par- 
tabgarh, in Oudh. On promotion to the rank of Lieute- 
nant he was re-posted, December lffl3, to the 2a Batta- 
lion 17^^ and having in October 1814 accompanied the 
battalion to Gorakhpur, he served with it, in the force 
under the command of Major-General J. S. Wood in 
the first campaign of the Nepal War, 1814-15, and Vat* 
present in action of Jitpur* On the termination of 
the campai^ the battalion was retained at Gorakhpur 
and he continued serving with it there for three years! 

In April 1818 he was appointed acting Adjutant to the 
right wing of the corps, which was then detached to 
Kishanganj, and in the following September he was 
sent down to Barrackpore in charge of a body of men 
who had volunteered for service in Ceylon. lu February 
1819 he rejoined the head-quaz'iers of the battalion at 
Benares, and from April to J uly of that year he officiated 
as Adjutant and Interpreter of the corps. Towards 
the close of the same year he marched with the batta- 
lion to Saugor, , and in the autumn of 1821 he accom- 
panied it to Ludhiana, at which place he was still 
MiTOg wteMn Septmber 1823, he was tamBfewed 
(with efieot from tilie ll‘i» July preceding) to the 24 
Battalion 324 N. I., the formatioa of which was then 
ordered, and haTing joined at Muttra, ho, in the ^oHowiait 
cold season, marched with, his now corps to Noemooh 
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On iilie reorganisation of the Army taking place in 
May 1824 he was posted to the 63^ N. I, (late 1®^ 
Battalion 32^ ), but he continued attached for some 
time to the (late 2^ Battalion 32^ ), and while he 
was with it in July 1824 he was appointed to act 
temporarily as Adjutant of the 4*^ Local Horse, at 
Neemuch. He subsequently joined the 63^ at Luck- 
now, whence he accompani^ it to Delhi at the end of 
the year, and to Muttra in March 1825 ; but he shortly 
afterwards returned to Delhi with the regiment, and in 
the following July and August he officiated temporarily as 
Fort Adjutant at that place. Towards the end of the year 
he accompanied the corps on service, and he was 
present with it at the siege and capture of Bharatpnr 
m the cold season of 1825-26. On the termination of 
the siege he proceeded with the regiment to Hansi, 
whence in the winter of 1828-29 he accompanied it to 
Berhampore, in Bengal ; and in March 1831 he went 
home on furlough. He returned to India in March 
1834, but having proceeded to Berhampore, on leave, 
he did not rejoin the regimentj then at Malahi, until 
the snoceeding September, and on the corps leaving 
that place in November, he proceeded in command of 
the left wing to Gorakhpur. With this wing he 
subsequently rejoined the head-quarters of the regiment 
at Sultanpur, in Oudh, at which place he continued 
serving with the corps until October 1837, when be 
marched in command of it en route to Mhow, in Malwa, 
arriving at that station in January 1838. In January 
1839, while moving in command of the regiment from 
Mhow to Lucknow, he joined the force assembled for 
the r^uction of the fort of Jhansi, and on the breaking 
up of that force (the insurgents having evacuated the 
place) he moved onto his destination, arriving at Lncknow 
at the end of the month. In January 1840 he succeeded 
temporarily to the command of the Oudh District, but 
he held this for only a short time. In J anuary 1841, in 
command of the head-quarters and right wmg of the 
regiment, he proceeded to Fatehgarh. On attaining 
the rank of Lieutpnant-Colonel he was ye-ppstoo, 
November 1841, to the 63^ N. I., and in the autumn 
of the following year he marol:).ed from Fatehgarh, in 
command of the regiment, to join the Army of Reserye 
Sbt Ferozepore j on arrival at Karnal, however, the 
regiment was halted theie, and he afterwards, in April 
1843, accompanied it to Delhi, whence, in the succeeding 
November, he proceeded withiti )0 Ambala. Towards 
^0 end of Miiroh 1844 he w^^s transferred to the 
60^^^ N« I., taking command of that corp^, in 

Jihe fpllq^ng May, as it parsed through Delhi, en 
rowfe ipovfi Ferozepore, he apcompanied it to Karnal, 
whence he proceeded with it to Benares in the winter 
pf 1844-45, and to Barrackpore earljjr in 1846. In 
January 1848 he accompanied the regiment to Mirza- 
pur, and towards the close of the year, on the co^s 
being detailed to form part of the Reserve Diyision 
/during the campaign in the Punjab, he moved up 
with it tp Ferozepore. Qn the termination of the war, 
the Reserve Dmsion having been broken up, he 
iparched with the regiment to Wazirabad, and arriving 
there in April 1849, he, as senior officer, assumed 
command of the station. He died thiere pn the 22^ of 
the followmg month. 

, Smltlii Lucius Horton, Ideuiemnt^Oolonel (1793 — 
1858)^ — at dmhala,' No. 242.— Son of Major 
Lewis Lucius Smith, of the Bengal Infantry. Bom 
at Fatehgarh on the 28*^ September 1793, — Sent home 
for his education in December 1802. — Entered the 
Pengal Army in 1807 as a Cadet of Infantry, Arrived 
in India in October 1809, and was sent in the usual 
course to the Cadet Colley at Barasat. In December 
1809, under instructions froni the Court of Directors, 
he was transferred from the Infantry to the Cavalry 
branch of the service, but pn passing out of Barasat, 
iu Jaau^ 18X1, it being found impracticable to 
fbttooh him immediately to a cavalry regiment, he was 
directed to do duty with the 1«* Battalion 12*^ N. L at 


Barrackpore, and intermediately to do duty with the 
Battalion 25*i» until the former corps should arrive 
at that place. In July 1811 he was sent up to Partab- 
garh, in Oudh, to do duty with the 3^ Native Cavalry, 
and at the end of the following October, on the 3^ march- 
ing for Bundelkhand, he was directed to remain at Par- 
tabgarh and do duty with the 8*^ Native Cavalry. With 
this corps he continued doing duty for two years. On 
the 13^^^ March 1818, having hitherto been a super- 
numerary, he was formally brought on the strength 
of the Army as a Cornet, and on the 3^ July following 
he was posted to the 7*^ Native Cavalry, then sta- 
tioned at Meerut ; on the 9*^ October, however, he was, 
at his own request, transferred to the 6*^ Native Ca- 
valry, and he joined that corps at Sultanpur, Benares, 
At the end of 1814 he accompanied the regiment to 
Kaita, in Bundelkhand, where he served with it for 
more than two years. In 1817, with the corps, he 
joined the Nagpnr Subsidiary Force, and he was with 
the three troops of the regiment which under the 
command of Captain FitzGerald, rendered such dis- 
iinguished good service at the battle of Sitabaldi, turn- 
ing what may have been a disastrous defeat into a 
biSliant victory ; on this occasion he greatly distin- 
guished himself towards the close of the action, in 
leading a dashing charge against a body of the enemy 
who had rallied and were attempting to renew the 
conflict. Thereafter he served with the regiment 
throughout the Mahratta-Pindari Campaign of 
1817-18, — part of the time as acting Adjutant to the 
right wing, detached from regimental head-quarters,— 
and took part in the battle of Sukandarra, or Nagpur, 
the storm and capture of Chanda, and in many other 
affairs. On tbe conclusion of the campaign he was 
quartered with the regiment at Nagpur, and in April 
1819 he was appointed Interpreter and Quarter-Master 
of the corps ; this appointment he held for four years 
and* a half, At the end of 1819 he accompanied the 
regiment to Karnal, whence he proceeded with it to 
Mhow in 1821, and to Kaita in 1823. From January 
to May 1824 he held the appointment of Post Ad- 
jutant at Lohargong. In the spring of 1826 he marched 
with the regiment to Muttra, and in the winter of 
1825-26 he served with it at the siege and capture of 
Bharatpur (Medal). On the termination of the siege 
he returned with the regiment to Muttra, whence, at 
the end of 1827, he marched with it to Sultanpur, 
Benares. From June to October 1830 he held the 
temporary command of the 4*^ Light Cavalry 
Meerut. He then rejoined his own regiment, with 
which at the end of the year he marched to Cawnpore. 
In November 1833 he was appointed acting Aide-de- 
Camp to Brigadier-General (afterwards Major-General 
Sir Robert) Stevenson, commanding the Cawnpore 
Dmsion, on whose personal stafi he remained for five 
years, in the course of which, in the winter of 1834-35, 
he accompanied Sir Robert on field service on the occa- 
sion of the demonstration against Jodhpur. In Nov- 
ember 1838 he rejoined his regiment at Mhow, and 
while on the march from that place to Benares, at 
the end of the yea^r, he was engaged with the corps 
in the movement on Jhansi, then in a state of open re- 
bellion. He reached Sultanpur, Benares, with the 
regiment, in February 1889, and he served with it 
there until February 1842, when he was ^pointed 
Commandant of the Irregular Cavalry (Skinner’s 
Horse), in succession to the celebrated Oolopel Skinner 
himself, who had died in the preceding December. 
He joined that corps at Hansi, and in March 1843 
proceeded with it to Neemuoh. On the outbreak of 
the first Sikh l/Tar, in December 1845^ he moved up to 
Hansi with the regiment, but its services wepe not 
required in the field, and in April 1846 be marched 
back with it to Neemuoh, where he continued 
serving with it until Novemlw 1849, when he was per- 
mits, at his own xeques^ to resign the c^naand 
of the corps. He then rejoined his own regiment at 
Meerut, and from September 1850 to the end of 1852 
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ht was in acioal commiaxid of it at that station. On 
promotion to the rank of Lienienant-Colonel he was re* 
posted, January 1853, to the 6^^ Light Cayalrj, of 
which he continued in command until near the end of 
the following October, when he was transferred to the 
5 th Light Cavalry. Ho joined the regiment at Feroze- 
pore in November, and held command of it until the 
January following, when he proceeded on six months' 
leave. On the April 1854, before the expiration 
of his leave, he was transferred to the Invalid Establish* 
ment, and in the following July he received permission 
to reside at Ambala. He died at KasauH on the 
30^^ September 1858. 

Noth I.<-.-Plsoe and date of death have been enterel according 
to the official report. According to the inscription on his tcmb 
it vronld appear that he died at Amhala on the 2d^h September 
^ 1858.

Smith, Robert, JSnsign (1847 — 1868). — Ghrave at 
SialJeotj No, 713. — Entered H. M.’s Service ( rom the 
Royal Mily. College, Sandhurst) on the 16'^ October 
1866, as an Ensign in the 38^^ Foot. Proceeding to 
India he joined that regiment at Sialkot towaids the 
close of the year, and he continued serving with it 
there until his death. He lost his life by a deplorable 
accident^ having, while making his rounds, as Orderly 
Officer, on the night of the 1*^ Maz'ch 1868, fallen 
down a well in the darlmess, and been drowned before 
assistance could reach him. 

Smith, Robert Andrew. OoZoneZ (1818— 1S68) — 
Grave at Ambala, No* 249. — The eldest son of Major 
Robert W*ood Smith, 6**^ Bengal Light Cavalry. Born 
at Nagpur on the 11th November 1818.— Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1836. Arrived in India in October 
of the same year, and was sent up t > Barrackpore to 
do duty with the 70^** N. I. In March 1837 he was 
posted to the 19*^ N. I., and having joined that 
regiment at Cuttack, he accompanied it to Meerut in 
the spring of 1839, to Karnal in October 1840, to Fe- 
rozepore in December 18 U, to Snkkur, in Sindh, in the 
spring of 1842, and back to Ferozepore in March 1843. 
Early in the following year he marched with the 
I'egiment to Bareilly, whence in the antumn of 1846 
he accompanied it Nagode. Towards the end of 
1348 be marched with the regiment towards the 
Sutlej, and daring the Punjab Campaign of 1848-49 
he served with it in the Reserve Division at Jagraon. 
On the breaking up of that Division he mirched with 
the regiment to Lahore, arriving there in April 1849, 
and he afterwards accompanied the corps to Budhi 
il^Ind in April 1850, to Cawnpore in 1852, and to 
Lucknow in April 18 >3, In October and November 
1854 he officiated for about a month as Commandant 
of the 1*^ Oudh Local Infantry. In the spring of 
1856 he proceeded with the regiment to Berhampore, 
where, early in the following year, the mutinous out- 
break occurred' which led to the corps being marched 
down to Barrackpore and there disbinded in March 1857. 
lu the following year he w.3*s sent from Barrackpore 
to the XT^er Provinces in charge of la detachment of 
recruits. lu August 1858 he was appointed to do 
duty with the Nasiri Battalion and was detailed to 
command the detachment at Jutogh, the corps itself 
being then at Meerut, and in this positioc he remained 
until the end of 1859, when he was appointed to do 
dutv with the Recrtdt Dep5t at Birraokpcre. In the 
spring of 1860 he was appointed to do general duty 
at Meerut, whence in Se^mber I86i2 he was trans- 
ferred, in the same position, ^ Mian Mir« In'October 
1864 he was removed to Ambalfb, and heocmtihu^ 
doing general duty there until his death. He ffiei ac 
Am^k on the 31** October 1868;

Smith. Rowland Mainwaring, Oapiain (c. 1824-- 
1857).— GVare at Delhi, No, 113.--^n of Charlae 
Smith, Esq., oi Northampton, and grandson of Rowland 
Mainwaring, Esq., of Four Oaks, Co. Warwick, sometima 
CaptEdn iu the 1** or Royal Regiment.*— Rntered the 
Bengal Army in 1842. Amved in India in June of 
the same year, and in the following month was posted 
to the 35*^ N. I. That regiment being then on service 
in the field in Afghanistan, he, under an order dated the 
6*h July, joined the 51st N. I. at Benares, and did 
duty with it until the spring of 1843, when he proceed- 
ed to Agra and there joined the 35*i^ on its return 
from Afghanistan. In May 1843 he was transferred^ 
at his own request, to the 64*^ N. I., which he joined 
soon afterwards at Cawnpore. In November 1844 he 
accompanied the 54*^ to Delhi, whence in the spring 
of 1845 he marched with it to Ferozepore. He was 
serving with the regiment at that station when the 
first Sikh War broke out in December 1845, and, 
marching out with it on the 21"* of that month, in the 
Division under the command of Sir John Littler, he 
was present the same afternoon in the battle of Firoz- 
shahr (Medal). He returned with the regiment to 
Ferozepore on the 25**», and served with it there for the 
remainder of the campaign. In January 1847 he ao- 
cis^mpanied the regiment to Lahore, and at the end of 
thi year he proceeded with it to Agra. In August 
1849 he proceeded on sick leave to Mussoorie, and 
Wtis absent from the regiment until February 1850 
when he rejoined it at Barrackpore. In the spring 
of 1852 he proceeded with the regiment toAli^rh 
and ia April 1856 he accompanied it to Delhi. Ho 
was serving with the regiment at that place- 
when the Mutiny took place on the ll*h Mhy 1857, 
and he was one of the many officers who jirished 
tnat day in the massacre at the gftgKmiV Gbte. 


Smith, Weston John, Ensign (c. 1821—1845).— 
Grave at Amhala, No, 206.— Entered the Bengal Army 
in 1841. Being then already in India, he was formallr 
admitted into the service on the 10*1^ March 1841 and 
on the 18*^ he was appointed, at his own request,* to do- 
duty with the 63^ N, I. at Patehgai'h. On the of 
the succeeding month he ivas posted to the 66**^ N. I. 
at Dinapore, but he shortly afterwards obtained per- 
mission to remain at Fatehgarh, and on the 16*h Qcta* 
her following he was, at his own request, transferred 
from the 65**^ to the 63<i N. I. In the autumn of 1842 
he Bached with the regiment en route to Ferozepore 
to join the Army of Reserve, but the corps having 
under later orders, been halted at Kamal, he wa^ m 
the 15 '^h November, sent on to Ferozepore to join 
the light company of the regiment, which at mat 
time formed part of the 2* Light Infantiy Battalion. 
Wi'fo this battalion he served in the Army of Reserve 
until it was broken up in January 1843. In the 
following month (the battalion being then on the 
march to Meerut, preparatory to being broken up) 
he, with his light company, rejoined the on amiS 
at &rual, whence, in April 1843, he accompanied the 
regfiment to Delhu In the following Novembw he 
marched with the 69^ to Ambala, at which place he con- 
tinued serving with it until his death. He died at 
Ambala on &e 5*^ June 1845. 


Smith, William Clifton, Oaptam 

(1866— 189-7) .—(Jraw No. 1038.— Born ou 

the 22“4 March 1866.— Bntm^ H, M.'s Service on the 
234 June 1886 as a Lieutenant in the 4*^ Battalion 
of th^^ Derl^shire Regiment (the Royal Sherwood 
Forestos Militia). On the 2I«* December 1889 he 
was teanaferaed to the regular forces as a Second- 
Lieutenant in the 1** Battalion Derbyshixe Regiment 
^he 45*^ Foot), and having joined that ooqui at 
Plymouth, he moved with it to Devonport in Julv 
1^0. On the 1** September 1891 he was promoted 
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to the rank of Lieutenant. He subsequently served with 
tie battalion at Oalchester, Aldershot and Dublin, 
and with the regimental dep6t at Derby, until De- 
cember 1895, when he proceeded to the W'est Coast of 
Africa in an appointment under the Royal Niger Com- 
pany.

Butered H. M.*s Service on the 14th April 1846 as an 
Ensign in the 39*^ Foot On the 8*^ of the following 
month he was transferred to the 29*^ Foot, then in 
India, and landing at Calcutta in October 1846, he 
joined that regiment at Kasanli in the spring of the 
succeeding year. In September 1848 he accompanied 
the regiment to Ferozepore, and he afterwards served 
with it throughout the Punjab Campaign of 1848-49, 
including the passage of the Chenab and the battles cf 
ChiUanwala and Gujerat (Medal and two clasps ' . In the 
course of the campaign, on the 19*^ January 1849, he 
was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant. On the 
conclusion of the war he proceeded with the regiment 
to Wazirabad, where he died on the 29*^ November 
1849.

Smyth, Jam es Dutton , Captain (1815—1854),— 
Grave at AmbaZa, No, *229. — Entered H. M.^s Service 
on the 30*^ December 1835 as an Ensign in the 64*^ 
Foot, which coi'ps he joined in Jamaica in the follow- 
ing year. On the 30*^ December 1837 he was promot- 
ed to the rank of Lieutenant. In October 1840 he 
accompanied the regiment to Halifax, in Nova Scotia, 
where he served with it for neirly two years. On 
the 20*^ December 1842 he exchanged into the 98*^ 
Foot, and proceeding to China, he joined that regiment 
at Ohusan. in the succeeding year. In the autumn of 
1846 he accompatded the 98^® to India, and landing 
at Calcutta in November, he proceeded with the 
regiment to Dinapore, arriving there towards the end 
of January 1847. In the winter of 1847-48 he moved 
with the corps to Meerut, whence he accompanied it 
to Ambala in June 1848.

ber 1820. Educated at Rugby iu the time of Dr. 
Arnold : afterwards entered at one of the universities 
and took the degree of B. A. — Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1844, Arrived in India in September of the 
same year, and in the following month was sent up 
to Barrackpore to do duty with the 8*b N, I, On the 
1«* January following he was transferred, for duty, 
to the 13*^ N. I., at the same station, and in February 
1845 he was posted to the 64*^ N. I., then at Sukkur, 
in Sindh. In the following May, the 64*^ being then on 
the return march to Hindustan, he was ordered to 
do duty with the recruit depot of the regiment at 
Aligarh until the corps should arrive, and he eventually 
joined the regiment there on the 9*^ June, as it passed 
down to Cawtipore Towards the end of the same 
year he moved with the regiment from Cawnpore to 
Barrackpore, and in January 1847 he proceeded with 
the head-quarters and right wing to Midnapore, return- 
ing thence to Barrackpore in the following May. He 
subsequently accompanied the regiment to Allahabad 
in the spring of 1848, to Agi*a in December 1850, to 
Meerut in July 1852, to Lahore in the following 
December, and to Peshawar in November 1855. In 
January J856 he was appointed acting Adjutant of 
the 1®* Oudh Local Infantry, and having joined that 
corps at Snltanpur, he held the post until the end of 
the following month, when he was appointed Offg. 
Second-in- Command of the 2® Oudh Local Infy , at 
Sitapur. In March 1856 the duties of Adjutant were 
imposed upon him in addition, but a few days later, 
on the 28**^ of the same month, he was removed 
from the corps and appointed Second-in-Comm«nd of 
the 10**^ Oudh Irregular Infantry. He joined this 
regiment at Sitapur, and in the following cold season 
he moved with it to Malaon ; but he returned with it 
to Sitapur, in the spring of 1857, and continued 
serving with it there until the 3® June following, when 
the corps ^ joined in the general mutiny of the troops at 
that station, and he perished in the atrocious massacre 
which ensued,

Snow, Willlann, Captain (1837— 1873).— 7a5Zcf 
at Kohat, No. 1042.— Born at Madras on the 6**^ August 
1837. — ^Entered the Bengal Army in 1856. Arrived 
in India in March of the same year, and on the 28*^ of 
the same month was posted to the 63® N. I., which ho 
joined soon afterwards at Sdri, in the Santhal pargan^ 
nas. In April 1857 he accompanied the regiment to 
Berhampore, and he was with it there when it was 
disarmed on the August following. Towards the 
close of May 1858 his services were placed at the 
disposal of the Government of Bengal for employment 
with a detachment of the Indian Naval Brigade at 
Patna. In the following July he was appointed to do 
duty with the 2® Sikh Police Battalion, and he was 
subsequently employed with that corps in various 
desultory operations against rebels and mutineers in the 
Ghazipur and Gorakhpur districts (Medal). Iu Feb- 
ruary 1859 he was appointed io officiate as Adjutant 
of the 1®* Punjab Infeintiy, and he joined that corps' 
accordingly at Eohat. In the following April he was 
nominated to do duty with the Simoor Rifle Bogi- 
[ ment, and in the succeeding Oeto^r he was direct 
1(6 rejoin the 63® N. I., temporarily, but both these 
orders were subsequently cancelled, and, remaining 
oh with the !•* Punjab Infantry, he served with that 
\ regiment in the expedition of 1859-60 against the 
. Kabul Khel Waziris, and in that of April and May 
1360 against the Mahsud Waziiis, umluding the 
forcing cf the Barari Pass (India Medal and clasp). 
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At the end^ of May 1861 he was appointed Adjutant 
of the regiment, and in the following October he was 
admitted into the Bengal StaflE Corps with efEect from 
the 18^*^ February preceding. In March 1863 he 
moved with the regiment from Kohat to Abbottabad, 
and in the following August, by an exchange of ap- 
pointments, he became Adjutant of the Punjab 
Infantry, which corps he joined in the following month 
at Bannu, and he was shortly afterwards appointed 
to officiate as Station StafE Officer at that place. In 
February 1864, ou a reorganisation of regimental ap- 
pointments taking place, he was appointed a Wing 
Officer in the regiment, and from Apiil to November 
following he officiated as Second-in- Command. In 
February 1865 he was again appointed OfEg Second- 
in-Command, and in that capacity he accompanied the 
regiment to Kohat in March, and returned with it 
to Bannu ia the autumn of the same year, coutinning 
to officiate until December. In February 1866 he 
accompanied the regiment to Dera Ismail Khan, and 
at that station from July 1866 to November 1867 he 
for a third time officiated as Second-in-Command. 
Early in 1869 he marched with the regiment to Kohat, 
and in February of that year he served with it in the 
brilliant dash on the Bizoti TJrakzai village of Gara. 
In March 1869 the permanent appointment of Second- 
in-Command was conferred upon him. In January 
1870 he went home on furlough, and was absent from 
India for nearly two years. On his return, towards 
the close of December 1871, he rejoined the regiment 
at Abbottabad, at which place he continued serving 
with it until his death. He died at Abbottabad on 
the 12*^ November 1873. 

Somerset, Arthur William FitzRoy, Major 
(1816 — 1845) — Grave and tablets at Feroze'pore, Nos, 
469, 442, 445 and 446. — The eldest son of Lord Fitz- 
Roy James Henry Somerset (afterwards Field- Marshal 
Lord Raglan, G. 0. B.) ; grandson of the 5*^ Duke 
of Beaufort and of the 3*^ Earl of Mornington ; and 
great-grandson of the celebrated Admiral Boscawen. 
Born in London on the 6^^ May 1816. - Entered H. M.’s 
Service (from Page of Honour to H. M. King William 
the Fourth) on the 18^^ May 1832, as an Ensign and 
Lieutenant in the Grenadier Guards, with the l^^ Bat- 
talion of which he served in various parts of the 
United Kingdom for nearly eight years. On the 24**^ 
February 1837 he was promoted to the rank of Lieute- 
nant and Captain, and in 1840 he was appointed 
Aide-de-Camp to the Gommander-in-Chief in Ireland, 
Lieutenant-General Sir Edward Blakeney, G. G. B. 
In this post he continued until near the end of the 
following year, when, having been selected by Lord 
Ellenborongh, Governor- General designate, for the 
situation of Military Secretary, he accompanied His 
Lordship to India. On arrival at Calcutta, at the 
end of February 1842, he was formally appointed 
Military Secretary to Govemor-Gteneral ; in the 
course of the same year he accompanied Lord 
Ellenborongh to the Upper Provinces; and, in the 
ensuing winter, he was with His Lordship in the Camp 
of the Army of Reserve at Ferozepore. In the follow- 
ing year he again proceeded to the Upper Provinces 
with His Lordship, and having accompanied him into 
the field in the Gwalior Campaign, he (while acting 
temporarily on the StafE of the Commander-in Chief, 
Sit Hugh Gough) was severely wounded in the battle 
of Mahajcajpur, ^ving , received three eabre-cuts and 
been shot through the right arm in a personal en- 
counter with a party of the enemy while defending 
Major-Gehetal 0- H. Chnpchill, who had fallen 
mortsdly wounded (bronze star, and promoted tp the 
rarik of Major by 'br|Bivet).

Governor- General expressed it, conducting himself 
with the hereditary courage of his race.’* He was 
removed to Ferozepore, where, on the succeeding 
Christmas- day, he succumbed to the injuries he had 
received.

Somerville, William Thomson, Second Lieute- 
nant (1836-1857).— (?raw ot Delhi No. W®-” 
tliird and youngest son of James Somemlle, Esqr , 
of Boss, Co. Meath, and brother to Oaijtam Marcus 
Bichard Somerville (g. v.). Born in Ireland on 
the 7^*^ March 1836.— Entered the Bengal Army in 
1854 as a Cadet of Artillery. Arrived in India in 
September of the same year, and was soon afterwards 
sent up to Meerut, where he was appointed to do duty 
with the 3* Company 3^* Battalion, Foot Artillery. In 
January 1856 he was posted to the 3^ Company 8 
Battalion, which he joined at Almora. He confenued 
serving with the company at that station untd the 
outbre^ of the Mutiny in the following year, m 
the summer of which he was sent down to ]Oin the 
force employed in the siege of Delhi. 

the siege for several weeks, but eventually his healtk 
broke down, and he died in the camp of the besieging 
force, on the 5^^ September 1857, of fever brought 
on by fatigue and exposure. 

Speke* Edward, Lieuienant (1828 — 1857 ). — Tablet 
at Delhi, No. 162.— The third sou of William Speke, 
EsOm of Jordans, Co. Somerset and a younger 
brother of Captain John Hanning Speke, 46*i‘Ben^ 
N 1. the eminent African explorer and one of the 
discoverers of the sources of the Nile. Bom in 
September 1828.— Entered the Bengal Army in 1850. 
Arnved in India in January 1851, and was sent up 
to Benares to do duty with the 33^ N. I, In the 
following March he was posted to the 65*^ N. I., which 
he ioined at Lahore. lu December 1862 he accom- 
panied the corps to Fort Govindgarh, Amritsar, 
W in the autumn of the following year he moved 
down to Bengal with it, and embarked with it for 
Bangoon, arriving there towards the t-nd of January 
1854. In the following month he proceeded with the 
corns to Miaday, and in the succeeding June he 
Smpauied it to Thayet Myo. In April 1856 he 
was sent to Calcutta in charge of a detachment of 
the 8^^ Irregular Cayalry, hut he rejoined the 66*^ in 
Burma before the end of the month, and was detailed 
soon afterwards to serve with a detachment of the 
corps at Miaday, where, at the end of June, he was 
appointed Station Staff Officer. Early in 1857 he 
reSimod with the regiment to Bengal, and accompanv- 
ing it to Ghaziplir, he arrived there early in March. 
On toe !■* of the following month he proceeded on 
leave to Mussoorie, and he was at that place when 
toe Mutiny broke out in May 1857. He was sub- 
sequently sent down to Delhi, during the siege, and was 
ap^inted todo duty with the 1** European Bengal Fusi- 
ng. In toe assault of the place on the 14*^ September 
he was with toe portion of the regiment which formed 
part of Nicholson's Column in the storudng of toe 
TToflliTnir breach ; he got through untouched when toe 
breach was carried, but fell mortally wounded in the 
subsequent attempt on the Burn Bastion, and having 
been removed to camp, he died there of his wounds 
ifonr days later, ^the 18^^ September 1857. 


SpencejJohn, lieutenant (182S— 1825).— TaWe# 
fat Fprmporef No. 441,— Entered toe Bengal Army in 
1^41. Amved in India in July of , the ,sama year, and 
toe 424 1. (to which, in antidpatibn of his arrival, 

he had been posted in the preceding May) being then 
on service in Afghanistan, he was sent to the upper 
iPSovWs.to await an opportunity of joining his regi- 
ment. . In Jannary 1842 ne was, directed to do duty 
mtoto^ 1^ LigM Infantry Battalion at Feroaepoxe, 
'ijtoiflpoii opportunity presented 


itself, and he proceeded and joined the 42^ at Kandahai* 
in the spring of toe same year. He took part, with hi» 
regiment, in some of the operations around Kandahar, 
and he subsequently, in August, accompanied it in 
the movement towards Kabul, under General Nott. 
In the course of the operations which ensued he was 
present at the action of Goaine, the re-capture of Ghazni, 
the actions of Beni Badam and Maidan, toe reoccupa- 
tion of Kabul, the capture and destruction of Istalif, 
and various actions in toe passes between Kabul and 
Peshawar during toe withdrawal of the British forces 
from Afghanistan (Medal). On the breaking up of 
toe army at Ferozopore he accompanied toe regiment 
to Mainpuri, arriving there in March 1843, and whilst 
serving there in July 1844 he was appointed Interpreter 
and Quarter- Master to the corps, a post which he 
retained until his death. In the antumu of 1845 he 
marched with the regiment to Ludhiana, and he was 
serving at that place in December of the same year 
when the Sikhs crossed the Snilej. Proceeding with 
the corps he joined toe Army of the Sutlej, and with 
it advanced to repel the invaders, but he unfortunately 
fell in toe very first engagement of toe campaign, 
having been killed in toe battle of Mudki on toe 18^^ 
December 1845.

Spencer, Robert, Captain and Brevet Major n8l2 
— 1857). Tablet at Lahore Cantonment^ No. 682. — 
Born in London in 1812 — ^Entered toe Bengal Army 
in 1827. Arrived in India in October 1828, and in 
the following month was sent up to Dinapore to do 
duty with the 13**^ N. I. In March 1829 he was 
posted to the 26*^^ N. I., and proceeded to join at Na- 
sirabad, but the hot weather having set in by toe time 
he reached Agra, he was permitted, June 1829, to 
remain at that place and do duty with the 65**^ N. I., 
until the following October, when he went on and 
joined the 26^^^. In the autumn of 1832 he accompani- 
ed the regiment to Gaxrawfira, and while serving 
there he officiated for sixteen months (from November 
1834 to March 1836) as Interpreter and Quarter-Master 
to the corps. In the spring of 1836 he moved with 
the regiment to Meerut lu January 1837 he was 
appointed Interpreter and Quarter-Master to the 
corps, but he held this post for only a short time, until 
towards toe close of the succeeding month, when the 
appointment of Adjutant was conferred upon him. 
Early in 1840 (after moving about the countiy for 
some time, with toe regiment, on escort duty with the 
Govemor-Generars camp) he proceeded with the corps 
to Agra, whence in the following November he march- 
ed with it to Ferozepore. In January 1842 he accom- 
panied toe regiment to Afghanistan, thereafter serving 
with it throughout the campaign of that year under 
General Pollock, and taking pari in the forcing of the 
Khaibar Pass, the advance to Jalalabad, toe actions 
of Mamu Khel, Jagdalak, Tezin and Haft Kotal, the 
reoocupation of Kabul, and the capture and de- 
struction of Istalif, in which last he was slightly 
wounded (Medal). On the return of the Army to 
toe British provinces he accompanied toe regi- 
ment (January 1848) to Ludhiana, where he wa# 
soon afterward appointed to officiate temporarily 
as Station Staff Officer, and was, later, placed in 
charge of the Military Chest. In November 1848, 
consequent on his promotion to to® rajak of Ob- 
tain, he vacated toe appointment of Adjutant. ' On 
toe outbreak of toe first Sikh War he accompanied the 
rigiment into toe field, and toereafter served wito it 
toroughout toe campaign* of 1845-46 on toe Sutlej, 
including toe battles ot Mndki, Krozshahr and >Bob- 
racm (l&dal and two elasps)* On toe termination 
of toe war he proceeded wito the regiment to Bareill/, 
arriving there in May 1846 \ and he continued serving 
wito it there until* November 1848, when ill-healto 
OQi^pelled him to pxKseed on. leave ^to Mussoorie^ 
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He rejoined iihe regiment at Dinapore in December 
3850, and at that station, in March 1852 (his services 
having been placed at the disposal of the Government 
of Bengal for the purpose) he was appointed OfFg. 
Cantonment Joint Magistrate : this post he continued 
holding until the spring of 1854, when he rejoined 
his regiment at Delhi. In the following November 
he accompanied the 26^^ to Mian Mir, at which place 
in September and October 1856 he officiated for some 
time as Cantonment Magistrate. He continued serving 
with the regiment at Mian Mir until the outbreak of 
the mutinies in 1857, and he was present and in com- 
mand of the corps when, on the historic 13**^ of 
May, it and the rest of the native troops at that place 
were summarily disarmed. He continued in command 
until the 30*^ July following, when the regiment 
suddenly broke out into open mutiny: he, though 
quite unarmed, immediately went amongst the mutineers 
and endeavoured to reason with them, but one of the 
miscreants felled him with a hatchet, and in a 
moment he was hacked to death by the others, Sergeant- 
Major Potter (g'. V.), who made a gallant attempt to 
rescue him, sharing the same fate. The mutineers 
then evacuated the cantonment and ded, but they were 
headed o£E at Ajnala on the following day, and within 
forty-eight hours of the mutiny the entire body had 
ceased to exist. 

Spens, Coliris Lieutenant (1843 — 1867). — Grave at 
Cheraty No, 995. — The second son of Nathaniel Spens, 
Esqr., of Craigsanquhar, Co. Fife, and elder brother 
of Captain Nathaniel James Spens, 72^ Highlandeis, 
who fell in action on the Asmai heights, Kabul, in 
December 1879. Born in 1843. — Entered H. M.’s Ser- 
vice on the 2^ December 1862 as an Ensign iu the 
42^ Foot (the Eoyal Highland Regiment), and pro- 
ceeding to India he joined that corps at Dagshai early 
in the following year. In the aatumn of 1863 he 
accompanied the legimeut to Rawal Pindi, whither it 
was moved temporarily in connection with the oi^eva-* 
tions then being carried on in tbe neighbourhood of 
the Ambela Pass ; but he returned with it to Dagshai 
in February 1864, and continued serving with it there 
until tbe following November, when he moved up to 
Rawal Piudi with it in tbe course of ordinary relief. 
Tnthe summer of 1865 he was sent up to Mun-eo 
to do duty at the depot, and in October of the same 
year he accompanied the regiment to Peshawar. On 
the 2*1 March 1866 he was promoted to the rank of 
Jjieutenaut. In the spring of the succeeding year he 
accompanied the regiment to Cherat, and he died in 
camp at that place on the 22^ June 1867. 

SpenSy James, Captain (1811 — 1856). — Grave at 
Ambahj No. 236. — The fifth son of Thomas Spens, 
Esqr., M. D., of the family of Spens of Craigsanquhar, 
i\\ Fife, younger brother of Major-General Andrew 
Spens, of the Bengal Infantry, and uncle to the 
Venerable Andrew Nathaniel Wadham Spens, late 
Archdeacon of Lahore. Bom in 3811. — ^Entered 
the Bengal Army in 1831 as a Cadet of Engineers. 
After going through the usual course at Chatham, he 
was sent out to India and arrived at Calcutta in Decem- 
1833. Eaily in the following month he was 
sent up to Delhi to do duty with the Corps of Sapors 
and Miners, and in May 1834 he was detailed to join 
the 1®* Company, then on duty between Bona-res and 
Bankura. In April 1835 he was appointed OfEg. 
Superintendent of the new road from Benares to 
Burdwan. Early in October 1837 he was nominated 
Assistant to tbe Superintendent of Firoz Shah*s Canal, 
but a fortnight later he was ordered to continue in 
charge of his division of the Benares Road, and he 
remmnod in that situation until February 1839, when 
he was appointed Assistant to tbe Superintendent of 
the Doab Canal. This appointment he held until 
November 1842, but for the greater part of the period 
(that IS, from October 1840 onwards) ho was on duty 


at Kamal. On the 17*^ November 1842 ffrom which 
date he was afterwards enrolled in the Dept, of 
Public Works) he was specially charged with the 
erection of buildings for the reception of Euro- 
pean troops at Kasauli and Subathu, and in the 
following April he was appointed to the charge of 
all public buildings at the latter place. Prom July 
to September 1843 he officiated as Superintendent 
of the Delhi Canals. He then returned to his appoint- 
ment at Kasauli and served there as Executive 
Engineer until September 1845, when he was appointed 
Superintendent of Canals west of the Jumna. In 
December 1845 he was directed to join the Army of 
the Sutlej, and having done so he served with it, in 
the Engineer Department, during the latter part of the 
first Sikh War, including the battle of Sobraon (Me- 
dal), On the termination of the campaign he reverted 
to his appointment on the canals, the duties of which 
he continued carrying on until the end of October 1846, 
when he proceeded on leave. In February 1847 he 
weut home on furlough, and he was absent from India 
for three years. On his return in February 1850, his 
services were placed at the disposal of the Govt, of 
Bengal for employment on a special survey of the 
Hijli sea-coast and embankments. In the following 
April he was appointed Executive Engineer of the 
Midnapur and Kalmijol Division, and in October 1851 
he was transferred in a similar position to the Meerut 
Division of Public Works, with instructions to go on 
to Ambala and officiate as Executive Engineer there 
until further orders. He continued officiating at 
Ambala until the end of September 1863, when ho 
was appointed Executive Engineer of the Western 
Sirhind Division, Ferozepore. In May 1866, his healtli 
having failed, he proceeded on sick leave, and he never 
rejoined his appointment, having died at Ambala on 
the 21®^ November 1856. 

Nor*. — While at Home on furlough in X84-9 Captain Spens, 
married Penelope Clarina, the third daughter of Brevet-Lieute- 
nant-Colonel Lionel John Westropp, a cadet of the Westropps of 
Attyflin, Co, Limerick, sometime Captain in the 68th Poot. 
Thjs lady married, secondly, on the Slst December 1863, the 
Eevd. Edward James Rhoades, and died on the 14ili April 1897. — 
Captain Spens was the father af Major-General James Spens, 
C.B.» who commanded the 86th Foot in the Afghan War of 
1879-80, and a Moveable Column in the South African War, 
1900-ul. 

Spring, Francis, Captain (c. 1821—1857).—' 
Grave at Jhelumy No. 771. — A younger sou of Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel William Collis Spring, of the 67*^^ Foot, 
a distinguished officer who succeeded to the com- 
mand of that regiment in the battle of Albuhera^ 
in which he was wounded, — ^Entered H. M.’s Service 
on the 28*^ February 1840 as an Ensign in the 27‘^^‘ 
Foot. On the 6*^ of the succeeding month he was 
transferred to the 24**^ Foot, and having joined the 
depdt of that regiment at Cork, he subsequently 
accompanied it to Fermoy, to Dublin, am to Ports-» 
month. In August 1841, on the arrival cf the 24^h 
from Canada, he joined the regiment at Devonport, 
where he served with it for twenty months, in the 
course of which, ou the 22^ April 1842, he was pro- 
moted to the rank of Lieutenant. In April 1843 ho 
moved with the regiment to Glasgow, whence in the 
following October he accompanied it to Ireland, 
thereafter serving with it in that country (at Dublin, 
Kilkenny, Limerick and Cork, for two years-and-a-half , 
When the regiment proceeded to India in May 1846, 
he was left with the depot at Chatham, where he 
continued serving with it until the autumn of 1848, 
He then embarked for Bengal, and having landed at 
Calcutta in December, he was sent soon afterwards 
to the upper country for the purpose of joining his 
regiment on service in the Punjab ; and he was at 
this time (14*^^ January 1849), in consequence of 
casualties in the battle of Chilianwala, promoted to 
the rari of Captain : having, however, been detained 
at Meerut with a detachment of the corps, he was not

in time to take any part in the operations o£ tlie 
Punjab Campaign, and eventually be did not join the 
regiment until January 1850, when it was stationed at 
Vij^zirabai In October 1850 be accompanied a wing of 
tbe regiment to Sialkot, but tbe movement was only a 
temporary one, and be returned in December to Wa- 
zirabad* In tbe spring of 1851 be went borne on 
sick leave. Returning to India in June 1853, be re- 
joined tbe regiment at Sialkot, whence in November 
1854 be accompanied it to Pesbawar. In December 
1856 be moved with tbe 24^=^ to Rawal Rndi, and be 
was still serving at that place when tbe great outbreak 
of 1857 took place. In July 1857 be accompanied a 
detachment of three companies, sent to Jbelum to aid 
in tbe disarming of tbe 14*^ N. I. ; tbe attempt to 
carry out this operation was made on the 7**^ of that 
month, but tbe business was somewhat mismanaged and 
ended in a sharp conflict with tbe sepoys, in tbe course 
of which this officer fell mortally wounded. He died 
of bis wounds on the following day,-— the 8*^ July 1857.

Sproti George HilU Lieutenant (1828 — 1849). — 
Ckave on tTie battle-field of Gujerat, No. 761; tablet at 
SialTcoiy No. 727,— The second son of Hark Sprot, Esqr., 
of Garnkirk, Co, Lanark (who was a cadet of tbe 
Sprots of Riddell, Co. Boxburgb), and grandson of 
Dr. Hill, Principal of tbe University of St. Andrew’s. — 
Entered tbe Bengal Army in 1846. Anived in India in 
October of the same year, and on the 22d of that 
month was ordered up to Allahabad to do duty with 
the 35tii N. I. j Tinder subsequent orders, however, he 
was sent on, with all otlier unposted Ensigns, to join 
the Army of the Sutlej, and having joined, be was, on 
tbe ll**' February 1846 (the day after tbe battle of 
Sobraon), appointed to do duty with tbe la* European 
Light Imaniry, Attached to that corps he accom- 
panied tbe Army to Lahore, and he continued serving 
with it there until tbe following month, when be was 
posted to the 2^ European Regiment. Joining this 
regiment on its movement up from Sindh, be 
accompanied it to Subatbu, arriving there towards tbe 
end of April 1846. In tbe autumn of the same year 
be moved with the regiment to the Jullundur Doab, 
•butberefeumed with it to Subatbu in March 1847, 
and continued serving with it tbero until Qotob^ 
1848, when, tbe corps beving b^en detailed to form 
part of tbe ' Army of tbe Punjab, be accompanied it to 
Ferozepore. Thereafter be served with the regiment 
in tbe Punjab Campaign of 1848-49, and was present 
with it in tbe action of Bamnagar, the passage of tbe 
Cbenab^ and tbe battles of Cbilianwala and Gujerat, in 
tbe last of which be fell,— 2,1 February 1849, — ^having 
been shot through the bead in storming tbp village of 
Barra Ralra. 

Stallcart, George, LJntign (o. 1793— 1814\— 
Grave at Nahan^ No., 907. — Son of Mr. Stalkart, of 
jGiSseri, near Howrabr—Bntered tbe Bengal Army in 
1810, He was already in India when nominated a 
Cadet, and was formally admitted into the service on 
the J6*h April, In tbe following month be was oidered* 
do duty with the 1«* Battalion 13**^ N, I,, and har- 
ms joined that corps at Rewari, be accompanied it, at 
the end pf tbe year, to Ludhiana. On the 
September 1811 fie was posted to tbe -«* Battalion 
13*^ N, I., witbwbiobat tbe end of 18 1 2 he marched 
to Bareilly, In February 1814 be proceeded on leave 
to the Presidency for the purpose of undergoing an 
examination for admission, as a student, to the College 
of Port William, and having passed the required test, 
be was admitted into tbe College on tbe 7*^ July. In 
#ie autumn of the same year tbe Gurkha War broke 
aD4.biB battalia having bpen selected j» form part 


of tbe force moving into tbe Debra Dun, be requested 
permission to rejoin it. This was conceded on tbe 30*^“ 
November, and, travelling express, be succeeded in 
joining tbe corps, in tbe Debra Dun, on the 234 j)©- 
cember, only four days before tbe commencement of 
General Martindell’s operations against tbe stockaded 
position of Jaitbak, near Naban. On tbe 27*^, with a 
portion of tbe battalion, be took part in tbe attempt to 
dislodge tbe Gurkhas from their position, and be fell in 
tbe disastrous repulse which ensued. 

Note. — ^When the raislug of the 30th Regiment of Native 
Infantry (of two battalions) was ordered, at the end of 1814, 
this officer was selected for transfer to that corps, with effect from 
the 16th December ; but he was killed before the necessary arrange- 
ments could be formally notified. 

Stanford, Francis, Lieutenant (1829—1849.— 
Grave at Sarohe, near Wazirabad, No, 744 — Entered 
H. M’s Service on tbe 25*^ November 1845 as an 
Ensign in tbe 18*** Foot (tbe Royal Irish), but that 
regiment being then in China be never joined it. On 
the 15*** February 1846 be was transferred to the 534 
Foot, and proceeding to India in tbe spring of tbe same 
year, be joined that regiment at Ambala, whence in 
tbe following October be marched with it to Ferozepore. 

In February 1848 be accompanied the regiment to 
Lahore, at which place be served with it during tbe 
earlier part of tbe Punjab Campaign of 1848-49. On 
tbe 15*h January 1849 be was promoted to tbe rank of 
Lieutenant in the 24*h Foot, and having, on tbe 24 of 
tbe sucoeeding month, joined that regiment in camp 
near Cbilianwala, be was present with it at tbe battle 
of Gujerat on the 21 (Medal and clasp). On the 
termination of tbe campaign he accompanied tbe regi- 
ment to Wazirabad, at which place be died on tbe 5*^* 
September 1849. 

Stoin, Robert, Captain (n, 1810 — 1S50 ). — >Orare 
at '^hillauf, No. 559.— Entered the Bengal Army in 
1827. Arrived in India in January 1829, and in the 
following month was ordered up to Lucknow to ilo 
duty with the 49*** N, L, to which corps be was 
regularly posted in tbe succeeding June. At tbe end 
of 1831 be accompanied tbe regiment to Ludhiana, 
whence towards tbe close of 1835 be marched with it 
to Neemucb, and in tbe autumn of 1839 bo served 
with it in the Marwar Field Force, on tbe occasion of 
the demonstration against Jodhpur. In tbe spring 
of 1840 be accompanied the regiment to Oawnpore, 
whence berqovedwitb it to Dacca in tbe winter of 
1841-42, and to Benares early in 1845. At tlie 
end of August 1845 be was appointed Adjutant of the 
regiment, and be continued bolding that iwst for nearly 
three years, in tbe course of which, in the spring of 
1847, be moved with the regiment to Ferozepore. In 
July 1848, in consequence of bis promotion to tbe rank 
of (Japtaiu, be vacated the Adjutancy of the I’cgirnent, and 
about tbe same time be marched with the corps on service 
against Multan, thereafter serving with it through- 
put tbe Punjab Campaign of 1848’'49 and taking part 
in tbe first siege of Multan, in the action of Suraj- 
khund, in tbe second siege (resulting in the reduction 
of tbe fortress', and, finally, in tbe march to Ram- 
nagar (Medal and clasp). On tbe termination of the 
campaign bo accompanied tbe regiment to Nakodar, 
whence in Noyember 1849 be moved with it to Phillaur. 
At that place he died on the 10*** June 1850.

88th Foot. 

Stephen, Arthur Sanden^an, TAeutenant 
(IStl— 1898).-r(?rat;6 at Lera Qhnzi Khan, No. 891.— 
The only sou rf Colonel Arthur Stephen, M. 
Bengal Medical Service Born at Dera Ghazi Kban 
on tbe 18tb October 1871. — Entered H. M.’s Service 
(from the Royal Mily, College) on the 25*** March 
1891 as' a Se(^d-Ideutonant in the 24 Battalion of tbe 
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Eoyal Fusiliers (the 7*^ Foot), and having joined that 
corps at Dover, he^ accompanied it to Aldershot in. 
July, and to Woolwich in September of the same year. 
In January 1892 he was transferred to the 1®* Battalion 
of the regiment, and proceeding to India he joined it 
at Quetta early in the following June. On the 18*^ 
November 1892 he was promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant. In the spring of the succeeding year he 
moved with the battalion to Karachi, ond having about 
the same time been appointed to the command of the 
Ghizri Sanitarium, he held that post for a short time. 
On the 23^ June 1893 he was appointed an Offg. 
Wing Of&cer in the 36*^ Bengal Infantry (Sikhs), on 
probation for the Indian Staff Corps, into which he 
was afterwards admitted with effect from that date, 
and having joined that corps at Delhi, he, in the 
winter of 1894-95, marched with it to Peshawar. 
In March 1895 he was appointed to serve temporarily, 
as Offg. Wing Officer, with the 6*^ Punjab Infantry, 
then on field service in Waziristan, but he reverted 
soon afterwards to the 30*^ B. I., which he rejoined 
at Peshawar. Towards the end of November 1895 he 
was appointed an Asst. Commissioner in the Punjab, 
and was posted to the Gurdaspur district, in which, 
and afterwards in the Lahore, Hissar and Karnal 
districts, he served during the succeeding two years. 
Early in 1898 he was transferred from Karnal to 
Dera Ghazi Khan, at which place he died on the 22^ 
March of the same year. 


Stephens, Francis Jehn, ¥aj*>r (1815—18491. — 
Orave at PesJmaar,—see No. 932.— EiiteredH.M.’s Ser- 
Tice on the 12‘>> September 1834 a* an Ensign in the bl* 
Poot After doing duty for some time with the dejwt 
at Chatham, he proceeded to Ceylon 
reffiment at Trinoomalee in 1835. On the 24*“ May 
1837 ho was promoted to the rank of Heutenant. 
He subsequently served with the corps at Kandy and 
Colombo, and in March 1840 he returned with it to 
England. During the succeeding five years he served 
'with the regiment at Winchester, Woolwich, Newcastle, 
Dublin, Limerick and Cork, and on the 26ti» Ja^u^ 

1844 he attained the rank of Captain. In July 
he embarked with the regiment for Bengal, and laud- 
iae at Calcutta in the following October, he 
with it to Cawnpore, where he arrived in February ia4b. 
In the following November he marched mlh the 
regiment to Ambala, whence in Fehrusiry lo48 He 
proceeded with it to JuUundur. On the 30* 

1848 he was promoted to the rank of Major. In the 
of 1848 he was employed in the field against 
insurgents in the Jnllnndur Doab, but, with toe corps, 
ho afterwards joined the Army of the Punjal^ wth 
which he served during the campaign of 1848-49, 
including the passage of the Chenah, the action of 
Sadulapur, the battle of Gnjerat and the subsequent 
pursuit of the Sikhs and Afghans (Medal and clasp). 
On the termination of the war ho was stationed with 
the regiment at Peshawar, where he died ton the 27* 
July 1849.

Steuart, James Frederick, if. D., Surgeon 
(1799 — 1846 ). — >Qrave at Ludhiana, No, 581. — ^Eutered 
the Bengal Army, in the Medical Department, in 1821. 
Arrived in India in June 1823, and was directed to do 
duty in the Presidency General 'Hospital. In the 
follovring month he was sent to Dum-Dum to do duty 
in the Artillery Hospital at that station, and he re- 
maiaed there until the end of October, when he was 
ordered up to Cawnpore. In February 1824 he was 
sent from Cawnpore to Nagpur, at which station, in 
the following month, he was dSrected to do duty with the 
Bengal European Begiment. In May 1825 he was post- 
ed to the 69^ N.I., but having been directed at the same 
time to continue doing duty with the European Begi- 
ment until relieved, he remained with that corps until 


the following September, when he was ordered to 
Dinapore to do duty with the 39 N. 1., until relieved ; 
he eventually joined the 69*^ at Fartabgarh, in Oudh 
in November 1825. In September 1826 he was re- 
moved to the 59*^ N. I., and having joined that corps at 
Banda, he accompanied it to Barraokpore in the spring 
of 1827. In July 1828 he was sent up to Cawnpore, by 
river, in medical charge of a detachment of H. M.'s 
troops, and in the following November he was trans- 
ferred to the 41®* N. I., which he joined at Neemuch 
in December. Early in 1832 he accompanied this regi- 
ment to Fartabgarh, and in the following December he 
was removed to the 59*^ N. I , which he joined at 
Allahabad, and with this corps, in November 1833, he 
proceeded to Lucknow. At this station, in the autumn 
of 1835, he held at different times the additional 
medical charges of the 47*^ N . 1.^ the 35*^ N. I., and the 
Artillery. In December 1836 he marched with the 
regiment to Moradabad. On promotion to the rank 
of Surgeon, he was re-posted, February 1837, to the 
59*^ N . I., with which in the winter of 1839-40 he pro- 
ceeded to Lndhiana. In August 1840 he was trans- 
feraed to the 29*^ N. 1., at Lucknow, but he never joined 
this regiment, and in the following October he was 
formally re-transferred to the 69^^ which, in fact, he 
had^ never left. He shortly afterwards received the 
additional medical charge of a troop of Hoi’se Artillery 
and subsequently of a wing of the 4*1^ Local Horse, 
which last he retained until March 1841 when he went 
home on furlough. In November 1841 he was rernovod 
to the rolls of the 73** N. I., but in October 1842 he 
was re-transferred to those of the 59**^ on which he 
remained until May 1844, when, on his return from 
furlough, he was posted to the 65*^ N. I. He joined 
this corps at Allahabad in July, but in the following 
October he was transferred to the Light Cavalry, 
with which (having joined it on the route from Meerut) 
he arrived at Nasirabad towards the end of November. 
At this station, during the following year, he held, for 
brief periods, the additional medical charges of tKo 
N. L, of the Artillery, and of the N. I. At 
the end of 1845, on the outbreak of the first Sikh War, 
he moved up towards the Sutlej with the regiment, but 
was not in time to take part in any of the operations, 
and the war being ended, he accompanied the corps to 
I Ludhiana in Mai*ch 1846. In the spring of this year 
he held the additional medical charge of the 11*^ 
Irregular Cavalry for a short time. He died at Ludhi- 
ana on the 2^ August 18 16.

Stevens, John Lucius Cary, Lieutenant (1869— 
1896 ). — Orave at Teehawar, No, 957.~Son of John 
Foster Stevens, Bs^., of the Bengal Civil Service, 
sometime Judicial Commissioner at Nagpur. Born at 
Dinapore on the 3^ September 1869, — Entered H. M.’s 
Service (from, the Boyal Mily. College) on the 30*^ 
January 1889, as a Second-Lieutenant in the 1®* Batta- 
lion of the Manchester Begiment (the 63^ Foot), which 
he joined at Tipperary. In the following July he was 
transferred to the 2^ Battalion of the regiment (the 
96*^ Foot ), and proceeding to India he joined that corps 
at Agra in October, accompanying it thence to Sialkot 
in the spring of 1890. On the 10*^ September 1890 he 
was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant. In April 
1891, in the capacity of acting Adjutant, he accompanied 
a wing of the battafion on service, and in ihat and the 
succeeding month he served vrithit in the second Miran. 
zai Expedition, inclnding the closing operations on th^j 
Samana Bange (India Medal and clasp). Onthel4ih 
July 1891 he was appointed an Offg. Wing Officer in 
the 29*^ Bengal Infantry, on probation for the Indian 
Staff Corps, into which he was subsequently adhnitted 
with effect from that date. He joined that regiment on 
the Samana Bange, whence he accompanied it to jWum 
in the following December, and to Meerut in the autumn 
of 1892. tn Mardi 1893 he was appointed a Wing 
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OflS.cer in tlie 20*^ Bengal Infantry, and joined that 
corps at Mian Mir. In October 1894 he accompanied 
the regiment on escort duty with the Waziristan 
delimitation Commission, and was present with it in 
the action at Wana on the 3* November, and afterwards 
throughout the campaign of 1894-95 in Waziristan 
(clasp to India Medal). The regiment having been 
detailed to form part of a force temporarily retained 
in Waziristan after the close of the campaign, he was 
sent back to Mian Mir, in the snmmer of 1895, to 
command the regimental depot at that place, but he 
rejoined the corps at Peshawar, on its return from 
Waziristan, in February 1896. He was appointed soon 
afterwards to oflBciate as Quarter-Master of the regi- 
ment, and he continued in that situation until his death, 
which occurred at Peidbiawar on the 6*^ May 1896, and 
was occasioned by wounds inflicted on him by a fanatic, 
who had, some days before, attacked and stabbed him 
on the platform of the Peshawar Railway Station. 

Steward, Robert, Captain omd BrexeUMaior 
(1812—1855). — Qraxe at Lahore Cantonment, No. 655. 
Bom in Warwickshire in 1812. — Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1827. Arrived in India in February 1829, 
and early in the following month was sent up to 
Cawnpore to do duty with the 44*^ N, I. In 
Jnne 1829 he was posted to the 30^^N. 1., then at 
Mixzapur, but be never joined that regiment, and at 
the end of the succeeding month he exchanged into the 
16*1^ N. I., at Saugor. At the end of 1832, he moved 
with the regiment from Saugor to Mhow, whence m 
the winter of 1835-36 he proceeded with it to Delhi. 
In the autumn of 1838, on the corps being detailed for 
field service, he marched with it to Ferozepore, whence 
he accompanied it to Afghanistan, and he thereafter 
served with it throughout the campaigns of 1839-42 in 
that country, taking part with it in the stoma and 
capture of Ghazni (Medal), in various affairs in the 
Ghilzai country in 1839-40-41, in the actions at and 
around Kandahar in 1842, and finally in the action of 
Goaine, the re-capture of Ghazni, the actions of 
Beni Badam and Maidan, the re-occnpation of Kabul, 
and Tarious affairs in the passes between Kabul and 
Peshawar during the return march to Hindustan in 
October and November 1842 (Medal). On the breaking 
up of the army at Ferozepore in January 1843, he 
obtained leave to remain at that place for two months, 
and afterwards to go home vid Bombay, and on his 
way down to Karachi, through Sindh, he had the good 
fortune to be attache^ for a time, to the army under 
the command of Sir Charles Napier, with which he was 
present at the decisive battle of Dabba, near Hyder- 
abad, on the 24*^ March 1848 (Medal). Proceeding after- 
wards on his way, he went home from Bombay in May 
1843, and he was thereafter absent from India until 
December 1846, when he rejoined his regiment at 
Dinapore. In December 1847 he accompanied the 
regiment to Barrackpore, and during the winter of 
1849-50 he was with it in the force assembled near 
Titalyah for service against the Baja of Sikkim. In 
the spring of 1860 he marched with the regiment to 
Benares, whence towards the end of 1862 he accom- 
p^ed it to Delhi. In the spring of 1865 he proceeded 
with the regiment to Miin Mir, Lahore, and at that 
place he died on the 11*^ June following. 

Stewart, Alexander McLeod, lAeutenanUOolo* 
nel and Eonorary Colonel (1885 — 1886). — Grave af 
Murree, No. 827. — The eldest son of Lieutenant 
Charles Stewart, Bengal Horse Artillery, who fell 
at Gandamak, in the disastrous retreat from Kabul, 
in Januaoiy 1848. Bom at Meerut on the 5^i» December 
1885.— Entered the Bengal Army in 1852. Arrived 
in India at the end of July of the same year, and in 
the following month was sent up to Dinapore to do 
duty with the 86*^ N. I. In the following October 
this o:^r was cancelled, and he was directed to do 
duty, instead, with the N. I., at the same station, 

and he contiiiued attached .to that regiment until 


March 1853, when he was posted to fche 64**^ N.I, 
Having joined this regiment at Lahore, he in 
November 1855 accompanied it td Peshawar, and he 
was still serving with it at that place when the great 
upheaval of 1857 took place, his own regiment being 
one of those which it becanae necessary to disarm. 
Early in July 1867 he was employed in command of 
a detachment of irregulars in securing the keep of 
Fort Mackeson, preparatory to the disarming and 
expulsion of the sepoy garrison, a critical operation, 
which, however, was successfully carried out. About 
the same time he was appointed to do duty tempo- 
rarily with the 3^ Punjab Infantry at Kohat, and 
he continued attached to that corps until September, 
when he was sent down to join the force before 
Delhi. On arrival there at the end of the month, 
Delhi having already fallen, he was appointed to do 
duty with the 2“*^ European Bengal Fusiliers, with 
which corps he took part, in the following month, in 
the operations undertaken for the purpose of clearing 
the Delhi, Gurgaon and Jhajjar districts of the rebel 
bands infesting them, and was present at the capture 
of Jhajjar. On the 30**^ November he was appointed 
to the command of the (lep6tsleft at Delhi by the 
2®d and 4**^ Punjab Infantry, and having with these 
subsequently joined the Army under the command of 
Sir Colin Campbell, he was, at the end of Januaiy 1858, 
appointed to do duty with the latter regiment. W ith 

this corps he was present at the actior of Shamshabad 
and at the siege and capture of Lucknow (slightly 
wounded at the storming of the Begum Koti on the 
11^^ March). On the 20**^ March he was appointed 
acting Adjutant of the regiment, and in that capacity, 
on the 15*1^ of the succeeding month, he took part 
with it in the attack on the fort of Ruiya ; in 
consequence of casualties amongst the officers of the 
regiment on this occasion, he was appointed, 16**^ April, 
acting Second-m-Command and Adjutant, and in this 
position he was present with the corps at the action of 
Aliganj and at the battle and capture of Bareilly 
(Medal and clasp). After the capture of Bareilly ho 
marched with the regiment for the Punjab, and a few 
days after reaching Rawal Pindi, in July, he was 
appointed to do duty with the 6^^ Punjab Infantry at 
Kohat. In the following October he was appointed 
Offg. Adjutant of this corps, with which, in January 
1859, he proceeded to Dera Ismail Khan, and there 
in the succeeding May and June he officiated as 
Second-in-Oommand of the regiment, in addition to his. 
other duties. In November 1859 he was appointed 
Adjutant of the Fatehcarh Levy (subsequently desig- 
nated the 88*^, and, later, the 34**^ N.I.), with which 
corps he served at Fatehgarh, at Mainpuri (in com- 
mand of a detachment), and at Jhansi, for two years 
and a half, in the course of which he twice (May to- 
October 1860 and May to October 1861) officiated as 
Second -in-Command. At the end of May 1862 he waa 
permitted to resign the Adjutancy of the 34**^ N J., 
and was directed to do duty with the 41«* N.I., and 
having joined that regiment at Gwalior, he continued 
serving with it (paiH; of the time in command of a 
detachment at Sipri) until the following December, 
when he was sent to do general duty at Agra. At 
the end of July 1863 he was appointed a Doing-Duty 
Officer in the 38^ N.I., at Gauhati, but having been on 
leave at the time, he did not join this regiment uutiil 
its arrival at Lucknow in December, and he ’ then 
served with it for only a month, having in January 
1864 been appointed Quarter-Master of the 4**^ N J. at 
Delhi. In December 1864 he was e'Ppointed an 0%. 
Wing Officer in the recent, an appointment which he 
held for about six weeks, and about the same time he 
accompanied the corps to Jhansi. In September 186U 
he was admitted into the Bengal Staff Corps, and hav- 
ing been advanced to the rank of Captain he, in 
consequence, vacated his appointment of Quartei^ 
Master in January 1867 ; he, however, continued 
attached to the 4 ^h jf which in the following 
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December be proceeded to Allahabad, and be remained 
with it tbeape tintil the end of December 1870, from which 
date until July 1872 he did duty with the 33*^ N.L 
at the same station. In July 1872 he was ^le^ted to 
general duty at Agra, and he continued in that 
position until October 1877, w’hen he was sent to 
Mysore for employment on famine-relief duty. He 
returned to Agra in the summer of 1878, and in 
September of Siat year he was sent to do general 
duty at Eawal Hndi, where he remained for two 
years. From September 1880 to May 1881 he was 
employed in the command of the depfit of the 21®* N.I. 
at Talagaon. He was then removed, for general 
duty, to Mian Mir, and on the 31®* August, following 
he retired from the service, with the honorary rank of 
Colonel. He continued residing in India until his 
death, which occurred at Murree on the 3*^ September 
1886. 

Stewart, Alister, Captain (c. 1806—1846). — 
Inscription at SubatJm^ No. 421. — Entered the Bengal' 
Army in 1823. Arrived in India on the 7*^ June 1824, 
and on the 26**^ of the same month was ordered up to 
Dinapore to do duty with the 2*^^ European Begiment. 
In the following August he was regularly posted to 
that corps, and towards the close of 1825 he accompa- 
nied it to Cheduba Island, in Arakan. Betuming 
thence in the autumn of 1826, he moved with the » 
regiment towards Agra, and while still on the way, 
in December, he was appointed acting Adjutant of the 
corps, a post which he continued holding until the 
regiment reached its destination in February 1827. 
While he was serving at Agra, at the end of October 
1829, the 1®* and 2*^^ European Begiments were amal- 
gamated and formed into a single corps, — ^the Bengal 
European Begiment, — and in the spring of 1832 he 
accompanied this regiment to Dinapore, at which station 
he continued serving with it until January 1835, when 
he went home on furlough. He returned to India in 
December 1837, and having, before the end of the 
month, been despatched to the Upper Provinces, by 
water, in charge of a body of recruits, he rejoined his 
regiment ai; Sgra in May 1838. In the following 
October, the regiment having been detailed for service 
in the field, he marched with it to Karnal, and proceed- 
ing thence to Ferozepore and joining the Army of the 
Indus, he accompanied the corps on the march to 
Afghanistan by the route of Sindh and Baluchistan ; 
but his health haying failed, he was obliged to return 
to the British provinces in the spring of 1839. In 
the following November he was appointed to do duty 
with the depdt of his regiment at Ag^, and having in 
the succeedmg month been placed in charge of it, he, 
in November 1840, proceeded in command of it to 
Oawnpore. Here he continued until the spring of 1841, 
when, on the regiment (now styled the 1®* European 
Light Infantry) returning from Afghanistan, he pro^ 
ceeded with the depot to Karnal, and there rejoined 
regimental head-quarters. In the autumn of 1842 he 
marched with the regiment to Ferozepore, where he 
served with it in the Army of Beserve, on the 
breaking up of ^ which he accompanied the corps 
to Subathu, arriving there at the end of March 1848. 
In NovemW 1843 he moved with the regiment to 
Ludhiana, but he returned with it to Subathu at the 
end of April 1844, and he eontinned serving with it 
th^ unm the Autumn of the snoceeding year. In 
September 1845 be proceeded on sick leave to Simla, 
and in the following November, being in a very bad 
state of health, he was granted leave to proceed to the 
Presidency, prepiaratory to ajjplying for furlough to 
Europe. The furlough having been granted, he 
embarked for Europe at the end of February 1^6 ; 
imt be did not live to reach bis destination, having died 
at sea, on board the ship Queen, on the 31®* of the 
following month.

General) John Douglas Campbell, Bengal Engineers. 

Stewart, Houstoun, Lieutenant (1825 — 1849). — 
Grave and tablet at Jullundur^ Nos. 636 and 549. — ^Tho 
third son of Admiral Sir Houstoun Stewart, G. 0. B., 
Boyal Navy, and grandson of Sir Michael Shaw 
Stewart, Bart. (V), of Greenock and Blackball, Co. 
Benfrew. Bom in January 1825.— Entered H.M,’s 
Service on the 6*h May 1842 as an Ensign in the 68*h 
Foot, which he joined in Canada. He returned home 
with the regiment in June 1844, and thereafter served 
with it in varions parts of England for nearly two years, 
in the course of which, on the 16*^ December 1845, he 
Was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant. On the 
3^ April 1846 he was transferred to the 32”<i Foot, 
and joining that regiment at Fermoy, he in the follow- 
ing month embarked with it for Bengal. Landing at 
Calcutta iu September, he soou afterwards accompanied 
the corps to the Upper Provinces, and with it arrived at 
Meerut in February 1847. Early in 1848 he marched 
with the regiment to Ambala, whence in May he pro- 
ceeded with it to Ferozepore. He was on sick leave at 
Simla when, in August 1848, the regiment was ordered 
on service, but though he was at the time in very bad 
health, he immediately threw up his leave and rejoined, 
and accompanying his regiment in the movement on 
Mnltan, he thereafter served with it throughout both 
the sieges of that place, including the attack on the 
enemy’s position under the walls on the 12*^ September, 
the action of Snrajkhnnd, the storm and capture of 
the city, and the surrender of the citadel (Medal and 
clasp). When, towards the end of January 1849, 
he regiment marched to join the main Axmy under the 
command of Lord Gough, he was left at Multan in 
charge of the sick and wounded, but he subsequently 
(after the termination of the war) rejoined the regi- 
ment at Jullnndur, and he died at that place, of fever, 
on the 2^ September 1849. 

Horn — In an obituary notice of this officer which appeared in 
the XIniUd Service Mctoaeine for 1849 (Yol.IILp.GSS) it is stated 
that at the taking of Moultan, he killed, in single combat, a Sikh 
with his own hand, and captnred a pair rf colours,” but there 
is no mention of this exploit in t^e Historical Record of the regi- 
ment, or anywhere else. 

Stewart, John Henry Fraser, Captain (1821— 
1865),— (Jrare at 8id>athu, No. 427.— Entered H. M.’a 
Service on the 15*^ January 1841 as an Ensign in the 
24*^ Foot, the dep6t of which corps he joined at 
Kilkenny. He sulraeqnently accompanied the depdt to 
Dublin, and thence to Plymouth, aud on the arrival of 
the regiment from Canada in July 1841, he joined it at 
Devonport. He afterwards served with the regiment at 
Glasgow and in Dublin, and on the 2“^ February 1844 
he was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant in the 
Foot (the Boyal Fusiliers), This corps being then at 
Gibraltar, he joined the depdt at Brecon, aud on the 
IG*^ May following he exchanged into the 62“^ Foot. 
After serving for some time with the depdt at Cork, he, 
'later in the same year, joined the 52^ at Quebec, and 
he thereafter served with it in various pariis of Canada 
until July 1847, when he returned ^ home with it, 
landing at Portsmouth in tib.6 succeedmg month. In 
March 1848 he moved with the regiment to Preston, 
and thereafter (having been promoted to tiherankof 
Captain on the 16*1^ June 1848) he served with it in 
various places in the north of England for nearly three 
years. In January 1851 he accompanied the regiment 
to Ireland, and he aflieiwards served with it at Limerick, 
Dublin and Cork until June 1863, when he embarked 
with it for Bengal. Arriving at Oalcntfca in the follow- 
ing OctoW, he subsequently accompanied the regiment 
to the Upper Provinces, reaching Ambala early in 
February 1854, and when, in the following August, the 
regiment was moved up to Subathu, he was left at the 
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former place in command of a detaoliment of two 
companies. He rejoined head-quarters on the return 
of the regiment to Ambala in December, and after 
taking part in the proceedings of the Camp of Exercise 
at that place ( “ the Ambala Ohohham ” ), he, in 
March 1 865, moved with the regiment to Meerut. In 
the following summer he was sent up to Subathu to 
take command of a detachment of the regiment there, 
and at that place he died, of liver complaint, on the 
20*^ August 1855. 

Stewart, Peter, Sergeant (1820 — 1867). — Tablet 
at Delhi, No. 166. — Born in the parish of Barony, 
Glasgow, Co. Lanark, in 1820. — A tailor by trade, he 
enlisted into the East India Company’s service on the 4*^ 
February 1840, in Westminster, and arrived in India 
on the 10^^ September following. Having been allotted 
to the Horse Artillery, he was posted to the Troop 
2®^ Brigade, which he joined at Ludhiana in the follow- 
ing year. Early in 1842 he accompanied the troop on 
service, and was present with it throughout the 
campaign of that year under General Pollock, includ- 
ing the forcing of the KhaibarPass, the advance to 
Jalalabad, the action of Tezin, and the re-occupation of 
Kabul (Medal). On returning from Afghanistan he 
proceeded with the troop to Meerut, whence he again 
accompanied it on seiwice towards the end of 1843, and 
Tifas present at the battle of Maharajpur (bronze star). 
Returning with the troop to Meerut he served with it 
there until December 1845, when, on the outbreak 
of the first Sikh War, he accompanied it to the front 
and .took part in the latter part of the Sutlej Campaign, 
including the action of Badhowal and the battles of 
Aliwal and Sobiaon (Medal and clasp). He afterwards 
served with the troop at Ambala until the autumn of 
1848, when it was called into the field on the outbreak 
of the second Sikh War, and he thereafter served with 
it, in the rank of Sergeant, throughout the Punjab 
Campaign of 1848-49, including the passage of the 
Chenah, the action of Sadulapur, and the battles of 
Ohilianwala and Gujerat (Medal and two clasps) . He 
afterwards served with the troop at Ferozepore, 
Julluhdur and Ambala until the end of January 1862, 
when he was transferred to the Ordnance Commissariat 
Department and appointed Saddler-Sergeant in the 
Cawnpore Magazine. In April 1857 he was sent to do 
duty' in the Delhi Magazine, and he had only recently 
arrived there when the mutiny burst out aud the 
Magazine was attacked, — 11*^ May 1857. On that 
memorable occasion he was one. of Trie Devoted Nine 
who, with heroic determination, defended the Magazine 
against an overwhelming host of rebels and mutineers, 
and afterwards, when defence was no longer possible, 
blew it np rather than permit it to fall intact into the 
hands of the enemy, and he was one of the five who 
polished in the explosion or in the conflict which preced- 
ed it. Onthe2®<^ October 1857, the fact of bis death 
not having then been fully established, he was, in 
recognition of his gallant conduct, promoted to the 
rank of Sub-Conductor, but this was aferwards cancelled 
on its becoming known that he had not survived the 
explosion of the Magazine. 

Stewart, William, Lieutenant (1826—1850).— 
Qra/oe at Kangra, No. 517. — Bom in June 1825. — 
Entered the Bengal Army in 1841. Aa?rived in India on 
the 1®''* June 1842, and on the 9**^ of the same month was 
orderedup to Benares to do duty with the 46t^N. I., 
hut having on the 20*^ been regularly posted to the 20**^ 
N. I., Be went on and joined that regiment at Nasirahad. 
In the spring of 1844 he marched with the regiment to 
Cawnpore, whence he accompanied it to Barraokpore in 
the autumn of ihe succeeding year. In the cold season 
1847<*48 he moved up to Allahabad with the regi- 
ment, and in the following autumn he proceeded with 
it to Ferozepore, Thereafter he served with the corps 
throughout the Punjab campaign of 1848*49, and 
was present with it at the passage of the Chenab and 
battles of Chilianwala and Gbierat (Me^l and two 


clasps). On the termination of the war he was slation- 
ed with the regiment at Jhelum, and towards the end of 
April 1849 he was appointed acting Adjutant to a wing 
of the corps detached to Peshawar this appointment he 
held until the wing rejoined regimental head-quarters at 
the end of the following month, During the cold season 
of 1849-50 he proceeded with the regiment to Nurpur, 
whence in January 1850 he accompaniedthe right wing 
to Kangra. At that place, on the 9*^ March following, 
he was accidentally killed by the bursting of a gun. 

Stirling, Robert Gange, Lieutenant-Golonel 
(1772 — 1825). — Grave at Karnal, No. 173. — Prior to 
entering the service of the East India Company, ^this 
officer served for some years in the Yeomanry of the 
County of Londonderry, in a corps styled the Bovjagh 
Cavalry, in which he was appointed a Lieutenant on 
the 31 * October 1796. Having obtained a Cavalry 
Cadetship in the Bengal Army in 1798, he resigned hia 
commission in the Bovagh Cavalry and came out to 
India, landing at Fort William in December 1799. There 
being no vacancy in the cavalry at the time, he was 
directed, a few days after his arrival, to do duty with the 
Battalion 3^ N. I., but on an augmentation of the* 
cavalry taking place in the following year, he waa 
appointed a Cornet -with rank from the 29*^^ May 1800, 
'and on the 5**^ July following he was posted to the 2<i 
Native Cavalry, which he joined at Fatehgarh, On a. 
re-adjusfcment of rank taking place in May 1801, he was 
advanced to the rank of Lieutenant from the 5**1 Octo- 
ber 1800, and was re-posted to the 2^ N. 0. In 
November 1802 he accompanied tho regiment to the 
Cavalry Camp of Exercise at Kanauj, and he remained 
with it there until near the end of January 1803, when 
he proceeded with it on service for the reduction of 
various forts held by refractory chiefs and samindar» 
in the Jumna Doab. In the course of this service he 
took part in the reduction of the forts of Sasni, Bijai- 
gai‘h and Kaohaura, and on the conclusion of the 
operations, in March 1803, he marched with the regi- 
ment to Khasganj. On the outbreak of the Mahratta 
War in the autumn of 1803, he proceeded with his 
regiment and joined the -Army under Lord Lake? 
thereafter he served with it throughout the cam- 
paigns of 1803-04-05, and was present at the action of 
Koel, the capture of Aligarh, the battle of Patparganj, 
or Delhi, the siege and capture of Agra, tho battle of 
Laswari, the relief of Delhi, the battle of Dig, tho 
siege and capture of Dig, and the abortive siege of 
Bharatpur, besides various minor affairs. In April 
1805, on the formation of the 7<ii^ Native Cavaliy, he 
was transferred to that corps, with effect from the 
March preceding, and having joined it at (ihazipur, 
he was appointed Adjutant of the corps on the 16^*' May* 
In July 1807 ho resigned the Adjutancy, and in the fol- 
lowing October, on the regiment leaving the station in 
course of relief, he proceeded on leave and was absent 
for nearly six months. He rejoined the corps at Pai'tab- 
garh, in Oudh, in April 1808, and served with it there 
until the following autumn, when he marched with it 
en route to Muttra, at which station he arrived early in 
January 1809. Within a fortnight, however, he was 
ordered, with the regiment, to Delhi, and thence, later 
on, to (lurgaon, from which station, after taking part 
in some operations against insurgents in Hariana, in 
the summer of ^ the same year, he went on leave to 
Buxnr in April 1810. He rejoined the regiment at 
Ludhiana in the summer of 1811, and tovwds the 
close of 1812 marched with it to Meerut. In Decem- 
ber 1813 he went home on furlough, and was absent 
from India for two years and a halt Returning in 
June 1816, he rejoined the regiment at Muttra, whence 
in the spring of 1817 he accompanied, it on service and 
was present with it at the siege and capture of Hathras. 
On tho termination of the siege ho returned with the 
regiment to Muttra, and served with it there until the 
autumn, when he proceeded with it to join tlie Grfgid 
Army. With the Centre Division of that Army, and 
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afterwards with the Diyision: under the command of 
Sir Dyson Marshall, he served throughout the Mahratta- 
Pindari campaign of 1817-18, and was present at the 
reduction of Dhamoni and at the siege and capture of 
Mandala, besides taking part in numerous small affairs 
with bodies of the enemy, and going through much 
harassing and fatiguing service. He subsequently 
served with the regiment at Hoshangabad and Nagpur, 
and in 1819 proceeded with it to Kaita, in Bundel- 
khand, whence towards the close of 1820 he accompa- 
nied it to KamaL In the autumn of 1822 he marched 
with the regiment to Neemuch, and he was serving with 
it there when, in May 1 824, his connection with it was 
severed by his promotion to the rank of Lieutenant- 
Colonel, On attaining that rank he was posted, June 
1824, to the 4*^ Light Cavalry, and joining that regi- 
ment at Kamal, he continued in command of it until 
his death. He died at Kamal on the 29tii April 1825* 

Note. — Colonel (then Lieutenant) Stirling married, at Buxar 
on the 18th February 1807* Elizabeth Mary, daughter of 
Major-General Sir William Toone, KC.B. — Mrs. Stirling died 
at Buxar on the 29tli March 1811. 

Stokes, Samuel William, First-Lieutenant 
(1825 — 1854 ). — Grave at Asni, No, 895 ; tablet at 
Kohat, No, 1042 — Bom on the 30^^ August 1825. — 
Entered the Bengal Army in 1841 as a Cadet of 
Artillery. Arrived in India in July 1842 and, after 
doing duty at Dum-Dum for five months, was, in the 
following December, posted to the 3^^ Company 1®^ 
Battalion, Foot Artillery, at that station. In August 
1843 he was transferred to the Company 3^ Bat- 
talion, and that company being then at Agra, he was 
directed to defer joining it until it should have andved 
at Dum-Dum, and in the meantime, in December 1843, 
he was ordered to do duty with the 3^ Company 3*^ 
Battalion at Dum-Dum, and to ass'i^me charge of 
No. 3 Blephauu Battery, attached to it. He joined the 
Company 3<^ Battalion on its arrival at Dum-Dum 
in April 1844, and the Elephant Battery having been 
transferred to that company, he continued in charge of 
it until February 1845, when he was directed to do 
duty with the 2^ Company 3‘1 Battalion, then at 
Dum-Dum, and to accompany it to Benai^es, acting as 
Adjutant to a considerable detachment of Artillery 
then moving to that place, and with this detachment 
he arrived there at the end of the succeeding month. 
On attaining the rank of First-Lieutenant he was re- 
posted, June 1845, to the 1®* Company 3* Battalion, and 
on a reorganisation of the Artillery taking place in the 
following month, he was posted to the 2^ Troop 2^ 
Brigade, Horse Artillery ( now the 62^ Field Battery, 
JRoyal Artillery) ; having, however, been directed, early 
in August to officiate as Adjutant to the detachment of 
Artillery at Benares until the 15^^' of that month, 
and then to take charge of the 3^ Company 3^ 
Battalion, at the place, until he could be relieved, 
he was unable to join the troop, at Meerut, until Sep- 
tember 1845. In the following winter, on the troop 
being ordered to join the Army of the Sutlej, he 
accompanied it into the field, and wa^ present with it 
at the battle of Subraon (Medal). He subsequently 
returned with the troop to Meerut, at which station, 
from April to Soptemher 1848, he officiated as Adjutant 
and Quarter-Master to the 3^ Brigade of Horse 
Artillery. In Qctober 1848 he accompanied the troop 
to Ferozeporo, and thereafter he served with it through- 
out the Punjab Campaign of 1848-49, inoluding the 

S issage of the Ohenab, the battles of Chilianwala and 
ajerat and the pursuit of the Sikhs and Afghans io 
Bawal Pindi and thence to Peshawar (Medal and two 
clasps). On the termination of the war the troop was 
retained at Peshawar, and there he O'fficlated for some 
time, in March and April 1849, as Adjutant to a detach- 
ment of two troops of Horse Artillery. He continued 
serving at Peshawar with the troop until January 1851, 
when he was appointed to officiate as Depy. Com- 
missary of Ordnance at that place ; this appointment he 
held until the end of March, when he- vacated it on 


proceeding to Kashmir on leave. He was shortly after- 
wards nominated to raise and command a company of 
golanddg! for service in the Derajat, and having formed 
this company, — which afterwards became No- 4 
(Garrison) Company of Artillery of the Punjab Ir- 
regular Force — he commanded it for some time at 
Barmu, and afterwards at Dera Ismail Khan. At the 
end of November 1851 he was appointed to the charge 
of the Ordnance Commissariat ofthePnnjab Irregular 
Force, in addition to the command of his company of 
golanddz. In January 1852 he was transferred from 
the Horse Artillery to the 5*^ Company 8^^ Battalion, 
Foot Artillery, and in the following September he was 
removed from this company to the' 1®* of the 8*^^ 
Battalion ; these transfers were, however, merely nomi- 
nal, and be continued serving with No. 4 (Garrison) 
Company, a detachment of which he commanded in 
the expedition against the Shirauis in the spring of 
1853. In June 1853 he was appointed Commandant 
of No. 2 Light Field Battery, Punjab Irregular Force 
(now the 21st Mountain Battery), and having joined 
it at Bannu, he moved with it to Asni towards the close 
of the same year. Early in 1854 he was appointed, in 
addition, in the Civil Engineer’s Dept., to the post of 
Executive Officer of the Lower Derajat. He died at 
Asni on the 21®* May 1854 

Note — In the casualty list in the official Army List this officer 
is stated to have died at bannu. 

Stoliczka, Ferdinand. (PA D. (1838—1874).— 
Grave at Leh, No 1139. — Born in Moravia on the 7*^ June 
1838. — Having acquired some reputation as a nat^-ralist 
and geologist in the Imperial Geological Survey of 
Austria, he, in 1862, entered the service of the Gov- 
ernment of India in the Department of the Geological 
Survey. He afterwards held the appointment of 
Palaeontologist to the Survey of India, and wrote on 
the Cretaceous Fauna of Southern India. In 1873 ho 
accompanied Sir T. Douglas Forsyth’s Mission to 
Kashgar, and on the 19*^ June 1874, during the return: 
march from that place, he died, of exposure, at Biilak-i- 
Murghai, twelve marches from Leh. 

Note.— In the Latin inscription on this gentleman’s grave 
January is erroneously substituted for June m tho dates both 
of hU birth and of his death. Buckland, iu his Dictionary of 
Indian Biography, gives the date of the Doctor’s death as " June 
9th, 1874.” 

Stones, Alfrodj lieutenant ,(1328—1851). — Grave 
at Lahore Oantonment, No, 650. — Born in London , in 
1828. — Entered the Bengal Army in 1845. Arrived in 
India in June of the same year, and towards the close 
of the month was sent up to Allahabad to do- duty with 
the 35*1^ NJ. In the following October he was posted to 
the 57*^ N. I., and having joined that corps at Sangor^ 
he served with it there until the spring of 1846', when 
he moved with it to Dinapore. In the spring of 1850 
he accompanied the regiment to Mian Mir, and there he 
continued serving with it until his death. He died at 
"Mm-n Mir on the 26*^ August 1861. 

Note'— 'T his officer’s age is mis-stated in tke inscription on his. 
grave. 

Storrs, John, Ensign (1807 —1851) . — Grave at Lu- 
dhiana, No. 587. — ^Bom in Torkshire in 1807. — A 
butcher by trade, he enlisted at Barnsley on the 21®* 
February 1826 for the Bast India Company’s Infantry, 
and having been despatched to Bengal, he landed at Fort. 
■VTiUiam on the 29*^ October following. Here he waa 
allotted to the 2®^ European Regiment, and having 
joined that corps on its return from Cheduba, in 
Arakan, at the end of the year, he proceeded with it to 
Agra, arriving there in February 1827. In October 
1829 th© European Regiment was absorbed into the 
I®* and with the united corps (which was designated 
« The European Regiment ’'*) he moved to Dinapore in 
the spring of 1832, and back to Agra at the close of 
183&. autumn of 1838 he marched with the 

Ilurogeaa Regt. to Kamal, and afterwards to 
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Terozepore, whence in December he accompanied it on 
service to Afghanistan with the Army of the Indus* 
Thereafter he served with it throughout the campaigns 
of 1838-39-40 in that country, and was present with it 
at the storm and capture of Ghazni, in which he re- 
ceived three wounds (Medal), at the occupation of Kabul, 
in the attack on Piishi&t, and in the operations in the 
Waziri Valley, including the reduction of the Kajja 
forts. He returned from Afghanistan with the regi- 
ment in the spring of 1841, and was stationed with the 
corps at Karnal, where he served with it for more than 
a year. Having attained the rank of Sergeant in his 
regiment, he was on the 27^^ April 1842 appointed 
Quarter-Master-Sergeant of the 48<'^ N, I., and having 
joined that corps at Aligarh, he marched with it to 
Ludhiana in the autumn of the succeeding year. On 
the 1»* November 1845 he was advanced to the position 
of Sergeant-Major of the 48*^ N. I., and accompanying 
the corps into the held on the outbreak of the first Sikh 
War, he served with it throughout the Sutlej Campaign 
of 1845-46, including the battles of Mudki, Firozshahr 
and Aliwal (Medal and two clasps). Immediately after 
the ^termination of the campaign he was placed, 23<^ 
February 1846, under the orders of Major Mackeson, 
Superintendent of the Ois-Sntlej Sikh States, and on 
the 10^^ of the following month, in recognition of the 
conspicuous bravery he had displayed in the battles ot 
Mudki and Firozshahr, he was promoted to the warrant 
rank of Conductor. Later on, after reference had been 
made to the Court of Directors, he was further 
iadranced, 3^ July 1846, to the rank of Ensign, 
unattached, on the Veteran Establishment, his com- 
mission being dated the 10*^ February preceding, — ^the 
day of the final victory at Sobraon, though he himself 
was not present in that action. In October 1847 he 
was placed at the disposal of the Superintending Engi- 
neer, North-Western Provinces, to superintend the 
construction of a line of road from Ludhiana to Feroze- 
pore, ^d he continued in that situation until January 

1850, when he was relieved of the duty. He subse- 
quently remained unemployed until July 1851, when 
he was anointed to do duty with the Sylhet Light 
Infantry Battalion, but before he could proceed to join 
that corps, he died at Ludhiana on the 10^^ September 

1851. 


Note. -In the inscription on his tomb tbie officer’s age is 
mis-stated, and he is erroneously styled^* Adjutant ” of the Sylhet 
Light In&nfcry ; no such appointment was ever conferred upon 
him. ^ , 

Stott, Thomas, Surgeon (1807— i860).— ffrcwe 
at Delhi, No. 84.— Bom in September 1807.— Entered 
the Bengal Army, in the Medical Department, in 1830, 
Arrived in India in May 1831, and was appointed to do 
duty in the Presidency General Hospital. In the fol- 
lowing September he was ordered up to Oawnpore, and 
in January 1832 he was sent from that place to Sitapur 
to do duty with the 20**^ N. I. In March 1833 he was 
directed to do duty with the 40^^ N.I., and he joined that 
regiment at Aligayh. In April 1834 he was ordered to 
proceed to Agra, and there, in the succeeding month, 
he was appointed to do duty with H. M*s 13*^b ^oot. 
In the foBowing Aujgust he was appointed to the 
medical charge of a wmg of the 45<^ N. I., detached 
from Muttra to Aligarh, with which he remained until 
September, when he was posted to the 68tii N. I., and 
^ected to proceed and assume medical cimrge with all 
possible despatcb^ He joined that regiment accordingly 
at Mainpuri, and inarching with it shortly afterwards 
ea route to Bajputana on service, he took part with it 
in the demonstration against Jodhpur. He subse- 

S uently proceeded with the regiment to Mhow, arriving 
iiere in December 1834, and he served with it there 
until October 1835, when he was transferred to the 
{Kith N. I., at Delhi. In November 1836 he aooom-^ 
named that regiment to Ludhiana, at which station, 
!n October 1838, he received the additional medical 
dbsrge qf the N. L, and dt the 4^^ T»>op Brigade, 
Hem ArtaUer^n regunent having been ordered 


to join the Army of the Indus, he accompanied it to 
Ferozepore in November 1538, but it was eventually 
not required to proceed with the Army to Afghanistan, 
and he returned with it to Ludhiana in January 1839" 
At that station in the course of that and the succeeding 
year he received at different times the additional medicid 
charge of the ArtUlery, of the jail, and of the 69tb 
Early in 1841 he accompanied the 20*^ N. I. to Nasira- 
bad, at which station in September 1841 he was ap- 
pointed temporarily to the additional medical charge of 
I the 55*b N*. I., and in November 1843 to that of a de- 
tachment of the Merwara Battalion. In December 

1843 he proceeded on leave to Bombay, whence in March 

1844 he went home on furlough. Betuming to India 
in September 1846 he rejoined the 20*^* N. I. at Bar- 
rackpore, but before the end of the month he was trans- 
ferred to the 13**^ N. I., and proceeding to the Upper 
Provinces he joined that regiment at Cawnpore. In 
November 1846 he was sent up to Meerut in medical 
charge of a detachment of H, M.’s dl**! Foot, bat he 
returned shortly afterwards to Oawnpore, where, in 
December, he was appointed to the medical charge of 
the right wing of the 53^ N. I. In March 1847 he 
was transfer^ to the 53^ N. I., the head-quarters 
of which he joined soon afterward at Etawah. On 
promotion to the rank of Surgeon he was re-posted, 
December 1847, to the 53<^ N. I., with which he soon 
afterwards marched to Jullnndur. In September 1848 
he proceeded with the regiment to Lahore, where he 
served with it, doing garrison duty, until near the end 
of January 1849. He then accompanied the corps into 
the field, and served with it, during the latter part of 
the Punjab Campaign, in a force which had been de- 
tailed to guard the fords of the Chenab near Ramnagar, 
to the medical charge of the Brigade Staff at which 
place he was appointed in February (Medal). On the 
termination of the campaign he moved with the regi- 
ment to Wazirabad, at which station in the following 
November he was appointed to the additional medical 
charge of a detachment of the 7*1^ Irregular Cavalry. 
In the winter of 1849-50 he accompanied the corps to 
Delhi, at which place he died on the very day of its 
arrival there,— the 19**^ January 1860. 

Stratton, Andrew, 87irgeon (c. 1789— 1823).— 
Grave at Karnal : see No. 196.— Enteied the Bengal 
Army, in the Medical Dept., in 1812. Arrived 
in India in November 1813, and before the end of the 
month was ordered up to Ohunar, to do duty there, but 
be was afterwards permitted to remain at the Presidency 
until the succeeding January. In February 1814 he was 
appointed to do duty with the 1«< Battalion N. I., 
and having joined that corps at Benares, he was regu- 
larly posted to it on the 16‘*» August following. In 
October 1814 he accompanied the battalion into the 
field, and served with it, in the Division under the 
command of Major-General Marley, throughout the 
first campaign of the Gurkha War, 1814-15. In 
August 1815 he was transferred to the 1«* Battalion 
16*tt N. I , and having joined it at Oawnpore, he accom- 
panied it to Dacca in 1816, to Chittagong in 1817, to 
Dinapore in 1819, to the Narbada Field Force in 1820, 
and finally to Nagpur in the autumn of 1821., In 
February 1822 be was transferred to the Artillery 
Division at Nagpur, and he continued serving with it 
until Febraary 1824, when he proceeded on leave to 
Calcutta. On the esepiration of his leave, in July, be * 
was ordered to do duty with the Artillery at Dum- 
Dum, but ou the 26^ of the same mouth he was posted to 
the 2*>d Buropeau Regiment, which he joined forthwith 
at Dinapre. Towards the end of 1825 he accompanied 
this regiment to Arakan, and was stationed with it on 
the isl^d of Gheduba. On promotion to the rank 
of Surgeon he was re-posted, May 1826, to the 2^ Euro- 
pan Regiment, with which, towards the end of the year, 
he returned to Bengal and proceeded to the Upper Pro- 
vinces, en route to Agra. In October 18% he was 
transf eriied to the 8* Eight Oayaliy, but he was directed 
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at the same time to eontmne doing duty wifih the 2'1 
European Regiment nntil the arrival of that corps at 
Agra. This took place in the middle of February 1827, 
and he then proceeded and in the course of the same 
month joined the 2*^ Light Cavalry at Muttra In 
November 1828 he marched with the regiment to Kar- 
nal, and at that station he died on the 27*=^ September 
i829. 

Note. — In the list of unmarked graves at Karnal, given on page 
32 of Part I, this officer’s Christian name is incorrectly given as 
** Ambrose.” 

Strong, Dawsonne Melancthon, 0. B., Major- 
(1841— 1903). — lahletat Ambala^ No, 273. — 
The eldest son of the Revd, Clement Dawsonne Strong, 
M. A., Rector of All Saints, Bristol, who was a cadet 
of the Strongs of Nether Stronge, Co. Somerset, Born 
at Netherton, Brampton Abbots, near Ross, Co. Here- 
ford, on the 9*^ October 1841 — Entered H. M ’s Indian 
Military Forces, Bengal, in 1859. Arrived in India 
in January 1860, and in the course of the same month 
was appointed to do duty with the 2^ Battalion of the 
Rifle Brigade ; and having joined that corps on its 
way from Lucknow to Subathu, he arrived with it 
at the latter station in the following March. In 
December 1860 he was directed to do duty with the 
Nasiri Battalion at Jutogh, but in July 1861 he was 
again appointed to do duty with tho 2*^ Battalion of 
the Rides, and he continued attached to that corps 
until September 1862, when his services were placed 
at the disposal of the Government of the N. W. Pro. 
viuces for employment in the Police. In the following 
tiionth he was appointed Odg. Asst. Inspector- General 
of Police in the Jhansi Division, and having been 
confirmed in that appointment in November 1862, he 
continued holding it until the spring of 1864, when 
he was appointed Offg. District Superintendent of Police 
at Hamirpur On the May 1864 he was appoint- 
ed Asst. District Superintendent of Police in the 
Benares Division, but he held this appointment only 
until the following November, when, his services having 
been replaced at the disposal of the Commander-in 
Chief, he was directed to do duty with the 19^*^ Hussars 
at Meerut ; in January 1865, however, he was directed to 
do duty with the 5*^ (Royal Irish) Lancers instead, and 
he joined that corps accordingly at Lucknow. In July 
1865 he was directed to do duty with the 3^ Beng^ 
Cavaby at Bareilly, and in the following October he' 
was appointed Second Doing-Duty OfBlcer (afterwards 
styled “ Second Squadron Subaltern ”) in the 10*^1^ Beng- 
al Cavalry ; and having joined that corps at Ambala, 
he in the succeeding month acuompanied it to Jhansi. 
In the winter of 1866-67 he moved with the regiment 
to Saugor, and there from Jnne to October 1867, he 
officiated as Thbd Squadron Officer of the corps. In 
the latter month he marched with the regiment to 
Allahabad, whence he proceeded with it by rail to 
Calcutta and, at the end of the year, embarked with it 
for Abyssinia on service, thereafter serving with the 
corps throughout the campaign of 1868 in that country 
(Medal). On the withdrawal of the British troops from 
Abyssinia he proceeded with the regiment to Bombay, 
and moved with it, June 1868, to Malligaum, whence,* 
in the following August he went home on sick leave. 
In March 186^9, during his absence in Europe, he was 
advanced to the positicn of First Squadron Subaltern, 
Returning to India at the end of March 1870 and 
rejoining his regiment at Sialkot, he took up his 
appointment of Fbst Squadron Subaltern in April | 
and during the next six years (in the course of which 
he accompanied the regiment to Nowshera in November 
1871, and thence to Ambala in February 1876) he 
officiated seven times as Third Squadron Officer, six 
tkues as ^cond Squadron Officer, and once as Adjutant* 
On the April 1876 he was appointed Thbd Squadron 
Officer permanently, and at the end of the year he 
accompanied the regiment to Delhi, on the occasion of 
the Imperial Assemblage. ‘ In the reorganisation of . 
regimental appointments that was then carried oul^ 


he became, January 1877, a Squadron Commander in 
the regiment. He afterwards returned with the regi- 
ment to Ambala, where he contiuned serving with it 
until he went home on furlough in February 1878. His* 
regiment having been detailed for service on the outbreak 
of the Afghan War in November 1878, he returned to 
India towards the close of the succeeding month, and 
rejoined the corps at Mardan in January 1879. In ihe 
following March he accompanied the regiment on service 
on the Khaibar line, where he served with it during- 
the remainder of the campaign, taking part in various* 
affiairs and movements, including the action of Elam 
Dakka, in which he led the brilliant charge of cavaby 
which decided the fate of the day. Oh the termination 
of the war in May 1879 he remained with the regiment 
in the force retained on the Khaibar line, and during the 
ensuing four months he once oflficiated (from 1®^ June 
to the August) as Second-in- Command and once* 
(from the Ist August to the 20*^ September) as Com- 
mandant of the corps. On the renewal of the war in 
September he moved with his regiment to the front and 
(again officiating as Second-in- Command for three* 
weeks in October) was engaged, in December, in several 
affairs with the Eastern Ghilzais, in the country beyond 
Jalalabad, in which region he continued serving until' 
the regiment was withdrawn from the field in February 

1880 (Medal, and promoted to tbe rank of Major, and' 
afterwards to that of Lieutenant- Colonel, by brevet). 
On returning* from field service in Afghanistan Ke 
accompanied the regiment to Mardan^ whence, towards 
the end of March 1880, he proceeded with* it tb* 
Peshawar, and there in the following May he- was^ 
appointed Offg. Second in-Commend of the* dorps. 
Towards the close of the succeeding August he- moved* 
with the regiment to Kohat, whence in November 1880* 
(having been appointed Offg. Commandant on the of* 
that month'^ he marched in command of the corps 
to Sialkot. On the 29*^ December following- the per- 
manent appointment of Second-in Command was confei^- 
red upon him, but he continued officiating as Command- 
ant nntil nearly the end of March 1881, when, reverting 
to Se -ond in-Oommand, he entered on the duties of his 
permanent appointment. From the beginning of October 

1881 to the end of January 1882 ho was on special duty 
in the Quartbr-Master-GfeueraTs Dept., — employed* in 
compiling a military report on the Punjab Northern State- 
Railway, — on the completion of which he rejoined his. 
regiment, and afterwards, in March 1882, went home- 
on leave. On his return to India at the end of the 
following November he rejoined his regiment at Sialkot, 
whence, in October 1883, he moved with it to Miiltan,. 
afterwards going on with it to Duki (Thal-Ohotiali) in 
December In March 188 1 he was appointed an Asst. 
Quarter Master-Genl. on the establishment and was 
posted to the Gwalior District, from which -he was 
removed to the Allahabad Division in March 1885. 
In August 1886 be was appointed Offg. Depy. Qr,-Mr.- 
Genl. at Army Head-Quarters, Simla, but he held this, 
situat’on for only a month ; ho was, however, afterwards 
retained at Army Head-Quarters as an Asst. Qr.-Mr.- 
Genl, and he remained there until Ffebruary 1887, 
when be went home on leave. On the 29*^ December 
following, during his absence in Europe, he was appoiut- 
ed Commandant of his regiment, the 10*^ Bengal 
Lancers He returned to India at the end of January 
1888, and on the 2Z^ February joined and took com- 
mand of his regiment at Multan; on the following 
day, however, he was appointed, temporarily, to the 
Brigade Staff and the command of the Multan Brigade, 
and this post he continued holding until the end of the 
following September. He was subsequently in com- 
mand of the station of Multan until the beginning of 
Deceml)er, when he reverted to- the- command of his 
regiment, and marched with the corps to Mian Mir. 
In February 1889 he moved' with tho regiment to 
Ambala, at which station he continued in command of 
it until March 1891, when he went home on leave. 
OiL hifl return to India in February 1892 he rejoined 
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the regiment at Ambala, and he was serving ^ere when, 
in Jane 1893, he was appointed a Oompanion of the 
Order of the Bath. In the antamn of the same year 
he proceeded with the regiment to Jhelum. In April 
1894 he went home on leave, and on the 26^^ATLgast 
following, on attaining the rank of Major-General, he 
vacated the appointment of Commandant of the 10*^ 
Bengal Lancers. In the following hovemher he was 
granted permission to reside out of India, and in the 
BXLCceeding month a Good-Service Pension was conferred 
upon him. On the 25*^ April 1895 he retired from 
the service, and he thereafter resided in Enrope until 
his death. He died at Haslemere, in Surrey, on the 
11*^ July 1903. 

Major-G-eneral (then Captain) Strong married, early in 
1870, Mary Louisa, daughter of Fercival Smitli, Esqr., of Clifton. 

Stuart-Menteth, William. Major and Brevet 
]jieutenant’‘Oolonel (1805 — 1857).— Siwda^ 
jKTo. 342— ^The fourth son of Sir Charles Grenville 
Stuart-Mentetii, Ba/rt (I), of Olosebnm, Co. Dumfries. 
Bom at Olosehum on the Sle* July 1805.— Eutered the 
Bengal Army in 1821. Arrived in India on Christmas 
Day, 1822, and on the 1®* of the succeeding month was 
ordered to Chittagong to do duty with the 2^ Battaliou 
18*^ N. I. ; a week later, however, this was altered to 
duty with the Battalion 23^ N. I , a* Barrackpore, 
aud he joined that corps there accordingly* Early in 
Eehruary 1823 he was ordered up to Dinapore to do duty 
with a detachment of the Bengal European Regiment 
there, but on the 25*^ of the following month, while 
he was still on the way, he was re^arly posted to 
the 2d Battahon 9*1^ N. I, at Lucknow; this corps, 
however, he never joined, having on the 31®* of flie 
same mouth been directed to proceed onwards to 
Jubbulpore with a detachment to which he was then 
attached, and thence go on to Garrawara to do duly 
there with the 1®* Battalion 9*^ N. I. Having joined 
this corps at the end of April, he continued serving 
with it until August 1823, when, falling ill, he was 
compelled to proceed on leave to CawnpoM. Towards 
the end of the succeeding month, while still on leave, 
he was removed to the 1®* Battalion 29*^ N. I., in 
Rajputana, but on the 17*^ October he was tiansferred 
to the 1®* Battalion 9*^, and he eventually rejoined that 
corps at Garrawara, moving with it shortly afterwards 
to liettSl. On the reorganisatiop of the Army taking 
place ’ in May 1824 he was posted to the 8*^ N. I. 
(late 1* Battalion 9**^). In the following August 
he was transferred, as senior Entign, to the 52^ N. I., 
then serving on the Sylhet ErOntier, but having sub- 
sequently l^en granted permission to continue ddng 
duly with the 8*^ R. I. (in the Nagpur Subsidia^ 
Force) until the middle of Ootoher, he did not join 
the 52^ until quite the end of the year. Einally, in 
July 1826, on the formation of the 1®* Extra N. I , he 
was posted to that corps, this being his tenth transfer 
or posting in the short period of two years and a half ! 
Having joined his new regiment at Eatehgarh, he 
continued serving with it there until August 1826, 
when he proceeded on six months' leave to the Presi- 
dency, on the expiration of which he rejoined the corps 
cm tiie march to Neemuch, where he arrived with it at 
the end of Eehruary 1827. In the autumn of 1829 
he aoCQxnpanied his regiment (which had become the 
69*^ N. I. in the preceding year) to Muttra. Prom 
the spring to the autumn of 1830 he did duty at the 
Langur Convalescent Depdt, and he was again employ- 
ed oh the same duty from the spring of 1831 to the 
autumn of 1832, In January 1833 he moved with 
his regiment to Meerut, whence in September 1884 
he proceeded on leave to Oaloutta, and in Janna:^ 1835 
he went home on furlough. Retumiog to India in 
December 1837 and having been detained for sonoa 
time at the Presidency, he was, in Eebmary ^ 1838, 
nominated to ofhoiate as Port Adjutant of Port w illiam, 
andhe(xmtiuueda(^giiithat appointment until the 
middio Pehroary l&iO, when he was appointed to 


the Volunteer Regiment then being formed for service 
in China, one company of which was furnished by the 
69*^ N. I. Having joined at ^ Ballyganj, he sailed 
with the regiment for China in April 1840, and he 
thereafter served with it there during the operations 
of that year, including the occupation of Chusan 
(Medal). He returned from China in May 1841, 
and on the Volunteer Regiment being broken up at 
the end of that month, he was ordered to rejoin the 
69*^ N. I., at Berhampore ; before he could proceed, 
however, he was appointed, 9*^ June, to oflB.ciate as 
Port Adjutant and Superintendent of Gentlemen Cadets 
in Port William, and he continued in that employ- 
ment until the middle of the succeeding September, 
when he proceeded on sick leave. Towards the end 
of November 1841 he was appointed Offg, Depy. 
Paymaster at Benares, and having entered on the 
duties of this post in January 1842, he continued 
officiating in it until November 1843, when he reverted 
to his regiment, and rejoined it at Shahjahanpnr. 

In the spring of 1844 he accompanied his regiment 
to Sindh, and having, shortly after his arrival at 
Snkknr, been appointed, 6*^ May, to officiate as Brigade- 
Major at that place, he continued acting iu that 
appointment nntil the middle of the following Septem- 
ber, when he was appointed a Brigade-Major on the per- 
manent establishment. On the 1®* of the succeeding 
month he was posted to Ambala, at which station he 
continued serving as Brigade-Major until August 1846, 
when he was transferred in the same capacity to Delhi. 
This appointment he continued holding until June 
1854, when, having been frequently absent on sick 
leave during the preceding years, he was permitted 
to resign it. In the following month he again went 
on leave to Simla and the Presidency, with the intention 
of going home on furlough, but changing his mind, 
he, on the expiration of his leave in January 1855, 
rejoined his regiment at Hoshiarpur. In May 1855 
he again went on leave to the Presidency, and thence 
in the following August he went home on furlough. 
Returning to India at the end of November 1856, he 
rejoined his regiment at Multan in February 1867, 
but in the succeeding May he was again* obliged to 
proceed to Simla on sick leave, and at that place he 
died on the 11th July following. 

Note I. — Throughout his service this officer's name was incor- 
rectly entered in the Army Lists, — that is, as if “ Stuart ” wore 
one of his Christian names and Monteath ’’ (the former spelling 
of the name, now discarded hy the family) alone his surname. 
This erroneous rendering of the name appears also in the inscrip- 
Uon on his tomb, In which, moreover, the date of his death is 
incorrectly stated. 

Note II.— Lieutenant-Colonel (then Lieutenant) Stuait-Menteth 
married, at Calcutta on the 26ih September 1826, Sarah 
Brevita, eldest daughter of Lieutenant George Hamilton, H. M's 
16th Lancers, afterwards Barraok-Mastor at Gibraltar, and, later, 
at the Manritios. This lady (who was horn in Staffordshire in 
1812) married, teoonAly, Captain Alexander Bishop Chalmers 
of the Bengal Infantry (bom May 1887), and was again left a 
widow on the Ist October 1869. She died at Simla on the 29th 
April 1900, aged 88 years.— (In Burke's Beeraye and Baronetage 
Mrs. Stuart-Menteth’s father is misdescribed as a Colonel.") 

Swetenham, Henry Donithorne, lAmtmmt 
(1819— 1846).— Greece at Almal^ hut the stone wMoh 
should have been placed over it has been found lying 
in a garden at IjudUana, — see No, 591; tablet at 
Ferozepore, No. 443.— The eldest son of Henry Sweten- 
ham, Esqr., of the Bengal Civil Service, —a cadet of tiie 
Swetenhams of Somerford Booths^ Oo. (Thesier. Bom 
at Patehgarh on the 31®* March 1819. Educated at 
Rugby in Dr. Arnold's time.— Entered H. M.'s Service 
on the 8^ February 1837 as a Comet in the 16*^ Light 
Dragoons (Lancers), and that regiment being then in 
India^ he joined the Cavahy Dep6t at Maidstone. 
He arrived m Bengal in December 1837, and in the 
spring of 1838 joined his regiment at Meerut, whence 
in the autumn of the same year he march^ with it 
to Perozepore and joined the Army of the Indus. 
' Thereafter be accompanied the regiment on service 
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to Alghanistan, and served with it tibrongBont the 
campaign of 1838-39 in that country, including the 
capture of Ghazni (Medal) and the occupation of 
Kabul. On the 13*^ October 1839 he attained the rank 
of Lieutenant Marching through the Punjab, he 
returned to Meerut with the regiment in February 
1840, and he continued serving wiSi it there for two 
years and a half, in the course of which, in Maych 
1842, he was appointed acting Interpreter to the corps 
In the autumn of that year he accompanied the regi- 
ment to Ferozepore, where he served "with it in the 
Army of Reserve ; and on that Army being broken 
up, he returned to Meerut with the corps in the spring 
of 1843. In the autumn of 1843 he proceeded on 
service with the regiment in the Gwalior Campaign, 
and was present with it in the battle of Maharajpur 
(bronze star), returning with it to Meerut in the spring 
of 1844. In February 1845 he was confirmed in the 
appointment of Interpreter to the corps. On the 
outbreak of the first Sikh War he accompanied the regi- 
ment to the front and served with it in the campaign 
on the Sutlej, including the action of Badhowal and 
the battle of Aliv^al, in the latter of which he fell in 
a gallant charge on a square of Sikh infantry, which 
was broken, dispersed, and almost annihilated, — ^28^^ 
January 1846. 

Nors. — ^This officer’s second Christian name is mis-spelt in the 
inscription on tbe grave-stone found at Ludhiana (No. 691). 

Swinley, George Henry, Major-Oeneral (1806— 
1867 ). — Grave at SiwZa, No, 362. — ^Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1822, as a Cadet of Ariillery. Arrived in 
India in October 1823 and was sent up to Dnm-Dum 
to do duly with the Artillery there. Li the following 
December he was posted to the 8*Ji Company Bat- 
talion at the same station, where he continned serving 
with it until March 1824 ; he was then removed to the 
Company 3^ Battalion, and this company having 
riiortly afterwards been brought down from Dinapore, 
he, in the following November, accompanied it on service 
to the Cachar-Sylhet frontier, where he was employed 
with it dnring the first Burmese war, 1824-25. In 
June 1825 he was detached on command to Dacca, and 
his company having, in the reorganisation of the 
Artillery which then took place, become the 2^ Com- 
pany of the 5*^ Battalion, he was re-posted to it in the 
succeeding month ; and he was again re-posted to this 
company in Octobw 1827, on his attaining the rank 
of First-Lieutenant. He continue'd on command at 
Dacca until November 1827, when he rejoined the head- 
quarters of the company at Dum-Dum, and thence in 
December 1828 he went home on forlongh. During 
liis absence, in September 1831, he was removed to the 
S(L Company 4ih Battalion, and on his reinm to India, 
in the following November, he joined this company at 
Dum-Dum ; in the succee&ig month, however, he was 
transferred to the !«* Company 4**^ Battalion at the 
same station, ai?.d with this company he continued serv- 
ing there (except when on twelve months’ sick leave to 
Cherrapiinji) until July 1833, when he was sent to the 
Upper Provinces on duty with a body of Artillery 
drafts. In Ihe following month, while he was in pro- 
gress to the Upper Provinces, he was transferred to the 
4^ Company 3^ Battalion, which he joined at AUahabad 
on his arrival there in September. In February 1834 
he moved with the company to Cavnipore, but towards 
tbeendof the following April he was sent back to 
AQshabad on command, and he continued serving there 
for nearly two years, in the course of which, in March 
and Apm 1835, he held charge, temporarily, of the 
Allahabad Magazine. In February 1886 he was trans- 
ferred to the 4*^ Troop 1«* Brigade, Horse Artillery, and 
having joined it at Meerut in March, he accompanied 
it to Neemuch towards the close of the year. In the 
autumn of 1837 he ofiBciated for a short tme as Adjut- 
ant and Quarier-Master to the Neemuch Division of 
Artillery. In July 1838 he 'was appointed Adjutant 
and Quarter-Master to the 3*^ Brigade of Horse Artillery, 


and having joined its head-quarters at Cawnpore he 
was at the end of the following September, posted to 
the 1®* Troop of that brigade . In December 1840, con- 
sequent on his promotion to the rank of Captain, he 
vacated the appointment of Adjutant and Quai^r- 
Master, and having, in the following mouth, been posted 
to the 1®* Company 5^^ Battalion, he joined and took 
command of it at Benares in March 1841, In the 
following November he was removed to the 1®* Company 
1“** Battalion at Dum-Dum, and while serving there 
with it in January 1843 he, for a short time, held 
charge of the office of the Agent for Gunpowder at 
Ishapnr. Towards the end of the same month he was 
transferred to the 3^ Troop 1®^' Brigade, Horse Artillery 
(now the 58^^ Field Battery, Royal Artillery^, and 
having joined it at Karnal, he moved with it to Ambala 
in November 1843 ; and he was reposted to the com- 
mand of this troop on the reorganisation of July 1845 
taking place. On the outbreak of the first Sikh War 
he accompanied his troop to the front, and thereafter 
commanded it throughout the Satlej Campaign of 
1845-46, including the battles of Mudki, Firozshahn 
and Sobraon (Medal and two clasps, and promoted to 
the rank of Major by brevet) On the termination of the 
campaign he proceeded to Simla on leave, but he re- 
joined his troop at Jullundur in November 1846, and he 
continued serving with it there until the outbreak of 
the second Sikh War, when, on a force being organised 
for the purpose of suppressing the disturbances in the 
Jullundur Doab, he accompanied it into the field, and 
he thereafter, dnring the Punjab Campaign of 1848-49, 
served with the force under Brigadier Wheeler through- 
out its operations in tiie Jullundur and neighbouring 
Doabs, taking part in the reduction of the forts of 
Rangar Nagal (in command of the Artillery), Morari 
and Kallalwala, and in various other operations (Medal). 
In March 1849 the appointment of Asst. Adjt.- 
Genl. of Artillery was conferred up on him, and having 
joined at Dum-Dum, he continued in this post for 
nearly seven years. During this period he was trans- 
ferred in succession to the rolls of the 1®* Company 2^ 
Ba^lion (November 1849), the 2* Company 4*^ Bat- 
talion (November 1851), and the 1®* Company 7*^ 
Battalion (September 1862), and having on promotion 
to the rank of Major been posted, Juty 1853, to the 
7*^ Battalion, be was afterwards transferred to the 1®^ 
Brigade in April 1854, to the 2* Battalion at the end of 
February 1855, and to the 3^ Battalion in the follow- 
ing December. In December 1855, being in bad health, 
he was permitted to resign the appointment of Asst. 
Adjl.-Genl. of Artillery with effect from the 1®* of 
the succeeding month, and he then prt^ipeded on leave 
to the Residency, whence he went home on furlough 
in Februaiy 1856. In September 1867, on attaining 
the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, he was posted to the 
3*^ Brigade, from which he was removed m the follow- 
ing December to the 1®* Battalion, in M^ 1858 to the 
7*^, and in December 1858 lo the 8^ Battalion. He 
returned to In^ in January 1859, and having taken 
command of the 3* Battalion at Meerut, he moved with 
its head-quarters to Jullundur towards the end of 
March. In August 1859 he was transferred to the 2^ 
Brigade of Horse Artillery, and joined and took com- 
mand of it at Mian Mir. Towards the end of 1860 ho 
was nominated to the temporary command of the 
Regiment of Artillery and of tiie station of Meerut, and 
in February 1861 he was appointed Brigadier Com- 
mandant of Artillery and to command the station of 
Meerut in addition to his regimental duties. In the 
following October he was transferred to the Royal 
Artillery and posted to the 5*^ Royal Horse Brigade. 
In October 1862, on the appointment of Commandant 
of Artillery being abolished he was appointed an In- 
spector of Artillery with the rank of Brigadier-General ; 
and on the 1®* of the foBowing month he was posted to 
the Southern Division, with his head-quarters at 
Lucknow; and about the same time he was transferred 
to ihe rolls of the 19^^ Brigade, Royal Arty. In 
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December 1865 be attained tbe rank of Major-General. 
He continued boldmg the appointment of Inspector of 
Artillery, Southern Division, until his death, whioh 
took place at Simla on the SI®* May 1867. 

Note.— ■M ajor-General then Captain) Swinley married, at 
Cawnpore on the 4th M(u:ch 1841, ^rah Jane, the eldeet daughter 
of Colonel Warren H. L. Frith, of the Bengal Horse Artillery.— 
Her sister, Ellen, the second daughter of Colonel Fnth, was the 
wife of Major-General Sir Archdale Wilson, Bart., K.C.B , the 
captor of Delhi. 

Swinley, Silas Adair, Oaiptain (1843—1879).— 
Tablet at Lahore^ No» 631. — yon of Major-General 
George Henry Swinley, Bengal Artillery ; grandson of 
Colonel W. H. L Fritn of the same corps, and nephew 
of Major-General Sir Archdale Wilson, Bart,^ K.C.B. 
Bom at Agra on the 10th July 1843. — Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1861 as a Cadet of Cavalry in H. M ’s 
Indian Military Forces.^ Arrived in India in May 
of the same year, and in the following month was 
ordered up to Meerut to do duty with the 8th Hussars. 
In November 1862 he was appointed to do duty with 
the 3^ Bengal Cavalry, and having joined that regi- 
ment at Karnal, he proceeded with it to Bareilly at the 
end of the same month. In June 1864 he was ap- 
pointed to offi-ciate as Third Squadron Officer, and he 
continued in that position until March 1865, when he 
was appointed an Offg. Doing-Duty Officer. In 
October 1865 he was appointed Second Doing-Duty 
Officer, but he continued officiating as First Doing- 
Duty Officer uutil the spring of the following year. In 
March 1866 he accompanied the regiment to Peshawar, 
aud towards the end of that year the designation of his 
appointment was changed to “ Second Squadron Subal- 
tern.*’ In February 1867 he was appointed to officiate 
as First Squadron Subaltern, and in the following 
month he was made permanent in that appointment. 
From May to October 1868 he officiated as ’third 
Squadron Officer, and in December 1868 he proceeded 
witih the regiment to Jhelum, From April to October 
1870 he again officiated as Third Squadron Officer. In 
February 1871 he went home on furlough, and was 
absent ftom India for about two years. On returning, 
early in 1878, he rejoined the regiment at Nowgong, 
and from the beginning of March to the end of August 
be officiated as StatLou Stafi Officer there. From Sep- 
tember to December 1873 he officiated as Cantonment 
Magistrate, and in March 1874 he was appointed Station 
SftaS Officer at Nowgong, vacating hi3 regimental 
appointment in the 3^ B. 0. He continued in that 
situation until September 1877, when hie services were 
placed at the disposal of the Goyt. of India for employ- 
ment on famine-relief duty in the Madras Presidency, 
and he was then ordered to Gooty. In November 1877 he 
was appointed a Squadron Commander in the Bengal 
Cavalry (Lancers), but be continued on famine reSef 
duty until the spring of 1878, when he joined his new 
regiment at Nowshera, On the outbreak of the Afghan 
War in the autumn of 1878 he accompanied the regi- 
ment on service in the First Division, Peshawar Valley 
Field Force, and he was present with it in the operations 
resulting in the capture of AH Masjid and iu various 
movements and operations on the Khaibar line until the 
24*^ May 1879, when he died at Safed Sang, 

Swinton, George Keith, (1833—1854).— 

<^ave at Sialhot, No. 715. — Son of George Swinton, 
Bsqr., of the Bengal Civil Service, who was a cadet of 
the Swintons of Swinton, Co, Peebles. Bom at Oalontta 
on tbe 14*^ January 1833* — Entered tbe Bengal Army 
in 1850. Arrived in India on the 8^^ Febmary 1861, 
and on the 10*^ was ordered up to Cawnpore to do duty 
with the Light Oavahy, but before he could j^in that 
corps he was posted, 5*^ March, to the 4**^ Light Cavalry 
(Lancers), and proceeding onwards, he joined tlmt 
regiment at Sialkot From May 1852 to February 
1’853 he was on sick leave at Mussoorie and Landour. 
After rejoining his regiment, in F6brua<ry 1858, he con- 
tinued serving with it at Sialkot until his death, which 
tbi^ place there on the 17^^ MareJh 1864. 


Swinton, Samuel Charles Alston, Oaptain 
(1820 — 1858 ). — Chave at Ambala, No. 241. — The third 
and youngest son of Samuel Swinton, Esq., of the 
Bengal Civil Service (a cadet of the Swintons of that 
ilk and eventually the possessor, by purchase, of the 
family estate of Swinton, Co. Berwick), — a lineal descen- 
dant of the Sir John Swinton who, at the battle of 
Beauge, in Anjou, 22^ March 1421, unhorsed and slew 
the Duke of Clarence,* brother of King Henry the 
Fifth of England. Bom at Oaloq,tta on the 22^ Sep- 
tember 1820.— Entered the Bengal Army iu 1839 as a 
Cadet of Ittfantry. Arrived in India in June of the 
same year, and in the following month was sent np to* 
Barrackpore to do duty with the 61®* N. I. In Octo- 
ber 1839 he was posted to the 11*^ N. I., and he joined 
that regiment at Sangor. In April 1840 he was trans- 
ferred to the cavalry branch of the ^ service, and was 
ordered to Cawnpore to do duty with the 8*^ Light 
Cavalry. He was regularly posted to that regiment in 
the following November, and he continued serving with- 
it at Cawnpore uutil 1842, when he proceeded with it to' 
Bundhelkhaud, and served with it there during the- 
suppression of the insurrection in that province, 1842- 
1843. In February 1843 he was appointed to do duty 
with the Governor-General’s Body Guard, and accom- 
panying Lord Bllenborough into the field in the Gwalior 
Campaign, he was present with the corps at the battle* 
of Maharajpur (bronze star). He continued serving 
with the Body Guard until April 1844, when he was^ 
appointed Adjutant of the 5*^ Irregular Cavalry, and 
having joined that corps at !Mhow, he accompanied it 
to Bhopawar in April 1846. Prom February to Oc- 
tober 1847 he officiated as Second-in-Command, in addi- 
tion to his duties as Adjutant, and in February 1848 the- 
permanent appointment of l?econd-in-Command wae 
conferred upon him. In March 1848 he accompanied 
the regiment to Meerut, In the following June he 
exchanged appointments with another officer and be- 
came Second-in-Command of the 2^ Irregular Cavalry, 
which he joined at Hoshiarpur, and with this corps he 
served in the operations in the Jullundur and Bari 
Doabs during the Punjab Campaign of 1848*49, taking 
part in various small affairs with the enemy (Medal 
Early in 1850 he accompanied the re^ment to Pesha-* 
war. At the end of April 1850 he resigned the appoint- 
ment of Second-in-Command of the 2^ Irregular Caval- 
ry, and in the following June he went home on fur- 
lough He returned to India in January 1853, and in 
the autumn 'having remained at Calcutta on leave in 
tbe interval) he rejoined the 8**^ Light Cavalry at 
Ferozopore. In November 1853 he pi*ooooded with the- 
regiment to b'lian Mir, where he continued serving^ 
with it until April 1855, when he was appointed to the 
Pay Department and nominated Depy. Paymaster 
of the Sirhind Circle. In this situation ho remained 
until his death, which occurred at Ambala on the 
22dJune 1858. 

Symons, Sir William Penn, K.OD, Colonel 
and temporary Major-Qeneral (1843— 1899)— 

Ambala, No '271.-— The eldest son of William Symons, 
Esqr., of Hatt, Co Cornwall. Born on the 17*^ July 
1843. — Entered H. M.’s Service on the 6*** March. 
1863 as an Ensign in the 24*t. Foot, and having been 
posted to the 2<i Battalion of that regiment he joined' 
it at the Mauritius tho same year Towards tbe «hd. 
of 1866 he proceeded with the battalion to Burma, and, 
while serving at Rangoon, he was promoted, 30**^ Oc- 
tober 1866, to the rank of Lieutenant* He accompanied, 
the corps to Secunderabad early in 1869, and in the 
autumn of 1872 he proceeded with it to Bombay, apd 
there, in Dofombor of that year, embarked with it for 
England. Landing at Porismouth towards the end

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of the following month, he proceeded with the corps 
to Warley, at which place, and at Aldershot, Doyer and 
Chatham, he served with it during the next five years. 
Early in February 1878 he embarked with the batta- 
lion for South Africa, where a Kaffir outbreak was 
anticipated, and on the 16^^ of the same month he was 
promoted to the rank of Captain, He landed with the 
corps at East London in March, but on its being sent to 
the front, he was left with his company in Fort Glamor- 
gan, and was retained there, doing garrison duty, for 
two months. In May 1878, with his company, he re- 
joined the head-quarters of the battalion in the field, 
and thereafter served with it during the short remain- 
der of the Kaffir War. In the following July he pro- 
ceeded with the battalion to Natal, which was threaten- 
ed by the Zulus, and in the succeeding January he 
accompanied the corps on the expedition into Zululand, 
crossed the Tugela, and marched to Isandhlwana Hill. 
On the 22^ of that month he accompanied a portion of 
the battalion which formed part of a column with 
which the Commander of the Forces, Lord Chelmsford, 
moved towards Isipezi Hill, and he thus escaped being 
involved in the terrible disaster at Isandhlawana, when, 
during the absence of Lord Chelmsford, the British camp 
was overwhelmed by the Zulu ainnies and the force 
there annihilated. With the remains of the column he 
retired across the Tugela to Rorke’s Drift Farm, at 
which post he continued until the termination of the 
war (Medal and clasp). On the battalion embarking 
for (ibraltar towards the end of the year, he was sent 
home for duty at the regimental dep6t, which he joined 
at Brecon, and with which he served for eighteen months. 
On the 1®^ July 1881 the Regiment became the 
South Wales Borderers, and having on the same date 
been promoted to the rank of Major, he soon afterwards 
proceeded to India and joined his battalion at Secunder- 
abad, whither it had been sent from Gibraltar in the 
preceding August. He continued serving there with 
the corps until the end of September 1882, when he was 
appointed an Assistant Adjutant-General for Musketry 
in the Madras Presidency, an appointment which he 
held continuously until the end of October 1885. The 
war with the Sovereign of Burma then breaking out, he 
was appointed a Depy. Asst, Adjt. and Quarter-Master- 
(Jenl. with the Expeditionary Force sent to that 
country, and in that capacity he served throughout the 
operations of the campaign in Upper Burma until Feb- 
ruary 1886, when he reverted to his appointment of 
-Asst. Adjt-Genl for Musketry in Madras. On the 
17 tii iJay 1896 he was promoted to the rank of Lieut- 
enant-Colonel by brevet. In September 1886 he was 
sent hack to Burma as Commandant of a corps of 
Mounted Infantry ; on the 1®* July 1887 he was ad- 
vanced to the rank of Colonel by brevet ; and in April 
1888 he was appointed Inspector-General of Mounted 
Infantry in Burma, an appointment which he continued 
holding until the month of May in the following yes^. 
During this period he was continuously engaged in 
operations against insurgents, and rendered very dis- 
tinguished service in the measures taken for the pacifi- 
cation of the newly-conquered territory, especially in 
clearing the Sagaing District of the daioit bands with 
which it was infest^. In a review of these operations 
it was recorded of him, by Sir George White, that his 
services had been most distinguished and varied,’^ and 
that his services as a Military Commander had proved 
him an officer of exceptional promise whose advance- 
ment would be a benefit to the service.*^ For his services 
during the I oampaig3a;s in Burma he received the India 
Medal with two clasps, and the brevets of Lieutenant- 
Colonel and Colonel, as detaUed above. In May 188i/ he 
was appointed temporarily to the district staff, with the 
rank of Bri^idier-General, and placed in command of the 
Myingyan District, which he held for more than a year, 
and during this period he commanded the Burma 
column of the forces employed in the Ohin-Lnshai Ex- 
pedition (November 1889 to April 1890), and won high 
commeudation for the skilful manner in which he con- 


ducted those arduous operations to a successful issue 
(Clasp added to India Medal, and created a Companion 
of the Order of the Bath). In June 1890 he went home on 
leave, hut he was not long absent from India, for having 
been promoted to the regimental rank of Lieutenant- 
Colonel on the 31®* January 189 L and been re-posted to 
the 2^ Battalion of the South Wales Borderers, he re- 
turned to the country and assumed command of the 
corps at Allahabad in February. In October 1892 he 
proceeded with the battalion to Aden, and he continued 
in command of it there until April 1893, when he was 
appointed Asst. Adjt.-Genl. for Musketry at Army Head- 
Quarters, Simla, and placed on half -pay of his regi- 
mental commission In the following October he was 
appointed Offig. Commandant of the Simla Volunteer 
hifles, and he held the post for several months. He 
continued in the appointment of Asst, Adjt.-GenL for 
Musketry until October 1894, when he was nominated 
to the command of the Reserve Brigade of the Waziris- 
tan Delimitation Escort, and in the following December, 
on punitive operations against the Waziris being under- 
teken, he was appointed Brigadier- General Command- 
ing the First (or Jandola") Brigade of the Waziristan 
Field Force. In this position he served throughout the 
Waziristan Campaign of 1894-95 (clasp to India Medal).. 
-At the end of March 1895 he was appointed a District 
Commander of the second class, with the rank of Bri- 
gadier-General, and early in the following May he was 
posted to the command of the Sirhind District. This 
command he held (including a period of eight months’’ 
leave in Europe in 1896) until June 1897, when, on the 
outbreak of the Frontier War, he was appointed to the 
command of the Second Brigade of the* Toohi Field 
Force. He thereafter served throughout the’ operations 
in the Tochi Valley until early in October, when he*- 
left on appointment to the command (with the local 
rank of Major- General) of the First Division of the 
Main Column of the Tirah Field Force. He joined his 
command soon afterwards and served throughout the" 
Tirah Campaign of 1897-98, including the forcing of 
the Sumpagha and Arhanga passes, the operations iu 
Maidan, the march through the Mastura Valley to Bara 
(in command of the column), the re-opening of the* 
Khaibar, the expedition to the Bazar Valley, and various 
other operations until the end of the war (Medal and 
two clasps, and created a Knight Commander of the 
Order of the Bath). On the breaking up of the Tirah 
Field Force in April 1898 he was appointed to the Com- 
mand of the Force (three brigades) left in occupation of 
the Khaibar and styled ‘Hhe Khaibar Force, but this 
Force was demobilised at the end of May, and he then 
proceeded to Ambala and resnmed the command of the- 
Sirhind District, which he continued holding for nearly a 
year. In May 1899 he was appointed a Brigadier- Gene- 
ral on the staff, to command the troops in Natal, with the 
temporary rank of Major-General, and he shortly after- 
wards proceeded to South Africa and took up the ap- 
pointment. In the following October the war with the 
South African republics broke out, and the Boers inva- 
ded Natal and took up a strong position on Talana Hill,, 
near Dundee, in the northern part of the colony. Col- 
lecting his forces he immediately moved forward to 
attack the enemy, and on the 20*^ he stormed the hill 
and expelled the Boers from their position with heavy 
loss, hut in the course of the desperate conflict he him- 
self fell mortally woanded, shot through the abdomeu. 
When the British troops retired southwards, two days 
later, he was left in the hospital at Dundee, where ha 
died of his wound,-— 23^ October 1899. 

Noth -—Sir W. Penn Symons mamod, on the 13th February 
1877, Caroline, the only dausrhter of Thomas Pinfold Hawkins, 
of Edgebaston, (So.

Tabor, Samuel Jamas, Captain (c. 1809— 1849). 
— Grave at Jnlluniwr, No. 529.— Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1825. Arrived in India in May 1827, and 
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on the 2^ of the sncoeeding month was ordered up to 
Meerut to do duty with the 10*^ Light Cavalry. On 
the 19*^ while he was on his way up, he was posted 
to the 7*^ Light Cavalry, then at Kamal, but having 
been h^ted at Cawnpore on the 6*^ September, and 
^ere ordered to do duty with the 9*^ until the 1®* Oc- 
to^r, he did not join the 7*^^ until nearly the end of 
the latter month. Towards the end of 1828 he moved 
with the regiment from Karnal to Kaita, in Bundel- 
khaud. In March 1881 he proceeded to Mussoorie on 
leave, on the expiration of which, in September, he was 
directed to do duty with the 2^ Light Cavalry at Kamal 
until the end of the following month ; and he then 
proceeded and rejoined his own regiment on the route 
to Mhow, where he arrived with it in December. From 
June to October 1832 he officiated as Interpreter and 
Quarter-Master to the regiment, and in the winter of 
18341-35 he was employed with the corps, in the Eaj- 
wara Field Force, in the demonstration against Jodh- 
pur and in the subsequent operations for the restoration 
pf order in Shekhaw4t. On the termination of these 
operations he marched with the regiment to Cawnpore, 
arriving there towards the close of February 1635. In 
^pyomber 1835 he was appointed Adjutant of the regi- 
ment. In August 1887 he proceeded on leave to the 
Presidency, whence, in March 1838, he went home on 
furlough, vacating the appointment of Adjutant. He 
returned to India in February 1841, and after nearly 
four mouths’ leave at the Presidency, rpjoined his regi- 
ment at Meerut at the end of June. In December 
1841 he marched with the regiment to Delhi, whence 
in March 1842 he accompanied it to Kamal, at which 
station, in the following month, he officiated for nearly 
four weeks as Brigade-Major. In the antnmn of the 
same year he proceeded with the regiment to Feroze- 
pore, where he served with it, in the Army of Reserve, 
until January 1843, when, on that Army being broken 
up, he marched with the corps to Ludhiana In the 
spring of 1844 he accompanied the regiment to Sindh, 
where he served with it (principally at Shikarpur and 
Khangarh) for nearly two years. In February 1846, 
the regiment haying been de&iled to form part of tbe 
Sindh Field Force, organised for the purpose of taking 
part in the drst Sikh War, he accompanied it in its 
march to the north, but ihe battle of Bobraon having 
brought the war to an end, the Field Force was broken 
np; and he proceeded with the regiment towflrds Feroze- 
pore. Being, however, in bad health, he was obliged 
to go on leave to the hills, and quitting the regiment 
at Bahawalpuv on the 18^^ March, he proceeded to Muq- 
soorie, where he remained until the following December. 
He then rejoined his regiment at Muttra, whence, in 
November 1847, he accompanied it to Jullondur. In 
the autumn of the following year he accompanied his 
regiment into the field, and during the Punjab Cam- 
paign of 1848-49 he took part with it in the operations 
of Brigadier-General Wheeler’s Field Force in the 
Jullnndur, Bari and Rechna Doabs (Medal). On the 
termination of the war he returned with the regiment 
,to Jullnndur, and at that place he died on the 21®* Au- 
gust 1849*

r— 1^86), — (^a/oe at DTiarmaalaf No», 512. — Born in 
Jndij^ 91J1 th? 12*^ Jimo 1837.— In 1857 this gentleman 
held the position pf head clerk and tresisurer in the 
office of ihe District Engineer, Bast Indian Railway, 
Arrah, an^ hp ^as one of those who, on the mutiny' of 
the native troops at Dinapore in July 1857, took up a 
potition in a house at Arran and gallantly and suocess- 
folly held it, against aU the efforts of the mutineers, 
from the 25*i^ July to the 2/^ August, when the arrival 
pf a relieyrng force under the command of Major Yin- 
oent Byre an end to the sie^. Joining Major 
iByre’s ^ce as a volunteer, he served under that office, 
^August 1857, in his operations against Ki!inwar 


Singh, the rebel chief of Jagdeshpur, and took part in 
the rout of the mutineers and insurgents at Tola 
Narainpur and Dalaor, and in the capture and destruc- 
tion of Jagdeshpur itself. In the following month he 
joined Havelock’s force as a volunteer, and, in the 
capacity of Asst. Field Engineer, served under that 
gallant officer in his last advance into Oudh, taking 
part in the actions of Mangalwar and Alambagh, in 
the first relief of the Lucknow Residency, and in the 
continued defence of that place until it was finally 
relieved by Sir Colin Campbell in November. From 
November 1857 to March 1858 he seiwed as an Asst. 
Field Engineer with the Oudh Field Force, under Sir 
James Ontram, at Alambagh, and finally, during March 
1858, he took part, in the same capacify, in the siege 
and capture of Lucknow (Medal and two clasps). In 
April 1858 he was appointed a Probationary Asst. En- 
gineer in the Dept, of Public Works and was posted to 
Lucknow, and in the following October, haying passed 
the prescribed examination in Civil Engineering, he 
was appointed permanently to the department as an 
Asst. Executive Engineer, In the meantime his mili- 
tary services during the mutiny campaigns had been 
taken into consideration, and in March 1859 he was 
appointed a Cadet in H. M.’s Indian Mily. Forces, this 
being preliminary to his formal admission into the 
service, which took place later on, with rank as an 
Ensign from the 20*^ June 1859. In August 1869 he 
was posted to the cadre of the late 28*^ N. I., but in 
the following December this posting was cancelled, and 
he was removed to the General List of Infantry Officers. 
Early in 1860 he was appointed to do duty with the 
2^ Battalion of the Rifie Brigade, and, having joined 
that corps at Subathu, he continued serving with it 
there until the end of the following July, when he was 
appointed an Asst. Engineer in the Dept, of Public 
Works and was posted to the Upper Sirhind Division. 
In February 1861 he was appointed a District Super- 
intendent of Police in the Punjab, and in the Punjab 
Police the rest of his service was passed. In October 
1865 he was admitted into the Bengal Staff Corps. 
Having served as District Superintendent at Rohtak, 
Delhi, Ferozopore, Lahore, Jullnndur, and at various 
other places in the Punjab, he went home on sick leave 
in January 1871, and during his absence in Europe, in 
October 1872, he was appointed Asst. Inspector- General 
of Railway Police for the Sindh, Punjab and Delhi 
Railway. He took up this appointment on his return 
to India in March 1873, and he continued in it until 
1882, when he became Asst. Inspector-General of Rail- 
way Police in the Punjab : this appointment he con- 
tinued holding until April 1884, when he again went 
on leave to Europe. In March 1885, on big return to 
India, he was appointed District Superintendent of 
Police at Kangra, and in that employment he continued 
until his death. He died at Dharmsala on the 15*^ 
December 1886. 

Tallan, Wlliarn, Lieutenant (1826— 1852).— Grave 
at Lahore Cantonment^ No. 668. — Bom in County 
Monaghan, Ireland, in 1826. — ^Entered the Bengal Amy 
in 1844. Arrived in India on the 16*^> October of the 
same year, and on the 30*k was . ordered up to Shah- 
jahanpuF to do duty with the 6**>^ N. I. ; at the end of 
the following mouth, however, this was altered to duty 
with the 62^ N. I,, and he joined that regiment accord- 
ingly at Benares. In February 1846 he was posted to 
the 67*^ N. I., then at Saugor, but having subsequently 
obtained leave to remain at Dinapore, he ffid not join 
that regiment until the following November. In the 
spring of 1846 he marched with the 67*^* to Dinapore, 
whence in the spring of 1850 he accompanied the corps 
to Mian Mir, L^ore. At that place he died on th^e

Tandy, Francis Latter, Seconi-Tdeutenant (1834— 
1857).— at Delhi, No. 162.— Bom on the 
e** March 1834.— Entered the Bengal Army in 1858. 
After passing his e xa min ation at Addiscombe, December 
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1853, lie was sent to Chatliam for instrnction and train- 
ing as an officer of engineers, and lie remained there 
until August 1855. He arrived in India in March 
1856, and in the following May was sent up to Roorkee 
to join and do duty with the Sappers and Miners, In 
April 1857 (having in the interval been attached to the 
3^ and afterwards to the 4*^ Company of the corps) his 
services were placed at the disposal of the Dept, of 
Public Works, and on the 1®* May following he was 
appointed a Probationary Asst. Engineer and posted to 
the Burdwan Division of the Embankment Circle ; 
but before he could proceed and join this appointment 
the Mutiny broke out, and he marched with the Sappers 
and Miners to Meerut. At that place, on the 16**^ May, 
a large portion of the corps mutinied and went off to 
Delhi, but he remained attached to the faithful rem- 
nants, and with them, towards the end of the month, 
accompanying Brigadier Wilson’s advance to the 
Hindan, he took part in both the actions at Qaziud- 
din-nagar an^ afterwards, when Brigadier Wilson’s 
column joined the Delhi Field Force, in the action of 
Badli-ki-Serai and in the advance on Delhi which im- 
mediately followed. On the lO*'^ June he was appointed 
an Asst. Field Engineer, and he thereafter served 
throughout the siege of Delhi, up to the assault of 
the 14**^ September. On that memorable occasion he 
was one of the engineer officers detailed to accompany 
the Third Column, — ^thatled by Oolunel Campbell, — ^to 
the assault of the Kashmir Gate, and in the desperate 
conflict which followed the blowing in of the gate, he 
was unfortunately shot dead, 

Noth. — O n the Mutiny Memorial at Delhi (No. 162) this 
officer’s name is incorrectly inscribed as “ F. S. Tandy.” 

Tapp, Horatio Thomas, Major-General Q785— 
184j9). — Grave at Subathu^ No- 424.— Entered the Ben- 
gal ij^my in 1800. Arrived in India in August 1801, 
and on the 8 *^ October following was posted to the 1 ®^ 
European Regiment, which he joined at Dinapore. In 
April 1802, on a revision of rank taking place, he was 
posted to the 1®* Battalion 1 ®* N. I., and having joined 
at Midnapore, he, towards the end of the same year, 
marched with the battalion to Dinapore. In August 
1803 he accompauied the battalion to Benares, the 
corps having been moved thither in connection wilh the 
arrangements made for the conduct of the impending 
Mahratta War, and in the following month, on his pro- 
motion to the rank of Lieutenant, he was re-posted to 
the 1®^ Battalion of his regiment. Towards the close 
of 1803 he accompanied the battalion on service to 
Bundelkhand, then recently conquered from the Mah- 
rattas, and in that ever-disturbed province he was 
actively employed and went through much harassing 
service for three years. In December 1806, on the 
battalion being withdrawn from Bundelkhand, he ao- 
companled it to Tara Mirzapur, whence in the autumn 
of 1809 he marched with it to Bareilly. Early in the 
following year, however, the battalion was removed 
from Bareilly to Delhi and Rewari, at which places he 
served with it until October 1811, when he proceeded 
with it to Muttra. From April to July 1813 he offici* 
ated as Adjutant of the l^ttalion, to which, on his 
promotion to the rank of Captain being gazetted, he 
was again re-posted early in 1815. In the cold season 
of I 816 -I 6 he marched with the battalion to Lucknow, 
whence in the antunm at 1617 he accompanied it to 
Kalinjar, in Bundelkhand, and joined the Left Division 
of the Grand Army, thereafter serving with it through- 
out the Mahratta- Findari War of 1817-18, iu the course 
of which he took part in the affair of Bampdr and in 
the brilliant action of Jawad. In the autumn of 1818, 
an the troops being withdrawn from the fiejd, he ac- 
companied the corps to Neemucb, whence in December 
he proceeded on leave to Lucknow. He rejoined tiie 
battalion at Moradabad jin January 1820, and towards 
the close of the same year he marched with it to 
Cawnpore. ^ In October 1822 he wa? sent to the 
Presidency in charge of a body of invalids and time- 


expired men, but having, on arrival, in December, been 
granted leave to remain there for a time, he did not 
rejoin the battalion at Oawnpore until August 1823. 
Early in the following year he moved with the battalion 
to Snltanpur, in Oudh. On the reorganisation of May 
1824 taking place he was posted, as Major, to the 
N. I. (late 2^ Battalion 1®*), and having joined that 
corps at Neemuoh, he accompanied it to Ludhiana in 
the winter of 1824-25. In May 1825 he was appointed 
to raise and organise the 8 ^^ Extra N. I. at Azimgarh, 
and he commanded that corps until April 1826, when 
it was disbanded ; he then went on leave for some 
months, and eventually rejoined the 4*^ N. I., at Lu- 
dhiana, in the autumn. On attaining the rank of Lieu- 
tenant-Oolonel he was posted, December 1826, to the 
1®^ M. I., which corps he joined at Muttra in February 
1827, and in the following year he was employed for 
several months as a member of a “ Travelling Oom-' 
mittee ” formed for the purpose of enquiring into the 
condition of military hamars- In October 1829 he 
moved with the regiment to Delhi, and he afterwards 
accompanied it to Fatehgarh in November 1832, and to 
Oawnpore in February 1835. Tn February 1836 bis 
services were placed at the disposal of the Govt, of 
Agra, by which, on the 2^ March, he was appointed 
Political Agent at. Subathn and Commandant of the 
Nasiri Battalion, and in the course of the same month 
he was removed from the rolls of the 1 ®* to those of the 
15*^ N. I. On attaining the regimental rank of Colo- 
nel he was posted, July 1837, to the 64**^ N. I. Id 
June 1841, on succeecGng to the “off-reckonings,” he 
vacated the appointments of Political Agent at Suhathu 
and Commandant of the Nasiri Battalion* In the fol- 
lowing month he was granted leave to remain in the 
hills under the Snbathu Agency for a year, subsequently 
extended to sixteen months, and on the expiration of 
this period he was granted permission to continue re- 
siding in the hills in the vicinity of Simla and Subathn. 
In November 1841 he attained the rank of Major- 
General. In August 1847 he was appointed* to the 
divisional staff of the Army, and in the following month 
he was posted to the command of the Dinapore Divi- 
sion ; being, however, in bad health at the time, he was 
obliged to proceed on leave to Simla instead of joining 
his command, and this leate having been extended from 
time to time, he eventually never joined his appointment 
at all. He died at K^ltu, near Subathu, on the 9*^^ 
April 1849. 

Taylor, Abraham Beresford, 0. B., K. H., Lieu- 
tenant- Colonel (1793 — 1845). — Tablet at Ferozeporey 
No, 442.— »-The second son of James Taylor, Esq>^- of 
Cranbrooke, Co. Fermanagh. Born in 1793. — Entered 
H. M.’s Service on the 14*^ February 1811 as an Ensign 
in the 2^ Battalion oi the 82* Foot, and having joined 
that corps at Tynemouth, he accompanied it, in the 
following June, to Guernsey, at which place and at 
Alderney he served with it until the close of the suc- 
cee^tog year. On the 24*^ December 1812 he was pro- 
moted to the rank of Lieutenant in the 2 * Battalion of 
the 89*^ Foot, and joining that corps soon afterwards 
at Halifax, in Nova Scotia, he accompanied it to Quebec 
in June 1813, and afterwa^s went on with it to Kings- 
ton. Thereafter he served with the battalion through- 
out the campaign of 1813-14 on the Niagara Frontier, 
talring part in the brilliant action of Ohrystler’s Farm, 
in the sanguinary battle of Lundy’s Lane, near the 
falls of Niagara (in both of which the Americans were 
defeated with heavy loss, and in the latter of which he 
was severely wounded), and finally, in the siege of Fort 
Erie, including the unsuccessful assault on the out- 
works of the place on the 16*^ August, and the repulse 
rf the American sortie on the 17*^ September 1814. He 
returnedhome with tbe battalion in August 1815, and 
afterwards served with it at Chichester, Portsmouth 
and Sheemess until November 1816, when it was dis- 
banded and he was transferred to the 1 ®* (and only 
remaining) Battalion of the 89**^* Proceeding to India 
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in the following year, he joined the 89*^^ at Quiloi^ in 
Malabar, whence in January 1818 he accompanied a 
detachment of six companies of it to Bombay and 3 omed 
a field force under the command of Colonel 
tbe Bombay Army, which had been detailed to to 
part in the Mahratta War, then proce^ng ; with thm 
force he served throughout the operatons_ in t^® South- 
ern irnnlraTi taking part in the reuuction of the forts 
of Logarh, Eoixi and B,aigarh, pd afterward^ in 
January 1819, in the brief campaign “ Sawant Woti, 
including the storm and capture of Eari, _ the Gibralte 
of the Western Ghdts.” On the tei^nation of the 
Mahratta War he returned with the regiment to QuUon, 
and he continued serving with it there untu 1°"1| ^^®^ 
he went home on leave. Betumic^ to India m the 

autumn of 1824, he rejoined his regiment at Kangoon, 

where it was then on field service, and he toewafter 
seiwed with it throughout the campaign of 1824 25 
in Lower Burma, including the severe fighti^ at 
Eangoon in December 1824, the capture of the Dalla 
stockades (wounded) and of Panlang, ^e uimcTOSsful 
assault of Donabyo, the eventual reducl^ of that plaM, 

and the advance to and occupation oi Prome. On the 

22* April 1825 he was promoted to the rank of Oaptam. 
Palling ill at Prome he was obliged, in the autemn of 
1826, to withdraw from the Army in the field and 
proceed to Calontta, whence he returned to Madras in 
January 1826. On the return of the regiment from 

Burma in April 1826 he rejoined it at Madras, and he 

subsequently served witTi it there, at Tricamopoly, and 
afirain at Madras, until January 1831, when he embarked 
mth it for Europe, Landing at Gravesend in the 
following May, he snbseqnently served with the regi- 
ment at Canterbury, Plymou^th and Devonport for . 
nearly two years. On the 19*^ April 1833 he was pro- 
moted to the rank of Major, unattached, and placed on 
half-uave Ontheie^^January 1835 he was nominated 
Paymaster of the 40**^ Foot, but this appointment did 
not take effect, and on the 16«' April following he ex- 
changed from half -pay, unattached, to full pay as 
Major in the 9*^ Foot. He arrived m India in October, 
and in the succeeding month, on the the 

regiment from Mauritius, he joined it in Fort William ; 
and he soon afterwards accompanied it to Chinsura. 
In 1837 he was appointed a Knight of the Hanoverian 
GuelpHc Order. In December 1838 ho moved with the 
regiment to Hazaribagh, whence he proceeded with it to 
early in 1840, and to Meerut in November of the 

same ye^. On the 23^ November 1841 ho was pro- 
moted to die itok rf Lieutenant-Colonel.^ In the 
following month be marched with the regiment to 
Ferozepore, whence in January 1842, in command of 
the regiment, he proceeded on service to .Mghanistan 
with the Army under the command of Major-General 
Pollock, thereafter taking part in all that ofiScer’s 
operations, including the forcing of the Khaibar Pass, 
the advance to Jalalabad, the actions of Mamu-Khol, 
Jagdalak, Tezin, and Haft Kotal, the re-pccapation of 
Kabul, the capture and destruction of Istalif, and 
various actions in the passes between Kabul and Pesha- 
war during the return march to the British provinces 
(Medal, and created a Companion of the Order of the 
Bath). On the breaking up of the Army at Ferozepore 
he accompanied the regiment towards Snbathu, but 
while the corps was halted at Mubarikpur, in April 
1843, he proceeded on six months’ leave to Kamal and 
Calcutta, and thence went home on furlough on private 
affairs. He returned to India in November 1844, and 
reioined his regiment at Kasauli, whence in November 
IS^ri^emoTedWxttoAmbala. On the ^outbreak of 
, the first Sikh War he accompanied the regment to the 
front, and commanded it in the battle of ^ Mddki ; the 
casualties of that day, however, caused him to succeed 
to the temporary command of a brigade, which, three 
days latei, he led with distinguished gallantry at the 
battle of Firozshahr, and there he fell, 21^ December 
134^, when advancing to the assault of the Sikh, en- 


tpenohments, the service losing in him “ a most gallant 
and accomplished officer.” 

Note.— Lieutenant-Colonel Taylor married, at Hazaribagh on 
the 14*11 March 1839, Eliza Matilda, the only daughter of Major 
(afterwards Major-General) Frederick George Lister, Bengal In- 
fantry. 

Taylor, Charles Cyril, 0. B., Lieutenant-Golonel 
(c. 1805 — 1846). — Tablet and grave at Ferozejpore, 
Nos, 444 and 475. — ^Entered H. M.’s Service on the 26*^ 
March 1823 as an Ensign in the 46*^ Foot, and pro- 
ceeding to India he joined that regiment at Bellary 
before the encl of the year. In the spring of 1825 he 
accompanied the regiment to Oannanore, and on the 26*^ 
May of the same year he was promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant. He went home on leave in 1826, and 
while he was in Europe he was promoted, ll*k 
July 1826, to the rank of Captain, and on the 19*^ 
September following he exchanged into the 20*^ Foot. 
Eetuming to India in 1827, he joined the 20**^ at Poona, 
and from the succeeding September up to January 1828 
he commanded the light company of the regiment in 
the operations against the refractory Eaja of Kolhapfir. 
In February 1829 he accompanied the regiment to 
Colaba. In the course of the same year he was ap- 
pointed Brigade-Major at Poona, and he continued in 
that situation until 1831, when he rejoined his regiment 
at Belgaum. On the 27^^^ September 1831 he was 
promoted to the rank of Major. Early in 1832 he went 
home on leave and he was absent fTom India until 1835, 
when he rejoined his regiment at Belgaum. In the 
following year he again went home on leave, and the 
regiment having returned horn© in May 1837, he 
rejoined it at Canterbury. On the 16*^ June 1837 he 
was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant- Colonel, but, a 
reduction of establishment taking place, he was immedi- 
ately afterwards placed on half-pay. He remained in 
this position until the 1®* January 1838, when he was 
again brought on full pay for a pai*ticular service ” in 
Canada, the occasion being tho rebellion which had 
broken out there. Proceeding to Canada he served 
during the suppression of the insurrection, and on 
several occasions rendered very distinguished service, 
particularly at Odell-town on the 9*^ November 1838, 
when, in command of a body of two hundred volunteers, 
he signally defeated gang of raiders from the United 
States, twelve hundred in number, under the command 
of a French officer, who had crossed into Canada for 
the purpose of aiding the rebels. For these services ho 
was, in March 1889, created a Companion of the Order 
of the Bath. He continued on service in Canada until 
the summer of 1843, when, having on the 30*** June 
of that year been appointed Lieutenant-Colonel of the 
29*** Foot, he returned home preparatory to proceeding 
to India, where the regiment was then serving. 
Arriving at Calcutta in February 1844, he soon after- 
wards joined the 29*** at Ghazipur, whence towards the 
close of the year he accompanied the corps to Meerut. 
In November 1845 he moved up to Kasauli with the 
regiment, but the corps had scarcely settled itself down 
tWe when, on tho outbreak of tho first Sikh War, he 
had to march down with it again to join the Army of 
the Sutlej. On tho formation of that Army in De- 
cember 1845 he was appointed to tho command of the 
Third Brigade of Infantry, with the rank of Brigadier, 
and this bingade he led at the battles of Firozshahr 
(in which ho was wounded) and Sobraon^ in which last 
ho fell (shot through the head) whilst gallantly leading 
on his men to a third assault of the Sikh entrench- 
ments,— 10*** Febniary 1846; 

Noth I.— For hi* service* at the battle of Firozshahr thi* officer 
was appoiuted an Aldc<de-Cainp to tlio C^uoen, with the rank of 
Colonel in tho Ari.iy, but the iiofciticatiou did not appear until 
nearly two month* after his death. 

Noth II.-- Colonel (then Major) Taylor married, at Kingston 
ontlie i'lst June 1882. Nancy, tho oldest daughter of J. G. 
Burslcm, Enq., of tho Ordnance Bept,, Plymouth, 
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Taylor, George, Qmrter^Master^, (1811— 
1848). — Tablets at Jullundm and Multan^ Nos. 545 and 
*882. — ^After sevenieen years’ service in the ranks of the 
32^ I’oot, in the course of wHch he served with that 
regiment in the suppression of the rebellion in Canada 
(1837—38) and rose to the rank of Sergeant, he -was, 
on the 8^ Apnl 1846, promoted to the post of Quarter- 
Master of the corps. In the following month he em- 
harked •vrith the regiment for Bengal, and having 
landed at Calcutta in September, he Soon afterward 
accompanied the corps to the Upper Provinces, arriving 
at Meerut in Pebruary 1847. Early in the following 
year he moved with the regiment to Ambala, whence 
in May 1848 he marched with it to Eerozepore. In the 
following August he accompanied the corps on service 
liO Multan, but he lost his life at an early stage of the 
operations against that place, having been killed on the 
12*^ September 1848 in storming one of the enemy’s 
posts under the walls of the fortress, 

Taylor, Reynell George, 0,B., 0.5.1., General 
(1822—1886). — Tablets at JB[osMar;pur and Lahore^ Nos. 
"524 and 634), — The fourth son of Major-General 
Thomas William Taylor, C, B., of H.M.’s Service, some- 
time Colonel (A the 17*^ Lancers, an old Waterloo 
veteran, and representative of the Taylors of Agwell and 
Denbuiy, Co. Devon. Bom at Brighton, Sussex, 
•on the 25*^ January 1822. — ^Entered the Bengal Army 
in 1840. Arrived in India on the 6*^^ July of the same 
year, and on the IP^ was ordered up to Sultanpur, 
Benares, to do duly with the 6^'^ Light Cavalry : on the 
of the same mon-th, however, a change was made 
and he was directed to do duiy instead with the 
3^ Light Oavahy at Kamal, but having been engaged 
mntil the end of the year on a shooting and hunting 
excursion in the Tirhut and Gorakhpur districts, he 
appears never to have joined this regiment. On the 
, 5^1 December following he was posted to the 2 Light 
Cavalry, then on its way back from Afghanistan, and 
prooeedmg direct to Eerozepur, he joined that regiment 
on its arrival there on the 5“ Eebruary 1841, afterwards 
Tn ft.Tfihing with it thonco to Kamal, where, in the 
succeeding month, the corps was disbanded with igno- 
noiny, in consequence of the misconduct of two squad- 
xons in the afhbir of Parwandarra, He remained at 
Kamal until the following May, when he was appointed 
±0 do duty with the 7^ Irregular Oavahy at Bareilly, 
at which station he contiaued serving with that corps 
a.ntilEebruaryl842, when, having been posted to the 
new regiment (the Light Cavalry) raised to replace 
the ^sbanded 2^ , he proceeded to Meerut and joined it 
there. Early in 1843 he marched with the 11*^ to 
Cawnpore, arriving there on the 4*^ March. Thence, in 
the following hTovember, he accompanied two squadrons 
of the rwment on service with the left wing of the 
Army of (fwalior, and with these he was present in the 
battle of Paniar on the 29*^ December (bronze star) • 
On *lhe termination of the campaign he returned with 
the two squadrons to Cawnpore, arriving there in Eeb- 
mary 1844. On the 10*^ of the same month he was 
M^ointed to do duty with the Governor- General’s Body- 
(foard, and jouiing that corps forthwith in the Governor- 
<3eneral’s camp, he was, on the 14*^, appointed acting 
Adjutant, He then accompanied the Body-Guard to 
.Sultanpur, Benares, arriving there on ihe 29*^ and 
having been left there with it when the Governor- 
General (Lord Ellenborough) went on to Calcutta^ he 
contumed officiating* as Adjutant until the 6*^^ Decern-* 
ber following, when he was appcnnted Interpreter and 
Quarter-Master to -^e corps. In the spring of 1845 he 
moved up to Ambala with the Bo^-Quard, and on the 
arrival mere of the Governor- General (Sir Henry 
Harduw) early in the following December, he with it 
joined His Excellency’s camp. On the outbreak of the 
first Sikh War, a few days later, he accon^anied the 
^jorps into the field with the Army of the Sutlej, and 
was present with it in the battle of Mudki (Medal), but 
that the first engagement of the campaign he was 
so severely wounded (having received three sabre-cuts) 


that he was unable to take part in any of the isubsequenfi 
operations. Having recovered from his wounds, he 
rejoined the Body-Guard a few days after the battle 
of Sobraon, and accompanied it in the advance on 
Lahore, whence, on the breaking up of the Army of the 
Sutlej, he marched with the corps to Ambala, arriving 
there early in April 1846. In the succeeding month 
he was transferred to civil employ and appointed acting 
Second Assistant to the Superintendent of Ajmer, knd 
having been confirmed in that appointment on the 
4*^ June following he continued serving in it (at 
Beawar, in Merwaia) until January 1847, when he was 
appointed an Extra Assistant to the Besident at Lahore 
(Sir Henry Lawrence). Having joined at Lahore in 
March, he was detached to Kashmir in May 1847, to 
report on the condition of that territory, and he re- 
mained there, very fully employed, until the following 
September, when he was transferred to Peshawar, — on 
his way to which place he took part, on the October, 

in the capture and destruction (by a body of Sikh 
troops under Major G. St. P. Lawrence) of the refrac- 
tory villages of Palli and Zurmandai, in Baizai. On 
the conclusion of this affair he accompanied. Major 
Lawrence to Peshawar, of which district he was left in 
temper^ charge on the 4*^ November ; and he con- 
tinued in charge until the 23^ of ‘iihat month, when he 
marched with a body of Sikh troojps, vid the KohatPass, 
to join a similar force under Lieutenant (afterwards 
Sir Herbert) Edwardes, which had been detailed for the 
purpose of reducing the Bannu district to order* 
Having effected a junction with Lieutenant Edwardes 
on the 8*^^ December, he, leaving his troops with that 
officer, returned shortly afterwards to Peshawar, but 
in Eebruary 1848, wim another body of the Darbar 
troops, he was again sent to Bannu, and at the endl 
of the following month he ms left in charge of that 
district. On the occurrence of the outbreak at Multan, 
in April 1848, he sent all the troops he could spates, 
and indeed more than he could spare with safety, to 
reinforce Lieutenant Edwardes in his movement on that 
place, and so denuded was Bannu of reliable troops 
that his own position became a most precarious one; 
nevertheless, acting with energy aud judgment, he 
succeeded, during a period of many months, in keeping 
the turbulent Bannuchis and the wild Waziris of the 
border completely in check. In July 1848, having, 
since Bdwaries and Van Oortlandt (g. «.) had moved 
on Multan, been in sole charge of the Dera Ismail 
Khan district, of which Bannu formed part, he pro- 
ceeded to Dera Ismail Khan, whence, in the following 
September, on the defection of Baja Sher Singh and 
the extension of the rebellion to various parts of the 
Punjab, he proceeded, by order, to Multan. Arriving 
in -the British camp before that place on the 24^, he 
ms immediately placed in charge of the troops of the 
Nfawab of Balia*walpur, and he continued in charge 
until the end of October, when ho left for Isa Kiel, m 
the Dera Ismail Elan d^trict, in order to take measures 
for the recovery of Major and Mrs. La*wrenee, and others, 
who, on the mutiny of the Sikh troops at Peshawar, 
had been obliged to leave that place for Kohat, and who 
were supposed (as, indeed, proved to be the case) to have 
since fallen into the hands of the enemy. Beaching 
Isa Khel on the 12^^ November, he leamt, that the r^ 
fugees had been treacherously seized and carried off to 
Peshawar, and these being now b^ond his reach to aid 
or rescue, he proceeded with the assistance of friendly 
diefs, to restore order in the Dera Ismail "Khm dis- 
trict, in which, — ^the two principal forts, Lakki and 
Dhalipgarh, having fallen into *ihe possession of*ihe 
insurgents, — anarchy ■was rife. Early in the foUo'wing 
month he proceeded, with a body of irregular troop^ 
to recover the fort of Lakki, and arriving before tlmt 
place on the 11*^^ December, he immediately began o 
close siege, which resulted in the surrender of the place 
on the 10^^ January 1849 : in the following month, 
having been reinforced, he recovered the fort of Dhalip- 
garhaswdl, and with it the whole of the Derajat, and 
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advancing northwards, he, on the 3^ April, re-occnpied 
Kohat. In recognition of the enainent services rendered 
by him during the trying period of 1848-49, he (besides 
receiving the Punjab Medal with the clasp for Multan) 
was granted the local rank of Major in the Punjab, and 
subsequently, on attaimug the rank of Captain, he was 
immediately promoted to that of Major by brevet. On 
the annexation of the Punjab taHng place, he was 
appointed (April 1 849) Depy. Commissioner of the 
Dera Ismail Khan district, and he continued holding 
that appointment until May 1852, when he vacated it 
on going home on furlough, He returned to India in 
March 1855, and on the 2^ of the succeeding month 
he was appointed Offig. Commandant of the Corps of 
Guides, and having joined at Mardan, he continued 
holding this command until January 1856, when his 
services were placed at the disposal of the Foreign De- 
partment for civil employment. In the following 
month he was re-appointed a Depy. Commissioner in 
the Punjab and posted to Jhelum, whence, in the suc- 
ceeding October, he was transferred to (^jerat, and 
afterwards, as OfPg. Depy. Commr., to Sialkot, but he 
was retained at the latter place only uniil April 1857, 
when he was appointed Depy. Commr. of Eangra. He 
was serving at that place when the Mutinies bnrst f oi*th 
in the following month, and he took a prominent part 
in the measures then adopted for securing the safety 
and tranatullity of the district,— -the prompt occupation 
,of the fort of Kangra, and the disarming of the 
4th N.I, InMayl858he was transferred from the 
2^ (late iph ) ^ Light Cavalry to the newly-formed 
2 European Light Cavalry, but continuing in civil 
employ, he remained at Kangra, as Depy. Commr., until 
March 1859, when he was ^pointed OfPg* Commissioner 
'aud Superintendent of the Leia Division (subsequently 
styled the Derajat Division), with his head-quarters at 
D^ Ismail Khan,^ — an appointment in which he was 
confirmcid in March I860. In April and May 1860, in 
the capacity of CHef Political Officer, he accompanied 
the M^suu-Waziii Expedition, taking part in all the 
operations of the campai^, including the reconnaissance 
to K^ad^Jangi Khan Thorse cut down under him in a 
skirmish in the Shahur Pass), the forcing of the Barara 
Paiss, and the destruction of Makin (Inma Medal and 
clasp), Setuming to Dera Ismail Khan in May 1860, 
he contiOTOd seWing there as Commr. of the Derajat 
for a ptnodof nearly two years, in the course of which 
he was admitted into the Bengal Staff Corps with efieet 
from Febi*aary 1861. & March 1862 he was appointed 
Offg. Commr. and Supejmtehdent of the Peshawar 
Division, and in May 1863 he was nominated a Com- 
panion of the Order of the Bath. In the following 
October, as Chief Civil and Political Officer, he accom- 
panied the Yusafzai Field Force into the hills, and in 
that capacity he served with it in the Ambela Campaign 
np to the 19*^ STovemher, 'vvhen he was relieved by the 
from furlough of Major H. R. James ( 2 . «.) : he, 
humBJrec^ eoi^ued attached to the force in a military 
until the conclusion of the campaign, acoom- 
iwying the teoeps on several occasions, when engaged, 
aflidtateigpairfiw the re-captured the Crag Koqu^ 
on tiae 20^ November, and in the Storming of 
theComoalHillonthe December, and he subse- 
quentLy accompanied the tribal force sent to carry out 
the distraction of Malka (ch^sp to India Medal). In 
JEebiTO^jr 1664, soon after his return from the Atubela 
Osmpaign, he went home on leave, and he was then 
absent from India for one year. On his return to India 
foFeliraary 1865, he was re-appointed Commr. and 
Swpdt. of tiae Derajat Division, but he did not join that 
appomtinent, having immedhbtely afterwards been 
appointed 0%. Gommr. of fiie Ambala Division and 
Agtottethe Lieutenant-Qovenimr of the Punjab for 
tto Gifi^Sutle] States. In June 1866 he was nominated 
j-Compaiiion of the Order of the Ster of India, andin 
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up the duties in July, he continued serving there' untii 
January 1871, when he went home on furlough, 
Bictunuiig to Ind i a in the spring of 1872 he resumed 
his former appointment at Amritsar, and (having de- 
clined the more important post of Political Resident at 
Gwalior) he continued serving there until April 1877 
when he went home on furlough and settled down at 
Newton Abbot, in Devonshire. On the 1®* October 
1877 he was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant General ; 
on the 15**^ December 1880 he attained that of General ; 
and on the 1®^ April 1882 he was transferred to the 
Dnemployed Supernumerary List- He died at Newton 
Abbot, South Devon, on the 28*^' Februaiy 1886. 

Note.— General (then Major) Taylor was married at Widdi« 
combe, Co. Devon, on the 14tli December 1854, to Anne, daughter 
of Arthur B. E. Holdsworth, Esqr., of Widdicomho. 

Taylor, Robert Thomas, Lieutenant (1833— 
1856) — Grave and tablet at Ferozepore, Nos, 600 and 
448.— A younger sou of Captain Robert Taylor, 
65*^ N. I. Born at Mhow on the 6*^ March 1833. — 
Entered the Bengal Army in 1849. Arrived in TTi dia 
in October of the same year, and in the succeeding 
month was sent up to Barraetpore to do duty with 
the 27^ N I. On the 5*^ December following he was 
posted to the 45^^*^ N, I , and proceeding to tlie Upper 
Provinces, ho joined that regiment at Bareilly in Feb: 
rnary 1850. In the cold season of 1854-55 he marched 
with the regiment to Ferozepore, and ho died at tliat 
station on the 6^-^ September 1866. 

Taylor, William Willoughby, Major (1857—1897) 

' — Grave and tablet at Mardan^ Nos, 1013 and 1020 ; 
inscription at MalaTzand^ No, 1114. — Son of the Revd 
Henry Willoughby Taylor, R. N., sometime Chaplain of 
H. M. S. Hogue, — ^Born on ^e 26^b October 1857.— 
Entered H. M/s Service in August 1876 as a Lieu** 
tenant in the Royal Marines (Light Infantry) with 
raaak from the 1®* January preceding. After more than 
three years ’service in that corps, he became a candidate 
for admission into the Indian Army, and having been^ 
sent out, he was, on the 23^ June 1^0,' appointed an 
OfPg. Wing Officer in the S8th N.I., on probation for the 
Bengal Staff Corps, into which he was subsequently 
admitted with effect from that date. Having joined 
that regiment at Meerut, he officiated as Quarter- 
Master for some time in the spring of the succeeding year, 
and in the ^winter of 1881-82 he proceeded with the corps 
to Peshawar, In July 1882 he was appointed a Wing 
Officer in the 45^^ N. Z. (Rattray’s Sikhs), and joinea 
that corps at Jhelum, whence in the spring of 1884 he 
moved with it to Quette. In the autumn of the same 
year he served with the corps in the Zhob Yalley Ex- 
pedition, on the conclusion of which he accompanied it 
to Agi^ arriving there on the December. In 
February 1885 he was appointed Quarter-Master of 
the regiment, and towards the end of ^e same year he 
was appointed to officiate as Adjutant. In the £pring 
of 1886 he accompanied the corps to Bawal Pindi, and 
there in May 1886 he was confinned in the post of 
Adjutant ; he, however, held this appomtment 
for only a few months, having been obliged to vacate 
it in &e succeeding Januaxy, on attexning the rank of 
Gaptain. From June to September 1887 he officiated 
as a Wing Ck^mmander. In April 1888 he was appointed 
(as a temporary arxun^ment ; an OBg. Wing Com** 
mander in the Bengal Infantry, at the 
station, but having, in the following Au^st, been ap- 
pointed an Offg. Wing Commander in his own rogimont, 
he reverted then to the 45^^, with which, in OotoW and 
November of the same year, he served throughout the 
Hazara Campaign, including the operations on the 
Bhok Mountain (India Medal ana ola^). On the 
ieonnination of the operations he returned with the 
regiment to Rawal Pindi« and there in December 1868 
he was appointed a Wing Oonumuoider (substantive 
pro, imp,) in the ccops, with effect from the 28^ 
August preceding. At end of fientonJber 1889 ht 
wcnthoxiieealeav^un^ absent horn India until 



October 1890 ; lie then rejoined tlie 45th at Rawal Pindi, 
ipybence, in Jannayy 1891, lie accompanied tbe corps to 
Jliansi, In Pebmary 1891 be was appointed Offg. 
Second-in-Oommand, and be continued in that position 
until tbe 24*^ May following, when be was appointed 
a Wing Commander (substantive pro. temp.) in tbe 
14th Bengal Infantry (Ferozepore Sikbs), reverting at 
tbe same time to tbe position of Wing Officer in bis 
own regiment. He joined tbe at Pesba'v^, and 
from November 1891 to May 1892 be officiated as 
Second-in-Oommand of that corps. In June 1892 be 
was again appointed a Wing Commander (substantive 
pro. temp.) in bis own regiment, but be continued 
attaobed to tbe 14^^, in wbicb corps be again officiated 
as Second-in-Command from August to October 1892. 
3B[e continued with tbe 14*^^ at Peshawar until March 
1893, when be reverted to tbe 45*^ as a Wing Com- 
mander, and on rejoining tbe corps at Jbansi be was 
immediately appointed to officiate as Second-in-Com- 
mand. In tbe following December be proceeded on 
leave, and going borne at tbe end of February 1894 
be was absent from India for a year. On returning in 
February 1895, be rejoined bis regiment at Jbansi, and 
was again appointed Offg. Second-in-Command, a post 
wbicb be continued bolffing until tbe following Decem- 
ber, at wbicb time be accompanied tbe regiment to 
Mian Mir. In April 1896 be moved up to the Mala- 
Icand with tbe regiment, and at that place from June 
to September 1896, and again for a short time in tbe 
summer of tbe following year, be officiated as Second- 
in-Oommand of the corps. He was still there with tbe 
legiment in 1897 when tbe great frontier outbreak of 
that year occurred, and when, on the night of tiie 26*^ 
July, tbe Malakand position was assailed by a horde of 
desperate fanatics, be greatly distinguished himself in 
the defence of the gorge at tbe summit of tbe old 
Budbist road, rendering tbe most valuable assistance to 
tbe officer commanding on tbe spot, until at last be fell 
mortally wounded with a rifle shot through bis right 
mde. He was removed to camp, and there he died of 
bis wound two days later,— tbe 28*i^ July 1897. 

Note.— T he niBcription (No. 1114) on the rook on the pld 
Budhwt road, marking the spot on which Major Taylor fell, is 
iaaQcnrate in stating that he was killed in action ’’and that the 
date of his death was the 26th ” Jtdy 1897. 

T^mpler, George, 0<ipiain and Breuet^Major 
(c. 1801— 1848)'.— at Amhala, No. 274.— The 
fourth and youngest son of Henry Templer, Esq., of 
^BeigniBioutii, Co. Devon, who was a cadet of tbe 
Toi3Q!p3feri3 of Stover in tbe same county. — ^Entered 
the Army in iS18. Arrived in India in Septem- 
B0r '1819, aad was sent up to Dinapore to do duiy 
^b the Bengal European Regiment. In January 1821 
he wass' posted to tbe 1®* Battalion 2<»*N, L, wbicb he 
joined ait Banda, and*on promotion to the rank of Lieut- 
enant, be was re-posted to that battadiou in the fol- 
lowing Jiily, In February 1822 he went .home on 
^dtmgb, and during bis absence from India be was 
transferred, December 16l^, to tbe 2^ Battalion 2^ N. 
I., and m '^e reorganisation of May 1824 taking place 
be was posted' to tbe 22^ N. I. EEe returned to Iisdia 
in April 1825, but having gone on leave for five months 
he did not join his new regiment, then on tbe Sylbet 
frontier, until October. In tbe following month be 
pitoceeded with the regimsiht to Beibampore, and in tbe 
oncceediw year he acoompahied it to Midoapore. In 
Mfey 1827 be went on leave to' Almora, and wa^ away 
iffom his n^gment for more than flve yesfrs, bavins 
without rooming, gone hxme on furlongn in July 18^ 
and net returned te India until June 1832. £te re- 
joined the regiment at Lucknow in August 1832, and 
in the autuam of 183^ while moviug in course of rciHef , 
be accMunpais^ it on service to Rajputana, on tbe 
ocDasiioa of the demonsteation against JodbpUr and 
of the subsequent operations undertaken xor ^ tbe 
vesteration (xf order in Bbekhawat. On ^0 eon* 
isltLi^' of this bosinesB be accompanied the aee- 
giznenti April 1836, to Nasirabad, whence, M Ibe* 


autumn of 1839, be again proceeded with it, in tbe 
Marwar Field Force, on service against Jodbpui’, and 
was with it for some time in ocenpation of that fortress, 
not returning to Nasirabad nntil February 1840. In 
October 1840 he proceeded on leave to Calcutta, whence 
in January 1841 be went home on furlough. Returning 
to India in November 1843, be rejoined lus regiment at 
Barrackpore, where be served with it until November 
1845. He then went on leave, to make a voyage up tbe 
Gtenges for tbe benefit of bis health, rejoining the regi- 
ment, wbicb bad moved up by land, at Fatebgarb 
in April 1846. In September 1846 be was appointed 
Aide-de-Camp to Major-General Sir W. R. Gilbert, 
K, C. B., commanding tbe Sirbind Division, but ill- 
bealtb pursued him, and after twice going up to 
Kasauli on sick leave, be resigned tbe appointment in 
October 1848. He died at Ambala on the 1®* of tbe 
following month. 

Tennant, Sir James, K. 0. R., Colonel (1789— 
1854). — Orme at Lahore Cantonment^ No. 664. — Son 
of William Tennant, Esqr., of Glasgow. Bom at Ayr, on 
the 21 April 1789. — Educated at tbe Military School, 
Great Marlow, Co. Bucks, and at tbe Royal Mily. 
College, Woolwich. — ^Entered tbe Bengal Army in 1805 
as a Cadet of Artillery. On bis way out to Bengal, tbe 
East India fleet being in company with tbe expedition 
under tbe command of Sir David Baird, be took part 
in tbe landing in Lospard^s Bay, and in tbe subsequent 
operations resulting, January 1806, in tbe Cape Colony, 
South Africa, being wrested from tbe Dutch ; and the 
fleet having been delayed by this business, be did not 
arrive at Calcutta nntil tbe following August. On th© 
2^ of tbe succeeding month be was posted to tbe 7tb 
Company 1®^ Battalion, Foot Artillery, which be joined 
accordingly at Dum-Dnm. In February 1807 he wa^ 
transferred to tbe 6**^ Company 3*^ Battalion (now 
tbe 34*1^ Field Battery, Royal ^illery), then stationed . 
at Obunar . on bis way up to join it, however, be was 
baited, 221 April, at Dinapore and directed to take 
charge of tbe Artillery details at that station, and 
be was detained there nntil tbe end of tbe following 
&ptember, when, Hs company moving up to .Mlababad, 
be followed with his detachment and joined it at that 
place. In December 1807, with a portion of the com- 
pany, he was detached to Bundelkband, for service 
with the battering train attached to tbe field force 
under tbe command of Colonel Arnold, and be was 
employed with that force for nearly three months, 
taking part in tbe reduction of numerous^ forts and 
strongholds of tbe insurgent Bfindela chiefs. Soon 
after bis return to Allababa^ in March 1808, be ' was 
detached on somewhat simflar duty into Oudb, and 
during that and tbe three suoceedteg years be was 
frequently, and indeed almost coniinaously, on field 
service an that kingdoon, taking part in tbe reduetioft 
of many fortified plaices held by recalcitrant ssammdars. 
Toward the close of December 1811, his company 
baring been detailed for field service in Bundelkband, 
be was appointed acting Adjutant and Quarter-Master 
to the detachment of Artillery employed on that 
oocasion, and in this capacity be took part, in January 
and Pebruajry 1812, in the siege and reduction of tbe 
strong rock fortress of KaUmjar. On the termination 
of this service he returned to Allahabad, whence to- 
wards the close of the same year he moved with the 
company to Agra. In November 1813 he was appoint- 
ed' ateg Adjutant and Quarter-Master to the Artillery 
of the fexroe assembled, under Major-General Marshal^ 
for the coercion of the Rao-Raja of Alwar, but the 
Raja having submitted without fighting, the fonc0 
was broken up and he returned to Agra in Febxraary 
1814. 'In the course (rf that year he proceeded with 
the company to Blaamal, and thence to Irttdhiana* 
Towairdisthe end of December, with a detail of the 
oompsteLy, he joined the force, under Major-General 
Odhteffiony, operating against the GurldiaB.m the hills 
abote Rupar, and, attedied to the siege train, .he. 
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thereafter served throughout the remaiader of the cam- 
paign of 1814-16 in the North-WeEftern Hills, taking 
past in the reduction of the forts of Ramgarh, Taragph 
and Chamba, and finally, in command in the batteries, 
in the siege and reduction of Malaon, which brought 
the campaign to a conclusion (India War Medal and 
clasp). On the termination of the operations he pro- 
ceeded with the company to Eamal, whence in IPeh- 
ruary 1816, he went on six months’ sick leave to the 
Presidency. In July 1816 he was transferred to the 2^ 
Company 1st Battalion, and having joined it immediately 
at Dum-Dnm, he was, a few days later, appointed to 
ofGlciate as Barrack-Master at that station. Li this po- 
sition he remained until July 1817, when he was sent to 
the Upper Provinces on duty with a detachment of 
jLrtillery drafts. Towards the close of the following 
Septemfor, on arrival at Cawnpore, he was directed to 
remain there and do dnfy with the Artillery of the 
Pirst (or Cawnpore) Division of the Field Army, and he 
continued in that situation until the 14*^ December, 
when he was appointed Brigade-Major to the Artillery 
of the First (or Centre) Division of the Grand Army, 
in which capacity he thereafter served throughout the 
Mahratta- Pmdari Campaign of 1817-18. On returning 
to Cawnpore after the close of the campaign, in the 
sprbg of 1818, he became Brigade-]!imjor to the 
Artillery in the Field, and this appointment he con- 
tinued holding for nearly six years. On his promotion 
to the rank of Captain taking place he was posted, 
Kovember 1818, to the 2^ Company 2^ Battalion, from 
which, at the end of February 1819, he was removed 
to toe 6^^ Company 4*^ Battalion. In December 1823, 
on the appointment of Brigade-Major to toe Artillery 
in toe Field being abolished, he was noxninated to the 
command of toe Artille^ at Agra, but tMs did not 
take efpect, he having, within a few days, been appoint- 
ed First Assistant to toe Militaiy Boards Having 
taken up this situation at Calcutta, he held it until 
nearly toe end of May 1824, when he was appointed 
Asst. Adjutant-General of Artillery, — an important 
post which he continued holding for more than ton 
years. On the reorganisation of the Artillery taking 
place in July 1825 he was posted to the l^* Company 
Battalion. In November 1826 he was directed, as Asst. 
Ajdjt.-Qenl. of Artillery, to accompany the Commandant 
of Artillery to Agra, the latter having been appointed 
to the command of toe Artillexy of the Army then 
assembling for service beyond toe Jumna ; on the 3^ of 
toe succeeding month he was directed to oontinne 
exewsiBing toe functions of A A. G. of Arty, while he 

was 'with toe forces in toe held ; and therea^r, in this 

capacity, he served throughout the siege and capture 
of Bharatpur (clasp added to India War Medal). On 
toe termination of the operations he returned to Dum- 
Dum with the Commandant of Artillery, and resumed 
his duties there. In December 1831, on attaining the 
rank of Major, he was posted to toe 6^ Battalion of 
Artillery. In August 1834 he vacated the appoint- 
ment oiAsst. Adjutant*GenL of Artillery on proceed- 
ing on twelve montos’ sick leave to Oherrapnnji, but 
he remained there only until toe end of April 1835, 
v«^hen he was appointed 0% Agent for the Manufacture 
of '6funpowder at Ishapur. In June 1835 he was 
removed to the rolls of the 7**^ Battalion. At toe end 
of the following month he was made permanent in toe 
appointment of Agent for Gunpowder, but he held this 
post only until February 1837, when he was obliged to 
vacate it on attaining toe rank of Lieutenant-Oolonel. 
In March 1837 he was psted, as Lieutenant-Colonel, 
to the 4^^ Battalion, and in the course of the summer he 
mitied toe head-quarters of toat batts^n at Agra, 
lu Fefaruaay 1838 he proceeded on leave to toe Gape 
Colony, South Africa, and he was absent from India 
s*S«riy two years, m toe course of wluto peri^ he was 
ttaadaferred to toe 2^ Brigade, HorSe ..Arty., in July 
1888| to the 5^ Battaliou, Foot Artille^, at the end of 
Oototw,^ and to toe ^ Battalion in 
hisnetam to India in December 


1839, he proceeded to Cawnpore and assumed com- 
mand of the 6*^ Battalion, with which he continued 
serving until November 1843, when h^ was appointed 
Brigadier Commanding the Foot Artillery of toe Army 
of Exercise (afterwards styled “ toe Army of Gwalior.”} 
In toat capacity he served in toe Gwalior Campaign 
of 1843-44, and was present at toe battle^ of Maharaj- 
pnr (bronze star). In January 1844, while on his way 
back from the front, he was removed to toe 4*5^ Bat- 
talion, the head-quarters of which he joined at Cawn- 
pore. In January 1845 he proceeded on sick leave 
to Simla, and, being in very bad health, he was there- 
after continuously absent for two years, in toe course 
of which, he was, on promotion to toe rank of Lieut- 
enant-Colonel Commandant, posted, July 1845, to toe 
8^5^ Battalion, and afterwards, in November 1846, 
removed to toe 3*^ Battalion, the command of which 
he assumed at Dum-Dum on his rejoining from sick 
leave in January 1847 ; immediately after which he 
went home on furlough. On his return to India in 
January 1848 he rejoined the 3^ Battalion at Dum- 
Dum, and in the following July he was transferred to 
toe 9^^ Battalion, cl which he took command at the 
same station. In September 1848 he was nominated 
to toe command of toe Meywar Field Force, with toe 
rank of Brigadier, but in the following month, before 
he could join, his services were replaced at the disposal 
of toe Oommander-in-Ohief, and he was appointed to 
toe command of the Artillery Division of the Army 
of the Punjab, with the temporary rank of Brigadier- 
General. Thereafter, in command of the Artillery, he 
served with high distinction throughout toe Punjab 
Campaign of 1848-49, including the passage of toe 
Ohemh and the hattles of Ohilianwala and Gujerat 
(Medal and two clasps). In toe action last mentioned 
he greatly distinguisiied himself, and to his conduct rf 
toe Artillery toe ‘‘crowning victory” gained on toat 
memorable occasion was generally attributed. Lord 
Gough himself acknowledmng his services in too 
following terms:— “ To Brigadier-General Tetmmt, 
commanding that OT>lendid arm, the Artillery, to whose 
irresistible power I am mainly indebted for the glorious 
victory of Gnjerat, I am indeed most grateful. Con- 
spicuous as toe Artillery has ever proved itself, never 
vras its superiority over toat of toe enemy, its irre- 
sistible and annihilating power, more truthfully shown 
than in this battle.” In recognition of his eminent 
services during the campaign he received the thanks 
of toe Governor-General in toe first instance, and after- 
wards of boto Houses of Parliament, and was created 
a Companion of toe Order of the Bato. On toe termi- 
nation of toe wan he proceeded, March 1849, to 
Neemuoh, and took up toe command of the Meywar 
Keld Force, which he held until the foUowing De- 
cember, when he was transferred, as Brigadier, to the 
command of toe troops at Mian Mir, Lahore. In 
August 1851 he was removed from toe Colonelcy of the 
9*^ to that of toe 8*^ Battalion of Artillery, and in 
January 1852 he was appointed to toe tempomjy com- 
mand of toe Ois-Jhelum Divi^n ; but he held tois for 
only a short time. In April l,o52 he was advanced to 
toe dignity of a Knight Commander of toe Order of 
toe Bath, He oontinaed in command at Mian Mir 
until his death, which occurred at that place on toe 6*^ 
March 1854. 

Norr.>— Sir James (then Oaptain) Xennant married, at Calouita^ 
oa the 7th April 1828, Elizahoth, the eldest dajightor of Charles 
Fa^nson, Esqr., of the Bengal Civil Service; she was bom at 
Calcutta on tho 21st June 1808.— Sir James was the father of 
Lientonant-General James Francis Tennant, C.I.E.^Boyal (Bengal) 
Engineers, sometime Hastar of the Mint at Calcutta.— 

Terraneau , William Henry, Oajptain and Brevet* 
Major (1791 — 1843). — Grave at Karnalj Na, 184.-— 
The eldest son of Mr. William Terraneau, of Calcutta. 
Bom at Calcutta on too 17**^ December 1791.— Bntor^ 
toe Bengal Army in 1810. Arrived in India in 
October 1811, and was sent up to Barraokpore to do 
duty ^th toe 1*^ Battalion 12^ N. I. At the end of 
iSislU accompanied that corps to Cuttack, wh^he 
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served with it until October 1813. Having then been 
brought upon the effective strength of the Army, he 
was, on the 8*^ of that month, posted to the 1®* Batta- 
lion 8*5^ N". I.j and, on the same day, appointed to do 
duty with the Rangpur Local Rattdion. He joined 
this battalion at Kishangauj, and in the autumn of 
1814 he accompanied it to Tifcaliya. Thereafter he was 
employed with it on the Mprang frontier throughout 
the Nepal War of 1814-15, and, in the small force 
under the command of Major Latter, took part in some 
successf nl minor operations against the Gurkhas. On 
attaining the rank of Lieutenant he was posted, March 
1817, to the 2'! Battalion 8*^ N. I., but shortly after- 
wards a change was made and he was re-posted to the 
1st Battalion ; he did not, however, join either of these 
corps, but remaining with the local battalion at Rang- 
pur, he was, in the course of the same year, appointed 
Superintendent of Public Buildings at that station. 
He continued in this situation, in addition to doing duty 
with the Rangpur Local Battalion, until November 
1820, when he proceeded on sick leave to Calcutta, and 
thence to Penang, During his absence, in July 1821, he 
was appointed Barrack- Master of the Dacca Division of 
the Barrack Department, and this situation he took up 
on his return from Penang in the following December. 
On the reorganisation of the Army taking place in May 
1824 he was posted to the 24^^ N. I., and in the same 
year he became Executive Officer of the Dacca Division 
of Public Works, a situation which he continued hold- 
ing for nearly eleven years, in the course of which he 
once, in the autumn of 1827, held charge of the public 
works at Oommilla, and once, for a year in 1832-33, 
that of the public buildings at Oherrapunji. In April 
1835 he was transferred, as Executive Officer, to the 
Benares Division of Public Works, and thence, in the 
following Ocipber, to the Agra Division. He continued 
in the discharge of the duties of his appointment until 
November 1811, when he proceeded to the hills (Mus-- 
Boorie and afterwards Simla) on sick leave which was 
eventually extended up to the end of October 1848. 
He was on his way back to Agra, to rejoin his appoint- 
ment, when he died at Garaunda, one march beyond 
Karnal, on the llth October 1843, 

Nora I. — ^It is notewortliy tliat this officer, during a service ofi 
4hirty-two years, never did a single day^s duty with his own 
regiment! 

Notb II.— Major (then Lieutenant) Tcrranenu was married, at 
Barrackpore on the 9th January 1823, to Sophia, daughter of Mr, 
Charles Christiana, Assistant in the Accountanb- General’s Dept., 
Board of Trade. This lady was born at Calcutta on the 14th July 
1810, and, snrviviug her hus.iand more than thirty-eight years, died 
at the same place on the 23d November 1881, when, by some ex- 
traotdinary mistake, or worse, she was declared to have attained 
Iheageof^dd years! 

Thackeray, Thomas, Lieutenant (1789— -1814) , 
— Qrave at Isfahan^ No. 907. — The fourth sou of 
William Makepeace Thackeray, Esqr,, formerly of 
the Bengal Civil Service and some time Collector of 
Sylhet, by Amelia, his wife, daughter of Richmond 
Webb, Esqr., formerly Lieutenant-Colonel of the 
32^ Foot ; and uncle to W illiam Makepeace Thaciseray, 
the great novelist. Born at Hadley, 06 Middlesex, in 
1789. — Entered the Bengal Army in 1803 as a Cadet of 
Infantry. Arrived in India in June 1805, and was des- 

E itched soon afterwards to the Upper Provinces with a 
rge party of unposted Comets and Eqsigns. After 
passing Oawnpore, at the end of August, he was aitach- 
^ with the party to which he belonged, to the 
Regiment of Native Infantry, both battalions of which 
were on the march to join the Army under Lord Lake 
in the fields With this corps he arrived at Muttra ou 
the 6**^ October, and on the same day he was directed to 
do duty with the 1®* Battalion 10*^ N. I., at that sta- 
tion. The battalion having been included in the 
Division under the command of Major-General Dow- 
deswell, which was detached to Saharan?{)ur for the 
yrotectiou of the northern parts of the Doab, he served 
with it in that part oi the theatre of operations durin|^ 


Lord Lake’s last campaign against Holkar, up to near 
the end of January 1806, on the 14*^ of which month 
he was regularly pos+ed to the 2^ Battalion 26*^ N. I-, 
and directed to proceed and join it without delay. He 
joined the battalion accordingly at Sultanpur, in Oudh, 
whence, towards the end of the year, he accompanied it 
to Sdpa, in Bundelkhand. Ta that unrestful province 
he served with the battalion for more than three years, 
almost the whole time in active employment in the field 
against insurgents and marauders, in the course of 
which he took part, besides numerous other affairs, in 
the reduction of Sehlehuganj and Hirapur, the storm- 
ing of RajaoU Hill, the siege and capture of Ajaigarh, 
and the arduous and harassing operations against the 
rebel Oopal Sing. In April 1810 ho marched with 
the battalion to Agra, whence he accompanied it to 
Delhi and Rewari at the end of 1812. In June 1814 
he was appointed Offg. Interpreter and Quarter Master 
tothel®^ Battaliou N L, at Lucknow, and ^ was 
transferred to that battalion from the same date, but 
this transfer was cancelled in J uly, and he remained on 
the strength of the 2*^ Battalion, though holding a 
regimental staff appointment in the 1®* . At the end of 
the same month he rejoined his own battalion, and was 
appointed Offg. Adjutant to a wing of it temporarily 
detached from head-quarters. On a Light Infantry 
Battalion being formed at Meerut in October 1814, to 
accompany the Division under the command of Major- 
General Gillespie on service against the Gurkhas, he 
joined it in command of the light company of the 2<i 
Battalion 26*^^, and on the 20*^ of the same month he 
was appointed Interpreter and Quarter Master to the 
battalion. Proceeding with this corps on service, he 
was present with it during the earlier pari of the cam*' 
migu in the Dehra Dun, including the first assault of 
Kalanga, in which he was severely wounded. Again 
at the head of his company, with his wounds stiU 
unhealed, he took part in the attack on Jaithak Hill, 
near Nahan, on the 27*^ December 1814, and there fell, 
whilst covering, with heroic devotion, the retreat of 
Major Richards’ column.— (See JPa/rt I, page 142.) 

Thatcher, Torin, Major-Oeneral <1827—1903).— 
Orave at Murree, No, 834 ,* tablet at Rawal Pindi, No^ 
810.— Bom on the April 1827, — Entered the Bombay 

Army in 1843. Arrived in India in the summer of the 
same year, and in the succeeding October was posted to 
the 11*^ N. I , which he joined at Ahraadabad. Towards 
the close of i 845 he accompanied the regiment to Sukkur, 
in Sindh, arriving there about the middle of January 
1846, and during that year he served for a short time in 
the Commissariat Dept., as Superintendent of Bazaars at 
Harsal. At the end of 1847 he moved with the regi- 
ment to Hyderabad, and there in the autumn of 1848 ho 
was appointed acting Adjutant of the 2^ Baluoh JBatta*' 
lion, serving at the same station ; this appointment he 
continued holding until the spring of 1849, when he re-t 
joined his own regiment at Ktjraohi. In FeV^iary 1850 
he was again appointed acting Adjutant of the 2^ 
Baluoh Battalion, and having, rejoined that corps at 
Hyderabad, he was, in May 1851, appointed acting 
Second-in-Oommand. In the autumn of the same year 
he marched with the battalion to Shikarpur In March 
1852 he was confirmed in the appointment of Seoond-in- 
Oommand, and he continued holding it until January 
1854, wheu he was appointed a Brigade'-Major on the 
establishment and was posted to Poona, whence he was 
transferred to Rajkot in the autumn of the same year, and 
to Karachi at the end of 1855. Early in 1857 he proceedt 
ed on service io Persia, where, on duty with the Sindh 
Horse, he was employed for a short time during the 
operatious; and he subsequently served ou the staff of the 
Expeditionary Force until the withdrawal of the British 
troops from that country. He returned to Bombay 
early in June 1857, and having boon permitted to 
resume his appointment of Brigade-Major, he wa«» 
posted to Hyderabad ; having, however, proceeded .o:a 
leave to Poona, he never joined this appointment, vni 
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on tiio expiration o£ hi's leave in August, he T»as ap-* 
pointed acting Ajsst. Saperintendeut of Police at 
Ahmadnagar. Prom November 1867 to May 1838 he 
served as Adjutant of the 2^ Khandeish Bhil Corps, 
and having during this period been employed in the 
operations a^inst the insurgent Bhils, he was present 
in the^ actions of Nandur, Lingota, Sharasherpdr, 
Amboni and Mandiour. In May 1868 he was appointed 
Superintendent of Police at Kaira, in Guzerat. Early 
in the following November his services w'ere placed at 
the disposal of the Govt, of India, for employment in 
commaud of the 2 ^ Gwalior Infantry, and he was 
appointed Commandant accordingly on the 9^*^ December ; 
but he never tdok np this post, and having been per- 
mitted, early in February 1859', to resign it, he con- 
tinned in his appointment at Eaira, to which the 
command of the Ghizerat Police Battalion was added 
in, the antuiiin: of the samte year. In February 1861 
he was admitted into* the Bombay Staff Corps, and be 
subsequently served as Superintendent of Police at 
Ahmadabad, Snrat, Ahmadnagar and Poona^ until 
January 1870, when he reverted to militairy du^ and! 
was appointed Offg. Second-in-Command of the IP^ 
K. I. then at Nasirabad, where he joined the corps. 
Towards the end of tho following Septenaber be was con- 
firmed in the appointment of Second-in-Command, and 
in the winter of 1870-71 he accompanied the regiment 
to Satara. In April 1872 he was appoimed OfFg. Com- 
mandant of the regiment, with which in the cold season 
of 1873-74 j he moved to Bhdj. and he continuied officiat- 
ing as Commandant until March 1874, when, on the 
return of the permanent moumbent, he reverted to the 
post of S'eoond-in-Command.

Arrived in India in June 1845, 
and was sent to Dum-Dum. to do duty with the Airtillery 
there. In the following November he was posted to the 
2^ Company 3^ Battalion, Foot Artillery, which he joined 
at Dinapore, and he continued serving with it there 
until April J846, when he was transferred to the 2^ 
Company 4*^ Battalion at Ambala. In September 1847 
he was removed to the Company 7*^ Battalion at 
Meerut, whence in October of the same year he moved 
with it to Lahore. In February 1848 he was transfeiTed 
to the 4*^ Company Battalion (now the 36*^ Field 
isaitery, Royal Artillery), which was also at Lahore, 
and to this company he was re-posted on the 31®,* July 
following, on his promotion to the rank of First- L^®uten- 
ant being announced.

Thomson, James, Lieutenant and Adjutant 
(1823— 1871).— ffrdoe at Ambala^ No. 252.— Enlisted in 
1841 into -^e 72*^ Foot (the Duke of Albany’s High- 
landers) ; joined the regiment at Windsor, and in the 
succeeding years served with it in Ireland, at Gibraltar, 
in the West Indies, in Nova Scotia, and in New 
Brunswick. When the regiment embarked for Malta 
at the end of 1854 he was left at home at the d6p6t, 
and consequently did not share in the Crimean services 
of the corps. He rejoined the regiment on its return 
from the Crimea in 1856, and, having attained the 
rank of Sergeant-Major, he embarked wi& it for India 
in August 1857. Landing at Bombay in the succeed- 
ing December, ho accompanied the corps on, service in 
the fallowing February, and served with it throughout 
the Central Indian Campaign of 1858, including tha, 
siege and capture of Kotah (present with the leading 
column in the assault of the place on the 30*b March), 
and the subsequent pursuit of the rebels Tantia Topi 
and Rao Sahib (Medal and clasp). On the 15*^ October 
1858 he was promoted to the rank of Ensign, and on 
the 31®* December following he was appoint Adjutant 
of the regiment, with which, on the conclusion of the 
campaign, he proceeded to Mhow. On the 10*^ May 1862 
he was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant. In March 
1863 he went home on sick leave, but he returned to 
India in the following December, and early in 1864 he 
accompanied the regiment to Poona.

On the 3*1 February 1843 he was advanced to the rank 
•of Captain. In the following J une he returned home 
with the regiment, with which he served at t^orts- 
mouth, Leeds, and Manchester, until April 1845, when 
he moved with it to Ireland. On the 18<>^' July 18 18 
he attained the rank of Major. After nearly four years’ 
service in Ireland (at Newry, Dublin, Templemore and 
Cork) he, in January 1849, embarked with the regi- 
ment for Bengal, and, landing at Calcutta in the follow- 
ing May, moved with it into Fort William. In the 
cold season of 1860-51 ho accompanied the corps to the 
Upper Provinces, arriving at Cawnpore in February of 
the latter year, and early in 1854 he moved up with it 
to Ferozepore, On the 6«^ Febraary 1856 he .was ad- 
vanced to the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel by brevet. 
Towards the close of that year he proceeded to Bombay, 
whence in the spring of 2856 he went home on leave. 
Having been absent from India for nearly three years, 
he returned early iu 1859, aud landing at Karachi,' 
proceeded to join his regiment at Bawal Pindi. He 
did not, however, live to reach his destination, having 
died on the way, at Makddmpiir, between Multan and 
Lahore, on the 5^ February 1859. 

Todd, Elliott D’Arcy, Oaptain (1808— 1846).— Fn- 
seripiion at Amhala^ No, 208 tMet ai Forossepore^ 
No, 442. — The third and youngest son of Fryer Todd, 
Esqr., “ a Yorkshire gentleman of good family and 
fortune.** Born in London on the 28^^^ Jannary 1808. — 
Entered the Bengal Army m J823 as a Cadet of 
Artillery. Arrived in India in May, 1824, and wa-^ 
senttododuty with the Artillery at Dum-Dum, at 
^» 7 hioh station he remained until early in March 1825, 
when he proceeded on four months’ leave to Allahabad, 
to visit his brother, Lieutenant Fryer Bowes Todd, of 
the 11*^ N. L In the following July ho was posted to 
the Company Battalion, Foot Artillery (now the 
Seth Field Battery, Boyal Artillery), which he joined at 
Cawnpore. In tae ensuing cold season he proceeded 
with the company on service, and served with it 
throughout the siege and capture of Bharatpur, on the 
conclusion of which he returned with the company to 
Cawnpore. In May 1826 he was transferred to the 2^ 
Troop 1»* Brigade, Horse Artillery, and joining it at 
Cawnpore, he served with it there until October 1827, 

, when, having been promoted to the i*ank of First- 
Lieutenant, he was removed to the Is* Company 3*1 
Battalion, Foot Artillery, at Agra. In January 1828 
he was re-transferred to the Horse Artillery, and posted 
it! ^tt Troop Brigade, at Muttra, whence in 
■the following November he proceeded on leave to the 
Presidency. In Aprin829 he rejoined the troop at 
Karaal, and at that place he continued serving with it 
until March 1831, when he was removed to the Is* 
Troop Is* Brigade at Muttra. At the end of August 
1832 he was removed to the 2^ Troop 3^ Brigade, but 
■before he could join it he was, in the following October, 
transferred to the 2^ Troop 2(i Brigade, and having, 
*“^^£®<5embor, proceeded to Cawnpore attached to the 
Troop 2d Brigade, he joined his new troop there on 
atsjamval from Mhow in April 1883. In the following 
. month h^ prooeeded to Calcutta on leave, and while ho 
, ym there, iu J aly, he was selected for special duty and 
wiidi flie jdioaipliiijed troops of the 


Shah of Persia. In the following month he was traiw- 
ferred to the rolls of the 3^ Company 2^ Battalion, 
Foot Artilleiy, Towards the close of 1833 he proceeded 
to Persia, whore he was employed (latterly with the 
local rank of Major) for nearly five years, at first in 
endeavouring to train aud discipline the Shah’s Artil- 
lery ; afterwards, from the autumn of 1836, as Military 
Secretary to Major-General Beth une, commanding the 
Shah’s disciplined troops ; and finally, from December 
18.37, as acting Secretary of Legation. In this last- 
mentioned capacity he, in April 1838, accompanied 
Mr. (afterwards Sir John) McNeill, the British Envoy, 
to Herat, then closely besieged by the Shah, the object 
of the visit being to induce the Persian monarch to 
raise the siege. The endeavour failed,* and towards the 
end of the following month he was sent olf to Hindus- 
tan by Mr. McNeill, with despatches for the Governor- 
General, Lord Auckland. Travelling by way of Kanda-^ 
bar, Ghazni, Kabul, Peshawar and Ludhiana he reached 
Simla in July, and having shortly afterwards been 
selected for political duiy in connection with the ap- 
proaching expedition to Afghanistan, he was, on the 
arrangements for that expedition being notified in 
Ootote 1838, appointed Mihtiry Secretary and Politi- 
cal Assistant to Mr. (afterwards Sir William Hay) 
Maonaghten, the British Envoy and Minister at the 
Court of Shah Shuja-ul-Mulk. In this capacity he 
accompanied the Army of the Indus as far as Kan- 
dahar, whence, iu June 1839, Mr. Macnaghten despatch- 
ed him to Herat, at the head of a special mission, to 
negotiate a treaty with Shah Kamran, the nominal 
ruler of that ])laoo ; and haring, after the signing of 
the treaty, b ‘en retained with the mission at Herat, he 
was on the 18th January 1841 formally appointed 
Political Agent there. Prior to that date, however, he 
had found himself in a position of grave difficulty, and, 
indeed, of positive danger, in oonseqnenoo of Tiho in» 
triguos, the insolenoo, and the treachery of Tar Muham- 
mad Khan, the Wazir and de facto ruler, and eveutual- 
ly, early in February 1841, be felt himself compelled io 
withdraw the mission from Herat, as the only measure 
consistent with the honour and dignity of the Govern- 
ment whoso representative he was. This step did not, 
however, meet witlx the approval of Lord Auckland, 
who, “ exasperated ” and “ writhing in anger and in 
bittornosB,” repudiated his procwodings, removed him 
from political employment, and, reoalUug him to India, 
in April 1841 replaced his services at the disposal of 
the Commander-in- Chief. During the years of his 
absence in Persia and Afghanistan he had been trans- 
ferred, an suooession, to the rolls of the 8*k Company 
6*k Battalion, the 2^ Company 6*^* Battalion, and the 
1* Company 5**^ Battalion, and now, returning to India, 
by way of Kandahar and Kabul, he, towards the end of 
the summer of 1841, joined the last menrioned com- 
pany at Benares. A few weeks later, on the S0*k Oc- 
tober, ho was transferred to the 1«* Company 1»* Batta- 
lion, and proceeding to the Presidency, he joined it at 
Dnm-Dum in November. Towards the end of May 
1842 ho was appointed to the temporal^ charge of a wing 
of the 3d Battalion and of the 3d Company of that batta- 
lion in addition. In the following month he was trans- 
ferred to the 3d Company 3* Battalion, and afterwards, 
on his promotion to the rank of Captain taking place, 
he was, November 1842, re-posted to that company. 
In August 1843 ho was removed to the !«* Company 
3«* Battalion, which he was to join on its arrival at 
Dum-Dum, but long before this eomjfxany could reach 
its destination, he was transferred, 16**^ November, to 
the 2d Company 2d Battalion and the command 
of No. 9 Light Field Battery, attached to it, which he 
joined at Ambala. At the end of February 1843 he 
was removed to the 2* Company 6**^ Baitalion and the 
command of No, 6 Light Field Batte:i^ i^the Jalalabad 
Battery ”), which he joined at Delhi, and on the re- 
organisation of July 1845 taking place he was re-posted 
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to iliis company, which then became the 2^ of the 
7*^ Battalion. Finally, at the end of the following 
September, he was re-appointed to the Horse Artillery, 
and posted to the command of the 2^ Troop 1st Bri- 
gade (now the 56**1 Field Battery, Boyal Artillery), 
which happened to be the very troop in which he had 
begun his career as an officer of horse-artillery nineteen 
years before, He joined it at Ambala in October, and 
two months later, on the outbreak of the hrst Sikh 
war, he accompanied it inte the field with the Army of 
the Satlej. In the days which followed he commanded 
the troop in the battles of Miidki and Firozshahr, in the 
latter of which he fell, his head having been carried 
ofE by a cannon-shot as he advanced to the attack of the 
Sikh entrenchments,— 21s* December 1845. 

1SOT-& I. — ^Inthe preceding memoir the date of birth (28th 
January 1808) given by Kaye in his Lives of Indian, Officers 
has been adopted. There is, however, reason to believe that 
• Captain Todd was older, and that he was really bom on the 28*b 
January 1807. 

STotb li — There is a mural tablet to the memory of this officer 
in St. Stephen’s Church, Dum-Dum, and a brief memoir of his 
•career appeared in the published in 184 A In 

this memoir, in addition to various other inaccuracies, there is 
the rather startling statement that Captain Todd’s proceedings 
at Herat met with the unqualified approbation of his superiors/’— 
extraordinary averment when read in the light of Lord Auckland’s 
reported “ writhings ” and exasperation ” ! 

Koie lII.--'Gaptain Todd was married at Calcutta, on the 22d 
August 1842, to Marian, the eldest daughter of Surgeon Backshall 
liane Sandham, M>D., of the 16th Lancers, and formerly of the 
11th Light Dragoons. She was bom at Meera, on the 19*h April 
1822, and died at Amhala on the 9th December 1845. Within 
thirty-six hours the bereaved husband had to march with his 
troop to join the Army in the Hold ; as he remarked pathetically in 
the last letter he ever wrote, he was called from ** her open grave ” 
tojoin the bloody (fray of the Sutlej Campaign. Twelve days 
later be himself passed away in the roar of battle at Firozshahr ; 
they ** were lovely and pleasant in their lives, and in their death 
they were not divided.” 

IJoTB IV.— Kaye, in his life of Captain Todd, remarks that “ it 
is not known with accuracy where he was buried,” More than 
forty years ago the present writer was informed by the late 
Honorary Major Henry Smith, Military Works Dept, (who was a 
gunner in Todd’s troop at Firozshahr), that the Captain was buried 
-on the field, not very far from the Sikh entrenchment, late in the 
nftemoon of the 22d December, and that he Smith himself assisted 
.at the interment. 

Mote V.— Captain Todd’s name is mis-spelt in the inscription 
•on the tablet in St. Andrew’s Church, Ferozepore. 

Tomkins, William Edward, Oaptain (1866- 
at Nowshera, No. 996. — ^The eldest son 
^ ^neral William Percival Tomkins, 0,I.E., Eoyal 
(Bengal) Engineers, sometime Director-General of 
JCly. Works in India. Bom at Rangopn, Lower 
Burma, on the 18*k December 1866. — ^Entered H. M.’s 
Service (from the Boyal Mily. College) on the 25^^ 
August 1886 as a Lieutenant in the 2^ Battalion, Boyal 
VFarwiekshire Begiment (the 6**» Foot), and prooeeffing 
to India he joined that corps at Jubbulpore in the 
spring of the following year. Early in 1889 he accom- 
panied the battalion to Multan. On the 29*^*^ STovemW 
1S89 he was appointed an Offg. Wing Officer in the 38*^ 
Bengal Inf antry, on. probation for the Bengal Staff 
Corps, into which he was subsequently admiSed with 
effect from that date. He proceeded immediately and 
joined the regiment in Upper Burma, where the corps 
was then on field service, iand with it he served in the 
Chin-Lushai Expedition of 1889-90 (India Medal and 
clasp). While stiH on service with it in the field, in 
Febo^ry 1890, he was appointed a Wing Officer per- 
manently, and after the conclusion of the campaign he, 
in that position, served with the regiment, or with 
deiiachments of i^ ftt Hyingyan and at various outposts, 
until January 1891, when, on the regiment being recon- 
stituted as a Dogra corps, he was re-appointed to it in 


its new character, w-ith rank us a Wing Officer from the 
1st of the succeeding month, and proceeding forthwith to 
Sialkot, he joined the reorganised corps at that station. 

In October 1893 he was appointed to officiate as 
Adjutant of the regiment. In August 1894 he was 
appointed Quarter-Master, but he continued officiating 
as Adjutant, and having, in the following month, 
accompanied the corps to Dera Ismail Khan, he, in that 
capacity? served with it in the Waziristan Expedition of 
1894-95 (clasp added to India Medal). Betuming 
with the regiment to Dera Ismail Khan, he continued 
officiating as Adjutant until May 1895, when he was 
appointed Offg. Wing Officer in the 37**^ (Dogra) B. I,, 
then on service with the Chitral Belief Force, but after 
serving with this regiment for a few months, he re- 
verted to his appointment of Quarter-Master in the 
38^*^, and rejoined that regiment at Nowshera. In the 
following year he officiated for some time as a Wing 
Commander. At the end of January 1897 he went 
borne on furlough, but the outbreak of the Frontier 
War in the summer of that year necessitated his recall 
to India, and early in September he rejoined his regi- 
ment, then on service with the Malakand Field Force. 

In the same month he accompanied the corps on the 
expedition into Bajaur, and there, after taking part in 
various affairs and skirmishes, he fell in the night 
attack on the British camp at Markhandi, — 15**^ Sep- 
tember 1897. 

Tonnochy, Valens Congreve, C.B.-^Lieutemnt<- 
Colonel and Br&oet-Oolonel t('1854 — at 
Bamu, No. 1072; tablet at Kohat^ No* 1057.— Son of 
Captain (Brevet-Major) Valens Tonnochy, of the 81®* 
Foot, formerly of the Bom on the 3*^ November 
1854. — ^Entered H. M.’s Service on the 9**^ August 1873 
as a Sub-Lieutenant in the 1®^ Battalion 6**» Foot, and 
was afterwards promoted to the rank of Lieutenant 
from the same date. Proceeding to India, he joined 
the battalion at Sialkot before the end of the year, and 
ia the winter of 1875-76 he served with the corps in 
the Camp of Exercise at Delhi, on the breaking up of 
which, in February 1876, he was cantoned at that 
place with a wing rf the battalion. In the following 
April he was sent to do duty at the Convalescent Dep5t 
at Landour, where he remained for four months. On 
the 3^ August 1876 he was appointed Offg. Second 
Wing Subaltern in the 4**^ Sikh Infantry, on probation 
for the Bengal Staff Corps, into which he was sub- 
sequently admitted with effect from that date- Ho 
joined this regiment at Dera Ghazi Khan, and in the 
reorganisation of regimental appointments which took 
place in January 1877, he became an Offg. Wing Officer 
in it. In February 1878 he moved with the regiment 
to Dera Ismail Khan, and in the following September 
he was made peiunanent as a Wing Officer. In Octoter 
1878 he was appointed Offg. Adjutant, and in that 
position he served with the regiment in the operations 
of January 1879 against the Suliman Khel Pawindahs 
in the Gomal Valley. Ho continued officiating as Ad- 
jutant until the following May when he was appointed 
Quarter-Master of the regiment, with effect from the 
17**1 December preceding. In March 1880 he was 
appointed to officiate as Adjutant of the 6**i Punjab 
Infantry, and having joined that corps at Mardan, he 
continued serving witii it there until the succeeding 
August, when he was appointed Adjutant of his own 
regiment, the 4**i Sikh Infantry, and rejoined that corps 
at Dera Ismail Khan. In the spring of 1881 he served 
with this regiment in the expedition against the 
Mahsud Waziris, on the conclusion of which he returned 
with the 003^8 to Dera Ismail Khan, and continued with 
it there until the following December, when he accom- 
, panied it to Bdwardesabad. From September 1882 to 
I the end of that year he was eu^loyed temporarily in 
I the Transport Branch of the (jommst. Dept,, subse- 
quently rejoining his regiment at Bdwardesabad and 
serving with it there until October 1883, when he went 



home on farloagH. In January 1885, having attained 
the rank of Captain, he vacated the Adjutancy of the 
x-egiment. Returning to India in the following October, 
he rejoined the regiment at Kohat, at which place he 
continued serving with it until August 1886, when he 
was appointed to the command of the Punjab Battalion 
of Burma Mily. Police, and having proceeded with that 
corps to Upper Burma he served there (in command of 
the Railway Police Levy, Pyinmana, from July 1887 
to July 1889, and of the Shan States Levy from July 
to December , 1889) for three years, taking part in 
various operations against dacoits and insurgents 
(India Medal and two clasps). In December 1889 he 
went home on leave, and having in October 1890 been 
advanced to the position of Wing Commander in his own 
regiment, the 4*^^ Sikhs, he, on returning to India in 
November 1891, rejoined that regiment at Abbottabad, 
and having then been appointed Offg. Secoud-in-Com- 
msftid, he continued in that position until September 

1892, when he was made permanent in the appoint- 
ment. In the following month he accompanied the 
corps on the expedition against the Isazai clans of 
the Black Mountain, Hazara, and having, on the ter- 
mination of the expedition, returned with the regiment 
to Abbottahad, he subseqnently accompanied it to 
Bawal Pindi and to Kohat, and, eventually, in March 

1893, to the Samana Range. In the following October 
he was appointed Offg. Commandant of the regiment, 
and he held that position for one year. In April 1894 
he moved back with the regiment to Kohat, and having, 
in the following October, reverted to the position of 
Seoond-in-Oommand, he in December accompanied the 
corps to Edwardesabad. In the spring of 1895 he 
served with the regiment in the Chitral Relief Bxpedi-* 
tion, and was prominently engaged and severely 
wounded in the storming of the Malakand Pass on 
the 3*^ April (India Medal and clasp). On the 
return of the corps from the Chitral Expedition in the 
following October he accompanied it to Kohat, and 
thence in November 1896 ho went home on leave. In 
January 1897, during his absence in Europe, he was 
appointed Commandant of the 3”^ Sikh Infantry, and 
m returning to India in the following summer, on 
&e occasion of the outbreak of the Frontier Wai', he 

S " and took command of that corps at Edwardeshad. 

y afterwards he was appointed a Colonel on the 
Staff in connection with the war on the frontier, and .as 
fl^h.wae employed in the operations on the Samana 
lOUngeand in Kuram in August and September, and 
having on the 10^^ September been appointed Com- 
mandant at ihe base of the Tochi Field Force, Edwardes- 
abad, he subsequently took part in tho latter part of the 
Tochi operations aS well. On the 3^ Sikhs being ^tailed 
to form part of the Torah Expeditionary Force he rejoined 
the regiment in October, and he subseqnently led it 
throughout the arduous campaign which followed, 
including the storming of the heights of Dargai, the 
forcing of the Sampagha and A^hanga passes, the 
operations in the Maidan of Torah, the expedition into 
the Chamkanni country, and the operations in the 
Bhzar Valley ^three clasps added to India Medal, 
and promoted to the rank of Lientenant-Colonel by 
to^et). On the termination of the war he served for 
some time, with regiment, in the Khaibar Force, 
subsequently moving with the corps to Jamrdd, and 
thencie^ in December 1898, to Kohat. In October 1899 
he proceeded on leave, on the expiration of which, in 
October 1900, he rejoined the regiment in the Tophi 
VMley, where he served with it ,(at IdaJt and Datta 
Shel) until the corps proceeded to Ed^arde^bad 
(Biiflmn)in December 1901. In the winter of 1901-02 
he served with the regiment in the Mahsud-WazM 
Blockade operations, and achieved much distinolium in 
4X)imnapnd of a column, at the head pf which he made 
a fanlliant and daring raid into the heart of the Hditeud

On the conclusion of these operations he returned with 
the regiment to Bannu, and he continued serving there 
with it until November 1902, when he was appointed to 
the command of a column in the operations then under- 
taken against certain sections of the Darwesh Khel 
Waziris ; on the 18*^i of that month, however, his career 
was brought to a sudden and unexpected tennination, 
he having fallen mortally wounded in an attack on a 
fortified enclosure held by a gang of outlaws at 
(Jdmatti. He was carried into Banuu, where he died 
on the following day. 


Tottenham, John Loftus, Captain and Brevet- 
Major (1804—1847 ). — Grave at Ferosejpore, No, 483. — 
The second son of Henry Loftus Tottenham, Bsqr., of 
MacMurrough’s Island, Co. Wexford, who was a cadet 
of the Tottenhams of New Ross, in the same county — 
now of Ballycurry, Co. Wicklow. Bom on the 24*^*^ 
May 1804.— Entered the Bengal Army in 1819. Arriv- 
ed in India in November 1820, and in the same month 
was ordered up to Muttra to do duty with the 3*^ Light 
Cavalry ; and liaving been regularly posted to that 
regiment in »lannary 1821, he moved with it to Nasir- 
abad in the autumn of the same year. In J^aroh 1823 
he served with the corps at the reduction of Laraba, in 
Rajputana, and having subsequently rctcmed with it 
to Nasirahad, he, towards tho close of 1824, accom- 
panied it to Muttra. In August 1825 lie was appoint- 
ed Interpreter and Quarter 'Master of the regiment ; iu 
the following month ho was appointed acting Adjutant, 
in addition ; and in those combined capacities he served 
with the corps throughout the siogo and capture of 
Bharatpur, in the winter of 1825-26. On tho termina- 
tion of the siege ho returned with the regiment to Muttra, 
whonce, in the autumn of 1826, ho accompanied the 
corps to Kaita, in Bundelkhand. In October 1827 ho 
resigned the appointment of tnterproter and Quar^r- 
Master, and in December 1828 ho accompanied tho 
regiment to Cawnpore, whence he proceed^ on^ leave to 
the Presidency in October 1830, eventually gomg home 
on furlough in January 1831. Returning to India in 
April 1834, he rejoined his regiment at Sultanpur, 
Benares, whonce, in the winter of i834-3t>, ho inarched 
with it to Karnal. In November 1838 he moved with 
the regiment to Ferozepore and joined the Army of ttie 
Indus, thereafter accompanying it on service to Afghan- 
istan and serving with it throughout the campaign of 
1888-39 in that country, including the capture of 
Ghazni (Modal) and the occupation of Ke^bul. At the 
end of tL year he returned mih the regiment to the 
British provinces, and, amvmg at ECatnal at the ond 
of January 1840, he continued serving there until the 
autumn of 1842, when he accompanied the corps to 
Ferozepore, and joined the Army of Reserve# On the 
breaking up of that Army he was retained for a time 
at Ferozepore with the regiment, but he^ afierwarde 
moved with the corps to Meeirut, and having amved 
there with it in the middle of March 1843, ho continued 
serving with it at that station for more than two years 
and a half. When the regiment left Meerut in 
December 1845, to join the Army of the Sutlej, ho ym 
left behind at that place on duly, but he subeeqt^enflv 
joined his regiment at LaherBO, and there in March 
1846 he was appointed to ofiSoiate D^py*

discharge of the duties of this office he continued tinW

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Tottenham, Robert Loftus, Major (1884—1872)— 
•Orave at Ferozepore, No, 504. — Tlie eldest son of the 
Bevd. Robert Loftus Tottenham, Chaplain of H. M.^s 
Legation at Florence ; and great-grandson of the first 
Marquess of Ely. Bom on the 2^ October 1834. — 
Entered H. M.^s Service (from the Royal Maly. Academy, 
Woolwich) on the April 1854, as a Second-Lieuten- 
ant in the Royal Artillery and was posted to the 
Batisblion. On the 21st September 1854 he was pro- 
moted to the rank of Lieutenant, and was posted to the 
Battalion, with one of the companies of which he 
served in Jamaica. He was with this company when 
it was sent from Jamaica to Hayti in January 1869, 
on the occasion of the Revolution which ended in the 
abdication of the “ Emperor Paustin I, and he was 
with the detachment that was landed at Porfc-au-Prinee 
to protect the European residents, and which afterwards 
brought of£ the abdicating “ Emperor. ’* On tlie re- 
organisation of the Royal Artillery taking place in 
1859 he was posted to the 3^ Brigade, from which he 
was removed to the 12^^^ Brigade at the end of the same 
year. On the 17*^^ April 1860 he was advanced to the 
rank of Second-Captain, and having been posted to 
the 13*^ Brigade, he was sent ont to Madras at the 
end of the same year, and, early in 1861, appointed to 
the command of No. 2 Battery of that brigade, then 
stationed at Secunderabad. He went home wiih this 
battery at the end of 1862, was transferred to the 2^ 
Brigade in September 1863, and to the 11*^ Brigade in 
September 1864, and having been posted to “ F ” 
Battery of the last mentioned brigade, he returned to 
India and joined it at Delhi towards the end of the 
year. In Febmaay 1865 he accompanied the battery 
to Bareilly, from which station he was sent in the 
following summer to do duty with ‘‘ C ” Battery, 11^^ 
Brigade, at Sitapur, but he rejoined his own battery at 
Bareilly before the end of the year, and he served with 
it there until the end of 1867, when it went home. 
Prior to this, in September 1867, he had been trans- 
feiTed to “ E ” Batteiy, 8^'^ Brigade, then under orders 
for a tour of Indian service, and he joined it on its 
arrival at Fyzabad in April 1868, In February 1869 
he wept home on sick leaye, and was absent until Feb- 
rua^ 1870, when he rejoined his battery at Fyzabad, 
but in the following An^st he was again obliged to go 
home, sick, and during his absence he was promoted, 
24tii December 1870, to Ihe rank of Captain, and remov- 
ed to the 10*^^ Brigade. In May 1871 he was trans- 
ferred to No. 8 Battery, 13*^ Brigade, with which he 
proceeded to India in the following November, and was 
stationed at Ferozepore. On the 5**^ July 1872 he was 
promoted to the rank of Major, but he died at Feroze- 
pore on the 12<:ii of the succeeding month, before offi- 
cial intelhgence of his advancement could reach 
India.

but he ffid not reznain long wiih that eon^s, having, 
towaasdf^tfaeexid^f the foiling October, be^ trans* 
fexred, at his own request, to the 32^ N. I. ^ Having 
joined this regiment at Neemuch, he accompanied it to 
Lahi(ue in the winter of 1846-47, to Ferosej^re in Feb- 
rwj 18^, and to Wazirahad in Noyemhe^ 1849. In 
June 11850 his services were placed at Ihe dis^sal of 
the Foreign Deparfiment, and on the 6th of that month 


he was appointed Adjutant of the 1st Punjab Infahfay, 
which he joined at Elohat in July. In October 1851 
he served with the regiment on an expedition to 
Biland SUhel, for the purpose of expelling a body of 
Afghans, who were plundering the villages in that 
neighbourhood. He returned to Kohat with the regi- 
ment in the following month, and in May 1852 he 
accompanied the corps when, after a series of forced 
marches, it joined the troops under Sir Colin Campbell, 
then operating against the Utman EJiels, and was 
present with it at the capture and destruction of the 
villages of Nawadan and Prangarh. Later in the same 
month he accompanied the corps on the Ranizai Expe- 
dition, and was present in the afPair at Skakot. He 
retomed to Kohat with the regiment iu June 1852, 
and he continued serving with it there until March 
1853, when he proceeded with four companies of the 
corps to Dera Ismail Khan, whence in the following 
month he accompanied them on service against the 
Shiranis, and afterwards against the Kasranis, both of 
which tribes were brought to submission. On the 
conclusion of these operations he I’etumed with the 
detachment to Kohat, whence later in the year he 
accompanied the regiment, temporarily, to Bahadur 
Khel. Prom the middle of July to the end of November 
1853 he officiated as Second-in- Command of the regi- 
ment, in which appointment he was made permanent at 
the end of May 1854. In April and May 1855 he pro- 
ceeded with the corps on service to Miranzai and 
was present in the affair of Darsamand, and in the 
succeeding September he served with it iu the opera- 
tions against the Rubia Khel Uiokzais, taking part 
in the surprise of Sangar. After his return from these 
expeditions he continued serving yrith the regiment at 
Kohat until January 1866, when he proceeded on leave 
to Bombay, whence, in the following March he went 
home on furlough. He returned to India in April 1857, 
and rejoined the !»* Punjab Infantry at Bannu, but he 
had scarcely arrived there when in consequence of the 
outbreak oi lie Mutiny, he had to leave the place and 
accompany the regiment on service. On the 20^^ May 
he marched with the regiment for Lahore, from which 
place it proceeded with the Punjab Moveable Column 
to Jullundur, and was thence sent on to join the force 
before Delhi. He arrived at Delhi with the regiment 
on the 2^ July, and two days later was with it in an 
action with a body of rebels on the Rohtak road, and 
he subsequently served with it in various operations 
of the siege (slightly wounded on the 21«* July), includ- 
ing the repulse of the sorties of the 14*^ and 23*1 July 
and the l^* and 2^ August. On this last occasion he 
commanded the pioquets of the regiment at Hindu Bao’s 
House, and whilst gallantly resisting the persistent 
attacks of the rebels, he, about four o’clock on the 
morning of the 2^ August, fell mortally wounded 
(shot through the head) : he was removed to camp, 
where, seven hours later, he succumbed to his injuries. 
It was recorded of him, in a regimental order, by his 
commanding officer, the late Sir John Coke, that he 
was a gallant soldier and a true-hearted gentleman, 
who was beloved and respected by the officers and men 
of the regiment, and whose loss was irreparable. ” 

Note.— While on furlough Lieutenant Travers was married, on 
the 17th February 1857, to Harriet Elizabeth, the eldest daughter 
of Sir Arthur Percy Aylmer, Bart (XI), of Honadea Castle, Co. 
Kildare. 

Travers, Henry Millet, Lieutenant (p. 1818— 
1842 ), — Qraoe at Ferozepore^^ 456. — ^Entered the 

Bengal 4rmy in 1835. Arrive^ in India on Ihe 8*^ 
June of the same year, and on the 15*^ was ordered up- 
to Sikrol, Benares, to do duly with the 57^'^ N. I. On 
the 24*^^ September following he was posted to ttie 
N. I.^ andpxpceeding to Nasirahad he joined t^t regi- 
ment there fowp-rds the close of the foflowin^December. 
Towards the end of 1837 he accompanied tiR corps ta^ 
Bareilly, at which station^ for about a month in October: 
and November 1889, he officiated as Adjutant of the 
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2'^ Local Horse. lu November 1 839 he was appointed 
acting Adjutant of the left wing of his own regiment, 
then detached to Moradabad, and he continued holding 
that appointment until the wing rejoined head-quarters 
at Bareilly in February ISIjO. Early in 1841 he accom- 
panied the regiment to Barrackpore, whence, in the 
autumn of the same year, he was sent up to Meerut to 
take command of the light company of the corps, then 
forming part of the I®* Light Infantry Battalion at 
that station, and having joined in October, he in the 
following month marched with the battalion to Feroze- 
pore. At that station he died on the 16^^ August 
1842, 

Travers, Robert William, Caiptain, (c. 1S]8— 
1849 ). — Monument on the "battlefield of Ghilianwala, 
No. 752.— Son of Major-General Sir Eobert Travers, 
K.C.M.G., O.B., and an elder brother of Lieutenant 
Eaton Joseph Travers (q. v.). — ^Entered H. M.’s Service 
on the 23rd January 1835 as an Ensign in the 77*^ 
Foot, but on the 13*^ of the succeeding month he was 
transferred to the 24th Foot, which he joined at King- 
ston, in Upper Canada, in the course of the same year. 
TTe afterwards served with the regiment at Toronto 
and Montreal, and was employed with it in the sup- 
pression of the rebellion in Lower Canada in 1837-38. 
On the 27*^ March 1840 he was promoted to the rank 
of Lieutenant. He returned home with the regiment 
in July 1841, and served with it, during the succeeding 
five years, at Devonport, Glasgow, Dublin, Kilkenny, 
Limerick and Cork, On the 3*^ April 1846 he was 
advanced to the rank of Captain, and in the following 
month he embarked with the regiment for Bengal. 
Landing with it at Calcutta in the following September, 
he shortly afterwards accompanied it to the Upper 
Provinces, and with it arrived at Agi*a early in 
March 1847. In the autumn of 1848 he marched with 
the regiment to Ferozepore, arriving there on the 4^^ 
November, and tbe regiment having been detailed to 
form part of the Army of the Punjab he served with it, 
in command of the grenadier company, in the Punjab 
Campaign of 1848-49, including the passage of Ihe 
Ghenab, the action of Sadulapur and the battle of 
Chilianwala, — ^in which last, whilst gallantly charging 
the Sikh batteries at the head of his company, he fell 
at the muzzles of the enemy’s gnns,— 13th January 
1849. 

;Trevor, Edward Andrew. Ideutenant^Oolonel 
(1889 — 188^).— -ffraac at Awbula, No. 258. — ^The eldest 
son of Edward Taylor Trevor, Bsqr., Bengal Civil 
Service, and graudson of Lieutenant-Colonel John 
Hunter, Bengal Infantry. Jiorn at Hdghli, Bengal, 
on the 14th April 1839. — Entered the Bengal Army in 
1868, with rank as Second-Lieutenant of Engineers 
from the 11th June of that year. After going through 
the usual course of instruction at Chatham, he was sent 
ojut to India in the spring of I860, and having arrived 
at Fort William on the 30*^ July, he was, in the follow- 
ing September, sent up to Eoorkee, to do duty with the 
Sappers aud Miners. In Ootobw 1861, his services 
having, been placed at the disposal of the Dept, 
-of Public^ Works, be was appointed a probationary 
Asst: Ingineeir in the Punjab. In Januaxy 1862 he 
was appointed an Asst. Engineer, and in that posi- 
tion he was employed on the Sutlej Canal Surveys from 
January 1862 to August 1863, and on the Lahore and 
PeBha"yar Eoad from August 1868 to March 1864. He 
was then appointed a Deputy Ooutroller and Examiner 
of Public Works Accounts, Punjab, and he continued 
in that post until May 1865, when he went home on 
sick leave. He returned to India in January 1867, 
and haying in the succeeding month been appointed an 
Executive Engineer and posted to the Bari Doab Canal, 
he continued in that situation until March 1868, when 
hfyyrdA app|jbted Deputy Controller of Public Works 
A^pnteat Bombay. In January 1869 he was ap- 
Oontiroller of Public Works Accounts 


at Hyderabad, and having been confirmed in that ap- 
pointment on the Is* September following, he continued 
holding it until February 1874, when he went home 
on furlough. He returned to India in January 1876 
and was appointed Controller (shortly afterwards styled 
“ Examiner ”) of Accounts, NortWn Bengal and 
Tirhiit State Railways, in which situation he remained 
until the end of 1879. On the 1®* January 1880 he 
was appointed an Examiner of Accounts in the Mily. 
Works Branch of the Dept, of Public Works at 
Simla, and in 1882 he became an Examiner of Ac- 
counts in tbe Mily. Works Dept. In this appoint- 
ment he continued until his death, which took place 
at Ambala on the 5*^ December 1886. 

Trimmer, Francis, Oaptain and Brevet-Major 
(c. 1804—1848 .) — Grave at Simla^ No. 316. — ^Entered 
the Bengal Army in 1820. Arrived in India in April 
1822, and having, in May, been ordered up^ to Ghazipnr 
to do duty with the Bengal European Regiment, he was 
regularly posted to that regiment on the last day of the 
mouth. In September 1823 he was removed to the 
2^ Battalion 25*1^ N. I., which he joined at Neemuch, 
and on tihte reorganisation of the Army taking place 
in May 1824, he was promoted to the rank of Lieut- 
enant and posted to the 50*^ N. I. (late 2*^ Battalion 
25*^). At the end of the year he marched with the 
regiment to Nasirabad, and at that stetion for a short 
time in June and July 1825 he officiated as Adjutant 
of the corps. In the spring of 1826 he accompanied 
the regiment to Allahabad. In October 1827 he was 
appointed Adjutant of tlie Cawnpore Provincial Bat- 
talion, and he continued holding tiiat appointment until 
January 1831, when the battalion was disbanded and 
he rejoined his own regiment at Gorakhpur. On the 
60*'^ leaving for Barxackpore in January 1832, he 
obtained leave to remain at Gorakhpur until Juno, but 
the regiment having, on the way down, been diverted 
to the Ohota Nagpur district on field service, he threw 
up his leave and rejoined the corps, and he was there- 
after, throughout the spring, actively engaged in the 
harassing operations carried on in the^ Ohota Nagpur, 
the Barabhxim, and other districts, against the K6ls, the 
Ohiiars and various other insurgeut iribes, in the course 
of which, in March 1832, he was appointed acting 
Adjutant to a detached body of troops at Chdria. On 
the operations being temporarily discontinued in June, 
in consequence of the approach of the rainy season, he 
accompanied the right wing of the regiment to Ban- 
Wra, but the disturbances having broken out afresh 
in August, he again accompanied his regiment into the 
field and was actively employed (several times in 
Goxnmand of separate detachments) in the operations 
against the Ohdars until the end of December, when, 
his health having broken down, ho was obliged to 
proceed to tbe Presidency on sick leave. At the end 
of March* 1833, on the lugiment arriving at Barrack- 
pore from service in the field, he rejoined it at that 
place, whence in December 1834 he moved with it to 
Dacca. In the spring of 1888 he accompanied the 
regiment to Mirzapur, where he continued serving 
with it until October 1840, when, in command of the 
light company of the corps, he proceeded to Cawnpore 
and joined the Light infantry Battalion there. In 
February 1841 he proceeded on leave to Dacca aud the 
Presidency, and towards the end of the following July 
he went home on furlough. Returning to India at the 
end of August 1843, he was, in the following month, 
appointed to the command of a detachment of Em*o 2 ican 
recruits at Dum-Dum, and proceeding with this 
detachment to the Upper Provinces in the following 
November, he eventually rejoined his regiment at Ali- 
garh, on its luturn from the Gwalior Campaign, in 
MarA 1844- In December 1845 he proceeded to Morad* 
abad in command of the^ left wing of tbe regiment, 
and he remained with it there until October 1846, 
when the wing rejoined the head-quarters of the 
regiment^ and ime wWe proceeded to Jullundur, amv- 
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ing there on the 21s* NoTember. In October 1847, he 
accompanied the regiment to Lahore, whence in April 
1848, being in a bad state of health, he preoeeded on 
sick leave to Simla- At that place he died on the 9*^ 
of the following month. 

JTotb.— Major (then Captain) Trimmer was married, at Bat- 
tersea, Surrey, on the 28th March 1843, to Laura Isabella, the 
third daughter of Henry Thompson, Esqr., formerly of Chiswick, 
Middlesex.— This lady’s initials are incorrectly given in the in- 
scription on her husband’s tomb (No. 316)* 

Tritton, Charles Hill Grant, Lieutenant (c. 
1826—18461 'ffrace ai Feroeepore, No, 479 ; see also 
note to No. 444.— Entered H. M.’s Service on the lOtk 
November 1843 as an Ensign in the 31s* poot. Airived 
in Tfidia. in the summer of 1844, and joined the regimetit 
at Ambala during the succeeding cold season. On the 
outbreak of the first Sikh War he accompauied the regi- 
ment into the field with Ithe] Army of the Sutlej, aud as an 
Ensign was present with it in the battles of Mudki and 
Eirozshahr. Consequent on a casualty in the latter action 
he was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant on the 25*^ 
December 1845, and in that rank he was present with 
the regiment in the action of Badhowal and the battles 
of Aliwal aud Sobraon. On this last great occasion 
be carried the Queen’s Colour of the regiment, and 
was mortally wounded by a shot in the^ head whilst 
gallantly advancing to the assault of the Sikh entrench- 
ments. He died in camp the evening of the same 
^ay, — the 10*^ Eobruary 1846. 

Tritton, Edmund, C.B,, Bevyior Surgeon (1802— 
1858),— at Simla, No. 348.— Born at Hythe, 
Co. Kent, iu 1802.— Entered tbe Benpl Army, in the 
Medical Dept., in 1825. Arrived in India in July 
1826, and in the following month was sent to the 
Upper Provinces on duty "with a detachment of Artil- 
lery. On reaching Oawnpore, in November, he was 
appointed to the medical charge of another detachment 
of Artillery, with which he marched to Agra, at which 
station he was, on arrival, appointed to the temporary 
medical charge of the 64*h N. I. In January 1827 he 
was appointed to the medical charge of the 7*^ Local 
Horse, also at Agra, and in the autumn of the same 
year he marched with that regiment to Gorakhpur. 
Towards the eud of December 1827 he was posted to 
the 36*^ N. I., and having joined that regiment at 
Sultanpur, in Oudh, he, in January 1829, accompanied 
it to Aligarh. At the end of September 1831 he was 
transferred to the 40’=*^ N. I., then at Mhow, and march- 
ing towards that place with the 36*\ he, on meeting 
the 40*^, proceeding from Mhow to Aligarh, joined the 
corps and returned with it to Aligarh, arriving there on 
the 17*^ December. He continued serving with the 
40*^ N. I., until January 1833, when he was appointed 
Offg. Civil Surgeon of Aligarh, and having been 
confirmed in that appointment in the following October, 
he continued holding it for more than four years. In 
March 1837, being in bad health, he went on a year’s 
leave to Landour, but before it had es:pired he, ' in^ 
Eebruary 1838, went home on furlough, vacating t]J^ 
Civil Surgeoncy of Aligarh. In the following May ^Ae 
was posted to the 6*^ N, L He returned to India^ at 
the end of December 1840, and having about tb^ time 
been promoted to the rank of Surgeon, he iiris, in 
January 1841, posted in that rank to the 71^ N. L, 
which he joined at Shahjahanpur. At tjiat^ station, 
at the end of the succeeding WLarch, he y^weived the 
additional medical chargg of a detaohmedt of the 2^ 
Company 7*^ Battalion, Eoot , Ariiilety./'^ In Apiil A842 
he accompanied the 718* to Bareilly, At which smtion 
the additional medical charge^, of the 4*^ DepSt 
Battalion was imposed upon him towards the end of 
thert month, and that of the 7*^ Irregular Oavaliy in 
the succeeding August; the hUeir^ he held until 
December 1842,, but he retoined the’ fomner niitil the 
spring of 1843, when* he accompSiiiiod the; 71®* N. I. to 
Bateokpore. Erom Awust^to-Decendber 1848he 
ontleave.at Benapg and Singapore.* In Jaxinary 1^4 


he received the additional medical charge of th& 
Division^ and Station Staff at Barraokpore, and in tha 
following April of a detachment of the Governor- 
General’s Body Guard; and from January to March 
1^5 he also held the additional medical chiupge of the 
2l8t N. I. In the winter of 1845-46 he accompanied 
his regiment to Mainpuri, at which place, immediately 
on his arrival in February 1846, he received the 
additional medical charge of the 7*^ Dep6t Battalion 
and the 9*^ Infantry Levy. At the end of May 1846 
he proceeded on leave to Naini Tal,'and he was still at 
that place at the beginning of the following December 
when he was transferred from the 718* N.-I. to the 
4*h Battalion of Foot Artillery, the head-quarters' of 
which he joined at Ambala in January 1847. At the 
end of March 1848 he proceeded to Subathu with the 
head-quarters and two companies of the battalion,- sent 
thither for the summer months, and while .he wa^ 
there in the following September he was placed in 
medical charge of the depot of the 2^ European Regi- 
ment aud of the sick of other corps left at that place. 
In October 1848 he accompanied the head-quarters of 
the 4*^ Battalion to Ferozepore, and there during that 
and part of the succeeding month he held the additional 
medical charge of two companies of artillery, and 
afterwards, with the Army of the Punjab, of two 
other companies of artillery, the Park Establishments, 
and the steff of the Foot Ariillery Brigade. In one or 
other of these appointments, and with the 4*^ Batta- 
lion of Artillery, he served toroughout the Punjab 
Campaign of 1848-49, including tbe passage of the 
Chenab, the action of Sadulapur, and the battles of 
Chilianwala aud Gujerat (Medal and two clasps). 
After the battle of Gujerat he held for some > time the 
additional medical charge of the 1®* Company Jst 
Battalion and No. 10 Light Field Battery, but he 
subsequently returned to Ambala with the h^adi. 
quarters of the 4*^ Battalion, and on arrival there in 
April 1849 received medical charge of an additional 
company. In September 1850 he was removed to the 
7*^ Battalion, and in the following month to the 
3^ Brigade, Horse Artillery, and &e 6*^ Battalion, 
Foot Artillery, in succession, but having been detained 
with the 4*^ Battalion at Ambala, he never joined 
either of the two former, and he was unable to join tbe 
head-quarters of the 6*^ Battalion, at JuUundur, until 
near the end of October.^ At the end of November 
1860 he received the additional medical charge of the 
^ Company 7*^ Battalion. On the 31®* March 1851 
he was appointed Medical Storekeeper at Ambala, and 
while he held that appointment, during the next five 
years and a half, he had the additional medical charge 
of the Divisional and Brigade Staff from April 1851^ to 
September 1855, of the Ambala civil estoblishments 
from September 1855; and of the 4*^^ Sikh Infant^ 
from February to October 1866. ^ In October 1856 he 
was appointed a Superintending Stirgeon on tie 
establishment, and was directed to officiate as such at 
Ambala. In the following December he was .posted to 
the Dinapur Circle, and in February 1867 he was 
removed from that to the Barraokpore Circle, but on 
each odcakiqtL he' ^as .directed to continue offioiatmg.in 
charge of tHe'Siilimd' CiiJcle uiiial relieved, and it ttius 
came about tibat hh Was still at Ambala -whSn the 
Mulany brbk^ out.. On the formation of the Dklii- 
Field Force tbWrds the end of May 1867, he ,vfa» 
appointed Suiierintending ’Surgeon to it, and moving 
foiWard’Witithsi'foroe he s^tved’mth it at the action 
of B^dli-K-Serai afid thrbnghbut tjae si^e and capture 
of Delhi, fbi^ his services at which . he was bleated sk 
Companion of the Order of tiie Sath.

1852 he was posted to the 4*^ Company 1®‘ Battalion,

At the end of the 
succeeding Augast he was removed to the 2“^ Company 
2“^ Battalion, but (having about the same time 
proceeded on leave to Murree, and been subsequently, 
in October, ordered to remain attached to tbe 3^^ 
Company 2®^ Battalion) he never joined it, and in the 
following December he was transferred to the 
Company 1®* Battalion (with No. 10 Light Field 
Batfc^ attached). With a detachment of this battery 
(now the 21®* Field Battery, Royal Artillery) he was 
TOesent in a skirmish with the Bassi Khel Afridis in 
February 1855. In July 1855 he was transferred to 
the 2^ Troop 1®* Brigade, Horse Artillery, then at 
Jnllnndur, but before he could proceed to join it he 
was, in August, sent direct from Peshawar to Mian 
Mir to do duty temporarily with the 1®* Troop 2“^ 
Brigade. At the end of the following October ho was 
appointed 0%. Commandant of No, 8 Light Field 
Batte]^, Punjab Irregular Force, which he joined at 
Kohat, and on the 1®* December he was removed from 
the rolls of the 2^ Troop 1®* Brigade to those of the 
4**^ Company 6**^ Battalion. He continued officiating 
as Commandant of No. 3 Punjab Light Field Battery 
xmtil April 1856, when he was relieved by the return 
of the permanent Commandant. In the following 
month he was directed to rexnain attached to the 
battery, but he had then iJready proceeded on leave to 
Eashmir. He was returning from ihat place wW he 
ms drowned in the Jhelum, near &taL on the 4*^ 
October 1856. 

Troup, William Alexander, Major (1801— 
1846 ). — Grave at Muhrian, No. 525. — The eldest son 
of John Tronp, Esqr., of Fir Hall, Co. Naim j nephew 
of Lieutenant-General Sir John Rose, K.O.B., Bengal 
Army, of Holme, Co. Inverness ; and brother to Lieut- 
enant-General Colin Troup, O.B., Bengal Infantry. 
Bom at Fir HaQ, Co. Naim, in 1801*— Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1817. Arrived in India in Septem- 
ber 1818, and in the following month was sent np to 
Banfackpore to do duty with the 1«* Battalion 11*^ N. I. 

In March 1819 he was formally posted to that battalion, 
with which he moved to Benares at the end of 1820, 
and thence to Mhow in the cold season of 1821-22. 

On the reorganisation of the Army tal ring place in 
May 1824 he was posted to the 15**^ N.I. (late 1®* 
BattaUon 11^^). At the end of the following month he 
was appointed Interpreter and Quarter-Master of the 
regiinent, but he held this post only until the middle 
of July, when the anointment of Adjutant was con- 
ferred upon him. In the automn of ihe same yeari 
hemarched with the regiment from Hhow, en route to 
Oawnpore, and in the oourBe of the movement he took 
on the 7*^ November, in the affaiT* with RajsdL 
Smtot Singh and hia adherents at Patan, near HCn fah 
Sb arrited at Oa’wnpore wiBt the r^ginijeat about the 


middle of December, and at the end of the month he 
accompanied the corps in a sudden movement to Kalpi,. 
to repel an attack made upon that place by the in- 
surgent Nana Pandit. Returning with the regiment 
toCawnpore in January 1825, he soon afterwards 
moved with it to Partabgarh, in Oudh. Towards the 
end of the succeeding October he marched with tho 
regiment to Meerut, whence he accompanied it on 
service to Bharatpur, and was present throughout the 
siege and capture of that place in the winter of 1825- 
26. On the breaking up of the Army after the reduc- 
tion of Bharatpnr he marched with the regiment to 
Aligarh, and at that station in December 1826, having 
been promoted to the rank of Captain, he vacated the 
Adjutancy of the corps. In the autumn of 1828 he 
accompanied the regiment to Hansi, whence he moved 
with it to Bareilly at the end of 1829, and to Shah- 
jahanpur at the close of 1831. In the cold season of 
1832-34 he accompanied the regiment to Oawnpore^ 
whence early in 1837 he proceeded with it to Barrack- 

? ore. In August 1839 he moved with the regiment to 
)inapore, but he returned with it to Barrackpore at 
the end of the following month, and at the end of the 
year he acompanied it to Chittagong. In the spring 
of 1841 he proceeded with the regiment to Dinapore, 
whence he marched with it to Delhi early in 1842. 
In the spring of 1843, in command of the regiment, 
he proceeded on service to Khaital, in the Karnal 
district, where a serious outbreak had taken place, 
but the troops were not required to act, and in the 
following November he marched with the regiment to 
Ferozepore, whence, in November 1845, he proceeded 
with it to Sukkur, in Sindh, airiving there on the 
15 th December. In February 1846, in command of 
the regiment, he joined the Sindh Field Force, which 
was to have moved northwards to take part in the 
first Sikh War, but tbe victory of Sobraoii rendered 
the movement unnecessary, and the force having been 
broken up he marched with the corps for Jullundur, 
where he arrived with it in the middle of April. At 
the end of the following September, consequent on the 
rebellion of Shaik Imam-nd-din, he marched with the 
regiment on service towards Jammu, but he had not 
proceeded far on this expedition when he arrived at the 
end of his career. He died in camp at Dinanagar, in 
the Bari Doab, on the 5*^ October 1846. 

Nors the inscriptlozi on his tomb at Mukorian the date 
of this officer’s death is incorrectly stated. 

Koxb II.-— Major (then Captain) Tronp married, at Barrackpore 
on thel3*h June 18S7, a Miss M. Ward. 

Trower, Jasper^ Captain (c. 1807—1846 ). — Grave 
and tablet at Ferozepore, Nos. 462 and 441.— The 
younger son pf George Trower, Bsqr., by Mary, his 
wife, the eldest danghter of George Griffin-Stonestreet, 
Esqr., of Halion, Co. Sussex, and Stondon Hall, 
Oo. Essex.— Entered the Bengal Army in 1828 as a 
Cadet of Artillery. Axrived in India in May 1826, and 
in the following month was posted to the 2d Company 
2d Battalion, Foot Artillery, which he joined at Dum- 
Dum. In May 1826 he was transferred to the 4*^ Troop 
3 d Brigade, Horse Artillery, and having in the succeed- 
ing month been sent to the Upper Provinces on duty 
with drafts, he joined this troop at Karnal. In July 
1827 he was transferred to the 1®* Troop 2d Brigade, at 
Muttra, but before he could join it he was removed, 
9*1^ Augast, to the 8^ Troop of the same brigade, at 
Meem£ and having joined it there he accompanied it, 
soon arterwards, to Dum-Dum. On attaining the 
rank of First-Lieutenant he was posted, March 1828, 
to the 2d Troop 1®* Brigade, and having in the following 
month been despatched to the Upper Provinces on 
duty with a detachment of Artillery, he joined the 
tro(^ at Gawnpore. In the succeeding Octoter he was 
transferred to the 4^ Troop 1®* Brigade, and having 
joined it at Neemuoh, he was then lor a short time in 
the winter of 18^29 attodied for dufy to the 7^ 
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Company 6 ^"^ Battalion, Foot Artillery. From February 
to August 1830 he officiated an Adjutant to the 
Neemuch Division of Artillery. In February 1832 he 
proceeded on leave to the Presidency, and having, in 
the folloAviug September, been transferred to the 3^ 
Troop Brigade, he joined it at Dum-Dum on the 
expiry of his leave in November ; and with this troop 
he continued serving until October 1834, when he 
went home on furlough. During his absence in 
Europe he was transferred in succession to the rolls of 
the 3*1 Company 4*^ Battalion, in November 1834 ; the 
5*11 Company 7^^ Battalion, in June 1836 ; and the 3^ 
Company 1®* Battalion, in December 1836 ; and on his 
return to India in January 1837 he joined the last-men- 
tioned company at Dum-Dum. Towards the end of 
the following September he was removed to the 1®* 
Troop 2^ Brigade, Horse Artillery, which was also at 
Dum-Dum, and at the same time his services were 
placed at the disposal of the Govt, of Bengal for 
employment in the survey of the Southern Division 
of the province of Cuttack. In November 1837 he was 
removed to the rolls of the Company 5^^^ Battalion. 
He continued in charge of the Revenue Survey of the 
Southern Division of Cuttack until the end of Decem- 
ber 1839, when he was apiiointed to the command of 
the Artillery (one company) of the Oudh Auxiliary 
Force, which he joined soon afterwards at Sultanpur. 
In December 1841 he was removed to the rolls of the 
1®* Company 2<i Battalion, bnt he remained on in 
command of the Oudh company, which having become 
the 9*^ Company of the 7^^ Battalion in March 1842, 
and been moved soon afterwards to Lucknow, he was 
regularly posted to it in the succeeding June, On his 
promotion to the rank of Captain taking place he was 
re-posted, November 1843, to the 9^^^ Company * 7 ^^ 
Battalion. In February 1844 he proceeded on a year’s 
sick leave to Simla and Mussooiie. In the following 
November he was removed to the Battalion and 
appointed to the command of No. 19 Light Field 
Battery, the formation of which had recently been 
ordered, and the 10*^ Company 6*^^ Battalion having 
soon afterwards been detailed to man that battery he was 
duly posted to it. In January 1845, when the battery 
was transferred to the 5*^ Company 4*^ Battalion, he 
was re-appointed to the command and transferred to that 
company with it, and having joined at imperii t on the 
expiration of his leave in the following month, he 
soon afterwards moved with the battery and the 
company to -Ferozeporc. In July 1845 he was 
transferred to the 3^ Company Battalion and 
appointed to the command of No. 7 Light Field 
Battery, attached to it, and having been re-posted to that 
company in the general reorganisation which took place 
a few days later, he joined it at Ambala. In command 
of this battery, on the outbreak of the first Sikh War, 
he accompanied the Army of the Sutlej into the field, 
but he unfortunately fell in his first fight, having at 
the close of the battle of Mudki, IS^*^ December lo45, 
received a mortal wound, of which he died in camp 
the same night. 

Note.— Captain (then Lieutenant) Trower was married, at 
Calcutta on the 3*1 July 1833, to Charlotte, daughter of Lieut- 
enant George Sunbolf, h p. 33d Foot, formerly of the 56tb Foot, 
the 24th Light Dragoons, and the 24th Foot. She was born at 
Ofdcutta on the 5th October 1816. 

Tucker, Charlotte Maria (1821—1893) — Qrave 
0 ,i Amriiscbr iahlei cut Lahore, No* 641.— Daughter of 
Henry St. George Tucker, Bsqr., of the Bengal 
Civil Service, soruetime a Director of the Bast India 
Company, and twice Chairman of the Court, Bom on 
the 8th May 1821, after her father’s retirement from 
India. —Proceeded to India in 1875 as a member of the I 
Church of England Zenana Missionary Society, and 
worked at Amritsar from 1875 to 187.7, and at Batela 
from' 1877 to 1893. She was well known for her reliri- 
ous worts published under the pen-name of A.L.0 JJ. 
(‘*ALady of England”). She died at Amritsar on 
the 2^ December 1893. 


Tucker, Thomas Tudor, Lieuten ant (1840 — 
1859 ) — Grave at Delhi, No* 125. — The second son of 
Heiuy St. George Tucker, Esqr., of the Bengal 
Civil Service, Born at Jaunpur on the 31®<> January 
1840. — ^Entered the Bengal Army in 1858. Arrived 
I in India towards the end of September in the same 
year, and in the following month was ordered up to 
Delhi to do duty with the 2^ European Bengal Fusiliers. 
While he was on his way up, on the 22nd October, he 
was posted to the 58*^ N. I., at Bawal Pindi, with effect 
from the 24*^ Angust preceding, but that regiment 
having been disarmed during the mutinies in the 
preceding year, and still remaining in that condition, he 
was not required to join it, and proceedmg to Delhi he 
there joined the2<iB, B, Fusiliers, with which corps 
he continued doing duty until his death. He died at 
Delhi on the 28^^ May 1859. 

Tulloch, Charles Browne, LietUenant (1824 — 
1846) — Gram at Lahore, No. 597 : pee also note to No. 
442. - One of the younger sons of Lieutenant- General 
Jolin Tulloch, C.B , Bengal Infantry, by Jacobino Maria, 
his wife, a Dutch lady, whom he married in Java during 
the expedition of 1811 d2. Born at Colgong, in Bengal, 
on the 21»* November 1824.— Entered the Bengal Awny 
in 1842. Arrived iu India in July of the same year, 
and on the 19*^^ of that month was ordered up to Dina- 
pore to do duty with the 17tU N. I., in which regiment 
one of his elder brothers was then serving as Adjutant ; 
and on the 17*^ leaving Dinapore in the following Sep- 
tember, he was directed to do duty with the 65**^ 
N. I., at the same station. Towards the close of the 
^ame month he was posted to the N. I., and having 
joined that regiment at Lncknow, lie accompaniod it to 
Ferozepore in the autumn of 1844. He was still 
serving at that place when the first Sikh War broke out 
in December 1845, and on the morning of the 21®* of 
that month he marched out with his regiment to take 
pai*t in the attack on the Sikh entrenchments at Firoz- 
shahr. In the sanguinary engagement which ensued, 
the same afternoon, he was very severely wounded, and, 
in consequence, as soon as he was able to tiwel, in 
May 1846, he proceeded on sick leave to Mussooric. 
He rejoined his regiment at Lahore in the following 
November, and there six weeks later, on the 27th 
December 1846, he died from the effects of his 'wounds. 

Turing, Arthur Henry, lAmtemmi (1870—1898), 

— Tablet at liawal Pindi, No, 806. — Bora on the 23<i 
June 1870. — ^Entered H. M’s Service (from the B.oyal 
Mily. College) on the 9*^ January 1892 as a Second- 
Lieutenant in the 1®* Battalion of the Boyal Fusiliers 
(the 7*^^ Foot), and proceeding to India he joined 
that regiment at Quetta in the course of fhe spring. 

In March 1893 he accompanied the battalion to Eiarachi, 
and from the autumn of that year to the spring of 
1894 he Vas in command of the Ghizri Sanita- 
rium. On the 3^ September 1894 he was promoted 
to the rank of Lieutenant, and in the autumn of 
that vear he was again for some time in command of 
the Ghizn Sanitarium. In the spring of 1895 he was 
sent to join a detachment of the battalion at Hyderabad, 
and in ttie following. October he accompanied me corps 
to Mhow. He was soon afterwards sent to command 
the rest-camp at Khandwa, and he continued on that 
duty until February 1896. On the 6*^ February 1896 
he was ^pointed an Offg. Wing Officer in the 30*ti 
Bengal Infantry (Sikhs), on probation for the Bengal 
S'^ Corps, into which he was subsequently admitted 
with effect from that date. Having joined that regi- 
ment at Peshawar he, at the end of the year, mo'^ 
with it to Kohat, whence he accompanied it to the 
Samana Range in January 1897, and he was with it 
there when the frontier war broke out in the following 
summer. On the 26*^ August he was appointed to do 
duty with the 35*^ Bengal Infantry, another Sikh corps, 
then forming part of the Malakand Field Force, but 
the oircuMtanoes of the time did not admit of hia 
then leaving his own repment, and he never joined 
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the other. Detained thus with the 36*i» he took part 
with the regiment in the brilliant defence of the 
Samana posts from the 27*^ August to the 14*^ Sep- 
tember, and subsequently, in October, on the corps 
being detailed to form part of the Tiiah Expeditionary 
Torce, he accompanied it on that service and with it 
took part in all the operations of the campaign, includ- 
ing the advance from the Samana to the Maidan of 
Tirah, the vaiious actions there, and the march down 
the Bara Valley to Mamanai. The brigade to which 
his regiment belonged having been left at that place, 
he, in January 1898, took part with the corps in the 
operations in the Lower Bara Valley, and on the 29*^ 
of that month he fell in action in the disastrous affair 
on the Shinkamar Kotal. 

Turner, Frederick McCombe, Lieutenant 
(1828 — 1856). — Tablet at Jullundur^ No. 554. — Son of 
Thomas Jacob Turner, Esqr., of the Bengal Civil Ser- 
vice. Bom at Saharanpur in 1828. — Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1845. Arrived in India on the 17^^ 
November of the same year, and on the 26*^ was ordered 
up to Agra to do duly with the 8*^ N. I. ; under sub- 
sequent orders, however, directing that all unposted 
Ensigns were to be sent up to join the Army of the 
Sutle], he went on to Eerozepore, and there in March 
1846 he was appointed to do duty with the 7*^ N. I. 
On the 4*^ April he was ordered to Agra to do duty 
with the 29*^ N. I., and he joined that regiment there 
accordingly, but he had scarcely done so when he was 
posted, 16*^ April, to the 12*^ N. I., at Lahore. He, how- 
ever, obtained six months’ leave to remain at Agra, where 
his father held an important civil appointment, and in 
the meantime, on the 15**i September, he was transferred, 
at his own request, from the 12*^^ to the 29*^ N. I., and 
on the expiration of his leave he rejoined the latter 
corps accordingly. In the winter of 1847-48 he march- 
ed with ^e regiment to Hajipur, in the JuUundur 
Doab, and in 1848-49, during the Punjab Campaign, he 
served with it in the operations in that and the Bari 
Doab, including the affair on the heights of Amb, the 
reduction of the fori of Una, and the pursuit of the 
rebel Earn Bingh (Medal). On the termination of the 
operations he accompanied the regiment to Ndrpdr, 
arriving there in February 1849, and in the following 
Sej^emher he w’as appointed Interpreter and Quarter- 
Master to the corps. Early in 1860 he marched with 
the regiment to Peshawar, and while he was serving 
with it there in September 1861 hie services were placed 
atthesdisposalof the Foreign Dept., and he was ap- 
pointed acting Adjutant of the Punjab Infantry. 
Having joined that corps at Kohat^ he was, in the fol- 
lowing November, appointed to ojEciate as Second-in- 
Oommand in addition to his other duties, but this ar- 
rangement lasted for only a few days. At the end of 
December, on somo changes taking place in the regi- 
ment, he was re-appointed acting Adjutant, and he soon 
afterw^s acconapanied the corps to Bahadur Khel. 
Bx Mhy 1852 he was appointed Adjutant of the Corps 
at Gtuides, which he joined at Peshawar, but he was 
siibseqixehtly much out in the district with the corps, 
a,nd in Deciennber 1852 and January 1853 he served with 
it in Colonel Maokeson’s expedition against the Hassan- 
zaie of the Black Mountain, Hazara. He returned to 
Peshawar with -the corps in the spring of 1853, and 
having towards the end of the following September 
be^ appointed acting Seoond-in-Oommand, he served 
withitinthat capacity in the expedition of November 
1853 against the Jowaki Afridis of Bori. In January 
1854,, after he had held it for four mouths, his appoint- 
ment as acting Second-in-Oommand was cancelled, and 
he was appointed acting Commandant of Gavalzy in- 
step with effect from the preceding September, and in 
post he xsontinued until April lB54, when he v&vevir

From April to October 1856 he 
again officiated as Commandant of Cavalry of the Corps 
of Guides. In October 1855 he proceeded on leave to 
Bombay, preparatory to going home on furlough on 
medical certificate, but he did not live to leave the 
country, having expired at Bombay on the 14*^ January 

Turner, Samuel Compton, Colonel and tempo- 
rary Major-General (1845— 1900).— at Simla, 
No. 402 — Bom on the 29*^ September 1845. — Entered 
H. M.’s Service on the 17^^ April 1866 as a Lieutenant 
in the Corps of Eoyal Engineers. Joined at Chatham 
in the following June, and continued serving there until 
NoVemher 1868, when he was sent out to India. He ar* 
rived at Bombay in the following month, and having been 
appointed an Asst. Engineer in the Dept, of Public 
Works in January 1869, he was posted to Belgaum, at 
which place and on the Carwar Railway he was em- 
ployed until June 1871, when he went home on leave. 
On his return to India in the following December he 
was posted, as Asst. Engineer, to Kolapur, at which 
place he continued serving until February 1873, when 
he was appointed an Executive Engineer and removed 
to Belgaum. In the following December he was trans- 
ferred to the Bengal establishment and posted to the 
Western Rajputana State Railway Survey. At the end 
of 1874 he was ti’ansfciTed to the Meerut Division of 
Mily. Works, and in the spring of 1876 to the Agra 
Division of Mily. Works, in which last he served for 
three years. On the SP* December 1878 he was pro- 
moted to the rank of Captain, and at the ond of March 
1879 he went home on furlough. On his return to 
India towards the close of the succeeding year, he was 
posted, as Executive Engineer to the Meerut Division 
of Mily. Works. In the spring of 1881, as Field Engi- 
neer with the Second Column, he served in the expedi- 
tion against the Mahsnd-Waziri clans. On the termi- 
nation of these operations he returned to his appoint- 
ment in the Meerut Division of Mily. Works, and he 
continued iu it until March 1882, when, on the estab- 
lishment of a separate Mily. Works Department, he was 
appointed an Executive Engineer in it and remained 
posted to Meerut. In the spring of 1883 he was ap- 
pointed to the head-quarters staff of the Inspector- 
General of My. Works, and he continued iu that posi- 
tion until the^utumn of 1885, when he was re-posted, 
as Executive Engineer, to the Meerut Division of Mily. 
Works, On the 17*^ April 1886 he attained the rank 
of Major, and in the summer of the same year he was 
transfeiTed from the Meerut to the Fort William Divi- 
sion. In the spring of 1887 he was removed to the 
First Pishin Division, Baluchistan, where he was soon 
afterwards appointed a temporary Superintending En- 
gineer and Offg. Secretary to the Agent to the Gover- 
nor-General, Public Works Dept., and in that employ- 
ment he remained until April 1888, when he went home 
on leave. Returning to India in October 1889, he was 
appointed Offg. Superintending Engineer of the Meerut 
Command. In March 1890 he became a Superintending 
Engineer permanently, and having been re-appointed to 
the Meerut Command, he continued serving in that 
position for four years. On the 6*^ December 1891 he 
was promoted to the rank of Lientenant-Oolonel. Tn 
April 1894 he again went home on leave, and in March 
1895, during his absence, the appointment of Superin- 
tending Engineer of the Bengal Command was confer- 
red upon him. On his return to India in the succeed- 
ing month he was appointed to officiate as Chief Engi- 
neer of the Madras Command, but after a brief interval 
he reverted to his permanent appointment of Superin- 
tending Engineer, Bengal Command, and joined and 
took up the duties. Ou the 6*^ December 1895 he was 
promoted to the rank of Colonel by brevet. In May 
1896 he was appointed a temporary Chief Engineier, 
remaining attached to the Rengal Command, and he 
was re-appointed to that Comnoand when, in the foUow- 
ing month, he was made permanent as a Oliief Eosi- 
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neer. On the 6^^ December 1896 lie was placed on 
half-pay of his rank as Lieutenant- Colonel, and he 
remained in that position until the 2*^ November 1897, 
when he became a substantive Colonel. He continued 
in the appointment of Chief Engineer, Bengal Com- 
mand, until March 1899, when he was appointed Direc- 
tor-General of Mily. Works, with his head-quarters at 
Simla, and was granted the temporary rank of Major- 
General. In the following October, on the MUy. Works 
Services being reorganised, he was re-appointed Direc- 
tor-General, and he continued in that appointment until 
his death. He died at Bombay on the 31®^ December 
1900, while he was making the usual cold weather tour 
of inspection. 

Turton, Zouch Henry, Captain (1799 -1835).— 
Grave at Simla ^ No. 298, — Entered the Bengal Army 
in 1818. Arrived in India in January 1819, and in 
the following month was sent up to Dinapore to do 
duty with the Bengal European Regiment. In October 
1819 he was directed to do duty with the 2*^ Battalion 
4*^ N. I., and (marching up with the 2^^ Battalion of the 
14tii) joined that corps at Allahabad at the end of the 
year. In June 1820 he was posted to the 1®* Battalion 
11th N. 1., which he joined at Barrackpore, and at the 
end of the year he marched with this corps to 
Benares, whence, in tbe winter of 1821-22, he accom- 
panied it to Mhow. In the autumn of 1823 he proceed- 
ed on leave to the fortress of Asirgarh. On the re- 
organisation of May 1824 taking place he was posted 
to the 15*^ N. I. (late 1®* Battalion 11*^). In the cold 
season of 1824-25 he marched with the regiment from 
Mhow to Partabgarh, in Oudh, taking part, en route, 
in the movement from Cawnpore to Kalpi in January 
1825, on the occasion of the attack on the latter place 
the insurgent Nana Pandit. He continued serving 
with the regiment at Partabgarh until the 22^ October, 
when, being ill at the time, he was left behind there on 
the corps marching towards Meerut to join the Grand 
Army assembling under the command of Lord Oom- 
bermere : he, however, rejoined the regimert at Agra 
on the 1®* December, and moving forward with it a 
few days later, he thereafter served with it at the siege 
and capture of Bharatpur, having been absent only a 
few days, in January 1826, when acting as Adjutant to 
a small force temporarily detached from camp on duty 
connected with the siege. On the breaking up of the 
Grand Army he accompanied the regiment to Aligarh, 
and at that station in January and February 1827 he 
officiated for about a month as Adjutant of the corps. In 
October 1828, on the head-quarters and right wing of 
theregim^t marching for Hansi, he was appointed 
acting Adjutant to the left wing remaining at Aligarh 
until relieved, and he held this appointment until Feb- 
TUBxy 1829, when, with the left wing, he rejoined the 
headquarters of the regiment at Hansi. In the follow- 
ing December he marched with the right wing to 
Bareilly ; in December 1831 he accompanied it to Shah- 
jahanpnr ; and in the cold season of 1833-84 he moved 
with the whole regiment to Cawnpore. In the autumn 
of 1834 he proceeded to Simla on sick leave, which, in 
December, was extended for a twelvemonth, but he 
did not survive until it expired, having died at that 
place on the 29*^ September 1836.

jryiden-Pattenson, Henry Thomas, lAeuienani 
(1824 — 1848). — Ora/oe at Ludhiana, JVb. 582, — ^The 
ttird son of Cooke Tylden-Pattenson, Esqr,, of Ibomden, 
Oo. Eeni^ formerly an officer of the 95*^ Rifles (tiie 
Rifle Brigade) in the Peninsidar War. Bom on the 
13*^ May 1824.-— Entered the Bengal Army in 1841 as a 
Cadet rf Artilleiy. Arrived in India on th© last day 
of that year, and alter doing duty for nj uA months witii

Airtillery. BEaving joined this company at Cawnpore 
before the close of the year, he ^vas transferred in Jan- 
uary 1843 to the 7^^ Company 6*^ Battalion (No. 2 Light 
Field Battery attached), at the same station, whence 
he soon afterwards proceeded with it to Neemuch, arriv- 
ing there in March. On his promotion to the rank of 
First-Lieutenant taking place, he was posted, July 1845, 
to the 2^ Troop 3*^ Brigade, Horse Artillery (uow the 
57*^ Field Battery, Royal Artillery), which he joined 
at Muttra. On the outbreak of the first Sikh War, in 
December 1845, he accompanied his troop to the front 
and served with it in the latter part of the Sutlej Cam- 
paign, taking part in the battles of Aliwal and Sobraou 
(Medal and clasp). In March 1846 he was transferred 
to the 1®^ Troop 1®* Brigade (now ‘®F ” Battery, Royal 
Horse Artillery which he joined at Lahoie, whence, on 
the Army of the Sutlej being broken up, he moved 
with it to^ Ludhiana, arriving there in May 1846. At 
that station, with the exception of a period of nine 
months (March to December 1847), during which lie 
was on sick leave at Naini Tal, he continued serving 
until his death, which took place there on the March 

1848. 

Tyler, George Sotheby, Lieutenant (1826— 
1867 ). — Grave at Delhi,' No. 112.— Entered H. 
M.'s Service on the 28*1^ April 1846 as an Ensign 
in the 3** West India Regiment, and having joined the 
head-quarters of that corps in Demerarrt, he afterwards 
served with detachments of it in various parts of the 
West Indies and at Sierra Leone, on the west coast of 
Africa. On the 27*^ April 1849 he was promoted to 
the rank of Lieutenant, and on the 15*^» March 1850 
he exchanged into the 14th Foot, the head-quarters of 
which he joined at Newport, in South Wales. On the 
7*b June following he exchanged into the 61®* Foot, the 
depot of which he joined at Chatham, and proceeding 
subsequently to Bengal, he landed at Calcutta in the 
succeeding November. He was shortly afterwards 
despatched to the Upper Provinces on duty with a body 
of recruits, and on arrival at Cawnpore he was retained 
at that station, with the recruits, until nearly the end 
of 1851, subsequently joining his regiment on its way 
down from Peshawar to Kasauli, and arriving with it 
at the latter station in March 1852. Towards the close 
of 1853 he inarched with the regiment to Waziral^d, 
whence in December 1866 he moved with it to Feroase- 
pore, at which station he was serving with the 61®* when 
the Mutiny broke out in May 1867. He subsequently 
proceeded with a wing of the regiment to Delhi, where 
he took part in the operations of the siege (including 
the action of Najafgarh) until the 6*^ September 185^ 
On that date, in camp before Delhi, he was carried off 
by a virulent attack of cholera.

accompanied a detachment of three companies to Bassian 
on escort duty with commissariat stores ; boo i after 
his arriTal there his services were placed, 19*1^ January, 
at the disposal of the Depy. Oommy. Genl., Army of the 
Sutlej, and thereafter until the end o£ the campaign he 
was employed in charge of the Commissariat depots at 
Bassian and Wadni. On the termination of the cam- 
paign he proceeded on sick leave to the hills, where he 
remained until the beginning of November 1847, and 
having then rejoined his regiment at Lahore, he in the 
succeeding cold season marched with it to Lucknow. 
In November 1849 he proceeded to the Presidency on 
leave, on the expiration of which, towards the end of 
May 1850, he rejoined his regiment at Barraokpore. 
In the spring of 1852 he proceeded with the regiment 
to Dacca, the corps having been sent thither on muti- 
nously reusing to embark for Burma on field service, 
and at that station, in the autumn of the same year, 
he for a short time ofi&ciated as Interpreter and Quarter- 
Master of the corps. In October 1852 he proceeded on 
leave to Calcutta, and thence, in the following December, 
he went home on furlough. Returning to India in 
December 1864, he rejoined his regiment at Cawnpore, 
whence, in February 1856, on the occasion of the 
annexation of Oudh, he accompanied it, in the Oudh 
Field Force, to Lucknow. In the following month he 
moved with the regiment to Qonda, whence in May 
1866 he accompanied it on service to Tdlsipfir, to coerce 
fhe recalcitrant Raja of that place, and that having 
been accomplished, he returned to Gouda with the 
corps in June. In the following September he proceed- 
ed on leave to Mussoorie, afterwards rejoining the 
regiment on the march towards Delhi, where he arrived 
With it on the 28*^ November. He was present with 
the corps when it mutinied at Delhi in May 1857, but 
succeeded in effecting his escape to Kamal, and thence 
to Ambala, and on a force being organised there for the 
recovery of Delhi, he was appointed to it, 21®*' May, as 
the Officer in Charge of the Military Chest. In this 
capacity he accozapanied the Field Force to the front, 
and thereafter served with it throughout the siege and 
capture of Delhi (Medal and clasp). He continued in 
charge of the Military Treasure Chest at Delhi until 
May 1858, when he proceeded to Mussoorie on six 
months’ leave ; he afterwards resumed charge, and in 
May 1859 he proceeded to Calcutta for the purpose of 
finely adjtisjlmg and closing the Treasure Chest accounts, 
a duty On wloh he was employed untU May 1860, 
when he went home on furlough. He returned to 
India in November 1861, and in the following month 
he received permission to proceed to Ambala and do 
general duty there. In April 1862, his services having 
been placed at the disposal of the Home Dept, for the 
purpose, he was appointed 0%. Su^rintendent of 
Fort Blair, in the Andaman Islands, and he oontinned 
in that employment nntil February 1864. In the suc- 
cee^g month he was permitted to proceed to Ambala 
and do general duty there, and in that position he 
remained (usually spending the summer months in 
Simla) until the autujnn of 1870, when his services 
were placed at the disposal of the Home Dept, for the 
purpose of exhibiting the contents of a curious and 
valuable museum which he had formed in Simla. In 
this employment he continued until his death, which 
took p&e at Bunla on the 10*^ September 1872.

Ubsdell. Jamas Eads, Captain (1868—^1896).— 
Grave at Drosh Cantonment^ No, 1116. — Son of J. A.- 
Ubsdell, Bsq^r., of Clifton Villa, Southampton, Hants. 
Born on the 7*^ February 1868. — ^Entered H. 
Service on the 5^^ February 1887 as a Second-Lieutenant 
in the 1®* Battalion of the Somersetshire Light In- 
fantry (the 13^^ Foot), and having joined that corps at 
Colchester, he, in July 1889, moved with it to Aider- 
shot. On the 11*^ November 1889 he was promoted to 
the rank of Lieutenant. In November 1891 he went 
with the battalion to Gibraltar, whence, two years later, 
he accompanied it to India, landing at Bombay in Janu- 
ary 1894, and thence immediately proceeding with 
the corps to Subathu. At the end of the same year he 
march^ with the battalion to Ambala, and in the 
spring of 1895, in the capacity of Transport Officer, he 
proceeded on service with the Ohitral Relief Expedition. 
In the autumn of the same year he rejoined his battalion 
at Subathu, whence at the end of November he moved 
with it to Mian Mir. He was soon afterwards detached 
to Dalhousie on duty, and he continued there until 
May in the following year, when he was appointed 
Transport Officer with the garrison of Ohitral. On the 
24**^ June 1896 he attained the rank of Captain. A^ 
Transport Officer he continued serving in Chitral nntil 
his ' death, which look place at Killa Drosh on the 
October 1896. 

Urmaton, Henry Brabazon, Captain (1851— 
1888 ). — Grave at Abhottabadf No. 914.— The eldest son 
of Lieutenant-Colonel (Honorary Colonel) Henry 
Brabazon Urmston, Bengal Staff Corps, and grandson 
of Sir James Brabazon Urmston, Kt,f sometime Presi- 
dent of the Committee of Supercargoes at Canton. 
Bom at Rawal Pindi on the 22^ August 1861.— Entered 
H. M.’s Service on the November 1872 as a Sub- 
Lieutenant in the 1®* Battalion 14*^*^ Foot, and was 
afterwards promoted to the rank of Lieutenant from 
the same date. Proceeding to India early in 1873, he 
joined the battalion in Fort William, Calcutta, whence 
in the autumn of the following year he accompanied it 
to Sitapur, in Oudh. On the 18*^ March 1876 he was 
appointed Offg, Second Wing Subaltern in the 
Sikh Infantry, on probation for the Bengal Staff 
Corps, into which he was subsequently admitted with 
effect from that date, and having joined this regiment at 
Dera Ismail Hhan, he was, at the end of the succeeding 
month, appointed Offg. Quarter-Master. In October 
1875 he was appointed Second Wing Subaltern in 
the 6**^ Punjab Infantry, but having been detained with 
the 2^ Sikhs as Offg. Quarter-Master he did not join 
his new regiment, then at Edwardesabad, until Oc« 
tober 1876. On doing so he was appointed, 20 ^k Octo- 
ber, to officiate as Adjutant. In January 1877, under 
the new organisation of regimental appointments then 
introduced, he became a Wing Officer, and on the 12^^ 
November following he was made permanent in the 
of Adjutant. In the winter of 1877-78 he served 
with the regiment in the expedition against the Jowaki 
Afridis (India Medal and clasp), and on the conclusion 
of the operations he accompanied the corps to Abbott* 
abad, amving there towards the close of March 1878.- 
On the renev^ of the Afghan War in the autumn of 
1879 he was selected for service as a Transport Officer, 
and having been appointed a Bri^e Transport Officer 
on the Euraxa line, he served in ^t capacity through* 
out the second phase of the war, taking part in the, 
several affairs at Alikhel and afterwards in the Zaimukht 
E]q>editiou, including the capture and destmctioa of 
Zawa (Me^). Having rejoined his reriment at Eohat 
in the spring of 1881, he immediately amrwards accom- 
panied it on service and was employed with it throughout' 
the Mahsud-Wazizi Ezp^tion of that year. He retum- 
ed to Edhat with the regiment at the end of May 1881^ 
and in the following Joly ,he went home on furlough. 
Betorning to India in Juiuacy 1884, he rejoined W 
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regiment at Edwardesabad in the following month, 
and resumed his appointment of Adjutant ; but having 
Boon afterwards been selected for temporary duty in 
the Quarter Master General’s Dept., he served in the 
Intelligence Branch from April to November. In 
the latter month he rejoined his regiment at Ed- 
wardesabad, and having then attained the rank of 
Captain, he vacated the Adjutancy of the regiment. 
In December 1884 he was appointed Station Staiff 
Officer at Edwardesabad, in addition to his regimental 
duties, and he continued in that situation until May 
1885, In the succeeding month ho was appointed an 
Offg, Sub- Asst. Commy.-Genl. for Transport, 
and he served as such, at Mian Mir, until May 1886, 
when ho was selected for special duty with a pariy 
of Japanese officers who were visiting India; with 
these officers he toured through the country until 
the end of the following August, when he went home 
on privilege leave. He lejomed his regiment at Ed- 
wardesabad on the 1®* November, and having then been 
appointed to officiate as a Wing Commander, ho con- 
tinued in that position (officiating as Second-in-Com- 
mand from the 13^^ November to the 16*^ December, and 
moving with the regiment to Dera Ismail Khan in 
January 1887) until the end of May 1887, when he was 
appointed a Wing Commander sub. •pro tern. From 
October 1387 to January 1888 he again officiated as 
Second-in-Oommand. In June 1888 he went to Abbott- 
abad on a visit to Major L. R. Battye of the 5*^ Gurkha 
Regiment, and having proceeded with that officer to U ghi, 
in the Agror Valley, he accompanied him when, on the 
18*^ of that month, he moved up the Black Mountain, 
with a detachment of Gurkhas, for the purpose of carry- 
ing out a reconnaissance. When, on the return march, 
the rear- guard of the detachment was suddenly attacked 
by the tribesmen and Major Battye and others fell 
wounded, he, though wounded himself and wholly un- 
armed, might easily have effected his escape, as he was 
urged to do, but he refused to leave his helpless and 
disabled comrades, and he perished with, them 
under the knives of the enemy. 

Urmston, Lambert Brabazon; Oaptain md 
Brevet- Major (1794— 184i4i). — ffmvc (it Ambala^ No<, 
201. — ^Entered H. M.’s Service on the 1®^ April 1813 as 
an Ensign in the 1®* Battalion of the 46*^ Foot, and 
having joined that corps in Spain in the autumn of the 
same year, he served with it there and in the south of 
France until the termination of the Peninsular War, 
taking part in the battles of the Nive, andofOrthes 
and Toulousa besides numerous minor affairs. He 
retened honoR with the battalion in July 1814, land- 
ing at Cork, and afterwards, in September, moving with 
it from that place to Enniskillen ; and early in the 
succeeding year he accompanied the corps (now a single 
battalion regiment, — -the 2^ Battalion having been dis- 
banded) to Belfast. On the Ipii May 1815 he was pro- 
moted to the rank of Lieutenant, and in the following 
year he moved with the regiment to Dundalk. On the 
25*^ March 1817, in consequence of extensive reductions 
in the Army, he was placed on half pay. On the 23<i 
January 1823 he exchanged back to full pay in the 
38*^ Foot, and proceeding to India, he, in the following 
June, joined that regiment at Berhampore, in Bengal. 
In April 1824, consequent on the outbreak of war with 
the Sovereign of Ava, he proceeded with h's regiment 
on service to Burma, and he thereafter served with it 
throughout the campaigns of 1824-25 -26 in^ that 
country, taking part in the captare and occupation of 
Rangoon, the storm and captare of the stockades of 
Kemendineand Kamarut, the several aotiohs at and 
around Rangoon in December 1824, the storm and 
capture of Kc/kIou, tho siego and redaction of Donabyo, 
tins oocupatLon of Prome, tho actions of Simbikd and 
Napacjiiy the storming of Melloon, and the final victory 
at am-myo, which brought the war to m end4 
lu April 1826 he returned with the regiment to Bengal, 
whence in the following August he proceeded on leavo 
to China, and on returning to India in January 1827, 


he rejoined his regiment at Cawnpore. On the 12*'*^ 
February 1828 he was promoted to the rank of Captain^ 
unattached, on half-pay, but on the following day he 
exchanged back to full pay, in the 31®’! Foot, which he 
joined at Meerut in the succeeding summer. Early in 
1831 he moved with the regiment to Kamal, whence in 
the following October he accompanied it to Rupar, the 
corps then forming part of the escort of the Governor- 
General, Lord William Bentinok, on the occasion of 
His Lordship’s meeting with the Maharajah Ranjit 
Singh. He returned to Karnal with the regiment in 
November 1831, and he thereafter continued serving 
with it there until January 1836, when he marched 
with it en route to Dinapore, arriving there towards the 
end of the sncceeding March. In 1837-38 he officiated 
for a considerable period as Paymaster of the regiment. 
In November 1838 he proceeded with the regiment to 
Ghazipur, whence in November 1840 he accompanied 
it to Agra. On the 23^ November 1841 he was pro- 
moted to the rank of Major by brevet. In January 1842 
he marched with the regiment from Agra eu route to 
Afghanistan on service, and after crossing the Sutlej 
on the 10*^ March he officiated as Brigade-Major to the 
force to which the corps was attached until it joined the 
main army under Major-General Pollock at Jalalabad 
in the following May. On the 25*1^ of that month he 
was nominated to the post of Depy Asst. Adjt.- 
Genl. with the Infantry Division of General Pol- 
lock’s force, but this appointment eventually did not 
have effect, and he continued with his regiment until 
the end of the campaign, taking part with it in the expe- 
dition against the Shinwaris and the actions of Mazing 
and afterwards in the actions of Jagdalak and Tezin, the 
occupation of Kabul, and various affairs in the passes 
during the return march to Peshawar (Medal). On the 
breaking up of the Army at Ferozepore he accompanied 
the regiment to Amhala, arriving there towards the end 
of January 1843, and in the following month he was 
detailed for duty with the Convalescent Depdt at Lam- 
dour. He returned to Ambala towards the close of 
December, but the regiment having been detached tem- 
porarily to Ferozepore, he proceeded thither with the 
recovered men from the Convalescent Depot, and rejoin- 
ed the corps there in January 18 In the following 
May he returned with the regiment to Ambala, and in 
the succeeding mouth, being in bad health, he was 
granted leave to Simla for six weeks ; but before he 
could begin his journey to the hills lio rapidly grew 
worse, and he died at Ambala on the 27*^’ June 1844. 

Not 33.— This officer \vrfts i)roinofce:'l fci> tlic ropflnental rank of 
Major, by purchase, on the 5th Juuo 18 U, but the promotion wa® 
caucelled oii his death being reported.

Vallings, George Augustus, Second- Lieutenant 
(1826 — 184SX’— Tablet at Julkmdur, No. 642. — Entered 
the Bengal Army iu 1845 as a Cadet of Artillery. 
Arrived in India in August of the same year, and in 
the following November was posted to the 3‘i Company 
1®<! Battalion, Foot Artillery, which he joined at Agra* 
In March 1846 he moved with this company to Ludhi- 
ana, and in tho following month he was transferred 
to the 4<!ii Company 6*^ Battalion (No. 19 Light Field 
Battery attached). He joined this company at Jullun- 
dur, and at that place he died on the 22^ December 
1846. 

Van Cortlandt, Henry Charles, Gewerct/ (1814~ 
1888 ). — See No. 460. — ^A natural son (by a native wo^ 
man) of Lieutenant-Colonel Henry Clinton Van Oort- 
landt, of H. M.’s Service. Born at Meerut in 1814. 
Educated in England. Entered the service of the 
Maharaja Ranjit Singh in 1832, and was subsequently 
employed in several campaigns on the northern and 
north-western frontiers of the Punjab, taking part;, 
amongst other affairs, in the battle of Jamrdd, near 
Peshawar, in January 1837, when Ranjit*s foremost ‘ 
general, Sardar Hari Si^h Nalwa, was defeated and. 
slain by the Afghans. In January^ 1841, durbgthe 
period of anaowhy which fol lowed immediately on tha 
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-death of the Maharaja ITao Nehal Singh, he took part, 
under Maharaja Sher Singh, in the siege of the fort 
at Lahore, and in the spring of the following year, hav- 
ing then attained the rank of Colonel, he served with 
ihe Sikh Auxiliary Contingent in General Pollock’s 
operations for the relief of Jalalabad, taking part, 
amongst other engagements, in the forcing of the 
Khaibar Pass on the 5*=*^ April 1842. On the termina- 
iaon of the Afghan War, at the end of that year, he re- 
turned to Lahore, where he was appointed to the charge 
of the Maharaja’s eldest son, but -he was soon after- 
wards detached from Lahore on duty, and it happened 
that while he was away a revolution occurred (15*^ Sep- 
tember 1843), in which both Sher Singh and his son 
were murdered by the miscreant Sardar Ajit Singh. 
hTothing is known of his movements during the two 
years ensuing, but it is asserted that he was on leave 
atMussoorie when the first Sikh War broke out (which 
was certainly not the case), that “ not being allowed to 
return to Lahore” (whatever that may inean)^ he pro- 
ceeded to Ferozepore ; and. finally, that “ he was em- 
ployed with the British Army as Political Agent, and 
in that capacity was present at the battles of Peroze- 
shah and Sobraon.” It is possible that there may be 
some little elenxent of truth in these statements, but it 
does not appear on the surface, and while, on the one 
hand, no reliable authority has been found in support 
of them, on the other, the extreme improbability of a 
person of unknown character aad of questionable status 
being employed in such a position of trust and confi- 
dence and of delicacy as that of Political Agent ” is 
painfully accentuated by the recorded fact that, he and 
other officers of the Sikh service being actually at Pe- 
rozepore on the 29*^ September, thoir presence there 
was regarded with suspicion by the Political Agent, 
who asked Major Broadfoot to obtain sanction “ for 
turning these foreigners out of cautonments.” On the 
termination of the war and the re-adjustment of the 
administration of the Punjab taking place in the 
wring of 1846, he was admitted into the service of the 
Lahore Darbar, with the rank of “ General,'’ and was 
ajipointed to the charge of the Dera Ismail Khan ^s- 
trict. He was at Bannu in April 18 tS when the out- 
break at Multan occurred iu which Mr, Vans Agnew 
and Lieuteuaut Anderson were killed, and having, with 
a small body of troops, joined Lieutenant (afterwards 
Sk Herbert) Bdwardes on the 20*^ May, he accompa- 
nied that officer in his movement on Multan, and took 
part in ihe operations (including the passage of the 
Indus and the battles of Hinehrl and Sadusam) result- 
ing in the rebel Mulraj being driven within the walls 
of the city. Subsequently on a regular force coming 
on the scene under the command of Major-General 
Whish he took part in both sieges of Multan, in the 
action of Siirajkhdnd, wbich came in between, and 
finally in the capture of the place (Medal and clasp). 
On the annexation of the Punjab taking place, after 
the war, he was received into the British service, and 
employed in a civil capacity until the outbreak of the 
Mutiny in May 1857, when, being then Dopy. Oom- 
missioner of Qugera, he was seat to Perozepore with 
instructions to raise a number of irregular corps for 
service in the Hariana district. At the head of these 
levies, which were styled ” the Hariana Field Force,” 
he marched into the district about the middle of June, 
and iu three months, after defeating bodies of rebels at 
Onda, Khairaki, Jamalpnr and itfangali, he cleared 
Hariana of insurgents and restored order throughout 
the district. At the end of October he was gazetted 
to ihetethporaiyrankof Oolonelittthe Army during 
such period as he might continue in command of the 
irregular levies he had raised, and his services having 
been of an eminently useful character, he was, in ra- 
jagmtion of them (besides being granted the Indian 
Mutiny Medal in the usual course), created a Oom- 
of the Order of the Bath. In Amd 1858 he was 
apjKfinted T>epy, Oommiarioner of the Hissar Division ; 
ihfoc or fear yesirs he was triuiaferred in the Same 


position to the Multan Division, and having subsequent- 
ly been appointed Commissioner of that Division, he 
continued serving there until March 1868, when he 
retired from the service. He afterwards proceeded to 
Europe, and he continued residing there until his death. 
He died in London on the 15^*^ March 1888. 

ISTote. — Jiieutenant^Colonel JECenry Clinton Van CortlanMf^ 
the father of the subject of the above notice, — was the fourth son 
of Colonel Philip Van Cortlandt, of New York, a prominent 
Loyalist iu the time of the American revolution. He entered 
H. ]M[.’s Service on the 8th May 1801 as a Cornet in the 27th Light 
Dragoous, and having proceeded to India he jorined that regiment 
at Oawnpore. With this c >rp3 (which afterwards became the 24th 
Light Dragoons) he served in the Doab operations of 1802-03 
(long afterwards known as '' the Mud War ”), in the course of 
which he took part m the reduction of the forts of Sasni, Bijaigarh 
and Kaohaura. With the same Cvirps he served under Lord Lake in 
the long MahrattaWar of 180J-04-0S, taking part in the afEair of 
Eoel, tho capture of Ahgarli, the battle of Delhi, the siege and 
capture o£ Agra, the batcle of Laswari, the relief of Delhi, the 
pursuit of Holfcfir and the surprise of that chief at Parakhabad, the 
siege and capture of Delg, and tho siege of Bharatpur. Subse- 
quently, in 18J7, he served with the same regiment at the reduc- 
tion of the forts of Koinonaand Ganauri. In 1814, having been 
promoted into the 8l^h Light Dragoons, he served with a dismounted 
detachment of that corps at the assault of Ealanga, iu the Debra 
Ddn, under Sir Robert BoUo Gillespie. In September 1823, after 
heingnine months on half -pay, he exchanged into the 3 1st Foot, 
an i accompanying that corps to India in 182S, ho served with 
it in various parts of the Bengal PresidL'iicy until the 8th 
October ISU, when he retired from the service by the sale of 
his commission. The date of his deii.th is uncertain ; h:s name 
was retained in Kavf^s Army List until 1888, by vvhich time he 
would have attained an ago of about 104 years, and in the issue of 
that pubUeatiou for April of that year he is stated to have died 
ill Loudon on the 15th of tho preceding month ; this, however, 
being the date of the death of his son, the ‘'General,*' is pro- 
bably a mistake. On the other hand, if no mistake has ]}een made, 
and fnthcr and son did actually expire at tho same place and on 
tho same day, the coincidence is a very remarkable rue. 

Van Homrigh, Henry Davis, Oaptain (1810 — 
1845 ). — Tablet at FerozeporCf No, 441. — Son of Peter 
Van Homrigb, Bsqr., M. P. for Drogheda, Oo. Loath,, 
Ireland. Born in 1810. — ^Entered the Bengal Army 
in 1829. Arrived in India on the 9*^^ March 1831, bu^ 
being a supernumerary, he was not advanced beyond 
the status of a Cadet for two years and a half, and ho 
remained nnposted for the same period. On tho 18**‘ 
March he was ordered up to Berhampur to do duty 
with the 63‘^ N. I., and on that corps being ordered to 
Maldhi ho was directed, December 1831, to join and do 
duty with the relieving regiment, the ' 72^ N. I., on its 
arrival at Berhampur ; but on the January following 
this order was rescinded, and having been permitted to 
continue doing duty with the , he accompamod that 
corps to MaUhi, arriving there in February 1832. In 
October 1833 he was, at last, posted to the 48^^ N. I*, — 
then at Barrackpore, but under orders to march to 
Sitapur, in Oudh, — and having obtained leave for two 
months, he joined the regiment on its passing through 
Benares ou the 6*^ January following, and with it ho 
proceeded to Sitapur, arriving there in February 1884* 
In the winter of 1836-37 he moved with the regiment 
to Delhi, whence, in the autumn of 1888, ho proceeded 
with it to Forozepore and joined the Army of the Indus. 
In that Army he accompanied the corps to Afghanistan, 
and thereafter he served with it throughout the cam-, 
paign of 1838-39 iu that country, including the re« 
counaissauce of Ghazni (iu command of the ligat com- 
pany, and slightly wounded), the storm and o^ure 
of the fortress (Medal), and ihe occupation of E!abuL 
Towards the close of 1839 he returned to tho British 
provinces on duty with the invalids of the regimeni^ 
and while on his way down, with the portion of the 
Army under the command of Sir John Koane, he took 
part^ in sevoral skirmishes with the Afridis in the 
Khaibar Pass. At Peshawar on the 23<i November ho 
was appointed to the command of two companies of the 
20*^ N. I., returning to the head-quarters ot that regi- 
ment at Ludhiana, and of these he held charge as far as 
Ferozepore, where he arrived, early in Janaary 1840^ 
with the column under the command of Majcr-General 
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ThaotwelL He was shortly afterwards placed at the 
disposal of the Foreign Dept., and until the end of Nov- 
ember 1840 he was employed at Landour and Dehra 
Dun in charge of a State prisoner,— the notorious 
traitor Haji EThan, Kakar, whom it had been found 
necessary to deport from Afghanistan, On the termi- 
nation of this duty he was permitted to remain at 
Dehra, on leave, until April 1841, when, bis regiment 
having in the meantime returned from ^ghanistan, he 
rejoined the corps at Aligarh. In November 1842 he 
was detached in command of the left wing to Btawah, 
where he remained for four mouths, returniug to AH- 
gaih with the wing in March 1843. In November 
1843 he accompanied the regiment to Ludhiana, and he 
was still serving there when the first Sikh War broke 
out in December 1845. On the formation of the Army 
of the Sutlej he was appointed acting Aide-de-Oamp to 
Sir Harry Smith, commanding the First Division, and 
accompanied the General into the field, but in the very 
first engagement of the campaign, at Mtidki, on the 18^^ 
December, he received a mortal wound, of which he 
died in camp on the following day. 

Note.— Captain (then Ensign) Van Homrigli was married, at 
8itapui ('n the 23^ November 1836, to Caroline Louisa, daughter 
of Major Robert Arding Thomas, of the 48th N. I. 

Vaugharij Edward Benjamin Jamesy Ca'piain 
(1850 — 1887'. — Tablet at Kohai, No, 1047. — Son of 
Lieutenant Edward Williamson Vaughan, 17*^ Madras 
JT. sometime Adjutant of the Nizam’s 6^^ Infantry 
Eegiment. Bom at Bolaram on the 20*^ September 
1850. — ^Entered H. M.’s Service (from the Royal Mily. 
College) on the 30*^ December 1871 as a Snb-Lieutenant 
in the 92^ Foot ;the Gordon Highlanders), and was 
subsequently promoted to the rank of Lieutenant from 
the same date. After serving for a short time with the 
depot at Edinburgh, he proceeded to India in March 
1872, and in the following month he joined the regi- 
ment at Ohakrata, whence in the winter of 1873-74 he 
accompanied the corps to Multan. In 1874, and again 
in 1875, he served during the summer months with the 
Convalescent Depot at Dalhousie, and in November of 
the latter year he was appointed Interpreter to the 
regiment, a post which, however, he retained for only 
four months. On the 13*^ March 1876 he was appoint- 
ed Offg, Second Wing Subaltern in the 4*^ Sikh infant- 
ry, on probation for the Bengal Staff Corps, into which 
he was afterwards admitted with effect from that date ; 
and having joined that regiment at Dera Ghazi Khan, 
he served with it there until the following July, when 
ho was transferred to the Punjab Infantry as Offg. 
First Wing Subaltern (afterwards styled Offg, Wing 
Officer”). He joined this regiment at Edwardesabad, 
and having been, appointed Offg. Adjutant, he continued 
in that position until the following October, from which 
date to May 1877 he officiated as Quarter-Master of the 
regiment. In July 1877 he became a Wing Officer 
permanently, and in the following November he was 
appointed Quarter-Master of the .corps. In the winter 
or 1877-78 he served with the regiment in the expe- 
dition against the Jowaki Afridis (India Medal and 
clasp), and on the termination of the operations he 
accompanied the corps to Abbottabad, arriving there 
towards the end of March 1878. In February and March 
1880 he officiated for five weeks as Adjutant, and in 
the latter month he moved with the regiment to Jamrud, 
and thence to Hoti-Mardan, at which place he continued 
serving with it until the following May, when he 
leturned with it to Abbottabad. In September 1880 
he was appointed to officiate as Adjutant, and he con- 
tinued in that appointment for seven months, in the 
course of which, in January 1881, he accompanied the 
re^meni to KoUat In the spring of 1881 he served 
with the corps in the expedition against the Mahsud- 
Waziris, returning to Kohat at the end of May. In 
June 1881 he was again ap;pomted Offg. Adjutant, and 
he continued in that post until the end of March 1883, 
when he was nominated to officiate as a Wing Com- 


mander. In this situation he renoiained until the and 
of the succeeding July, when he was once more appoint- 
ed Offg. Adjutont, a post which he retained until 
January 1884, at which time, having attained the rank 
of Captain at the end of the preceding mouth, he ceased 
to officiate as Adjutant, and at the same time vacated 
his permanent appointment of Quarter-Master. In 
February J884 he moved with the regiment to Ed- 
wardesabad, pvhere he continued serving with it (once 
officiating, for a fortnight, as a Wing Commander) 
until March 1885, when he proceeded to Bombay and 
thence went home on privilege leave. Returning to 
India he rejoined the regiment at Abbottabad in June 
1885, and having in the following December been 
appointed to officiate as a Wing Commander, he conti- 
nued in that situation for nearly nine months. In 
September 1886 he was sent to Burma on special 
service, for employment against the gangs of dacoits 
and insurgents with which the country was infested, 
j and on the February 1887, being then in command 
of the post of Kyanhnyat, in the Shwebo district, he 
(while out shooting alone, within a quarter of a mile 
of his post) was ambushed and killed by a lurking 
band of dacoits. 

Vaughan, The Hon’ble Edward Courtenay, 
Captain (1841 — 1876 ). — Grave at Ambala^ No, 255.— 
The third and youngest son of the 4*^ Earl of Li&burne, 
Born on the 2S^ October 1841. — Entered H. M.’s Service 
on the 14*^ June 1859 as an Ensign in the Rifle Brigade, 
and having been posted to the 4*^ Battalion, he joined 
it at Malta, whence, in September 1863, he moved with 
it to Gibraltar. On the 15*^ January 1864 he was 
promoted to the rank of Lieutenant and posted to the 
3^ Battalion, then in India, but he never joined it, and 
having in April 1864 been re-transferred to the 4*^^ 
Battalion, he, in July 1865, proceeded with it from 
Gibraltar to Canada, where he served with it, priucipally 
at Montreal, for two years, daring which time the 
troubles connected with the Fenian raids from the 
United States occurred. In September 1867 he re- 
turned home with the battalion, and he thereafter 
served with it in various parts of ISagland and Ireland 
for six years. On the 2* August 1872 he was promoted 
to the rank of Captain and re-posted to the 4*-^^ Battalion. 
On the battalion embarking for India in October 1873, 
he was left behind with the depot at Winchester, where 
he was retamed for two years and a half. In the 
summer of 1876 he proceeded to India and joined the 
head-quarters of the battalion at Ambala, and at that 
place he died soon afterwards, — 3*^ October 1876. 

Ventura, Reuben, General (g, 1786— 1868).— 

No> 590. — An Italian officer of Hebrew extraction, 
who, in the earlier part of his career, held the rank of 
Colonel of Infantry in the French Army under the first 
empire. Making his way to the East, after the fall of 
Napoleon, he, in 1822, entered the service of the Maha- 
raja Ranjit Singh, who conferred upon him 'he rank 
of General ” and gave him the command ' of two 
battalions of infantry. At the head of these, early in 
the following year, he took a prominent prirt in the 
battle of Nowshera, against the Afghans under 
Muhammad Azim Khan, the elder brother of Dost 
Muhammad, and also in the subsequent advance to and 
occupation of Peshawar. In 1826 he was employed on 
the expedition against Kotla, and later in the same 
year he served under Sardar Hari Singh Nalwa in 
various small expeditions, including the suppression of 
the rising at Gandgarh, the capture of the hill fort of 
Srikot, and the demonstration against Y^r Muhammad 
Khan, the then Afghan Governor of Peshawar. In 
1827 he was employed on the expedition to PesUawax*, 
despatched thither by Ranjit Singh for tho purpose of 
securing possession of a celebrated horse, said to have 
been an animal of surpassing beauty and excellence,*' 
and on this occasion he also took part in the preser- 
vation of the city and district of Peshawar from tho 
fanatical followers (largely Hindustanis from our 
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owa provinces) of Siiad Ahmad Shah “the Reformer/’ 
who had recently routed the Afghans and slain Yar 
Muhammad Khan. In the course of the same year, 
the fanatics having again advanced and occupied 
Peshawar, he took part in Ranjit Singh’s expedition 
against them, and was present on the oooaision of ^ the 
Saiad and his horde being routed at Saidu and driven 
into the bills of Swat. During the next few years 
he served in most of Ranjit Singh’s wars and expedi- 
tions, and in 1831, under the Kunwar Sher Singh, he 
took part in the defeat of the Hindustani fanatics at 
Balakot, on which occasion their leader, Siiad Ahmad 
Shah, was slain. Later in the same year he commanded 
a force of ten thousand men, with thirty guns, which 
was sent to Multan to collect the tribute of that 
province At a subsequent period Ranjit Singh conferred 
upon him the appointment of Kazi> and Governor of 
Lahore, a position which gave him the Third Seat in the 
Sikh Darbar, He proceeded to Europe on leave in 
1838, and he was consequently absent from Fjahore 
when Ranjit Singh died towards the close of June 1839 ; 
he, however, returned in 1840, and continued in the 
service of Ranjit’s successors until 1843, when, the 
Punjab being in a state of anarchy, he prudently retired 
from the scene, and, quitting India finally, returned 
to Prance, where he resided for the rest of his days. — 
He* died in the vicinity of Toulouse, in the south of 
Prancej on the 3^ April 1858. 

!N'0TB I, —It is said of Ventura that he was a Jew, and that his 
real name was Renbeii-hon-Toora. Buekland {Jjictiomrif of 
Indian Biographif) considers this statement to bo of doubtful 
authority ; the authority being, however, that of one wlio knew 
Ventura personally itlie Rovd. Joseph Wolff, the missionary and 
traveller,— ‘Who was born a Jew, had been educated as a Jew, and 
had been a Jew by faith until manhoodj, it would seem to be, on 
the contrary, exceptionally good. 

Nora IX,— It is stated by Pearse, in a memoir appended to his 
life of Colonel AUmnder Gardhter, that Ventura was married 
at Ludhiana in 1826 te " a TSuropeau lady,” and that in honour 
of the event a ceremonial took place at Lahore, at which the 
bridegroom received gifts of ten tliou'i.ind vupocs from Itanjit Singh 
and of thirty thousand from the courtiers No record of this 
marriage has been found in the registers of the Church of England 
or in those of the Church of Rome. So much has been ascer- 
tained,— that the lady's name was Anna. Mosns, — but of the 
family to which she belonged nothing can now be traced beyond 
the fact that, at Sirdhana on the 2d January 1886, her sister, 
Helen Mosee, was married to Captain Robert Walter Bubigiion 
^lalbot, Commandant of Begum Samru's Body Guard. It Is 
improbable that tlie family was European. After her husband's 
death Madame Ventura returned to India, and she died at Lddhiana 
on the lOth July 1876, aged 70 years isee No. 690). 

Vesey, Herbert Chari es,0ayjfaw {1864—1903), — 
Tablet at Kohat^ No. 1058. — The third sou of Edward 
Vesey, Bsqr., sometime Depy. Paymaster General, 
and great-grandson of tbe Viscount de Vesci. Bom 
on 17*^ January 1864. — ^Entered H. M.’s Service 
on the 26^1^ September 1883 as a Lieutenant in the 
3® Battalion of the Royal West Kent Regiment (the 
West Kent MilitieO, and was transferred to the regular 
forces on the 25*^^ November 1885 as a Lieutenant iu 
the 1«* Battalion of the Lincolnshire Regiment (the 
Wh Foot), which he joined at the Ourragh In 
February 1886 he was removed to the 2^ Battalion 
of the regiment, and proceeding to India he joined it at 
Roorkee in the spnng of the same year. *On the 
21«* Angast 1887 he was appointed an Offg. Wing 
Officer in the N. I., on probation for the Bengal Staff 
Corps, into which he was subsequently admitted with 
effect from that date ; and having^ shortly afterwards, 
Joined thatregiment in Upper Burma, he served with 
It there during the operations of 1887 against the 
Wjsnd^ring bands of daooits and insurgents with which 
the country was then infested (India Medal and clasp). 
At the end of December 18J^7 he was transferred, in the 
same position, to the 6*^ Punjab Infantry, then at Dera 
Ittfaaal Khan, but being ill at the time and having been 
obli'ged to go home on sick leave in March 1888, he 
n^er joined this regiment. In May 1888, during his 
ehStetioo in Europe, he was appointed a Wing Officer 


in the 2^ Sikh Infantry, and having joined that corps 
at Bdwardesabad on his return to India iu the follow- 
ing September, he served with it in the Hazara 
Campaign of October and November 1888 (clasp added 
to India Medal). On the conclusion of the operations 
he returned with the regiment to Edwardesabad, arriv- 
ing there on Christmas-day, and in December 1889 he 
moved thence with the corps to Dera Ismail Khan, 
where he served with it (twice officiating as Adjutant) 
for three years At the end of 1892 he proceeded with 
the regiment and joined the Kajuri-Kach Force, and 
fi'om that time to February 1893 he again officiated 
as Adjutant. In the following April he went home on 
leave, and on rejoining the regiment at Dera Ghazi 
Khan, in April 1894, he was appointed Offg. Quarter- 
Master, a situation which he continued holding for 
nearly two months. From April 1894 to July 1895 
he again officiated as Quarter -Master of the regiment, 
and from the latter date to November 1895 he seiwed 
as an Offg. Wing Commander. He then once more 
became Offg. Quai^r-Master, and he continued in that 
position until May 1896, when he was made permanent 
in the appointment ; he, however, retained this post 
only until the following November, when he vacated 
it by rule on attaining the rank of Captain ; and having 
then been detached to Edwardesabad on duty, he was 
employed there for several months. From April to 
October 1897 he again officiated as a Wing Commander, 
and during this period he held command of a portion 
of the regiment detached at Kajuri-Kach. In Novem- 
ber of the same year he was detached with a wing to 
Dera Ismail Khan,' where he remained with it until 
March 1898, and on then rejoining the head-quarters 
of the regiment at Kohat, he was once more appointed 
an Offg- Wing Commander. In the following July he 
was appointed OfEg Second-in-Command, and he conti- 
nued in that position for nine months, in the course 
of which he moved with the regiment to Bdwardesabad, 
and thence, iu February 1899, to the Tochi Valley* 
In the succeeding April he went home on leave, and 
was absent from India for twelve months. Soon after 
rejoining the regiment (still iu tho Toohi Valley) he 
was appointed a Double-Company Commander. In 
May 1900 he was appointed to officiate temporarily as a 
Double-Company Commander ia the Corps of (juides, 
with which he served at Mardan until the spring of 
1901, when he rejoined his own regiment at Kohat. In 
the spring of 1902 he officiated for some time as 
Second-in-Oommand. In September 1902 he went 
home on leave, but on his regiment being detailed, 
early in the following year, for service in Somaliland, 
he hurried out and rejoined it. He subsequently took 
part in various movements and operations against tho 
fanatical mullah who had stiiTed up the c^omali tribes 
to war, and he eventually fell in action near Gamberu, 
forty miles west of GaJadi, on the 17*^‘ April 1903. 

Vivian, John Haines, late Oaptain (1848— 
1887 ). — Cfrave at Nuhan, No. 909. — Son of General Sir 
Robert John Hussey Vivian, G. O.B., fox'morly of the 
Madinas Army, and afterwaids of H. M.’s Service, in 
which he was Colonel of the 102^ Foot. Born on the 
9*1^ June 1848. — ^Entered H. M.’s Service on the 9^* 
August 1867 as an Ensign in the 85*^ Foot (the King’s 
Light Infantry Regiment), which he joined at *3ie 
Curraghof KUdare. In February 1868 he embarked 
with the regiment for India, and landing at. Bombay, he 
accompanied the corps to Mian Mir, arriving there^ m 
the April following. In the summer of 1870 ho 
was appointed to do duty with the Convalescent Dopdt 
at Kasauli, and he continued there until the summer 
of 1872, when he rejoined his regiment at DagshaL 
In November 1872 he moved with the regiment io 
Meerut, whence ho was sent soon afterwards with a 
detachment to Fatehgarh. In October 1873 he 
appointed an Aide-de-Camp to the Commandec-iu- 
Ohief (Lord Napier of Magdala), and he continued in 
that posirion until August 1874^ when he beoame an 
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Extra Alde-de*Gamp to His Excellency. In tlie follow- 
ing November he was again appointed an Aide-de-Gamp, 
and he continued holding the appointment until April 
1875, when he rejoined his regiment at Meerut, In 
the winter of 1875-76 he served with his regiment in 
the Delhi Camp of Exercise, on the breaking up of 
which, in January 1876, he accompanied the corps to 
Lucknow, wJaence in December 1878 he moved with it 
to Multan. In the summer of 1879 he was sent to do 
duty with the Convalescent Depot at Dalhousie, but on 
the regiment proceeding, at the end of September, to 
join tJie Kuram Field Force, he was ordered down to 
Jullundur, and there left in command of the depot. 
In May 1880 he was appointed Offg. Station Stafi 
Officer at Jullundur, and he continued iu that situation 
until Mai'ch 1881, when, having on the 26th of the 
preceding month been promoted to the rank of Captain 
in the 90'^ Foot, he proceeded to Fort WilHain and 
joined that regiment there. In the succeeding Septem- 
ber he was appointed Station StafiE Officer at Naini Tal, 
and he cod tinned holding that situation until August 

1883, when he rejoined the 2d Battalion Scottish Rifles 
(.ate 90"^ Foot) at Oawnpore. In the following Octo- 
ber he proceeded on leave, and having afterwards gone 
home he was absent from the battalion nntil October 

1884. He then I'ejoined it at Oawnpore, whence in 
December he accompanied it to Bareilly. In the spring 
of 1885 he moved with the corps to Ohanbattia, where 
he served w^th it for one year. In May 1886 he pro- 
ceeded on leave, and on the 23^ of the succeeding 
month he reta‘6d iyom the service. He died at Nahan 
on the August 1887, 

Vousden, WiUiatn John, 0. JB., F, 0., Oolonel 
(1845—1902). — G-rave at Lahore^ No* 621 : tablet at 
Koliatf No, 1055. — Son of Lieutenant and Quarter- 
Master Thomas Foubden, of the Chatham Dep6t Batta- 
lion, formerly Sergeant Major of the 218* Foot. Born 
at Ferth, Scotland, on the 20*^ September 1845. - En- 
tered H. M.*s Service (from the Royal Mily. College) 
on the 8*^^ January 1864 as an Ensign in the 35*^ Foot, 
and, proceeding to India, he joined that regiment at 
Fyzabad, in Oudh, in the summer of the same year. 
In January 1865 he accompanied the regiment to 
Mdltan, whence he was detached soon afterwards wi^^h 
a company to Deia. Ismail Ehan ; and at that place he 
served nntil the spring of 1866, when he rejoined the 
regiment at Mult in. On the 4*^ October 186*7, he was 
appointed Second Si^uadron Subaltern in the 5^^ Punjab 
Cavalry, on probation for the Bengal Staff Corps, into 
which he was subsequently admitted with effect from 
that date. He joined this regiment at Rajanpur, 
whence, early in 1869, he moved with it to Dera Gnazi 
Khan, and there from December 1869 to August 1870 
he officiated as Third Squadron Officer of the corps. 
In December 1870 he was advanced to the position of 
First Squadrou Subaltern, and during the succeeding 
seven years (in the course of which he accoihpaiued 
the regiment to Dera Ismail Khan iu Felsruary 1872, 
and to Edwardesabad in January 1875^ he six times 
officiated as Second or Third Squadron Officer and three 
times as Adjutant (ouce for eighteen months and once 
for a year). In January 1877 (under the revised 
organization of . regimental appointments then intro* 
duced) he became a Squadron Officer in the regiment. 
^In November 1877 he was attached to the Field Force 
then formed under the command of Brigadier- Qeneral 
Keyes, and as Staff Officer of No. 1 Column of that 
Force he served in the expedition of 1877-78 against 
Jowaki Afridis (India Medal and clasp). Rejoin- 
ing his reguneut at Kohat in January 1878, ho was 
again appoiutad to officiate as Adjutant, and he con- 
tinued in this position until the eik4 of the following 
May, when he was appointed an Ofig. Squadron Oomr 
.mauder in the 3*^ Punjab Cavalry. Having joined 
iihis corps at Bdwardesal:>a^ he continued serving with 
it thera until November, when, war with Afghanistan 
having broken out, he rojoinei his own regiment at 


Thai, and accompanied it into the Kuram Valley on 
service ; thereafter he served there with the regiment 
throughout the first phase of the war, and, taking part 
in the movement into Khost, he was present in the^ 
action of Matdn. Subsequently, on the conclusioii of 
peace, he returned with the regiment* to Kohat, and 
having in July 1879 been nominated to officiate as a 
Squadron Commander, he continued holding that ap*- 
pointment for three months. On the renewal^ of the 
Afghan War in September 1879 he accompanied the 
regiment in Sir Frederick Roberts’ forward movement, 
and served with it throughout the campaign of 1879-80, 
taking part in the passage of the Shutargardan, the 
action of Gharasiah, the occupation of Kabul, and the 
arduous operations at and around that place in Decem- 
ber, in the coarse of which last, on the 14*^ of that 
month, he greatly distinguished himself in having, at 
the head of only one native officer and ten men, 
gallantly charged and routed a body of several hundred 
Afghans (Me^il and two clasps ; promoted to the rank 
of Major by brevet ; and, for his distinguished gallantry 
on the occasion alluded to, granted the Victoria 
Cross). On returning from Kabul with the regiment 
iu March 1880 he accompanied it to Bdwardesabad ; he^ 
was then again appointed to officiate as a Squadron 
Commander, and in that position (excepting only a 
short time in the summer of 1880, daring which he 
served at Safed Sang as an Assistant to the Road Com- 
mandaut on the* Khaib-tr lino) he continued for eighteen 
mouths, iu the course of which, in October and Novem- 
ber 1880, he inarched with the regiment to Hajanpur. 
In September 1881 he was appointed Adjutant of the 
Behar Mounted Rifle Corps, which he joined at. 
Mozafarpiir, in Tirhut. In Jane 1883* he wms advanced 
to the position of a Squadron Comminder in his regi- 
ment, but ho coutinued in hi§ appointment in the Behar 
Mounted Rifles until February 188 1, when, vacating it^ 
he proceeded and rejoined the 5*^ P. 0. at Dera Q*hazi 
Khan. In March 1835 he was ajjpointed Station Staff 
Officer at Dera Ghazi Khan, but he held this post for 
only a short time. In November 1886 he moved with 
the regiment to Dera Ismail Khan, and early in 1890, 
after serving with it in the Cavalry Camp of Exercise at 
Murfdki, he accompanied it to Kohat. At the end of 
March 1890 he was appointed Seoond-in-Command of 
the regiment, and in the fallowing June he was further 
advanced to the post of Comma.idant, In the early 
part of the succeeding year, in command of two 
squadrons of the regiment, he served in both tho 
Miranzai Expeditions (clasp add d to India Medal), 
and having returned to Kohat at the beginning of Juno 
1891, he in the following month went home on leave. 
He retumod to India and rejoined! the regiment at 
Kohat in March 1892, and at the end of the year ha 
accompanied it to the Kurfinx Valley ; and having;* 
returned with it to Kohat in May 1893, he, early in the 
following year, marched with it to Rajanpur. In April 
1895 he again went home on leave, on his return from 
which he rejoined the regiment at Dera Ghazi Khan at 
the qnd of the following December In July 1896 he 
was appointed Offg. Commandant of the Corps of 
Guides, and having joined at Mardan, he continued 
officiating until the autumn of the same year, when 
he rejoined his own regiment at Dera Ghazi Khan. In 
March 1897 he was appointed to officiate as a Colonel 
on the Staff and was posted to Sialkot, and on the 22^ 
June f ollovring, havings completed his tenure, he vacated 
the appointment of Commandant of the 5*^ Punjab* 
Cavalry. On the outbreak of the Frontier War of 
1897, he wasy on the 9**^ July, appointed Colonel on the 
Staff at Edwardesabad and Base Qommandaut there for 
the Tochi Field Force ; on the lOtK S^tember following 
he waa appointed Colonel on the Staff and Base Com-* 
mandant at Kohat ; and during these months, from July 
to September, he took part in the operatione on the 
Samana Range and in the Kuram Valley. On the 8*^ 
Octdber he* was appointed to the Staff of the Tixah 
Expeditionary Fofce as Commandant at the B4se of the 
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Iona of CommnnicatioBB^ asdiai tM cspacify be took 
..part in the operations of 1897-98 nntiill the termination 
tbe Frontier War (India Medadi and two clasps'). 

In February 1898 be was appointei^ m Colonel on tbe 
Staff, to the command of the Kobai^Knrami Fbrce, and 
in Jwnary 1899 be was ncnnxnatedi Cblnnel on the Staff 
. at Sialkot ;• be^ bowe^er, remained on ini command of 
tbe Kobat-Knram Force until the following October, 
when be went borne on leaver In May* ll900« in re- 
fODgnitiQn of past seryices, be was, nomuiaited a Com- 
panion of tbe Order of tbe Batik OjUi returning to

the regiment for some time longer, and at the end of 
January 1863 be was appointed an Offg. Doing-Duty 
Officer in it. In Ftebruary 1863 be entered on civil 
employ as an Asst. Commissioner in the Punjab, and 
having been posted to the Jbang District, be afteif- 
wards served in tbe same position in tbe Dera Gbasi 
Khan and Bannu districts, until June 1866, when be was 
appointed' Offg: Superintendent of tbe Cbamba State, 
a post which be continned bolding nntil Februaiy 
1867, from wbich date until the end of the succeeding 
April be was on special duty in tbe Office of thw 
Financial Commissioner of tbe Punjab. He then 
served as an Asst. Oommr. in tbe Gurdaspur district 
until Febmary 1868, when be was appointed an ^st. 
Seitlement Officer and posted to the Gujerat district, 
from which in the following summer he was trans- 
ferred, in tbe same capacity, to Hazara.^ In the 
autumn of tbe same year, as a civil and political offi- 
cer, be served with the forces in tbe field in tbe Hazara 
Campaign, and took part in tbe operations on tbe 
Black Mountain ^ India Medal and clasp). In Novem- 
ber 1869 be was appointed a Settlement Officer, and he 
remained employed on tbe Hazara settlement until 
tbe close of 1874, when be was transferred in tbe same 
position to Jbeliim, tbe Jbang settlement being added 
to bis duties in tbe following year From March to 
October 1876 be was on leave in Europe. On his 
retnm to India be resumed tbe Jbelum and Jbang 
settlements, and be continued in^ that employment until 
June 1877, when he was appointed Offg. Settlement 
Commissioner of Multan, a post which be held for 
more than two months. From September 1877 to the 
end of July 1878 be was Depy. Commr. of Jbelum, and 
from August 1878 to January 1879 be was on st^eoial 
duly with tbe Financial Ocmmr. of tbe Punjab, at 
Simla and Lahore. In January 1879 he was appointed 
Settlement Commissioner in the Punjab, and be con- 
tinned in that position until September 1882, when he 
became Commissioner of Settlements and Agriculture. 
In November 1884 be was appointed Junior Finan- 
cial Oommissioner of tbe Punjab; at tbe end of 
April 1887 he became First Financial Commissioner ; 
and in tbe following month be was appointed an^ Addi- 
tional Member of the Legislative ' Council of India. Bn 
March 1888 be went borne on furlough for eight 
months. On bis return to India at tbe end of the 
following October be resumed bis functions as Finan- 
cial Commission^ and Additional Member of ibe 
Legislative Council, and he continued in the discharge 
of the duties appertaining to those offices until bis 
death. He died at Lahore on the 24^^ March 1889^. 

Wade, Francis Hoey, (1848^1872) 

Crave at Oherat , — ^The second son of Robert Oaven 
Wade, Esq,, of Olonebraney, Co. Meath, Ireland. Borb 
in 1843. — ^Entered H. M/s Service on the 4*^ February 
1862 as an Ensite in, the 55*^ Foot, which he joined 
soon afterwards in the island of Jersey^ In May 1862 
he moved with the regiment to Portsmouth,, aoia m this 
Allowing November he embarked with it for Bengal; 
and having landed at Calcutta in March 1864, kie 
sborfly aftexvmrds accompanied the corps to Hamriilag 
On the 16® EPovembetr 1864 he was promoted to the rank 
of Lieutenant, and ih the following month he s6oozi£- 
panfed the r^^ent to Lucknow. In Febmary 1865 he 
'^oeeded with the lej^ent on service to the Bhutan 
' l^ars, and on the 0^ of April he took part, with thi 
, right wing, in the re-capture ly storm of ihe fort of 
Dewangin (India Medal and clasp). Shortly after 
the fan of DewangiH he proceeded on sick leave to the 
NBgherri^Hilhfi, in Sbuthem India, where he remained 
*i»ir(sd early in the' fcdlowing October.' Bb*tken*r#* 
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Joked the regiment at Diim*Dttia,‘ '^eh^nce' he acoom- 
paxiied it to Fort William, and afterwards back to 
Lnoknow, arriving at the latter place in ffebnoary 1866, 
In June 1868 he went home on leave, and having in 
.September 1869 been appointed, to db duty 'with the 
regiment depot, then at Pi^ston, he d?di not xetum 
to India until , the spring of 1872. Haying rejoined 
the regiment at Peshawar, he was, on the. 17*^ April 
1872, appointed Adjutant of the eorpp, with a portion 
.of which he soon afterwards moved up, tO' Cherat ; and 
at that place he died on the 9^^ September following. 


Walker* Edmund, Lieutenant (1828 — 1857).— 
Grave at Delhi, No, 102, — Son of James Alexander 
Walker, Esqr., Merchant and Agent, of Calcutta. Bom 
at Oalcntta on the 10*^ March 1828.— Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1848, with rank as Second-Lieutenant 
of Engineers from the 8*^ December of that year, the 
date on which he passed his examination at Addis- 
Gombe. After going through the usual course of in- 
struction at Chatham, he was sent out to India with 
the Cadets of 1850, and having arrived at Fort 
William on the January 1851, he was, on the 1 
of the same month, ordered up to Ludhiana, to join and 
do duty with the head-quarters of the Corps of Sappers 
and Pioneers. He had scarcely joined, however, when, 
on the 3i0*^ April, he was appointed an Assistant under 
the Director of the Ganges Canal and posted, as Asst. 
Executive Engineer, to the First or Northern Division, 
the designation of his appointment being altered soon 
afterwards to that of Deputy Superintendent. He 
continued in that situation until December 1852, when 
he was appointed an Assistant to the Principal of the 
Thomason Civil Engineering College at Roorkee, and 
continning in that appointment, he officiated as Prin- 
cipal from the 1®* May to the 1®* November 1855. On 
the 1®* January 1856 he was again appointed to offi- 
ciate as Principal of the Cpllege, but four days later 
he was transferred to the appointment of Superintend- 
ent of the Ddn Canals, with his head-quarters at 
Dehra, and he was still in that situation when the 
mutinies broke out in May 1857. On the 14**» of that 
month, when the Sirmoor Gurkha Battalion marched 
for Meerut, to put down the mutiny there, he accom- 
panied the corps on service, and on the course of the 
battalion being deflected to Bulandshahr, to suppress 
the disorders in that district, he, continuing with the 
corps, took part in that movement as well. Subset 
quently, on the 1®* June, he, with the battalion, joined 
the force under Brigadier Wilson on the Hindan, and 

J roceeding with it be afterwards joined the Delhi Field 
’oroe under Sir Henry Barnard, with which he took 
part in the action of BadU-ki- Serai and the seizure of 
the Bidge before Delhi. On siege operations being 
begun he reverted to Engineer duties, and on the 1®* 
Jnly he was appointed a Field Engineer with effect from 
the 14*^ May, the date on which he proceeded on service 
,with the Sirmoor Battalion. In this position he con- 
tinued serving at the siege of Delhi until the 30^^ July, 
when he fell a victim to a virulent attack of cholera.

Wallace, Newton, Lieu tenant • 0 ol on e I 
‘(1789 — 1845 ). — Tablet at Feroze^ore,^ No. 442. — ^Entered 
Aha Bengal Army in 1806. Arrived in India in Novem- 
ber 1806, and in the usual course was sent to the Cadet 
:Cfelltege at Barasat. On the 1®* February 1807 he was 
posted tO' the 27^^ N. I. At the end of January 1808 
ite' was passed out of Barasat, and having in the loUow- 
ing month been allotted to the 2^ Battalion of the 27*^ 
N*' I?i he proceeded to the Upper Provinces and joined 
that ccMPps lat Agra. In the winter of 1809-10 he moved 
with the battalion from Agra to Sikrora;, in Oudh, and 
during the latter year he was several times employed 
in the reduction of torts held by recalcitrant zaminda^ 
in {^k^ neighbouriug' districts. On the formation, in 
February 1811 of volunteer battalions for service ou the 


expedition to Jhva,' he was,' on the 28th of that month; 
appointed to the 4**^ l-attalion of Bengal Volunteers^ 
and embarking with the corps on the 8^^ March, he 
subsequently served with it throughout the operations 
resulting in the conquest of that extensive island from 
the Dutch and their French allies, taking part in the 
landing at Chillingching, the advance on Batavia, and 
the bombardment and storming of the fortified lines of 
Comelis, in which last (26**^ August 1811) the 4*^^ 
Volunteer Battalion had a conspicuous share and 
suffered heavier loss than any other native corps en- 
gaged. On his promotion to the rank of Lieutenant 
taking place he was re-posted, August 1811, to the 
24 Battalion 27*^ but remaining on -with the Volun- 
teers, he, in June 1812, took part in the storm and 
capture of D jocjocarta, in the interior of the island. Sub- 
sequent to the completion of the conquest of Java, he con- 
tinued serving there, in Sumatra, and generally in the 
.Eastern Archipelago (pai*t of the time as Adjutant of a 
corps of Javanese) for a period of four years, in the 
course of which, in 1815, he was transferred h om the 2^ 
to the I®* Battalion of the 27*^ N. I. In the autumn of 
1816 he returned from Java with the remains of the 
4tb Volunteer Battalion, with which he continued serv- 
ing at Barrackpore until the corps was broken up in 
February 1817. At the end of that month he was re- 
transferred to the 2*^ Battalion 27*^^, hut having been 
granted five months* leave, to remain at the Presidency, 
he did not rejoin that corps, and in May 1817, before 
his leave had expired, he was appointed Adjutant of 
the Cuttack Legion (now the 1®* Battalion 6*^^ Gurkha 
Rifles), the formation of which had just then been 
ordered. Having joined the head-quarters of the Legion 
at Midnapore, he took an active part in the organisation 
of the corps, and he afterwards served with it in the 
business of extinguishing the last embers of the inr 
surrection in Orissa which had led to its formation. 
In July 1819, his health being bad^ he proceeded on 
leave to Calcutta, whence in the following month he 
proceeded on leave to sea for ten months; in 
August 1820 further leave to sea was granted to him, 
and having visited Java, he thence, in the succeeding 
October, went home on furlough, vacating the Adju- 
tancy of the Cuttack Legion. He returned to India 
in July 1822, and, proceeding to the Upper Provinces, 
he, in the following month, rejoined the 2^ Battalion 
27*^ at Allahabadp On the 14^^ September following 
he was nominated to do duty with the Cuttack Legion, 
but having been granted leave about the same time, 
he did not join it until nearly six months had elapsed, 
and in the interval he was removed, November 1822, 
to the rolls of the 1®* Battalion 27*^ and the Cuttack 
Legion was transferred from Orissa to the Eastern 
Frontier of Bengal. Eventually he joined the Legion 
at Chilmari on the 1®* March 1823, and on the follow- 
ing day he was Appointed Offg. Adjutant of the corps. 
Early in the snpceeding month the Cuttack Legion 
was trausformed into the Rangpur Light Infantry 
Battalion and removed to Jamalpur, and in the followi- 
ing September he was made permanent in the appoint- 
ment of Adjutant, in which capacity he served with 
the battalion throughout the campaign of 1823*24 
against the Burmese on the Sylhpt and Oachar frontiers 
and in' Assam, taking part in several engagements 
with the enemy. On the reorganisation of the Army 
taking place in May 1824 he was promoted to the rank m 
Captaala and posted to the 68^ N. I. (kte 1®* BattalioidL 
27*^), and having at the same time resigned the Adju- 
tancy of the Rangpur Ih'ght Infantcy, he was directed, 
IS^^May, to do duty with the 46^* N I. (late 
Batkblion 23^), which also at that juried formed part 
of the forces operating against the Burmese in Assam. 
After serving with this corps for two months, be went, 
July 1824, on leave to Mymensingh and the Presi- 
dency, aud having towards the close of the succeeding 
month been despatched to the Upper Provinces in 
charge of a body of young officers, he proceeded to 
and tbere, at iJie end of December, joined tba 
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53^ N. I. Towards tlie close of March 1825 he pro- 
ceeded to Meerut in command of the right wing o£ 
the regiment, but he subsequently returned with it 
to Kamal, whence in the winter of 1825-26 he accom- 
panied the regiment to Bareilly. In September 1827 
he proceeded on leave to Bombay, whence towards the 
close of the following December he went home on 
furlough. Returning to India by way of New 
York, he arrived at York William in Sep- 
tember 1830, and a few days later rejoined the 63^ at 
Barraokpore, whence in December 1831 he proceeded 
in command of the corps to Dacca. In May 1833 he 
proceeded to the Presidency on leave, and having after- 
wards gone on sick leave to Simla, he was absent from 
his regiment until April 1835, when he rejoined the 
right wing at Etawah and assumed command. On 
his promotion to the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel being 
notified he was re-posted, July 1837, to the N. I., 
in command of which he proceeded lo Meerut in Eeb* 
ruary 1838. In October 1838 he was transferred to 
the 2*^ N. I., then en route from Lucknow to Kamal, 
and joining this corps as it passed through Meerut on 
the 18*^^ of that month, he proceeded in command of 
it to Kamal and afterwards, in November, to Perozo- 
pore, where, with it, he joined the Army of the Indus. 
The regiment not being required, eventually, to ac- 
company that Army, he was left with it at Ferozepore, 
and towards the end of November 1839 he was appoint- 
ed, temporarily, to the command of that station. In 
February ) 840 he marched from Ferozepore (in com- 
mand of the regiment and in charge of an immense 
train of carts and camels conveying treasure, ammuni- 
tion, and stores of various descriptions) en route to 
Afghanistan, and proceeding by way of Peshawar ho 
reached Jalalabad on the 1 0*^ April, and there delivered 
over the convoy to the officer appointed to receive 
charge of it. 'towards the end of the same month 
he marched with the regiment to Kabul, whence on 
the 22*^ May, he was sent in command of a detachment 
(which included the 2^ N. I.) to co-operate with a force 
from Kandahar, under Major-General Nott, in suppress- 
ing an insurrectionary movement in the Ghilzai country. 
The insurgents having dispersed without fighting, he, 
with the regiment, accompanied General Nott to 
Kandahar, arriving therein July, and at that place 
he was left in command on the 9*=^' September on the 
General leaving for Quetta in consequenco of an out- 
break in Baluchistan. H'lS health having in the mean- 
time broken down, on General Notfc’s return to Kandahar 
in December be obtained leave from Sir Willoughby 
Cotton, commanding in Afghanistan, and proceeded 
to India, whence he went home on furlough, embark- 
ing at Bombay in March 1841. In February 1842, during 
bis absence in Europe, he was transferred to the 69* 
N. I. He returned to India (overland to BomlMiy) 
in April 1842, and on the 26* of the same month he 
was transferred, at his own request, to the 20* N. I, 
at N&sirab<*d, On the 24* May, again at his own 
request, he was transferred to the 19* N. I., and join- 
ing that regiment at Sukkur, in Sindh, on the 16* of the 
following month, he on the same day succeeded to the 
command of all the troops at that place and at Shikar- 
pur. In February 1843, while marching up from 
Sukkur to Ferozepore in command of the 19* ho was 
transferred to the 26* N. I., which, after leaving the 
19* at its destination, he joined at Ludhiana in March, 
Towards the close of November 1844 he was trans- 
ferrodto the 73^ N. I., at the same station, nnd he 
continued in command of that corps until the out- 
break of the first Sikh War in December 1845. On 
the occurrence of that event he was appointei^ with the 
temporary rank of ^gadier, to the command of the 
Fifth Brigade, forming part of the Third Division of 
Infantry of the Army of the Sutlej, and he led that 
brigade in the battle of Mudki. Sir John McCaskillC^.v.) 
bavlng fallen in that engagement, he succeeded to the 
temporary oon!imand ot the Third Division, at the head 
ofwbioh b^weot through the whole of the desperate 


fighting of the first day’s engagement at Firozshahr. On 
the following morning, however, when the battle was 
renewed with unabated fury, his career came to a 
sudden end, his head having been carried o£E by a 
cannon-shot as he once more led his Division into 
the thickest of the fight,- — 22* December 1845. 

Note. — Lieutenant-Colonel (then Lieutenant) Wallace married^ 
firat, at Sourabaya, in Java, on the 17* October 1814, Catherina 
Maria, the eldest daughter of H. C. Van der Hoff, Eaqr. — He 
married, secondly, at Calcutta on the 15* July 1831, Constantia 
Harvey, the relict of Francis Dvryer, Esqr. — His daughter Eliza 
Antonia was the wife of Sir Matthew Richard Onslow, JSart, 
(IV), and mother of Sir William Wallace Bhoderic Onslow, 
Mart. (V). 


Walter, Odiarne Coates, JElnszgn (o. 1838 

1857 ). — Tablet and inscri;ption at Delhi, Nos. 14iSi and 
162 — ^Entered the Bengal Army in 1856. Arrived in 
India on the 2* February 1857, and proceeding im- 
mediately to Ferozepore, he there joined the 45* N, I., 
to which, in anticipation of his arrival, he had been posted 
on the 5* January preceding ; and he was with the 
regiment at rhat station when it mutinied there in the 
following May. In June 1857 he was sent down to 
join the force before Delhi, and on arrival there, about 
the end of the month, he was appointed to do duty 
with the 2^ European Bengal Fusiliers. He served 
with that rngiment at the siege until the 18* July, on 
which day he fell in action, having been struck dead 
by a nonp-de-so'^eil in an attack on the rebels in their 
position in the Sabzi Mandi.

Walton, Norcllffa B^ndyshe, Oaptain (1825— 
1859 ) — ^Tablet at PeshwLi7\ No, 982 . — Son of Charles 
M. Broome Walton, Esqr., sometime Captain in the 
4* Dragoons. Born in 3825. — Entered H. M.’s Sorvice 
on the 22 1 November 1844 as an Bnsigu in the 94* 
Foot, and proceeding to India, he joined the right wing 
of that regiment at Aden in the autumn of the follow- 
ing year In the winter of 1846-47 ho accompanied 
the wing to Foi't St. George, Mfidivas, and oa the 17* 
December 1847 ho w»is promoted to the rank of Lieut- 
enant. Early in 1848 ho moved w‘th the head- 
quarters and’right wing of the regiment to Canuanore, 
at which place he ooati.iuod serving until the spring 
of 1851, whou he went home on leave. Returning to 
India towards the close of the following year, ho rejoin- 
ed the head-quarters of the mgiment at Bangalore at 
the end of December 1852, and at that st it on he con- 
tinued serving anti the spring of 1854, wlieu he went 
home with the regiment. He airived in England with 
the corps in the following July, and after serving with 
it at Chatham for eight mouths, he moved with it to 
Windsor in March 1855. In the following September 
he accompanied the regiment to Gibraltar, whence, 
on being relieved by one of the regiments withdrawn 
from the Crimea on the termination of the Russian 
War, he returned home with it in June 1856, and waa 
stationed with it at Nenagh. In the following August 
he moved with the regiment to the Curragh whence, in 
August 1867, he proceeded with it to Dublin. In the 
following December he embarked with the regiment 
for India, the corps having been sent thither in conse- 
quence of the mutiny of the Bengal Army, and landing 
with it at Karachi in January 1858, he afterwards 
moved up with it to Rawal Piuai. On the 10*^ March 
1858 he was promoted to the rank of Captain in the 
2* Battalion of the 17* Foot^ then being raised, and 
towards the end of the year he embarked for England 
for the purpose of joining his new corps. He did not, 
however, live to reach his destination, having died at 
sea on the 29* January 1859.

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Warburtorit Robart, Lieuteiuint^Oolonel fl813— 
1863)^-— Gfrai;^ at Peshawar^ No. 945.-«Tlie ninth son of 
Richard Warbarton, Bsqr., of aarryhinoh, King’s 
Coanly, Iioland. Bom in 1813«— Bntorod the Bengal 
Army in 1830, as a Cadet of Artillery. Arrived in 
India at the end of December 1831, but, being a snper- 
ntLtnerary, he remained unposted to troop or company 
for nearly four years. He was at first appointed to do 
duty with the Artillery at Dam-Dnm, and he remained 
there until the end of May 1833, when he was ordered 
np to Oawnpore on duty with a detachment of drafts. 
On arrival at that place he was appointed to do dnty 
with the Oawnpore Division of Arfelleiy, and ho con- 
tinued in that position until March 1835, when he was 
appointed Offg. Quarter-Master to the 6^^ Battalion, 
Foot Artillery, at the same station. At the end of 
ITovember 1835 he was at last brought upon the efEeo- 
tive strength of the Regiment of Artillery, and in the 
following month he was posted to the Company 
4^^ Battalion, then at Dam-Dam : having, however, 
been directed to continue ofS-ciating as Quarter-Master to 
the 6^^ Battalion, he rexnained in that situation (acting 
as Adjutant in addition for two months) until Novem- 
ber 1836, when, never having joined the company to 
which he was first posted, he was transferred to the 
4^^*^ Company Battalion, then at Oawnpore. With 
this company he served until the end of March 1837, 
when he was again appointed, temporarily, to the 6^^ 
Battalion as acting Interpreter and Quarter-Master, and 
he remained in that situation until September 1833, 
when he rejoined the 5^^ Battalion on being appointed 
acting Adjutant and QaarteivMaster to it ; he was, how- 
ever, directed at the same time to continue condncting 
The duties of Interpreter to the 6*^ Battalion until re- 
lieved, the head-quarters of both battalions being then 
at Cawnpore. This arrangement continued, however, 
for only a very short time, for on the 6*^ of the suc- 
ceeding month he was transferred to the 2^ Company 
6*^ Battalion (with No. 6 Light Field Battery attach- 
ed), which was then at Delhi and under orders for 
service with the Army of the Indus. Having joined this 
company he marched with it to Ferozepore, and ac- 
companying it thence on service to Afghanistan, he 
thereafter served with it throughout the campaign of 
1838-39 in that country, taking part in the capture of 
Ghazni (Medal } and In the subsequent occupation of 
Kabul* In August 1839 his services were placed at the 
disposal of the Envoy and Minister at the Court of Shah 
Shdja-ubMiilk, and he was for some time employed ou 
political duties, but he was subsequently transferred to 
Sluth Shttja’s military forces and appointed to the com- 
mand of the “King’s Own Artillery.” On his promo- 
tion to the rank of First-Lieutenant taking place in the 
following year, he was transfermd, April 18 tO, to the 6^^^ 
Company 6th Batalion,bntoontinningon service in Af- 
ghanistan, commanded the “ King’s Own Artillery ” 
throughout Sir Robert Sale’s oampaigu in the Kohistan 
of KaW from September to November 1840, taking 
part in the captoe of Tutamdarra, the attack on 
Julgarh, the night-attack at Babukushgarh, the capture 
and destruotioa of EZardarra, and the action of Par- 
waudaira. On the tondnation of the campaign he 
xetomed to Kabul with his artillery, and he was there 
when the fatefal out-braak of the 2^ November 1841 
took place; in the severe fighting in and around Elabnl 
that then ensued he had a full share, until tK^ 29^^ 
December, when he was delivered over to Nawab Zaman 
Khan as a hostage for the fulfilment of the articles of 
the traaly then entered into for the evacuation (d Kabul 
by the British forces. By Zamau Khan he and the 
ether hostages were ma&overto Mahammad Akbar 
Khan, by whom, on General Pollock’s advancing ou 
Kabul in the following Angost^ the whole of the 
saptives were sent off to Bamian; at that place, how- 
ever, they succeeded in effecting their own liberatiaa 
by b^bing the Afghan officer in cdiarge of them, and 
en the 21>* September he and the rest were all brought 
hoA to Kabul, now ocoupied by the forces under the 


command of General Pollock* On arriving them he 
was . placed in charge of a large party (over 250) oi 
maimed sepoys of the late gamsons of !&bal and Ghazazi, 
and with these he accompanied General Pollock’s Army 
on its march back to Ferozepore. On the breaking up 
of that Army, early in Janus^ 1843, he proceeded to- 
wards Cawnpore for the purpose of joining the com- 
pany to which he had been transferred nearly three 
years before, and having on the 20^ of that month 
been appointed Interpreter and Quarter-Master to the 
6*^ Battalion, he took up the appointment ou reaching 
that place. In December 1843 he was appointed 
Brigade Quarter-Master of Foot Artillery with the 
Army of Gwalior, and in that capacity he was present 
at the battle of Maharajpur (bronze star). In January 
1844 he was appointed to the Artillery of the Gwalior 
Contingent, then being raised and organised, and hav- 
ing been posted to the 2^ Company as Captain Com- 
mandant, he served with it (at first at Lalitpur, and 
afterwards at Sipn and Gwalior) for eight years, in 
the course of which he was transferred in succession 
to the rolls of the 3^ Company 4**^ Battalion, in Febru- 
ary 1844; the 4**1 Company 5**^ Battalion, in Septem- 
ber 1844; and the 6**» Company Battalion (as Cap- 
tain) in April 1849. In Jannaiy 1852, at his own 
request, his services were replaced at the disposal of 
the Commander-in-Chief, and he proceeded and joined 
the 6**1 Company 7**i Battalion at Meerut. In the suc- 
ceeding month he was transferred to the 2^ Company 
7**1 Battalion, and appointed to the command of No. 6 
Light Field Battery, attached to it, — ^this being the 
celebrated “Jalalabad Battery,” and the compa^ id- 
entical with that (then styled the 24 of the 6^ batta- 
lion) with which he had ^ne on service to Afghan- 
istan in 1838 ; and having joined at Fort Govin^arh, 
Amritsar, he served there for five years. Early in 1857 
he accompanied the company and the battery to Naair- 
abad. He shortly afterwards proceeded on leave to 
Bombay, and subsequently to Calcatfca, whence, towards 
the end of April he went home on furlough ; and he 
consequently was not with the company when, a few 
weeks later, it blotted oat its honourable leooid by 
joining in the mntmies. On attaining the rank 
Lientenani-Colonel in January 1860 he was posted to 
3^ Battalion, and on returning to India in the following 
March, he was appointed to the command of the Artil- 
lery Division at Amritsar. In October 1861 he was 
transferred to the Royal Artillery and posted to the 
224 Brigade, from which, in the following year, he was 
transferred to the 19**^. In the spring of 1863 he was 
removed from Amritsar to command the Royal Artillery 
of the Peshawar Division, and in Jane of tliat year he 
held, as senior officer, the temporary command of the 
Peshawar Brigade. He died at Peshawar cm the 10**» 
Noveihber 1^3.

^ales in the following year On the 17*^ March

the regiment for Bengal, and landing at Calcutta in

The circumstances in which he 
lost his life were truly lamentable, for after going 
unscathed through all the furious and sanguinary 
fighting of the 21®*' and 22^ December, he perished 
miserably on the 23^ in the explosion of one of the 
many mines with which the captured Sikh entrench* 
ments were studded 

Warter. Henry de Grey, Zieutenant-Golonel and 
Brevet-Oolonel (1838 — 1889).— Orane at Amhala, 

No. 261.-- The eldest son of the Revd, John Wood 
Warter, M.A., Vicar of West Tarring, Co, Sussex 
(who was of the Waiters of Crack Meole, Co. Salop), 
by Edith, his wife, daughter of Hobert Southey, 
L.L. D., the Poet Laureate, Bom ou the 6*^^ December 
1838.— Entered the Bengal Army in 1857 as a Cadet 
of Artillery. Arrived in India in October of the same 
year, and having been despatched shortly afterwards 
to the Upper Provinces, he was there attached to the 
1®* Company 5*t Battalion, Foot Artillery, then form- 
ing part of the Army in the field under the Commander- 
in-Ohief. With this company he served at the siege 
and capture of Lucknow in March 1858, and having 
afterwards accompanied the force under the Comman- 
dqj! in* Chief into Rohilkhand, he was present with it 
at ,the battle and capture of Bareilly (Medal and clasp)- 
In June 1858 he was regularly posted to the 1®* Com- 
pany 5*^ Battalion, which had in the meantime arrived 
at Bareilly from Lucknow, but he remained with it for 
a very short time only, having in the following October 
been appointed to do duty with the 3*^ Troop 8^ Bri- 
gade, Horse Artillery, at the same station. He shortly 
afteimrds accompanied the troop into the Sitapur 
district, and having been regularly posted to it in 
January 1859, he in the gpring of the same year 
marched with it to Muttra. In Janua^ 1860 he was 
transferred to the 4*^ Troop 1®* Brigade, which he 
joined at Meerut ; and he was retained with that troop 
wb^m on the amalgamation of the Indian with the 
Boyai ArtiUeiy taking place in October 1861, it became 
^ Battery 24 Brigade, Rc^alHoree Artillery,'- 
he himself becoming at the same time an ofBioer of the 
Royal Artillety. Towards the end of 1862 he was 
transferred to "A” Battery 2^ Brigade, and having 
joined it at Benares, he aocompani^ it to Morarin 
January 1863. In the autumn of the same year he 
removed to “ B ” Battery 6*'^ Brigjside, an4 having 
joineditat Ambala, he marched with it jtp Peshawar 



in the spring of 1864, in which year the designa- 
tion of the batte^ was altered and it became “ B ” 
Battery “ F Brigade. In the winter of the succeed- 
ing year he marched with the battery to Sialkot^ but 
having about the same time (21®* December 1865) 
been promoted to the rank of Second-Captain and post- 
ed to“F” Battery 19th Brigade, Royal Artillery, 
he went on and joined the latter at Mian Mir. In the 
antumn of 1866 he was appointed to the temporary 
command of No, 1 Battery 24**^ Brigade at Multan, 
but he rejoined his own battery before the end of the 
year, and in March 1867 he went home on sick leave. 
In October 1868, while still at home, he was trans- 
ferred to a Depot Brigade, with which he continued 
serving in the United Kingdom until November 1870, 
when he was appointed to “ D Battery “ 0 ’* Bri- 
gade, Royal Horse Artillery, and having joined this 
battery at Woolwich, he, in the following year, moved 
with it to Exeter. On the 5**^ July 1872 he was 
promoted to the rank of Captain. Tn February 1873 
he embarked with the battery for Bombay, and landing 
there in the following mouth, he immediately proceed- 
ed with it to Ahmadnagar, whence, in the succeeding 
November, he moved with it to Kirkee. On the 16*^ 
January 1875 he was promoted to the rank of Major, 
and having then been appointed to the command of 
“ B Battery 11*^ Brigade, Royal Artillery, he joined 
it at Barrackpore, whence in January 1877 he went 
home on leave. Returning to India in July 1878 he 
rejoined his battery (which in the meantime had be- 
come “B*' Battery 4*^ Brigade) at Allahabad, and 
he continued serving with it there until the spring 
of 1879, when he was removed to the command of 
"A'* Battery “B** Brigade, Royal Horse Artillery, 
then forming part of the Kandahar Field Force. Pro- 
ceeding to Afghanistan, he joined the hatteiy at Kan- 
dahar, and accompanying it, in the spring of 1680, 
in Sir Donaid Stewart* s march to the north, he com- 
manded it in the battle of Ahmad Khel and in the 
subsequent movements in the Logar Valley (Medal 
and clasp, and promoted to the rank of Lieutenant- 
Colonel by brevet). He shoitiy afterwards returned 
to India on sick leave, on the expiration of which, in 
October, he rejoined the battery^ (which had, in the 
meantime, returned from Afghanistan), and marched 
with it to Ambala, arriving there on the 2^ Decemher. 

In January 1881 he exchanged to « B *' Battery, « A ** 
Brigade, and having gone home and joined it, he served 
with it, in Dublin and afterwards at Newbridge, until 
the spring of 1882, when he was transferred to “ G 
Battery ^‘A*' Brigade, Proceeding then to India 
he joined this battery at Meerut, at which place he 
continued serving with it until June 1884, when, his 
promotion to the regimental rank of Lieutenant-Colonel 
(with effect from the 1®* Januaiy preceding) being 
announced, he vacated the command ; and having been 
posted, in that rank, to ‘‘B '' Brigade, Royal Horse 
Artillery, he wafi sent to Kirkee for duty, and he 
thereafter commanded the Boyetl Artillery at that 
station for more than two years. On the 2^ March 
1885 he was promoted ip the rank of Colonel by brevet. 

In November 1886 he was appointed to the command 
of the Royal Artillery in the Sirhind District, and 
having joined at Ambala, he contiuned holding this 
command until the end of 1888. After vacating the 
command he continued residing at Ambala, and he 
died at that place on the 23^ March 1889.

April 1871, when he went home on furlough for two 
years. Ou his retum to India, at ihe end of February 
1873, he was posted, as Depy. Commr., to the Hazara 
district, in which he continued serving until June 1877, 
when he was appointed Offg. Commr. wd Superintend- 
ent of the Multan Division, and having, in Augusi^ 
been removed to the Delhi Division, in the same capa- 
city he continued officiating then until the following 
Norember. In the winter of 1877-78 he served, in a 
political capacity, in the operations against the Jowaki 
(India Medal and clasp). In January 1878 
he was appointed to officiate temporarily as Civil 
and Sessions Judge of Peshawar, and having soon 
afterwards been appointed Offg. Commr. and Superin- 
tendent of the Peshawar Division, he was made per- 
manent in that appointment on the 21*1 Sep^ber 
following. On the outbreak of the Afghan War in the 
following November be was appointed Political Officer 
with the Kuram Column, under the command of hir 
Frederick Boberts, and moving forward with the force 
on the 211* November he served with it throughout the 
subsequent operations in the Kuram Valley, taking part 
in the farcing of the Peiwar Kotal, the advance to the 
Shutargardan, the movement into Khost, and the action 
of Matin (Medal and clasp, and created a Companion 
of the Order of tho Exalted Star of India). He after- 
wards held political charge of the Knram district for 

sometime, but on the termination of tho campaign, at 

the end of May 1879, he returned to Peshawar and 
resumed his appointment of Commissioner and Superin- 
tendent of the division. In 1881 and again in 1882 ho 
was on special duty under the Foreign Dept., and in 
May of the latter year he went homo on furlough. In 
Maroh 1888 he returned to his post of Commissioner 
and Saperintendent of the Peshawar Division, and ho 
oontinnedin that appointment until TSiovember 1888, 
when ho vacated it on attaining the age of fifty-fivo 
years. In April 1889 he went home, and he thereafter 
oontmned residing in Europe untd his death. In 
1890 he succeeded to tho Colonel’s allowance, and at 
the same time he was transferred to the TJuomployed 
Supemnmetary Inst. He died at Darsham, near

Watson, Horace, Heutmani (1817— 1849).— • 

Oraoe at Lahore, No. 605.— Entered tbe Bengal Army 
in 1839. Arrived in India on the 2<i August of the 
same year, and on the 24* was ordered up to Meerut 
to do intv with the 17* N. I. On tue 5tti Droembar 
following ho was posted to the 41** N. I., then at 
Benares, but on the 9* of the same month he was 
trimsf erred, at his own request, to the 17th N. I., and ho 
remadued accordingly with that repment at Meerut, 
From August to November 1841 he officiated as Adjut- 
ant of the corps, and at the end of the same year he 
accompanied the regiment te Dinapore. In February 
1842 he was appointed to the Volunteer Begiment 
which was then formed atBarrackpw for service in 
^ina,andof which a company of his own lament 
foimed part,aridombarkingwiththi80orpB in the follow- 
ing month, he subsequently served vrith it in varioua 
eperations in that country, including the storm and 
captnre of Ching-kiang-foo in July (Medal). MS' 
retarned to India with the Volunteers m February 
1843, aud the corps having been broken up in tho 
following month, he obtolned leave to remain at Cal- 
cutta until the succeeding October, when Im proceeded 
to IHdnapore and there rejedned the 17th N. I. In 
February 1844 he was appointed acting Interpreter and 
Quarter-Master of the wgiment, and having been made 
pe ymn.nftTi 'fc m tUftt appoiliOTBBi OH tlw 80**^ Apnl^ ll0 
continued WdiM it tiiitil tlie end of We eervioe. In 
the spring of 1845 he marohed with tiie regiment to 
Cawnpore, whence in November 1646 he accompanied it, 
to Jhansi. In tbe autninn of 184B he offic^tedfor 
a short time as Adjutant of the corps. Early in Nov- 
ember of the same year, the repm^t Imving been 
detoUedtofoNi part of the Besexve Divisiaii of tho 
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.Army of the Punjab, to be assembled at Jagraon, he 
marched wUh it for Ludhijmai, and haying arriyed at 
that place on the 10‘J‘ December, and been, on the 
26*’' ; appointed Brigade Quarter-Masterlof the UesOTe, 
he proceeded with the regiment on the 29*'^ and pined 
the force at Jagraon, On the breaW up of the 
Beserye Diyision at the end of March 1849, he resumed 
bis appdmtment of Interpreter and Quarter-Master of 
the regiment with which he then marched to Lahore, 
arriyii^ there on the dtJ* April ;_and at that place he 
died on the 9** September following. 

Webb, William Robert, Lieutmant (1838— 
185V).— iJrace and inscription at Delhi, Nos. 118 and 
102.— The eldest son of Patrick Biobert Webb, Esqr., 
Barrister-at-Law, of Dublin, who was a cadet of the 
Webbs of Webbsborough, Co. Kilkenny. Bom on the 
16 th June 1838.— Entered B:, M,’s_ Seryioe on the 7^ 
September 1855 as an Ensign in the 8“* Foot, and 
haying joined the depot of that regiment at Chatham, 
he coiSnnued serving there for more than a year. On 
the 15® April 1856 he was promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant. Proceeding to India towards the close of 
that year ho joined the regiment at Jnllnndur, and he 
was rorving with it there when the mutinies broke out 
in May 1857. On the 12‘’‘ of that month he accom- 
panied a detachment despatched from JuUundur for the 
purpose of securing the fort and magazine at Phillaur, 
^ he continued serving at that place untU the middle 
of the followmg month, when he accompanied a wing of 
the regiment on its match to join the Delhi Field Force. 
Arriving in camp beforo Delhi on 28® June, he 

thereafter served throughout the siege of tlmt pla^, 

part in the repulse of the sorties of the 9“, 14® , 
18 ® ^d 284 July, and in the final assault on the 14® 
September, in the course of which, in the advance 
towards the Mori -Bastion, afterlthe breaches had been 
he fell mortally wounded. He died of his 
•wounds on the following day,— the 15® September 
1857. 

Webster, Henry Wards, iMutenant-Golonel and 
Sreiiet-Oolonel (1838 -1894).— ro6fet at Peshmar, 
No. 980,— Son of Major-General Thomas Webstenr, of 
the Madras Infantry, and a younger broker of Lieut- 
enant- General Thomas Edward Webster, Bmgal Infan- 
try. Bom at Belgarvie, Fifeshire, on the 12® Deoeinber 
1838 .— Entered the Bengal Army in 1857. Arrived 
in India on the 27® November of the same year, and 
on the 30® was directed to join and do duty with 
H. M.’s 97® Foot. Accompanying that regiment to tl» 
UppOT Provinces soon afterwards, ho served with it 
throughout the campaign of 1857-58,^ taking in 
the ai^ns of Nasiratpur, Chanda, Amirpur and Sultan- 
wnr and in the siege and capture of Lucknow (Medal 
Ld clasp). In October 1858 he was posted to the 
cadre of the 45® N. L, with effect from the IS*** May 
preceding, bat tbis was purely nominal, the regiment 
having to exist in the precetog y®"- To- 

wards the obse of 1858 be aooompanied the 97® to 
and in the succeeding year he served with tl^ 
companies of the regiment in the p^it and dis- 
permon of bauds of mutmeers and rebels in Bundel- 
UaxJ and the Chatoarpnr territory, t^g part m 
Tsrious little skirmishes. He contmued remng wi^ 
the 97® unlnl May 1860, whan he was appointed to do 
duty with the 22“4 Punjab Infantry, and ^ving jom^ 
that corps at Banda, be was smt ^n afterw^, to 
command a defechmsiit of it at K^. In the following 
■max' file regiment became the 30 ** (Pimjab) N, I., 
knd in December 1862 he aooompanied the ooaw to 

Benares, at which starion he continued serviag wiiai it 

for newly two years. On the outb^ of the Bhui^ 
War be accompanied the corps into "the field, and he 
ti.ttww.ftef served with it throughout the campaign of 
1864-65 in the Duars, including the stonn and capt^ 
of DaiEmkot and Chamurohi, the action of Nagn, the

On the oondnklon of the campaign he accompanied the

In the following November, after officiating in the 
post for a month, he was appointed Adjutant of the 
regiment, and having been specially permitted to 
reto the appointment after his promotion to the rank 
of Captain, he continued holding it for more than xour 

years In September 1866 he was admitted into the 
Beng^ Staff Corps. In 1867 and again in 1868 he 
for briof periods, as a Wing Officer, andm the 

autnmn of the latter year, consequent on the outbreak 

of disturbances in Hazara, be moved with the regiment 
from Cawnpore to Jhelum. In the sucoeediag year he 

twice officiated as a Wing Officer, and on resigning the 
Adintancy of ti^e regiment in January 1870, he was 

agmn appointed an 0%. Wing Officer, a rituaton m 

Aioh he remained until February 1871, when, havmg 
failan into the position of an attached officer, he pro- 
ceeded on leave to Bombay, and thence went home on 
furlough for two years. He returned to India at the 
end of February 1873, and ^ving rejoined the regi- 
ment at Nowshera, he was, on the 31® March, appointed 
an Offg. Wing Officer, in which position he remameo 
(twice officiating as Quarter-Master) until the follow- 
ihe November, when be was appointed First Wmg 
Subaltern ; and having at the same time been appomted 
Offg Quarter-Master, he continued in the latter appoint- 
ment for twelve months. In March 1874 he mov^ 
with the regiment to Peshawar. In December 1874 

he was appointed a Wing Officer in the regiment; in 

the spring of the following year he officiated fora 
short time as Second-in-Oommond ; and in January 
1877 under the reorganisation of regimental appoint- 
mente which then took became a Wing 

Commander. In February 1877 he acoompat^d too 
regiment to Ferozepore, and thence m March 1878 he 
wrat home on fnxlough. Consequent on the outbreak 
of the Afghan War, he returned to India in the follow- 
ine December and rejoined bis regiment at Ferozepore ; 
but the corps not being required for service during too 
first campaign, be ’remained with it at toat place until 
September 1879, when, on toe renewal of the war, he 
mmrched with it for Peshawar. Arriving there on toe 
16® October, be shortly afterwards accompanied too 
corps to Kotal, and thereafter he served with 
it ra toe EEaibax line throughout the campaign of 
1879-80 taking in varions movements and a&irs, 
innlndinff the action with the Mohmands on the Gaia 
SSite in January 1880 (Medal). In March 1880, 
wbSe Btai on service in the field, he was appointed 
Offg Second-in-Command of too regiment, and he 
renmined in that position for nearly eighteen montos. 

On toe withdrawal of the British troops from Northern 
Afghanistan taking place, he accompanied the regiment 
to Jhelnm, arriving there cm the 2i<>* Septober, ^ 
be continued serving at toat plate until Mareh 1881, 
when he again acccnn^^ corte on sernoe, on 
toe expeditim against toe Mahsnd Wazim On the 
candn^n of this campaign he returned mto the 
regiment to Jbelnm, arriving there in June 1881, ^ 
ho continued serving with it at that station, as Offg.

August when he was appomt^ Offg. OommMdant c£ 
toe l5® N I. (the Ludhiana Sikhs). He joined this 
regiment at Ddhi, hut he held command of it only 
until the end of October 1881, when, Ms se^oes bewg 
required with Ms own regiment, he rejoined toe 30® on 
tto route from Jhelum to Meerut. On the 17® of the 
succeeding monto he was appomted Second-m-^- 
rr,«.r,A, ml haviug two days later been appointed 0«g. 
Commandant, he proceeded in command to M^^ 
a^ving th^ on the 5® December. He oontmned 
offidiatog as Commandant until May 1883, wbto he 
reverted to Ms permanent aw^tment of feorad-m- 
Oommand, and in December 1^4 he proceo&d with the 
regiment to Petoawar. In Febriiaiy 1886 went 
on furlough, and be was absent from India imta 
April 1887, when be r^oined the regiment at Pet^ 
war' ahd in too succeeding June the appmntenent ox 
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Commandant was conferred upon Mm. In January 
1888 he accompanied the re^ment to Multan, and 
thence during the four ensuing years he twice (in 
April 1889, and again in May 1891) went home on 
leave for periods of six months. In the spring of 1892 
he moved with the regiment to Eawal Pindi, and in the 
autumn of the same year he commanded the corps in 
the futile Isazai Expedition, returning to Eawal Pindi 
on the 31st October. In the following year he again 
went home on leave, rejoining at Eawal Pindi in August 
1893. In the following December, on attaining the age 
of fifty-five years, he vacated the appointment of 
Commandant of the Bengal Infantry, and having 
received permission to reside out of India, he soon 
afterwards went home. He did not, however, ^ long 
survive his return to his native land, having died at 
St. Andrew’s, Pifeshire, on the September 1894. 

hToTE.— Colonel (then Major) Webster married, at Perozepore 
■ou the 20th July 1878, Angela Mary, daughter of Colonel Ceorge 
Boduey Brown, R. (Bengal) Arty. 

Wells, Henry, Gaptmn (c, 1816 — l84&).’^Tahlet 
at Ferosepore^ No, 442. — ^Entered H. M.’s Service on the 
8th March 1833 as an Ensign in the 62 Foot, and 
proceeding to India he joined that regiment at Masuli- 
patam, in the Madras Residency, early in the succeed- 
ing year. On the July 1834 he was promoted 
to the rank of Lieutenant, and in the following Septem- 
ber he accompanied the regiment to Moulmein, in the 
Tenasserim Provinces. In 1839 he went homo on sick 
leave, and he was absent from India until January 
1842, when he rejoined his regiment in Fort William, 
Calcutta. In the autumn of the same year he moved 
with the reginient to Dinapore, whence at the end of 
1^4 he marched with it m route to Ambak, but the 
corps having been ordered to continue its march to 
Ferozepore, he Arrived with it at the latfior pkce towards 
the close of March 1845« On the 23^ July 1845 he 
was promoted to the rank of Captain. He was still 
serving with the 62*^ at Ferozepore when the first Sikh 
War broke out in the following December, and on the 
morning of the 21®* of that month he marched out with 
the regiment (in the Fourth Division of the Army of 
the Sutlej, under Sir John Litfcler) to take part with 
the main army under Sir Hugh Gough in the assault 
of the entrenched position of the Sikhs at Firozshalir. 
In the sanguinary engagement which ensued in the 
oourse of the aliemoon of the same day he unhappily 
fell, having been killed by a grape-shot whilst gallantly 
lea^g on his company to the attack. 

Wheatley, Charles Edward, Ideutenmt (e, 
1838 — 185?^. — Grave and inscription at JDelhi^ Nos. 93 
and 162. — ^Entered the Bengal Army in 1854 as a 
, Cadet of Infantry. Being already in the country he 
was formally admitted into the service on the 2^ Feb- 
ruary 1856, and on the 8*^ of the same month he was 
directed to join and do duty with the ll*i^ F. I. at 
Allahabad. On the 13**» April following he was posted 
to the 58*^ N. I, at Jhelum, but he never joined that 
regiment, and on the 30*^ of the same mondi he was 
transferred, at his own request, to the 64**^ F. 1. He 
joined that corps soon afterwards at Aligarh, and in 
April 1866 he marched with it to Delhi, at which place 
he was rawsent with it when it mutinied on the 11^ May 
1857. Having eflPected his escape to Meerut, he was 
subsequently attadied to the Sirmoor Batklion, with 
yiich he served during the earlier days of the siege 
oi Delhi. He fell before that place on the 17*^ June 
1857, having beon killed by a cannon-shot while on duty 
at Hindu E^’s house. 

Fotb I.— Fo record lias been found of the date of this officer’s 
appointment to do duty with the Sinnoor Battalion, or of the date 
on and place at which he joined tliat coxps, — ^points on which a 
correct statement of his services dmrmg the mutinies greatly 
' depends. Two applications to the 2d Gurhha Rifles for informa- 
.tknnn the sobject remain unanswered and nimoticed.

Wheeler, John Edward Hatch, Nnsign (o* 
1838 — IZhZ).— Tablet at Peshawar, No, 982.— Entered 
Hi M.’s Service on the 1®* June 1855 as an Ensign in 
the 94*^ Foot, which he joined soon afterwards at 
Windsor. In the following September he accompanied 
the regiment to Gibraltar, whence, on the corps being 
relieved, on the termination of the Eussian War, by 
troops from the Crimea, he returned home with it in 
June 1856, and was stationed with it at Fenagh. He 
afterwards moved with the regiment to the Curragh 
and to Dublin, and in December 1857 he embarked 
wiih it for In^a. Having landed at Karachi in Janu- 
ary 1858, he accompanied the corps to the Punjab, and 
with it arrived at Eawal Pindi at the end of the follow- 
ing April. He died on the 17*^^ September following. 

Note.—Oh tbe Ist October 1858, before iutolligcnce of his death 
had reached England, Ensign Wheeler was gazetted to the rank 
of Lieutenant in the 2d Battalion of the 8tli Eoot, then in course 
of formation in Ireland: the appointment was afterwards can- 
celled on nows of his decease being received. — It is not hnown 
where this officer’s deatli took place; it lias, however, been ascer- 
tained that it occurred neither at Rawal Pindi nor at Peshawar, the 
two stations at which his xogiment, or portions of it, served in 
1858. A reference to the 2d Battalion, Connaught Rangers, for 
information on the subject, remains unanswered. 

Whelan, Edward, Lieutenant (1823 — 1854.)— • 
Grave at Peshawar, No, 968. — The eldest son of Sir 
Thomas Whelan, Kt, who in 1822 was High Sheriff and 
in 1832 Lord Mayor of Dublin. Born at Torquay, 
Co. Devon, in 1823. — Entered the Bengal Army in 
1841. Arrived in India in Fovomber of the same year, 
and towards the end of that month was ordered up to 
Allahabad to do duty with the 73*^ F. I. At the end 
of January 1842 ho was posted to the 4*^' F* I., and 
having joined that regiment at Bareilly, he served with 
it there until early in 1844, wlien ho moved with it to 
Sukkux*, in Sindh, arriving there on the 10**^ May. lu 
January 1845 he proceeded on a year’s sick leave to 
Mussoorie, but not receiving sufficient benefit from the 
climate of that place, ho, in the following Fovember, 
proceeded on leave to Calcutta, whence at the close of 
January 1846 he wont home on furlough. Returning 
to India in July 1848 he rejoined his regiment at Delhi, 
whence in the following (Jetober ho accompanied the 
corps to Ludhiana, subsequently proceeding with it to 
Jullundur in December. Tliereafter ho served with the 
regiment in the Jullundur and Bari Doabs throughout 
the Punjab Campaign of 1848-49, taking part in various 
movements and affairs (Medal). On the termination of 
the operations ho returned with the regiment to Jullun- 
dpr, whence in tihe succeeding December he accompanied 
the corps to Rawal Pindi. In October 1853 he moved 
with the regiment to Peshawar, and he died at that 
place on the 14**^ August 1864, 

White, Charles Patrick, Ensign (1821 — '1838).-— 
Grave at Delhi, No. 68. — ^Born in March 1821.— dBlntered 
the Bengal Amy in 1837. Arrived in India towards 
the end of Fovomber in the same year, and in the follow- 
ing month was sent up to Barraokpore to do duty with 
the 12*^ F. I, In January 1888 he was posted to the 
38**^ F. I., and having joined that regiment at Delhi, 
he died at that place, of cholera^ on the 1st August 
following, being then little more than seventeen years 
of age and less Sian nine months in the country. 

Fote.— The initials of this officer’s Christian names are reversed 
in the inscription on his tomb. 

White, Edward John, Oapiain (c. 1824—1858). — 
Tablet at Delhi, No, 148. — Entered the Bengal Army in 
1842, Arrived in India on the October of the 
same year, and having, in anticipation of his arrival, 
been posted, on the IS**' of that month, to the 2^ Euro- 
pean Regiment, he proceeded forthwith and joined it at 
Ferozepore, at which station it formed part of the Army 
of Reserve. On the breaking up of that Army he 
proceeded with the regiment to Meerut, arriving there 
towards Ihe close of February 1843. In the following 
November he acoompaniod the corps to Ambak, whence 



ia April 1844 he reiniTned with iihe head-quarters and 
the left wing to Meerut, In the autumn of the same 
year he proceeded with the head-quarters and the left 
wing to Ludhiana, and the whole of the regiment being 
then assembled there, he marched with it en route to 
Sukkur, in Sindh, arriving at that place about the 
middle of January 1845. Immediately afterwards he 
accompanied the corps on service, and thereafter he 
served with it throughout Sir Charles Napier’s 
campaign against the mountain and desert tribes on 
the northern frontiers of ihe province. On the conclu- 
sion of these operations he returned with the regiment 
to Sukkur, arriviug there on the 26*^ March, and he 
continued serving at that post until the following 
September, when he accompanied the corps to Karachi. 
He returned to Sukkur with the regiment in November 
1845, and towards the close of January 1846 he, with 
the corps, pined the Sindh Field Force, which was to 
have marched northwards to take part in the first Sikh 
War, but the battle of Sobraon having brought the war 
to an end, the force was broken up, and he marched 
with the regiment to Ferozepore, and afterwards to 
Subathu, arriving at the latter place on the 20*^ April. 
In the autumn of 1846 he moved with the regiment to 
Jullundur, but he returned with it to Subathu in 
March 1847, and he continued serving with it at that 
place until the following November, when he proceeded 
on sick leave to Oaloutto, whence, in February 1848, 
be went home on furiough. He returned to India in 
November 1851, but having been detained at Dom- 
Dum for duty with a detachment of European recruits, 
with which he was despatched to the Upper Provinces 
two months later, he did not rejoin his regiment (then 
at Agra, and bearing the new designation of “ the 2^ 
European Bengal Fasillers ”) until the spring of 1862. 
In July 1852 he proceeded on leave to Meerut for four 
mouths, on the expiration of which ho rejoined the 
regiment on its way to the Presidency, arriving with it 
at Fort William on the 10th November. In October 
1853 he accompanied the 2^ Fusiliers by sea to Rangoon, 
proceeding thence to Prome, whero the corps was 
stationed for more than a year, and at that place from 
November 1853 to^ January 1855 he officiated as 
Adjutant of the regiment. In March 1855 he proceeded 
with the regiment to Moulmein, whence at the end of 
the year he returned with it to Bengal, and moving up 
with it from Calcutta to Subathu, he arrived with it at 
the latter place in April 1856. In the following 
November he accompanied the corps to a Camp of 
Exercise at Ambala, retoming thence to Subathu in 
March 1857, On the outbreak of the Mutiny in the 
following May he marched down to Ambala with the 
regimen^ and having subsequently gone forward with 
it in the Delhi Field Force, he was present with it in 
the action of Badli-ki-Serai, at the occupation of the 
Eidge, and at the siege of Delhi up to the 17th July. 
On that date, being very ill, he was obliged to leave 
camp and proceed to Subathu on sick leave for four 
months ; this was afterwards extended to sixteen months, 
but long before it expired he was permitted to proceed 
to Bombay, and thence go home on furlough on medical 
certificate* He embarked at Bombay early in March 
1868, bat he did not live to reach England, for his 
condition having rendered it necessary that he should 
be landed at Cape Town, , he died at that place on the 
21^^ of the succeeding month. 

White, George Edmund, Gaptain (1870-1902).-- 
"Chrme atSmnu, No, 1071 j tablet at Kohai, No, 1066, — 
Son of the Itovd. John White, of Ohevington, near Bury 
St- Edmunds, Oo. SufiEolk. Bom on the 26^^^ August 
1870. — Entered H. M.’s Service (from the Boyal Mily, 
College) on the 4**» March 1891 as a Second-Lieutenant 
in the 2*^^ Battalion of the Devonshire Regiment (the 
11th Foot), and proceeding soon afterwards to India, 
be joined that corps at Shwebo, in Upper Burma. In 
the cold season of 1891-92 he served with a detachment 
of toe battalion in the North-Eastern .Column of the 


forces detailed to operate against the tribes' of ihe hills 
bordering on the Chinese frontier, and took part in the 
relief of Sadon and in various other affairs (India 
Medal and clasp). On the termination of these 
operations in April 1892 he accompanied the detach- 
ment to Bhamo, where he continued serving with it 
until the end of the year. In January 1893, ou the 
battalion going home, he was transferred to the 1^ 
Battalion of toe Devonshire Regiment, and proceeding 
to Rawal Pindi he joined the corps there on its arrival 
from Egypt in the succeediug month. On the 28tii 
January 1894 he was promoted to the rank of Lieu- 
tenant. In the following December he moved with the 
battalion to Nowshera, whence ia March 1895 he 
accompanied it to Peshawar. On the 19*^ May 1896 he 
' was appointed an Offg. Wing Officer in the 31®^ 
Bengal Infantry, on probation for the Indian Staff 
Corps, into which he was subsequently admitted with 
effect from that date. Having joined this regiment at 
Malakaud, he continued serving with it there until the 
I following August, when he was transferred, in the same 
I position, to the 3^ Sikh Infantry, which he joined at 
Dera Ismail i^an. In the following cold season be 
moved with the regiment to Kohat, whence in the 
summer of 1897 he marched with it to Edwardesabad 
(Bannu). Almost immediately after this movement, 
the great Frontier War of 1897 having broken out, 
he accompanied the regiment into the field, and during 
the months of August and September he served with it 
in the TocM Valley, in the operations for the relief of 
toe Samana posts, and in Euram. In October 1897 he 
accompanied the oor^s on the Tirah Expedition, but his 
share in those operations was, after all, very small, he 
having been so desparately wounded in the brilliant 
storming of the Dargai Heights, on the 20*^ of that 
month, that he was unable to take any farther part 
in the campaign (India Medal and clasp). In the 
following December he was transferred to the 20*i» 
Bengal Infantry, but this was canwlled a month later 
and he remained on with the 3^ Sikh Infantry, which, 
on recovering from his wounds, he rejoined in the 
Ehaibar in the spring of 1898. In June 18981 he 
moved with the regiment to Jamrud, whence in the 
following December he accompanied the corps to Kohat* 
In the spring of 1899 he was appointed Offg. Quarter- 
Master of the regiment, but he held the appointment 
only until the end of April, when he went home ou 
leave. In April 1900 he was appointed a Wing Officer 
with effect from the 4^ii October preceding, and ou a 
change in toe designations of certain regimental appoint- 
ments taking place about the same time he became a 
Double-Company Officer. On his return to India about 
this period he rejoined his regiment at Idak, in the 
Tochi Valley, and was appointed Offg. Adjutant. In 
March 1901 he moved with the corps to Datta Khel, and 
about the same time he was made permanent in the 
appointment of Adjutant, with effect from the 9*^ June 
preceding. In December 1901 ho accompanied the 
regiment to Edwardesabad, and in toe ensuing winter ho 
served with it in toe Mahsud- Wasdri blockade operation^ 
including the brilliant dash made by Colonel Tonnochy 
(q.e.) on Makiu (clasp to India Medal). From May 
to September 1902 he officiated as Secoad-in-Command. 
In toe fallowing November he accompanied the corps on 
service against pertain sections of the Darwesh Khel 
Wariris, and on toe of that month he was unhappily 
shot dead in Arming a fortified enclosure, held by a 
gang of outlaws, at Ghimatti, near Bannu.^ 

White, Henry WalHs, Lieutenant (1820—1848).— 
(have at Ambala^ No, 217.— -Son of Lieutenant- 
General Sir Michael White, E.aB., of H. M/s 
Service.— Entered H. M.’s Service on the 26*^ 
November 1^2 as a Comet in the 8^ Light Dragoons, 
and being already in India he joined toe regi- 
ment (toon commanded by his father) at Karnal in 
* Februacy 1843. In the foUowing November he aocom- 
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panied ilie corps to Ambala, and tiere ia December be 
^Pfas appointed acting Interpreter to tbo regiment, an 
appointment wbicb be continued bolding for several 
monibs. On tbe outbreak of tbe fixst^ Sikb War in 
December 1845 be accompanied tbe regiment into tbe 
field, and be thereafter served with it tbrougbout tbe 
Sutlej Campaign of 1845-46, taking part in tbe battles 
of Mudki (a casualty in wbicb gave bime tbe rank of 
Lieutenant,— 19*^ December 1846), Firozsbabr and 
Sobraon, in the last of which be was slightly wounded 
(Medal and two clasps). At tbe end of March 1846 
be was detailed for duty at the Landour Convalescent 
Depot, but this was cancelled m tbe following month, 
and be remained with bis regiment, with which be bad 
in tbe meantime returned to Ambala. He died at that 
place on tbe 22^ September 1848* 

White, Rivers Turner, Unsign (1825—1846).-— 
Orave at Amhala, No. 209.— Son of Lieutenant-General 
Sir Michael White, K.C.B., of H. M.*a Service.— 
Entered tbo Bengal Army in 1844. Being in India 
at tbe time, with his father, then commanding the 3^ 
Light Dragoons at Ambala, be was formally adxnitted 
into tbe service on tbe 21®^ February 1845, and on tbo 
14tii of the succeeding month be was posted to tbe 
18^*^ N. I. Having been granted leave to remain at 
for four months, be did not join that regiment, 
and in tbe meantime, on tbe 1®^ May, be was trans- 
ferred to tbe 45*^^ N. I., then serving at that station. 
Being, however, still on leave be did not join that 
regiment either, and on tbe 21®^ June he was re- 
moved, at bis own request, to tbe N, I., which, 
on the expiration of bis leave in tbe following August, 
be joined at Ludhiana. On tbe outbreak of tbe first 
Sikh War, in December 1846, be marched with bis 
regiment to join the Army of the Sutlej, but be was 
lust twenty-four hours too late for the battle of 
Mudki; having, however, when tbe Army^ moved 
forward on tbe 21®* December, been permitted to 
accompany the 26**^ N. I., in which bis brother was 
serving, be was present with that corps in tbe battle 
of Firozsbabr. He subsequently rejoined bis own 
regiment, which was still in tbe rear, but having, on 
the 11*^ January, applied for a permanent transfer to 
the 26**^ N. I., be was, in anticipation of formal sanc- 
tion, permitted to rejoin that corps on tbe last day of 
the month ; and the transfer having been formally 
notffied on the 9*^ February, be semd with tbe 26*J» 
on the following' day in ttie decisive battle of Sobraon 
(in wbicb be was slightly wounded), and afterwards 
in the adve.nce on L^ore (Medsl and clasp). On the 
breaking up of the Army of the Sutlej be marched 
with bis regiment en route to Bareilly, but having, in 
April 1846, been granted leave to Ambala and Mius- 
soorie for six months, be remained at tbe former place 
when tbe regiment passed through tbe station, and be 
died there on tbe 3^ July following. 

Whiting, Robert Cony* Ido'utenant-Oohnel 
(1825— 1886).— Oraw at Ambala^ No. 259,— Bom at 
Bpteom, in Surrey, early in 1826. — ^Entered the Ben^l 
Army in 1844. Arrived in India in October of the 
sazxiB year, and in tbe following month was sent up ip 
Benares to do duty wilh tbe 6^ K. 1. ; and on that regi- 
ment leaving Benares in Februaaw 1845, he was 
directed to do duly wiih tbe 49**^ N» L at the same 
station. On the 18*^^ of tbe same month be was posted 
to tbe N. I., then at Neemucb, and proceeded to 
join; but having been taken ill en route^ be was 
granted leave to remain at l^asirabad until tbo end of 
July; this leave was afterwards extended for six 
monibs to enable him to proceed to Calcutta, whence 
be went home on furloagb in January 1846. He 
reimmed to India towards the end of October 1848, 
nnd bis regiment being then on field service in tbe 
foajab, ho hurried up and joined it, on tbe 7**^ Decem- 
at 'Hehn, beyond the Obenab. • Thereafter be 
wilh it in tbe Punjab Campaign of 1848-49| 
und psirt lr^ itin^baWi^ 


Ghijerat, in tbe latter of which be received a dangerous 
wound in tbe bead (Medal and two clasps). As soon 
as he was able to travel be proceeded on sick leave to 
Simla, at wbicb place, on account of tbe severity of 
bis wound, be was obli^d to remain until October 
1850, when be rejoined bis regiment at Ambala. In 
March 1855 be moved with tbe regiment to Delhi, 
whence in tbe autumn of tbe Succeeding year be pro- 
ceeded with it to Barraokpore, arriving there on tbe 
1®* January 1857. He was with tbe corps at that 
place in May 1857, when, in consequence of tbe 
mutinies in tbe Upper Provinces, it was found necessary 
to disarm it ; and be continued serving with it there 
until the following December, when (the regiment 
having been re-armed on its volunteering for foreign 
service) be embarked with it for China. Landing at 
Hong-Kong in February 1858, be continued serving 
there with the regiment for more than two years, in 
tbe course of wbidx be was more than once engaged 
with it in expeditions against tbe Chinese on the mjain- 
land (Medal). He returned to India with tbe regiment 
in tbe spring of 1860, and landing at Calcutta early 
in May, be, during tbe same month, moved up with it 
to Allahabad, at wbicb station be continued serving 
with it for nearly two years and a half, in tbe course of 
wbicb, in 1861, tbe designation of tbe regiment was 
altered and it became tbe 11**^ N. I. In November 
1862 be accompanied tbe corps to Nagode, at wbicb 
place be served with it until August J863, when bo 
was appointed a Doing-Duty OflGlcer in tbe 40**^ N. I, 
at Barraokpore. In tbe following October be was 
removed, in tbe same position, to tbe 34*^ N. I, at 
Jbansi, and be continued serving there with that corps 
until July 1864, when be was appointed to do general 
duty at Ambala. Towards tbe end of Juno 1865 bo 
was appointed Socond-in-Oommand of bis old regiment, 
the ID*' N. I., then on field service in tbo Jbbutan 
Duars, and proceeding thither he joined tbo corps at 
Patla-Kawa in July; the Commandant being jbbsent 
on sick leave, be, immediately on joining, became 
Offg. Ooramandanl^ and he continued in command of 
tbe corps during tbe remainder of its service in the 
field (India MeW and clasp). In tbe following Octo- 
ber be aooompanxed tbe regiment to Dinapore, and 
at that place be continued in command until nearly 
the end of November, when, tbe Commandant rejoin- 
ing, be reverted to tbe post of Second-in-Command. 
In September 1866 be was admitted into tbe Bengal 
Stiaff Corps. In November 1868 be moved with tbe 
regiment to Dum-Dum, and in 1870-71 ho was for a 
long time in command of a portion of tbe corps 
stationed at AHpur, Calcutta. In December 1871 be 
accompanied the corps to tbe Camp of Exercise at 
Delhi, and be there, on tbe Commandant being ap- 
pointed to tbe command of a brigade, succeeded to the 
temporary command of tbe regiment ; this, however, 
he held for less than a fortnight, for on the 27**' of tbe 
same month he was removed from the corps, and 
directed to do general duty at Delhi. In this position 
be continued until tbe 14*^ February 1873, when he 
was transferred to tbe Betired List of tbe Army. At 
a subsequent period be was permitted to accept tbe 
command of tbe troops of tbe Baja of Naban, and he 
continued in that employment until bis death* He 
died at Naban on the 29**' December 1886. 

Wilde, Hugh Norrts, Secmd-Idmtencmt (1873— 
1894).— Gmre at Mwrree . — Son of Lieutenant-General 
Sir Alfred Thomas Wilde, K.O.B., O.S.T., of the 
Madras Staff Corps, sometime commanding the Punjab 
Frontier Force. Bom on tbe 25**^ Apru 1873. — ^En- 
tered H. M.'s Service (from fbe Boyal Mily. 
College) on the 20**' February 1892 as a Second- 
Lieutenant in the 2^ Battalion of tbe West Yorkshire 
Begiment (tbe 14**' Foot), and, proceeding to India^ 
be joined that corps in tbe following memtb at Sitapnr, 
in Oudb. On tbe 24**^ April 1893 be was appointed 
an Offg. Wing OfBcer in the Infemtiy of 
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Guides, on prolMition for the Indian Staff Corps* and 
having joined at Mardan, he served there with the 
corps for nearly a year. In the spring of the following 
year he proceeded on leave to Murree, and at that place 
he died on the June 1894. 

Wilkinson, Christopher, Ensign (1829—1851).— 
Chrave at Peshawar, No. 939. — The eldest son of General 
Christopher Dixon Wilkinson, O.B., Bengal Infantry. 
Bom at Allahabad in December 1829.— Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1846. Arrived in India ou the 4*^ 
July of the same year, and on the 15<=^ was ordered up 
to Benares to do duty with the 9*^ N. I. In May 
1547 he was posted to the 66*^ N; I,, but being at that 
time on leave in the hills, he did not join the regiment, 
then at Lucknow, until the end of the following De- 
cember. In December 1848 he was transferred, at his 
own request, to the 28*'*^ N, I., and having joined that 
corps at Hoshiarpur, he served with it in the Jullundur 
Boab during the remainder of the period of the second 
Sikh War, without, however, being ever engaged in 
any operations against the enemy. Early in 1850 he 
marched with the regiment to Peshawar, arriving 
there on the 1^^ March, and at that place he died on 
the 6*^ July 1851, at which time, though he had more 
than five years’ service to his credit, he was still the 
junior Ensign of his regiment. 

Willes, John Shaw, M.D,, Assistant- Surgeon 

(c. 1821 — 1852).— Gvflve at Bagshai, No. 438. — En- 
tered H. M.’s Service on the 16<^*i March 1844 as a 
Staff Assistant-Surgeon to the Forces. On the 31s* 
May following he was appointed Asst. -Surgeon to 
the 17*^ Foot, and proceeding to India before the end 
of the year, he joined a wing of the regiment stationed 
at Ahmednagar. In December 1844, shortly after 
joining, he accompanied a detachment of the regiment 
on field service to the Southern Mahratta county, and 
there, in the following month, he took part in the 
capture of Gotia and in the storming of the Mouohar 
stockades and fort. On the conclusion of these opera- 
tions he returned with the detachment to Ahmednagar, 
whence in December 1845 he accompanied tho wing 
to Bombay, where the whole of the regiment was 
assembled^ In the following month he accompanied 
regiment to Sindh, and proceeding to Sukkur, he 
with it joined the Sindh Field Force, which was 
intended to ,maroh northwards and take part in the 
first Sikh War ; the battle of Sobraon having, however, 
farought the war to an end, the force was broken up 
on reaching Bahawalpur, and he then returned with 
the regiment to Sukkur, afterwards accompanying it 
to Karachi and Bombay, where, in March 1847, he 
embarked with it for England. Landing at Gravesend 
in the following August he accompanied the regiment 
to Canterbury, but he had not been with it there many 
days when, on tho 13*^ of the same month, he was 
transferred to the 88*^ Foot, then serving in the West 
Indies. He joined this regiment at Barhadoes early 
in 1848, and he subsequently served with it at Trinidad 
and St. Yincent until the spring of 1850, when, having 
been transferred to the 75*>^ Foot on the 15**^ March of 
that year, he returned home and embarked for India. 
Arriving in Bengal in the following September, he 
proceeded to Ambala and there joined the 75*^ early 
in Kovember. In March 1851 he was sent up to 
liandonr in medical charge of a detachment of con** 
Tsdesoenis, but he rejoined his regiment at Ambala 
in the following month. On the 7^*^ October 1851 he 
exchanged into the 9*^ Lancers, at the same station, 
bat this exchange not having men sanctioned by the 
War Office, he reverted to the 75^^ before the end of 
the year. In the spring of 1852 he was sent up to 
Dagshai to do duty temporarily with the 98*^^ Foot, 
and at that station he died on the 21^* July following. 

Willes, William Gibson, Oapiatn (c. 1796— 
1845). — Oram at Perozepore, No. 479 ; see also note to No. 
44L— Bntemd H. M,’s Service on the 9*^ September 1813 
as an Ensign in the 2^ Battalion of the 45*1^ Foo^ 


with which he served at Plymouth until it was 
disbanded in October 1814. He was then transferred 
to the Is* Battalion of the regiment, and having 
joined it at Enniskillen, he continued serving wil£ 
it there and at Belfast for two years and a half. On 
the 19*1^ December 1816 he was promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant. On the 25*^ March 1817, in consequence 
of reductions in the Army, he was placed on half-pay, 
and he remained iu that position until the 10*^ February 
1825, when he was brought back on full pay as a Lieut- 
enant in the 31st Foot. Having joined that regiment 
at Chatham, he, in the following April, embarked with 
a detachment of it for Bengal, and landing at Fort 
William, Calcutta, in the following August, he, with 
his detachment, joined the left wing of the corps, at 
Berhampore, in the succeeding month. He, however, 
soon afterwards returned to Fort William with the 
wing, and the whole regiment being assembled there, he, 
in the spring of 1826, proceeded with it to Dinapore, 
whence in the winter of 1826-27 he accompanied it to 
Meerut. In January 1831 he marched with the regi- 
ment to Kamal, and in the following October he ac- 
companied it to Rnpar, whither it proceeded as part of 
the escort of the Governor-General, Lord William 
Bentinok, on the occasion of His Lordship’s meeting 
with the Maharajah Ranjit Singh ; and having returned 
to Karnal with the corps in November, he thereafter 
continued serving with it there for more than four 
years. In 1835 he officiated for several months as 
Paymaster of the regiment. In the spring of 1836 he 
marched with the regiment to Dinapore, whence early 
in 1838 he was detached to Landour for duty with the 
Convalescent Depdtatthat station. Ho rejoined the 
regiment at Ghazipur in the spring of the following 
year, and having soon afterwards been appointed act- 
ing Quarter-Master, he continued in that situation for 
several months. On the 26*^ September 1839 he waff 
promoted to the rank of Captain. In the autumn of 
1840 he moved with the regiment to Agra. In January 
1842 he marched thence with tho corps en route to 
Afghanistan on field service, and having joined the 
Army under Major-General Pollock at Jalalabad on the 
{jtii thereafter served with it throughout the 

campaign of that year, including the Shinwari Expedi- 
tion and the two actions of Mazina, the actions cf 
Jagdakk and Tezin, the re-occupation of Kabul, and 
various actious in the passes between Kabul and the 
Khaibar during the return march to the British pro- 
vinces in Hindustan (Medal). On the breaking up of 
the Army at Ferozepore in January 1843, ho accompanied 
the regiment to Ambala, whence in the following April 
he proceeded on six months’ leave to Landour. lathe 
following November he marched with the regiment to 
Ferozepore, whence he I'etumed with it to Ambala in 
May 1844. On the outbreak ^ of the first Sikh War, in 
December 1845, he accompanied his regiment into the 
field, but his share in the operations was, after all, but 
a small one, for in the revy first engagment of the 
campaign, at Mudki on the 18*^^ December, he received 
a mortal wound, from the effects of which he died on 
the 24*^. 

Williams, David, Lieutenant - Colonel (1801— 
1852). — Grave at Lahore Cantonment, No. 651.— Bom 
at Pembreg, Oo. Carmarthen, South Wales, in 1801.— 
Entered the Bengal Army in 1819. * Arrived in India in 
August 1820, and ou the 25*^ of the same month was 
ordered up to Ghazipur to do duty with the Beng^ 
European Regiment. In January 1821 he was* posted . 
to the 2 Battalion 2^ N. I., and having joined that 
corps at Neemuch, he, towards the close of the same 
year, accompanied it to Lucknow. In 1823, on the 
Ajmy being augmented, he was promoted to the rank ojE 
Lieutenant and removed, 25*^ September, to the 2^ Bat- 
talion 23^ Ni I., and having joined that corps at Ber- 
hampore, he was, at the end of the succeeding xoonth, 
appointed Adjutant. ■ Early in the following year he 
accompanied the battalion on service to Assam, where he 
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serndwiiliit throughout the first campaign against 
the Burmese invaders of that province, taking part in the 
advance on Gauhaii and in various little skirmishes 
isrith tiie enemy. On the reorganisation of the Army 
taking place in May 1824 he was posted to the N. I. 

(late Battalion 23^ ), and in the following m^nth he 
was appointed Adjutant of the corps, hut having been 
detained in Assam with the 46^^ (kte 2 Battalion 23 
he did not join the 45*^, ihen on the Chittagong fron- 
tier, until the following October. He shortly after- 
wards accompanied this regiment to Dinapore, whence 
towards the close of the succeeding year he moved with 
it to Benares, About the middle of December 1825 he 
was directed to proceed and join the Army before Bharat- 
pur and there place himself under the orders of the Com- 
missary-General, and having done so, he thereafter 
served throughout the remainder of the siege as an act- 
ing Depy. Asst. Comy.-Genl., for which and for 
his previous services in Assam during the Burmese War, 
he was, many years later, awarded the India War 
Medal with two clasps. In March 1826 he was appoint- 
ed a supernumerary Sub- Asst. Oomy.-Geiil. and (vacat- 
ing the Adjutancy of his regiment) was posted to the 
Pjresidenoy. Towards the close of the following May he 
was appointed a permanent Sub-Asst. Corny .-Qenl., 
and having in the succeeding August been sent to 
Arakan, he served there (at Sandoway and other places) 
in that capacity (the last two years in executive 
charge) untilJanuary 1829, when he went away on 
sick leave to the Cape Colony, South Africa. He re- 
turned Jo India in May 1830, and, resuming his appoint- 
ment^^^T^O^served, iu executive charge, at Kyouk Phyoo, 
Arakan^ untilJune 1882, when, vacating the appoint- 
ment on promotion to the rank of Captain, he was direct- 
ed to do duty temporarily with N. I., at the same 
station. On the 20*^ August following he was re- 
appointed to the Commissariat Dept, and placed at the 
head of the list of Sub- Assistants, but he remained in 
the Dept, only until the Succeeding month, when he was 
nominated a Senior Assistant to the Local Superintend- 
ent in the Province of Arakan ; this appointment (to 
wHch the designation of Senior Asst. Commr. of 
Arakan” was afterwards applied) he continued holding 
for more than sixteen years, in the course of which he 
at various times held charge of difEeient districts of 
the province, and twice (once in 1839, and again in 
1845) officiated in the office of Oomnussioner of j&akau, 
liu Octobw 1848, his regiment, the 46*^ If, I., having 
b^n Aet^ed for service with the Army of the Punjab, 
hewas'ordered to rejoin it, temporarily, at Ferozepore, 
and havmg done so, he found himself, as Major, in com- 
mand of the corps, the Lieutenant-Colonel living been 
appointed to the command of a brigade. Thereafter, 
i]^ command of the regiment, he served with distmotion 
throughout the Punjab Campaign of 1848-49, taking 
in tte passage o£ the Ghenab and the battles of 
Cttolianwala and Gujerat, for which he received the 
Pjmjab Medal with two clasps, and was promoted to the 
rs& oi liieutenant-Colonel by brevet In March 1849, 
CQUclusioii of the war, having elected to remain 
with his regiment, he resigned his civil appointment in 
Arakan, and accompanying the 45^ to Ambala, he 
arrived there with it in^ the following month. In 
Peteuaacy 1850 he moved with the regiment to Bareilly, 
ike end of th^ succeeding August, on his 
proxnoticn to the regimental rank of Lieutenant-Colonel 
being notifieS, he was posted to the 65**^ N. I, at Lahore, 
and he continued serving there in command of that 
regiment until July 1851, when he was transfen’ed to. 
th& 5^1^ 17. 1, at Mian Mir. Of this regiment he re- 
mained in command until his death. wHch took place 
alMkn Mir on the 10^^ Jnly 1852. 

- Williams, George Blgoe, Oomef (c. 182?— 1846) 

Ferozejppre^ No, 44$.*— The eldest son of Major- 
Gtaueral Sir William Williams, K.O.B., formerly of the 
Foe*, and M^irCTandson of Sir Hugh Hill, Bart^ 
' Ob, Londoheiry.'-rl^t^ H. M.’s 

De^bmbcr 1844, as a Comet in the 10^ 

f , ' 


Light Dragoons (Lancers), and early in the following 
year he joined the Cavalry Depot at Maidstone, Embark- 
ing for India in May 1845 , and landing at Calcutta in the 
following September, he soon afterwards joined his 
regiment at Meerut. On the outbreak of the first Sikh. 
War he accompanied his regiment to the front, and hav- 
ing joined the Army of the Sutlej in January 1846, he 
was subsequently present with the regiment at the ac- 
tion of Badhowal on the 21®^= of that month, and at the 
battle of Aliwal on the 28<!^, in which last he fell in a 
daring charge on one of the Sikh infantry squares, hav- 
ing then been only four months in the country. 

Williams. Richards Lieutenant (1803—1824).— 
Qrave at Imdhiana, No, 570.— Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1818, as a Cadet of Artillery. Arrived in 
India at the end of September 1819, and on the 12tli of 
the succeeding month was posted to the 3^ Company 1®* 
Battalion, Foot Artillery, at Dum-Dum. With this com- 
pany (which, by a change of designation, on the 1®* De- 
cembOT following, became the 1®* Company 3^ Battalion) 
hejeontinued serving until September 1821, when he 
was transferred to the 2^ Company 3 Battalion at the 
same station. In the autumn of the same year he 
proceeded with this company to Allahabad, whence, 
towards the close of 1822, he marched with it to Karnal. 
At the end of February 1824 he proceeded on five 
months’ (afterwards extended to nine months’) sick 
leave to the hills ”, and he was still on leave when he 
died at Ludhiana on the 30*^ October 1824. 

Willock, Francis Gore, Oaptain (1828-1857).--* 
Grave at Delhi^ No, 105. — The eldest son of Sir Heniy 
Willock, Kt, (sometimes Charged^ Affaires in Persia, 
and afterwards a Director of the Bast India Company), 
and nephew to Sir John Francis Davis, Barh (!)• 
Bom in Russia iu 1828. — ^Entered the Bengal Army in 
1846* Arrived in Lidia on the February 1847, and 
on the 18^*» of the same month was ordered up to 
Cawnpore to do duty with the 9*^ Light Cavalry. In 
the following October, on the 9*^^ leaving for Mhow, 
he was directed to join and do duty with 4*^ Kght 
Cavalry on its arrival at Cawnpore, and he joined 
that corps accordingly in January 1848. In May 1848 
he was posted to the 6*^' Light Cavaby, which he joined 
at Nakodar, in the Jullundur Doab* On the outbreak 
of the second Sikh War he accompanied his regiment 
into the field, and he thereafter served with it tfciough- 
out the Punjab Campaign’ of 1848-49, including the 
battles of Ohilianwala and Gujerat (Medal and two 
clasps). On the conclusion of the campaign, his regi- 
ment having been ordered to Meerut, he was per- 
mitted to remain at Lahore on leave for three 
months, on the expiration of which, towards the close 
of June 1849, he rejoined the corps at its new station, 
whence, in the autumn in 1853, he marched with it 
to Nowgong, in Bundelkhand. In January 1856 he was 
appointed Adjutant of the regiment^ and in the spring 
of 18&7 he accompanied the corps to J ullundur. He was 
with the regiment when it mutinied, at that Station 
on the 9*^ June, and was greatly distinguished on that 
oooasiou by his efforta'^to hiring his men back to a sense 
of duty. Having volunteered for field service, he was 
sent down to Delhi in the succeeding month, and on 
arrival in camp was attached, 18*^ July, to H. M/s 
9*^ Lancers ; two days later, however, he was appointed 
to do duty with the Cavalry of the Corps of Guides, and 
to that corps he remained atteched until his deatlu 
Ho died in camp before Delhi, of iyphoid f evex*, on the 
22^ August 1857- 

Wnioughby, Edward Cotgrave Parr, Lieur^ 
tenant (c. 1836 — 1858 ). — Tablet at Kohat^ No* 1043, — • 
Son of Edward Willolfghby, Esqr,, of The 'VT’arren, 
Rugby, Go. Warwick.— Ent^d the Bombay Army in 
18M, Arrived in Indb in November of the same year, 
and found that, in anticip^ion of his arrival, he had, 
on the October preceding, been pos^^ to the 
£[. 1.9 ^hea :fkt Karaobi; having, however, obtained a 
traii^er to.the 10^ N, I., he soon afterwards joined 
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that corps at Nasirabad. In February 1855 he went 
home on leave, and having when in Europe been per- 
initted to join the Turkish Contingent, he was granted 
the local rank of Lieutenant in Turkey from the 27*^ 
M^ch f oUomng. He continued serving with the con- 
tingent (in Turkey andm the Crimea) until 1856, 
when, on the termination of the Russian War, 
the entire force was disbanded ; and returning then to 
England, he remained there until February 1857, 
when his services were placed at the disposal of Sir 
James Outram for employment with the Expeditionary 
Force in Persia. He arrived at Bombay in April, and 
immediately afterwards proceeded to Persia, where, in 
the following June, the war being then at au end, 
he was attached to the British Mission in that country 
for ‘‘special duty.” Having been withdrawn from 
this duty in the following month, he returned to 
Bombay, and on the 21®* September following he 
was appointed to do duty with the 1®* Baluch Batta- 
lion ; that corps being then with the Delhi Field Force, 
there were, iu the circumstances of the time, consider- 
able difficulties in the way of his joining it, but hav- 
ing been directed to proceed by whatever route the 
Commander-iu-Ohief might prescribe, he went by sea 
to Calcutta, and arriving there on the 17*^ October, he 
was, on the following day, ordered to do duly with 
H. M.^s 34*^^ Foot, until an opportuniiy should offer of 
joining the Baluch Battalion at DelH* 6n arriving 
at Oawnpore early in November he was permitted to 
do duty with the 4*^ Punjab Infantry, and having 
joined that regiment n^r Alambagh on the 7**^, he 
tli.ereafter served with it throughout the operations 
for the relief of Lucknow, in the course of which, after 
taking part in the capture of the MartinUre, he was 
prominently engaged in the brilliant storming of the 
Bikandrabagh, his gallant conduct on that occasion 
winning lum a recommendation for the decoration of 
the Victoria Cross ; at the same time, all his senior 
officers liaving fallen killed or wounded, he succeeded 
to the command of the regiraout, and holding this for 
nearly two months, ho thereafter led the corps in the 
remaining operations of the relief, in the return inarch 
to Oawnpore, in the rout of the Gwalior Contingent at 
that place on the December, in the affairs at 
fiaradglislt and the Kali Nadi, and, finally at the occu- 
pation of Fatehgarh, At this time, January 1858, 
the Govt. o£^ Bombay, apparently unaware of 
his actual position, nominated him acting Quarter- 
Master and Interpreter to the I®* Baluch Battalion, 
with effect from date of joining, but as he neve)? 
joined that corps the appointment did not take effect. 
At the end of the same month he was present with 
the 4^*^ Punjab Infantry in the sharp action at Shamsh- 
abad, and marching shortly afterwards with the 
corps towards Lucknow, he served with it through- 
out the siege and capture of that pla^e in March 1858, 
including the storming of the Begum Kothi and of the 
Gol Musjid: in the bourse of these operations he 
officiated as Adjutant from the 12*^ to the 20*^ March, 
and on the 21®^ he again succeeded to the command 
•of the regiment in action. On the of the samo 
month, a senior Cfficer having been, nominated to 
act as Commandant, he was appointed Offg. Seooud- 
in^Oommand of the regiment, and accompanying it 
soon afterwards, in that capacity, in the movement 
towards ]^hilkhand, he unhappily frU in the disastrous 
attack on the fort of Ruiya, near Radharaad, on the 16*^ 
April 1858. 

Willoughby, George Dobson, Mrsi-J^utenant 
(1828-— 1867).--Il^5criJp^w?w at Delhi, No. l^S.-^-Bomat 
Weymouth, Co. Dorset, on the 23^ November 1828.— 
Entered the Bengal Army in 1846. Arrived in India 
in July 1847, and in the following November was 
pofirfced to the 4**^ Company 2* Battalion, Foot Artillery, 
at Dum-Dum. In June 1848 he was transferred to 
the 1®* Company Battalion, and having joined it 
at Lahmfo, he was in garrison at that place throughout ^ 
the Punjab CaijipJ^ign of 1848-49 (Medal), Towards 


the close of 1850 he moved with the company to 
Ambala. In December 1851 he was detached to 
Meerut in command of a body of invalids, transfers, 
&o., and having on arrival at that station, at the end 
of the month, been sent on to the Presidency iu com- 
mand of the detachment, he was, while there, early 
in March 1852, removed to the 4*^ Company 5*^ Bat- 
talion at Ambala; before he could proceed to join, 
however, he was, on the 16*^ of the same month, 
appointed to do duty with the 3^ Company of the 
same battalion, and joining it on its arrival from Dina- 
pore, he, at the end of the month, embarked with it 
for service on the expedition to Burma, taking part 
thereafter in the operations resulting in the capture 
of Rangoon and the expulsion of the Burmese troops 
from the vicinity of that place (India Medal and dasp). 
Prom June to August 1852 he officiated as Adjutant 
to the wing (two companies) of the 6*^ Battalion then 
serving in Burma, and towards the end of tiie latter 
month he was appointed acting Adjutant and Quarter- 
Master to the same wing, but he held this appointment 
for only a short time. In September 1852 he was 
transferred to the 2^ Company 5*^ Battalion (No. 3 
Light Field Battery attached), with which in the 
following month he proceeded to Prome, and he was 
re-posted to that company in the spring of the succeed- 
ing year on his promotion to the rank of First-Lieu- 
tenant taking place. Thereafter he continued serving 
at Prome for. nearly eighteen months, in the course 
of which he three {^xoes officiated as Adjutant to the 
companies of the 5*^ Battalion in Burma, once as 
Adjutant to the Artillery Division at Rswne^ and once 
(from May to September 1854) as Adjutant to tho 
Bengal Artillery Ilivision in Burma. In October 1854 
he returned to Ben^l with the 2^ Company 5*^ Bat- 
talion, and was stationed with it at Bum-Oum, whence 
in April 1856 he proceeded to Simla on leave for six 
months^ In the same month he was removed to the 
4*^ Company 6^!*^ Battalion, and appointed Adjutsmt to 
the Feroisepore Division of Artillery, but this appoint- 
ment lapsed on 5**» May, when he was appointed a 
Depy. Commissary of Ordnance. In the succeeding 
month he was transferred from tie rolls of tho 4*** 
Company 6*^ Battalion to those of the 1®* Company 9^^ 
Bati^ion, and a few days later he was posted (as 
Depy, Oommy. of Ordnance) to the Phillaur Magazine. 
Otithel4*ii September following he was transferred 
to the Oawnpore Magazine, which he joined on the 
expiration of his leave on tiie 15*^ October. In March 
1856 he was appointed an acting Gommy, of Ord- 
nance of the second class. In October 1856, on Hhe 
abolition of the Cawnpore Magazine being ordered, ha 
was transferred to the Magazine at Delhi, but having 
been dfreoted to remain, at the former place until all 
necessary, arrangemenia * had been completed, he did 
not assume . charge of the Delhi Magazine until 
April 1857. He wsrs at his post when, on the lltii of 
the sneoeeding monih, the great Muthay burst forth 
at- Delhi, and he was one of The Devoted Nine 
who 'oa that memorable occasion for four long hours 
heroically defended the Magazine against au over- 
whelming horde of mutinem^s and rebels, and then, 
when defence was no longer possible, blew it into the 
air rather than permit it to fall intact into the 
hands of the enemy. Battered and bruised and 
half-stunned by the t^ble explosion, in which five 
of " his heroic oomrades^ had^ perished,, he succeeded, 
almost by a miracle, in inakiug his escape from the 
ruins and reaching &st the mam-guard,at the Kashmir 
Gate, and af terwaads the Flag Staff Tower, where many 
refugees from the city and the cantonments had assem« 
bled ; and when the general retirement took place at 
night-fall, he endeavoured to make his way across coun- 
try to Meerut. But he did not Kve to reach that place, or 
to reap the rjsward of his.heroip conduct ; intercepted by 
a gatig of blood-thirstyrebels, he perished miserably by 
the way, having been captured ami barbarously mnr- 
deifedin the village brKfimhera on the 13*^ May 1867* ' 
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Wilson, Andrew Thomas Alexander, Oap^ 
imn (1803 — 1844).— 6)V-ave at Simian No, 310.— En- 
tered tlie Bengal Army in 1818. Arrived in India in 
March 1820, and at the end of the same month was 
ordered up to Dinapore to do dntjr with the Bengal 
European Regiment. In the following August he was 
sent on to Benares to do duty with the right wing of 
the 1®* Battalion 16*^ N, I., and he continued with that 
corps until JanuOT 1821, when ha was posted to the 
l8t Battalion 8^^ Is . I., then at Kaita, in Bundelkhand. 
In September 1823, on attaining the rank of Lieute- 
nant, he was re-posted to this battalion, with which, 
towards the close of the same year, he moved from 
E!aita to Bareilly. On the reorganisation of the Army 
taking place in May 1824 he was posted to the 24*^ 
N. I. (late 24 Battalion 8*^), and having joined that 
regiment at Hansi, he was appointed in the following 
November to act as Adjutant to six companies of the 
corps temporarily detached from head-quarters on the 
inarch to Delhi, whither the corps had been ordered in 
course of relief. He arrived at Delhi in the course of 
ihe same month, and he continued serving there with 
ihe regiment until September 1825, when he was 
ordered to Chittagong to join the 1®* Ghcenadier Batta- 
lion, which bad been formed for service in the Bur- 
mese War, then going on, and of which one grenadier 
company of his regiment formed part. The battalion 
having moved on into Arakan, he joined it there, but ho 
had not been with it long when his health failed, and 
he was compelled, December 1825, to return to 
Bengal on leave. On the withdrawal of the battalion 
from Arakan, early in 1826, he rejoined it at Barrack- 
pore, whence at the end of April he accompanied it to 
Jlinapore, and on the corps being broken up at the 
close of the succeeding month, he proceeded to DelM 
and there rejoined the 24*^ N. I., with which, in the 
cold season of 1826-27, he marched to Bhopalpur, in 
Malwa. In the following cold season he moved with 
■the regiment to Cawnpore, whence in the spring of 
1831 he proceeded with it to Benares. In October 1832 
lie obtained leave to Calcutta preparatory to going home 
on furlough, but his regiment having been ordered on 
cervice, he rejoined it, and he thereafter served with it 
throughout the harassing operations of 1832-33 against 
the insurgent Ghuars of Barabhum and Manbhum (&e 
** Jungle Mahals,”) On the dose of these operations 
he accompanied the regiment to Barrackpore,' arriving 
there in May 1833, and thence on the following De- 
cember he went home on furlough. On his return to 
In^a in December 1836 he rejoined the 24*^N. 1, at 
Midnapore, and he continued serviug there with the 
corps until October 1839, when ho was transferred to 
the 24 European Regiment (now the 24 Battalion, 
Bcyal Munster Fusiliers), ihe raising and formation 
of . which had recently been ordered, feoceedmg to the 
Presidency, he there, in December, assumed command 
of the detochment (nearly 400 men) forming the head- 
quarters portion of the new corps, and witibi it he soon 
afterwards marched to Bhzaribagn, arriving there about 
the middle of January 1840. In the following Nov-^ 
ember , he inarched with the corps (now folly formed) 
io Ghazipur, whence in Febrtiaiy 1^2 he accompanied 
it to Cawnp(TO. In the autumn of the same yeaar he 
jswweded with tihie regiment to Ferozepore, where it 
joined the Army of Reserve, and on the breaking up of 
that Army in January 1843 he accompanied the corps 
to Meerut, arriving there towards close of the suc- 
ceeding month. In November 1843 he marched with 
ihe regiment to Ambala, whence in the following April 
he proceeded on six months’ leave to Simla. He died 
atstnat place on the 10^ July 18^.

. JWteoM, William McMurdo, Lieutenant (1792- 
AamTBdinlndiajaOotobef 1809, » 
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in the usual course was sent to the Cadet College at 
Barasat. On the 4*^ September 1810 ho was posted to 
the 2^ Battalion 26fcii N. I. At the cud of January 
1811 he passed out of Barasat, and was directed to join 
the corps to which he stood posted, which he did ac- 
cordingly, at Agra, in the following April. At the end 
of 1812 he moved with the battalion to Delhi, at which 
station and at Rewari he served for two years. In 
October 1814, on the formation, at Meerut, of a Light 
Infantry Battalion to form part of the force detailed 
for service against the Gurkhas in the Debra Dun, h© 
was appointed to it with the light company of the 24 
Battalion 26*'^^ under the command of Lieutenant 
Thackeray (q, v.), and accompanying the force under 
the command of Major-General R. R. Gillespie, he 
served with, the Light Battalion in the first assault of 
Kalanga, in the action of Dubiri (in command of the 
light company of the 2 — 26^^, Lieutenant Thackeray 
having been severely wounded in the assault of 
Kalanga), and finally in the attack on the Gurkha 
position on Jaithak Hill, near Nahan, on the 27*=^^ De- 
cember 1814, on which occasion he fell, with Lieutenant 
Thackeray and the greater portion of the light com- 
pany of the 2— 26^=^ in covering, with devoted heroism, 
the retreat of the column under the command of 
Major William Richards. 

Note. — ^Though this officer styled ^'Eusigji*' in all the 
accounts of the Gurkha War, he was actually a Lieutenant whoa 
he fell, having attained that rank on the Dooembor 1814, 
eleven days before his death. 

Winn, The Hon'ble Charles Cavendish 
Major (1858 — 1898 ). — Grave at Amhala, No. 264.— 
The second son of Rowland Winn, Esqr., of Nostell, 
Co. York, who was raised to the peerage in 1885 as 
Baron St. Oswald, Born on the 27^^ September 1858.— 
Entered H. M.’s Service on the 13*^' November 1875 as 
a Sub-Lieutonant in the 1®^ West York Militia Rifles, 
and was afterwards advanced to the rank of Lieutenant 
from the same date. On the l®t March 1879 he was 
transferred to the regular forces as a Second-Lieutenant 
in the 4*1^ Battalion of the Rifle Brigade, then serving 
in the Bengal Presidency, and proceeding to India 
soon afterwards, he joined the depot of that corps at 
Kuldana, in the Murree Hills, at wliich place, towards 
the close of the following June, he joined the battalion 
itself on its return from field service on the Khaibar 
line. In the following November he moved with the* 
battalion to Rawal Pindi, at which place he was still 
serving when, on the 20‘^’» January 1881, he was pro- 
moted to the rank of Lieutenant. He was left at 
Rawal l^di when the battalion proceeded on service on 
the Mahsud Waziri Expedition in April 1881, but he 
rejoined it on its return, and early in the following year 
he accampanied it to Jhansi, whence he was sent soon 
afterward, with a detachment, to the fortress of 
Gfwalior. In April 1883 he went home on sick leave, 
and while there, in May 1884, he was transferred from 
the 4th to the 24 Battalion of the Rifle Brigade, and 
having joined this corps at the Ourragh, he moved 
with it to Aldershot in the following October, and to 
Woolwich in October 1886, On the 21®t February 
1888 he was promoted to the rank of Captain, ‘and 
posted to the 4th Battalion. In the following April he 
was provisionally appointed Aide-de-Camp to Major- 
Ceneral Newdegate, G. B., commanding the brigade at 
Gibraltar, and having been confirmed in the appoint- 
ment in the following November, he was seconded in 
the regiment and struck off the rolls of the 4th Battalion. 
He continued serving at (Kbraltar, as Aide de-Camp, 
nniil April 1893, and having then been restored to the' 
effective strength of the regiment and posted to the 34 
Battalion, he proceeded to India towards the close 
of the year, and joined that corp^ at Peshawar, whence 
he accompanied it to Rawal Pb^ in December 1894. 
On the 16 ^h December 1895 he was advanced to the 
rank of Major, and re-posted to the 34 Battalion. In 
April 1896 l^e accompanied the battalion to Kuldana, . 
b^ he xetumed with it to Rawal Pindi in the following* - 
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OctoTber, and toTOrds the end of March 1897 he went 
home on twelve months’ leave. Consequent on the 
outbreak of the frontier war he returned to India in the 
summer, and having rejoined his battalion he served 
with it until the end of the Tochi Expedition (India 
Medal and clasp). On the withdrawal of the battalion 
from the Tochi Valley he accompanied it to Ambala, 
arriving there in November 1897, and at that place he 
died on the 26*^ January 1898, from the effects of an 
accident at polo. 

Wishart, Thomas Zimtenant (c. 1784 — 1817).— 
Orave at Zelhiy No, 50— Entered the Bengal Army in 
1804. Arrived in India in June 1806, and in the usual 
course was sent to the Cadet College at Barasat ; it 
having been represented, however, that he had “done 
duty for a considerable period of time with a corps in 
His Majesty’s Service,” he was discharged from 
Barasat on the 1®* February 1807, and having within 
a week, been posted to the 1®* Battalion N. I., he 
joined that corps at Midnapore. Early in the follow- 
ing year he accompanied the battalion to Benares, at 
which place, and at Ohunar, he continued serving with 
it until March 1810, when he proceeded with in en 
route to Ajaigarh, in Bundelkhand. Before reaching 
that place, however, the corps was diverted to Tirowha, 
for ihe purpose of protecting that part of the country 
from the incursions of the insurgent chief Oopal Singh, 
and he was thereafter actively engaged in the pur- 
suit of that rebel and in the operations ending with the 
action of Buohaun, in whiol^ however, the battalion 
was not engaged. He subsequently proceeded with the 
battalion to Ajaigarh, at which place he continued with 
it until May 1813, when he accompanied it on service 
into Baghelkand, in which province he was actively 
employed, with the Eewah Eield Force, until the spring 
of the following year, taking part in the capture and 
destruction of several mud forts, including that of 
Entauri. ^ At the end of May 1814 he marched with 
the battalion en route to Muttra, and having arrived at 
that station in the following July, he continued serving 
with it there until the close of tho year, when, in con- 
nection with the operations then being carried on 
against the Gurkhas in the Dehra Dun, he accompanied 
the corps to Saharanpur. In the spring of 1816 he 
officiated for some time as Adjutant to a wing of the 
battalion detached temporarily to Hardwar. In the 
course of the same year he accompanied tho battalion 
to Rewari, whence he afterwards moved with it to 
Delhi. He died at Delhi on the 28^*^ May 1817. 

Kotb.— W ith roforonce to the statement that this officer was in 
H. H.’s Service prior to entering the Bengsl Army, it is to be 
noted that his name cannot bo traced in any Army List of H. M.^8 
xegolar forces from 1800 to 1806. He was probably an officer of 
the Militia or Fonclbles. 

WoU6n« James Qoodlad, Zieutenant (1819-^ 
1845),— Tabled at F&rozepore^ No, 442* — Son of 
William WoUen, Es^., of the Bengal Civil Service. 
Born at Jessore, in Bengal, on the 10*^ September 
1819.— Entered the Bengal Army in 1838. Being 
already in India (residing with his father at Seram^ 
pore), he was formally admitted into the service in 
May of that year, and in the f oUowibig month he was 
sent up to Barrackpore to do duty with the 3^ N. I. On 
the 1« SeptemW following he was posted to the 42^ 
TS^ I., and having joined that corps at he, in 

the flncceeding monfli, noarohed with it to Carnal: 
he afterwards, in November, moved with 'it to Feroze- 
pore^ whence, in December, he accompamed it on service 
with the Army of the Indus, Having reached Quetta 
with the headrquarters of the regiment in May 1839, 
he cemtiAued serving th^e with the corps until the 
close of tim following October, when he moved up with 
it to fcaudahar. In October 1840, on the ooouwence 
{£ the outbreak in Baluchistan, , he returned with the 
regiment to Quetta, and having subs^ueutly taken 
part in the recovery of Ealat from &e insurgents 
wto whose hands it had Mien, he was, in November, 


left at that place with the regiment, in garrison. In 
March 1841 he was appointed Assistant to the Politi- 
cal Agent at Quetta, and he remained in that employ- 
ment until the spring of 1842, when he rejoined his 
regiment at Kandahar, thereafter taking part with the 
corps in all the operations of the force under the com- 
mand of Major-General Nott, including those at and 
around Kandahar, ihe subsequent movement north- 
wards, the actions of Qoaine and Ghazni, the re-cap- 
ture of the latter place, the actions of Beni Badam and 
Maidan, the re-occupation of Kabul, the expedition 
into Kohistan, the capture and destruction of Istalif, 
and various actions in the passes between Kabul and 
Peshawar during the withdrawal of the British forces 
from Afghanistan (Medal). On the breaking up of tho 
Army at Ferozepore he proceeded with his regiment 
to Mainpuri, arriving there in March 1848 ; and in 
November 1845 he accompanied the corps from that 
place to Ludhiana. On the outbreak of the fu?st Sikh 
War in the succeeding month he accompanied his regi- 
ment into the field with the Army of the Sutlej, but 
his career, unhappily, came to an end at a very early 
stage of the campaign, for, after passing unscathed 
through the battle of Mudki, he fell, three days later, 
in the sanguinary conflict at Firozshahr, — 21®* Decem- 
ber 1845. 

Wood, Frederic Philip Forster, BeconA-Zieute^ 
nant (c. 1860 — 1880 .) — Grave at Kandahar , No, 1146-— 
Entered H. M.’s Service (from the Royal Mily. College) 
on the 30*^ Januai^ 1878 as a Second-Lieutenant 
in the 33<^ Foot. ^ That corps being in India, ho joined 
the regimental dep6t, which was then attached to the 
76*^ Foot at Aldershot, but he afterwards moved with 
this corps to Shomcliffe, where he served with it until 
the following October. On the 5*b of that month he 
was transferred to the 2^ Battalion 7*^ Foot (the Royal 
Fusiliers), and proceeding to India, he joined that corps 
at Bombay before the end of the year. In the spring 
of 1880 he accompanied the battalion to Southern 
Afghanistan, and he was in garrison with it at Kan- 
dahar when, in the following summer, Aydb Khan 
advanced on the place from Herat, After the disas- 
trous defeat of a part of the Kandahhr Field Force at 
Maiwand on the 27*^ Jtily, he took part in the recon- 
naissance to Kokeran, and afterwards in the defence of 
Kandahar against.Ayub Khan up to the 16*^^ August 
1880, on which date he fell in a sortie directed against 
the v^age of Deh Khwlj4. 

Wood, Henry Mackenzie Macdonald, Ideute^ 
mnt-Oolonel (1844— 1897).— Cfrave at SialJeot^ No, 728- 
— Son of Henry William Irvine Wood, Esq., sometime 
Secretary to the Calcutta Chamber of Commerce ; and 
grandson of Major-General Henry John Wood, O.B., 
Bengal Artillery. Bom at A^a on the 28*^ January 
1844— Entered H.M.’s Service (from the Roysli 
Mily. College) on the 17**^ January 1863, as an En- 
sign in the 38**^ Foot. On the 20*^ of the, following 
month he was transferred to the 35*^ Foot, and pro- 
ceeding to India he joined that corps at Fyzabad in 
thefofiowing May. In the winter of 1864-65^ he 
accompamed the regiment to Multan, whence^ on arrival, 
he was detached with a company to Dera Ismail Khan« 
In the spring of 1865 he was attached temporarily to 
the 7*^ Hussars, at Sialkot, for instruction in cavalry 
drill, rejoining the company at Dera Ismail Khan on 
completion of the course. On the IDh A^ust follow- 
ing he was appointed First Doing Duty Officer (after- 
wards styled First Wing Subaltern) in the Pxinjab 
Infantry, on probation for the Bengal Staff Corps, into 
which he was subseg^uently admitted with effect from 
that date, andhavmg joined that corps at Dera Ismail 
Trbq.Tij he was imme^tely appointed to officiate aar 
Quarter-Master, a position in which he continued until 
the succeeding November. In January 1866 he accoxn* 
paniedthe regiment to Bannu, andlmving in the fol- 
lowing summer been again appointed ofiBoiatmg Quar- 
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ier-Masier, he coniimiea in tliat situation until Apnl 
I867jwlien he was transferred to civil emjjloy, ap- 
pointed an Asst. Commissioner in the Punjab, and 
posted to Abbottabad. Thereafter, in this employ- 
ment, — as Asst. Commissioner, Judicial Assistant, 
Deputy Commissioner (from November 1884i) and 
Divisional and Sessions Judge (from September 1890), — 
he continued for the rest of his service, nearly thirty 
years, in the course of which he once proceeded on 
eight months’ leave to New Zealand and three times 
(November 1872, April 1888 and April 1896) went 
home on furlough, for periods aggregating three years 
and two months. On returning from his last furlough, 
in December 1896, he was posted, as Divisional and 
Sessions Judge, to Sialkot, but he had scarcely entered 
on the duties of the appointment, when he died there 
on the 15*^^ January 1897. 

Woodcock, Edward Humphrey, Lieutenant* 
Colonel (1827— 1873).— Graue at Siallcoiy No. 714.— 
Entered the Bengal Army in 1847. Arrived in India 
in July of the same year, and in the following month 
was sent up to Barrackpore to do duty with 
N, 1. In January 1848 he was posted to the 86*^ 
and proceeding to the Upper Provinces, he^ Joined that 
regiment at Nowgong, in Bundelkhand, in the follow- 
ing M^ch. In March 1850 he proceeded with the 
left wing to Jhansi, and in the cold season of 1853-54 
he moved with the regiment to Mdltan, whence in 
November 1856 he accompanied it to Nowshera. 
in 1857 he was appointed to the command of the fron- 
tier fort of Bara, and he was still employed on that 
duty when his regiment mutinied at Hoti-Mardan in 
the month of May. On the 2^ July following he was 
appointed to the command of Port Michni, but he 
had not been there many weeks when, on the 1®* August, 
he was appointed Adjutant of the 8^^ Punjab Infantry, 
then in course of formation at Nowshera. This ap- 
pointment he, however, resigned within afortnighi^ 
and having been ordered down to Delhi, he was there, 
on the 2^ September, appointed to do duty with the 
European Bengal Fusiliers (now the 1 Battalion, 
Royal Munster Fusiliers). With this^ regiment he 
took part in the short remainder of the^ siege ^ of Delhi 
and in the escalade of the Kashmir bastion in the 
general assault of the 14*^ September, but advancing 
further west after the breach had been carried, he fell 
severely wounded in a gallant attempt on the Bum 
■ bastion; and being completely disabled, he was unable 
tdtakeany further part in the operations (Medal and 
clasp). Ate recovering from his wounds he was 
attached for a ^ort €me to the Sirmoor Battalion, 
which had been retained at Delhi after the capture 
of the place, and he continued serving there with that 
corps until the following November, when he was 
appointed acting Adjutant of the Irregular Cavalry, 
a corps of which only a small fraction (about fifty native 
officers and men) now remained, the regiment having 
mutinied at Bareilly and gone over to the enemy in 
the preceding May. Having joined this fragment at 
Meerut, he marched with it to Cawnpore, arriving 
there tow'ards the close of February 1858, when mea- 
sures were taken to re-raise the regiment, and he was 
appointed to officiate as Seoond-in-Gommand. While 
homing this appointment he for many months in 
comm^ of a troop of the regiment detached to 
Fatehpnr, and, taking part in tbe operations on the 
left bank of the Jumna, in connection with the reduc- 
tion of Kalpi, he, on the 9^ May, oommanded 
detachment in the affair with the rebels at Gharra. 
He continued officiating as Seoond-in-Oommand until 
the 22^ September, when he was appointed offg. 
Oomxoandant of the corps, but he held this position 
foroGolya few weeks. Towards the end of October 
accompanied the regiment into Oudh, and he after- 
words served with it at Sitapur until February 1859, 
^en he was appointed Seoond-in-Oommand of the 
? Having joined this corps at 


Meerut, he marched with it to Fatehgarh in April, 
and he was left at that place, in command of a detach- 
ment, when, in the course of the summer, the regi- 
ment was moved to Bareilly. In April 1860 he was 
appointed acting Commandant of the corps, and rejoin- 
ing head-quarters at Bareilly, he remained in command 
until the following October; and he afterwards con- 
tinned serving as Second-in-Oommand until March 

1861, when he went home on furlough. On his re- 
turn to India in March 1862, the 12^^ Irregular Oavs^ 
having in the meantime been disbanded, he was appoint- 
ed to do duty with the 1 (late 21 *) N. I., and having 
joined that regiment at Rawal Pindi, he, in December 

1862, accompanied it to Morar. In August 1863 he 
was appointed a Doing-Dufy Officer in the 20*^ N. I. 
^ate Punjab Infantiy), and having joined that 
regiment at Peshawar, he, in the following October, 
proceeded with it on service, and he was thereaffer 
present with it throughout the Ambela Campaign 
(India Medal and clasp). On the conclusion of the 
campaign he returned with the regiment to Peshawar, 
whence he was sent soon afterwards, in command of 
a detachment, to Shahkadar; and having been left 
there when the regiment moved to Rawal Pindi in 
March 1864, he did not rejoin head-quarters until the 
following Ihty* At the end of November 1864 he 
was appointed to officiate as a Wing Officer in the 
23^ N. I. (Pioneers), and having joined the corps at 
Peshawar, he was made permanent in that appoint-^ 
mont in May 1865. Prom July to October 1865 ha 
officiated as Second-in-Oommand of the corps. On the 
12*^ September’ 1866 he was admitted into the Bengal 
Staff Corps. In February 1867 he went home on fur- 
lough, and having in July 1868, almost immediately 
after his return to India, again gone away on sick 
leave to the Australian colonies, lie never rejoined the 
23*1, and at the end of April 1869, he vacated his ap- 
pointment in that regiment. On his return to India 
in January 1870 he was posted to Sialkot for general 
duty, and, with the exception of a visit to Kashmir 
on sick leave from April to October 1871, he con- 
tinued serving at that station until his death. He 
died at Akhnlir, near Sialkot, on the 12*^^ December 
1873. 

Woodgate, John Acton, Lieutenant (1827—* 
1849). — Monument on the hattlefield of Ohilianuoala^ 
No. 752— -Tho second son of Paymaster and Honorary 
Major John Woodgate, of the Recruiting Staff, who 
was a cadet of the Woodgates of SomerhiU and 
Fembury Hall, Go* Kent, and had at one time been a 
distinguished officer of tiie 52^ Light Infantry in the 
Peninsular War, receiving special promotion to the 
rank of Captain for gallant conduct at the storming of 
Ciu&ad Rodrigo, in which he was dangerously wound- 
ed. — ^Entered H. M.’s Service on the 4^*^ April 1846 as 
an Ensign in the 24**^ Foot. Joined that regiment at 
Cork, and in the following month embarked with it 
for Bengal. Landing at Calcutta towards the close of 
the succeeding August, he soon afterwards accompanied 
the corps to the Upper Provinces, and with it he arrived 
at Agra in the beginning of March 1847. In March 
1848 he was appointed Interpreter to the regiment, and 
on tihe 7*^ of the succeeding month he was advanced to 
the rank of Lieutenant. Early in October 1848, he 
marched with the regiment en route to Ferozepore, and 
the corps having arrived at that station on the 4*^^ Nov- 
ember, he with it joined the Army of the Punjab, for 
which it had been detailed. Thereafter he served with 
the regiment in the Punjab Campaign of 1848-49, and 
after taking part in the passage of the Chenab and the 
action of Sadulapur, he fell in the first gallant rush on 
the Sikh guns in the battle of Ohiliauwala,— 13*^ Janu- 
ary 1849. 

Woodward, Charles Edward, Lieutenant (c* 
1889—- 1869)— (Jrane at Attach, No. 847. — ^Entered H» 
M.’s Service on the 15^ May 1857, as an Ensign in the 
98^1^ Foot, and joined that regiment at ShoxncHffe in 
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July. In October 1857 be embarked with the regiment 
for India, and Having landed witH it at KaraoHi early 
in January 1858, He accompanied it to _ Oampbellpore, 
in tHe Punjab, wHere He arrived witH it on the 21st 
May following. On tHe 11*^ MaroH 1859 He was pro- 
moted to tHe rank of Lieutenant. In the spring of the 
same year He was detached to Attock with two com- 
panies of the regiment, and at that place He died on the 
12ti^ May 1859. 

Woolhouse, John Frederick, Limtenant (c. 
1825— 1850).-— ffraue at 'Peshawar^’^see No. 932. — En- 
tered H. M.’s Service on the 2^ August 1842 as an 
Ensign in the 13t^ Foot (the Somersetshire Light In- 
fantry), and proceeding to India in the following 
winter, He joined that regiment at Ferozepore shortly 
after its return from Afghanistan. In MaroH 1843 He 
accompanied the regiment to Kasauli, whence towards 
the close of the year He moved with it to Sukkur, in 
Sindh. At the end of 1844 He accompanied the corps, 
Karachi, to Bombay, at which place, in March 1845, 
he embarked with it for England. Landing at Graves- 
end at the close of the following July, He accompanied 
the regiment to Walmer, whence in April 1846 He 
moved with it to Portsmouth. On the 21st July 1846 
he was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant, and on the 
28th of the succeeding month He exchanged into the 
61®* Foot, the dep6t of which he shortly afterwards 
joined at Chatham. Keturning tO' India towards the 
close of 1847, he joined the 61®* at Ambala, whence, in 
February 1848, he moved with the corps to Jnllnndnr. 
In the autnmn of the same year, on the outbreak of 
the second Sikh War, he was employed for some time 
with the regiment, in the suppression of disturbances 
in the Jullundur Doab, but he subsequently accom- 
panied the corps in its movement to join the Army of 
the Punjab under the command of Lord Gough, and he 
thereafter served with it throughout the Punjab Cam- 
paign of 1848-49, including thq passage of the OHenab, 
the action of Sadulapur, the battles of OHilianwala and 
Qujerat, and the pursuit of the routed enemy ^ Pesha- 
war (Medal and two clasps). On the termination of the 
war he remained with His regiment at Peshawar, and 
at that place He died on the 24*^ June 1850. 

DSTotb.— L io^tenant Woolhouse was married at Paddington, 
London, on tho April 1847, to Panny Iona Avarne, the eldest 
toightcr of Edward Taylor Janverin, Esq., of Great Salterns, 
Portsea, Hants.— -Tliis lady married, secondly, at Portsea, on 
the $tcl September 1851, Lieutenant (afterwards Major) Edward 
Grantham, 98th Foot. 

Worley, Edward, Oomei (c. 1815— 1845).— 
a,t Ferozepore, No. 441.— THe second son of Thomas 
Worley, Esq., of Moulton, Co. Northampton. — ^Entered 
H. M.'s Service on the 16*^ August 1842 as a Comet 
in the 8^ Light Dragoons, and proceeding to Indm, he 
joined that regiment at Kamal early in the spring of 
the following year. In November 1843 he accompanied 
the regiment to Ambala, whence in April 1844 he was 
sent up to Kasauli on duty with a detachment of in- 
valids. Having rejoined the regiment at Ambala in 
the autumn, he continued serving with it there until 
April 1845, when he proceeded on six months' leave to 
Mussoorie and Naini Tal. On the outbreak of the 
jSrst Sikh War, towards the close of the same year, he 
accompanied his regiment into the field with the Army 
ot the Sutlej, but, unhappily, * his career came to an 
end at a very early stage of the campaign, he having 
fallen, in his first fight, in the daring charge of the 3* 
Light Dragoons, on the Sikh guns at the battle of 
Mtidki, — 18*^ December 1^5,^ 

to entering tbe Amy this gentleman had

Wray, Christopher Wright, AsBistmUSurgeovi 
(1826—1853 ). — Grave at Srinagar, Kashmir, No. 1120-—^ 
Entered H. M.'s Service on the 23^ March 1847 as an 
Assistant-Surgeon in the 46*^ Foot, and having joined 
that regiment at Kingston, Canada West, he, in October 
of the same year, accompanied it to Halifax, in Nove 
Scotia. On the 11*1^ February 1848 he exchanged into 
the 87*^ Foot (the Royal Irish Fusiliers), and return-' 
ing to England, he joined that corps at Weedon, m 
Northamptonshire. In April 1849 he moved with 
the regiment to Gravesend, and there embarked with 
it for Bengal ; and having^ landed at Calcutta on ih& 
1st August following, he immediately afterwards pro** 
ceeded with the corps to Chinsura. Towards the end 
of the year he accompanied the regiment to the Tipper 
Provinces, and having arrived with it at Ferozepore 
towards the close of March 1850, he served with it at 
that station for three years. In the spring of 1853 he 
proceeded on leave to Kashmir, and he there shortly 
afterwards had the misfortune to lose his life, having, 
while on a shooting excursion, been swept away and 
killed in an avalanche on the mountains above the 
Wardwan Valley, on the 15*^ May 1853. His remains 
were afterwards recovered, conveyed to Srinagar, and 
there interred. 

W ray. Thomas Charge, Lieutenant- Golonel ani 
JBrevet- Colonel (1834— 1888 ).— at JKurree, Nom 
828.— Bom on the 12*^^ October 1834,--.Entered H.M.'s 
Service on the 11*^ May 1855 as an Ensign in the 30*^ 
Foot, the depot of which he joined at Fermoy in the 
following July. He subSrequently, after the fall of 
Sevastopol, joined the regiment in the Crimea, whence 
in June 1856 he accompanied it to Gibraltar. Betum- 
ing home with the corps in September 1857, he was 
stationed* with it in Dublin, and on the 27*^ November 
following he was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant. 
On the 23* March 1858 he tos transferred to the 2^ 
Battalion of the 18*^ Foot (the Royal Irish), then being 
formed at Enniskillen, and having joined the corps at 
that place, he afterwards served with it at various places 
in Ireland until October 1869. He then moved with 
the battalion from the Curragh to Aldershot, at which 
place, and at Shornoliffe, Portsmouth, Jersey and Park- 
hurst, he served with it until April 1863, when ho 
embarked with it for New Zealand, for service in tho 
Maori war, then going on. On the 21®* July followino', 
soon after his arrival in New Zealand, he was present 
with a detachment of the corps in the affair of Kerikeri, 
On the 3* June 1864 he was appointed Adjutant of the 
battalion, and in that capacity he took part with tho 
corps in the capture of the Putahi Pah in January 
1866 (Medal). On tho 4*^ December 1866 ho was 
promoted to the rank of Captain, and in oonsequencO 
relinquished the appointment of Adjutant. He cemtinu- 
ed serving with the battaKon in New Zealand until AprU 
1870, when he accompanied the corps to Melbourne 
in Australia, whence, towards the end of the year, 
he returned home with it, landing at Devonport on tha 
4*^ December. . In August 1871 he was transferred to 
the 1®* Battalion of the regiment, and having joined it 
at Fermoy, he, in January 1872, embarked with it for 
Malta, where he served with it for nearly three years. 
La November 1874 he accompanied the battalion to 
India, and landing at Bombay, he proceeded with the 
corps to Bareilly, whence he was soon afterwards sent 
in command of a detachment to Moradabad, In Janu- 
ary 1876 be was sent home on duly, and having in the 
succeeding month been appointed Adjutant of the 
Wexford MlKtia, he thereafter continued in that em- 
ployment for five years, in the course of which, on the 

25*1^ April 1880, he was promoted to the rank of Major 

by brevet. In February 1881 on the completion of his 

tour of service with the Wexford MUitia^ he was re- 
posted to the 1 ®* Battalion of tbe 18*5^, and on the 1 ®* 
July following (when the 18*^ Foot became the Royal 
Irish Regiment) he was promoted to the regimental 
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of Major. Proceeding to India he, in November 
1881, rejoined the 1®^ Battalion of the Eoyal Irish 
3Begiment at Rawalpindi, whence in the spring of 
1883 he proceeded with the corps to Kuldana, in the 
Murree Hills. On the 22^ May 1883 he was pro- 
moted to the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, and having 
been re-posted to the Battalion, he, in the following 
December, accompanied it to Meerut, whence he was 
sent on to Patehgarh in command of a detachment of 
the corps. In September 1884 he accompanied the 
battalion to Egypt, where he served with it throughout 
the Nile campaign of 1884 — 1885 (Medal and clasp, 
and the Khedive’s Star). He returned home with the 
battalion in September 1885, and served with it at 
Hymouth and Devonport until November 1886, when 
be was transferred to the 2^ Battalion, then serving in 
the Bengal Presidency, and proceeding to India, he 
mined and took command of this corps at Subathu in 
January 1887. On the 22^ May 1887 he was promoted 
to tbe rank of Colonel in the Amy. Towards the close, 
of the same year he accompanied the battalion to 
Nowshera, arriving there on the 26*^ December. In the 
following spring he proceeded to Murree on leave, and 
he died at that place on the 22<^ July 1888. 


Wrench, Alfred, Oapiain (1822— 1866^.*— (Jraee at 
PeshawoTi No, 970. — Entered the Bengal Amy in 
1889. Arrived in India on the 3^ August of the same 
year, and on the 9*^ was ordered up to Oawnpore to do 
duty with the Light Cavalry. In Janua^ 1840 he 
was posted to the 5*^^ Light Cavalry, and having joined 
that regiment at Karnal, he, in the following October, 
marched with it to Ferozepore, whence, in the following 
month, he went on with it to Afghanistan, reaching 
Jalalabad in January 1841, and Kabul in the course of 
the succeeding spring. In October 1841, on tbe in- 
surrection of the Eastern Ghilzais taking place, he 
proceeded on service with the first squadron of the 
regiment, forming part of the force then despatched 
from Kabul under the command of Sir Robert Sale for 
the purpose of re-opening the road to Jalalabad, and 
be thereafter served throughout the operations of that 
force, including the forcing of the Khfird Kabul Pass, 
the action in the Tezin Valley, the forcing of the Jag- 
dalak Pass, and the occupation of Jalalabad ; and he 
subsequently took part in the prolonged defence of 
Jalalabad, including many sorties from that place, and 
in decisive action of the 7*^ April 1842,. when the 
besieging army under the command of MuLanamad 
Akbar Sian was routed and dispersed (Medal)* In 
thA-&llCwmg August, on the movement towards Kabul 
ta^g place uiicler General Pollock, he moved forward 
with bis squadron and was present with it in the action 
of Mamu Khel, but the squadron having, under later 
aikangements, been left on the line of communication at 
Gandamak, he remai^d there wift it until the with- 
drawal of the British forces from Afghanistan took 
place on the termination of tbe war (Medal), On tbe 
breaking up of Gene^ Pollock’s Army at Ferozepore 
in January 1843, proceeded with Ms squadron to 
Oawnpore, at , which place, the other squadrons of the 
5*b Light Cavalry having been destroyed in General 
Elphinstone’s disastrous retreat from Kabul, the regi- 
ment was made up M strength from the Cavalry Depot ; 
and afterwards proceeding onwards from, that station, 
ha^ arrived wot the regiment at Sultanpur, Benares^ 
towdi the close of the following March. In the. 
winter of .IS^S-^^.with two sqmsrfrons of theregi- 
ment) be proceeded oh service T^itb the left wing of the 
Army of Gwalior, and with them he was present at tbe 
battle of Paniar (bronze star). On the conolusion of 
ibis campaign be marobed with tbe two squadrons to 
Muttra^ at which place the whole regiment was then 
assembled. In October 1845, the regiment being then 
under orders for Lddbiana, be accompanied the corps to 
for escort duty with the Govmmor-General, Sir 
Henry Hardingoi and having joined His ExcelWcy’s 
at that place^ be macched with it to Ambsioa^ 


arriving there on the 2^ December. On the outbreak 
of tbe first Sikh War, a few days later, he accompanied 
his regiment into the field, and he thereafter served 
with it throughout the Sutlej Campaign of 1845-1846, 
including the battles of Mudki and Firozshabr, the 
action of Budhowal, the battles of Aliwal and Soteaon, 
and tbe advance on Lahore (Medal and three clasps). 
On the brealdng up of the Army of the Sutlej in March 
1846 he accompanied the regiment to Jullundur, whence 
in the following November he moved with it to Meerut. 
In April 1848 "he proceeded to Mussoorie on leave, on 
the expiration of which he rejoined his regiment at 
Ferozepore, and having soon afterwards crossed the 
Sutlej, he thereafter served with the corps throughout 
the Punjab Campaign of 1848-49, in the course of 
which, on the 17*^ December, he was appointed acting 
Adjutant, and took part in the action of Ramnagar, the 

S e of the Chenab, the action of Sadulapur, and the 
of Ohilianwala (in which his charger was shot 
under him) and Gujerat (Medal and two clasps). On 
the termination of the war he accompanied the corps to 
Wazirabad. He continued officiating as Adjutant of the 
regiment until nearly the end of August 1849, having 
been re-appointed temporarily in the preceding month on 
liis promorion to the rank of Captain being announced, 
and in the following December he again offiemted for 
some time as Adjutant, and as Quarter-Master in. addi- 
tion. In February 1850 he moved with the regiment 
to Nakodar, and in the following September he proceeded 
on leave to Calcutta, whence he went home on furlough, 
in December, He returned to India in March 1853, 
and rejoined his regiment at Nakodar, but in the 
following May he again went on leave to Calcutta, and 
he did not rejoin until the beginning of December, the 
regiment having in the meantime moved to Ferozepore* 
In the autumn of 1855 he marched with the regiment 
from Ferozepore to Peshawar, arriving at the latter 
place on the 17**^ November. He died at Peshawar on 
the 22d July 1856, 

Wyllyf Adolphus Frederick, Oa^tain (1823-— 
1858 ). — (have at Jjahore Oantonment^ No, 672.— A 
younger son of Lieutenant-Colonel Alexander Campbell 
Wylly, 0. B., of the 95*^ Foot, a veteran of the Penin- 
sular and Waterloo campaigns. Bom at Brighton, 
Sussex, in 1823. — Entered the Bengal Army in 1841. 
Arrived in India on the lO^-** June of the same year, 
and on the 16*^ was ordered up to Sultanpur, Benares,, 
to do duty with the 6*^ Light Cavaby, In the follow- 
ing September he was posted to the Light Cavalry, 
and having joined that regiment at Kamal, he in March 
1842 accompanied it to Ferozepore. In the autumn 
of the same year he marobed with the regiment en route 
to Si^kur, in Sisdh, and ,the corps having been sent, 
soon after its arrival at that place, to join the Field 
Force under the command of Sir Charles Napier, he 
thereafter served with it throughout the campai^of 
1843 in that counixy, takiug part with it in the battles 
of Miani and Hyderabad ^Medal). • After the close of 
the operations he remained with the regiment at 
Hyderabad until January 1844, when he marched with 
it in progress to Sukkur, and continuxng the onward 
movement from that place on the 17**^ February (the 
anmversary of Miani), he arrived '^h it at Ludhiana 
on the 5*^ April ; thence, early in 1^45, he moved with 
it to Oawnpore, arriving there on tiie March. To- 
wards the end of the following December, consequent 
on riie Sikh invasion, he accompaxiied the regiment in 
its movejDoent towards the Sutlq, and with it he arrived 
at F 6 ro 2 se^or 6 on the 9*^ February 1846 ; and having oa, 
fhe foUovrag day beensent on duty to thehead-quarteta 
of the Army, he had the good fortune to be present at 
the battle of Sobraou (Medal). . To^warda the close of 
March 1846 he was appointed acting Adjutant of the 
corps, and having about the same time marched frem 
Ferozepore with the regiment en route to Cawnpore, he 
arrived with it at the latter place on the , and 

there he continued officiating as Adjutant un^ the 
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end of October 1816, Trhen ha rererted to ordinary 
regimental duty. In the cold season of 1847-48 he 
xnarohed with the regiment to Mhow, in Malwa« In 
March 1848 he was appointed Offg. Adjutant of the 
18*^ Irregular Cavalry, at the same station, and he 
continued serving there with this corps until May 1849, 
when he was appointed Adjutant of the 6*^ Irregular 
Cavalry. Having joined that regiment at Saugor, he, 
in the spring of 1850, marched with it to Sialkot, at 
which place and at Wazirabad he continued serving 
with it until the following August, when he was trans- 
ferred, as Adjutant to the 5^^ Irregular Cavalry at 
Multan ; with this corps he served (officiating as 
Seoond-in-Oommand for a short time in the autumn 
of 1850) until February 1852, when he was permitted 
to resign the appointment of Adjutant. After a shoirt 
period of leave at Meerut he rejoined the 9^^ Light 
Cavalry at Muttra, and having on the 15th July been 
appointed acting Adjutant of the regiment, he was on 
the 19^1^ of the same month made permanent in that 
appointment. In the spring of 1855 he accompanied 
the oorps to Sialkot, and there in November of the same 
year, on his promotion to the rank of Captain being 
gazetted, ho vacated the Adjutancy of tho regiment, 
fie was serving with the regiment at Sialkot when the 
mutinies burst forth, and in May 1857 ho marched 
from that place with a wing of the corps which had 
been detailed to form part of the Punjab Moveable 
Column, oomznanded at &rst by Brigadier-General 
Chamberlain and afterwards by Brigadier-General 
Nicholson. In ocmsequence, however, of the mutiny 
of the other wing at Sialkot, General Nicholson, at 
Amritsar, on the 10*^ July, disarmed and dismounted 
the wing with the Moveable Column, and left it there, 
under guard and surveillance, when he marched to 
meet the Sialkot mutineers at Trimmu Ghat. At a 
later period, the disarmed wing having been marched 
to Mian Mir, Captain Wylly accompanied it thither, 
and he continued serving with it there until his death. 
He died at Mian Mir on the January 1858. 

Wylly, Aylmer William Mlltown, Lieutenant 
(1820 — 1851 ) . — Grave at Nakodar, No, 564. — Bom in 
Dublin on the 6*-^ May 1820. — ^Entered the Bengal 
Army in 1888. Arrived in India in October of the 
game year, and in the following month was sent up to 
Cawnpore to do duty with the 7*^ Light Cavalry ; and 
having been left at that station when tho 7*^ marched 
from it in course of relief in January 1839, he was 
directed, in the following March, on the arrival of the 
8^^ Light Cavalry, to join and do duty with that corps. 
In April 1839 he was posted to the Light Cavalry, 
hut having, on the 7^^ of tho succeeding month, been 
transferred, at his own request, to the 8^^ , he remained 
with the latter regiment at Cawnpore. In June 1842 
he was appointed OfEg. Adjutant of Cavalry in the 
Bundelkhand Legion, and having joined that corps at 
Jhansi, he continued serving with it there for nearly 
nine months. In the following December, on the re- 
formation of the 5*^ Light Cavalry taking place, after 
the disasters it had experienced in the retreat from 
Kabul, he was transferred to that corps, but he con- 
tinued serving with the Bundelkhand Legion until 
March 1843, when he resigned his acting appointment 
in it. In the following month his transfer to the 5*^ 
Light Cavalry was oanoolled, and he was re-posted, in 
his former position, to the which he then rejoined 
in Bundelkhand ; he did not, however, remain long with 
that regiment, for on the 9^^ of June he was re-trans- 
ferred, at his own request, to the Light Cavalry, 
with efiect from the date on which his previous transfer 
to that regiment had been cancelled in the preceding 
April. Having joined the regiment at Sultanpur, 
Benares, he continued serving with it there until 
towards the close of the year, when, two squadrons 
hairing been detached to join the left wing of the Army 
of Gwalior, he marched with the remaining squadron 
to Muttra, at which place, ou the conclusion of the 


Gwalior Campaign, the whole of the regiment wan 
again assembled in February 1844. In October 184& 
he marched with the regiment to Agra, for escort duty 
with the Governor- General, Sir Henry Hardinge, and 
having joined His Excellency’s camp at that place, he 
marched with it to Ambala, arriving there on the 2* 
December. When, on the outbreak of the first Sikh 
War a few days later, the regiment marched from Am* 
bala to join the Army in the field, he was left behind 
at that place on duty, and he thus missed sharing in 
the dangers and glories of the Sutlej Campaign. As 
if to compensate foi the disappointment, however, ho 
was, on the Army being augmented in January 1846, 
appointed Adjutant of the 12*^^ Irregular Cavalry, a 
new corps, the raising of which was then ordered, and 
having joined the nucleus of this regiment at Feroze- 
pore, he, at the end of the succeeding March, moved 
with the oorps to Ambala, while serving at which place 
in the following October the number of the regiment 
was altered and it became tbe 13* * Irregular Cavalry, 
In November 1846 he accompanied the regiment ta 
Hoshiarpur, and at that station from the beginning a£ 
May to tbe end of September 1847 ho officiated as 
Second-in-Gommand of the coips. In November 1847 
he moved with the regiment to Malchd, and ther^ 
from April to July 1848, he again officiated as Second- 
in-Command. In the following October he moved 
with the regiment to Ferozepore, whence, towards the 
close of November, he proceeded with it to Lahore. 
Subsequently, the regiment having been added to the 
Army of the Punjab, he marched with it to Ramnagar 
early in February 1849, and being employed with it in 
the field on the left bank of the Chenab, he was with 
the force holding the fords of that river at Wazirabad 
when the battle of Gnjeratwas fought, a icew miles 
away, on the 218* ; he afterwards seiwed with the regi-- 
ment in the pursuit of tbe routed Sikhs and Afghans 
to Peshawar, at which place he arrived with the pur- 
suing force on the 218* March, In the following May 
he resigned the Adjutancy of the 13*^ Irregular Cavalry^ 
and rejoined tlie 5*^ Light Cavalry at Wazirabad ; and 
from August to Decera&r 1849 he officiated as Adju- 
tant of thi^ corps. In February 1850 he accompanied 
his regiment to Nakodar, and at that station he died 
on the 20*^ August 1851.

Yeatman-Biggs, Arthur Godolphin, 0. S , — 
Major-General (1843—1898) — Grave at Peehawar, 
No, 959. — The second son of Henry Farr Teatman, Esq.,, 
J. P. and D. L.,of Stock Gaylard, Co. Dorset, by Emma, 
his wife, the only surviving daughter and heiress o£ 
Harry Biggs, Esq., of Stockton House, Co. Wilts. 
Born on the 22^ Mai*cb 1843. — (.He assumed the ad- 
ditional name of BroGS in 1878, on succeeding to the 
Stockton estates under the will of his maternal grand- 
fathei’). — Entered H. M ’s Service on the 18*^ December 
1860 as a Lieutenant in the Royal Artillery. Having 
served for some time in the United Kingdom, he pro- 
ceeded in 1862 to Shanghai, in China, and in the 
autumn of the same year ho took part in the operatians 
against the Tai-ping rebels in tbe vicinity of that places 
including the re-capture of Kah-ding on the 24*^< Oc- 
tober. During tbe succeeding twelve years he served 
with various batteries of artillery in different parts of 
the world, including China, the United Kingdom, Gib- 
raltar, Halifax (Nova Scotia), Montreal, Quebec, and 
again in the United Kingdom. Having been promoted 
to the rank of Captain on the 4*^ February 1874, hs^ 
served with the Depot Brigade at Woolwich until 
February 1876, when he was posted to the Brigado, 
Royal Artillery, and appointed Adjutant thereof. In 
At)ril 1878 he resigned tho Adjutancy of the 1** 
Brigade, and having in January 1879 been transferred 
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io “ A ” Brigade, Royal Horse Artillery, lie was posted 
ahen to the depot of that brigade at Woolwich, with 
which he remained until the end of the following May, 
■when he was sent to South Africa as a special service 
officer. Thereafter, as Bepy. Asst. Ad^t. and Qr. Mr. 
Genl., he served during the latter part of the Zulu 
War, and he afterwards commanded one of the parties 
sent in pursuit of Cetewayo, the Zulu Chief. In the 
autumn of the same year, as Staff Officer of the Lyden- 
hurg Column, he served in the operations against the 
Makatisi Basutos, in the northern part of the Transvaal, 
and was present at the storm and capture of the 
stronghold of the Chief Sckuknni on the 28**^ ISTovembor 
(Medal and clasp and promoted to the rank of Major 
by brevet from the 24^'^ July 1880). He returned 
home in September 1880, and thereafter served with 
various units in the United Kingdom for two years, in 
the course of which, on the 7*^ Se]itembcr 1881, he was 
promoted to the regimental rank of Major, In August 
1882 he proceeded on service to Egypt as Brigade- 
Major to the Royal Aitillery of the Expeditionary Force, 
in which capacity he served throughout the ensuing 
campaign, in that'eounky (Medal and Khedive’s Star ; 
FouaHih Class of the Order of the Osnianieh ; and pro- 
moted to the rank of Lieutenant- Colonel by brevet from 
the 18*^ Hovomber 1882). He returned home in Nov- 
ember 1882, and having rejoined his battery at New- 
castle, he in the following year moved with it to Dublin. 
In August 1884 he was appointed BrigOide-Major to the 
Boyal Artillery at Aldershot, and he contiinicd in that 
situation for a period of four years and four months, 
in the course of which, on tlio 18<'i‘ November 1886, he 
was promoted to the rank of Colonel by brevet. On the 
is* January 1889 he attained tlio roginiontal rank of 
Lieutenant-Colonel, and in that, rank lie served with 
the Artillery at Yoik from January 1889 to February 
1890, whcnhewaslTansfoiTod to the osiaMishment of 
Tthe Artillery in India. On amval in that country ho 
was appointed to the command of the Royal Artfllery 
at Rawal Pindi, but in tho conrso of tho samo year he 
was removed to Socunderahad, in tho Doccan. In May 
1891 ho was appointed a Companion of tho Order of the 
Bath, From 1891 to 1894 ho was in command of the 
Koyal Artillciy at Mcerat. On tlio lui January 1894 
ho was placed on half-pay, and on the of tho some 
•mona he was appointed Asst. Adit.-Genl, at Araiv 
Head-Quarters, Sitnla. In this post he continued until 
Ap^l895, when he was appointed to the command of 
toe Presid^oy District, mtli too temporary rank of 
mgadier-Goneral, and ho was still holding that corn- 
ed whom on too 16*^ June 1897, ho attained toe rank 
of mior-Gen^. B August 1897, in consequence 
« the war which had broken out on the North-Western 
I'l'onticr, ho was ordered np to Eawal Pindi, to com- 
mand too Third Reserve Brigade; immediately on his 
•amvol there, however, ho was sent on to Kohat, to 
command too troops at that station and in the Kuram 
Valley, and on too 27‘>' of too same month ho siffnalised 
to a^umption of toe command hy attacking and cMv- 
mg off a large hody of TJrakmi raiders who had taken

oays. . In toe follomng Ootobar he was appointed to the 
Bommnd of the Second Division of the Tirah Bx- 
Poreo, and with it ho served throughout 
to ^uing campaign, taking part in too storming of 
to Dargai Heigh^fcs, too forcing of too Sampagha and 
Arhanga p^ses, toe operations in too hfaidon of Tirah, 
imd toe hotly^pposed march down the Bara Valloy. 
He had been in bad health from too beginning of too 
wmpo^, but his indomitable spirit earned him 
to^gh the ardnoim operations in too bleak highlands 
and sastood him until toe force descended 
^to vallOT of Peshawar; then, however, toe ro- 
«obon came ; toe hardships toxongh which he had come 


proved too mucL. for an enfeebled frame, and be died 
at Pesbawar on tbe 4*^ January 1898. 

Yonge, William James, Major and honorary 
Lieutenant-Colonel — (o. 1809 — 1877 ). — Grave at JuU 
lundnr, No. 533. — Entered H. M/s Service on tbe 27*^ 
July 1826 as an Ensign in tbe 46*^ Foot, and proceed- 
ing to India be joined that regiment at Secunderabad, 
in tbe Madras Presidency, in tbe following year. On 
tbe 17*^^ May 1827 be was promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant. In tbe winter of 1832-33 be marched with 
tbe regiment to Masulipatam, at which place be em- 
barked with it for England in March 1833 ; and landing 
at Margate in tbe following September, be then 
immediately marched mth tbe corps to Oantorbnry, 
In April 1834 be moved with tho I’ogiment to Weedon, 
whence in tbe sncceoding September be accompanied 
it to Ireland, in which country (at Dublin, Belfast, En- 
niskillen, again at Dublin, and finally at Cork) be serv- 
ed with it until October 3837, when be embarked 
with it for Gibraltar. In January 1842 be accompanied 
tbe regiment from Gibraltar to Barbadoos, and in 
February 1845 (having in tbe interval served with it 
in various other islands in tho West Indies, and at 
Borbice) be proceeded with it to Halifax, in Nova 
Scotia, whence in July of tbe samo year be wont on 
with tlie corps to Canada, and was sta.tioned with it 
at La Prairie, near Montreal. On the 10*^ J uly 1846 
bo was ]U’omotcd to tbe rank of Cnptain, unattacbed, 
and romovofl to tbo balf-]>ay lisii, and lie remained in 
that position until tbo 15*^^ January 1847, wlicu be 
wn,s brought back on full pay as Captain in tbo 
Battalion of tbo 60*^' Rifles. Ho proceeded to India in 
tbo autumn of 1847, and soon afterwards joined this 
corps at Karaclii, in Sindh, wbcnco, in October 1848, 
on tbo Bombay Goveniinout being called upon to aid 
in tbo reduction of Multan, lie procoodod witlx it on 
service to tbo Punjab. Tboreaftor ho served with tbo 
battalion thro iigl ion t tho I'omaindor of tbe Punjab 
Campaign of 181*8-49, including tho second siege^ and 
the storm and capture of Multan, tbo battle of Gnjcral, 
tbo pursuit of tbo routed Sikhs until tboii* surrender at 
Eawal Pindi, tbo occupation of Attook and Peshawar, 
and tbo expulsion of the Afghans beyond tho Kbai])ar 
Pass (Modal and two clasps). Tbe battalion having 
boon retained at Pesbawnr on tbo conclusion of tbo 
campaign, bo remained tbero with it until early in 
1850 : ho then procoodod with it to KasiiuH, whence, 
immediately afterwards, ho accompanied the loft wing to 
Subatbn, arriving tboro on tho 11**^ April. In Nov- 
ember 1851 bo moved with tbo battalion io J ullundnx’, 
and when, in tbo winter of 1854-55, tho corps was 
sent iemporarily to Ambala to join tbo Camp of Ex- 
ercise formed thei^e, ho was left at tho former place in 
cbax'ge of tbo depot. In December 1855 bo mnrebod 
with tbo battalion from Jullnndur to Meerut* On the 
January 1856 lie ms promoted to tbo rank of 
Major, and having then ])con posted to tbo nowly-formed 
3*^ Battalion ol; tbo 60*^ Rifles, ho went homo and 
joined that corps at tbo Curragb of Kildare. In tbe 
following September bo accompanied the battalion to 
Dublin, where ho continued serving with it until July 
1857, when, in consequence of the outbreak of the 
Mutiny, bo embarked with it for India. Landing at 
Madras early in the following December, ho aocom- 

? anied the battalion to Bangalore, whence early in 
859 be moved with it to JdkmlS. On tbo 18*^ 
October 1859 ho retired from the sorvioe on full pay, 
with tho honorary rank of Lioutenant-Colonel# He 
afterwards settled at Jnllundui*, at which station be 
became considerable house-proprietor; and ho died 
tlioro on the 28*'^ August 1877. 

Note.— Licutonant-Colonel (tlion Captain) Yongc was married 
at Bombay, on the 1st November 184i7, to Martha Ann, daughter 
of Captain (Brovet-MajorlThomas Deacon, of the £8th Foot, an 
old Waterloo veteran, lliis lady died on the 27th Doceinhcr 
1887. — Her sister was tho wife of Major Jolm Percy Smith, of tbO' 
2d Dragoon Chiaxds, who foil in action at Luchnow on tho 
March 1858. 
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Yorke, James, Lieutenant (1828 — 1857). — Inscrip- 
tion at Belhi^ No 16*;.— Born at TlirapSton, Oo. 
Northampton, on the 23^ Angast 1828. — ^Entered the 
Bengal Army in 1845. Arrived in India in August 
1846, and having, in anticipation of his arrival, been 
posted, on the 12*^ June preceding, to the 3^ N I., 
he imxnediatly proceeded to Allahabad and joined that 
regiment there. In the winter of 1847-48 he marched 
with the regiment to Hoshiarpur, whence in April 
1848 he proceeded on leave to Kangra. He rejoined 
the regiment at Jullundur at the end of May, and 
in the succeeding autumn, on the outbreak of dis- 
turbances in the Jullundur and Bari Doabs, he ac- 
companied the corps into the field in the force under 
the command of Brigadier Wheeler, thereafter serving 
with it throughout the Punjab campaign of lSli849, 
and takinsr part in the reduction of the forts of Raugal 
Nagal and Kalalwila (Medal). On the conclusion of 
the operations he returned with the regiment to Soshiar- 
pur, whence in January 1850 he accompanied it to 
Jheluin. In the winter of 1852-53 he sewed with the 
corps in the exjDedition against the Hassanzais of the 
Black Mountain, in Hazara, returning to Jholnm on 
the termination of the campaign. InJnnc 1853 lie 
proceeded on sick leave to Murree, but not deriving 
any benefit from the climate of that place, bo after- 
wards obtained leave to ])roceodto Bombay, whence he 
went bonic on furlough in May 1854. Ho i^oturncd to 
India in April 1857, and rejoined his regiment at 
Pliillaur, whence he was soon afterwards dotaohod across 
the Sutloj to Ludhiana in command of a company of the 
corps. He was at the latter place when, on the 8^^^ 
June, his regiment mutinied at Phillanr, and, after 
plnndcTing Ludhiana, went oH to Delhi with the 
Jullundur mutineers, on which occasion he was dis- 
tinguished for his gallant conduct in resisting the 
mutineers to the last. A few days later he was attach- 
ed to the 4<^^ Sikh Infantry for duty (for which pur- 
pose his services wore afterwards formally placed at 
the disposal of the Punjab Govcnimont), and with that 
corps he marched down to Delhi ; and aniving in camp 
there on the 23‘^ ho w^as on the same day in action 
0 gainst the mutineers. A week later, on the 30*''' June, 
l:c fidl mortally wounded in an action in the Sabzi- 
Mandi, and ho died in conscquonco, in camp, on tho 
following morning, — ^thc P* July 1857. 


Young, Charles Edward, Lieutenant (c, 1823- 
— See note to No. 441.— Entered H. M.’s Service 
on the 17*^' Pebruary 1841, as an Ensign in the 50*^ 
Foot, tho depot of which he joined soon after v ards at 
Oliatham. In tho autumn of the following year ho 
proceeded to India, and having landed at Calcutta in De- 
cember 1842, ho was despatched to the Upper Provinces 
in the succeeding month, and eventually joined his reg- 
iment at Cawnpore in March 1843. In tho following 
November he accompanied tho regiment on service with 
the loft wing of tho Army of Gwalior, and was present 
with it in tho battle of Paniar on the 29*^ December 
(bronze star). On the termination of the campai^ he 
returned to Cawnpore with the regiment, arriving 
there in February 1844, and on the 6*^ October follow- 
ing ho was promoted to the , rank of Lieutenant. To- 
wards the close of the same year he moved with the 
regiment to Ludhiana, and he was still serving with it 
there when the first Sikh War broke out in December 
1845. On the occurrence of that event he marched 
with his regiment to Bassidn, to join the Army of 
the Sutlej under tho command of Sir Hugh Gough, 
and on tho 18*^ of tho same month he ^as present with 
it in the battle of Mudki ; but in that, the first engage* 
ment of the campaign, he was so desperately wounded 
that he was unaUo to take any f rn^her part in the 
operations, and after lingering for eleven days he died 
of his wounds on the 29*^ December 1845.

the 17th foot, and proceeding to India, he ]Oind that reg- 
iment at Fort William, Oaloatta, in the antamn of the 
same yen'. In January 1821 he accompanied the reg- 
iment to Berhampore, but he retm-nod with it to 
Calcutta in August 1822, and in Jannary 1823 ho 
embarked with it for England, Lauding at Gravesend 
at the end of the following May, he moved with the 
regiment to Chatham, whence he soon afterwards 
marched with it to Gosport. On ^e Sl^t August 
1823 he esohangod into the 31=* f ‘'ot, and haying 
joined that regiment at Armagh, he served with it at 
that place, and afterwards at Naas and Unblin, unm 
July 1824, when ho accompanied it to Gospoi-t. In 
JanW 1825 he proceeded with the corps to Ohatham, 
and in the sncceeding month he embarked mth tho left 
wing for Bengal. Arriving at Calcutta m Juno 18-5, 
he accompanied tho wing to Berhampore, and while ser- 
ving there, on the25‘i^ Angnsffollowmg, he was promo- 
ted to tho rank of Lieutenant. 

ho returned with the wing to f oi-t William, and tho whole 
regiment being assembled tlia’e, ho aoeompamed it 
to^Dinaporo in tho spring of I8l-t>. In the rnutor of 
1826-27 ho marched with the regiment to Meeiut, 
whence in January W 31 ho proceeded with it to Kamal.

In, the 
spring of 1836 he marched with tho regiment to Dim- 
pL,Uence ho proceeded mtti it to Ghasipnr in No- 
vember 1838, and to Agra in hovomber 1840. On the 
21=* January 1841 ho was promoted to tho rank of 
Captain, and vacated the office of Interpreter. In 
January 1842 he marehed with the, regiment fi’om 
Agraenrouioto Afghanistan on service and havmg 
crossed tho Sutlej and marched tlu-ongh tlie Punjab, ho 
with the corps, joined 

Pollock at Jalalabad on the 5‘1> May. Thereafter he 
served witli tho regiment throughont the ,^mpai|n of 

1842, taking part in the Shinwan expedifoon and the 
actions of Masdna, and afterwards in tho actions of 
Jagdalak and Tezin, in the re-oooupaton of Kabul, aud 
in ™us actions in the passes between Kabul and 
Peshawar duriug tho withdraw^ of tbe Bntish forces 
from Afghanistan (Medal). On the, broking up of 
the Army at Ferozopore he marched with the regiment 
to Amb4i, arriving thero towards the eud of Jan^ 

1843. In April 1843 he accompanied the regent to 
Khaital, on the occasion of the outbreak at that place, 
but he returned with it to Ambak, m the foU<^g 
month, and oontinned serving with it there nntil the 
succeeding November, when he marched -mth it to 
Ferozepori, at which place he se^ed with itunW 
Ama 1844, when he again 

Amhala. On the outbreak of the first Sj^ War he 
accompanied his regiment into the field mth the ^my 
of the Sutlej, hut he was so dangerously wounded m 
the first engagement of the campaign (at Mudki, on 
the 18*1* December 1845) that he, was ^ble to t^e 
any further part in the operations (Medal). On the 
6« Jannary 1846 he was promoted to the renk of 
Major, and on the m 3D* 

retaming home, he exchanged into the IQU* Foot ; and 
having joined that regiment at Meerut, he, m the ooM 
season of 1846-47, marched wi^ it to Lahore. In 
January 1848 he was nominated to the comnma oi 
the Landour Convalescent Depfit, in which he con- 
tinued until the following August, when, tovmg on 
the !«* of that month been promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant-Colonel, he proceeded to rejoin Ms regiment, 
which had in the meaniiine proceeded on aeemo 
against the rebel Dewan Miilraj of Multan. Having 
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rejoined the regiment before that fortress on the Oc- 
toto,he thereafter served with it (part of the time in 
command) throughout the remainder of the Punjab Cam- 
paign of 184849, including the action of Surajkhdnd, 
the siege and capture of Multan, and the decisive battle 
of Ghijerat (Medal and two clasps, and created a Com- 
panion of the Order of Bath) . On the conclusion of the 
campaign he accompanied the regiment to Perozepore, 
arriving there in April 1849, and early in the following 
year he marched with it to Wazirabad. He died at 
Wazirabad on the 20*^ February 1850, only three days 
after the arrival of the regiment at that station. 


Young, Helenas Edward, Lieutenant (1822—* 
18510 — Grave at Feroxejpore^ No. 488. — 'The fifth and 
youngest son of Sir William Toung, Bari, (I), of BailUe- 
borough Castle, Co. Cavan, by Lucy, his the third 
daughter of Colonel Charles Frederick, Bombay Army. 
Bom in June 1822. — Entered the Bengal Army in 1841. 
Arrived in India on the 6^^ November of the same year, 
and on the 18*^ was ordered up to Sultaupur, Benares, 
to do duty with the 6*^^ Light Cavalry. Towards the 
end of April 1812 ho was posted to the 8*=^ Light 
Cavalry, and having joined that regiment at Cawnpore, 
he served with it there until the following October, 
when the bad state of his health compelled him to 
proceed on leave to Calcutta, whence he went home on 
furlough in January 1843. He returned to India at 
the end of May 1845, but ill-health still pursuing him, 
he was obliged to remain at Calcutta on leave, and in 
January 1846, without having even rejoined his reg- 
iment (then at Ferozepore), he again went home on 
furlough, Keturning to Bengal in November 1848, 
and travelling post to the Upper Provinces, ho, on the 
6*^ January 1849, rejoined his regiment, then with the 
Army of the Punjab at Helan, beyond the Chenab. 
Thereafter he served with the corps throughout the 
remainder of tho Punjab Campaign, and was present 
with it in the battles of Chilianwala and Qujerat (Medal 
and two clasps). After the termination of the war he 
accompanied the 8*^ Light Cavalry to Ferozepore, arriv- 
ing there in April 1849, and at that place he died on 
the 12*^ January 1851.

• Young, Keith, C. Lieutenant- Colonel and Bre- 
vet-Oolonel 1808— 1S62).— .(Jrave at Simla, No. 356.—^ 
Entered the Bengal Army in 1823. Arrived in India 
on the 19**^ May 1824, and on the Slot was sent up to 
Barraekpore to do duty with a wing of the 26*^ N. I, 
then at that siittion. On the 12*^ August 1824 he 
was posted to the 60**^ N. I., and having joined that 

regiment at Nasirabad, he, in the spring of 1826, 
moved with it to Allahabad. Having proceeded to 
the Pire^idenoy on leave early in 1828, he was while 
there, in June of the same year, appointed to do duty 
with a detadbtment of European recruits in Fort 
^William, and having shortly afterwards passed the 
Inteijaeters' examination before the College of Fort 
William, he was, in October 1828, appointed acting In- 
terpreter and Quarter Master to the 66tk N. i., 
which he joined at Barraekpore . In tbe following 
December he accompanied this corps to Cuttack, at 
which place he continued serving with it until the 
end of January 1830, when he was appointed acting 
Itfcterpreter and Quarter-Master to the N, I., 
at &irrackp‘>re. In the following March he pro- 


ceeded on sick leave, and in the succeeding Novem- 
ber he went home on furlough. He returned to 
India at the end of September 1833, and rejoined tho 
50^^ N. I at Barraekpore, and there in the following 
December he was appointed Interpreter and Quarteiv 
Master to the regiment. In December 1834 he ao- 
oompauied the corps to Dacca, at which station he 
served with it until November 1837, when he pro- 
ceeded on leave to the Presidency, and thence home on 
furlough in January 1838, vacating the appointment 
of Interpreter and Quarter -Master. Returning to 
India (vid Bombay) in February 1841, he rejoined his 
regiment at Saugor, at which place he continued serv- 
ing with it until the following June, when he was 
appointed a Depy.-Judge Advocate-General on the 
establishment and posted to the Sirhind Division, the 
head-quarters of which were then at Karnal. In Oo- 
tote 1842, in consequence of an outbreak in Bundel- 
khuud, he was directed to rejoin his regiment, which 
Imd been detailed for service in the field, and having 
done so, he was thereafter engaged for ^ four months in 
various operations against insurgents in that province 
and in the Saugor and Nurbadda territories. In the 
course of this period he was transferred (21st December) 
from the Sirhind to the Presidency Division as a Depy.- 
Judge- Advocate- General, and proceeding to Calcutta 
on the conclusion of the operations, he took up his 
appointment there in March 1843, receiving charge at 
the same time of the Judge-Advocate General’s office 
at the Presidency. At the end of the following July 
his services were placed at the disposal of the Governor 
of Sindh (Sir Charles Napier) for employment in that 
country, and having then been appointed Civil Judge- 
Advocate in Sindh, ho continued in that situation for 
nearly nine years, in the course of which, as a Depy.- 
Judgo-Advooato-Genl. on the establishment, ho was 
transferred, nominally, to the pinaporo Division in 
October I84t, to the Sirhind Division in September 
1845, to tho Cawnpore Division in May 1848, back to 
the Sirhind Division in August 1848, and to the 
Meomt Division in May 1849 ; and finally in December 
1849 it was ordered that his name should no longer be 
borne on the establishment of the Jadgo-Advooate- 
Oenl.’s Dept. He continued serving as CivU Judge- 
Advocate in Sindh until April 1852, when he was 
appointed Offg- Judgo-Advooate-Goneralof the Army, 
in succession to Lieutenant-Colonel (afterwards Lieu- 
tenant-General Sir Richard J. H.) Birch, 0- B., 
appointed Offg. Secretary to the Govt, of India in the 
Military Dept., and having been confirmed in the 
appointment, with the official rank of Lieutenant- 
Colonel, in August 3854, he continued holding it 
for tho remainder of his service, a period of nearly 
eight years. On the outbreak of the Mutiny in May 
1857, he, as Judge- Advocate- General of tho Army, 
joined the Delhi Field Force, and having been present 
with it in tho action of Badli-ki-Sex-ai, he thereafter 
took part in the siege and capture of Delhi ; and he 
was afterwards present with the Army under the Com- 
mand of Sir Colin Campbell throughout the siege and 
capture of Lucknow in March 1858 (M^al and two 
clasps, and created a Companion of tho Order of the 
Bath). In the spring of 1859 he returned to Smila 
with the Commander-in-Ohief, but in the course of tho 
stiinmer of the same year he was detached to Meexmt 
to conduct the proceedings of the Special Court of En- 
quiry assembled there for the purpose of iuvestigating 
what was styled the ‘‘white mutiny,’* that is, the dis- 
contont and insubordination arising out of the transfer 
to the service of the Crown of the British soldiery en- 
listed for that of tho late East India Comppy. On 
the conclusion of this duty ho returned to Sinua, and 
having afterwards accompanied the Commander-in- 
Ohief to the Presidency, he in March 1860 went home 
on furlough. He returned to India and resumed hie 
appointment at the end of January 1861, and in the 
following August he was admitted into tho Bengal 
StafE Corps with effect ‘from the 18^*^ February preced- 



ing. On tie jraanary 1862 he was promoted to tie 
rank of Oolonel by brevet, but tie notification did not 
appear until some montis after iis deati. He died at 
Simla bn the 18*^ May 1862. 

IfoTB.— Colonel (then Major) Young was marrlecl, at Simla on 
the 2nd September 1852, to Frances Mary, daughter of Liouten- 
ant-Colonel Henry Barkley Henderson, formerly of the late 8fch 
U", I,, and some time Depy. Mily. Auditor-General.— His eldest 
son, Keith Henry St. George Young (born at Simla, 4th J une 
1853), late Captain in the Duke of Cornwallis Light Infantry, 
died at Edinburgh on the Is* April 1898. His second son. Sir 
Arthur Henderson Young, K. C« 351. G. (born at Simla, 31st Octo- 
ber 1854), some time Captain in the Koyal Inniskilliag Fusiliers, 
is now Governor of the, Straits Settlements : he married, on the 
5th November 1885, Lady Evelyn Anno Kennedy (born 24tli 
August 1861), the second ^nghter of the 2d Mari^uess of AUsa. 

Younghusband Edward, Lieutenant (1824— 
1848^.— jPflfeZci at Multan, JVo. 882.— The fourth sou 
of iRfojor-General Charles Youngliusband, of the Eoyal 
Artillery, who was a cadet of a very ancient family 
formerly settled at Bamborough, Co. Norihuraber- 
land.— Entered the Bombay Army in 1840. Arrived 
at Bombay in February 1841, and in the following 
month was posted to the N. I., then stationed 
at Deesa, where he joined it. In the summer of 1845 
he was appointed acting Quarter-Master of the reg- 
iment, and in October of the samo year, on the head- 
quarters and right wing marching for the Presidency, he 
was appointed to act as Staff Officer to that portion of 
the corps. In January 1846, on the regiment being 
concentoted at Nasik, he was appointed acting Adju- 
tant, and later in the same month he was nominated 
to officiate as Staff Officer to a wing of the corps de- 
tached to Thana, an appointment in which he con- 
tinued until the whole of the regiment was assembled 
at that place at the end of the succeeding December. 
In May 1847 ho moved to Bombay with a wing of the 
corps, and towards the close of the same year he 
accompanied the regiment to Sukkur, in Sindh. Early 
in the following year he was selected for civil employ in 
Sindh, and he continued in that employment until 
October 1848, when he rejoined his regiment on the 
corps being detailed to form part of the Bombay Divi- 
sion of tlie Army of i.he Punjab. Moving northwards 
with the regiment, he joined the force before Multan on 
the 26*-^ December, and on the following d^, while 
acting, for the occasion, as Aidc«*do-Oamp to iBrigadlor 
Capon, commanding the First Brigade of tho Bombay 
Division, he fell in assault of the suburbs of the 
place. 

Younghusbands George Austen Paterson, 
Lmuimant (c. 1832— 1858 ),— at Kdhat, No* 
1043. — ^ThofiMiand youngest son of Major-General 
Charles Younghusband, Boyal Ai’tillery, a cadet of the 
Yeunghusbands of Bamborough, Co. Northumberland.— 
Entered the Bombay Army in 1849- Arrived at 
Bombay in October of the samo year, and was sent tc) 
Satara to do duty with the 18*^' ST. I* lu the spring of 
the following year he was dix*ected to do duty with the 
20*^ NJ., at Sholapur, and he continued attached to 
that corps until August 1850, when he was posted to the 
N. I., then stationed at Baroda, whence in Fe^ 
ruaiy 1853 he accompanied the corps to Bombay. In 
March* 1864 he was selected for service with the 
Punjab Irregular Force, and having on the 81®* of that 
month been appointed -^jutant of the 5*^^ PanJabOavaliy, 
he proceeded to the N.-W. Frontier exd joined that 
oorpsatAsiii towards the close of April. From May 
to November 1864 he ofliciatecL, in addition, as Second- 
in-Oommand of the regiment, and having in November 
1855 been again appointed Offg. Second-in-Oommand, 
he coniinned in that position until the end of his 
service. In April 1857 he accompanied the regiment 
to Bannn. On the 26*^1 of the succeeding memth, on 
the outbreak of the Mutiny, he was detached, in com- 
mand of a squadron of the regiment, to Lahoim, when ce 
he was sent on with it to Delhi, and having, * after at 
smart engagement with the Bohilkhaad rebels a 


Alipur, joined the Delhi Field Force on the 3^ July^ he 
thereafter commanded the squadron throughout the 
remainder of the siege and at the capture of the place. 
On the fall of Delhi he, still in command of the 
squadron of the 5*^ Punjab Cavalry, accompanied the 
pursuing column under the command of Oolonel E. H. 
Greathe4 and in that position he took part in the 
actions of Bulandshahr, Aligarh, Akbarpur, Agia (in 
which he was severely injured, having, when charging 
the rebels, fallen down a dry well with his horse), 
Hanauj^ and Bantiro, in the relief of Lucknow under 
Sir OoKn Campbell, in the rout of the Gwalior Contin- 
gent at Oawnpore and the capture of the whole of their 
guns at Saraighat, and finally in the action of 
Khudaganj, on the Kali Naddi, in which he fell 
mortally wounded whilst gallantly charging a body of 
rebel sepoys. He was carried on to Fatehgarh, vmere 
he died of his wounds two days later,— the 4^*» January, 
1858. 

Younghusband* George Dukinfleld Aetley* 

Meutenant (c. 1837-— 1861).-- GVoce at Dhcvmsala 
No. 509. — The second son of Major Genex-al Astley 
G. F. J. Younghusband, Bengal Infantry. — ^Entered 
the Bengal Army in 1856. Arrived in India on the 
13 th February 1857, and on the 23^ was ordered up to 
Benares to do duty with the 37*3i N.L ; on the follow- 
ing day, however, ho was posted to the 58**^ N.I., them at 
Bawal Pindi, but ho never jomed that regiment, and on 
tho April liewas romoved, at his own request, to 
the 66 <>^ (Gurkha) N.I., which he shortly afterwards 
joined at Almora- Wiih this regiment he served in 
tho Mutiny campaigns of 1857-58, taking part in tho 
defence of the E^maon Hills, the movement to Hiald- 
wani, the action of Ohai'piira, and the final operations 
in Oudh, including the actions of Pasgaon and Basiil- 
ptir, the capture of Fort MitauM, and tho action of 
Biswa (Medal). In January 1859 he was sent back 
to Almora to take command of the regimental dep^ 
but he afterwards rejoined the regiment at Sitapur, in 
Oudh, and (excepting a few months* leave in tho 
hills) coutinu^ seiwing with it there until towards the 
close of 1860, when he was despatched with an advance 
party to Dharmsala, to which place the regiment had 
boon ordered, in view to preparations for its reception 
there being set on foot. He continued serving at 
•Dhax»msala with his regiment, — ^whioh in May 1861 
wiis designated “Tho 11*^ Bengal Native Infantry 
(Gurkha Light Infantry),"— until his death, which 
took place there on the 26*i^ July 1861. 

Yule, Robert Abercromby, Oa$tam and Brevet 
LieutenanUOolonel (c. 1817 — 1857 ). — Inscription at 
Delhi, No. 162.— Entered H. M.*s Service on {he 3^ 
July 1835 as a Cornet in tho 16**^ Light Dragoons 
(Lancers), and that regiment being then in India, he 
remained attached to the Cavalry Depdt at Maidstone 
until August 1836, when he embarked for Bengal. 
Landing at Calcutta in the following December, he 
soon afterwards proceeded to the Upper Pi’ovinces and, 
in the course of the succeeding spring, joined his 
regiment at Meerut. On the 26*^ May 1837 he was 
promoted to the rank of Lieutenant. In the autumn 
of 1838 he marched with the regiment to Ferozepore 
and joined the Army of the Indus, and accompanying 
it thence into the field, he served with it throughout 
the campaign of 1838-39 in Afghanistan, including 
the capture of Ghazni (Medal) and the occupation 
of Kabil. On the couclusion of' the oampaijB||n he 
returned with the regiment to tho British proyinces, 
arriving at Meerut in February 1840, and in the 
spring of 1841 he went home on sick leave. In the 
following year he became a student at the Bpyal 
Military College, Sandhurst, where he continued until 
towards the close of 1848^ He returned to India in 
January 1844, and rejoined his regiment at Meemi, 
where he Gon&iued serving with it until December 
1845, wheii, on the outbreak of the first SiUi War, he 
accompanied the corps to the front and with it joined 
the Anny cl the Sutlej, thereafter taking pari with it 
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in the action of BtLdhowaPand the battles of Aliwal and 
Sobraon (Medal and clasp). On the termination of 
the war, in the spring of 1846, he returned with the 
regiment to Meerut, at which station he was left on 
dntywhen, soon afterwards, the corps moved down the 
csotintry to embark for England ; he, however, rejoined 
it at Dum-Dum, and going home with it at the end of 
the year, he was stationed with it at Canterbury. On 
the 2^ July 1847 lie was promoted to the rank of 
Captain, and on the 16*^ of the same month he ez- 
changedinto the 9**^ Light Dragoons (Lancers), for 
the purpose of returning to India. Landing at Calcutta 
in January 1848, he soon afterwards joined his new 
regiment at Meerul*^ whence, in the autumn of the 
same year, on the outbreak of the second Sikh War, he 
accompanied the corps to the front, thereafter serving 
throughout the Punjab Campaign of 1848-49, and 
taking part in the passage of the Chenab and the 
battle of Ghilianwala with the regiment, and as 
Brigade-Major to the Second Brigade of Cavalry (to 
which post he was appointed on tiie 19 January) iu 
the battle of Gujerat (Medal and two clasps, and 
promoted — 7*^ June 1849 — ^to the rank of Major by 
urevet). On the conclusion of the war he marched with 


the regiment to Wazirabad, whence in the winter of 
1850-51 he moved with it to Ambala, at which 
station (except when occasionally absent on leave) he 
continued serving with it for more than six years. 
On the 29*i^^ January 1867 he was promoted to the 
rank of Lieutenant-Colonel by brevet. He was ser- 
ving with the regiment at Ambala when the Mutiny 
broke out in May 1857, and acoompanying it in the 
movement on Delhi, he took part with it in the action 
of Badli-ki- Serai and in the immediately following 
advance to and seizure of the Bidge on the 8^^ June. 
His career, however, soon afterwards came to an un- 
timely end ; for, on the 19^^ June, when the enemy, in 
great force, attacked the rear of the British camp, he 
charged them with distinguished gallantry at the 
head of two squadrons of the regiment, but unfortu- 
nately lost his life in the conflict, having been shot in 
the leg and knocked ofl his horse, and then savagely 
hacked to death by the rebels. He was an officer of 
great merit, and his death was a heavy loss to the 
regiment and to the service. 

Nors.— ’LieutenanihColouel (tlien Lieutenaut) Yule was married 
atEdinburgh, on the November 1541, to Margaret, daughter 
of I. H. Kodgers, Eaqr. 
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
